The 
state  of  forwardness  to  which  the  Printer 
had  advanced  when  the  letter  came  to 
hand,  has  prevented  me  from  fully  availing 
myself  of  its  contents ;  but  in  the  event 
of  a  future  Edition  being  required,  this 
Correspondent  shall  find  that  his  favour 
has  not  been  slighted. 

The  new  articles  in  this  Edition  amount 
to  nearly  an  hundred,  and  bring  the  work 
down  to  August  last. 

London,  Oft.  22,  1005.  S.  J. 
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translation  of  the  Bible  now  in  use 
was  begun  by  the  direction  of  king 
James:  and  Dr. Abbot  was  the  second 
of  eight  divines  of  Oxford,  to  whom 
the  care  of  translating  the  whole 
New  Testament  (excepting  the  Epis- 
tle's) was  committed.  On  April  5, 
1619,  sir  Nicholas  Kempe  laid  the 
first  stone  of  the  hospital  at  Guild- 
ford.  The  archbishop,  who  was 
present,  afterwards  endowed  it  with 
lands  to  the  value  of  300!.  per 
ann.  The  archbishop,  being  in  a 
declining  state  of  health,  used  in  the 
summer  to  go  to  Hampshire  f  jr  tlie 
sake  of  recreation;  and  being  in- 
vited by  lord  Zouch  to  hunt  in  hi- 
park  at  Dranzill,  he  met  there  with 
the  greatest  misfortune  that  ever 
befell  him;  for  he  accidentally  kill- 
ed my  lord's  keeper,  by  an  arrow 
from  a  cross-bow,  which  he  shot 
at  one  of  the  deer.  This  accident 
threw  him  into  a  deep  melancholy; 
he  ever  afterwards  kept  a  monthly 
fast  on  Tuesday,  the  day  on  which 
this  fatal  mischance  happened,  and 
settled  an  annuity  of  20!.  on  the 
xvidow.  Worn  out,  however,  with 
cares  and  infirmities,  he  died  at 
Croydon,  Aug.  5,  1633. 

ABEL  (CHARLES  FREDERIC) 
vrhose  great  musical  ability  both  as 
composer  and  performer  was  an  ho- 
nour to  the  age  in  which  he  lived. 
His  instrumental  performance,  par- 
ticularly on  the  Viol  de  Gamba, 
was  much  distinguished  for  its  ele- 
gance and  fine  feeling.  He  died, 
at  London,  after  three  days'  sleep, 
on  the  aoth  of  June  1787. 

ABEL  ARD  (PETER)  one  of  the 
most  celebrated  doctors  of  the  i  2th 
century,  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Palais,  in  Brittany.  That  he  might 
enjoy  all  the  sweets  of  life,  he 
thought  it  necessary  to  have  a 
.mistress,  and  accordingly  fixed  his

affeflions  on  Heloise,  a  canon'* 
niece,  at  Paris.  He  boarded  in  this 
canon's  house,  whose  name  was 
Fulbert;  where,  pretending  to  teacli 
the  young  lady  the  sciences,  he 
soon  made  love  to  his  scholar— 
Abelard  now  performed  his  public 
functions  very  coldly,  and  wrote 
nothing  but  an:orous  verses.  He- 
loise, at  length,  being  likely  to 
become  a  mother,  Abelard  sent  her 
to  a  sister  of  his"  in  Brittany,  where 
she  was  delivered  of  a  son.  To 
soften  the  canon's  anger,  he  offered 
to  marry  Heloise  privately;  Ful- 
bert, ho-.vever,  was  better  pleased 
with  this  pvoposal  than  his  niece, 
who,  from  a  strange  singularity  in 
her  passion,  chose  rather  to  be  the 
mistress  than  the  wife  of  Abelard. 
At  length,  however,  she  consented 
to  a  private  marriage ;  but,  even 
after  this,  would  on  some  occasions 
affirm  with  an  oath,  that  she  was 
still  unmarried.  Her  husband  there- 
upon sent  her  to  the  monastery  of 
Argenteuil;  where,  at  his  desire, 
she  put  on  a  religious  habit,  but 
not  a  veil.  Heloise's  relations, 
looking  upon  this  as  a  second  piece 
of  treachery  in  Abelard,  were  trans- 
ported to  such  a  degree  of  resent- 
ment, that  they  hired  ruffians,  who, 
forcing  into  his  chamber  by  night, 
deprived  him  of  his  manhood. 
This  infamous  treatment  forced 
Abelard  to  a  cloister,  to  conceal 
his  confusion,  and  he  put  on  the 
habit  in  the  abbey  of  St.  Denis. 
He  afterwards  retired  to  a  soli- 
tude in  the  diocese  of  Troyes  ;  and 
there  built  an  oratory,  which  he 
named  the  Paraclete  :  where  great 
nuubers  of  pupils  icsorted  to  him. 
Here  again  his  success  excited  that 
envy  by  which  he  had  through  life 
been  persecuted  ;  and  having  been 
several  times  in  danger  of  his  life, 
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by  poison  and  other  artifices,  he 
was  at  length  received  by  Peter 
the  Venerable  into  his  ahbey  of 
Clugni  ;  in  which  sanftuary  Abe- 
lard  was  treated  with  the  utmost 
humanity  and  tenderness.  At  length, 
being  grown  infirm  from  the  preva- 
lence of  the  scurvy  and  other  dis- 
orders, he  was  removed  to  the  pri- 
ory of  St.  Marcellus,  on  the  S:cii, 
mar  Chalons,  where  he  died,  Ajiril 
2i,  1142,  in  the  6^d  }ear  of 
his  age.  His  corpse  was  sent  to 
Hek'i^e,  who  deposited  it  in  the 
Paraclete. 

ABELL  (JOHN)  an  English  mu- 
sician in  the  chapel  royal  of  Charles 
II.  celebrated  for  a  fine  counter- 
tenor voice,  and  for  his  ?kill  on  th; 
lute.  Abcll  continued  in  the  cha- 
pel tillthe  Revolution,  when  he  was 
discharged  as  being  a  Papist.  Upon 
this  he  went  abroad,  and  at  Warsaw 
met  with  a  very  extraordinary  ad- 
venture. He  was  sent  for  to  court; 
but  evading  to  go  by  some  slight 
excuse,  was  commanded  to  atcend. 
At  the  palace  he  was  seated  in  a 
chair,  in  the  middle  of  a  spacious 
hall,  and  suddenly  drawn  up  to  a 
great  height;  when  the  king,  with 
his  attendants, appeared  in  a  gallery 
opposite  to  him.  At  the  same  in- 
stant a  number  of  wild  bears  were 
turned  in;  when  the  king  bid  h<m 
choose  whether  he  would  sing,  or  be 
let  down  among  the  bears.  Abell 
chose  to  sing;  and  declared  after- 
wards, that  he  never  sung  so  well 
in  his  life. 

JRERCROMBY  (SIR  RALPH] 
a  brave  British  general,  born  in 
Scotland  1743,  received  his  death 
wound  (like  Wolfe)  in  the  moment 
of  a  great  yi£iorv  over  the  French, 
•within  four  miles  of  Alexandria 
in  Egypt,  March  21,  1801,  and  died 
en  the  a8th  of  the  same  month. 
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ABERNETHY  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent dissenting  minister,  born  at 
Coleraine,  in  Ireland,  1680;  died 
at  Dublin  i  740.— His  best  esteemed 
works  are  a  se:  of  sermons  on  the 
"  Div;nc*ar,i  Moral  Attributes." 

ABSTLM1US  (LAURENTIUS) 
an  Italian  writer,  born  at  Macerata, 
in  L-\  Marca  de  Ancona,  who  devot- 
ed hinuelf  eaily  to  the  study. of  pf>- 
iite  literature.  He  published,  under 
the  por.tifkate  Af  Alexander  VI.  a 
treatise,  entitled  "  Hecatomj  thium," 
from  its  containing  100  fable,, 
whiih  have  bten  often  printed  with 
those  of  ^Esop,  Phaedrus,  GjLriuf, 
A\  ienus,  &c. 

ABULFARAGIUS(GREGORY) 
»<;n  to  Ajron  a  physician,  born  in 
i  226,  in  the  city  of  M^latia,  ntar 
the  source  of  the  Euphrates  in  Ar- 
n-.enia.  He  wrote  in  Arabic  a  his- 
tory which  does  honour  to  his  me- 
mory; it  is  divided  into  dynastic1, 
consists  of  ten  parts,  and  is  an  epi- 
tome of  universal  history  from  the 
creation  of  the  world  to  his  own. 
time. 

ABULFEDA  (1SMAEL)  prince 
of  Hainah,  in  S)ria,  but  better 
known  as  author  of  Tables  of  Geo- 
graphy of  the  Regions  bey  oiid  the 
River  Oxus.  He  began  his  reign 
in  the  7  ^d  year  of  the  Hegira, 
and  ended  it  three  years  afterwards, 
aged  7  2. 

ACCIUS(LUClUS)a  Latin  tragic 
poet,  the  son  of  a  frecd-man,  born  in 
the  year  of  Rome  583.  Accius 
did  not  however  ccnfi;.e  himself  to 
dramatic  writing;  for  he  left  other 
produfHons ;  particularly  his  "  An- 
nals," mentioned  by  Macrobius, 
Priscian,  Festus,  and  NoniusMarcel- 
lus.  Accius  was  so  much  esteemed 
by  the  public,  that  a  conjedian  was 
punished  for  only  mentioning  Ui» 
name  on  the  stage. 
B  2 
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ACONT1US  (JAMES)  a  famous 
]:!ii!or.opher,  civilian,  and  divine, 
born  at  Trent  in  the  i  6ch  century. 
He  embraced  the  Protestant  reli- 
gion ;  and, going  over  to  England  in 
the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  met  with  a 
rery  friendly  reception  from  that 
princess,  as  he  himself  has  testified 
in  a  work  dedicated  to  her.  This 
work  is  his  celebrated  Colleftion 
of  the  "  Stratagems  of  Satan," 
which  has  been  often  translated, 
and  gone  through  many  different 
impressions. 

ACROPOLIT A"  (GEORGE)  one 
of  the  writers  in  the  Byzantine  His- 
tory, born  at  Constantinople  1220. 
In  his  2ist  year,  he  maintained  a 
learned  dispute  with  Nicholas  the 
physician,  concerning  the  eclipse  of 
the  sun,  before  the  emperor  John. 
Gregory  Cyprian,  patriarch  of  Con- 
stantinople, in  his  encomium  upon 
him,  prefixed  to  Acropolita's  histo- 
ry, is  perhaps  somewhat  extrava- 
gant in  his  praise,  when  he  says  that 
he  was  equal  to  Aristotle  in  philoso- 
phy, and  to  Plato  in  the  knowledge 
of  divine  things  and  Attic  elo 
quence. 

ADAIRfJ  AMES)author  of  some 
Law-tra£ls,  and  sometime  recorder 
of  London,  died  July  C",  1798. 

ADAM  (MELCH1OR)  reQor  of 
« college  at  Heidelberg,  where  he 
published  "  Lives  of  Illuurious 
Men,"  in  four  volumes,  and  died 
about  162,5. 

ADAM  (ROBERT)  architeft, 
was  born  in  1728,  at  Kirkaldy,  in 
Fifeshire,  and  received  his  education 
at  the  university  of  Edinburgh.  Af- 
ter his  return  from  a  visit  to  Italy, 
Mr.  Adam  was  appointed  architect 
to  his  majesty  in  the  year  1762, 
and  produced  a  total  change  in  the 
architecture  of  this  country. — ? 
Kis  fertile  genius  in  elegant  or- 
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nament  was  not  confined  to  the  do 
coration  of  buildings,  but  has  been 
d  ffustd  into  almost  every  branch  of 
manufacture.  At  the  time  of  his 
death,  March  3,  1792,  the  new  uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh,  and  other 
great  public  works,  both  in  that 
city  and  in  Glasgow,  were  erefting 
from  his  designs,  and  under  his 
direction.  His  death  was  occasion- 
ed by  the  breaking  of  a  blood- 
vessel in  his  stomach,  and  his  re- 
mains were  interred  in  the  south 
side  of  Westminster  Abbey. 

ADAM  (JAMES)  architea.  bro- 
ther of  the  foregoing,  died  Och  20, 
1794.  The  Adelphi  buildings  and 
Portland-place  are  monuments  sf 
his  taste  and  abilities  in  his  pro- 
fession. 

ADAMS  (JOHN)  who  succeeded 
the  great  Washington,  as  p:es>id?ut 
of  the  United  States  of  America, 
was  born,  we  believe,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Massachusetts  Bay,  in 
1721.  He  was  an  early  and  stre- 
nuous promoter  of  the  revolution, 
and  one  of  the  most  firm  and  mo- 
r'.eiate  supporters  of  American  in- 
dependence ;  after  the  peace  was 
made,  lie  was  the  firrt  ambassador 
appointed  by  his  government  to  this 
country  ;  throughout  the  remainder 
of  his  life  he  was  the  common  friend 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States;  and  he  died  at  NewYcik,  OB. 
2,  1803.  His  "  Hibtory  of  Repub- 
lics," is  full  of  information,  and 
will  ever  rank  high  in  that  species 
of  literature. 

ADAMSOX  (PATRICK)  arch- 
bishop of  St.  Andrew's,  born  at 
Perth,  1543.  In  the  year  1566, 
he  set  out  for  Paris,  as  tutor  to  a 
young  gentleman,  where  he  stayed 
some  months,  and  then  retired  to 
Bourges.  He  was  ia  this  city 
during  the  massacre  at  Paris  j  aad 
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fiver]  concealed  for  seven  months  at 
a  public  house,  the  master  of  which, 
up  -Js  u'  -o  years  of  age,  was 
thro  vti  fioin  the  top  thereof,  am' 
ha-l  his  orains  dashed  out,  for  his 
c'ii..riry  to  lieretics.  In  1573,  he 
returned  »<••  Scotland.  The  earl  of 
Morc'on,  then  regent,  on  the 
deaih  of  bishop  Douglas,  pro- 
moted him  lo  the  ardiiepiscopal 
see  of  St.  And.ew's.  He  died  159'. 
ADD1SON  (JO^El'M,  born  May 
1,  107  «,  at  Miht  :n.  near  Ambrcs- 
bur),  W'l  shire,  of  w'lich 
hiv  Fall  s  redor.  He  rc,-ci\cJ 

the  fitit  rudiments  of  his  eduoat:on 
there  under  ihe  reverend  Mr.  Na^l  • 
but  was  remo\  ed  to  Salisoury,  umler 
the  c.:re  of  Mr.  Taylor;  ar.fi  <.iu  i 
after  to  the  Charter- ho  use.  r.\  icre 
he  studied  under  D-.  Fi'is,  and 
contratled  th.it  iutimaiy  with  si' 
Richard  Steele,  >vhi<-h  their  j"i't 
labouis  have  so  iff. ttually  recorded. 
In  1687  he  was-  enteied  of  Queen's 
College,  Oxford,  where,  in  1689, 
the  accidental  perusal  of  some  La- 
tin vers  s  gained  him  the  patro- 
nage of  Dr.  Lancaster,  by  v, iios. 
recommendation  he  was  el  £led  into 
Magdalen  College  as  Drmv.  .Here 
betook  the  degree  of  M.  A.  F<>. 
14,  'figg,  co  .tinned  to  cultivate 
pcctiy  and  criticism,  and  grew  fi^t 
eminent  by  his  Latin  composition?, 
\\hich  are  entitled  to  particular 
praise.  In  1695  he  wrote  a  pcem 
to  king  William,  with  a  kind  of 
rhyming  introduction  addressed  to 
lord  Somers.  In  1697  he  wrott 
liis  poem  on  the  peace  of  Ryc'-vick, 
which  he  dedicated  to  Mr.  Montague, 
(then  chancellor  of  trie  exchequer) 
and  which  was  called  by  Smith. 
"  the  best  Latin  poem  since  the 
YEiicid."  Having  yet  no  publi. 
employment,  he  obtained  in  1699  a 
pension  of  300!.  a  year,  that  he 
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might  be  enabled  to  travel.  While 
he  was  travelling  at  leisure  in  Ita'y, 
he  was  far  from  being  idle  ;  for  he 
not  only  collected  his  observations 
on  the  rour.try,  but  found  time  to 
•.vrite  hii  Dialogues  on  Mcd  'Is. 
Here  also  he  wrot'-  the  Letter  to  Lord 
Halifax,  which  is  justly  considered 
as  the  most  elegant,  if  not  the  most 
.-ublinie,  of  his  poetical  produdions. 
At  his  return  he  published  his  Tra« 
v.N.  with  a  dedication  to  Lord  So- 
ni  is.  This  book,  though  a  while 
••led,  is  said  in  time  to  have 
vie  so  much  the  favourite  of 
the-  public,  that  before  it  was  re- 
pii'itsd  it  rose  to  five  times  its 
price.  The  viQory  at  Blenheim  in 
1704  spread  triumph  and  confidence 
over  the  nation  ;  and  lord  God^U 
phin,  lamenting  to  lord  Halifax  that 
it  had  rot  been  celebrated  in  a  man- 
ner equal  to  the  su^je^V,  de-l.^J 
hun  to  propose  it  to  some  bet.'er 
poet.  Halifax  named  Adr!'=ov; 
w  ••>.  having  undertaken  the  wo;!;, 
lOinmunii  acid  it  to  the  treasurer, 
while  it  n:;s  \ct  advanced  no  far- 
ther dun  the  simile  of  the  AT;-  '. 
niui  wjs  lewjnL  i  with  the  pL.eof 
coivmissioncr  of  ap:c:ls.  In  the 
following  year  he  w;.s  at  Hanover 
with  lord  H-'UfdX ;  and  the  year 
;ifter  was  made  iiiuier  se  ntaiy  of 
state.  When  the  Marquis  of  Whar- 
u>n  was  appointed  lord  lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  AJdison  attended  him 
as  his  secretary,  and  was  rr.ide 
k'  cper  of  the  records  in  Berruing- 
h  ini'<  Tower,  with  a  salary  of  300!. 
a  year.  When  he  was  in  office,  he 
made  a  law  to  tvmself,  as  Swift  has 
recorded,  never  to  remit  his  regu- 
lar fees  in  civility  to  bis  friends. 
"  I  may  (said  he)  have  a  hundred 
friends:  and  if  my  fee  be  two  guineas, 
1  shall  by  relinquishing  my  right, 
lose  200  guineas,  and  no  friend 
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gain  more  than  two."  He  was  in 
Ireland  when  Steele,  without  any 
communication  of  his  design,  began 
the  publication  of  the  Taller ;  but 
he  was  not  long  concealed:  by  in- 
serting a  remark  on  Virgil,  which 
Addison  had  given  him,  he  disco- 
vered him.-elf.  Steele's  first  Tatler 
v/as  published  April  22,  1709,  and 
Addition's  contribution  appeared 
May  26  —To  the  Tatler,  in  about 
two  months,  succeeded  the  Spefta- 
tor,  a  series  of  essays  of  the  same 
kind,  but  written  with  less  levity, 
upon  a  more  regular  plan,  and 
published  daily.— The  next  year, 
1713,  in  which  Cito  came  upon 
the  siaj^e,  was  the  grand  climaQeric 
of  Adciison's  reputation.  The  whole 
nation  was  at  that  time  on  fre  with 
f-uiion.  The  Whigs  applauded 
every  line  in  which  liberty  was 
mentioned,  as  a  satire  on  the  To- 
rjes  ;  and  the  Tories  echoed  every 
clap,  to  sb°w  that  the  satire  was 
u;ifelt.  While  Cato  was  upon  the 
stage,  another  daily  paper  called  the 
Guardian  was  published  by  Steele  ; 
to  which  Addison  gave  great  assist- 
ance. The  papers  of  Addison  are 
niarned  in  the  Spectator  by  one  of 
the  letters  in  the  name  of  Clio,  and 
in  the  Guardian  by  a  hand.  It  was 
not  known  that  Addison  had  tried  a 
Comedy  for  the  stage,  till  Steele, 
af;er  Ins  death,  declared  him  the 
author  of  "  The  Drummer;"  this 
play  Steele  carried  to  the  theatre, 
and  afterwards  to  the  pres?,  and  sold 
the  copy  for  fifty  guineas.  In  the 
midst  of  these  agreeable  employ- 
ments Mr.  Addison  was  not  an  in- 
different speQator  of  public  affairs. 
He  wrote,  as  different,  exigencies 
required,  in  1707,  "  The  present 
State  of  the  War,  &c.  The  Whig 
Examiner;  and  The  Trial  of  Count 
Tariff,"  all  which  ttafcis,  being  on 
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temporary  topics,  expired  with  the 
subje£ts  which  gave  them  birth.—— 
When  the  house  of  Hanover  took 
possession  of  the  throne,  it  was  rea- 
sonable to  expeft  that  the  zeal  of 
Addison  would  be  suitably  reward- 
ed. Before  the  arrival  of  king 
George  he  was  made  secretary  to 
the  regency,  and  was  required  by 
his  office  to  send  notice  to  Hanover 
that  the  queen  was  dead,  and  that 
the  throne  was  vacant.  To  do  this 
would  not  have  been  difficult  to  any 
man  but  Addison,  who  was  so  over- 
whelmed with  the  greatness  of  the 
event,  and  so  distracted  by  choice 
of  expressions,  that  the  lords,  who 
could  not  wait  for  the  niceties  of 
criticism,  called  Mr.  Southwell, 
a  clerk  in  the  bouse,  and  ordered 
him  to  dispatch  the  message.  South- 
well readily  told  what  was  neces- 
sary, in  the  common  style  of  busi- 
ness, and  valued  himself  upon  hav- 
ing done  what  was  too  hard  for  Ad- 
dison.  He  was  better  qualified  for 
the  Freeholder,  a  paper  which  he 
published  twice  a  week,  from  Dec. 
23.  J7'5)  to  the  middle  of  the 
next  year.  This  was  undertaken  in 
defence  of  the  established  govern- 
ment, sometimes  with  argument, 
sometimes  with  mirth.  In  argiv 
ment  he  had  many  equals,  but  his 
humour  was  singular  and  matchless. 
On  the  2d  of  August  1716  he  mar- 
ried the  countess  Dowager  of  War- 
wick, whom  he  is  said  to  have  first 
known  bybecoming  tutor  to  her  son. 
This  marriage,  however,  made  no 
addition  to  his  happiness;  it  neither 
found  them  nor  made  them  equal. 
She  always  remembered  her  own 
rank,  and  thosght  herself  entitled 
to  treat  with  very  little  ceremony 
the  tutor  of  her  son.  The  year 
after,  1717,  he  rose  to  his  highest 
elevation,  being  made  secretary  of 
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state  ;  but  it  is  universally  confessed 
that  he  was  unequal  to  the  duties  of 
his  place.  In  the  house  of  com- 
njons  he  could  not  speak,  and  there- 
fore was  useless  to  the  defence  of  the 
g-overnment.  In  the  office  he  could 
hot  issue  an  order  without  losing  his 
time  in  quest  of  fine  expressions. 
What  he  gained  in  rank  he  lost  in 
credit ;  and,  finding  by  experience 
his  own  inability,  was  forced  to  so- 
licit hie  dismission,  with  a  pension 
of  1500!.  a  year.  His  friends  pal 
liatedthis  relinquishment,  of  which 
both  friends  and  enemies  knew  the 
true  reason,  with  an  account  of  de- 
clining health,  and  the  necessity  of 
recess  and  quiet.  He  now  engaged 
in  a  laudable  and  excellent  work, 
viz.  a  Defence  of  the  Christian  Re- 
ligion ;  of  which  part  was  published 
after  his  death. — Addison  had  for 
some  time  been  oppressed  by  short- 
ness of  breath,  which  was  now  ag- 
gravated by  a  dropsy  ;  and,  finding 
his  danger  pressing,  he  prepared  to 
die  conformably  to  his  own  pre- 
cepts and  professions.— Lord  War- 
wick was  a  young  man  of  very  ir- 
regular life,  and  perhaps  of  loose 
opinions.  Addison,  for  whom  he 
did  not  want  respeft,  had  very  dili- 
gently endeavoured  to  reclaim  him; 
bat  his  arguments  and  expostula- 
tions had  no  effect;  one  experi- 
ment, however,  remained  to  be 
tried.  When  he  found  his  life  near 
its  end,  he  directed  the  young  lord 
to  be  called,  and,  when  he  desired 
with  great  tenderness  to  hear  his 
laft  injunctions,  told  him  ;  "  I  have 
sent  for  you  to  see  how  a  Christian 
can  die."  What  effeft  this  awful 
scene  had  on  the  earl's  behaviour  is 
not  known :  he  died  himself  in  a 
short  time.  Having  given  direc- 
tions to  Mr.  Tickell  for  the  publica- 
tion of  his  works,  and  dedicated 
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Lhem,  on  his  death  bed,  to  his  friend 
Mr.  Craggs,  Addison  died  June  17, 
17  i  9,  at  Holland  House,  leaving  no 
child  but  a  daughter,  who  died  at 
Bilton,  in  Warwickshire,  February, 

»797. 

ADRIAN,or  HADRIAN  (PUB- 
LIL'S  ^ELIUS)  the  Roman  emperor, 
horn  at  Rome,  Jan.  24,  in  the  year 
of  Christ  76.  He  was  a  renowned 
general  and  a  great  traveller  ;  and 
in  a  visit,  to  Britain  built  a  famous 
wall,  or  rampart,  extending  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Tyne  to  the  Sol- 
way  Frith,  80  miles  in  lengt'.i,  to 
prevent  the  incursions  of  the  Cale- 
donians into  the  northern  counties 
of  England,  then  under  the  Roman 
government.  Adrian  reigned  21 
years,  and  died  at  Baiae  in  the  63d 
year  of  his  age. 

ADRIAN  IV.  (POPE)  the  only 
Englishman  that  ever  had  the  ho- 
nour of  sitting  in  the  papal  chair. 
His  name  was  Nicholas  Brtkespere  ; 
he  was  born  at  Langley,  near  St.  Al- 
ban's,  in  Hertfordshire,  and,  after 
many  vicissitudes  of  fortune,  suc- 
ceeded to  the  popedom  in  1154. 
He  died  Sept.  i,  1159,  leaving 
some  letters  and  homilies  which  are 
still  extant. 

ADRIANI  (JOANNI  BATTIS- 
TA)  born  of  a  patrician  family  at 
Florence  in  1 5  1 1 .  He  wrote  a  His- 
tory of  his  own  times,  in  continua- 
tion of  Guicciardini,  beginning  at 
the  year  1536,  (a  work  executed 
with  great  judgment,  candour,  and 
accuracy)  and  died  at  Florence 
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^.GINETA  (PAULUS)  a  native 
of  the  island  ^gina,  whence  he  has 
his  name.  .According  to  Abulfa- 
ragius,  he  flourished  in  the  seventh 
century.  His  surgical  works  are 
deservedly  famous,  and  his  know- 
ledge in  surgery  was  very  great. 
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In  short,  the  surgery  of  Paulus  has 
been  the  subjecl  matter  of  moil  of 
the  treatises  of  that  art  down  to 
this  time.  His  bcok  treats  pro- 
fessedly of  disorders  incident  to 
women. 

^LFRED.orALFREDftl.cGreatj 
youngest  son  o'  /Ethelwolf  king  of 
the  West  Saxcns,  was  born  in  the 
year  849,  at  \Vaanating,  or  Wan- 
a  ling,  which  is  supposed  to  be  Want- 
a^e,  in  Berkshire. — Alfred  succeed-

ed  to  the  crown  on  the  death  of  his 
brother  yEthclred  in  the  year  871; 
but  had  scarcely  time  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  his  brother,  before  he  was  j 
obliged  to  fight  for  the  crown  he  had  | 
so  lately  received.    A  considerable  ', 
army  of  Danes,  having   landed   in' 
Dorsetshire,    marched     as     far    asj 
Wareharn;    here  ^Eifred  met  themj 
•with  all  the  forces  he   could  raise  ;j 
but,     not     finding    himself    strong  j 
enough  to  engage  them,  he  ronciud- ; 
ed  a  peace,and  theDanes  »wore  never  ] 
again  to  invade  his  dominions.     In  j 
877,  however,  having  obtained  n :.••.•.•  j 
aids,  they  came  in  such  numbers  in- 
to Wiltshire,  that  the  Saxon.',   giv- 
ing themselves  up  to  despair,  would 
not  make  head  against  them;  miny 
fled  out  of  the  kingdom,  not  a  few 
submitted,  and  the  rest  retired  -every 
man  to  the  place  where  he  could  be 
best  concealed.    In  this  distress,  y£i- 
fred,  conceiving  himself  no  longer 
a  king,  laid  aside  all  marks  of  roy- 
alty, and  took  shelter  in  the  house 
of  one  who  kept  his  cattle.    He  re- 
tired afterwards  to  the  isle  of  .<£the- 
lingey,  in  Somersetshire,  where  he 
built  a  fort  for  the  security  of  him- 
self, his  family,  and  the  few  faith- 
ful servants  who  repaired  thitherto 
him.      When  he  had  been  about  a 
year  in  this  retreat,  having  been  in. 
formed  that  some  of  his  subjefls  had 
routed  a  great  army  of  the  Danes, 
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killed  their  chiefs,  and  taken  their 
magical  standard,  he  issued  his  let- 
ters, giving  notice  where  he  was, 
and  inviting  .his  nobility  to  come 
and  consult  with  mm.  Before  they 
came  to  a  final  determination,  &\- 
fred,  putting  on  the  habit  of  a  harp, 
er,  went  into  the  enemy's  camp  ; 
where,  without  suspicion,  he  was 
every  where  admitted,  and  had  the 
honour  to  play  before  their  princes. 
Having  thus  acquired  an  exaft  know- 
ledge of  their  situation,  he  returned 
in  great  secrecy  to  his  nobility, 
whom  he  ordered  to  their  respefc}- 
ive  homes,  there  to  draw  together 
each  man  as  great  a  force  as  he 
could;  and  upon  a  day  appointed 
there  was  to  be  a  general  rendez- 
vous at  the  great  wood  called  Sel- 
wood,  in  Wiltshire.  This  nffii/  v.ras 
transafted  so  secretly  and  expedi- 
tioiiily,  that  in  a  little  time  the 
king,  at  the  head  of  an  army,  ap- 
proached the  Danes,  before  they 
had  the  leail  intelligence  of  his 
design.  Alfred,  taking  advantage 
of  the  surprize  and  terror  they  were 
in,  fell  upon  them,  and  toLuliy  de- 
feated them  at  ^Ethendune.  now  EJ- 
dington,  in  Wiltshire. — ,-EH'reJ  en- 
joyed a  profound  peace  during  the 
laft  three  years  of  his  reign,  which 
he  chiefly  employed  in  establishing 
and  regulating  his  government  for 
the  security  of  himself  and  his  suc- 
cessors, as  well  as  for  the  ease  and 
benefit  of  his  subjects  in  general. 
Although  there  remain  but  few  laws 
which  can  be  positively  ascribed  to 
Alfred,  yet  to  him  we  owe  many 
of  those  advantages  which  render 
our  constitution  so  dear  and  valu- 
able; particularly  the  institution  of 
trial  by  jury.— He  is  said  by  some 
to  have  founded  the  university  of 
Oxford  ;  so  much  however  is  certain, 
that  Alfred  reft^red  and  settled  that 
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university,  endowed  it  with  reve- 
nues, and  placed  there  the  moil  fa- 
mous professors.— When  yElfred 
came  to  the  crown,  learning  was  at 
•A  very  low  ebb  in  this  kingdom  ; 
but  by  his  example  and  encourage- 
ment, he  used  his  utmost  endeavours 
to  excite  a  love  for  letters  among 
his  subjects.  He  himself  was  a  scho- 
lar ;  and,  had  he  not  been  illustrious 
as  a  king,  would  have  been  famou* 
as  an  author.  When  we  consider 
the  qualifications  of  this  prince, 
and  the  many  virtues  he  possessed, 
\ve  need  not  wonder  that  he  died 
universally  lamented,  after  a  reijjn 
of  above  28  years,  on  the  cJUh 
of  October,  A.  D.  goo.  He  was  bu- 
lied  in  the  cathedral  of  Winchester. 

jRLIAN  (CLAUDIUS)  born  at 
Praeneste  in  Italy.  He  taught  rhe- 
toric at  Rome,  under  the  emperor 
Alexander  Severus,  and  was  sur- 
named  Honey-mouth  en  account  of 
the  sweetness  of  his  style.  His  most 
•elebrated  works  are,  his"  Various 
History, "and  that  "  Of  Animals." 

-itMlLiUS  (PAULUS)  a  native 
of  Verona,  who  wrote  (or  rather 
began  to  write)  a  Latin  history  of 
the  kings  of  France  ;  but,  though  he 
spent  many  years  at  it,  he  was  not 
able  to  finish  the  tenth  book,  which 
was  to  include  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  Charles  VIII.  He  died 
1,529,  and  was  buried  in  the  cathe- 
dral at  Paris. 

./ENEAS,  a  Trojan  prince,  me- 
inorabie  for  his  grateful  care  of  his 
a^cd  father  Anchises,  whom  he  bcre 
through  the  flames  of  Troy  upon  his 
shoulders,  at  the  hazard  of  his  own  \ 
life,  and  that  of  his  son,  a  child, 
•who  was  obliged  to  cling  to  his 
garments  to  escape  with  them.  He 
died  1197  B.C.  Virgil  has  im- 
mortal zed  his  name. 

.itNEAS  ;GAZEUS)  or  AENEAS 
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of  Gaza,  a  sophist  by  profession, 
was  originally  a  Platonic  phtlo.-o- 
pher,  but  afterwards  became  a  Chris- 
tidn,  and  flourished  abo.it  the  yt-ar 
487.  He  wrote  a  dialogue,  intuied 
"  Theophrastus"  concerning  tiie  im- 
mortality of  tbe  soul,  and  the  resur- 
rection of  the  body. 

vEN'EAS  (SYLVIUS)  or  PIUs  II. 
born  1405,  at  Corsigny  in  Sienna, 
where  his  father  lived  in  exile. — • 
This  pope  was  famous  for  his  wise 
and  witty  savings,  some  of  which 
are  as  follow  :  That  common  men 
should  esteem  learning  as  silver, 
noblemen  prize  it  as  gold,  and 
princes  as  jewels.  A  citizen  should 
look  upon  his  family  as  subjefct  to 
the  city,  the  city  to  his  country,  the 
country  to  the  world,  and  the  world 
to  God.  That  the  chief  place  with 
kings  was  slippeiy.  That  the  tongue 
of  a  sycophant  was  a  king's  greatest 
plague.  That  a  prince  who  would 
trust  nobody  was  good  for  nothing  ; 
and  he  who  believed  every  body,  no 
better.  1  hat  those  who  went  to  law 
were  the  birds,  the  court  the  field, 
the  judge  the  net,  and  the  lawyers 
the  fowlers.  That  men  ought  to  be 
presented  to  dignities,  not  dignities 
to  men.  That  a  covetous  man  never 
pleases  any  body  but  by  his  death. 
1  hat  it  was  a  slav  hh  vice  to  tell  lies. 
That  Lust  sullies  and  stains  every  age 
of  man,  but  quite  extinguishes  old 
age. 

-•ESCHINES,  a  Socratic  philoso- 
pher,  the  son  of  Charinu;,  a  sausage- 
maker.  Phrynicus,  in  Photius,  ranks 
him  amonq  the  best  orators,  and 
mentions  his  orations  as  the  stand- 
ard of  the  pure  Attic  style. 

.4LSCHINES,  a  celebrated  orator, 
contemporary  with  Demosthenes, 
and butjust his  inferior.  Beingover- 
come  by  Demosthenes,  he  went  to 
Rhodes,  and  opened  a  school  there, 
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and  afterwards  removed  to  Samos, 
•where  he  died  at  the  age  of  75. 
There  arc  only  thiee  of  his  orations 
o'tant;  which,  however, are  so  very 
beautiful,  that  Fabncius  compares 
them  to  the  three  graces. 

^.SCHYLUS,  a  tragic  poet,  born 
at  Athens  in  the  6jd  Olympiad. 
He  was  the  son  of  Euphorion,  and 
brother  to  Cynejirus  and  Air.inias, 
who  distinguished  themselves  in 
the  battle  of  Maiail^n,  and  ths  sea- 
fight  cf  Salamis,  at  u  hich  en 
inent  j£schylus  was  likewise  pre- 
sent. To  Aminias  cur  peet  was, 
upon  a  particular  occasion,  obliyi 
for  saving  his  life  :  J£.\ian  relates, 
that  i/£scfaylus,  being  charged  by  the 
Athenians  with  certain  blasphemous 
expressions  in  some  of  his  pieces. 
was  accused  of  impiety,  and  con- 
demned to  be  stoned  to  death  : 
were  just  going  to  put  the  sentence 
in  execution,  when  Aminias,  with 
a  happy  presence  of  mind,  throw- 
ing aside  his  cloak,  shewed  his  arm 
without  a  hand,  which  he  had  lost 
at  the  battle  of  Salamis,  in  defence 
of  his  country.  This  sight  made 
such  an  impression  on  the  judges 
that,  touched  with  the  remembrance 
of  his  valour,  and  the  friendship  he 
shewed  for  his  brother,  they  par- 
doned jEschylus.  He  wrote  a  great 
number  of  tragedies,  of  which  there 
are  but  seven  remaining  ;  and,  not 
withstanding  the  sharp  censures  ol 
some  critics,  he  must  be  allowed  to 
have  been  the  father  of  the  tragic 
art.  The  names  of  his  pieces 
now  extant  are  ;  Prometheus  bound 
Seven  against  Thebes;  The  Per 
sians  ;  Agamemnon  ;  the  Inferr.a 
Regions;  the  Furies;  and  th< 
Suppliants.  Afier  having  lived 
some  years  at  Gela,  we  are  tolc 
that  he  died  of  a  fraclure  of  hi* 
skull,  caused  by  an  eagle's  letting 
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Fall    a   tortoise  on  his  head,  in  the 
6g;h  year  of  his  age. 

-<£SOP,  the  Phrygian,  lived  in 
the  time  of  Solon,  about  the  50111 
Olympiad,  under  the  reign  of  Croe- 
sus, the  last  king  of  Lydia.  St. 
Jerome,  speaking  of  him,  says,  he 
was  unfortunate  in  his  birth,  con- 
dition; and  death  ;  hinting  thereby 
at  his  deformity,  servile  state,  and 
tragical  end.  His  great  genius, how- 
ever, enabled  him  to  support  his 
misfortunes  ;  and.  in  order  to  allevi- 
ate the  hardships  of  servitude,  he 
composed  those  entertaining  and  in- 
structive fables  which  have  acquired 
him  so  much  reputation  ;  and  he  is 
generally  supposed  to  have  been  the 
inventor  of  that  kind  of  writing.— • 
Having  had  several  masters,  for  he 
was  born  a  slave,  ^Esop  at  length 
came  under  a  philosopher  named 
Xar.thus ;  and  it  was  in  his  service 
t'n-.t  he  first  displayed  his  genius 
for  fabling  and  moralizing.  He 
was  afterwards  sold  to  Idmon,  or 
ladmon,  the  philosopher,  who  en- 
franchised him.  After  he  had  re- 
covered his  liberty,  he  soon  ac- 
quired a  great  reputation  among 
the  Greeks;  so  that,  according  to 
Meziriac,  the  report  of  his  wisdom 
having  reached  Croesus,  this  king 
sent  to  inquire  after  him,  and  en- 
eaged  him  in  his  service.  He  tra- 
velled through  Greece,  according  to 
the  same  author  ;  but  whether  for 
his  own  pleasure,  or  upon  the  affairs 
of  Croesus,  is  uncertain.  Passing 
by  Athens  soon  after  Pisistratus 
had  usurped  the  sovereign  power, 
and  finding  that  the  Athenians  bore 
the  yoke  very  impatiently,  he  told 
them  the  fahle  of  the  frogs  who  pe- 
titioned Jupiter  for  a  king.  Some 
relate,  that,  in  order  to  thew  that 
the  life  of  man  is  full  of  miseries, 
.-tsop  used  to  say,  that  when  Pro- 
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metheus  took  the  clay  to  form  man 
he  tempered  it  with  teirs.  jfisop 
was  put  to  death  at  Delphi.  Plu- 
tarch tells  us,  that  he  came  there 
jvith  a  great  quantity  of  gold  and 
silver,  being  ordered  by  Crcesus  to 
offer  a  sacrifice  to  Apollo,  and  to 
give  a  considerable  sum  to  each 
inhabitant ;  b'U  a  quarrel  arising 
between  him  and  the  Delphians,  he 
sent  back  the  sacrifice  and  the  money 
to  Crcesus ;  for  he  thought  that  those 
for  whom  the  prince  designed  it 
had  rendered  themselves  unworthy 
of  it.  The  inhabitants  of  Delphi 
contrived  an  accusation  of  sacrilege 
against  him,  and,  pretending  that 
they  had  convifted  him,  threw  him 
headlong  from  a  rock.  They  after- 
wards  endeavoured  to  make  an 
atonement  by  raising  a  pyramid 
Jo  his  honour. 

j£SOP  (CLODIUS)  a  celebrated 
a£tor,whoflourished  aboutthe  67oth 
year  of  Rome.  He  and  Roscius  were 
contemporaries,  and  the  best  per- 
formers that  ever  appeared  upon 
the  Roman  stage ;  the  former  ex- 
celling in  tragedy,  the  latter  in  co- 
medy. Cicero  put  himself  under 
their  direction  to  perfect  his  aftion. 
./Escp  lived  in  a  most  expensive 
.manner  ;  and  at  one  entertainment 
is  said  to  have  had  a  dish  which 
cost  above  8ool.  This  dish,  we 
are  told,  was  filled  with  singing 
and  speaking  birds;  some  of  which 
cost  near  50!.  yEsop's  son  was  no 
less  luxurious  than  his  father,  for 
he  dissolved  pearls  fop  his  guests 
to  swallow.— Notwithstanding  his 
expences,  however,  this  ador  is  said 
to  have  died  worth  above  160,  oocl. 

jETIUS,  an  ancient  physician  and 
the  first  Christian  medical  writer, 
born  at  Amida,  a  town  of  Mesopo- 
tamia, about  455.  His  "  Tetrabi- 
bios,"  as  it  is  called,  is  a  colleflion 
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from  the  writings  of  those  physi- 
cians who  went  before  him,  chiefly 
from  Gaknj  but  contains,  never- 
theless, some  new  things,  for  which 
we  are  entirely  indebted  to  this 
author. 

AGARD  (ARTHUR)  a  learned 
English  antiquary,  born  at  Toston, 
in  Derbyshire  1540,  died  zzd  Au- 
gust 1615. 

AGATHIAS,  a  Greek  historian, 
who  lived  in  the  sixth  eentury,  and 
wrote  a  history  of  Justininn's  reign 
in  five  books. 

AGRICOLA,  a  celebrated  Ro- 
man general,  born  A.  D.  37,  died 

93- 

AGR1PPA  (HENRY  CORNE- 
LIUS) a  man  of  considerable  learn- 
ing, and  a  great  magician  according 
to  report,  in  the  sixteenth  century, 
was  born  at  Cologne  1486,  of  a 
noble  family,  He  was  a  man  of 
an  extensive  genius,  well  skilled 
in  many  parts  of  knowledge  and  a 
variety  of  languages.  In  order  to 
ingratiate  bimseif  into  the  favour  of 
Margaret  of  Austria,  governess  of 
the  Lev/  Countries,  he  composed  a 
treatise"  On  the  Excellence  of  V.'G- 
men  ;"  but  tre  persecution  (hat  he 
met  with  from  ths  murks  prevent,  d 
him  from  publishing  it,  and  obliged 
him  to  go  over  to  England,  where 
he  wrote  a  comrrrnSBry  upon  St. 
Paul's  Epistles.  By  his  writings  he 
ha.-i  d'.awn  upon  himself  the  hatred 
of  the  ecclesiastics  :  a  treatise,  "  Of 
the  Vanity  of  the  Sciences,"  which 
he  published  in  1530,  greatly  en- 
raged his  enemies;  and  that  which 
he  soon  after  printed  at  Antwerp, 
"Of  the  Occult  Philosophy,"  af- 
forded them  fresh  pretext?  for  de- 
faming his  reputation.  The  inqui- 
sitors endeavoured  to  hinder  the  ii:»- 
pressionof  his"  Occult  Philosophy,1' 
when  he  was  about  to  print  a  se- 
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eond  edition,  with  emendations  and 
additions;  notwithstanding  all  their 
opposition,  however,  he  finished  it 
in  '533-  ^e  died  at  Grenoble  in 
1535.  Paulus  Jovius  tells  us,  that 
Agrippa  had  always  a  devil  attend- 
ing him,  in  the  shape  of  a  black 
dog;  that  when  he  was  dying,  be- 
ing advised  to  repent,  he  pulled 
from  the  clod's  neck  a  collar,  stud- 
ded with  nails  which  formed  some 
necromantic  inscription,  and  said 
to  him — •'  Get  away,  thuu  wretch- 
ed beast,  whi'  h  art  the  canst  of  my 
total  destruction."  The  dog  ran 
away  to  the  river  Scant- ,  leaped 
in,  and  v.-as  never  seen  more.  In 
Elogiis,  cap.  xci.— Martin  del  Rio 
says,  that  when  he  travelled  he 
used  to  pay  money  at  the  inns,  which 
seemed  very  gooti,  hut  in  a  few  days 
it  appeared  to  be  pieces  of  horn  or 
shells.  Disquis.  Magic,  lib.  ii. 
quae?.  t  2.  n.  10. 
tells  us  a  number 
which,  however, 
our  purpose. 

AIRMAN  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent Scottish  painter,  born  at  Cair- 
ney,  1682,  died  173  t.  The  cele- 
brated poets,  Thomson,  Mallet,  and 
Allan  Ramsay,  were  his  intimate 
friends,  and  wrote  verses  to  his 
memory. 

A1NSWORTH  (ROBERT)  born 
at  Woodyale,  four  miles  from  Man- 
chester, 1660,  was  the  compiler 
of  a  compendious  English  and 
Latin  Diclionary,  upon  the  plan  of 
Faber's  Thesaurus.  This  he  finish- 
ed and  published  in  1736  in  410, 
and  died  1743. 

AITON  (WILLIAM)  author  of 
"  Hortus  Kewensis,"  being  a  Cata- 
logue of  the  Plants  in  the  Royal 
Gardens  at  Kew,  was  born  near 
Hamilton  in  Lanarkshire,  1731, 
and  died  at  Kew,  Fob  t,  1793. 


The  same  author 
of  other  stories, 
are  too  long  for 
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AKENS1DE  (MARK)  a  physU 
cian,  but  far  better  known  as  a 
poet,  was  born  at  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne  1721,  and  died  in  the  office 
of  physician  to  the  queen,  June  23, 
1770.  "The  Pleasures  of  Imagi* 
nation, "his  principal  woik,  wasnrst 
published  in  1744;  and  a  very  ex- 
traordinary produftion  it  was  from 
a  man  who  had  not  readied  his  2  3d 
year.— He  had  very  uncommon  parts 
and  learning,  a  strong  and  enlarged 
way  of  thinking;  and  was  one  of 
innumerable  instances  to  prove,  that 
very  sublime  qualities  may  spring 
from  very  low  situations  in  life; 
for  he  had  this  in  common  with  the 
most  high  ard  mighty  cardinal 
Wolsey,  that  he  was  indeed  the  sen 
of  a  butcher. 

ALAIN  (CHART1ER)  secretary 
to  Cnarles  VII.  king  of  Franc?, 
born  in  the  year  1386.  He  was 
author  of  several  works  in  prose 
and  verse;  but  his  roost  famous  per- 
formance was,  his  Chronicle  of  king 
Charles  VII. 

ALAMANNI  (LEWIS)  born  at 
Florence  1495,  died  at  Amboise  in 
France  1556,  leaving  many  beau- 
tiful poems  and  other  valuable  per- 
formances  in  the  Italian  language. 

ALAND  (SIR  JOHN  FORTES- 
CUE)  an  eminent  English  judge, 
born  1670,  died  1746. 

ALARIC,  a  famous  general  of 
the  Goths  and  conqueror  of  Italy 
A.  D.  409,  died  at  Cosenza  411. 

ALBAN  (ST.)  said  to  have  been 
the  first  person  who  suffered  mar- 
tyrdom for  Christianity  in  Britain, 
and  therefore  usually  styled  the 
protomartyr  of  this  island,  was 
born  at  Verulam,  and  flourished  to- 
ward the  end  of  the  3d  century. 
The  town  of  St.  Alban's  in  Hert- 
fordshire takes  its  name  from  our 
protomartyr. 
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ALB  AMI  (FRANCIS)  a  cele- 
brated  painter,  born  at  Bologna 
•  578,  studied  under  Guido  Rheni, 
and  was  at  length  no  mean  rival  in 
fame  to  that  great  artist.  He  died 
1660. 

A  LBERONI(JULIUS)  Cardinal, 
was  born  May  31,  1664,  the  son 
of  a  gardener  in  the  suburbs  of 
Placentia.  From  this  low  original, 
by  good  fortune,  address,  and  abi- 
lities, he  rose  to  be  first  minister  of 
state  to  the  king  of  Spain.  He 
died  at  Placentia,  June  26,  1752. 

ALBERTI  (CHERUBINO)  an 
historical  painter  and  engraver  of 
Italy,  horn  1552,  died  1615. 

A LBERTI(GIOV  ANN!)  brother 
of  the  above,  excelled  in  perspec- 
tive and  historical  painting.  He 
was  born  near  Florence  1558,  and 
died  1601. 

ALBERTUS(MAGXUS)a!earn. 
ed  Dominican  friar,  born  in  Suabia 
120.5.  He  was  a  man  of  a  most  cu- 
rious and  inquisitive  tuin  of  mind, 
which  gave  rise  to  an  accusation 
brought  against  him, that  belaboured 
to  find  out  the  philosopher's  stone; 
that  he  was  a  inagicLin,  and  that 
he  made  a  machine  in  the  shape  of 
a  man,  which  was  an  oracle  to  him, 
and  explained  all  the  difficulties  he 
proposed.  He  had  indeed,  great 
knowledge  in  the  mathematics,  and 
by  his  skill  in  that  science  might 
ptobahly  have  formed  a  head  with 
spiings  capable  of  articulate  sounds. 
Albert  died  at  Cologne,  Nov.  15, 
1280,  having  written  such  a  num- 
ber of  books,  that  they  make  i\ 
vols.  in  folio. 

ALBINUS  (BERNARD  SIG- 
FRED}  one  of  the  greatest  anato- 
mists that  ev.-r  existed,  was  born  at 
I.eyden  in  1683,  and  died  1771. 
His  Anatomical  Plates  for:n  3  vols. 
folio. 
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ALBUOUEROUE(ALPHON'SO) 
a  famous  Portuguese  warrior,  and 
the  founder  of  the  power  of  that 
nation  in  India,  died  at  Goa  15  15. 

ALC./EUS,  a  famous  lyric  poet, 
born  at  Mitylene  in  the  island  of 
Lesbos.  Horace  seems  to  think  that 
he  was  the  first  author  of  lyric 
poetry.  He  flourished  in  the  44th 
Olympiad. 

ALCIBIADES,  a  celebrated. 
Athenian  general, slain  404  B.  C. 

ALCINOUS,  a  platonic  philoso. 
pher  who  flourished  about  the  ad 
century. 

ALCMAN,  a  lyric  poet  who 
flourished  in  the  271(1  Olympiad,  at 
Sardis  in  Lydia.  He  is  accounted 
the  father  of  love«verses,  is  said  to 
have  first  introduced  the  custom  of 
singing  them  in  public,  and  to  have 
died  a  very  singular  death,  viz.  to 
have  been  eaten  up  with  lice. 

AI.COCK.(JOHN)bishopof  Ely, 
and  lord  chancellor  of  England  un- 
der Henry  VII.  founded  Jesus  Col- 
lege, in  Cambridge,  for  a  master, 
six  ffllows,  and  as  many  scholars, 
and  died  Oftober  i,  1500. 

ALCUINUS,  or  ALBINUS, 
(FLACCUS)  abbot  of  Canterbury,' 
a  famous  English  orator,  philoso. 
pher,  ar.d  divine,  of  the  8th  century. 

ALDHELM,  or  ADELM  (ST.) 
an  English  divine  and  historian, 
and  bishop  of  Shireburn  in  the  time* 
of  the  Saxon  heptarchy.  Heissa"'6 
to  havebeen  the  first  Englishman  v>ry* 
ever  wrote  in  Latin,  and  wb-nt^er> 
troduced  poetry  into  England,  fnpire.

Aldhelm 
lived  in  great  esteem  till  his  death, 
which  happened  May  25,  709. 

ALDR1CH  (HENRY)  an  emi- 
nent scholar,  divine,  architect,  and 
musician,  born  at  Westminster 
1647.  The  three  sides  of  the 
quadrangle  of  Christ  Church,  Ox- 
ford, called  Peckwater  Square,  were 
designed  by  him  ;  as  was  also  the 
elegant  Chapel  of  Trinity  College, 
and  the  church  of  All-saints  in  the 
High-street.  His  abilities  also  as  a 
musician  have  caused  him  to  be 
ranked  among  the  greatest  masters 
of  the  science  :  he  composed  many 
services  for  the  church,  which  are 
well  known,  as  are  two  catches  of 
his;  the  one,  "  Hark  the  bonny 
Christ  Church  Bells,"  the  other  en- 
titled "  A  Smoking  catch;"  for 
he  himself  was,  it  seems,  a  great 
smoker.  He  died  at  Christ  Church, 
1710. 

ALDROVANDUS  (ULYSSES) 
professor  of  philosophy  and  physic 
at  Bologna,  and  a  mo?t  voluminous 
writer  on  natural  history,  died  blind 
in  an  hospital  at  Bologna,  1605. 

ALDUS  (See  MANUTIUS). 
a.  ALEMBERT(JOHNLEROND 
ch'*  secretary  to  the  French  Aca- 
of  y,  8tc.  and  one  of  the  ablest 
Latin  maticiaiis  of  the  sge,  died 
Faber's  ,  1783.

ALEXANDER  THE  GREAT, 
son  of  Philip,  king  of  Macedon,  was 
born  at  Pella  the  first  year  of  the 
io6th  Olympiad,  the  sC^th  before 


the  birth  of  Christ,  and  at  15  years 
of  age  was  delivered  to  the  tuition 
of  Aristotle.     He   discovered  very 
early   a  mighty  spirit,    and  symp- 
toms of  that  vast  and  immoderate 
ambition  which    svas  afterwards  to 
make  him  the  scourge   of  mankind 
and  the   pest  of  the  world.      At  20 
years  of  age  he  succeeded  his  father 
as  king   of  Maccdon:    he  was  also 
chosen,  in    lhe>  room  of  his  father, 
generalissimo  in  the  projected  expe- 
dition against  the  Persians;  but  the 
Greeks,    agreeably    to    their    usual 
fickleness,  deserted  from  him,  tak- 
ing the  advantage  of  his  absence  in 
Thrace  and  Illyricum,  where  he  be- 
gan   his    military  entcrprizes.     He 
hastened    immediately   to    Greece, 
when  the  Athenians  and  other  states 
returned  to  him  at  once  ;    but,   the 
Thebans  standing   out,    he  direcled 
arms  against  them,  slew  a  pro- 
digious number  of  them,   and    de- 
stroyed their  city,   sparing  nothing 
but  the  house   and  the  descendants 
of  Pindar,    out   of   respeft   to  the 
memory   of  that   poet.     This  hap- 
pened  in   the    ad    year  of  the    3d 
Olympiad.  —  Having  settled   the  af- 
fairs of  Greece,   and  left  Antipater 
as   his    viceroy   in    Macedonia,   he 
passed  the  Hellespont,  in  the  third 
year  of  his  reign,  with  an  army  of 
no   more   than    30,000    foot,    and 
4,500  horse  ;  and  with  these  forces, 
brave    and   veteran    it   is   true,   he 
overturned  the  Persian  empire.    His 
first  battle  was  at   the   Granicus,  a 
river  of  Phrygia,  in  which  the  Per- 
sians were  routed.      His  second  was 
at  Issus,   a  city  of  Cilicia,  where 
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he  xvas  also  victorious  in  an  emi- 
nent degree;  for  the  camp  of  Da- 
rin;, with  his  mother,  wife,  an; 
children,  fell  into  his  hands;  and 
the  humane  and  generous  treatment 
which  he  shewed  them  is  justly 
reckoned  the  noblest  and  most  ami- 
able passage  of  his  life.  While  he 
was  in  this  country,  he  caught  a 
violent  fever  by  bathing,  when  hot, 
in  the  cold  waters  of  the  river  Cyd- 
nus;  and  this  fever  was  made  more 
violent  from  his  impatience  at  be- 
ing detained  by  it.  The  army  was 
under  the  utmost  consternation,  and 
no  physician  durst  undertake  the 
cure.  At  length  one  Philip  of 
Acarnan  desired  time  to  prepare  a 
potion,  which  he  was  sure  would 
cure  him  ;  and  while  this  potion 
was  preparing,  Alexander  received 
a  letter  from  his  most  intimate  con- 
fident. Pdimenio,  informing  him 
that  this  Acarnan  was  a  trjitor,  and 
employed  by  Darius  to  poison  him, 
at  the  price  of  1000  talents  and 
his  sister  iit  marriage.  What  a 
situation  for  a  sick  prince  I  The 
same  greatness  of  soul,  however, 
which  accompanied  him  upon  all 
occasions,  did  not  forsake  him  here. 
He  did  not  seem  to  his  physician 
under  any  apprehensions;  but  after 
receiving  the  cup  into  his  hands, 
delivered  the  letter  to  Acarnan,  and, 
with  his  eyes  fixed  upon  him,  drank 
it  off.  The  medii-ine  at  first  afted  so 
powerfully  as  to  deprive  him  of  his 
senses,  arid  then,  without  doubt, 
all  concluded  him  poisoned  :  how- 
ever, he  soon  came  round,  and,  by 
a  cure  so  sneedy  that  it  might  al- 
m'xt  be  deemed  miraculous,  was 
restored  to  his  army  safe  and  sound. 
From  Ciluia  he  marched  forwards 
to  Phoenicia,  which  all  snrrendeied 
to  him  except  Tyre;  and  it  cost 
him  a  siege  of  7  months  to  reduce 
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that  city.  The  vexation  of  Alex- 
ander, at  being  unseasonably  de- 
tained by  this  obstinacy  of  the  Ty- 
rians,  occasioned  a  mighty  destruc- 
tion and  carnage;  and  the  cruelty 
that  he  exercised  here  is  quite  inex- 
cusable. After  besieging  and  tak- 
ing Gaza,  he  went  to  Jerusalem, 
where  he  was  received  by  the  high 
priest,  and,  making  many  present* 
to  the  Jews,  sacrificed  in  their 
temple.  He  told  jadduas  (for  that 
was  the  priest's  name),  that  he  had 
seen  in  Macedonia  a  god,  in  ap- 
pearance exaEtly  resembling  him, 
who  had  exhorted  him  to  this  ex- 
pedition against  the  Persians,  and 
i^iven  him  the  firmest  assurance 
of  success.  Afterwards  entering 
F.i;vpt,  'ie  went  to  the  orade  of 
Jupiter  ,"-mmon;  and  upon  bis  re- 
turn, buil  the  city  of  Alexandria. 
It  was  now  that  he  took  it  into 
his  head  to  assume  divinity,  and  to 
pretend  himself  the  son  of  the  said 
Jupiter  Ammon.  Policy,  however, 
was  at  the  bottom  of  this :  it  was 
impossible  that  any  such  belief 
should  be  really  rooted  in  his  breast; 
but  he  found  by  experience,  that 
this  opinion  inclined  the  barbarous 
nuions  to  submit  .  to  him  ;  and 
therefore  he  was  content  to  pass  for 
a  god,  and  to  admit  (as  he  did)  of 
divine  adoration.— His  bbjeft  now 
was,  to  overtake  and  attack  Darius 
in  another  battle  ;  and  this  battle 
was  fought  at  Arbela;  when  victory, 
granting  every  tiling  to  Alexander, 
put  an  end  to  the  Persian  empire. 
Darius  had  offered  his  daughter  in 
marriage  and  part  of  his  dominions 
to  Alexander  ;  and  Parmenio  ad- 
vised him  to  atvept  the  term?, 
saying  •'  I  svould  if  I  were  Alex- 
ander."— "And  so  would  1  (replied 
the  conqueror)  if  I  were  Parmenio." 
The  same  Parmenio  counselling  the 
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prince  to  take  advantage  of  the  author  of  repute,  born  at  Venice 
night  in  attacking  Darius,  "  No, 
(-.iid  Alexander)  1  would  not  steal 
a  viclory."  Darius  owed  his  escape 
from  Arhela  to  the  swiftness  of  his 
horse  ;  and,  while  he  was  collecting 
forces  to  renew  the  war,  was  in- 
sidiously slain  by  Bessus,  governor 
of  the  Ba£irians.  Alexander  wept 
at  the  fate  of  Darius,  and,  after- 
wards procuring  Bessus  to  be  given 
up  to  him,  punished  the  inluunan 
•wretch  according  to  his  deserts. 
From  Arbela  Alexander  pursued  his 
conquests  eastward  ;  and  every  thing 
fell  in:o  his  hands,  even  to  the  In- 
dies.  Having  ranged  over  all  the 
east,  he  returned  to  Babylon,  where 
he  died  in  the  33d  year  of  his  age, 
some  say  by  poison,  others  by  in- 
toxication. 

ALEXANDER      (WILLIAM,

An  idle  tradition  hath  as- 
signed the  following  as  his  motive 
for  endowing  it :  that  once,  person- 
ating the  devil,  he  was  so  terrified 
at  seeing  a  real  devil  (as  he  ima- 
gined) upon  the  stage,  that  he  soon 
after  totally  quitted  his  profession, 
and  devoted  the  remainder  of  his 
life  to  religious  exercises.  He

ALSTON  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent physician,  and  medical  and 
botanical  writer,  born  in  Scotland 
died  1760. 


ALVARES  DE  LUNA,  or  AL- 


COUNT)  an  Italian,  eminent  as  a  j  VARO,  a  favourite  of  John  11.  king 
connoisseur  and  critic  in  every  !  of  Castile,  famous  for  the  prodigious 
branch  of  the  belles  lettrcs,  and  an  ascendancy  which  he  gained  over 
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that  prince,  and  for  the  punishment 
which  at  length  overtook  him.  Of 
the  45  years  he  spent  at  court,  he 
enjoyed  for  30  of  them  so  absolute 
a  power  over  the  king,  that  no- 
thing could  be  done  without  his  ex- 
press orders;  nay,  it  is  related  by- 
Mariana,  that  the  king  could  not 
change  an  officer  or  servant,  or 
even  his  clothes  or  diet,  without 
the  approbation  of  Alvares.  At 
length  he  was  seized,  tried,  and 
condemned  to  lose  his  head,  on 
a  charge  of  having  madly  invaded 
the  rights  of  kingly  majesty,  re 
duced  the  whole  court  into  his 
power,  and  made  himself  master  of 
the  state  in  general,  &c.  &c.  He 
was  executed  the  4th  of  June 
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ALURED.     See  ALREDUS. 

AM  AND  (MARK  ANTHONY- 
GERARD,  sicur  de  St.)  a  French 
poet,  born  at  Rouen  1594,  died 
1661. 

AMB  ROSE  (ST.)  bishop  of  Milan, 
an  eminent  father  of  the  church, born 
in  Gaul  333.  The  birth  of  Ambrose 
is  said  to  have  been  followed  with  a 
remarkable  presage  of  his  future 
eloquence  ;  for  we  are  told,  that  a 
swarm  of  bees  came  and  settled 
upon  his  mouth  as  he  lay  in  his 
cradle.  He  died  at  Milan  39;, 
and  was  buried  in  the  great  church 
there.  The  most  considerable  of 
his  numerous  works  is  that  "  De 
Officiis."  Ambrose  carried  the 
esteem  cf  virginity  and  celibacy  so 
far,  that  he  seemed  to  regard  ma- 
trimony as  an  indecent  thing. 

AMELOT  DE  LA  HOUSSAI, 
(NICHOLAS)  was  born  at  Orleans 
1634.  He  published  translations 
into  French  of  Machiavel's 
•'  Prince,"  Father  Paul's  "  History 
of  the  Council  of  Trenr,"  Taci- 
tus's  "  Annals,"  and  "  Political  Dis- 
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Courses"  of  his  own  upon  Tacitus  ; 
all  which  \^ere  \vell  received  by  the 
public.  He  died  at  Paris  1706. 

AMELOT  (DENIS)  a  celebrated 
French  writer,  born  at  Saintonge 
1606.  He  wrote,  among  other 
things,  an  "  Abridgment  of  Di« 
vinity,"  a  "  Catechism  for  the  Ju- 
bilee," and  a  kind  of  "  Christian 
Manual  for  every  day  (Journee 
Chretienne),"  and  died  1678. 

AMERICUS  (VESPUT1US),  a 
Florentine,  a  discoverer  in  the 
continent  called  after  him  America, 
died  1526.  See  COLUMBUS. 

AMES  (JOSEPH)  a  celebrated  ty- 
pographical  historian,  and  secretary 
to  the  society  of  Antiquaries,  was 
originally  a  ship-chandler  at  Wap. 
ping.  Late  in  life  he  took  to 
the  study  of  antiquities :  and,  be- 
sides his  great  work  on  "  Typo- 
graphical Antiquities,"  containing 
accounts  of  our  earliest  printers  and 
their  works,  he  published  a  list,  in 
flvo.  of  English  iieads,  engraved  and 
mezzotinto,  and  drew  up  the  "  Pa- 
rentalia,"  from  Mr.  Wren's  papers. 
He  died  OB.  7,  1759. 

AMHERST  (JErFERY,  LORD) 
a  celebrated  English  general,  born  at 
Seven  Oaks  in  Kent  1717,  died 
.798. 

AMHURST  (NICHOLAS)  born 
at  Marden  in  Kent,  but  in  what 
year  is  uncertain.  He  received  his 
grammatical  education  at  Merchant 
Taylor's  School  in  London;  and 
thence  was  removed  to  St.  John's 
College,  Oxford,  but  expelled  for 
irregularity  of  condu£).  Soon  after 
Mr.  Amhurst  quitted  Oxford,  he 
seems  to  have  settled  in  London  as 
a  writer  by  profession.  He  pub- 
lished a  volume  of  Miscellanies. 
But  the  principal  literary  under- 
taking of  Mr.  Amhurst  was,  "  The 
Craftsman,"  which  was  carried  on 
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for  a  number  of  years  with  great 
spirit  and  success,  and  was  more 
read  and  attended  to  than  any  pro- 
duftion  of  the  kind  that  had  hi- 
therto been  published  in  England. 
Ten  or  twelve  thousand  were  sold 
in  a  day  ;  and  the  effeft  which  it 
had  in  raising  the  indignation  of 
the  people,  and  in  controlling  the 
power  of  administration,  was  very 
considerable.  He  died  at  Twick- 
enham, April  27,  «742,  of  a  bro- 
ken heart,  and  was  buried  at  the 
charge  of  his  printer,  Richard 
Franklin. 

AMMIRATO,  or  AMMIRAT1, 
(SCI  HO)  born  in  Naples  1531, 
vvrote  a  History  of  Florence,  in  two 
vols.  folio,  and  many  oiher  works 
of  less  importance,  and  died  at  Flo- 
rence i  600. 

AMMONIUS  (ANDREW)  a 
learned  native  of  Lucca  who  came 
and  settled  in  England.  He  li\ed 
s>ome  time  in  sir  Thomas  Merc's 
house,  an-.i  afterwards  in  St.  Tho- 
mas's College;  for  he  was  not  in 
circumstances  sufficient  to  hire  or 
keep  a  house  of  his  own.  There 
subsisted  a  strong  friendship  and 
close  correspondence  between  him 
and  Erasmus.  The  advice  which 
Erasmus  gives  him,  in  regard  to 
pushing  his  fortune,  has  a  good 
•leal  of  humour  in  it,  and  was  cer- 
tainly intended  .  as  a  satire  on  the 
p.rir'ul  methods  generally  practised 
by  the  selfish  and  ambitious  part  of 
mankind.  "In  the  first  place  (says 
he)  throw  off  all  sense  of  shame; 
thrust  yourself  into  every  one's 
business,  and  elbow  out  whomsoever 
you  can ;  neither  love  nor  hate 
any  one;  measure  every  thing  by 
your  own  advantage  ;  let  this  be  the 
icope  and  drift  of  all  your  atlions. 
Give  nothing  but  what  is  to  be  re- 
lumed with  usury,  and  be  com- 
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plaisant  to  every  body.  Have  al- 
ways two  strings  to  your  bow. 
Feign  that  you  are  solicited  by 
many  from  abroad,  and  get  every 
thing  ready  for  your  departure. 
Shew  letters  inviting  you  elsewhere, 
with  great  promises."  Fortune,  at 
length,  began  to  smile  upon  Am. 
monius,  for  he  was  appointed  secre- 
tary to  Henry  VIII.  and  honoured 
by  Pope  Leo  X.  with  a  public 
character  at  the  court  of  that  prince: 
and  in  all  appearance  he  would 
have  soon  risen  higher,  had  not 
death  carried  him  off  when  he  was 
but  of  a  middle  age :  he  died  of 
the  sweating  sickness,  in  1517.—— 
Aminonius  wrote  several  Latin  po- 
etical pieces. 

AMONTONS  (WILLIAM)  was 
born  in  Normandy  the  last  day  of 
August  1663.  He  was  in  the  3d 
form  of  the  Latin  school  at  Paris, 
when,  after  a  dangerous  illness, 
he  contracted  such  a  deafness  as 
obliged  him  to  renounce  almost  all 
conversation  with  mankind.  In  this 
situation  he  began  to  think  of  em- 
ploying himself  in  the  invention  of 
machines:  he  applied,  therefore,  to 
the  study  of  geometry;  and,  it  is 
said,  that  he  would  not  try  any 
remedy  to  cure  his  deafness,  either 
because  he  thought  it  incurable,  or 
because  it  increased  his  attention. 
He  studied  with  great  care  the 
nature  of  barometers  and  thermo- 
meters; and,  in  1687,  presented 
a  new  hygroscope  to  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Sciences,  which  was 
very  much  approved.  Amontons 
found  out  a  method  to  acquaint  peo. 
pie  at  a  great  distance,  in  a  very 
little  time,  with  whatever  one 
pleased.  This  method  svas  as  fol- 
lows :  Let  there  be  people  placed 
in  several  stations,  at  such  a  dis- 
tance from  one  another,  that,  by 
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the  help  of  a  telescope  a  man  in 
one  station  may  see  a  signal  made 
by  the  next  before  him;  he  must 
immediately  make  the  same  signal. 
that  it  may  be  seen  by  persons  in 
the  station  next  after  him,  who  are 
to  communicate  it  to  those  in  the 
following  station,  and  so  on. — 
[Hence  certainly  originated  the  mo- 
dern Telegraph.]  When  the  Royal 
Academy  was  newly  regulated  in 
1699,  Amontons  was  admitted  a 
member  of  it,  and  read  there  his 
"  New  Theory  of  Friftion,"  in 
whkh  he  happily  cleared  up  a  very 
important  part  of  mechanics.  He 
died  the  i  ith  of  October  1705. 

AMORY  (DR. THOMAS)  a  dis- 
senting minister  of  considerable 
note,  born  at  Taunton,  Jan.  28, 
1701,  died  in  London,  June  24, 
1774.  His  sermons  chiefly  tended 
to  illustrate  the  perfeflions  and 
providence  of  God  ;  the  evidences 
of  a  future  state ;  the  truth  and 
excellency  of  the  gospel;  the  great 
duties  of  a  Christian  life,  &c. 

AMYOT  (JAMES)  bishop  of 
Auxerre,  and  grand  almoner  of 
France  under  Henry  III.  and  Charles 
IX.  and  a  writer  on  several  sub- 
jeQs;  but  chitfly  known  as  the 
translator  of  "  Flutarch's  Lives  and 
Morals."  He  was  born  at  Milan 
1,5  i.(,  and  died  1593. 

AMYRAULT  (MOSES)  an  emi- 
ntnt  French  divine,  born  1596  at 
Bourgueil,  a  small  town  of  Tou- 
raine.  He  was  a  man  of  such  cha- 
rity and  compassion,  that, during  the 
last  ten  years  of  his  life,  he  bestow- 
ed his  whole  salary  on  tho  poor, 
without  distinction  of  Catholic  or 
Protestant,  and  died  1664. 

ANACHARSIS,  an  illustrious 
Scythian  philosopher.  He  travelled 
to  Athens  in  the  time  of  Solon, 
whom  be  contracted  an  inti- 
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mate  friendship  ;  and  Solon  not  only 
instrufted  him,  but  sought  all  op- 
portunities of  doing  him  honour. 
He  had  a  quick  and  lively  genius, 
a  strong  and  masterly  eloquence  j 
and  there  was  something  so  deter- 
mined and  resolute  in  his  mariner, 
that  those  who  imitated  him  were 
said  to  speak  in  the  Scythian  style. 
Ke  was  extremely  fond  of  poetry, 
and  wrote  upon  certain  laws  of  the 
Scythians  and  Greeks.  Croesus  in- 
vited him  to  Sardis,  and  offered  him 
money:  but  the  philosopher  answer- 
ed, "  that  he  was  come  to  Greece 
to  learn  the  laws  and  manners  of 
that  country;  that  he  had  no  occa- 
sion for  gold  or  silver;  and  that  it 
would  suffice  for  him  to  return  to 
Scythia  a  wiser  and  more  intelligent 
man  than  he  came  from  thence." 
After  staying  long  in  Greece,  he 
I  prepared  to  return  home:  and  pass- 
ing through  Cyzicutn,  he  found  that 
city  celebrating  very  solemnly  the 
feasts  of  Cybele,  and  vowed  to  do 
the  same  if  he  should  get  home  in 
safety.  Upon  his  arrival  in  Scythia, 
he  attempted  to  change  the  ancient 
customs  of  his  country,  and  to  esta- 
blish those  of  Greece;  which  proved 
extremely  disagreeable  to  the  Scy- 
thians, and  at  length  destru£Hve  to 
himself.  For  entering  one  day  a 
thick  wood,  to  perform  his  vow  to 
Cybele  as  secretly  as  might  be,  he 
was  discovered  in  the  midst  of  the 
solemnity,  and  shot  dead  with  an 
arrow  by  the  king  himself.  There 
are  many  beautiful  apophthegms 
of  this  philosopher  preserved  by 
Laertius,  Plutarch,  and  other  wri- 
ters. 

ANACREON,  a  Greek  poet, 
born  at  Teos,  a  sea-port  of  Ionia, 
flourished  about  the  6  ad  Olym- 
piad. This  poet  had  a  most  deli- 
cate wit,  but  was  certainly  too  for.d 
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cf  pleasure  ;  for  love  and  wine  had 
the  disposal  of  all  his  hours.  The 
manner  of  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened at  Abdera,  is  said  to  have 
been  very  extraordinary  ,  for  they 
tell  us,  he  was  choaked  with  a  grape- 
stone,  which  he  swallowed  as  he 
•was  regaling  -on  some  new  wine. 
A  small  part  only  of  Anacreon's 
works  remains;  and  these  consist 
Chiefly  of  Bacchanalian  songs  and 
love  sonnets.  "  The  odes  of  Ana- 
creon  (says  Rapin)  are  flowers, 
beauties,  and  perpetual  graces." 

ANAXAGORAS,  one  of  the 
most  celebrated  philosophers  of  an- 
tiquity, born  at  Clazomenae  in  Ionia, 
about  450  B.  C.  He  placed  the 
supreme  good  of  human  life  in 
contemplation. 

ANCOURT  (FLORENT-CAR- 
TON  D')  an  eminent  French  aftor 
and  dramatic  writer,  born  at  Fon- 
tainbleau,  1661;  died  1726,  hav- 
ing written  52  plays. 

ANDERSON  (SIR  EDMUND) 
made  lord  chief  justice  of  the  com- 
mon  pleas  in  1582.  He  was  a  very 
strifl  lawyer,  and  governed  himself 
entirely  by  statutes  ;  for  we  have  his 
express  declaration,  that  he  neither 
expected  precedents  in  all  cases,  nor 
would  he  be  bound  by  them  where 
he  saw  they  were  not  founded  upon 
justice,  but  would  aft  as  if  there 
were  no  such  precedents.  Of  this 
we  have  a  proof  from  the  reports 
in  his  time,  published  by  Mr. 
Goldesborough :  "  The  case  of 
Resceit  was  moved  again  ;  and 
Shuttleworth  said,  that  he  could  not 
be  received,  because  he  was  named 
in  the  writ;  and  added,  that  he 
had  searched  all  the  books,  and 
there  was  not  one  case  where  he 
which  is  named  in  the  writ,  may 
be  received."—"  What  of  that  ?" 
said  judge  Anderson ;  "  shall  we  not 
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give  judgment  because  it  is  not  ad- 
judged in  the  books  before?  we  will 
givejndgmert  according  to  reason; 
and  if  there  be  no  reason  in  the 
books,  I  will  not  regard  them."— 
He  held  his  office  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  happened  August  i, 
1605. 

ANDERSON  (JAMES)  a  cele. 
brated  British  writer  on  commerce, 
died  1764. 

ANDERSON  (GEORGE)an  Eng- 
lish self-taught  mathematician,  born 
atWeston  in  Buckinghamshire  in 
1760.  His  parents  were  peasants, 
and  he  was  obliged  to  work  as  a 
day-labourer.  Having  at  length 
attrafted  the  attention  of  a  worthy 
clergyman,  he  was  by  him  sent  to  a 
grammar-school,  and  afterwards  to 
New  College,  Oxford,  where  he 
took  the  dt-gree  of  M.  A.  He  also 
entered  into  deacon's  orders,  but 
never  qualified  as  a  priest,  having 
obtained  a  clerkship  at  the  board  of 
controul  under  Mr.  Dundas.  He 
translated,  from  the  Greek  cf  Ar- 
chimedes, "  Arenarius,  a  treatise  on 
measuring  the  sands,"  and  "  A 
general  view  of  the  variations  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  affairs  of 
the  East  India  company  since  the 
conclusion  of  the  war  in  India  in 
178  i  ;"  and  died  April  30,  i  796. 

ANDREAS  (JOHN)  a  famous 
canonist  of  the  i/jth  century,  born 
at  Miigello,near  Florence.  We  are 
told  wonderful  things  concerning 
the  austciity  of  his  life  ;  as,  that  he 
macerated  his  body  with  prayer 
and  fasting,  and  lay  upon  the  bare 
ground  for  20  years  together,  co- 
vered only  with  a  bear-skin :  and 
this  is  attested  by  very  good  au- 
thors.—Andreas  had  a  beautiful 
daughter,  named  Novella,  whom  he 
loved  extremely  ;  and  he  is  said  to 
have  instruQed  her  so  well  in  all 
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parts  of  learning,  that  when  he  was 
engaged  in  any  affair  which  hin- 
dered him  from  reading  lectures  to 
h,s  scholars,  he  sent  his  daughter  in 
his  room :  when,  lest  her  beauty- 
should  prevent  the  attemion  of  the 
hearers,  she  had  a  little  curtain 
drawn  before  her.  To  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  this  daughter,  he 
intitled  his  commentary  upon  the 
Decretals  of  Gregory  IX.  "  The 
Kovellae."  Andreas  died  of  the 
plague  at  Bologna  in  1348,  after 
be  had  been  a  professor  45  years, 
and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  the 
Dominicans. 

ANDREAS  (JOHN)  was  born 
a  Mahometan,  at  Xativa,  in  the 
kingdom  of  Valencia,  an. i  succeeded 
his  father  in  the  dignity  of  alfaqui 
of  that  city.  He  was  enligh  ened 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion,  by  being  present  at  a 
sermon  in  the  great  church  of  Va- 
lencia on  ihe  day  of  the  Assumption 
of  the  blessed  Virgin,  in  1417. 
Upon  this  he  desired  to  be  bapiizsc; 
and  in  memory  of  the  calling  of  St. 
Jolin  and  St.  Andrew,  he  took  the 
names  of  John  Andreas.  Ai  the  de- 
sire of  Martin  Garcia,  bishop  of 
Barcelona,  he  undertook  to  tr^ns- 
lat-;  from  the  Arabic,  into  the  lan- 
guage of  Arragon,  the  whole  law 
of  tae  Moors  ;  and  af:er  having 
finished  thisurioertaking,  he  compo- 
sed his  famous  work  of  "  The  Con- 
fusion of  the  Set}  of  Mahumed:" 
it  contains  i  2  chapters,  wherein  he 
has  collected  the  fabulous  storie.>, 
impostures,  forgeries,  brutalities, 
follies,  obscenities,  absurdities,  im- 
possibilities, lies,  and  contradic- 
tions, which  Mahomet,  in  order  to 
deceive  the  simple  people,  has  dis 
pcrscd  in  the  writings  of  that  sect, 
and  especially  in  the  Koran.  This 
book,  which  was  published  at  firit

in  Spanish,  has  been  translated  into 
several  languages;  and  all  those 
who  svrite  against  the  Mahometans 
quote  it  very  mu'h. 

AXDRElXi  (ISABELLA)  a  na- 
tive of  Padua,  an  excellent  poetess, 
and  most  celebrated  a&ress  toward 
the  beginning  of  the  ijth  century. 

ANDREWS  (LANCELOT)  bi- 
shop of  Winchester  in  the  reigns  of 
James  I.  and  Charles  I.  was  bom  in 
London  in  15^.5.  There  is  a  plea. 
SJiu  story  related  of  him  while  ha 
was  bishop  of  Winchester,  in  the 
life  of  Waller  the  poet,  who,  going 
to  see  the  king  at  dinner,  overheard 
a  very  extraordinary  conversation 
between  his  majesty,  the  bishop  of 
Winchester,  and  Neale  bishop  of 
Durham.  These  two  prelates  stand- 
ing behind  the  king's  chair,  his  ma- 
jesty asked  them,"  My  lords,"  said 
he,  "  cannot  I  take  my  subjefts 
ruoney^when-l  want  it,  without  all 
this  formality  in  parliament?"  The 
bishop  of  Durham  readily  answered, 
"  God  forhid,  sir,  but  you  should; 
you  are  the  breath  of  our  nostrils." 
Whereupon  the  king  turned,  and 
said  to  the  bishop  of  Winchester, 
'  Well,  my  lord,  what  say  you  *" 
"  Sir,  "replied  the  bishop,  "  1  have 
no  skill  to  j:idge  of  parliamentary 
cases."  The  king  answered,  "  No 
pui-offi,  my  lord  ;  answer  me  pre- 
?ently."  "Then,  sir,"  said  he,  "  I 
think  it  lawful  for  you  to  take  my 
brother  Neale's  money,  for  he  of- 
fers it."

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called  Massaniello,  was  a  poor  fish- 
erman of  Naples,  born  in  1623. 
Having  headed  the  malcontents  in 
an  insurrection  at  Naples,  caused  by 
the  viceroy's  laying  a  new  tax  on 
fruit,  fish,  &c.  in  1617,  he  occa 
tioned  the  most  shocking  distur 
bances  in  that  city,  murdering  a 
great  many  people,  and  among  the 
rest  the  duke  of  Caraffa..  Reorder- 
ed many  gibbets  and  wheels  for  tor- 
ture to  be  set  up,  and  was  followed 
by  ten  or  twelve  hangmen  to  exe- 
cute his  orders.  After  this  sedition 
had  continued  with  all  kinds  of  bar- 
barity for  ten  days,  it  was  suppressed 
by  four  gentlemen  knocking  the 
traitor  on  the  head.  His  corpse  was 
dragged  about  the  streets  with  all 
the  scorn  and  contempt  imaginable. 
His  head,  being  then  cut  off,  was 
thrown  into  one  ditch,  and  his  body 
into  another. 

ANGELO.  See  MICHAEL. 
ANNESLEY  (ARTHUR)  earl  of 
Anglesey  and  lord  privy  seal  in  the 
reign  of  king  CharlesII.  born  1614, 
died  1686.  At  the  sale  of  his  books 
after  his  decease,  a  discovery  was 
made  of  the  earl's  famous  memo- 
randum, in  the  blank  leaf  of  an 
Eikon  Basilike;  according  to  which, 
it  was  not  king  Charles  L  but  bishop 
Gauden,  who  was  the  author  of  that 
performance,  which  produced  a  long 
controversy. 

ANSELM,  archbishop  of  Canter 
bury  in  the  reigns  of  William  Ru- 
Goldesborienry  I.  born  1033,  at 
Resceit  wasoy,  died  at  Canterbury 
Shuttleworth  s.,  the  first  archbishop 
be  received,  beci-e  English  clergy 
in  the  writ;  and  '  was  canonized 
had  searched  all  the  v  II.

America,  and    in    that  unexpected 
quarter  to  attack  them  with  vigour. 
His  departure  being   unaccountably 
delayed    some    months   beyond   the 
proper  season,   he   sailed   about  the 
middle    of   September    1740;   and 
about  the   vernal   equinox,    in    the 
most  tempestuous  weather,    arrived 
in  the  latitude  of  Cape  Horn.      He 
doubled    that    dangerous     Cape    in 
March  1741,  after  a  bad  passage  of 
40  days,  in  which  he  losttwo  ships, 
and  by  the  scurvy  four  or  five  men 
in  a  day.       He    arrived    off  Juan 
Fernancies  in  June,    with  only  two 
ships,  besides  two  attendants  on  the 
squadron, and  335  men.      He  left  it 
in  September,    took    some   prize?, 
burnt  Paita,   and   stayed  about    the 
coast    of    America    till  May  1742. 
He  then  crossed  the  southern  ocean, 
proceeding  with  the  Centurion  only, 
the  other  ships  having  been  destroy- 
ed in  August.    Having  refreshed  his 
crew  at  Tinian,    he  sailed  in  O9o» 
ber  for  China;   stayed  there  till  the 
beginning  of  1743;   waited  for  the 
galleon  at  the    Philippine    Islands, 
met  her  on  the  aoth  of  June,    and 
took  her.    Having  sold  the  prize  in 
China,  he  set  sail  for  England,  De- 
cember i7')3,  and  on   the    i^th  of 
June    1744     arrived    at    Spithead, 
having  sailed  in    a  fog  through  the 
midst  of  a  French  fleet  then  cruizing 
in    the    channel.      In     1747,  b-ing 
then  on  board  the  Prince  George  of 
go  gun?,    in  company  with  admiral 
Warren  and  twelve  ships  more,  he 
intercepted   off  Cape    Finist^rre    a 
powerful   fleet,    bound  from  France 
to  the  East    and  West  lndk>;  and 
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by  his  valour  and  condufl  again  en- 
riched himself  and  his  officers,  and 
strengthened  the  British  navy,  by 
taking  six  men  of  war  and  four 
East  Indiamen,  not  one  of  them 
escaping.  The  French  admiral  M. 
Jor.quiere,  on  presenting  his  sword 
to  the  conqueror,  said,  "  Monsieur, 
vous  avez  vaincu  1'Invincible,  &.  la 
Gloire  vous  suit,"  pointing  to  the 
two  ships  so  named.  King  George 
II.  for  his  signal  services,  rewarded 
him  with  a  peerage,  by  the  title  of 
lord  Anson,  baron  of  Soberton  in 
Hants.  lie  died  suddenly  at  his 
seat  at  Moor  Paik,  in  Hertford- 
shire, June  6,  1762.  His  natural 
disposition  was  calm,  cool,  and 
steady  :  but  it  is  reported,  that  our 
honest  undesigning  seaman  was  fre- 
quently a  dupe  at  play  j  and  it  was 
•wittily  observed  of  him,  that  he  had 
been  round  the  world,  but  never  in 
it.  See  ROBINS. 

ANSTIS  (JOHN)  an  able  herald 
and  antiquary,  and  very  eminent 
writer  on  heraldic  subjeSs,  born  at 
St.  Neot's  in  Cornwall  1669,  died 


ANT1FHON,  an  Athenian  ora- 
tor, and  the  first  who  laid  down 
rules  for  that  art,  was  put  to  death 
B.C.  411. 

ANTON1ANO  (SILVIO)  a  man 
of  great  learning,  who  raised  him- 
self from  a  low  condition  by  his 
merit;  his  parents  being  so  far 
from  able  to  support  him  in  his 
studies,  that  they  themselves  stood 
in  need  of  charity.  He  was  born 
at  Rome  in  1540,  and  made  a 
quick  and  most  surprising  progress 
in  his  studies  ;  for  when  he  was  but 
to  years  old,  he  could  make  verses 
upon  any  subje6t  proposed  to  hiua; 
and  those  so  excellent,  though  pro- 
nounced extempores  that  even  a 
man  of  genius  could  not  compose 
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the  like  without  a  good  deal  of 
time  and  pains.  There  was  a 
proof  given  thereof  at  the  table  of 
the  cardinal  of  Pisa,  when  he  gave 
an  entertainment  one  day  to  several 
other  cardinals.  Alexander  Far- 
nese  taking  a  nosegay  gave  it  to 
this  youth,  desiring  him  to  present 
it  to  him  of  the  company  whom  he 
thought  most  likely  to  be  pope;  he 
presented  it  to  the  cardinal  de  Me- 
dicis,  and  made  an  eulogium  upon 
him  in  verse.  This  cardinal,  who 
was  pope  some  years  afterwards 
under  the  name  of  Pius  IV.  brought 
him  to  Rome,  and  made  him  pro- 
fessor of  belles  lettres  in  the  col- 
lege at  Rome.  He  was  afterwards 
chosen  reQor  of  the  college,  and 
died  i  603. 

ANTONINUS  PHILOSOPHIC, 
(MARCUS  AUREL1US)  the  Ro- 
man emperor,  born  at  Rome  the 
s6th  of  April,  in  the  i  2  1st  year  of 
the  Christian  asra,  and  died,  on  an 
expedition  against  the  Marcomanni, 
in  the  i  gth  year  of  his  reign.  The 
whole  empire  regretted  his  loss  as 
a  "most  valuab'e  prince,  and  paid  the 
greatest  regard  to  his  memory;  he 
was  ranked  among  the  gods,  and 
almost  every  person  had  a  statue  of 
him  in  their  houses.  His  book  of 
"  Meditations  "has  been  much  ad- 
mired by  the  best  judges. 

ANTONIO  (NICHOLAS)canor. 
of  Seville,  and  author  of  "  Biblio- 
theca  Hispanica,"  in  four  volumes 
folio,  died  1684. 

ANTON1US  (MARCUS)  one  of 
the  greatest  orators  ever  known  at 
Rome.  It  was  owing  to  him,  ac- 
cording to  Cicero,  that  Rome  might 
boast  herself  a  rival  even  to  Greece 
itself  in  the  ait  of  eloquence.  He 
defended,  among  many  othtrs, 
Marcus  Aquilius;  and  moved  the 
judges  in  so  seuoible  a  manner,  by 
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the  tears  he  shed,  and  the  scars  he 
shewed  upon  the  breast  of  his  cli- 
ent, that  he  carried  his  cause.  He 
was  unfortunately  killed,  during  the 
distuibances  raised  at  Rome  by  Ma 
Tins  and  Cinna,  in  the  year  of  Rome 
667. 

ANTONIUS(MARCUS)theTri- 
umvir,  was  son  of  Antonius  Creticus, 
by  Julia,  a  nolle  lady  of  such  me- 
rit, that  Plutarch  affirms  her  to  have 
been  "comparable  to  the  wisest  and 
inost  virtuous  ladies  of  that  age.'' 
Marc  Antory,  losing  his  father 
when  young,  launched  out  at  once 
tnto  all  the  excess  of  riot  and  de- 
bauchery, and  wasted  his  whole  pa- 
trimony before  he  had  put  on  the 
manly  gown.  He  afterwards  went 
abroad  to  learn  the  art  of  war  under 
Gabinus,  who  gave  him  the  com- 
mand of  his  horse  in  SyrU,  wheie 
he  signalized  his  courage  in  the  re- 
storation of  Ptolemy  king  of  Egypt. 
From  Egypt 'he  went  to  Caesar 
in  Caul ;  and  after  some  stay 
there,  being  furnished  with  money 
and  credit  by  Caesar,  returned  to 
Rome  to  sue  for  the  questorship. 
In  this  suit  he  succeeded,  and  after- 
wards attained  the  tribunate,  in 
which  office  he  was  amazingly  ac- 
live  for  Caesar,  who,  when  he  had 
made  himself  master  of  Rome,  gave 
Antony  the  government  of  Italy, 
with  the  command  over  the  legions 
there  ;  in  which  post  he  gained  the 
love  of  the  soldiery.  But  what  was 
more  to  his  honour,  he  assisted  Cae- 
sar so  successfully  on  several  occa- 
sions, that,  twice  particularly,  when 
Caesar's  army  had  been  put  to  flight, 
he  rallied  ibe  scattered  troops,  and 
gained  the  victory:  this  raised  his 
reputation  so,  that  he  was  reckoned 
the  next  best  general  to  Csesar.  Af- 
ter the  defeat  of  Pompey  at  Phar 
salia,  Caesar,  as  an  acknowledgment 
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of  Antony's  great  services,  made 
him  master  of  the  horse:  in  which 
office  he  behaved  with  violence  ; 
and  this  behaviour,  together  with 
his  dissolute  lire  (for  he  was  f'rnnk- 
en  and  debauched  to  the  last  degree), 
was  the  reason  why  Cassar,  the  next 
year,  did  not  admit  him  his  col- 
league in  the  consulship:  he  did, 
however  admit  him  two  years  af- 
ter.—Upon  the  death  of  Caesar,  An- 
tony was  much  frighted,  and  hid 
himself,  during  the  night,  under  the 
disguise  of  a  slave  ;  but  hearing  that 
the  conspirators  were  retired  to  the 
capitol,  he  assembled  the  senate  as 
consul,  to  deliberate  upon  the  pre- 
sent situation  of  the  cominonwealt!'. 
Here  Cicero  moved  for  a  decree  of 
a  general  amnesty,  or  aft  of  obli- 
vion, for  all  that  was  passed  :  to 
which  they  unanimously  agreed. 
Antony  dissembled  well,  for  it  was 
nothing  but  dissimulation  :  he  seem- 
ed to  be  all  goodness;  talked  of 
nothing  but  healing  measures;  ant?, 
as  a  proof  of  his  sincerity,  moved 
that  the  conspirators  should  he  in- 
vited to  take  part  in  their  delibera- 
tions, and  sent  his  son  as  a  hostage 
for  their  safety.  Upon  this  they  all 
came  down  from  the  capitol  ;  and, 
to  crown  the  joy  of  the  day,  Brutus 
supped  with  Lepidus,  as  Cassius'Mid 
with  Antony.  Antony  is  said  to 
have  asked  Castius,  during  supper, 
"  whether  he  still  wore  a  dagger 
under  his  gown."  "  Yes  (replied 
Cassius),  and  a  very  large  one,  in 
case  you  invade  the  sovereign  pow- 
er."— This  was  what  Antony  all 
the  v  hile  aimed  at  ;  and,  as  the 
event  shewed,  he  pursued  his  mea- 
sures with  t.he  greatest  address.  He 
artfully  proposed  a  decree  for  the 
confirmation  of  Caesar's  acls;  ai.d, 
getting  Caesar's-  register  into  Ins 
power,  he  proposed  as  Caesar's  afts 
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whatever  suited  his   purpose.— He 
procured  a  public  funeral    for   Cae- 
sar,  and   took  that  opportunity   of 
haranguing    the   soldiers  and  popu- 
lace in  his  favour  ;  and  he  inflamed 
them    so   against    the   conspirators, 
that  Brutus  and  Ca-sius  were  forced 
to  leave  the  city.      He  made  a  pro- 
gress through   Italy,    to   solicit  the 
veteran    soldiers,    having     first     se- 
cured Lepidus,  who   had  the  army, 
to  his  interests  ;   he  seized  the  pub- 
lic   treasure,  and   treated    Otlavius 
with  superciliousness  and  contempt, 
though   the   adopted   son    and  heir 
of  Julius  Czsar.    The  patriots,  how- 
ever,   with  Cicero    at   their    head, 
espousing  Oct.ivius,  in  order  to  de- 
stroy Antony,  the  latter  was  forced 
to  change  his  measures,  and  look  a 
little   abroad :    he   endeavoured    to 
extort  the  provinces  of  Macedonia 
and  Syria  from  Brutus  and  Cassius  ; 
but,  not  succeeding,  resolved  to  pos- 
sess himself  of  Cisalpine  Caul,  and 
b?:iege  Decimus  Brutus  in  Mutina. 
This  siege  is  one  of  the  most  me- 
morable things  of  the  kind  in  his- 
tory ;    and    in    conducting    it    An- 
tony, though  defeaied,  gained  pro- 
digious reputation  :  the  consuls  Hir- 
tins  and  Pansa  were  both  slain  :  and 
nothing  but   superior  forces  could 
have    left   Oftavius    master  of   the 
field.     Antony    fled   in   great  con- 
fusion,  wanting  even  the   necessa- 
ries of   life  ;    and  this  very   man, 
v/ho  had  hitherto  wallowed  in  lux- 
ury and  intemperance,  was  obliged 
to  live  for    some  days   upon  roots 
and  water.     He    fled    to  the  Alps, 
and  was  received  by  Lepidus ;  with 
whom  and   Otlavius  he    formed  the 
ad    triumvirate,    as    it  has    usually 
been  called.    When  these  three  con- 
ferred,  they    would   easily  be    per- 
suaded that  the  patriots  wanted  only 
to   destroy    them   ail,    which  could 
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not  be  done  so  effectual! y  as  by 
ng  them  against  one  another  ;  they 
herefcvre      combined,       proscribed 
their  respective   enemies,  and  divi- 
ded  the  empire  among  themselves. 
Cicero  fell  a  sacrifice  to  the  resent, 
mcnt   of  Antony,  who  indeed  was 
charged  with   most  of  the   murtiers 
then  committed:   but  they  weic  ra- 
ther to   be   charged  to  the  account 
of  his  wife  Fulvia,  who,  being  a  wo. 
man   of  avarice,   cruelty,    and    re- 
venge,  committed  a  thousand  enor- 
mities of   which   her   husband  was 
ignorant.— Upon  the  defeat  of  Bra- 
tus  and  Cassius  by  Oclaviusand  An- 
tony   at   Philippi,   which  was  ov»w 
ing  chiefly  to  the  military  skill  and 
bravery   of  the   latter,  Antony   ob- 
tained the  sovereign  dominion,  and 
went  into  Asia,  where  he  had  the 
most  splendid  court  that  ever  wa* 
seen.      The   kings    and    princes   of 
Asia    came    to   his  levee,    and   ac- 
knowledged no   other  sovereign  in 
the  Eastiut  him.    Queens  a-d  prin- 
cesses,  knowing  hitn,  doubtless,  to 
be  a  man  of  amour  and    gallantry, 
strove  who  should  win   his   heart  ; 
and  the  famous  Cleopatra  of  Egypt 
succeeded.     See  CLEOPATRA. 

AXVILLE  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
BOURIGNON  D')  a  most  famous 
French  writer  on  geography,  born 
at  Paris  1702,  died  at  Paris  1782, 
as  much  esteemed  for  the  gentleness 
and  simplicity  of  his  manners  as 
for  his  extensive  knowledge.  He 
laboured  at  his  maps  15  hours  a 
day  for  50  years. 

APELLES,  one  of  the  most  ce- 
lebrated painters  of  antiquity,  was 
born  in  the  isle  of  Cos,  and  flou- 
rished in  the  time  of  Alexander  the 
Great.  He  was  in  high  favour  with 
that  prince,  who  made  a  law  that  n» 
other  person  should  draw  his  pitlure 
butApelles:  he  accordingly  drew 
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him  holding  a   thunderbolt   in    his 
hand:    the  piece  was  finished  with 
so  much  skill  and  dexterity,  that  it 
used  to  be  said,  there  were  two  Alex- 
anders:   one    invincible,  the  son  of 
Philip;  the  other  inimitable, the  pro- 
duction of  Apelles.   Alexander  gave 
him    likewise    another    remarkable 
proof  of  his  renard  :    for    when  he 
employed    A^elles   to  draw    Cam- 
paspo,  one  of  his  mistresses,  having 
found  that  he  nad  conceived  an  af- 
fection for  her,  he  resigned  her  to 
him ;    and   it    was    from    her    th- 
Apel'       is  said    to    have  driwn  !;<

AP1CIUS.  There  were  three  an- 
cient Roirrins  of  this  name;  all  very 
eminent,  not  for  gemii',  for  virtue, 
for  great  or  g.iod  qualiii<:=,  but  foi 
gluttony  ;  or,  if  \ve  m.iy  sofirn  the 
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APION,  a  famous  grammarian, 
born  at  Oasis  in  Esypt,  was  a  pro- 
fessor at  Rome  in  Tiberius's  reign. 
He  was  undeniably  a  man  of  learn- 
ing, but  a  downright  pedant;  Tor  he 
used  to  boast,  with  the  greatest  as- 
surance, that  he  gave  immortality 
to  those  to  whom  he  dedicated  his 
works.  How  would  his  vanity  be 
mortified,  if  he  knew  th?.t  none  of 
(•  ese  works  remain, and  th^thisnair.e 
and  person  had  long  ago  bt-pn  buri- 
ed in  oblivion,  if  other  wn.r-  had 
not  made  mention  of  them!  One  of 
his  rhief  works  was,  "  The  An- 
tiquities t-f  Egypt."

^POLLONIUS,  a  Greek  poet 
and  rhetorician,  born  at  Alexan- 
dria, under  the  reign  of  Ptolemy 
Euergetes  king  of  Egypt,  was  a 
scholar  of  Callimacbus ;  and  wrote 
a  poem  upon  the  expedition  of  the 
Golden  Fleece;  the  work  is  styled 
"  Argonautica."and  consists  of  four 
books. 

APOLLONIUS  of  Perga,  a  city 
of  Pamphylia,  a  famous  geometti- 
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cian,  vho  also  lived  under  the  reign 
of  Ptolemy  Eucrgetes,  and  composed 
several  valuable  works  ;  of  which 
only  his  "  Conies"  remain. 

AFOLLON1US,  a  Pythagorean 
philosopher,  born  at  Tyana  in  Cap. 
padocia,  about  the  beginning  of  the 
first  century.  At  »6  years  of  age 
he  became  a  striS  observer  of  Py- 
thagoras's  rules,  renouncing  wine, 
women,  and  all  sorts  of  flesh  ;  not 
wearing  shoes,  letting  his  hair  grow, 
and  wearing  nothing  but  linen.  He 
soon  after  set  up  for  a  reformer  of 
mankind,  and  chose  his  habitation 
in  the  temple  of  /Esculapms,  where 
lie  is  said  to  have  performed  many 
miraculous  cures. 

APP1AN,  an  eminent  historian, 
who  wrote  the  Roman  history  in 
the  Greek  language,  and  flourished 
under  the  reigns  of  the  emperors 
Trajan  ar.d  Adrian. 

APULEIUS(LUCIUS)a  Platonic 
philosopher,  lived  in  the  second  cen- 
tury, under  the  Antonincs,  and  was 
born  at  Madaura,  a  Roman  colony 
in  Africa.  He  was  a  man  of  a 
curious  and  inquisiiive  disposition, 
especially  in  religions  matters,  which 
prompted  him  to  take  several  jour- 
nies,  and  to  enter  into  several 
societies  of  religion.  He  spent  al- 
most his  whole  fortune  in  travelling. 
He  was  indefatigable,  however,  in 
fcis  studies,  and  composed  several 
books  in  prose  and  verse ;  but  most 
of  them  have  been  lost,  riis  "  Gold- 
en Ass"  is  the  best  of  his  works 
now  extant. 

AQUINAS  (ST.  THOMAS)  a 
celebrated  teacher  of  school  divinity 
in  the  universities  of  Italy,  and  com- 
monly called  the  Angelical  Doftor, 
was  born  in  the  castle  of  Aquino, 
in  the  Terra  di  Lavoro,  in  Italy, 
about  the  year  1224.  In  1274  be 
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was  sent  for  to  (he  second  council 
of  Lyons,  by  Fope  Gregory  X.  that 
he  might  read  before  them  a  book 
which  he  had  written  against  the 
Greeks  at  the  command  of  Urban 
IV.  but  he  fell  sick  on  his  journey, 
at  the  monastery  of  Fossanova,  near 
Terracina,  where  he  died  on  the  jlh 
of  March,  aged  50  years.  Aquinas 
left  a  vast  number  of  works,  which 
have  been  repeatedly  printed  in  17 
volumes  folio. 

ARAM  (EUGENE)  an  English- 
man  of  mean  birth,  but  remarkable 
for  his  extraordinary  abilities,   and 
the  singular  circumstances  attending 
his    unhappy    fate,     was    born    in 
Yorkshire  1704.      He  acquired  con- 
siderable  knowledge  in  the  mathe- 
matics, the   Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew, 
and    Celtic    languai^es,    and    many 
parts   of   polite   literature,   entirely 
by    his    own   industry.      But  while 
emplojed  in  those  learned  labours, 
he  committed  a  crime   not  to  have 
been    expeftcd    in    a    man    of    his 
itudious  turn  ;   as   the  only  induce- 
ment that  led  him   to   it  is  said  to 
have   been    gain,   though   he  after- 
wards assigned  jealousy  of  his  wife 
as  the  motive.     In   1744   he   mur- 
dered Daniel  Clarke  ;    which  crime 
v.asconcealed  14  years,  and  wasthen 
discovered  by  the  accidental  finding 
of  o  skeleton  supposed  to  be  that  of 
Clarke.     This  was  a  mistake,  but 
it  led  to  a  discovery.     He  was  ap- 
prehended  on    suspicion,    tried    at 
York  in  1759,  and  found  guilty  on 
sufficient  evidence,  corroborated  by 
the  testimony  of  his  own  wife.     His 
defence    -,v:i£   uncommonly   curious, 
and  at  once  an  evidence  of  his  taste 
and    erudition.     After    conviction, 
he  confessed   the  justice  of  his  sen- 
tence, ar.d  endeavoured   to   destroy 
himself  i>y  opening  aa  artery  in  tuj 
V  a

Jn   consequence  of   this,   upon   the 
indisposition  of  Dr.  Hannes,  he  was  < 
appointed    physician  in  ordinary  to  : 
queen  Anne  in  1709.       His  gentle 
manners,   polite    learning,   and  ex- 
cellent   talents,   entitled   him  to  an 
intimate  correspondence  and  friend- 
•hip  with  the  celebrated  wits  of  his 
time,  Pope,  Swift,  Gay,  and  FarnelL 
In  1727  he  published,    "  Tables  of 
ancient  Coins,  Weights,  and  Mea- 
*ures,"  in  410.     In  1732,  his  "Es- 
say concerning  the  Nature  of  All- 
mcnt?,"   &.c.    was    printed ;    which 
•was  followed  the  year  after  by  the 
"  Effects  of  Air  on  Human  Bodies." 
His    other    works    were  humorous 
and  satirical  pieces  on  various  sub- 
jects.     He    died  in    London,    Feb.

ARCHILOCHU5,  a  Greek  poet, 
born  in  the  isle  of  P£ros,  was  the 
*oa  of  T,e!eiicles;  and,  according 
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to     Mr.  Bayle,  nod    in     tfc« 

Olympiad,  or  660  years  be- 
fore Christ.  His  poetry  abounded 
:ne  n-.ost  poignant  satire,  i.  ? 
poet  excelled  chiefly  in  iambic  \er» 
se?  ;  and  was  the  inventor  of  them-, 
as  appears  from  a  passage  ;n  Horace, 
£?.  xix.  lib.  i.  ver^c  23,  Sic. 

ARCHIMEDES,    a     celebrated 
geometrician,   born   at  Syracuse  in 
Sicily,    and  related  to  Hiero,    kirg 
»f  Syracuse.      He   was   rtnnr!  atl« 
ior    his    extraordinary    application 
to  mathematical  studies  ;    in  which 
he    used    to    be    so    much  engaged, 
that  his  servants  were  often  obliged 
to  take  him    from    them    by  force. 
He  had  such  a  surprising  invention 
in    mechanics,   that  he  affirmed  to 
Hiero,  that,  if  he  had  another  earth 
whereon  to  plant  his  machines,  he 
could  move  this  which   we  inhabit. 
Archiruedes    became    most    famous 
by  his  curious  contrivances,  where- 
by the  city  of  Syracuse  was  so  long 
defended    when    besieged    by    Mar- 
cellus.     Against   the   vessels  which 
came  op  close  to  the  walls,  he  con- 
trived a    kind   of  crow,    projected 
above  the  wall,  with  an  iron  grap- 
ple fastened  to  a  strong  chain.   This 
was  let  down  upon  the    prow  of  a 
ship;  and,by  means  of  the  weight  of  a 
heavy  counterpoise  of  lead  raised  up 
the  prow,  and  set  the  vessel  upright 
upon   her   poop ;    then  dropping   it 
all  of  a  sudden,   as  if  it  had  fallen 
from  the  walls,   it  sunk  to  far  into 
the   sea,   that  it  Jet   in  a   great  deal 
of  water,  even  -.\hen  it  fell  direftlf 
on  its  keel.  However,  notwithstand- 
ing all  bis  art,  Syracuse  was  at  length 
taken  by  Marcellus,  -.vhocommanded 
his  soldiers  to  have  a  particular  re- 
gard   to  the  safety  of  Archimedes; 
but  this  ingenious  mar.  was  unfortu- 
nately   slain  by   a   soldier  who  d;.A 
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not  know  him.  Archimedes  :; 
to  have  been  killed  about  208  jears 
before  the  birth  of  Chrbt.  We 
have  several  of  his  works  still  ex- 
tant ;  but  the  greatest  part  of  them 
are  lo=t. 

ARETVEUS.  a  physician  of  Cap- 
padocia;  but  in  what  time  he  flou- 
rished authors  are  not  agreed  :  some 
placing  him  under  Augustus  Casiar  j 
others  under  Trajan  or  Adrisn.  His 
works,  however,  are  very  valuable. 
The  best  edition  was  puhiished  by 
Dr.Wigan.  in  folio,  at  Oxford,  1723. 

ARETIN  (GUY)  a  Benedifiine 
monk,  \vbo  lived  in  the  i  ith  cen- 
tury. He  rende.ed  himself  famous 
by  discovering  a  new  method  of 
learning  music  ;  and  was  said  to 
have  been  the  inventor  of  the  six 
notes  in  music,  "  Ut,  Re,  Mi,  Fa, 
Sol,  La." 

ARETIN*  (LEONARD)  was  one 
of  the  ablest  men  in  eloquence  and 
science  of  the  1510  century;  aad 
left  several  works,  the  catalogue  of: 
which  may  be  seen  in  Gesner's 
"  Bibliotheca."  He  died  about  i  443, 
being  then  74  years  of  age,  at  Flo- 
rence ;  where  there  is  a  marbie  mo- 
nument erected  tohim  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Cross,  with  an  inscrip- 
tion to  the  following  purport:—— 
"  Since  the  death  of  Leonard,  his- 
tory is  in  mourning  ;  eloquence  is 
become  mute;  the  Greek  and  La- 
tin muses  cannot  forbear  shedding 
tears." 

ARETIN  (FRANCIS)  a  man  of 
great  reading,  and  well  acquainted 
with  the  Greek  language.  He  stu- 
died at  Sienna,  about  the  year  1443; 
and  afterwards  taught  law  there  with 
«uch  a  vivacity  of  genius,  that  they 
called  him  the  Prince  of  Subtleties, 
and  his  wi:  became  a  proverb.  He 
taught  also  in  the  university  of  Pisa, 
and  in  that  of  Ferrara. 


ARETIN  'PETER)  a  native  of 
Arezzo,  who  lived  in  the  i6th  cen- 
'ury.  He  was  famous  for  his  sa» 
•.srical  writings,  and  was  so  bold  as 
to  carry  his  inveSivcs  even  against 
sovereigns;  whence  he  got  the  tide 
of  the  Scourge  of  Princes.  He  used 
to  boast,  that  his  Ijmpoons  did  more 
service  to  the  world  than  sermons  j 
and  it  was  said  of  him,  that  he  had 
subjefled  m  jre  princes  by  his  pen, 
than  the  greatest  warriors  had  ever 
done  by  their  arms.  Aretin  wrote 
alwj  many  irreligious  and  obscene 
pieces.  Some  say,  that  he  after- 
wards changed  his  loose  libertine 
principles;  bat,  however  this  may 
be,  it  is  certain  that  he  composed 
several  pieces  of  devotion.  He  was 
author  likewise  of  some  comedies, 
which  were  tsteemed  pretty  good 
of  their  kind,  and  died  in  the  year 
1556,  being  about  6.5  years  old. 

ARGEXS  (JEAN  BAPTISTE 
DE  BOYER,  Marquis  d')  a  French 
writer,  famous  rather  for  the  num- 
ber than  weight  of  his  production?, 
was  born  at  Aix  in  Provence  1704, 
and  died  there  1770.  He  was  mas- 
ter of  many  languages  ;  he  painted 
very  well  ,  and  was  a  considerable 
proficient  in  anatomy  and  chemistry. 
Of  his  works,  the  principal  are, 
"Lcttres  Juives,"  "  Lettres  Chi- 
noise?,"  "  Lcttres  Cabalistiques," 
"  Pnilosophie  du  Bon  Sen?,"  Scc.&c. 
There  is  learning,  knowledge,  and 
good  sense,  scattered  through  all 
these;  but  they  are  strongly  tinc- 
tured with  libertinism,  and  the 
worst  sort  of  free-thinking. 

ARGONNE(DOM.BONAVEN- 
TURE)  a  Carthusian  friar,  histo- 
rian, and  theological  svriter,  born  at 
Paris  1640.  died  1704. 

ARIANS.     See  ARIUS. 

ARIOSTO  (LODOVICO.or 
LEWIS)  a  celebrated  Italian  poet, 
D   3 
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Descended  of  a  good  familf,  and 
born  at  the  castle  of  Reggio,  in 
Lombardy,  in  1474.  He  began  his 
"Orlendo  Furioso"  when  he  was 
abcut  30  years  of  age,  and  it  is 
the  most  celebrated  of  all  his  woi  ks. 
But  his  attachment  to  poetry  did 
fiot  hinder  him  from  engaging  in 
publick  affairs  j  for  he  was  employed 
in  embassies  and  negociations  in 
different  parts  of  Italy.  Ariosto 
tvas  crowned  with  the  laurel  by  the 
emperor  Charles  V.  in  1533,  and 
died  at  Ferrara  the  8th  of  July  in 
the  same  year. 

A  R  1 S  T  JE.  N  ET  U  S,  an  ancient 
writer,  to  whom  are  ascribed  cer- 
tain Greek  epistles  on  the  suhjefl 
of  love  and  gallantry  ;  but  who  he 
was,  or  when  he  livrd,  cannot  bt 
discovered  with  any  certainty,  a 
no  ancient  author  has  mentionet 


ARISTARCHUS,  a  Grecian  phi 
losopher,  born  in  Somes,  is  deliveret 
down  to  us  as  the  principal  person 
if  not  the  first,  who  maintained  the 
earth  to   turn  upon    its  centre,   anc 
lo  describe  a  circle    yearly    rounc 
the    sun  :    an   opinion    revived   anc 
established  by  Copernicus  and    Ca 
lileo,  and  now  universally  received. 
It    is   not  ceiuin   when    he  lived; 
but,  from  the  mention  made  of  him 
by  Archimedes,  he  mustha\e  flou- 
liihed  before   his  death.     None  of 
his  works  remain,  except  a  treatise 
«'  Upon  the  Greatness  and   Distance 
of  the  Sun  and  Moon,"   inserted  in 
the  third  volume  of  "  Mathematical 
Works,"  printed  at  Oxford,  1699, 
in  folio. 

ARISTARCHUS,  a  celebrated 
grammarian,  was  born  in  Same- 
thracia,  but  chose  Alexandria  to 
reside  at.  He  applied  himself  par- 
ticularly to  criticism ;  and  made 
a  revi$al  of  Homer's  poems  with 
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exactness,  but  in  a  manner 
oo  magisterial  ;  for  those  verses 
which  he  did  not  like  he  treated  as 
purious.  Cicero  and  Horace  have 
used  his  name  to  express  a  very  ri- 
gid critic  ;  and  it  is  used  to  this  day 
for  the  same  purpose  ;  but  not  with- 
out opprobrium,  derived  partly  from 
f,  yet  more  from  the  manners 
of  modern  verbal  critics.  Growing 
dropsical,  he  found  no  other  reme- 
dy than  to  starve  himself  to  death. 
Suidas  relatesthat  he  died  in  Cyprus,, 
aged  72. 

ARIST1DES  (^LIUS)  a  very  fa- 
mous sophist  of  antiquity,  was  born 
at  Adriani,  a  town  of  Mysia,  and 
flourished  under  Adrian  :indthetwo 
following  emperors.  Hs  spent  his 
life  in  travelling  and  declaiming  ; 
went  all  over  Egypt  four  times, 
and  penetrated  even  to  ./Ethiopia. 
When  Smyrna  was  destroyed  by  an 
earthquake  in  the  year  178,  he 
wrote  so  affefting  a  letter  to  Marcus 
Aurelius,  that  the  emperor  ordered 
it  to  be  rebuilt  immediately  :  upon 
which  the  inhabitants  eretted  a  sta- 
tue to  Arhtides,  as  to  the  restorer 
of  their  city.  He  died  about  the  age 
of  60.  His  works  were  published, 
with  a  Latin  version  and  notes,  by 
Dr.  Samuel  Jebb.  at  Oxford,  1723^ 
in  two  volumes  410. 

ARISTIDES,  surnamed  the  Just, 
a  celebrated  Athenian  general,  flou- 
rished about  480  years  B.C. 

ARIST1FPUS,  the  founder  of  the 
Cyrenaic  se£k  of  philosophy,  flou- 
rished 392  3.  C.  He  asserted  plea- 
sure  to  be  the  ultimate  end  in  which 
all  happiness  consists ;  and  his 
manner  of  life  was  agreeable  to  his 
philosophy  ;  for  he  indulged  himself 
in  all  the  luxuries  of  dress,  wine, 
and  women. 

ARISTOPHANES,  a  comic  poet 
of  Athens,  contemporary  with  Pla- 
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to,  Socrates,  and  Euripides.     Most 
of   his    plays  were   written   during 
the   Peloponnesian  war.      His  ima- 
gination was  warm   and  lively,  atid 
his    genius    particularly   turned    u 
raillcry :    he   had  also   great   spirk 
and  resolution,  and   was  a  declared 
envtny   to  slavery,   and  to  all  thosi 
\vho  wanted  to  oppress  their  coun- 
try.    He  described  the  affairs  of  the 
Athenians   in   so   exaS   a   manner, 
that    his    comedies    are    a    faithful 
history  of  that  people.     He  wrote 
above  50  comedies  ;   but   there  are 
only  11   extant  which  are  perfetl ; 
these    are,    ''  Plutus,    The   Clouds, 
The  Frogs,  Equites,  The  Acharnen- 
ses,  The  Wasps,  Peace,  The  Biids, 
The  Ecclesiazusae  or  Female  Orators, 
The  Thcsmophoriazusae    or  Priest 
esses    of  Ceres  and    Lysistrata." — 
"  The  Clouds,"  which  he  wrote  in 
ridicule    of    Socrates,   is   the    most 
celebrated  of  all  his  comedies :  Ma- 
dam Dacier  tells  us,  she  was  so  much 
charmed    with     this    performance, 
that,  after    she    had    translated    it 
and  read  it  over  200  tiroes,   it  did 
not  become  the  least  tedious  to  her 
Aristophanes,  havingconceivedsome 
aversion  to  the  poet  Euripides,  sa- 
tirizes him  in  several  of  his  plays 
particularly  in  his  "  Frogs"  and  hi; 
"  Thesmophoriazusas."      He   wrote 
"  The  Lysistrata"  when  all  Greece 
was    involved    in    war ;    in  which 
comedy  the  women  are  introduce! 
debating    upon    the   affairs    of   th 
commonwealth  ;  when  they  come  t 
a  resolution  not  to  go  to   bed  with 
their  husbands  till  peace  should  be 
concluded.      He  invented  a  peculia 
kind  of  verse,  which  was  called  b; 
his  name,  and  is  mentioned  by  Ci 
cero  in  his  "  Brutus  j"  and    Suida 
says,  that  he  also  was  the  invento 
of   the    tetrameter    and    ottamete 
verse,— Aristophanes  was    great! 
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dmired  among  the  ancients,  cspe« 
ially  for  the  true  attic  elegance  of 
is  style  ;  and  there  have  been  se ve- 
al editions  and  translations  of  this 
oet.  The  time  of  his  death  is 
nknown. 

ARISTOTLE,  the  chief  of  the 
'eripatetic    philosophers,    born    at 
tagyra,    a   small  city  in  Macedon, 
n  tne    99'h   Olympiad,   about  384 
ears  before  Christ,    was  the  son  of 
MLhomachus,  physician  to  Amyn- 
as,    the  grandfather  of   Alexander 
he  Great.     By    the    advice  of  the 
Jelphic   oracle   he  went  to  Athens 
vhen  about  18,   and  studied  under 
'iato  till  he  was  37.      He  followed 
lis  studies  with  most  extraordinary 
diligence,  so  that  he  soon  surpassed 
all  in  Plato's  school.      He  ate  little, 
and  slept   less  ;    and  that  he  might 
not    oversleep    himself,     Diogenes 
Laertius  tells  us,   that  he  lay  always 
with  one  hand  out  of  the  bed,  having 
a  ball  of  brass   in  it,  which,    by  its 
'ailing    into  a   bason   of   the   same 
metal,  awaked  him.     When  he  had 
studied  about  15  years  under  Plato, 
ic  began   to   form    different   tenets 
from  tho^e  of  his  master,  who  be- 
came highly  piqued  athis  behaviour. 
Upon  the  death  of  Plato,  he  quitted 
Athens,   and  retired  to  Atarnya,   a 
little  city  of  Mysia,  where  his  old 
friend  Hermias  reigned.     Here   he 
married  Pythias,   the  sister  of  this 
prince ;    whom   he  is   said   to  have 
loved   so    passionately,   that   he  of- 
fered sacrifice  to  her.      Some   time 
after,    Hermias   having  been  taken 
prisoner  by   Meranon,   the  king   of 
Persia's  general,    Aristotle  went  to 
Mitylene,    the    capital    of  Lesbos, 
where  he  remained  till  Philip,  king 
of  Macedon,  having   heard  of  his 
great  reputation,  sent  for  him  to  be 
tutor   to  his    son    Alexander,   then 
about   14  years  of  age.     Aristotle 
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accepted   the   offer,    and    in    eight 
years  taught  him   rhetoric,   natural 
philosophy,  ethics,   politics,  and  a 
certain  sortof  philosophy,  according 
to  Plutarch,  which  he  taught  nobody 
else.     Philip   ere£led  statues  in  ho- 
nour of  Aristotle;   and  for  his  sake 
rebuilt  Stagyra,  which  had  been  al- 
most  ruined  by  the  wars.— Aristotle 
having  lost  the  favour  of  Alexander 
by  adhering  to  Calisthenes,  his  kins- 
man,   who    was  accused    of  a  con- 
spiracy against  Alexander's  life,  re- 
moved to  Athens,  where  he  set  up 
bis  new   school.     The    magistrates 
received  him  very  kindly,  and  gave 
him  the   L>caeuni,  so  famous  after- 
wards for   the  concourse  of  his  dis- 
ciples;    and  here  it  was,   according 
to  some  authors,    that  he  composed 
his  principal  woiks.    When  Aristo- 
tle was    accused  of  impiety  by  one 
Zurymedon,    a   priest  of  Ceres,  he 
wrote   a  large  apology  for  himself, 
addressed  to   the   magistrates:    but,  j 
knowing    the    Athenians   to  be  ex- 
tremely jealous  about  their  religion, 
and  remembering   the    fate  of  So- 
crates,   he    was    so   much   alarmed 
that  he  retired  to  Chalcis,  a  city  of 
Euboea,   where  he  ended  his   days. 
Some  say  he   poisoned    himself,    to 
avoid  falling  into    the  hands  of  his 
enemies;    others    affirm,    that    he 
threw  himself  into  the  Euripus,  be- 
cause  he  could  net  comprehend  the 
reason   of  its  ebbing  and  flowing; 
and  there  are  others  who  tell  us  that 
he  died  of  a  colic,  in  the  63d  year 
of  his   age,    being   the  third  of  the 
1 14th  Olympiad,   two   years   after 
Alexander.     The  Stagyrites  carried 
away  his  body,  and  creeled  altars  to 
his  memory. 

AR1US,  a  divine  of  the  fourth 
century,  and  the  head  and  founder 
of  the  Arians,  a  se£l  which  denied 
the  eternal  divinity  and  consubstan- 
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tiality  of  the  Word.     He  was  born 
in  Lybia,  near  Egypt.     The  Arian 
principles,  according  to  Spanheim, 
were,   that  Christ    was  only  called 
God  by  way  of  title  ;  that  he  was 
less  than  the  Father,  who  only  was 
eternal  and  without  beginning;  that 
he  was  a  creature,   having  a  begin- 
ning of  existence,   created   out  of 
things,   having  no  being  before  the 
beginning  of   all  things  :    hence  he 
was  made  God,  and  the  Son  of  God 
by  adoption,  not  by  nature  ;  and  that 
the  Word  was  also  subjeft  to  change; 
that  the  Father  created  ail  things  by 
him  as  an  instrument  ;    and  that  he 
was  the   most  excellent  of  all  crea- 
tures; that  the  essence  of  the  Father 
was   different   from  the  essence  of 
the  Son  ;  neither  was  he  co-eternal, 
co-equal,  nor  con-substantial  with  the 
Father;    that    the    Holy  Ghost  was 
not  God,    but   the   creature  of   the 
Son,  begot  and  created  by  him,  in- 
ferior in  dignity  to  the  Father  and 
Son,  and  co-worker  in  the  creation. 
As  to  his  death,  it  is  said  that  Ariusr 
being  pressed  by  a  natural  necessity, 
retired  to  a   house  of  convenience, 
where  he  died  instantly  on  the  spot, 
all  his  entrails  bursting  out,  with  his 
liver   and  spleen.     This   happened 
in  the  year  336. 

ARKWR1GHT  (SIR  RICH- 
ARD) a  man  who,  in  one  of 
the  lowest  stations  of  life,  being 
literally  a  penny  barber  at  Man- 
chester, by  nncommon  genius  and 
persevering  industry  invented  and 
perfected  a  system  of  machinery 
for  spinning  cotton,  that  had  in 
vain  been  attempted  by  many  of  the 
first  mechanics  of  the  17th  and 
i  8th  centuries;  and  which,  by  giv- 
ing perpetual  employment  to  many 
thousand  families,  increased  the  po- 
pulation, and  was  productive  of 
great  commercial  advantage  to  hij 
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country.  The  machine  is  called  a 
"  Spinning  Jenny."  S>r  Richaid 
died  Aug.  3,  17921  leaving  pro- 
perty to  the  amount  of  i;ear  h»lf  a 
miiion  sterling. 

ARMlNlUS(JAMF.S)thefoui:d- 
er  of  the  seel  of  Arminians,  or  Re- 
monstrants, was  born  at  Oude- watei , 
in  Holland,  in  1565.  "  The  Armini- 
ans hold  (says  Mr.  Brcughton)  that 
God  creates  men  free,  ar.J  will  deal 
with  them  according  to  the  use  they 
make  of  their  liberty  :  that,  fore- 
seeing how  every  one  will  use  it, 
lie  does  therefore  decree  all  things 
that  concern  them  in  this  life,  to- 
gether with  their  salvation  or  dam- 
nation in  the  next,''8cc.  See  more  in 
Broughton's  Religion  of  all  Nations, 
p.  82.  Arminius  died  Oft.  i  9,  i  609. 

ARMSTRONG(DR.JOHN)horn  j 
in  Castleton  parish,  Roxburghshire, 
•where  his  father  and  brother  were 
ministeis.  He  completed  his  educa- 
tion in  the  university  of  Edinburgh, 
where  he  took  his  degree  in  physic, 
Feb.  4,  1732.  Like  Akenside,  an- 
other poet  and  physician,  he  never 
arrived  at  much  practice.  In  1735 
he  published  a  little  humorous  fu- 
gitive pamphlet  in  8vo.  printed  for 
J.  \Vilford,  intitlcd,  "  An  Essay 
for  abridging  the  Study  of  Physic  ; 
to  which  is  added  a  Dialogue  be- 
twixt Hygeia,  Mercury,  and  Pluto, 
relating  to  the  praGice  of  physic, 
as  it  is  managed  by  a  certain  illus- 
trious Society  :  As  also  an  Epjstle 
from  Usbek  the  Persian  to  Joshua 
\Vaid,  esq."  This  piece  contains 
much  drollery;  and  in  the  dialogue 
the  author  has  caught  the  very  spi- 
rit of  Lucian.  It  was  soon  fol- 
lowed by  the  "  Oeconomy  of  Love," 
a  poem  which  has  much  merit,  but 
is  too  strongly  tinctured  with  the 
licentiousness  of  Ovid.  "The  Art 
of  preserving  Health,"  his  be*t  per- 
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formance,  vas  published  in 
and  will  transmit  his  name  to  pos- 
terity as  one  of  the  first  English 
writers.  In  Jvir.  Nichols's  "  A- 
necdotes  of  Mr.  Bowyer,"  the 
reader  will  finu  some  pleasing  traits 
of  the  character  of  this  ingenious 
writer. 

ARMSTRONG  (JOHN)  a  Scotck 
divine  and  poet,  was  born  at  Leith 
1771.  At  Edinburgh,  where  he 
took  the  degree  of  M.  A.  he  pub- 
lished a  voiurne  of  "  Juvenile  Fo- 
ems,"  which  have  considerable  me- 
rit; and  to  this  he  appended  "  An 
Essay  on  the  Means  of  pirni-hing 
and  preventing  Crimes  ;"  for  which 
(in  1789)  he  had  been  honoured 
with  a  gold  medal  given  by  the 
Edinburgh  Pantheon  Society.  He 
came  to  London  in  1790,  com- 
mented writer  for  the  newspapers, 
and  for  some  time  before  his  death 
was  editor  of  that  old  and  most 
respectable  paper,  "  The  General 
Evening  Post."  He  promised  also 
t«  arrive  at  distin8ion  as  a  preacher 
to  dissenting  congregations  ;  but  was 
cut  oft  by  a  decline,  July  21,  17971 
at  the  early  age  of  26. 

ARNAUD  (ANTHONY)  born 
at  Paris  1550,  where  he  pursued 
his  studies,  and  took  his  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  1573.  Sometim» 
after,  he  was  admitted  advocate  of 
the  Parliament  of  Paris  ;  in  which 
capacity  he  acquired  great  reputa- 
tion by  his  integrity  and  extraor- 
dinary eloquence.  Henry  IV.  had 
a  great  esteem  for  Arnaud  ;  his 
majesty  once  carried  the  duke  of 
Savoy  on  purpose  to  hear  him  plead 
in  parliament,  and  he  was  appoint- 
ed counsellor  and  attorney  general 
•o  queen  Catherine  of  Medicis. — 
One  of  the  most  famous  causes 
which  Arnaud  pleaded,  was  that 
of  the  university  against  the  Jesuits, 
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in  1594.     He  died  at  about  the  age 
of  70. 

ARNAUD  D'ANDILLl  (RO- 
BERT) e'dest  son  of  the  preceding, 
born  at  Paris  in  1589.  Though  bred 
in  a  rourt  and  in  offices  of  state,  he 
passed  the  latter  part  of  his  days 
in  a  continual  application  to  works 
of  piety  and  devotion.  His  works 
have  been  printed  in  eight  volumes 
folio.  Mr.  Arnaud  died  at  Port 
Royal  1674. 

ARNAUD  (ANTHONY)  doftor 
of  the  Sorbonne,  and  brother  of  the 
preceding,  was  born  at  Paris  the  6th 
of  February  1612.  A  catalogue  of 
his  works  may  be  seen  in  Moreri  : 
they  consist  of  grammar,  geometry, 
logic,  metaphysics,  and  theology. 
He  died  Aug.  9,  1694. 

ARNDT  (JOHN)  a  famous  pro- 
testant  divine  of  Germany,  born  at 
Ballenstad,  in  the  duchy  of  Anhalt, 
J555-  At  first  be  applied  himself 
to  physic  ;  but,  falling  into  a  dan- 
gerous sickness,  he  made  a  vow  to 
change  that  for  divinity  if  he  should 
be  restored  to  health.  He  wrote 
many  religious  works;  the  most  fa- 
mous of  which  is,  his  "  Treatise  of 
Free  Christianity,"  in  High  Dutch. 
This  writer  died  at  Zell  in  1621. 

ARNE  (DR.  THOMAS  AU- 
GUST1NE)  was  son  of  Mr.  Arne, 
(an  upholsterer  in  Covent  Garden, 
tvhom  Addison  is  supposed  to  have 
characterized  in  No.  155,  and  No. 
1 60,  of"  TheTatler  ;")  and  brother 
•f  Mrs.  Gibber  the  player.  He  was 
early  devoted  to  music,  and  soon 
became  eminent  in  his  profession. 
July  6,  1759,  he  had  the  degree  of 
doflor  of  music  conferred  on  him 
at  Oxford.  His  compositions  are 
universally  applauded,  and  he  was 
particularly  skilful  in  instruBing 
vocal  performers.  He  died  March 
£>  '778,  having  written  the  follow-

ARNOBIUS  was  professor  of 
rhetoric  at  Sicca,  in  Numidia,  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  gd  century. 

ARNOLD,  a  famous  heretic  of 
the  i  ath  century,  born  at  Brescia 
in  Italy  ;  whence  he  went  to  France, 
where  he  studied  under  the  cele- 
brated Peter  Abelard.  Upon  his 
return  to  Italy,  he  put  on  the  habit 
of  a  rr.onk,  and  began  to  preach  se- 
veral new  and  uncommon  doclrines; 
particularly  that  the  pope  ought  not 
to  enjoy  any  temporal  estate  ;  that 
those  ecclesiastics  who  had  any 
estates  of  their  own,  or  held  any 
lands,  were  entirely  cut  off  from 
the  least  hope  of  salvation  :  that 
the  clergy  ought  to  subsist  upon  the 
alms  and  voluntary  contributions 
of  Christians;  and  that  all  other 
revenues  belonged  to  princes  and 
states,  in  order  to  be  disposed  of 
among  the  laity  as  they  thought 
proper.  He  was  hanged  U  Rome 
in  the  year  1 155. 

ARNOLD  (JOHN)  eminent  for 
his  improvements  in  the  mechanism 
of  time-keepers.  He  was  the  in- 
ventor of  the  Expansion  Balance 
and  the  Detached  Escapement ;  and 
was  the  first  artist  that  ever  applied 
the  gold  cylindrical  spring  to  the 
balance  of  a  time-piere.  Died  at 
Well-hall,  near  Eltham,  in  Kent* 
Aug.  2/5,  1799. 

ARNOLD  (DR.  SAMUEL),  an 
excellent  composer  of  music,  whose 
works  are  too  numerous  to  be  here 
detailed,  and  so  well  known  as  not 
to  require  it.  Of  nis  various  dra- 
matic compositions,  we  may  mention 
particularly  The  Maid  of  the  Mill ; 
The  Castle  of  Andalusia ;  The 
Agreeable  Surprise ;  The  Son  ia 
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Law;  The  Spanish  Barber;  Inkle 
and  Yarico  ;  The  Surrender  of  Ca- 
lais ;  The  Battle  of  Hexham  ;  The 
Mountaineers;  The  Shipwreck; 
and  Peeping  Tom.  In  the  higher 
style  of  composition  also  his  success 
was  great.  The  Oratorio  (by  Dr. 
Brown)  of  the  Cure  of  Saul,  com- 
posed in  1767,  was  ronsnleitd  to 
be  the  best  produftion  since  the 
time  of  Handel  ;  and  hi<  Shunamitr 
Woman,  one  of  his  latter  pieces, 
possesses  all  the  genius  of  his  earlier 
compositions,  with  that  a  iclitional 
science  which  stU':y  and  experience

ARTEMIDORUS,  famous  for  his 
•  Treatise  upon  Dreams,"  was  born 
at  Epi.esus,  but  took  the  surname 
of  Daldianus  in  this  book,  out  of 
lesptfl  to  the  country  of  his  mother; 
for  he  -tiled  himself  the  Ephesian 
in  his  other  performances.  He  lived 
under  the  emperor  Antoninus  Piu5. 

ASCHAM  (ROGER)  an  eminent 
English  writer,  born  at  Kirkby 
Wiskc,  near  Norchallerton,  inYork- 
shire,  about  the  year  1515.  He 
applied  himself  particularly  to  the 
Greek  langudge  ;  in  which  he  at- 
tained to  an  excellence  peculiar  to 
himself,  a..<i  read  it  publickly  in  the 
university  of  Cambridge  with  uni- 
versal applause.  In  order  to  relax 
his  mind  after  severer  studies,  he 
thought  some  diversion  necessary; 
,uid  shooting  with  the  bow  was  his

ARP1NAS,  or  ARPINO  (JO- 
SEPII  CAESAR)  a  famous  Italian 
painter  born  1560,  died  1640. 

ARRIAN,  a  famous  historianani' 
philosopher,  who  lived  under  the 
empeior  Adrian  and  the  two  An- 
tonines,  was  born  at  Nicomedia  in 
Bithynia.  He  was  styled  the  second 
Xeuophon,  and  raised  to  the  most 
considerable  dignities  of  Rome. — 
He  is,  indeed,  said  to  have  been  pre- 
ceptor to  the  famous  philosopher 
and  emperorMarcus  Antoninus-.  The 
most  celebrated  of  his  works  is  liis 
"  History  (in  Greek)  of  Alexander 
the  Great,"  in  7  books;  a  perform- 
ance much  esteemed  by  the  best 


foundation,  i  f  •  ourite  amusement,  as  appears  by 
laws,     and    his  "  Tremise  on  Archery,"  which 
h~  Jedica't-fi  T>   King    Henry   VIII. 
who  settled  a  pension  upon  him,  at 
the    recommendation    of   sir  Wil- 
liam Paget.     Mr.  Ascham  being  re- 
markable for  writing    a  fine   hand, 
vvas   employed  to  teach  this   art  to 
p  ince  Edward,  the  lady  Elizabeth, 
and   the  two   brothers,    Henry    and 
Charles,  dukes  of  Suffolk.     In  Feb. 
1548,  he  was  sent  for  to  court,   to 
instruct  the   lady   Elizabeth   in   the 
itarned  languages,  and  had  the  ho- 
nour of  assisting    this   lady  in  her 
studies  for  two  years  ;  when  he  de- 
sired leave  to  rtturn  to  Cambridge, 
where  he  resumed  his  office  of  pub- 
lic orator.      He  was  afterwards  La- 
tin secretary  to  king  Edward,  queen 
Mary,    and   queen   Elizabeth.      Be- 
ing one   day  in  company  with  per- 
sons of  the  first  distinction,    there 
happened  to  be  high  disputes  about 
the  different  methods  of  education;

tbis  gave  rise  to  his  treatise  on  that 
suHect,  entitled  "The  Schoolmas- 
ter," %vhich  he  undertook  at  the 
particular  request  of  sir  Richard 
Sackvillc.  This  work  was  in  high 
esteem  among  the  best  judges,  and 
is  frequently  quoted  by  Dr.  John- 
son in  his  Dictionary.  He  died 
at  London,  Jan. 4,  1568,  and  was 
butied  in  St.  Sepulchre's  church. 

ASCLEPIADES,  a  famous  phy- 
sician,  born  at  Prusa,  in  Bythinia, 
flourished  at  Rome  in  the  time  of 
Pompey,  and  founded  a  new  seft  in 
physic. 

ASGILL  (SIR  CHARLES,  Bart.) 
This  gentleman  was  a  strong  in- 
stance of  what  may  be  effected  even 
by  moderate  abilities,  when  united 
\vith  sti  i£l  integrity,  industry,  and 
irreproachable  character.  His  first 
setting  out  in  life  was  at  a  banking, 
house  in  Lombard-street,  as  out- 
door collecting  clerk.  Fiom  this 
iufcrior  situation  he  progressively 
rose  b.  his  merit  to  the  first  depart- 
ment in  the  house  ;  and  soon  after 
marrying  an  amiable  woman  with 
a  fondue  of  25,000!.  immediately 
joined  his  name  to  tiie  firm.  In 
1749  lie  was  chosen  alderman  ol 
Candlewirk  ward,  and  served  the 
office  of  lord-mayor  in  1758.  He 
died  Sept.  15,  1788,  and  is  said  to 
have  left  near  200,000!. 

ASH  (DR.  JOHN)  an  English 
grammarian  and  lexicographer,  born 
1720,  died  1775.  His  Diftionary 
is  a  remarkably  laborious  and  com- 
prehensive woik. 

ASHMOLE,  or  ASMOLE  (ELI- 
AS)a  celebrated  English  philosopher 
and  antiquary,  and  founder  of  ihe  Ash- 
mslean  museum  at  Oxford,  was  born 
at  Lichfifcld  in  Staffordshire,  the 
23d  of  M&y  1617.  Besides  filling 
several  officescivil  and  military,  Mr. 
Ashmo'.e  was  a  diligent  and  curi- 
eus  collc£lor  of  manuscripts,  In 
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1650   he  published  a  treatise  writ- 
ten by  Dr.  Arthur  Dee,  relating  to 
the    philosopher's    stone  ;    together 
with  another  traft  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, by  an  unknown  author.    About 
the    same   time    he    was   busied   in 
preparing   for  the  press  a  complete 
collection    of    the    works    of    such 
English  chemists  as    had  till   then 
remained  in  manuscript;  this  under, 
taking    cost  him   great  labour   and 
cxpence  ;    and   at  len?th  the  work 
appeared  towards  the   close    of  the 
year  16.52.      The  title  of  this  work 
was,    "  Theatrum    Chemicum    Bri- 
tannicum,"  &c.  &c.      He    then    ap- 
plied  himself  to  the  study  of  anti- 
quity and  records.      In  1658  he  be- 
pan    to     colleft    materials    for    his 
"  History     of    the    Order     of    the 
Garter  ;"   which    he  lived  to  finish, 
and  thereby  did  no  less  honour    ro 
the  order  than  to  himself.      In  Sep- 
tember following  he  made  a  jour- 
ney to  Oxford  ;   where  he  set  about 
a    full   and    particular    description 
of    the  coins   given   to    the  public 
library  Ly  archbishop  Laisd.     Upon 
the  restoration    of  king  Charles  II. 
Mr.  Ashmole  was  introduced  to  his 
majesty,    who    received    him    very 
graciously,    and,    on    the     i8th    of 
June  1660,  bestowed    on  him  the 
place    of   Windsor   herald  ;    a   few- 
days    after,    he    appointed    him   to 
give    a    description    of   his  medals, 
which  were   accordingly   delivered 
into  his  possession  ;  and  king  Henry 
VIII. 's  closet  was  assigned  for    his 
use.      On  the  8th  of  May  1672  he 
presented   his    "  Institution,   Laws, 
and  Ceremonies,  of  the  most  noble 
Order  of  the  Garter,"  to  the  king, 
who   received    it  very    graciously, 
and,    as  a  mark  of  his  approbation, 
granted  him  a  privy  seal  for  400!. 
out    of  the  custom  of  paper.      On 
the    a6th  of  January   1679    a    fire 
brake  out  in  the  Middle  Temple,  in 
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the  next  chamber  to  Mr.Ashtnole's. 
by  which  he  lost  a  noble  library, 
with  a  collection  of  9000  coins  an- 
cient and  modern,  and  a  vast  repo 
sitory  of  seals,  charters,  and  other 
antiquities  and  curiosities;  but  his 
manuscripts,  and  his  most  valuable 
gold  medals,  were  luckily  at  hi* 
house  at  South  Lambeth.  In  1683. 
the  university  of  Oxford  having 
finished  a  magnificent  repository 
near  the  Theatre,  Mr.  Ashmole  sent 
thither  his  curious  collection  of  ra- 
rities ;  and  this  benefaOion  wss 
considerably  augmented  by  the  addi- 
tion of  his  manuscripts  and  library 
at  his  death,  which  happened  at 
Soutli  Lambeth,  May  «8,  1692.— 
He  was  interred  in  the  church  of 
Great  Lambeth,  in  Surrey,  on  the 
s6th  of  May  1692. 

ASHTON  (CHARLES)  one  of 
the  most  learned  critics  of  his  age, 
was  eleQed  master  of  Jesus  College, ' 
Cambridge,  July  5,  1701,  and  in- 
stalled in  a  prebend  of  Ely  on  the 
14th  of  the  same  month.  His  great 
knowledge  in  ecclesiastical  antiqui- 
ties was  excelled  by  none,  and  equal- 
led by  few:  as  his  MS.  remarks 
upon  the  Fathers,  and  corretHons 
of  the  mistakes  of  translators, 
sufficiently  shew. 

ASHTON  (DR.  THOMAS)  rec- 
tor  of  St.  Botolph  Bishopsgate,  a  po- 
pular preacher  and  excellent  divine, 
born  1716,  died  1775. 

ASSHETON  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
fcorn  at  Middleton,  in  Lancashire, 
1641,  was  the  projeEtor  of  the) 
scheme  for  providing  a  maintenance 
for  clergyman's  widows  and  others, 
by1  a  jointure  payable  by  the  Mer- 
cers' Company.  Dr.  Asshcton 
wrote  several  pieces  against  the 
papists  and  disseiyers,  and  some 
and  devotional'  trafts,  and 
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died  at  his  rectory  of  Beckenham, 
in  Kent,  1711. 

AbPASIA,  a  Grecian  lady  cele- 
brated for  her  excellence  in  phi« 
1  isophy  and  rhetoric,  was  born  at 
Miletus,  but  settled  at  Athens, 
where,  though  she  exercised  the 
-jlling  of  a  courtezan,  her  scho- 
lastic talents  induced  the  virtuous 
Socrates  and  other  of  the  greatest 
men  of  the  age  to  visit  her  house. 
She  was  afterwards  married  to 
Pericles,  one  of  the  greatest  men 
that  ever  flourished  in  Greece. 

ASTELL(MARY)  born  at  New. 
castle  upon  Tyne,  about  the  year 
1688.  Her  uncle,  a  clergyman,  ob- 
serving  marks  of  a  promising  ge- 
nius, took  her  under  his  tuition, 
and  taught  her  mathematics,  logic, 
and  philosophy.  She  left  the  place 
of  her  nativity  when  she  was  about 
EO  years  of  age,  and  spent  the  re- 
maining part  of  her  life  at  London 
and  Chelsea,  in  writing  for  the  ad- 
vancement oflearning,  religion,  and 
virtue,  and  in  the  practice  of  those- 
religious  duties  which  she  so  zeal- 
ously  and  pathetically  recommended 
to  others.'^She  was  remarkably  ab- 
stemious, and  seemed  to  enjoy  an 
uninterrupted  state  of  health  till  a 
few  years  before  her  death  ;  when 
having  one  of  her  breasts  rut  off,  it 
so  much  impaired  her  constitution, 
that  she  died  in  1731,  in  the  6,3d 
year  of  her  age,  and  was  buried  at 
Chelsea. 

ASTLE  (THOMAS),  an  eminent 
English  antiquary,  born  at  Yoxall, 
Staffordshire,  Dec.  22,  1735*  anii 
originally  bred  to  the  law  ;  the  early 
pursuit  of  which  profession  led  him 
to  give  particular  application  to  the 
decyphering  of  ancient  records  ;  in 
which  he  soon  excelled  all  his  co- 
temporaries,  and  qualified  himself 
E

to  he  of  infinite  advantage  to  histo- 
I'icdl  literature.      In   1783,  he  vvas 
appointed  Keeper  of  the  Rolls  and 
Records  in  the  Tower  of  London; 
and  in    1787  elected  a   Trustee   of 
the  British  Museum.    The  principal ! 
one  among  his  numerous  works  ;  is 
"On    the   Origin   and   Progress  of] 
Writing,  as   well   Hieroglyphic    as  I 
Elementary,"  410.  1784;  of  which 
work  a  new  edition   was  published 
just   before    his   death,    which  hap- 
pened Dec.  i,    1803. 

ASTRUC  (JOHN)  a  physician 
of  France,  born  at  Sauves,  a  town 
of  Lower  Languedoc,  the  i  gth  of 
March,  1684;  died  at  Paris,  the 
5th  of  May,  1766.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  useful  and  curious 
works. 

ATHANAS1US  (ST.)  was  born 
at  Alexandria,  of  heathen  parents. 
He  was  noticed,  when  very  young, 
by  Alexander,  bishop  of  that  see, 
who  took  care-  to  have  him  educated 
in  all  good  learning  ;  and  when  he 
vvas  of  age,  ordained  him  deacon 
He  took  him  in  his  company  when 
he  attended  the  council  of  Nice, 
•where  Athanasii.s  greatly  distin- 
guished birr.stif  as  an  able  and  zeal- 
ous opposer  of  the  Arian  heresy. 
Soon  after  the  dissolution  of  the 
council.  Alexander  died,  and  Atha- 
nasius  was  appointed  to  succeed  him 
in  the  government  of  the  church  of 
Alexandria.  This  was  in  3  26,  when  j 
A  thanasius  is  supposed  to  have  been 
about  28  years  of  age.  It  is  con- 
troverted among  learned  men,  whe- 
ther Athanasius  composed  the  creed 
commonly  received  under  his  name  ; 
though  the  best  and  latest  critics, 
•who  have  examined  the  thing  most 
exafrly,  make  no  question  but  that 
it  is  to  be  ascribed  to  a  Latin  author, 
Vigilius  Tapsensis,  an  African  bi- 
shop who  lived  in  ihe  latter  end  of 
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the  5th  century,  in  the  time  of  the 
Vandalic  Arian  persecution. 

ATHENAGORAS,  an  Athenian 
philosopher  who  became  a  convert 
to  Christianity.  He  lived  in  the  ad 
century. 

ATHEN.-EUS,  a  Greek  gram- 
inarian,  born  at  Naucrates  in  Egypt, 
flourished  in  the  3d  century. 

ATKINS  (SIR  ROBERT)  lord 
chief  baron  of  the  exchequer,  born 
in  Gloucestershire,  intheyear  1621, 
died  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1709.  He  was  a  man  of  much 
probity,  as  well  as  of  great  skill  in 
his  profession,  and  a  warm  friend 
to  the  constitution. 

ATKINS  (SIR  ROBERT)  son  of 
the  foregoing,  was  born  in  1646.  He 
became  very  early  a  great  proficient 
in  the  laws  and  antiquities  of  his 
country,  which  afterwards  led  him 
to  write  "  The  Ancient  and  Present 
State  of  Gloucestershire,"  printed  in 
folio,  1712.  This  great  and  valu- 
able work  he  lived  to  perfect,  but 
died  the  year  before  it  was  pub. 
iished. 

ATLAS,  king  of  Mauritania,  a 
celebrated  astronomer,  said  to  have 
been  cotemporary  with  Moses.-— 
From  his  making  astronomical  ob. 
servations  on  high  mountains,  it 
became  a  fable  that  he  was  turned 
into  a  mountain  :  he  is  likewise  re- 
presented as  an  old  man  bearing  the 
world  upon  his  shoulders;  and  ge- 
neral descriptions  of  the  whole  globe 
in  sets  of  maps  are  to  this  hour 
called  Atlasses. 

ATTERBURY  (FRANCIS)  bi- 
shop of  Rochester,  was  boi  n  March 
6,  1669,  at  Niiddktcn,  or  Milton 
Keynes,  in  Buckinghamshire.  He 
bad  his  education  in  grammar  learn* 
ing  at  Westminster  school  ;  and 
thence,  in  1680,  was  elcded  a  stu- 
dent of  Christ-church  College,  Ox- 
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ford  ;  where  he  soon  distinguished 
himself  for  the  politeness  of  his  wit 
and  learning.  In  1690  he  took 
orders;  in  1691  was  ele£kd  lec- 
turer of  St.  Bride's  Church  in  Lon- 
don, preached  at  Bridewell  Cha- 
pel, and  was  soon  afterwaids  ap- 
pointed chaplain  to  king  William 
and  queen  Mary.  He  was  for  some 
years  after  this  engaged  in  a  reli- 
gious controversy  with  Dr.  Bcntky, 
Dr.  Wake,  and  other  learned  di- 
vines. In  17  13,  the  queen,  at  the 
recommendation  of  lord  chancellor 
Harcourt,  advanced  him  to  the  bi- 
shopric of  Rochester,  with  the  dean- 
ery of  Weitminster  in  commendam. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  succeeding 
reign  his  tide  of  prosperity  began  to  I 
turn;  and  he  received  a  sensible  j 
mortification  presently  after  the 
coronation  of  king  George  I.  when, 
upon  his  offering  to  present  his 
majesty  (with  a  view,  no  doubt,  of 
standing  better  in  his  favour)  with 
the  chair  of  state  and  royal  canopy, 
his  own  perquisites  as  dean  of  West, 
minster,  the  offer  was  rejeaed,  not 
•without  some  evident  marks  of  dis- 
like to  his  person.  In  1722,  on  a 
suspicion  of  his  being  concerned  in  j 
a  plot  in  favour  of  the  pretender, 
he  was  apprehended  August  24, 
and  committed  prisoner  to  the 
Tower.  A  bill  soon  after  passed  in 
parliament,  the  tenorof  which  was, 
that  he  should  be  deprived  of  ail  his  j 
offices,  dignities,  benefices,  &c.  and  [ 
surfer  perpetual  exile.  He  died  at 
Paris,  Feb.  15,  1731-2. 

ATTICUS,  one  of  the  most  sin- 
gular personages  in  ancient  Rome. 
He  understood  the  art  of  condu&ing 
himself  so  well,  that,  without  de- 
parting from  his  neutrality,  he  pre- 
served the  esteem  and  affection  of 
all  patties.  He  reached  the  age  of 
77  yedis,  almost  without  knowing 
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what  sickness  was;  but  at  last  fell 
sick.  His  illness,  which  was  slight 
for  three  months,  at  length  becom- 
ing painful,  he  sent  for  Agrippa  his 
son-in-law,  and  two  other  persons, 
and  declared  to  them  a  resolution  to 
put  an  end  to  his  life  by  abstinence 
from  food.  Agrippa  remonstrated 
with  tears,  but  all  in  vain.  After 
two  days  abstinence  the  fever  left 
him,  and  the  disease  abated;  but 
Atticus  persisted,  and  died  three 
days  after,  in  the  year  of  Rome  721. 

AUBIGNK  (THEODORE 
AGRIPPA  D'j  a  very  illustrious 
Frenchman,  and  grandfather  of  the 
no  less  illustrious  Marlame  de  Main- 
tenon,  was  born  about  the  year  1 ,550. 
His  parts  were  so  uncommon,  anrt 
his  progress  in  letters  so  very  r.ipid, 
that  he  is  said  to  have  translated 
the  "  Crito"  of  Plato,  from  the 
Greek  into  French  when  no  more 
than  eight  years  old.  His  principal 
work  is,  "  Histoire  Umverselle, 
from  1550  to  1601  ;  with  a  short 
Account  of  the  Death  of  Henry  IV." 
in  three  volumes,  folio.  Aubigne 
died  at  Geneva  in  1630. 

AUBREY  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  antiquary,  born  at  Easton 
Piers,  Wiltshire,  1626,  died  1700; 
leaving  many  works  behind  him  ;• 
particularly  a  "History  of  Surrey," 
5  vols.  8vo;  a  volume  of"  Miscel- 
lanies," and  several  MSS.  which 
are  in  the  A->hmolean  Museum,  Ox- 
ford. He  seems  however,  to  have 
been  a  credulous  man,  and  to  hav« 
been  frequently  imposed  upon  with 
marvellous  tales  and  absurd  hypo- 
theses. 

AVENTIN  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
scholar,  and  author  of  the  "  Annals 
of  Bavaria,"  born  1466,  at  Aben- 
sperg,  in  the  country  just  named. 
He  died  i,<;,3  4. 

AVERKOES,    one  of   the  inert 
£  a

subtle  Arabian  philosophers,  and 
a  native  of  Corduba,  flourished  in 
the  i  ath  century. 

AUGUSTIN,  or  AUSTIN  (ST) 
the  first  archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
vras  originally  a  monk  in  the  con- 
vent of  St.  Andrew  at  Rome,  and 
educated  under  St.  Gregory,  after- 
wards  pope  Gregory  I.  by  whom  he 
*vas  dispatched  into  Britain,  with 
40  other  monks  of  the  same  order, 
about  the  year  596,  to  convert  the 
English  Saxons  to  Christianity.  He 
died  at  Canterbury  604. 

AV1CENNA,  a  celebrated  phi- 
losopher  ard  physician  among  the 
Mabonimedans,  was  born  in  the 
year  980,  and  died^n  1036.  The 
number  of  his  books,  including  his 
smaller  trafts,  is  computed  at  near 
100  ;  the  majority  of  which  are 
fither  Jost,  or  not  known  in 
.Europe. 

AVISON  (CHARLES)  an  cmi- 
tient  English  musician  and  compo- 
ser, and  author  of  a  treatise  on 


AURENGZEBE,  the  great  mogul, 
a  famous  conqueror,  but  detestable 
parricide,  who  poisoned  his  father 
Jo  possess  his  throne,  died  1707, 
aged  near  i  oo. 

AYLMER  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
london,  born  in  Norfolk  1521.— 
He  preached  frequently  in  his  ca- 
thedral, and  had  an  admirable  talent 
at  captivating  the  attention  of  his 
hearers.  He  died  at  Fulham,  ths 
gd  of  June,  1594, aged  73. 

AYL.OFFE  (SIR  JOSEPH,  bart.) 
V.  P.  A.S.  and  F.  R.S.  born  1708, 
died  1781.  His  knowledge  of  our 
national  antiquities  and  n.unicipal 
rights  was  very  extensive. 

AYSCOUGH  (ANNE)  an  accom- 
plifhed  and  pious  English  lady, 
who,  for  her  firm  adherence  to  her 
*eligieus  faith,  was  first  racked  v/ith 
savage  cruelty  in  the  Tower,  and 
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then  burnt  alive  in  Smithfield,  with 
her  tutor,  in  1546,  aged  about  26. 

AYSCOUGH  (SAMUEL)  assistant 
librarian  in  the  British  Museum, 
but  chiefly  memorable  for  his  pa- 
tient industry  in  that  most  useful, 
but  too  much  despised  province  of 
literature,called  index-making.  He 
published,  among  other  works,  a 
"  Catalogue  of  the  MSS.  in  the 
British  Museum  ;"and  also  a  Cata- 
logue of  Ancient  Charters  in  that 
matchless  collection,  amounting  to 
about  16,000.  He  was  born  at 
Nottingham  in  1745,  and  died  in 
the  British  Museum,  Oct.  30,  1804. 

BABLNG  TON  (DU.  GERVASE) 
bishop  of  Worcester,  born  in  Not- 
tinghamshire 1550,  died  1610, 
leaving  some  esteemed  theological 
works  behind  him,  as  "  Notes  on 
the  Pentateuch,"  &c.  &c. 

BACON  (ROGER)  a  learned 
monk  of  the  Franciscan  order,  de- 
scended of  an  ancient  family,  and 
born  near  Ilchester  in  Somerset- 
shire, 1214.  His  discoveries  were 
little  understood  by  the  generality 
of  mankind;  and  because,  by  the 
help  of  mathematical  knowledge, 
he  performed  things  above  common 
understandings,  he  v;as  suspected  of 
magic.  He  was  persecuted  par« 
ticularly  by  his  own  fraternity  ; 
they  would  not  receive  his  work* 
into  their  library,  and  at  last  had 
interest  enough  with  the  general  of 
their  order  to  get  him  imprisoned  j 
so  thatj  as  he  confesses  himself,  he 
had  reason  to  repent  of  his  having 
taken  such  pains  in  the  arts  and 
sciences.  At  the  particular  desire 
of  pofe  Clement  IV.  Bacon  col. 
lifted  tog'ether  and  enlarged  his  se- 
veral pieces,  and  sent  them  to  him 
in  1267.  This  colleflion,  which 
is  the  same  that  himself  infilled 
"  Opus  Majus,"  or  his  Great  Work t 
is  still  extant. — When  Bacon  had 
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fceen  ten    years    in    prison,    Jerom 
d'Ascoli,  general  of  his  order,  who 
had  condemned    his    doflrine,    \vd_s 
chosen  pope,  and  assumed  the  name 
of  Niche-las  IV.      Towards   the  lat- 
ter  end  of  his  reign,  Bacon,  by  the 
interposition     of     some    noblemen, 
obtained    his   release,   and  returned 
to  Ox;ord,  whese  he   spent    the   re- 
mainder of  his  days    in  peace,  and 
died  in  the  college  of  hi's  order  t  i  th 
June     1294.       Dr.  Friend     ascribes 
the    honour     of    introducing     che- 
mistry into  Europe  to  Bacon,  who, I 
he  observes,  speaks,  in  some  part  or  j 
other  of  his  works,  of  almost  every  i 
operation    now      u=ed     in    chemis-i 
try.      He  wa -  tru  miracle  of  the  age  1 
that  he   liven    in  ;    ar.d  the  greatest ; 
genius,     perhaps,    for      mechanical 
knowledge,   that   ever   appeared    in! 
the  world  since  Archimedes. 

BACON  (SIR  NICHOLAS)  lord! 
keeper  of  the  great  seal  in  the  reign 
of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  descended  of 
an  ancient  family  in  SurFulk,  born  in  ' 
the  year  1510,  and  died,  lamented  j 
by  her  and  the  nation,  on  the  aoth 
of  February   1578-9. 

BACON  (FRANCIS)  viscount 
St.  Alban's,  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  universal  genii  that 
any  age  or  country  have  produced, 
was  son  of  sir  Nicholas  Bacon  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  sea),  anr,  born  j 
at  York  House  in  the  Strand,  on 
the  22d  of  January  1,561.  His 
extraordinary  parts,  even  when  a 
boy,  were  so  conspicuous,  that  be- 
fore he  was  full  16,  his  lather 
called  him  from  the  university  to 
attend  into  France  the  queen's  am- 
bassaoor,  sir  Amyas  Pallet,  whose 
esteem  and  confidence  he  gained  to 
such  a  degree,  that  he  was  soon 
after  charged  by  him  with  a  com- 
to  the  queen,  which  he  ex- 
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center!  with   great  approbation,  and 
returned   again    to  France  to  finish 
his    tra\  els.      During    his    stay    in 
that  kingdom  his  father  died,  with- 
out making  that  separate  provision 
for   him    which    he   had  intended: 
this  obliging  him  to  think  of  some 
profession    for  a  subsistence,  he  ap- 
plied himself,  more  throuiih  neces- 
sity than  choice,  to  the  study  of  dis 
common  lav,-,  and   for  that  purpose 
seated  himself   in   Gray's  Inn.      At 
the  age  of  98    he   was  chosen    by 
(hat   honourable    society    for   their 
Lent  reade-r,    and    afterwards   their 
double  reader.      On  the  23^  of  July 
1603,    he    received  the  honour    of 
knighthood  ;    and   on  the   a^th  of 
August   1604,    was  constituted  by 
patent    one   of  the    king's    learned 
counsel.      In     1613,    he    succeeded 
sir  Henry  Hobjrt,  advanced  to  the 
pla'  e  of  chief  justice  of  the  common 
pleas,  as  atiorney  general.     June  9, 
1616,  he  was  raised  to  the  dignity 
of  a  privy-councillor,  while  he  was 
still  in   the  office  of  attorney-gene- 
ral :     and    as    he    had    now     more 
leisure  from  private  cau-es,  he  was 
desirous   to  dedicate  more  time  to 
public  service  ;   and  therefore  made 
an  offer  to  the  king  of  a  new  "  Di- 
gest of  the    Laws  of  England."^ 
March  7,  1617,  upon  the  chancel- 
loi's  voluntary    resignation   of  the 
seal?,  they  were  given  to  sir  Francis 
Bdion,  with  the  title  of  lord  keeper . 
On   the    4th  of  January  1618,    he 
was  constituted  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England,   and   on   the    iith  of 
July    following    created    baron    of 
V'erulam  in  Hertfordshire.   In  1620, 
amidst  all  the  variety   of    weighty 
business    in  which    his   high   office 
necessarily  involved  him,   he   pub- 
lished  the    most   finished    and    im- 
portant, though  the  least  read  of  all 
his  philosophical  trafts,  the  "  No- 
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vuni  Orgar.um  Scientiarum."  Th< 
next  year  he  was  accused  of  bribery 
and  corruptien  ;  and  the  house  of 
peers,  on  the  3d  of  May  1621,  gave 
judgment  against  him,  "  that  he 
should  be  fined  40,000!.  and  re- 
n>ain  prisoner  in  the  Tower  during 
the  kin£  s  pleasure  :  that  he  should 
for  ever  be  incapible  of  any  office, 
place,  or  employment  in  the  state 
or  commonwealth ;  and  that  he 
should  never  sit  in  parliament,  t,r 
come  within  the  verge  of  the  court." 
But  he  was  toon  restored  to  his 
Jiberty,  and  his  fine  remitted,  and 
was  summoned  to  the  first  parlia- 
ment of  king  Charles.  After  this 
sentence  he  retired  from  civil  af- 
fairs, and  for  five  years  gave  him- 
self wholly  up  to  writing.  He  died 
April  g,  1626,  and  lies  buried  in 
St.  Michael's  church  at  St.  Alhan'.-, 
vheie  a  monument  was,  erected  for 
him  by  sir  Thomas  Meaniys,  once 
his  secretary,  and  afterwards  clerk 
cf  the  .  oiiiu'il.  His  work?,  collected 
into  5  vols..j:o.  were  beautifully  and 
accura'ely  printed  by  Mr.  Bowyev 
and  Mr.  Sfr.ibin,  in  1765. 

BACON  vPKANTJEi),  retforof 
J?altien  in  Oxfordshire,  and  vicar  of 
Erambcr  in  Sussex,  was  a  famous 
punster  and  an  ingenious  poet.  Jlc 
published  in  1757  rue  dramat-.c 
pieces,  called  "  The  Taxes,"  "  The 
r-sigmficjnts"  "  The  Trial  of  the 
Time-killers," "The  Moral Oud  k  " 
and  "  The  O<  ulist ;"  and  died  a; 
Balden,  Jan.  2,  i  7^3. 

B:\CON  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
sculi. tor,  born  in  London,  Nov.  z  .;  ; 
i  740,  was  apprenticed  to  a  pairuer 
of  porcelain  china,  at  Lambeth 
but,  observing  the  models  of  riiffcr- 
er.t  sculptors  which  were  sent  to  a 
neighbouring  potter's  to  be  burnt. 
he  conceived  a  strong  inclination 
to  pursue  the  art  of  sculpture,  and 
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his  progress  was  as  rapid,  as  the 
decision  was  sudden.  He  studied 
at  the  Royal  Academy  on  its  iirst 
institution  in  1768,  and  in  a  few 
years  afterwards  was  elected  Royal 
Academician.  Of  the  numerous 
monuments  executed  by  him,  the 
most  distinguished  are,  those  of  lord 
Chuham,  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
and  of  Mr.  Howard  and  Dr.John- 
,  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  He 
•d  Aug.  7,  1799. 
B  ADCOCK  (SAMUEL)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  controversial  writer, 
was  born  at  South  Molton,  in  De- 
vonshire, in  the  year  1 7  50,  and  des- 
ist to  the  clerical  charafler.  We 
find  him  in  very  ear'y  life,  at  about 
the  age  of  19,  at  the  head  of  a  veiy 
considerable  Presbyterian  congrega- 
tion, at  Barnstaple,  in  Devonshire. 
From  this  situation,  however,  he 
removed,  and  was  ele£kd  minister 
of  So'ith  Molton,  about  12  miles 
from  his  first  situation  ;  and  in  thi* 
retirement  his  aclive  mind  turned 
its  views  to  the  more  public  depart- 
ments of  literature.  During  the  pro- 
gress of  the  London  Review,  he  oc- 
casionally corresponded  with  Dr. 
Kenrick,  and  contended  with  that 
acute  and  intelligent  sceptic  on  dif- 
ferent points  of  Christianity.  He 
occasionally  also  wrote  some  articles 
in  his  Review,  which  are  yet  dis- 
tinEimhable  by  their  spirit  and  in- 
telligence. He  was,  before  this  pe- 
riod, an  occasional  correspondent  in 
the  Westminster  Magazine;  and  we 
afterwards  find  him  more  fiequently 
•  orrespording  with  the  Gentleman's 
Magazine,  the  London  Magazine, 
ihe  General  Evening  Post,  and  t'.e 
St.  James's  Chronicle.  But  the  great 
scene  of  his  public  warfare  was  in 
'.he  Monthly  Review.  About  thre« 
years  before  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened on  the  igth  of  May 
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he  conformed  to  the  established 
church. 

BADDELEY  (ROBERT)  an  ex- 
cellent  low  comedian,  many  years 
attached  to  Drury-lane  theatre,  died 
Nov.  ao,  1794.  By  his  will  he  left 
to  the  theatrical  fund  his  cottage  at 
Hampton  in  trust,  that  they  should 
eled  to  reside  in  it  such  four  of  the 
fund  pensioners  as  might  not  objcfl 
to  living  sociably  under  the  same 
roof.  In  this  house  are  two  par- 
lours for  their  joint  indulgence,  and 
four  separate  bedchambers.  This- 
bequest  is  an  instance  of  his  bene- 
volence, and  of  his  respect  for  his 
profession  ;  but  the  manner  in 
which  it  was  done  is  even  more 
honourable  to  him  than  the  dona- 
tion itself:  That  the  decayed  aflors 
who  are  to  be  chosen  by  the  fund 
committee  r.»  tenants  for  this  house 
niignt  not  appear  like  dependents 
on  charky  in  ihe  eyes  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood, he  left  also  a  certain 
sum  to  be  distributed  by  those 
tenants  to  the  poor  of  the  vicinity. 
The  singularity  of  Mr.  B.'s  mind  is 
further  observable,  in  his  leaving 
3  pounds  annually  for  a  twelfth- 
cake  to  be  distributed  in  the  green- 
room. 

BADEN  (JAMES]  professor  of 
Eloquence,  &c.  in  the  university  of 
Copenhagen,  published  a  "  German 
and  Danish  Dictionary,"  and  a  trans- 
lation of  "  Tacitus"  into  the  Danish 
language,  that  is  said  to  rival  the 
original  for  ptccision,  taste,  and 
purity  of  diftion.  He  died  Nov. 
1804. 

BAGFORD  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
antiquary,  and  collector  of  old  Eng- 
lish books,  prints,  &c.  He  bad  been 
in  his  younger  days  a  shoe-m.'i-  r. 
afterwards  a  bookseller,  and  lastly, 
for  the  many  curiosities  wherewith 
he  enriched  the  famous  library  of 
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Dr.  John  Moore,  bishop  of  Ely,  his 
lordship  got  him  admitted  into  the 
Charter-house.  He  died  May  15 
1716,  aged  65  years. 

BAJ  AZET  I.  sultan  of  the  Turks, 
a  renowned  warrior,  but  a  tyrant. 
Being  conquered  by  Tamerlane, 
and  exposed  by  him  in  an  iron  cage 
(the  fate  that  hs  had  destined  for  his 
adversary  if  he  had  been  the  vi£k>r), 
he  dashed  his  head  against  the  bars 
of  this  prison  and  killed  himself,  in 

»4'3- 

BAILLET  (ADRIAN)  a  French 
divine,  theological,  historical,  and 
biographical  writer,  born  1649.— 
He  wrore  "  A  History  of  Holland 
from  1609  to  1679,"  4  vch.  i  p.mo. 
"  Lives  of  the  Saints,"  3  vols  folioj 
"  Jugemsns  des  Savans,"  9  vols. 
i  2ino.  &c.  Ccc.  and  died  1706. 

BAKER    (SIR   RICHARD)  au- 
thor   of   the     "  Chronicle    of    the 
I  Kings   of   England,"    born    at    Sis- 
|  sin^hurst  in  Kent,  about  1568.  He 
i  married  a  daughter  of  Sir  George 
I  Man  waring,  of  Jghtfield  in  Shrop- 
shire, knight;    and  having  become 
surety    for   some   of  that  family's 
debts,  was  thereby   reduced  to  po- 
verty,   and   thrown   into   the  Fleet 
prison,   where  he   died,    Feb.    18, 
1644-5,     and    was    buried     in    St. 
Bride's  church,  Fleet-street. 

BAKER  (THOMAS)  a  very  in- 
genious and  learned  antiquary,  was 
born  at  Crook,  in  the  county  of 
Durham,  Sept.  14,  1656,  and  died 
in  the  office  of  commoner  master 
of  St.  John's  college,  Cambridge, 
July  a,  1740.  The  principal  work 
that  he  printed  was,  "  Reflections 
on  Learning,  shewing  the  insuffici- 
ency thereof  in  its  several  particu- 
lars, in  order  to  evince  the  useful- 
ness and  necessity  of  Revelation : 
London,  I7og-io,:'  which  went 
through  eight  editions ;  and  Mr. 
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Boswell,  in  his  "  Method  of  Study," 
ranks  it  among  the  English  clas- 
sics for  purity  of  style. 

BAKER  (HENRY)  an  ingeni- 
cms  and  diligent  naturalist,  born  in 
Fleet-street,  London,  either  nea-r  the 
end  of  the  i  7th,  or  very  early  in  the 
b<ninniiig  of  the  iSth  century.—- 
Being  of  a  philosophical  turn  of 
mind,  and  having  diligently  atttmi 
ed  to  the  mcihods  which  might  te 
practicable  and  useful  in  the  cuie 
of  stammering,  and  especially  in 
teaching  deaf  and  dumb  persons  to 
speak,  he  made  this  the  employ- 
mert  of  his  life.  In  1744,  sir 
Goosey  Copley's  gold  medal  was 
bestowed  lipon  him,  for  having,  by 
his  microscopical  experiments  on 
the  crystallizations  and  configura- 
tions of  saline  pnrticles,  produced 
the  most  extraordinary  discovery 
during  that  year.  Having  led  a 
very  useful  and  honourable  life,  he 
died  at  his  apartments  in  the  Sttand 
on  the  K/)th  of  Nov.  1774,  being 
then  above  70  year*  of  age.  His 
principal  publications  are,  "  The 
Microsiope  made  easy,"  and  "  Em- 
ployment for  the  Micioscope." 

BAKER  (WILLIAM)  a  learned 
printer  in  Fenchufch-strtet,  born  at 
Reading  1744,  was  the  son  of  an 
eminent  schoolmaster  in  that  town. 
From  his  youth  he  was  greatly 
addiQed  to  study,  and  his  friends 
favoured  his  inclinations  try  mak 
ing  him  a  printer.  His  modesty 
was  equal  to  his  learning,  and  he 
was  truly  Gray's  "  flower  born  to 
blush  unseen."  His  diffidence  pre- 
vented his  appearing  much  before 
the  public  as  a  writer  ;  and  his 
only  publications  are,  "  Peregrina- 
tions of  the  Mind,"  a  series  of  es- 
says in  the  manner  of  the  Rambler; 
and  "  Theses  Graece  et  Latinas  Se- 
kclse."  lie  died  in  London,  Sept. 
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29,  1785,  in  the  44th  year  of  his 
e;  and  an  tlegant  Latin  epitaph 
to  his  memory  is  placed  on  the  tomb 
of  his  family,  in  thr  church-yard  of 
St.  Mary,  Reading. 

BAKEV/ELL  (ROBERT)  the 
most  successful  experimental  farmer 
and  cattlt-breeder  ever  known  in 
England,  was  born  1726,  at  Dish- 
ley  in  Leicestershire.  Having  re- 
marked, that  domestic  animals  in 
general  produce  others  pos>essing 
qualities  nearly  similar  to  their  own, 
he  conceived  that  he  had  only  to  se- 
le£i  from  all  the  most  valusble  breeds 
such  as  promised  to  return  the  great- 
est possible  emolument  to  the  breed- 
er, and  that  he  should  then  be  able, 
by  careful  attention  to  progressive 
improvements,  to  produce  a  race 
of  sheep,  horses,  horned  cattle,  or 
other  animals,  possessing  a  maxi- 
mum of  advantage.  A  selection  on 
this  principle  from  different  parts 
of  England  was  the  original  stock 
from  which  he  afterwards  propa- 
gated his  own.  About  1760,  Mr. 
Bdkewell  soH  his  sheep  by  private 
contraft,  at  not  more  than  two  or 
three  guineas  each.  Some  time  af- 
terwards, he  began  to  let  some  of 
his  rams,  and  for  a  few  seasons  re- 
ceived only  155.  or  a  guinea  a- 
piece  for  them  ;  but  as  the  fame 
of  his  breed  extended  itself  he  ad- 
vanced his  prices,  and  by  the  year 
1770  was  enabled  to  let  some  of 
his  rams  for  the  season  for  25  gui- 
nea?. After  that  time,  the  prices 
and  credit  of  hisstock  progressively 
increased  ;  and  at  last,  single  rams 
were  let  for  the  season  for  the 
enormous  price  of  400  guineas,  and 
upwards.  It  is  a  fact,  that  has  no 
other  example,  that  one  ram,  called 
the  Two  Pounder,  produced,  in  one 
season,  the  sum  of  800  guineas,  in- 
dependent of  ewes  of  Mr.  Bake  well's 
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•wn  stock;  which,  at  the  same 
r.ite,  would  have  made  a  total,  the 
produce  of  a  single  ram,  of  1200 
guineas.  The  race  of  Dishlcy  sheep 
are  known  by  the  fineness  of  their 
bone  and  flesh,  the  lightness  of 
theoffal,  their  disposition  to  quiet- 
ness, and  consequently  to  mature 
and  fatten  with  less  food  than  other 
sheep  of  equal  weight  and  value.— 
Mr.  Bakewell  improved  his  blark 
horses  by  an  attention  to  the  form 
which  is  best  adapted  to  their  use 
His  stallions  have  been  let  for  the 
season  for  100  ouincas,  and  up- 
wards.—Many  anecdotes  are  relat- 
ed of  his  humanity  towards  th<. 
various  orcleis  of  anim;i!s.  He  con 
tinually  deprecated  the  atrociou> 
barbarities  praQised  by  the  butchers 
and  drovers ;  shewing,  by  example's 
on  his  own  farm,  the  most  pleasing 
instances  of  docility  in  the  animals 
under  his  care.  This  extraordinary 
man,  more  deserving,  in  our  opt- 
nion,  of  the  civic  wreath,  than  the 
warrior  or  the  statesman,  died  Oft.  i . 
1795,  on  the  spot  where  he  fiist 
drew  breath. 

B  ALCHEN  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
English  admiral,  shipwrecked  on 
the  coast  of  Scilly,  in  the  ViSory, 
a  first-rate,  when  upwards  of  1 100 
persons  perished  with  him,  1744. 

BALE  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Ossory 
in  Ireland,  born  at  Cove,  a  small 
village  in  Suffolk,  was  bred  up 
in  the  Romish  religion;  butbecame 
afterwards  a  Protestant.  His  con 
version,  however,  greatly  exposed 
him  to  the  persecution  of  the  Ro- 
mish clergy  ;  and  he  must  have  felt 
their  resentment,  had  he  not  been 
proteOed  by  lord  Cromwell;  hut 
upon  the  death  of  this  nobleman, 
he  was  obliged  to  fly  to  Holland, 
where  he  remained  six  years,  and 
during  tfiat  time  wrote  several 
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pieces  in  the  Kr-'bh  language.  He 
was  recalled  inio  England  by  Ed- 
ward VI.  and  presented  to  the  liv- 
ing of  BishopVstoke,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Southampton.  The  ijth  of 
August  1532,  he  was  nominated  to 
the  see  of  Ossory;  and,  upon  his 
arrival  in  Ireland,  used  his  utmost 
endeavours  to  reform  the  manners 
of  his  diocese,  to  correct  the  vices 
of  the  priests,  to  abolish  the  mas', 
and  to  establish  the  use  of  the  ncvr 
book  of  common  prayer  set  forth 
in  England;  but  all  hi;  scheme?  of 
this  kind  having  pr<  . 
the  death  of  king  Edward, 
accession  of  queen  M.ir-  .me 

greatly  exposed  to  the  outrages  of 
the  Papists  in  Ireland,  and  again 
fled  to  the  Continent.  On  the 
accession  of  queen  Elizabeth  he  re« 
turned  from  exile,  but  did  not 
choose  to  go  again  to  Ireland,  be- 
ing satisfied  with  a  prebend  of 
Canterbury,  in  which  city  he  died, 
N'ov.  1.563,  aged  67,  and  was  bu- 
ried in  the  cathedral  of  that  place. 
This  prelate  hat  left  a  celebrated 
Latin  work,  containing  the  lives  of 
the  most  eminent  writers  of  Great 
Britain.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
earliest  of  our  dramatic  writers.— 
Twenty  of  his  plays  are  recorded. 

BALES  (PETER)  a  very  extra- 
ordinary  person  in  his  way,  and  fit 
to  be  noticed  in  a  work  of  this 
nature.  He  was  a  most  famous  mas- 
ter in  the  art  of  penmanship,  or  fair 
writing  ;  and  one  of  the  first  invent- 
ors (for  there  seems  to  have  been 
more  than  one)  of  short  hand  writ- 
ing. He  was  born  in  1547  ;  and 
is  recorded  for  his  skill  in  micro- 
graphy, or  miniature-writing,  in 
HollingsheiPsChronicle,  anno  1575* 
Mr.  Evelyn  also  has  celebrated  his 
wonderful  skill  in  this  delicate  ope- 
ration of  the  hand  ;  informing  us, 
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that  in  the  year  1575  he  wrote  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  the  Creed,  Deca- 
logue, with  two  short  prayers  in 
Latin,  his  own  name,  motto,  day  of 
the  month,  year  of  the  Lord,  and 
reign  of  the  queen,  to  whom  he 
presented  it  at  Hampton  Court,  all 
within  the  circle  of  a  single  penny, 
inchased  in  a  ring  and  borders  of 
gold,  and  covered  with  a  crystal 
«o  accurately  wrought,  as  to  be  very 
plainly  legible,  to  the  great  admira- 
tion of  her  majesty, the  whole  privy, 
council,  and  several  ambassadors 
Ihen  at  court.  He  was  farther  very 
dextrous  in  imitating  hand-writing; 
and,  about  1586,  was  employed  by 
lecrttary  Walsingham  in  certain 
political  manoeuvres.  He  puhliihed, 
in  1.590,  a  work  called  the  "  Writ- 
ing School-master,  in  three  parts  : 
the  i  ft  teaching  swift  writing  ;  the 
ad,  true  writing  ;  the  gd,fair  writ- 
ing ;"  and  seems  to  have  died  about 
1610. 

BALGUY  (JOHN)  an.  eminent 
English  divine,  theological,  contro- 
versial, and  mctyphyiical  writer, 
born  at  Sheffield  1686,  died  at«ar- 
rowgate  1748.  He  was  the  friend 
of  Clarke  and  Hoadley,  and  was 
associated  with  them  in  maintaining 
the  cause  of  rational  religion  and 
Christian  liberty. 

BALGL'Y  (THOMAS)  D.D.  son 
of  the  preceding,  archdeacon  of 
Winchester,  and  prebendary  of  [hat 
cathedral,  a  very  powerful  champion 
in  the  cause  of  morality  and  religion, 
and  of  the  most  disinterested  zeal, 
having  declined  the  bishopric  of 
Gloucester,  which  was  offered  to 
him  by  the  king  in  1781.  Dr.  B. 
died  Jan.  19,  1795. 

3ALIOL  (JOHN  DE)  founder 
of  Baliol  College,  Oxford,  which 
was  begun  by  him  in  1263,  and  af- 
terwards perfected  by  Lis  widow, 
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During  the  contest  between  Henry 
III.  and  his  baron?,  he  firmly  adheied 
to  the  king,  and  died  in  i  269. 

BALLANDEN,  or  BALLEN- 
DEN  (sir  JOHN)  an  elegant  Scot- 
tish writer  of  the  i6th  century. 
He  translated  into  the  Scots  lan- 
guage Hetlor  Boetius's  History, 
which  was  extremely  well  received 
both  in  Scotland  and  England,  and 
died  at  Rome  15.50. 

BAl.LARD  (GEORGE),  born  at 
Campden,  in  Gloucestershire,  was 
one  of  those  singular  geniuses 
that  shoot  forth  without  culture. 
He  was  brought  up  to  the  profession 
of  a  habit-maker.  Upon  a  dis- 
covery of  his  abilities,  lord  Ched- 
worth,  and  some  other  gentlemen, 
offered  him  a  pension  of  lool.  per 
annum:  but  he  would  only  accept 
6ol.  He  publishred  "  Memoirs  of 

3i  itish  Ladies  eminent  for  Learning 
or  Abilities,"    and    died    young    in 

175,5,  supposed  to  be  owing  to  too 

ntense  application. 

BALUZE  (STEPHEN)  a  French 
writer,  and  author  of  the  "  Lives 
of  the  Popes  of  Avignon,"  bora 

163  i,  died  1718. 

BALZAC     (JOHN     LEWIS 
GUEZ     DE)      historiographer      of 

France,    and     counsellor    of    state, 


was    born    1594, 
acquired  much 
[especially  for 


at    Angouieme  ; 
esteem  as    a  writer 
his    Letters,    which 
went  through  several  editioni) ;  and 
died  1654. 

BANIER  (ANTHONY)  a  cele- 
brated mythologist  of  France,  horn 
1673,  died  >74«.  An  English  trans- 
lation of  his  "Mythology,  and  Fa- 
bles of  the  Ancients,"  was  publish- 
ed in  London,  i  7  4 1 ,  in  4  vols.  8vo. 
BANKS  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  writer.  His  turn  wa_s  en- 
tirely to  tragedy,  his  merit  in 
which  is  of  a  peculiar  kind  ;  for 
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st  the  same  time  that  his  language 
must  be  confessed  to  be  extremely 
unpoetical,  and  his  numbers  un- 
couth and  inharmonious,  nay,  even 
his  characters  very  far  from  being 
strongly  marked  or  distinguished, 
and  his  episodes  extremely  irre- 
gular; yet  it  is  impossible  to  avoid 
being  deeply  afteftcd  at  the  repte- 
sentation,  and  even  at  the  reading 
of  his  tragic  pieces,  which  are 
seven  in  number.  The  times  of 
his  birth  and  death  are  uncertain. 

BANKS  (THOMAS),  a  celebrated 
English  sculptor,  born  at  Lambeth 
in  Surrey,  Dec.  22,  1738,  and  bred 
a  wood  carver,  to  which  he  served 
an  apprenticeship  of  seven  yeais. 
But  when  the  society  for  the  En- 
couragement of  Arts  held  out  re- 
wards for  models  and  sculpture,  he 
turned  his  mind  to  the  study  oi 
that  art ;  and  having  obtained  se- 
veral premiums  from  that  society 
and  in  1770  the  gold  medal  of  the 
Royal  Academy,  he  was  in  1772 
sent  to  Rome  for  three  years  at 
the  academy's  expence.  The  seve- 
ral admirable  works  which  he  af 
terwards  executed,  in  Russia  a 
well  as  in  his  own  country,  are  too 
numerous  to  be  here  detailed.  \V 
shall  only  mention,  therefore,  th 
monument  of  sir  Eyre  Coote,  in 
Westminster  abbey,  and  the  alt, 
relievo  for  the  front  of  the  Shaks 
peare  Gallery.  Mr.  B.  died  Feb.  2 
1805. 

BARATIER    (JOHX   PHILIP 
a  prodigy  of  his  kind,   was  born  a 
ScHwoback,    in  Anspach,  jan.  i  9 
17  20-21.     Kis  father,  who  was  pas 
tor  of  the  Calvinist  church  of  Schwo 
.back,   took    upon    himself  the  care 
of  his  son's  education,    a.id   tau^'n 
him  languages   without    study,  arid 
almost  without   his  perceiving  that 
he  was   learning  them,  by  only  in- 
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reducing    words   of  different   Ian- 
,uages    as    it     were   casually   into 
onversation  with    him.      By  these 
means,  when  he  was  but  four  years 
aid,  he  spoke  every  day   French  t  a 
lis  mother,    Latin  to  his  father,  anj 
iigh  Dutch  to   the   maid,   without 
the  least  perplexity  to   himself,  or 
the  least  confusion  of  one  language 
with  another.     The  other  language, 
of  which  he  was   master    he   learnt 
a  method  yet  more  uncommon  ; 
which  was,  by  only  using  the  Bible 
in  the  language  he  then  proposed  to 
learn,,  accompanied  with  a  transla- 
tion.    Thus    he   understood    Greek 
at  six,   and   Hebrew    at  eiyht  years 
of    age  ;   insomuch  that    he  could, 
upon  the  opening  of  the  book,  and 
without  a  moment's  hesitation,  trans, 
late  the  Hebrew  Bible  into  Latin  or 
French.       lie    afterwards     applied 
himself  to  the  study  of  the  fathers 
and  the    councils,    of   philosophy, 
mathematics,     and,    above    all,    of 
astronomy.     This  boy,  as  he  really 
was,   formed    schemes   for    finding 
the  longitude,    which   he    sent  in 
January  1735  to  the  Royal  Society 
atLoniJbn;  and  though  these  schemes 
rnd  been  already  tried  and  found  in- 
sufficient, yet  they  exhibited  such  a 
specimen  of  his  capacity  for  mathe- 
matical learning,  that  the  Royal  So- 
ciety of  Berlin   admitted    him,  the 
same    year,  as    one   of  their  mem- 
bers.     In  1735   he    went  with    his 
father  to  Halle ;   at   which    univer- 
sity he  was    offered   the   degree   of 
master  of  arts,  or    (as  they  call  it) 
do6or  in  philosophy.  Baratier  drew 
up  that  night  14  theses  in  philoso- 
phy   and    the    mathematics;    these 
I  he    sent  immediately  to    the  press, 
'  and  cefended  the   next   clay  so  very 
ably  that  al!    who  heard  him   were 
delighted  and  amazed:   he  was  then 
ju  united  to  his  degree.     He  died  at 
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his  father's  at  Halle,  the  $th  of 
October  1740,  in  the  aoth  year  of 
his  age. 

B  A  RBERINI  (FRANCIS)  a  most 
CKcelkut  poet  of  Tuscany,  in  the 
13th  century. 

BARBEYRAC  (JOHN)  born 
1674,  at  Bariers,  a  city  of  Lower 
Languedoc,  in  France.  He  trans- 
lated into  French  the  two  celebra 
ted  works  of  "  Puftendorf"  his 
"  Law  of  Nature  and  Nations,"  and 
bis  "  Duties  of  a  Man  and  Citizen;" 
vro'e  excellent  noies  to  both  these 
performances,  and  to  tlie  former 
gave  an  introductory  preface.  He 
published  also,  in  1724,  a  transia 
tion  into  French  of  Grotiut's  trea- 
tise "  De  Jure  Belli  ac  Pacis,"witr, 
ample  and  excellent  notes,  and  died 

in  17^9- 

BARCHAM  (JOHN)  a  learned 
divine  and  antiquary,  born  at  Exe- 
ter about  1572.  He  assisted  Speed 
in  his  Histoiy  of  England  ;  and  wa- 
author  of  a  "Display  of  Heraldrie," 
folio,  1611  ;  but  having  composed 
this  in  his  youth,  and  thinking  it  too 
light  a  subjcft  to  acknowledge,  he 
gave  it  to  John  GwiUini,  a  herald 
of  his  acquaintance,  under  whose 
name  it  has  betn  repeatedly  printed. 
He  died  1642. 

BARCLAY  (ROBERT)  an  emi- 
nent writer  among  the  Quakeis; 
born  at  Edinburgh  1648.  Jji  1676, 
his  famous  "  Apology  for  the  Qua- 
kers" was  published,  in  Latin,  at 
Amsterdam,  410.  He  transland  it, 
however,  into  English,  and  pub- 
lished it  in  1678.  This  work  is 
addressed  to  Charles  II.  and  the 
manner  in  xvhirh  he  expresses  him- 
self to  his  majesty  is  very  remark- 
able. Among  many  other  extra- 
ordinary passage?,  we  meet  with 
the  following:  "  There  is  no  king 
In  the  world  who  can  so  experi-j 
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mentally  testify  of  God's  providence 
and  goodness  ;  neither  is  there  any 
who  rules  so  many  free  people,  so 
many  true  Christians;  which  thing 
renders  thy  government  more  ho- 
nourable, thyself  more  considerable, 
than  the  accession  of  many  nations 
filled  with  slavish  and  superstitious 
souls.  Thou  hast  tasted  of  pros- 
perity and  adversity ;  thou  know- 
est  what  it  is  to  be  banished  thy 
native  country,  to  be  over-ruled  as 
well  as  to  rule  and  sit  upon  the 
throne;  and,  being  oppressed,  thou 
hast  reason  to  know  how  hateful 
the  oppressor  is  both  to  God  and 
man:  if,  after  all  these  warnings 
and  advertisements,  thon  dost  not 
turn  unto  the  Lord  with  all  thy 
heart,  but  forget  him  who  remem- 
bered tbee  in  thy  distress, and  give  up 
thyself  to  follow  low  lust  and  vanity, 
surely  great  will  be  thy  condemna. 
tion." — He  did  great  service  to  his 
sc£t  over  all  Europe  by  his  writings, 
and  died  i  690. 

BARETTI  (JOSEPH)  born  at 
Turin  about  17  16.  He  came  over 
to  England  in  the  year  1750, 
where  he  resided  (with  a  short 
interval)  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
Barctti  had  the  good  fortune  to  be 
introduced  to  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson, 
and  between  them  a  very  long  in- 
timacy had  place.  From  the  time 
of  his  arrival  in  England,  he 
subsisted  by  teaching  the  Italian 
language,  and  by  the  sale  of  his 
wiitings.  In  1760  he  made  a  tour 
to  Italy,  through  Portugal  and  Spain, 
and  returned  to  England  after  an 
absence  of  six  years.  In  17695  he 
was  tried  at  the  Old  Bailey  for 
having  stabbed  a  man  who  vio- 
lently assaulted  him  in  the  Hay- 
market.  He  made  a  most  admi- 
rable defence;  which,  added  to  the 
bad  reputation  of  his  prosecutors, 
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impressed  the  court  much  in  his 
favour.  He  was  acquitted  of  the 
murder,  and  of  the  mansljughter  ; 
the  verdifl  was  self-defence.  After 
this  unfortunate  trr.nsaflion  he  again 
sat  down  to  his  rtudif  s, and  in  1770 
published  his  "Travels,"'  for  which 
it  is  said  he  received  500!.  On  the 
establishment  of  the  Royal  Academy, 
he  was  appointed  foreign  secretary. 
a  post  of  more  honour  than  profit. 
He  died  May  5,  1789,  without  a 
struggle  or  sigh,  the  moment  after 
taking  a  glass  of  wine,  preserving 
hi«  faculties  to  the  last  moment. 

BARLOWE  (WILLIAM)  re- 
markable for  having  been  the  first 
who  wrote  on  the  nature  and  pro 
perties  of  the  loadstone,  20  years 
before  Gilbert  published  his  book  on 
that  subject.  It  was  he  likewise 
\vho  found  out  the  difference  be- 
tween iron  and  steel,  and  their 
tempers  for  magnetical  uses.  He 
died  in  i  625. 

BARNARD   (sir  JOHN7)  was  in 
the    year    1722  chosen  one  of  the 
representatives    in    parliament    fui 
the  city  of    London,   a   tru>t  whuh 
he  continued   to   enjoy  dining   tht 
six     succeeding     parliaments,    an 
which  he    always   discharged  with 
equal     integrity    and    ability.       In 
1727,  he  was  chosen  alderman  ol 
Dowgate  Ward.      On  the  subject  o: 
the    famous    excise     scheme,     pro 
jeeted   by    sir    Robert   Walpole   in 
l?33»   sir  John  made  so  strenuou 
an  opposition,  that,  in  conjunction 
with  other  members,  he  obliged  the 
ministry  entirely  to  lay  it  aside. — 
^n    *737»  ne  formed  a  scheme  fo 
reducing    the   interest  on   the  na 
tional  debt;  a  projeQ  which, though 
it  did  not  at  that  time  sacceed,  was 
nevertheless,  afterwards  carried  int 
execution,  to  the  great  emolumen 
«f  the  trading  part  of  the  nation 
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n  1738,  he  served  the  high  office 
of  lord-mayor  of  London;  and  ire 
Ju'v  a758  resigned  his  gown,  and 
retired  to  Clapham  ;  where,  after 
laving  attained  to  near  the  age  of 

,  he  died  the  zgth  of  August 
1766.  A  statue  is  erefled  to  bis 
memory  in  the  Royal  Exchange- 

BARNES  (JOSHUA)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  professor  of  the 
Greek  language  in  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  was  bom  in  London 
1654.  He  published  editions  of 
Euripides,  Anacreon,  and  Homer; 
a  life  of  Edward  III.  folio,  »688, 
and  several  poeins  both  in  Latin 
and  English,  and  died  in  1712. 

BARON  (MICHAEL)  the  Ros- 
cius  of  the  French  theatre,  born 
1659,  cli?d  1729.  The  father  of 
Baron  also  was  an  a£lor  famous  for 
his  talent  in  declamation  ;  and  the 
manner  of  his  death  was  singular  : 
Playing  the  Part  of  Don  Diego,  in 
The  Cid,  his  sword  fell  Horn  his 
hand,  as  the  piece  requires;  and 
kicking  it  from  him  with  indigna- 
tion he  unfortunately  struck  against 
the  point  of  it,  by  which  his  little 
toe  was  pierced.  It  turned  to  a 
gangrene  ;  he  refused  to  suffer  am- 
putation, and  died  1655. 

BARONIUS  (C\£SAR)  aN'ejp*. 
litan  cardinal,  librarian  of  the  Va- 
tican, and  author  of  "  Ecclesiasti- 
cal Annals,  from  A.  1).  i,  to  1 1 98," 
born  i  538,  died  i  607. 

B  AR  R 1 NGTON  ( j  OHN  SHUTE ) 
lord  viscount,  a  nobleman  of  con- 
siderable learning,  and  author  of 
several  books  on  religious  sahjecls, 
was  born  in  1678,  and  died  in 

"734- 

BARRINGTON(DAINES)sonof 
the  above,  a  celebrated  English  law- 
yer, antiquary,  and  writer  on  su!i- 
jecls  of  law,  politics,  natural  his- 
tory, geography,  and  criticism* 
F 
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died  March  14,  1800.  His  writ- 
ings are  very  numerous;  and  many 
of  them  are  in  the  Philosophical 
Transactions  snd  the  Archasologia  ; 
but  what  most  distinguished  him  as 
an  author,  were,  his  "Observations 
on  the  Statutes,  chiefly  the  more 
anrienf,"  &c.  of  which  two  410 
editions  were  published  in  one  year, 
(1766). 

BAR  ROW  (ISAAC)  an  eminent 
mathematician  and  divine,  born  in 
London,  1630.  When  the  king  ad- 
vanced Dr.  li.  to  the  dignity  of  mas- 
ter of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge, 
his  majesty  was  pleased  to  say,  "  he 
had  aiven  it  to  the  best  scholar  in 
iv'Cland,"  and  he  did  not  speak 
liom  report,  but  from  his  own 
knowledge.  The  dofior  being  then 
his  chaplain,  he  used  often  to  con- 
verse with  him,  and,  in  hishur;;our 
ous  way.  to  call  him  an  "unfair 
preacher,"  because  he  exhausted 
every  mbjeCt,  ard  left  nothing  for 
oihers  to  say  after  him.  In  1675, 
he  was  rhoscn  \ice-chancellorofthe 
university.— This  great  and  learned 
divine  died  of  a  fever  the  4th  of 
May  i67/,and  was  buried  in  West 
minster  abbey. 

BARKY  (SPRANGER)  an  emi- 
nent English  actor,  coteiTjporary 
v,ithj  ai'd  a  powerful  riv<i!  of  Mr. 
Garrick,  born  in  Dublin  1719,  died 
i,)  London,  Jan.  1777.  His  pecu- 
liar advantages  were  derived  from 
a  fine  person,  melodious  voire,  and 
T.ie.ising  address;  and  his  perform 
ances  in  amatory  characters  xveie, 
ptihaps  i  ever  excelled. 

BARTHELEMY,  the  Ne<tcr  of 
French  literature,  and  author  of 
the  "  Travels  of  Anarharsis  in 
Greece, "died  May  4,  1795.  Dar- 
ing the  domination  of  Robespierre, 
like  most  other  men  of  learning, 
•he  was  imprisoned,  when,  notwith- 
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standing  his  great  age  and  infirmi- 
ties, instead  of  sinking  under  the 
rigour  with  which  he  was  treated, 
he  exerted  himself  in  consoling  his 
fellow-sufferers.  Soon  after  the  fall 
of  Robespierre,  he  was  released  and 
allowed  a.  pension.  In  the  "  Me- 
moirs of  the  Academy  of  Inscrip- 
tions and  Belles  Lettres,"  are  pre- 
served many  of  his  papers  illustrat- 
ing Greek  literature. 

BARTON  (ELIZABETH)  com- 
monly called  "  The  holy  Maid  of 
Kent,"  was  a  religious  impostor  in 
the  reig-i  of  Henry  VIII.  and  ex- 
ecuted at  Tyburn,  April  20,  1534. 

BASIL  1.  a  Macedonian.  Being 
but  a  common  soldier,  he  was  taken 
prisoner  by  the  Bulgarians ;  from 
whom,  however,  he  escaped,  and 
asked  alms  to  support  him  on  a 
journey  to  Constantinople,  where 
he  became  emperor  of  the  east.— 
Dreaded  by  his  enemies  the  Sara- 
cens, whom  he  frequently  V3rq'.ii-h- 
ed,  and  beloved  by  his  subjvtls  for 
hisjjuice  and  clemency,  lie  died 
886. 

BASKERVILLE  (JOHN)  an  in- 
genious  English  letter- founder  and 
printer,  famous  for  the  beauty  and 
elegance  of  his  types  and  editions  ; 
born  at  Wolverley  in  Worcester- 
shire, 1706,  died  1775, 

BASNAGE  (JAMES)  a  French 
refugee  in  Holland,  author  of  "  A 
History  of  the  Jew«,"  died  1723. 

BASSA.N  (JAMES  DU  PONT) 
a  pairiter,  born  i  ,5  i  o,  in  tne  village 
of  Bassano,  in  the  republic  of  Ve- 
nice. He  had  great  success  in  land- 
scape and  portraiture  ;  and  ha?  also 
drawn  several  night-pieces  ;  but  it 
is  said  he  found  great  difficulty  in 
representing  feet  and  hands,  and 
for  this  reason  those  parts  are  gene- 
rally hid  in  his  pictures.  Annibal 
Carracci,  when  he  went  to  see  Bas- 
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san,  was  so  far  deceived  by  the  re- 
presentation of  a  book  drawn  upon 
the  wall,  that  he  went  to  lay  hold 
of  it.  The  pieces  of  this  painter 
are  spread  o\  er  Europe:  He  died 
at  Venice  in  i  592. 

BATHURST  (AI.LEX  earl,)  an 
EnglUh  .nobleman  of  distinguished 
abilities,  born  Nov.  16,  1684.  To 
uncommon  talents  he  added  many 
virtues,  integrity,  humanity,  and 
generosity  :  and  to  these  virtues, 
good  breeding,  polijeness,  and  ele- 
gance. His  wit,  taste,  and  learning, 
connected  him  with  all  persons  emi- 
nent in  that  way,  as  Pope,  Swift, 
Addison,  &c.  He  died,  at  his  seat 
near  Ciiencester,  Srpt.  16,  1775, 
in  his  gist  year. 

EATTISH1LL,  (}ON.-iTHAN)m 
cminentmusicalcom poser, who  added 
to  profound  knowledge  great  taste, 
and  a  fine  imagination.  His  "Kate 
of  Aberdeen,"  will  be  celebrated 
(among  numerous  otherof  his  com- 
positions) as  long  as  pure  melody 
shall  be  admired  in  this  country. 
He  was  born  in  London,  May  1738, 
and  died  at  Islington,  Dec.  10,  i  80  i. 

BAUTRU,  a  celebrated  wit,  and 
one  of  the  first  members  of  the 
French  academy,  was  born  at  Paris 
in  1588,  and  died  there  in  1665. 
Once,  when  he  was  in  Spain,  hav- 
ing been  to  see  the  famous  library 
of  the  Escurial,  where  he  found  a 
very  ignorant  librarian,  the  king  of 
Spain  asked  him  what  he  had  re- 
marked. To  whom  Bautru  replied, 
that  "  the  library  was  a  very  fine 
one  ;  but  your  majesty  (adds  he) 
should  make  your  librarian  treasur- 
er of  your  finances."— "  Why  so?" 
"  Because  (says  Bautru)  he  never 
touches  what  he  is  entrusted  with." 
.  BAXTER  (RICHARD)  an  emi- 
nent nonconformist  divine,  was  born 
Nov.  12,  1615,  at  Rowton,  near 
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High  Ercal,  in  Shropshire,  and  died 
1691.  He  wrote  a  vast  number  of 
hooks;  Mr.  Long,  of  Exeter,  says 
80;  Dr.  Calaroy,  120;  but  the 
author  of  a  note  in  the  Biographia 
Biitannica  tells  us  that  he  had  seen 
l  45  distinfcl  treatises  of  Mr  Baxter's: 
his  pra£tical  works  have  been  pub- 
lished  in  four  vols.  folio.  Bishop 
B'-irnet,  in  the  History  of  his  own 
Times,  calls  him,  "  a  man  of  great 
piety;"  and  says,  "  that  if  he  had 
not  meddled  with  too  many  things, 
he  would  have  been  esteemed  one 
of  the  most  learned  men  of  the  a^e; 
that  he  had  a  moving  and  patheti  al 
way  of  writing;  and  was,  his  whole 
life  long,  a  man  of  great  zeal  and 
much  simplicity,  but  was  unhappily 
subtle  and  metaphysical  in  every 
thing." 

BAXTER  (ANDREW)  a  writer 
in  metaphysics  and  natural  philoso- 
phy, born  in  1686,  at  Aberdeen, 
where  he  received  his  education  at 
King's  College.  His  principal  em. 
ployment  was  that  of  a  private 
tutor.  His  celebrated  work,  "  An 
Inquiry  into  the  Nature  of  the  Hu- 
man Soul,"  was  first  published  in 
4to.  and  has  been  several  times  re- 
printed. Bishop  Warburton  calls  it, 
"  the  most  finished  book  of  the 
kind  that  the  present  times  have, 
produced."  Baxter  drew  up  for 
the  use  of  his  pupils  a  piece  en- 
titled "  Matho  ;  sive  Cosmotheoria 
Puerilis,  Dialogiir,"  &c.  which  he 
afurwaids  greatly  enlarged,  and 
published  in  English,  2  vols.  8vo. 
1745.  ^e  died  in  1750,  after 
bearing  with  the  greatest  foititude 
a  complication  of  the  most  painful 
disorders. 

BAXTER  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  grammarian,  nephew 
to  the  foregoing,  born  at  Lanlngany 
in  Shropshire,  1650,  died  1723. 
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He  published  excellent  editions  of 
"  Anacreon"and  "  Horace,"  was  au- 
thor of  a  "  Latin  Grammar,"  1679, 
and  of  a  "  Glossary  of  the  Roman 
Antiquities,"  which,  however,  goes 
no  farther  than  the  letter  A.  and 
was  printed  1726. 

BAYARD  (LE  CHEVALIER) 
a  celebrated  French  warrior,  called 
ikt  Knigkt  without  fear  of  reproach. 
slain  at  the  siege  of  Rebec,  1524. 

BAYLE,  (PETER)  author  of  the 
Historical  and  Critical  Ditlionary, 
•was 'rorn  Nov.  18,  1647,31  Carla,  a 
jinn!!  town  in  the  county  of  Foix, 
and  was  a  most  laboiiotis  and  indefa- 
tigable writer.  In  one  of  his  letters 
toDes  Maizcaux,  he  says,  that  since 
his  aoth  )ear  he  hardly  remembers 
to  have  had  any  leisure.  He  died 
the  28th  of  December  1706,  after 
he  had  been  writing  the  gteatest 
part  of  the  day.  Among  the  pro- 
ductions which  do  honour  to  the  a^e 
of  Lewis  XIV.  Mr.  Voltaire  has  not 
emitted  the  "  Critical  Dictionary" 
of  our  author  :  "  It  is  the  first  work 
of  the  kind  (says  he),  in  which  a 
man  may  learn  to  think."  He  was 
a  man  of  brilliant  parts  and  acute 
intelle8  ;  but  his  religious  princi- 
ples savour  of  infidelity. 

BAYLY  (LEWIS)  author  of  that 
most  memorable  book  intituled, 
"  The  Traftice  of  Piety."  He  was 
born  at  Caermarthen  in  Wales, 
•ducated  at  Oxford,  made  minister 
of  Evesham  in  Worcestershire  about 
1611,  became  chaplain  to  king 
James,  and  was  promoted  to  the 
see  of  Bangor  in  1616.  His  book  is 
dedicated  "  to  the  high  and  mighty 
prince  Charles,  prince  of  Wales  :" 
and  the  author  tells  his  highness, 
tnat  "  he  had  endeavoured  to  ex- 
traft  out  of  the  chaos  of  endless 
controversies  the  old  praftice  of 
true  piety,  which  flouvish*d  before 
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these  controversies  were  hatched.'* 
The  design  was  good  ;  and  the  re« 
ception  this  book  has  met  with  may 
be  known  from  the  astonishing 
number  of  its  editions.  This  pre- 
late died  in  1632. 

BEALE  (MARY)  a  portrait-pain- 
ter in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  was 
born  in'Suffolk  1632.  In  the  ma- 
nuscripts of  Mr.  Oldys,  she  is  cele- 
brated for  her  poetry,  as  well  as 
for-  her  painting;  and  is  styled 
"  that  masculine  poet,  as  well  as 
painter,  the  incomparable  Mrs. 
Bealc."  She  died  Dec.  28,  1697. 

BEARD  f JOHN)  a  very  eminent 
and  popular  s-inger  on  the  English 
stage,  married,  first,  lady  Henrietta, 
rclift  of  lord  Edward  Herbert,  and 
only  daughter  of  lord  Waldegrave  ; 
secondly,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Rich, 
patentee  of  Covent  Garden  theatre. 
He  then  became  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors and  afling  manager  of  that 
house,  and  continued  to  perform 
till  disqualified  hy  the  loss  of  his 
hearing.  He  died  in  his  75th  year, 
Feb.  .5,  1791. 

BEATON,  or  BETON  (DAVID) 
archbishop  of  St.  Andrew's  in  Scot- 
land, and  cardinal  of  the  Roman 
church,  born  1494,  lost  his  life 
by  the  hands  of  Norman  Lesly, 
eldest  son  of  the  earl  of  Rothes, 
about  the  year  1546.  This  famous 
prelate  was  a  man  of  great  parts, 
but  of  boundless  pride  and  ambition, 
and  withal  an  eminent  instance  of 
the  instability  of  what  the  world 
calls  fortune. 

BEATTIE  (Dr.  JAMES],  an  in- 
genious poet  and  miscellaneous  wri- 
ter, born  in  Kincardincshire,  Scot- 
land, 1735,  was  many  years  a 
schoolmaster  at  Aberdeen,  but  at 
length  promoted  to  the  chair  of 
Moral  Philosophy  and  Logic  in 
the  Marischai  College.  His  pan.

cipal  poems  are,  "  The  Judgment 
of  Paris,"  410.  1765.  "  The  Min- 
strel," 4to.  1770,  1774.  "  The 
Hermit,"  a  beautiful  song,  and 
many  odes  and  elegies.  Besides 
these,  he  was  author  of  "  An  Essay 
on  the  Immutability  of  Truth,  in 
opposit  on  to  Sophistry  and  Scep- 
ticism," 410.  1777  ;  "Dissertations 
Moral  and  Critical,"  410.  1783; 
"  Evidences  of  the  Christian  Reli- 
gioii,  briefly  and  plainly  stated,1' 
8vo.  1786;  and  "  Elements  of 
Moral  Science,"  2  vols.  8vo.  1790, 
1793.  His  prose  writings  display 
good  sense,  extensive  knowledge, 
and  able  reasoning  ;  and  his  versifi- 
cation is  elegant.  He  died  at  Aber- 
deen, Aug.  18,  1803. 

BEAUCHAMP  (JOSEPH  DE},  a 
celebrated  French  astronomer,  born 
at  Vczoal,  in  1732,  entered  in 
1767  into  the  order  of  Bernardinc?. 
and  took  his  departure  for  Asi^  in 
1781,  with  his  uncle,  who  was  ap- 
pointed bishop  of  Babylon.  Li 
this  voyage  he  steered  bis  course 
along  the  Tigris  and  Euphrates, 
from  Diabekir  to  the  Persian 
G,>lpb,  and  made  a  colleflion  of 
medals,  inscriptions,  and  designs  of 
the  monuments  of  ancient  Baby- 
lon, as  well  as  Arabic  manuscripts, 
which  he  presented  to  the  abbe  Bar- 
thelemy.  In  1787  he  made  a  se- 
cond voyage  upon  the  Caspian  sea  ; 
in  the  course  of  which  he  observed 
the  most  important  eclipse  of  the 
moon  of  which  the  History  of  As- 
tronomy preserves  any  remem- 
brance. In  1795  he  made  a  third 
voyage  ;  and  through  the  means 
of  Volney,  he  was  appointed 
consul  at  Mascate,  ,  in  Arabia  ;  at 
•which  place,  however,  he  never  ar- 
rived, being  taken  by  the  English. 
The  peace  having  at  length  given 
him  his  liberty,  he  arrived  sick  at 
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Nice,  where  he  died  on  the  1  gth  of 
November,  1801,  at  the  moment 
'.vhcn  Bonaparte  had  appointed  him 
commissary-general  at  Lisbon. 

BEAUMARCHAIS  (PETER 
AUGUSTIiM  CARON  DE)  an  emi- 
nent French  dramatist,  died  at 
Paris,  May  i  7  99. 

BEAUMONT  (SIR  JOHN)  a 
poet  of  some  eminence,  descended 
from  an  ancientfamily  atGrace-Dieu 
in  Leicestershire,  w.is  born  1.582. 
His  "  Bosworth  Field,"  Mr.  Head- 
ley  tells  us,  merits  a  republication, 
for  the  easy  flow  of  its  numbers,  and 
the  spirit  with  which  it  is  written. 
It  was  first  published  by  his  son, 
together  with  the  rest  of  his  poems, 
in  iomo.  1629.  He  was  created  a 
baronet  by  King  Charles  in  1626, 
and  died  two  years  after. 

BEAUMONT  (FRANCIS)  bro- 
ther of  the  foregoing,  a  celebrated 
dramatic  writer,  born  at  Grace-dieu 
in  Leicestershire,  about  the  year 
1586,  died  1615,  before  he  was  30 
years  of  age,  and  was  buried  in  the 
entrance  of  St.  Benedict's  Chapel, 
within  St.  Peter's,  Westminster. — 
Beside  the  plays  in  which  he  was 
jointly  concerned  with  Fletcher,  he 
wrote  a  little  dramatic  piece,  and 
other  poems,  printed  together  in 
1653,8^0.  Beaumont  was  esteemed 
so  good  a  judge  of  dramatic  com- 
position, that  Ben  Jonton  submit- 
ted his  writings  to  his  correflion, 
and,  it  is  thought,  was  much  in- 
debted to  him  for  the  contrivance 
of  his  plots.  Every  thing  respeft- 
ing  this  poet,  that  could  be  collected 
by  the  most  diligent  research,  will 
be  found  in  Mr.  Nichols's  valuable 
"  History  of  Leicestershire." 

BEAUSOBRE  (ISAAC  DE)  a 
very  learned  protestant  writer,  of 
French  original,  born  at  Niort  in 
1659,  died  1738. 
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BECCARIA  (MARQUIS)  a  ce- 
lebrated  French  writer  "  On  Crimes 
and  Punishments,"  died  Nov.  29, 
1794. 

BECKET  (THOMAS)  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
II.  was  born  in  London  1119, 
and  assassinated  in  the  cathedral 
church  of  Canterbury  on  the  sgth 
of  December  1171.  The  miracles 
said  to  be  wrought  at  his  tomb 
were  so  numerous,  that  we  ate  told 
two  large  volumes  of  them  were 
kept  in  that  church.  His  shrine 
was  visited  from  all  parts,  and  en- 
riched with  the  most  costly  gifts 
and  offerings.  Though  canonized, 
however,  he  was,  in  truth,  memo- 
rable only  for  his  pride,  insolence, 
and  ingratitude  to  his  sovereign 
Henry  II.  to  which  he  fell  a  sacri- 
fice. 

BECKFORD  (WILLIAM)  a  pa- 
triotic  chief  magistrate  of  the  city 
of  London,  who  died  in  that  ofli,  c, 
•with  which  he  had  been  for  the  se- 
cond time  invested,  June  21,  1770, 
aged  65.  He  shewed  himself  the 
steadfastfricnd  of  his  king  and  coun- 
try, ^nd  was  the  only  man  of  his 
time  who  with  firmness,  yet  with 
humility,  dared  tell  a  king  upon  his 
throne  (surrounded  by  his  courtiers) 
the  plain  and  honest  truth;  whereby 
he  vindicated  the  loyalty,  v.  hile  he 
evinced  the  independent  spirit,  of 
the  city  of  London.  Convinced  that 
our  liberties  belong  to  posterity  as 
well  as  to  ourselves,  he  resolved 
that  the  share  committed  to  his  trust 
should  not  expire  in  his  hands.  As 
a  citizen  he  wa«  eminently  deco- 
rated with  the  virtues  of  humanity 
and  affability  ;  as  a  senator  (mem- 
ber for  London)  watchful  over  the 
rights  of  the  people,  and  as  a  ma- 
gistrate unremittingly  active  in  see- 
ing those  rights  legally  executed. 
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That  his  charafter  might  be  ever 
held  in  the  most  honourable  and 
grateful  remembrance,  the  corpora- 
tion erefted  his  statue  in  their  Guild- 
hall, and  recorded  in  the  inscription 
the  magnanimous  speech  which  he 
is  said  to  have  addressed  to  the  king 
in  vindication  of  the  people's  right 
to  remonstrate  to  the  throne. 

BEDA,  or  EEDE,  surnamed  the 
Venerable,  an  English  monk,  and 
an  eminent  writer  of  ecclesiastical 
history,  was  born  673,  at  Wear- 
mouth  in  the  bishoprick  of  Durham, 
and  died  about  735.  His  ecclesi- 
astical History  of  England  com- 
mences at  the  invasion  of  Julius 
Cassar,  and  ends  A.D.  723. 

BEDELL  (WILLIAM)  a  very- 
famous  bishop  of  Kihnore  in  Ire- 
land, born  1570,  at  Black  Motley, 
in  Essex,  died  1641. 

BEDFORD.  SeeRUSSEL 
(FRANCIS). 

BEHN  (APHRA)  a  celebrated 
English  poetess  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  I.  and  11.  She  wrote  17 
plays,  some  histories  and  novels, 
died  April  16,  1689,  and  was  bu- 
ried in  the  cloisters  of  Westminster 
Abbey.  Her  works  are  extremely 
witty, but  not  remarkably  chaste. 

BELCH1ER  (JOHN;  an  eminent 
English  surgeon  and  ar.uiomist,born 
at  Kingston,  Surrey,  1706,  died 
1785,  equally  beloved  for  his  hu- 
manity, and  respefted  for  his  skill. 

BELISAR1US,  a  famous  Roman 
general  under  the  emperor  Justi- 
nian, memorable  for  his  signal  and 
momentous  victories,  but  still  more 
so  for  his  misfortunes  j  being  dis- 
missed from  all  his  employments 
by  his  ungrateful  master,  and  re- 
duced to  beg  alms  at  the  gates  of 
Constantinople.  He  died  563. 

BELLARM1N  (ROBERT)  an 
Italian  Jesuit,  and  one  of  the  most 
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celebrated  controversial  wiitersof 
his  time,  born  in  Tuscany,  1542, 
died  1621. 

BELLEFORET  (FRANCIS  De; 
a  French  historian,  born  at  SarZdn 
in  Guienne,  1530,  died  1,583. 

BELL1N  (GENT1L)  aVenetian 
painter,  born  1421,  died  3501. 

BELSUXCE,  tlie  benevolent  bi- 
shop of  Marseilles,  worthy  to  be 
recorded  as  the  friend  and  benefac- 
tor of  mankind.  During  the  plajue 
of  1720,  he  was  constantly  visiting 
bis  poor  flock,  to  whom  he  became 
a  physician  and  an  almoner,  as  well 
as  a  spiritual  direQor.  He  died 
1755,  with  the  blessings  of  all  good 
men  upon  him. 

BEMBO  (FETER)  a  Venetian 
cardinal,  hi  Dorian,  and  poet,  born 
1470,  (iied  1547- 

BENBOW  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
English  admiral,  born  1650,  died 
of  his  wounds  1702. 

BENDLOWES  (EDWARD)  au- 
thor of  many  poetical  pieces,  was 
born  in  1613,  and  died  in  great 
wanr,  arising  from  imprudence,  in 
1686.  He  was  a  great  patron  of 
the  poets  cf  his  time,  as  may  be 
seen  by  the  many  dedications  and 
poems  addressed  to  him.  The  chief 
poem  written  by  himself,  however, 
is  entitled,"  Theophila;  or,  Love's 
Sacrifice,"  folio,  1652. 

BENEDICT  (ST.)  the  founder  of 
the  order  of  the  Benediftine  Monks, 
born  in  Italy  about  480,  died  543. 

BEXSERADE  (ISAAC  DE)  a 
French  poet  of  the  I7th  century, 
born  at  Lyons,  near  Rouen,  died 
1690. 

BENSON  (DR.  GEORGE)  a  very 
distinguished  pastor  among  the  Eng- 
lish dissenters,  was  born  at  Great 
Salkeld,  in  Cumberland,  1609, 
and  died  1763.  In  1740  he  be- 
came colleague  with  Dr.  Lardner  -at

Crutcbed  Friars,  and,  on  his  death, 
hid  the  sole  pastorship  entrusted  to 
him.  Of  his  writings,  the  princi- 
pal are,  "  A  Defence  of  the  Rea- 
sonableness of  Prayer  j"  "  An  II. 
lustration  of  such  of  St.  Paul's 
Epistles  as  Mr.  Locke  had  not  ex- 
piained  ;"  "  A  History  of  the  First 
Planting  of  Christianity  ;"  2  vols. 
4to.  "  Tracts  on  Persecution,"  and 
"  A  Life  of  Christ." 

BENTHAM  (J  AMES)  prebend- 
ary of  Ely,  and  reclor  of  Bow  Brick- 
hill,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham, 
will  known  in  the  learned  world  as 
author  of  "  The  History  and  An- 
tiquities of  the  Conventual  and  Ca- 
thedral Church  of  Ely,  bom  in  Ely 
College,  1718,  died  Nov.  17,  1794. 

BENTIVOGLIO  (GUY)  cardi- 
nal, born  at  Ferrara  in  1579,  died 
1644.  He  has  left  several  works  ; 
the  most  remarkable  of  which  are, 
his  "  History  of  the  Ci\  il  Wars  of 
Flanders,"  his  ;'  Account  of  Flan- 
ders," and  his  *'  Letters  and  Me- 
moirs." 

BENTLEY  (RICHARD)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  divine,  born  at 
Wakefield,  Yorkshire,  in  1662, 
died  1742.  His  literary  character 
is  known  in  all  parts  of  Europe 
wherever  learning  is  known.  In 
his  private  character  he  was  hearty, 
sincere,  and  warm  in  his  friend- 
ships ;  loved  hospitality  and  respeft; 
and,  in  conversation,  he  tempered 
the  hard-mouthed  severity  of  the 
critic  with  a  peculiar  strain  of  vi- 
vacity and  pleasantry. 

BENYOWSKY  (COUNT  MAU- 
RITIUS AUGUSTUS  DE)  an  ex- 
traordinary adventurer,  born  1741, 
at  Verbowa  in  Hungary,  and  killed 
at  the  Isle  of  France,  May  23,  1786. 
His  very  eventful  life  has  been  pub- 
lished in  2  vols.  410.  but  a  good 
abstract  of  it  will  be  found  in  the 
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Biographical  Dictionary,  15  vols. 
8vo.  Our  limits  preclude  even  an 
analysis  of  it. 

BERKELEY  (DR. GEORGE)  the 
learned  and  ingenious  bishop  of 
Cloyne  in  Ireland,  was  born  in  that 
kingdom,  at  Kilerin,  near  Thomas- 
town,  the  i  sth  of  March  1684,  and 
died  Jan.  14,  1753.  The  excellence 
of  his  moral  charatler  is  conspicuous 
in  his  writings,  which  were  chiefly 
in  defence  of  the  Christian  religion 
against  Atheists  and  Infidels.  His 
philosophical  discoveries,  particu- 
larly of  the  medical  virtues  of  tar- 
\vater,  were  of  great  service  to  man- 
kind. Dr.  B.  was  certainly  a  very 
amiable  as  well  as  v^ry  great  man  ;  ; 
and  Pope  is  scarcely  thought  to  ( 
have  said  too  much  when  he  i 
ascribes  to 

"  Berkeley  every  virtue  under  Heav'n." 

EERKENHOUT  (DR.  JOHN') 
was  distinguished  in  the  literary 
world  for  his  productions  in  various 
sciences.  He  had  experienced  many 
different  situations  in  life,  having 
in  his  youth  been  a  captain  both 
in  the  Prussian  arid  English  seivice; 
and  in  the  year  1765,  he  took  his 
degree  of  M.D.  at  Leyden.  He 
•went  with  the  commissioners  to 
America,  where  he  was  imprisoned 
by  the  congress;  on  which  account 
he  afterwards  enjoyed  a  pension 
from  Government,  anddied  April  3, 
1791,  aged  60. 

BERN'ARD  (ST.)  one  of  the  fa- 
thers  of  the  church,  born  1091,  in 
the  village  of  Fountaine  in  Bur- 
gundy, died  i  1 33,  after  having 
founded  160  monasteries,  wrought 
innumerable  miracles,  and  become 
one  of  the  great  saints  of  the  Romish 
communion. 

BERNERS  (JULIANA)  prioress 
of  Sopewell  Nunnery,  near  St.  Al- 
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ban's,  one  of  the  earliest  female 
writers  in  England,  was  daughter 
of  sir  James  Berners,  of  Roding 
Berners  in  Essex  (who  was  behead- 
ed in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.)  She 
was  very  beautiful,  of  great  spirit, 
and  loved  masculine  exercises,  such 
as  hawking,  hunting,  &c.;  and  so 
thoroughly  was  she  skilled  in  them, 
that  she  wrote  treatises  of  hunting, 
hawKing,  and  heraldry,  printed  at 
St.  Alban's,  folio,  1486.  She  was 
born  about  the  beginning  of  the  i  ^th 
century,  but  the  time  of  her  de- 
cease is  unknown.  Nothing  can 
more  strongly  mark  the  barbarism 
of  the  times  in  which  she  lived, 
than  the  indelicate  expressions  used 
by  this  lady,  equally  incompatible 
with  her  sex  and  profession. 

BERNIER(FRANCIS)surnamed 
the  Mogul  on  account  of  his  voyages 
and  residence  in  the  Mogul's  coun- 
try, born  at  Angers  in  France,  died 
at  Paris  1688. 

BERNINI,  or  BERNIN  (JOHN 
LAWRENCE)  commonly  called  Ca- 
valiero  Bernin,  bom  at  Naples,  was 
famous    for    his    skill    in    painting , 
sculpture,  architecture,  and  mecha- 
nics; and  died  at  Rome  1680. 

BERNIS  (CARDINAL)  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  me'i  in  the 
reign  of  Louis  XV.  as  a  courtier,  a 
man  of  letters,  and  a  negotiator, 
was  born  1714,  and  died  at  Rome 
Nov.  i  794. 

BERNOUILLI  (DANIEL)  a 
very  celebrated  philosopher  and 
mathematician,  born  at  Groningen, 
Feb.  9,  1700,  died  in  March  1782. 
He  was  extremely  respected  at 
Basil;  and  to  bow  to  Daniel  Ber- 
nouilli  when  they  met  him  in  the 
streets,  was  one  of  the  first  lessons 
which  every  father  gave  his  children. 

BERNSTORFF  (COUNT  DE)  a 
celebrated  statesman,  and  majiy  years 
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prime  minister  of  Denmark,  was 
born  in  Denmark  1735,  conciliated 
in  his  high  office  the  love  and 
esteem  of  all  men,  and  died  June 
ti,  1797- 

BERULLE(PETER)a  celebrated 
cardinal,  who  founded  the  congre- 
gation of  The  Oratory  in  France. 
He  was  born  near  Troyes  in  Cham- 
pagne, 1575,  greatly  distinguished 
himself  by  his  piety,  his  moral  vir- 
tues, and  his  learning,  and  died 
while  performing  mass  at  the  altar, 
OQ.  2,  1629. 

BETTERTON  (THOMAS)  a  fa- 
mous English  afior,  generally  styled 
the  English  Roscius,  born  inTothill- 
street,  Westminster,  1635,  made 
his  first  appearance  on  the  stage  in 
i  656  or  i  657,  at  the  opera-house  in 
Charter-house  Yard,  under  the  di- 
reflion  of  Sir  William  D'Avenant; 
and,  having  for  many  years  borne 
away  the  palm  from  all  his  competi- 
tors, died  April  1710,  and  was  in- 
terred in  Westminster  Abbey.  See 
Gibber's  Apology,  Taller,  No.  167, 
and  Davies's  Dramatic  Miscellanies, 
for  a  particular  account  of  this  emi- 
nent man. 

BEVERIDCE  (WILLIAM)  a 
learned  English  divine,  bishop  of  St. 
Asaph,  born  at  Barrow  in  Leicester- 
shire, i  638,  died  1707,  leaving  be- 
hind him  many  learned  and  valu- 
able works. 

BEXV1CK.  (JOHN)  of  great  ex- 
cellence in  the  art  of  engraving  on 
•wood,  and  brother  to  Thomas  Bew. 
ick,  an  artist  of  equal  or  superior 
merit,  still  living,  These  ingeni- 
ous brethren  have  carried  their  art 
to  a  state  of  perfection  which  will 
not  easily  be  surpassed.  The  first 
work  that  attracted  the  notice  of  the 
public,  and  at  once  established  their 
reputation,  '-vas  a  "  History  of  Qua- 
drupeds," 8vo.  1790,  with  figures 
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on  wood.  It  was  eagerly  sought 
after  by  the  curious,  and  has  been 
followed  by  many  other  proofs  of 
their  abilities,  the  last  of  which  is 
a  "  History  of  British  Birds,"  Svo. 
1797  ;  on  which  John  was  engag. 
ecf,  in  conjunction  with  his  brother, 
when  a  consumption  carried  him 
off,  Dec.  5,  179.5. 

BEZA  (THEODORE)  a  most 
zealous  promoter  and  defender  of 
the  reformed  church,  born  at  Veze- 
i.:i,  in  Burgundy,  June  the  24th, 
1519,  died  1605. 

B1DDI.E  (JOHN)  one  of  the 
most  eminent  English  writers  among 
the  Socinians,  was  born  at  V/ootton« 
under- Edge,  i  615.  Though  a  pious, 
honest,  well-meaning  man,  he  suf. 
Fered  various  peisecutions  for  his 
adherence  to  some  singular  notions 
about  the  Trinity,  and  died  in  pri- 
son 1662.  One  of  his  books  was 
burnt  by  order  of  Parliament. 

BINGHAM  (JOSEPH)  born  at 
Wakefield,  in  Yorkshire,  1668.  He 
wrote  a  learned  and  laborious  work, 
"  Origines  Ecclesiastics, 01  the  An- 
tiquities of  the  Christian  Church  ;" 
the  first  volume  of  which  was  pub- 
lished 1708,  in  8vo.  and  it  was 
completed  afterwards  in  9  volume* 
more.  He  died  August  17,  1723. 

EION  (of  Smyrna)  a  Greek  Bu- 
colic poet,  flourished  about  288  B.C. 
BIRCH  (THOMAS)  a  distin- 
guished historical  and  biographical 
writer,  born  in  the  parish  of  St. 
John,  Clcrkenwel),  London,  Nov. 
23>  *7°5»  °f  parents  who  were 
Quakers.  His  death  was  occasioned 
by  a  fall  from  his  horse,  and  hap- 
pened Jan.  9,  1766.  Of  his  vari- 
ous publications  the  principal  wa?, 
•'  The  General  Dictionary,  historical 
and  critical,"  in  10  vols.  folio  ;  the 
fim  of  which  was  published  in  1734, 
the  last  in  1741. 
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BISHOP  (SAMUEL)  high  master 
of  Merchant-lay  lors'  School,  a  learn- 
ed divine  and  ingenious  poet,  died 
Nov.  1795. 

EnSETfDR.  ROBERT),  a  bio- 
grapher, butorian.and  no\elist,born 
in  Scotland  1759,  died  at  Knights- 
bridge  May  14,  1805  His  prin 
cipal  literary  productions  were,  an 
edition  of  the  Speflator,  with  Lives 
of  the  several  Authors;  a  "  Life  of 
Edmund  Burke;"  a  "  History  of  the 
Reign  of  George  the  Third,"  several 
Novels,  and  some  political  tracls 
His  "  History"  has  the  stro.ig  merit 
of  being  faithful  and  impartial.  It 
is  preceded  by  an  ai»le  review 
of  the  progressive  Improvement  of 
England  in  Prosperity  and  Stiength 
to  the  Accession  of  Geo.  111.  and 
terminates  at  the  Peace  of  Amiens, 
1802. 

BLACK  (DR.  JOSEPH)  a  very 
celebrated  chemical  writer,  and  pro- 
fessor of  that  science  in  the  uni- 
versity^of  Edinburgh,  was  born  at 
Bourdeaux  in  France,  about  1727, 
and  died  at  Edinburgh,  Nov.  1800. 
His  discoveries  relative  to  magnesia 
and  other  alkaline  bodies  have  givc.i 
birth  to  many  important  faCts  in 
the  new  system  of  chemistry.  A 
memoir  on  the  subjett  of  these 
bodies  was  read  by  him  in  June 
'755  before  the  Literary  Society 
of  Edinburgh,  which  has  been  con- 
sidered as  a  model  ot  composition, 
reasoning,  and  arrangement.  Many 
other  important  discoveries  have 
been  communicated  by  him  in  hi* 
leflures,  which,  if  he  had  com- 
mitted them  to  the  press  would 
have  more  materially  promoted  the 
cause  and  extension  of  science. 

BLACKLOCK  (DR. THOMAS; 
an    eminent    ScotlUh    poet   and    di 
vine,  whose  talents,  very  respectable 
in  themselves,  were  rendered  extra- 
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ordinary  by  the  circumstance  of  his, 
having   totally  lost  his  sight   by  the 
small  pox  at   six  months  old.      He 
was  born  at  Annan   1721,  and  died 
at  Edinburgh  July   1791. 

BLACK.\!ORE(SIR  RICHARD) 
a  physician,  and  an  indefatigable 
writer,  who  has  left  a  great  number 
of  works,  theological,  poetical,  and 
physical.  Dryilen  and  Pope  have 
treated  the  poetical  performances  of 
sir  Richard  with  great  contempt. 
But  notwithstanding  sir  Richard  has 
been  so  much  depreciated  by  these 
wits,  lit  certainly  had  merit.  His 
"  Poem  on  the  Creation"  is  his 
most  celebrated  performance,  and, 
on  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Joh.i- 
son,  has  lately  been  inserted  in  the 
••'  Colleflion  of  the  English  Poets." 
It  has  appeared  that  spleen  and  re- 
sentment had  been  the  cause  of  that 
severity  with  which  he  was  tieated 
by  Drylcn  and  Pope.  Sir  Richard 
was  bo:  n  at  Corsham,  Wilts  (in 
what  year  is  uncertain),  and  died 
OB.  9,  1729. 

BLACKSTONE  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
an  illustrious  English  lawyer,  born 
1723.  His  father  was  a  silk  man  in 
Cheapside,  and  died  before  the  birth 
of  his  son  William,  who  in  1730 
was  put  to  the  Charter-house  school, 
an  i  in  i  735  admitted  upon  the  foun- 
dation there.  Nov.  i7jo,  he  was 
entT  red  a  commoner  of  Pembroke 
College,  Oxford,  and  elefled  by  the 
governors  to  one  of  the  Charter- 
louse  exhibitions.  At  the  age  of 
jo  he  compiled  a  treatise,  intituled 
"  Elements  of  Architecture,"  in- 
tended only  for  his  own  use,  but 
much  approved  by  those  who  have 
perused  it.  Quitting  however, 
ovith  regret,  these  amusing  pursuits, 
he  engagtd  in  the  seveier  studies  of 
the  law,  and  Nov.  1746,  was  cal. 
led  to  the  bar.  In  17-19>  he  was 
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elected  recorder  of  the  borough  of 
\Vallingford  in  Berkshire.  April 
17,50,  he  became  doftor  of  laws, 
ard  published  his  "  Essay  on  Col- 
lateral Consanguinity,  relative  to 
the  exclusive  claim  to  fellowships 
male  by  the  founder's  kin  at  All- 
souls."  0:1.  20,  17.53,  ^e  was 
unanimously  elftied  Yinerian  pro- 
fc<-or  of  the  common  law;  arid  on 
the  2.5th  read  his  Introductory  Lec- 
ture, since  prefixed  to  his  "  Com- 
mentaries." In  1762  he  collected 
and  republished  several  of  his  pieces, 
under  the  fide  of  "  Law  Tracks," 
in  -2  vols.  8vo.  In  1763  he  was 
chosen  ?olk  itor-generalto  theqneen.  i 
Nov.  1764  he  published  the  istvo-  . 
lume  of  his  lechire?,  under  the  tiile 
of  "  Commentaries  on  the  Laws  of 
England;"  and  in  the  four  succeed- 
ing years  the  other  three  volumes. 
Mjy  :  770  he  lecame  a  juniorjudge 
in  the  court  of  King's  Ben  h  ;  and 
in  June  was  removed  to  the  same 
situation  in  the  Common  Fleas, 
which  cfn.-e  he  retained  till  his 
death, ••'•'hichhappened  FcS.  i  4,  i  780. 

BLA'JKAVALL  (ANTHONY)  a 
native  of  Deibyshirr,  and  author  of 
a  most  celebrated  work,  entitled 
"  Th-j  Sacred  Classics  defended  and  i 
illustrated  ;  or,  an  Essay  ivjn:b!y 
effered  towards  proving  the  Purity, 
Propriety,  and  true  Eloquence  or  • 
the  Writers  of  the  New  Te<tara.nt." 
He  died  at  N!arket  Bosworth,  in 
Lei  estershire  (where  he  was  for 
some  years  head  master  of  the  fiee 
school),  April  8,  1730.' 

BLACKWELL  (THOMAS)  an 
tminent  Scottish  writer,  son  of  a 
minister  ot  Aberdeen,  and  born 
there  4th  Augurt  1701. — !Q  1737 
v.as  published  at  London,  but  with- 
out his  name,  "  An  Enquiry  into 
the  Life  and  \Vritings  of  Homer," 
Svo.  a  ad  edition  of  which  appeared 
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in  1736;  and,  not  long  afttr, 
"  Proofs  of  the  Enquiry  into  Ho- 
mer's Life  and  Writings;"  which 
was  a  translation  of  the  Greek,  La- 
tin, Spanish,  Italian,  and  French 
notes,  subjoined  to  the  original 
work.  "We  agiee  with  those  who 
esteem  this  the  best  of  our  author's 
performances.  In  174  8  he  published 
"Letters  concerning  Mythology,". 
8vo.  without  his  name  also.  The 
?ame  year  he  was  made  principal 
of  the  Marischal  College  in  Aber- 
deen. Mirch  1752  he  took  the  de- 
gree of  doQor  of  laws  ;  and  in  the 
year  following  came  out  the  i  st 
volume  of  his  "  Memoirs  of  the 
Court  of  Augustus,"  410.  The  od 
volume  appeared  in  1755;  and  the 
3d,  which  was  posthumous,  and  left 
incomplete  ty  ihe  author,  was  fitted 
for  the  press  by  J-hn  Mills,  e?q.  and 
publi-hed  in  1764.  He  died  March 

•'.   '757- 

BLADEN  (MARTIN')  a  gentle- 
man of  Abrey  Ha'ch  in  Essex, 
formerly  a  lieutenant-colonel  in 
queen  Anne's  reign,  b'U  more  dis- 
tiri^uislicd  by  a  translation  of  "  Cae- 
sar's Commentaries,"  which  he  de- 
dicated to  his  general,  the  great 
duke  of  Marlborotigh.  He  died  in 
1746. 

BLAGRAVE  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent mathematician  who  flourished 
in  tl.e  iCih  and  i/th  centuries,  and 
died  i 6 i i . 

BLAIR  (ROBERT)  an  elegant 
poet,  Hern  about  the  beginning  of 
last  century.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation in  the  university  of  Edin- 
buirh,  and  was  ordaine.i  in  1731 
minister  of  Athol  Stir.eferd  in  East 
Lothian,  where  he  resi.ied  till  his 
death  in  174^.  His  poem  called 
"  The  Grave"  has  been  extremely 
popular,  and  passed  through  many 
editions. 
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BLAIR    (DR.  JOHN)   an    emi- 
nent  divine,  born  in  Scotland,  but 
settled  in  England,    where  he    pre- 
sented the   world  with  a  very  valu- 
able publication,   under  the  title   of 
"  The   Chronology  and  History   of 
the    \Vorld,    from    the   Creation  to 
the  Year  of  Christ  i  753,  illustrated 
in  56  tables."     In    1768    he    pub- 
lished an    improved   edition  of   hi:. 
"  Chronological  Tables  ;"  to  which 
were  annexed    "  Fourteen  Maps  of 
Ancient    and    Modern    Geography, 
for  illustrating  the  Tables  of  Chro 
nology    and    History."     The  influ- 
enza put  a  period  to   his  life   June 
24,  1782.     fBy  the  Compiler  of  this 
Work,  Dr.  Blair's  Tables  were  conti- 
nued to  the    Pea:e  of    Auiieus   in 
1802.] 

BLAIR  (DR.  HUGH) a  celebrated 
Scottish  divine,  was  son  of  a  respec- 
table merchant  in  Edinburgh,  and 
born  in  that  city  April  7,  1718. 
On  the  15th  of  June  1758,  he  was 
made  one  of  the  Ministers  of  the 
High  Church  of  Edinburgh;  and  his 
subsequent  ministerial  1  ibours  and 
coiulccl  in  that  conspicuous  and  dif- 
fiailt  station,  for  a  period  of  more 
than  40  years,  am  ply  evinced  the  pro- 
priety of  the  choice.  As  an  au- 
thor, Dr.  Blair  is  well  known  by  his 
"  Leflures  on  Rhetoric  and  the 
Belles  Lettres,"  delivered  in  his  of- 
fice as  Regius  Professor  in  the  Uni 
versity  of  Edinburgh.  These  are 
eminently  distinguished  by  labori- 
ous investigation,  sound  sense,  re- 
fined taste,  and,  ahove  all,  by  that 
lucidus  ordo  which  always  proves  a 
•writer  to  be  master  of  his  subjeft. 
In  short,  this  work  may  justly  be 
said  to  have  established  an  unequi- 
vocal and  sure  standard  of  taste. 
His  "  Sermons,"  however,  of  which 
five  volumes  are  before  the  public, 
have  experienced  a  success  unpa- 
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ralleled  in  the  annals  of  pulpit 
eloquence,  though  justly  merited  bjr 
their  purity  of  sentiment,  justness 
of  reasoning,  and  grace  of  compo- 
sition. They  have  circulated  ia 
numerous  editions  wherever  th« 
English  tongue  extends,  and  have 
been  translated  into  almost  all  the 
languages  of  Europe.  Dr.  B.  died 
Dec.  27,  i  800. 

BLA1ZE,  a  bishop  martyred  by 
the  emperor  Dioclesian  ;  but  more 
celebrated  as  the  inventor  of  wool- 
combing. 

BLAKE  (ROBERT)  a  famous 
English  Admiral,  born  Aug.  15, 
1599,  at  Bridgewater  in  Somerset- 
shire, where  he  was  educated  at  the 
Trammar-school.  Having  served 
some  years  in  the  parliament  army, 
he  was  in  Feb.  1648-9  appoinud 
to  command  the  fleet,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  col.  Deane  and  co!.  Pop- 
h,im.  During  nine  years  afluaj  ser- 
vice in  the  navy,  he  performed  tx- 
ploits  that,  for  the  skill  with  which 
they  were  conduSed,  and  the  suc- 
cess that  attended  them,  were  never 
surpassed  till  trie  days  of  Howe,  St. 
Vincent,  Duncan,  and  Nelson.  He 
died  as  the  fleet  was  entering  Ply. 
mouth,  the  i  7th  of  Aug.  1657,  aged 
,58.  His  body  was  conveyed  to 
Westminster  Abbey,  and  interred 
with  great  funeral  pn"-'p  in  Henry 
the  Vllth's  chapel;  but  removed 
from  thence  in  i  66  i  ,and  re-interred 
in  St.  Margaret's  church  yard. 

BLANCHARD  (JAMES)  an 
eminent  painter,  born  at  P-uis  in 
i  600,  died  1638. 

BLETERIE  (JOHN  PHILIP 
RENE  DE  LA)  born  at  Rennes, 
entered  early  into  the  congregation 
of  The  Oratory,  and  was  there  a  dis- 
tinguished professor.  From  thence 
he  went  to  Paris,  where  his  talents 
procured  him  a  chair  of  eloquence 
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in  the  College  Royal,  and  a  place 
fn  the  Academy  of  Belles  Lettres. 
He  published  several  works,  whi:  b 
have  been  well  re-ceived  by  the 
public,  and  died,  at  an  advanced 
age,  in  1772. 

BLOCK(DR.MARCELEAZAR) 
a  Jewish  physician,  and  very  cele- 
brated ichth)ok>gist,  born  at  An^- 
path,  died  at  Carlsbad  Aug.  6, 
i  8co.  His  •'  Natural  History  of 
Firp.es,"  with  coloured  platts,  in 
large  4to.  is  one  of  the  most 
admirable  publications  of  the  time. 

BLOEMART,  a  painter,  born  at 
Gore  urn  in  Holland  i  56  7,  died  1647. 
A  vast  number  of  ijtmts  have  been 
engraven  after  his -works. 

BLOOD  (THOMAS)  an  English 
adventurer,  who  contrived  a  plot! 
for  stealing  the  regalia  fiom  the 
Tower,  and  was  actually  taken  with 
the  crown  in  his  possession,  died 
1680. 

BLOUNTfSIR  THOMAS  POPE) 
an  eminent  English  writer,  born  at 
Upper  Holloway  inMiddlesex,  Sept. 
12,  1649.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
learning,  and  well  verged  in  the  best 
writers;  of  which  he  gave  a  proof 
in  his  famous  work,  <;  Censura  Ce- 
letciorum  Authorum,"&.c.  H«  wrote 
also  a  work  on  poetry,  "  De  Re  Po- 
etica,  or  Remarks  upon  Poetry  ; 
•with  characters  and  censures  of  the 
m  ost  considerable  poets,  whether  an- 
cient or  modern,  extracted  out  of 
the  best  and  choicest  critics."  Died 
1697. 

BLOW  (DR.  JOHN)  an  eminent 
musician,  born  at  Collingham  in 
Nottingham  hire,  about  the  year 
1648.  In  1674  he  was  appointed 
Blaster  of  the  children  of  the  Roya! 
Chapel;  in  i  685  composer  to  hh 
majesty  ;  in  1687  almoner  and  mas- 
ter of  the  choristers  of  St.  Paul's  ca- 
thedral. Upoa  the  decease  of  Fur-

ceil,  in  1695,  he  became  organist 
of  Westminster  Abbey.  He  died 
Oc).  i,  1708,  and  was  buried  in 
the  north  aivle  of  Westminster 
Abbey. 

BOADKTEA,  queen  of  the  Icent 
in  Britain,  a  most  intrepid  heroine, 
who  beiiiij  defeated  and  ill  used  by 
the  Romans,  after  having  behaverl 
with  exemplary  bravery,  dispatched 
herself  by  poison  A.  D.  59. 

ROCAGE  (MARIE  ANNE  LE. 
PAGE  DUJ,  a  celebrated  French 
poetess  and  dramatic  writer,  often 
mentioned  by  Lord  Chesterfield  in 
his  Letters  to  his  Son,  was  born  at 
Rouen,  Oct.  22,  1710,  and  died  at 
Paris,  Oct.  1602. 

BOCCACE  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
writer,  born  at  Certaldo  in  Tuscany, 
1313,  died  1375-  He  left  several 
works,  some  in  Latin,  and  some  in 
Italian;  but,  of  all  his  compositions, 
his  "  Decameron"  is  the  most  fa- 
mous :  it  was  received  so  favour- 
ably by  foreign  nations,  that  every 
one  would  have  it  in  their  ova 
tongue  ;  and  it  was  sought  after  io 
r«ut.h  the  more  eagerly,  as  pains 
were  taken  to  suppress  it,  his  sto- 
ries being  too  licentious  and  satirical 
on  the  monks. 

BOCCALINI  (TRAJAN)  a  sa- 
tirical wit,  born  at  Rome  about  the 
beginning  of  the  17111  century.  His 
"  RagguagH  di  Parnasso"  has  been 
translated  into  English  and  many 
other  languages.  Boccal.ni  was  as- 
sassinated at  Venice,  being  beaten  to 
cisath  with  sand-bags. 

BOCCONI  (SYLV1O)  a  celebra- 
ted  natural  historian,  born  at  Pa- 
iermo  in  Sicily  163.3,  died  Dec.  2e» 
1704.  He  left  many  curious  works  . 
BOCHART  (SAMUEL)  a  learned 
French  Protestant,  born  at  Rouen 
in  Normandy  ij99>  died  sud- 
denly, while  he  was  speaking  in  tbe 
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academy  of  Caen  (of  which  he  wa 
a  member),  May  6,  1667. 

BOCHIUS  (JOHN)  born  at  Brus 
Eels  in  i  555.     He  was  a  good  Latin 
poet,  and   thence  styled   the  Virgi 
of  the    Low   Countries.      He    diet 
Jan.  13,  1609. 

BOD  LEV  (SIR  THOMAS)  from 
whom  the  Bodleian  library  at  Ox- 
ford takes   its  name,   was    born  at 
L"xtter  March    2,   154-1.      In   1585 
he  was    made    gentleman   usher    to 
queen   Elizabeth.      From    this  time 
till    1597,   he   was  honourably  anc 
successfully  employed   in    embassies 
and  negotiations  with  foreign  povv 
ers  •    and  on  his  final  revocation,  in 
that  year,    he  set  about  the  noble 
work  of  restoring  the  public  librai  y 
at  Oxford,  which  in  two  years  time 
he    brought    to    a    good    degree   ol 
perfection.     He  furnished  it  with  a 
large  collection  of  books,  purchased 
in  foreign  countries  at  a  gieat   ex- 
j>er.  e:  and  this  collection  in  a  short 
time  became  so  grear'y  enlarged,  by 
the  generous  benefatlions  of  several 
noblemen,  bishops,  and  others,  that 
neither  the  shelves  nor   the    room 
could    contain   them.     Whereupon 
L.  vlley  offering    to   make   a    consi- 
derable addition  to  the  building,  the 
motion  was  readily  embraced  ;   and 
July,    19,    1610,    the  first  stone  of 
the   new  foundation  was  laid    with 
great  solemnity,  and  a  speech  made 
upon  the  occasion.      But  he  did  not 
live  to  see   this   part  of  his  design 
completed,    though     he     left    suf- 
ficient to  do   it,   with  some   of   his 
friends  in  trust.      Sir   Thomas  died 
Jan.  28,  1612,  and  was  buried  with 
great  solemnity  at  the  upper  end  of 
Merton  college  choir.      An   annual 
sneeoh  in  his  praise  is  still  made  at 
Oxford,   Nov.  8  ;    at  which  time  is 
the  visitation  of  the  library. 

BOltiMEN    (JACOB)    a    Teu- 
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tonic  philosopher,  and  noted  vi- 
sionary, born  in  a  village  of  Ger- 
many, near  Gorlitz,  1 5  75,  died  Nov. 
i 8,  1624. 

BOERHAAVE  (HERMAN)  an 
illustrious  physician  and  professor 
at  Leyden,  born  Dec.  31,  1668,  at 
Voorhoot,  a  small  village  in  Hol- 
land, about  two  miles  from  that 
city;  died  Sept.  23,  1738.  No 
professor  was  ever  attended  in  pub- 
lic as  well  as  private  kclures  by  so 
great  a  number  of  students,  from 
such  different  and'distant  paits,  for 
so  many  years  successively :  none 
heard  him  without  conceiving  a  ve- 
neration for  his  person,  at  the  same 
time  that  they  expressed  their  sur- 
prize at  his  prodigious  attainments ; 
and  it  may  be  justly  affirmed,  that 
none  in  so  pri<  ate  a  station  ever  at- 
trafled  a  more  universal  esteem.  So 
unmoved  was  he  by  detraction  (from 
which  the  best  of  men  are  not  ex- 
empt), that  he  used  to  say,  "  The 
sparks  of  cal'imny  will  be  presently 
extinft  of  themselves,  unless  you 
blew  them.'r 

BOETHIUS,  or  BOETIUS(FLA- 
V1US  ANIC1US  MANL1US  TOR- 
OUATUS  SEVERINUS)  a  prose  as 
well  as  poetical  writer  of  the  :6th 
entury,  horn    of  one  of  the  noblest 
families  in  Rome.— -Having  remon- 
trated  with  great  spirit  against  the 
yranny   of  Theodoric,  he  was  be- 
neaded  in   prison,    by  command  of 
hatkingin  i  524.— Boethius  wrote 
many     philosophical     works,       the 
greater    part    in  the    logical  way :

:ione  Philosophise,"  is  his  chief  per- 
brmance,     and    has    always    been 
ustly  admired  both   for  the  matter 
md  for  the  style.      Mr.  Hsrri?,  in 
lis    Hermes,     has    observed,    that 
'  with   Boethius  the  Latin   tongue, 
nd    (he   last  remains    of    Roman 
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dignity,  may  be  said  to  have  sunk 
in  the  western  world." 

BOETHIUS,  BOECE,  or  BOEIS, 
(HECTOR)  a  famous  Scottish  his- 
torian, born  at  Dundee,  in  the  shire 
of  Angus,  about  1470.  He  wrote 
in  Latin  a  "History  of  Scotland," 
and  d ifii  i  5-22. 

BOILEAU.Sieur  DESFREAUX 
(NICHOLAS)  a  celebrated  French 
poet,  born  at  Paris,  Nov.  i,  1636. 
He  wrote  satires,  wherein  he-  ex- 
posed the  bad  taste  of  his  time,  and 
was  extremely  severe  against  vice 
and  the  corrupt  manners  of"  the  age. 
Boileau's  s.itirkdl  pieces  raised  him 
many  encmic:-  :  ins  "  satire  against 
the  Women,"  in  particular,  was 
much  talked  of,  arui  occasioned,  great 
clamour.  So  highly  did  he  rank 
among  French  writer?,  that  Bruye>e, 
in  a  speech  delivered  in  the  Jjjench 
Academy,  sari,  "  Boileau  excels 
Juvenal,  comes  up  to  Horace,  seems 
to  create  the  thoughts  of  another, 
and  to  make  whatever  he  handles 
his  own.  His  verses  will  be  read 
even  when  the  language  is  obsolete, 
ind  will  be  the  last  ruins  of  it."'— 
Dr.Wartoa,  also,  says,  that  Bci- 
leau's  Art  of  Poetry  is  the  best 
composition  of  that  kind  extant. 
He  died  March  2,  1711. 

BOI3  (CARDINALDU)  an  emi- 
nent French  state.^man,  and  prime 
minister  under  tlie  regent  duke  of 
Orleans,  died  1723. 

BOISSARD  (JOHN  JAMES)  a 
famous  antiquary,  born  at  Besan- 
con  in  France  1,528,  died  at  Metz, 
1602. 

BOLEYN(  ANNE)  wifeof  Henry 
VIII.  king  of  England,  and  memo- 
rable for  giving  occasion  to  the  Re- 
formation in  this  countr;',  was  born 
in  1507.  Being  accused  (falsely  it 
i»  believed)  of  conjugal  infidelity, 
the  was  beheaded  May  jo,,  1536. 
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BOLINGBROKE.  See  SAINT 
JOHN7. 

BOLTON  (EDMUND)  an  inge- 
nious Englis!)  antiquary,  who  lived 
in  the  beginning  of  the  lyth  cen- 
ti.ry,  anu  wrote  a  very  curious  his- 
torical work,  called  "  Nero  Caa- 
sar,  or  Monarchic  depraved,  "  folio, 
16^4. 

BOLTON  (ROBERT)  dean  of 
Carlisle,  and  a  celebrated  writer  of 
moral  and  religious  Letters  and 
Tracts,  was  born  in  Northampton- 
shire, 1698,  and  died  1763. 

BOXAVENTURE  (JOHN  FI- 
DAUZA)  a  celebrated  doctor,  car- 
dinal, and  saint  of  the  church  of 
Rome,  born  in  Tuscany  j  22 1.  His 
works  were  printed  at  Rome  in 
1558,  in  8  vols.  folio.  Excepting 
his  Commentary  upon  the  Mastarof 
the  Sentences,  they  are  chiefly  upon 
pious  and  mystical  subjects,  and 
have  gained  him  the  name  of  the 
Seraphic  Duflor. 

BONAVENTURE  of  Padua,  a 
cardinal,  born  in  that  city  1332. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  works  : 
as  "Commentaries  upon  the  Epis- 
tles of  St.  John  and  St.  James," 
"  Lives  of  the  Saints,"  •'  Sermon?, '* 
"  Speculum  Mariae,"  &r. 

BONET  (THEOPHILUS)  a  fa- 
mous medical  writer,  born  at  Ge. 
neva  1620,  died  1689. 

BOXFAD1US  (JAMES)  a  polite 
writer  of  Itaiy  in  the  i6:h  century. 
Having,  in  his  office  of  historio- 
grapher of  Genoa,  spoken  too  freely 
of  some  powerful  families,  they 
resolved  to  ruin  him,  and  brought  a 
charge  of  unnatural  propensities 
against  him  ;  on  which  charge  he 
was  executed  in  1.560. 

BONNELL  (JAMES)  a  religious 
writer,  born  i  653,  died  1699. 

BONNER  (EDMUND)  bishop 
of  London  in  the  reion  of  Henry 
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V;il.  Edward  VI.  and  queen  M:»r\, 
vas  the  son  of  an  honest  poor-  m«m, 
and  boin  at  Hanley,  in  Worcester 
shire.  He  was  a  most  violent  bi- 
got, and  \vas  the  occasion  of  se- 
veral hundreds  of  innocent  persons 
being  put  to  death  for  their  firm 
adherence  to  the  Protestant  faith. 
Upon  queen  Elizabeth's  accession, 
he  refused  to  take  the  oath  of  al- 
legiance and  supremacy  ;  for  which 
jeason  he  was  deprived  of  his  bi- 
shopric and  committed  to  the  Mar- 
sha'sca.  After  having  lived  in 
confinement  some  year--,  he  died 
Sept.  f,  1569. 

BOOTH  (BARTON)  a  famous 
English  tfior,  who  chiefly  excelled 
in  tragedy,  was  born  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster  1681,  and  died  May 
i  o,  1733.  His  character  as  an  a£ior 
has  been  celebrated  by  some  of  the 
best  judges.  See  Gibber's  Apology, 

BORDA  (CHARLES)  an  eminent 
French  mathematician,  who  made  a 
voyage  to  America,  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  utility  of  certain  in- 
struments for  determining  the  lati- 
tude and  longitude  ;  of  which  he 
published  an  account  in  two  vols. 
410.  1778.  He  was  born  1735, 
and  died  at  Paris,  May  1799. 

BORGIA  (C.tSAR)  a  natural 
*on  of  poet  Alexander  VI.  a  man 
of  such  conduct  ai:d  character,  that 
Machiavel  has  thought  fit  to  pro- 
pose him,  in  his  fdiiwusbook  called 
"The  Piince,"  as  an  oiiginal  and 
pattern  to  all  princes  who  would 
aft  the  part  of  wise  and  politic 
tyrants.  He  was  killed  in  buttle 
J*Iar<  h  i  2,  i  507. 

BORLASE  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
ingeniojs   and    learned  writer,    was 
of  an   ancient  family  in   Cornwall,  j 
and  horn   at    Peudten,    February  2, 
1695-6.     Having    perpetuated  his 
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by  his  deep  researches  mfo 
the  natural  history  of  his  native 
county,  Dr.  Borlase  died  Aug.  31, 
'772- 

BORRI  (JOSEPH  FRANCIS) 
an  artful  impostor  of  Milan,  who 
prafliscd  upon  the  credulity  of 
merchants,  as  well  as  princes,  whom 
he  deluded  out  of  great  sums  of 
money,  undr?  a  pretence  of  dis- 
covering the  philosopher's  none. 
Died  1695. 

BOS  (JOHN  BAPTIST  DU)  a 
celebrated  member  and  perpetual 
secretary  of  the  French  academy, 
born  at  Bcjuvais  1670.  His  prin- 
cipal work  is,  "Critical  Reflections 
upon  Poetry  and  Painting."  He 
died  at  Paris  1749. 

BOiCAWEN  (EDWARD)  ace- 
lebrated  English  admiral,  son  of 
Hugh  lord  viscount  Fal mouth,  was 
born  about  1711.  lie  signalized 
himself  in  many  important  contests 
with  the  French;  in  which,  one  cir- 
cumstance of  his  success  will  ap- 
1  pear  singular,  namely,  that  of  hav- 
ing at  three  different  times,  in  1744, 
1747.  and  "755>  taken M.Hoqiidrt, 
a  French  commander,  prisoner.— = 
Mr.  B.'s  eminent  services  merileU 
and  o!,tained  the  approbation  and 
gratitude  of  his  country.  On  die 
isth  Dec.  1758  the  thanks  of  the 
House  of  Commons  '..lie  greatest 
honour  that  can  be  done  to  any  sab- 
jfCi)  were  given  him  in  his  place 
by  the  speaker  ;  in  that  year  also 
he  was  appointed  admiral  of  the 
blue;  and  in  Dec.  5760  general  of 
marine?,  svith  a  salary  of  3000!. 
per  annum,  and  a  seat  in  the  privy 
coancil.  This  rank  and  honour, 
however,  he  did  not  long  enjoy, 
dying  Jan.  i  o,  1761.  Some  in- 
teresting  stories  of  this  great  com- 
mander will  ba  found  in  "  Seward/s 
Anecdotes." 
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BOSCA\VE.\(GEORGE)brother 
to  the  foregoing,  and  a  lieutenant 
generdl  of  distinguished  eminence 
in  the  British  service  un.ier  the 
dukes  of  Cumberland  and  Marl. 
borough,  born  1712,  died  May 
1775.  He  wa?  sue-  essivcly  colonel 
of  the  agth  and  ssd  regiments  of 
foot. 

BOSCA\VENT  (JOHN')  brother 
also  of  the  admiral,  and  a  M  .jor 
generdl  in  the  British  army,  born 
1713,  died  1767;  at  which  time  lit 
was  colonel  of  the  4«th  regiment 
of  foot. 

BOSSU  (RENE  I.E)  born  at  Pa- 
ris 1631,  died  1680.  His  princi- 
pal work  was,  '•  A  Treatise  on  Epic 
Poetry,"  which  gained  him  great 
reputation.  Boile.iu  says,  it  is  one 
of  the  b-s>t  compositions  on  this  sub- 
ject that  ever  appeared  in  the  French 
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Meuux,  born  at  Dijon  1627.  His 
"  Disconts  sur  1'Histoire  Univer- 
sellc"  was  published  in  1681,  and 
has  been  considered  as  a  valuable 
work,  and  of  gieat  authority.  He 
died  at  P  *;is  i  704. 

BOSV,  ELL  (JAMES)  aneminent 
miscellaneous  writer,  but  chiefly  dis 
tinguished  as  the  literary  companion 
of  the  celebrated  Dr.  Samuel  John 
son.  He  was  born  at  Edinburgh 
Oft.  29,  1740,  and  was  the  son  ol 
lord  Auchinleck,  one  of  the  judges 
of  the  courts  ot  session  in  Sco  land. 
In  1763  Mr.B.  came  to  London,  ana 
had  what  he  always  called  the  singu- 
lar felicity  of  being  introduced  to 
'Dr.  Johnson.  Soon  after  this  he  «f 
out  on  a  tour  ;  and  having  visited 
the  most  remarkable  cities  in  Italy, 
sailed  to  Corsica,  travelled  over 
every  part  of  that  island,  and  re 
turned  to  Scotland  in  1766,  when 
he  became  an  advocate  at  the  Scotch 
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bar.  The  celebrated  Douglas  cause 
being  at  that  time  a  subject  of  ge- 
neral discussion,  Mr.  Boswell  took. 
a  very  active  and  successful  part  in 
it ;  !  c  published  a  pamphlet,  entitled 
"  The  Essence  of  the  Douglas  Cause," 
was  supposed  to  have  pro- 
cured Mr.  Douglas  the  popularity 
he  at  that  time  possessed.  In  1768 
Mr.  B.  published  his  "  Account  of 
Corsica,  with  Memoirs  of  General 
Paoli."  Of  this  printed  perform- 
ance Dr.  Johnson  thus  expresses 
himself:  "Your  journal  is,  in  a 
very  high  degree,  curious  and  de. 
lightful.  I  know  not  whether  I 
could  name  any  narrative  by  which 
curiosity  is  better  excited  or  better 
gratified."  In  1785  he  published 
•'  A  Journal  of  a  Tour  to  the  He- 
brides with  Dr.  Johnson,"  which 
had  a  success  similar  to  his  account 
of  Corsica.  This  year  Mr  Boswell 
removed  to  London,  and  was  soon 
after  called  to  the  English  bar  ;  but 
his  professional  business  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  preparing  of  his  most 
celebrated  work,  "The  Liie  of  Sa- 
muel Johnson,  LL.D."  in  2  vols. 
jto.  This  was  published  in  1790, 
jnd  was  received  by  the  world  with 
most  extraordinary  avidity.  It  is 
a  faithful  history  of  Johnson's  life, 
exhibits  a  most  interesting  picture 
of  the  character  of  that  illustrious 
moralist,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
instructive  and  entertaining  hooks 
m  the  English  language.  The  pre- 
paration of  a  second  edition  of  this 
work  was  the  last  literary  perf"-

BOTT  (THOMAS)  an  Enpl;  ' 
divine,  born  at  Derby  1688,  died 
1753,  leaving  several  ingenious 
traits  on  religions  subjtrfK 

BOUCHER  [JONATHAN]  vica. 
cf  Ep;om,  Surrey,  was  born  at 
Biencogo,  Cumberland,  1738,  and 
educated  at  the  grammar-school  of 
Wigton.  At  the  age  of  16  he  went 
to  North  America,  where  he  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  a  clergyman 
till  1775,  when  the  war  drove  him 
back  to  England.  Mr.  Boucher 
wrote  many  tra8s  and  sermons; 
but  the  leisure  of  the  last  fourteen 
vears  of  his  life  was  principally 
devoted  to  the  completion  of  a 
Glossary  of  Provincial  and  Archae- 
ological word?,  intended  as  a  "  Sup- 
plement to  Dr.  Johnson's  Diction- 
aty."  He  died  at  Epsom,  April 
27,  1804;  and  the  laborious  work 
just  mentioned  (partly  prepared  for 
the  press)  has  been  placed  in  the 
able  hands  of  sir  Frederick  Morton 
Eden,  Bart. 

BOUGAINVILLE  (M.DE)  a  na- 
tive of  France,  whom  impartial  pos- 
terity will  deservedly  rank  high  in 
the  list  of  f ircumnavigators,  his 
merits  having  been  almost  equal  to 
these  of  the  justly  celebrated  captain 
Cook.  He  was  killed  by  a  mob  at 
Paris  the  loth  of  Aug.  1792.

BOULAINVILLIERS  (HENRY 
OE)  an  eminent  French  writer, 
born  at  St.  Saise  1658.  He  was 
inthor  of  "  A  History  of  the 
Arabians,"  and  of  several  portions 
of  French  history,  and  died  172-2. 
After  his  death  was  published  his 
"  Life  of  Mahomet,"  which  has 
made  him  pass  for  no  very  good 
believer. 

BOULTER  (DR.  HUGH)  arch, 
bishop  of  Armagh,  in  Ireland,  Jieil 
In  London  1742,  leaving  behind 
him  patriotic  establishments  and 
benef<i£lions,  particularly  to  the 
Protestant  schools,  and  other  strong 
testimonies  of  a  truly  charitable 
disposition. 

BOURDALOUE  (LOUIS)  justly 
esteemed  the  best  preacher  that 
France  ever  produced,  was  born  at 
Bourges  1632,  and  died  1704. 

BOURDELOT  (JOHN)  a  learn- 
ed French  critic  and  commentator, 
who  lived  at  the  end  of  the  i6th 
and  the  beginning  of  the  i7tU 
century. 

BOURDON  (SEBASTIAN)  an 
eminent  French  painter,  horn  1610. 
He  had  a  genius  so  fiery,  that  it 
would  not  let  him  reflefl  sufficiently, 
nor  study  the  essentials  of  his  art 
so  much  as  was  necessary  to  ren- 
der him  pcrfcfl  in  it.  Having  once 
laid  a  wa^er  with  a  friend,  that  he 
painted  i  2  heads  after  the  life,  and 
as  big  as  the  life,  in  one  day,  he 
won  it,  and  these  heads  are  said  to 
be  among  the  best  things  he  ever 
did.  He  died  i  673. 

BOURIGNON  (ANTOINETTE) 
a  famous  enthusiast  of  the  female 
sex,  born  1616,  at  Lisle  in  Flan- 
ders. She  came  into  the  world  so 
very  deformed,  that  a  consultation 
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held  in  tlie  f.nnily  some  days 
abo\it  siifiing  her  as  a'  monstrous 
hirth.  But  if  she  sunk  almost  be- 
nei!h  humanity  in  her  exterior,  her 
interior  seems  to  have  been  raised 
as  much  above  it  ;  for  at  four  y  ars 
of  age  she  not  only  took  notice  that 
the  people  of  Lisle  did  not  live  up 
to  the  principles  of  Christianity 
vvhi:h  they  professed,  but  was  there- 
by disturbed  so  much  as  to  desire  a 
removal  ir.to  some  more  Christian 
country.  Her  progress  through  life 
•was  suitable  to  this  beginning.  She 
died  at  Francher,  in  Holland,  1680. 
Her  main  principles  of  religion 
were  nearly  the  same  with  those  of 
the  Quietists,  excluding  all  external 
divine  worship,  and  requiring  a 
cessation  of  reason,  wit,  and  un- 
derstanJing,  that  God  might  spread 
his  divine  light  over  them,  or  cause 
it  to  revive  in  them  ;  without 
which  the  Deity  is  not  sufficiently 
known. 

BOWER  (ARCHIBALD),  a 
learned  Jesuit,  born  near  Dundee,  in 
Scotland,  1686,  died  Sept.  2,  1766. 
His  principal  work  was,  "  A  His- 
tory of  the  Popes,-"*  in  7  tfols.  410.; 
concerning  which,  as  well  as  his 
connexion  with  the  Jesuits,  he  stood 
accused  of  much  imposture.  He 
also  contributed  to  the  compilation 
of  "  The  Universal  History  ;"  but, 
as  is  said,  not  much  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  work. 

BOWLE  (JOHN*)  reBor  of  Id- 
minston,  near  Salisbury,  born  1725, 
had  the  honour  to  be  one  of  the 
first  deceftors  of  Lauder's  forgeries. 
He  edited  a  Spanish  edition  of 
"  Don  Quixote,"  and  also  Marston's 
Satires,  and  other  old  English 
poetry,  and  died  1788.  See  LAU- 
DER. 

BOWYER  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
learned  English  printer,  born  in 
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White  Friars,  London,  1699,  dJed 
1777.  To  his  literary  and  pro- 
fessional  abilities  he  added  an  ex- 
cellent moral  chara&cr,  the  strictest 
probity,  and  the  greatest  liberality. 
He  was  in  habits  of  correspondence 
and  intimacy  with  the  greatest  men 
of  his  time  ;  and  many  minute 
particulars  of  him,  that  do  not 
come  within  our  plan,  may  be  seen 
in  the  "  Anecdotes  of  his  Life" 
published  by  his  partner  .and  sue- 
cessor  Mr.  Nichols.  To  the  jour- 
neymen of  his  profession  he  left 
by  will  some  valuable  bequests  for 
the  reward  of  merit  and  the  com- 
fort of  old  age.  The  trust  for 
ever  is  vested  in  the  Stationers' 
Company. 

BOYCE  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  musician  and  composer, 
thiefly  of  sacred  pieces,  born  1709, 
died  1779. 

BOYD'MARK  ALEXANDER) 
a  warrior,  lawyer,  and  Latin  poet, 
born  at  Galloway  in  Scotland  1562, 
died  1601. 

BOYD  (HUGH)  born  in  Ireland 
about  1746,  was  educated  at  Tri- 
nity College,  Dublin,  and  bred  to 
the  law  ;  but  being  of  a  dissipated 
turn  he  never  followed  his  pro- 
fession. Having  formed  connexions 
in  England,  he  came  to  London, 
and,  through  the  introduction  of 
Mr.  Richard  Burke,  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  most  celebrated 
literary  characters.  In  1772  he 
married  a  lady  of  considerable  for- 
tune ;  but  his  habit  of  extravagance 
continuing,  obliged  him  to  accom- 
pany lord  Macartney  to  India  in  the 
capacity  of  a  second  secretary ; 
though  he  afterwards  obtained  a 
more  lucrative  appointment,  which 
he  retained  till  his  decease  in  1794. 
He  was  author  of  several  political 
writings ;  and  the  celebrated  Letters 
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of  Juiiius  have  been  with  much 
confidence  ascribed  to  him  ;  but 
the  evidence  adduced  is  by  no 
means  conclusive.  In  1793  he  pub- 
lished "  The  Indian  Observer,"  a 
periodical  paper,  which  was  the 
first  attempt  of  the  kind  in  India, 
sr.il  gained  him  great  reputation. 
These  Essays  were  afterwards  col- 
lected and  printed  at  Calcutta  in 
8vo.  1795,  ami  reprinted  in  London 
1798. 

BOVD  (SIR  ROBERT)  governor 
of  Gibraltar,  who  from  a  private 
soldier  raised  himself  n-erely  by  me- 
rit to  the  highest  rank  in  the  mili- 
tary profession,  died  May  17  9*. 

BOl'DELL  (}OHN],  a  veiy 
vortby  alderman  of  London,  and 
most  distinguished  encouragcr  of 
the  arts  of  painting  and  engraving, 
was  born  at  Dorrington  in  Shrop- 
shire, Jan.  19,  1719,  and  intended 
for  a  land-surveyor,  which  was  the 
profession  of  his  father  ;  but  chance 
having  thrown  in  his  way,  "  Bad- 
dcJcy's  Views  of  different  Country 
Seats,"  he  determined  on 
the  pen  for  the  graver;  and  at  above 
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school  of  ci:giaving,   he  ccnceivcd 
the  noble    idea    of    raising    also  an 
English    school    of    painting  ;     ard 
ing  all  the    first    artists  in  the 
kingdom,   loile-iiicd  in  the  course  of 
a  few   years,    at    va^t    e-xpeiae,  the 
paintings  which    foiineii    the    \\ell- 
kiie<wu  "  Shakspeare  Gallery."  The 
long  duration    of  the    French    war, 
however,      having     almost    v. holly 
stupptd  his  fjip.-i t  trade,    in  which 
he   had    embarked     large    sums    of 
money,  he    was    in    thu    spring  of 
•  iV>-l  induced    to   ciave   pcrnii&siore 
of   Parliament    to    dispose    of   the 
Shakspeare  Gallery,  &c.   by  lottery. 
He  had  the  gratifkation  of  living  to 
see  every  ticki  t  sold,  but  died  before 
the  decision  of  the  wheel.  The  wor- 
thy aldei  man  caught  his  death  by  a 
oo  eager  attention  to  his  official  du- 
H-S  j  for,  arriving  on  the  8th  of  De- 
cember i  804,  at  the  Sessions  House 
n  the  Old  Bdiley,    before    the  fires 
were  lighted,  and  standing  at  a  fire- 
lace  wh.le  one    was  kindled,    the 
d  .tnps   were    drawn    out    fiom    the 
ioor ;  cold  and  an  inflammation  of 
the  lungs  ensued,    and  tarried    him

fessors of  the  art;  he  discovered 
the  talents  of  Woollet,  and  employed 
him  to  engrave  the  two  famous 
pictures  of  "  Niobe"  and  "  Phae- 
ton." He  soon  commenced  a  great 
foreign  trade  in  English  prints,  and 
realized  by  his  spirit  of  industry 
and  tnterprize  a  considerable  for- 
tune.

D.ftionary.  He  wrote  also  "  a 
French  Grammar" in  English,  which 
still  retains  a  high  rank  in  our 
schools. 

BOYLE  (RICHARD)  an  eminent 
English  statesman,  distinguished  by 
the  title  of  the  great  earl  of  Cork, 
born  in  Canterbury  1566,  died 
16-13  '•>  having  spent  the  last  as  he 
did  the  first  years  of  his  life,  in  the 
support  of  the  crown  of  England 
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against  lush  rebel",    and  in  the  ser- 

vice  of  hi?    (Oil1 

BOYLK  ROGER)  earl  of  Or- 
rery, tilth  sou  of  Richard  earl  of 
Cork,  born  163:,  was  created  ba- 
jon  Brog'mli  in  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land when  but  seven  years  old.  He 
died  Ocl.  1679,  leaving  behind  him 
the  character  of  an  able  general, 
statesman,  and  writer.  Of  his  writ- 
ings, the  prmcipal'are,  six  trage- 
dies, two  comedies,  '•  Parthenissa," 
a  romance,  and  a  collection  of 
"  State  Letters,"  published  in  folio 


BOYLE  (ROBERT)  a  most  dis- 
tinguished philosopher  and  chemist, 
and  an  exceedingly  good  man,  was 
the  7th  son,  and  the  i4th  child, 
of  Richard  earl  of  Cork,  and  born 
at  Lismore  in  Ireland  1626-7.  He 
was  the  inventor  of  the  air-pump  ; 
and  his  numerous  philosophical 
writings  have  secured  him  immor- 
tal f.irr.e.  He  died  1691. 

BOYLE  (CHARLIE)  earl  of  Or- 
rery,  2d  son  of  Roger,  ad  earl  of 
Orrery,  was  born  1676,  and  died 
1731.  He  was  eminent  as  a  states- 
man ;  but  better  known,  at  the  pre- 
sent day,  for  his  literary  controver- 
sy with  Dr.  Bentley  on  the  authen- 
ticity of  the  epistles  of  Phalaris. 
He  was  also  an  iug'rnio.is  mathema- 
tician, and  inventor  of  tlie  machine 
representing  the  solar  system,  which 
is  still  named  after  his  title,  the 
Orrery. 

BOYLE  (JOHN)    earl  of   Cork 
and  Orrery,   was    the    only    son   of 
Charles,    the  subject  of   the  preced- 
ing article,    and  born  1706-7.  —  He- 
took  his  seat  in  the  house  of  peer?, 
Jan.  1731-32;   but,    though  he  dis 
tinguished  himself  by  some  speec'ne  • 
he  did  not  greatly  cultivate  the  bu 
siness  of  Parliament.      The  delicacy 
of  his   health,  hu  passion  £or  pri-

vate  life,  and  ihe  occasions  he  some- 
Mmes  had  of  residing  in  Ircliml, 
seem  to  have  prei  i  ulci  him  from 
a:iy  regular  :ittend.ince  in  the  Eng- 
lish house  of  peers.  '•  \Viienevec 
(says  he,  in  a  private  letter  to  a 
friend)  we  step  out  of  domestic  l.fe 
in  search  of  felicity,  we  corn?  hack 
again  disappointed,  tired,  and  cha- 
grined. One  day  passed  under  our 
own  roof,  with  our  friends  and 
our  family,  is  worth  a  thousand  in 
anoti«tc^ace.  The  noise  and  bustle, 
or  (as  they  are  foolishly  called)  the 
diversions  of  life,  are  despicable 
and  tasteless,  when  once  we  have 
experienced  the  real  delight  of  a. 
fire-side."  His  principal  worki  are, 
i  translation  of  "  Pliny's  Letters, 
with  observations  on  each  Letter, 
and  an  Essay  on  Pliny's  Life,"  and 
"  Remarks  on  the  Life  and  Writ- 
ings of  Swift."  He  died  -.762. 

BOYS  (inLLIJM}  born  at  Deal, 
in  Kent,  173.3,  was  bred  asuigeon, 
but  devoted  moth  of  his  time  to 
antiquarian  researches,  and  pub- 
lished, besides  other  works,  ao  ela- 
borate and  valuable  "  Hibtory  of 
Sandwich,  with  Notice:,  of  the  other 
Cmque  Ports,  and  of  Richborough." 
4to.  1792.  He  ditcl  March  13, 
,803. 

BOYSE,  BOYS, or  BOIS(jOHN) 
one  of  the  translators  of  the  Bible 
in  the  reign  of  James  I.  was  borr» 
:-  Xettl^te.j'.i  in  Suffolk.  1560,  and 
.iicd  1643;  leaving  a  great  many 
manuscript!,  bchmj  him,  pai  tii.uUr- 
ly  a  commentary  on  almost  all  the 
ks  of  tiie  New  Testament.— 
\Vncrt  he  was  a  young  student  at 
Cambridge,  he  received  from  the 
learned  Dr.  Whitaker  three  rules 
for  avoiding  tho^,e  distempers  which, 
usually  attend  a  sedentary  life,  to 
.v  aich  he  conuintly  adhered  :  the 
first  was,  to  study  always  standing; 
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the  second,  never  to  study  in  a 
\vindow ;  the  third,  never  to  go  to 
bed  with  his  feet  cold.  Sir  Henry 
Savillc  styles  him  ingeniosissimum 
tt  doElissimum  Boisiinn. 

BOYSE  (SAMUEL)  a  very  inge- 
nious person,  but  as  remarkable  for 
imprudence  as  for    ingenuity,    was 
born    in  Dublin    1708.      In     1731 
he    published,   at  Edinburgh,   a  vo- 
lume   of   poems,    addressed   to  the 
countess  of   Eglinton.     He    wrote 
also  an  Elegy  upon  the  death  of  lady 
Stormont,  intituled,   "The  Tears  of 
the  Muses;"   with  which  lord  Stor- 
ntont  was  so  much  pleased  that   he 
ordered  Bovse    a  handsome  present. 
These  publications,  and  the  honour- 
able notice  taken  of  them,  were  the 
jneans     of   recommending    him    to 
veiy  high    persons,  who  were  desi- 
rous   of  serving   him  :   but    Boyse 
\vas  not  a   man    to  be  served.      He 
made  an  improper  use  of  these  re- 
commendations,   and  had  often  re- 
course to  the  meanest  arts    to    pro- 
cure benefaflions.      At   some  times 
he    would    raise   subsiriptions     for 
poems   which   did    not    exist  ;  and 
at  others,  ordered    his   wife  to  in- 
form   people    that    he    was  just  ex- 
piring, to    move  the  compassion  of 
his   friends,    who   were    frequently 
surprized    to    meet   the  man  in  the 
street  to-day,    who  was,   yesterday, 
said  to  be  at  the  point  of  death.   In 
May  1749,  however,  he  died,  after 
a  lingering  illness,  in  obscure  lodg- 
ings, near  Shoe-lane  ;   where  he  was 
buried  at  the  expence  of  the  parish. 
He  was    a  melancholy  instance    of 
the    wretchedness,     contempt,    and 
disgrace,  to    which    the  most  inge- 
nious   persons    may     reduce    them- 
selves   by  an  abuse  of   those  powers 
with    which    nature    bath  endowed 
them.      The  most    celebrated  of  his 
performances  was    his  poem,  called 
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"  Deity,"  which  is  styled  by  Her- 
vey,  "  a  beautiful  and  instructive 
poem  ;"  and  is  also  mentioned  by 
Fielding  as  "  a  very  noble  one." 

ER ACTON  (HENRY)  a  cele- 
brated English  lawyer  in  the  i3th 
century,  chiefly  known  by  his  learn- 
ed work  "  De  Legibus  et  Consuc- 
tudinibus  Anglia?." 

BRADLEY  (DR.  JAMES)  Sa- 
vilian  professor  of  astronomy  at 
Oxford,  and  astronomical  obsei  vator 
at  the  royal  observatory  at  Green- 
wich, was  born  at  Shireborn  in 
Gloucestershire  1692,  and  died  i  762, 
in  the  same  county.  His  observa- 
tions are  extant  in  perfeft  order, 
in  i  3  vols.  folio,  and  two  410,  in  MS. 
BRADY  (DR.  NICHOLAS)  an 
Encli.;h  divine  of  good  parts  and 
learning,  born  at  Bandon  in  the 
county  of  Cork,  1659,  died  1726. 
—  He  translated  the  vEneid  of 
Virgil  ;  but  what  he  is  likely  to  be 
'  the  longest  remembered  for,  as  in- 
deed he  is  now  best  known  by,  is 
"  A  new  Version  of  the  Psalms  of 
David,"  in  conjunction  with  Mr. 
Tate. 

BRAKE  (TYCHO)  a  celebrated 
astronomer,  born  at  Knudstorp  in 
Denmark  1546,  died  1601.  He 
was  the  inventor  of  a  new  system 
of  the  world  ;  but  it  did  not  suc- 
ceed, though  he  had  many  follow- 
ers. He  was  very  superstitious  with 
regard  to  presages,  and  very  positive 
and  impatient  of  contradiction  to 
his  sentiments, 

BRANDT  (GERARD)  a  pro- 
testant  divine,  and  minister  of  Am- 
sterdam, died  at  Rotterdam  1695. 
He  was  author  of  a  "  History  of 
the  Refonujtion  of  the  Low  Coun- 
tries," in  four  vols.  ^to.  It  is  writ- 
ten in  Flemish  ;  anil  the  giand  pen- 
sionary Fagel  said  once  to  Bii.hc-p 
Burnet,  that  it  was  worth  teaming 
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Flemish  merely  to  read  Brandt's 
history. 

BRAY  (SIR  REGINALD),  who 
was  instrumental  in  the  advance- 
ment of  Henry  VII.  to  the  throne, 
and  afterwards  made  high  treasurer 
to  that  monarch.  He  had  great 
skill  in  architecture,  as  appears 
from  Henry  the  Seventh's  Chapel 
in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  the 
chapel  of  St.  George  at  Windsor, 
as  he  had  a  principal  concern  and 
direction  in  the  building  of  the 
former,  and  the  finishing  and  bring- 
ing to  perfection  the  latter,  to  which 
he  was  also  a  liberal  benefaQor. 
Polydore  Vergil,  Hall,  &c.  say,  that 
he  was  a  very  father  of  his  country  ; 
a  sage  and  grave  person ;  a  fer- 
vent lover  of  justice  ;  and  one  who 
would  often  admonish  the  king 
when  he  did  any  thing  contrary  to 
justice  or  equity,  He  died  Aug.  <j, 
1501. 

BRAY  (THOMAS)  an  English 
divine,  born  at  Marten  in  Shrop- 
shire 1656,  died  i  730,  having  made 
himself  eminent  by  his  unweari- 
ed attention  to  the  practice  of  bene- 
volence. Most  of  the  religious  soci- 
ties  and  good  designs  in  London 
are  in  a  great  measure  formed  on 
the  plans  that  he  proje&ed  ;  particu- 
larly the  charity  schools,  the  society 
for  reformation  of  manners,  and  that 
for  the  relief  of  poor  proselytes,  See. 

BREBEUF  (GEORGE  DE)  a 
French  poet,  born  at  Torigni,  in 
Lower  Normandy,  1618.  He  was 
distinguished  chiefly  by  a  transla- 
tion of  Lucan ;  but  the  best,  and. 
zs  it  should  seem,  the  most  edify- 
ing of  his  works,  is,  the  first  book 
of  Lucan  Travestied.  It  is  said  of 
Brebcuf,  that  he  had  a  fever  upon 
him  for  more  than  20  years.  He 
died  in  166  i . 

BREESi,    (MARY),    a    singular 
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charaQer,  born  at  Lynn  in  Norfolk 
1721.  She  regularly  took  out  a 
shooting  licence,  kept  as  good  grey- 
hounds, and  was  as  sure  a  shot,  as 
any  in  the  county.  She  never  lived 
out  of  the  pariah  in  which  she  was 
born,  and  whtre  she  died  Sept. 
1799.  By  her  desire,  her  dogs 
and  favourite  mare  were  killed  at 
her  death,  and  buried  in  one  grave 
with  her. 

BREUGEL  (PETER),  usually 
stiled  Old  Breugel,  an  eminent 
Dutch  painter,  chiefly  of  rural 
sporf,  the  marches  of  armies,  &c. 
was  born  at  Breugel,  near  Breda, 
1565,  and  died  1596,  leaving  two 
sons,  viz,  JOHN,  who  was  famous 
for  landscapes,  flowers,  fruits,  and 
sea  pieces,  and  whose  drawings  are 
so  perfect,  that  no  one,  it  is  said, 
has  yet  been  able  to  copy  them. 
He  died  in  1642,  and  it  is  remark- 
able that  he  never  had  a  pupil—- 
The other  son  was  PETER,  who 
generally  rhose  for  his  subjects  fires, 
sieges,  magicians  and  oeviis,  whence 
be  was  called  Breugel  d'Enfer.— 
[This  name  is  pronounced  as  if  writ- 
ten Breugle.] 

BR1ETIUS  (PHILIP),  a  learned 
French  geographer  and  universal 
chronologist,  born  at  Abbeville  in 
1601,  died  librarian  of  the  Jesuits' 
college  at  Paris  1668. 

BR1GGS  (HENRY;  an  eminent 
mathematician,  born  at  Halifax  in 
Yorkshire  15^,6.  When  Gresham 
College  in  London  was  established, 
he  was  chosen  the  first  professor  of 
geometry  therein  1596.  He  died 
Jan.  1630. 

BRIL  (MATTHEW  and  PAUL) 
natives  of  Antwerp,  ^nd  good  paint- 
ers ;  born  in  15,50  and  1554,  and 
eminent  for  performances  in  history 
,nJ  landscape;  Matthew  died  i  584  j 
Paul  ia 
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BR1ND1LY    (JAMES)    a    most 
unoc'turnon    genius    for    mechanical 
inventions,   and  particularly  exce>- 
Jcnt  in  planning  and  tondufling  in- 
land   navigations,   was  born    1716. 
at  Tun;tcd  in  Deibyshire,  and  died 
at  Turnhurst  in  Staffordshire,  Sept. 
27,     '772,    having  shorter^d    hi? 
•lays    by    too    intense  application  ; 
for   he   never    indulged   or    relaxed 
himself   in    the  common  diversions 
of  life,    not  having   the  least  relish 
for    them;    and   though    once   pre- 
vailed on  to  <ee   a  play  in  London, 
ytt  he   declared    that  he  would  on 
no    account  be  procnt  at   another, 
because  it  so  disturbed  his  ideas  Tor 
several  days  after,  as  to  render  hitr 
unfit  for  business.    When  any  extra 
ordinary  difficulty  occurred  to   him 
in   the  execution  of  hiswoilo,    he 
generally  retired    to   bed  ;    and    ba>- 
been  known  to  lie  there  one,   tuo, 
or  three  days,  till  he  has  surmount- 
ed it.      He  would  then  get  up,  and 
execute    his     design     without     an\ 
drawing  or    mode!  ;    for   he  had    a 
prodigious    memory,     and     carried 
every  thing  in  his  head. 

BRlSSOT  (J.  P  }  a  \ery  eminent 
French  writer  on  philosophy,  poli- 
tics, and  legislation  ;  but,  n^t  con- 
tenting  himself  with  a  high  Uegice 
of  literacy  fame,  he  took  a  oisiin- 
guished  part  in  the  Frer.rli  revuluti 
onary  government,  and  suffered  by 
the  guillotine,  Nov.  30,  1793,  at  ''1C 
age  of  39. 

BRITAXNICUSfJOHNJan  Ita- 
lian critic  and  graumarian,  was 
born  at  Falazzolo  near  Bre«i  ia,  about 
the  middle  of  the  15th  century,  and 
died  1510. 

BR1T1ON  (THOMAS)  the  fa- 
mous iruMcal  small-coal  man,  was 
born  at  or  near  Higham  Feners,  in 
Korthamptonshire,  about  the  middle 
G{  the  i  jth  century,  and  wentfroui 
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thence  to  London,  where  lie  bound 
himself  apprentice   to  a   small-coal 
man.      He  served  seven  year?,    and 
returned  to    Noitbamptonshire,   his 
master  giving  him  a  sum  of  money 
not  to  set  tip  :  but.  after  this  money 
was    spent,    he    returned    again    to 
London,    and    set   up   the    trade  of 
small-coal;    which  he  continued    to 
the    end   of    his    life.     Some    time 
after    his    setting-up     in    the    coal 
business  he   applied  himself  to  che- 
mistry ;  and,  by  the  help  of  a  mov- 
ing  elaboratory,   contrived  by  him- 
'•;lf,  performed   such   things  in  that 
profession   as  had  never  been  done 
before.     But    his    principal    objeft 
was  music  ;    in  the  theory  of  which 
he  waj>  very  knowing  :  in  the  prac- 
tice not  inconsiderable.      He  was  so 
niuch  addifled  to  it,  that  he  prirked 
with  his  own  hand  very  ncat!y  and 
accurately,   and    left  behind   him   a 
collection  of  music,   mostly  pricked 
by  himself,  which  was  sold  for  near 
tool.      He  left  an  excellent  co!!ec» 
tion  of  printed  books,  both  of  che- 
mistry and  music:   not  to   mention 
that  he  had,   some  years  before  his 
death,   sold   by  auflion  a  collection 
of  books,  most  of  them  in  the  Ro- 
siciusian  faculty,  of   which  he  was 
a  great  admirer.      But  what  distin- 
guished him  most  of  ai!,  was  a  kind 
of  musical  meeting,  heH  at  his  own 
>mall  house,  ar.d  kept  up  at  his  own 
charges,  for  many  years.      This  so- 
ciety was  frequented  by  gentry,  even 
those    of    the    best    qua'ity,    with 
whom  he  conversed  familiarly,  and 
h>    v.  horn  he  was  much   esteemed; 
for   Britten  was  as  respe£table   for 
moral  endowments,  as  he  was  curi- 
ous for  intellectual.      The   circum- 
stances   of  his  death    are  not    less 
rcmatjoble  than  those  of  his  life. 
There  was  one  Honeyman,  a  black- 
smith, who  was  famous  for  speak- 


duftions    in    this 
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ing   as  if  his  voice  proceeded  from 

some    distant  part  of  the    house,  a 

ventriloquist,  or   speaker  from  his 

belly,   as  these   persons   are  tailed. 

This   man   was  secretly  introduced 

by  Robe,  a  Middlesex  justice,  who 

frequently  played    at  Britton's  con- 
cert, for  the  sole  purpose  of  terrify-    the  plays  of 

ing  Britton  ;  and  he  succeeded  in  it 

entirely:    for    Honeyman,   without 

moving    his    lips,    or    seeming    to 

speak,  announced,  as  from  afar  off, 

the  death  of   poor  Britton  within  a 

few    hours ;     with    an    intimation, 

that    the    only    way    to  avert    his 

doom,  was  to  fall  on  his  knets  im- 
mediately, and  say  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

The  poor  man  did   so  ;    but  it  did 

not  avert  his  doom  ;  for,  taking  to 

his  bed,   he   died    in   a   few    days, 

leaving  justice   Robe  to  enjoy  the 

fruits  of  his  mirth.      His  death  hap- 
pened in  September  1714. 
BROCKLESBY(DR. RICHARD) 

an  eminent   English   physician  and 

medical  writer,  died  at  a  very  ad- 
vanced age,  Dec.  12,  1797,  be- 
loved and  regretted  by  the  most 
distinguished  characters  in  rank  and 

•cience. 

BROKESBY  (FRANCIS) 
of  Rowley  in  Yorkshire,  author  of 
«'  A  Life  of  Jesus  Christ,"  and  a 
principal  assistant  to  Mr.  Nelson 
in  compiling  his  "  Feasts  and 
Fasts  of  the  Church  of  England." 
He  was  also  author  of  "  A  His- 
tory of  the  Government  of  the  Pri- 

'  mitive  Church,"  Sec.  Jkc.  and  died 
1711. 

BROME  (ALEXANDER)  born 
1620,  died  1666.  He  was  a  warm 
cavalier,  and  author  of  innumera- 
ble odes,  sonnets  and  little  pieces 
in  which  the  round-heads  are  treat- 
ed with  great  keenness  arid  severity. 
These,  with  hi*  epistle*  and  epi- 
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grams  were  all  printed  in  one  vo» 
lume  8vo.  after  the  Restoiaiion.— 
He  published  also  a  version  of  Ho- 
race, by  himself  and  others,  with  « 
comedy,  called  "  The 


Cunning 
world   is 
indebted  to  him  for  two  volumes  of 


Lovers,"    1651  ;  and  the 


BROME  (RICHARD)  who  lived 
also  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  anj 
was  contemporary  with  Decker, 
Ford,  Shirley,  &r.  His  extraction 
was  mean,  for  he  was  originally 
no  better  than  a  menial  servant  to 
Ben  Jonson  ;  he  wrote  himself, 
however,  into  high  repute.  His 
genius  was  entirely  turned  to  co- 
medy, and  we  have  15  of  his  pro- 


way   remaining. 


One  of  these,  "The  Jovial  Crew," 
has,  with  a  little  alteration,  been 
revived,  and  exhibited  with  great 
and  repeated  success.  He  died  in 
1652. 

BROOKE  (SIR  ROBERT)  one 
of  the  most  eminent  lawyers  of  his 
time,  and  lord  chief  justice  of  the 
Common  Pitas,  wrott"  An  Abridg- 
ment, containing  an  abstraEl  of  the 
year  books  till  the  time  of  queen 
Mary,"  ««  Cases  adjudged  from  the 
6th  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the  4th  of 
queen  Mary,  "and"  Readings  on  the 
Statute  of  Limitations,  made  3  id 
Henry  VIII.  c.  2."  Sir  Robert  died 


BROOKE  (HENRY)  who  gained 
great  reputation  as  a  writer,  by  ths 
"  Farmer's  Letters,"  published  in 
Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  imi- 
tation of  Swift's  "  Drapier's  Let- 
ters." He  was  also  author  of  "  The 
Fool  of  Quality,"  a  novel  of  more 
than  tolerable  merit.  His  dramatic 
works,  of  which  the  most  cele- 
brated are,  "  Gustavus  Vasa,"  and 
"  The  Earl  of  Essex,"  were  collefl- 
JH 
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ed,  with  his  other  writings,  in  four 
vols.  8vo.  1780.    He  died  Oft.  10, 

1783- 

BROOKE  (MRS.  FRANCES)  a 
lady  as  remarkable  for  her  virtues 
as  for  her  great  literary  accomplish- 
ments. Ker  principal  works  are, 
««  Julia  Mandeville,"  and  "  Emily 
Montague,"  novels;  the  "  Old 
Maid,"  a  series  of  periodical  pa- 
pers ;  "  Virginia,"  and  "  The  Siege 
of  Sinopc,"  tragedies  ;  "  Rosina," 
and  "  Marian,"  musical  dramas, 
and  several  much  esteemed  transla- 
tions from  the  French.  She  died 
Jan.  23,  i?89- 

BROOME  (WILLIAM)  born  in 
Cheshire,  as  is  said,  of  very  mean 
parents.  He  was  educated  upon 
the  foundation  at  Eton,  and  ap- 
peared early  in  the  world  as  a  trans- 
lator of  the  Iliads  into  prose,  in 
conjunction  with  Ozell  and  Oldis- 
>voith.  He  was  afterwards  intro- 
duced to  Mr.  Pope,  and  gained  so 
much  of  his  esteem,  that  he  was 
employed  to  make  extrafls  from 
Eusuihius,  for  the  notes  to  the 
translation  of  the  Iliad  ;  and  in  the 
volumes  of  poetry  published  by 
JLintot,  commonly  called  "  Pope's 
Miscellanies,"  many  of  his  early 
pieces  were  inserted.— When  the 
success  of  the  Iliad  gave  enrourage- 
uient  to  a  version  of  the  Odyssey, 
Pope,  weary  of  the  toil,  called  Fen- 
ton  and  Broome  to  his  assistance  ; 
and,  taking  only  h«lf  the  work 
upon  himself,  divided  the  other 
half  between  his  partners,  giving 
lour  books  to  Fenton,  and  eight  to 
Broome.  To  the  lot  of  Broome 
fell  tlie  20,  6th,  8th,  iith,  i2th, 
i6th,  i8ch,and  23d  ;  together  with 
the  burden  of  writing  all  the  notes. 
The  pi  ice  at  which  Pope  purchased 
us  assistance  was  300!.  paid  to 
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Fenton,  and  5001.10  Broome,  with 
as  many  copies  as  he  wanted  for  his 
friends,  which  amounted  to  too!, 
more.  Broome  died  at  Bath,  Nov. 
16,  1745. 

BROSSETTE  (CLAUDE)  born 
at  Lyons  167  i ,  published  the  works 
of  Boileau  and  of  Regnier  with  his- 
torical illustrations;  wrote"  L'His- 
toire  abregee  dela  Ville  de  Lyons," 
with  elegance  and  precision,  and 
died  there  in  1746. 

BROSSIER  (MARTHA)  a  very 
remarkable  woman,  who  pretended 
to  be  possessed  by  the  devil,  anrl 
had  nearly  occasioned  gre;it  disor- 
ders in  France  towards  the  latter 
end_pf  the  1 6th  century. 

BROTIER  (L'ABBE),  an  illus- 
j  trims  and  amiable  Frenchman,  and 
j  one  of  the  most  distinguished  orna- 
I  ments  of  the  belles  lettres  in  that 
j  country,  born  atTanay,  1722,  died 
17*9. 

BROUGHTON  (HUGH),  a  very 
learned  divine,  born  at  Oldbury, 
Salop,  1549,  died  1612,  leaving  a 
very  laborious  work  behind  him, 
called  "  The  Consent  of  Scriptures, '* 
which  he  dedicated  to  queen  Eliza- 
' beth. 

BROUGHTON  (THOMAS)  a 
learned  divine,  author  of  the  "  Bib. 
liothecae  Historica-Sacra,  two  vols. 
folio,  1739,  and  one  of  :he  original 
writers  of  the  "Biogniphia  Britan- 
nica,"  (in  the  first  edition  of  which 
woik  his  papers  were  marked  T.) 
was  born  at  London,  July^,  i  704,  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Andiew,  Ilolborn, 
of  which  his  father  was  minister, 
and  died  vicar  of  Bedruinster,  near 
Bristol,  1774. 

BROUNCKER(WlLLIAM)vis- 
count  Brouncker,  of  Castle  Lyon 
in  Ireland,  born  1620,  died  1684, 
having  distinguished  btmselfciriefty 
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5-  a  mathematician  by  his  "  Series 
for  the  Quadrature  of  theHyperbola.' 

BROUWER  (ADRIAN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  painter,  born  at 
Haerlem,  1608.  Frans  Hals  took 
him  from  begging  in  the  streets, 
and  instrufled  him  in  the  rudiments 
of  painting.  Humour  was  his  pro- 
^per  sphere;  and  in  little  pieces  hr 
used  to  represent  his  pot  compa- 
nions drinking,  smeakino  tobacco, 
gaming,  fighting,  &.<:  He  did  tin 
with  a  pencil  so  tender  and  free, 
so  much  of  nature  in  his  expres 
sion,  such  excellent  drawing  in  all 
llie  particular  part?,  and  good  keep- 
ing in  the  whole  toucher,  that 
rone  of  his  countrymen  have  eve: 
been  comparable  to  him  on  that 
subject.  He  scorned,  tiowever,  to 
work  as  long  as  he  had  any  money 
in  his  pocket  ;  declared  for  a  -hort 
iife,  and  a  merry  one  ;  ahri,  resol- 
ving to  ride  post  to  his  grave,  by 
the  help  of  wine  and  brandy,  he 
got  to  his  journey's  end  in  1638, 
at  only  30  years  of  age.  Ke  died 
so  very  poor,  that  contributions 
were  raised  to  lay  him  privately  in 
the  greund  ;  from  whence  he  . 
soon  after  taken  up,  and,  as  it  is 
commonly  said,  Very  handsomel\ 
interred  by  Rubens,  who  was  a 
great  admirer  of  his  happy  genius 
for  painting. 

BROWN   (ROBERT)    a   famous 
schismatic,  from  whom  the  sett  of 
the   Brownists   derived  its  name. — 
He   died    1630.      This   stft  equally 
condemned   episcopacy  and   presby- 
tery as   to  the  jurisdiction  of  consis 
lories,    clashes,    and    synods;     and 
would  not  join  with    any   other  re 
formed    church,   because  they  were 
not  sufficiently  assured  of  the  sane 
tity    and    probity    of   its    members 
holding  it  an  impiety  to  communi- 
cate with    sinners.     Tbeir  form  of 
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church  government  was  democra- 
tical.  Such  as  desired  to  be  mem- 
bers  of  their  church,  made  a  con. 
fession  of  their  faith,  and  signed  a 
covenant  obliging  themselves  to 
walk  together  in  the  order  of  the 
gospel. 

BROWN  (THOMAS)  of  face- 
tious memory;  but  whose  wit, 
being  greater  than  his  prudence, 
brought  him  frequently  within  dan- 
«er  of  starving. — Toward  the  lat- 
ter end  of  Brown's  life,  however, 
we  are  info!in<d  by  Mr.  Ja<  <  h, 
that  he  was  in  favour  with  the  earl 
of  Dorset,  who  invited  him  to 
dinner  on  a  Chrbmas-d^y ,  with 
Dryden,  and  other  gentlemen  cele- 
brated for  ingenuity  ;  when  B-c-'.vp, 
to  his  agreedble  surprise,  found  a 
bank  note  of  50!.  under  his  plate: 
and  Diyden,  at  the  same  time,  was 
presented  with  another  of  jool.— 
Brown  was  horn  in  Shropshire,  and 
died  in  London  1704,  and  was  in- 
terred in  the  cloister  of  West- 
minster Abbey,  near  the  remains 
o?  Mrs.  Behn,  with  whom  he  was 
intimate  in  his  life-time.  His  whole 
works  \vere  printed  in  1707;  con- 
sisiing  of  "  Dialogues,  Essays,  De- 
clamations, Satires,  Letters  from 
the  Dead  to  the  Living,  Transla- 
tions, Amusements,  &c."  in  four 
/ols.  Much  humour,  and  not  a  liitle 
learning,  are  scattered  every  where 
throughout  them ;  but  those  who 
think  they  want  delica  y  have  cer- 
tainly abundant  reason  on  their  side. 
BROWN  (JOHN)  an  ingenious 
English  writer,  born  at  Rothbury 
in  Northumberland,  1715.  Having 
t;iken  orders,  and  made  himself 
minentby  many  excellent  sermons, 
he  fell  under  the  notice  of  Dr.Os- 
saldi-ton,  who,  when  raised  to  the 
<ec  of  Carlisle,  made  him  one  of 
his  chaplains.  It  was  probably 
H  2 
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about   this  time  that  he  wrote  his 
poem  entitled  "  Honour,"  to  shew 
that  true  honour  can  only  be  found- 
ed in   virtue  :    it  was  inscribed  to 
lord  Lonsdale.      His    next   poetical 
production,  though  not  immediately 
published,  was  his   "  Essay  on   Sa- 
tire," in  three  parts  ;  it  was  address- 
ed to  Dr.  Warburton  ;  who  prefixed 
it   to  the   second  volume  of  Pope's 
vorks  by  Warburton;   with  which 
it  still  continues  to  be  printed  ;    as 
well  as   in   Dodsley's  Collection.-— 
Brown   now   began   to   figure    as  a 
writer;    and,   in     1751,    published 
his    "Essays  on    Shaftesbury's  Cha- 
racteristics;" a  work  written   with 
elegance  and  spirit,  and  so  applaud- 
ed as,  in  a  short  time,  to  go  through 
five  editions.      His  next  appearance 
in  the   world    was   as    a    dramatic 
writer;  and,  in  1755,  his  tragedy, 
44  Barbarossa,"  was    produced  upon 
the     stage ;      and    afterwards    his 
41  Athelstan,"  in  1756.    Our  author 
had   taken   his  doctor  of  divinity's 
degree   in    1755.      In    17.57    came 
cut    his    famous    work,     intituled, 
"  An  Estimate  of  the  Manners  and 
Principles    of    the    Time?,"    8vo; 
famous  we    call    it,   because  seven 
.editions  of  it  were  printed  in  little 
rrore   than    a   year.     In    1758    he 
published  a  second  volume  of  "  The 
i^'imate."    Dr.  B.     put   an    end    to 
his  life,   in  a  fit  of  insanity,   Sept 
i-3,  1766,  in  his  ^tst  year. 

BROWN  (MOSES) an  English  di 
vine, author  of  "  Sunday  Thoughts,' 
"  Piscatory  Eclogues,"  &c.  <kc.  born 
17X13,  died  1787. 

BROWN  (DR.  JOHN)  distin 
guhhed  himself  much  in  Scotlanc 
by  his  medical  writings  and  opi 
nions,  and  was  the  author  of  a  nev 
System  of  Medicine,  which  ha 
lately  been  translated  into  English 
in  two  vols.  8vo.  It  is  a  singula

erformance,  discovering  much  on- 
inality,  and  containing  many  im« 
iortant  observations,  though,  in 
ome  cases,  he  may  be  thought  to 
arry  his  peculiar  opinions  too  far. 
He  died  Ofl.  7,  1788. 

BROWN  (WILLIAM)  editor  of 
'  Reports  in  Chancery,"  and  "  Cases 
sf  Appeals  to  Parliament,"  5  vols. 
760.      Died  April  26,  1794. 

BROWNE  (GEORGE)  archbi- 
hop  of  Dublin,  and  the  first  prelate 
vho  embraced  the  Reformation  in 
reland,  was  originally  an  Austin 
~riar  of  London,  and  afterwards 
)ccame  provincial  of  the  Austin 
monks  in  England.  After  reading 
some  of  Luther's  writings,  he  began 
o  inculcate  into  the  people,  that 
they  ought  to  make  their  applica- 
tions solely  to  Christ,  and  not  to 
the  Virgin  Mary,  or  the  saints.— 
This  recommended  him  to  Henry 
VIII.  who  promoted  him,  in  March 
I531'5i  to  tne  archbishoprick  of 
Dublin.  He  was  deprived  of  his 
archbishoprick  in  1.5.54,  the  1st  of 
q-ieen  Mary,  under  pretence  of  his 
seing  married,  but,  in  truth,  on 
account  of  his  zeal  in  promoting 
the  Reformation,  and  died  about 
the  year  1556. 

BROWNE  (WILLIAM)an  Eng. 
lish  poet,  born  at  Tavistock  in  De- 
vonshire, died  164.5.— An  edition 
of  his  %vorks,  which  were  become 
extremely  scarce,  was  published, 
1772,  in  three  small  volumesj  the 
principal  article  in  which  is,  "  Bri- 
tannia's Pastorals." 

BROWNE  (SIR  THOMAS)  an 
eminent  writer  and  physician,  born 
in  Cheapside  1605.  His  most  ce- 
lebrated piece,  called  "  Religio  Me- 
dici," the  Religion  of  a  Physician, 
was  publisher!  1635.  In  1646  he 
wrote  his  "Treatise  on  Vulgar 
Errors."— -Wood  informs  us,  that 
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his  prafiice  as  a  physician  was  very 
exter.M-.e,  and  that  many  patients 
resorted  to  him.  In  ifif  5  he  was 
ciioscn  honorary  fellow  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians,  as  a  man  "  vir- 
tute  et  literis  ornatiisimus,"  emi- 
nently embellished  with  literature 
and  virtue.  He  died  on  his  birth- 
d.:y.  Otl.  IQ,  1682. 

BROWNE  (EDWARD)  an  emi- 
nent physician,  son  or  the  preced- 
ing, was  born  about  164-2,  and 
died  Aug.  1708.  King  Charles  II. 
whose  physician  he  was,  said  of 
him,  that  "  he  was  as  learned  as 
any  of  the  College  (of  which  he  died 
president),  and  as  well  bred  as  any 
at  court." 

BROWNE  (SIMON)  a  dissenting 
minister  of  uncommon  talerits,  born 
at  Shepton  Mallet  in  Somersetshire, 
1680.  Grounded  and  excelling  in 
grammatical  learning,  he  early  be- 
came qualified  for  the  ministry,  and 
aclually  began  to  pieuch  before  he 
was  20.  But  the  death  of  his  wife 
and  only  son,  which  happened  in 
1723,  affefted  him  so  as  to  deprive 
him  of  his  reason;  and  he  became, 
from  that  time,  lost  to  himself,  to 
his  family,  and  to  the  world  :  he 
sunk  into  a  settled  melancholy, 
quitted  the  duties  of  his  funclion, 
and  would  not  be  persuaded  to  join 
in  any  act  of  worship,  public  or 
private.  He  died  1732. 

BROWNE  (PETER)  bishop  of 
Cork,  in  the  palace  of  which  see  he 
died  in  1735,  after  having  distin- 
guished himself  by  some  writings, 
the  best  known  of  which  is,  "The 
progress,  Extent,  and  Limits  of  the 
Human  Understanding." 

BROWNE  (ISAAC  HAW- 
KINS) an  ingenious  English  poet, 
born  at  Burton  upon  Trent,  Staf- 
fordshire, Jan.  21,  1705  6.  His 
«'  Pipe  of  Tobacco,"  an  imitation  of 
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CibSer,  Ambrose  Puillip:,  Thom- 
son, Young,  Pope,  and  Swift,  who 
were  then  all  living,  is  well  known, 
and  is  reckoned  one  of  the  most 
pleasing  and  popular  of  his  per- 
formances. In  1754,  he  published 
what  ha?  been  deemed  his  capita 
work,  "  De  Animi  Immorcaliiate," 
in  two  bocks.  The  universal  ap- 
plause and  popularity  of  this  poem 
produced  several  English  transla- 
tions of  it  in  a  veiy  short  time, 
the  best  of  which  is  that  by  Soaire 
Je.'iyns,  ejq.  printed  in  his  "  Mis-v 
cellanies."  Another  translation  by 
the  rev.  Mr.  Lettice  was  published 
in  1795.  Mi.  Browne  died  I-jth 
Feb.  1760. 

BROWNE  (SIR  WILLIAM)  a 
physician(and  some  time  president 
of  the  college),  distinguished  by 
many  lively  essays,  boui  in  pro^e 
and  verse,  in  Latin  and  in  English, 
died  March  To,  1774. — The  aclive 
part  taken  by  sir  William  Browne 
in  the  contest  with  the  licentiates 
occasioned  his  being  introduced  by 
Mr.  Foote  in  his  "  Devil  upon  Two 
Sticks."  Upon  Foote's  exa£l  re-  • 
presentation  of  him  with  his  iden- 
tical wig  and  coat,  tall  figure,  and 
glass  stiffly  applied  to  his  eye,  he 
sent  him  acard  complimenting  Foote 
on  having  so  happily  represented 
him  ;  but,  as  he  had  forgot  his  muffj 
he  had  sent  him  his  own.  This 
good-natured  method  of  resenting 
effectually  disarmed  the  Mimic. 

BROWNE  (JOHN)  a  painter  of 
very     considerable      estimation     in 
Scotland,  died  Sept.  12,  1/87.  ^1r. 
Browne  was  author  of  "  iiE  X.A)    a

JV.l  variety,  Mr.  Browne  came  ve  y 
nigh  to  Woollet,  whom,  indeed,  he 
assisted  in  some  of  his  most  famous 
pieces. 

BROWN  (LANCELOT;  some- 
times  professionally  distinguished 
by  the  prxr.omen  CAPABILITY] 
•who,  by  the  intuitive  forte  of  his 
own  genius,  invented  a  new  horti- 
cultural system,  and  carried  orna- 
mental gardening  to  high  perfection, 
\vas  bcrn  at  Kirkharle  in  the  county 
of  Northumberland,  in  Aug.  1715. 
\Vhere  he  received  his  first  educa- 
tion is  at  present  unknown,  but 
most  probably  at  one  of  the  gram- 
mar-schools in  Newcastic-upon 
Tyne.  At  an  early  period  of  his 
life  he  came  to  Lonc'on,  and  xvas 
patronized  by  lord  viscount  Cob 
ham,  the  celebrated  friend  and  pa 
tron  of  Pope  ;  and  it  is  generally 
understood,  that  scooping  out  the 
beautiful  Valley  opposite  the  Tem- 
ple cf  Concord  at  Stowc,  was  the 
first  of  his  undertakings;  but  Rich 
mond,  Blenheim,  Croome,  Luton, 
Trentham,  Redgrave,  Wimbledon, 
Nuneham,  the  approach  to  the 
house  through  the  park  at  Caver 
ftiam,  &c.  &c.  will  for  ages  stand 
memorials  of  his  superior  taste  and 
abilities.  He  possessed  a  cultivated 
mind,  anj  his  society  was  courted 
by  men  most  considerable  for  their 
rank  or  genius;  his  wit  was  ready, 
but  always  pleasant,  innocent,  and 
inoffensive.  In  all  his  numerous 
concerns,  he  never  was  engaged  in 
the  improvement  of  any  place  that 
v=  did  not  make  a  friend  of  his

This  may  in  part  be 
true ;  but  in  the  pre-eminence  of 
Mr.  Brown's  own  talents  may,  per- 
haps, he  found  the  real  grounds  for 
thecomplimentary  title.  Mr.  Brown 
was  a  good  Christian,  an  affeftionate 
husband,  and  an  indulgent  father  ! 
He  served  the  office  of  high  sheriff 
for  the  counties  of  Huntingdon  and 
Cambridge  in  the  year  1770,  and 
died  suddenly  in  the  streets  of  Lon- 
don, on  his  return  from  a  visit  to 
his  old  friend  the  earl  of  Coventry, 
on  the  6th  of  February  1783.  His 
remains  are  deposited  in  the  chancel 
of  Fenstanton  church  in  the  county 
of  Huntingdon. 

BRUCE  (ROBERT)  a  celebrated 
Scotch  general,  who  was  tie  fled 
king  in  1306,  and  was  considered 
as  the  deliverer  of  his  country,  at 
that  time  in  subjection  to  Edward  L 
of  England,  and  labouring  under 
many  oppressions.  In  1314,  Ro- 
bert defeated  the  English  army,  and 
gained  (he  famous  battle  of  Ban- 
nock's burn;  the  English  forces, 
according  to  the  Scotch  historians, 
consisted  of  200,000  men,  com- 
manded by  Edward  II.  and  Bruce 
had  but  30,000  Of  the  English, 
.50,000  were  slain,  and  30,000 
taken  prisoners.  In  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.  he  made  reprisals  in 
England;  surprised  that  monarch  in 
his  tent,  who  narrowly  escaped 
being  taken  prisoner;  and  obliged 
him,  in  1328,  to  sign  a  treaty  of 
peace,  in  which  he  renounced  all 
right  and  title  to  Scotland,  for  him- 
self and  his  heirs.  Bruce  died  1329. 

BRUCE  (MICHAEL)  an  elegant 
Scotch  poet,  born  at  Kinnesswood 
1746,  died  1767,  leaving  behind 
him  many  beautiful  poems,  which 
were  published,  with  others  in  a 
volume,  at  Edinburgh  1770. 

BRUCE  (JAMES)  of  Kinnaird, 
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near  Falkirk,    in  Scotland,  a  cele- 
brated traveller  into  Abyssinia,  who 
after  having  encountered    innume- 
rable  perils   in  distant   regions,  in 
search  of  the  source   of  the  river 
Nile,   met  an  untimely  death   by  a 
fall  down  a  staircase   at  his  seat  at 
Kinnaird,    April    1794.      The  ac- 
count of  his  travels,  which  occupied 
a  space  of  near  6  years,  from  1768 
to  I773i  vvas  published  in  five  vols. 
410.  1790,  and  abounds  with  events 
so  extraordinary,    and  presents  in 
stances  of  perseverance  and   intre 
pidity  so  wonderful,   that  were    it 
the  produQion  of  a  man  whose  cha- 
racter was  less  disputable,    it  would 
appear   to    be   the    fabrication    of  a 
romantic    brain.      From   the  disco- 
veries of  Mr.  Bruce,   however,  geo- 
graphy has  received    material    im- 
provements; and  that  natural  history 
has  acquired  new  and    valuable  in 
formation    is    attested    by  the  cele 
brated  French  naturalist,  the  coun 
de    BufFon,      in    an    advertisemen 
prefixed    to  the  3d   volume   of  hi 
History  of  Birds. 

BRUi-YS  (DAVID  AUGUSTIN 
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Theatre  of  the  Greeks,  containing 
translations  of  Greek  Tragedies, 
with  discourses  and  remarks  upon 
the  Greek  Theatre,"  3  vols.  410. 

BRUN  (CHARLES  LE)  an  il- 
lustrious  French  pointer,  of  Scottish 
extraftion,  born  1619.  His  father 
was  a  statuary  by  profession.  It 
is  reported,  that  at  three  years  of  age 
he  drew  figures  with  charcoal  ;  and 
at  twelve  he  drew  the  picture  of  his 
uncle  so  well,  that  it  still  passes 
for  a  fine  piece.  He  was  author  of 
a  curious  treatise  "  Of  Physiog- 
nomy;" and  of  another,  "  Of  the 
Characters  of  the  Passions ;"  and 
died  1690. 

BRUNSWICK  (PRINCE  LEO. 
FOLD  of)  son  of  the  reigning 
duke.  Having  gone  upon  the  wa- 
ters at  Frankfort  upon  the  Oder, 
on  the  57th  of  April  1785,  to  re- 
lieve the  inhabitants  of  a  village 
that  was  overflowed,  the  boat  over- 
set, and  his  royal  highness  was 
drowned;  thus  dying,  as  he  had 
lived,  in  the  highest  exercise  of 
humanity. 

BRUTUS  (LUCIUS  JUNIUS)  the

and  character,  was  born  at  Aix  in 
i  640,  and  trained  in  Calvinism  and 
controversy;  but  his  airy  spirit  not 
rightly  accommodating  itself  to  se- 
rious works,  he  quitted  theology  for 
the  theatre.  He  died  at  Montpel- 
]ier  in  1723,  and  all  his  dramatic 
pieces  were  collected  17351  in  three 
vols.  lamo. 

BRUGES  (JOHN  of).  See  VAN- 
EYCK. 

BRUMOY  (PETER)  a  very  dis- 
tinguished Frenchinan,born  atRouen 
1688,  died  1742,  after  having 
signalized  himself  by  his  literary 
productions;  the  chief  of  which  is, 
-"  Le  Theatre  des  Grecs,  &c."  or, 


and  founder  of  the  Roman  republic, 
flourished  509  B.  C. 

BRUTUS  (MARCUS)  a  brave 
general,  but  blind  politician,  who 
hastened  the  ruin  of  the  Roman  re- 
public by  the  assassination  of  Julius 
Cassar.  He  slew  himself  42  B.C. 

BRUTUS  (JOHN  MICHAEL) 
a  very  learned  Venetian,  born  about 
1518,  was  author  of  a  "  History  of 
Florence,"  printed  at  Lyons  1562. 

BRUYERE  (JOHN  DE  LA)  a 
celebrated  French  author,  born  at 
Dourdan,  1644,  wrote  "  Charac- 
ters," and  described  the  manners 
of  his  age,  in  imitation  of  Theo-

not  always  imaginary,  but  descrip- 
tive   of    real    persons.

BRYANT  (JACOB),  a  very  learn- 
ed writer  on  ancient  history  and 
mythology,  was  horn  at  Plymouth 
in  171,5,  and  educated  at  Eton; 
whence  he  proceeded  to  King's  Col- 
lege, Cambridge.  Ke  devoted  his 
•whole  life  to  learned  research  ;  and 
the  constant  result  of  hi;  labours 
was,  to  settle  him  firmly  in  a  con- 
viction  of  the  truth  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith.  Though  belonging  to 
the  lay  part  of  the  community,  his 
efforts  in  the  cause  of  religion  were 
as  unceasing  as  they  were  satisfac- 
tory. His  studies  were  chiefly  di 
reded  to  one  objeft,  the  envelope- 
ment  and  establishment  of  univer- 
sal truth;  which  he  knew  could 
only  be  effected  by  removing  the 
doubts  of  the  sceptic,  and  softening 
the  heart  of  the  infidel.  To  this 
end  he  bent  all^his  learning  and 
his  powers.  His  first  avowed  pub- 
lication was  a  quarto  volume  which 
appeared  in  1767,  entitled  "  Ob- 
servations and  Inquires  relating  to 
various  Parts  of  Ancient  History, 
&r.  with  an  account  of  Egypt  in 
its  most  early  state,  and  of  the 
Shepherd  kings."  The  next  was 
his  immortal  work  in  3  vols.  410. 
1774,  1776,  called  "  A  New 
System,  or  an  Analysis  of  An- 
cient Mythology  ;  wherein  an  at- 
tempt is  made  to  divest  Tradition 
of  Fable,  and  to  reduce  Truth  to 
its  original  Purity."  He  also  pub- 
lished "  A  Treatise  on  the  au- 
thenticity of  the  Scriptures,  and 
the  Truth  of  the  Christian  Reli- 
gion," 8vo.  1792.  One  of  the 
latest  of  his  numerous  works  was 
"  A  Dissertation  concerning  the 
\Var  of  Troy,  and  the  expedition 
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of  the  Grecians,  as  described  by- 
Homer,  professing  to  shew  that  no 
such  expedition  was  ever  under- 
taken, and  that  no  such  city  in 
Phiygia  existed,"  410.  1796.  Mr. 
Bryant  died  of  a  mortification  in 
his  leg,  occasioned  by  a  rasnre 
against  a  rhair  in  reaching  a  book 
from  a  shelf,  in  his  8gth  year,  at 
Cypenham,  near  Windsor,  Nov. 
14,  1804. 

BUC  (GEORGE)  a  learned  Eng- 
lish antiquary.  In  the  reign  of- 
James  I.  he  was  appointed  master 
of  the  revels,  on  which  art  he  wrote 
a  Treatise.  He  was  the  first  vindi- 
cator of  Richard  III.  and  published 
"  The  Great  Plantagenet,"  an  his- 
torical poem,  in  1635. 

BUCER  (MARTIN)  born  in 
1491,  at  Schelstadt,  a  town  of 
Alsace.  He  is  looked  upon  as  one 
of  the  first  authors  of  the  Reforma- 
tion at  Strasburgh,  where  he  taught 
divinity  for  twenty  years,  and  was 
one  of  the  ministers  of  the  town. 
In  1548  Cranmer,  archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  gave  him  an  invitation 
to  come  over  to  England,  which  he 
readily  accepted.  In  1549  a  hand* 
some  apartment  was  assigned  hira 
in  the  university  of  Cambridge, 
and  a  salary  to  teach  theology.  He 
died  1551,  and  was  buried  at  Cam- 
bridge. 

BUCHAN  (DR.  WILLIAM),  an 
eminent  physician  and  medical 
writer,  born  at  the  village  of  An- 
krum,  in  Roxburghshire,  17  29,  was 
educated  at  the  grammar  school  of 
Jedburgh,  and  afterwards  matricu- 
lated at  the  university  of  Edinburgh, 
with  a  view  to  the  clerical  profes- 
sion ;  but  he  preferred  that  of  phy- 
sic, which  he  pursued  through  lift-. 
In  1771,  appeared  his  well-known 
work  entitled  "  Domestic  Meds- 
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dicine,"  which  has  had  a  degree  of  dance,  inventing  where  he  wanted.'* 


success  not  equalled,  perhaps,  by 
any  other  book  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, having  passed  through  nine- 
teen large  editions  (of  we  believe 
5000  or  6000  each),  and  been 
translated  into  every  European 
language.  It  drew  upon  him,  how- 
ever, the  dislike  and  persecution  of 
the  less  liberal  part  of  the  faculty  ; 
but  when  it  is  considered  that  the 
intention  of  its  publication  was  not 
to  supersede  the  use  of  a  physician, 
but  to  supply  his  place  in  situations 
where  medical  assistance  could  not 
be  easily  obtained,  and  to  render 
the  medical  art  more  extensively 
beneficial  to  mankind,  the  jealou- 
sies and  fears  of  the  faculty  are

BUCKINGHAM.  SeeVlLUERS 
and  SHEFFIELD. 

BUD^EUS  (WILLIAM)  a  critic 
and  commentator  on  Greek  and  La- 
tin authors,  born  at  Paris  1467. 
died  1540.  Erasmu?  called  him 
Portenium  Gallice,  "  the  prodigy  of 
France." 

BUDGELL  (EUSTACE)  a  very 
ingenious  and  entertaining  writer, 
born  at  St.  Thomas,  near  Exeter, 
1685.  He  was  concerned  with 
Stecle  and  Addison  in  writing  the 
Taller.  The  SpefUtors  being  set

BUCHANAN  (GEORGE)  an 
eminent  poet  and  historian,  born 
near  Kellerne,  in  the  shire  of  Le- 
nOx,  in  Scotland,  1506.  He  em- 
ployed the  last  1 2  or  13  years  of 
his  life  in  writing  the  history  of 
his  country  ;  in  which  he  happily- 
united  the  force  and  brevity  of  Sal- 
lust  with  the  perspicuity  and  ele- 
gance of  Livy.  He  died  at  Edin- 
burgh, Feb.  28.  1582.  Sir  James 
Melvil,  who  was  of  the  opposite 
party  to  him,  and  therefore  cannot 
be  supposed  to  be  partial  in  his  fa- 
vour, tells  us  that  Buchanan  "  was 
a  stoic  philosopher,  who  looked  not 
far  before  him ;  a  man  of  notable 
endowments  for  his  learning  and 
knowledge  in  Latin  poetry,  much 
honoured  in  other  countries,  plea- 
sant in  conversation,  rehearsing  a: 
all  occasions  moralities,  short  and 
in.stru.8ive,  whereof  he  had  abua- 


written  by  him  ,   as  was  indeed  the 
whole  8th  volume    by  Addison  and 
himself,    without   the   assistance  of 
Steele.      Upon    the   laying  down  of 
the  Spectator,  the  Guardian  was  set 
up;   and    in  this   work    our  author 
had  a  hand  along  with  Addison  and 
Steele.      In  the   preface  it    is    said, 
that  those   papers  marked  with  an 
asterisk  were   written  by    Mr.  Bud- 
gel— In  the  latter   part  of  his  life, 
after    having    served    the   office   of 
ander-secretary    of    state,   and  held 
oiher  high  situations  in  the   govern- 
ment of  Ireland,  he  returned  to  this 
country,  where  he  became  involved 
in  law-suits,  which  reduced  him  to 
a  very  unhappy  situation.      On  the 
4th  of  May  17.37,    he  took  ctea"1"

BUFALMACO  (EONTAMICO) 
an  eminent  Italian  painter,  who 
died  in  1340.  He  was  the  first 
who  put  labels  with  sentences  into 
the  mouths  of  his  figures;  since 
followed  by  bad  masters,  but  more 
frequently  in  caricature  engravings. 
BUFFIER  (CLAUDE)  a  French 
•writer,  chiefly  on  Belles  Lcttres, 
born  in  Poland  1661,  died  1737. 
There  are  many  works  of  this  au- 
thor, whirh  shew  deep  penetration 
and  accurate  judgment:  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  is,  "  Un  Cours  cies 
Science?, "&c.  that  is,  "  A  Course; 
of  Sciences  upon  principles  new  and  j 
simple,  in  order  to  form  Language, 
the  Understanding,  and  the  Heart, 
1732,"  in  folio. 

BUFFON  (GEORGE  LE  CLERC 
COUNT  DE)  lord  of  Montbau, 
marquis  of  Rougemont,  viscount  of  j 
Oui/icy,  intendant  of  the  French 
king's  gardens  and  cabinets  of  Na- 
tural History,  was  one  of  the  most 
elegant  writers  in  France,  in  point 
of  style;  a  man  of  uncommon  ge- 
nius and  surprising  eloquence,  and 
the  most  astonishing  interpreter  of 
Nature  that  perhaps  ever  existed. 
He  was  horn  at  Montbard  in  Bur- 
gundy,  Sept.  7,  1707,  and  died 
April  16,  1788.  His  writing^  on 
"  Natural  Hi-tory"  are  invaluable, 
and  will  perpetuate  his  name. 

BULL  (JOHN)  a  celebrated  tnu- 
JishecT  orn  jn  Somersetshire,  I,=:<>3- 
thenticity  .tiv  r.drnired  for  his  fine 
the  Truth  o-.,,,  organ,  as  well  as 
gion,"  8vo.  17  yens.  Upon  the 
latest  of  his  num^esnam  College, 
"  A  Dissertation  c.  professor  of 
War  of  Troy,  and  the 
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music  there ;  and,  not  being  a*>T* 
to  speak  Latin,  was  permitted  to 
deliver  his  lectures  in  English  — 
It  is  uncertain  where  or  when  he 
died;  but  there  is  a  pifture  of  him 
yet  remaining  in  the  music-school 
at  Oxford. 

BULL  (GEORGE)  bishop  of  St. 
David's,  a  vpry  eminent  writer  and 
preacher,  horn  at  Wells,  Somerset- 
shire,  March  25,  1634,  died  Feb. 
17,  1709. 

BUI.LEYN  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
learned  physician  and  botanist,  born 
in  the  Isle  of  Ely  about  the  begin- 
ning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
died  1576. 

BULL1NGER  (HENRY)  a  cele- 
braced  controversial  divine,  of  Zu- 
rich in  Switzerland,  in  the  i6th 
century. 

BULLOCK(CHRISTOPHER)  an 
eminent  English  aflor  of  low  co- 
tuedv,  and  author  of  two  comedies 
and  four  fat  ces,  died  1724. 

BUNYAN  (JOHN)  author  of  the 
justly  admired  allegory  of  the  "  Pil- 
grim's Progress,"  was  bornatElstow, 
near  Bedford,  1628.  His  parents, 
though  very  mean,  took  care  to  give 
him  that  learning  which  was  suit- 
able to  their  condition,  bringing 
him  up  to  read  and  write  :  he 
quickly  forgot  both,  abandoning 
himself  to  all  manner  of  wicked- 
ness, but  not  without  fiequent 
checks  of  coisci?nce.  One  day,  be- 
ing at  play  with  his  companions, 
(the  writer  ef  his  life  tells  us)  a 
voice  suddenly  dartfd  from  Heaven 
into  his  soul,  saying,  "  Wilt  thou 
leave  thy  sins  and  go  to  Heaven, 
or  have  thy  sins  and  go  <o  Hell?" 
This  put  him  into  such  a  consterna- 
tion, that  he  immediately  left  his 
sport,  and,  looking  to  Heaven, 
thought  he  saw  the  Lord  Jesus 
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looking  down  upon  him,  as  one 
highly  displeased  with  him,  and 
threatening  him  with  some  grievous 
punishment  for  his  ungodly  prac- 
tices. At  another  time,  whilst  he 
was  belching  out  oaths,  he  was 
severely  reproved  by  a  woman,  who 
was  herself  a  notorious  sinner.— 
This,  coming  from  a  woman  whom 
he  knew  to  be  very  wicked,  filled 
him  with  secret  shame,  and  made 
him  from  that  tirr.e  very  much 
refrain  from  it.  His  father  brought 
him  up  to  his  own  business,  which 
was  that  of  a  tinker.  Being  a 
soldier  in  the  parliament  army,  at 
the  siege  of  Leicester,  in  1645,  he 
was  drawn  out  to  stand  centinel ; 
hut  another  soldier  of  his  company 
desired  to  take  his  place,  to  which 
he  agreed,  and  tnereby  esc;ip;d 
being  shot  by  a  musket  ball,  which 
took  off  his  comrade.  About  1655 
he  was  admitted  a  member  of  a 
Baptist  congregation  at  Bedfoid, 
and  soon  after  cho-.en  their  preacher,  j 
Jn  1660,  being  conviBed  at  the 
session  of  holding  unlawful  as«em- 
blies  and  conventicles,  he  was  sen- 
tenced to  perpetual  banishment,  and 
in  the  mean  time  committed  to 
gaol,  from  which  he  was  discharg- 
ed after  a  confinement  of  I  2  years 
and  a  h-.if,  by  the  compassionate 
interposition  of  Dr.  Barlow,  bishop 
of  Lincoln.  During  his  imprison- 
ment he  wrote  many  of  his  tiatis. 
Afterwards,  being  at  liberty,  he 
travelled  into  several  parts  of  Eng- 
land, to  visit  and  confirm  the  bre- 
thren, which  procured  him  the 
epithet  of  bishop  Bunyan.  When 
the  declaration  of  James  II.  for 
liberty  of  conscience  was  published, 
he,  by  the  contribution  of  his  fol- 
lowers, built  a  meeting-house  in 
Bedford,  and  preaeiied  corutaiilly  to 
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a  numerous  audience.  He  died  In 
London  of  a  fever  1688. 

BUONAROTTJ.  SeeMICHAEL

BURGER  GODFRED-AUGUS. 
TUS),  a  celebrated  German  poet, 
and  the  writer  of  thit  whimsical 
satire  called,  "  Mnnchausen's  Tra- 
vels," was  born  at  \Volmerswende, 
in  the  principality  of  Halberstadt, 
Jan.  I,  1748,  and  died  at  Stutgard, 


BURGH  (JAMES)  a  worthy  and 
ingenious  moial  and  political  wri- 
ter, born  at  Madderty,  in  Perth- 
shire, 1714,  died  1775.  Of  many 
excellent  works  that  he  left  behind 
him,  "  Political  Disquisitions,"  3 
vols.  and  "  Youth's  Friendly  Moni- 
tor," are  the  best  known  and  most 
esteemed. 

BURGOYNE(RT.KON.  JOHN) 
a  privy  counsellor  of  Ireland,  lieu- 
tenant-general in  the  army,  colonel 
of  the  ^th  regiment  of  foot,  M.  P. 
for  Preston,  and  author  of  two  dra- 
matic pieces,  viz  "  The  Heiress," 
a  comedy  ;  and  "  The  Maid  of  the 
Oaks."  His  surrender  with  hig 
whole  army  at  Saratoga,  during  the 
American  war,  will,  no  doubt,  be 
variously  construed  by  future  his- 
torians ;  butour  limits  do  not  adroit 
of  the  discussion.  He  died  4th 
Aua  1792. 

BURKE  (EDMUND)  a  cekbrated 
orator  and  statesman,  born  in  the 
county  of  Cork,  Ireland,  Jan.  I, 
1730.  After  staying  the  usual  time 
at  the  university  of  Dublin,  he 
came  over  to  London,  and  entered 
himself  as  a  student  of  the  Middle 
Temple.  He  soon,  however,  com- 
menced political  writer;  and,  so 
masterly  were  his  style  and  argu- 
ments, that  his  first  productions 
(published  anonymously)  were  uai- 
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this  Dictionary  superintended  a  new 
edition,  being  the  ninth,  of  "  The 
.Anatomy  of  Melancholy,"  in  two 
vols.  lar^e  8vo.  which  was  speedily 
sold,  and  a  tenth  edition  printed. 

BURTON  (WILLIAM),  an  ex- 
cellent critic  and  antiquary,  died 
1657. 

BURTON  (WILLIAM),  a  physi- 
cian, but  better  known  as  amh»r 
o1  '•  A  History  of  the  county  of 
York,"  2  vols.  folio.  He  was  born 
at  Rippon  I  60,7,  and  died  at  York 
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BURTON  (JOHN),  a  learned  di 
vine,  born  at  Wembwortfa,  in  De- 
vonshire, 1696,  died  i  77  i  .leaving 
some  ingenious  writings  collected 
under  the  title  of  "  Opuscula  Mis- 
cellanea." 

r.TMJEOUIUS,  or  BUS8EC, 
(AUGER  GI-LEN)  born  at  Coin- 
mines,  a  town  in  Flanders,  1522. 
In  1554  he  was  appointed  am!>3s- 
snr1  .r  at  Constantinople,  where  he 
a  quired  A  |"rrf>f:t  knowledge  of  the 
state  of  the  Oitoman  empire,  and 
the  true  meau^  of  atta<kin£  it  with 
success;  on  '.vhi.h  subject  he  com- 
posed a  very  judicious  discourse, 
intituled,  "  De  re  militari  contra 
Turcam  instituenda  consilium."— 
JHe  died  Oci.  i  ,592. 

EUS3Y    (RICHARD)     born    at  I 
Lutton,    in    Lincolnshire,    1606.— | 
In  16^0  he    was    appointed  master  j 
of  \S"estmin>ter  school  ;   and  hy  his| 
skill  and  diligence  in  the  discharge  j 
of  this    most  laborious  and  import- 
ant office  for  the  spare  of  55  years, 
bred  up  ihe  greatest  number  of  emi- 
nent tnen  in  church   and  state,  that 
ever   adorned    at    one  time  any  age 
or  nation.      This  urcat  man,  afier  a 
long    and     healthy   life,  the    conse- 
quence   of     his    rhasti'y,    sobriety, 
aiju  temperance,  died  April  6,1695, 
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agptl  Rq,  and  was  buried  in  West- 
miiuter  Abbey.  He  had  composed 
scv  r.il  hooks  for  the  use  of  iiis 
school,  and  had  the  reputation  of 
beiriQ  a  veiy  severe  disciplinarian-. 

BUSCHING  (DR.  ANTUONY 
FREDERIC)  an  tmincnt  Gertnari 
author  of  "  A  Ntw  Treatise  of 
Geography,"  which  has  been  trans- 
lated into  fcvtr.il  languages,  and 
particularly  into  English,  in  6  vols. 
Jto.  lie  died  at  Berlin  May  1793, 
aged  69. 

J'.USiY  (ROGER  RABUTIN 
COUNT  OF)  a  Frcn  lim.ii,  luenso- 
rable  for  wit  and  misfortune?,  was 
born  in  Burgundy,  April  3,  iot8. 
Jte  .wrote  rij.iny  work?,  satirical,  his- 
torical,  and  moral ;  but  is  chic-fly 
known '-y  his  "  Letters,"  which  are 
niurh  estecmt.d.  He  'lied  '.693. 

BUTE    (JOHN  EARL  OK)    vis- 
count    and  baron     Mountstnart,  &c. 
This  nobleman  was,   in     1763,    ap- 
l><  intcd    prime    minister.      The  na- 
tion   being    nearly   exhausted    by   a 
long  and  expensive,  though  success- 
ful war  with    France,   lie  ronciuded 
a  peace,    and    then    retirtd    to    en- 
joy a  life  of    learned    leisure.       lie 
was     a     lover    and    encourager     of 
learning    and    learned    men,     espe- 
cially when    genius   and  respectable 
character  were  united    in    the    same 
person.      It  was    on    this    principle 
that  he  asked   and  obtained    of    his 
ni-sjesty    a   pension  of  300!.  a  year 
for    Dr.  Johnson.        Among     many 
instance*    of  his    love    to    the   arts, 
the    eail    of    Bute    printed,   at    his 
own  expence,  a  botanical  work,    in 
nine  <j  to.  vols.  of  plants  appertaining 
only  to  England.       Only   12  copies 
were    printed;      the     expence     of 
which  amounted  to  loool.    Copies 
were  presented  to  the  queen,  to  the 
late    Uuihess   of    Poitiand,    M.   de 
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Buffon,  lady  Susan  Mackenzie,  lady 
B.inks,  and  lord  Mountstuart.— — 
Those  remaining  were  reserved  for 
legacies,  and  the  piates  were  de- 
stroyed. His  lordship  died  March 
10,  1792. 

BUTLER  (SAMUEL)  a  poet  of 
a  very  singular  cast,  bom  at  Stren- 
sham,  in  Worce.stershire,  1612.— 
He  lived  some  time  (though  it  is 
not  known  in  what  capacity)  with 
sir  Samuel  Luke,  a  gentleman  of  an 
ancient  family  in  Be.lfordbhire,  and 
a  famous  commander  under  Oliver 
Cromwell.  While  ho  resided  in 
this  gentleman's  family,  it  is  gene- 
rally supposed  that  he  planned,  if 
he  did  not  write,  the  celebrated 
"  Hudibr^s:"  under  which  character 
it  is  thought  he  intended  to  ridicule 
that  knight.  Whin  this  poem  be- 
came known,  it  was  necessarily 
admired  :  the  king  quoted,  the 
courtiers  studied,  and  the  whole 
party  of  the  royalists  applaaded  it. 
Every  eye  watched  for  the  golden 
shower  which  was  to  fail  upon  thi 
author.  But  praise  was  his  whole 
reward.  It  is  reported,  indeed, 
thjt  the  king  once  gave  him  300 
guineas  ;  but  of  this  temporary 
bounty  we  find  no  proof.  He  died 
Sept.  25, 1680;  and  was  buried  at  the 
private  expence  oia  &3r.Longoeville, 
of  the  Temple,  in  the  church-yard 
of  Covent-Garden.  About  60  years 
afterwards,  Mr.  Barber,  a  printer, 
mayor  of  London,  and  a  friend  to 
Butler's  principles,  besco.vcd  on  him 
a  monument  in  Westminster  abbey, 
in  the  mist  of  obscu  ity  passed  the 
life. of  Builer,  a  man  wiiosc  name 
can  only  perish  with  his  language. 
The  trade  and  place  of  Ins  education 
are  unknown  ;  the  events  of  his  life 
are  variously  related  ;  and  all  th.it 
can  be  told  with  certainty  is,  that 
ke  was  poor  ! 
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BUTLER  (JAMES),  duke  of  Or- 
mend,    a  very  celebrated  statesman 
1  and  warrior,  in  the  reign  of  Charles 
II.  to  who'-e    Restoration  he  materi- 
ally contriboted.      He  was    born   in 
j  London   1610,  and  died   1688. 

BUTLER  (  JOEPH)  bishop  of 
Durham,  a  prelate  of  mo?t  distin- 
guished piety,  born  at  Wantage, 
Berks,  1690.  His  deep  learning 
and  comprehensive  mind  appear 
sufficiently  in  his  writings,  pjrti- 
cu'urly  in  a  work  intituled,  "  The 
Analogy  of  Religion,  natural  and 
revealed,  to  the  constitution  and 
course  of  Nature."  Ke  died  17.52. 

BUXTON  (JEDIDIAH,,  a  man 
of  most  extraordinary  natural  ta. 
k-nts  for  calculation,  born  at  E'.me- 
ton,  a  village  in  Derbyshire,  1705. 
He  was  never  tiught  to  read  nor 
write,  but  could,  by  the  force  of 
memory,  solve  in  a  very  shoit  time 
the  most  complicated  questions  re- 
speclin;  the  multiplication,  divi- 
sion, reduction,  &c.  of  figures  ;  yet 
beyond  mere  calculation  his  ideas 
were  hnr>:;y  above  tho^e  of  infancy.

BUXTORF  (JOHN)  the  name 
of  two  learned  professors  of  He-brew 
at  Bail!,  father  and  son,  who  are 
allowed  a  place  among  tlio~e  of  the 
first  rank  for  Rabbinical  leur-.-.ing. 
The  father  died  16  29,  the  son  1664. 

BYNG  (GEORGE)  lord  viscount 
Torrington,  born  1663.  His  emi- 
nent abilities  as  a  naval  commander 
raised  him  successively  to  the  high 
offices  of  rear-admiral  of  England, 
treasurer  of  the  navy,  and  first  lord 
of  the  admiralty.  He  was  father 
of  the  unfortunate  admiral  JOHN 
BYN'G,  who,  after  having  given 
many  proofs  of  courage,  was,  on  a 
dubious  sentence  for  negleft  of  duty, 
shot  at  Portsmouth,  March  14,1757  . 
— His  iordiLiip  died  1733. 
1  2 
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BYROM  (JOHN)  a  poetical  wri- 
ter, and  inventor  of  a  new  system 
of  short-hand,  born  at  Kersa],  near 
Manchester,  1691,  died  1763. 

B  Z  O  V  I  U  S  (ABRAHAM)  a 
learned  Polander.  The  chief  of  his 
works  is,  "  a  continuation  of  Ba- 
ronius's  Annals  from  1 1  98  to  1 57  2." 
He  died  1637. 

CABOT  (SEBASTIAN)  the 
first  discoverer  of  the  continent  of 
America,  born  at  Bristol  1467, 
died  15.57.  Before  he  was  twenty 
years  of  age,  he  made  several  voy- 
ages ;  and,  by  thus  adding  practice 
and  experience  to  theory,  he  be- 
rame  most  eminent  in  the  art  of 
navigation.  Jn  1552  he  projeflcd 
the  plan  of  the  first  voyage  of  the 
English  to  Russia,  and  thus  la.id 
the  foundation  of  the  commerce 
still  carried  on  between  the  two 
nations;  in  consequence  of  which 
he  was  made  governor  for  life  of 
the  first  Russia  company  in  England. 
Beside  many  services  which  he  did 
to  mankind  in  general,  and  to  this 
kingdom  in  particular,  it  is  re- 
marked of  him,  that  he  was  the  first 
vi ho  took  notice  of  the  variation  of 
the  needle,  a  matter  of  great  im- 
portance  in  navigation. 

CADMUS,  king  of  Thebes,  who 
brought  16  letters  into  Greece.—— 
The  poets  say,  that  he  left  his  coun- 
try in  quest  of  his  sister  Europa, 
and  went  into  Boeotia,  where  one 
of  his  company  was  devoured  by  a 
dragon,  which  Cadmus  slew,  and 
sowed  its  teeth  in  a  field,  whence 
sprung  up  an  army  of  men  who 
destroyed  one  another. 

C/ELIUS  (AUREUANUS)  or, 
as  some  have  called  him,  Lucius 
Caelius  Arianus,  an  ancient  physi- 
cian of  Sicca,  a  town  of  Numinia, 
in  Africa.  \Ve  are  obliged  to  him 
for  thie  knowledge  of  many  dogmas 
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which  are  not  to  be  found  but  in 
his  books  "  De  celeribus  &  tardis 
Passionibus."  He  wrote,  as  he  him- 
self tells  us,  several  other  works; 
but  they  have  all  perished.  This, 
however,  which  has  escaped  the 
ruins  of  time  and  barbarism,  is  high- 
ly valued,  as  being  the  only  monu- 
ment of  the  Medicina  mcthodka 
which  is  extant.  He  is  allowed  by 
all  to  be  admirable  in  the  history 
and  description  of  diseases. 

CMS  A  LPINUS(  ANDREAS)  an 
eminent  philosopher  and  physician, 
born  at  Arezx.o  I5.59,  died  1603. 

C.ESAR  (CAIUS  JULIUS)  an 
illustrious  Reman  general  and  his- 
torian, born  98  B.  C.  By  his  va- 
lour and  eloquence  he  acquired  the 
highest  reputation  in  the  field  and 
in  the  senate;  beloved  and  respeft- 
t=d  by  his  fellow-citizens,  he  en- 
joyed successively  every  magisterial 
and  military  honour  that  the  repub- 
lic could  bestow  consistent  with  its 
own  free  constitution  ;  but  at  length, 
having  subdued  Fompey,  the  great 
rival  of  his  growing  power,  his 
boundless  ambition  effaced  the  glory 
of  his  former  actions;  for  pursuing 
his  favourite  maxim,  "  that  he  would 
rather  be  the  first  man  in  a  village, 
than  the  second  in  Rome,"  he  pro- 
cured himself  to  be  chosen  perpe- 
tual dictator;  and,  not  content  with 
this  unconstitutional  power,  hisfao 
tion  had  resolved  to  raise  him -to 
the  imperial  dignity ;  "when  the 
friends  of  the  civil  liberties  of  the 
republic  rashly  and  basely  assassi- 
nated him  in  the  senate-house, 
where  they  should  only  have  seized 
him,  and  brought  him  to  a  legal 
trial  for  usurpation.  By  this  im- 
politic  and  treacherous  measure, 
they  defeated  their  own  purpose, 
involving  the  city  in  constei nation 
and  terror,  which  produced  general 
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anarchy,  and  paved  the  way  to  the 
revolution  that  they  wanted  to  pre- 
vent ;  forafter  his  death  theiepublic, 
though  for  some  time  it  preserved 
the  forms  of  liberty,  became  an  ab- 
solute monarchy,  the  constant  fate 
of  all  governments,  whatever  free 
dom  they  might  once  have,  when 
luxury  and  profligate  manners  have 
grown  universal.  The  at-.ivit/  of 
Cassar's  spirit  was  such,  that,  as  he 
himself  said,  "he  thought  nothing 
done  wh'le  there  was  any  thing  lei't 
to  do.;>  However,  amidst  all  his  con- 
cerns, civil  and  military,  he  fo'jnd 
time  to  be  the  author  of  many 
works :  none  of  which  have  been 
preserved  from  the  ravages  of  time, 
except  seven  books,  '•  De  Bcllo 
Galiico." 

CAESAR  (SIR  JULIUS)  a  learner! 
civilian,  born  near  Tottenham  in 
Middlesex,  1557,  did!  1639. 

CAGLIAR1  (PAUL;  a  most  ex- 
cellent painter,  born  at  Verona  in 
1532.  He  wa=  styled  by  the  Ita- 
lians, II  piitorfflice,  "The  happy- 
painter."  There  is  scarcely  a  church 
in  Venice  which  has  not  some  piece 
or  other  of  his  ;  and  his  piflure  of 
The  Marriage  at  Cana,  in  the  church, 
of  St  George,  is  to  be  distinguished 
from  his  other  works,  as  b^ing  not 
only  the  triumph  of  Paul  Veronese, 
but  almost  the  triumph  of  painting 
itself."  He  died  of  a  fever  at  Ve 
nice  in  J^S'S,  and  had  a  tomb  and 
a  statue  of  brass  erefled  in  the 
churi  h  of  St.  Sebastian. 

CAGL1OSTRO  (COUNT  ALEK 
ANDER),    a    man   so    called,    I  ut 
•whose    re.)1  name  was  Joseph    BJ- 
sapio,  was  born   at    Pairrmo,  17^3. 
His  whole    life  was  a  series  of  the 
most  astonishing   cheats,    mumine 
ries,    and  impostures  j    and    his  in- 
genuity in  every  species  of  fcilion 
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and  deceit  exceeds  all  that  has  been 
recorded  in  the  annalb  of  ancient 
or  modern  roguery.  For  some 
enormities  in  Rome,  he  was  com. 
mitted  to  the  castle  of  St.  Angelo, 
in  which  he  died  towards  the  end 
of  1794. 

CAJETAN,  a  cardinal,  horn  in 
1469,  at  Cdjeta,  a  town  in  the  king- 
dom of  Naples  His  proper  name 
was  Thomas  de  Vio;  but  lie  took 
that  of  C;ijetan,  from  the  place  of 
his  nativity.  He  gave  a  literal 
translation  of  a'l  the  books  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments,  from  the 
oiiginals;  excepting  Solomon's  song 
and  the  Prophets,  winch  he  had 
begun,  hut  did  not  live  to  proceed 
far"in;  and  the  Revelations  of  St. 
John;  which  he  designedly  omitted, 
saying,  that,  to  explain  them,  it  was 
necessary  for  a  man  to  be  endued, 
not  with  parts  and  learning,  but 
with  the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

CALAMY(BEN  J  AMINJaneroi- 
ntnt  divine  and  excellent  preacher, 
died  vicar  of  St.  Lawrence  Jewry, 
i  686.  The  pieces  that  !ie  printed  in 
his  life  time  were,  7  sermons  on 
several  occasions:  13  others  were 
published,  in  one  volume,  after  his 
death. 

CALAMY  (EDMUND)  a  very 
eminent  divine  among  the  Non- 
conformists; born  at  London  1600, 
died  it  66. 

CALDEKONE  DE  LA  BARCA 
(DON  PEDRO),  a  celebrated  Spa- 
nish  officer,  ecclei...'nc,  and  dra- 
matic writer.  Jn  the  latter  cha- 
racter, he  may,  perhaps,  deservv^'j''

CALIGULA,  the  Roman  empe- 
lor  and  tyrant,  began  his  reign  A.  D. 
37  with  every  appearance  of  be- 
coming the  real,  not  the  titular,  fa- 
ther of  his  people;  but  at  the  end 
of  eight  months  he  was  seized  with 
a  fever,  which  it  is  supposed  left 
a  phrenzy  upon  his  mind  ;  for  his 
disposition  totally  changed,  and  he 
committed  the  most  atrocious  a£ts 
of  impiety,  cruelty,  and  folly  ;  such 
as  proclaiming  his  horse  consul, 
feeding  it  at  his  table,  introducing 
it  to  the  temple  in  the  vestments  of 
the  priests  of  Jupiter,  &c.  and  caus- 
ing sacrifices  to  be  offered  to  him- 
self, his  wife,  and  his  horse.  Af- 
ter having  murdered  many  of  his 
subjeQs  with  his  own  hand?,  and 
caused  others  to  be  put  to  death 
without  any  offence,  he  was  assassi- 
nated by  a  tribune  of  the  people,  as 
lie  came  out  of  the  amphitheatre, 
A  D.  4  i ,  in  the  ag'h  year  of  his  age. 
CALJL.1MACHUS,  an  ancient 
Creek  poet,  born  at  Cyrene,  a  town 
in  Africa,  but  when  we  cannot 
precisely  determine.  Suidas  relates 
that  Callimachus  wrote  above  800 
pieces,  of  which  we  have  now  re- 
maining only  a  few  hymns  and  epi- 
grams. 

CALLIMACHUS  of  Corinth,  an 
architect,  and   inventor  of  the  Co- 
rinthian order,  flourished  540  B.  C. 
CALLINUS  of  Ephesus,   an  an-

C  ALLOT  (JAMES)  a  famous 
engiaver,  born  at  Nancy  t  AQ?. — - 
Evelyn,  who  was  a  very  good  judge 
of  his  merit,  speaks  of  him  as  one 
who  "gave  the  utmost  reputation 
to  his  art  of  which  it  is  cspabie, 
and  attained,  if  ever  any  did,  to 
its  sublimity,  and  beyond  which  it 
seems  not  possible  for  human  in- 
dustry to  reach."  He  died  1636. 

C  ALMET  ( AUGUSTIN)  aFrendi- 
man,  born  1672,  died  1757.  He 
was  a  man  of  vast  erudition,  and  a 
wonderfully  voluminous  writer  :  as 
wituesseth  the  following  list.  i. 
"  A  literal  Commentary  upon  all 
the  books  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament,"  23  vols.  4to.  2.  Dis- 
sertations and  Prefaces  of  his  Com- 
mentaries," printed  separately  with 
i  9  new  Dissertations,  3  vols.  410. 
Perhaps  there  are  none  of  his  writ- 
ings more  useful  than  these.  3. 
"  The  History  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament,"  4  vols.  -jto.  4.  "  An 
Historical,  Critical,  and  Chrono- 
logical Dictionary  of  the  BibJe." 
5.  Ecclesiastical  and  Civil  History 
of  Lorrain,"3  vols. folio.  C.  "Hiblio- 
theque  of  the  Writers  of  Lorrain," 
folio.  7.  "  Universal  History,  sacred 
and  profane,"  i^vols^to.  ofwhich 
eight  only  were  printed.  8  Disser- 
tations upon  Apparitions,  Demons, 
Witches,  &c."  9.  "  Literal,  His-

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CALVERT  (GEORGE)  a  states- 
nun,  born  at  Kipling,  in  Yorkshire, 
1582,  died  1632. — He  obtained  of 
Charles  I.  a  patent,  to  him  and  his 
heirs,  for  Maryland,  in  the  North 
of  Virginia.  He  was  private  secre- 
tary to  sir  Robert  Cecil,  afterwards 
principal  secretary  of  state ;  but 
becoming  a  Roman  Catholic,  the 
king  continued  him  only  as  a  privy 
councillor,  and  made  him  Baron 
B  iltimore. 

CALVIN  (JOHN)  one  of  the 
chief  reformers  of  the  church  in  the 
i6th  century,  born  at  Noyon  in 
Picardy,  July  10,  1509,  died  May 
&7>  1564-  He  was  a  roan  whom 
God  had  endowed  with  very  eminent 
talents:  a  clear  understanding,  a 
solid  judgment,  and  a  happy  me- 
mory:  he  was  a  judicious,  elegant, 
and  indefatigable  writer,  and  pos- 
sessed of  very  extensive  learning, 
and  a  great  zeal  for  truth.  His 
extreme  rigour,  however,  procured 
him  inany  enemies.  Indeed,  it 
very  ill  became  a  reformer  to  de- 
fend (as  he  did)  the  burning  of 
heretics. 

CAMBRIDGE  (RICHARD 
OWEN},  an  elegant  English  poet, 
critic,  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
was  born  in  London  in  1717,  and 
educated  at  Eton  school  ;  whence 
he  removed  to  St.  John's  College, 
Oxford.  His  poetical  works  are 
numerous  ;  but  the  most  celebrated 
of  them  is  a  mock-heroic  poem, 
called  "  The  Scribleriad,"  in  six 
books  ;  the  object  of  which  is,  to 
expose  to  ridicule  false  taste  and 
false  science  :  it  is  a  masterly  piece 
of  humour,  and  should  be  read  as 
much  for  instruction  as  amusement. 
He  also  wrote  22  Papers  in  that 
\veil-kno  vn  periodical  colleftion  of 
Essays  called  "  The  \Vorld,"  and 
died  Sept.  17,  1802.  In  1803,  a 
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:omplete  collection  of  his  work* 
was  published  by  his  son  in  one 
volume  410,  and  very  -well  re- 
ceived. 

CAMDEN  (WILLIAM)  one  of 
the  most  illustrious  men  of  his  age, 
born  at  London,  May  2,  i  55  '  •  The 
work  which  has  immortalized  his 
name  is  his  "  Britannia,"  being 
"  A  History  of  the  ancient  Inhabit- 
ants of  Britain,  their  Origin,  Man- 
ners, anrf  Laws,"  which  appeared  in 
i  586,  in  Latin.  In  1593  he  suc- 
ceeded Dr.  Edward  Grant,  as  head 
master  of  Westminster  school  ;  and 
'n  '597  published  a  new  Greek 
Grammar,  intituled  "  Grammatices 
Graeras  Institutio  compendiaria  in 
Usum  regias  Scholae  Westmonasteri- 
ensis,"  which  was  received  in  all  the 
public  schools  in  England;  and  its 
author  was,  the  same  year,  promot- 
ed to  be  Clarenceux  king  at  arms. 
In  1604  he  published  his  "  Remains 
of  a  greater  work  concerning  Bri. 
tain,  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  their 
Languages,  Names,  Surnames,  Em- 
presses, wise  Speeches,  Poesies,  and 
Epitaphcs."  This  was  a  collection 
of  things  which  had  been  commu- 
nicated to  him  while  he  was  ga- 
thering materials  for  his  "Britannia." 
In  1615  Camden  published,  in  La- 
tin, his  Annals  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ; 
and  he  died  Nov.  9,  1623.  An  his- 
torical Leclure  was  founded  by 
him  at  Oxford  ;  and  by  foreigners 
he  was  styled  the  Pausanias  of 
England. 

CAMDEN  (LORD)  See  PRATT. 

CAMERARIUS  (JOACHIMUS) 
an  exceedingly  learned  German, 
born  1500.  Vossias  calls  him 
"  The  Phcenix  of  Germany."  He 
died  1575. 

CAMOENS  (LEWIC)  a  cele- 
brated Portuguese  poet,  called  the 
Virgil  of  Portugal,  from  his  much- 
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admired  poem,  "  The  Lusiadas,  or 
conquest  of  the  Indies  by  the  Por- 
tuguese," was  born  at  Lisbon  i  527  ; 
and  died  1570,  to  the  eternal  re- 
proach of  his  countrymen,  miserably 
poor  and  unregarded.— This  poem 
was,  a  few  years  since,  admirably 
translated  into  English  by  W.  J. 
Mickle,  esq. 

CAMPBELL  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
rent  historical,  biographical,  and 
political  writer,  born  at  Edinburgh, 
March  8,  1707-8.  Among  many 
other  works,  he  was  either  sole 
author  of,  or  principally  concerned 
in,  the  following :  "The  Military 
History  of  Prince  Eugene  and  the 
Duke  of  Marlborotiph  ;"  "Ancient 
Universal  History  ;"  "  Lives  of  the 
English  Admirals  j"  "  Hermippus 
Rcdivivus  ;  or,  the  Sage's  Triumph 
over  old  Age  and  the  Grave  ;" 
"Voyages  and  Travels,"  a  «  oh. 
folio  ;  "  Biographia  Britannica" 
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CANTACUZENUS  (JOHAN- 
NES) a  celebrated  Byzantine  his- 
torian, much  esteemed  as  the  au- 
thor of  a  histoiy  of  his  own  Times, 
in  4  books.  Besides  this  history, 
he  wrote  also  some  theological 
works  :  particularly  an  Apology- 
for  the  Christian  religion  against 
that  of  Mahomet,  in  four  books.— 
He  died  i  4  i  j  ,aged  above  100  years. 

CANTEMJR  (DEMETRIUS) 
born  in  Tartary,  1673;  died  1723. 
He  was  author  of  some  considerable

6,  1796,  leaving  several  valuable 
•works  ;  the  chief  of  which  are, 
"  A  Dissertation  on  Miracles," 
"  Philosophy  of  Rhetoric  ;"  and 
"  A  New  Translation  of  the  Four 
Gospels  from  the  Greek,  with  Pre- 
liminary Dissertations,  and  Notes, " 
&c.  published  in  1789. 

CANGE  (CHARLES  DU)  a  cele- 
brated  French  historian,  critic,  and 
antiquary,  born  1610,  died  1688. 


who  introduced  any  civilized  poetry 
among  them.

CAPELL  (EDWARD)  a  gen- 
tleman known  as  an  editor  of 
Shakspeare's  works,  in  ten  vols. 
8vo.  and  the  author  of  three  large 
volumes  in  410.  under  the  title  of 
"  Notes  and  various  readings  of 
Shakspeare  ;  together  xv;jh  the 
School  of  Shakspeare,  or  Lxtrafis 
from  divers  English  books  that

were  in  print  in  the  author's  time  ; 
evidently  shewing  from  whence  hi? 
several  Fables  were  taken,  and  some 
parcel  of  his  Dialogue,''  &r.  Besides 
the  works  already  mentioned,  Mr. 
Capell  was  the  editor  of  a  volume  of 
ancient  poems  called  "  Prolusions  ;" 
and  the  alterer  of  "  Antony  and 
Cleopatra,"  as  afted  --t  Drury  Lane 
in  1758.  He  was  born  at  Troston, 
near  Bury,  in  Suffolk,  June  it, 
1713,  and  died  Feb.  24,  1781. 

CAPELLUS  LEWIS)  an  emi- 
nent French  Protestant  and  learned 
divine,  born  at  Sedan,  a  town  in 
Champagne,  about  1579.  He  was 
so  very  deeply  skilled  in  the  He- 
brew, that  our  learned  bishop  Hall 
calls  him  the  great  oracle  of  all  that 
studied  Hebrew  in  France.  His 
principal  work  is  "  Critica  Sacra," 
a  collection  of  various  reading?  and 
errors,  which  he  thought  were  crept- 
into  the  copies  of  the  Bible  through 
the  fault  of  the  transcribers ;  it 
must  have  been,  however,  a  work 
of  prodigious  labour,  since  the  au- 
thor acknowledges  that  he  had  been 
36  years  about  it.— Capcllus  died 
1658. 

CARACTACUS,  a  famous  king 
of  the  ancient  Britons  called  Silures 
(inhabiting  South  Wales).  Having 
valiantly  defended  his  country 
against  the  Romans  for  seven  years, 
he  was  at  length  defeated,  an  I,  fly- 
ing to  Cartismunda  queen  of  the 
Brigand  (inhabitants  of  Yorkshire), 
was  by  her  treacherously  delivered 
up  to  the  Romans,  and  led  in  tri- 
umph to  the  emperor  Claudius, 
then  at  York  ;  where  his  noble  be- 
haviour, and  heroic  but  pathetic 
speech,  obtained  him  not  only  his 
liberty,  but  the  esteem  of  the  em- 
peror, A.  D.  52. 

CARACCl  (LEWIS,  AUGUS- 
TINE,  and  HANNIBAL)  celebra- 
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ted  painters  of  the  Lombard  school, 
and  all  of  Bologna  in  Italy,  flourish- 
ed jn  the  ibth  century.  Had  the 
Caracci  had  no  reputation  of  their 
own,  yet  the  merit  of  their  disci- 
ples, in  the  academy  which  they 
founded,  would  have  rendered  their 
name  illustrious  insucceeding  times: 
among  these  were  Guido,  Domini- 
chino,  Lanfranco,  &c.  &c. 

CARDAN  (JEROM)  a  physi- 
cian, and  one  of  the  most  ingenious 
men  of  bis  age,  was  born  at  Pavia' 
'1501.  He  speaks  in  his  writings 
of  his  own  good  and  bad  qualities 
with  a  frankness  that  shews  a  mind 
of  a  very  peculiar  cast;  and  be- 
lieves himself  under  the  care  of  a 
particular  genius.  He  wrote  a  very 
great  number  of  books,  and  died 
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CAREW  (GEORGE)  earl  of 
Totness.  born  in  Devonshire  in 
'5o7»  ^'e^  1629.  He  wrote  a 
work  intituled  "  Pacata  Hibernia, 
or  the  History  of  the  late  Wars  in 
Ireland."  Besides  this  work,  he 
collected  several  chronologies,  char- 
ters, letters,  monuments,  and  ma- 
terials belonging  to  Ireland,  in  four 
large  manuscript  volumes ;  which 
are  still  extant  in  the  Bodleian 
library  at  Oxford. 

CAREW  (THOMAS)  one  of 
the  most  celebrated  wits  of  king 
Charles's  court.  He  was  much 
respecled  by  the  poets  of  his  time, 
particularly  Ben  Jonson  and  sir 
William  Davenant,  and  died  about 
1639,  leaving  behind  him  several 
poems,  and  a  masque  called  '•  CceUun 
Britannicum,"  performed  at  White- 
hall on  Shrove  Tuesday  night,  Feb. 
18,  1633,  by  the  king's  majesty, 
the  duke  of  Lenox,  tbe  earls  of 
Devonshire,  Holland,  Newport,  and 
several  other  young  lurds  and  no- 
blemen's sous. 
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CAREW  (RICHARD)  authorof 
the  "  Survey  of  Cornwall,"  was 
born  in  that  county  1555.  His 
"Survey"  WES  published  in  410.  at 
London  in  1602.  Of  this  work 
Camden  has  spoken  in  high  terms, 
and  acknowledges  his  obligations 
to  the  author.  He  died  Nov.  6, 
1620. 

CAREW(SIRGEORGE)  broiher 
to  the  subji.fl  of  the  last  article, 
was  from  1,597  to  1609  employed 
on  embassies  from  the  British  court 
to  those  of  Poland  and  France  :  on 
his.  return  from  which  latter  place- 
in  1609,  he  drew  up  and  addressed 
to  James  I.  '•  A  Relation  of  the 
State  of  France;  with  the  Charafters 
of  Henry  IV.  and  the  principal 
Persons  of  that  Court." 

CAREW  (BAMFYLDE  MOORE) 
%vas  the  son  of  a  clergyman  at 
Bickley  in  Devonshire,  and  was 
himself  intended  for  the  church  ; 
but  at  the  age  of  13  embraced  the 
gipsy's  vagrant  life  ;  and  by  his  in- 
genuity and  dexterity  in  raising 
supplies  for  his  brotherhood,  by 
begging  under  various  deceptions, 
so  ingratiated  himself  with  them, 
that  they  eleCied  him  their  King, 
He  was  born  in  July  1693,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  died  about  1770. 

CAREY  (HARRY)  a  man  dis 
tirguished  by  both  poetry  arid  mu- 
sic; but  perhaps  more  so  by  a  cer. 
tain  facetiousness,  which  made  him 
agreeable  to  every  body.  He  wrote 
"The  Contrivances,"  a  farce; 
"  Chrononiiotonthologos,"  a  mo  k 
tragedy;  "The  Honest  Yorkshire- 
man,"  a  farce;  "The  Dragon  of 
\Vantley,"  and  afterwards  a  sequel 
to  it,  intituled,  "The  Dragoness;" 
both  which  were  esteemed  true  bur- 
Jerques  upon  the  Italian  opera.  He 
was  at  length  reduced  to  circum- 
stances of  distress,  aud,  about  1744. 
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in  a  fit  of  desperation,  laid  violent 
hands  on  himself,  and  put,  a  period 
to  a  life  which  had  been  led  without 
reproach.  It  is  to  be  notect  and  it 
is  somewhat  singular  in  such  a  cha- 
iic;cr,  that  in  all  his  songs  and 
poems  on  wine,  love,  and  such 
kinds  of  subjeQs,  which  are  very 
numerous,  he  seems  to  have  mani. 
fested  an  inviolable  regard  for  de- 
cency and  good  manners.— His  son, 
George  Saville  Carey,  who  was  bred 
to  the  profession  of  a  printer,  and 
was  one  season  at  least  on  the  stage 
at  Covent  Garden,  is  author  of  a 
"  Lecture  on  Mimicry,"  which  he 
delivered  with  good  success,  and  of 
several  light  dramatic  performances. 
He  has  also  published  (1799)  some 
very  entertaining  sketches  of  the 
different  watering  places  of  Eng- 
land, under  the  title  of  "Balnea." 
It  may  not  be  unimportant  to  record, 
that  Harry  Carey  was  the  author  and 
composer  of  the  famous  loyal  song 
of"  God  Save  the  King." 

CARLETON  (SIR  DUDLEY), 
an  English  statesman  and  political 
writer,  born  at  Baldwin  Brightwell 
in  Oxfordshire,  i  573,  died  i  63  \. 

CARLINI  (AGObTINO)  R.  A. 
an  eminent  statuary,  and  keeper  of 
the  royal  academy  of  London.  He 
was  a  native  of  Genoa ;  came  early 
in  life  to  England  ;  and  was  an 
artist  of  great  ceiebi  ity  for  the  skill 
and  grace  with  which  he  executed 
drapery.  Died  Aug.  14,  1790. 

CARLYLE  (JOSEPH  DACRE), 
vicar  of  Newcastle,  and  Professor 
of  Arabic  at  Cambridge,  distin- 
guished himself  greatly  by  his  pro- 
ficiency in  Oriental  literature,  and 
died  at  his  vicarage,  April  12, 
1804, aged  45. 

C  A  R  N  E  A  D  E  S,  a  celebrated 
Greek  philosopher.  His  death  is 
placed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the 
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llkd  olympiad.  Plutarch  has  pre- 
served the  following  apophthegm  of 
Carneades ;  "  Princes  learn  nothing 
well  but  riding;  for  their  masters 
fhtter  them,  a>  d  those  who  wrestle 
with  thi;m  suffer  themselves  to  he 
thrown;  bat  a  horse  considers  not 
whether  a  private  man  or  a  prince, 
a  poor  man  or  a  rich,  be  on  his 
back;  and  if  his  rider  cannot  rule 
him,  he  throws  him." 

CARO  (HANNIBAL)  a  very 
celebrated  Italian  poet  and  orator, 
born  at  Civita  Nuova  in  1507.  He 
translated  Virgil's  "  ^-Eneid"  into 
his  own  language  very  delicately  and 
very  faithfully;  in  short,  with  such 
purity  of  style  and  propriety  of 
expression,  that  the  be<t  judges  did 
not  suppose  him  to  have  f<;llcn  the 
least  short  of  his  origin,;l.  He 
translated  also  Aristotle's  "Rhe- 
toric," and  "Two  Orations  of  Gre- 
gory Nazianzen,"  with  a  "  Dis- 
course of  Cyprian."  He  wrote  a 
comedy  likewise,  which  Balzac  has 
spoken  wtll  of;  and  a  miscellany 
of  his  original  poems  was  printed  at 
Venice  in  1584.  His  sonnets  have 
been  deservedly  admired.  He  died 
1566. 

CARSTARES  (WILLIAM)  a 
Scotch  divine  and  political  writer, 
vvho  has  left  some  valuable  "  State 
Papers"  illustrative  of  Scotch  his- 
tory. He  was  born  at  Cathcart, 
near  Glasgow,  1649,  and  died 
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CARTE  (THOMAS)  a  very 
learned  tngiis1]  historian,  born  at 
Clifton,  Warwickshire,  1686.  Hi> 
roost  important  woiks  were,  "  The 
History  of  the  Life  of  James  duke 
of  Orrnond,  from  his  birth  in  1610, 
to  his  death  in  :b8.V  in  three 
volumes  folio  ;  and  a  fl  History  of 
England,"  in  4  large  folio  volumes. 
Notwithstanding  our  author's  pecu- 
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liar  opinions  and  prejudices,  his 
history  is  undoubtedly  a  work  of 
great  merit  in  point  of  information. 
It  is  written  with  eminent  exiclness 
and  diligence,  and  with  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  original  authors.— 
Mr.  Carte  died  i  75.). 

CARTER  (FRANCIS)  F.  S.  A. 
author  of  ''  A  Journey  from  Malaga 
to  Gibraltar,"  2  vols.  8vo.  died 
Aug.  i,  1783. 

CARTES  (RENE  DES)  an  emi- 
nei.t  French  philosopher  and  mathe- 
iiutician,  born  at  La  Have  in  Tou- 
rainc,  March  31,  1596.  In  1633 
he  wrote  his  ';  Treatise  of  the 
World,"  and  in  1 636  his  "  Trear 
tise  of  Mechanics."  He  died  1650, 
having  extended  the  limits  of  geo- 
metry as  far  beyond  the  place  where 
he  found  them,  as  sir  Isaac  Newton 
did  after  him.  He  first  taught 
the  method  of  expressing  curves  by 
equations. 

CARTWRIGE1T  (WILLIAM) 
born  at  North  way,  near  Tewkes- 
I  ury,  in  G!ou  estershire,  1611  ,dicd 
'643- — Ben  Jonfon  said  of  him, 
"  My  son  Cartwright  writes  all 
like  a  man  "  There  are  extant, 
of  this  author's,  four  plays,  besides 
other  poems,  which  were  printed 
together  in  1651,  accompanied  by 
above  50  copies  of  commendatory 
verbs'. 

CARVALHO  (ANTHONY)  a 
Portuguese  mathematician,  geogra- 
pher, and  astronomer,  born  1650, 
died  1715.  He  left  a  topographical 
history  of  his  own  country,  in  3 
vols-.  folio. 

CARVER  (JONATHAN)  a  na- 
tive of  New  England,  vvho  published 
"  Travels  into  the  most  interior 
parts  of  America,"  and  died  1780, 
in  want  of  the  necessaries  of  life. 

•CARY    (ROBERT)     a     learned 
chronologer,    born    at  Cookington, 
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Devonshire,  '.615,  died  1688.  He 
published  '•  Palacologia  Chroni'a, 
a  Chronological  ALCount  of  ancient 
Time,  in  three  pans;  i.  Didactical; 
2.  AporleiQical  ;  3.  Canonical ;"  in 
1677. 

CARYl.L  (JOHN)  wassecretai\ 
to  quteti  Mrfry,  the  wife  of  James  II. 
and  followed  the  fortunes  of  his 
abdi>  atingmaster,who  revvardedhim 
first  with  knighthood,  and  then  with 
the  honorary  titles  of  earl  Car%ll 
and  baron  Dart  ford.  How  long  he 
continued  in  that  seivire  is  not 
known:  but  he  was  in  England  in 
the  reign  of  queen  Anne,  and  was 
author  of  two  pl,i\  s ;  i .  "  The  Eng- 
lish Princess ;  or,  the  Death  of 
Richard  III.  1667,"  410.  a."  Sir 
Solomon ;  or,  the  Cautious  Cox- 
cornh,  i  67  i  ,"410. 

CASA  (JOHN  HE)  a  most  polite 
Italian  writer  of  the  '.6th  ceutury, 
born  at  Florence,  who  became,  it! 
time,  archbishop  of  Benevento.— - 
He  died  15,56.  His  "  Galatxuv, 
seu  de  morum  ele^antia,"  is  the 
most  esteemed  of  all  his  works  in 
prose.  His  poetry  was  very  licen- 
tious. 

CASAS  (BARTHOLOMY  DE 
LAS)  a  Spaniard,  and  bishop  of 
Chiapa,  horn  at  Seville  1474.— 
At  19  he  attended  his  father,  who 
went  with  Columbus  to  the  Indies 
in  1493.  Upon  his  return,  he  be- 
came an  ecclesiastic,  and  a  curate 
in  the  isle  of  Cuba;  but  quitted 
his  cure  and  his  country,  in  order 
to  devote  himself  to  the  service  of 
the  Indians,  who  were  then  enslaved 
to  the  most  ridiculous  supersti- 
tions, as  \\ell  as  (.he  most  barbarous 
tyranny.  The  Spanish  governors 
had,  long  since,  made  Christianity 
detested  by  their  unheard-of'  crutl- 
ties,  and  the  Indians  trembled  at 
Che  very  name  of  Christian.  This

humane  and  pious  missionary  re- 
solved to  cross  the  seas,  and  to  lay 
their  cries  and  their  miseries  at  the 
feet  of  Charles  V.  The  affair  was 
discussed  in  council  ;  and  the  re- 
pr.  ser.tations  of  Casas  so  sensibly 
affctled  the  emperor,  that  he  made 
ordinances  as  s-eveie  to  the  persccu- 
tors  as  favourable  to  the  persecuted  ; 
but  these  ordinances  were  never 
executed,  and  the  governors  con- 
tinued to  tyrannize  as  usual.— 
Casas  employed  above  50  years  in 
America,  labouring  with  incessant 
zeal  that  the  Indians  might  be  treat- 
ed with  mildness,  equity,  and  hu- 
manity: but,  instead  of  availing  any 
thing,  he  drew-upon  himself  endless 
persecutions  fiom  the  Spaniards, 
and  died  i  566. 

C ASAUBON  (ISAAC)  a  learned 
critic  and  commentator,  born  at 
Geneva,  1559;  died  1614.  He  was 
buried  in  Westminster  Abbey, where 
there  is  a  monument  creeled  to  his 
memory. 

C  ASAUBON  (MERIC)  son  of 
the  preceding,  born  at  Geneva, 
1599,  died  1671.  He  was  skilled 
in  various  parts  of  literature  :  but 
his  chief  talent  lay  in  critical 
learning  ;  in  which  he  was  pro- 
bably assisted  by  his  father's  papers. 
He  was  a  divine ;  but  is  chiefly 
memorable  for  having  refused  con- 
siderable offers  made  to  him  by 
Oliver  Cromwell,  to  write  the  his. 
tory  of  the  civil  war  ;  and  for  the 
refusal  of  a  present  from  him,  ten- 
dered without  conditions,  though  he 
was  in  indigent  circumstances. 

CAS1MIR  (MATTHIAS  SAR- 
B1EWSK1)  a  Jesuit  of  Poland,  and 
an  excellent  Latin  poet,  born  1597. 
The  odes,  epodes,  and  epigrams  of 
this  poet  have  not  been  thought 
inferior  to  some  productions  of  the 
finest  wits  of  ancient  Greece  and 
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Rome;  and  Grotius,  D.  Heinsius. 
and  others,  have  not  scrupled  to 
affirm,  that  he  is  not  only  equal, 
but  sometimes  superior,  even  to 
Horace  himself.— Casimir  had  a 
great  regard  for  Virgil ;  and  had 
actually  begun  to  imitate  him,  in  an 
epic  poem,  called  "  the  Lesciades," 
\\hich  he  had  divided  into  twelve 
books ;  but  died  before  he  had  made 
any  great  progress  in  the  work, 
April  2,  1640  ;  since  which  there 
have  been  many  editionsof  his  poems. 
CASLON  (WILLIAM)  eminent 
in  an  art  of  the  greatest  consequence 
to  literature,  the  art  of  letter-found- 
ing, was  born  in  1692,  at  Hales 
O.ven,  Shropshire.  Though  he 
justly  attained  the  crfcrafter  cf 
being  the  Coryphaeus  in  that  em- 
ployment, he  was  not  brought  up 
to  the  business  ;  but  served  a  regu- 
lar apprenticeship  to  an  engraver 
of  ornaments  on  gun-barrels;  and, 
after  the  expiration  of  his  term, 
carried  on  this  trade  in  Vine  street, 
rear  the  Minories.  He  did  not, 
however,  solely  confine  his  inge- 
nuity to  that  instrument,  but  em- 
ployed himself  likewise  in  making 
tools  for  the  bookbinders,  and  for 
the  chasing  of  silver  plate.  While 
he  was  engaged  in  this  business,  the 
elder  Mr.  Bowyer  accidentally  saw. 
in  a  bookseller's  shop,  the  lettering 
of  a  book  uncommonly  neat;  and, 
inquiring  who  the  artist  was  by 
•whom  the  letters  were  made,  was 
hence  induced  to  seek  an  acquaint- 
ance with  Mr.  Caslon.  Not  long 
after,  Mr.  Bo'-vyer  took  Mr. Caslon 
to  Mr.  James's  foundry  in  Bartholo- 
mew Close.  Caslon  had  never  be- 
fore that  time  seen  any  part  of  the 
business;  and  being  asked  by  his 
friend  if  he  thought  he  could  un- 
dertake to  cut  types,  he  requested 
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a  single  day  to  cou-ider  the  matter, 
and  then  replied,  that  he  had  r.o 
doubt  but  he  could.  Upon  this  an- 
swer, Mr.  Bowyer,  Mr.  Bettenham, 
and  Mr.  Watts,  lent  him  500!.  to 
Segin  the  undertaking  ;  and  he 
applied  himself  to  it  with  equal 
assiduity  and  success.  In  1720, 
the  society  for  promoting  Christian 
knowledge  deemed  it  expedient  to 
print,  for  the  use  of  the  eastern 
churches,  the  New  Testament  ar.d 
Psalter  in  the  Arabic  Lnguage.— 
These  were  intended  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  Christians  in  Pale. tine, 
Syria,  Mesopotamia,  Arabia,  and 
Egypt;  the  constitution  of  which 
.ountries  did  not  permit  the  exer- 
cise of  the  art  of  printing.  Upon 
this  occasion  Mr.  Caslon  was  pitch- 
ed upon  to  cut  the  fount;  in  hi« 
specimens  of  whi<  h  he  distinguished 
it  by  the  name  of  English  Arabic. 
After  he  had  finished  this  fount,  he 
cut  the  letters  of  his  own  name  in 
Pica  Roman,  a»d  placed  them  at 
the  bottom  of  one  of  the  Arabic 
specimens.  The  name  being  seen 
by  Mr.  Palmer,  the  reputed  authcr 
of  a  "History  of  Printing,"  (which 
was,  in  faft,  written  by  Psalmana- 
zar)  he  advised  our  artist  to  cut  the 
whole  fount  of  Pica.  This  w;s 
accordingly  done ;  and  the  per- 
formance exceeded  the  letter  of  the 
other  founders  of  the  time.  He 
arrived  at  length  /o  such  perfection, 
that  he  not  only  freed  us  from  the 
necessity  of  importing  types  from 
Holland;  but,  in  the  beauty  and 
elegance  of  those  made  by  him,  he 
so  far  exceeded  the  produ&ions  of 
the  best  artificers,  that  bis  work- 
manship was  frequently  exported  to 
the  continent.  He  removed  about 
1735  into  Chiswell-street,  Moor- 
fislds,  where  his  foundry  became. 
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in  process  of  time,  the  most  capital 
one  that  existed  in  this  or  in  foreign 
countries.  Having  acquired  opu- 
lence in  the  course  of  his  employ- 
ment, he  was  put  into  the  commis- 
sion of  the  peace  for  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  in  \\hich  office  he  died 
Jan.  23,  1766. 

CAJ>SIODORUS(MARCUS  AU- 
REI.1US)  a  man  of  eminence  in 
many  respefcl?,  and  called,  by  way 
of  distinction,  "  the  senator,"  was 
born  in  Italy  about  463.  His  prin- 
cipal writings  are  "  De  Div  inis 
Lcfiionibus,"  "  De  Orthographia,' 
and  "  De  Rebus  Gestis  Gothorum.' 
He  wrote  also  a  commentary  upon 
the  Psalms,  and  several  other  pieces 
theological  and  critical,  and  died  at 
rear  400  years  of  age. 

CASTALIO  (SEBASTIAN)  born 
at  Chatillcn,  on  the  Rhone,  in 
1515.  His  works  are  very  consi- 
derable, on  account  both  of  their 
quality  and  their  number  ;  they  dis- 
cover great  knowledge  of  the  Latin, 
Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and 
are  chiefly  on  scriptural  subjects. 
He  died  1563. 

CASTLLL  (EDMUND)  a  divine 
of  the  yth  century,  and  compiler  of 
a  very  learned  and  laborious  work, 
called  "  Lexicon  Heptaglotton."  He 
was  also  eminently  assistant  to  Dr. 
\Valton,  in  the  celebrated  edition 
of  the  "  Polygjott  Bible,"  and  died 
1685. 

CASTELVETRO  (LEWIS)  an 
Italian  critic,  famous  for  his  part?, 
but  more  famous  for  his  spleen  and 
ill-nature,  was  born  at  Modena  in 
1505.  He  distinguished  himself 
chiefly  by  his  "  Commentary  upon 
Aristotle's  Poetics;"  where,  Rapin 
assures  us,  he  always  made  it  a  rule 
to  find  something  to  except  against 
in  the  text  of  Aristotle.  He  died 
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CASTIGLIONE(BALTHAZAR) 
an    eminent   Italian    nobleman   and 
poet,  was  born   at  Mantua  1478.— 
He  applied  hirrsclf   to  the  study  of 
painting,    sculpture,    and    architec- 
ture, as  appears  from  a  book  that  he 
wrote  in  favour  of    those  arts,   and 
macie  so  great   a    progress  in  them, 
that  Raphael  LJtb;n  and  Buonarotti, 
though  incomparable  artists,  never 
thought  theit  works   perfect  unless 
they  had  the  approbation  of  Castig- 
lione.      He  died  i  529  —Besides  his 
incomparable  book  "  The  Courtier," 
in  which    work    we    may  perceive 
how    intimate    he    was     with     the 
Greek  and    Latin   authors    (having 
gleaned  together  the  first  flowers  of 
their  wit,  and    treasured  up,   as  it 
were,  in  a  single  casket,  the  richest 
jewels  of  antiquity),  he    composed 
many    Latin     and     Tuscan   poems, 
which,   with  some  of  his  letters,  are 
placed  at   the    end  of  the  English 
version  of    "  The   Courtier,"  pub- 
lished at  London  in  1727. 

CASTIGL10NE  (BENEDICT) 
an  eminent  Italian  engraver,  born 
1616,  died  1670. 

CASTILE  (ALPHONSUS  X.  of) 
who  has  commonly  been  called 
"  The  "Wise,"  was  born  in  i  203, 
and  is  new  more  famous  for  having 
been  an  astronomer  than  a  king. 
Me  understood  astronomy,  philoso- 
phy, and  history,  as  if  he  had  been 
only  a  man  of  letters,  and  com- 
posed books  upon  the  motions  of 
the  heaven.',  and  on  the  history  of 
Spain,  which  are  highly  commend- 
ed. He  died  i  284. 

CATHERINE  (of  Medicis)  only 
daughter  of  Laurentius  de  Medicis, 
born  at  Florence  1.5191  married 
'533  the  Dauphin,  afterwards 
Henry  II.  of  France.  She  was 
three  times  regent  of  France,  and, 
during  her  administrations,  made  a 


of 


Peter  the 
gtli  of  May 
privately  in 
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conspicuous  figure  in 

Europe  by  her  political  genius.   She 

died  1589. 

CATHERINE  ALEXIEVNA,  a 
country  girl  of  the  name  of  Martha, 
born    of  very  indigent    parents   in 
Livonia.     In  1701    she   married    a 
dragoon  of   the  Swedish  garrison  at 
Marienburgh  ;   but  before  evening  of 
the  wedding-day,  the  place  was  be- 
sieged by  the  Russians,    the    bride- 
groom killed,  and  the  viQor,  gene- 
ral Bauer,  smitten  with  her  beauty. 
made    her    his    mistress.         Frince 
Mentshicoff  next    beheld    her,   and 
she  lived  with  him  a  short  time.— 
In  the    1  7th   year    of    her    age    she 
became  the   mistress 
Great,    who,    on  the 

1711,  married    her 

Poland,     and    the      aoth     of     Feb. 

1712,  publicly  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage at    Petersburg,    and  presented 
her  with    the  riiadem    and    sceptre. 
At  his  death  in  1725  she  was  pro- 
claimed   sovereign   empress    of    all 
the  Russias,   and    to  her  death,  the 
17th  of  May  1727,    shewed  herself 
worthy  of  her  high  fortune. 

CATHERINE    II.      empress    of 
Russia,    a    woman    of   rr.ost    extra 
ordinary  natural  talent*  for  govern 
ing    a    state  and  civilizing    a    luu' 
nation,    but  of  insatiate  lust  and  un 
bounded    ambition  ;    to    the   indul- 
gence  of  which    latter    passion  she 
waded  through  blood    flowing  from 
the    slaughter  of  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands.   (See    "  A  History  of 
Folatid,     by    the     Compiler  of    this 
ft'ork,"  8vo.  1795,  particularly  con- 
cerning the  capture    of   Ismaei  and 
Warsaw.)      She    was    born  May  2, 
1729,    and  married  in  1745  to  the 
grandson  of  Peter  the  Great.      Hav- 
ing caused   her    huiband    to    be  de- 
posed (if  not  worse   dealt   with)    in 
1762,  she  was  proclaimed  empress. 
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the  annals  of  |  She  died  suddenly  Nov.  1796,  and 
was  succeeded  by  her  only  son  Paul 
Petrowitz,  who  was  born  17  54,  and 
met  a  tyrant's  fate  March  23,  1801. 
His  son  and  successor  (Alexander  I. 
no-.v  emperor)  is  altogether  as  ami- 
able and  beloved  a  prince,  as  Paul 
was  odious  and  detested. 

CATILINE  (L.  SERGIUS)  a 
noble  Roman,  whose  extravaganc« 
having  reduced  him  to  narrow  cir- 
cumstances, and  having  been  refus- 
ed the  consulship,  became  leader 
of  a  conspiracy  to  murder  the  con- 
suls and  senate  of  Rome,  rifle  the 
public  treasury,  and  burn  the  city  ; 
which  conspiracy  was  discovered 
by  Cicero,  at  that  time  consul,  62 
B.  C.  » 

CATINAT  (NICHOLAS)  an 
illustrious  French  general  under 
Louis  XIV.  born  at  Paris  1637, 
died  171-2. 

CATO  (MARCUS  PORTIUS) 
commonly  called  th«  Censor,  born 
at  Tusculum,  in  the  year  of  Rome 
519;  that  is,  about  the  year  232 
before  Christ.  No  man  was  ever 
beiter  qualified  than  he  for  the  of- 
fice of  censor,  nor  could  better  dis- 


charge the  duties  of  it.       He  made 
use  of  his  severity,   eloquence,   and 
'xeniplary  life,  to  give    a  check  to 
the    luxury    and    growing   vices    of 
ihe  Romans;   which    gave  occasion 
to  say,  that  he  was  not  less  service- 
able   to    the    republic  of   Roms   by 
making    war      against    immorality, 
than  icipio  by  his  viflories  over  his 
enemies.      He  wrote  several  works: 
"  A  Roman  History,"  a  book  "  con- 
eir.ing  the    Art  of  War,"  and  one 
on  "  Agriculture,'    and  died  in  the 
year  of  Rome  60 1. 

CATO     (UTICENSIS)     great- 

^r.'.lson    to    the    former  ;    he  was 

educated    under    his    uncle    Livius 

Drusus,    and  very  early  shewed  va- 

K2 
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lour  and  generosity,    having  at  1^ 
years  old  desired  a   sword  to    kil 
the  tyrant  Sylla.     He  was  a  lover 
of  philosophy,    in  which  he  rigidly 
followed  the  doflrines  of  the  Stoics; 
this  furnished   him  with  that   bra- 
very of  soul  which   he    manifested 
on    all   occasions.     His   first   cam- 
paign was   in  681    against   Sparta- 
cus;  afterwards   he    led  1000  foot 
into    Asia,    where,    for    the   small 
number  of  his   attendants,  he    was 
laughed  at,  but   was    never    moved 
•with    it;    returning,   he  was  made 
quaestor,  which    post  he  filled  with 
hanour :   to  keep    out    a   very   bad 
man,   he  put  in  for  the   tribunate. 
He  sided  with  Cicero  against  Cati- 
line,   and  opposed  Cassar  in  the  se- 
nate on  that  occasion.     His  enemies 
sent  him  to  recover  Cyprus,  which 
Ptolemy   had  forfeited,  thinking  to 
hurt  his  reputation  by  so  difficult  an 
undertaking;   yet    none    could  find 
fault  with  his  conduct.     He  labour- 
ed  to   bring    about  an     agreement 
between  Cassar   and    Fompey,   but, 
seeing   it    in   vain,  sided    with  the 
latter.      When    Pompey    was   slain 
he  fled  to  Utica,   and   Caesar  pursu- 
ing him,   he  advised   his  friends  to 
be  gone,   and  his    son   to    trust  to 
Cssar's  clemency  ;  then   lay  down 
upon  his  bed,  read  Plato  upon  the 
Immortality  of  the  Soul  twice  over, 
and    thru-t    a    sword    through   his 
body,   of  which   he  died,  46  B.  C. 
aged  4  8. 

CATROU  (FRANCIS)  a  very 
distinguished  Jesuit,  born  at  Paris 
in  1659.  He  was  the  author  of 
tome  very  considerable  works  ;  as, 
j  .  "  A  General  History  of  the  Em- 
pire of  the  Mogul."  2.  "  A  His 
tory  of  the  Fanaticism  of  some  Pro- 
testant Religions  ;  of  Anahaptism, 
ofDavidism,  and  of  Quakerism." 
.3."  A  Translation  of  Virgil,  with 
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notes  critical  and  historical ;"  and 
4.  "  A  Roman  Histqry  ;"  which  has 
been  translated  into  several  Ian- 
guages,  and  is  reckoned  his  capital 
work.  He  died  in  1737. 

CATULLUS  (CA1US  VALE- 
RIUS) a  Roman  poet,  born  at 
Verona,  B.C. 8 6.  He  is  far  un- 
like our  modern  poets,  who  usually 
complain  of  the  coyness  and  insen- 
sibility of  their  fair  ones;  he  speaks 
of  his  Le^bia  as  a  woman  who 
asked  him  how  many  kisses  would 
satisfy  him?  To  which  he  answer- 
ed, '  that  he  desired  as  many  as 
there  are  grains  of  sand  in  the  de- 
sarts  of  Libya,  and  stars  in  the  hea- 
vens.' As  fine  a  gf  nius  as  this  poet 
was,  he  was,  as  many  fine  senii 
have  since  been,  poor.  He  died  in 
the  flower  of  his  age  and  the  height 
of  his  reputation,  when  he  was  about 
30  years  old. 

CATZ  (JAMES)  a  Dutch  states, 
man  and  poet,  born  in  Zealand 
i  577 1  died  1660. 

CAVE  (DR.  WILLIAM)  a 
learned  divine,  bom  1637,  died 
1713.  He  was  author  of  some 
large  and  learned  woiks  relating 
to  ecclesiastical  antiquity,  particu- 
larly, "  The  History  of  the  Lives, 
Afts,  Deaths,  and  Martyrdoms,  of 
those  who  were  contemporary  with 
the  Apostles,  andof  the  principal  Fa« 
thers  within  the  first  three  centuries 
of  the  church,"  and  "  Historia  Lite- 
raria,&c."  in  which  he  gives  an  exaft 
account  of  all  who  had  written  upon 
Christianity, either  for  or  against  it, 
'rom  Christ  tc  the  14th  century. 

CAVE  (EDWARDJ  born  at 
Newton  in  Warwickshire,  Feb.  29, 
i6gr,  and  celebrated  for  having 
planned,  and  brought  to  perfection, 
'The  Gentle  man's  Magazine, "which 
las  now  subsisted  7.5  yeais,  and  is 
still  [1805]  one  of  the  most  success- 
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ful  and  lucrative  pamphlets  that 
history  has  upon  record.  Mr  Cave 
died  J.m.  10,  1754. 

CAVENDISH  (THOMAS)  a  ce- 
lebrated English  circumnavigator, 
died  about  i  593. 

CAVENDISH  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
born  about  1505.  Cardinal  Wol- 
sey  took  him  into  his  splendid  fa- 
mily, which  consisted  of  one  earl, 
nine  barons,  and  about  100  knights, 
gentlemen,  and  inferior  officers.  He 
served  the  caidinal  as  gentleman 
usher,  and  was  admitted  into  more 
intimacy  with  him  than  any  other 
servant,  and  therefore  would  not 
desert  him  in  his  fall,  but  was  one 
of  the  few  who  stuck  close  to  him 
\vhen  he  had  neither  office  nor 
salary  to  bestow.  This  singular 
fidelity,  joined  to  his  abilities,  re 
commended  him  to  his  sovereign, 
who  received  him  into  his  own  fa- 


mily and    service, 
held     hkh    offices 


He    afterwards 
of    state    under 


Edward  VI.  and  Mary  I.  and  died 
1557.—  Sir  WilKam  Cavendish 
•wrote  the  life  of  his  old  master 
cardinal  Wolsey,  and  therein  gives 
him  a  very  high  character,  affirm- 
ing that,  in  his  judgment,  he  never 
saw  the  kingdom  in  better  obedi 
ence  and  quiet  than  during  the  time 
of  his  authority,  nor  justice  better 
administered. 

CAVENDISH  (WILLIAM)duke 
ofNewcastle,  born  1592,  died  i  676 
He  rendered  great  services  in  a  mi- 
litary capacity  to  Charles  I.  and  II. 
and  after  the  Restoration  retired  to 
indulge  his  natural  disposition  in 
literary  pursuits.  He  wrote  a  ce- 
lebrated "  Treatise  on  Hor»ctnan- 
ihip,"  of  which  a  most  excellent 
edition  was,  a  few  years  ago,  print- 
ed in  this  kingdom  ;  and  four  come- 
dies. His  second  wife,  Margaret, 
was  a  woman  of  great  wit,  and 
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.ome  learning  :    for,  besides  the  life 
jf  the  duke,  and  her  own,  she  wrote 

great  number  of  folio  volumes, 
and  published  26  p'avs;  in  several 
)f  which  there  are  scenes  and  songs 
vriiten  by  the  duke. 

CAWTHORXE(JAMES)  avery 
greeable  poet,  born  at  Sheffield 
1721.  In  17  43,  he  was  chosen  mas- 
er  of  Tunbridge  School  ;  and  this 
place  he  held  till  his  death,  which 
lappened  by  a  fdll  from  his  horse 
n  1761.  His  poetical  composi- 
ions  were  collected  and  published 
n  410.  177  i. 

CAXTON  (WILLIAM)  the  first 
.vho  introduced  the  art  of  printing 
with  fusile  types  into  England,  was 
3  >rn  in  the  Weald  of  Kent,  about 
the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  Henry 
IV.  Being  about  15,  he  was  put 
apprentice  to  Mr.  Robert  Large,  a 
mercer,  who,  arfter  having  been 
sheriff  and  mayor  of  London,  died 
in  1441,  leaving  by  will  34  mark3 
to  his  apprentice  William  Caxton  ; 
a  considerable  legacy  in  those  daye, 
aid  an  early  testimony  of  Caxton's

same  year  that  his  master  died,  and 
was  entrusted  by  the  Mercers  Com- 
pany to  be  their  agent  or  faQor  in 
Holland,  Zealand,  Flanders,  Sec.  la 
1464  a  commission  was  granted  to 
him  and  Richard  Whitehil!,  esq. 
by  Edward  IV.  to  continue  and  con- 
firm the  treaty  of  trade  and  com- 
merce  between  his  majesty  and 
Philip  duke  of  Burgundy,  or,  i£ 
they  found  it  necessary,  to  make  a 
new  one.  They  are  styled  in  the 
commission,  ambassadors  and  special 
deputies.  A  marriage  was  con- 
cluded in  July  i  468,  between  the 
king's  sister,  lady  Margaret  of  York, 
and  the  duke's  son  Charles,  he  be- 
ing then  duke  of  Burgundy  ;  and 
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when  the  lady  arrived  at  the  duke's 
court  at  Bruges,  Caxton  appears 
to  have  been  of  her  retinue.  He 
was  either  now  one  of  her  house- 
hold, or  held  some  constant  post  or 
office  under  her,  because,  as  he  says, 
he  received  of  her  a  yeaily  fee  or 
salary,  besides  many  other  good  and 
great  benefits.  Being  more  expert 
than  most  others  in  penmanship 
and  languages,  it  is  highly  probable 
that  he  was  employed  by  the  du- 
chess in  some  literary  way.  As 
soon  as  he  hid  acquired  the  mystery 
of  the  new  invention  of  printing 
(which  he  did  not  accomplish,  he 
says  himself,  without  great  ex- 
pence),  he  was  employed  by  her  in 
translating  out  of  French  a  large 
volume,  and  afterwards  in  printing 
it.  It  appeared  under  the  title  of 
•'  The  Recuyell  of  the  His-tory  of 
Troy;"  and  is  the  first  book,  we 
DOW  know  of,  that  was  printed  in 
the  English  tongue:  the  date  being 
Sept.  19,  1471,  at  Colen  (Cologne). 
By  the  edition  of  the  "  Game  of 
Chess,"  dated  in  1474,  Caxton  ap- 
pears to  have  been  then  settled  in 
England;  and  this  book  is  allowed, 
by  all  the  typographical  antiquaries, 
to  have  been  the  first  specimen  of 
the  art  among  us;  and,  as  such,  has 
been  so  valued,  that  it  is  said,  the 
earl  of  Pembroke,  for  a  fair  copy 
thereof,  which  was  given  him  by 
Air.  Granger,  presented  him  with  a 
purse  of  forty  guineas.  The  next 
performance  of  Caxton,  of  which 
the  date  is  ascertained,  is  '«  The 
Difles  and  Sayingesof  the  Philoso- 
phers, translated  out  of  French  by 
Antone  erle  Ryvyres  lord  Scerles, 
emprynud  by  William  Caxton  at 
Westmestre  1477."  Caxton  print- 
ed several  other  pieces,  either  of 
his  own  composition,  or  translated 
by  him.  His  last  woik  was  a 
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translation  from  the  French  of 
•«  The  holy  Lives  of  the  Fathers 
Hermits  living  in  the  Deserts  ;"  and 
we  are  informed  by  Wynkcn  de 
Worde,  that  he  finished  his  life  and 
translation  together,  on  the  same 
day,  in  149!' 

CAYLUS(COUNTDE)aFrench 
writer,  born  at  Paiis  in  1692.  His 
chief  work  is  "  Recueil  d'Anti- 
quites  Egyptiennes,Etrusques,  Grec- 
ques,  Romaines,  Sc  Gauloises." 
7  torn.  410.  1752-67.  He  died  in 
1765. 

CEBES,  the  author  of  a  little 
beautiful  Grecian  remain,  intituled, 
"  A  Pianre  of  Human  Life."  Of 
this  author  we  have  no  account, 
save  that  he  is  once  mentioned  by 
Plato,  and  once  by  Xenophon. 

CECIL  (WILLIAM  LORD 
BURLE1GH)  an  eminent  English 
statesman,  whose  loyalty  to  his  so- 
vereign queen  Elizabeth,  and  his 
patriotism,  preserved  the  religion 
and  the  civil  policy  of  England 
from  falling  a  prey  to  sovereign 
tyranny  and  popish  superstitions.— 
He  was  born  at  Bourn  in  Lincoln- 
shire, 1521,  held  the  office  of 
lord  high  treasurer  of  England  27 
years,  and  died  1598.  A  collec- 
tion of  his  State  Papers  was  publish* 
cd  by  Hay nes,  1740;  and  a  con tinua- 
tion  of  them  by  Murdin,  1760. 

CEDRENUS  (GEORGE)  a  Gre- 
cian monk,  lived  in  the  iith  cen- 
tury, and  wrote  "  Annals,  or  an 
abridged  History,  from  the  Begin- 
ning of  the  World  to  the  reign  of 
Isaac  Comnenus,  Emperor  of  Con- 
stantinople," who  succeeded  Mi- 
chael IV.  in  1057. 

CELLAR1US  (CHRISTOPHER) 
born  1638,  at  Smalcalde,  in  Fran- 
conia;  died  1707.  He  published 
good  editions  of  above  ao  Latia 
and  Greek  authors.  His  works  re« 
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late  chiefly  to  grammar,  to  geo- 
graphy, to  history,  and  to  the 
oriental  languages.  Those  in  geo 
graphy  are  well  known  as  excellent 
helps  to  the  understanding  of  an- 
cient authors. 

CELLINI  (BEXVENUTO)  a  ce- 
lebrated sculptor  and  engraver  of 
Florence, born  1500,  died  1570. 

CELSUS  (AURELIUS  CORNE- 
LIUS) a  philosopher  and  physician, 
who  flourished  under  the  reign  of 
Augustus  and  Tiberius.  He  wrote 
upon  several  subjects,  as  we  learn 
from  Qumtillian ;  upon  rhetoric, 
for  which  he  is  often  quoted  and 
commended  by  this  great  master  ; 
upon  the  art  military  ;  upon  agri 
culture  ;  and  we  have  still  extant  ot 
his,  eight  books  "  De  Mcdicina,' 
•which  are  written  in  very  fine  Latin. 

CENTL1VRE  (SUSANNAH)  a 
celebrated  comic  writer,  who  had 
so  early  a  turn  for  poetry,  that,  as 
one  of  her  biographers  tells  ds,  she 
composed  a  song  before  she  was  7 
years  old.  She  is  the  author  of 
'5  P^aYs«  and  several  little  poems. 
Her  talent  was  comedy,  particularly 
the  contrivance  of  plots  and  inci- 
dents. She  died  Dec.  i,  1723. 

CERVANTES.  See  SAAVE- 
DRA. 

CERVETTO,  an  Italian  of  ex- 
traordinary charafler  in  the  musical 
•world.  He  played  the  bass  at  Dru- 
ry-Lane  Theatie,  and  died  Jan.  14, 
1783,  in  his  103d  year.  One 
evening,  when  Mr.  Garrick  was 
performing  the  charafter  of  sir 
John  Brute,  during  the  drunkard's 
muttering  and  dozing  till  he  falls 
fast  asleep  in  the  chair  (the  audience 
being  most  profoundly  silent  and  at- 
tentive to  the  admirable  performer), 
Cervetto  (in  the  orchestra)  uttered 
a  very  loud  and  immoderately- 
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lengthened  yawn  !  The  moment 
Garrick  was  off  the  stage,  he  sent 
for  the  musician,  and  with  consi- 
derable warmth  reprimanded  him 
for  so  ill  timed  a  symptom  of  som- 
nolency ;  when  the  modern  Naso, 
with  great  address,  reconciled  Gar- 
rick  to  him  in  a  trice,  by  saying, 
with  a  shrug,  "  I  beg  ten  tousand 
pardon  !  but  I  always  do  so  ven  I 
am  ver  muschplease  !"  Mr.  Cervetto 
was  distinguished  among  his  friends, 
of  the  galleries  by  the  ludicrous 
name  of  Nosey,  from  the  promi- 
nency of  his  nasal  feature. 

CESALPINUS,  a  celebrated  Ita- 
lian writer  on  Botany,  born  1519, 
died  1603. 

CHAISE  (FATHER  DE  LA)  a 
Jesuit  of  uncommon  abilities,  and 
confessor  to  Louis  XIV.  born  at 
Forex  in  the  province  of  Lyons, 
about  1626.  The  learned  Huetius, 
bishop  of  Avranches,  calls  him  "  a 
man  incredibly  well  versed  in  all 
parts  of  learning,  of  philosophy  and 
divinity  in  particular." 

CHALCONDYLES(DEMETRI- 
US)  a  native  of  Athens,  and  one 
of  those  learned  men  whom  Pope 
Nicholas  V.  sent  to  Rome  to  trans- 
late the  Greek  authors  into  Latin. 
Under  his  inspeflion  and  care  was 
first  published  at  Florence,  in  1499, 
the  "  Greek  Lexicon"  of  Suidas. 
He  died  about  1510. 

CHALONER  (SIR  THOMAS) 
born  at  London  about  1515.  He 
was  much  employed  in  embassies 
and  negociations  with  foreign 
courts;  and  died  i  565,  leaving  be- 
hind him  a  work  called  "  The  right 
ordering  of  the  English  Republic." 
He  also  discovered  the  first  alum 
mines  in  England. 

CHAMBAUD  (LEWIS)  author 
of  a  French  Dictionary  and  Gram- 
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mar,  and  other  useful  school-books, 
died  1776. 

CHAMBERLAYNE(EDWARD) 
born  at  Odington  in  Gloucestershire 
16  16,  died  i  703.  He  wrote  many 
books  ;  the  best  known  of  which  is, 
"  Angliae  Notitia  :  or  the  Present 
State  of  England." 

CHAMBER  LAYNE(JOHN)  son 
of  the  preceding,  and  continuator 
of  that  useful  book  "  The  Present 
State  of  England,"  was  born  about 
1670,  and  died  in  1724,  having 
published  many  ingenious  critical, 
theological,  and  moral  work?. 

CHAMBERS    (EPHRA1M)   au- 
thor of  the  celebrated  Dictionary  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  which  goes  under 
his  name,   was  born  at    Milion,    in 
the  county  of  Westmorland.  When 
he  became  of  a  proper  age,  he  was 
put  apprentice    to     Mr.  benex    the 
globe-maker,  a    business   which    is 
connected  with  literature,  and  espe- 
cially with   astronomy  and    geogra- 
phy.     It  was  during  Mr.  Chambers's 
residence  with  this  skilful  mechanic, 
that  he    contraflcd    that    taste     for 
science  and   learning  whiih   accom, 
panied  him  through  life,  and  direft- 
ed  all  his  pursuits.     Jt  was  even  at 
this    time  that   he  formed   the    de- 
lign  of  his  grand  work,  the   "  Cy- 
clopaedia ;"  and    some    of    the   first 
articles   of  it   were    written  behind 
the'  counter.       He    died    May    15, 
1740.        The    first    edition  of  the 
Cyclopaedia  was  published  in  1728, 
in  two    vols.    folio.      Another    edi- 
tion,   with    considerable    improve- 
ments, by   Dr.  Rees,    was   begun  to 
be  published  in  weekly  numbers  in 
1778,  and  has  been  long  since  com- 
pleted in  4  vols. — Jan.  i ,  1802,  Dr. 
Rees    commenced    the    publication 
of  an  edition  still  farther  enlarged, 
being  calculated  to   make  20  vols. 
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in  4to  ;  and  from  the  well  known 
talents  of  the  Editor,  u.e  may  fairly 
presume,  that  when  finished  it  will 
be  an  honour  to  our  age  and  coun- 
try. 

CHAMBERS  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  architect,  whose  name 
will  be  transmitted  to  late  posterity 
as  the  builder  of  that  great  national 
ornament  Somerset  Place.  This  su- 
perb strutlure  was  begun  in  1776, 
and  inhabited  in  1785.  Sir  William 
was  by  birth  a  Swede,  but  was 
brought  over  to  England  at  two 
years  of  age.  He  wrote  an  excellent 
"Treatise  on  Civil  Architecture," 
a  "  Dissertation  on  Oriental  Gar- 
dening," published  "  Designs  for 
Chinese  Buildings,"  Sec.  and  died 
March  8,  1796. 

CHAMPAGNE  (PHILIP  OF)  a 
celebrated  painter,  born  at  Brussels 
1602,  died  1674. 

CHANDLER  (MARY)  an 
English  lady,  distinguished  by  her 
talent  for  poetry,  born  at  Malmes- 
bury  in  Wiltshire,  1687,  died  Sept. 

i»»  >745- 

CHANDLER  (SAMUEL)  an 
eminent  dissenting  minister  and 
theological  writer,  born  at  Hunger- 
ford,  Berks,  1693,  died  1766. 

CHAPELAIN  (JOHN)  a  French 
poet,  born  at  Paris  1595,  chiefly 
distinguished  himself  by  an  heroic 
poem,  called  "La  Pucelle,  ou  France 
Delivree,"  and  died  1674. 

CHAPELLE  (CLAUDE  EMA- 
NUEL  LULLIER)  a  celebrated 
French  poet,  born  at  Chapelle  1621. 
He  is  said  to  have  been  a  very 
pleasant,  but  withal  a  very  volup- 
tuous man,  and  died  1686. 

CHAPMAN  (GEORGE)  born  in 
1557,  and  highly  celebrated  in  his 
time  for  his  dramatic  writings  and 
poetry.  He  translated  ««  Homer't 
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Iliad  and  Odyssey,"  which  are  still 
looked  upon  with  some  respeft.  He 
wrote  17  dramatic  pieces,  and  died 
i634. 

CHAPMAN  (Dr.JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  critic,  and 
vindicator  of  the  Christian  religion 
against  Morgan,  Tindal,  and  others, 
was  born  in  1704,  and  died  1784. 

CHAPMAN  (WILLIAM)  an 
Englishman,  who,  among  many  other 
useful  discoveries  and  improve- 
ments, was  the  first  who,  about 
1758,  gave  the  idea,  and  at  sea 
established  by  practice,  the  inva- 
luable secret  of  making  salt  water 
fresh.  He  died  at  Newcastle,  Oft.

CHAPONE  (HESTER),  an  ele- 
gant English  poet  and  moral  writer, 
born  of  a  respectable  Northampton- 
shire family  of  the  name  of  Mulso, 
about  1726.  Her  pen  was  always 
directed  to  moral  purposes ;  and 
virtue,  far  from  showing  repulsive 
austerity  in  her  representations, 
was  distinguished  by  endearing 
graces.  She  will  long  be  dis- 
tinguished on  the  rolls  of  literature 
for  her  "  Letters  on  the  Improve- 
ment of  the  Mind,  addressed  to  a 
Young  Lady,"  2  vols.  iamo.  1773. 
and  "  Miscellanies  in  Prose  and 
Verse,"  j  2mo.  1775.  Mrs.  C.  died 
at  Hadlty  in  Middlesex,  Dec.  25, 
1801. 

CHAPPEL  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
learned  and  pious  divine,  bishop  of 
Cork,  Cloyrie,  and  Ross,  in  Ire- 
land, born  at  Lexington  in  Notting- 
hamshire, 1582,  died  1649.  He 
published,  the  year  before  his  death, 
«'  Methodus  Concionandi ;"  that  is, 
•'  The  Method  of  Preaching  ;"  which 
for  its  usefulness  was  translated  into 
English.  To  this  bishop,  among 
Other  divines,  has  been  ascribed  the 
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composition  of  that  excellent  book 
"The  Whole  Duty  of  Man." 

CHARDIN  (SIR  JOHN)  a  fa- 
mous voyager,  was  born  at  Paris 
1643  ;  but  came  to  London  upon 
the  revocation  of  the  edift  of  Nantz 
in  1685.  He  went  to  Persia  and 
the  East  Indies,  and  trafficked  in 
jewels.  Charles  II.  king  of  Eng- 
land, conferred  upon  him  the  ho- 
nour of  knighthood.  He  died  at 
London  1713.  His  "Voyages" 
have  always  been  much  esteemed, 
as  very  curious  and  very  true. 

CHARES,  an  ancient  statuary, 
who  immortalized  himself  by  the 
Colossus  of  the  Sun  at  Rhodes, 
which  has  been  reckoned  one  of  the 
seven  wonders  of  the  world. 

CHARKE  (CHARLOTTE)  was 
youngest  daughter  of  Colley  Gibber 
the  player  and  afterwards  poet  lau- 
reat.  At  eight  years  old  she  was 
put  to  school ;  but  had  an  education 
more  suitable  to  a  boy  than  a  girl; 
and  as  she  grew  up  followed  the 
same  plan,  being  more  frequently  in 
the  stable  than  in  the  bed-chamber, 
and  mi 'tress  of  the  carry -comb, 
though  ignorant  of  the  needle.  Her 
adventures  during  the  remainder  of 
her  life  are  nothing  but  one  varie- 
gated scene  of  distresses,  of  a  kind 
which  no  one  can  be  a  stranger  to, 
who  has  either  seen  or  rearl  accounts 
of  those  most  wretched  of  all  hu- 
man beings,  the  members  of  a  mere 
strolling  company  of  actors.  In 
'755  she  came  to  London,  where 
she  publi-hed  the  "  Narrative  of 
her  own  Life  ,"  to  which  de.nh  put 
a  period,  am!  thereby  to  one  con- 
tinued course  of  misery,  the  t  v  ident 
consequence  of  folly,  impruf'-nre, 
and  absurdity,  some  time  in  1759. 

CHARLEMAGNE,  or  Charles  I. 
king  of  France  by  succession,   and 
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of  the  Wen  bv  conq'ien 
in  800   (whi(h  laid  the    fo 


of    the    dynasty    of    the    Western 
Franks,  who  ruled  the  empire  472 
years,   till  the  time   of   Rodolphus 
Auspergensis    the    founder  of   the 
house    of   Austria).      Charlemagne 
was   as   illustrious  in  the  cabinet  as 
in  the  field  ;  and,  though  he  could 
not  write  his  name,  was  the  patron 
of  men  of   letters,  the    restorer   of 
learning,  and  a  wise  legislator;    ht 
wanted   o;ily    the    virtue   of   hum.' 
nity  to  render  him  the  mo<t  arcom- 
plished   of  men  ;    hut  when  we  r< 
of  his  beheading  4,500  Saxons  suM\ 
for  their  loyalty  to  their  prince  i« 
opposing    his  conquests,   we  canro 
think  he  merits  the  extravagant  eto- 
cominms  bestowed  on  him  by  som<-

historians.     He    died 
74th  year  of  his  age. 

CHARLES  XII.  (OF  SWEDEN; 
\vas  born   June  27,    i  682,   «md  iet 
off  in  the  style   and    with  the  spiri' 
o'f  Alexander  the  Gieat.      His  pre- 
ceptor asking  him  what  he  thought 
of   that    hero?       "I    think,"    say 
Charles,  "  that  I  should  chuse  to  b'.- 
like    him." — "Ay,    but,"  said    tin- 
tutor,  "  he  only  lived  32  years." — 
"Oh,"  answered  the  prince,   "that 
is   long   enough,    when    a   man    ha- 
conquered    Kingdoms."       Impatient 
to   reign,    he    cai.sed    himself  to  K 
declared  of  aue  at  15  ;    and,    at  In- 
coronation,   he   snatched   the  crown 
from    the  archbishop  of  Upsal,  and 
put  it   upon    his  head  himself,  witr 
an   air  of  grandeur  that   struck  the 
people.     His  whole  reign  was  i>:\< 
continued    scene    of    warfare,    and 
concluded    at    the  siege    of    Fredc 
ricksha!!   in   Norway,    Dec.  1718; 
where,  as  he  was  visiting  the  work' 
of  his  engineers   by  star-light,    hi 
was  struck  upon  tiie   head    with    a 
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ball,    and    killed    upcn  the   spot.— 
He  might  be  called    the  Quixote  of 
the   Norih,   carrying  a1.!  the  virtues 
of  tlie    hero   to  an    excess,    which 
made  them    as  dangerous  and  per- 
nicious   as  the  opposite  vices.     His 
firmness  was  obstinacy  ;  his  libcra« 
lity,  profusion  ;    his  courage,   ra>h- 
ness;  his  severity,  cruelty  ;  he  was, 
in  his   last  years,    less  a   king  than 
!  tyrant,  and  more  a  soldier  than  a 
hero.     The  projefts  of    Alexander, 
whom  he  affefted   to  imitate,  were 
rot  on'y  wise,  but  wisely  executed  : 
w   -Teas  Charlc«,    knowing  no'hing 
r-ut    arm',    never    regulated    any  of 
hi<  movements  by  policy ,  a<  cording 
to  the  exigencies  of  the  conjuncture  ; 
hut    suffered    himself    to    be    borne 
along    by  a    bruril    courage,    which 


often  led  him  into  difficulties,  and 
at  length  occasioned  his  death.— 
He  was,  in  short,  a  singular,  rather 
than  a  vue-it  man. 

CHARXOCK.  (STEPHEN)  an 
eminent  divine  among  the  pres^y- 
terians  and  independents,  who  pub- 
lished his  woiks  in  2  v oh.  folio, 
and  died  in  i  680. 

CHARRON   (PETER)    born   at 

Paris  1541,  died   1603.      He  svrot1? 

a  hook  called    "  Les  Trois  Verites" 

"  The    Three    Truths,"    which    he 

published    in     159$.      These    three 

truths    are    the   following*   i.   That 

there  is  a  God  and  a  true  religion  ; 

•  .  That  of  all  religions  the  Chris- 

,i,in  is  the  only  true  one;    3.   That 

•if  all  the  Christian  communions  the 

Roman   Catholic    is    the    only   true 

.-hurch.      His     celebrity,     however, 

was  established  by   his  books    "  Of 

Wisdom,"    which   have  been  twice 

translated  into  English. 

CHASTEL  (JOHN)  the  son  of 
a  woollen-draper  at  Pans,  who  at- 
tempted to  kill  Henry  IV.  of  France, 
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This  prince,  hav-  quence  and  reasoning,  being  acorn, 
mentary  on  Leibnitz's  philosophy. 
This  learned  lady  was  born  in  Pi- 
cardy  i  706,  and  died  1749. 

CHATTERTON  (THOMAS)  a 
most  astonishing  genius,  born  at 
Jristol  Nov.  go,  1752,  and  edu. 
ated  at  a  charity-school  on  St.  Au- 
'ustin's  Back,  where  nothing  more 
was  taught  than  reading,  writing, 
nd  accounts.  At  14  years  of  age 
le  was  articled  clerk  to  an  attorney 
at  Bristol,  with  whom  he  continued 
about  three  years;  yet,  though  hi* 
education  was  thus  confined,  he 
discovered  an  early  turn  towards 
)oetry  and  English  antiquities,  and 
particularly  towards  heraldry.— 
In  April  1770  he  left  Bristol,  dis- 
gusted with  his  profession,  and  ir. 
reconcileablc  to  the  line  of  life  in 
which  he  was  placed  ;  and  coming 
to  London,  in  hopes  of  advancing

ing  taken   a  journey  to   the  borders 
of   Artois,     was    teturned   to    Paris 
that    very   day.       He    was    in    the 
chamber  of  his  mbtress  Gabriella 
d'Earee,    who    lived    then    at    the 
hotel  de  Bouchage  ;    and  as  he  was 
going  to  embrace  Montigoi,  he  was 
ttru  k     in    'his    under    lip    with    a 
knife,  which   broke    a  tooth  in  his 
mouth.     John    Chastel,   who   gave 
him  that  blow,  and  designed  to  cut 
his  throat,  was  then  bat   1 8  or    19 
years  old.     He  had  no  sooner  given 
it,    than  he  dropped  his  knife,  and 
liid  himself  in  the  crowd.     Every 
body  stood    amazed,  being  at  a  Joss 
to  know  who  the  villain  was;    and 
he  was  likely  to  escape;  but  some- 
body happened  to  cast  an  eye  upon 
him,  and  he  was  taken  at  a  venture  ; 
the  wildness   of   his  look,   as  it  is 
sail!,  betray/mg  him.     He  was  sen- 
tenced to   death  by  a  decree  of  the 
parliament,    Dec.    29,    '594,    and 
suffered    the  same  day    by  the  light 
of  flambeaux.      Being  drawn   on  a 
sledge  to  la  Place  de  Greve  (which 
answers    to   what   we    ustd    to  call 
Tyburn),  he  there   had  the  flesh  of 
his   arms   and  thighs   torn  off  v>'ilh 
red-hot  pincers;  and  his  right  hand, 
in  which   he  held  the  knife  where- 
with he  endeavoured  to  commit  the 
murder,    cut    off;     afterwards    his 
body  was   drawn  and  quartered   by 
four    horses    pulling    several  ways 
and  his  membeisand  corpse  thrown 
into  the  fire,   and   burnt  to   ashes 
and  the  ashes  thrown   up   into   the 
air. 

CHATELET(the  MARCHION- 
ESS) a  most  illustrious  French  wri- 
ter on  philosophical  subjc-fts,  in 
which  she  is  said  to  have  rivalled 
Leibnitz  and  Newton.  She  wrote 
"  Institutes  of  Physics,"  a  work 
considered  as  a  masterpiece  of  elo- 


his  fortune  by  his  pen,    he  sunk  at 
once  from  the  sublimity  of  his  views 
to  an  absolute   dependence   on   the 
patronage  of  booksellers.      He  con- 
tinued to  write  incessantly  in  vari- 
ous periodical  publications;  but  all 
these  exertions  of  his  genius  brought 
in  so  little  profit,  that  he  was  soon 
reduced  to  the  extremest  indigence  ; 
so  that   at  last,  oppressed  with  po- 
verty and    disease,    in  a   fit  of    de- 
spair he  put  an  end  to  his  existence, 
•Aug.  1770,  with  a  dose  of  poison. 
In  1777  were  published,  in  one  vol. 
8vo,    "  Poems,    supposed    to    have 
been  written  at  Bristol,  by  Thomas 
Rowley    and   others,    in    the     15th 
century:  the  greatest  part  now  first 
published  from    the  most  authentic 
copies,   with  an  engraved  specimen 
of  one  of  the  MSS.     To  which  are 
added    a    preface,    an    introductory 
at  count  of  the   several  pieces,   and 
a  glossary."      And    hi    1778    were 
published,     in     one    vol.    8vo.— 
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*.'  Miscellanies  in  Piose  and  Verse, 
by  Thomas  Chatterton,  the  suppos- 
ed author  of  the  Poems  published 
under  the  names  of  Rowley,  £c." 
Concei  ning  the  authenticity  of  the 
poems  under  the  name  of  Rowley 
(that  is,  whether  they  were  really 
written  by  a  person  of  that  name, 
or  were  only,  what  they  are  now 
generally  considered  to  re,  the  forge- 
ries of  Chatterton)  there  long  exist- 
ed a  mighty  controversy  ;  and  the 
war  among  the  critics  has  even  now 
scarcely  sub>ide<l. 

CHAUCER  (GEOFFREY)  one 
of  the  greatest;  as  well  as  most  an- 
cient of  the  English  poets,  was  born 
in  London  in  1328.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Cambridge,  where  he  re- 
sided in  his  1 8th  year  when  he 
y/rote  "  The  Court  of  Love,"  and 
some  other  pieces.  His  distin- 
guished accomplishments,  both  of 
body  and  mind,  gained  him  the 
friendship  of  many  persons  of  dis- 
tin&ion,  by  whom  he  was  drawn  to 
court,  and  in  1368  he  was  made 
gentleman  of  the  king's  privy  cham- 
ber. In  1382,  having  given  of- 
fence to  the  clergy  by  adopting 
jnany  of  Wickliffe's  tenets,  he  was 
obliged  to  quit  the  kingdom;  and  in 
H.injult,  France,  and  Zealand,  he 
wrote  most  of  his  books.— His  ne- 
cessities forcing  him  to  return  to 
England,  he  was  discovered,  seized, 
and  sent  to  prison.  But,  upon  dis- 
co/ering  all  he  knew  of  the  late 
.transaftions  in  the  city,  he  was  dis- 
charged. This  confession  brought 
upon  him  a  heavy  load  of  calumny. 
To  give  vent  to  his  sorrow  at  this 
time,  he  wrote  his  "  Testament  of 
Love,"  in  imitation  of  "Boethius 
de  Consolatione  Philosophiae,"  and 
not  long  after  his  admirable  "  Trea- 
tise on  the  Astrolabe."  He  died 
O&,  2,5,  j-joo,  and  was  buried  at 
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Westminster-abbey,  in  the  great 
south-cross  aisle.  His  "Canteibnry 
Tales,"  the  most  considerable  of  his 
works,  have  b«en  incomparably  well 
published  by  Mr.  Tyrwhitt. 

CHAUNCY  (SIR  HENRY),  an 
eminent  antiquary,  author  of 
"  The  Antiquities  of  Hertford- 
shire,"  folio.  This  work,  which  is 
much  esteemed,  and  now  become 
very  scarce,  was  published  in  1700, 
in  which  year  also  its  author 
died. 

CHAUVIN  (STEPHEN)  a  French 
Protestant  divine,  born  1640,  died 
1725.  His  principal  literary  pro- 
duftions  were,  "  A  Lexicon  Philo- 
sophicum,"  and  a  new  "Journal 
des  S.'avans." 

CHEEK.E  (SIR  JOHN),  precep. 
tor  to  Edward  VI.  and  a  critical 
writer  on  Greek  literature,  born  at 
Cambridge  1514,  died  1.557. 

CHEMNITZ  (MARTIN)  a  Lu- 
theran divine,  bprn  at  Britzen,  in 
Brandenburgh,  in  1522.  His  "  Exa- 
mination of  the  council  of  Trent" 
has  been  reckoned  a  very  masterly 
performance. 

CHE^ELDEN  (WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  surgeon  and  anato- 
mist, born  at  Somerby  in  Leicester- 
shire 1688.  So  early  as  the  age 
of  22,  he  read  leQures  in  anatomy: 
of  which  the  "  Syllabus"  was  first 
printed  in  1711,  and  afterwards 
annexed  to  his  ''  Anatomy  of  the 
Human  Body,"  printed  first  in 
1713,  8vo.  But  what  he  more 
particularly  attended  to,  was  the 
operation  of  cutting  for  the  stone. 
In  1722,  he  gained  great  ap- 
plause in  this  way;  and  the  year 
after,  published  his  "  Treatise  on 
the  High  Operation  for  the  Stone." 
In  1728,  he  immortalized  himself 
by  giving  sight  to  a  lad  near  14 
years  old,  who  had  been  totally 
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blind  from  his  birth,  by  the  closure 
of  the  in.;,  without  the  least  opening 
for  light  in  the  pupil;  and  drew  up 
a  particular  account  of  the  whole 
process,  with  the  various  observa- 
tions made  by  the  patient  after  he 
hed  recovered  his  sight.  He  died 
April  i  o,  1752. 

CHESNE  (JOHN  DU),  a  French 
physician  and  writer  on  chemistry, 
died  1609.  Beside  his  professional 
works,  he  was  author  of  two  books 
in  verse  called  "The  Foliy  of  the 
World,"  and  "The  Great  Mirror 
of  the  World." 

CHESNE  (ANDRE  DU)  called 
the  father  of  Fiench  history,  was 
torn  in  Touraine  15^4,  and  crushed 
to  death  by  a  cart,  as  he  was  passing 
from  Paris  to  his  country  house,  in 
i6.jo.  His  principal  work  was,  "Un 
Recueil  des  Historiens  des  France." 

CHESTERFIELD  (PHILIP, 
EARLOF).  See  STANHOPE. 

CHETWODE  (K.NIGHTLEY), 
dean  of  Gloucester,  author  of  a 
"  Life  of  Lord  Roscommon"  and  of 
several  poems,  died  1720. 

CHETWOOD  (WILLIAM  RU- 
FUS),  many  years  prompter  to 
Drury  Lane  Thea-re,  author  of  some 
novels,  a  few  dramatic  pieces,  and 
a  book  of  small  merit,  called  "  A 
General  History  of  the  Stage." — 
He  is  supposed  to  have  died  about 
176  i. 

CHEVREATJ  (URBAN)  born  at 
Loudun  in  France,  16  13,  died  1701, 
He  wrote  "  A  History  of  the 
World,"  which  has  been  printed 
several  times,  and  ttanslated  into 
several  languages. 

CHLYNE  (GEORGE)  an  emi- 
nent English  physician,  born  of  a 
good  family  in  Scotland,  167  i,  and 
educated  at  Edinburgh,  under  Dr. 
Pitcairn.  He  passed  his  youth  in 
close  study  and  great  abstemious- 
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ness;  but  coming  to  London  wlien 
about  30,  and  finding  the  bottle 
companions,  the  younger  gentry  aiid 
free-livers,  to  be  the  most  easy  of 
access,  and  most  susceptible  of 
friendship,  he  changed  his  course 
with  a  view  to  force  a  trade,  till 
he  at  length  grew  excessively  fat, 
short  breath'd,  lethargic,  and  list- 
less, and  swelled  to  such  an  enor- 
mous size,  that  he  exceeded  32 
stone  in  weight.  Having  tried  all 
the  power  of  medicine  in  vain,  he 
resolved  at  last  to  use  a  milk  and 
vegetable  dut,  which  removed  his 
complaints.  His  siz;  was  reduced 
to  almost  one  third;  he  recovered 
his  strength,  aflivity,  and  cheerful- 
ness, with  the  free  and  perfeft  use 
of  his  faculties,  and  by  a  regu- 
lar observance  of  this  regimtn 
reached  a  mature  period ;  for  he 
died  at  Bath  in  his  7  ad  year.  He 
wrote  among  other  things,  "  An 
Essay  on  Health  and  long  Life-;" 
"An  Essay  of  the  true  Nature  and 
due  Method  of  treating  the  Gout ;" 
"A  new  Theory  of  acute  and  slow 
continued  Fevers;"  "  Philosophical 
Principles  of  Religion,  Natural  and 
Revealed,  in  two  parts;"  "The 
English  Malady  ;  or,  a  Treatise  of 
Nervous  Diseases  of  all  kinds,  in 
three  parts." 

CHEYNEL  (FRANCIS),  a  non- 
conformist  physician  and  contro- 
versial writer,  chiefly  against  Chil. 
lingworth,  born  at  "Oxford  1608, 
died  1665. 

CHICHLEY,  or  CHICHELY 
(HENRY)  archbishop  of  Canter, 
bury,  born  at  Higham  Ferrers  in 
Northamptonshire,  founded  and  en- 
dowed All  Souls  College,  Oxford, 
and  died  April  12,  1443. 

CHILD  (SIR  JOSIAH)  au- 
thor of  a  well  written  "  Essay  on 
Trade,"  was  born  1630,  and  die4 
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1699,  leaving  a  son,  who  was  in 
1718  crested  viscount  Castel- 
niaine,  and  in  1731  earl  Tylney. 
The  title  of  Tylney  is  now  ex- 


CHILLINGWORTH  (WIL 
LI  AM)  a  divine  of  the  church  of 
England,  celebrated  for  his  skill  in 
defending  the  cause  of  Protestants 
.  against  Papists,  born  at  Oxford  i  602, 
died  1644.  Kis  most  important 
work  is,  "  A  free  Enquiry  into 
Religion." 

CHRISTIE  (HUGH)  master  of 
the  grammar-school  at  Montrose  in 
Scotland,  wrote  a  "  Latin  Giam- 
mar,''  and  an  "  Introduction  to  the 
making  of  Latin,"  both  of  which 
are  much  esteemed,  and  died 

J/74- 

CHRISTINA,  queen  of  Sweden, 
and  daughter  of  Gustavus  Auol- 
f.'nus  the  Great,  born  Dec.  8,  1626. 
She  succeeded  him  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  kingdom  in  1633, 
and  ruled  it  with  great  wisdom 
and  prudence  till  1654,  when  she 
.  ncil  it  in  favour  oi  her  cousin 
Charles  Gustavus.  She  tLeu  <.  hang- 
ed her  religion  for  that  of  ihe  Ro- 
iiiish  church,  and  retired  to  Rome; 
•vet  upcn  the  death  of  Charles  Gus- 
tavus, which  happened  in  1660, 
she  icturned  to  Sweden,  with  an  in- 
tent to  resume  the  government. 
But  this  could  not  be  admitted,  be- 
Ciii;se,  by  the  laws  and  constitution 
of  the  land,  Roman  Catholics  are 
excluded  from  the  crown.  She  died 
at  Rome  1689.—  She  was  a  woman 
of  uncom  i  r.n  parts,  and  as  uncom- 
mon learning  ;  for  she  understood 
.y.veral  languages,  and  was  a  per 
feel  mistress  in  the  belles  Itttrts. 

CHRYSIPPUS,  a  celebrated  stoie 
philosopher,  born  at  Soli,  a  city  o< 
C':iicia,  wrote  a  great  many  books, 
above  700  as  we  are  told,  several 
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of  which  belonged  to  logic.  He 
died  in  the  143d  Olympiad;  and 
had  a  monument  erecled  to  him 
among  those  of  the  illustrious  Athe- 
nians. 

CHRYSOSTOM  (JOHN)  so  cal- 
led  from  his  eloquence,  was  born  at 
Antioch  of  a  noble  family,  about 
354,  consecrated  bishop  of  Constan- 
tinople in  398,  and  died  4  i  7.  The 
woiks  of  this  father  are  very  volu- 
minous. 

CHUBB  (THOM  AS)  born  at  East 
Harnham,  near  Salisbury,  Wilts ; 
1675. — He  was  bred  a  glover,  but 
became  toleiably  versed  in  mjthe- 
matic«,  geography,  and  many  other 
branches  of  science.  But  divinity 
above  ail  w<ishis  favourite  study  ;  and 
it  is  said,  that  a  little  society  was 
formed  at  Salisbury,  under  the  ma- 
nagement and  dire6tion  of  Chubb,  for 
the  purpose  of  debating  upon  reli- 
gious subjects.  Here  the  scriptures 
are  reported  to  have  been  read 
under  the  guidance  of  some  com- 
mentator  ;  and  every  man  delivered 
his  sentiments  upon  all  points  free- 
ly, End  without  reserve.  About 
this  time  the  controversy  upon  the 
i'linity  was  carried  on  very  warmly 
between  Clarke  and  Waterland; 
and  falling  under  the  cognizance  of 
this  theological  assembly,  Chubb,  at 
the  request  of  the  members,  drew 
up  and  arranged  his  sentiments  about 
it,  in  a  kind  of  dissertation  :  which, 
after  it  had  undergone  some  correc. 
tion,  appeared  to  the  world,  under 
the  title  of  "  Tlie  Supremacy  of  the 
Father  asserted,  &c."  and  gained 
him  great  celebrity.  He  died  at 
Salisbury,  in  his  68th  year,  leavin" 
behind  him  2  vois.  of  posthumous 
woiks,  which  he  calls  "  A  Farewell 
to  his  Readers,"  from  which  we 
may  fairly  form  this  judgment  of 
his  opinions:  "that  he  had  little  or

no  belief  of  revelation;  indeed  he 
plainly  rejefcls  the  Jewish  revela- 
tion, and  consequently  the  Chris- 
tian which  is  founded  upon  it ;  that 
he  disclaims  a  future  judgment,  and 
is  very  uncertain  as  to  any  future 
state  of  existence  ;  that  a  particular 
providence  is  not  dcducible  from 
the  phasnomena  of  the  world,  and 
therefore  that  prayer  cannot  be 
proved  a  duty,"8cc.  &c. 

CHUDLE1GH  [LADY  MARY), 
a  poet  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  at  Winsloder,  in  Devonshire, 
1656,  died  1710. 

.  CHURCHILL  (JOHN)  duke  of 
Marlborough,  and  prince  of  the 
Holy  Roman  empire,  was  eldest 
son  of  sir  Winston  Churchill,  and 
born  at  Ashe,  in  Devonshire,  on 
Jvliilsummer-day  in  i  650.  As  a  com- 
mander in  chiet  of  the  British  army, 
he  stands  yet  unrivalled  ;  but  the 
limited  nature  of  our  work  will  not 
allow  us  to  relate  all  the  military  afts 
in  which  he  was  engaged  :  it  is  suf- 
ficient to  say,  that,  numerous  as 
they  were,  they  were  all  successful. 
He  died  June  \6,  1722,  at  Wind 
sor  lodge,  and  was  buried  in  West- 
minster-abbey. 

CHURCHILL  (CHARLES)  an 
English  poet  and  celebrated  satirist, 
born  MI  London  1731,  and  bred  to 
the  church.  His  first  poem  was 
"The  Rescind;  '  which  by  the  just- 
ness of  its  riiiiarks,  and  particularly 
the  severity  ot  its  satire,  greatly  ex- 
cited the  public  curiosity.  His  i.ext 
performance  was,  "  An  Apology  to 
the  Critical  Reviewers ;"  a  per- 
formance much  applauded  also,  and 
equally  satirical  wiih  the  former.— 
But  what  fame  he  got  by  these  pro- 
ductions, which  was  indeed  very 
great  and  deserved,  he  lost  by  hi.s 
morals  ;  and  while  l.is  writings 
amused  the  town,  his  aclions  dis 
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gustecl  it.  Diunk  with  success,  he 
now  quitted  his  wife,  and,  resigning  4 
his  gown  with  all  clerical  funttioss, 
commenced  a  man  of  the  town,  and 
indulged  in  all  the  gaieties  and  even 
vices  of  it.  His  next  poem  was 
intituled,  "Night;"  and  after  that 
he  published  "The  Ghost."  Dr. 
Johnson,  the  author  of  the  "Ram- 
bler," had,  it  seems,  spoken  lightly 
of  Churchill's  productions  :  in  this 
poem  he  has  described  Johnson 
under  the  character  of  Pomnoso, 
and  the  description  is  allowed  to 
have  merit.  The  poems,  "  Night" 
and  '-The  Ghost,"  had  not  the 
rapid  sale  expecled  by  the  author  ; 
but  "  The  Prophecy  of  Famine," 
which  succeeded,  produced  him 
again  in  all  his  lustre.  He  after- 
wards published  his  "  Epistle  to 
Hogarth,"  •'  Go'.han:,"  "  Independ- 
ence," "  The  Times,"  Sec.  and  died 
at  Boulogne,  Nov.  .5,  1764. 

CHURCHYARD  (THOMAS)  an 
English  poet,  principally  known  by 
11  The  \Vorthies  of  Wales,"  a  book 
in  its  tijie  greatly  esteemed,  lie 
died  about  i  570. 

CIBBER  (COLLEY)  poet  lau. 
real  to  George  1J.  comedian,  and 
dramatic  writer,  born  in  London 
Nov.  6,  1671.  "The  Careless 
Husband"  is  reckoned  his  best  play, 
and  was  acted  in  1704,  with  great 
and  deserved  success.— -But  of  all 
his  plays,  none  was  of  more  im- 
portance to  himself,  than  h:s  come- 
dy called  "  The  Nonjuror,"  -winch 
was  afted  in  1717,  and  dedicated 
to  the  king  ;  for  when  he  piescnted 
it  to  George  J.  that  monarch  or- 
dered him  200!.  and  the  merit  of  it, 
as  he  himself  confesses,  made  him 
poet  laurccit  in  ;/3o.  The  same 
year  he  quitted  the  stage,  though 
lie  did  not  die  till  Dec.  1757.  He 
did  not  succeed  in  writing  tragedy, 
L  a 
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that  he  would  paint  with  great  ac- 
curacy when  he  got  home,  what 
he  had  seen  abroad.  He  has  been 
universally  admired  for  his  inven 
tion,  the  delicacy  of  his  colouring, 
and  the  Charming  variety  and  ten 
derness  of  his  tints  ;  for  his  artful 
distributions  of  the  lighfs  and  sha- 
dows, for  his  wonderful  conduft  in 
the  disposition  of  his  figures,  and 
for  the  harmony  of  his  compo- 
sitions. Claude  was  employed  by 
Pope  Urban  VIII.  and  many  of  the 
Italian  princes,  in  adorning  their 
palaces.  He  died  in  i  682,  and  was 
buried  ai  Rome. 

CLAUDIANUS  (CLAUDIUS)  a 
Latin  Poet,  flourished  in  the  fourth 
cer.tury,  under  the  emperor  The-o- 
dosius  and  his  sons  Arcadius  and 
Honorius;  the  two  litter  of  uhoru, 
at  the  senate's  request,  ordered  a 
statue  to  be  erefted  for  him  in  Tra. 
jan's  forum  :  on  which  was  soon  af- 
ter placed  the  following  epigram  in 
Greek: 

"  Pome  and  the  Cz?ars  here  his  statue 

"  raise, 
»l  Who  Virgil's  genius  jci.ned  to  Homer's 

"lays."

CLAV1US     (CHRISTOPHER),' 
an  eminent  mathematician,  horn  in| 
Germany   1537,    and   (onsidered  as 
the  Euclid  of  his  age,  died  at  Rome 
in    1612. 

CLEANTHES,  a  stoic  philoso- 
pher, disciple  of  Zeno,  flourished 
at  Athens  B.  C.  240.  He  main- 
tained himself  in  the  day  by  work- 
ing in  the  night  ;  and  being  once 
questioned  by  the  magistrates  how 
he  subsisted,  he  brought  a  wom^n 
for  whom  he  kneaded  bread,  and  a 
gardener  for  whom  he  drew  \vater  ; 
and  refused  a  present  offered  him 
by  his  judges,  having  a  treasure  (as 
Jie  sai;l)  in  his  ability  to  labour. 
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C  LEGHORN  (GEORGE)  a  phy- 
sician and  medical  writer,  born  at 
Granton  near  Edinburgh  17  i6,dic-d 
1789.  His  chief  publication  was 
on  "  The  Diseases  of  Minorca." 

CLE1VEI.AND  (JOHN)  a  noted 
loyalist  and  popular  poet  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  I.  He  has  how- 
ever had  the  fate  of  those  poets 
who,  paying  their  court  to  tempo- 
rary prejudice?,  have  been  atone 
time  too  much  praised,  and  at  an- 
other too  much  ncgletted.  Contem- 
porary with  Milton,  he  was  in  his 
time  exceedingly  preferred  before 
him;  and  Mi  lion's  own  nephew  sayp, 
that  he  was  by  some  esteemed  the 
best  of  the  English  poets.  But 
Cleivelantl  is  now  sunk  into  obli- 
vion, while  Milton's  fame  is  univer- 
sally diffused.  He  was  born  at 
Loughborough', Leicestershire,  16  i  3, 
and  died  i  658. 

CLEOPATRA,  queen  of  Egypt, 
famous  alike  for  her  beauty  and  her 
licentious  passions,  was  daughter  of 
Ftolemy  Auletes,  and  had  a  son  by 
Cee-ar  called  Cassarion.  She  hilled 
herself  after  the  defeat  of  Marc 
Antony,  that  she  might  not  be 
carried  to  Rome  in  triumph;  and 
with  her  ended  the  family  of  the 
Ptolemies  in  Egypt,  after  it  had 
reigned  from  the  death  of  Alexander 
294  years;  for  Egypt,  after  that, 
was  reduced  to  a  Roman  province, 
in  which  dependence  it  remained 
till  it  was  taken  from  them  by  the 
Saracens  A.  D.  641. 

CLERC(JOHN  LE)  a  celebrated 
philosophical  and  theological  writer 
and  universal  scholar,  horn  at  Ge» 
neva  1657,  died  1736. 

CLIFFORD  (GEORGE)  earl  of 
Cumberland,  a  celebrated  English 
navigator  born  1558,  died  1605. 

CL1VE  (ROBERT  LORD)  an 
eminent  East  India  governor,  and  a 
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striking  instance  of  the  inefficiency 
of  wealth  or  external  honours  to 
confer  happiness,  was  born  at  More- 
ton-Say, near  Market- Dray  ton, Shrop 
shire  1725)  and  died,  as  is  said,  by 
his  own  hand,  Nov.  22,  17/4. 

CLIVE  (CATHERINE)  an  emi- 
nent aQress  in  low  comedy,  born 
17  i  i,  died  178.5. 

CLUVER1US  (PHILIP)  a  cele- 
brated geographer,  born  at  Dant/ic, 
1580,  died  at  Leyden  1623. 

COBB  (SAMUEL)  author  of 
««  Observations  upon  Virgil,"  and  a 
"  Colle&ion  of  Poems,"  in  8vo. 
1700  ;  died  1713. 

COBDEN*  (DR.  EDWARD)  an 
eminent  English  divine  and  theo- 
loeical  writer,  born  about  1684, 
died  1764. 

COCKA1NE  (SIR  ASTON)  a 
dramatic  writer,  born  at  Ashbourn, 
in  Deibyshire,  1606,  died  1684. 

COCKER     (EDWARD)    deser- 
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talents:  she  had  a  great  and  philo- 
sophic turn  of  mind,  and  wrote  a 
defence  of  Locke's  •'  Essay  on  the 
Human  Understanding,"  against 
some  remarks  which  had  been  made 
upon  it  at  several  times  by  Dr. 
Burnet  of  the  Charter-house.  This 
defence  was  finished  as  early  as  Dec. 
1701,  when  she  was  but  22  years 
of  aue.  She  died  in  1749- 

COITEY  (CHARLES)  a  drama- 
tic writer,  principally  known  by 
his  farce  of  "  The  Devil  to  Pay," 
died  1745. 

COHORN  (MEMNON)  a  very 
celebrated  Dutch  engineer,  and  au- 
thor of  a  treatise  in  the  Flemish 
language  on  the  "Method  of  Forti- 
fying Places,"  born  1632,  died 
1704. 

COKE  (SIR  EDWARD)  lord 
chief  justice  of  England,  and  one 
of  the  most  eminent  lawyers  this 
kingdom  has  produced,  was  born  at

— He  was  however  so  excellent 
at  making  the  best  of  a  disgrace, 
that  king  James  used  to  com- 
pare him  to  a  cat,  who  always  fell 
upon  her  legs.  "  His  learned  and 
laborious  works  on  the  laws,"  says 
Fuller,  [Worthies,  p.  251.]  "  will

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Bowned  queen  Elizabeth,  the  foun 
tain  of  alljusti.-e  and  the  life  of  the 
law;"  "  A  Book  of  Entiies:"  and 
his  "  Institutes." 

COLBERT  (JOHN  BAPTIST) 
marquis  of  Segnelai,  one  of  the 
greatest  statesmen  that  France  ever 
had,  was  born  at  Paris  1619,  and 
died  1683.  He  was  a  pattern  for 
all  ministers  of  state  :  and  eveiv 
nation  may  wish  itself  blessed  \\ith 
a  Colbert. 

COLE  (WILLIAM)  born  at  Ad- 
derbury  in  Oxfordshire  about  1626, 
was  the  mo=l  famous  botanist  of  his 
time.  In  1656,  he  published  "The 
Art  of  Simpling;"  and  in  1657, 
"  Adam  in  Eden,  or  Nature's  Pa- 
jadise  ;"  and  died  in  1662. 

COLES  T,LISHA)born  in  North- 
amptonshire 1640.  became  one  of 
the  ushers  of  Merchant-Taylor's 
school,  and  wrcte  several  useful  and 
necessary  books  for  the  instruction 
of  beginners,  the  principal  of  which 
were,  "  The  complete  Englihh 
Schoolmaster,""  The  newest,  plain- 
est, and  shortest  Short  hand,"  "  No- 
lens volens ;  or,  you  shall  make 
Latin  whetl-.er  you  will  or  no,  con- 
taining the  plainest  directions  for 
that  purpose,"  "  An  English  Dic- 
tionaiy,"  and  "An  English-Latin 
and  Latin-English  DicVtmnary." 

COLET  (DR.  JO;,N)  a  learned 
Z-ngliih  divine,  born  in  London 
l  466,  was  the  eldest  son  of  sir 
Henry  Colct,  knt.  twice  lord-mayoi , 
who  had,  beside  him,  21  children. 
Being  clean  of  St.  Paul's,  and  having 
a  very  plentiful  estate  without  anv 
near  relations,  (for  numerous  as  hi? 
brethren  were,  they  were  all  dead 
and  buried)  he  resolved,  in  the  midst 
of  life  and  health,  to  consecrate  the 
whole  property  of  it  to  some  stand- 
ing and  perpetual  benefaflion.  And 
this  he  performed,  by  founding  and 
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endowing  St.  Paul's  school  in  Lon- 
don, of  which  he  appointed  William 
Lilly  first  master  in  1512*  He  or- 
uained  that  there  should  be  in  this 
school  a  high  master,  a  surmaster, 
and  a  chaplain,  who  should  teach 
gratis  153  childien  divided  into  8 
classes;  and  he  endowed  it  with 
lands  and  houses,  amounting  then  to 
122).  45.  7 d.  halfpenny  per  annum, 
of  which  endowment  he  made  the 
Company  of  Mercers  trustees.  He 
died  Sept.  » 6,  1519. 

COL1GNI  (GASPARD  DE)  a 
celebrated  admiral  of  France,  %vho 
bravely  supported  the  cau.-e  of  the 
French  protestants  agjinst  the  duke 
of  Guise  and  his  adherent  ;  but, 
after  several  viftories  gained  over 
their  persecutors,  was  at  last  barely 
assassinated  by  one  of  the  duke  of 
uise's  domestics,  in  the  beginning 
of  tUc  horrid  massacre  of  Paris  on 
he  eve  of  St.  Bat  tholomevv's-day,

COLLIER    (JEREMY)    an  emi- 
nent English  divine,    born  at  Stou-- 
Oui,  in  Cambi  idgeshire,  1650,  died 
1726.    He  published    "  Essays  upon 
everal  moral  subjects,"  which  have 
>assed     through    many    editions.— 
n  1698    he  made    an    attempt    to 
eform  the  stage,    by  publishing  his 
'  Short    View   of    the    Immorality 
nd    Profaneness    cf  .  the     English 
tage,"  and  other  pamphlets.      This 
engaged  him  in  a  controversy  with 
he  wits  ;  .and    Congreve    and  Van* 
>riigh,    whom,    with    many   ethers, 
it  had  taken  to  ta.-k  very  severely, 
ppeared    openly    a^-jinst  him.      In 
his    contreiversy     with     the    stage, 
oilier, exerted   him*  If  to   the  ut- 
nost    advantage;    his    labours  were 
ttended  with    success,    and  actually 
'reduced    repentance    and     .;mend- 
nent ;   for  it  is  allowed  on  all  hands, 
:iat  uic  decorum  which   has  been, 
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for  the  most  part,  observed  by  the 
latter  writers  of  dramatic  poetry,  is 
entirely  owing  to  the  anim  idver- 
sions  of  Collier.  Collier  also  pub- 
lished "  An  Ecclesiastical  History 
of  Great  Britain,"  2  vols.  folio, 
which  is  written  with  grent  judg- 
ment ;  and  translattd  Moreri's 
"  Hiittoric.il,  Geographical,  Genea- 
logical, and  Poetical  Dictionary," 
in  4  vols.  folio,  a  work  of  very 
great  labour. 

COLL1KGS  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent textuary  and  critic,  born 
1623,  died  i  690.  He  wrote  many 
books  of  controversial  and  practical 
divinity,  the  most  singular  of 
which  is,  "  The  Weaver's  Pocket- 
book  ;  or,  Weaving  spiritualized," 
8vo.  and  he  had  a  principal  hand 
in  Matthew  Poole's  Annotations  on 
the  Bible. 

COLLINS  (JOHN)  a  mathema- 
tical  and  arithmetical  writer,  born 
at  Wood  Eaton,  near  Oxford  1624, 
died  1683. 

COLLINS  (ANTHONY)  an  emi- 
nent writer  on  polemical  subjects, 
and  the  friend  and  correspondent  of 
the  great  Mr.  Lot  ke,  was  born 
at  Heston,near  HouiiUow.in  Middle- 
sex, 1676,  and  died  1729.  He  pub- 
lished his  celebrated  "  Discourse  of 
Free-thinkir.g,"  in  8vo.  1713,  and 
his  "  Discourse  of  the  Grounds  and 
Reasons  of  the  Christian  Religion," 
in  1724;  and  wrote,  beside  these, 
a  great  many  books,  which  were 
warmly  attacked  by  the  orthodox 
writers  of  that  time. 

COLLINS  (ARTHUR)  author  of 
"  The  Peerage  of  England,"  was 
the  son  of  William  Collins,  esq. 
(gentleman  usher  to  queen  Cathe- 
rine in  the  year  1669),  and  born 
1682.  Having  received  a  liberal 
education,  and  being  from  his  youth 
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much  inclined  to  the  study  of  anti- 
quities, he    conceived   the   arduous 
design  of  digesting    a  compendious 
account  of     the    nobility    of   these 
kingdoms,   whose    genealogies    had 
till    that  time  been    mouldering  in 
private    cabinets.       The  work  had 
great    merit  ;     the    rewards   of  his 
labour  were,  however,   by  no  means 
adequate  to  the   time  he  devoted  to 
these  researches.     The  ether  works 
known  to  be  published   by  Mr.  Col- 
lins were,    "  Sydney  State  Papers." 
"  Historical  Colltttionsof  the  Fami- 
lies of  Cavendish,  Holies,  Vere,  Har- 
ley,    and    Ogle,"     "  The    Life    of 
Edward    the    Black     Prince,"     and 
"  Proceedings,  Precedents,  and  Ar- 
guments, on  Ci.iims  and  Controver- 
sies concerning   Baronies    by  Writ, 
and    other     Honours."       He     died 
1760,   and  was  buried  in  the  church 
of    Battersea,     Surrey.— Whatever 
praise  is  due   to  Biographical  litera- 
ture in  general, certainly  belongs  to 
one  who  dipped  even  into  the  fune- 
real urn  to   stamp  his    labours  with 
authenticity  ;   and  such  is  the  credit 
they  have  obtained,  that  while  there 
remains    a  spark  of   veneration  for 
the  ancestry  and  exploits  of  our  peer- 
age, the  volumes  which  record  them, 
and  bear  Arthur  Collins'sname,  will 
be  consulted  as  the  authentic  history 
of  that  splendid  and    necessary  part 
"f     ihe     British      constitution.— A 
grandson    of  Arthur    (Colonel  David 
Collins)    has     lately     given    to    the 
world  a  very  valuable  "  Account  of 
the  English  Settlementof  NewSouth 
Wales,"  from  its  first  establishment 
in  January  i  788,  4 to.  vol.  i.  1798, 
vol.a,    1802.;  reprinted  in    i   vol. 
1804. 

COLLINS  (WILLIAM)  an  un- 
fortunate,  but  admirable  poet,  was 
born  at  Chichester  about  1720,  and 
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died  1756.  During  his  residence 
at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  he 
applied  himself  to  poetry;  and  pub- 
lished  the  "  Persian,"  or,  as  they 
have  been  since  intituled,  "  Oriental 
Eclogues  ;"  with  regard  to  which 
it  may  justly  be  asserted,  that  in 
simplicity  of  description  and  ex- 
pression, in  delicacy  and  softness  of 
numbers,  and  in  natural  and  un- 
affected tenderness,  they  are  not  to 
be  equalled  by  any  thing  of  the  pas- 
toral kind  in  ihe  English  language. 
—About  1744  he  suddenly  left  the 
university,  and  came  to  London  a 
literary  adventurer.  He  designed 
many  works;  but  his  great  fault 
•was  irresolution.  He  published  pro- 
posals for  a  "  History  of  the  Revi- 
val of  Learning  ;"  but  probably  not  a 
page  of  the  bi-tory  was  ever  written. 
His  uncle,  Mr.  Martm,  a  lieutenant- 
colonel,  left  him  about  2000!.  But 
man  is  r.ot born  for  happiness;  Col- 
lins, who,  \vhi!e  he  studied  to  live, 
felt  no  evil  but  poverty,  no  sooner 
lived  to  rtudy,  than  his  life  was  as- 
sailed by  more  dreadful  calamities, 
disease  and  insanity  ;  a:;d  he  died 
lunatic.  An  elegant  monument  has 
been  erefled  to  his  memoiy  in 
Chichester  Cathedral,  with  some 
beautiful  lines  inscribed,  from  the 
pen  of  Mr.  Hay  ley. 

COLL1NSON  (PETER,  F.  R.  S.; 
an  ingenious  bo.'anist  and  natural 
historian,  died  Aug.  11,  1768. 

COLMAN1  (GEORGE)  an  emi- 
nent dramatic  writer,  son  of  Tho- 
mas Colman,  e-q  British  resident 
at  Florence,  was  born  at  Floreme 
about  1733,  and  placed  at  a  very- 
early  age  in  Westminster  school. — 
In  1758  he  removed  to  Chrin 
Church  College,  Oxford,  ai:d  there- 
took  the  degree  of  M.  A.  During 
his  progress  at  Westminster,  an1 
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while  at  college,  he  formed  those 
literary  connexions  with  whom  he 
remained  in  friendship  till  they  se- 
verally cropped  off  the  stage  of  life. 
Lloyd,  Churchill,  Bonnel  Thornton, 
and  other  celebrated  wits  of  a  former 
day,  were  among  the  intimate  asso- 
ciates of  Mr.  Colman,  and  gave 
eclat  to  his  name,  by  noticing  him 
in  several  of  their  compositions. 
Mr.  C.  was  admitted  into  the  society 
of  Lincoln's-inn,  and  was  called  to 
the  bar,  where  he  prafliscd  a  very 
short  time.  About  the  year  i  768, 
Mr.  Beait',  being  incapable  of  bear- 
ing any  lor.ger  the  fatigues  of  a 
theatrical  life,  and  wishing  to  retire 
from  the  management  of  Covent. 
garden  tlientre,  disposed  of  his  pro- 
perty in  that  house  to  Messrs.  Col- 
man, Harris,  Powell,  and  Ruther- 
ford. These  gentlemen  carried  on 
the  management  together;  but,  in 
a  short  time,  Mr.  Colrran  appear- 
ing to  aspire  to  a  greater  authority 
than  the  other  patentees  (excepting 
Mr.  Powell)  were  disposed  to  grant, 
after  a  severe  literary  contest, 
which  was  published,  Mr.  Colman 
sold  his  share,  and  retired.  Soon 
-after,  Mr.  Foote,  then  proprietor  of 
the  Kay-market  theatre, having  been 
induced  to  withdraw  from  the  stage, 
disposed  of  his  theatre  to  Mr.  Col- 
man for  a  handsome  annuity,  which 
he  did  not  long  enjoy.  On  Mr. 
Foote's  death  Mr.  C.  obtained  the 
licence.  This  gentleman  was  one 
of  the  chief  writers  in  "  T;-e  Con- 
noisseur," and  produced  a  variety 
of  miscellaneous  poems  and  j  ap»rs, 
a-hxh  he  collefted  in  three  volumes. 
As  a  scholar,  he  holds  a  very  re- 
spectable rank,  as  may  be  seen  in 
his  tianslations  of  Horace's  "  Art 
of  Poetry,"  and  of  the  "  Comedies 
of  Terence ;"  and  his  manners  were 
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as  pleasing  as  his  talents  were  re- 
spectable. Mr.C.  died  Aug.  i  4,  i  794- 
COLSTON  (EDWARD)  a  per- 
son  ever  memorable  for  his  bene- 
faQions  and  charities,  was  born  at 
Bri>tcl  1656,  and  died  at  Mortlake 
in  Surrey,  Ocl.  i  i,  1721.  He  was 
buried  in  the  church  of  All-saints, 
Bristol,  where  a  monument  is  erecl- 
e.l  to  hi;  memory,  on  which  are 
enumerated  his  public  charities  to 
an  amazing  extent. 


COLUMBUS  (CHRISTOPHER) 
a  Genoese,  born  1442,  and  famous 
in  history  for  being  the  discoverer 
of  Americ-a,  ti.ough  it  took  its  name 
from  Americus  VcS|)Utius,  who,  by 
the  encouragement  of  Emanuel  king 
of  Portugal,  made,  in  1497,  some 
additional  discoveries  to  those  of 
Columbus.  He  died  1506. 

COLUMELLA,  a  Latin  writer 
•who  flourished  about  the  year  42, 
and  hjth  left  .us  some  books  upon 
agriculture,  and  a  "  Treatise  upon 
Trees,"  which  are  curious  and  va- 
luable. 

COLUTHUS.  3  Greek  poet,  who 
lived  in  the  beginning  of  the  6th 
century. 

COMBER  (DR.  THOMAS)  dean 
of  Durham,  born  at  Westeiha.n  in 
Kent,  1645,  died  1690. —  He  was 
the  author  of  several  learned  works 
chiefly  relating  to  the  "  Common 
Prayer:"  and,  among  others,  of  the 
"  Companion  to  the  Altar." 

COMINES  (PHILIP  DE)an  ex- 
cellent t"iench  historian,  born  in 
Flanders,  1446,  died  1509,  leaving 
behind  him  "  Memoirs  ol  his  own 
Times." 

COMNENA  (ANNA)  a  most 
accomplished  laJy,  and  daughter  of 
the  Greek  emperor  Alexius  Com- 
nenus,  flourished  about  1118,  and 
wrote  1,5  books  u^on  the  life  and 
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aflions    of  her    father,     which  she 
called  "-The  Alexiad.'' 

CONANT  (DR.  JOHN),  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  born  O£t.  18, 
1608,  at  Yeatcnton,  in  Devon* 
shire,  was  educated  at  Exeter  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  where  his  uncommon 
parts  and  learning  soon  acquired 
him  the  favour  of  Dr.  John  Pri. 
deaux,  then  reftor  of  that  college, 
who  used  to  say  of  him,  Conanti 
nihil  est  difficile  ;  an  excellent  pun, 
which,  however,  would  be  lost  in 
translation.  Having  taken  his  de- 
grees, he  was  by  the  Parliament 
constituted  one  of  the  assembly  of 
divines,  though  he  seldom  or  never 
sat  with  them.  In  1647,  he  was 
chosen  re£lor  of  his  college  ;  shortly 
ar'cer  Regius  professor  of  divinity  ; 
and  in  1657  made  vice-chancellor 
of  the  university.  In  1676  he  was 
made  archdeacon  of  Norwich  by 
bishop  Reynolds,  whose  daughter  he 
married  in  1651  ;  and  in  1681  a 
prebendary  of  Worcester  by  king 
Charles  II.  in  1686  he  lost  his 
sight;  and  in  1693  died,  leaving 
behind  him  a  number  of  admired 
sermons,  of  whicli  six  volumes  are 
in  print.  Dr.  C.  was  buried  in  the 
church  of  All  Saints,  Northampton, 


of  which  he  had  been  vicar  many 
years,  and  possessed  a  considerable 
estate  in  the  neighbourhood. 

CONDAM1NE        (.CHARLES 
MARIE  de  la)   a  celebrated  French 


traveller     and   poet, 
1701,    died     «774> 


born   at   Paris, 
leaving    many 


ingenious  and  valuable  works. 

CONDER  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
dissenting  minister,  born  in  Cam- 
bridgeshire 17141  died  in  London 
1781,  having  pi-.blished  "  An  Es- 
?iy  on  the  Importance  of  the  Mini- 
sterial Chaiacler,"  and  several  ser» 
nions  on  public  occasions. 
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CONDILLAC  (STEPHEN  BON- 
KOT  de)  a  French  writer  on  com- 
merce, policies,  and  metaphysics, 
died  Aug.  p,  1780.  He  was  pre- 
ceptor to  the  infant  duke  of  Parma, 
and  composed  for  the  use  of  his  il- 
lustrious pupil  "  A  Course  of  Stu- 
dy," which  was  afterwards  publish- 
ed 1776,  in  16  vol«.  i2mo.  and  is 
deserving  of  great  praise. 

CONDORCET  (MARQUIS  de) 
a  French  geometrician  and  philoso- 
phical writer,  and  perpetual  secre- 
tary of  the  academy  of  sciences  at 
Paris,  born  at  Ribemont,  in  Pi- 
cardy,  Sept.  17,  1753,  died  March 
28,  1794.  His  mathematical 
writings  are  numerous  and  useful  ; 
but  those  on  philosophical  subjects 
strike  at  the  root  of  religion  both 
natural  and  revealed. 

CONFUClUS.the  celebrated  Chi- 
nese  philosopher,  was  born  in  the 
kingdom  of  Lou,  which  is  at  pre- 
sent the  province  of  Chan  Long, 
£5  i  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ. 
His  extensive  knowledge  and  great 
wisdom  made  him  eveiy  where 
known:  his  integrity  and  the  splen- 
dor of  his  virtues  made  him  beloved  : 
kings  were  govetned  by  his  coun- 
sels, and  the  people  reverenced  him 
as  a  saint.  He  died  in  the  7gd  year 
of  his  age. 

CONGREYE  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  dramatic  writer  and  poet, 
born  at  Bardsey  near  Leeds,  in 
February  1669.  Though  bred  to 
the  law,  he  found  no  charms  in  that 
profession,  but  turned  his  mind  to 
polite  literature,  particularly  to  dra- 
matic composition,  and  wrote  a  co- 
medy called  "  The  Old  Bachelor," 
of  which  Dryden,  to  whom  he  was 
recommended,  said  "  that  he  never 
saw  such  a  first  play  in  his  life;" 
aud  in  the  performance  it  met  with 
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such  general  applause,  that  Con- 
yreve  was  thenceforward  considered 
as  the  prop  of  the  declining  stage. 
Having  written  four  comedies,  a 
tragedy,  an  oratorio,  and  a  masque, 
and  enjoyed  some  lucrative  employ- 
ments under  government,  he  died 
Jan.  19,  i  728  9,  arid  was  buried  in 
Westminster-  Abbey. 

CONNOR  (Dr.  BERNARD)  a 
medical  and  historical  writer,  born 
inKerry,  Ireland,  1666,  died  1698. 
In  if>94  he  was  appointed  physician 
to  John  Sobietki,  king  of  Poland, 
and  while  there,  wrote  "  A  History 
of  Poland."  Coming  afterwards  to 
England,  he  read  leflures  at  Cam- 
bridge, and  in  1697  published 
"  Evangelium  Medici, "£c.  a  work 
which  gained  him  much  reputation 
by  its  learning  and  ingenuity.  His 
History  of  Folan:!  is  in  2  vols.  8vo. 

CONRINGIUS(HERMANNUS) 
professor  of  law  at  Helmstadt,  born 
at  Norden  in  Frisia  1606,  died 
1681.  He  composed  many  works 
upon  law  and  history,  which  have 
been  printed  in  6  vols.  folio. 

CONSTANTINE,  usually  called 
the  Great,  and  memorable  for  hav- 
ing bien  the  first  emperor  of  the 
Romans  who  established  Christia- 
nity by  the  civil  power,  was  born 
at  Nais;us,  a  town  of  Dardania, 
272.  He  died  337.  and  divided 
the  empire  between  bis  three  sons 
Constantine,  Constantius,  and  Con- 
stans. 

CONYBEARE  (Dr.  JOHN)  bi- 
shop of  Bristol,  born  at  Pinhoe, 
near  Exeter,  1692,  died  at  B<ith 
1755.  His  "  Defence  of  Revealed 
Religion,"  published  1732,  in  an- 
swer to  Tindal's  "  Christianity  as 
old  as  the  Creation,"  is  an  admirable 
work,  and  rendered  eminent  service 
to  the  church. 


COO 

COOK    (JAMES)     a  crtcbrntff" 
English  circumnavigator,    was  born 
at  Marlon    in    Yorkshire,    Ocl.  27, 
1728,  of  poor  parents,  and  appren- 
ticed on  board  a  vessel  in  the  coal- 
trade.      In   the   war    of    1755,  be- 
tween England  and   France,   he  en- 
tered as  a  seaman  in  the  royal  navy. 
His  behaviour    in  this   station  soon 
endeared  him  to  the  officers;   and  on 
the  i^th  of  May  17591    he  obtained 
a  master's  warrant  for  the  Mercury, 
vhich  was  soon   after  employed  in 
the  famous  siege  of  Quebec.      Dur- 
ing this  siege  a  difficult  and  danger 
ous  service    was   to  be  performed  ; 
ndme'.y,   to    take    soundings   in  the 
fiiorntl  of  the   river  St.Laurer.ee 
ducfily  in  fr6nt  of  rhe  French  forti 
fied  c^rnp.     T!;is  he    performed   at 
the    imminent    hazard   of    his    life 
with  which    indeed    he  very  hardly 
escaped  ;     and    was  successively  re 
waid'-d  with    the   appointments   of 
master  of  the  Northumberland  man 
of  war,    marine-surveyor  of   New- 
foundland and  Labradore,  lieutenant 
in  the  navy,  and  commander  of  the 
Endeavour    bark,  fitted  out  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  some   astronomi- 
cal  observations,    and    making  dis- 
coveries in  the  Pacific  Ocean.      On 
this  expedition  he  sailed  from  Dept- 
ford  July  30,   1768,  and   returned 
to    England    July    12,     1771.      He 
sailed  again  Aprils,  1772,   in   the 
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manifested  in  ihis  voyage,  the  Roval 
Society  bestowed  on  him   tlie  m.  o'<;l 
of  Sir    Godfrey   Copley.      Another 
grand    question    was,    the   practica- 
hility  ot    a  northern  passage  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  ;   to  determine  which, 
captain    Cook    sailed  in  1776,  on 
board  the  Resolution,   accompanied 
by  captain  Clerke  in  the  Discovery. 
This    voyage    served  to    prove  that 
there    was    no    practicable    pass?ge 
between    the    Atlantic  and    Pacific 
Oceans  towards  the  north  ;  but,  en 
his   return,    it  unfortunately    hap- 
penefl,  that  our  navigator  was  killed 
in    an    aftiay   wilh    the    natives  of 
O whyhee,  one  of  the  Sandwich  Islsj, 
Feb.  14,  1779.    His  death  was  uni- 
versally regretted,  not  only  in  Great 
Britain,   but  throughout  all  Europe, 
where  his    great    merits   and  public 
services  were  knov.Vj. 

COOK.E  (SIR  ANTHONY)  pre- 
ceptor  to  Edward  VL  bcrn  at  GiJ- 
dy-Hall,  in  Essex,  1506,  diet 
1576.  He  was  a  man  of  singular 
piety  and  goodness,  and  of  un- 
common prudence  in  the  manage- 
ment of  his  family.— Knowing  that 
women  are  as  capable  of  learning  as 
men,  he  instilled  that  into  his  daugh- 
ters at  night,  which  he  had  taught 
the  prince  in  the  day.  He  was 
remarkably  happy  in  these  daugh- 
ters; for  they  were  learned  above 
their  sex  in  Greek  and  Latin,  and 


Resolution,  accompanied  by  captain 
Fin  r.caux  in  the  Adventure,  to  de- 
termine the  existence  or  non-exist- 
ence of  a  southern  continent.  By 
this  voy?ge,  from  which  he  re- 
turned in  1775,  the  illusions  of  a 
terra  australts  incognita  to  any  pur- 
poses of  commerce,  colonization, 
or  utility,  were  dispelled  ;  but  as  a 
reward  for  captain  Cook's  import, 
ant  improvements  for  preserving 
the  healths  of  seamen,  very  happily 


-.vere  equally  distinguished  by  their 
virtue,  piety,  and  good  fortune.-*- 
Several  witty  and  ingenious  sayings 
of  his  are  recorded;  particularly 
the  following:  "That  there  were 
three  objeQs  before  whom  he  could 
not  do  amiss  ;  his  prince,  his  con- 
science, and  his  children."  This  fa- 
cetious story  is  likewise  related  of 
him :  "  A  Sussex  knight  having 
spent  a  great  estate  at  court,  and 
reduced  l.imseif  to  one  park,  aiid  a 
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fine  house  in  it,  was  yet  ambitious 
to  entertain  the  king  (Edward  VI.) 
For  that  purpose  he  new  painted 
liis  gates,  with  a  coat  of  arms  and 
this  motto  over  them  in  laige  gol- 
den letters,  O1A  VAN  IT  AS.  Sir 
Anthony,  offering  to  read  it,  de- 
sired to  know  of  the  gentleman 
\vhat  he  meant  hy  OIA  ;  who  told 
him  it  stood  for  omi.ia.  "  1  won- 
der (replied  he)  that,  having  made 
your  omiiia  so  little  as  you  have, 
you  should  yet  make  your  vanitas 
so  large." 

COOKE  (THOMAS)  born  at 
Braintree,  in  Essex,  about  1707. 
When  only  19,  lie  gave  the  world 
a  i-ery  correft  edition  of  "  Andrew 
Marvel's  Works,  with  a  Life  of  the 
author  prefixed."  He  published 
translations  of"  Hesiod,"  "  Cicero 
de  Katura  Deorum," and  "Terence," 
and  prepaied  a  translation  of 
«'  Plautus,"  but  only  published  the 
*•  Amphytrion."  He  was  also  a 
orainatic  writer,  and  author  of  five 
or  fix  pieces,  which  however  were 
rot  attended  with  any  success. 

COOPER  (ANTHONY  ASH- 
LEY) earl  of  Shaftesbury,and  some- 
time lord  high  chancellor,  was  born 
atWinborne  St. Giles's,  in  Dorset- 
shire, July  2-->,  162'  and  died  Jan. 
1682-3.  He  is  s  ppo.-ed  to  have 
been  a  little  intemperate  in  his 
gallantries  ;  and  it  is  recorded,  that 
jCharleslI.  who  would  both  take 
1  berties  and  bear  them,  once  said 
to  the  earl  at  court,  in  a  vein  of 
T'illery  and  good  humour,  and  in 
reference  only  to  his  amoars,  "  1 
believe,  Shaftesbury,  thou  art  the 
wu  kfit  M  fellow  in  my  dominions." 
To  which,  with  a  low  bow  and  very- 
grave  face,  the  eail  replied,  "  May 
it  please  your  majesty,  of  a  subjcfi 
I  hclieve  'i  am;"  at  which  the  merry 
monarch  laughed  most  heartily. 
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COOPER  (ANTHONY  ASH. 
'.EYj  earl  cf  Shaftes.bary,  the  tele- 
t  rated  anther  of  the  "  Charaftei  i<- 
tics,"  via-,  grandson  of  the  preceding 
earl,  and  born  at  Exeter-house,  in 
London,  I'cb.  e6,  1670-1.  Soon 
after  his  coming  into  parliament  as 
a  burgess  f^r  Focle,  he  had  ai>op- 
portnnity  of  .-hewing  that  spirit  of 
liberty  which  he  maintained  to  the 
end  of  his  life,  and  by  which  he 
uniformly  dtrc&cd  his  condufl  on 
all  occasions:  it  was  the  bringing 
in  and  promoting  "  The  act  for 
granting  counsel  io  pi  isoners  in  cases 
of  high  treason.  This  he  looked 
upon  as  important,  and  had  pre- 
pared a  speech  in  its  behalf :  but 
when  he  stood  up  to  speak  it  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  he  was  so  in- 
timidated, that  he  lost  all  memory, 
and  was  quite  unable  to  proceed. 
The  house,  after  giving  him  a  little 
time  to  recover  his  confusion,  called 
louuly  for  him  to  go  on,  when  he 
proceeded  to  this  effefl:  "  If  1,  sir, 
(addressing  himself  to  the  speakei) 
who  rise  only  to  give  my  opinion 
on  the  b.il  now  depending,  am  so 
confound*  d  that  1  am  unable  to  ex- 
press the  least  of  what  1  proposed 
to  say,  what  must  the  condition  of 
that  man  be,  who,  without  any 
assistance,  is  pleading  for  his 
life,  and  under  apprehension  of 
being  deprived  of  it?"  He  died 
1712-13. 

COOPER(MAURICE  ASHLEY) 
bi other  of  the  foregoing,  translated 
"  Xenophon's  Cyropaedia,''  which 
was  published  in  t  vols.  8vo.  1728, 
being  a  short  time  after  his  decease. 
A  third  editipn  was  published  in 
1770,  "  not,"  as  is  said,  "  with 
the  eclat  of  popular  applause,  but 
with  the  silent  approbation  of  the 
studious  few." 

COOPER  (SAMUEL)  an    emi- 
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rent  English  painter,  born  in  Lon- 
don 1609,  and  commonly  styled 
ti'e  Van  Dyck  in  little.  He  died 
1672,  and  was  buried  in  Pancras 
church. 

COOPER  (JOHN  GILBERT) 
author  of  a  "  Life  of  Socrates." 
He  wrote  one  or  two  numbers  of 
the  periodical  paper  called  "  The 
World  ;"  was  author  of  "  Letters 
on  Taste;"  Ver  Vert,  or  the 
Nunnery  Parrot ;"  and  published  a 
volume  of  "  Poems  on  several  sub- 
jccrs,"  1764,  l2mo.  He  died  April 
1769. 

COOPER  (Dr.  MILES)  a  learned 
divine  and  poet,  who  published 
sermons  "  On  the  Origin  of  Civil 
Government,"  and  a  volume  of 
Poems,  and  died  at  Edinburgh 
1785. 

COOTE  (Sir  EYRE)  a  celebrated 
commander  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany's forces  in  India,  who  gained 
gieat  renown  by  his  frequent  vic- 
tories over  Hyder  Ally;  in  one  of 
which,  near  Porto  Novo,  Hyder's 
army  consisted  of  more  than  i  50,000 
men,  and  General  Coote's  of  only 
10,000.  He  was  born  1726,  and 
died  at  Madras,  April  .1783. 

C  O  O  T  W  I  C  H  (JOHN)  of 
Utrecht,  a  civilian  and  traveller. 
The  account  of  his  "  Travels  into 
Jerusalem  and  Syria"  was  pub- 
lished in  Latin,  410.  i6ig.  It  is 
very  curious,  and  is  now  become 
extremely  scarce.  The  dates  of  his 
birth  and  death  are  uncertain. 

COPERNICUS  (N1COLAUS) 
an  eminent  astronomer,  born  at 
Thorn  in  Prussia  1472.  He  adopt- 
ed and  improved  the  hypothesis  of 
the  Pythagoreans,  which  made  the 
sun  the  centre  of  the  system,  and 
the  earth  to  move,  not  o;>ly  round 
the  sun,  bat  round  its  own  axis  also; 
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and  established  that  system  of  the 
world  which  goes  by  his  name,  and 
is  now  universally  rectived.  This 
he  performed  in  a  work  intituled 
"  De  Revolmionibus  Orbimn  Coe- 
lestium."  Apprehensions,  arising 
from  the  novelty  of  his  opinion5, 
had,  it  is  said,  almost  brought  him 
to  drop  all  thoughts  of  publishing 
his  book,  which  had  lain  in  his 
escrutoir,  not  nine  years  only, 
(which  is  the  term  Horace  prescribes) 
!  but  almost  four  times  nine  years. 
At  length,  ho%vever,  by  the  impor- 
tunity of  his  friends,  he  was  pre- 
vailed upon  to  let  it  come  out;  but 
'a  copy  of  it  was  no  sooner  brought 
I  to  him,  than  he  was  presently  seized 
^vith  a  violent  effusion  of  blood, 
which  put  an  end  to  his  life  May 

24.  >543» 

COR  AM  (CAPT.  THOMAS) 
born  1668,  spent  the  first  part  of 
his  life  as  master  of  a  vessel  trading 
to  our  colonies.  While  he  resided 
in  that  port  of  the  metropolis  which 
is  the  common  residence  of  sea- 
faring people,  business  often  obli- 
ged him  to  come  earlv  into  the 
city  and  return  late  ;  when  he  had 
frequent  occasions  of  seeing  yourg 
children  exposed,  through  the  in- 
digence or  cruelty  of  their  parents. 
This  excited  his  compassion  so  far, 
that  he  projected  the  Foundling 
Hospital ;  in  which  humane  design 
he  laboured  17  years,  and  at  lasf, 
by  his  sole  application,  obtained  the 
royal  charter  for  it.  Indeed  he  spent 
a  great  part  of  his  life  in  serving 
the  public,  and  with  so  total  a  dis- 
regard to  his  private  interest,  thar, 
toward  the  latter  part  of  it,  he  was 
himself  supported  by  the  voluntary 
.sub-criptions  of  puSlic-spirited  per- 
sons. This  singular  ar.J  memorable 
man  died  March  29,  175  i,  and  v.aS 
IvL  2 
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Interred,  pursuant  to  his  desire,  in 
tne  vault.  i.nJer  the  chapel  of  the 
foundling  Hospital. 

C  ORB  ET  '  (Dr.  RICHARD) 
bishop  of  Norwich,  and  an  ingenious 
poet,  died  1635.  His  poems  (which 
are  very  scarce)  were  printed  in 
lamo.  under  the  title  of  "  Poetica 
Stromata,"  16-17,  and  again  in 
1762. 

CORELLI  (ARCANGELO)  a 
famous  musician  of  Italy,  born  at 
Pusignano,  a  town  of  Bologna,  in 
1653.  His  merits  as  a  performer 
were  sufficient  to  attraQ  the  patron- 
of  the  great,  and  to  silence,  as 
they  did,  all  competition  ;  but  the 
Tcmenibrar.ee  of  these  is  at  this  day 
absoibed  in  the  contemplation  of 
his  excellencies  as  a  musician  at 
large,  as  the  author  of  new  and  ori- 
ginal harn  or.ics,  and  the  father  of  a 
style  not  le*s  i-.oble  and  grand  than 
eKgant  and  pathetic.  He  died  at 
Rome  in  1713,  and  was  buried  in 
t  c  ihnrch  of  the  Rotunda,  other- 
wise called  the  Pantheon ;  where, 
for  many  years  after  his  decease, 
he  was  commemorated  by  a  solemn 
musical  performance  on  the  anni- 
versary of  his  death. 

CORIOLANUS  (C.  MARCIUS) 
a  famous  Roman  captain,  who  took 
Corioli,  a  town  of  the  Volsci, 
whence  be  had  his  name :  at  last, 
r.isgusting  the  people,  he  was  ba- 
nished Rome  by  the  tribune  Decius. 
He  then  went  to  the  Volsci,  and, 
persuading  them  to  take  up  arms 
against  the  Romans,  they  encamped 
within  four  miles  of  Rome.  -Here 
Coriolanus  would  not  listen  to  a 
peace,  which  the  Romans  sued  for, 
till  he  was  prevailed  upon  by  his 
T/ife  Veturia,  and  his  mother  Vo- 
lumnia,  who  were  followed  by  all 
the  Roman  ladies  in  tears.  He  was 
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at  last  put  to  death  by  the  Volsci 
as  a  traitor,  who  had  made  them 
quit  their  conquest:  upon  which 
the  Roman  ladies  went  into  mourn- 
ing ;  and  in  the  same  place  where 
his  blood  was  spilled,  there  was 
a  temple  consecrated  to  Female 
Fortune. 

CORNARO  (LEWIS)  a  nobl« 
Venetian,  born  1464,  wrote  in  La- 
tin a  celebrated  treatise  "  Oh  the 
Advantages  of  a  Temperate  Life." 
By  following  his  o-vvn  rules,  he  lived 
to  upwards  of  100  years  of  age, 
dying  1565. 

CORNARO  (HELENA)  a  Ve- 
nctian  lady,  a  prodigy  of  learning  ; 
of  whom  it  is  related,  that  all  peo- 
ple of  quality  or  fashion  who  passed 
through  Venice  were  more  solici- 
tous to  see  her  than  any  of  the  cu- 
riosities of  that  superb  city.  Died 
•685. 

CORNEILLE  (PETER)  a  cele- 
brated French  poet,  horn  at  Rouen 
1606,  died  1684.--  His  works  have 
been  of;en  printed,  and  consist  of 
above  30  comedies  and  tragedies. 

CORNEILLE  (THOMAS)  a 
French  poet  also  ;  but  inferior  to 
Peter  Corneille,  whose  brother  he 
was.  He  died  1709,  aged  84.— 
Thomas  Corneille  was  the  author 
of  "  A  Diaionary  of  Arts,"  in 
a  vols.  folic;  and  "  An  Universal 
Geographical  and  Historical  Dic- 
tionary," in  3  vols.  folio. 

CORREGGIO  (ANTONIO  DA) 
a  most  extraordinary  painter,  io 
called  from  Correggio,  a  town  in 
the  nukedom  of  M<;dena,  where 
he  was  born  in  1494. — This  artist 
is  remarkable  for  having  borrowed 
nothing  from  the  works  of  other 
men.  Correggio  spent  the  greatest 
part  of  his  life  at  Parma  ;  and,

English  mathematician,  philosopher, 
and  astronomer,  born  1682,  died 
1716. 


"  Lucian  burlesqued,  or  the  Scoffer 
Scoffed:"  an  edition  of  the  three 
last  mentioned  was  printed  in  i  7  i  5, 
and  has  been  frequently  reprinted. 
But  the  chief  of  all  his  productions, 
and  for  which  perhaps  he  deserves 
the  best  praise  of  his  countrymen, 
is  his  translation  of  "  Montaigne's 
Essays." 

COTTON  (DR.)  author  of  "  Vi- 
sions in  Verse,  for  the  Instruction 
of  younger  Minds,"  was  distin- 
guished for  his  s;reat  care,  huma- 
nity, and  attention,  as  a  physician 
at  St.  Alban's,  where  he  died  Aug. 
a,  1788. 
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COVERDALE  (MILES)  bishop 
of  Exeter  in  the  time  of  Edward 
VI.  was  ejected  from  his  see  by 
queen  Mary,  and  thrown  into  pri- 
son. Being  liberated  by  queen 
Elizabeth,  he  attached  himself  to 
the  puritan;,  and  died  1,561,  at  the 
age  of  81. 

COWARD  (WILLIAM)  a  me- 
dical  and  metaphysical  writer,  born 
at  Winchester  1656,  died  between 
1722  apd  1725. 

COWELL  (DR.  JOHN)  a  learn- 
ed- and  eminent  civilian,  born  at 
Ernsborough  in  Devonshire  1554; 
and  well  known  by  a  labor-ions 
work  which  he  published  at  Cam- 
bridge in  1607,  intituled,  "The 
Interpreter.1'  Beside  this,  he  pub- 
lished, in  1605,  "  Institutiones  ju- 
ris Anglicani,  &r."  that  is,  "Insti- 
tutes of  the  Laws  of  England,  in 
the  same  Method  as  JuMinian's  In- 
stitutes." He  d;ed  1611. 

COWLEY  (ABRAHAM)  an 
eminent  English  poet,  born  in  Lon- 
don, 1618,  died  1667,  and  was 
buried  in  Westminster  Abbey,  near 
Chaucer  and  Spenser,  where  a  mo- 
nument was  erected  to  his  me- 
mory.——Cowley  was  a  staunch  loyal. 
ist  ;  and  when  Charles  II.  heard  of 
his  death,  he  was  pleased  to  say, 
"that  Mr.  Cowley  had  not  left  a 
better  man  behind  him  in  England." 
Addison  has  observed,  that  of  all 
authors  none  ever  abounded  so  much 
in  wit,  according  to  Locke's  true 
definition  of  it,  as  Cowley. 

COWPER  (WILLIAM)  bishop 
of  Galloway  in  Scotland,  born  in 
Perth  1564,  died  1617,  leaving 
a  folio  volume  of  works  on  di- 
vinity. 

COWPER  (WILLIAM)  dean  of 
Durham,  was  the  son  of  earl  Cow- 
per,  born  in  London  1713,  and 
died  1772.  He  wrote  a  learned 
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"  Treatise  on  Geometry,"  eight 
"  Sermons,"  and  "  Advice  to  a  La- 
dy  ;"a!l  of  which  are  much  esteemed. 

COWPER  (WILLIAM)  a  phy- 
sician and  antiquary  at  Chester, 
died  1767. 

COWPER  (WILLIAM)  an  ex- 
cellent  English  poet,  equally  distin- 
guished by  his  genius  and  his  vir- 
tues. He  was  born  at  Berkhamp- 
stead,  Herts,  Nov.  1731,  was  the 
grandson  of  Judge  Cowper,  great 
nephew  of  the  Lord  High  Chancel- 
lor  of  the  same  name,  and  died 
April  95,  1800.  His  poems  are 
various  ;  but  the  most  celebrated  of 
them  is  called  "The  Task;"  and 
tht-  tendency  of  all  his  writings  is, 
to  enlarge  the  soul  to  every  liberal 
sentiment,  and  to  improve  the  heart. 
Mr.  Cowper  also  published  a  trans- 
lation into  blank  verse  of  Homer's 
lli<id  and  Odyssey  ;  whi.  h  is  more 
remarkable  for  its  fidelity  to  the  ori- 
ginal, than  for  its  poetical  elegance. 

COX  (RICHARD)  hi  hop  of  Ely, 
born  at  Whadeion  in  Buckingham- 
shire, 1499,  died  1581.  He  was 
the  chief  framer  of  the  liturgy,  and 
translator  of  the  bible  called  "  The 
Bishop's  Bible,"  mads  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth. 

COX  (SIR  RICHARD)  lord 
chancellor  of  Ireland,  and  author  of 
"  A  His-ory"  of  that  kingdom,  was 
born  at  Bandon  in  Cork,  1650,  and 
died  1733. 

COXETER  (THOMAS)  a  faith- 
ful and  industrious  colleQor  in  our 
old  English  literature,  was  born  at 
Lechdale  in  Gloucestershire,  1689. 
He  amassed  materials  for  a  biogra- 
phy of  our  poets,  and  assisted  Mr. 
Ames  in  the  "  History  of  British 
Typography."  He  had  a  curious 
collection  of  old  plays,  and  pointed 
out  to  Theobald  many  of  the  black- 
letter  books  which  that  critic  used 
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in  his  edition  of  Shakspe^re.— 
Coxeter  was  the  first  who  formed 
the  schem-  ,  afterwards  adopted  by 
Dodsley,  of  publishing  a  colleftion 
of  our  ancient  pl&ys.  He  died 
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COYPEL,  the  name  of  sever-I 
painters,  who  were  very  eminent 
in  France  in  the  171(1  and  i8th 
centuries. 

COYTIER  (JAMES)  physician 
to  Lewis  XI.  of  France,  and  me- 
morable for  nothing  particularly 
but  the  dexterity  he  showed  in  ma- 
Raging  that  monarch.  Lewis  had 
no  principle  to  lay  hold  of,  except 
fm  intense  fear  of  dying  ;  which 
most  contemptible  cowardice  Coy- 
tier  taking  the  advantage  of,  and 
often  threatening  his  master  with  a 
speedy  dissolution,  obtained  from 
time  to  time  great  and  innume- 
rable favours.  Lewis,  however, 
once  recovered  strength  of  mind 
enough  to  be  ashamed  of  his  weak- 
ness, and,  feeling  a  momentary  re 
sentment  for  (what  he  then  thought) 
the  insolence  of  his  physician,  or- 
dered him  to  be  privately  dis 
patched.  Coytier,  apprized  of  this 
by  the  officer,  who  was  his  inti- 
mate fritnd,  replied,  «' that  the 
only  concern  he  felt  about  himsell 
•was,  not  that  he  must  die,  but  that 
the  king  could  not  survive  him 
above  four  days  ;  and  that  he  (the 
said  Coyticr)  knew  this  by  a  par- 
ticular science  (meaning  astrology, 
. which  then  prevailed),  and  only 
mentioned  it  to  him  in  confidence 
as  an  intimate  friend."  Lewis,  in 
formed  of  this,  was  frightened  more 
than  ever,  and  ordered  Coytier  to 
be  at  large  a?  usual. 

CRADDOCK  (LUKE)  an  inge- 
nious English  painter,  chiefly  o: 
birds,  died  1717.  Yertue  record>, 
that  Craddock's  pictures  rose  quick- 
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ly  after  his  death  to  three  or  four 
times  the  price  that  he  was  paid  for 
them_when  living. 

CRADOCK  (SAMUEL)  a  learn. 
ed  divine,  author  of  "  A  History  of 
die  Old  and  New  Testament,"  an 
"  Apostolical  History,"  and  "  The 
Harmony  of  the  Four  Evangelists," 
died  1706,  aged  86.  The  latter  of 
these  works  was  revised  by  Dr. 
Tiliotson,  who  preserved  it  from 
the  flames  in  the  fire  of  London. 

CRAIG  (JOHN)  a  Scotch  ma- 
thematician,  who  made  his  name 
famous  by  a  small  work,  of  36 
pages  in  410.  intituled,  "  Theologies 
Christianas  Frincipia  Mathematical' 

CRANE  (THOMAS)  a  noncon- 
formist divine,  author  of  a  "  Trea- 
tise on  Divine  Providence,"  died 
1714. 

C  R  A  N  M  E  R  (THOMAS)  an 
English  aichbishop,  memorable  for 
having  endured  martyrdom  in  the 
cause  of  Protestantism,  was  born  at 
Aslaelon  in  Nottinghamshire,  1 489, 
and  burnt  at  Oxford  March  21, 
155.5,  by  order  of  queen  Mary. 
He  was  an  open,  generous,  honest 
man  ;  a  lover  of  truth,  and  an  ene- 
my of  falsehood  and  superstition : 
he  was  gentle  and  moderate  in  his 
temper  ;  and  though  heartily  zea- 
lous  in  the  cause  of  the  Reforma- 
tion, yet  a  fiiend  to  the  persons  of 
those  who  most  strenuously  op- 
posed it ;  he  was  a  great  patron  of 
learning  and  the  universities,  a,yery 
learned  man  himself,  and  author  of 
several  works. 

CRASHAW  (RICHARD)  an 
English  poet,  who  was  in  his  life- 
time honoured  with  the  friendship 
of  Cowley,  and  after  his  death  by 
the  praise  of  Mr.  Pope,  who  con- 
descended both  to  read  his  poems 
and  to  borrow  from  them.  He  died 
at  Lomto  in  Italy 
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CRATINUS,  one  of  the  great 
masters  of  what  we  call  the  ancient 
comedy.  He  flourished  in  the  Sist 
Olympiad,  some  20  or  30  years 
before  Aristophanes.  He  was  an 
Athenian  born,  and  appears  to  have 
been  an  excessive  drinker;  and  ihe 
excuse  he  gave  for  that  vice  wa?, 
that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to 
warm  his  fancy,  and  to  put  a  sou! 
into  his  verse.  Aristophanes,  in 
his  "Irene,"  has  given  us  a  plea- 
sant account  of  Cratinus's  death, 
•when  he  says  that  it  was  caused  by 
a  fatal  swoon,  at  the  sight  of  a  no- 
ble cask  of  wine  split  in  pieces  and 
•washing  the  streets.  Suidas  tells  us 
that  he  wrote  2  i  plays. 

CRATIPPUS,     pronounced     by 
Cicero  to  be  by  far  the   greatest  of 
all  the  peripatetic  philosophers  that' 
he  ever  heard,  was  of  Mitylene,  and  ' 
taught  philosophy  there. 

CRAWFORD  (DAVID)  author 
of  "  Memoirs  of  Scotland,"  a 
"  Peerage  of  Scotland,"  a  "  History 
of  the  Royal  Family  of  Stuart,"  a 
topographical  description  of  the 
"  County  of  Renfrew,"  &c.  was 
born  near  Glasgow  1665,  and  died 
1726. 

CRAWFORD  (WILLIAM)born 
at  Kelso  1676,  wrote  "  Dying 
Thoughts,"  and  some  "  Sermons," 
published  in  2  vols.  i  2tno.  and  died 
1742. 

CRAWFORD  (Dr.  ADAIR)  an 
eminent  English  physician  and  che- 
mist, author  of  "  Experiments  and 
Observations  on  Animal  Heat,"  and 
the  first  who  found  out  the  medical 
uses  inherent  in  the  Terra  Ponderosa, 
born  1749,  died  1795. 

CRAWFORD  (ANNE)  a  cele- 
brated English  a&ress,  both  in 
comedy  and  tragedy,  but  better  re- 
membered by  her  name  of  Barry, 
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was  born    at  Bath   173  $>   and   died 
Nov.  29,  1801. 

CREBILLON  (PROSPER  JO- 
LIOT  DE)  a  French  writer  of  tra- 
gedy, and  usually  ranked  after 
Corneille  and  Racine,  was  born 
at  Dijon  in  1674,  and  died  1762. 

CREBILLON  (CLAUDE  PROS- 
PER  JOLIOT  DE)son  of  the  fore- 
going,  and  a  celebrated  writer  of 
novels,  letters,  and  romances,  was 
born  in  Paris  1707,  and  died  there 
1777.  The  ease  and  elegance,  to- 
gether  with  the  seducing  levity  of 
his  writings,  have  obtained  him  the 
appellation  of  the  Petronius  of 
France.  His  works,  chiefly  of  a 
voluptuous  tendency,  have  bepn  col- 
lected in  11  vols.  tamo.  1779. 

CREECH  (THOMAS)  eminent 
for  his  translations  of  ancient  au- 
thors both  in  prose  and  verse,  was 
born  near  Sherborne  in  Dorsetshire, 
1659,  and  died  by  his  own  hand 
1701.  His  principal  works  are 
translations  of  Lucretius  and  Ho- 
race; but  he  translated  other  things 
of  a  smaller  kind,  from  Theocritus, 
Ovid,  Virgil,  Juvenal,  Plutarch, 
Cornelius  Nepos,  &c.  &c. 

CRESCIMBENI  (JOHN  MA- 
RIA) an  Italian  poet,  born  at  Ma- 
cerata  in  Ancona,  1663,  He  pro- 
jected the  establishment  of  a  new 
academy,  under  the  name  of  Arca- 
dia, the  members  of  which  at  first 
did  not  exceed  14,  but  afterwards 
increased  much.  They  called  them- 
selves the  shepherds  of  Arcadia, 
and  each  took  the  name  of  some 
shepherd  and  some  place  in  that 
ancient  kingdom.  The  founder  of 
this  society  was  appointed  the  di- 
reftor  of  it  in  1690,  and  held  it  to 
the  year  of  his  death,  1728. 

CREV1ER     (JOHN     BAPTIST 
LEWIS)  a  Parisian,  trained  under 
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the  celebrated  Roilin,  and  after- 
wards professor  of  Rhetoiic.  Upon 
the  death  cf  his  master,  in  1741, 
he  took  upon  him  to  finish  his 
"  Roman  History."  He  published 
other  works,  and  was  greatly  ser- 
viceable to  the  cause  cf  virtue  and 
religion,  as  well  as  letters.  His 
death  happened  1765. 

CRICHTON'  (JAMES)  a  Scots 
gentleman,  born  at  Perth  1560,  arid 
bleat  with  most  extraordinary  en- 
dowments both  of  body  and  mind. 
It  is  not  possible  (within  the  con 
fined  limits  of  this  work)  to  enter 
upon  the  particulars,  for  which  we 
must  refer  our  readers  to  the  Bio- 
graphical Dictionary  in  i  5  vols.  8vo. 
1798.  Suffice  it  for  .us  to  say,  tilft 
stories  almost  incredible  are  told  of 
his  learning,  genius  and  accomplish- 
ments, as  well  as  his  bodily  cou- 
rage and  skill.  Ke  was  murdered 
at  Jast  by  his  pupil  Vincentio  di 
Gonzaga,  son  of  the  duke  of  Man- 
tua, in  1582.  Though  so  young  a 
man,  Ciichton  was  skilled  in  twelve 
languages,  and  in  several  universi- 
ties g  ive  public  challenges  to  dis- 
putations in  as  many.  He  is  usually 
stiled  The  Admirable  Crichton. 

CRISP  (TOBIAS)  acontrover. 
sial  writer  on  divinity,  and  the 
great  champion  of  Antinomianism, 
died  1642. 

CROESUS,  the  fifth  and  last  of 
the  Mernina  se,  who  reigned  in 
Lydia,  and  supposed  the  richest  of 
mankind.  He  was  the  first  who 
made  the  Greeks  of  Asia  tributary 
to  the  Lydians,  and  his  court  was 
the  asylum  of  learning  and  the  po- 
lite arts.  After  a  reign  of  14  years 
he  was  defeated  by  Cyrus, B.  C.  548  ; 
the  time  and  manner  of  his  death 
are  unknown. 

CROFT  (WILLIAM)  a  celebra- 
ted musician,  who  succeeded  Dr. 
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Blow  as  master  r,f  the  children  and 
composer  to  the  Chiipel  Royal,  and 
aloo  as  organi.-.t  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  In  1712  he  publUhed,  but 
without  his  name,  "  Divine  Har- 
mony, or  a  new  collection  of  se- 
left  Anthems  ;"  to  which  is  pre- 
fixed, "A  Brief  Account  of  Church 
"Music."  In  1715  he  was  created 
doQor  in  MUMC  at  Oxford  :  and  in 
1724  published  by  subscription  a 
n'lhle  work  of  his  own,  intituled, 
"  M'.isica  Sacra,  or  selc-Q  Anthems 
in  Score,"  in  a  vols.  the  first  con- 
taining the  burial  service  which, 
Purcell  had  begun,  but  lived  not  to 
complete.  He  was  horn  at  Nether 
Eatin:;ton  in  Warwickshire  about 
1677,  and  died  Aug.  17  27. 

CROIX  (1'RANCIS  PETIT  DE 
LA)  secretary  and  interpreter  to 
the  kino  of  France  in  the  Turkish, 
and  Arabic  languages,  died  Nov.  4, 
1695,  in  his  7^d  year. 

CROKE  (SIR  GEORGE)  many 
years  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
King's  Bench,  and  an  eminent  law- 
writer,  born  at  Chilton,  Bucks, 
1559,  died  1641.  The"Reports" 
of  Sir  George  Croke  are  of  the 
highest  ?uthority  with  the  profes- 
sion. Sir  Edward  Coke,  recom- 
mending to  the  student  an  attention 
to  these  Reports,  says,  "  There  is 
no  kr.ow ledge,  case,  or  point  in 
law,  seem  it  of  never  so  little  ac- 
count, but  will  stand  him  in  stead 
at  one  time  or  other ;  and  there- 
fore in  reading  nothing  is  to  be 
pretermittfd." 

CROMPTON  (WILLIAM)  a 
nonconformist  divine,  author  of  se- 
vernl  ".mall  trjcl«,  died  1696. 

CROMWELL  ITHOMAS)  earl 
of  Essex,  an  eminent  statesman  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  was  the 
son  of  a  blacksmith  at  Putney  in 
Surry,  and  born  about  1490.  He 
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was  for   some  time   clerk  or  secre- 
tary to  the  English   factory  at  Ant- 
werp. —On   his    return  to  England 
he  was  admitted  into  the   family  of 
cardinal  Wolsey  as  his  solicitor  ;  to 
\vhom    he  approved  himself  by    his 
fidelity    and    diligence    in    several 
important    affairs;    and    after    the 
cardinal's   fill   the    king  employed 
him  in  his  own  service,  and  raised 
him  in  a  short  time  to  several  emi- 
"nent   dignities.      Having    been    in- 
strumental in  promoting  the  Refor- 
mation, the  king  granted  him  many 
noble  manors  and   large  estates,  the 
spoils  of  the  religious  houses  ;   ad- 
vanced  him   to  the   dignity  of  earl 
of  Essex  ;   and  constituted  him  lord 
high  chamberlain  of  England.     The 
tide  of  prosperity,   which  had  hi- 
therto flowed   in  upon   him,   began 
now  to  take  a  turn:   a  5cheme  that 
he  laid  to  secure  his  greatness  proved 
his  ruin  ;    such  is  the    weakness  of 
humsn  policy  !    He  used  his  utmost 
endeavours   to   procure   a  marriage 
between  king  Henry  and  Anne    of 
Cleves.     As    her   friends  were  all 
Lutherans,    he  imagined    it   might 
tend  to  bring  down  the  popish  party 
at   court;     and    he    expeiled    great 
support    from    a  queen  of  his   own 
making.      But   the   capricious  mo- 
narch,   being    disgusted    with    her 
person  on  the  first  night's  cohabita- 
tion, took  an  invincible  aversion  to 
the  promoter  of  the  marriage,   who 
was  soon  after  arrested  at  the  coun- 
cil-table, attainted   of  high  treason 
an"!  heresy,  and  executed  on  Tower 
Hill,  after  six  weeks  imprisonment, 
July  1540. 

CROMWELL  (OLIVER)  pro- 
teftor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
England,  was  son  of  Mr.  Robert 
Cromwell,  and  born  in  the  parish 
of  St.  John,  Huntingdon  (where  his 
father  mostly  livedj,  April  25, 
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'599>    baptized    the    aQth   of   the 
same  month,  and  educated  in  gram- 
mar  learning   at  the  free-school  irf 
that  town. — From    Huntingdon    he 
was  removed    to  Sidney  College  in 
Cambridge,  where  he  was  admitted 
fellow  commoner  April  23,161 6.— 
He   was  elefled   a   member  of  th«~ 
third     parliament    of    Charles     I, 
which  met  Jan.  eo,  1638,  andfrorn 
this  time  to  1641  was  in  warm  op- 
position to  all  the  measures  of  the 
court.      At  length,    when  the  king 
and    parliament  came   to    an   open 
rupture,  Cromwell  obtained  a  cap- 
tain's commission;  and  his  first  mi- 
litary exploitwas,  securing  the  town 
of  Cambridge  for   the  parliament. 
He  was  afterwards  rapidly  promoted 
to   the    rank    of   lieutenant-general 
under   the    earl  of   Manchester,    in 
which    capacity     he     distinguished 
himself  at    the    battle   of   Marston 
Moor.      He    was    then   made    lieu- 
tenant general  of  horse    under  sir 
Thomas  Fairfax,  had  the  principal 
share  in   defeating   the   royal  party 
at  Naseby,   made  himself  master  of 
Winchester   and  several  other   pla- 
ces, reduced  Carlisle  and  Berwick, 
and   entered   Scotland    in   triumph. 
Having     dismissed    the    Hamiltons 
(of  the  king's  party)  from  all  offices 
of   publick    trust,    he    returned    to 
England    with  every  mark  of  ho- 
nour and  esteem  on  the  part  of  the 
Scots,  and,   on  his  arrival  in  Lon- 
don,  took    his    seat   again    in   par- 
liament, and  received  the  thanks  of 
the  house  for    this   signal    service, 
whirh    was  the    last  he    performed 
in    his    military    capacity    till    the 
king's    death. — After    that    event, 
fto  which  he  was  equally  prompted 
by  fear  and  ambition)  Cromwell  was 
appointed  lord  governor  of  Ireland, 
(o  -.vhich  kingdom  he  went  in  j;reat 
pomp,  and  very  soon  made  himself 
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of  Drogheda,  and  the  other  ' 
places   which  had  been  held   by  the 
royali'ts.      Having    done   ihis    ser-  \ 
vice,    he  was  recalled    to    England,^ 
and  made  captain-general  of  all  the  I 
parliament    forces,    marched    again' 
into  Scotland,  defeated  the  Scots   at  , 
Dunbar,   followed    Charles   IL.  into  1 
Worcester,    and    totally  routed    his! 
whole  foice.     Cromwell  now  found  ; 
his  po^'er    so  uncontrollable,    that 
he  ventured  on  a   step  bolder,  per- 
haps, than  ever   before  had  entered 
the  head  of  any  man    in  this  coun- 
try.      He    abruptly    dissolved    the 
Long  Farliarn-nt,  and,  having  turn- 
ed    all    the    members    out    of    the 
house,    locked   the  doors,    put   the 
keys   in    his   pocket,    aiid   returned; 
home.     This  happened  on  the  soth  ] 
of  April  1653.     On   the    i6th    of 
December  in  the  same  year  he  was 
invested    with    supreme    authority, 
under  the  title  of  lord  protector  of 
the    three    nations,   England,  Scot- 
land, and  Ireland  ;  in  which  station, 
having    for  five   years  administered 
the  affairs    of    the    kingdom    with 
great  vigour   and    ability  (however 
unlawfully    he     had    acquired     the 
power),     he     died     Sept.    3,    1658. 
[For   more  minute  particulars   con- 
suit  the  histories  of  England.] 

CROMWELL  (RICHARD)  el- 
dest sr-.n  of  Oliver,  and  named  by 
him  as  his  successor,  was  born  at 
Cheshunt,  1626,  and  died  1712.—- 
An  act  was  passed,  for  recognising 
him  as  Protector,  and  for  restoring 
the  house  of  Lords:  but  the  Com- 
mons fell  into  debates  about  set- 
tling the  chief  magistrate's  power, 
and  that  of  the  upper  house;  and 
these,  with  other  proceedings,  ter- 
minated in  a  jealousy  between  the 
protettor  and  tiis  army.  At  last 
they  discarded  him,  a:.d  took  the 
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government  in:o  their  own  hands. 
On  the  restoration,  he  went  abroad, 
but  returned  in  1080,  under  the 
assumed  name  of  Clarke,  and  settled 
at  Cheshunt,  where  he  lived  pri- 
vate ly  and  died  I  cloved;  but  he  was 
not  by  any  means  qualified  to  sup. 
port  the  station  to  which  the  aspir- 
ing talents  of  his  father  had  raised 
him. 

CROSBY  (BRASS)  born  at 
Stockton  upon  Tees  in  1725,  came 
early  in  life  to  London,  where  he 
practised  several  years  as  an  at- 
torney ;  became  alderman  of  the 
ward  of  Bread-street  in  1765,  and 
was  elected  lord  mayor  Sept.  24, 
1770.  March  177  i ,  in  the  case  of 
the  proclamation  against  \Vheble 
and  other  printers,  Mr.  alderman 
Oliver  was  committed  to  the  Tower; 
and  Mr.  Crosby  (then  lord  mayor) 
was  ordered  into  the  custody  of  the 
Serjeant  at  arrr.s  ;  but,  on  his  spirit, 
ed'y  observing,  "  that  if  any  offence 
had  been  committed,  he  was  the 
greatest  offender,  and  that  he  long, 
ed  to  join  his  biother  in  office," 
an  order  was  signed  for  his  com- 
mitment to  the  Tower.  The  par- 
liament was  prorogued  on  the  z^d 
of  July;  \\hen  the  lord  mayor, 
being  released  of  course,  was  car- 
ried from  the  Tower  to  the  Man- 
sion-house witli  every  possible  mark 
of  the  approbation  of  his  fellow- 
citizens  ;  and,  after  the  expiration  of 
his  mayoralty,  was  again  rewarded 
by  the  thanks  of  the  corporation, 
and  a  cup  of  i col.  in  value.  He 
died  Feb.  14,  1793. 

CROSS  (MICHAEL)  an  English 
artist,  and  famous  copier  of  paint- 
ings, flourished  in  the  reigns  of 
Charles  I.  and  II. 

CROUSAZ  (JOHN  PETER  DE) 
a  celebrated  philosopher  and  ma- 
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fhematician,  born  at  Lausanne  in 
Switzerland  April  13,  1663,  died 
1748. 

CROWNE  (JOHN)  -in  American 
by  birth,  rame  to  England,  and  was 
patronized  by  Charles  II.  at  whose 
command  he  wiote  several  drnrnatic 
pieces:  the  best  known  of  which 
are,  "  City  Politics,"  and  "  Sir 
Courtly  Nice  j"  the  latter  of  which 
has  been  several  times  acted  of 
late  years.  His  plays  were  17  in 
number;  some  of  which  were  per- 
formed with  great  success.  He  died 
about  1703. 

CROXALL  (DR.  SAMUEL)  a 
vriter  of  good  repute,  born  at  V.  al- 
ton  upon  Thames,  and  known  as 
publisher  of  the  following  works : 
viz.  "  The  Fair  Circass'un,"  a  poem  , 
«'  Fables  ofyEsop  and  others,  trans- 
lated into  English  ;"  "  Se  ect  No- 
vels ;"  "  Scripture  Politics;"  "  The 
Royal  Manual,"  &c.  He  died  175?. 

CRUDEN  (ADEXANDER)  a 
corrector  of  the  press,  whose  lite- 
rary labours  will  ever  entitle  him  to 
the  veneration  of  all  students  of 
the  sacred  writings.  His  "  Con- 
cordance of  the  Holy  Scriptures  of 
the  OIJ  and  New  Testament '  if  his 
chief  work,  and  a  singular  instance 
of  indefuigahle  labour  anJ  pci  seve- 
rance in  the  most  useful  employ- 
ment. His  private  character  (though 
naturally  liberal  and  humane  in  the 
extreme)  was  influenced  by  a  tem- 
porary phrerzy,  which  gave  a  cer- 
tain colour  to  all  his  a£lion«,  and 
suggested  to  him  many  whimsiiai 
plans  of  reformation,  hopes  of  su- 
periority, aud  visionary  views  of 
ambition,  which  were  as  useless  to 
himself  as  unprofitable  to  others. 
Of  his  singularities,  however,  which 
were  many,  the  tendency  was  uni- 
formly virtuous.  He  was  born  at 
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Aberdeen  1701 ,  and  was  found  dead 
on  his  knees,  apparently  in  the  pos- 
ture of  prayer,  at  his  lodgings  in 
Islington,  in  the  morning  of  Nov.  i, 
1770. 

CRU1KSHANK  (WILLIAM 
CUMBERLAND)  an  eminent  Cug- 
lish  anatomist,  born  at  Edinburgh 
174,5,  came  to  Lonuon  »77l» 
where  he  soon  got  into  most  exten- 
sive praQice  as  a  surgeon.  As  a 
writer,  he  is  principally  distin- 
gni-hed  by  his  "  Anatomy  of  the 
Ab.-orbent  Vessels  in  the  Human 
Body,"  first  published  in  1786  ; 
and  "  Experiments  on  the  Infen- 
sibre  Perspiiation  of  the  Human 
Body,"  1795. — Mr.C. died  June  27, 
i  800. 

CL'DWORTH(  RALPH)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  was  born  at 
Aller,  in  Somersetshire  1617,  and 
died  1688.  He  was  a  man  of  very 
extensive  learning,  excellently  skill- 
ed in  the  learned  languages  and  an- 
tiquity, a  good  mathematician,  a 
subtle  philosopher,  anil  a  profound 
metaphysician.  His  great  work 
"  The  True  Intellectual  System  of 
the  Universe,"  was  published  in 
folio,  1678. 

CUFF  (HENRY)  a  celebrated  wit 
and  excellent  scholar,  bom  at  Hir.ton 
St.  George,  in  Somersetshire,  about 
1560.  He  gave  early  marks  of  ge- 
nius and  application;  arrived,  in 
time,  at  the  Greek  professorship  at 
Oxford,  and  was  chosen  proftor  of 
the  university  in  1594.  To  the 
celebrated  Robert  earl  of  Essex,  Cuff 
became  secretary  ;  was  involved  in 
all  the  misfortunes  of  that  unhappy 
earl,  and,  with  sir  Gelly  Merrick,  the 
earl's  steward,  executed  at  Tyburn 
1601. 

CUJACIUS    (JAMES)     a  cele- 
bratcd  French  lawyer,  born  at  Thou- 
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louse  about  1560,    died  at  Bourges 
1590. 

CULLEN  (DR.  \VILLIAM)  an 
eminent  Scots  physician  and  medi- 
cal writer,  whose  principal  works 
are,  "  Synopsis  Nosologis  Metho- 
dicK,  EdinN  1772,"  2  vols.  S 
"  LeQures  on  the  Nlatcrtn  Mfdica. 
London,"  410;  "  First  Lines  of  the 
Pr^Qice  of  Physic,  1776,"  8\-o. 
[Tiiis  is  said  to  have  produced  him 
3000!.]  "  Institutions  of  Medicine, 
Parti,  containing  Physiologv,"8vo. 
"  On  the  Recovery  of  Drowned 
Person? ;"  "  A  Treatise  on  the  Ma- 
teria  McJica,  2  vols.  ^to.  1789." 
He  was  born  in  Lanarkshire,  and 
died  Fer>.  5.  1790. 

CULPEPER  (NICHOLAS)  was 
educated  at  Cambridge,  and  bound 
apprentice  to  an  apothecary,  but  | 
employed  all  his  leisuie  hours  in 
the  study  of  astrology,  which  fal- 
Ij.icus  science  he  afterwards  pro- 
fessed. He  wrote  many  ho* -•',**,  but 
l\:c  most  noted  is  his  "  Herbal," 
wherein  he  tells  us  under  what  pla- 
nt's the  simples  gro\\-,  and  speaks 
^r  tiieir  gooda"d  bad  qualities.  He 
d:cd  in  Sp:tal  Fields  165^. 

CUMBERLAND  (DR.  RICH-: 
ARD)  a  vjry  learned  English  di- 
vine, and  bishop  of  Peterborough, 
born  in  London  1632,  ciieJ  1718. 
He  had  studied  mathimatics  in  all 
branches,  and  the  scriptures  in  their 
:mal  languages.  His  book  "  IV- 
Legibus  Naruiae"  is  his  capital 
\vork,  and  M.-U1  always  be  read  while 
sbnnd  re  .-.son  ing  shall  continue  to 
be  thought  the  be^t  support  of  re- 
ligion. 

CUNNINGHAM  (JOHN)  an 
elegant  and  ingenious  pastoral  poet 
and  dramatic  writer,  born  in  Dub- 
lin 1729,  died  in  Northumberland 
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CUNNINGHAM     (ALEXAN- 
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DER)  a  native  of  Scotland, 
of  "  A  History  of  Great  Btitain 
from  the  Revolution  in  j6S8  to  t:-.e 
Accession  of  George  I."  This 
work  was  written  in  Latin, and  law 
in  m?nuscript  till  1787;  when  a 
faithful  translation  of  it  into  Eng- 
lish was  made  by  M'iMistn  Thon:- 
son,  LL.D.  and  published  in  2  vols. 
4to.  The  work  was  undoubtedly 
well  deserving  of  publication,  as  it 
contains  tfte  history  of  a  very  inte- 
resting period,  written  by  one  who 
had  a  considerable  degree  of  au- 
thentic information,  and  comprises 
many  curious  particulars  unknown 
to  other  historians.  The  author 
died  1737,  at  the  advanced  age  of 
83  vears. 

CURL  (EDMUND)  a  bookseller 
ami  bookmaker,  rendered  notorious 
'.iy  Y.r.  Pope  in  his  Dunciad.  He 
was  gciu-r.-illy  held  to  be  of  an  im- 
moral character,  anj  was  highly 
injurious  to  the  litcr.iry  world  by 
his  piracies  and  forgeries.  He  de- 
servedly lo<t  his  ears  in  tne  pillory 
by  a  sentence  of  the  law  for  pub- 
lishing "  The  Nun  in  her  Smo.-k," 
and  another  obscene  performance, 
and  died  Dec.  i  I,  i  747. 

CURT1.  V^VILL1AM)  a  very  dis- 
tinguished botanist,  bo.-n  a:  Alton 
in  Hampshire  about  1746.  His 
s^reat  work  "  The  Flora  Londi- 
nensis"  is  highly  interesting,  not 
orJy  to  :lic  uian  of  science,  b.:t 
also  to  the  farmer  and  agriculturist, 
is  it  combines  the  knowledge  of 
Entomology  with  that  of  Botany. 
Mr.  Curtis  died  at  Brompton, 
near  Knightsbfidge,  July  7,  1799. 

CURTIUS  (OUINTLS)  a  La: in 
historian,  who  has  written  the  ac- 
tions of  Alexander  the  Great  in 
to  books.  \\'here  this  author  was 
born,  nobody  pretends  to  know;  and 
even  when  he  hwJ  is  still  a  dispute 
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among  the  learned,  and  never  likely 
to  be  settled. 

CUSA.  (NICHOLAS  DE)  a  car- 
dinal  and  bishop,  so  called  from 
Cusa,  the  place  of  his  birth.  His 
parents  were  mean  and  poor  ;  and 
it  was  his  own  personal  merit  which 
raised  him  to  the  height  of  dignity 
that  he  afterwards  attained.  He  was 
a  man  of  extraordinary  parts  and 
learning  ;  particularly  famous  for 
his  great  knowledge  in  law  and  di- 
vinity ;  and  withal  a  great  natural 
philosopher  and  geometrician.  He 
died  1^6^,  aged  63  years,  and  left 
many  excellent  works  behind  him. 

CUSPINIAN  (JOHN)  a  German 
historian,  born  1473,  (''ed  1529. 
JHe  was  first  physician  to  the  em- 
peror Maximilian  I.  and  employed 
by  that  prince  in  several  delicate 
negociations. 

CUTTS  (JOHN  LORD)  a  brave 
English  soldier,  and  no  mean  poet, 
liied  at  Dublin  1707. 

CYPUIANUS  (THASClUSCj£. 
CILIUS)  bishop  of  Carthage,  a 
principal  father  of  the  Christian 
church,  born  at  Cai  triage  in  Africa, 
about  the  beginning  of  the  gd  cen- 
tury, and  beheaded  there  Sept.  14, 
2,58. 

CYRANO  (BF.RGERAC)  a 
French  author  of  a  singular  cha- 
racler,  born  in  Gascony  about  1620, 
died  1655.  His  woiks  consist  of 
some  letters  written  in  his  youth, 
with  a  tragedy  intituled  "  The 
Death  of  Agrippina,  Widow  of 
Gei  manicus  ;"  a  comedy,  called 
'  The  Pedant,  or  mere  Scholar  ri- 
diculed;" "  Comic  History  of  tht 
States  and  Empires  of  the  Moon  ;  ' 
"  Comic  History  of  the  States  and 
Empires  of  the  Sun  ;"  several  let- 
ters and  dialogues,  a;sd  a  fragment 
on  physic. 

CYR1LL,  made  bishop  of  Alex- 
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andria  41  2,  died  444.  His  work« 
are  voluminous,  and  have  been  often 
printed. 

CYRUS,  founder  of  the  ancient 
Persian  empire,  died  529  B.C. 

DAC1ER  (ANDREW)  a  very 
celebrated  French  critic  and  philo- 
loger,born  at  Castres  in  Languudoc, 
1651,  died  172*.  His  principal 
works  are  translations  of  "  Ho- 
race;" "  Aristotle's  Poetics;" 
"  Plutarch's  Lives  ;"  "  The  Works 
of  Hippocrates;"  "  Plato;"  "The 
Life  of  Pythagoras"  &c.  &c. 

DACIER  (ANNE)    wife  of  An- 
drew  Dacier,  and    a  woman  of  ex- 
traordinary learning,   as  her  works 
will  shew,  of  which  the  most  con- 
siderable are  translations  of  "  Ana- 
reon,"     "    Sappho,"     "    Piautus," 
"  Terence,"   and    "  Homer."     She 
was  born  at  Saumur  in  France  1651, 
and    died    1720.      Madame  Dacier 
was   a  lady  of  great  virtue  as  well 
as  learning.     She    was   remarkable 
or  firmness,    generosity,    good-na» 
ure,    piety,    and    modesty.        The 
csdciny     of    Ricovrati     at    Padua 
chose    her    one    of    their    body    in 
1684. 

DAILCE  (JOHN)  a  minister  of 
he  church  of  Paris,  and  one  of  the 
ablest  advocates  the  Protestants  ever 
had,  was  born  at  Chatelherault 
159.}.  In  1628  he  wrote  his  ce- 
lebrated book,  "  De  1'Usage  des 
Peres,"  or,  "  Of  the  Use  of  the 
Fathers,"  which  Bayle  has  pro- 
nounced a  master-piece. 

DALECHAMP3  (JAMES)  a 
learned  physician,  born  at  Caen  in 
Normandy  in  1513,  died  1558. 
His  chief  work  was  a  translation  of 
Pliny's  "  Natural  History"  with 
Notes;  and  lie  died  1558, 

DALRYMPLE  (SIR  DAVID 
of  Hailes,  bart.  better  known  by 
the  name  of  lord  Hailes)  one  of  the 
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senators  of  the  College  of  Justice  in 
Scotland.  He  was  not  only  con 
spicuous  as  an  able  and  uptight 
judge  and  a  sound  lawyer,  but  was 
also  eminent  as  a  man  of  polite  li- 
terature, and  an  excellent  classical 
scholar.  Numerous  are  the  works 
that  have  issued  from  his  pen  ;  and 
all  of  them  distinguished  by  their 
accuracy  and  learning :  a  list  of 
these  will  be  found  in  the  European 
Magazine,  vol.  xxiii.  p.  3.51.  He 
was  bom  at  Edinburgh  1726,  anil 
died  Nov.  zg,  17921 

DALTON  (MICHAEL)  an  Eng- 
lish lawyer,  author  of  two  well- 
known  books  on  "  The  Office  of  a 
Justice  of  Peace,"  and  "  On  the 
Duty  of  Sheriffs," &c.  The  times 
of  his  birth  and  death  are  uncertain, 
but  the  latter  was  probably  about 
1620. 

DALTON  (DR.  JOHN)  pre- 
bendary of  Worcester,  born  at 
Deane  in  Cumberland  1709.  He 
adapted  Milton's  "  Masque  at  Lud- 
low  Castle"  to  the  stage,  under 
the  title  of  "  Comus,  a  Masque," 
and  died  1763. 

OAMASCENUS  (JOHN)  an  il- 
lustrious father  of  the  church  in 
the  8th  century.  He  died  about 
7,50,  leaving  behind  him  many 
compositions  of  various  kinds. 

DAM1ENS,  a  native  of  France, 
executed  March  29,  1757,  for  at- 
tempting to  assassinate  the  king. 
For  the  form  and  manner  of  his  ex- 
ecution, see  CHASTEL,  \vhose  pu- 
nishment was  similar. 

DAMOCLES,  a  flatterer  of  the 
tyrant  Dionysius;  who  affecting, 
upon  some  occasion  or  other,  to  ad- 
mire the  fortune  of  that  prince, 
Dionysius,  to  convince  him  that 
princes  are  not  always  so  happy  as 
they  seem  to  be,  -invited  him  to  a 
t,  and  caused  a  naked  swovti  to 
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be  hung  over  his  head,  which  was 
1  only  held  by  a  single  hair.  Da- 
mocles, extremely  struck  with  a 
sense  of  the  hazardous  situation  he 
was  in,  changed  his  opinion  at  once, 
and,  for  his  own  paiticular  part, 
begged  of  Dionysius  that  he  might 
retire  from  court  and  high  life, 
into  that  mediocrity  of  condition 
where  no  danger  was,  and  where  he 
should  not  be  s-abjecl  to  a  reverse  of 
fortune. 

DAMPIER  (WILLIAM)  a 
famous  English  navigator,  born  in 
Somersetshire  1652,  died  1699. 
His  "  Voyage  round  the  World"  is 
well  known,  and  has  gone  through 
many  editions. 

DANCER     (DANIEL)    a    most 
singular    example  of  penui  iousness 
with    the    means    of    plenty.       He 
lived  at  Pinner,  in  Middlesex,  with 
a  sister  of  his,   who  was  of  a  con- 
1  genial  disposition  ;  and  though  pos- 
i  sessed    of     3000!.  a    year,     beside 
i  great  sums  in  specie,  and  bank  notes 
'concealed    in    u.ffcrent  parts  of  his 
house,  he  denied    himself  the  com- 
mon necessaries    of    life.      He   usu- 
ally had  his    body  girt  with    a  hay- 
band,  to  keep  together   his   tattered 
garments  ;    the    stockings    he    wore 
had   been    so  frequently  darned  and 
patched,   that    scarcely    ?ny    of  the 
origin.)  could  be  seen;   b.it  in  dirty 
or    cold  weather  they  were    thickly 
covered  with  ropes  of  hay,    which 
served  as  substitutes  for  boots.      He 
rarely  washed     his    face    or    hands, 
?nd    never    allowed    his  bed   to    be 
made,    or   his    house  to  be    cleaned. 
.He    hid  bank-notes  among  the  cob- 
webs in  his  cow-house,  and  guineas 
in  the  fire-place  covered  with   soot. 
A  number  of  singular  eccentricities 
are  recorded  of  him  in  "  Biographi- 
cal Curiosities,"  i  2mo.   1797.      lie 
died  in  October  1794. 
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.  DA\CHET(ANTONY)afrench 
dramatic  poet,  born  at  Riom  1671, 
died  1748. 

DANDOLO  (HENRY)    duke  of 
Venice,   a  brave   admiral  and  great  i 
politician,  who  took  Constantinople  ' 
in  1203,  and    had  the  moderation 
to  refuse  the  imperial  dignity.     He 
died  1250. 

DANET  (PETER)  a  French 
abbr,  of  the  number  of  those  learned 
persons  who  were  pitched  upon  by 
the  duke  of  Montausier  to  illustrate 
Classical  authors  for  the  use  of  the 
dauphin.  He  had  Phasdrus allotted 
to  his  share,  which  he  published 
v*iih  a  Latin  interpretation  and 
rotes.  He  was  also  author  of  "  A 
Classical  and  Historical  Dictionary," 
in  4(0,  and  died  1709, 

DANIEL  (SAMUEL)  an  emi- 
nent poet  and  historian  of  our  own 
country,  who  flourished  in  the 
reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  James  I.  to 
the  former  of  whom  he  was  poet 
laureat,  was  born  near  Taunton,  in 
Somersetshire,  1562.  His  "  His- 
tory of  England"  is  written  with- 
great  brevity  and  politeness,  and 
his  political  and  moral  reflections 
are  useful  and  instruftive.  He  wrote 
also  some  plays  which  are  not 
without  merit,  and  died  1619.  The 
judicious  Mr.  Headley  has  observed, 
that  he  was  the  4tiicns  of  his  day. 

DANIEL  (GABRIEL)  a  very 
ingenious  and  learned  Frenchman, 
born  at  Rouen  1649,  wrote  a  great 
n>any  books  upon  different  subjeQs; 
but  is  most  memorable  for  his 
"  History  of  France,"  in  7  vols.  410. 
He  died  1728;  and  by  his  death 
the  Jesuits  lost  one  of  the  greatest 
ornaments  their  order  ever  could 
toas,t. 

DANTE  (ALIGHIERI)  an  emi- 
nent  Italian  poet,  born  at  Florence 
He  discovered  an  eatly  in- 
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clination  and  genius  for  poetry,  but 
was  ambitious,  and,  having  attained 
some  of  the  most  considerable  posts 
in  the  commonwealth,  was  crushed 
by  the  ruins  of  the  faction  which  he 
embraced.  He  died  in  exile  at  Ra- 
venna 1321.  The  most  consider- 
able of  his  works  is,  his  poem,  in- 
tituled, "  The  Comedy  of  Hell, 
Purgatory,  and  Paradise." 

DANTE  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  of 
the  same  fimily,  probably,  with 
the  preceding,  and  native  of  Pe- 
rugia, was  an  excellent  mathema- 
tician, and  is  memorable  for  having 
fitted  a  pair  of  wings  to  ex;i£lly  to 
his  body  as  to  be  able  to  fly  with 
them.  He  made  the  experiment 
several  times  over  the  lake  Tra- 
simenus,  and  succeeded  so  well, 
that  he  had  the  courage  to  perform 
before  the  whole  city  of  Perugia. 
He  shot  himself  from  the  highest 
part  of  the  city,  and  direQed  his 
flight  over  the  square,  to  the  Eld- 
miration  of  the  spectators  j  but,  un- 
fortunately, the  iron  with  which  ha 
managed  one  of  his  wings  failed  ; 
and  then,  not  being  able  to  balance 
the  weight  of  his  body,  he  fell  on 
a  church,  and  broke  his  thigh.  He 
flourished  towards  the  end  of  the 
1 5th  century,  and  died  before  he 
was  40  years  old. 

DARCI  (COUNT)  an  eminent 
philosopher  and  mathematician,  was 
born  in  Ireland  1725,  and  died 

1779- 

DARIUS  III.  (CODOMANUS) 
the  last  King  of  the  ancient  Per- 
sian empire,  who  was  conquered 
by  Alexander  the  Great,  and  at 
last  treacherously  assassinated  by 
Bessus,  his  own  general,  governor 
of  Baflriana  (who  hoped  thereby 
to  succeed  to  his  sovereignty),  331 
B.C. 

DARWIN   (DR.  ERASMUS)    an 
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eminent  poet,  philosopher,  and  phy- 
sician, born  atEJston,  near  Newark, 
Nottinghamshire,  Dec.  12,  1731* 
and  educated  at  Chesterfield  school, 
under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burrows; 
whence  he  went  to  St.  John's  col- 
lege, Cambridge.  He  afterwards 
settled  as  a  physician  at  Litchfield. 
His  principal  publications  are,  "The 
Botanic  Garden,"  a  poem,  with 
philosophical  notes,  410.  179!. 
«'  Zoonomia,"  410.  1794.  "  Phy- 
tologia,"  and  "  The  Shrine  of  Na- 
ture," a  poem  :  this  last  was  pub- 
lished after  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened April  18,  1802. 

DATI  (CARLO)  professor  of 
polite  literature  at  Florence,  where 
he  was  born,  became  famous  as  well 
for  his  works  as  for  the  eulogies 
•which  many  writers  have  bestowed 
on  him.  He  died  1675. 

DAVENANT  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
a  celebrated  poet  of  the  I7th  cen- 
tury, born  at  Oxford  1605.  His 
father  kept  an  inn  at  Oxford  where 
Shakspeare  used  to  lodge  in  his 
journics  between  London  and  War- 
wickshire; and,  as  his  mother  was 
a  great  beauty,  some  have  sur- 
mised, but  without  any  foundation, 
that  he  derived  his  very  being,  and 
along  with  it  his  pottical  talents, 
from  Shakspeare.  In  1637,  when 
Ben  Jonson  died,  he  was  created 
poet  laureat.  He  had  a  gi  eat  turn 
for  the  drama,  and  after  the  re- 
storation of  Charles  II.  obtained  a 
patent  for  erecting  a  new  company 
of  afrors,  under  the  patronage  of 
James  duke  ofYoik.  They  perform- 
ed many  years  in  Little  Lincoln's  Inn 
Fields,  where  he  died  April  17, 
1668,  and  was  interred  in  West 
minster  Abbey.  His  works  consist 
of  plays  and  poems. 

DAVENANT  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Salisbury,  a  zealous  and   pious   di- 
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vine,  aether  of  many  learned 
works,  the  tendency  of  which  was, 
to  unite  Chiixians  in  one  senti- 
ment. He  was  born  in  London 
1570,  and  died  i  640. 

DAVENANT  (DR.  CHARLES) 
the  eldest  son  of  sir  William  Dave- 
nant,  born  1656,  died  1714.  He 
wrote  <:  Circe,"  a  tragedy,  but  »va* 
chiefly  employed  as  a  political  and 
commercial  writer. 

DAVID  (GEORGE)  a  most  ex. 
traordinary  heretic,  son  of  a  water- 
man of  Ghent,  and  bred  a  glazier, 
or,  as  some  say,  a  glass  painter. 
He  began  about  1525  to  preach 
such  whimsies  as  these,  namelyi 
that  he  was  the  true  Me-siah,  the 
third  David,  nephew  of  God,  not 
after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  spirit. 
A  prosecution  being  commenced 
against  him  and  his  followers,  he 
fled  first  to  Friesland,  and  from 
thence  to  Basil,  where  he  lurked 
under  the  name  of  John  Sruck,and 
died  in  that  city  in  1556. 

DAV1ES  (JOHN)  a  writing, 
master  and  poet,  who  died  about 
1618.  Beside  many  poems,  he 
left  a  book  called  "  The  Anatomy 
of  fair  Writing." 

DAVIES  (SIR  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent lawyer  and  poet,  born  at  Chis- 
grove  in  Wiltshire  1570.  He  was 
successively  attorney-general  and 
speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons 
of  Ireland;  and  coming  over  to 
England,  he  was  in  I  626  appointed 
lord  chief  justice  of  the  King's 
Bench  ;  but,  before  his  installation, 
died  suddenly  of  an  apoplexy.  His 
works  on  legal  subjects  are  nume- 
rous and  valuable.  His  chief  poe- 
tical woik  was  intituled  "  Kosce 
Teipsum." 

DAVIES    (DR.  JOHN)    born  in 
Denbighshire  toward  the  latter   end 
of   the    i6th   century,    and  highly 
N  3 
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esteemed  for  his  knowledge  of  the 
history  and  antiquities  of  his  own 
ration,  and  in  the  Greek  and  He 
brew  lan^ua^es.  He  assisted  in 
tran-lating  the  bible  into  Welch,  in 
that  correft  edition  which  came  out 
in  1620. 

DAVIES  ;TKOM  AS)  bomi7io, 

vcis  for  many  years  a  respcftable 
aBor  on  the  London  stsge.  This 
profession  he  at  length  quitted 
for  that  of  a  bookseller.  In  1780 
he  wrote  and  published  "  The  Life 
of  Mr.  Ganick,"  which  acquired 
him  much  hme  and  some  money. 
He  afterwards  published  "  Drama- 
tic Miscellanies,"  in  3  vols.  in 
which  he  dis  overed  much  learning 
ancl  critical  acumen,  and  enlivened 
his  wo>k  with  many  interesting  and 
valuable  anecdot;  s  relating  to  the 
stag;;  ar  '  ssor«.  His  other 

works  are,  '•  Seme  memoirs  of  Mr. 
Ht!-.dcr<on,"  "  A  Rev.  iew  of  Lord 
Chesterfield'*  Ch;iraclers."  "  A  Life 
of  Massinr.er,"  "  Lives  of  Dr.  John 
Eafbard,  S;r  John  Davies,  and  Mr. 
i-ilio;"  and  fugitive  pieces  v.  iihi>ut 
number,  in  prose  jmd  \cr«c,  in  al 
most  all  the  public  newspapers. 
Mr.  Davies  died  May  .5,  i/f'j. 

DAV1LA,  a  celebrated  hi>to 
rian,  born  of  an  illustrious  family 
in  (he  i>le  of  Cyprus.  His  most 
important  work  i*,  "liis  History 
o'"the  Civil  \(."ars  of  France," which 
1;  divided  i:.to  i5-books,  and  con- 
t  .ins  every  thir^g  worth  notice  that 
passed  from  the  death  of  Henry  II. 
1.5.50,  to  the  peace  of  Vcrvins 
l^flfi.  Thishistory  hasalwaysbetn 
reikoticd  a  fine  one,  and  lord  Bo- 
lingbroke  does  not  scruple  to  con- 
fer it  in  many  re~-pctis  equal  to 
that  of  Livy.  Davila  was  murder- 
ed 163^. 

DAVIS  (JOHN)  an  English   na- 
vigcior,   \vl-o  first   discovered  those 
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streights  in  South  America  which 
•  car  his  name,  1685. 

DAVIS  (HENRY  EDWARDS) 
was  born  at  Windsor  1756,  and  at 
(he  age  of  a  t  distinguished  among 
the  earliest  and  most  able  examiners 
of  some  remarkable  assertion?,  and 
insinuations  yet  moreextraordmary, 
introduced  in  Mr.  Gibbon's  "  His- 
tory of  the  Decline  and  Fall  of  the 
ftoir.an  empire,"  and  tending  cer- 
tainly to  undervalue  the  testimony 
of  the  Christian  religion.  He  died 
Feb.  10,  1784. 

DAV1SON  (JEREMIAH)  a  por- 
trait painter,  born  in  England,  of 
Scots  parents,  studied  under  sir 
Peter  Lely,  excelled  in  painting 
satins,  and  died  1745. 

DAURAT  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
French  poet,  born  1507.  Some  have 
>aid  that  the  odes,  epigram?,  hymns, 
and  other  poems  in  Greek  and  La- 
tin, composed  by  Daurat,  amount  to 
about  50,000  verses.  He  died  at 
Paris  1588. 

DA\VES  (RICHARD)  an  Eng. 
lish  scholar,  celebrated  for  the  pub- 
lication of  a  work  intituled  "Mis- 
cellanea Ciitica,"  born  1708,  died 
1766. 

DAY  (JOHN)  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish printer,  and  the  first  who  printed 
in  Greek  and  Saxon  characters  in 
England,  died  1584.  He  printed 
in  1549  the  folio  Bible  dedicated  to 
£d ward  VI. 

DAY  (THOMAS)  was  born  in 
London  1748,  bred  to  the  law,  and 
railed  to  the  bar;  bir, disgusted  with 
the  technic.il  nicety  of  legal  process, 
he  soon  quitted  Westminster  Hall, 
devoted  his  mind  to  literary  pur« 
suits,  and  became  the  advocate  of 
humankind.  The  admirable  poem 
of  "  The  Dying  Negro,"  written  by 
himself  and  the  late  John  Bicknell, 
esq.  and  his  "Fragment  of  a  Letter 
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on  Slavery,"  mark  him  among1 
the  first  of  those  who  exerted  their 
efforts  to  emancipate  a  large  portion 
of  the  human  race  from  cruelty  and 
tyranny.  His  latest  work,  "  The 
History  of  Sandford  and  Merton," 
will  long  reinam  an  instance  of  the 
successful  application  of  genius  to 
form  the  minds  of  youth  to  active 
and  manly  virtue.  Plain  and  sim- 
ple in  his  rubits,  denying  himself 
all  the  luxuries,  and  many  of  the 
conveniences  of  life,  no  man  could 
expend  less  upon  himself,  or  bestow 
more  upon  the  necessities  of  others  ; 
and  he  devoted  the  greater  part  of 
an  ample  income  to  a6is  of  public 
and  private  charity.  Mr.  D.  lost 
his  life  Sept.  28,  1789,  by  a  fall 
from  his  horse. 

DECK  ALES  (CLAUDIUS 
FRANCIS  MILLIET)  an  excellent 
mathemath  ian,  mechanic,  and  astro- 
nomer, born  at  Chamberry,  the  ca- 
pital of  Savoy,  1611.  His  princi- 
pal performances  have  been  collect- 
ed into  3  vols.  in  folio,  under  the 
title  of  "  Mundus  Mathematicus ;" 
being  indeed  a  complete  course  of 
all  the  mathematics.  He  died  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics  in  the  univer- 
sity of  Turin,  1678. 

CECIL'S  (PUBL1US)  a  Roman 
consul,  and  brave  general,  memo- 
rable for  having  devoted  himself 
for  his  country  in  a  battle  with  the 
Latins  340  B.  C.  Derius  Mus,  his 
son,  followed  his  father's  example, 
as  did  a  grandson.  The  custom  was, 
that  the  officer  who  devoted  himself 
to  the  gods  for  the  service  of  his 
country,  after  certain  ceremonies  of 
consecration,  ru-Jied,  completely 
armed,  into  the  midst  of  the  ene- 
my's foremost  ranks,  when  their 
own  despaired  of  victory.  Though 
this  was  an  aft  of  superstition  which 
proved  fatal  to  the  hero,  it  reani- 
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mated  his  party,  and  occasioned 
them  to  gain  the  battle. 

DECKER  (JOHN)  a  pious  and 
learned  Flemish  Jesuit,  who  wrote 
much  on  Sacred  Chronology,  was 
born  1559,  and  died  1619. 

DECKER  (THOMAS)  a  drama- 
tic writer  of  some  celebrity  in  the 
reign  of  James  I.  In  his  "  Honest 
Whore,"  and  the  comedy  of  "  Old 
Fortunarus,"  there  are  beauties  both 
as  to  character,  plot,  and  language, 
especially  in  the  former,  equal  to 
those  of  any  dramatic  writer  (Shak- 
speare  excepted)  that  this  island  has 
produced.  The  precise  time  of  this 
author's  birth  and  death  are  not  re- 
corded ;  yet  he  could  not  have  died 
young,  as  the  first  play  we  find  of 
bis  writing  was  published  in  j6oo, 
and  the  latest  date  we  meet  with  to 
any  other  is  "  The  Wonder  of  a 
Kingdom,"  1636. 

DEE  (JOHN)  a  great  mathema- 
tician, and  very  extraordinary  per- 
son in  the  republic  of  letters,  born 
in  London  1527.  He  was  a  ma  a 
of  uncommon  parts,  learning,  and 
application;  and  might  have  per« 
formed  great  things,  if  he  had  been 
possessed  of  a  solid  judgment  ;  but 
he  was  extremely  credulous  and 
superstitious.  He  suffered  himself 
to  be  deluded  into  an  opinion,  that 
by  certain  invocations  an  intercourse 
or  communication  with  spirits 
might  be  obtained ;  from  whence 
he  promised  himself  an  insight  into 
the  occult  sciences.  He  found  a 
young  man,  one  Edward  Keily,  a 
native  of  Worcestershire,  who  had 
already  dipped  deep  into  these  mat- 
ters, and  who  readily  undertook  to 
be  his  instrument  in  them,  for  which 
he  was  to  pay  him  50!.  per  annum. 
Dec.  2,  1581,  they  began  their  in. 
cantations ;  inconseqaenceof  which, 
Kelly  was,  by  the  inspection  of  a 
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eertain  table  consecrated  for  that 
purpose  with  many  superstitious 
ceremonies,  enabled  to  acquaint 
Dee  with  what  the  spirits  thought 
fit  to  shew  and  discover.  These 
conferences  were  continued  for 
about  two  years,  and  the  subjects 
of  them  committed  to  writing,  but 
never  published,  though  still  pre- 
served in  Ashniole's  museum.  He 
travelled  much  abroad  in  company 
•with  Kelly,  who  had  in  his  pos- 
session, as  was  reported,  a  philo- 
sophical powder  of  projection,  by 
which  they  were  furnished  with 
money  very  profusely.  In  the 
latter  end  of  his  life,  however,  he 
became  miserably  poor;  and  it  is 
highly  probable,  that  he  remained 
under  his  delusions  to  his  death  ; 
for  he  was  atlually  providing  for  a 
new  journey  into  Germany,  when, 
worn  out  by  age  and  distempers,  he 
died  in  1608,  aged  80,  and  was 
buried  at  Mortlake.  His  mathe- 
inatical  works  are  numerous  and 
valuable. 

DE  FOE  (DANIEL)  equally  fa- 
tnous  for  politics  and  poetry,  was 
bred  a  hosier.  In  that  situation  he 
was  unsuccessful;  and  this  proba- 
bly induced  him  to  apply  to  his 
pen  for  subsistence.  Tutchin  hav- 
ing in  1700  written  "The  Fo- 
reigners," an  infamous  satire  on 
king  William  and  the  whole  Dutch 
nation,  De  Foe  wrote  "  The  True- 
born  Englishman,"  as  an  antidote 
to  it,  and  thereby  recommended 
himself  to  the  notice  of  his  sove- 
reign, who  failed  not  to  reward  the 
author.  He  afterwards  wrote  an 
amazing  number  of  trafts,  30  of 
which  have  been  collected  in  two 
vols.  8vo.  One  of  these  trafts,  in- 
tituled,' "The  Shortest  Way  with 
the  Dissenters,"  contained  reflec- 
tions against  some  ecclesiastics  in 
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power,  for  breathing  too  much  a 
spirit  of  perseculion.  Becoming 
obnoxious  to  the  ministry  on  this 
account,  he  was  obliged  to  explain 
himself,  which  he  did  very  expli- 
citly, for  he  was  a  man  of  great 
firmness:  and  when  he  was  senten- 
ced afterwards  to  stand  in  the  pil- 
lory for  attacking  some  measures 
which  he  thought  unconstitutional 
and  unjust,  he  not  only  cheerfully 
underwent  the  punishment,  but  at 
the  same  time  wrote  "  A  Hymn  to 
the  Pillory,"  as  a  defiance  of  their 
usage  of  him.  But,  after  all,  De 
Foe  is  by  nothing  better  known  at 
present,  than  by  his  entertaining 
"  History  of  Robinson  Crusoe  ;" 
which,  though  a  romance,  is  written 
in  so  natural  a  manner,  and  with 
so  many  probable  incidents,  that  it 
was  judged  to  be  a  true  story  for 
some  time  after  its  publication.— 
He  was  born  in  London  1660,  and 
died  at  Islington  1731. 

DELANY  (Dr.  PATRICK)  a 
theological  writer  of  Ireland,  but 
perhaps  better  known  as  the  inti- 
mate friend  and  correspondent  of 
Dean  Swift,  was  born  in  Ireland 
1686,  and  died  at  Bath  176?. 

DELANY  (MARY)  wife  of  the 
foregoing,  celebrated  for  her  skill 
in  painting  and  in  cutting  flowers 
and  other  ornaments  in  paper,  was 
born  at  Coulton  in  Wiltshire  1700, 
and  died  1788. 

DELRIO  (MARTIN  ANTONY) 
a  most  learned  man,  born  at  Ant- 
werp 1551.  The  progress  he  made 
in  letters  while  a  very  boy  is 
recorded  with  wonder,  having  sur- 
prized the  public  when  he  was  only 
19  years  of  age  with  some  good 
notes  upon  the  tragedies  of  Seneca, 
in  which  he  cited  almost  I  loo 
authors,  with  all  the  assurance  of  a 
man  who  had  read  them  thoroughly 
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and  weighed  their  sentiments  with 
great  judgment  and  exactness.  He 
died  1608. 

DEMETRIUS  (PHALEREUS) 
a  peripatetic  philosopher  of  Athens 
who  lived  in  ths  time  of  Alexander 
the  Great.  Three  hundred  and 
sixty  statues  were  ereQed  to  his 
honour  in  that  city ;  and  not  un- 
deservedly, since  he  is  said  to  have 
augmented  the  revenues  of  it,  as 
well  as  to  have  improved  and  po- 
lished its  buildings.  Nevertheless 
he  died  in  banishment  by  the  bite  of 
an  asp.  His  writings  consisted  of 
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the  greatest,  was  born  at  Athens,  in 
the  ad  year  of  the  loist  Olym- 
piad, that  is,  about  370  years 
befoie  Christ.  It  is  universally 
agreed,  that  no  orator  ever  spoke 
with  such  force,  or  had  the  passions 
of  others  so  much  in  his  power,  as 
Deinouhenes ;  insomuch  that  he 
acluaily  appeared  like  one  inspired. 
He  opposed  Philip  of  Macedonia 
with  all  his  nvgl'.t,  and  Alexander 
after  him.  Alexander  requested  of 
the  Athenians  to  hive  Demosthenes 
given  up  to  him,  b;it  this  was  re- 
fused; yet,  when  Aniipater,  hissuo 


poetry,   liiuory,   politics,    rhetoric, !  cessor,  made  the  same  request  after- 


harangues,  and  embassies  ;  but  none 


are  extant. 

DEMOCRITUS,  oneofthe  great- 
est philosophers  of  antiquity,  was 
born  at  Abdera,  a  town  of  Thrace, 
about  the  8oth  Olympiad,  that  is, 
about  460  years  before  Christ.— 
He  is  said  to  have  laughed  at  human 
life  in  general,  which,  Montaigne 
says,  it  was  better  to  do  than  to 
imitate  Heraclitus,  who  wept  eter- 
nally about  it;  because,  adds  he, 
mankind  are  not  so  unhappy  as 
they  ate  vain.  He  was  the  fore- 
runner of  Epicurus,  whose  system 
differs  from  his  no  otherwise  than 
in  some  improvements. 

DEMOIVRE  (ABRAHAM)  an 
illustrious  mathematician,  born  at 
Vitri  in  Champagne,  May  1667. 
His  abilities  were  so  admired  by 
the  Royal  Society  of  London,  that 
they  judged  him  a  fit  person  to 
decide  the  famous  contest  between 
Newton  and  Leibnitz.  He  published 
some  capital  works,  but  is  generally 
known  hyhis  "  Doctrine  of  Chances ; 
or,  Method  of  calculating  the  Pro- 
babilities of  Events  at  Play."  He 
died  at  London  17. 54. 

DEMOSTHENES,    one    of    the 
greatest  orators  of  antiquity,    if  not 


wards,    it   was   granted.     But    De- 
mosthenes would    not  be   given  up, 
and  therefore  escaped  into  the  island 
of  Celauria;  where  he  imbibed  poi- 
son that  he  had  kept  on  purpose  in 
a  quill,  to  prevent  his  being  taken 
alive.      He  died  in   the  3d  year  of 
the    ii4th    Olympiad.      There  are 
extant  under  his  name  6l  orations, 
which    have  frequently   been   pub- 
lished.    But,  though  he  arrived  at 
such  perfeflion   in   this  art,    he  set 
out  under  great  disadvantages:    for 
he  had  an  impediment  in  hisspeech» 
which    for  a  long  time   would   not 
sufirr  him  to  pronounce  the  letter  r  ; 
he  had  a  weak  voice,  a  short  breath, 
and  a  very  uncouth  and    ungracious 
manner  ;     however,   by    dint  of  re- 
solution and  infinite  pains,  he  over- 
came all  these  defects.      He  would 
climb  up  steep  and  craggy    places, 
to  help  his  wind  and  strengthen  his 
voice  ;  he  would  declaim  with  peb- 
bles  in   his  mouth,  to  remedy  the 
imperfeQion     in     his    speech ;     he 
would  place   a  looking-glass  before 
him,  to  correct  the  a.vkwardness  of 
his  gesture;    ana  he  learned  of  the 
best   players    the    proper    graces  of 
a€Hon  and  pronunciation,  which  he 
thought   »f  so  .much    consequeace 
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that  he  made  the  whole  art  of  ora 
tory  in  a  manner  to  consist  of  them. 
He  was  so  intent  upon  study,  that 
b.3  would  often  retire  into  a  cave 
of  the  earth,  and  shave  half  his 
head,  so  that  he  could  not  with  de- 
cency appear  abroad  till  his  hair 
Va-  crown  again.  He  also  ac- 
cu.-iomed  himself  to  harangue  at 
th-c  sea  shore,  uhere  the  agitation 
of  the  waves  formed  to  him  an 
idea  of  the  commotion  in  a  popu- 
lar assembly,  and  served  to  prepare 
and  fortify  him  against  them.  From 
thecse  several  kinds  of  hardships, 
which  he  imposed  upon  himself, 
it  is  plain  that  he  was  not  so  much 
bbrn  an  orator,  as  an  instance  how 
far  parts  and  application  may  go 
toward  the  formiiig  of  a  great  man 
in  any  profession. 

DEMPSTER  (THOMAS)  a 
Scotch  historian  and  commentator, 
died  1625.  He  was  a  very  learn- 
ed man,  but  of  a  singular  charac- 
ter, being  as  prompt  to  draw  his 
swqrd  in  quarrel,  as  to  wield  his 
pen  at  any  lime.  He  became  pro- 
fessor of  the  Belles  Lettres  at  Pisa, 
Nismes,  and  Bologna,  and  had  such 
a  prodigious  memory,  that  he  used 
to  say  he  knew  not  what  it  was  to 
forget.  This  gained  him  the  ap- 
pellation of "  The  Living  Library," 

DENHAM  (SIR  JOt'N)  an  emi- 
nent poet,  born  in  Dublin  i6i,r. 
In  1641  he  published  his  tragedy 
called  "The  Sophy,"  which  was 
extremely  admired  by  the  best 
judges;  and  in  io.}2  wa;  first 
printed  his  "  Cooper's  Hill,"  '  a 
poem  (says  Dryden)  -.\hich,  for  ma- 
jesty of  style,  is,  and  ever  will  be, 
the  standard  of  good  writing.'  Pope 
has  celcbrattd  this  poem  very  highly 
in  his  "  Windsor  Forest5"  and  all 
men  of  taste  have  agreed  in  their 
commendations  of  it.  He  died  1668. 
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DENNIS  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
critic,  born  in  London  1657.— 
Though  it  is  now  become  fashion- 
able to  speak  lightly  of  him,  he 
had  qualities  enough  to  recommend 
him  to  the  acquaintance  of  some  of 
the  most  eminent  personages  for 
birth,  wit,  and  learning,  of  his  time  ; 
but  the  black  passions  were  so  pre- 
dominant in  him,  and  his  pride, 
envy,  jealousy,  and  suspicion,  hur- 
ried him  into  so  many  absurd  and 
ridiculous  measures,  that  his  life 
appears  to  have  been  nothing  but  a 
mixture  of  folly  and  madness.— 
He  began  to  be  a  writer  as  eaily, 
if  not  earlier,  than  1690,  and  so 
continued  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  happened  1733.  He  had 
better  talents  for  judging  of  the 
performances  of  others,  than  for 
producing  any  thing  of  himself; 
which  made  a  smart  fellow  say, 
that  "  Dennis  was  the  fittest  man 
in  the  world  to  instruct  a  dramatic 
writer  ;  for  he  laid  down  excellent 
rules  for  writing  good  plays,  and 
shewed  what  were  bad  by  his  own." 

DERHAM  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  philosopher  and  divine, 
born  at  Stou^hton,  near  Worcester^ 
1657,  died  '  735,  having  spent  his 
life  in  the  most  agreeable  and  im- 
proving study  of  nature,  and  made 
oil  his  researches  therein  subservient 
to  the  caii'.e  of  religion  a;  d  virtue. 
Hib  wo.  ks  jre  extremely  nume- 
rous ;  of  these  the  be-t  known  are 
his  "Phyr.D  1  '.eology  ;  or,  A 
Dt  nion>tr  :ti  n  nf  the  Being  and  At- 
u itjii  c-s  of  God,  f?om  hi>  works  of 
CrcaMnn^"  and  "Astro-Theology, 
or,  A  Demonstration  of  the  Being 
and  Attributes  of  God  from  a  Sur- 
vey of  the  Heavens;"  boih  which 
are  works  of  considerable  num. 

DESAGULIERS  (JOHN  THEO- 
PH1LUS)  a   celebrated   kfrurer    in 
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experimental  philosophy,  and  who 
made  several  improvements  in  me 
chanics,  was  born  at  Rochelle  1683, 
but  brought  into  England  when  an 
infant.  His  most  celebrated  publi- 
cation is,  "  A  Course  of  Experi- 
mental Philosophy,  i734>"  2  vols. 
$10.  He  died  1749. 

DESCARTES.     See  CARTES. 

DES  MAIZEAUX  (PETER)  se- 
cretary of  the  Royal  Society  of 
London,  was  born  at  Auvergne  in 
1666.  He  retired  early,  probably 
as  a  refugee,  into  England,  and  died 
there  in  1745.  He  had  intimate 
connections  with  St.  Evremont  and 
Bayle;  gave  a  very  handsome  edi- 
tion of  the  works  of  the  former,  in 
3  vols.  410.  with  the  life  of  the  au- 
thor prefixed,  and  drew  up  the  life 
of  the  latter,  which  was  printed 
before  the  edition  of  his  "  Di£Ho- 
rary"  in  1730.  He  published 
also  the  "  Miscellaneous  Works  of 
Bayle"  in  4  vols.  folio.  He  was 
the  editor  of  other  things;  and 
whatever  he  published  he  always 
accompanied  with  literary  anec- 
dotes. 

DESTOUCHES  (ANDRE  CAR- 
DINAL) a  celebiated  French  musi- 
cian, born  at  Paris  1672,  died 
1749. 

DESTOUCHES  (PHILIP  NE- 
RICAUT)  a  French  dramatic  wri- 
ter, born  at  Tours  1680,  died  1754. 
Destouches  had  cot  the  gaiety  of 
Regnard,  nor  the  strong,  warm 
colouring  of  Moliere ;  but  he  is 
always  polite,  tender,  and  natural. 

DEVEREUX  (ROBERT)  earl  of 
Essex, born  in  Herefordshire  1567, 
is  memorable  for  having  been  a 
great  favourite,  and  an  unhapp\ 
vi£lim  to  the  arts  of  his  enemies 
and  his  own  ambition,  in  the  reigt; 
of  queen  Elizabeth.  The  first  great 
shock  he  received,  in  regard  to  the 
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queen's  favour,  arose  from  a  warm 
dispute  between  her  majesty  and 
himself,  about  the  choice  of  seme 
(it  and  able  person  to  superintend 
rhe  affairs  of  Ireland.  The  qneen 
looked  upon  sir  William  Knolles, 
uncle  to  Essex,  as  the  most  proper 
person  for  that  charge:  Essex  con- 
tended that  sir  George  Carew  was 
a  much  fitter  man  for  it.  When 
(he  queen  could  not  be  persuaded 
to  approve  his  choice,  he  so  far 
(orgot  himself  and  his  duty  as  to 
turn  his  back  upon  her  in  a  con- 
temptuous  manner  ;  which  insolence 
her  majesty  not  being  able  to  bear, 
she  gave  him  a  box  on  the  ear,  and 
bid  him  go  and  be  hanged.  He 
immediately  clapped  his  hand  on 
his  sword,  and  the  lord  admiral 
stepping  in  between,  he  swore  a 
great  oath,  declaring  that  he  neither 
could  nor  would  put  up  an  affront 
of  that  nature  ;  that  he  would  not 
have  taken  it  at  the  hands  of  Henry 
VIII.  and  in  a  great  passion  imme- 
diately withdrew  from  court.  He 
was  afterwards  reconciled  and  re- 
stored, in  appearance,  to  the  queen's 
favour;  yet  there  is  good  reason  to 
doubt  whether  be  ever  recovered 
it  in  reality;  and  his  friends  have 
been  apt  to  date  his  ruin  from  this 
unlucky  accident.  He  was  execut- 
ed on  a  charge  of  treason  Feb.  25, 
160  i . 

D'EWES  (SIR  SYMONDS)  an 
eminent  English  historian  and  an- 
tiquary, born  at  Coxden  in  Suffolk 
1602,  died  1630.  When  he  was 
little  more  than  30  years  of  age,- 
he  had  finished  that  large  and  accu- 
rate work  for  which  he  is  chiefly 
memorable,  viz.  "  The  Journals  of 
all  the  Parliaments  during  the 
Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  both 
Lords  and  Commons,"  &c  &  •. 

DE  WITT  (JOHN}  the  famous 
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pensionary,  was  the  second  son  of 
Jacob  De  \Vitr,  fb-.i'-eoniauer  of 
Dott,  and  deputy  to  the  States  of 
Holland,)  and  born  at  Dort  in  I  625. 
He  was  the  zealous  patron  of  the 
g'cry  ar.d  liberty  of  his  native 
country;  the  greatest  genius  of  his 
time:  the  ablest  politician  in  war 
as  well  as  peace ;  the  Atlas  of  the 
commonwealth :  but  was  barba- 
rously murdered  hy  a  Dutch  mob 
in  1672.  De  \Vitt  wrote  a  book 
contain;:  maxims  of  govern 

ment   upon  whi'h  he  adted,    which 
will    Le  a   nevei-fsdin^  monument. 
to  hi.-  immortal  memory.      J^shc 
the  true  and   genuine  principles  of 
policy,    on  whkh    alor.e    it   is    pos 
«ible  to  ertci  an  administration  pro> 
fitab'.c   at    h^me,    and    which   must 
command  respect  abroad.    A  trar>-la 
tion  of  it  from  the  original  Dutch, 
intituled,    "  The   true    interest  arid 
political  Maxims  of  the  Rt-puhlic  ol 
Holland,"  has  been  printed  in  Lon 
don. 

DIAGORAS      (surnamefi     Till 
ATHLIST)  fiuurUhcd  in  Athens   it 
the  Q^st  Olympiad,    that   is,    about 
412  )ears  before  Cbri>t.     The  his- 
tory of   his  atheirdi   is   thus  toM  : 
He    delighted     in    making    scrses 
and   had    composed  a    potm  which 
a  certain  poet  had  «tolrn  from  him 
He  sued   the   thief,   v:ho    swore   he 
was  not  guilty  of  the    crime;    anc 
Soon  after  he  gained  a  great  reputa- 
tion by  publishing  that  work  as  his 
own.      Di^cra;.,    (onsidering    that 
he  who  had    injured    him    had   not 
Only    escaped    unpunished    for    hi* 
theft  and  perjury,  but  al;o  acquired 
glory  thereby,  concluded  that  there 
was  no   Providence,   nor    any  gods, 
and  wrote  some   books  to  prove  it. 
He  died  by  shipwreck. 

DICEARCliUS,    a    disciple    of 
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AristotV,  born  at  Messina  in  Siciljr, 
was  a  good  philosopher,  historian, 
ard  mathematician,  and  composed 
a  great  many  books  upon  various 
bjrfh,  and  in  all  sciences,  which 
weie  much  esteemed. 

D1CTYS  CRETfcXSIS,  a  very 
ancient  historian,  who,  «crving  urf- 
der  Idomeneus,  a  king  of  Crete,  in 
ihe  Trojin  war,  wrote  the  history 
of  that  expedition  in  nine  book: ; 
and  Tzctzes  tells  us,  that  Homer 
formed  the  "  Iliad"  upon  his  plan. 

DiDEROT(DlONYSIUS)  a  ce- 
lebrated Krench  poet,  and  writer  on 
physics,  geometry,  and  metaphysics, 
ethic?,  and  the  belles  lettres,  was 
the  son  of  a  cutler,  and  born  at 
Langres  1713.  He  conceived  ths 
stupendous  design  of  a  "  DicV.an- 
naire  Enryclopedique,''  which,  as- 
sisted  by  D'Aierrsbtrt,  and  others, 
he  accompli -hcri,  bivuelf  compiling 
the  descriptions  of  arts  and  traces. 
So  ill  v  i.3  he  paici  for  above  20 
years  labour'tit  this  bock,  that  he 
was  compelled  to  expose  his  li- 
!>rary  ro  Ja'.e  for  a  subsistence-— 
The  empress  of  Ru-sia  orrisred  it  to 
be  bought  for  her  at  the  price  of 
50,000  livrej,  ar.d  generously  left 
him  the  use  of  it  during  his  hfe.— ™ 
Certain  positions  on  government 
and  religion  in  the  >;  Encyrlops- 
,"  have  exposed  Diderot  to  tl  : 
charge  of  having  favoured  a'heiiti- 
<  al  and  anarchical  principles,  or 
what  at  the  prc.'en!  day  is  terrr-.ed 
Jacobinism.  [See  "  Barruei's  Me» 
moirs,"  (translated  by  the  Honour- 
able Robert  Clifford,)  8vo.  1798.] 
Diderot  difd  suddenly  in  July  1784. 

DIDVMUS  of  Alexandria,  an 
ecclesiastical  writer  of  the  fourth 
century. 

DILMERBROEK.  (ISBRAXD,1  a 
professor  of  physic  and  ar.a:c;ny  at 
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Utrecht, born  1609,  praftisedphyr'r, 
and  read  public  leQures  with  great 
reputation,  ar.d  died  1674. 

DIGBY  (SIR  EVERARD)  born 
1581,  was  drawn  in  to  be  privy  to 
the  gunpowder  plot;  and  though 
not  a  principal  aQor  in  that  dread- 
ful  affair,  nor  indeed  an  aQor  at  all, 
yet  he  offered  1500!.  towards  de- 
fraying the  expences  of  it;  enter- 
tained Guy  Fawkes,  who  was  to 
have  executed  it,  in  hi?  house; 
and  was  taken  in  open  rebellion 
with  other  papists  after  the  plct 
was  deleted  and  had  miscarried. 
He  was  with  other  conspirators, 
upon  the  soth  of  January  1605-6, 
hanged,  drawn,  and  quartered,  at 
the  west  end  of  St.  Paul's  church  in 
London. 

D1CBY  (SIR  KEXELM)  a  very- 
famous  English  philosopher,  and 
eldest  son  of  sir  Everard,  was  born 
at  Gothurst  in  Buckinghamshire 
1603,  and  died  on  his  biith-day 
in  166?.  Having  read  the  writ- 
ings of  Descartes,  he  resolved  to 
go  to  Holland  on  purpose  to  see 
him.  He  did  so,  and  found  him 
at  his  retirement  at  Egmond.— 
Des  Maizeaux,  in  his  life  of  St.  Ev- 
remond,  tells  us  of  a  conversation 
between  these  great  men,  about 
lengthening  out  life  to  the  period  of 
the  patriarchs.  Descartes  assured  sir 
Kenelm  that  he  had  long  been  pro- 
jetting  a  scheme  for  that  purpose  ; 
and  a  very  notable  one  undoubtedly 
it  would  have  been,  if  that  philo- 
sopher had  but  lived;  but  he  had 
the  misfortune  to  die  just  before  he 
could  bring  it  to  bear. 

DIGBY  (LORD  GEORGE)  an 
English  nobleman  of  great  parts, 
son  of  John  Digby,  earl  of  Bristol, 
was  born  at  Madrid  1612.  "He 
was  (says  a  late  writer,  somewhat 
severely)  a  singular  person,  whose 
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ife  was  one  contradiction.  He 
wrote  against  Popery,  and  embraced 
't:  he  was  a  zealous  opposer  of  the 
rourt,  and  a  sacrifice  for  it:  was 
ronscientiously  converted  in  the 
midst  of  his  prosecution  of  lord 
Stafford,  and  was  most  unconscien- 
iously  a  prosecutor  of  lord  Claren- 
don. With  great  parts,  he  always 
hurt  himself  and  his  friends;  with 
romantic  bravery,  he  was  always 
an  unsuccessful  commander.  He 
spoke  for  the  Test- aft,  though  a 
Roman  Catholic;  and  additied  him- 
self to  astrology  on  the  birth-day  of 
true  philosophy."  He  died  earl  of 
Sristol  1676. 

DIGGES  (LEONARD)  an  Eng- 
lish gentleman  famous  for  his 
mathematical  learning,  died  about 
'574- 

DIGGES  (THOMAS)  only  son 
of  Leonard  Digges,  and  one  of  the 
greatest  mathematicians  of  his  age, 
died  1595. 

DIGGES  (SIR  DUDLEY)  master 
of  the  rolls  to  Charles  I.  was  eldest 
son  to  Thomas  Digges,  just  men- 
tioned, and  born  I  583.  Hewa*,  it 
is  said,  a  great  asserter  of  his  coun- 
try's liberty  in  the  worst  of  times, 
when  the  sluices  of  prerogative  were 
opened,  and  the  banks  of  the  law 
were  almost  overwhelmed  by  the 
inundations  of  it.  He  was  author 
of  several  literary  performances, 
and  died  1639. 

DILWORTH  (THOMAS)  * 
school- master  of  Wapping,  well 
known  by  two  or  three  useful 
school-books  which  he  compiled, 
and  which  have  gone  through  edi« 
tions  almost  innumerable.  Mr. 
Dilworth  died  1781. 

D1XOC  RATES,  a  celebrated 
ancient  architect  of  Macedonia, 
employed  by  Alexander  in  building 
the  city  of  Alexandria.  Another 
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iremor^ble  instance  of  Dinocrates's 
aichitecionic  skill  is,  his  restoring 
and  building,  in  a  more  august  and 
magnificent  manner  than  before, 
the  celebrated  temple  of  Di.ma  at 
Ephesus,  after  Eratosiratus,  for  the 
sske  of  immortalizing  his  name, 
had  destroyed  it  by  fire. 

D1O  CASSIUS,  an  anciert  Ro 
man  historian,  known  a!si  by  the 
surrami.s  of  Cocceius  or  Cocceia- 
nus,  was  born  at  Niraea,  a  city  of 
B:t!;yiiia,  and  flourished  in  the  3d 
century.  His  history  began  from 
the  building  of  Rome,  and  pr  > 
ceedcd  to  the  reign  of  Alexander 
kcvcrus.  \Vhat  we  now  have  of  it 
begins  with  the  expedition  of  Lu- 
cullus  against  Mithridates  kiiig  of 
Pontus,  about  the  year  of  Rome 
684,  and  ends  with  the  death  of  the 
enipcior  Claudius,  about  the  year 
806. 

BIO  CKRYSOSTOM,  a  cele- 
brated orator  and  philosopher  of 
the  ist  century,  born  at  Pru.-a,  a 
i  i:y  of  Bithynis,  and  called  Chry- 
sostoni  on  account  of  his  eloquence. 
Inere  are  extant  of  his  So  orations 
end  dissertations  upon  political,  mo- 
ral, and  philosophical  subjects. 

DIOCLES1AN,  a.  Roman  empe- 
ror, whose  bloody  persecution  of 
t'je  Christians  forms  a  chronological 
aera,  called  the  ./Era  of  Dioclesian, 
cr  the  Martyr?;  it  was  for  a  long 
time  in  use  in  theological  wr:t- 
jngs,  and  is  still  followed  by  the 
O;ptes  anu  Abyssinians.  It  com- 
M.  et  iced  August  29th  A.D.  284  — 
Piotiesian  was  born  233,  and  diet!

D:ODATI  (JOHN)    a  famous 

minister,  and  piofcssor  cf  theo- 
io_y  it  Geneva,  bom  at  Lucca  in 
'579»  died  at  Geneva  in  1652. 
Ke  is  distinguished  by  translations 
of  "  The  Bible  into  Italia.*,"  '«The 
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Bible  into  French,"  and  of  '«  Father 
F.aul's  History  of  the  Council  of 
Trent  into  French." 

DiODORUS  S1CULUS,  an  an- 
cient  historian,  born  at  Agyrium 
in  Sicily,  flourished  in  the  times  of 
Julius  Czc--:.r  arid  Augu.-tus.  Dio- 
dorus  says,  in  tlie  beginning  of  his 
history,  that  he  was  no  less  than  30 
yerus  in  writing  it,  in  the  tapit.il 
of  i lie  uorld,  viz.  Rome.  He  calls 
hi.!  >,ork  not  a  "History,"  but  an 
"  Historical  Library;"  a:id  hadcom- 
pr^zcJ  in  fo;ty  books  the  most  re- 
nu;  ksbL-  events  which  had  happen- 
>.d  :•-.  :1  c  \vor!d  during  the  space  of 
i  138  y:ir;  :  but,  to  the  great  grief 
o ;"  .i;e  curious,  of  the  40  books,  only 
15  are  now  extant. 

DIOGENES  the  Cynic  was  bcrn  at 
Sincpe,  a  city  of  Pontus,  and  ex- 
peli'.ti  :rom  thence  for  coining  false 
rxior.ey ;  as  was  his  father  also,  who 
v.-ts  a  banker.  He  retired  to  Athens, 
and  prevailed  on  the  philosopher 
Ant  sihencs  to  become  his  master. 
V.s  roc  o:  ly  submitted  to  the  kind 
of  li*~s  v.'hich  was  peculiar  to  the 
followers  of  that  founder  of  the 
Cynics,  but  adc"eil  new  degrees  of 
austerity  to  it.  He  ordered  some- 
body to  provide  him  a  cell;  but,  as 
iha;  orcier  was  not  speedily  exe- 
cuted, he  grew  impatient,  and 
lodged  himself  in  a  tub.  He  locked 
down  on  all  the  world  with  scorn, 
and  magisterially  censured  all  man- 
kind.  Alexander  one  clay  paid  him 
a  visit,  and  made  him  an  offer  of 
rkhes,  or  any  thing  el«e  ;  but  all  that 
the  philosopher  requested  of  him 
was,  to  stand  from  betwixt  him  and 
the  sun  :  as  if  he  had  said,  "  Do 
net  deprive  me  of  the  benefits  of 
nature,  and  I  leave  to  you  those  of 
fortune,"  The  conqueror  was  so 
affefted  by  the  vigour  and  elevation 
of  his  scul  as  to  declare,  "  that  if 
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lie  were  not  Alexander  he  would 
choose  to  be  Diogenes:"  that  i?, 
if  he  were  not  in  possession  of  all 
that  was  pompous  and  splendid  in 
life,  he  would,  like  Dior.cnes,  he- 
roically despise  it.  Diogenes  had  a 
great  presence  of  mind,  as  appears 
from  his  ;mart  sayings  and  quick 
repartees ;  and  Plato  is  thought  to 
ha\  e  passed  no  ill  judgment  upon 
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high  on  many  accounts.  As  to 
what  relates  to  chronology,  al!  the 
critics  have  been  apt  to  prefer  him 
even  to  Livy  himself;  than  his 
style  and  diction,  nothing  can  he 
more  pure,  more  clear,  nor  more 
elegant. — But,  besides  the  "  Roman 
Antiquities,"  there  are  other  writ, 
ings  of  his  ex:ant,  critical  and  rhe- 
torical.

DODART  (DENYS)  physician 
to  Lewis  XIV.  and  member  of  the 
French  academy  of  sciences,  born 
1634.  Among  other  things  he  was 
the  author  of  a  "  Statica  Medicina 
Gallica  ;"  and  died  1707.  Guy 
Patin  called  him  "  monstrum  sine 
vitio,"  a  prodigy  of  wisdom  and 
science  without  any  defeft. 

DODD  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an  in- 
genious divine  of  unfortunate  me- 
mory, was  born  in  17  29,  at  Bourne 
in  Lincolnshire,  of  which  place 
his  father,  being  a  clergyman,  was 
vicar.  In  1753  he  received  orders; 
and.  being  settled  in  London,  soon 
became  a  very  popular  and  cele 
brated  preacher.  He  obtained  seve- 
ral leftureships,  and  advanced  his 
theological  character  greatly  by  an 
almost  uninterrupted  publication  of 
sermons  and  trafls  of  piety.  For 
the  same  purpose  also  he  was  very 
zealous  in  promoting  and  assisting 
at  charitable  institutions,  and  dis- 
tinguished himself  much  in  regard 
to  the  Magdalen  hospital,  which 
•was  opened  in  August  1758  :  he 
became  preacher  at  the  chapel  of 
this  charity,  for  which  he  was  al- 
lowed yearly  lool.  But,  notwith- 
standing his  attention  to  spiritual 
concerns,  he  was  by  no  means  neg- 
ligent in  cultivating  his  temporal 
interests  ;  for,  besides  writing  con- 
stantly in  the  Public  Ledger,  he  su- 
perintended and  contributed  largely 
to  the  "  Christian's  Magazine  ;" 
for  which  he  received  from  the 
proprietors  lool.  yearly.  The  truth 
is,  Dodd_'s  finances  by  no  means 
answered  his  style  and  manner  of 
living :  they  were  indeed  much 
too  small  for  it  ;  and  this  obliged 
him  to  recur  to  $uch  methods  of 
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augmenting    them.     Happy    if   he 
had  never    recurred  to  expedients 
worse  than  these! — Still,  however, 
he  preserved  theological  appearan* 
ces,  and   now  meditated  a  design  of 
publishing  a  large    "  Commentary 
on  the   Bible,"   which   he  began  to 
publish    in    weekly    and     monthly 
numbers,  and  continued  to  publish 
it  regularly  till  it  was  completed  in 
3  vols.  folio.     In  1766  betook  the 
degree    of     LL.D.    at    Cambridge, 
having  been  made  a  chaplain  to  the 
king  some  time  before.     In    1772 
he  was  presented  to    the  living   of 
Hockliffe  in  Buckinghamshire:  but 
what  could  such  preferment  as  this 
avail  ?     The  habits  of  expence  had 
gained  a  wonderful  ascendancy  over 
him  :   he  was   vain,   he  was  pomp- 
ous,  which  persons  emerging  from 
low  situations  of  life  are  apt  to  be  ; 
and  thus  became  involved  and  sink- 
ing under  debts.     To  relieve    him- 
self,   he    was   tempted    to    a    step 
which  ruined  him  for  ever  with  the 
public  ;    and  this  was,    to   procure 
by  indirect  means  the  reQory  of  St. 
George's,  Hanover  Square.     On  the 
preferment  of  Dr.  Moss  to  the  see 
of  Bath  and   Wells,  in  1774,  that 
refrory  fell  to  the    disposal   of   the 
crown:    upon   which   Dorfd    caused 
an  anonymous  letter   to  be  sent  to 
lady    Apsley,  offering  the  sum  of 
3000!.  if  by    her   means  he  could 
be  presented  to  the  living.      Alas! 
he  was  unfortunate  in  hia  woman  : 
the   letter    was    immediately   com- 
municated  to  the  chancellor,    and, 
after    being   traced    to  the   sender, 
laid    before   the   king.      His  name 
was   in   consequence   ordered  to  be 
struck  out  of  the  list  of  chaplains. 
From   this  period  every  step   led  to 
complete  his  ruin.      In  the  summer 
of  1776  he  went  to  France  ;  but  re- 
turned in  the  beginning  of  winter, 
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and  proceeded  to  ex:  rcise  his  func- 
tion as  usual,  particularly  at  the 
Magdalen  Chapel,  where  his  last 
sermon  was  preached  Feb.  9.,  1777. 
Two  days  after  this  he  signed  a 
bond,  which  he  had  forged,  as  from 
his  pupil,  lord  Chesterfield,  for  the 
sum  of  4200!.  and  upon  the  credit 
of  it  obtained  a  considerable  sum 
of  money  ;  but  detection  instantly 
following,  he  was  committed  to 
prison  ;  tried  and  convitied  at  the 
Old  Bailey,  Feb.  24  ;  and  executed 
at  Tyburn,  June  27. 

DODDR1DGE  (DR.  PHILIP) 
an  eminent  dissenting  minister, 
born  in  London  1702,  died  1751. 
He  was  2  i  years  pastor  of  a  meet- 
ing-house at  Northampton  ;  direftor 
of  a  flourishing  academy;  and  au- 
thor of  many  excellent  writings  ; 
in  which  his  pious,  benevolent,  and 
indefatigable  zeal  to  make  men 
wise,  good,  and  happy,  is  every 
•where  manifest.  He  left  many 
works  behind  him  ;  the  principal 
of  which  are,  "  The  Rise  and  Pro- 
gress of  Religion  in  the  Soul,  illus- 
trated in  a  course  of  serious  and 
practical  Addresses,  suited  to  Per- 
sons of  every  Character  and  Cir 
cumstance;"  and  '•  The  Family  Ex 
positor,  containing  a  Version  and 
Paraphrase  of  the  New  Testament, 
with  Critical  Notes;  and  a  PratUcal 
Improvement  of  each  Seftion,"  in 
6  vol.*,  410. 

DODSLEY      (ROBERT)    an 
eminent    bookseller   and    ingeniou 
writer,   born    at    Mansfield   in  Not 
tinghjmshire,    1703.      His  liist  set 
ting   out    in    life  was    in    a   servile 
station   (footman  to  the   honourable 
Mrs.  Lowther) ;    from  which,  hov 
ever,   his  abilities  very  soon  raisec 
him;     for,    having    written    "  Th 
Toyshop,"     and    that    piece    bein| 
shewn  to  Mr.  Pope,  the  delicacy  o 
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atire  which    is.  conspicuous    in   it, 
hough    clothed    with    the    greater 
implicity    of   des:gn,    so    strongly 
ecommended   its   author  to  the  iu- 
ice  of  that  celebrated  poet,  that  he 
ontinued    from    that  time    to   the 
;ay  of  his  death,  a  warm  friend  and 
ealous  patron  to  Mr.  Dodsley.    His 
arce,  called  "  The  King  and  Miller 
>f  Mansfield,"  made  its  appearance 
n    the    ensuing    year,    viz.    1736. 
From  the  success  of  these  pieces  he 
eritered  into  that  business  which,  of 
11  others,  has  the  closest  connection 
vith,  and  the  most  immediate   de- 
pendence on,  persons  of  genius  and 
iterature,  viz.  that  of  a  bookseller. 
in  this  station,   Mr.   Pope's  recom- 
nendation,  and  his  own  merit,  soon 
obtained  him  not  only   the  counte- 
nance of  persons  of  the   first  abili- 
.ies,  but  also  of   those   of  the   first 
-ank,   and,    in   a  few  years,   raised 
inn   to   great  eminence  in  his  pro- 
Cession,   of  which    he   was  almost, 
if  not  altogether,  at  the  head.      He 
kvrote  six    dramatic   pieces,    which 
ire  enumerated  in  the   Biographia 
Dramatica;     and  besides  these,    he 
published    in    his    life-time     "  The 
Muse   in  Livery;"  "  Friendly  Ad- 
vice  to  his  Brethren,"  1732;  a  little 
collection  of  his  own  works  in  one 
volume  8vo.  under  the  modest  title 
of  "  Trifles,  17  45  ;"  and  a  poem  of 
consider  able  length,  intituled,"  Pub- 
lic Virtue,  1754, "4(0.      A   second 
volume    of  "  Trifles"  was  collected 
after    his  death,    consisting   of    I. 
Cleone ;"     2.      "  Melpomene,    or 
the  Regions  of  Terror  and  P;ty,  an 
OJe;"   3.  "  Agriculture,  a  Poem; 
and  4.  "  The  (Economy  of  Human 
Life."— Mr.  Dodsley   also  executed 
two   works  of   great   service  to  the 
cause   of   genius,    as   they    are    the 
means  of  preserving  pieces  of  merit 
that  might  otherwise  sink  into  ob« 
03 
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livion,  viz.  the  publication  of  "  A 
Colkaion  of  Poems  by  different 
eminent  Hands,"  in  6  vols.  8vo. 
and  "  A  Collcaion  of  Plays  by  old 
Ambers,"  in  12  vols.  121110.  He 
died  Sept.  25,  1764. 

DODSWORTH  (ROGER)  born 
in  Yorkshire  1585,  died  1654. 
Mr.  Gough  (Topographer  of  York- 
shire) thus  speaks  of  him  :  "  One 
cannot  approach  the  borders  of  this 
county  without  paying  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  that  indefatigable 
collector  of  its  antiquities,  Roger 
Dodsworth,  who  undertook  and 
executed  a  work  which,  to  the 
antiquaries  of  the  present  age,  would 
have  been  the  stone  of  Tydides. 
122  volumes  of  his  own  writing, 
besides  original  MSS.  which  he  had 
obtained  from  several  hands,  mak- 
ing all  together  162  volumes  folio, 
now  lodged  in  that  grand  repository 
of  our  ancient  muniments,  the  Bod- 
leian  library  at  Oxford,  are  lasting 
memorials  of  what  his  country  owes 
to  him  ;  as  the  two  volumes  of  the 
"  Monasticon"  (which,  though  pub- 
lished under  his  and  Dugdale's 
names  conjointly,  were  both  col- 
leQed  and  written  totally  by  him) 
will  immortalize  that  extensive  in- 
dustry which  has  laid  the  whole 
kingdom  uncier  obligation." 

DODWELL  (HENRY)  a  most 
learned  and  pious  man,  born  at 
Dublin,  1641,  died  1711,  having 
written  a  great  number  of  theolo- 
gical works. 

DOGGET  (THOMAS)  a  come- 
dian, formerly  belonging  to  Drury- 
lane  Theatre,  where  he  became 
joint  manager  with  Wilks  and  Cib- 
ber;  in  which  situation  he  con- 
tinued  till,  on  a  disgust  he  took  in 
the  year  17  12,  at  Mr.  Booth's  being 
forced  on  them  as  a  sharer  in  the 
jnanagement,  he  threw  up  his  part

in  the  property  of  the  theatre, 
though  it  was  looked  on  to  have 
been  worth  loool.  per  annum.  As 
an  actor  he  had  great  merit  ;  and 
his  contemporary  Gibber  informs  us, 
that  he  was  the  most  origi- 
nal, and  the  striclest  observer  of 
nature,  of  any  aftor  of  his  time. 
He  died  1721.— In  his  political 
piinciples  he  was,  in  the  words  of 
Sir  Richard  Steele,  a  "  whig  up  to 
the  head  and  ears;"  and  so  strifUy 
was  he  attachtd  to  the  interests  of 
the  house  of  Hanover,  that  he  never 
let  slip  any  occasion  that  presented 
itself  of  demonstrating  his  senti- 
ments in  that  respefcX  One  instance, 
among  others,  is  well  known  ; 
which  is,  that  the  year  after  George 
I.  came  to  the  throne,  this  per- 
former gave  a  waterman's  coat  and 
silver  badge  to  be  rowed  for  by  six 
watermen  on  the  first  day  of  Augusr, 
being  the  anniversary  of  that  king's 
accession  to  the  throne  ;  and,  at  his 
death,  bequeathed  a  certain  rum  of 
money,  the  interest  cf  which  v  ;•• 
to  be  appropriated  annually,  for 
ever,  to  the  purchase  of  a  like  coat 
and  badge,  ;o  bs  rowed  for  in  ho- 
nour  of  the  day  ;  which  ceremony 
is  every  year  performed  on  the  1st 
of  August,  the  claimants  settiiig 
out,  at  a  signal  given,  at  that  time 
of  the  tide  when  the  current  is 
strongest  against  them,  and  rowing 
from  the  Old  Swan  near  London 
Bridge,  to  the  White  Swan  at  Chel- 
sea.— As  a  writer,  Dogget  has  left 
behind  him  only  one  comedy, 
which  has  not  been  performed  in 
its  original  state  for  many  years, 
intituled,  "  The  Country  Wake, 
i6g6,"4to.  It  has  been  altered, 
however,  into  a  ballad-farce,  which 
frequently  makes  its  appearance 
under  the  title  of  "  Flora,  or,  Hob 
in  the  WeJJ."

DOLOMIEU  ( )  ar.  emi- 
nent French  naturalist,  who  visited 
all  the  volcanic  regions  of  Italy, 
and  was  afterwards  sent,  among 
other  men  of  science,  to  collect  and 
describe  the  antiquities  and  natural 
curiosities  of  Eg)pt.  Returning 
from  that  country,  he  was  driven 
into  Naples,  and  there  committed 
to  a  close  and  loathsome  confine- 
ment; but,  after  suffering  a  long 
captivity,  he  was  liberated  by  the 
humane  interposition  of  our  cou.i 
tryman,  sir  Joseph  Banks.  He  had 
scarcely  reposed  after  his  fatigues, 
when  he  went  to  visit  Mont  Sim- 
plon,  whence  he  returned  rich  in 
ininerological  acquisitions ;  when  a 
disease  whuh  commenced  in  his 
imprisonment  terminated  his  ca- 
reer, December  1801. 

DOMAT  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
French  lawyer,  born  at  Clermont 
in  Aavergr.e  1625,  died  1696. 
The  confusion  which  he  -had  ob- 
served in  the  laws  put  him  upon 
forming  a  design  of  reducing  them 
to  their  natural  order,  which  he 
completed,  and  published  in  4  vols. 
410.  under  the  title  of  "  The  Civil 
Laws  in  their  Natural  Order,  1689." 
It  has  been  usual  to  recommend 
this  work  to  young  lawyers  and 
divines  who  would  apply  them- 
selves to  the  study  of  morality  and 
the  civil  law. 

DOMENICH1XO,  an  Italian 
painter,  born  at  Bologna  1,581.  He 
always  applied  himself  to  his  work 
with  much  study  and  thoughtful- 
ness,  and  never  offered  to  touch  his 
pencil  till  he  found  a  kind  of  en- 
thusiasm or  inspiration  upon  him. 
His  excellency  lay  principally  in 
the  correctness  of  his  style,  and  in 
expressing  the  passions  and  affec- 
tions of  the  mind,  He  died  in 
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1641,  not  without  the  suspicion  of 
poison. 

DOMINIC  (DE  GUZMAN)  a 
-paniard,  founder  of  the  order  of 
the  Predicants,  born  in  Arragon 
i  170,  died  at  Bologna  in  Italy  in 
1221,  and  was  afterwards  made  a 
saint  for  the  prodigious  services  h« 
had  done  the  church. 

DONATUS,  a  bishop  of  a  reli- 
gious se£t  in  Africa,  who  began  to 
be  known  about  the  year  329,  and 
greatly  confirmed  his  faction  by  his 
character  and  writings.  He  was  a 
man  of  great  parts  and  learning; 
but  withal  so  prodigiously  haughty, 
that  he  treated  all  mankind  with 
contempt.  The  Donatists  affirmed 
baptism  in  other  churches  to  be  null 
and  of  no  effect  ;  \vhile  other 
churches  allowed  it  to  be  valid  in 
theirs :  from  which  they  inferred, 
that  it  was  the  safer  to  join  thut 
community  where  baptism  was  ac- 
knowledged by  both  parties  to  be 
valid,  than  that  v.'here  it  was  al- 
lowed to  be  so  only  by  one. 

DONNE  (JOHN)  an  English 
poet  and  divine,  born  at  London 
>573>  ar>d  descended  by  his  mother 
from  the  family  of  sir  Thomas 
More. — Soon  after  bis  taking  or- 
ders (which  he  did  at  the  special 
request  of  king  James)  he  was 
chosen  preacher  of  Lincoln's-Inn  ; 
in  1621  he  was  made  dean  of  St. 
Paul's,  and  there  was  something 
singular  in  the  circumstances  at- 
tending it.  The  deanery  becoming 
vacant,  the  king  sent  for  Dr.  Donne, 
and  ordered  him  to  attend  him  the 
next  day  at  dinner.  \Vhen  his 
majesty  was  sat  down,  before  he 
had  ate  any  meat,  he  said,  "  Dr. 
Donne,  I  have  invited  you  to  din. 
ner  ;  and  though  you  sit  not  down 
with  me,  yet  I  will  carve  to  you 
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of  a  dish  that  I  know  you  love 
•well ;  for,  knowing  you  love  Lon- 
don, 1  do  therefore  make  you  dean 
of  St.  Paul's;  and  when  1  have 
dined,  then  do  you  take  your  be- 
loved dish  home  to  your  study  ; 
say  grace  there  to  yourself,  and 
much  good  may  it  do  you!''  He 
died  1631,  and  was  buried  in  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Paul,  where 
a  monument  was  erefted  over  him. 
His  poems  consist  of  songs  and  son- 
nets, epigrams,  elegies,  epithala- 
iniums,  satires,  letters,  funeral  ele- 
gies, holy  sonnets,  &c.  published  at 
different  times.  Dryden  has  justly 
given  Donne  the  character  of  "  the 
greatest  wit,  though  not  the  greatest 
poet,  of  our  nation;"  and  lord  Falk- 
land styles  Donne  "  one  of  the 
rnost  witty  and  most  eloquent  of 
our  modern  divines." 

DOR1A  (ANDREW)  a  Genoese 
admiral,  the  restorer  of  the  in- 
dependency of  Genoa  when  under 
the  French  yoke,  born  1468,  died 
1560. 

DOUGLAS  (GAVIN)  bishop 
of  Dunkeld,  and  eminent  for  his 
poetical  talents,  was  born  at  An- 
nandale  in  Scotland  1474,  and  died 
of  the  plague  in  London  1522. 
Mr.  Warton  styles  him  "  one  of 
the  distinguished  luminaries  that 
marked  the  restoration  of  letters  in 
Scotland  at  the  commencement  of 
the  i6th  century."  He  translated 
the  "  vEneid"  of  Virgil  into  Scot- 
tish heroics,  with  the  additional 
(i3th)  Book  of  Mapheus  Vegius, 
4to.  1553.  He  also  wrote  an  ori- 
ginal piece  called  "  The  Police  of 
Honor,"  and  other  poems.  He  was 
likewise  a  promoter  of  public- 
spiriced  works,  and  finished  the 
stone  bridge  over  the  river  Tay, 
begun  by  his  predecessor. 
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DOUGLAS  (ADMIRAL  SIR 
CHARLES)  a  native  of  Scotland, 
was  originally  in  the  Dutch  ser- 
vice ;  and  it  was  not  without  some 
difficulty  that  he  was  enabled  to 
obtain  rank  in  the  English  navy. 
He  was  so  excellent  a  linguist,  that 
he  spoke  six  European  languages 
correttly.  On  the  war  with  Ame- 
rica breaking  out,  he  had  a  broad 
pendant  given  him,  and  commanded 
the  squadron  employed  in  the  Gulph 
of  St.  Lawrence.  His  services  here 
obtained  him  very  flattering  honours 
on  his  return  to  England  ;  and  after 
Brereton  was  dismissed,  for  mis- 
conduft,  from  the  Duke,  of  98  guns, 
sir  Charles  was  appointed  to  com- 
mand her.  In  this  ship  he  culti- 
vated his  mechanical  propensity  so 
much  to  the  improvement  of  the 
suns,  and  the  use  of  locks  instead 
of  matches,  that  the  practice  was 
universally  adopted  throughout  the 
navy.  During  the  preparations  for 
war  in  the  year  1787,  he  was  pre- 
sented to  the  rank  of  rear  admiral, 
and  died  Jan.  i  7  89. 

DOUSA  (JANUS)  a  very  learned 
man,  born  at  Nortwick  in  Holland 
1545,  died  1604.  He  was  a  great 
scholar,  statesman,  and  soldier.  His 
learning  was  indeed  prodigious ; 
and  he  had  such  a  memory,  that  he 
could  at  once  give  an  answer  to 
any  thing  that  was  asked  him  re- 
lating to  ancient  or  modern  history, 
or,  in  short,  to  any  branch  of  lite- 
rature. He  was  (say  Melchior 
Adam  and  Thuanus)  a  kind  of  liv- 
ing library,  the  Varro  of  Holland, 
and  the  oracle  of  the  university  of 
Leyden. 

DOW  (GERARD)  a  celebrated 
Dutch  painter,  the  pupil  of  Rem- 
brandt, born  at  Leyden  1613,  died 
1680. 
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DOWNHAM  (JOHN)  an  Eng- 
lish divine,  author  of  a  well-known 
pious  work  called  "  The  Christian 
Warfare,"  died  1644. 

DRABICIUS  (NICHOLAS)  a 
celebrated  enthusiast,  born  about 
1587  in  Moravia,  where  his  father 
was  burgomaster.  When  he  was 
upwards  of  50  years  of  age  he 
commenced  prophet,  and  published 
some  extraordinary  political  chi- 
meras, which  he  called  "  Visions." 

DRACO,  a  celebrated  legislator 
of  Athens,  whose  laws  were  so 
severe,  that  they  were  said  to  be 
written  in  blood.  He  flourished 
about  600  years  B.  C. 

DRAKE  (SIR  FRANCIS)  one 
of  our  mosc  distinguished  naval 
heroes,  who  flourished  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth,  was  born  near  Tavi- 
stock  in  Devonshire  1545.  He 
made  his  name  immortal  by  a  voy- 
age into  the  South  Seas  through  the 
Streights  of  Magellan;  which  was 
what,  at  that  time,  no  Englishman 
had  ever  attempted.  He  sailed  from 
England  Dec.  13,  1577;  and  en- 
tered the  harbour  of  Plymouth,  on 
his  return,  Nov.  3,  15^0;  per 
forming  thus  a  voyage  round  t;>e 
globe  in  two  years  and  about  10 
months.  His  expeditions  and  vic- 
tories over  the  Spaniards  have  been 
equalled  by  modern  admirals,  but 
not  his  generosity  ;  for  he  divided 
the  booty  he  took,  in  just  propor- 
tional shares,  with  the  common 
sailors,  even  to  wedges  of  gold  given 
him  in  return  for  his  presents  to 
Indian  chiefs.  He  died,  after  hav- 
ing rendeied  the  most  eminent  ser- 
vices to  his  country  by  his  bravery 
andskill;  1595-6,  on  board  his  own 
ship  in  the  West  Indies.— The  town 
of  Plymouth  had  very  particular  ob- 
ligations to  Drake;  for,  in  1587, 
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he  undertook  to  bring  water  into  it; 
through  the  want  of  which,  till  then, 
it  had  been  grievously  distressed: 
and  he  performed  it  by  condu&ing 
thither  a  stream  from  springs  at 
eight  miles  distance,  that  is  to  say, 
in  a  straight  line  :  for,  in  the  man- 
ner he  brought  it,  the  course  of  it 
runs  upwards  of  20  miles. 

DRAKE  (JAMES)  a  celebrated 
political  writer  anj  physician,  born 
at  Cambridge  1667,  died  1706-7. 
He  is  chiefly  known  now  by  his 
medical  works;  by  a  "  System  of 
Anatomy,"  particularly,  which  was 
finished  a  little  before  his  decease, 
and  "ubiished  in  1707. 

DRAKE  (FRANCIS)  a  surgeon 
at  Y  rk,  and  an  eminent  antiquary, 
pubL.-bcd  in  1736,  "  Eboracum  ; 
or,  The  History  and  Antiquities  of 
tl;  City  of  York,  from  its  Original 
to  ihe  present  Time,"  &c. 

DRAKENBORCK  (ARNOL- 
DUS)  a  professor  of  history  and 
eioquer.ee  at  Utrecht,  ilied  in  1748. 
He  is  memorable  for  having  given 
fine  editions  in  410.  of  two  ancient 
authors,  "  Titus  Livius,"  7  vols. 
and  "  Silius  Italicus,"  with  very 
learned  notes.  He  is  also  the  au« 
ihor  of  some  small  works. 

DRAYTON  (MICHAEL)  an 
English  poet,  born  in  Warwick- 
shire 1563.  When  but  10  year* 
of  a;..e  he  appears  to  have  been  page 
to  some  person  of  honour,  as  we 
coilett  from  his  own  words.  It 
appears  too,  that  he  was  then  anx- 
ious to  knoA>  "  what  kind  of  strange 
creatures  poets  were?"  and  desired 
his  tutor,  of  all  thint>s,  that,  ifpos* 
sible,  "  he  u-ould  make  him  a  poet." 
He  took  delight,  and  waseminent  for 
his  talent  in  this  way,  nine  or  ten 
years  before  the  death  of  queen 
Elizabeth,  if  not  something  sooner. 
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^-Drayton  died  in  163^  and  was 
buried  in  Westminster  Abbey  among 
the  poet?. 

DRELIXCOURT  (CHARLES) 
minister  of  the  church  of  Paris, 
born  at  Sedan  1595,  died  1669. 


His  "  Consolations  against  the  Fears 
of  Death"   have,   of   all  his  works, 
been  the  most  frequently  reprinted  ; 
having    passed    through    above    40 
editions,    and    been   translated    into 
several   languages.     His  "  Charita- 
ble Visits"   in    5  vols.  have    served 
for    a  continual   consolation  to  pri- 
vate persons,   and    for   a    source    of 
materials    and  models   to  minister?. 
He     published    three    volumes     of 
"  Sermons  ;''  in  which,  as  in  all  the 
forementToned    piecer,    there    is    a 
wonderful  vein  of  piety,    which    is 
very  affefting  to  religions  minds. 

DRUIDS,  priests  of  the  ancient 
Cauls  and  Britons,  and  so  called 
from  the  Greek  word  "  Drus,"  an 
oak,  because  they  inhabited  the 
woods,  and  held  those  trees  to  be 
sacted.  They  presided  over  sacred 
affairs,  conducted  all  the  sacrifices, 
public  and  private,  and  were  the 
interpreters  of  every  thing  relating 
to  religion. 

DRUMMOND  (WILLIAM)  of 
Hawthornclen,  a  Scottish  poet  and 
historian,  born  158.5,  died  1619. 
He  preceded  Waller  in  polishing 
English  versification.  His  poems 
have  a  harmony  ?.nd  sweetness  in 
them  unequalled  by  any  of  his  time; 
and  in  his  "  History  of  the  Five 
Jameses"  his  manner  of  telling  a 
story,  and  interesting  the  reader  in 
what  he  relates,  has  been  highly 
commended.  Ben  Jonson  so  much 
admired  our  author,  that  he  under- 
took a  journey  on  foot  into  Scotland 
on  purpose  to  visit  him,  and  es- 
teemed tome  months  that  he  spent 
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in  his  society  the  happiest  of  his 
life.  Some  of  the  conversation  at 
this  meeting  has  been  preserved. 
Drumtnond's  poems  were  printed 
in  8vo.  1656,  and  a  complete  col - 
le£lion  of  his  works  in  folio  1711. 
The  poems  were  reprinted  in  1791. 
His  general  merits  have  been  in- 
geniously appreciated  by  Mr.  Neve, 
Mr.  Headley,  Mr.  Pinkerton,  and 
Dr.  Anderson,  in  their  several  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  our  earlier 
British  poets. 

DRUSIUS  (JOHN)  a  most  learned 
man  among  the  Protestants,  wa» 
born  at  Oudenard  in  Flanders  in 
1555,  and  was  the  author  of  several 
works,  which  shew  him  to  have 
been  well  skilled  in  Hebrew,  and  to 
have  gained  a  considerable  know- 
ledge in  the  Jewish  antiquities. 
He  died  i  6  16. 

DRYANDER  (JOHN)  a  Hessian 
medical  and  mathematical  writer, 
xlied  1560. 


DRYDEN  (JOHN)  an  illustrious 
English  poet,    was  son  of  Erasmus 
Dryden    of   Tichmersh    in    North- 
amptonshire, and  born  at  Aldwincle 
near  Oundle  in  that  county,  Aug.  g, 
1631.     He  was  educated  in   gram- 
mar learning  at  Westminster  school, 
being  king's  scholar  there  under  the 
famous  Dr.  Busby  ;   and    was    from 
thence  elc-Qed,    in  1650,    a  scholar 
in  Trinity  College,  Cambridge.  His 
reputation  as  a  poet,    together  with 
his  attachment   to    the  court,    pro- 
cured him  the  place  of  poet-laureat 
and    historiographer  to  Charles  II. 
which  accordingly   he    took  posses- 
sion of,    upon  the  death  of  sir  WM», 
liam  Davenant,  in  1668.     In  1669 
his    first    play,     a    comedy    cabled 
"  The    Wild    Gallant,"   was    afcied 
at  the   Theatre-royal;   but   with  so 
little  success,,  that   if   the ,  author. 
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had  not  had  a  peculiarly  strong  in 
clination    to    dramatic    writing,  he 
would    have   been    sufficiently   dis- 
couraged from  any  farther  atteinptr 
in  it.     He  went  on,    however,   arc' 
in  the  space  of    25  years   produced 
27  plays,    besides  his   other  nume- 
rous   poetical    writings.       Ke    died 
May     i,     1701— As    to    Dry  den's 
charafier,    it  has    been    treated   in 
extremes,  some  setting  it  too  high, 
others  too    low  ;    for    ha    was   too 
deeply  engaged    in    party    to    have 
strict  justice  done  him  either   way. 
— Congreve  represents  him,    in  re- 
gard   to    his     moral     character,    in 
every    rcspecl    not   only   blameless, 
but  amiable  :   and    "  as  to  his  writ- 
ings (says  he)   no  man  hath  written, 
in  our  language,    so  much   and    so 
various   matter,   and    in   so  various 
manners,    so  well.      Another  thing 
I    may    say   was  very    peculiar   to 
him  :   which    is,    that  his  parts  did 
not  decline  wirh  his  years,  but  that 
he  was    an  improving  writer  to  the 
last,    even  to  near  70  years  of  age  ;  i 
improving   even  in  fire  and  imagi- 
nation as  well  as  in  judgment:   wit- 
ness  his  Ode  on    St.  Caec  ilia's  Day, 
and  his  Fables,  his   latest  peiform- 
ances.       He    was  equally   excellent 
in  verse  and  in    prose.      His   prose 
had   all    the   clearness    imaginable, 
together    with  all   the  nobleness  of 
expression,   all   the   graces   and   or- 
naments proper    and  peculiar  to  it, 
without  deviating  into  the  language 
or  diclion  of  poetry.— I  have  heard 
him  frequently  own  with    pleasure, 
that  if  he    had   any  talent  for  Eng 
lish  prose,  it  was  owing  to  his  hav- 
ing often  read    the    writings   of  the 
great    archbishop    Tillotion.       His 
versification    and    his    numbers    he 
could  learn  of  nobody  ;    for   he  first 
possessed  those  talents  in  perfection 
in  our  tongue.— la   his  poems  his 
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is,  wherever  his  subjeft  re- 
quires it,  so  sublimely  and  so  truly 
poetical,  that  its  essence,  like  that 
of  pure  gold,  cannot  be  destroyed. 
— \\  hat  he  has  dore  in  any  one 
species,  or  distinct  kind  of  writing, 
would  have  been  sufficient  to  have 
acquired  him  a  t.reat  name.  If  he 
bad  written  nothing  but  his  pre- 
faces, or  nothing  but  his  songs  or 
his  prologues,  each  of  them  would 
ha\e  entitled  him  to  the  preference 
and  distinction  of  excelling  in  his 
kind." 

DUCAREL  (DR.  ANDREW 
COLTEF.)  F.  R.  and  A.  S.  born  at 
Greenwich  1714,  died  1785.  He 
was  on-  of  the  supei  intendants  of 
the  Paper  Gifue,  keeper  of  the 
library  at  Lambeth,  and  one  cf  the 
most  eminent  antiquaries  of  his 
time. 

DUG  HAT  (JACOB  LE)  a 
Frenchman,  was  hot  n  at  Metz  1658, 
and  died  1735.  He  was  regaided 
as  a  very  learned  person,  yet  he  is 
distinguished  as  an  editor  rather 
than  an  author.  He  gave  nevr 
editions  of  the  "  Menippean  Sa- 
tires," of  the  "  Works  of  Rabelais," 
of  the  "  Apologie  for  Herodotus," 
by  Henry  Stephens,  See.  all  accom- 
pan  ed  with  remarks  of  his  own. 

DUCK.  (ARTHUR)  bo.-n  in  De- 
vonshire 1580,  died  1649.  He 
was  an  excellent  civilian,  a  tolera- 
ble poet,  especially  in  his  younger 
days,  and  very  well  versed  in  his. 
tory,  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  civil. 
He  left  behind  him  "  Vita  Henrici 
Chichele,  &c."  and  "  De  Usu  8e 
Authoritate  Juris  Civilis  Romano- 
rum  in  Dominiis  principum  Cnris- 
tisnorum;"a  very  useful  ai  J  enter- 
taining work,  which  has  been 
printed  several  times  at  home  and 
abroad. 

DUCK   (STEPHEN)   a  thresher 
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end  a  poet,  born  at  Charlton,  Wilts, 
at  which  place  an  anniversary, 
called  Thresher's  Feast,  is  still  lieUl 
to  his  memory.  He  had  originally 
no  other  teaching  than  what  enabled 
him  to  read  and  write  English  ; 
about  his  i^th  year  he  was  taken 
from  «i  hool,  and  was  afterwards 
successively  engaged  in  the  several 
lowest  employments  of  a  country 
life.  He  had  from  his  infancy  a 
predilection  for  poetry  ;  sometimes 
turned  his  own  thoughts  into  verse 
while  he  was  at  work,  and  at  last 
began  to  venture  those  thoughts  a 
little  upon  paper.  At  length  some 
of  his  esvays  falling  into  the  hands 
of  a  lady  of  quality  who  attended 
on  the  late  queen  Caroline,  he  be- 
came known  to  her  majesty,  \vho 
took  him  under  her  protection,  and 
settled  on  him  a  yearly  pension  of 
30).  we  thin<  ;  such  a  one  at  least 
as  was  sufficient  to  maintain  him 
independently  of  labour.  Duck 
was  after  wards  admitted  into  orders, 
and  preferred  lo  the  living  of  By- 
fleet  in  Surrey.  Here  he  continued 
for  many  years  to  make  poems  and 
sermons,  and  was  much  followed  by 
the  people  as  a  preacher,  till,  fail- 
ing at  length  into  a  low-spirited, 
melancholy  way,  he  threw  himself 
into  a  trout-stream  at  the  back  of 
thelila'rk  Lion  Inn,  near  Reading,  and 
was  diowned.  This  unhappy  acci- 
dent, for  he  was  perfectly  lunatic, 
befel  him  March  30,  1756. 

D.'DLEY  (EDMUND)  a  cele- 
brated lawyer  and  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VII.  but  infamous  in  history 
for  being  the  instrument  of  the 
extortions  of  that  monarch, was  born 
1  460,  and  executed  for  treason  Aug. 
18,  1510. 

DUDLEY  (JOHN)  son  of  the 
preceding,  and  duke  of  Norihuui- 
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berlanrl,  was  born  in  1502,  and 
afterwaids  became  one  of  the  most 
powerful  subjecTS  this  kingdom  ever 
saw.  For  an  attempt  to  place  the 
crown  on  the  head  of  his  daughter- 
in-law,  lady  Jane  Grey  (who  like- 
wise fell  a  viftim  to  his  ambition), 
he  was  beheaded  1553. 

DUDLEY  (AMBROSE)  earl  of 
Warwick,  son  of  John  duke  of 
Northumberland,  born  1530,  ex- 
hibited great  wisdom  and  integrity 
as  a  statesman,  and  bravery  as  a  ge- 
neral, under  "queen  Elizibeth,  and 
acquired  the  appellation  of  "  The 
Good  Earl  of  Warwick."  He  died 
1589. 

DUDLEY  (ROBERT)  earl  of 
Leicester,  son  to  John  duke  of 
Northumberland,  and  brother  to 
Ambrose  earl  of  Warwick  before 
mentioned,  born  1532,  died  1588. 
On  the  accession  of  Elizabeth  he 
was  entertained  at  court  as  a  prin- 
cipal favourite ;  obtained  prodigious 
grants,  one  after  another,  from  the 
crown :  and  all  thirgs  gave  way  to 
his  ambition,  influence,  and  policy. 
In  his  private  life  he  affefteJ  a 
wonderful  regularity,  and  carried 
his  pretences  to  piety  very  high  : 
though  to  gratify  his  passions, 
there  were  no  crimes,  however  ex- 
orbitant, which  he  would  not  com- 
mit. 

DUDLEY  (SIR  ROBERT)  son 
of  Robert  earl  of  Leicester,  born  at 
Sheen  in  Surrey  1573,  died  1639. 
Among  the  learned  he  held  a  very 
high  rank,  as  well  on  account  of  his 
skill  in  philosophy,  chemistry,  and 
physic,  as  his  perfeft  acquaintance 
with  all  the  branches  of  the  mathe- 
matics, and  the  means  of  applying 
them  for  the  service  and  benefit  of 
mankind. 

DUFFET  (THOMAS)  a  drama- 
tic  writer  of  the  lyth  century. 
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Drr,DALE(SlRWiI  LI  AM)  an 
eminent  Eiigli>h  antiquary  and  his 
torian,  bora  IB  Warwickshire  »6o  =  , 
died  1686. 

DUKE  (RICHARD)  a  poet  cf 
gome  credit  in  the  last  century,  and 
by  Dr.  Johnson  included  among  the 
cla*>i.-s.  He  died  suddenly,  Feb.  10, 
i  7  '  rt-  >  i . 

DUX  (DAVID,  LORD).  See 
ERSK.1XE. 

Di'XBAR  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent  Scottish  poet,  born  about  i  470, 
dicJ  about  153°.  His  "  Thistk 
and  Rose"  and  "  Golden  Terge" 
are  generally  and  justly  esteemed 
his  most  capital  works.  They  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Colle£lions  of 
Pinkeiton  (1786)  and  Bannatyne 
(  770). 

DI'XBAR  (DR.  JAMES)  pro- 
ftt'or  of  philosophy  in  King's  Col- 
lege, Aberdeen,  and  author  of  "  Es- 
siys  on  the  History  of  Mankind  in 
rune  ar:d  uncultivated  Ages,"  8vo. 
1780,  died  May  28,  1798. 

DUXCAN  (WILLIAM)  an  in- 
genious critJc  and  translator,  born  at 
Aberdeen,  1717.  He  wrote  for 
Do'kley's  "  Preceptor"  the  article 
"  Logic,"  which  was  so  much  ap- 
proved, that  it  wns  printed  sepa- 
rately in  »75?,  and  has  in  some 
measure  superseded  that  of  Dr. 
V>"atts.  His  last  production  was  an 
excellent  translation  of  "  Caesar's 
Commentaries  ',''•  previous  to  the 
publication  of  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed profesMir  of  philosophy  in 
the  Marisclial  College,  Aberdeen. 
lie  died  1760. 

DUXCJN  (ADAM,  LORD  PIS 
COUXTj,  a  gallant  British  admiral, 
\vhose  name  will  be  immortalized 
in  the  annals  of  his  country  by  the 
victory  which  he  gained  over  a 
Dutch  fleet,  between  Camperdown 
*nd  Eginont,  within  five  miles  of 
the  Dutch  coast,  Oft.  11,  »797,  foi 
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vchich  he  \vjs  descTke.il>-  rewardoJ 
with  a  peerage.  He  was  corn  at 
D.nidee,  in  Xo-tb  Britain,  July  i, 
1731,  and  early  adopted  the  naval 
profession.  It  should  be  mentioned 
to  his  honour,  that  through  lilc 
admiral  Duncan  was  a  man  of  great 
and  unafi'jcied  piety,  and  fc!t  it  an 
honour  to  be  a  Christian.  When 
the  victory  was  decided  which  has 
fixed  his  renown,  he  ordered  the 
crew  of  his  ship  to  be  called  toge- 
ther ;  and  at  their  head,  upon  his 
bended  knees,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Dut:h  admiral  (who  was  greatly 
affected  with  the  scene)  solemnly 
and  path. ticaliy  off  red  up  praise 
an]  thanksgiving  to  the  God  of 
Battles  ;  strongly  proving  the  truth 
of  the  assertion,  that  piety  and 
courage  should  be  inseparably  allied, 
and  that  the  latter  without  the  for- 
mer  loses  its  principal  virtue.  He 
died  Ang.  4,  i  804. 

DUXCOMBE  (WILLIAM)  a 
dramatic  author  and  translator  of 
Horace,  died  1769, 

DUXCOMBE  (JOHN),  son  of 
the  preceding,  a  pious  divine  and 
ingenious  poet,  born  1730,  dkd 
1786. 

DCJNLOP  (WILLIAM)  a  pious 
learned,  and  eloquent  divine,  bora 
«  Glasgow  1692,  died  at  Edinburgh 
i  720. 

DUXX1NG  (JOHN)  lord  Ash- 
burton,  fbaicellor  of  the  duchy  of 
Lancaster,  and  one  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished pleaders  that  ever  adorn- 
ed the  English  bar.  His  ri<e  was 
rapid,  and  theie  were  very  fe.v 
rauies  tried  in  the  court  of  Ki.ij's 
Bench  in  which  he  was  not  em- 
ployed as  leading  counsel,  eittier 
for  the  plaintiff  or  defendant.  His 
industry  and  zeal  for  the  inrere.'t 
of  his  clients  were  equal  to  his  abi- 
lities; and  in  cases  where  the  fee* 
were  small*  he  was  never  knows* 
P

to  shew  less  ardour  than  when  they 
were  considerable.  The  causes  of 
the  poor  and  the  oppressed  he  fre- 
quently pleaded  without  reward. 
He  was  born  in  Devonshire  about 
the  year  1732,  and  died  Aug.  18, 
.-1783.— To  Mr.  Dunning  (among 
others)  Junius's  Letters  have  been 
ascribed  ;  we  do  not,  however,  be- 
lieve that  the  real  author  has  yet 
been  deterree. 

DUNS  (JOHN)  commor.ly  called 
Duns  Scotus,  a  celebrated  theolo- 
gian of  the  order  of  St.  Francis, 
born  in  Northumberland.  He  dis- 
tinguished himself  so  much  by  the 
acuteness  of  his  parts,  and  especially 
toy  his  manner  of  disputing,  that  he 
acquired  the  name  of  "  The  Subtile 
Duflor."  He  affefled  to  maintain 
opinions  contrary  to  those  of  Tho- 
mas Aquinas,  which  produced  two 
parties  in  the  schools,  the  Thomists 
and  the  Scotists.  He  died  1308. 

DUPATY   ( )    president    of 

the  parliament  of  Bourdeaux,  an 
upright,  enlightened,  and  eloquent 
French  magistrate,  died  at  Paris 
1788.  He  has  left  some  excellent 
historical  reflf.ciioris  on  "  Penal 
Laws,"  some  "  Academical  Dis- 
course?," and  "  Letters  on  Italy." 

DU  PIN  (LEWIS  ELLIS)  a  very 
.  learned  dotior  of  the  Sorbonne,  and 
one  of  the  greatest  critics  of  his 
t.irnc,  especially  in  what  regarded 
ecclesiastical  matters,  born  at  Paris 
1657,  died  1719.  His  chief  work 
is,  "  Bibliotheque  universelle  des 
auteursccclesiastiques."  He  had  an 
uiicorumon  talent  at  analyzing  the 
\vorksof  an  author,  which  makes 
his  Bibliothcque  so  valuable  :  for 
there  we  have  not  only  a  history 
of  the  writers,  but  also  the  sub- 
stance of  what  they  wrote ;  which 
is  a  great  convenience  to  persons 
•who  are  desirous  to  know  some- 
thing of  taeni,  ytt  have  not  either 
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time,   or    knowledge  of  languages, 
sufficient  to  lead  their  works. 

DUPORT  (JAMES)  clean  of  Pe- 
terborough in  the  lyth  century,  left 
behind  him  several  learned  works, 
among  which  is  a  Latin  version 
of  the  Psalms. 

DUPPA  (BRIAN)  bishop  of 
Winchester,  born  at  Lewisham  in 
Kent  1588-9,  appointed  in  1638 
tutor  to  Charles  prince  of  Wales, 
and  afterwards  to  his  brother  the 
duke  of  York,  was  a  great  favourite 
with  Charles  I.  and  is  said  by  some 
to  have  assisted  in  composing  the 
famous  Eikon  Basilike.  This  bi- 
shop is  deservedly  memorable  for 
his  numerous  charitable  institutions; 
among  which  is  to  be  remembered 
an  alms-house  at  Richmond,  on  the 
gate  of  which  is  this  inscription : 
"  I  will  pay  my  vows  which  I  made 
to  God  in  my  trouble, "&c.  He  died 
1662. 

DURELL    (JOHN)    an  eminent 
English    divine     and    controversial 
writer,  born  at  Jersey  1625,  died  * 
.683. 

DURER  (ALBERT)  born  at 
Nuremberg  1471,  was  one  of  the 
best  engravers  and  painters  of  his 
age.  He  was  the  first  who  brouuht 
the  art  of  engraving  in  wood  to 
any  perfection,  and  by  many  authors 
is  deemed  the  inventor  of  it,  Al- 
bert Durer  wrote  several  works, 
which  were  publiihed  after  bis  death 
('528),  the  principal  of  which  is 
his  book  upon  the  rules  of  painting, 
intituled,  "  De  symmetria  partium 
in  re&is  formis  humanorum  cprpo« 
rum." 

D'URFEY  (THOMAS)  a  face- 
tious English  p^ct,  born  at  Exeter 
1608.  This  ar.thor,  who  is  more 
generally  spoken  of  by  the  familiar 
name  of  Tom,  was  originally  bred 
to  the  law,  but  soon  quitted  it  to 
become  a  devotee  of  the  Muses,  in 
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which  he  met  with  no  small  success. 
His  dramatic  pieces,  which  are  very 
numerous,  were  in  general  well  re- 
ceived;  but    what  Mr.  D'Urfey  _ob- 
tained   his    greatest   reputation    by, 
\vas-  a    peculiarly   happy   knack  he 
possessed  in  the  writing  of  satires  nnd 
irregular  odes.    Many  of  these  were 
upon  temporary  occasions,  and  \vere 
of  no   little  service   to  the  party  in 
whose  cause  he  wrote  ;  which,  toge- 
ther  with  his  natural   vivacity  and 
good  humour,   obtained  him  the  fa- 
vour of  great  numbers  of  persons  of 
all  ranks  and  conditions,   rnonarchs 
themselves  not  exrluded.       The  au- 
thor of  the  Guardian,  who,    in  No. 
67,    has    given    a    \ery    humorous 
account  of    Mr.  D'Urfey,     with    a 
view    to    recommend    him   to    the 
public  notice  for  a  benefit  play,  tells 
us,  that  he  remembered  king  Charles 
IJ.  leaning  on  Torn  D'Uifey's  shoul- 
der more  than  ones,    and  humming 
over  a  song  with  him. — Yet  at  last. 
to  speak  in  his  o-.vn  words,  "  after 
having  written  more  cdes  than  Ho- 
race,   and  about  foi'.r  times  as  many 
comedies  as  Terence,  he  found  him- 
self reduced  to  great  difficulties  by 
t  .^  importunities  of  a   set  of   men 
•who    of  late    years    had    furnished 
him  with    the    accommodations  -of 
life,    and  would  not,  as  we  say,  be 
paid  with  a  song.1'— Those  who  have 
a  curiosity  to  see   his    ballads,   son- 
nets, &<-.   may  find    a  large  number 
of  them  brought  together  in    a  col 
lefclion  in  6  vols.  in  duodecimo,  in- 
tituled,    "  Fills    to   purge    Melan- 
choly," of   which  the  Guardian,  in 
No.  sg,    speaks   in  very  favourable 
terms.     The  titles   of   his  dramatic 
pieces  (3  i   in  number,  may  be  fount! 
in    the    "  Biographia    Dramatica." 
On    a    stone   tablet  at  tr.e  west  en- 
trance of  St.  James's  church,  West 
uunster,    is  inscribed  the  following 
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memorial:    "Tom    D'Urfey    dyed 
Feb.  ye  o6th,  1723." 

DURY  (JOHN)  in  Latin  Du- 
rtei:%  a  divine  of  Scotland,  who  la- 
boured with  great  zeal  to  re-unite 
the  Lut'ierans  and  Calvinists  ;  ia 
which  laudable  cause  he  travelled 
over  the  greater  part  cf  Europe, 
arid  died  about  1675. 

DYCHE  (THOMAS)  an  English 
divine  and  schoolmaster,  well  known 
by  his  useful  "  English  Dictionary" 
and  "  Spelling-book  ;"  the  latter  of 
which  has  gone  through  rnany  edi- 
tion?. He  died  about  1750. 

DYER  (SIR  JAMES)  an  emi- 
nent Engli'h  lawyer,  and  chief  jus- 
tice of  :he  Co  i.mon  Picas  in  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  born  at 
Roundhill  in  Somersetshire  1511, 
died  1581.— He  was  the  sathor  of 
a  large  book  of  Reports,  -.vhich  were 
published  about  20  years  after  his 
decease,  and  have  been  highly 
esteemed  for  thsir  sucunchiess  and 
solidity.  He  left  behind  him  also 
other  writings  relative  to  his  pro- 
fession. 

DYER  (JOHN1)  an    English    di- 
vine   and    eminent    poet,  born     at 
Aberglasney      in     Caimarthen-hire 
1700,    died    1758.— -His   character 
as  a  writer  has   been  fixed  by  three 
poeuis,    "     Grongar    Hill,"     "  The 
Ruins  of  Rome,"  and  "  The  Fleece ;"

ECHARD  (LAURENCE)  an 
Fnglish  divine  and  historian,  born 
in  Srffoik  1671,  died  1730.— He 
wrote  "  A  History  of  England,  from 
the  Invasion  of  Julius  Cassar  to  the 
establishment  of  William  and  Ma- 
ry ;"  "A  general  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory, from  the  nativity  of  our  b!es:- 
ed  Saviour  to  the  first  establishment 
of  Chri  tianity  by  human  laws,  un- 
der the  emperor  Constantine  the 
Oreat;"'  "  An  English  translation  of 
Pbutus  and  Terence  ;"  "  A  Gazet- 
teer, cr  Newsman's  Interpreter  ;" 
and  a  piece  intituled  "  Maxims  ex- 
traced  from  archbishop  Tillotson's 
works." 

ECKIUS  (JOHN)  a  learned  Ger- 
man  divine  and  controversial  wri- 
ter,born  1483,  died  1543-  He  is 
chiefly  memorable  for  his  disputa- 
tions wiih  Luther  and  Melanfthon. 

EDELINCK  (GERARD)  a  most 
excellent  engraver;  born  at  Antwei  p 
1641, died  1707. 

EDMONDES  (SIR  THOMAS) 
an  eminent  statesman  and  political 
•writer,  born  at  Plymou'.h  1563, 
died  1639. 

EDWARD    (WILLIAM)  archi- 
tect and   bridge-builder.     The  cele- 
brated bridge  on  the  river  Taaff,  in 
Wales,   called  Pont  y  tu  Pridd  (by 
the  English  New  Bridge),  was  con- 
strutted  by  this  extraordinary  man. 
It  is  the  segment  of  a  circle,  whose 
^ird  at  the  surface  of  the  water  is 
auu  feet,    and  is  the    boldest  and 
uncou-  arch    in    Earope.      He   was

He  was  esteemed 
an  excellent  poet  and  musician,  and 
wrote  several  poems,  which  were 
published  afier  his  death,  together 
with  some  of  other  authors,  in  a 
collection  intituled,  "  A  Paradise  of 
Dainty  Devices,  1578." 

EDWARDS  (DR.  JONATHAN) 
an  English  ilivine  of  the  1710  cen- 
tury, who  distinguished  himself 
chiefly  by  his  writings  against  th« 
Socinian--. 

EDWARDS  (GEORGE)  born  at 
Stratford  1694,  and  esteemed  one 
of  the  most  t  mincnt  ornithologists 
in  this  or  any  other  country.  He 
published,  between  17  43  and  1764, 
4  vols.  in  410.  of  (he  "  History  of 
Birds,"  and  3  under  the  title  of 
"  Gleanings  of  Natural  History  ;" 
and  thus,  after  a  long  series  of 
years,  the  most  intense  application, 
j  and  a  correspondence  in  every 
quarter  of  the  world,  he  concluded 
a  work,  which  contains  engravings 
and  descriptions  of  more  than  600 
subjvEh  in  natural  history,  not  be- 
fore described  or  delineated.  He 

died  1773- 

EDWARDS  (THOMAS)  a  poet 
and  critic  of  eminence,  born  1699, 
died  1757.  His  poetry,  of  which 
specimens  will  be  found  in  Dod- 
sley's,  Pearch's,  and  Nichols's  col- 
lections, h  simple,  elegant,  and  pa- 
thetic ;  his  criticisms  exa£t,  acute, 
and  temperate.  His  "  Canons  of 
Criticism,"  first  printed  in  1747, 
under  the  title  of  "  A  Supplement 
to  Dr.  Warburton's  Shakspeare," 
8vo.  did  him  great  credit  both  as  a 
critic  and  as  a  scholar  ;  but  pro. 
voked  the  vengeance  of  Dr.  War- 
burton,  which  he  wieaked  very 
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illiberally  in  a  note  on  the  Dunciad 
(iv.  .567);  of  which  Mr.  Edwards 
•was  mote  susceptible  than  the  cir 
cumstancc  required. 

EDWARDS  (BRYAN),  author 
of  an  elegant  "  History  of  the  West 
Indies, "and  other  Icsstr  production 
connected  with  the  ulands  in  tlrit 
part  of  the.  world.  Mr.  Edwards 
was  born  at  Westbnry  in  Wilts, 
May  21,  174.3,  made  a  very  large 
fortune  as  a  West  India  merchant, 
became  a  member  of  the  British 
Pailiamcnt  tor  Grampound  in  Corn- 
Wall,  and  died  July  16,  1800. 

EGEDE  (PAUL),  bishop  of 
Greenland,  was  born  in  the  year 
1708,  and  at  12  years  of  age  was 
an  active  assistant  to  his  father, 
the  celebrated  Hans  Egedc  (to  whom 
Denmark  is  indebted  lor  its  colony 
in  Greenland),  having  accompanied 
him  on  hb  voyage  thither  in  1720. 
His  zeal  for  the  conversion  of  the 
Greenlanders  to  Christianity,  ex- 
erted with  unabdting  aidour  through 
the  couise  of  a  long  life,  both 
during  his  residence  in  their  coun- 
try and  after  his  quitting  it,  is 
strongly  displayed  in  his  "  Account 
of  Greenland,"  publi-hed  shoitly 
before  his  death,  which  happened 
June  3,  1789. 

EGtRJON  (THOMAS  VIS- 
COUNT BRACK.LEY)  an  eminent 
aiid  learned  lawver,  and  chancellor 
of  England  in  the  reign  of  James  I. 
born  in  Cheshir^  1540,  died  1617, 

EUERION    (JOHN)    bishop   ot 
Duiham.    a    pious   jnn  learned  pre 
.late,      who     distinguished      himself 
gre<itiy    by   an  exemplary  discharge 
of  his  episcopal  functions,  by  reton 
tiling   contending    inteiests    in  that 
county  and  city,  and  l,y  \  am  us  wise 
regulations  both  in  his  spiritual  and 
temporal  department.     He  was  born 
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in  London  1721,  and  died  in  Gros- 
vtnor  Square,    Jan.  1787. 

EG1NHART,  secretary  to  the 
emperor  Chants  the  Great,  was  a 
German,  and  is  the  most  ancient 
historian  of  that  nation.  He  wrote 
(i  Tl.e  Life  of  Charles ;"  "  Annals 
of  the  afts  of  king  Pepin,  Chailes 
the  Great,  and  Lewis,  from  741 
to  829;"  and  other  works,  ecclesi- 
astical as  well  as  historical.  Died 
84,. 

EL1CHMAN  (JOHN)  a  native 
of  Silesia,  praQised  physic  at  Ley- 
den,  and  was  remarkable  for  under- 
standing 16  languages.  He  was  of 
opinion,  that  the  German  and  the 
Persian  languages  were  derived 
from  the  same  original,  and  gave 
several  reasons  for  it. 

ELIOT  (SIR  JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  physician,  died  1787. 

ELIOT  (GEORGE  AUGUSTUS) 
lord  Heathfield,   K.  B.  governor  of 
Gibraltar,    and  colonel  of  the   i^th 
regiment  of  light  dragoons,  was  born 
at  Sto'ubs  in  RcxHurghshire  1718.   la 
'735  'ie  became  a  volunteer  in  the 
23  i    regiment    of   foot,    or    Royal 
Welch  Fusileers.and  soon  after  was 
admitted  into  the  engineer  corps  at 
Woolwich;   from    whence   he    pur- 
chased   the     adjutancy    of    the    sd 
troop  of  horse  grenadiers ;.  in  which 
he  became   a  captain   and  major,  as 
well  as  lieutenant-colonel-   when  he 
resigned  his    commission    as  an  en- 
gineer,     in    1759    he  quitted    the 
horse  guards,    and    was  selected    to 
raise,  form,    and   discipline  the    i  st 
regiment  of  light  horse,  which  bore 
his  name.      Hav-ing    gone    through, 
various    departments     in     different 
servi  es  with   the  greatest  marks  of 
bravery    and    military     knowledge, 
in     1775    he    was    appointed   com- 
mander in  chief  in  Ireland  ;    which 
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he  soon   relinquished ,   and  was  ap. 
pointed  to   the   command    of    Gib- 
raltar  in    a  fortunate  hour  for   the 
safety   of   that  important   fortress; 
where,    by  a    cool    and    temperate 
demeanor,  he  maintained  his  station 
for   3  years  of  constant  investment, 
in  which  ail  the    powers  of  Spain 
were  employed.     The   eyes  of  all 
Europe  were  on  this  garrison;    and 
his   conduB   justly  exdted    him    to 
the  mostele\a:ed  rank  in  the  mill- 
tiry  annals  of  the  day.      On  his  re- 
turn   lo    England,  the  gratitude  of 
the  British  senate  was  as  forward  as 
the  public  voice  in   giving  him  the 
distinguished  mark  that    his   merit 
deserved;    to  which  his  mnjesty  was 
plea-ed  to  add  that  of  the  peerage, 
by  the  title  of  lord  Heathfield,  baron 
Gibraltar,   on  June  14,  1787;   per- 
mitting   his    lordship    to  take    also 
the  arms   of  the   fortress  he  had  so 
bravely  defended,  to    perpetuate  to 
futurity  his  nuble  conduft.    He  died 
p.t  Aix-l.i-Chapelle    July  6,     1790, 
and  was  buried  at  Bi-.ckland,  in  De- 
vonshire. 

ELIZABETH,  queen  ofEngland, 
was  the  daughter  of  Henry  VIII. 
by  his  second  wife,  Ann  Bo!eyn,  and 
born  Sept.  7,  t  ?  33.  She  began  to 
reign  in  1558,  being  then  25  year? 
-of  age,  and  highly  accomplished 
both  in  person  and  mind.— It  will 
wot  be  expected  that,  in  a  work  of 
fo  limited  a  nature  as  this,  we 
should  recount  all  the  glorious  ac- 
tions of  this  princess's  reign,  since 
these  may  be  traied  at  large  in  the 
histories  of  England,  and  othe; 
works  proper  to  that  purpose:  suf- 
fice it  to  fay,  that  never  woman 
reigned  with  more  glory  than  she 
did  ;  nay,  that  there  have  been  but 
few  great  kings  whose  reigns  can 
De  compared  with  hers.  It  is  the 
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most  beai-tiful  period  in  the  English 
history;  and  it  was  the  nursery  of 
some  of  the  ablest  statesmen  and 
warriors  that  ever  England  pro- 
duced.— Her  reign  continued  44 
years,  4  months,  and  6  days, 
abounded  in  ereat  atiions,  whirh 
carried  the  British  name  to  the 
highest  pitch  of  glory,  and  was  at- 
tended with  innumerable  blessings. 
She  died  March  2.4,  1603,  in  her 
7Oth  year. 

ELLIOT  (CALEB)  a  visionary 
enthusiast,  died  starved  near  Mod* 
bury  in  Devonshire,  Dec.  14,  1789. 
It  is  imagined  that  he  meant  lo  have 
fasted  40  days,  as  he  aftually  lived 
i  6  without  food  of  any  kind,  hav- 
ing refused  all  sorts  of  sustenance. 

ELLIS  (JOHN)  deputy  of  Broad, 
street  ward,  and  a  member  of  the 
corporation  of  London  nearly  half 
a  century,  was  the  last  of  that 
ancient  profession  called  scriveners, 
which  is  one  of  the  companies  of 
London;  but  the  business  is  now 
carried  on  by  attornies  and  other?. 
He  was  a  man  of  literature,  and 
wrote  some  Hudibrastic  transla- 
tions; but  never  put  his  name  to 
any  thing  that  he  published.  Of  him 
Dr.  Johnson  once  said,  "  The  most 
literary  conversation  that  I  ever 
enjoyed  was  at  the  table  of  Jack 
Ellis,  a  money-scrivener  behind  the 
Royal  Exchange;  with  whom  I,  at 
one  period,  used  to  dine  generally 
once  a  week."  It  may  be  supposed, 
that  the  merit  could  not  be  incon- 
siderable which  extorted  such  praise 
from  Dr.  Johnson.  He  was  born 
in  London  1698,  and  died  Dec.  3  i , 
1791. 

ELLYS  (Dr.  ANTHONY)  bishop 
of  St.  David's,  born  1693,  died 
1761.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  parts, 
extensive  knowledge,  and  sound 
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judgment,  with  a  heart  overflowing 
•with  benevolence  and  candour,  and 
a  most  Christian  temper  ;  for  he 
always  thought  a  person,  though  on 
the  right  side  of  the  question,  with 
principles  of  persecution,  to  be  a 
\vorse  man  than  he  that  was  on  the 

wrong. 

ELMACIXUS  (GEORGE)  au- 
thor of  a  history  of  the  Saracens. 
or  rather  a  chronology  of  the  Ma- 
hometan empire,  flourished  in  Egypt 
towards  the  middle  of  the  131-1 

century. 

ELPHINSTONE  (WILLIAM)  a 
Scotch  prelate  and  statesman,  born 
at  Stirling  1432,  died  1513,  having 
•written  a  "  History  of  Scotland," 
a  copy  of  which  in  MS.  is  now  in 
the  Bodleian  library. 

ELSHE'MER  (ADAM)  a  cele- 
brated German  painter,  burn  at 
Frankfort  1574,  excelled  particu- 
larly in  landscapes,  histories,  and 
night-pieces,  with  little  figures. 
His  works  are  very  few  ;  and,  for 
the  incredible  pains  and  labour 
•which  he  bestowed  upon  them,  va- 
lued at  such  prodigious  rates,  that 
they  are  hardly  any  where  to  be 
found  but  in  the  cabinets  of  princes. 
He  died  i  fit  o. 

ELSTOB  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish divine,  eminent  for  his  skill  in 
the  Saxon  language,  born  at  New- 
castle 1673,  died  1714. 

ELSTOB  (ELIZABETH)  sister 
of  the  above,  and  a  famous  Saxonist 
also,  born  1683,  died  1756.  She 
published  a  curious  Saxon  homily 
on  the  birthday  of  St.  Gregory, 
with  a  translation  in  8vo.  1709  ; 
and  in  1715  a  grammar  of  the 
Saxon  language  in  410. 

ELSYNGE    (HENRY)    clerk   of 
the  House  of  Commons  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  I.  born  at  Battcrsea  i  598., 
He  was  the  author  of  a  few  things 
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which  were  reckoned  very  good, 
and  have  been  much  esteemed  ; 
particularly  "  The  ancient  method 
and  manner  of  holding  parliaments 
in  England,  i  663  ;"  reprinted  often 
since.  He  diet!  1654. 

EL\VES(JOHN)  M.P.forBerk- 
:.hire.  He  was  a  man  of  clear  per- 
ception, sound  judgment,  and  un- 
shaken integrity  ;  and  in  such  hij;h 
estimation  was  he  held  for  his  love 
of  justice,  that  numberless  disputes 
among  his  constituents  and  others, 
which  would  have  been  decided  by 
courts  of  law,  were  left  'o  his  sole 
arbitrament;  and  his  determination 
was  sure  to  be  thoroughly  satis- 
factory to  the  judicious.  Yet,  not- 
withstanding his  great  and  good 
qualities,  he  was  a  man  (respecting 
himself)  of  an  extraordinarily  pe- 
nurious and  singular  turn;  instances 
of  which,  that  almoststagger  belief, 
are  related  in  an  interesting  account 
of  his  life,  published  by  E.  Topham, 
esq.  1790.  He  died  Nov.  26, 1789, 
aged  80. 

ELYOT  (SIR  THOMAS)  WDS 
employed  by  Henry  VIII.  in  several 
embassies.  He  was  an  excellent 
grammarian,  poet,  rhetorician,  phi- 
losopher, physician,  cosmographer, 
and  historian  ;  and  distinguished  as 
much  for  his  candour,  and  the  in- 
nocence and  integrity  of  his  life, 
as  for  his  accomplishments.  He 
wrote  and  translated  several  works, 
and  died  1546. 

ELZEVIRS,  celebrated  printers 
at  Amsterdam  and  Leyden  in  the 
i7th  century,  who  greatly  adorned 
the  republic  of  letters  by  many  beau- 
tiful editions  of  the  best  authors  of 
antiquity.  Their  Virgil,  Terence, 
and  Greek  Testament,  have  been 
reckoned  their  master-pieces;  and 
are  indeed  so  very  fine,  that  they 
justly  gained  them  the  reputation 
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•F  being  the  best  printers  in  Eu- 
rope. 

EMERSON  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  mathematician,  born  at 
Hurworth,  a  village  on  the  borders 
of  Durham,  1701,  died  1782.  He 
was  a  man  of  great  singularity  in 
his  manners,  dress,  and  conversa- 
tion. His  works  are  extremely 
valuable,  but  too  numerous  to  be 
described  in  this  epitome. 

EMLYN  (THOMAS)  a  learned 
and  pious  English  dissenting  divine, 
memorable  for  his  sufferings  on  the 
score  of  heterodoxy,  was  born  at 
Stamford  in  Lincolnshire  1663,  and 
died  1741.  His  son,  Soliom  Em- 
lyn,  was  bred  to  the  law,  became 
an  eminent  counsellor,  and  \vas  em- 
ployed to  publish  lord  chief  justice 
Hale's  "  Pleas  of  the  Crown  ;" 
which  he  did  with  notes  and  a  pre- 
face, and  died  in  the  year  1756. 

EMPEDOCLES,  a  Pythagorean 
philosopher,  poet,  and  historian,  of 
-Agrigentum  in  Sicily,  died  B.C. 
440.  Some  say,  that  he  fell  or 
threw  himself  into  the  burning  gulf 
of  -£tna  ;  and  others,  that  he  was 
drowned  in  the  sea. 

ENFIELD  (WILLIAM)  a  dis- 
senting clergyman  of  Norwich,  born 
at  Sudbury  1740,  died  1797.  He 
had  been  lecturer  in  the  belles  let- 
tres  at  Warrington  Academy,  and 
was  well  known  to  the  public  by 
many  ingenious  and  useful  publi- 
cations, of  which  the  principal  are: 
"  The  Preacher's  Directory ;"  a  great 
number  of  "  Sermons ;"  the  "  Speak- 
er," and  "  Exercises  in  Elocution;" 
the  two  latter  very  popular  selec- 
tions of  passages  fiom  celebrated 
authors;  «' The  English  Preacher,' 
the  "History  of  Philosophy,"  &c. 

ENGLISH  (HESTER)  a  French- 
woman settled  in  England,  and  emi- 
nent for  the  most  exquisite  skill 
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in   penmanship.     She    lived   in  th« 
reigns  of  Elizabeth  and   |arnes  I. 

ENNIUS  (QUINTUS)  an  ancient 
Latin  poet,  born  in  Calabria.  B.  C. 
237.  He  died  at  the  age  of  70 
years  ;  and  hi«  death  is  said  to  have 
been  occasioned  by  the  gout,  cori- 
trafled  by  an  immoderate  use  of 
wine,  of  which  he  always  drank 
very  freely  before  he  applied  him- 
self to  writing.  Hor.  Lib.  I.  Ep.  i  9. 
He  was  the  first  among  the  Romans 
who  wrote  heroic  verses,  had  an 
admirable  geniu«,  and  d.d  prodi- 
gious things  for  polishing  the  Latin 
poetry,  though  he  left  a  great  dea-1 
to  be  done  by  succeeding  ages.  He 
wrote  the  'Annals  of  Rome;"  which 
were  so  highly  esteemed,  that  they 
were  publickiy  recited  with  vast  ap- 
plause by  Quintus  Vargonteius,  who 
digest-  d  tliem  into  books;  and  they 
were  read  at  Puteoli,  in  the  theatre, 
by  a  man  ol  learning  who  assumed 
the  name  of  the  Ennianist.  He 
translated  several  tragedies  from 
the  Greek,  and  wrote  others.  He 
published  likewise  several  comedies; 
but  whether  of  his  own  invention, 
or  tianslated  by  him,  is  uncertain. 
It  appears  fiom  his  writings,  that 
he  had  very  strong  sentiments  of 
religion.  He  held  the  dofcirme  of 
transmigration,  and  is  said  to  have 
affirmed  that  Homer's  soul  was 
transmigrated  into  him  ! 

ENNODIUS  (MAGNUS  FELIX) 
bishop  of  Pavia  in  Ital),  born  473^ 
died  ,521.  His  works,  chiefly  theo- 
logical, are  not  voluminous. 

ENT  (SIR  GEORGE)  a  very  in. 
genious  and  eminent  English  phy- 
sician and  medical  writer,  born  at 
Sandwich  in  Kent  t6o4,died  1689. 

ENTICK.  (JO  -N)  an  English 
divine,  who  published  a  "Spelling 
Diaionary,"  a  "  History  of  the 
War  which  terminated  in  1763,." 
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and  a   "  History  of  London,"   and 
died  May  22,  1773. 

EPAMINONDAS,  a  famous 
Theban  general,  slain  in  battle 
363  B.C. 

EPHREM  (SAINT)  an  ancient 
Christian  writer  of  the  4th  century. 
Fhotius  tells  us,  that  he  wrote*  above 
1000  orations,  and  that  himself 
had  seen  49  of  his  sermons:  and 
Sozomen  observes,  that  he  composed 
300,000  verses.  His  works  were 
so  highly  esteemed,  that  they  were 
publicly  read  in  the  churches  after 
the  scriptures.  St.Ephrem  was  a 
man  of  the  greatest  severity  of 
morals ;  and  so  strici  an  observer 
of  chastity,  that  he  avoided  even  the 
sight  of  women.  He  died  in  378. 

EPICHARMUS,  an  ancient  poet 
and  philosopher,  born  in  the  island 
of  Cobs,  and  carried,  as  l.aertius 
tells  us,  into  Sicily,  when  he  was 
but  5  months  old.  He  had  the  ho- 
nour of  being  taught  by  Pythagoras 
himself:  and  he  and  Phormus  are 
said  to  have  invented  comedy  in 
Syracuse,  though  others  have  pre- 
tended to  the  glory  of  that  dis- 
covery. He  composed  55,  or  ac- 
cording to  others,  35  plays;  but 
his  works  have  been  so  long  lost, 
that  even  their  character  is  scarcely 
on  record. 

EP1CTETUS,  a  celebrated  phi- 
losopher of  antiquity,  born  near  the 
end  of  Nero's  reign,  as  is  commonly 
supposed,  at  Hierapolis  in  Phrygia-. 
He  lived  in  extreme  poverty  at 
Rome,  in  a  little  cottage  without 
so  much  as  a  door  to  it,  no  attend- 
ants but  one  old  woman,  and  no 
furniture  but  an  earthen  lamp,  to 
the  light  of  which  we  owe  thos- 
beautiful  and  divine  thoughts,  of 
which  Arrian  has  preserved  some 
noble  remains.  This  lamp  was 
purchased  fur  about  lool.  after  his 
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death,  by  a  person  whom  Lucian 
ridicules  for  it,  as  hoping  to  acquire 
the  wisdom  of  Epictetus  by  study- 
ing over  it.  We  have  no  account 
that  can  be  depended  on,  either  of 
what  distemper,  or  about  what  tirne, 
he  died.— Epitletus,  though  a  phi- 
losopher, was  a  man  of  great  hu- 
mility and  modesty  ;  which  was 
most  eminent  in  his  own  praSice, 
as  well  as  in  his  recommendation 
of  it  to  others.  His  Commentaries, 
and  the  Enchiridion,  or  manual  of 
the  Stoic  philosophy,  have  been 
often  published,  and  translated  into 
almost  every  language. 

EPJCURUS,  the  greatest  philo- 
sopher of  his  age,  was  born  at  Gar- 
gettus  in  Attica,  about  the  year  340 
before  Christ.  From  the  place  of 
his  birth,  we  find  him  often  called 
by  ancient  authors,  the  "  Gargettic 
author,"  the  "  Gargettic  old  man," 
and  simply,  the  "  Gargettian."— 
Whereas  other  professors  of  sects 
made  choice  of  particular  places  in 
Athens,  as  the  Academy.,  the  Ly- 
ceum, &c.  Epicurus  purchased  a 
very  pleasant  garden  where  he 
lived  with  his  friends  in  great  tran* 
quillity,  and  taught  philosophy  to  a 
great  number  of  disciples.  They 
lived  all  in  common  with  their 
master  ;  and  a  better  regulated  so- 
ciety had  never  been  seen.  He 
wrote  a  prodigious  number  of  books, 
and  died  in  his  7  ad  year.— As  to 
his  doctrine,  that  the  happiness  of 
man  consists  in  pleasure,  though  it 
has  occasioned  some  effects  which 
have  discredited  his  sect,  yet,  if  it 
he  rightly  interpreted,  it  is  certain- 
ly very  reasonable  ;  for  it  amounts 
to  nothing  more,  than  that  the  hap- 
piness of  man  consists  in  his  being 
at  ease,  and  in  feeling  pleasure,  or, 
generally,  in  being  contented.  Could 
we  ask  Epicurus  where  this  ease 
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and  contentment  must  be  found,  he 
would    not    say,     in    good    eating, 
drinking,     or    in    commerce    with 
women ;    but,   in   sobriety,   tempe- 
rance, and  the  checking  of  tumul- 
tuous and  disorderly  passions,  which 
deprive   the    soul   of  her  state   of 
happiness;    that   is,    the    soft    and 
quiet  acquiescence  in  her  condition. 
These  were   the  pleasures  wherein 
Epicurus  made  the  happiness  of  man 
to  consist.     But    people  exclaimed 
against    the    word   pleasure:    those 
who  were   corrupted    already  made 
an  ill  use  of  it  ;  the  enemies  of  his 
se6l  took  advantage  of  it ;    and   so 
the    name  of  an  Epicurean  became 
odious:    all  this,   however,  is  acci- 
dental to  the  dofirine;  for  it  is  cer- 
tain that  he  lived  in   a  most  exem- 
plary manner  himself,    and   confor- 
mably to  the  rules  of  philosophical 
wisdom  anri  frugality. 

EPI  MEN  IDES,  an  ancient  poet 
and  philosopher,  born  at  Gnossus  in 
Crete.  Many  wonderful  things  are 
related  of  him  ;  and  his  reputation 
was  so  great  all  over  Greece,  that 
be  was  there  esteemed  a  favourite 
of  the  gods.  He  died  at  the  age  of 
>57  ;  and  is  alluded  to  by  St.  Paul, 
Titus,  c.  i,v.  12.  Plutarch  tells 
us,  that  he  was  accounted  the  jth 
wise  man  by  those  who  would  not 
admit  Fenanrier  into  the  number. 

EPIPHANIU-S  bivhop  of  Salamis 
in  Cyprus,  born  332,  died  403.  He 
was  very  conversant  in  ecclesiani- 
cal  antiquities,  on  which  account  he 
is  chiefly  regarded. 

EP1SCOPILS  (SIMON)  a  theo. 
logical  and  <ontroversial  writer  of 
uncommon  parts  and  learning, 
and  the  chief  support  of  the  Ar- 
Bnnlan  set!,  born  at  Amsterdam  in 
*5^3>  died  1643. 

ERASISTRATUS,     an    eminent 
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mentioned  by  Galen,  "but  are  now 
lost.      He  flourished  B.C.  294. 

ERASMUS  (DESIDERIUS)  born, 
at  Rotterdam  the  sSthof  Oft.  1467. 
He  was  called  Gerard,  after  his  fa- 
ther; and  afterwards  took  the  name 
of  Desiderius,  which  in  Latin,  and 
the  surname  of  Erasmus,  which  in 
Greek,  signify   much   the  same  as 
Gerard  among  the  Hollanders,  that 
is,  "  amabilis," or  amiable.    He  was 
the  most  learned  man  of  the  age  in 
which    he   lived  ;    and   contributed, 
by  liis  example  and  his  writings,  to 
the  restorntion    of   learning   in  the 
several    countries    wherein    he   oc- 
casionally   resided,   viz.  Italy,  Swit- 
zerland, Holland,  France,   and  Eng- 
land ;    with    the    last   he  was  most 
satisfied  ;  and  here  he  met  with  the 
greatest  encouragement  from  Henry 
VIII.  sir  Thomas  More,  and  all  the 
learned  Englishmen  of  those   days. 
He  is   the  most  corrcft  and  elegant 
Latin   writer    among  the  moderns  ; 
and  died  1,53*5.     Nothing  has  made 
the  city  of  Rotterdam  morefa:nous, 
than  her   Laving  given  birth  to  this 
great  man,  whose  works  were  pub- 
lished  at  Leyden    1706,  in  a  very 
handsome  manner,    in  ten  volumes 
folio. 

ERASTUS  (THOMAS)  a  cele- 
braied  physician  and  divine,  born 
at  Baden  in  Germany  about  1524, 
died  I5K3.  He  wrote  several  books 
of  philosophy,  physic,  and  divinity; 
but  what  matie  the  most  noise  of 
all  his  performances,  and  makes  him 
chiefly  memorable  now,  was  his  book 
"  De  Ex  ommnnicatione  Ecclesias- 
tica."  In  this  he  denies  the  power 
of  the  church,  and  affirms  their  cen- 
sures to  be  incapable  of  extending 
beyond  the  present  life. 

ERATOsTHENES,  a  Greek  phi- 
losopher, mathematician,  historian, 


Creek  physician,  whose  works  are  I  and  poet,  died  B,  C.  194. 
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ERATOSTRATUS.anEphesian, 
•who  on  the  very  night  that  Alexan- 
der  the  Great  was  born,  356  B.  C, 
turnt  the  temple  of  Diana  at  Ephe- 
si;s,  merely  to  eternize  his  name  in 
the  records  of  history. 

ERIGENA  (JOHN)  called  also 
Scotas,  flourished  about  the  middle 
of  the  gth  century,  and  was  very 
learned  in  a  very  barbarous  age. 
He  was  emplo)ed  by  king  Alfred 
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for  the  most  part,  marriage,  and  all 
pleasures  whatsoever ;  wore  white 
garments,  forbade  oaths,  drank  no- 
thing b'jt  water,  had  their  elders 
in  singular  respeft,  and,  above  all, 
were  so  stria  in  their  observation 
of  the  sabbath,  that  they  prepared 
their  meat  on  the  eve,  would  not 
remove  a  i-essel  out  of  its  place, 
nor  even  ease  or  supply  nature 
upon  it,  unless  they  were  pressed 


to  promote  learning  and  the  liberal  j  beyond  measure.     Upon  the  whole, 
arts.

pcinted  to  preside,  at  Oxford,  over 
the  studies  of  geometry  and  astro- 
nomy in  particular;  thatuniversity 
being  either  lately  founded  or  lately 
restored  by  Alfred.  Three  years  he 
spent  in  this  situation  j  but,  some 
disputes  and  disturbances  aiiiing  at 
Oxford,  he  left  that  place,  and  re- 
tired to  a  monastery  at  Malmes- 
bury.  There  he  opened  a  school  ; 
and,  behaving  harsh'.y  and  with  se- 
verity to  his  scholar?,  was  stabbed 
by  them,  with  the  iron  bodkins 
they  then  wrote  with,  in  such  a 


manner    that  he   died.

1RPEN1US  (THOMAS)  or,  as 
he  is  called  in  Dutch,  Thomas  of 
Erpe,  a  most  learned  writer,  and 
incomparably  skilled  in  the  ori 
ental  tongues,  born  1584,  died 
1624. 

ERSKINE  (DAVID,  LORD  DUN) 
a  celebrated  Scottish  judge,  who 
published  an  excellent  work  in  one 
volume  i  amo.  under  the  title  of 
"  Lord  Dun's  Advices."  He  was 
born  at  Dun,  in  Angusshire,  1670, 
and  died  there  17.55. 

ESSEN?ES,  a  sea  among  the  Jews, 
of  which  the  origin  is  very  obscure, 
it  not  being  known  from  whence 
they  took  their  name,  or  at  what 
time  they  began.  They  professed 
a  community  of  goods;  shunned, 


siastic  kind  of  people,  not  fit  for 
common  life,  or  the  cultivation  of 
those  virtues  which  belong  to  hu- 
man nature. 

ESSEX  (JAMES)  famous  for  his 
skill  in  Gothic  architeaure.  His 
principal  praaice  was  at  Cambridge, 
Ely,  Lincoln,  and  Winchester  ;  and 
his  writings  may  be  found  in  the 
Archzologia,  vol.  iv.  vi,  &c.  He 
was  born  1723,  and  died  at  Cam* 
bridge  1784. 

ESTAMPES  (ANNE  OF  PISSE- 
LEU,  DUCHESS  OF)  mistress  to 
Francis  I.  of  France.  She  was  a 
woman  of  great  cunning  and  in- 
trigue; and  one  of  those  instances 
which  prove,  that  the  ascendancy 
of  a  mistress  may  be  the  ruin  of 
a  kingdom  ;  for  by  her  ambitious 
views  the  monarchy  of  France  had 
nearly  been  subverted. 

ESTCOURT  (RICHARD)  well 
known  both  as  ar>  aaor  and  a  dra- 
matic writer.  In  all  his  part?,  he 
was  mostly  indebted  for  his  applause 
to  his  powers  of  mimicry,  in  which 
he  was  inimitable,  and  which,  at 
times,  afforded  him  opportunities 
of  appearing  a  much  better 
than  he  really  was,  by  enabling 
him  to  copy  very  exaaiy  several 
performers  of  merit,  whose  manner 
he  remembered  and  assumed.  His 
company  was  extremely  courted 
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by  everyone;  and  his  mimicry  so 
much  admire/i,  that  persons  of  the 
first  quality  frequently  invited  him 
to  their  entertainments,  in  order 
to  divert  their  friends  with  his  drol- 
lery; on  which  occasions  he  con- 
stantly received  very  handsome  pre- 
«ents  for  his  company.  He  -lied 
17  13,  leaving  behind  him  two  dra- 
matic pieces. 

ETHEREGE   (SIR   GEORGE)  a 
celebrated    English    wit,   and   emi- 
nent    in    particular  for    his    comic 
genius,  flourished   in  the  reigns  of 
Charles  II.  and  James  II.    His  three 
comedies   are,    "  The  Comical  Re- 
venge;     or,     Love     in     a    Tub;" 
«'  She  Would  if  She  CouIJ  ;"  and 
"The  Man  of  Mode  ;    or,  Sir  Fop- 
pling  Flutter;"  in  which  last  piece 
he  is  supposed  to  have  drawn  some 
of  the  chief  charaQcrs  from  certain 
of  his  contemporaries  and  a-quaint- 
ante.     Thus  beau   Hewit,  the  most 
notorious  fop  of  his  time,  was  sup- 
posed to  be  designed  rnder  his  first 
character;    Dorimant  for  his  friend 
lord   Rochester,    under    which    are 
characterized  inconstancy,  falshood, 
and  triumphs  in   the   conquest  and 
ruin  of  the  fair,  varnished  over  with 
agreeable  and  captivating  graces  of 
modish  gallantry,    peculiar  to  that 
witty  but  licentious  nobleman.     He 
was  abo  suspecled  to  have  sketched 
out  himself  in  the  character  of  Med- 
ley.    Applauded,  however,  as  this 
play  was  for  wit,  yet,  like  his  others, 
it   was  condemned   for  immorality. 
He  was  born  in  Oxfordshire  about 
1636,  and  died  about  i6qo. 

ETMULLER  (MICHAEL)  an 
eminent  physician,  born  at  Letpfic 
1646,  died  1683.  His  works, 
amounting  to  no  less  than  5  vols. 
in  fol.  were  printed  at  Naples  1768. 
EVAGR1US  SCHOLASTICUS, 
*n  .ancient  ecclesiastical  historian, 
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born  at  Epiphania,  a  city  of  Syria 
Secmida,  about  the  year  536.  He 
published  "  Six  Books  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History,"  beginning  with  the 
year  431  ;  where  Theodoret,  So. 
crates,  and  S  zomen,  conclude  ;  and 
ending  with  594.  It  is  not  certain 
when  he  died. 

EVANS  (ABEL)  generally  styled 
Dr.  Evans  the  Epigrammatist,  lived 
a-  the  end  of  the  t  yth  and  beginning 
of  the  i  Sth  centuries.      He  was  bur- 
sar  to    St.  John's   college,    Oxford, 
vicar  of  St.  Giles's,  and   appears  to 
have  been  intimate  with  Mr.  Pope. 
EUCLID,  a  most  celebrated  ma- 
thematician   and    astronomer^  who 
coile&ed  all  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  pure   mathematics  which 
had  been  deliverer!  down  by  Thales, 
Pythagoras,     Eurfoxus,     and    other 
mathematicians  before  him,    which 
he   digested    into  regularity  and  or- 
der, with  many  others  of  his  own  : 
on  which  account  he  is  said  to  hav« 
been   the    first  who   reduced   arith- 
metic and  geometry  into  the   form 
of  a  science.    Where  this  great  man 
was  born,  and  what  his  country,  we 
have  no    distinft    account;    but  he 
flourished,   as   it  appears  from  Pro- 
clus's  Comment  upon  his  Elements, 
about  277  years  before  Christ,  and 
taught   mathematics  at  Alexandria 
with  va*t  applause. 

EUDOCIA,  daughter  of  Leon- 
tiu';,  an  Athenian  sophist  and  phi- 
losopher, born  about  400.  Her 
father  took  such  rare  of  her  educa- 
tion, that  she  became  at  length 
consummately  learned;  and  so  ac- 
complished in  every  respeft,  that, 
at  his  death,  he  left  his  whole  estate 
to  his  two  sons,  except  100  pieces 
of  gold,  which  he  left  to  his  daugh- 
ter, with  this  declaration,  that «'  her 


o-.wn    good    fortune  would   be    suf- 
ficient   for    her."     Upon    this    she 
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went  to  law  with  her  brothers,  but 
without  success;  and  therefore  car- 
ried her  cause  to  Constantinople, 
vhere  she  was  recommended  to 
PuldK-ria,  sister  of  the  emperor 
Theodosius  the  younger,  and  be- 
came her  favourite.  In  421  she 
embraced  Christianity,  and  was  bap- 
tized by  the  name  of  Eudocia,  for 
her  heathen  name  was  Athenais  ; 
and  the  same  year  was  married  to 
the  Emperor,  through  the  powerful 
recommendation  of  his  sister;  by 
which  event  the  words  of  her  father 
might  seem  to  have  something  pro-

phetic    in    them. 
A.  D.  460. 

EUDOXUS,  of  Cnidus,  a  city  of 
Caria  in  Asia  Mirror,  flourished 
•bout  370  years  before  Christ;  and 
was  «o  skilful,  that  Cicero  did  not 
scruple  to  call  him  the  greatest 
astronomer  that  had  ever  lived. 

EVELYN  (JOHN)  one  of  the 
greatest  natural  philosophers  that 
England  ever  produced,  was  born 
at  Wotton  in  Surry  1620,  Among 
his  numerous  writings  (which  are 
on  the  subjeEls  of  agriculture,  navi- 
gation, commerce,  antiquities,  sculp- 
ture, painting,  &c.)  the  most  cele- 
brated at  the  present  day  is  "Sylva; 
or,  a  discourse  of  forest-trees,  and 
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tolid  wisdom  but  in  real  piety."  Tie 
cnlogiums  which  have  been  bestow- 
ed upon  him  are  as  numerous  as 
they  are  great. 

EUGENE  (FRANCIS)  prince  of 
Savoy,  born  1663.  Having  found 
himself  slighted  by  Louis  XIV.  in 
France,  his  native  country,  he  re- 
tired to  Germany,  and  spent  his 
life  in  the  service  of  the  house  of 
Austria.  His  victories  over  the 
Turks,  and  afterwards  o-,  er  the 
French,  too  numerous  to  be  de- 
tailed in  this  work,  have  rendered 
his  name  immortal  in  the  annals  of 
fame.  This  illustrious  hero  died 
at  Vienna  i  736. 

EULER  (LEONARD)  a  very 
eminent  mathematical  writer,  born 
at  Basil  1707;  died  Sept.  7,  1783. 
i-Ie  possessed,  to  a  great  degree, 
what  is  commonly  called  erudition; 
had  read  all  the  Latin  classics ;  was 
perfeft  master  cf  ancient  mathema- 
tical literature;  and  had  the  history 
of  all  ages  and  all  nations,  even  to 
the  minutest  fafls,  ever  present  to 
his  mind. 

EUNAPIUS,  a  native  of  Sardis 
in  Lydia,  flourished  in  the  4th  cen- 
tury. He  was  a  celebrated  soph;"-, 
a  physician,  and  no  inconsiderable 
historian.  We  have  no  remains  of 
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the   propagation   of  timber   in   his  i  F/unapius.  but   his    "  Lives   of  t'.is 


majesty's  dominions."  Full  of  age 
and  honours,  this  amiable  author 
died  Feb.  27,  1705-6,  in  his  86th 
year;  and  was  interred  at  Wotton, 
under  a  tomb  of  freestone,  shaped 
like  a  ccfnn,  with  an  inscription 
upon  a  white  marble,  expressing, 
according  to  his  own  intention,  that, 
"  Living  in  an  age  of  extraordinary 
events  and  revolutions,  he  had  learn- 
ed from  thence  this  truth,  which  he 
desired  might  be  thus  communicated 
to  posterity,  That  allis  vanity  which 
is  net  tongjt ;  and  that  there  is  no 


Philosophers  and  Sophists." 

EUNOM1US,  an  he/esiarch  of 
the  4th  century,  bishop  of  Cyzi- 
cum,  and  founder  of  the  seEl  that 
have  since  been  called  Eunoraia-.s. 
He  died  very  old  about  394,  after 
having  experienced  great  variety  of 
suffering?.— Eunomias  wrote  many 
things;  and  his  writings  were  so 
highly  esteemed  by  his  followers, 
that  they  thought  their  authority 
preferable  to  that  of  the  gospels. 
His  doQrines  were,  that  "  there  it 
one  God  unucatc  and  without  be- 
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ginning:  who  has  nothing  existing 
before  him  ;  for  nothing  can  exist 
before  what  is  uncreate  :  nor  with 
him  ;  for  what  is  uncreate  must  be 
one:  nor  in  him;  for  God  is  a 
simple  and  uncompounded  being. 
This  one  simple  and  eternal  being 
is  God  the  creator  and  otdainer  of 
all  things;  first  indeed  and  princi- 
pally of  his  only-begotten  Son,  and 
then  through  him  of  all  other 
things:  For  God  begot,  created, 
and  made,  the  Son  only,  by  his  own 
direcl  operation  and  power,  before 
all  things  and  every  other  creature  : 
rot  producing,  however,  any  other 
being  like  himself,  nor  imparting 
any  of  his  own  proper  substance  to 
the  Son:'" for  God  is  immortal,  uni 
form,  indivisible,  and  therefore  can- 
not communicate  any  part  of  hi 
own  proper  substance  to  another,' 
&r.  &r. 

EUPHRANOR,     an     excellent 
sculptor  and    painter    of  antiquity 
flourished   about  362    >ears   before 
Christ.     He  wrote  seve.-al  volume 
on    the   art  of  colouring,    and    on 
symmetry  ;    and   was    the  first  who 
signalized  himself  by  representing 
the  majesty  of  heroes. 

EUPOL1S,  an  Athenian  comi 
poet  in  the  85th  Olympiad.  H 
used  the  freedom  of  the  ancien 
comedy  to  lash  the  vices  of  th« 
people  ;  and  having  lost  his  life  in 
a  sea-fight  between  the  Athenian 
and  Lacedemonians,  his  death  wa 
so  lamented,  that  a  statute  was  en 
a£ted  which  decreed  that  no  poe 
should  thenceforth  serve  in  th 
wars. 

EVREMOND    ST.    (CHARLE 
DE  ST.  DENIS,  LORD  OF)  a  c 
brated  French  officer   and    satiiica 
writer,   born   in  Normandy   1613 
died    1703.     As   for    religion,    h 
always   professed   the    Romish,    i 
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vhich  he  was  born  ;  though  at  the 
attorn  he  was  certainly  a  free- 
hinker  :  but,  whatever  might  be 
is  sentiments  of  religion,  he  never 
et  fall  any  loose  expressions  about 
he  could  not  hear  that  any  one 
hould  droll  upon  it  ;  for,  sai.i  he, 
1  bare  decency,  and  the  regard  due 
o  one's  fellow-crealures,  will  never 
uffer  it." 

EURIPIDES,  an  ancient  Greek 
>oet,  born  in  the  island  of  Salamis, 
n  the    ist  year  of  the  75th  Olym- 
)iad.      He    wrote    a   great   number 
of  tragedies,   which    were    highly 
steemed,   both  in  his  life-time  and 
after  his   death  ;    and    nothing   can 
etter  demonstrate  the  high  esteem 
they  were  in,  than  the  service  they 
did    to    the     Athenians    in    Sicily. 
The  Athenian  army  under  the  com- 
mand  of  Nicias  suffered  all  the  ca- 
lamities   that   ill    fortune    can    pos- 
sibly  reduce  men  to.     The  viftors 
made    a    most    cruel    advantage   of 
their  victories:    but,  although  they 
treated   the  Athenian  soldiers  with 
so  much  inhumanity,  yet  they  were 
extremely    kind  to   such    as   could 
repeat  any  of  Euripides's  verses.— 
An  unhappy  accident  concluded  his 
life.      He   was  walking  in  a  wood, 
and,  according  to  his  usual  manner, 
in    deep  meditation,  when  unfortu- 
nately happening  upon  Archelaus's 
hounds,   he   was   by  them    torn   to 
pieces  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age. 
He  is,  of  all    writers,   remarkable 
for   having   interspersed   moral  re- 
flcfiions    and    philosophical     apho- 
risms in  his  dramatic  pieces.— It  is 
said,  he  used  to  shut  himself  up  j* 
a  gloomy  cave,   and  there  compose 
his  works.     This  cave    was  in  the 
isle  of  Salamis,   and  Aulus  Gcllius 
had    the   curiosity    to    go    into    it. 
He   composed  his  verses  with  great 
difficulty  j  and  one  day  complained 
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to   the    poet   Alcestis,    trnt   in   the 
three  last  days  he  had  been   able  to 
write  but  three   verses,    though   hi 
had    laboured    with   all   his    might. 
Alcestis  observed,    with   an  air  of 
high   vanity,  that  he   had   written 
a    hundred    with    the   utmost   ease. 
"  Ay,    but    (says    Euripides)    you 
don't  consider  the  difference:  your 
verses  are  made  to  live  no  longer 
than    these    three    days  •     whereas 
mine   are  to  continue   for  ever.' 
There   are   now   extant  but    19   of 
his  tragedies,  and  part  of  a  2Oth  ; 
though   Suidas    says   that   he   com 
posed  92. 

EUSDEN     (LAWRENCE)     an 
English  divine    and    poet,    born    in 


Yorkshire,  was  preferred  in  1718 
to  the  Jaureateship.  He  had  several 
enemies;  and,  among  others,  Pope,1 
who  put  him  into  h  is  Duncia.l;  though 
we  do  not  know  what  provocation 
he  gave  to  any  of  them,  unless  by 
being  raised  to  the  dignity  of  the 
laurel.  He  was  no  inconsiderable 
versifier,  and  died  at  his  refciory  at 
Coningsby,  Lincolnshire,  1730. 

ETJSEBIUS,  bishop  of  Cassarea, 
(surnamed  Pamphilus  from  his 
friendship  with  Pamphilus  the  Mar- 
tyr), and  an  eminent  ecclesiastical 
historian,  bora  in  Palestine,  A.  D. 
"267;  died  338.  He  wrote  several 
great  and  important  works. 

EUSTATH1US,  archhishop  of 
Thessalonica,  was  born  at  Constan- 
tinopl?,  and  flourished  about  A.  D 
1170.  He  is  chkfly  memorable 
for  bis  "  Commentaries  upoi 
Homer." 

EUTROPIUS     (FLAVIUS)     an 
Italian  sophist,   as  Saidas  calls  him 
wrote   a    compendious    history    o 
Roman    affairs,     divided     into     10 
books,  from    the  foundation  of  the 
eity    to   the    reign   of   Valens    (t 
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whom  it  was  dedicated);  that  is,  te 
A.  0.364. 

EUTYCHIUS,    a    Christian    au- 
thor, patriarch  of  Alexandria,   was 
born   at    Cairo  in  Egypt  876,   and 
became  eminent    in  the  knowledge 
of  physic.     He  wrote  Annals  from 
the  beginning  of  the  world  to   the 
year  900;    in  which  may  be  found 
many  things  which  occur  no  where 
else  ;     but    ceminly     many     moie 
which    were   collerled    from    lying 
legends,  and  are  entirely  fabulous. 
He  died  9,50. 

FABER  (NICHOLAUS)  a   very 
ingeniou?,   learned,   and  pious  mar, 
horn   at    Paris    1544.— During  the 
course  of  his  studies  a    terrible  ac- 
cidcnt   happened    to   him.      As   he 
was  cu'.ting  a  pen,  a  bit  of  the  quill 
ew   into   his  eye,   and    gave    him 
iv.  h    excessive    pain,    that    hastily 
ifting  up  his    hand  to  it  he  strurk 
t  out  with  the  knife.      He  applied 
limself   to   the    mathematics    par- 
icularly ;    in    which    he    succeeded 
o    well,     that    he    discovered    im- 
mediately   the   defeft    in  Scaligei's 
demonstration  of  the  Quadrature  of 
he   Circle.      \Vhen    Henry    IV.  of 
France  bee 3 me  at  length  the  peace- 
able possessor  of  the  crown,  he  ap- 
pointed   Fabcr    preceptor     to    the 
prince  of  Conde.     During  this  im- 
portant trust,  he  found  time  to  la- 


bour upon  some  considerable  works* 
and  composed  his  fine  preface  to 
the  fragments  of  Hilary,  in  \vhkh 
he  discovered  many  important  fa&9 
relating  to  the  history  of  Arianisrn 
not  known  before.  After  the  death 
of  Henry  IV.  he  was  chosen  by  the 
queen  preceptor  to  Lewis  XIII.  He 
died  in  16  i  t. 

FA  BERf,T  AN  AQUILjin  French, 
Taneguy  le  Fevre)  a  very  learned 
man,  born  at  Caen  in  Normandy  iu 
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1615.  Cardinal  de  Richlieu  settled 
on  him  a  pension  of  2000  livres,  to 
inspeft  all  the  works  printed  at  the 
-Louvre.  He  died  1672,  leaving  a 
son  of  his  own  name,  and  two 
daughters,  one  of  whom  was  the  ce- 
lebrated madame  Dacier,  and  another 
married  to  Paul  Bauldri,  professor 
at  Utrecht. 

FABIAN  (ROBERT)  author  of 
the  "  Chronicle  of  England  and 
Prance,"  or,  as  he  himself  calls  it, 
"  The  Concordance  of  Stories,"  was 
born  in  London  in  the  i^th  cen- 
t.u  v.  He  was  brought  up  to  trade  ; 
and  became  so  considerable  a  mer- 
chant, that  he  was  chosen  an  al- 
derman of  that  city;  and,  in  1493, 
vra,  one  of  the  sheriffs  for  the  same. 
He  died  at  London  in  1512  ;  and 
•was  buried  in  St.  Michael's,  Corn- 
hill. 

FABRETTI  (RAPHAEL)  a  very 
learned  antiquary  of  Italy,  born  at 
Urbino  i  61  9  ;  died  1700.  Fabretti 
had  an  admirable  talent  for  decy- 
phering  the  most  difficult  inscrip- 
tions j  and  discovered  a  method  of 
making  something  out  of  those 
which  seemed  entirely  disfigured 
through  age,  and  the  letters  of 
which  were  effaced  in  such  a  man- 
rer  as  not  to  be  discernible.  He 
cleaned  the  surface  of  the  stone, 
•without  touching  those  places  where 
the  letters  had  been  engraven.  He 
then  laid  upon  it  a  piece  of  thick 
paper  well  moistened,  and  pressed 
it  with  a  sponge,  or  wooden  pin, 
covered  with  linen:  by  which  means 
the  paper  entered  into  the  cavity 
of  the  letters,  and,  taking  up  the 
dust  there,  discovered  the  traces  of 
the  letters. 

FABRIC1US  (JEROME)  an  Ita- 
lian (usually  called  Aquapendente, 
from  the  place  of  his  nativity)  was 
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a  physician  of  vast  repute  in  his 
day.  The  republic  of  Venice  settled 
upon  him  a  yearly  stipend  of  1000 
crowns  in  gold,  and  honoured  him 
\vithastatueandagoldchain.  He 
died  about  1603,  leaving  behind 
him  several  treatises  both  in  physic 
and  chiriirgery. 

FABRIC1US  (GEORGE)  a  learn- 
ed  German,  born  in  Upper  Saxony 
15  1 6.  His  chief  work  is  intituled 
"  Roma,"  containing  a  description 
of  that  city.  He  was  the  author 
of  numerous  Latin  poems  written 
with  great  purity  and  elegance,  and 
died  1571. 

FABR1CIUS  (JOHN  ALBERT) 
a  most  learned  and  laborious  his* 
torian  and  critic,  born  at  Leipsic 
1668,  died  4736.  Fabricius  bai 
laid  the  whole  learned  world  under 
the  greatest  oblig:tion* ;  since  he 
has  contributed,  more  perhaps  than 
any  other  man  ever  did,  to  abridge 
and  shorten  the  fatigue  and  drudgery 
which  scholars  are  obliged  to  un- 
dergo in  order  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  materials  of  their  profes- 
sion. 

FABRICIUS  (BARON)  known 
to  the  public  by  his  letters  relating 
to  Charles  XII.  of  Sweden  during 
his  residence  ip  the  Ottoman  em- 
pire. He  stood  very  high  in  the 
good  graces  of  that  prince  ;  accom- 
panied him  in- his  exercises.,  was 
frequently  at  his  table,  and  spent  .• 
hours  alone  with  him  in  his  close?-. 
He  had  but  one  enemy  in  the  court, 
viz.  General  Daldorf,  who  was  maci« 
prisoner  by  the  Tartars  when  they 
stormed  the  king's  ramp  at  Bender. 
Fabricius  took  pains  to  find  him  out, 
released  him,  and  supplied  him  with 
money;  which  so  entirely  vanquish- 
ed the  general,  that  he  afterwards 
became  a  warm  friend.  This  ami»- 
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ble  person  was  likewise  in  favour 
with  king  Stanislaus,  and  with  our 
own  monarch  George  I.  whom  he 
accompanied  in  his  last  journey  to 
Hanover,  and  who  may  be  said  to 
have  died  in  his  arms. 

FAC1O  (BARTOLOMEO)a  Ge 
noe.-e     historian    and    biographical 
writer  in  Latin,    born  at  Spezzio  in 
Genoa,  died  1457. 

FAGAN  (CHRISTOPHER)  a 
French  comic  poet,  born  1702,  died 

1755- 

FAGIUS  (PAUL)  alias  Buchlin, 
a  very  learned  Protestant  German 
minister, born  at  Rheinzibern  i  504. 
He  and  Bucer  came  over  to  Eng- 
land, upon  receiving  letters  from 
Cranmer,  in  1549,  were  entertained 
some  days  in  the  palace  at  Lambeth, 
and  destined  to  reside  at  Cambridge, 
where  they  were  to  perfeQ  a  new 
translation  and  illustration  of  the 
scriptures,  Fagius  taking  the  Old 
Testament,  and  Bucer  the  New,  for 
their  several  parts.  But  this  was 
all  put  an  end  to  by  the  sudden  ill- 
ness and  death  of  both  these  pro- 
fessors. Fagius  died  Nov.  1550; 
and  Bucer  did  not  live  above  a  year 
after. 

FAHRENHEIT  (GABRIEL  DA- 
NIEL)   a  natural  philosopher,  emi 
nent  for  his  great  improvements  in 
the    construction   of  thermometers, 
was   born    at     Dantzic   1686.      He 
published  a"  Dissertation  on  Ther 
iriome ters"  in  17  24,  and  died  1736. 

FAIRFAX  (EDWARD)  an  Eng- 
lish poet  who  flourished  in  the 
reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  James  I 
and  chiefly  distinguished  himself  by 
a  translation  of  'lasso's  "  Godfrey 
of  Bologne."  His  merits  were  so 
great,  that  Waller  professed  to  have 
learnt  from  him  the  art  of  versifi- 
cation. He  was  born  at  Denton  in 
Yorkshire,  and  died  1632. 
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FAIRFAX  (SIR  TrfOMAS)  gc- 
neral     of    the     parliament    forces 
gainst  Chirks  I.   died  1671.      See 
CROMWELL  (OLIVER). 

FAITHORNE  (WILLIAM)  an 
ingenious  English  painter  and  en- 
raver,  who  flourished  in  the  171!! 
century.  He  wiote  a  book"  Upon 
Drawing,  Graving,  and  Etching,  r 
for  which  he  was  celebrated  by  IT'S 
friend  Flatman  the  poet  in  an  elegy,, 
which  ends  with  these  lines: 

•'  So  long  as  brass,  so  long  as  books  en- 
dure;, 

•'  So  long  as  neat-wrought  pieces, 
thou'rr  secure; 

''  A  '  Faithorne  sculpsit,'  is  a  charm, 
can  save 

''  From  dull  oblivion  and  a  gaping 
grave." 

Faithorne  was  born  about  1616,  and 
died  1691. 

FALCONER  (WILLIAM)  an 
ngenious  Scotch  sailor,  author  of  a 
'  Marine  Dictionary,"  410.  and  of 
a  charming  pathetic  poem  called 
"  The  Shipwreck,"  founded  on  a 
disaster  experienced  by  himself  (in 
a  second  calamity  of  which  kind  he 
lost  his  life,  in  1770,  on  board  the 
Aurora  frigate). 

FALLOPIUS  (GABRIEL)  born 
atModena-in  1490.  He  possessed 
s;reat  powers  of  mind,  which  he 
cultivated  by  an  intense  application 
to  his  studies  in  philosophy,  physic, 
botany,  and  anatomy.  In  this  last 
he  made  some'  new  discoveries,  ard: 
imong  the  rest  that  of  the  tubes  by 
which  the  ova  descend  from  the 
ovaritim,  and  which,  from  him, 
are  called  the  "  Fallopian  Tubes. '* 
He  died  at  Padua  1563. 

FALSTAFF.     See  FASTOLF. 

FANCOURT     (SAMUEL)     an 

English    dissenting    clergyman    anil 

controversial  writer,    and  institutor 

or  p  omoter  of  the  first  circulating

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L-ry    ever    opened    in    England. 
lie  died  1768,  aged  90  years. 

KANSHA\V  (SIR  RICHARD) 
an  English  gentleman,  famous  for 
his  embassies  and  poetic  writings, 
born  at  \Vare  Park  in  Hertfordshire 
1607,  died  1666.  A  translation 
by  him  of  the  "  Pastor  Fido"  of 
Guarini  did  him  much  credit.  Some 
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His  arrival  in  this  country  was  in 
the  newspapers  announced  to  the 
public  as  an  event  worthy  of  na- 
tional attention.  Upon  what  terms 
Farinelli  was  engaged  to  sing  here 
is  not  known  to  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainty ;  his  salary,  however,  be  it 
what  it  might,  bore  tut  a  small 
proportion  to  the  annual  amount  of

FARINATO  (PAUL)  an  emi- 
rent  Italian  painter,  born  at  Verona 
ar.d  cut,  it  is  said,  out  of 
Ins  mother's  womb,  who  was  just 
dead  in  labour.  He  was  famous 
also  for  beirg  an  ex: client  swords- 
man and  a  very  good  orator,  and 
for  his  knowledge  in  sculpture  and 
architecture,  especially  that  part  of 
it  which  relates  to  fortifications. 
His  last  moments  are  said  to  have 
been  as  remarkable  as  his  first,  on 
account  of  the  death  of  his  nearest 
r:!ation.  He  lay  upon  his  death- 
bed in  1606;  and  bis  wife,  who 
vas  sick  in  the  same  room,  hearing 
him  cry  out,  "  he  was  going,"  told 
him,  "  she  would  bear  him  com- 
pany ;"  and  was  as  good  as  her 
vord,  they  both  expiring  at  the 
very  same  minute. 

FARINELLI  (CARLO  BROS- 
CHI)  an  Italian  singer,  born  at 
Naples  1705;  and,  being  trained 
to  singing,  acquired  great  repu- 
tation at  Rome  and  at  Bologna. 
The  fame  of  his  great  talents  reach- 
ing England,  he  was  engaged  to  sing 
in  the  opera  at  London,  and  in 
1734  came  over  hither  ;  for  Eng- 
land was  then,  as  it  is  eminently 
now,  the.  place  of  all  places  for 
fiddlers,  singers,  dancers,  tumblers, 
sharpers,  and  impostors  of  every 
kind,  to  fiock  to  and  grow  rich. 


which  the  nobility  discovered  for 
this  person,  the  caresses  they  be- 
stowed on,  ai:d  the  presents  ihty 
made  him,  indicated  little  less  than 
infatuation  :  their  bounty  was  pro- 
digality, and  their  applause  adora- 
tion. "  One  God,  one  Farinelli  !" 
will  be  long  remembered  of  a  lady 
of  distinction,  who,  being  charmed 
with  a  particular  passage  in  one  of 
his  songs  uttered  aloud  from  the 
boxes  that  impious  exclamation. 
He  quitted  England  in  1737. 

FARMER  (DR.  RICHARD) 
master  of  Emmanuel  College,  Cam- 
bridge, principal  librarian  to  the 
University,  8cc.  &c.  wjs  born  at 
Leicester  1735,  ant^  distinguished 
himself  in  che  walks  of  literature 
by  a  very  masterly  "  Essay  on  the 
Learning  of  Shakspeare  ;"  in  which 
he  decided  a  point  that  had  been 
much  litigated  among  the  learned. 
For  a  man  of  his  rare  endowments 
he  published  but  little :  the  essay 
already  mentioned  ;  some  "  Notes 
on  Shakspeare;"  a  "  Foem  on 
laying  the  first  stone  of  the  public 
library  in  1755,"  and  a  sonnet  on 
the  king's  death  in  1760  (both  in 
the  Cambridge  collection  of  verses)  ; 
"  Directions  for  the  study  of  Eng- 
lish History,"  (Europ.  Mag.  xix. 
415),  and  a  "  Letter  on  Dennis  the 
Critic,"  (Europ.  Mag.  xxv.  412.) 
being  all  that  is  known.  Dr. 
Farmer,  however,  assisted  many 
authors  in  various  works, for  which 
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he  received  their  public  acknow- 
ledgments and  tbanks.  He  also 
made  some  collections  of  the  anti- 
quities of  his  native  town,  which 
he  afterwards  gave  to  Mr.  Deputy 
Nichols,  who  has  employed  them 
with  great  judgment  and  effect  in 
his  valuable  "  History  of  the  county 
of  Leicester."  Dr.  F.  died  Jan.  8, 

1797. 

FARNABY  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
li-!1.  grammarian  and  critic,  born  in 
London  1575»  died  i6u/. 

FARNEaE  (ALEXANDER) 
kno\vn  by  the  title  of  cardinal  Far- 
nese,  was  son  of  the  fi-st  cuke  of 
Parma,  and  born  1520  (long  before 
his  father  was  advanced  to  the 
dukedom).  At  fourteen  years  of 
age  he  was  made  bishop  of  Parrna 
by  Clement  VII.  Paul  III.  raised 
him  to  the  purple  in  i554>  an^ 
employed  him  in  various  embassies. 
He  died  in  1589,  lamented  as  a 
true  patron  of  the  arts,  and  protector 
of  men  of  letters. 

FARNEWORTH  (ELLIS)  dis- 
tinguished by  translating  some  emi- 
nent authors,  was  born  at  Bonte- 
shall,  in  Derbyshire,  and  died  1763. 
His  publications  were,  "  The  Life 
of  Pope  Sixtus  V.  translated  from 
the  Italian,"  "  Davila's  History  of 
France,"  "  The  works  of  Machiavel, 
illustrated  with  Annotations,  Dis- 
sertations, and  several  new  plans  on 
the  art  of  war." 

FAROUHAR  (GEORGE)  an  in- 
genious  comic  writer,  was  the  son 
of  a  clergyman  in  Ireland,  and  born 
at  Londonderry  in  16/8.  In  1696 
he  came  to  London,  and  was  soli- 
cited by  his  friend  \Vilks,  the  cele- 
brated aclor,  to  write  a  play  ;  but 
he  was  still  more  substantially  in- 
vited by  a  genteel  accommodation, 
which  suffered  him  to  exercise  his 
genius  at  his  ieisuie;  for  the  earl 
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of  Orrery,  who  was  a  patron  as  well 
as  master  of  letters,  conferred  a 
lieutenant's  commission  upon  him  in 
his  own  regiment  in  Ireland,  which 
Farq-.-.har  held  several  years,  and 
behaved  himself  well  as  an  orrker, 
giving  several  proofs  both  of  cou- 
rage and  conduct.  He  died  April 
1707,  before  he  was  30  years  of 
age.  His  comedies  display  a 
sprightly  genius,  and  are  extremely 
diverting. 

FASTOLF  (SIR  JOHN)  a  va- 
liant  and  renowned  general  during 
our  conquests  in  France,  born  zt 
Yarmouth  in  Norfolk  1377,  died 
1459.  *Ie  Vl'as  a  benefactor  to 
both  the  universities,  bequeath- 
ing a  considerable  legacy  to  Cam- 
bridge for  building  the  schools  of 
Philosophy  and  Civil  Law;  and  at 
Oxford  he  was  so  bountiful  to  Mag- 
dalen College,  that  his  name  is  there 
commemorated  in  an  anniversary 
speech.— Shakspeare  has  been  verv 
unjustly  accused  of  having  drawn 
his  sir  John  Falstaff  to  ridicule  this 
great  and  good  man. 

FAULKNER  (GEORGE}  a  wor- 
thy printer  of  Dublin  of  no  mean 
celebrity,  being  the  first  man  who, 
carried  his  profession  to  a  uigh  de- 
gree of  credit  in  Ireland.  He  was 
the  confidential  printer  of  Dean 
Swift;  and  enjoyed  the  friendship 
and  patronage  of  the  earl  of  Ches- 
terfield, whose  ironical  letters  to 
Faulkner,  comparing  him  to  Atticus, 
are  perhaps  the  finest  parts  of  his 
writings.  He  settled  at  Dublin  as 
a  piinter  and  bookse:!er  soon  after 
the  year  1726;  raised  there  a 
very  comfortable  fortune  by  his 
well-known  "  Journal,"  an!  other 
laudable  undertakings;  and  died 
an  alderman  of  Dublin,  Aug.  28, 

J775- 
FAUST,  or FAUSTUS.  SeeFUST. 
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FAWKES  (FRANCI5)  an  inge- 
n$ous  English  poet  and  divine,  born 
in  Yorkshire  1721.  He  published 
a  volume  of  poems,  by  subscription; 
1761,  in  8vo.  and  several  poem1- 
afterward.  But  his  great  strength 
is  supposed  to  have  lain  in  transla- 
tion ;  as  his  Anacreon,  Sappho, 
Bion,  Tvloschus,  MU^BEUS,  and  The 
orritus,  shew.  His  name  is  set  to  a 
"  Family  Bible,  with  notes,  1761,' 
.jto.  He  died  Aug.  26,  1777. 

FAYETTE  (MARIE  MAGDE- 
LEINE,  COUNTESS  OF)  a  French 
lady,  more  distinguished  by  her 
literary  productions  than  by  her 
family.  She.  was  married  to  the 


the     hst 
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abbot     of    Westminster, 


count  dt:  Fayette  in  1655,  and  died 
in  1693.  The  principal  works  of 
this  lady  are,  "  Zaide,"  a  romance 
often  printed,  and  "  La  Princesse 
de  Cleves,"  a  romance  also,  which 
Fontcnelle  is  saiJ  to  have  given  four 
readings  to.  M.  Fayette  was  so  re- 
gardless of  fame,  that  she  published 
these  works  under  the  name  of  Se- 
grais,  who,  however,  is  supposed  to 
have  been  no  farther  concerned  than 
in  aiding  a  little  in  the  design  of 
them.  Voltaire  says,  that  the  ro- 
mances of  Fayette  were  the  first 
which  exhibited  the  manners  of 
people  of  fashion  in  a  graceful, 
easy,  natural  way  :  all  before  hav- 
ing been  pompous,  bombast,  and 
swelling  every  thing  beyond  nature 
and  life. 

FEARNE  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent English  conveyancer,  and  au- 
thor of  a  well-known  work,  inti- 
tuled, "  An  Essay  on  Contingent  Re- 
mainders and  Executory  Devises,' 
born  1742,  died  Jan.  1794.

FELL  (DR.  JOHN)  an  eminently 
learned  divine,  and  bishop  of  Ox-- 
ford, horn  at  Longworth  in  Berk- 
shire 16-25,  died  1686. 

FENELON    (FRANCIS  DE  SA- 
L1GNAC   DE  LA  MOTTE)    arch- 
bishop  of    Camhiay,     born   at   the 
castle  of  Fenclon,   in    the    province 
of  Perigord    1651,     died     1715.— 
He   wrote  many  works  -t  but    what 
has  gained  him  the  greatest  reputa- 
tion,   and  for  which-  he  will  be  im- 
mortal,   is    his    "  Tekmachus."— —

situation  he  learned  to  mark  the 
position  of  the  stars  with  a  thread 
and  bead.  One  Alexander  Car.t- 
ley,  butler  to  Thomas  Grant,  esq. 
taught  him  decimal  arithmetic,  al- 
gebra, and  the  elements  of  geome- 
try :  after  this  he  went  into  two 
very  hard  services.  His  ingenuicy 
introduced  him  to  sir  James  Dun- 
bar,  when  he  learnt  to  draw,  and 
began  to  take  portraits.  At  30 
years  of  age  he  invented  his  Astro- 
nomical Rotula,  a  machine  for 
shewing  the  new  moons  and  eclip- 
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«s.  About  1744  he  went  to 
London  ;  and  by  his  delineation  of 
the  complex  line  of  the  moon's  mo- 
tion, procured  the  honour  of  being 
elefted  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Socie- 
ty, without  paying  for  admission. 
His  dissertations  and  inventions  in 
mechanics,  and  other  branches  o! 
the  mathematics,  introduced  him  tc 
the  favour  of  king  George  III.  who 
conferred  an  annual  pension  of  50!. 
upon  him.  He  died  Nov.  16, 
1776. 

FERGUSSON  (ROBERT)  a  very 
ingenious,  though  unfortunate  Scot- 
tish poet,  born  at  Edinburgh  1750, 
died  Oft.  16,  1774-  He  was  pos- 
sessed of  the  brightest  genius,  and 
the  best  heart;  but  his  social  qua- 
lifications were  so  fascinating,  that 
they  led  him  into  a  course  of  dis- 
sipation and  imprudence,  which  too 
often  is  the  ruin  of  men  of  genius. 
Burns  (his  brother  poet  and  enthu- 
siastic admirer)  creeled  a  neat 
monument  to  his  memory  in  the 
Canongate-church-yard. 

FERRAND  (JAMES)  a  French 
physician,  and  author  of  a  book, 
"  De  la  Maladie  J'Amour,"  that  is, 
"  Of  the  Distemper  of  Love," 
printed  at  Paris  in  1622. 

FERRARI  (OCTAVIAN)  an 
Italian  author,  born  at  Milan  1318, 
died  1586.  Though  excellently 
skilled  in  polite  literature,  yet  he 
was  principally  famous  for  phi- 
losophy, being  esteemed  a  second 
Aristotle. 

FERRARI  (FRANCISCO  BER- 
NARDINO)  of  the  same  family 
with  the  former,  born  at 
1577,  died  i  669.  He  was  an  able 
divine  and  sacred  historian,  and  o 
no  mean  talents  as  an  antiquaiy. 

FERRARI  (OCTAVIO)    histo 
riographer    of   Milan,  of  the  same 
family  with  the  former,  born  1607 
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died  1682.  He  was  remarkable 
for  the  sweetness,  sincerity,  and  af- 
fability of  his  temper ;  and  had  so 
happy  a  way  of  conciliating  persons 
exasperated  against  each  other,  that 
he  acquired  the  title  of  "  The  Re- 
conciler, or  Pacificator." 

FERRERA3  (DON  JOHN  OF) 
born  at  Labanezza  in  Spain  1652, 
died  1735.  He  was  author  of  a 
Spanish  Dictionary,  in  6  vols.  folio; 
and  of  several  works  in  Theology, 
Philosophy,  and  History  :  the  most 
considerable  of  which  was,  a  "  Ge- 
neral History  of  Spain,"  in  ten 
vols.  410. 

FERRI  (GIRO)  a  celebrated  his- 
toric painter,  born  at  Rome  1634, 
died  1689.  He  was  a  true  and 
faithful  imitator  of  Peter  Cortona, 
under  whom  he  had  been  bred;  and 
to  whom  he  came  so  near  in  his 
ideas,  his  invention,  and  his  man- 
ner of  painting,  that  his  ceiling", 
particularly,  are  often  mistaken  for 
Cortona's. 

FERRIER   (ARNOLD    DE)    an 
minent  lawyer,  and  called  the  Cato 
France,  was  born    at    Toulous* 
506,  and  died  1585, 

FESTUS    (POMPEIUS)  a    cele- 
brated   grammarian     of     antiquity, 
vho  abridged    a  work  of   "  Verrius 
rlaccus  de  Significatione  Verborum." 
caliger    says,   that  Festus  is  an  an- 
bor  of  great  use  to  tho<e  who  wouid 
ttain  the  knowledge   of   the    Latin 
ongue  with  accuracy. 

FETT1    (DOMIN1CO)    an   emi- 
nent painter,    born   at  Rome  1589., 
died  1624.     From  the  paintings  of 
Julio  Romano  he  took    his  colour- 
ng,    the  boldness  of  his  charaflers, 
and  a  beautiful  manner  of  thinking; 
he  was  very  delicate  in  his  thoughts; 
had  a  grandeur  of   expression,  and 
a  mellowness  of  pencil,  that  pleas, 
ed    the   connoisseurs.

FEUII.I.EE  (LEWIS)  botanist  to 
Lewis  XIV.  of  Fiance,  born  at  Pro- 
vence 1660,  died  1732.

/EVRET  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent French  civilian,  born  1583, 
died  >66 1.

F1DDES  {DR.  RICHARD)  an 
English  divine,  and  ingenious  bio- 
graphical and  theological  writer, 
born  near  Scaiborough,  in  York- 
shire, 1671,  died  1725.  Hischief

FIELDING  (HENRY)  son  of  ge- 
neral  Fielding,    wasboinat  Sharp- 
ham-Park,  in  Somersetshire,   April 
22,  1/07,  and  received  the  first  ru- 
diments of    his  education   at  home, 
under  the  care  of  the  rev.  Mr.  Oli- 
ver, for  whom    he   seems    to   have 
had  no    great  regard,  as  he  is  said 
to  have    designed    a  portrait  of  his 
character  in  the   very  humorous  yet 
detestable  one  of  parson  Tiulliber, 
in  his  "  Joseph  Andrews."     When 
taken  from  under    this  gentleman's 
charge,  he   was   removed   to   Eton- 
school ;    from  whence,  at  about  18 
years   of   age,  he  went  to  Leyden, 
where    he  studied   under    the   most 
celebrated  civilians  for     a  years,  at 
the  expiration    of    which    time    he 
Returned    to  London  ;   and   in  1727 
"commenced    writer    for    the   stage. 
Between    this  time    and    1743,  he 
wrote  25  dramatic  pieces  of  various 
descriptions,   and  with  various  sue 
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cess.     About  6  or  7  years  after  Mr. 
Fielding's  commencing  a  writer  for 
the  stage,    he  fell  in  love  with  and 
married    Miss  Craddock,    a  young 
lady  from  Salisbury,    possessed  of  a 
very  great  share   of  beauty,  and    a 
fortune  of  about  1500!.;   and  near 
the   same   time    his  mother  dying, 
an  estate  at  Slower,   in  Dorsetshire, 
of  scmewhat  better  than   200!.  per 
annum,   came   into   his    possession. 
This  fortune,  had  it  been  conduded 
with  prudence  and  ceconomy,  might 
have  secured  to    him  a  state  of  in- 
dependence for  life,  and,    with  the 
helps   it    might  have  derived  from 
the  productions   of   a    genius  unin- 
cumbercd  with   anxieties  and    per- 
plexity,  might   have  even  afforded 
him  an  affluent  income;  but,  fond  of 
figure  and   magnificence,  he  threw 
wide  open  the   gates  of  hospitality, 


and  suffered  his  whole  patrimony  to 
be  devoured  up   by  hounds,  horses, 
and    entertainments.     In    short,  in 
less  than  three  years,  from  the  mere 
passion  of  being  esteemed  a  man  of 
great   fortune,    he  reduced  himself 
to  the  unpleasant  situation  of  hav- 
ing no  fortune  at  all.     Not  discou- 
raged, however,  he   determined  to 
exert  his  best  abilities,  betook  him- 
self closely  to  the  study  of  the  law, 
and,    after  the   customary    time    of 
probation  at  the  Temple,  was  called 
to  the  bar,  and  made  no  inconsider- 
able   figure  in  Westminster-hall. — 
He  began  soon  after  to  be  molested 
with  such  violent  attacks  from  the 
gout,   as  rendered   it  impossible  for 
him  to  be  so  constant  at  the  bar  as 
the  laboriousntss  of  his    profession 
required;    and   a  proof  of  the  great 
force  and  vigour  of  his  mind  is,  his 
pursuing  so  arduous   a  study  under 
the    exigencies  of    family   distress, 
with  a  wife  and  children,  whom  he 
tenderly  loved,  looking  up  to  him 
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for  tnstenance ;  with  a  body  torn  by 
the  acutest  pains,  and  a  mind  dis- 
traQed  by  a  thousand  avocations ; 
yet  obliged,  for  immediate  supply, 
to  produce,  almost  extempore,  a 
play,  a  farce,  a  pamphlet, or  a  news- 
paper. A  large  number  of  fugi- 
live-political  tracts,  which  had  their 
value  when  the  incidents  were  ac- 
tually parsing  on  the  great  scene 
of  business,  came  from  his  pen.— 
At  this  time  too  he  produced  his 
"  Joseph  Andrew's,"  which  is  too 
•well  known  and  too  justly  admired 
to  leave  us  any  room  to  expatiate 
on  its  merit?.  About  1745,  or 
17^6,  Mr.  F.  accepted  of  the  office 
of  an  acling  magistrate  in  the  com- 
mission of  the  pea:e  for  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  in  which  station  he 
continued  till  pretty  near  the  time 
of  his  death.  Yet,  amidst  all  the  la- 
borious duties  of  his  office,  he  found 
leisure  to  amuse  himself,  and  after- 
wards the  world,  with  "  The  His- 
tory of  Tom  Jones,"  and  "  Ame- 
lia." At  length,  however,  his  whole 
frame  of  body  was  so  entirely  shat- 
tered by  continual  inroads  of  com- 
plicated disorders,  and  the  incessant 
fatigue  of  business  in  his  office, 
that,  by  the  advice  of  his  physician', 
he  set  out  for  Lisbon.  Even  in  this 
distressful  condition,  his  imagina- 
tion still  continued  making  the 
strongest  efforts  to  display  itself; 
and  the  last  gleam  of  his  wit  and 
humour  faintly  sparkled  in  the 
"  Journal"  he  left  behind  him  of 
his  "  Voyage"  to  that  place  :  which 
was  published  1755,  at  London, 
in  i2ino.— In  about  two  months 
after  his  arrival  at  Lisbon  he  died, 
J754>  in  his  48th  year.  His  works 
have  been  published  in  several  size?, 
\vith  an  Essay  on  the  Life  and  Ge- 
nius cf  the  author,  by  Arthur  Mur- 
phy, esq. 
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FIELDING  (SARAH)  sister  of 
Henry,  author  of  "  David  Sim- 
ple," a  novel  of  considerable  me- 
rit, and  translator  of  "  Xenophon's 
Memorabilia,"  born  1714}  died 
1768. 

FIELDING  (SIR  JOHN)  half- 
brother  to  Henry,  an  excellent  ma- 
gistrate, and  author  ef  many  useful 
regulations  in  the  police  of  London 
and  Westminster,  died  1780. 

FIENUS  (THOMAS)  a  very  in- 
genious and  learned  physician, born 
at  Antwerp  1566,  died  1631.  He 
composed  several  works,  among 
which  were,  "  De  Veribus  Imagi- 
nationis,"  and  "  De  Formations 
Foetus." 

FILMER  (SIR  ROBERT)  au- 
thor of  some  publications  on  the 
nature  of  monarchical  government, 
was  born  in  Kent  about  the  begin- 
ning of  the  17th  century,  and  died 
1688. 

F  I  N  &  U  S  (ORONTIUS)  ia 
French,  FINE,  a  celebrated  astrono- 
mer and  professor  of  mathematics 
in  the  Royal  College  at  Paris,  born 
at  Biiancon,  in  Dauphiny,  1494,- 
died  1555.  He  was  one  of  those 
who  vainly  boasted  of  having  found 
out  the  quadrature  of  the  circle. 

FINCH  (HENEAGE)  earl  of 
Nottingham,  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England,  born  ifiaij  died  1682. 
Though  he  Ihed  in  very  trouble- 
some and  ticklish  times,  yet  he  re- 
tained the  good  opinion  cf  both 
prince  and  people.  He  was  dis- 
tinguished by  his  wisdom  and  elo- 
quence; and  was  such  an  excellent 
orator,  that  some  have  styled  him 
the  English  Roscius,  the  English 
Cicero,  &c.  His  character  is  de- 
sciibed  by  Mr.  Dryden,  in  his 
"  Absalom  and  Achitophel,"  un- 
der the  name  of  Amri.  He  left 
behind  him,  written  with  his  owa 
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hand,  "  Chancery  Reports,"  MS.  in 
I  olio. 

FINET    (SIR  JOHN)  born  nea 
Dover  1571.      He  was   bred   up   in 
the  court;  where, by  his  wit,  mirth 
and  uncommon  skill    in    composing 
songs,    he     pieced    James  I.    very 
niudi.     In    j6a6,     being    then    in 
good  esteem  with  Chailes  I.  he  vas 
made    master   of     the    ceremonies 
and  died  164  I. 

FiNGAL,  a  Caledonian  chief 
died  283. 

FINK.F.NSTEIN  (COUNT)  an 
eminent  Prussian  statesman,  born 
1715,  held  the  important  station  o! 
cabinet  minister  at  the  court  01 
Berlin  more  than  50  jcars,  and 
dird  Jan.  1800. 

FIR  MIC  US  MATERNUS  JU 
L!US)  an  ancient  Christian  writer 
of  the  4th  century.  His  treatise 
"  Of  the  Errors  of  the  Prophane 
Religions"  i.hews  great  part?,  jjie 
learning,  and  great  zeal  for  Chris- 
tianity. 

FIRMIN  (THOMAS)  a  citizen 
of  London,  memorable  for  his  pub- 
lic bentfaftions  ar,d  charities,  born 
at  Ipswich  1632,  died  1697.  In 
good  works  he  was  inciefstigably 
industrious,  and  successfully  pro- 
voked many  others  thereto,  becom- 
ing also  their  almoner,  visiting  and 
relieving  the  poor  at  their  houses, 
and  in  prisons,  whence  aho  he  re- 
deemed rr.any.  Ka  set  many  bur. 
dreds  of  them  to  work,  to  the  ex- 
pending of  great  sums.  He  re- 
built, repaired,  and  added  conveni- 
ences to  Hospitals,  weekly  oversee- 
ing the  orphans.  The  refugees 
from  France,  and  from  Ireland,  par- 
took largely  the  effe£h  of  his  cha- 
rity, pains,  and  earnest  solicitations 
for  them.  In  short,  his  charities 
vere  unequalled  at  the  time  When 
he  lived. 
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FISHER  (JOHN)  bi.hop  of  Ro. 
cheater,  and  maityr  to  popery,  born 
at  Beverley,  in  Yorkshire,  1459. 
was  beheaded  for  denying  the  king's 
supremacy,  153,5.  During  his  con- 
finement the  poor  old  bishop  was 
but  hardly  used,  and  scarcely  al- 
lowed necessaries.  He  continued 
above  a  year  in  the  Tower,  and 
might  have  continued  there  till  re- 
leased by  a  natural  dca'h,  if  an  un- 
•essonable  honour  paid  him  by  pope 
Paul  III.  had  not  hastened  his 
destruction;  this  was,  the  creating 
him,  in  May  1535,  cardinal,  by 
the  title  of  Cardinal  Priest  of  St. 
Vitalis.  When  the  king  heard  of 
it,  he  said,  in  a  great  passion, 
"  Well,  let  the  pope  send  him  a 
hat  when  he  will ;  Mother  of  God, 
lie  shall  wear  it  on  his  shoulders 
then  :  for  I  will  leave  him  never  a 
head  to  set  it  on."  Erasmus  re- 
presents  him  as  a  man  of  integrity, 
deep  learning,  sweetness  of  temper, 
and  greatness  of  soul. 

FirZHERBERT(S]R  ANTHO- 
NY) a  very  learned  ji:Hge  of  the 
Common  Pleas  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  He  was  born  at  Kor- 
>ury,  in  Derbyshire;  died  153^, 
and  left  behind  him  many  valuable 
works,  of  which  the  chief  are, 
'  The.  Grand  Abridgment  colltft- 
d  by  that  most  reverend  jVHje, 
Mr.  Anthony  Fitzhcrhert,  lately 
conferred  with  his  own  manuscript 
orrefted  by  himself,  together  with 
he  references  of  the  cases  to  the 
looks  by  which  they  may  be  easily 
ound;  an  improvement  never  be- 
bre  made ;"  "  The  Office  and 
\uthorityof  Justices  of  Peace;" 
'The  Offi.-e  of  Sheriff--,  Bailiffs 
of  Liberties,  Eseheators,  Con? tables, 
Coroners,  &c."  and  "The  New  Na- 
ura  Brevium,"  always  held  in  verry 
esteem. 
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FLACCUS  (C AIUSVALERIUS) 
an  ancient  Latin  poet,  of  whom  re- 
main but  very  imperfect  accounts. 
He  lived,  however,  in  the  time  of, 
the  emperor  Vespasian,  to  u  hom  he  j 
addressed  a  poem  on  the  Argonautic 
expedition ;  of  which  he  lived  to 
compose  no  more  than  7  books,  and 
part  of  an  eighth.  In  this  poem  he 
professedly  imitated  Virgil,  and 
often  does  it  in  a  most  happy  man- 
ner. 

FLAMSTEED  (JOHN)  a  most 
eminent  English  mathematician  and 
astronomical  writer,  born  at  Derby 
1646,  died  1719. 

FLATMAN  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish wit  and  poet,  born  in  London 
1633,  died  1688.  It  is  remarked, 
that  Flatman  in  his  younger  days 
had  a  dislike  to  marriage,  and  made 
a  song  describing  the  incumbrances 
of  it,  with  this  beginning:— 

*'-Like  a  dog  with  a  bottle  tied  close  to 

his  tail, 
*'  Like  a  to:y  in  a  beg,  or  a  thief  in  a 

jail,"  $c"-. 

but  being  afterwards  smitten  with  a 
fair  virgin,  and  more,  according  to 
Wood,  with  her  fortune,  he  espous- 
ed her  in  1672;  upon  which,  says 
the  same  author,  his  ingenious  torn- 
lades  did  serenade  him  that  night, 
vhile  he  was  in  the  embraces  of  his 
mistress,  with  the  said  song. 

FLECK1ER  (ESPRIT)  a  French 
bishop,  celebrated  for  poetry  and 
oratory,  born  at  Perne,  in  Provence, 
1632,  died  1710.  His  works  con- 
sist of  Panegyrics,  Sermons,  Fune- 
ral Orations,  Pastoral  Letters,  Latin 
and  French  Poetry,  Letters,  &c  •— 
He  wrote  also  the  "  History  of 
Cardinal  Ximenef." 

FLECKNOE  (RICHARD)  an 
English  poet  and  dramatic  writer 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  reraem- 
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bered  only  as  giving  a  name  t* 
Dryden's  incomparable  satire  against 
Shadwell,  called  "Mac  Flecknoe," 
from  which  Pope  afterwards  ac- 
knowledged to  have  taken  the  plan 
of  his  Dunciad. 

FLEETWOOD  (WILLIAM)  bi- 
shop of  Ely,  born  in  the  Tower  of 
London  16,56,  died  1723.  His 
most  celebrated  writings  arc,  "  An 
Essay  upon  Miracles;"  "  The 
Reasonable  Communicant  ;  or,  An 
Explanation  of  the  ductiine  of  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ;" 
"  Sixteen  PraBical  Discourses  upon 
the  relative  duties  of  parents  and 
Children,  Husbands  and  Wives, 
Masters  and  Servants;  with  three 
Sermons  upon  the  case  of  Self-mur- 
der ;  "  Chronicon  Preciosum  :  or, 
an  account  of  the  English  money, 
the  price  of  corn,  and  other  com- 
modities, for  the  last  600  years ;" 
&c.&c.«—  Bishop  Fleetwood's  cha- 
rc-cier  was  great  in  every  respeft. 
His  virtue  was  not  of  the  fanatical 
kind,  nor  was  his  piety  the  least 
tinctured  with  superstition  :  ytt  he 
cultivated  and  practised  both  to 
perfection.  As  for  his  accomplish- 
ments, he  was  incontestably  the  best 
preacher  of  his  time  ;  and,  for  oc- 
casional sermons,  may  be  considered 
as  a  model. 

FLEMING  (ROBERT)  a  Scottish 
dissenting  minister  and  powerful 
preacher,  born  at  Bathens  1630, 
died  1694,  leaving  behind  him  a 
work  of  considerable  merit,  cal- 
led "  The  Fulfilling  of  the  Scrip, 
tures." 

FLETCHER  (PHINEAS)  called 
the    "  Spenser    of    the    age;"    was 
.born  about    1582,   and    died   1650. 
jHis  most  famous  composition,  call- 
ed "The  Purple  Island,"  is  anal. 
I  legorical  description   of   Man.     He 
I  wrote  also  "  5icelides,"a  piscatory- 
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drama,  some  piscatory  eclogues,  and 
miscellanies.  He  was  educated  at 
King's  College,  Cambridge,  after- 
wards entered  into  holy  orders,  aod 
was,  in  1621,  benefictd  at  Hilgay 
in  Norfolk.  His  woiks  were  print- 
ed at  Cambridge,  410.  1633  ;  and 
in  1772  his  "  Eclogues"  were  re- 
printed at  Edinburgh,  in  12010. 
with  an  introduction  and  argument 
to  each  eclogue,  and  notes,  by  an 
anonymous  editor. 

FLETCHER  (GILES)  brother  of 
the  foregoiug,  and  author  of  a 
rich  and  picturesque  poem  called 
"  ChiLt's  Viaorie,"  was  benefked  • 
at  Alderton  in  Suffolk,  where  he 
died  1623,  "equally  beloved  (says 
Wood)  of  the  muses  and  graces. 

FLETCHER  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  writer,  born  in  North- 
amptonshire 1576,  was  tbe  son  of 
Dr.  Richard  Fletcher,  bishop  ofj 
London.  He  wrote  plays  jointly 
with  Beaumont,  though  it  is  not 
known  what  share  each  bore  in 
forming  the  plots,  writing  the 
scenes,  &c.;  but  the  general  opinion 
is,  that  Beaumont's  judgment  '.;as 
usually  employed  in  correcting  and 
retrenching  the  superfluities  of 
Fletcher's  wit.  Fletcher  died  of  the 
plague  at  London  in  1625. 

FLEURY  (ANDREW)  cardinal, 
a  moit  eminent  French  statesman 
and  negociator,  born  in  Languedoc 
1653,  died  1743. 

FLOOD  (HENRY)  a  very  cele- 
brated senator  formerly  of  Ireland, 
but  latterly  of  England,  born  1732, 
The  elevation  of  his  talents,  the  ex- 
tent of  his  knowledge,  and  the  com- 
manding power  of  his  eloquence, 
were  an  honour  not  only  to  his  na- 
tive country  (Ireland)  but  to  human 
nature.  For  many  years  a  moit 
distinguished  member  of  the  House 
®f  Commons,  liis  every  effort  was 
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invariably  directed  to  improve  the 
political  constitution,  to  increase  the 
internal  resources,  and  to  promote 
tbe  general  prosperity  of  Ireland. 
As  an  orator,  he  made  Demosthenes 
his  model,  and  emulated  his  strength 
and  vehemence,  without  aiming  at 
the  diffusion  or  brilliancy  of  Ci- 
cero ;  and  as  a  writer,  energy,  force, 
and  argument,  more  distinguished 
his  produclions  than  an  elaborate 
structure  of  words,  or  accurately 
polished  sentences.  He  died  Dec. 
2,  1791. 

FLORIO  (JOHN)  the  Resolute, 
as  he  used  to  style  himself,  born  in 
London  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
died  of  the  plague  1625.— He  was 
the  author  of  several  works,  viz. 
"  First  Fruits,  which  yield  familiar 
speech,  merry  proverbs,  witty  sen- 
tences, and  golden  sayings;"  "  Se- 
cond Fruits,  to  be  gathered  of  twelve 
trees,  of  divers  but  delightsor-.a 
tastes  to  the  tongues  of  Italian  and 
English  men;"  "Garden  of  Recre- 
ation,  yielding  six  thousand  Italian 
Proverbs;"  "Dictionary,  Italian  and 
English;"  which  was  afterwards 
augmented  by  him,  and  published 
in  1611  in  folio,  under  this  title, 
"  Oiieen  Anna's  New  World  of 
Words;"  "The  Essays  of  Mon- 
taigne j"  translated  into  English, 
and  dedicated  to  queen  Anne  1603, 
1613,  1632,  fol. 

FLORUS  (LUCIUS  ANN^EUS) 
an  ancient  Latin  historian  of  the 
same  family  with  Seneca  and  Lucan, 
flourished  in  the  reigns  of  Trajan 
and  Adrian,  and  wrote  an  abridge- 
ment of  the  Roman  History  in  4 
book?. 

FOESIUS  (ANUTIUS)  a  very 
learned  and  celebrated  physician  of 
Paris,  born  at  Metz  152^,  died 
1596.  He  translated  into  Latin 
the  whole  works  of  Hippcciates, 
R  i 
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and  judiciously  torrefied  the  Greek  brated 
text  as  he  went  along.  He  trans- 
lated also  the  Commentaries  of  Ga- 
le^, upon  the  second  book  of  Hip- 
pocrates, ««  concerning  vulgar  ma- 
ladies;" 

FO-HI,  the  first  king  of  Chinn, 
v.ho  is  said  to  have  founded  this 
empire  about  zoo  years  after  the 
deluge.  He  was  the  first  who  taught 
the  Chinese  the  advantages  of  civil 
society,  invented  instruments  of 
•music,  established  laws  and  ordi- 
nances, and  is  said  to  have  reigned 
no  less  than  t  i  5  years. 

FOLARD.  CHARLES)  a  French 
jnan,  horn  at  Avignon  1669,  died 
1752.— 'He  was  author  of  seve- 
ral works,  the  principal  of  which 
are,  "Commentaries  upon  Poly- 
bius,"  in  6  volumes  410.  "  A  Book 
of  new  Discoveries  in  War,"  and 
"  A  Treatiseconcernirig  the  Defence 
of  Places,"  &c. 

FOLKES  (MARTIN)  an  English 
antiquary,  mathematician,  and  phi- 
losopher, and  president  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Lon.ion,  Eorn  in  West- 
minster 1690,  died  1754.  His  last 
production  was  a  book  upon  the 
"  English  Silver  Coin,"  from  the 
Conquest  to  his  own  times. 

FONTAINE  (JOHN  DE  LA)  a 

celebrated  French  poet,  born  at 
Chateau-Thierry  1621,  died  1695. 
His  compositions  have  a  great  deal 
ct"  nature,  without  the  least  affecta- 
tion :  his  wit  seems  unstudied,  and 
so  much  pleasantly  is  hardly  to  be 
met  with.  His  "  Fables"  are  ob- 
served to  have  more  sobriety  and 
correctness  than  his  "Tales,"  which 
are  very  licentious. 

FONTAINES  (PETER  FRAN- 
CIS GUYOT    DES)  a  French  critic 
and  historical  writer,  and  translator, 
born  at  Rouen  1685,  died  1745. 
JONTE-MODERATA,   a   cele-

Venetian  lady,  whose  real 
name  wr.s  Modesta  Pozzo,  was  born 
at  Venice  in  1555.  She  is  the  au- 
thor of  several  poems,  and  published 
a  book  in  prose,  "  De  Meriti  delia 
Donna,"  in  whiih  she  maintains, 
that  tlie  female  sex  is  not  inferior 
in  understanding  and  merit  to  the 
male.  This  book  upon  "  The  Me- 
rits of  Women"  was  printed  imme- 
diately after  her  death  ;  and  father 
Ribera  has  made  an  eulogium  of  this 
learned  heroine,  in  his  "  Theatr* 
of  Learned  Womtn." 

FONTENAY  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
BI.AIN  DE)  an  eminent  French 
painttr,  horn  at  Caen  1654,  died 
1715.  Nothing  is  finer  than  his 
fruits  and  flowers.  They  have  all 
the  freshness  and  beauty  imagina- 
ble :  and  the  very  dew  seems  to 
trickle  down  the  stalks  of  them 
with  all  the  lustre  and  transparency 
of  a  diamond.  The  insefts  upon 
them  also  appear  perfeQly  ani- 
mated. 

FONTENEf.LE  (BERNARD 
DE)  a  celebrated  French  author, 
born  at  Rouen  1657,  died  1756. 
Voltaire  declares  him  to  have  been 
the  most  universal  genius  that  the 
age  of  Lewis  the  XlVtn  produced  ; 
and  compares  him  to  lands  situated 
in  so  happy  a  climate  as  to  produce 
all  sorts  of  fruits.  In  his  poetical 
performances,  and  "  Dialogues  of 
the  Dead,"  the  spirit  of  Voiturc 
was  discerned,  though  more  ex- 
tended and  more  philosophical.  Hi« 
"  Plurality  of  Worlds"  is  a  work 
singular  in  its  kind  ;  his  design  in 
it  was,  to  present  that  part  of  phi- 
losophy to  view  in  a  gay  and  pleas- 
ing dress;  for  which  purpose  he 
has  introduced  a  lady,  and  drawn 
up  the  whole  in  a  most  agreeable  as 
well  as  instructing  dialogue.  In 
the  same  manner  be  made  an  ea- 
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.terlaining  book  out  of  "  Vandafe'; 
Oracles."  Ha\ing  been  appointed 
perpetual  secretary  to  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  he  discharged  that  trust 
above  40  years,  so  as  to  meet  with 
universal  applause.  His  "  History 
of  the  Academy  of  Sciences"  often 
throws  a  great  light  upon  their  me- 
moirs, which  are  very  obscure.— 
The  "  Elogies"  which  he  spoke  on 
the  deceased  members  of  the  Aca- 
demy have  this  particular  merit, 
that  they  excite  a  respeft  for  the 
sciences  as  well  as  for  the  author. 

FOOTE     (SAMUEL)     born     at 
Truro,  in  Cornwall,  in  1722.      He  ; 
was  designed  for  the  law  ;    but,  the  ' 
dryness  and    gravity  of   this    study 
not  suiting    the   vivacity  and  vola- 
tility of  Foote's  spirit,   he    left   it 
and  had  recourse  to  the  stage.      He 
appeared   first  in  Othello,   but  soon 
struck  out  into  a  new  and  untrodden  j 
path  :   which  was,  by  taking  upon 
himself  the  double  character  of  au- 
thor   and    performer.      Under   this  ' 
form,  in  1747,  he  opened  the  little 
theatre  in   the  Hay-market  with  a 
drama  of  his  own  composing,  called, 
"  The  Diversions  of  the  Morning.'' 
This  piece  was    nothing   more  than 
the  introduction  of  well-known  cha- 
racters in    real  life;   whose    manner 
of  conversing  and  expressing  them-  I 
selves  he  had  a  most  amazing  talent ' 
at  imitating,  even  to  the  very  voice 
of  those  he  intended  to  take  off.— it ' 
would  be  superfluous  to    follow  this  ' 
genius  through    the    course   of  his  i 
dramatic    progress,    as    to   all    the 
pieces  he   has  written,    with    a  his- 
tory of  particulars:   suffice  it  to  ob- 
serve,   that,    from    1752     to   1761, 
he  continued   to  perform  at  one  of 
the  theatres  every  season,   as  fancy 
or  interest  direfled  his  choice,  gene- 
rally for  a  stated  number  of  nights: 
•n  which  engagements  he  usually 
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brought  out  a  new  piece.  And 
thus  he  went  on,  till  a  very  pressing 
embarrassment  in  his  affairs  com- 
pelled him  to  perform  "  The  Mi. 
nor"  at  the  Hay-market,  inthe  sum- 
mer of  1760  with  such  a  company 
as  he  could  hastily  colleft.  Hence- 
forward he  pursued  the  scheme  of 
occupying  that  theatre  wh.n  the 
others  were  shut  up  ;  and,fromi762 
to  the  season  before  his  dejth,  he 
regularly  performed  there.  In  Feb. 
1766,  when  at  Lord  Mexborough's 
in  the  country,  he  broke  his  leg  by 
a  fall  from  his  horse,  the  duke  of 
York  being  also  there  ;  and  it  is  ge- 
nerally supposed,  that  this  accident 
facilitated  his  application  for  a  pa- 
tent, which  he  obtained  in  July  of 
the  same  year.— -Foote  now  ac- 
quired a  great  deal  of  money,  and 
seemed  to  set  mankind  at  defiance, 
for  he  cared  not  whom  he  offended, 
if  they  were  but  subjefls  convertible 
to  ridicule.  In  1776,  he  drew  a 
character  for  a  lady  of  quality  then 
much  talked  of,  who  had  influence 
enough  to  hinder  his  play  from 
being  represented;  and,  in  the 
course  of  this  conflict,  certain  im- 
putations were  thrown  out  against 
him,  which  ripened  at  length  into 
a  legal  charge.  In  shott,  he  was 
accused  of  unnatural  practices:  and 
though  the  accusation  was  supposed 
to  have  originated  from  malice, 
though  also  he  was  acquitted,  agree- 
ably to  the  sentiments  of  the  judge 
who  tried  him,  yet  the  shock  he 
received  from  this  disgracing  situa- 
tion, is  believed  to  have  had  a  fatal 
effc-fl  upon  him.  He  died  OtL  21, 
1777. — Fcote  has  been  called  the 
"  English  Aristophanes,"  and  cer- 
tainly was  a  most  powerful  satirist 
of  the  follies  of  the  age.  His  dra- 
matic pieces  are  20  in  number. 
FORBES  (PATRICK)  a  learned 
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and  pious  bishop  of  Aberdeen, born 
1564.  died  1635.  His  principal 
•woik  is  a  "  Commertary  on  the 
Revelations." 

FORBES  (JOHN)  made  bishop 
of  Aberdeen  by  James  VI.  was  the 
*cn  of  Patrick  Forbes  just  mention 
cJ.  His  book  of  "  Historical  and 
Theological  Institutions"  is  so  ex- 
cellent a  work,  that  Burnet  says, 
if  he  could  have  6nished  it  by  a 
second  volume,  it  would,  perhaps, 
have  been  the  most  valuable  treatise 
of  divinity  that  has  yet  appeared  in 
the  world.  He  died  1648. 

FORBES    (DUNCAN)  an    emi 
nent    Scottish    lawyer  ;     but    as     a 
•writer   chiefly  employed  on  ihcolo 
gical     suljecb,     bcm    at    Culloden 
168,5,  died    1747- 

FORD  (JOHN)  a  dramatic  writer 
in  the  reigns  of  J  -tries  I.  and 
Charles  I.  He  wrote  le  plays, 
h  were  all  published  between 
and  i  636. 

FOR  DUN  (JOHN  DE)  a  Scot- 
tish historian  who  lived  toward  the 
end  of  the  14th  century,  and  wrote 
the  history  of  his  own  country  under 
the  title  of  "  Stoti-Chronicon." 

FORDYCE  (DAVID;  a  learned 
and  elegant  writer  of  the  present 
age,  professor  of  philosophy  in  the 
Maris.-hal-colkgc,  Aberdeen,  and 
author  of  "  Dialogues  concerning 
Education;"  a  "  Treatise  of  moral 
Philosophy,"  published  in  the  "  Pre- 
ceptor;" and  "  Theodoras,  a  Dia- 
logue concerning  the  Art  of  Preach- 
ing," publi>hed  after  his  untimely 
death.  He  was  born  at  Aberdeen 
1720,  and  died  by  shipwreck  in 
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FORDYCE  (SIR  WILLIAM)  one 
of  the  most  eminent  physicians  of 
London  in  the  i8th  certury,  and  a 
very  benevolent  man,  died  Dec.  4, 
1792, 
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FORDYCE  (DR.  JAMES)  many 
years  a  very  popular  and  eloquent 
preacher  among  the  protestant  dit- 
senters,  born  at  Aberdeen  1720, 
died  Sept.  1796,  leaving  behind 
him  eome  excellent  moral  and  re- 
ligious publication?,  particularly 
"  Sermons  to  Young  Men  and  Wo- 
men." 

FORDYCE  (DR.  GEORGE)  an 
eminent  physician  and  writer  on 
medicine  and  rhemistry,  was  born 
at  Aberdeen,  Nov.  18,  1736,  and 
died  in  London,  May  25,  1802. 
His  principal  works  are,  "  Ele- 
ments of  Agriculture  and  Vegeta- 
tion," 8vo.  1771  ;  "Elements  of 
the  Praftice  of  Physic,"  8vo.  1771; 
and  "  A  Treatise  on  the  Digestion 
of  Food."  Numerous  other  works 
of  his,  however,  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Philosophical  Transactions, 
6c. 

FOREST  (PETER)  a  Dutch  phy- 
sician and  medical  writer,  born 
1522,  died  1597. 

FOREST  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
French  painter,  who  excelled  in 
landscapes,  born  at  Paris  1636,  died 
1712. 

FORSTER  (DR.  JOHN  REIN- 
HOLD)  an  eminent  writer  in  na- 
tural history  and  natural  philoso- 
phy, who  accompanied  Captain 
Cook  in  his  second  voyage  round 
the  world  in  1772,  &c.  He  was 
born  at  Dirschau  in  West  Prussia 
17^9,  and  died  at  Halle,  a  Prussian 
university  in  Saxony,  Jan.  8,  1799, 
leaving  behind  him  many  valuable 
treatises. 

FORSYTH  (WILLIAM  F.A.S.) 
was  born  at  Old  Meldrum,  in  the 
county  of  Aberdeen,  in  1737.  He 
was  early  initiated  in  horticulture; 
came  to  London  in  the  spring  of 
the  year  1763,  and  shortly  after- 
wards became  a  pupil  of  the  cele-

Crated  Philip  Miller,  gardener  to 
the  company  of  apothecaries  at  their 
physic  girden  in  Chelsea  ;  and 
whom  he  succeeded  in  that  situa- 
tion in  1771.  Here  he  remained 
till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1784  ;  when  he  was  appointed  by 
his  majesty,  chief  superintendant 
of  the  royal  gardens  at  Kensington 
and  St.  James's;  which  he  held 
until  his  death,  J'lly  25,  180.}. 
About  the  year  1768,  Mr.  Forsyth 
paid  particular  attention  to  the 
cultivation  of  fruit  and  forest  tree?, 
and  turned  his  thoughts  more  espe- 
cially toward  the  discovery  of  a 
composition  to  remedy  the  diseases 
and  injuries  incident  to  them.  Af- 
ter repeated  trials,  he  at  length 
succeeded  in  preparing  one  \vhich 
fully  answered  his  exueaations ; 
and  in  the  year  1789,  the  success 
of  his  experiments  attrafled  the 
notice  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
land  revenue  ;  upon  whose  recom- 
mendation, a  committee  of  both 
Houses  of  Parliament  was  appointed 
to  report  upon  the  merits  of  his 
discovery.  The  result  of  their  in- 
quiries was,  a  perfect  conviftion  of 
its  utility  ;  and  in  consequence  an 
address  was  voted  by  the  House  of 
Commons  to  his  majesty,  praying 
that  a  reward  might  be  granted  to 
Mr.  F.  upon  his  disclosing  the  se- 
cret of  his  composition  to  the  pub- 
lic ;  which  was  accordingly  done  ; 
and  in  1791,  Mr.  F.  published  his 
"  Observations  on  the  Diseases, 
Defefts,  and  Injuiies  of  Fruit  and 
Forest  Trees;"  to  which  he  added 
the  whole  of  the  correspondence 
between  the  commissioners  of  the 
land  revenue,  the  committee  of 
Parliament,  and  himself.  In  1802 
Mr.  F.  published  the  findl  result  of 
his  labours,  in  "  A  Treatise  on  the 
Culture  and  Management  of  Fruit 
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Trees,"  8cc.  in  a  410  volume  with 
many  plates:  the  value  of  which 
work  has  been  duly  appreciated  by 
the  public ;  three  editions  having 
been  sold  in  a  very  short  time. 

FORTESCUE  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
eminent  English  lawyer  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  VI.  In  1441,  he  was 
made  a  king's  Serjeant  at  law  ;  and, 
the  year  after,  chief  justice  of  the 
King's-bench.  He  held  this  office 
through  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  to 
whom  he  steadily  adhered,  and 
served  fakhfully  in  all  his  trouble!. 
His  most  famous  work,  "  De  Lau- 
dibus  Legum  Anglia?,''  yet  remains 
an  everlasting  monument  of  this 
^reat  and  good  man's  rcspetl  and 
affection  for  his  country.  He  was 
born  in  Devonshire,  and  died  about 
1465. 

FOSCARI  (FRANCIS)  made 
doge  of  Venice  in  i  423,  signalized 
b.is  government  by  great  territorial 
conquests ;  but  these  were  Attended 
with  so  much  expenre  to  the  Vene- 
tians, that  they  murmured  loudly 
against  him.  The  malice  of  his 
enemies  vented  itself  upon  bis  son, 
whom,  upon  various  pretexts,  they 
caused  thrice  to  be  banished.  The 
father  was  deposed  in  1457,  at  the 
age  of  84,  and  died  two  days  after. 
His  son  also  died  in  prison  under  a 
false  accusation  of  murdering  a  se- 
nator, which  the  real  assassin  con- 
fessed on  his  death-bed,  but  too  late 
to  save  the  life  of  young  Foscari^ 
who  had  died  in  confinement  the 
viciim  of  calumny. 

FOOTER  (DR.  JAMES)  an  Eng- 
lish dissenting  minister,  born  at 
Exeter  1697. — He  published  a 
"  Defence  of  the  Usefulness,  Truth, 
and  Excellency  of  the  Christian  Re- 
velation," against  Tindal's  "  Chris- 
tianity as  old  as  the  Creation." 
This  Defence  is  written  with  great 
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force  of  argument  nr.d  great  mode- 
ration, has  been  well  accepted,  is 
much  esteemed  by  the  candid  and 
judicious  of  all  parties  ,  and,  as  is 
said,  was  spoken  of  wi'h  great  re- 
gard by  Tmcial  hin:self.  Beside 
the  piece  already  mentioned,  he 
published  "  TraQs  on  Heresy  ;"  4 
vols.  of  "  Sermons,"  in  8vo  ;  and 
2  vols.  of  "  Discourses  on  Natural 
Religion  and  Social  Virtue,"  in  410. 
and  died  1753. 

FOSTER  (SAMUEL)  an  eminent 
English  mathematician,  and  astro- 
nomy professor  of  Gresham-college, 
born  in  Northamptonshire  about 
1600,  died  165-2.  His  works  on 
mathematics  and  mechanics  are  nu- 
merous atid  valuable. 

FOSTER  (JOHN)  canon  of 
Windsor,  and  an  excellent  clasiic 
scholar  born  at  Windsor  1731, 
died  1773.  He  wrote  "  An  Essay 
on  the  different  Nature  of  Accent 
and  Quantity,  with  their  Use  and 
Application  in  the  Pronunciation 
of  the  English,  Latin,  and  Greek 
Languages,"  which  sufficiently  at- 
tests his  charafter  as  a  scholar." 

FOTHERGILL  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent Quaker  physician,  born  at 
Carr  End  in  Yorkshire  1712,  died 
1780.  His  public  and  private 
benefactions,  his  encouragement  of 
science,  the  instances  of  his  atten- 
tion to  the  health,  the  police,  the 
convenience  of  the  metropolis,  &c. 
are  too  numerous  to  specify,  and 
his  great  medical  skill  too  well 
known  to  need  our  eulogy. 

FOUCQUET  (CHARLES  LOUIS 
AUGUSTUS),  better  known  by  the 
title  of  Marshal  Belleisle,  one  of 
the  greatest  statesmen  and  generals 
that  France  has  produced,  was  born 
1684,  and  died  1761. 

FOUNTAINE  (SIR  ANDREW) 
received  ihe  honour  of  knighthood 
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from  king  William,  and  travelled 
over  most  parts  of  Europe;  \\heie 
he  made  a  large  and  valuable  col- 
leflion  oi  pictures,  ancient  statues, 
medals,  and  inscriptions,  and  by  his 
skiil  and  judgment  furnished  the 
most  considerable  cabinets  of  this 
kingdom,  to  his  own  no  small  emo- 
lument, being  a  perfeft  connoisseur 
in  medals,  ancient  as  well  as  modern. 
He  was  born  at  Narford  in  Norfolk, 
and  died  1753. 

FOUQU1ER  (JAMES)  a  Flemish 
landscape  painter,  born  at  Antwerp 
1.580.  Some  have  placed  him  so 
near  Titian,  as  to  make  the  differ- 
ence  of  their  pictures  consist,  rather 
in  the  countries  represented,  than 
in  the  goodness  of  the  pieces.  He 
painted  for  Rubens,  of  whom  he 
learned  the  essentials  of  his  art,  and 
died  1659. 

FOURNIER  (PETER  SIMON)  a 
French  engraver  and  letter-founder, 
born  at  Paris  1712.  His  letters 
not  only  embellished  the  typogra- 
phical art,  but  his  genius  illustrated 
and  enlarged  it.  He  published,  in 
'737>  a  table  of  proportions  to  be 
observed  between  letters,  in  order 
to  determine  their  height  and  rela- 
tions to  each  other.  This  ingeni- 
ons  artist  ascended  to  the  very  ori- 
gin of  printing,  for  the  sake  of 
ktiovving  it  thoroughly.  He  pro. 
duced  at  different  times  several 
historical  and  critical  dissertations 
upon  the  rise  and  progress  of  the 
Typographical  Art,  which  have 
since  been  collected  and  published 
in  i  vol.  8vo.  divided  into  3  parts: 
the  last  includes  a  curious  history 
of  the  engravers  in  wood.  But  the 
most  important  work  of  Fournier 
is,  his  "  Manuel  Typographique; 
utile  aux  Gens  de  Lettres,  et  a  ceux 
qui  exercent  les  differet.ts  Parties  de 
1'Art  de  1'lmprimerie,"  in  i  vols. 
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8vo.  The  author  meant  to  have 
added,  two  more,  but  was  prevented 
by  his  death,  which  happened  in 
1768.  In  this  "  Manual"  are  spe- 
cimens of  all  the  different  charac- 
ters that  he  invented. 

FOX  (EDWARD)  an  eminent 
statesman,  almoner  to  Henry  VIII. 
and  bishop  of  Hereford.  Discours- 
ing one  day  upon  term*  of  peace, 
be  observed,  "  Honourable  ones 
last  long,  tut  the  dishonourable  no 
longer  than  till  kings  have  power 
to  break  them :  the  surest  way 
therefore  to  peace,  is  a  constant 
preparedness  for  war.— Two  things 
must  support  a  government,  gold 
and  iron :  gold,  to  reward  its 
friends ;  and  iron,  to  keep  under 
its  enemies." — He  was  the  princi- 
pal pillar  of  the  reformation,  as  to 
the  politic  and  prudential  part  of 
•it ;  being  of  more  a£tivity  and  no 
less  ability  than  Craniner  himself; 
but  he  afied  more  secretly  than 
Cranmer,  and  by  that  means  did 
not  bring  himself  into  danger  of 
suffering  on  that  account.  He  was 
born  atDursley,  in  Gloucestershire, 
and  died  1338- 

FOX  (JOHN)  an  English  divine 
and  church-historian ,  born  at  Boston 
in  Lincolnshire  15  17,  the  very  year 
that  Luther  began  to  oppose  the 
errors  of  the  church  of  Rome.  He 
discovered  in  his  younger  years  a 
genius  for  poetry,  and  wrote  in  an 
elegant  style  several  Latin  come- 
dies, the  subjects  of  which  were 
taken  from  the  scriptures.— He  af- 
terwards applied  himself  to  divi- 
nity, with  somewhat  more  fervency 
than  circumspection  ;  and  discovered 
himself  in  favour  of  the  reforma- 
tion then  in  hand,  before  he  was 
known  to  those  who  maintained  the 
cause,  or  were  of  ability  to  protect 
the  mah.taiuers  of  it.  Gardiner, 
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bishop  of  Winchester,  determined 
to  have  him  seized,  and  laid  many 
snares  and  stratagems  for  him  ;  ne- 
vertheless, he  at  length  escaped, 
with  his  wife  then  pregnant,  and 
got  to  Basil  in  Germany,  where 
numbers  of  English  subjects  resorted 
in  those  times  of  persecution.  He 
maintained  himself  and  family  in 
this  city  by  correcting  the  press  for 
Oporinus,  a  celebrated  printer  ;  and 
it  was  here,  that  he  laid  the  plan  of 
his  famous  work,  intituled,  "  The 
History  of  the  A£ls  and  Monuments 
of  these  latter  and  perilous  days, 
touching  matters  of  the  church  ; 
wherein  are  comprehended  and 
described  the  great  persecutions 
and  horrible  troubles  that  have 
been  wrought  and  practised  by  the 
Romish  prelates,  speciallye  in  this 
realme  of  England  and  Scotland, 
from  the  year  of  our  Lorde  a  thou- 
sand, unto  the  time  now  present, &c. 
gathered  and  collected  according  to 
the  true  copies  and  wrytinges  cer- 
tificatorie,  as  well  of  the  parties 
themselves  that  suffered,  as  also  out 
of  the  Bishops  Registers,  which 
were  the  doers  thereof,"  1.563. 
Archbishop  Whitgift  styles  Fox  a 
"  worthy  man,"  and  tells  Cartwright 
the  Puritan,  that  he  had  read  over 
his  Afls  and  Monuments  from  the 
one  end  to  the  other,  and  declares, 
that  "  he  hath  very  diligently  and 
faithfully  laboured  in  this  matter, 
and  searched  out  the  truth  of  it  as 
learnedly  as  any  man  has  done."— « 
The  Papists  in  the  mean  time  were 
very  angry  at  the  publication  of 
this  history,  in  which  their  cruelty 
and  impostures  were  so  fully  ex- 
posed ;  and,  accordingly,  did  all 
they  could  to  blast  the  credit  of 
that  and  its  author.  They  called  it 
Fox's  Golden  Legend,  and  repre- 
sented it  as  a  huge  collection  of 
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notorious  lies  and  falsehoods.     Fox 
died  1587. 

FOX  (GEORGE)  founder  and 
head  of  the  English  Quakers,  was 
born  at  Drayton  in  Leicestershire 
l624,died  1681.  He  was  brought 
up  a  shoe-maker,  and  followed 
his  trade  in  Nottingham  ;  till  at 
length  his  reflexions  upon  the  de- 
generacy of  mankind  made  him 
resolve  to  attempt  a  reformation; 
and,  believing  himself  under  the 
advantage  of  spiritual  illumination, 
he  shut  up  his  shop,  arid  turned 
preacher.  This  was  in  1650;  and 
his  wife  Margaret,  being  under  the 
same  persuasion,  had  also  a  share 
in  his  ministerial  funttions.  Kis 
doftrine  and  appearance  being  alto- 
gether new,  the  people  ran  Ei":er 
him  in  great  numbers  :  which  suc- 
cess encouraged  him  to  declaim 
with  the  utmost  veVumence  against 
the  disorders  of  the  times.  His 
disciples  adopted  plainness  in  their 
habits,  were  frugal  in  their  manner 
of  living,  and  very  reserved  in 
their  conversation.  Fox  had  several 
rough  traverses  in  executing  the 
instructions  that  he  professed  to 
receive  from  heaven,  and  was  often 
in  dar.ger  of  1m  life.  All  these 
discouragements  notwithstanding, 
he  fearlessly  persevered,  and  this 
se£t  prevailed  much  ;  many  consi. 
dertbie  men  being  drawn  over  to 
them,  amcng  whom  weie  Barclay 
and  Penn.  Their  followers  of  the 
present  time  are  distinguished  by 
neatness  of  dress,  peaceable  demea- 
nor, and  correctness  of  manners. 
[A  very  high  charaQer  is  given  of 
the  spirit  of  piety,  and  depth  of 
understanding,  displayed  in  George 
Fox,  by  William  Penn,  in  his  "  Rise 
and  Progress  of  the  Pec-pie  called 
Quakers."] 

F-RACliETTA  (JEROM)   a  na- 
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live  of  Rovigno  in  Italy,  who  gained 
great  reputation  by  his  political 
works,  the  most  considerable  of 
which  is  intituled,  "  11  Seminario 
de  Governi  di  Stato,  et  di  Guerra." 
In  this  woik  he  has  collected,  under 
i  10  chapters,  about  8000  military 
and  state  maxims,  extraBed  from 
the  best  authors ;  and  has  added  to 
each  chapter  a  discourse,  which 
serves  as  a  commentary  to  it.  H« 
died  about  16 to. 

FHANCESCA  (PETER)  an  emi- 
nent  painter  of  Venice,  who  de- 
lighted in  representing  night-pjeces 
and  battles.  He  drew  also  seveial 
portraits,  wrote  of  Arithmetic  and 
Geometry,  and  died  1443. 

FRAN  CIA  (FRANXESCO)  an 
eminent  painter,  born  at  Bologna 
in  1450,  was  at  first  a  goluanith  or 
[jeweller,  afterwards  a  graver  of 
toins  and  medals;  but  at  last, -apply, 
ing  himself  to  painting,  he  acquired 
great  credit  by  his  skill.  Raphael's 
reputation  made  him  desirous  to  see 
his  works,  but  his  age  would  not 
suffer  him  to  take  a  journey  to 
Rome:  nevertheless,  a  friendly  cor- 
respondence  commenced  between 
these  two  painters.  Raphael,  hav- 
ing painted  the  picture  of  St.  Ce- 
cilia for  a  church  in  Bologna,  sent 
it  to  Francia  to  place  it  properly 
for  him,  and  to  correft  even  its 
faults,  if  he  discerned  any.  But 
Fiancia  was  so  stiuck  with  the 
beauty  of  the  piece,  that,  despairing 
of  attaining  the  same  perfection,  he 
fell,  it  is  said,  into  a  kind  of  me- 
lancholy; and  this,  bringing  on  a 
consumption,  occasioned  his  death 
in  1518. 

FRANCIS  (SIMON)  a  French 
painter,  born  at  Tours  1606,  was 
in  his  youth  very  devout,  and  de. 
dared  for  a  religious  life.  Seeking 
out  a  profession  which  might, 
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him  in  raising  his  soul  to  the  lov? 

of  God,   and  by  chance  looking  on 

a  pi8ure  of  our  Saviour's   nativity, 

he  was  so  extremely  touched,  that  in 

hopes  of  being  able   to  draw  some 

pieces  whose  effect  on  the  spectators 

might   be    as    lively,    he    resolved 

to  turn  painter.     He  died  1671. 
FRANCIS    of     Assisi,    a    great 

sair.t  of  the    Romish    church,    and 

founder   of   one   of   four   orders  of 

mendicant  friars,  born  at  Assisi   in 

Umbria  1 1  82.      He  was  the  son  of 

a    merchant,    whose  profession    he 

followed  till    1206;    at  which  time 

he  became  so  strongly  affected  with 

religious  truths,  that  he  took  a  re- 
solution of  retiring  from  toe  world. 
He  prevailed  with  great  numbers 
to  devote  themselves,  as  he  had 
done,  to  the  poverty  enjoined  by 
the  gospel ;  and  drew  vip  an  insti 

tute,  or  rule,  for  their  use,  which  I  His  own  dramatic  compositions,  of 
was  approved  by 'the  Roman  Fon-j  which  the  principal  are  the  tra- 
tiflTs.  Francis  was  canonized  byjgediesof  "  The  Earl  of  Warwick" 
pope  Giegory  IX.  the  6th  of  May  and  "  Matilda,"  are  well  known, 
1230;  and  Oft.  the  4th,  on  which  and  deservedly  esteemed.  He  was 
his  death  happened  in  1226,  was i  born  in  London  about  1720,  and 
appointed  as  his  festival. — His  order  j  died  Mdrch  ir,  178$. 
soon  rose  to  great  spL-ndour,  and  FRANKLIN  (DR. BENJAMIN) 
has  clone  prodigious  service  to  the.  born  at  Boston  in  America  1706, 
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baps  as  complete  and  useful  a  work 
of  its  kind  as  hath  yet  appeared. 
He  was  also  the  author  of  two  tra- 
gedies, "  Eugenia,"  and  "  Con- 
stantia  ;"  but,  as  a  dramatic  writer, 
not  very  successful.  He  died  March 
1773  ;  leaving  a  son,  who  was  a 
few  years  ago  one  of  the  supreme 
council  at  Bengal. 

F-RANCKLIN  '(DR.  THOMAS) 
one  of  the  king's  chaplains,  and  rec- 
tor of  Brasted  in  Kent.  This  gen- 
tleman was  possessed  of  no  incon- 
siderable share  of  learning  and  po- 
etical  abilities,  and  was  long  a  fa- 
vourite in  the  literary  world.  His 
translations  of  Phalaris,  Sophocles,- 
and  Lucian,  equally  evince  his  learn- 
ing and  his  genius,  as  they  are  not 
more  distinguished  for  fidelity  in  the 
version,  than  congeniality  with  the 
spirit  of  the  admirable  originals.

FRANCIS  XAVIER,   the  great 


coadjutor  of  Ignatius    Loyola,   was!  printer, 
born  at  Xavier  at   the   foot   of  the 
Pyrenees  i  506  ;    and  was  sent  one 
of  the  earliest  missionaries    to   the 
East  Indies  ;  for  his  zeal  and  ability 


was  placed  at  a  very  early  age  under 
one    of   his   brothers,    who   was    a 


in  which  un'iert  king  he  obtained 
the  appellation  of  The  Apostle  of  the 
Indies.  He  died  1552,  and  wa^ 
canonized  in  1621;  by  Gregory  XV. 
FRANCls  (DR.  PHILIP)  mo:e 
distinguished  as  a  translator  than 
as  an  original  writer  His  version? 
of  Horace  and  Demosthenes  have 
been  justly  valued:  the  foimer  i< 
accompanied  with  notes,  aud  is  per- 


where  he  made  a  rapid 
progress  in  that  art  so  useful  to 
mankind,  and  contracted  an  attach- 
ment for  the  press  which  continued 
as  long  as  he  lived.— Scarcelf 


emerged  from  infancy,  Franklin 
was  a  philosopher  without  being 
conscious  of  it,  and  by  the  continual 
exercise  of  his  genius  prepared 
himself  for  those  great  discoveries 
in  science  which  have  since  asss- 
ciated  his  tiarne  with  that  of  New- 
ton, and  for  those  political  reflec- 
tions which  have  placed  him  by  the 
side  of  a  Solon  and  a  Lycurgus.— 
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Soon  after  his  removal  from  Boston 
to  Philadelphia,  Franklin,    in  con- 
cert with  some   other  young    men. 
established    a     small    club,     where 
every  member,    after  his  work  was 
over,  and  on  holidays,   brought  his 
stork    of   ideas,   which   were    sub- 
mitted to  discussion.      Thissoriery, 
of  which  the  young  printer  was  the 
too},   has  been  the  source  of  every 
useful   establishment    in   that    pro- 
vince   calculated    to     promote    the 
progress  of  science,  the  mechanical 
arts,  and  particulaily  the  improve- 
ment of  the   human  understanding. 
«— Higher    employments,    however, 
at  length  called  him  from  his  coun- 
try, which  he  was  denined  to  serve 
more  effectually  as  its  agent  in  Eng- 
land, whither  he  was  sent  in  1757. 
^•The  stamp  a£t,  by  which  the  Bri- 
tish  minister   wished   to  familiarize 
the  Americans  to  pay  taxes  to  the 
mother-country,   revived  that  love 
of  liberty  which  had  led  their  fore- 
fathers to  a  country  at  that  time  a 
desert;    and   the  colonies  formed  a 
congress,  the  fust  idea  of  which  had 
been    communicated    to    them     by 
Franklin,  at  the  confeienccs  at   Al- 
bany in  1754.     The  war  that   was 
just  terminated,   and    the  exertions 
made  by  them   to   support  it,    had 
given    them    a   conviction   of  their , 
strength;    they    opposed    this    mea- 
sure,   and   the  minister    gave    way, 
butreseived  the  means  of  renewing 
his    attempts.       Once     cautioned, 
however,    they  remained    on  their 
guard  ;    liberty,   cherished   by  their 
alarms,    took    deep   root  ;    and   the 
rapid  circulation  of  ideas  by  means 
of  newspapers,  for  the  introduction 
of  which  they  were  indebted  to  the 
printer  of  Philadelphia,  united  them 
together  to  resist  every  fresh  enter- 
prise.    In  the  year  1766,  this  print- 
er, called  to  the  bar  of  the  House  of 
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Commors,  underwent  that  famnat 
interrogatory,    which     placed    the 
name  of  Franklin   as  high    in  poli- 
tics,   as  it    was    before    in    natural 
philosophy.      From    that    time    he 
defended  the  cause  of  America  with 
a  firmness  and   moderation   becom- 
ing a   great  man,   pointing  out    to 
ministry     all    the    errors    they    had 
committed,    and    the    consequences 
they  would   induce,  till  the   period 
when,   the  tax  on    tea  meeting  the 
same    opposition    as    the    stamp-act 
had  doi.e,    England  blindly  fancied 
herself    capable    of    subjecting     by 
force  3  ooo  oooof  men  determined 
to  be   free,  at    a  distance   of  2000 
league?.— Every  man  is  acquainted 
with    the  particulars   of    that   v/ar; 
hut  every  man  has   not   equi'Jy    re- 
flc.?.ed  o.n  the  bold  attempt  of  Frank- 
lin as  a  legislator.    Having  asserted 
their     independence,      and     placed 
themselves  in   the  rank   of  nations, 
the    different     colonies,     nou'     the 
United  States  of  America,    adopted 
each  its  own  form   of  government  ; 
and,    retaining    almost    universally 
their    admiration    for    the    British 
constitution,  framed  them  from  the 
same  principles  variously  modelled. 
Franklin  alone,  disengaging  the  po- 
litical machine   from    tliose    multi- 
plied movements  and  admired  coun- 
terpoises  that  rendered  it  so  com- 
plicated,   proposed    the   reducing  it 
to  the  simplicity  of  a  single  Jegisla- 
tive  body.      This  oiand  idea  startled 
the  legislators  of  Pennsylvania;  but 
the  philosopher  removed   tiie  fears 
of  a   considerable   number,    and  at 
length    determined     them    to     the 
adoption  of  his  principle.      Having 
given  laws  to  his  country,  Franklin 
undertook    again  to  serve  it  in  Eu- 
rope, not  by  representations  to  the 
iiietropolis,    or    answers   at  the  bar 
of  the  House  of  Commons  ;    but  by 
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treaties  with   France,    -and  succes 
sivcly    with    other    powers.      From 
France  he   returned  to  America  in 
1785,    and    lived    five    years   after 
this  period:   for  three  years  he  was 
president  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Pennsylvania  ;  he  was  a  member 
of  the   Convention   that  established 
the  new   form    of   federal  govern- 
ment;   and  his  last  public  aft  was  a 
grand   example  for   those   who  are 
employed  in  the  legislation  of  their 
country.    In  this  convention  he  had 
differed   in    some    points  from  the 
majority  ;    but,    when   the    article; 
were  ultimately  decreed,  he  said  to 
his  colleagues,   "  We  ought  to  have 
tut    one    opinion ;     the   good   of  our 
country  requires  that  the  resolution  be 
unanimous  •"    and    he    signed.     He 
died  April  17,  1790.— As  an    au- 
thor, he  never  wrote  a  work  of  any 
length.      His  political  works  consist 
of  letters  or  short  trafts  ;  but  all  of 
them,    even  those  of  humour,    bear 
the  marks  of  his   observing  genius 
and     mild    philosophy.      He   wrote 
many  for  that  rank  of  people  who 
have  no  opportunity  for  study,  and 
whom    it  is  yet  of  so  much  conse- 
quence toinstrufi);  and  he  was  well 
skilled  \:\  reducing  useful  truths  to 
Tnaxims  easily  retained,   and  some- 
times   to    proverb?,    or    little   tale-, 
the    simple    and    natural    graces   of 
which  arquire   a  new   value   when 
associated  with  f4ie  name   of  their 
author.     In  short,  the  whole  life  of 
Franklin,  his  meditations,    and  his 
Jnbours,    have   a'l    been   direfted  to 
public  utility  ;  but  the  grand  ohj'.S 
that  he  had  always  in  view  did  not 
shuihis  heart  against  private  friend- 
ship :     lie    loved     his    family,    his 
friends,    and  was  extremely  benefi- 
cent.      In    society    he   was    senten- 
tious,   but    not    fluent ;    a    listener 
rather  than  a  talker  ;   an  informing 
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rather  than  a  pleasing  companion  : 
impatient  of  interruption,  he  often 
mentioned  the  custom  of  the  In- 
dians, whoa'.waysremain  silent  some 
time  before  they  give  an  answer  to 
a  question  \«hich  they  have  heard 
attentively;  unlike  some  of  the  po- 
litest societies  in  Europe,  where  a 
sentence  cjn  scarcely  he  finished 
without  interruption.  In  the  midst 
of  his  greatest  occupations  for  the 
liberty  of  his  country,  he  had  some 
physical  experiment  near  him  in 
his  closet  ;  and  the  sciences,  which 
lie  had  rather  discovered  than  stu- 
died, afforded  him  a  continual  source 
of  pleasure.  He  made  various  be- 
quests and  donations  to  cities,  pub- 
lie  bodies,  and  individuals;  ar.d 
requested  that  the  following  epi- 
taph, which  he  composed  for  him- 
self some  years  ago,  might  be  in- 
scribed on  his  tombstone;

FRANS-FLORIS,  an  eminent 
nairitcr,  born  at  Antwerp  1520, 
He  grew  rich  and  famous,  h':s  per- 
formances being  good  and  nume- 
rous ;  but  was  greatly  addiSed  to 
drinking  ;  and  died  at  50  years  of 


age.  He  was  called  the  Raphael  of 
Flanders. 

FREDERIC  II.  King  of  Prussia, 
a  very  great  general,  politician,  and 
legislator,  Lorn  17  12,  died  1786. 

F  R  E  E  K  E  (WILLIAM)  born

F  U  L 

FULLER  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish  historian  and  divine,  born  in 
Northamptonshire  1608,  died  1661. 
He  is  celebrated  particulaily  as  au- 
thor of  a  "  History  of  the  Holy- 
War;"  "  The  Church  History  of 
Britain,  from  the  birth  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  year  1648,"  to  which 
work  are  subjoined  "  The  History 
of  the  University  of  Cambridge 
since  the  Conquest,"  and  "  The 
History  of  \Vahham  Abbey  in  Es- 
sex, founded  by  king  Harold;" 
"  History  of  the  Worthies  of  Eng- 
land,"Sec,  &c.— He  had  a  memory 
so  tenacious  and  comprehensive, 
that  it  enabled  him  to  do  things 
which  are  hardly  credible.  He 
could  repeat  500  strange  words 
after  twice  hearing;  and  could 
make  use  of  a  sermon  verbatim  if 
he  once  heard  it :  added  to  which, 
be  was  a  very  good  kind  of  man, 
and  an  ornament  to  the  tiroes  in 
which  he  lived. 

FULV1A,  an'  extraordinary  Ro- 
man lady,  and  wife  of  Mark  An- 
tony, who  had  no  more  of  her  sex 
than  her  body,  "  nihil  muliebre 
praeter  corpus  ferens,"  as  Paterculns 
says:  for  her  temper  and  courage 
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before  that  order  was  executed, 
Fulvia  took  the  head  and  spit  upon 
it,  and,  placing  it  on  her  lap,  drew 
out  the  tongue,  which  she  pierced 
several  times  with  her  bodkin,  ut- 
tering all  the  \vhile  the  most  op- 
probrious language  against  Cicero. 

FURET1ERE  (ANTONY)  an 
ingenious  and  learned  Frenchman, 
born  at  Paris  1620,  was  eminent  in 
the  civil  and  canon  law;  but  what 
he  is  chiefly  known  bv  and  valued 
for  is,  his"  Universal  DiQionary  of 
the  French  Totigue,"  in  which  h» 
explains  the  ttrms  of  art  in  all  sci« 
enccs.  He  died  1688. 

FURIUS  (called  Bibacultis,  per- 
haps from  his  excessive  drinking) 
an  ancient  Latin  poet,  born  at  Cre- 
mona about  the  year  of  Rome  650, 
or  100  before  Christ.  He  wrote 
Annals,  of  which  Macrobius  has 
preserved  some  fragments. 

FUST,  or  FAUSTUS  (JOHN)   a 
citizen  of   Ment2,  and   one    of  the 
;  earliest     printers.        He     had     the 
{  policy  to    conceal   his  art  ;    and    to 
j  this  policy  we  are   indebted  for  the 
'tradition    of  "The    Devil   and   Dr. 
F  .Justus,"  handed  down  to   the  pre- 
sent times.      About  14*50,  he  asso- 


breathed    nothing    but    policy    and  '  ciated  with  John  of  Guttemburgh  ; 


war.  This  lady  was  an  admirable 
coadjutor  to  her  cruel  husband  dur- 
ing the  massacres  of  the  triumvi- 
rate. She  put  jcveral  persons  to 
»ieath  of  her  own  bead,  either  out 
<j'F  avarice  or  a  spirit  of  revenge; 
suiJ  even  people  whom  her  husband 
itid  not  know.  Antony  caused  the 
heads  of  those  whom  he  had  pro- 
scribed to  be  brought  to  a  table,  and 
fed  his  eyes  a  long  while  with  these 
unhappy  spectacles.  The  head  of 
Cicero  was  one  of  them,  which  he 
ordered  to  be  fixed  on  the  rostrum 
from  whence  Cicero  had  made  so 
many  speeches  against  him  j  but, 


their  types  were  cut  in  wood,  arid 
fixed,  not  moveable  as  -at  present  ; 
having  printed  off  a  considerable 
number  ot  copies  of  the  Bible,  to 
imitate  those  which  were  commonly 
sold  in  MS.  Fust  undertook  the 
sale  of  them  at  Paris,  where  th< 
art  of  printing  was  then  unknown. 
As  he  sold  his  printed  copies  for 
sixty  crowns,  while  the  scribes  de- 
manded 500,  this  created  univers  il 
astonishment:  but  when  lie  produced 
copies  as  fast  as  they  were  wanted, 
and  lowered  the  price  to  30  crowns, 
all  Paris  was  agitated.  The  uni- 
formity of  the  copies  increased  the 
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;  informations  were  given 
in  to  the  police  against  him  as  a 
magician;  his  lodgings  were  search- 
ed ;  and  a  great  number  of  copies 
being  found,  they  were  seized  ;  the 
red  ink  with  which  they  were  em 
bellishcd  was  said  to  be  his  blood; 
it  was  seriously  adjudged  that  he 
was  in  league  with  the  devil  ;  and 
if  he  had  not  fled,  mo^t  probably  he 
would  have  shared  the  fate  of  those 
whom  ignorant  and  superstitious 
judges  condemned,  in  those  days, 
for  witchcraft.  Fust  died  at  Mentz 
1466. 

GAGXIER  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
orientalist,  who,  in  1723.  published 
Abulfeda's  "  Life  of  Mohammed," 
,>n  Arabic,  with  a  Latin  translation 
and  notes,  at  Oxford,  in  folio.  He 
was  born  at  Pdris,  and  died  1725. 

G  AGU IN US( ROBERT)  a  French 
historian,  born  at  Colines,  near 
Amiens,  died  1501.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  works  ;  the  prin-- 
cipal  of  which  is  a  history  in  i  i 
books  "  De  Gestis  Francorum,  from 
i  200  to  1500." 

GAINSBOROUGH  (THOMAS) 
born  at  Sudbury  in  Suffolk  1727, 
very  early  discovered  a  propensity 
to  painting.  Nature  was  his  teach- 
er, and  the  woods  of  Suffolk  his 
academy.  Here  he  would  pass  in 
solitude  his  mornings,  in  making  a 
sketch  of  an  old  tree,  a  marshy 
brook,  a  few  cattle,  a  shepherd 
and  his  flock,  or  any  other  acci- 
dental ohjefts  that  were  presented. 
From  delineation  he  proceeded  to 
colouring;  and  after  painting  se- 
veral landscapes  from  the  age  of 
10  to  12,  he  quitted  Sudbury,  and 
came  to  Lonuon,  where  he  com- 
menced portrait-painter.  His  land- 
scapes will  establish  his  name  on 
the  record  of  the  fine  arts  with 
honours  such  as  never  before  at- 
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tended  a  native  of  this  isle.  The<?e 
suHjecb  he  painted  with  a  faith'ul 
adherence  to  nature:  indeed,  tie 
brilliancy  of  Claude,  and  the  SKTI- 
plicity  of  Ruysdael,  appear  com- 
bined in  Mr.  G.'s  romantic  scenes. 
While  we  lament  him  as  an  artist, 
let  us  not  pass  over  those  virtues 
which  were  an  honour  to  human 
nature— that  generous  heart,  whose 
strongest  propensities  were  to  re- 
lieve the  genuine  claims  of  poverty. 
If  he  selected,  for  the  exercise  of  his 
pencil,  an  infant  from  a  cottage,  all 
the  tenants  of  the  humble  roof  ge- 
nerally participated  in  the  profits 
of  the  pi9ure;  and  some  of  them 
frequently  found  in  his  habitation 
a  permanent  abode.  His  liberally 
was  not  confined  to  this  alone ; 
needy  relatives  and  unfortunate 
friends  were  further  incumbrances 
on  a-  spirit  that  could  not  deny  ; 
and,  owing  to  this  generosity  of 
temper,  that  affluence  was  not  left 
to  his  family  which  so  much  merit 
miijht  promise,  and  such  real  worth 
deserve.  He  died  Aug.  2,  1788. 

GALE  (JOHN)  a  learned  divine 
among  the  Baptists,  born  at  London 
1680.  His  father  was  a  citizen  of 
good  repute.  He  is  chiefly  known 
for  his  writings  against  "  Wall's 
Defence  of  Infant  Baptism,"  and 
died  1721. 

GALE(THEOPHILUS)  a  learned 
divine  among  the  Nonconformists, 
born  in  Devonshire  1628,  died 
1678.  He  wiote  a  large  and  labo- 
rious work,  called  "  The  Court  of 
the  Gentiles." 

G  A  LE  (THOMAS)  dean  of  York, 
formerly  lie-id  master  of  St.  Paul's 
School,  and  celebrated  for  his 
^nowledge  of  the  Greek  language 
and  antiquities,  svas  horn  at  Scru- 
ton  in  Yorkshire  •636,  died  1702. 
GALE  (ROGER)  F.  R.  and 

S3 
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.A.SS.  eldest  son  of  the  (Jean,  first 
vice-president  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries,  and  treasurer  to  the 
Royal  Society,  was  considered  as 
one  of  the  most  learned  tiien  of  his 
age,  and  most  highly  skilled  in  the 
antiquities  of  this  country.  He 
died  1744. 

GALE  (SAMUEL)  the  youngest 
of  the  dean's  sons,  born  1682.  He 
was  one  of  the  revivers  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Antiquaries  in  1717,  and 
their  first  treasurer.  He  wa«  a  man 
of  great  learning  and  uncommon 
abilities,  and  well  versed  in  the  an- 
tiquities of  England,  for  which  he 
kft  many  valuable  collections  be- 
hind him.  He  died  1754. 

GALEANO  (JOSEPH)  a  phy- 
sician  of  great  repute  at  Palermo. 
"\\'e  owe  to  him  a  collection  of 
little  pieces  of  the  Sicilian  Poets,  in 
5  vols.  He  was  born  1605,  and 
died  in  1675,  greatly  regretted: 
for  he  was  a  kind  of  oracle  with 
his  countrymen. 

GALEN     (CLAUD1AN)     after 
Hippocrates,  prince  of  the    Greek 
physicians,    was    a  native  of  Perga- 
mus  in  the    Lesser  Asia,    where  he 
was   born  about   AD.    131.      He 
chose  physic  for  his  profession,  be- 
ing determined  thereto  by   a  dream 
which  his  father  had   a  little  before 
his  death  ;   and   at  28  years   of  age 
had    made    some   considerable    ad- 
vances towards    improving  his  art: 
for  instance,  he  had  acquired  a  par- 
ticular skill   in  the   wounds  of  the 
nerves:  and  was  possessed  of  a  me- 
thod of  treating  them  never  known 
before.     The    pontiff  of  Pergamus 
gave   him  an  opportunity  of  trying 
his  new  method  upon  the  gladiators; 
and  he  was  so  successful,  that  not  a 
single  one  perished  by  any  wounds 
of  this  kind.      By  this  we   find,    as 
veil  as  by  several  other   instances, 
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bat  Galen  studied,  understood,  and 
praBised  surgery,  as  well  as  physic. 
— Distinguished  above  his  contem- 
poraries, this  prince  of  physicians 
continued  to  practise  at  Rome,  the 
capital  of  the  world,  till  he  was 
obliged  to  submit  to  fate  like  other 
mortals.  His  death  happened  A.D, 
201.  There  are  reckoned  above 
500  books  of  his  upon  physic  only, 
and  about  half  that  number  upon 
other  sciences. 

GALILEI    (GALILEO)  a    most 
eminent  astronomer   and  mathema- 
tician, inventor  of  the  telescope,  &c. 
born    at    Florence    1594.      Having 
observed  some  solar  spots  in  1612, 
he  printed   that    discovery  the  fol- 
lowing year    at    Rome ;   in    which, 
and  in  some  other  pieces,    he    ven- 
tured to  assert  the  truth  of  the  Co- 
pernican   system,   and   btought    se- 
veral new  arguments  to  confirm   it. 
This  startled  the  Jesuits,  who  there- 
upon procured    a  citation    for   him 
to  appear  before   the  Holy  office  at 
Rome    in   1615:     where    he     was 
charged  with  heresy,  for  maintain- 
ing these  two  propositions:    i.That 
the  sun  is  in  the  centre  of  the  world, 
and  immovtable  by  a  local  motion  ; 
and,   2.  That    the    earth    is  not  the 
centre  of  the  world,  nor  immovea- 
ble,  but  actually  moves  by  a  diurnal 
motion.    The  first  of  these  positions 
was  declared  to  be  absurd,   false  in 
philosophy,   and  formally  heretical, 
being  contrary  to  the  express  word 
of  God :    the    second  was    also   al- 
ledged  to  be   philosophically  false, 
and,    in  a  theological  view  at  least, 
erroneous  in  point  of  faith.     The 
Inquisition      pronounced     sentence 
against  him   and  his  books.      They 
obliged  him  to   abjure  his  errors  in 
the  most  solemn  manner,  committed 
him  to  the   prison    of   their   office 
during    pleasure,  [See   Gent.  Mag. 
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vol.  xv.     p.  584.]   which   was    till 
1634,  and    his    '•  Dialogues  of   the 
System  of   the  World"    were  burnt 
at  Rome.     Galilei  died  1642.      Hi 
was  the  author  of  several  noble  and 
useful  inventions  and  discoveries  in 
astronomy,   geometry,    and    mecha- 
nics:   the  principal  of  which,  beside 
those  already  mentioned,  are  in  the 
first  of   those  science?,    the  trepida- 
tion  or  vibration  of   the   moon,    as 
also  the  inequalities    or    mountains- 
in    its    surface.      In    geometry,   he 
invented   the  cycloid,    ortrochoid; 
and,    in  mechanics,   first    found  the 
exatt   degree  of  celerity  in  the  de- 
scent of  bodies  by  the  force  of  gra- 
vity :   to   which  may  be  added    the 
machine  with  which  the  Venetians 
render  their    Laguna  fluid    and    na- 
vigable :  the  invention  whereof  was 
his. 

GALLAND  (ANTONY)  alearn- 
ed  antiquary  of  Fiance,  and  profes- 
sor of  Arabic  in  the  Royal  College 
at  Paris,  born  at  Rollo  in  Picardy 
1646,  died  1715.  He  is  chiefly- 


known  as  the  translator  or  author  of 
"  Arabian  Nights' Entertainments." 
GALLIGAI  (LEONORA)  was 
the  daughter  of  a  joiner,  and  Mary 
de  Medicis's  nurse.  That  prince:  s 
carried  her  with  her  into  France 
when  she  went  thither  in  1606  to 
be  married  to  Henry  IV.;  and  Gal- 
Jigai,  under  the  title  of  bedchamber- 
woman  to  that  queen,  governed  her 
just  as  she  pleased.  She  married 
Concino  Concini,  afterwards  mar- 
shal D'Ancre  ;  and  their  inordinate 
pride  and  ambition  was  at  length 
punished  by  the  assassination  of 
the  husband  and  the  execution  of 
the  wife. 

GALLO1S  (JOHN)  a  learned 
Frenchman,  born  at  Paris  1632.  He 
was  an  universal  scholar ;  but  is 
BOW  memorable  chieily  for  having

been  the  first  who  published  the 
journal  des  Scavans  in  conjunction 
with  M.  de  Sallo,  who  had  formed 
the  design  of  that  work.  He  died 
1707. 

CALLUS  (CORNELIUS)  an 
ancient  Roman  poet,  the  particu- 
lar favourite  of  Augustus  Caesar, 
.vho  made  him  governor  of  Egypt 
iftcr  the  death  of  Antony  and 
Cleopatra ;  but  he  was  guilty  of 
such  mal- administration  in  his  go- 
vernment, that  he  was  condemned 
to  banishment,  and  to  lose  his 
estate.  This  disgrace  grieved  him 
so,  that  he  put  an  end  to  his  life 
when  he  was  about  43  years  of  age, 
in  the  year  of  Rome  728. 

GALVANI  (LEWIS)  an  Italian 
philosopher,  from  whom  Galvanism, 
which  has  made  so  much  noise  in 
the  philosophical  world,  took  its 
name.  It  is  said,  that  a  fit  of  ill. 
ness,  by  which  his  wife  was  at- 
tacked, led  him  to  the  discovery  of 
his  theory  respecting  metallic  irri- 
tation and  animal  electricity.  The 
physician  having  prescribed  for  his 
wife  soup  made  of  boiled  frogs, 
Galvani,  who  was  an  affeQionate 
husband,  prepared  them  himself; 
and  having  accidentally  touched  a 
frog  after  he  had  skinned  it,  he 
observed  in  it  an  involuntary  mo- 
tion, which  induced  him  to  make 
some  experiments  that  conduced 
him  to  the  discovery.  He  was  born 
1744,  a°d  died  at  Bologna,  Feb.  5, 

•  799- 

GAM  A    (VASCO   DE)    a   cele- 

brated  Portuguese  navigator,  who 
discovered  the  course  to  the  East 
Indies  by  the  Cape,  of  Good  Hope, 
was  born  at  Sines  in  Portugal,  and 
died  1525. 

GAMBOLD  (JOHN)  a  truly 
primitive  Christian,  and  a  bishop 
among  the  Moravian  Brethren,  He 
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was  not  only  a  good  sch,  lar,  but  a 
man  of  great  parts,  and  of  singular 
mechanical  ingenuity  ;  and  died  uni- 
versally respefted,  Sept.  13,  1771. 

GANGANEI  LI  (JOHN'  VIN- 
CENT ANTONY)  was  born  at  St. 
Arcangc-Io  near  Rimini,  061.31, 
1705,  the  son  of  a  physician  ;  and, 
from  being  a  petty  monk  of  the 
order  of  St.  Francis,  ascended  to  the 
papacy  May  19,  1769,  when  he 
assumed  the  name  of  CLEMENT 
XIV.  Thus  becoming  sovereign 
pontiff  in  the  most  critical  and  tem- 
pestuous time?,  in  his  commerce 
•with  the  world  he  praftised  the 
humility  of  a  Franciscan  monk; 
but,  on  occasions  of  splendour,  he 
sustained  the  papal  grandeur  with 
appropriate  magnificence.  The  most 
striking  incident  of  his  life  was  his 
beirg  the  instrument,  under  Provi- 
dence, of  annihilating  the  mighty 
order  of  the  Jesuits.  To  the  re- 
sentment of  -that  order  it  is  sup- 
posed he  at  last  fell  a  sacrifice,  his 
robust  constitution  and  regularity 
'of  life  seeming  to  promise  him  a 
much  longer  period  thau  69  years, 
for  he  died  Sepf.  21,  1774,  poi- 
soned, as  is  supposed,  in  the  sacra- 
ment, he  himself  declaring  his  sus- 
picions before  he  died,  and  all  the 
after-symptoms  strongly  confirming 
the  same. 

GARAMONT  (CLAUDE)  a 
French  engraver  and  letter-founder, 
was  a  native  of  Paris,  and  began  to 
distinguish  himself  about  1510.— 
He  brought  his  types  to  so  great  a 
degree  of  perfection,  that  he  can 
neither  be  denied  the  glory  of  hav- 
ing surpassed  whatever  had  been 
done  in  this  way  before,  nor  that 
of  not  being  excelled  by  any  of  his 
successors  in  this  useful  mechanic 
art.  Garamont  died  in  1561  ;  and 
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all  his  fine  types  came  into  the 
hands  of  Fournier  the  elder,  an 
cmir.'ent  letter-Founder  at  Pari«. 

GARASSE  (FRANCIS)  a  Je- 
suitical  writer,  and  author  of  the 
enmity  between  the  Jesuits  and  ths 
Janjenists  in  the  church  of  Rome, 
was  born  at  Angonleiue  1585.  and 
died  1631.  He  was  styled  by  bi- 
shop VVaiburtcn,  in  his  "  Com- 
mentary on  the  Essay  on  Man,"  an 
eminent  casuist. 

GARCILASSO,  Garsilas,  or,  to 
speak  more  corre6ily,  Garsias,  Laso 
de  la  Vega,  a  celebrated  Spanish 
poet,  born  at  Toledo  1500,  died 
J53^t  by  a  stotie  thrown  by  a 
countryman  from  a  turret  falling 
upon  Im  head. 

GARDINER  (STEPHEN)  bi- 
shop of  Winchester  and  chancellor 
of  England,  wasborn  at  Bury  St.  Ed* 
mund's  in  Suffolk  1483.  His  cha- 
rafler  as  a  minister  is  to  be  drawn 
from  the  general  histories:  he  had 
a  large  portion  of  haughtiness, 
boundless  ambition,  and  deep  dis- 
simulation ;  for  he  plainly  looked 
on  religion  as  an  engine  of  state", 
and  made  use  of  it  as  such.  He 
wrote  several  books,  and  died  i  55,5, 

GARDINER  (JAMES)  a  colonel 
in  the  army  of  George  II.  born  at 
Carndtn,  in  Linlithgowshire,  Scot- 
land, Jan.  18,  1688,  was  equally 
admirable  for  the  virtues  of  piety 
and  personal  courage,  and  died 
bravely  fighting  against  the  rebels 
at  Preston  Pans,  near  Edinburgh, 
Sept.  21,  1745. 

GARNET  (HENRY)  a  person 
memorable  in  English  history  for 
having  been  privy  to,  and  aiding 
in,  the  celebrated  conspiracy  called 
"  The  Gunpowder  Plot,"  was  exe- 
cuted at  the  west  end  of  St.  Paul's 
1606. 
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G.4RNETT  (DR.  THOMAS)    an 
English   physician  and    natural  phi- 
losopher,   was    born    at    Casterton. 
near  Kirkby   Lonsdale,    Westmore- 
land, April  21,  1766.      After1  hav- 
ing studied  medicine  and  chemistry, 
and   graduated     at    Edinburgh,    he 
delivered   several     courses    of    lec- 
tures on  chemistry  and   experimen- 
tal philosophy   at    Manchester,  Li- 
verpool,   &c.      He    was  soon    after 
eleckd   Professor    of  Philosophy  in 
Anderson's  Institution  at  Glasgow; 
and  his    leisure   hours   in    Scotland 
were  employed    in  collecting  mate- 
rials   for    his    "  Tour    through    the 
Highlands  and  part  of  the  Western 
Jsles,"  which    was   published    in    2 
vols.  410.  1800.    Dr.  Garnett  after- 
wards accepted    an  invitation    from 
the  new  Royal  Institution    in  Lon- 
don ;   where,  for  one  season,  he  was 
Professor    of     Natural    Philosophy 
and    Chemistry,   and    delivered  the 
whole  of  the  lecuues.      On  retiring 
from    this  situation,  as    being    too 
laborious  for  the  state  of  his  health, 
he   commenced  a  course  of   lectures 
at   his  house  in  Great  Matlborough- 
street,   on  Zoonomia,  or  the   Laws 
of  Animal  Life,  arranged  according 
to  the  Brunonian    theory.      From  a 
patient  whom  he  attended    in  a  fe- 
ver   he    caught    the    infection,    and 
died  June  28,  1802. — His  "  Popu- 
lar Lcttures    on  Zoonomia,   or    the 
Laws    of   Animal   Life,   in    Health 
and    Disease,"     were   published   in 
1804,  by  subscription,   for  the   be- 
nefit of  his  orphan  children. 

GARN1ER  (ROBERT)  a  French 
tragic  poet,  born  in  the  province  of 
Maine  1534,  died  1590. 

GARRARD  (MARK.)  an  emi- 
nent painter,  born  at  Bruges  in 
Flanders  1561.  He  was  principal 
painter  to  Oueen  Elizabeth,  and 
died  1635. 
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GARRICK    (DAVID)     an    ex- 
celknt  English  attor,   born  at  Here- 
ford    1716.      Having   performed   a 
novitiate  at    Ipswich,    he  made  his 
appearance    at    Goodman's    Fields ; 
and,    Oct.  19,  1741,   acled  Richard 
III.  for  the  first   time.     His  afting 
was  attended   with   the  loudest    ac- 
clamations   of    applause;     and    his 
fame    was    so    quickly    propagated 
through   the  town,    that  the    more 
established  theatres  of  Drury  Lane 
r.nd  Covent  Garden   were    de.scrted. 
These    patentees,    alarmed    at    the 
great  deficiency    in  the   receipts    of 
their    houses,    and    at    the    crowds 
which    constantly    filled  the  theatre 
of  Goodman's    Fields,    unired   their 
efforts  to  destroy  the  new  raised  seat 
of    theatrical    tmpire  ;     in    conse- 
quence  of  which,  Garrick  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  Flcetwood, 
patentee  of   Drury  Lane,    for  500!. 
a  year.      The  fame  of  our    English 
Roscius  was  now  so  extended,  that 
an    invitation    from    Ireland,   upon 
very  profitable  conditions,    was  sent 
him   to   aft    in   Dublin   during   the 
months,  of  June,  July,  and  August, 
1742;     which     invitation    he     ao 
j  cepted.      His  success  there  exceeded 
'all    imagination  j   he    was  caressed 
I  by     ail     ranks     as     a     prodigy     of 
theatrical  accomplishments;  and  the 
play-hoiisc  was    so  crouded    during 
this  hot  season,    that  a  very  mortal 
fever     was    produced,     which    was 
called  Gairick's  fever.    He  returned 
to  London   before   the   winter,  and 
now  attended    closely  to  his  theatri- 
cal   profession,     in    which    he    was 
irrevocably  fixed.— April  1747    be 
becan.e   joint     patentee    of    Drury 
Lane    theatre  with    Mr.  Lary  ;    and 
in    July    1749     married    Mademoi- 
selle Violetti.  In  1763  he  undertook 
a  journey  into   Italy    for  the  benefit 
of  his  health ;   and  during    his  tra- 
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*e!s  gave  frequent  proofs  of  his 
theatrical  talents ;  for  he  could, 
without  the  least  preparation,  trans- 
form himself  into  any  charaSer, 
tragic  or  comic,  and  seize  instan- 
taneously upon  any  passion  of  ths 
human  mind.— After  he  had  been 
abroad  about  a  year  and  a  half,  be 
turned  his  thoughts  homewards, 
and  arrived  in  London  April  1765. 
In  1769  he  projeSed  and  conducted 
the  memorable  Jubilee  at  Stratford, 
in  honour  of  Shakspeare,  so  much 
admired  by  some,  and  so  much  ridi- 
culed by  others.  On  the  death  of 
Mr.  Lary,  in  1773,  the  whole 
management  of  the  theatre  de- 
volved on  him  ;  but,  being  ad- 
vanced in  years,  and  much  afflided 
with  chronical  disorders,  he  fi- 
nally left  it  in  June  1776,  and  dis- 
posed of  his  moiety  of  the  patent 
to  Messieurs  Sheridan,  Linley,  and 
Ford,  for  3^,000!.  He  died  at  his 
house  in  the  Adelphi,  Jan.  15,  i  779. 
Notwithstanding  his  constant  em- 
ploy as  both  afior  and  manager,  he 
was  perpetually  producing  various 
little  things  in  the  dramatic  way; 
some  of  which  are  originals;  others 
translations  or  alterations  from  other 
authors,  adapted  to  the  taste  of  the 
present  times.  In  the  "  Biographia 
Dramatica"  are  enumerated  no  less 
than  38  of  these;  beside  which,  he 
wrote  innumerable  prologues,  epi- 
logue?, songs,  &c. 

GARTH  (SIR  SAMUEL)  an  ex- 
cellent poet  and  physician,  and  au- 
thor of  a  most  admirable  satire, 
called  "The  Dispensary,"  was  born 
in  Yorkshire.— In  the  year  1691, 
when  Dr.  G.  was  admitted  fellow  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  in  Lon- 
don, the  college  wa.s  engaged  in 
that  charitable  projefl  of  prescribing 
to  the  sick  poor  gratis,  and  furnish- 
ing them  also  with  medicines  at 
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prime  cost;  but  this  being  disliked 
by  the  apothecaries,  they  found 
means  to  raise  a  party  afterwards 
in  the  college  against  it,  so  that  the 
design  could  not  be  carried  into 
exo  ntion.  Garth,  detesting  the 
behaviour  of  the  apothecaries,  as 
well  as  of  some  members  of  the 
faculty  in  this  afLir,  resolved  to 
expose  them  in  a  proper  satire  ; 
which  he  accordingly  executed  with 
peculiar  spirit  and  vivacity,  in  that 
exreilent  poem,  which  came  out  in 
1699,  and  in  1706  came  to  a  6th 
edition.— After  having  eminently 
distinguished  himself,  as  well  by 
his  various  poetical  productions  as 
by  his  p:ofe>.'ional  merit,  he  died 
Jan.  18,  1718-19. 

GASCO1GXE  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
chief  justice  of  the  King'.-  Bench  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  was  born  at 
Gawthorp  in  Yorkshire  i  350.  How 
much  he  distinguished  himself  in 
his  high  office  appears  from  the 
several  abstrafls  of  his  opinions, 
arguments,  distinctions,  and  deci- 
sions which  occur  in  our  old  books 
of  law  reports;  but  he  is  said  to 
have  distinguished  himself  ahove 
his  brethren  by  a  most  memorable 
transaction  in  the  latter  end  of 
this  king's  reign.  A  servant  of 
the  prince  of  Wales,  afterwards 
Henry  V.  being  arraigned  for 
felony  at  the  bar  of  the  King's 
Bench,  the  news  soon  reached-  hir 
master's  ear?,  who,  hastening  to  tbe 
court,  ordered  him  to  be  unfettered, 
and  offered  to  rescue  him  ;  in  which 
being  opposed  by  the  judge,  who 
commanded  him  to  leave  the  pri- 
soner and  depart,  he  rushed  furi- 
ously up  to  the  bench,  and,  as  it  is 
generally  affirmed,  struck  the  chief 
justice  then  sitting  in  the  execution 
of  his  omVe.  Hereupon  sir  Wil- 
liam, afcer  some  expostulation  upcn 
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the  outrage,  indignity,  and  unwar- 
rantable interruption  of  the  pro- 
ceedings in  that  place,  direftly  com- 
mitted him  to  the  King's  Bench 
prison,  there  to  wait  his  father's 
pleasure.  The  prince  submitted  to 
his  punishment  with  a  calmness  no 
less  sudden  and  surprizing  than  the 
offence  had  been  which  diew  it 
upon  him;  and  the  king,  being  in- 
formed of  the  whole  affair,  was  so 
far  from  being  displeased  with  the 
justice,  that  he  returned  thanks  to 
God,  "  That  he  had  given  him  both 
a  judge  who  knew  how  to  adminis- 
ter, and  a  son  who  could  obey  jus- 
tice." The  prince  aho,  who  had 
for  some  time  led  a  dissolute  life, 
was  entirely  reformed  thereby,  and 
afterwards  became  with  the  title  of 
Henry  V.  that  renowned  king  who 
conquered  France.  Sir  William 
died  1413. 

GASCOIGNE  (GEORGE)  a  ce- 
lebrated poet  in  the  early  part  of  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  born 
a:  Wahhamstcvr  in  Essex,  and  bred 
to  the  law,  but  became  a  soldier, 
and  served  with  credit  in  the  wars 
of  the  Low  Countries.  He  was 
author  of  four  dramatic  pieces,  and 
several  poems;  the  most  remarkable 
of  which  was  a  satire  called  "The 
Steel  GLacs."  They  were  printed  in 
4 to.  i  575.  and  he  died  in  1578. 

CASFARINI,  a  celebrated  gram- 
marian, L/GIIJ  at  Bdi^:zia  1370,  died 
1431. — He  is  deservedly  recorded 
as  one  of  the  first  restorers  of  good 
Latinity  in  Itc.lv. 

GAbSENDl  (PETER)  a  very 
eminent  French  philosophical,  mo- 
ral, and  mathematical  writer,  born 
at.Charstersier  in  Provence  i£y^, 
died  1655. 

GASTREL  (FRANCIS)  bishop 
of  Chester,  and  a  controversial 
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writer,  born  in  Northamptonshire 
1662,  died  1725. 

GATAKER  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine,  and  critical  and  theo- 
logical  writer,  born  in  London  1574, 
died  1654. 

GATAKER  (CHARLES)  son  of 
the  preceding,  and  a  writer  on  con- 
troversial divinity,  born  a6i4,  died 
1680. 

GAUDEN  (JOKX)  bishop  of 
Worcester,  born  at  May  Held  in  Es- 
sex 1605,  celebrated  for  his  zeal 
in  the  cause  of  the  unfortunate  king 
Charles,  and  reputed  (though  false- 
ly) the  author  of"  Eikon  Basilike," 
died  1662. 

GAY  (JOHN)  an  English  poet, 
born  near  Barnstaple  in  Devonshire 
1688.  His  amiable  qualities  re. 
commended  him  to  the  acquaint- 
ance of  Swift  a:;d  Pope,  who  were 
exceedingly  struck  with  the  open 
sincerity,  the  undisguised  simplicity 
of  his  manners,  and  the  easiness  of 
his  temper. — In  1712  he  produced 
his  celebrated  Poem,  called  "  Trivia, 
or,  the  Art  of  walking  the  Streets;" 
and  the  following  year,  at  the  in- 
stance of  Pope,  formed  the  Plan  of 
his  "  Pastorals."  The  "Shepherd's 
Week"  came  out  in  1714,  with  a 
dedication  to  lord  Bolingbroke.— • 
Gay  was  soon  after  introduced  at 
court,  and  for  several  years  ex- 
perienced the  usual  vicissitudes  of 
favour  and  of  mortification  incident 
to  such  a  life.  His  opinions  of  a 
court  friendship  are  pretty  plainly 
intimated  in  his  "  Beg^ar'sOpera;" 
which,  being  brought  upon  the  stage 
N'ov.  1727,  was  received  with 
greater  applause  than  had  ever  been 
known  on  any  occasion,  being  aQtd 
in  London  63  da>s  without  inter- 
ruption, and  renewed  the  next  sea- 
son with  amazing  success.  He  \srote 
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several  other  plays  of  no  great  ce- 
lebrity ;  but  what  will  always  dis- 
tinguish him  as  a  poet  are  is 
"  Fables;"  which  will  be  read  and 
admired  so  long  as  any  taste  for 
that  kind  of  writing  shall  exist. 
He  died  1732,  and  was  buried  in 
Westminster  Abbey,  with  this  epi- 
taph (written  by  himself)  engraven 
on  his  tomb  : 

*'  Life  is  a  jest,  and  all  fhings  ?how  It ; 
I  though:  so  euce,  but  now  I  know  it." 

GAZA  (THEODORE)  a  very 
eminent  grammarian,  and  translator 
of  Greek  writings,  born  at  Thes- 
Scilonica  in  Greece  i  398,  died  i  478. 

GED  (WILLIAM)  an  ingenious 
artist,  memorable  for  an  attempt  to 
introduce  an  improvement  in  the 
art  of  printing.  From  any  types 
of  Greek  or  Roman,  or  any  other 
charafter,  he  formed  a  plate  for 
every  page  or  sheet  of  a  book  from 
which  he  printed,  instead  of  using 
a  type  for  every  letter,  as  is  done 
in  the  common  way.  This  scheme 
was,  however,  wholly  unsuccessful 
Mr.  Ged  died  1749. 

G  E  D  D  E  S  (J  AMES)  born  at 
Tweedale  in  Scotland  1710,  dice 
1748-9,  leaving  behind  him  "  An 
E'isay  on  the  Composition  an 
Manner  of  Writing  of  the  An- 
cients, particularly  Flato,"  which 
has  great  merit. 

GEDDES    (DR.  ALEXANDER; 
a  man  of  very  profound  research  it 
biblical  literature,  was  born  at  Ar 
radowl,    in   the  parish  of  Ruthven 
Bamffshire,  Sept.  4,  1737,  and  died 
at  Marybone  near  London,  Feb.  26 
1802.      Dr.  Geddes   was   a   Roman 
Catholic,  and  had  employed  himsel 
many  years  in  a  new  translation  o 
the   Bible;  owing,  however,   to  va 
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ious  causes,  but  principally  to  illi- 
eral  opposition,  it  was  left  unfini- 
hed  ;  only  the  first  twelve  books  of 
he  Old  Testament  being  printed, 
ccupying  two  Vols.  410.  the  first  of 
vhich  was  published  in  1793,  and 
he  second  in  1797,  under  the  pa- 
rorage  of  Lord  Petre. 

GELLERT(CHRISTIAN)  a  Ger- 
man comic  poet,  born  in  Misnia 
1715,  died  1769. 

GELL1  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  an 
eminent  Italian  comic  poet,  born 
at  Florence  1498,  died  1563. 

GELLIBRAND  (HENRY)  an 
•minent  mathematician,  and  pro- 
essor  of  astronomy  at  Gresham  Col- 
ege,  born  in  London  1597,  died 
1636. 

GELL1US  (AULUS)  a  celebrated 
;rammarian,  who  lived  in  the  jd 
century,  under  Marcus  Aurelius  and 
some  succeeding  emperors,  and  is 
now  known  by  his  "  No&e»  At- 
ticae,"  a  collection  of  observations 
on  authors,  which  he  gathered  up 
From  reading  or  conversation,  and 
put  together  for  the  use  of  his 
children.  He  called  them  "  Noftes 
Atticae,"  because  they  were  com- 
posed in  the  evenings  of  a  winter 

hirh  he  spent  at  Athens.  The 
chief  value  of  it  is,  that  it  has  pre- 
served many  faQs  and  monuments 
of  antiquity,  which  are  not  to  be 
found  elsewhere 

GEMIN1ANI  (FRANCISCO)  a 
fine  performer  on  the  violin,  and 
composer  for  that  instrument,  born 
at  Lucca  in  Italy  1680,  died  1762. 

GENGHIS- KAN.orZingis  Khan, 
a  mojt  illustrious  Mogul  prince, 
who  being  obliged  to  fly  from  Del. 
_hi,  on  account  of  a  general  revolt 
of  his  subjt£is,  took  shelter  at  the 
court  of  Avenk  Unkan,  Cham  of 
the  Tartars,  and  married  his  daugh- 
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ter  ;  bat  the  jeaicusy  of  Unkan  ob- 
liged him  to  escape  a  second  tini<:. 
and  being  pursued  by  UcKan  and 
his  son,  he  defeated  t'rera  both  ; 
and,  their  army  revoking  to  him, 
he  soon  increased  it.  From  this 
event  he  became  as  renowned  a 
conqueror  as  Alexander  the  Great. 
In  the  spzce  of  22  years  he  subdued 
the  greater  part  of  Asia,  and  ren- 
dered himself  as  famous  for  his  sicili 
in  government,  as  for  the  valour  of 
his  arms.  He  was  born  i  163,  and 
died  1227,  leaving  his  dominions 
(which  extended  1800  leagues  from 
east  to  west,  and  1000  from  north 
to  south),  properly  divided,  to  his 
four  sons. 

GENNAD1US,  an  erclesia^tkal 
v.viter  of  Marseilles,  died  493. 
There  are  two  works  of  his  re- 
maining: "  De  Dogmatibus  Eccle- 
'Siasticis,"  arfd  "  De  Illustribus  EC- 
ciesiae  Scriptoribns." 

GKNSERIC,  kin?  of  the  Vandals, 
a  conqueror  an.-J  tyrant,  who  cap- 
tured Rome  in  435,  and  suffered 
his  soldiers  during  14  days  to  pil- 
lage it,  and  massacre  the  defence- 
less inhabitants.  He  died  477. 

GENTLEMAN  (FRANCIS)  an 
aftor  and  dramatic  writer,  born  in 
Ireland  1728,  died  Dec.  21,  1784. 
He  was  author  of  1 1  dramatic 
pieces. 

GEOFFREY  cf  Monmoutb.  See 
JEFFERY. 

GERARD  (BALTHAZAR)  the 
assassin  of  William  the  first  prmte 
of  Orange,  whom  he  shot  thiough 
the  head  with  a  pistol  as  he  was 
going  out  of  his  palace  at  Delft. 
His  sentence  was  the  same  as  that 
of  Damien  ;  and  this  fanatic  died, 
in  his  own  conceit,  a  martyr  of  the 
church  of  Rome,  July  1584. 

GERARD  (Dr.  ALEXANDER) 
professor  ot  dtvinity  in  the  uaiver- 
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sity   of   Aberdeen,    and   author   cf 
several  esteemed  works,  died  Mar^h 

••795- 

GERBEL1US  (NiCOLAUS)  an 
eminent  German  lawyer,  born  at 
Pforzeim,  died  1560. 

GERB1ER  (SIR  BALTHAZAR) 
a  celebrated  painter  of  Antwerp, 
born  1592,  died  1661. 

GERMANICUS  (C^SAR)  son 
of  Drusus,  and  paternal  nephew  to 
the  emperor  Tiberius,  who  adopted 
hia>  :  he  was  a  renowned  general, 
but  still  more  illustrious  for  his 
virtues.  He  took  the  title  of  Gcr- 
manicus  from  his  conquests  in  that 
|  country;  and,  though  he  had  the 
moderation  to  refuse  the  empire 
offered  to  him  by  his  army,  Tibe- 
rius, jealous  of  his  surces-,  air]  of 
the  universal  esteem  he  acquired, 
caused  him  to  be  poisoned,  A.  11. 
29,  aged  34.  He  was  a  proleflor 
of  learning,  and  composed  several 
Greek  comedies  and  Latin  poem?, 
some  of  which  are  still  extant. 

GERSON(JOHN)by  some  called 
Charlier,  an  illustrious  French  theo- 
logical and  critical  writer,  born 
1363,  died  1429. 

GESNER  (CON'RAD)  an  emi- 
nent physician  and  natural  philoso- 
pher, called  the  Pliny  of  Gerrr:any, 
born  atZurich  in  Switzerland  1516, 
died  1565. 

GESNER  (SOLOMON)  book- 
seller at  Zurich  in  Switzerland,  and 
author  of  many  elegant  and  ad- 
mired poems  in  the  German  lan- 
guage, born  at  Zurich  1730,  was 
for  several  years  before  his  death  a 
member  of  the  senate  of  his  native 
city,  Hs  was  an  admirable  land-- 
cape-painter  as  well  as  poet.  Of 
his  wrkingSy  the  best  knov.-n  in 
England  is  '•  The  Death  of  Abel." 
He  died  March  2,  1788. 

GHILINI  (JEROME)  an  Italian 
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Writer,   born  at  Milan   1589,    live 
to    be    80    years    old,    and    v 
author  of  several  works  j    tr.c 
considerable  of  which  is  his  " 
atre  of  Leained  Men." 

GHIRLANDAIO,     or      Gill:1 
LANDENI,  (E-OMENICO)    a    I, 
rentine    painter,    born    1449,    die 
1493- 

GIANNONE  (PETER)  an  es 
teemed  historian,  born  at  N.-r/i: 
1680,  d-ed  1748. 

GIBBON  (EDWARD)  an  emi 
nent  historian,  born  at  Futne; 
1737.  In  1774  Mr.  Gibbon  wai 
elected  to  a  seat  in  parliament  for 
i-iskcard,  which  he  vacated  in 
1780;  in  the  course  of  which 
period,  however,  he  was  some  time 
a  lord  of  trade.  His  celebrated 
"  History  of  the  Decline  and  Fai 
of  the  Roman  Empire,''  in  6  vols. 
4to.  which  has  been  reprinted  in 
12  vols.  8vo.  will  probably  last  as 
long  as  the  language  no  whiih  it  i 
written.  It  abounds"  with  proofs, 
of  unexampled  learning,  of  a  mind 
penetrating  and  sagacious,  and  of 
talents  for  ridicule  agreeable  and 
exquisite.  Upon  the  subject  of 
Christianity,  however,  he  has  in- 
dulged n.uch  latitude,  which  ha: 
justly  raised  him  a  great  number 
of  opponents.  The  greater  part  of 
this  immortal  history  was  written 
at  Lausanne  in  Switzerland.  Mr. 
Gibbon  died  Jan.  16,  1794. 

GIBEIIN  (COURT  DE)  cele 
hrated  as  author  of  "  Le  Monde  Fri- 
mitif  compare  a  Monde  Moderne," 
born  1725.  died  1784.  When  the 
plan  of  his  great  work,  "  Le  Monde 
Prirnitif,"  made  its  appearance,  M. 
d'Alemhert  was  so  struck  with  it, 
that  he  asked  with  enthusiasm,  "i>i 
c'eioit  une  societe  de  40  hommes 
qui  etoit  charges  de  1'executer  ?" 
Hie  French  academy  were  so  weli 
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sati'fkH  nndertaking,  that

nent  English  painter,  greatly  in  fa- 
vour with  Charles  I.  to  whom  he 
was  page  of  the  back-stairs.  He 
was  a  dwarf,  and  married  one 
Mrs.  Anne  Shepherd,  who  was  also 
a  dwarf.  Chailes  I.  \vas  pleated, 
out  of  curiosity  or  pleasantry,  to 
"jonour  their  marriage  with  his 
presence,  and  to  give  the  bride. 
Waller  wrote  a  poem  on  this  oc- 
casion, "  Of  the  Maniage  of  the 
Dwarfs,"  which  begins  thus:

Jut  nature  did  this  .rr.atch  contrive; 

Eve  might  as  well  have  Adam  fled,

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him  may  be  seen  in  the  Gentleman's 
Magazine  for  Nov.  1791  ;  but  it  i< 
too  long  for  our  insertion,  and  too 
interesting  to  admit  of  abridgment. 

GIFFORD  (Dr.  ANDREW)  an 
eminent  English  dissenting  di •••;ne 
and  antiquary,  burn  1700,  died 
1784.  He  was  assis:ant  librarian 
at  the  British  Museum  ;  to  which 
post  he  was  temarkably  suited, 
having  a  peculiar  talent  for  receiv- 
ing and  communicating  knowledge. 
—As  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  he 
v.  as  lively  and  evangelical,  he  was 
master  of  the  pathetic,  and  persua- 
sion dwelt  on  his  lips;  his  heart 
was  in  the  work  ;  and,  upon  some 
occasions  particularly,  it  might  have 
been  said  of  him,  as  it  was  of  one 
of  the  blessed  reformers:  "Vividus 
vultus,  vividi  oculi,  viviJae  manus, 
denique  omnia  vivida." 

GILBERT  (SIR  HUMPHREY) 
an  able  navigator,  related  to  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh.  He  took  posses- 
sion of  Newfoundland  in  the  name 
of  q;ieen  Elizabeth;  wrote  a  book 
to  prove  the  existence  of  a  N.W. 
Passage  to  the  Indies;  and  died 
1583. 

GILBERT  (WILLIAM)  a  learn- 
ed physician,  who  first  discovered 
several  of  the  properties  of  the 
loadstone,  born  at  Colchester  15  jo, 
d:ed  :6o?. 

GILDAS,  a  native  of  Valentia, 
and  the  most  annent  British  writer 
extant  ;  for  his  famous  "  Epinle" 
was  written  A.  D.  560,  and  is  a 
most  severe  censure  of  the  depra- 
vity of  the  Britons  at  that  time. 

GILDON  (CHARLE-i)  an  Eng- 
lish pcet  and  critic,  born  at  Gil- 
lingham  in  Dorsetshire  i  666.  He 
is  best  known  by  his  "  Complete 
Art  of  Pottry,"and  died  in  17-23. 

GILL  (DR  JOHN)  an-  eminent 
English  calviaistk  divine,  a  learned 
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orientalist,  and  voluminous  writer 
on  theological  su'ijefts,  born  at  Ket- 
te--ing  16117,  died  in  London  1771. 
His  greats  work  is  a  "  Commen- 
tary on  the  Bible." 

G1LLESPIE  (GEORGE)  a  fa- 
mous  preacher  of  the  church  of 
Scotland,  died  1648. 

G1LP1N  (BERNARD)  an  emi- 
nent English  di»'ine  and  reformer, 
born  at  Kentmire  in  Wenmodar.d 
1517,  died  1.583. 

GILPIN  (WILLIAM},  an  English 
divine,  biographer,  and  delineator 
of  nature's  picturesque  beauties, 
was  born  in  1724*  and  died  zt 
Boldre  in  the  New  Forest,  Hants, 
April  5,  1804.  His  prircipal 
works  are,  "  Lcftures  on  the  Church 
Catechism,'  1779;  "An  Expo- 
sition of  the  New  Testament,"  410. 
1790.  "  An  Essay  on  Prints.;" 
and  numerous  Essays  and  O'oservi- 
t!ons  on  Pitiuresque  Scenery,  &c.  i-i 
different  puts  of  the  kingdom.  To 
these  we  should  add  his  "  Sermons 
to  a  Country  Congregation,"'  8vo. 
i  800. 

GIOIA  (FLAVIO)  of  Amalfi,  in 
Naples,  a  celebrated  mathematician, 
who,  from  liis  knowledge  of  ths 
magnetic  powers,  indented  the  ma- 
riner's  compass,  by  which  the  na- 
vigation of  Europeans  wa?  ex- 
tended to  the  most  distant  regions 
of  the  c;!.»be:  before  this  invention, 
navigation  was  confined  to  coasting. 
The  King  of  Naples  heir g  a  younger 
branch  of  the  royal  family  of  France, 
he  marked  the  North  point  with  a 
fii-ur  de  lis,  in  compliment  ro  that 
country.  It  is  said  that  the  Chinese 
knew  the  compass  long  before;  be 
this  as  it  may,  the  Europeans  are 
indebted  to  Gioia  for  this  invalu- 
able discovery.  He  was  bora  about 
1300. 

G1ORG.ONE,  an  illjstrioas  Ve.

GIOSEPPIXO,  an  eminent  Nca- 
pontan  painter,  born  1560,  died 
1640. 

GIOTTO,  an  eminent  Florentine 
pointer,  sculptor,  and  architect,  born 
-  1276,  died  1336. 

GIRALD1  (LfLIOGREGORIO) 
in  Latin  Gyraldus,  an  ingenious 
critic,  antiquary,  and  historian, 
and  one  of  the  most  learned  men 
that  modern  Italy  has  produced, 
born  at  Ferrara  1479,  died  1552. 

GIRA1D1  (JOHN  -BAPTIST 
CINTIO)  an  Italian  poet,  born  at 
Ferrara  1504,  died  157,3.  His 
morks  consist  chiefly  of  tragedies; 
and  some  make  no  scruple  to  rank 
him  among  the  best  tragic  writers 
that  Italy  has  produced. 

GIR  ALDUS(CAMBRENSIS)  an 
ancient  British  hbtorian,  who  died 
about  the  latter  end  of  the  1 2th 
rentury,  having  written  "  A  His- 
'ory  of  the  World,"  in  which  his 
inforn-ation  respefting  ecclesiastical 
viifairs  is  extremely  valuable. 

GLAIN  (N.  SAINT)  a  zealous 
Protestant,  born  at  Limoges  about 
1620,  remarkable  for  having  been, 
fcy  reading  of  Spinoza's  book,  chang- 
ed into  as  zealous  an  Atheist. 

GLANVIL  (JOSEPH)  a  distin- 
guished philosophical  and  theo'o- 
gic-il  writer,  born  at  Plymouth 
1636,  died  1680.  In  "Some  phi- 
losophical Considerations,  touching 
the  being  of  Witches  and  Witch- 
craft," he  defended  the  possibility 
ef  witchcraft,  which  drew  him  into 
u  controversy  that  ended  only  with 
his  life.  During  the  course  of  it, 
he  endeavoured  to  confirm  his  opi- 
nion by  a  collection  of  several  nar- 
iativ«s  iclative  to  it. 

GLANVILLE    (RANULPH)  an 
eminent  writer  on  English  jurispru- 
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dence,  who  first  coined  the  Eng- 
lish laws  into  one  body,  flouriihed 
towards  the  end  of  the  1 2th  cen- 
tury. 

GLAPTHORNE  (HENRY)  a 
poet  and  dramatic  writer,  who  lived 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  and  pub- 
lished five  plays. 

GLASS  (JOHN)  a  Scottish  dU 
vine,  who  in  1727  published  a 
treatise  to  prove  that  the  civil  esta« 
blishment  of  religion  was  incon- 
sistent with  Christianity;  for  this 
he  was  deposed,  and  became  the 
father  of  a  new  seel,  called  in  Scot- 
land Glassites,  and  in  England  San» 
demonians.  He  was  horn  at  Dun- 
dee i  698,  and  died  1773. 

GLAUBER  (JOHN  KODOL- 
FHUS)  a  celebrated  German  che- 
mist, and  chemical  writer,  of  the 
17th  century. 

GLENDOWER  (OWEN)  a  cele- 
nated  Welch  warrior,  who  for  more 
than  fourteen  years  opposed  the 
sovereignty  of  Henry  IV.  of  Eng- 
land by  force  of  arms,  declaring 
him  to  be  an  usurper,  and  the  mur- 
derer of  Richard  II.  born  1354, 
died  1415. 

GLISSON  (FRANCIS)  an  Eng- 
lish  medical  and  anatomical  autbor> 
of  whom  Wood  observes,  that  to 
his  learned  lucubrations  and  deep 
disquisitions  in  physic,  not  only 
Great  Britain,  but  remoter  king- 
doms, owe  a  particular  respeft  and 
veneration.  His  treatise  of  the 
Liver  is  his  chef  d' am  re.  He  died 
1677. 

GLOCESTER  (ROBERT  OF) 
the  most  ancient  poet  in  the  records 
of  English  history,  flourished  in  the 
time  of  Henry  II. 

GLOVER  (RICHARD).  This 
very  ingenious  gentleman  was 
brought  up  in  the  mercantile  line, 
in  which  he  made  a  con.spicuo.as 
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figure;  and,  by  a  remarkable  speech 
that  he  delivered  in  behalf  of  the 
uieichants  of  London  at  the  bar  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  about  the 
year  1740,  previous  to  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  Spanish  war,  ac- 
quired, and  with  great  justice,  the 
character  of  an  able  and  steady  pa- 
triot; which  character  he  retdi.ied 
through  life.  In  the  Belles  Litres 
he  also  made  no  inconsiderable  fi- 
gure, be;nn  the  author  oi  an  epic 
poem  of  very  high  celebrity,  inti- 
tuled "Lconidas;"  the  subjeft  of 
which  is  the  gallant  aft  ions  of"  that 
great  general,  and  his  heroic  ck- 
fence  of,  and  fall  at,  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae;  he  wrote  also  "  Boa 
dicca,"  and  "Medea,"  tragedies; 
and  died  Nov.  25.  1785,  aged  74. 

GMELIN  (DR.  SAMUEL)  a  ce- 
lebrated eastern  traveller,  who  ha^ 
left  an  account  of  his  travels  in  3 
vols.  He  was  born  at  Tubingen  in 
Suabia  1745,  and  died  1774,  at 
Achtnet  Kent,  a  village  of  Mount 
Caucasus. 

GNOSTICS,  certain  heretics  of 
the  ed  century,  so  called  from  their 
pretending  to  extraordinary  knoxv- 
ledgeand  illumination.  They  spread 
through  a  great  p<Ht  of  Christen- 
dom, and  lasted  almost  to  the  end 
of  the  4th  century. 

GOADBY  (ROBERT)  a  printer 
and  bookseller  of Sherborne  in  Dor- 
setshire, and  author  of  several  use- 
ful publications, died  Aug.  i  2,  1778. 
His  "  Illustration  of  the  Holy  Scrip 
tures,"  in  3  large  folio  volumes,  is 
a  book  that  has  been  very  general'-, 
read,  and  widely  circulated.  He 
also  compiled  and  printed  a  useful 
book,  intituled  "  The  Christian 't 
Instructor  and  Pocket  Companion, 
extracted  from  the  Holy  Scriptures;" 
which  had  the  good  fortune  to  nK 
vith  the  approbation  of  bishop 
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Sherlock,  and  v. as  very  '.veil  re- 
ceived by  the  public.  The  "  Life 
of  Bamf)lde  Moore  Carew,  King  of 
the  Beggars,"  was  likewise  written 
•'y  him. 

GOBELIN  (GULES)  a  f.,mous 
Fiench  dyer,  whose  name  has  been 
tiiven  ever  since  to  the  finest  French 
scarlets ;  his  house,  and  the  small 
•iver  th  it  he  made  use  of  at  Paris, 
are  still  called  the  Gobelins;  an 
academy  for  drawing,  and  a  manu- 
factory of  fine  tapc'-trie-;,  were 
crett'd  in  this  quarter  in  1666, 
•ind  for  this  reason  the  tapestries 
:te  called  Of  the  Gobelins.  He 
flourished  about  1630. 

GODDARD  (JONATHAN)  an 
English  physician  ami  chemist,  and 
one  of  the  first  promoters  of  the 
Royal  Society,  born  at  Greenwich 
1617,  died  i  674. 

GODEAU(ANTHO\Y)a  French 
bishop,  born  at  Dreux  1605.  He 
was  a  very  voluminous  author,  both 
in  prose  and  verse  ;  but  it  may  suf- 
fice to  mention  one  work  in  each 
way,  as  chiefly  worth  notice:  his 
"  Ecclesiastical  History,"  3  vols.  fo). 
and  a  "  Translation  of  the  Psalms 
into  French  verse."  'He  died  1672. 

GODSFROI.or  Godfrey,  of  Bouil- 
lon, duke  of  Lower  Lorraine,  a  most 
celebrated  crusader,  and  victorious 
general  :  he  took  Jerusalem  f:om 
the  Turks  1099,  and  was  proclaimed 
king  ;  but  his  piety,  as  histori3ns 
relate,  would  not  permit  him  to 
wear  a  diadem  of  gold  in  the  city 
where  his  Saviour  had  been  crowned 
with  thorns,  lie  died  i  100. 

GOD1V  A,  the  name  of  a  beauti- 
ful lady,  wife  of  Leof'k  eirl  of 
Mercia  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the 
Confessor.  Hiving  an  extraordi- 
ri-Ty  affe8ion  for  Coventry,  she 
solicited  her  husband  to  release  the 
inhabitants  of  tbst  city  from  a 
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grievous  tax.  To  this  he  eva- 
sively consented,  on  condition  t':?.t 
she  would  ride  naked  through  the 
streets  of  Coventry;  which  she  per- 
formed covering  her  body  with  her 
hair,  and  commanding  all  persons 
to  keep  within  doors  anci  from  t'  e 
windows  on  pain  of  death.  Or.e 
man  (a  taylor,  as  is  said)  peeped 
out  of  his  window,  ana,  as  t'ue  story 
goes,  was  struck  blind.  Be  this  as 
it  may,  his  figure  is  in  a  window 
of  the  High  street  to  this  day  ;  the 
piCtures  of  I.eotric  and  Gcdiva  are 
in  the  window  of  Trinity  Church  ; 
and  every  year,  on  the  Fiidny  after 
Trinity  Sunday,  there  is  a  procession 
through  the  town,  witli  a  figure  re- 
presenting a  naked  woman  on  horse- 
back. 

GODOLPHIN  (.JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent civilian  of  England,  born  at 
Godolphin  in  the  Isle  of  Scilly 
1617,  died  1678.  He  published 
several  books  \\hich  were  held  in 
much  esteem. 

GODWIN  (EARL)  brother  to 
£dwardthe  Confessor,  invaded  Eng- 
land in  1052.  Being  tried  for  the 
murder  of  prince  Alfred  his  brother, 
he  was  pardoned,  but  died  at  the 
king's  table  while  protesting  his 
innocence  of  the  said  murder  ;  sup- 
posed by  the  historians  of  those 
times  to  have  been  choaked  with  a 
piece  of  bread,  as  a  judgment  from 
heaven,  having  wished  it  might 
stick  in  his  throat  if  he  v/ere  guilty 
of  the  murder,  which  he  certainly 
was. 

GODWIN  (DR.  FRANCIS)  an 
excellent  mathematician,  philoso- 
pher, and  historian,  born  at  Having- 
tcn,  Northamptonshire,  1561.  In 
1583  he  wrote  an  entertaining 
piece  upon  a  philosophical  subject, 
where  imagination,  judgment,  and 
knowledge,  keep  an  equal  pace; 
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but  which  contradicting  certain 
received  notions  of  his  times,  he 
never  published.  It  came  out  about 
6ve  years  after  his  death,  under  the 
title  of  "  The  Man  in  the  Moon  ; 
or,  a  Discourse  of  a  Voyage  thither. 
By  Doming  Consoles,'1  1638.  But 
his  principal  work  is,"  A  Catalogue 
of  the  Bishops  of  England,  siiue 
the  first  planting  of  the  Christian 
Religion  in  this  Island;  together 
with  a  brief  History  of  their  Lives 
ind  memorable  Atlions,  so  near  as 
ran  he  gathered  of  antiquity."  He 
died  1633. 

GODWIN  (DR.  THOMAS)  a 
learned  English  writer,  and  excel- 
lent schoolmaster,  born  in  Somer- 
setshire 1587,  died  1642.  His 
chief  work  is,  "  Romanas  Historiae 
Anthologij,"  an  English  Exposition 
of  the  Roman  Antiquities,  &c. 

GODWIN  (MARY  WOL- 
STONECRAFT)  a  la.ly  of  very 
superior  literary  accomplishments, 
who  distinguished  herself  by  many 
able  productions,  but  chiefly  by  "  A 
Vindication  of  the  Rights  of  Wo- 
men, with  Strictures  on  Moral  and 
Political  Subjeas,"  8vo.  1792.  She 
also  wrote  well  on  Female  Educa- 
tion and  Conduct,  and  her  practical 
skill  in  education  was  even  superior 
to  her  speculations  on  the  subject. 
For  soundness  of  understanding  and 
sensibility  of  heart,  she  was,  per- 
hap«,  never  excelled  ;  br.t  there 
were  certain  peculiarities  of  system 
both  in  her  writings  and  her  con- 
duQ,  against  which  every  lover  of 
religion  or  morals  must  protest. 
She  was  horn  at  Beverley  in  York- 
shire 1768,  and  died  Aug.  1797. 

GOFF  (THOMAS)  born  in  Essex 
icQ2,died  1627.  He  wrote  seve- 
ral pieces  on  different  sul>je£t.«, 
among  whirh  are  five  tragedies. 

GOGUET   (ANTONY-YVES)  a 
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French  writer,  and  author  of  a  ce-  |  prosperous  ;  and  this  has  been  im- 
lebrateit  work,  intituled  "  L'Origine  j  puted  to  two  cjuses  :  partly  to  the 
ties  Loix,  des  Arts,  des  Sciences,  &  i  liberality  of  his  disposition,  which

1758. 

GOLDSMITH  (FRANCIS)  a 
poet  and  translator,  who  lived  in 
the  reign  of  Charles  I. 

GOLDSMITH  (OLIVER)  an 
eminent  English  historic,  dramatic, 
and  miscellaneous  writer,  and  one 
of  those  genii  whose  wit,  instead 


made  him  give  away  his  money 
without  wit  or  wisdom  ;  and  partly 
to  an  unfortunate  habit  of  gaming, 
the  arts  of  which  (as  may  well  be 
believed)  he  very  little  understood. 
— With  all  his  accomplishments 
and  powers,  he  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  either  wise  or  happy. 
Though  simple,  honest,  humane, 
and  generous,  he  was  irritable,  pas-

GOMERSAL(ROBERT)  an  Eng- 
lish divine,  poet,  and  dramatic  au- 
thor, born  1600,  died  1646. 

CONDI  (JOHN  PAUL)  after- 
wards cardinal  de  Retz,  born  at 
Moritmirel  in  Brie  1614, died  1679. 
This  extraordinary  man  has  drawn 
his  own  chara&er  in  his  "  .Me- 
moirs," which  are  written  with  such 
an  air  of  grandeur,  impetuosity  of 
genius,  and  inequality,  a*  give  us 
a  very  strong  representation  of  his 
conduQ.  He  was  a  man  who,  from 
the  greatest  degree  of  debauchery, 
and  still  languishing  under  its  con- 
sequences, preached  t"  the  people, 
and  made  himself  adored  by  them. 
Voltaire  says,  that  "  in  his  youth  j 
he  lived  like  Catiline,  and  like 
Atticus  in  his  old  age."  Of  1m 
Memoirs,  "  several  parts,"  says  the 
same  Voltaire,  "  are  worthy  of  Sal- 
lust,  but  the  whole  is  not  equal." 
They  are  supposed,  however,  to  be 
written  with  impartiality,  the  au- 
thor having  every  where  spoken 
with  the  same  freedom  of  his  own 
infirmities  and  vices,  as  any  other 
writer  could  have  done. 

GONGORA  (LEWIS  DE)  a  Spa- 
nish poet,  born  at  Cordova  1569, 
died  1627.  His  works  are  all 
posthumous,  and  consist  of  sonnets, 
elegies,  heroic  verses,  a  comedy,  a 
tragedy,  &c.  and  have  been  put 
lished  several  times.  The  Spa 
niards  have  a  very  high  opinion  of 
this  poet,  even  so  as  to  entitle  him 
prince  of  the  poets  of  their  own 
nation. 

GONNELLI  (JOHN)  a  Tuscan 
sculptor  and  painter,  who  lost  his 
sight  at  the  a°e  of  20 ;  but  modelled 
in  clay  ;  and  by  his  exquisite  sensa 
tion  of  feeling,  wrought  bis  statues 
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to  great  perfection,  and  drew  por- 
traits with  striking  resemblance. 
He  died  at  Rome  1673. 

GONSALVA,  or  GONSALVO, 
(FERNANDEZ)  duke  of  Terra 
Nuova,  and  called  The  Great  Cap. 
tain,  a  renowned  Spanish  general 
under  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  was 
born  at  Cordova  1443,  and  died

GONTKIER  (LEONARD  and 
JOHN)  Frenchmen  and  brothers, 
eminent  in  the  art  of  painting  or 
staining  ulass  ;  the  time  of  their 
birth  and  death  is  uncertain. 

GONZAGA  (LUCRETIA)  an 
illustrious  lady  of  the  i  6th  century, 
as  remarkable;  for  wit,  learning,  and 
style,  as  for  high  biith.  She  wrote 
such  beautiful  letter?,  that  the  ut- 
most care  was  taken  to  preserve 
them  ;  and  a  collection  of  them  was 
printed  at  Venice  in  1552.  All 
that  came  from  her  pen  was  so 
much  esteemed,  that  a  colleflion 
was  ma.le  even  of  the  notes  that 
she  vvrote  to  her  servants,  several  of 
which  are  to  be  met  with  in  the 
edition  of  her  letters. 

GOOD\V1N  (JOHN)  a  most 
acute  and  subtle  controversialist  of 
the  17th  century.  la  1633  he  ob- 
tained the  church-living  of  Cole- 
man-street,  London  ;  but  was  turned 
out  in  1645  for  refusing  to  admi- 
nister the  sacrament  to  his  people 
promiscuously.  He  wrote  a  vin- 
dication of  the  Death  of  Charles  I. 
which  at  the  Restoration  was  burnt 
by  the  common  hangman.  He  was 
cxceptcd  out  of  the  aft  of  indem- 
nity, and  died  soon  after.  His 
works  are  numerous,  but  mostly  in 
support  of  Arminian  dotlrines. 

GORDON  (ROBERT)  of  Stra- 
logh,  author  of  "  Theatrum  Sco- 
tia," an  excellent  work,  containing 
a  description  of  the  whole  country 
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of  Scot!and,  with  maps  of  every 
county.  He  died  about  the  middle 
of  the  17th  century. 

GORDON  (THOMAS)  a  native 
of  Scotland,  greatly  distinguished  by 
bis  writings  on  political  and  reli- 
gious subjefis.  He  was  principally 
concerned  with  Mr.  Trenchard  in 
the  composition  of  "  Cato's  Letters," 
and  "  The  Independent  Whig;" 
and  published  English  translations 
of  Sallust  and  Tacitus,  with  ad- 
ditional discourses  to  each  author, 
which  contain  much  good  matter. 
He  died  1750. 

GORDON.  (ALEXANDER), 
a  learned  Scotsman,  an  excellent 
draughtsman  and  antiquary,  and 
secretary  to  the  Antiquarian  So- 
ciety in  1740.  He  published 
"  Itinerarium  Septentrionale,  or  a 
Journey  through  most  parts  cf  the 
Counties  of  Scotland,  with  66  Cop- 
per-plates," "The  Lives  of  Pope 
Alexander  VI.  and  his  son  Csesar 
Borgia,"  "  A  complete  History 
of  the  ancient  Amphitheatres,'' 
"  Twenty-five  Plaiesof  all  the  Egyp. 
tian  Mummies,  and  other  Egyptian 
Antiquities  in  England, "8cc.  &c. 

GORDON  (HON.  GEORGEj 
commonly  called  Lord  George  Gor- 
don, a  man  whose  restless  spirit 
has  furnished  too  many  materials 
for  future  history,  to  pass  unmen- 
tioned  in  this  colie£tion.  He  was 
son  of  Cosmo-George,  Duke  of 
Gordon,  and  born  1750.  At  an 
early  period  of  life  he  entered  into 
the  royal  navy,  which  he  quitted 
during  the  American  war,  in  con- 
sequence of  an  altercation  with  the 
earl  of  Sandwich  relative  to  pro- 
motion. He  afterwards  represented 
the  borough  of  Ludger&hall  in  par- 
liament during  several  sessions  ; 
and,  as  he  animadverted  with  great 
freedom,  and  often  with  great  wit, 
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on  the  proceedings  of  both  sides  of 
the  House,  it  was  usual  at  that  pe» 
riod  to  say,  that  "  there  were  three 
parties  in  parliament,  theMinistiy, 
he  Opposition,  and  Lord  George 
Gordon:"  at  length,  however,  tak- 
ing a  very  violent  port  in  the  House 
against  a  "  Bill  for  the  Relief  of 
Papists  from  certain  penalties  and 
.Usabilities,"  he  headed  a  popular 
association  to  oppose  the  measure  j 
which  tramaftion  gave  rise  to, 
though  it  certainly  did  not  autho- 
rise, the  dre vaful  riots  by  which 
the  kingdom,  and  particularly  the 
metropolis,  was  for  some  days  de- 
vastated in  1780.  For  this,  Lord 
George  was  tried  on  a  charge  of 
high  treason  ;  but  acquitted,  on  the 
ground  that  his  intentions  in  as- 
sembling the  people  were  not  ma- 
licious and  traitorous.  May  4, 
1786,  he  was  excommunicated  by 
the  archbi  hop  of  Canterbury,  for 
contempt,  in  not  appearing  in  court 
as  witness  in  a  cause.  Jan.  28, 
1788,  having  received  sentence  on 
two  conviftions,  for  libelling  the 
French  ambassador  and  Queen,  and 
the  criminal  justice  of  this  country, 
he  retired  to  Holland,  but  was  sent 
back  under  a  guard,  and  committed 
to  Xewgate.  In  July  1789,  he 
presented  a  petition  to  the  national 
assembly  of  France,  for  its  inter- 
ference  in  his  behalf  j  but  lord 
Grenville  informed  the  French  am- 
bassador that  the  application  in  his 
favour  could  not  be  admitted,  and 
the  ambassador  acquainted  him  with 
it.  He  died  in  Newgate,  Nov.  i, 
'793i  ana<  '"'s  'ast  moments  were 
embittered  by  the  knowledge  that 
he  could  not  be  buried  among  the 
Jews,  whose  religion  ha  had  em- 
braced,during  his  imprisonment,  and 
to  which  he  was  warmly  attached. 
GOiSELIN  (ANTONY)  regitu 
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pTOfessor  of  history  and  eloquence 
at  Caen,  and  principal  of  the  col- 
lege du  Bois,  published  a  "  History 
of  the  Ancient  Greeks,  in  Latin. 
1636." 

GOTHOFRED,  the  name  cf  a 
very  learned  family,  originally  of 
France.  DENIS  GOTKOFRED,  a 
celebrated  lawyer,  born  1549,  died 
1622.  What  he  is  now  be-t  known 
by  is,  an  edition  of  the  "  Corpus 
Juris  Civilis."  THEODOSIUS,  the 
eldest  son  of  Denis,  born  1580. 
became  a  counsellor  of  state,  and 
died  1649.  JAMES,  another  son 
of  Denis,  born  1587,  was  preferred 
to  the  first  offices  in  the  republic 
of  Geneva,  was  5  times  Syndic, 
and  died  there  1652.  DENIS,  the 
son  of  Thecdosius,  born  1615,  died 
iC8i.  He  inherited  his  father's 
tiste  for  French  history,  and  made 
great  additions  to  what  his  father 
had  done.  Of  this  kind  are  the 
histories  of  Charles  VI.  Charles  VII. 
and  Charles  VIII.  magnificently 
printed  at  the  Louvre.  JOHN,  son 
of  the  foregoing,  had  also  like  his 
father  a  passion  for  the  history  and 
antiquities  of  France.  He  gave  an 
edition  of"  Philip  de  Cotumines," 
and  other  works,  and  died  1732. 

GOUJET  (CLAVDE-PETER;  a 

French  writer,  born  at  Paris  1697, 
died  1767.  He  published  "  Sup- 
plements to  Moreri's  Dictionary," 
and  to  '•  Dupin's  Dictionary  of 
Ecclesiastical  Writers,"  &c.  &c. 

GOULD  (ROBERT)  an  English 
poet  of  some  celebrity  in  the  17th 
century,  died  1709.  His  works, 
in  a  vols.  8vo.  were  published  in 
the  same  year. 

GOWER  (JOHN)  an  English 
lawyer  and  poet,  contemporary 
with  Chaucer,  but  older,  being  born 
about  1320.  Though  Gower  was 
born  first,  yet  he  outlived  Chaucer, 
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and  was  his  successor  in  the  lanrcT. 
In  his  charaOer  as  a  lawyer,  he 
mad«  so  considerable  a  figure,  that 
he  is  said  to  ha<  e  been  raised  to 
the  first  rank  in  that  profession, 
and  to  have  sat  chief  justice  of  the 
Common  Pleas.  His  principal  pro- 
duflion  as  a  pcet  is  "  Confess  io 
Amartis,"  a  folio  first  printed  -by 
Caxton.  He  died  1402. 

GRAAF  (REGNIER  DE)  a  ce- 
lebrated Dutch  physician,  and  wri- 
ter on  anatomy,  born  at  Schoon- 
haven  in  Holland  1641,  died  ifi-g. 
GRABE  (JOHN  ERNEST)  a 
learned  theological  and  critical  wri- 
ter, and  editor  of  the  "  Scr-tuapint," 
from  the  Alexandrian  MS.  in  the 
king  of  England's  palace  at  St. 
James's,  was  born  at  Koniiic^bctg 
in  Prussia  1666,  and  died  1719. 

GRACCHUS  (TIBERIUS),  -.vho, 
being  eleQed  tribune  of  the  Rf  ni^n 
people,  demanded  of  the  senate,  in 
their  name,  the  execution  of  the 
Agrarian  law,  by  which  all  persons 
possessing  above  500  acres  of  1  n.il 
were  to  be  deprived  of  the  surplus, 
for  the  benefit  of  ihe  poor  citizens, 
amongst  whom  an  equal  distribution 
:  of  them  was  to  be  made.  Having 
carried  his  plan  into  execution  by 
violent  measures,  he  fell  a  victim 
to  his  zeal,  being  assassinated  by 
his  own  party,  1336.  C.  Cains, 
bis  brother,  pursuing  the  same  steps, 
caused  a  sedition,  in  which  he  «  as 
killed  by  the  consul  Opiniius,  ia  I 
B.C. 

GR^ME  (JOHN)  a  Scottish 
poet  and  misc  ellaneous  writer  off  oa- 
siderable  merit,  born  at  Carnwartli 
in  Lanarkshire  1748,  died  1772. 

GRAFIGNY  (FRANCES)  a 
French  novelist  and  dram-Hie  wri- 
ter, born  1694,  died  175?*. 

GRAHAM  (GEORGE)  clock 
and  watch  maker,  was  born  tt  Giat- 
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v?ick,  a  village  in  the  north  of 
Cumberland,  1675;  and,  in  1688, 
came  up  to  London.  He  was  not 
put  apprentice  to  Tompion,  as  is 
generally  said  ;  but,  after  he  had 
been  some  time  with  another  mas- 
ter, Tompion  received  him  into  his 
family  purely  for  his  merit,  and 
treated  him  with  a  kind  of  parent::! 
affeaion  till  his  death.  That  Gra- 
ham was,  without  competition,  the 
most  eminent  of  his  profession,  is 
but  a  small  part  of  his  charafter  : 
he  was  the  best  mechanic  of  his 
time,  and  had  a  complete  know- 
ledge of  praQical  astronomy  ;  so 
that  he  not  only  gave  to  Various 
movements  for  the  mensuration  of 
time  a  degree  of  perfection  which 
had  never  before  been  attained,  but 
invented  several  astronomical  in- 
strumentf,  by  which  considerable 
advances  have  been  made  in  that 
science  :  he  made  great  improve- 
ments in  those  which  had  before 
been  in  use;  and,  by  a  wonderful 
manual  dexterity,  constructed  them 
with  greater  precision  and  accuracy 
than  any  other  person  in  the  world. 
He  was  many  years  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Society,  to  which  he 
communicated  several  ingenious  and 
important  discoveries,  and  died

GRAHAM  (CATHERINE  MA- 
CAULEY)  a  celebrated  English  his- 
torian. She  began  her  literary  ca- 
reer with  the  "  History  of  England, 
from  James  I.  to  the  Biunswick 
Line ;  the  first  volume  of  which 
was  published  in  1763  ;  the  eighth, 
1783.  "  Thoughts  on  the  Causes 
of  the  present  Discontents,  1770," 
"  A  modcit  Pica  for  the  Property 
of  Copy-right,"  "  History  of  Eng- 
land, from  the  Revolution  to  the 
present  time  ;  in  a  Series  of  Letters 
to  a  Friend  (die  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson, 
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Prebendary  ofWVstminster),  1778," 
-ito.  "  A  Treatise  on  the  Immuta» 
bilrty  of  Moral  Truth,  1783,"  8vo. 
"  An  Addicss  to  the  People  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  on 
the  present  important  Crisis  of  Af- 
fairs, 177,5,"  8vo.  Her  last  publi- 
cation was,  "  Letters  on  Education, 
i79o,"8vo.  She  died  the  23d  of 
June  1791. 

GRAIN  (JOHN  BAPTIST  LE) 
a  French  historian,  born  1565,  died 
1643. 

GRAINGER  (DR.  JAMES)  a 
physician  and  poet,  born  at  Dur.se 
in  Scotland  about  1723,  died  at  St. 
Christopher's  in  the  West  Indies 
1767.  He  was  author  of  several 
medical  trafls,  wrote  an  excellent 
poem  on  the  "  Sugar  Cane,"  and 
another  on  "  Solitude,"  and  pub- 
lished a  good  translation  of  "  Ti- 
bullus." 

'GRAMONT.  There  were  three 
French  nobles  of  this  name  who 
distinguished  themselves  by  "  Me- 
moirs" of  the  reigns  of  Louis  XIII. 
and  XIV.  and  died  at  the  latter  end 
of  the  i7th  and  beginning  of  the 
i8th  century. 

GRANBY  (MARQUIS  OF)  a 
celebrated  English  general,  born 
1720,  died  1770. 

GRANDIER  (URBAN)  curate 
and  canon  of  Loudon  in  France, 
famous  as  a  martyr  to  the  supersti- 
tious belief  of  magic,  being  burnt 
alive  on  a  charge  of  having  be- 
witched several  Ursuline  nuns  of 
Loudon.  He  was  born  at  Bouvere, 
near  Sable,  and  suffered  1634. 

GRANGER  (JAMES)  a  learned 
and  ingenious  English  divine,  au- 
thor of  a  very  valuable  work  in  4 
vols.  8vo.  under  the  title  of  "  A 
Biographical  History  of  England." 
Being  vicar  of  Shiplake,  in  Ox- 
fordshire, he  was  seized  with  » 
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fit  while  administering  the 
sacrament  at  the  communion-table, 
by  the  bursting  of  a  vessel  in  his 
brain,  April  14,  1  776,  and  died  the 
next  morning.  This  death  was  si- 
milar to  that  of  the  Cardinal  de 
Bcnille.  [See  "  Seward's  Anec- 
dotes."] 

GRANVILLE  (GEORGE)  vis- 
count Lan'downe,  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish poet,  born  in  Devonshire  1667, 
died  1735.  Having  vainly  endea- 
vouied  to  get  employment  in  arms 
for  the  defence  of  James  II.  to 
whose  cause  he  was  warmly  at- 
tached, he  passed  the  course  of  king 
"William's  reign  in  private  life,  en- 
joying the  company  of  his  muse, 
which  he  employed  in  celebrating 
the  reigning  beauties  of  that  age, 
as  Walter,  whom  he  strove  to  imi- 
tate,  had  done  those  of  the  preced- 
ing. We  have  also  several  drama- 
tic pieces  of  his,  which  were  all 
well  received. 

GRATIAN,  one  of  the  mostvir- 
tuous  of  the  Roman  emperors,  son 
of  Valcntinian,  born  359,  was  as- 
sassinated by  rebels  383. 

GRATIUS  (FALISCUS)  an  emi- 
nent Latin  poet,  supposed  to  have 
been  cotemporary  v:ith  Ovid.  We 
have  the  fragment  of  a  poem  of 
his  on  hunting,  called  "  Cyne- 
geticon." 

GRAVELOT  (KENRY  FRAN*. 
CIS  BOt'RGUIGNON)  a  very  fa- 
mous  engraver^  born  at  Paris  1699, 
dird  1773. 

GRAVES  (THOMAS  LORD],  a 
gallant  British  admiral,  born  at 
Thanckes,  in  Cornwall,  died  Feb. 
1802. 

GRAVES  (RICHARD)  52  years 
reQor  of  Clavcrton,  near  Bath,  was 
born  at  Mickleton  in  Gloucester- 
shire, May  4,  1715;  at  the  age 
«f  16  he  was  chosen  a  scholar  of  I 
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Pembroke  College,  Oxford  ;  ami  !fl 

1736  elefled  a   fellow  of  All  Souls. 

He  was   presented  to  the  living  of 

Claverton  in  1750;   and  from  that 

time    to  his  death,  Nov.  23,  1804, 

never    absented     himself   a     sing!e 

month   at  any  one   time  ;    thus  set- 

ting  an  example  worthy  the   appro- 

bation and    imitation  of   all  clergy- 

men.     Mr.  Graves  was  the  intimate 

friend   and   correspondent  of  5hen« 

stone,  as  well  of  many  other  literary 

characters,  and    was    author   of  ail 

ingenious    satirical     novel,    called 

"  The    Spiritual    Quixote  ;"  besides 

a  dramatic  piece,  essays,  and  many 

poems,       translations,        and      ser- 

mons   on    various    subjeGs.    He  al- 

ways  enjoyed     good    health,     and 

but  a  few  months  before  his  death, 

when  near  90  years  of  age,  publish- 

td    "  The  Invalid,  with  the  obvious

GRAVINA  (JOHN  VINCENT) 
an  eminent  dramatic  poet,  critic, 
antiquarv,  and  lawyer,  of  Italy, 
bom  at  Roggiano  1664,  died  1718. 
The  greatest  of  all  his  works,  and 
for  which  he  will  be  ever  memo- 
rable, is  his  three  bcc£s,  "  De 
Ortu  &  Progresju-  Juris  Civilis." 

GR  AUNT  (JOHN)  a  well-known* 
author  of  "  Observations  on  fhd 
Bills  of  Mortdlity,"  born  in  Loridon 
1620,  died  1674. 

GRAY  (THOMAS)  eminent  for 
a  few  excellent  poems  that  he  has* 
left  us,  was  born  in  London  1716, 
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and  died  1771.  He  was  perhaps 
the  roost  learned  man  in  Europe, 
equally  acquainted  with  the  ele- 
gant and  the  profound  parts  of  sci 
ence.  A  new  arrangement  of  his 
poems,  with  notes  and  additions, 
was  made  by  the  Compiler  of  this 
Dictionary,  and  printed  in  small  Svo. 
1799,  2d  edit,  i  80  i.

a  most  extraordinary  person,  cele- 
brated for  his  power  (real  or  sup 
posed)  of  curing  the  king's  evil 
and  other  diseases  by  stroking  the 
affected  parts  with  his  hands.  Oi 
this  power,  the  great  Mr.  Boyle 
end  other  respetUble  tc-stimonie 
have  appeared;  several  of  whom 
give  the  highest  character  of  Mr 
Greatrakes's  integrity  and  unblame 
able  conversation  in  every  respect 
He  was  born  in  Ireland  1628,  bu 
it  is  not  recorded  in  what  year  hi 
died.  He  was  living,  however,  ii 
1681. 

GREAVES  (JOHN)  an  etninen 
mathematician  and  antiquary,  bor 
at  Colmore,  near  Alresford,  Ha.-.t 
1602,  published  several  learne 
works,  and  died  1652. 

GREEN(ROBERT)    a  dramati 
author  in    queen  Elizabeth's  reign 
born    1530.       He   was   a    man  of 
great    wic  and  humour,    but  prosti- 
tuted his  talents  to  the    purposes  of 
vice  and  obscenity;  and    upon    the 
whole,  both  in  theory  and  practice, 
seems    to  have  been  a  most  perfect 


libertine.  His  works  of  different 
kinds  are  very  numerous ;  many 
of  them  arc  pastoral  romances  in 
prose  and  verse.  Hig  dramatic 
ones,  amounting  to  four  or  five 
pieces,  may  be  seen  in  the  "  Bio- 
graphia  Dramatica."  He  died  1592. 
GREEN  (MATTHEW)  an  in- 
genious English  poet,  born  1696, 
«f  a  good  family  among  the  dis 
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enters  ;  held  an  office  in  the  cui- 
om  house  of  London,  and  died 
737.  His  poems  were  first  col- 
ifted  and  published  in  12110.1796. 
The  most  celebrated  of  them  is  en- 
itled  "The  Spleen,"  in  which  (say* 
Mr.  Melmoth)  "  there  are  more  ori- 
inal  thoughts  thrown  together, 
han  I  have  ever  read  in  the  same 
ompass  of  line-." 

GREEN  (DR.  MAURICE)  an 
eminent  musician  and  composer, 
.vho  was  successively  organist  and 
composer  to  the  Royal  Chapel,  pro- 
fessor  of  music  in  the  university  of 
ambridge,  and  master  of  the  royal 
sand.  Ab.iiit  1750,  he  conceived 
a  project  of  reforming  our  church- 
music,  and  had  made  a  considerable 
progress  in  the  work  ;  bat,  his 
health  failing  him,  he  transmitted 
the  further  prosecution  of  it  to  his 
friend  Dr.  Boyce,  who  completed 
and  publi-hed  it.  Dr.  Green  was 
born  in  London,  and  died  1755. 

GREEN  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Lin- 
coln, and  an  eminent  controversial 
and  miscellaneous  writer,  born  at 
Hull  about  1708,  died  1779. 

GREENE  (EDWARD  BUR- 
NABY)  a  gentleman  well  known 
in  the  regions  of  Parnassus,  by 
"  Translations  of  Anacreon  and 
Pindar,"  and  many  single  poems 
and  essays.  He  died  March  12, 
1788. 

GREEXHILL  (JOHN)  a  very 
ingenious  English  painter,  the  most 


excellent  of  all  the  disciples  of  Sir 
Peter  Lely,  who  is  said  to  have  con- 
sidered him  so  much  a  rival,  that 
he  never  suffered  him  to  see  him 
paint.  He  was  born  at  Salisbury, 
and  died  1676. 

GREGORY    (JAMES)    a    very- 
eminent    mathematician,     born    at 
Aberdeen  1639,   died  1675.     The 
chief  inreatioas  of   Gregory  are, 
U 
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the  reflecting  telescope,  the  burn, 
ing  concave  mirror,  and  the  qua- 
drature of  the  circle  by  an  ii, finite 
converging  series.  He  was  like- 
wise the  first  who  demonstrated  the 
meridian  line  to  be  analogous  to  a 
scale  of  logarithmic  tangents,  of  the 
half  complement  of  latitude  :  he 
also  invented  and  dsmonstrated  geo- 
metiically,  by  the  help  of  the  hy- 
perbola, a  very  swift  converging 
series  for  making  the  logarithms, 
and  therefore  recommended  by  Dr. 
Halley  as  very  proper  for  practice. 

GREGORY  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
eminent  physician  and  moral  wri- 
ter, died  Feb.  1773.  His  writings 
are  spirited  and  elegant,  and  calcu- 
lated  for  general  utility.  Those 
by  which  he  is  best  known  are, 
"  A  Comparative  View  of  the  State 
of  Man  and  other  Animals ;"  "  A 
Father's  Legacy  to  his  Daughters;" 
and  "  An  Essay  on  the  Office  and 
Duties  of  a  Physician;"  by  the 
Jjtter  of  which  he  plainly  shews 
that  he  thought  the  medical  art,  to 
be  generally  admired,  needtd  only 
to  be  better  known ;  and  that  the 
affefiation  of  concealment  retarded 
its  progress,  rendered  it  a  suspicious 
art,  and  tended  to  draw  ridicule  and 
disgrace  on  irs  professors. 

GREGORY  (NAZIAKZEN)  pa- 
triarch of  Constantinople,  born  324, 
<iied  389. — He  was  one  of  the  ablest 
champions  of  the  orthodox  faith 
concerning  the  Trinity,  whence  he 
had  the  title  given  him  of  "  THE 
DIVINE,"  by  unanimous  consent. 

GREGORY  (NYSEN)  bishop  of 
Nyssa  in  371,  and  author  of  the 
Is'iccne  Crcid,  died  about  392. 

GREGORY  (THEODORUS)  bi- 
shop of  Neo-Cesarea,  surnamed 
Triaunraturgus,  a  disciple  of  Origen, 
ami  famous  for  his  conversion  of 
the  Gentiles,  died  about  26  j. 
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GRESHAM  (SIR  THOMAS)  an 
eminent  merchant,  born  in  London 
1519,  died    1579.      He    was   well 
acquainted  with  the  ancient  and  se- 
veral  modern  languages,   had  a  very 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  all  af- 
fairs relating  to  commerce,  whether 
foreign  or   domestic  ;   and    his  suc- 
cess was  not  less,  being  in  his  time 
esteemed  the   richest  commoner    in 
England.      He  transatted  queen  Eli- 
zabeth's    mercantile  affairs  so   con- 
stantly,  that  he   was  called    "  The 
Royal    Merchant  j"    and    his   house 
was    sometimes   appointed    for  the 
reception    of  foreign    princes  upon 
their  first   arrival    in   London  ;   but 
the  most  shining    part    of  his    cha- 
racter   appears  in   his  public  bene- 
factions.         The    Royal    Exchange, 
which  he  built,   was   a  singular  or- 
nament to  the  city  of  London,  and 
a    great  convenience    to    the    mer- 
chants, who  wanted  suth   a  place  to 
meet    and    transact  their  affairs  in  ; 
and  the  donation  of  his  own  man- 
sion-house   in    Bishopsgate     Street, 
for  a  seat  of  learning  and  the  liberal 
arts,  with    the   handsome  provision 
m,me  for  the  endowment   and  sup- 
port of  it,   was   such  an  instance  of 
a  generous  and  public  spirit  as  has 
been  equalled  by  few,  and  must  per- 
petuate his  memory  with  the  high- 
est esteem  and  gratitude,  so  long  as 
any  regard    to   learning  and  virtue 
is  preserved  among  us  ;    nor    ought 
his    charities    to    the    poor,    his    8 
alms  houses,   and  his  liberal  contri- 
butions   to    the  to  prisons  and  hos- 
pitals   in   London   and   fjuthwark, 
to  be    forgotten  in    the    delineation 
of   Sir  Thomas  Gresham's    benevo- 
lent character. 

GREV1LLE  (FULK  or  FOULK) 
lord  JJrooke,  an  eminent  statesman, 
historian,  and  dramatic  writer,  born 
in  Warwickshire  1554,  died 
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GREVIUS.or  GR^VIUSfJOHN 
GEORGE)  a  celebrated  Latin  cri- 
tic, ,born  1632,  at  Naumbourg  in 
Saxony,  died  1703. 

GREW  (NEHEMIAH)  a  learned 
writer  and  physician,  and  secretary 
to  the  Royal  Society.  His  chief 
works  are  "  A  Catalogue  of  the 
natural  and  artificial  Rarities  be- 
longing to  the  Society  ;"  "  A  Com- 
parative Anatomy  of  the  Stomach 
and  Guts;"  and  "The  Anatomy  of 
Plants,  &•-."  He  died  1711. 

GREY  (LADY  JANE)  an  illus 
trious  but  unfortunate  personage  of  | 
the  blood  royal  of  England  by  both 
parents  ;  her  grandmother  on  her 
father's  side,  Henry  Grey,  marquis 
of  Dorset,  being  queen  consort  to 
Edward  IV.  and  her  grandmother 
on  her  mother's,  lady  Frances  Bran- 
don, being  daughter  to  Henry  VII. 
queen  dowager  of  France,  and  mo- 
ther of  Mary  queen  of  Scots.  She 
was  born  1537,  and  fell  a  viftim  to 
the  ambition  of  her  parents,  who 
on  the  demise  of  Edward  VI.  over- 
came her  by  their  persuasions  to 
suffer  herself  to  be  proclaimed 
queen  of  England.  Though  only 
an  innocent  agent,  she  was,  on  the 
accession  of  Mary,  declared  guilty 
of  high  treason,  and  beheaded  t  554, 
aged  17  years.  She  was  eminent 
for  her  piety  and  learning,  being 
mistress  of  the  Greek  and  Ljt'm 
languages,  in  both  of  which  she 
vrote  elegant  letters,  which  were 
printed  after  her  death. 

GREY  (DR.ZACHARY)  an  in- 
penious  English  scholar,  born  in 
Yorkshire  1687,  died  1766.  He 
was  the  author  of  near  30  publica- 
tions; but  his  edition  of  "  Hudi 
bras,"  2  vols.  8vo.  is  the  work 
which  will  best  preserve  his  '  me- 
mory. 

GREY      (DR.     RICHARD)     a 
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learned  English  divine  and  polemi- 
cal writer,  born  1693,  died  1771. 
He  published  "  Memoria  Technica; 
or  a  new  Method  of  Artificial  Me- 
mory ;"  c'  A  System  of  English 
Ecclesiastical  Law  ;"  "  A  new  aod 
easy  Method  of  learning  Hebrew 
without  points, "ike.  &c. 

GRIERSON  (CONSTANTIA) 
born  at  Kilkenny  in  Ireland  1706, 
died  1733.  She  was  an  excellent 
scholar,  not  only  in  Greek  and 
Roman  literature,  but  in  history, 
divinity,  philosophy,  and  mathe- 
matics; and  wrote  elegantly  both 
in  verse  and  prose. 

GRIFFITH  (ELIZABETH)  a  no- 
velist and  dramatic  writer  of  some 
eminence,  first  distinguished  by 
"  The  Letters  of  Henry  and  Fran- 
ces," which  contained  the  genuine 
correspondence  between  her  and 
her  husband  before  their  marriaoe. 
Her  next  publication  was,  "Me- 
moirs of  Ninon  de  L'En.  los."  Be- 
side these,  she  wrote  three  novels, 
four  comedies,  the  "  Morality  of 
Shakspeare's  Drama  Illustrated," 
and  "  Essays  addressed  to  Young 
Married  Women,"  which  closed  and 
crowned  her  literary  career.  She 
died  at  Millicent,  county  of  KiU 
dare,  Ireland,  J^n.5,  1793- 

GRIGNON  (JAMES)  an  emi- 
nent Fre:ieh  en.-.raver  of  portraits, 
flourished  towards  the  end  of  the 
171)1  century. 

GRIMALD1(JOHN  FRANCIS) 
a  celebrated  painter,  bom  at  Bo- 
logna i6c6,  studied  under  Caracci, 
to  whom  he  was  related,  and  died 
1680. 

GR1MSTON  (SIR  HARBOT- 
TI.E)  master  of  the  Rolls  to  Charles 
II.  an  eminent  law  writer,  arid  ori- 
ginal editor  of  Judge  Croke's  Re- 
ports, born  1584,  died  1683. 

GP.INDAJL    (EDMUNDj     arch- 
U    a 
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bishop  of  Canterbury,  an  able  theo- 
logical writer,  born  in  Cumberland 
1,519,  died  1583. 

GROCYN  (WILLIAM)  born  at 
Bristol  1442*  died  1522.  He  was 
f.  great  master  of  the  Greek  and 
JLatin  languages,  and  introduced  a 
better  pronunciation  of  the  latter 
than  had  been  known  before  in  this 
country.  He  was  professor  of 
Greek  at  Oxford,  where  he  is  said 
to  have  taught  Erasmus. 

GROXOVIUS  (JOHN  FREDE- 
BlC)an  eminent  civilian, historian, 
iuid  critic,  born  at  Hamburgh  1613, 
died  1672. 

GRONOVIUS  (JAMES)  scm  of 
the  preceding,  and  a  writer  on  the 
belles  letires,  born  at  Deventer 
1645,  died  17  16.  His  chej d'cuivre 
is,  "  Thesaurus  Antiquitatum  Gra;- 
carum,"  13  vols.  folio. 

GROSE  (FRANCIS)  F.  S.  A. 
and  captain  in  the  Suriey  militia ; 
vbo,  after  having  illustrated  the 
**  Antiquities  of  England,\Vales,and 
Scotland,"  in  a  series  of  views  of 
monastic  and  other  ruins,  was  on 
the  point  of  completing  his  design 
by  those  of  "  Ireland,"  where  he 
bad  been  employed  about  a  month 
before  his  death,  which  happened 
JyJay  12,  1791,  in  the  £2d  year  of 
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ter  ;  but  his  chief  works  are,  his 
"  Treatise  of  the  Truth  of  the 
Christian  Religion  ;"  and,  which, 
singly,  is  sufficient  to  render  his 
name  immortal,  his  "  Treatise  of 
the  Rights  of  Peace  and  War," 
"  De  Jure  Belli  &  Pads." 

GROVE  (HENRY)  a  learned  di- 
vine among  the  English  dissenters, 
born  at  Taunton  1683,  <lied  1738, 
leaving  some  very  excellent  theo- 
logical treatises. 

GROVE  (JOSEPH)  an  English 
historical  and  critiral  writer,  died 
1764.  His  best  work  is  a  "Life 
of  cardinal  Wolsey." 

GRUBER  (GABRIEL),  a  very 
distinguished  Jesuit,  born  at  Vien- 
na, who  at  an  early  age  made  great 
proficiency  in  the  arts  and  sciences. 
He  praflised  and  taught  successively, 
rhetoric,  history,  mathematics,  hy-

GROTIUS    (HUGO)   or    HUGO 
J1E  G  ROOT,  born  at  Delft  1583, 
died  1645.     He  \\-aseminent  as   a 


draulics,cheirmtry,archite£lure,and 
medicine,  in  which  he  obtained  the 
degree  of  Doflor.     His  recreation* 
were  physical  and  chemical  experi- 
ments, drawing  and  painting.     On 
the   suppression    of   the    Society   of 
Jesuits,  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa 
took   him  into  her  service,  and  en- 
trusted to  him  the  superintendance 
of  ship-building  at  Trieste,   as  well 
as   the  draining  of  the  Sclavonian 
and  Hungarian  morasses.      As  soon 
as  he  learned  that  the  Society  con- 
tinued to  exist  in  the  Russian  Em- 
pire under  the  proteftion  of  the  Go- 
vernment,  he  joined  the  Society  at 
Pclocz,  where  he  applied  himself  to 
his    favourite    studies     for    several 
years.   Being  sent  to  St.  Petersburg!* 
several  times  on  the  business  of  the 
Society,  he   gained    the   esteem    of 
their  Imperial  Majesties.      In  1802

With  those  abilities  and  informa- 
tion which  form  a  great  mind,  he 
united  the  piety  and  virtue  of  a 
true  member  of  a  religious  order. 
He  died  March  26,  1805. 

GRUTERUS  (JANUS)  a  cele- 
brated philologer,  antiquary,  and 
historian,  born  at  Antwerp  1560, 
died  4627. 

GRYPHIUS  (SEBASTIAN)  a 
very  celebrated  printer,  of  Lyons 
in  France,  born  in  Germany  1493. 
The  books  printed  by  him  are 
highly  valued  by  the  connoisseurs, 
being  no  less  accurate  than  beauti- 
ful, he  died  1556. 

GUARINI  (3APTISTA)  a  cele- 
brated Italian  poet,  born  at  Ferrara 
'537i  d'ed  1612.  The  "Pastor 
Fido"  has  immortalized  the  name 
of  Guarini. 

GUERCL\O(so  called  from  a  cast 
that  he  had  in  one  of  his  eyes,  for 
his  true  name  was  Francesco  3ar- 
bierii  da  Cento)  a  celebrated  Italian  J 
painter,  born  near  Bologna  1 590, 
died  1666. 

GUERICHE  (OTHO)  a  Prussian  , 
and  the  most  celebrated  mathema- 
tician of  his  time,  born  1602,  died 
1666.  He  was  inventor  of  the 
air-pump,  and  wrote  largely  or;  na 
tural  philosophy. 

GUESCHL1N  (BERTRAND  DUj 
constable  of  Fiance,  a  renowned 
general,  who  checked  the  victorious 
progress  of  Edward  III.  of  England, 
after  king  John  of  France  was 
taken  prisoner;  born  in  Biittany 
131 1,  died  1380. 
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I  GUEVARA  (LOUIS  VELEZ) 
DE)  a  Spanish  poec,  and  author  of 
several  humorous  comedies,  born 
at  Andalusia,  died  1646. 

GUICCIARDIN1  (FRANCE?- 
CO)  a  celebrated  historian  of  Italy, 
was  born  at  Florence  1482,  and 
died  1540. 

GUICCIARDINI  (LEWIS)  ne. 
phew  of  the  preceding,  and  an  his- 
torical writer  of  the  most  approved 
fidelity.  His  principal  work  is  a 
"  History  of  the  Low  Countries, 
and  of  the  Affairs  of  Europe,'"  from 

'53°  to  '56°-     HC    was  b°m   at 
Florence   1523,  and  died  1583. 

GU1DI  (ALEXANDER)  an  cmi. 
nent  Italian  poet,  born  at  Favja 
16,50,  died  1712. 

GL'IDO  RENI,  an  Italian  paint- 
er,  born  at  Bologna  1575,  died 
1642.  The  heads  of  this  painter 
have  been  considered  as  not  at  all 
inferior  to  Raphael's. 

GU1LLELMA,  of  Bohemia,  in 
French  Guillemete,  the  foundress 
of  an  infamous  se£l  which  started 
up  in  Italy  in  the  i3'-h  century, 
and  which,  under  the  mask  of  devo- 
tion, used  to  praQise  all  manner  of 
lewdness.  Guillelma  impose]  so 
effectually  upon  the  world  by  a 
shew  of  extraordinary  devotion  all 
her  life-time,  that  she  was  not  only 
reputed  holy  at  her  death,  but  also 
revered  as  a  saint  a  considerable 
time  after  it.  However,  her  frauds, 
and  the  delusions  she  hdd  employed, 
were  at  last  discovered;  upon  which 
her  body  was  dug  up,  and  burnt  in 
1300.  She  died  in  1281,  and  had 
oeen  buried  in  Mi  In. 
,  GUILLIM  (JOHN)  the  reputed 
author  of  a  celebrated  book,  in. 
tiiuleil,  '•  The  Display  of  Heral- 
drie,"  was  born  in  Herefordshire 
.50^,  and  died  1621.  See  BAR.. 
CHAM. 
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GUISE  (WILLIAM)  an  English  [Him  privately  assassinated,   Deccm- 


divine,  eminent  for  his  translations, 
from  the  oriental  languages,  born 
in  Gloucestershire  16^3.  died  1683. 
Foreigners  have  styled  him  "  the 
immortal  ornament  of  the  univer- 
sity of  Oxfcid." 

GUISE  (HENRY)  duke  of,   me- 
niorable  in  the  history  of  France  as 
a  gallant  officer  ;  but  an  imperious, 
turbulent,    seditious     s>jbjt£i,     who 
placed   himself  at  the  head  of  an 
armed   force,   and    called  his  rebf.J 
band,  The   League ;    the   plan    was 
formed  by  the  cardinal,  his  younger 
brother  ;   and,  under  the  pretext  ol 
defending  the   Roman  catholic  reli- 
gion,  the    king,  Henry  III   and  the 
freedom   of  the   state,    against   the 
designs  of  the  Huguenots,  or  Fiench 
protestants,  they  carried  on    a  civi 
war,  massacred  the  Huguenots,  anc 
governed    the    king,    who    forbad 


ber  23,  15.^8,  in  the  .g8th  yrar  of 
his  age.  His  brother,  the  iardinal, 
shared  the  same  fate  the  next  cUy. 

GU1TON  (JOHN)    a   citizen   of 
Rochelle,    was  ele£ted  mayor,    cap- 
ain-genera),   and    governor,    yhsn 
hat   city  was  besieged  by  cardinal 
Richelieu  in  1637.     He  would  not 
accept  the  couinund,   unk-ss   it  was 
sgreed  that  a   poignaro,   which    be 
produced,  should  he  on  the  table  in 
the  town  house,   for    him   to  put  to 
death  the  fust  man  who  proposed  to 
surrender.     When  he  was  told  thit 
famine  had  swept  off  the    greatest 
pait  of   the   inhabitants,  he  coolly- 
answered,  '•  No  matter,  while  there 
is  one  left  to  shut  the  gates." 

GUNTER  (EDMUND)  an  Eng- 
lish mathematician,  and  professor 
of  astronomy  at  Gresham  college, 
born  in  Herefordshire  1581,  was 


his  appearance  at  Paris ;  but  Guis 
now  became  an  open  rebel,   cnteret 
that  city  against  the  king's  express 
order,    and    put    to    the   sword   all 
who  opposed  him  ;  the  streets  being 
barricaded  to  prevent  his  progress, 
this  fatal  day  is  called  in  the  Fiench 
history,  The  Day  of  the  Barricades. 
Masters  of  Paris,  the  policy  of  the 
Guises   failed  them  ;   for   they  suf- 
fered the  king  to  sscape    to   Blois, 
though  he  was  deserted  in  his  palace 
at  Paris   by   his   very   guards.     At 
Blois,  Henry  comened  an  assembly 
of  the  states  of  France  ;    the   dukt- 
of  Guise  had  the  boldness  to  appear 
to    a   summons   sent   him   for   that 
purpose  ;     a    forced    reconciliation 
t  )ok    place  between  him    and    the 
kitigt  hy  the  advice  of  this  assem- 
bly ;    but  it  being  accidentally  dis- 
covered,  that   Guise  had  formed  a 
plan    to    dethrone    the  King,    that 
•weak    monarch,    instead    of    rcso 
lutely  bringing  him  to  justice,   had 


bred    for    the     church,    and     took 
orders  ;   but  genius  and  inclination, 
leading  him  chiefly  to  mathematics, 
he  applied  early  to  that  study,   and 
distinguuhed  himself  by  many    im- 
portant improvements  in  mathema- 
tical    instruments    for    the    use    of 
navigation  ;   of   those  the  most  ce- 
lebrated  are,    a   new   projection  of 
the  seflor,  the  invention  of  a  small 
portable  quadrant,   the  discovery  of 
a   new   variation   in    the   mariner's 
compass,  and  of  a  scale,  which  after 
him  is  called  "  Gunter's  Scale."    He 
died   1626. 

GUSTAVUS  VASA,  who,  having 
delivered  Sweden  from  the  Danish 
yoke,  was,  in  1523,  eletted  king  of 
that  country,  He  was  born  1490, 
and  died  1560. 

GUTHR1E  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
laborious  and  voluminous  writer 
on  history,  politics,  and  other  sub. 
jeQs,  born  at  Breichen  in  Angus- 
shire  1701,  died  Mareb  9,  1770. 
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His   principal  works  are,    "  Histo- 


ries of  the  World,"  of  "  England," 
and  of  "  Scotland."  He  was  a 
"  writer  by  profession,"  and  is  said 
to  have  lent  his  name  to  booksel- 
lers for  publications  in  which  he 
had  no  concern.  Such  is  asserted 
to  have  been  the  case  with  respect 
to  the  Geographical  Grammar,  call- 
ed "  Guthrie's;"  which,  however, 
•is  a  work  that  for  its  general  uti- 
lity and  comparative  perfection 
confers  honour  on  the  compiler 
whoever  he  be. 

GUTTEMBURGH   (JOHN    of, 
a  citizen   of  Strasburgh,    to  whon 
is  attributed   the   invention   of   th 
•art  of  printing,  in  conjunction  wit 
Fust  or  Faustus,  and  Peter  Schccrfer 
or  Schuffer,  the  servant,    and  alter 
wards    the    son-in-law    of    Faustu 
by  whom  it  was  further  improvec 
He   was  born  at  Mentz    1408,  anc 
died  there   1468. 

GUY    (THOMAS)    founder    of 
Guy's  hospital,  was  the  son  of  Tho- 
mas Guy,  lighterman  and  coal-dealer 
in  Horsley-down,  Southwark.      He 
•was   put  apprentice    in    1660   to  a 
bookseller,  in  the  porch  of  Mercer's 
chapel,    and   set   up    trade    with  a 
stock  of  about   aool.  in   the   house 
that  forms  the  angle  between  Corn- 
hill  and  Lombard  street.    The  Eng- 
lish Bibles  being  at  that   time  very 
badly    printed,    Mr.   Guy    engaged 
•with  others  in  a  scheme  for    print- 
ing them  in  Holland,  and  importing 
them  ;  but  this  being  put  a  stop  to, 
he  contracted  with  the  university  ot 
Oxford  for  their  privilege  of  print- 
ing  them,    and  carried  on   a    great 
Bible-trade  for  many  years  to  con- 
siderable  advantage.     Thus  he  be- 
gan to  accumulate   money,   and  his 
gains  rested  in  his  hands:    for,   be- 
ing a  single  man  and   very  penuri- 
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us,   his  expences  were  next  to  no- 
hing.      His  custom  was,  to  dine  on 
his    shop-counter,    with    no    other 
able-cloth   than  an  old  newspaper: 
was  also  as  little  nice  with   re- 
gard   to    his  apparel.     The  bulk  of 
lis  fortune,  however,   was  acquired 
by  purchasing  seamen's  tickets  dur- 
ng   queen    Anne's   wars,    and    by- 
South  sea  stock    in   the  memorable 
year  1720.      He  was   76    years    of 
age  when  he  formed   the  design   of 
building   the  hospital  near  St.  Tho- 
mas's which  bears   his  name.     The 
charge    of    erecting    this    vast   pile 
amounted     to      18,793!.       besides 
219,499!.  which    he  left  to  endow 
it :  and  he  just  lived  to  see  it  roofed 
in.     He    died   Dec.   17,    1724,    in 
the  8  ist  year  of  his  age,  after  ha\v 
ing  dedicated  to  charitable  purpose-s 
more  money   than  any  one  private 
man  upon  record  in  this  kingdom. 
GUYON    (JOHANNA    MARY 
BOUV1ERS    DE    LA    MOTHE)  a 
French    lady    memorable     for    her 
writings    and  her    sufferings  in  the 
cause  of  Quietism,  horn  at  Montar- 
gis  1648,  died  1717. 

GYMXOSOPHISTS,  ancient  phi- 
losophers, so  called  by  the  Greeks, 
from  their  going  naked.  The  Bra- 
rnins  of  the  East  preserve  many  of 
their  singular  tenets. 

HAB1NGTON  (WILLIAM)  an 
Eiiglish  poet  and  historian,  born  in 
XVorcesteri'hiie  1605,  died  16,54. 
His  amatory  poems  were  entitled 
"Castara,"  and  printed  in  1634-5 
and  1640.  He  also  published  a 
iragi-comedy,  called  "  The  Queen 
of  Arragon." 

HACKET  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish fanatic  in  the  reign  of   Eliza- 
beth.    He   was   hanged    and    quar- 
tered for  blasphemy,  July  28,  1592. 
HA1LES.     See   DALRYMJPLfi. 
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IIAILLAN  (BERNARD  DE 
GlRARD,  LORD  OF)  a  French 
historian,  born  at  Bourdeaux  1535, 
died  1610.  He  published  a  his- 
tory which  reaches  from  Phara 
mond  to  the  death  of  Charles  VII. 
and  was  the  first  who  composed  a 
body  of  the  French  history  in 
French. 

HAINES  (JOSEPH)  commonly 
called  Count  Haines,  a  veiy  emi- 
nent low  comedian,  and  a  person 
of  great  facetiousness  of  temper 
and  readiness  of  wit,  died  1701. 

HAKEWILL(GEORCE)  alearn- 
ed  divine,  born  at  Exeter  1570, 
died  1649.  His  principal  work  is 
••  An  Apology  or  Declaration  of 
the  Power  and  Providence  of  God 
in  the  Government  of  the  World, 
proving  that  it  doth  not  deiay,  &c." 

HAKLUYT  (RICHARD)  fa- 
mous for  his  skill  in  the  naval  his- 
tory of  England,  was  born  in  Here- 
fordshire 1553,  and  died  1616.  He 
is  author  ot  a  "  Collection  of  Voy- 
ages and  Discoveries,"  in  3  vols. 
folio,  and  of  several  other  useful 
Works. 

HALDE  (JOHN  BAPTIST  DU) 
a  learned  Frenchman,  born  at  Paris 
1674,  died  1743.  We  have  of  his 
a  valuable  work,  intituled  "  Grande 
Description  de  la  Chine  &  de  la 
Tartarie."  in  4  vols.  folio. 

HALE  (SIR  MATTHEW)  a  most 
learned  lawyer,  and  chief  justice  of 
the  King's  Bench,  born  at  Aldersley 
in  Gloucestershire  1600.  The  at- 
tainments of  Sir  Matthew  were 
wonderful ;  for  he  had,  beside  his 
peculiar  profession,  a  considerable 
knowledge  in  the  civil  law,  In 
arithmetic,  algebra,  and  other  ma- 
thematical sciences,  as  \ve!l  as  in 
physic,  anatomy,  and  surgery,  was 
very  conversant  in  experimental 
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philosophy,  and  other  branches  of 
philosophical 'learning,  and  in  an- 
cient history  and  chronology  ;  but, 
above  all,  he  seemed  to  have  made 
diviriity  his  chief  study  ;  so  that 
those  who  read  what  he  has  written 
upon  theological  questions,  might 
be  inclined  to  think  that  he  had 
studied  nothing  else.  His  princi- 
pal works  are  legal,  philosophical, 
and  religious;  of  the  former,  the 
most  valuable  are  his  "  Picas  of 
the  Crown,"  and  a  "  History  of 
the  Common  Law  of  England."  He 
died  1676. 

HALES  (JOHN)  an  English  di- 
vine  and  poet,  born  at  Bdth  1584, 
died  1656.  After  his  death  there 
came  out  a  collection  of  his  works 
with  this  title,  "  Golden  Remains 
of  the  ever-memorable  Mr.  John 
Hales  of  Eton  College,  &c." 

HALES  (STEPHEN)  a  very  ce- 
lebrated natural  philosopher  and 
mathematician,  born  in  Kent  1677, 
died  1761.  Among  many  other 
useful  inventions  of  his,  was  that 
of  ventilators  ;  which  he  continued 
to  improve  as  long  as  he  lived. 
His  "  Statical  Essays"  have  been 
often  printed,  and  are  well  known. 

HA  LI  BEIG,  a  Polander,  whose 
original  name  was  Bobowski.  Be- 
ing taken  by  the  Tartars  while  a 
child,  he  was  sold  to  the  Turks, 
who  educated  him  in  their  religion. 
He  acquired  the  knowledge  of  17 
languages,,  and  became  interpreter 
to  the  grand  signer  ;  translated 
into  the  Turkish  language  the  cate- 
chism of  the  church  of  England, 
and  all  the  bible;  composed  a  Turk- 
ish grammar  and  dictionary,  and 
other  things  which  were  never 
printed.  His  principal  work  is 
"  A  Treatise  upon  the  Liturgy  of 
the  Turks,  their  Pilgrimages  to 
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Mecca,  their  Circumcision,  and 
Manner  of  visiting  the  Sick."  He 
died  1675. 

HALL  (JOSEPH)  an  eminent 
and  learned  bishop  of  Norwich, 
born  at  Ashby-de-b-Zouch  in  Lei- 
cestershire J574,  died  1656.  His 
"  Meditations"  are  well  known  ; 
and  his  poetical  talents,  chiefly 
exercised  in  satire,  were  very  re- 
spe£\able.  He  is  universally  al- 
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thinking.  He  was  born  at  Ches- 
terfield 1730,  and  died  1790. 

HAMEL  (JOHN  BAPTISTE 
DU)  a  celebrated  French  philoso- 
pher and  divine,  born  at  Vire  1624, 
died  1706. 

HAM1LCAR  (BARCAS),  a  fa- 
mous  Carthaginian  general,  slain  in 
battle  227  B.  C. 

HAMILTON  (COUNT  ANTC*. 
NY)  an  elegant  uriter,  born  in  Ire-

HALLE  (PETER)  professor  of 
canon  law  in  the  university  of  Paris, 
born  at  Bayeux  in  Normandy  1611, 
died  1689. 

HALLER,  an  illustrious  physi- 
cian, and  voluminous  writer,  born 
at  Berne  in  Switzerland  1702,  died 
1777,  in  his  75th  year.  He  is 
supposed  to  have  been  the  most 
acute,  various,  and  original  genius, 
that  has  appeared  in  the  medical 
world  since  Boerhaave. 

HALLEY  (EDMUND)  a  most 
eminent  English  philosopher  and 
astronomer,  born  in  London  16,56. 
His  astronomical  discoveries  greatly 


"  Memoirs  of  the  Count  de  Gram- 
mont  ;"  but  he  wrote  beside  som« 
poems  and  Fairy  Tales,  which  arc 
excellent  in  their  kind  ;  and  died 
1720. 

HAMILTON  (WILLIAM)  of 
Bangor,  an  ingenious  poet,  distin- 
guished by  the  liveliness  cf  his 
imagination  and  the  delicacy  of  his 
sentiments.  He  was  born  of  an 
ancient  and  honourable  family  in 
1704,  and  died  1754.  His  poems 
were  printed  at  Edinburgh,  in  smalt 
8vo.  i  760. 

HAMILTON  ("SIR  WILLIAM) 
thirty-seven  years  British  Ambassa- 
dor at  the  Court  of  Naples-, 
was  born  in  the  year  1729,  and 
died  in  London,  April  6,  1803.

HAMLET,  the  name  of  a  prince 
of  Denmark,  whose  history,  as  re- 
lated by  Saxo-Grammaticus,  has 
furnished  Shakspeare  with  the 
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groundwork   of   one   of   his   finest 
plays. 

HAMMOND  (DR.  HENRY)  a 
learned  English  divine  and  com- 
mentator, born  at  Chertsey  1605, 
died  1660.  His  chief  works  arc, 
e"  Praaical  Catechism  ;"  a  "  Para- 
phrase and  Annotations  on  the  New 
Testament;"  and  a  "Paraphrase 
and  Commentary  on  the  Old  Testa- 
ment;" of  which  he  only  published 
the  Psalms,  and  went  through  a 
third  part  of  the  book  of  Proverb?. 

HAMMOND  (JAMES)  an  ele- 
gant English  poet,  born  17  10,  died" 
1742.  He  was  equerry  to  the 
prince  of  Wales;  and  is  said  to 
have  divided  his  life  between  plea- 
sure and  books  ;  in  his  retirement 
forgetting  the  town,  and  in  his 
gaiety  losing  the  student.  Of  his 
literary  hours  the  principal  effVfts 
are  exhibited  in  his  memorable 
"Love  E.'egies." 

HAMPDEN    (JOHN)     a    cele- 
brated English  patriot,    famous    for 
sustaining    singly   the  weight  of   a 
royal    prosecution,     on    his    refus- 
ing to   pay  the    ship-monsy  in    the 
reign    of   Charles  I.     was    born    in 
London   1594.      Having  in  1625-6  ! 
obtained    a    seat    in    the  House  ofj 
Commons,   he  <oon  grew  to  be  one  ' 
of  the  most    popular  men    in    the  | 
nation  ;   and   after   he  had  held  the 
chief  direction    of   his  party  in  the 
house  against  the  king,    he  took  up 
arms  in    the    same   cause,  and   was 
one  of  the  first  who  opened  the  war 
by  an  a£lion  at  a  plate  called  Brill, 
about  5   miles    from    Oxfoid;   but 
he  was    cut  off  early  by    a  mortal 
wound,     which    he    received    by   a 
pistol    bursting  in    his  hand,    in    a 
skirmish  with  prince  Rupert,  June 
18,  1643,  and   of  which    he   died 
the    Q4th.— Clarendon     has     given 
Hajnpden  the   chara&er   of  a  great 
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rather  than  a  good  man;  but  when 
passive  obedience  and  non-resistance 
were  disgraced  by  law,  he  came  to 
be  esteemed  a  good  as  well  as  a 
great  man,  and~has  continued  to  be 
thought  so  from  that  time  to  this. 

HAMPTON  (JAMES)  translator 
of  Polybius,  died  1778. 

HANDEL  (GEORGE  FREDE- 
RIC) an  illustrious  master  in  music, 
born  at  Hall  in  Upper  Saxony,  Feb. 
24,  1684.  His  compositions,  par- 
ticularly his  oratorios,  have  been 
repeatedly  performed,  to  the  pre- 
sent day,  with  uninterrupted  suc- 
cess and  unrivalled  glory.  To  those 
who  have  not  the  opportunity  of 
being  acquainted  with  his  prodi- 
gious power,  we  may  say  as  Ar- 
huthnot  formerly  did  to  Pope, 
speaking  of  Handel,  "  Conceive  the 
highest  that  you  can  of  his  abilities, 
and  they  are  much  beyond  any 
thing  that  you  can  conceive."  Our 
narrow  limits  forbid  us  to  detail 
the  incidents  of  his  life  (as  we  are 
prevented  in  many  other  articles  of 
consequence);  but  we  are  happily 
precluded  from  the  necessity  of  so 
doing,  by  a  publication  of  the  in- 
genious Dr.  Burney,  which  well 
merits  perusal.  Handel  died  1759» 
an.l  was  buried  in  Westminster  Ab- 
bey, where,  by  his  own  order,  and 
at  his  own  expence,  a  monument  is 
ercfted  to  tiis  memory. 

HANMER  (SIR  THOMAS, 
BART.)  a  distinguished  statesman 
and  polite  writer,  born  1676.  In 
1713  he  was  chosen  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons;  which  office, 
difficult  at  all  times,  but  at  that 
time  more  particularly  so,  he  dis- 
charged with  becoming  dignity. 
He  published  an  edition  of  the 
works  of  Shakspeare  in  6  vols, 
410.  and  died  1746. 

HANNIBAL,  a  great  Cauhagi- 
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ninn  general,  was  the  son  of  Ha- 
milrar,  who  made  him  swear  on 
the  altar,  that  he  would  never  be 
reconciled  to  the  Romans.  At  25 
years  of  age  he  took  upon  him  the 
command  of  the  army.  After  tak- 
ing Salamanca  and  Saguntum  in 
Spain,  he  defeated  the  Cauls,  and 
passed  the  Alps  in  defiance  of  the 
tnow,  and  of  Publius  Cornelius, 
having  mollified  the  rocks  with 
vinegar,  and  cut  through  them  with 
iron.  He  took  Turin,  and  at  Pavia 
defeated  Cornelius  Scipio.  The  fol- 
lowing year  he  defeated  Flaminius, 
and  slew  15,000  men  ;  he  next 
overthrew  Varro  at  Canna;,  with 
40,000  foot  and  2700  horse,  the 
llower  of  the  Roman  youth,  and 
sent  to  Carthage  two  or  three  bas- 
kets of  gold  rings  taken  from  the 
hands  of  5630  slain  Roman  gentle- 
men. And  now  had  Hannibal  gone 
straight  to  Rome,  he  had  certainly 
ruined  that  commonwealth :  but 
going  to  Capua,  where  he  wintered, 
the  delights  of  the  place  so  de- 
bauched his  whole  army,  that  the 
Romans  recovered  themselves  from 
the  consternation  into  which  the 
loss  of  five  battles  had  thrown  them. 
Two  years  after,  Marcellus  gave 
him  battle,  and  conquered,  but  was 
himself  killed  in  an  ambush.  Han- 
nibal was  defeated  afterwards  by 
Sempronius  Gracchus,  and  at  last 
met  with  a  total  overthrow  by  Sci- 
pio;  when,  falling  (or  fearing  to 
Jail)  into  the  hands  of  the  Romans, 
he  took  poison  which  he  had  kept 
in  a  ring  for  that  purpose,  B.  C. 
182,  ageii  70. 

HANXO,  a    Carthaginian,    em 
ployed  by  his  countrymen  to    make 
the    circuit    of    Africa;     in    conse- 
quence of  which  he  explored   vari 
ous  regions,   and   made   great  geo- 
graphical   discoveries.     Some  sup 
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posed  voyages   cf  Hanno  are   pub» 
lished  in  the  Oxford  geographers. 

HANWAY  (JONAS)  was  born 
at  Portsmouth  1712.  Being  bred 
to  commerce,  he  left  England,  and 
entered  into  business  at  Lisbon  as 
a  merchant ;  from  Lisbon  he  re- 
moved to  Petersburgh,  where  he 
was  appointed  agent  to  the  British 
faftory ;  and,  with  the  view  of 
opening  a  trade  through  Russia  into 
Persia,  he  undertook  a  laborious 
and  dangerous  course  of  travels,  of 
which  he  afterwards  published  an 
interesting  account  at  his  return  to 
England.  To  the  charitable  dispo- 
sition and  benevolent  exertions  of 
Mr.  Hanway,  this  metropolis  owes 
in  a  great  measure  the  institution 
of  the  Marine  Society,  the  support 
of  the  Magdalen  Hospital,  the  im- 
provement of  its  streets  and  ave- 
nues; and  the  poor  of  various  de- 
scriptions their  most  effeflual  com- 
fort and  support.  He  died  1786, 

HARDING  (JOHN)  an  old  Eng- 
lish  chronicler,  dieJ  1461. 

HARDING  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  polemical  writer, 
born  in  Devonshire  1512,  died 
about  1570. 

HARDOUJN  (JOHN)  a  French 
Jesuit,  eminent  as  a  critical,  histo- 
rical, and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  at  Kimper  in  Bretagne  1647, 
died  1729. 

HARDWICKE.  See  YORKE, 
(PHILIP). 

HARDY  (ALEXANDER)  a 
French  poet,  who  is  said  to  have 
written  600  pieces  for  the  theatre. 
Of  these,  hosvever  no  more  re- 
main than  41,  which  were  pub- 
lished by  himself  in  6  vols.  8vo. 
He  was  the  first  French  dramatist 
who  introduced  the  custom  of  being 
paid  for  his  pieces,  and  died  at 
Paris  1630. 
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HARDY  (SIR  CHARLES)  a  dis- 
tinguished English  admiral,  ap- 
pointed commander  in  chief  of  the 
grand  western  squadron  in  1779. 
in  which  year  also  he  cliedi 

HARE  (DR. FRANCIS)  bishop 
of  Chichester.  and  author  of  some 
celebrated  polemic  tracts, died  1740. 

HARLEY  (ROBERT)  afterwards 
earl  of  Oxford  and  earl  Mo  timer, 
anrl  lord  high  treasurer  in  the  reign 
of  queen  Anne,  was  born  in  London 
1 66  i.  On  the  8th  of  March  1711 
he  was  in  great  danger  of  his  life, 
the  marquis  of  Guiscard,  a  French 
Papist,  then  under  examination  of 
a  committee  of  the  privy  council 
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writer  on  biblical  literature,  born 
at  Norivuh  171,5,  was  54  years 
pastor  of  a  congregation  at  Water- 
field  in  Suffolk,  and  died  1788. 

UARPE  (JEAN-FRANCOIS  LA) 
an  eminent  French  orator,  critic, 
poet,  and  dramatic  writer,  born  a* 
Pr.ris  in  ty.jo,  died  Jan.  al,  1802. 
From  his  connexions  with  VoJtaire 
and  the  encyclopaedists,  La  Harpe 
had  been  always  considered  as  an 
adept  in  that  pernicious  philosophy 
whiih  prepared  the  way  for  the 
ruin  of  French  monarchy,  religion, 
and  virtue.  Previous  to  his  death 
he  declared  his  firm  belief  in  the 
truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  and

HARMER  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent dissenting  divine,  and  critical 


died  1612. 

HARRINGTON  (JAMES)  an 
eminent  political  writer,  born  in 
Northamptonshire  l6ll,  died  1677. 
Hi?  chief  work  is  called  "  Oceana," 
and  is  a  kind  of  political  romance, 
in  imitation  of  Plato's  "  Atlantic 
Story,"  where  by  Oceana  Harring- 
ton means  England :  exhibiting  a 
plan  of  republican  government, 
which  he  would  have  had  erefted 
here  in  case  these  kingdoms  had 
formed  themselves  into  a  genuine 
commonwealth. 

HARRIS  (WILLIAM)  a  Protes- 
tant dissenting  minister  of  eminent 
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abilities  and  character,  and  author 
of  an  historical  and  critical  Account 
of  the  Lives  of  James  I.  Charles  I. 
and  Oliver  Cromwell,  in  5  vols. 
8vo.  after  the  manner  of  Mr.  Bayle. 
Dr  Harris  died  1770. 

HARRIS  (JAMES)  an  English 
gentleman  of  very  uncommon  parts 
and  learning,  born  in  the  Close  at 
Salisbury  I7og,  died  1780.  He  is 
the  author  of  "Three  Treatises: 
concerning  Art,  Music,  Painting, 
and  Poetry;  and  Happiness:"  "  Her- 
mes ;  or,  a  Philosophical  Enquiry 
concerning  Universal  Grammar  ;" 
(which  bishop  Lowth,  in  the  pre- 
fa-'e  to  his  "  English  Grammar," 
rails  the  most  beautiful  and  perfect 
example  of  analysis  that  has  been 
exhibited  since  the  days  of  Aris- 
totle,) "  Philosophical  Arrange- 
ments;"" and  "  Philological  En- 
quiries." 

HARRISON  (JOHN)  a  most 
accurate  English  mechanic,  inventor 
and  maker  of  the  famous  time- 
keeper  for  ascertaining  the  longi- 
tude at  sea,  born  at  Foulby  near 
FontefraQ  in  Yorkshire  1693,  died 
1776. 

HARTE  (WALTER)  a  poetand 
historian,  born  early  in  the  1 8th 
century,  and  educated  at  the.  free 
school  of  Marlborough.  Lord  Ches- 
terfield (to  whose  son  Harte  was 
t  itor)  describes  him  as  a  man  of 
consummate  erudition.  His  greatest 
poetical  work,  called  "  The  Ama- 
ranth," was  published  1767  ;  his 
"  History  of  Gustavus  Adolphus," 
2  vols.  4to.  1755;  ar|d  his  "  Es- 
says on  Husbandry,"  8vo.  1761. 
He  died  1773. 

HARTLEY  (DAVID)  an  English 
physician  of  eminence,  born  1704. 
His  principal  work  is  intituled, 
"  Observations  on  Man,  his  Frame, 
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his  Duty,  and  his  Expectations,"  in 
2  vo!s.  8vo.     HP  died  1757. 

HARVEY  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent  English  physician,  who  first 
discovered  the  circulation  of  the 
blood  and  the  motion  of  the  heart 
in  animals,  born  at  Folkstone  in 
Kent  1578,  died  1657. 

HARWOOD  (DR.  ED  WARD) 
an  English  dissenting  divine,  and 
excellent  classical  scholar,  horn  in 
Lancashire  1729,  died  Jan.'  14, 
1794.  His  chief  works  are,  "  An 
Introduction  to  the  Study  of  the 
New  Testament,"  "  A  View  of  the 
virious  Editions  of  the  Greek  and 
Roman  Classier."  and  an  edition  of 
the  "  New  Testament  in  Greek, 
with  English  notes." 

HASSELQUIST  (FREDERIC)  a 
Swedish  botanist  and  natural  histo- 
rian, born  in  East  Gothia  1722, 
died  1752. 

H  ATT  ON  (SIR  CHRISTO- 
PHER} an  eminent  statesman,  and 
lord  chancellor  under  queen  Eliza- 
beth, died  1591. 

HAUTEFEUILLE  (L'ABBE)  a 
French  gentleman  skilled  in  me- 
chanics, who  made  considerable 
improvements  in  the  movements  of 
watches,  and  invented  a  specular 
gnomon  for  regulating  clocks  and 
watches  by  the  sun,  &c.  born  1647, 
died  1724- 

HAVARD  (WILLIAM)  a  re- 
speflable  aftor  and  dramatic  writer, 
born  in  Dublin  1710,  died  1778. 

HAVERCAMP  (SIGEBERT)  a 
celebrated  Dutch  critic,  and  pro* 
fessor  of  history,  eloquence,  and 
the  Greek  tongue,  at  Leyden.  Ke 
was  partic  ularly  skilled  in  the  sci- 
ence of  medals,  and  was  the  author 
of  some  works  in  this  way  that 
were  very  much  esteemed.  He 
gave  good  editions,  as  -.veil  as 
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grand  ones,  of  several  Latin  and 
Greek  authors  ;  of  Euti  opius,  Ter- 
tullian's  "  Apologetic,"  J^scphus, 
Sallust,  8cc.  and  his  editions  of  those 
authors  are  reckoned  the  best.  Ht 
died  1742,  aged  58. 

HAWES  (STEPHEN)  an  Englisl. 
poet  who  flourished  about  i  500. 

HAWKE(EDWARD,  LORD)  a 
bravt  and  intrepid  English  admiral, 
appointed  Rear  of  the  White  July 
*5>  >747»  being  then  styled  by 
George  II.  His  own  Admiral;  and 
by  successive  promotions  he  be- 
came Vice-admiral  of  Great  Britain 
in  1765.  He  was  one  of  the  great- 
est characters  that  ever  adorned  the 
British  navy;  but  most  of  all  re- 
markable  for  the  daring  courage 
which  induced  him,  on  many  occa- 
sions, to  disregard  those  forms  of 
conducing  or  sustaining  an  attack 
•which  the  rules  and  ceremonies  of 
service  had  before  considered  as 
indispensable.  His  defeat  of  the 
French  armament  under  Marsha) 
Conflans,  off  Bellisle,  will  never 
be  forgotten.  He  died  1781. 

HAWKESWORTH  (Dr.  JOHN) 
an  English  writer  of  a  very  soft  and 
pleasing  cast,  born  at  Bromley  in 
Kent,  1715,  died  1773.  As  an 
author,  "  The  Adventurer"  is  his 
capital  work;  the  merits  of  which, 
it  is  said,  procured  him  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  from  Dr.  Herring,  archbishop 
of  Canterbury.  When  the  design 
of  compiling  a  narrative  of  the 
discoveries  in  tie  South  Seas  was 
on  foot,  he  was  iccoomended  as  a 
proper  person  to  be  employed  on 
the  occasion  ;  but  the  performance 
did  not  answer  expectation.  Works 
ot  taste  and  elegance,  wheie  imagi- 
nation and  the  passions  were  to  be 
affefied,  were  hi*  province,  not 
\vorks  of  dry,  cold,  accurate  nar 
rative.  However,  he  executed  his 
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task,  and  is  said  to  have  re- 
ceived for  it  the  enormous  sum  of 
6oool. 

HAWKINS  (SIR  JOHN, 
K.NT.)  to  whom  the  public  are 
indebted  for  a  good  edition,  with 
notes,  of  "  Walton's  Angler,"  as 
well  as  a  valuable  "  History  of 
Music,"  in  5  vols.  410.  was  born 
1719,  and  died  May  ai,  1789. 
Some  short  time  before  his  death 
he  wrote  a  "  Life  of  Dr.  Samuel 
Johnson;"  which,  though  replete 
with  literary  anecdote  and  enter- 
tainment, met  with  but  an  indiffer- 
ent reception  from  the  critics. 

HAWKWOOD  (SIR  JOHN) 
born  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II. 
died  March  1394.  Though  bred  a 
taylor,  having  afterwards  taken  to 
arms,  he  signalized  himself  in  the 
wars  in  Italy  by  his  valour  and 
conducl,  which  raised  him  to  the 
highest  posts.  He  gained  so  great 
honour  and  reputation  for  having 
restored  in  those  parts  military  dis- 
cipline, which  was  almost  lost,  that 
after  his  death  the  Florentines 
erefied  in  their  city  a  black  marble 
statue,  as  an  acknowledgment  for 
the  services  he  had  done  them. 

HAY  (WILLIAM)  born  in  Sus- 
sex  1695,  was  remarkable  for  his 
personal  deformity;  on  which  sub- 
je8  he  wrote  an  excellent  "  Essay," 
wherein  he  alluded  to  his  own  case 
with  singular  good  humour.  He 
was  representative  in  parliament 
for  Seaford,  and  died  in  1755,  hav- 
ing written,  beside  the  above  essay, 
"  Religio  Philosophi,"  8vo.  1753; 
"  Imitations  of  Martial,"  8vo.  1755, 
and  some  other  pieces,  which  \vere 
•'ol!e£ej  and  printed  in  2  vols.  410.

HA\WARD  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
eminent  English  historian,  died 
1627. 
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HE  AD  LEY  (HENRY)  an  inge- 
nious poet,  and  excellent  young 
man,  born  at  Norwich  1765,  died 
1788.  Before  the  age  of  20  he 
published  a  volume  of  "  Poems  ;" 
but  he  is  principally  known  to  the 
literary  world  by  two  volumes  of 
"  Sc-left  Beauties  of  Ancient  English 
Poetry,  with  Remarks ;"  a  work 
very  deservedly  in  high  esteem. 

HEARNE  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish antiquary,  and  indefatigable 
collector  and  editor  of  books  and 
MSS.  chiefly  concerning  English 
history,  born  at  White  Waitham  in 
Berkshire  1680,  died  1735. 

HEATH  (JAMES)  au  English 
historian,  born  in  London  1629, 
died  1664. 

HEATH  (BENJAMIN)  a  lawyer 
of  eminence,  and  town-clerk  of 
Exeter,  who  wrote  several  works; 
but  is  best  known  by  "  A  Revisal 
of  Shakspeare's  Text ;  wherein  the 
alterations  introduced  into  it  by  the 
more  modern  editors  and  critics  are 
particularly  considered,  1765." 

HEATHCOTE  (DR.  RALPH)  a 
very  learned  divine  and  controver- 
sial writer,  born  172X1  died  May 
28,  1795-  When  very  young,  he 
puMiibed  at  Cambridge  "  Historia 
Astronomiae,"  which  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  that  merit  which  he  after- 
wards acquired  in  the  literary  world. 
The  Doctor  was  deeply  engaged  in 
the  Middletonian  controversy  upon 
the  miraculous  powers.  In  1755 
he  published  "  A  Sketch  of  Lora 
Bolmgbroke's  Philosophy;"  and,  in 
the  latter  end  of  the  same  year, 
came  out  "  The  Use  of  Reason  as- 
serted in  Matters  of  Religion." 
The  Doftor  also  was  engaged  in  the 
compilation  of  the  "  B;ouraphka) 
Dictionary,"  12  vols.  8vo.  1761. 
and  had  a  considerable  ••urn  from 
the  booksellers  for  several  new  ar- 
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ticles  in  the  edition  of  178).  In 
177!  appeared  "  The  Irennrch; 
or,  Justice  of  Peace's  Manual ;"  and 
he  then  qualified  himself  for  iitting 
for  the  liberty  of  Southwell  and 
Scrocby.  The  first  volume  of"  Syl- 
va  ;  or,  The  V.'ood,"  was  published 
in  1786,  and  a  second  edition  in 
1788.  He  had  intended  publishing 
a  second  volume  of  this  work,  but 
indisposition  prevented  his  accom- 
plishing it. 

HEATKFIELD  (LORD).  See 
ELIOT. 

HEBERDEN  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
in  eminent  English  physician  and 
medical  writer,  born  1710,  died 
May  17,  I  80 1. 

HEDVVIG  (JOHN)  a  German 
professor  of  botany,  whose  re- 
searches respecting  the  cryptogamia 
class  of  plants  will  immortalize  his 
"ame.  He  was  born  1731,  and 
died  at  Leipsic,  Feb.  i  8,  T  7  gq. 

HEDELIN  (FRANCIS)  a  French 
grammarian,  poet,  antiquary, 
preacher,  and  writer  of  romances  ; 
but  chiefly  distinguished  by  a  book 
entitled  "  Pratique  du  Theatre," 
horn  at  Paris  1604,  died  16; 6. 

HEDERICUS,  or  HEDER1CM 
(BENJAMIN)  a  native  of  Upper 
Saxony,  and  author  of  a  celebrated 
"  Greek  Lexicon,"  was  born  in 
Misnia  1675,  and  died  1748. 

HEEMSK.1RK.         See     HEMS- 
KIRK. 

HEIDEGGER  (JOHN"  JAMES) 
born  in  Switzerland  1661,  and  fa- 
mous for  his  humour  and  hi*  ugli- 
ness. His  judgment  and  taite  in 
operatic  amusements  gained  him  the 
favour  of  George  II.  and  his  courr, 
;;nd  a- quired  him  the  chief  manage- 
ment of  the  Oj:era-house  in  the 
Haymarket.  He  also  improved 
another  species  of  diverMort,  rot 
•  ess  agieeable  to  the  kin^,  which 
X  a 
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masquerades; 


and  over 


these  he  always  presided  at  the 
king's  theatre.  He  was  likewise 
appointed  roaster  of  the  revels.— 
From  the  emoluments  of  these  seve- 
ral employments,  he  gained  a  regu- 
Iir  income,  amounting,  it  is 
in  some  years  to  5000!.  which  he 
spent  with  much  liberality;  and 
his  charity  was  boundless,  it  being 
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He  distinguished  himself  as  a  critic 
by  his  labours  upon  Theocritus, 
Hesiod,  Seneca,  Homer,  Theophras- 
tus,  Ovid,  Livy,  Terence,  Horace, 
&c.  and  wrote  poems  m  various 
languages,  which  have  been  often 
printed  and  always  admired. 

HEINSIUS  (NIC: LOLAS)  the  son 
of  Daniel,  born  at  Ley  den  1620, 
became  as  reat  a  Latin  poet,  and 
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well  attested,  that  after  a  successful    a  greater  critic  than  his  father,  and 


masquerade  he  has  been  known  to 
away  several  hundred  pounds 
at  a  time.— He  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  most  hard- featured  man  in 
the  kingdom,  and  innumerable  jests 
are  related  of  him  ;  but  being  good- 
humoured,  and  always  the  first  to 
joke  on  his  own  ugliness, he  blunted 
every  shaft  of  ridicule.  Heidegger 
died  1749. 

HEINECCIUS  (JOHN  GOT- 
LIEB)  a  German  law-professor  and 
writer,  born  at  Eisemberg  1681, 
tlied  1741. 

HEINETKEN  (CHRISTIAN)  an 
extraordinary  youth,  born  at  Lu- 
beck  1721.  He  spoke  his  maternal 
tongue  fluently  at  ten  months;  at 
one  year  old  he  knew  the  principal 
events  of  the  Pentateuch;  in  two 
monthi  more  he  wss  master  of  the 
entire  his'ories  of  the  Old  and 


died   1681. 

HEL1ODORUS,  of  Phoenicia, 
flourished  about  398.  In  his  youth 
he  wrote  a  romance,  by  which  he 
is  now  better  known  than  by  his 
bishopric  of  Tricca,  to  whuh  he 
was  afterwards  promoted.  It  is 
intituled,  "  Ethiopics,"  and  relates 
the  amours  ot  Theagenes  and  Cha- 
riclea,  in  ten  books.  The  learned 
Huetius  is  of  opinion,  that  Helio- 
dorus  was  among  the  romance  wri- 
ters what  Homer  was  among  the 
poets.

He  spoke  Latin  and  French  with 
great  facility  before  the  commence 
inent  of  his  fourth  year,  1725,  in 
which  he  died.  His  constitution 
was  so  delicate,  that  he  was  not 
weaned  till  a  few  months  before  his 
death. 

HEINSIUS  (DANIEL)  professor 
of  politics  and  history  at  Leyden, 
and  librarian  of  the  university  there, 
torn  at  Ghent  1580,  died  1655.— 


I1ELMONT  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
VAN)  commonly  called  Van  Hel- 
mont,  a  man  of  great  learning, 
especially  in  physic  and  natural 
philosophy,  born  at  Brussels  1577. 
By  his  skill  in  physic  he  performed 
such  unexpe£led  cures,  that  he  was 
put  into  the  inquisition,  as  a  man 
that  did  things  beyond  the  reach  of 
nature.  He  cleared  himself  before 
the  inquisitors;  but,  to  be  more 
at  liberty,  retired  afterwards  into 
Holland,  where  he  died  1644. 

HELO1SA,  the  concubine,  and 
afterwards  the  wife  of  Peter  Abe- 
lard  ;  a  nun,  and  afterwards  prior. 
ess  of  Argenteuil;  and  lastly,  ab- 
bess of  the  Paraclete,  She  was  born 
about  the  beginning  of  the  1 2th 
century,  and  died  1.163.  Sec 
ABELARD.  i 

HELVETIUS  (ADRIAN1)  an  emi- 
nent   physician   of   Holland,   bora 
-  X  3 
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1656,  died  1721,  leaving  some 
works  behind  him:  the  principal 
of  which  is,  "  Traite  des  Maladies 
fie  plus  frequentes,  &  des  Remedies 
Specifiques  pour  les  guerir." 

HELVETJUS  (JOHN  CLAUDE) 
son  of  the  above,  born  168.5,  died 
*755'  ^e  W3S  fifst  physician  to 
the  queen  of  Franre,  and  author  of, 
"  Idee  Generate  de  ['Economic  Ani- 
male,''  and  '•  Principia  Physico  Me- 
dica,  in  tyronum  Medicinae  gratiam 
conscripta."  We  may  just  mention 
also,  that  he  is  the  father  of  the 
Mons.  Helvetius  who  wrote  the 
celebrated  book  "  De  1'Esprit,"  On 
the  Mind,  and  whom  Voltaire  calls 
"  a  true  philosopher."  The  latter 
was  born  1715,  and  died  1771. 

HEMELAR  (JOHN)  a  Flemish 
poet  and  orator,  and  author  of 
some  extremely  useful  commenta 
ries  upon  the  medals  of  the  Roman 
emperors,  from  the  time  of  Julius 
Cassar  down  to  Justinian,  was  born 
at  the  Hague,  and  died  1640. 

HEMSK1RK.(M  ARTIN)  an  emi- 
nent painter,  born  at  a  village  of 
his  name  in  Holland  1498.  Most 
of  his  works  were  engraved  ;  but 
it  is  visibk  that  he  did  not  under- 
stand the  chiaro  oscuro,  and  that  his 
manner  of  designing  was  dry.  He 
has,  however,  been  called  the  Ra- 
phael of  Holland,  and  died  1574. 

HENAULT  (CHARLES  JOHN 
FRANCIS)  born  at  Paris  1685, 
was  admitted  counsellor  in  parlia- 
ment in  1706,  with  a  dispensation 
on  account  of  age,  and  in  1710  was 
made  president  of  the  first  chamber 
of  inquests.  He  spent  several  years 
in  making  himself  master  of  the 
Roman  law,  the  ordinances  of  the 
French  kings,  their  customs,  and 
public  law  ;  but  history  was  his  fa- 
vourite study  ;  and  he  is  deservedly 
accounted  the  first  [ramer  of  chro- 
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nological  abridgircnts;  in  which, 
without  stopping  at  detached  faOs, 
he  attends  only  to  those  which  form 
a  chain  of  events  that  petfe£l  or 
alter  the  government  and  ctiara£h  r 
of  a  country,  and  tracts  only  the 
springs  which  exalt  or  humble  a 
nation,  extending  or  contracting  the 
space  that  it  occupies  in  the  world. 
— The  first  edition  of  his  work,  the 
result  of  forty  years  reading,  ap- 
peared in  1744,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  chancellor  Daguessea-i,  with 
the  modest  title  of  "  An  Essay." — 
The  success  it  met  with  surprised 
him.  He  marie  continual  improve- 
ments in  it,  and  it  has  gone  through 
nine  editions,  and  been  translated 
into  Italian,  English,  and  German, 
and  even  into  Chinese.  He  wrote 
in  early  life  three  tragedies,  which 
met  with  indifferent  success;  bat 
afterwards  he  composed  three  de- 
lightful comedies.  Henault  ditd 
1771. 

HENDERSON  (JOHN)  of  Co- 
vent  Garden  Theatre,  an  admirable 
aclor  in  various  charafters  of  the 
immortal  Shakspcare.  His  private 
life  was  exceedingly  amiable.  He 
was  born  in  London  1747,  and  died 
Nov.  25,  1785. 

HENDERSON  (JOHN)  B.  A. 
of  Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  born 
at  Balkgarance,  near  Limerick  in 
Ireland,  i  757,  displayed,  at  a  very 
early  period  of  life,  an  uncommon 
thirst  after  knowledge,  which  he 
gratified  with  unremitting  ardour. 
The  favourite  subjefls  of  his  studies 
were  metaphysics,  divinity,  mo- 
rality, chemistry,  and  medicine  ; 
and  the  virtues  of  his  heart  were 
superior  even  to  the  astonishing 
powers  of  his  understanding.  He 
died  1788. 

HENLEY  (JOHN)  better  known 
by  the  appellation  of"  Orator  Ikn- 
*  3 
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4ey,"was  born  at  Melton  Mowbray 
in  Leicestershire,  1692.  He  pub 
lished  several  pieces;  as  a  transla 
tion  of  Plirr,'s  "Epistles,"  of  se 
veral  work  ?  of  Abbe  Vertof,  o 
Mcntfaucon's  "  Itali.ir!  travel"  in 
foiio,  and  many  oihcr  lucubrations; 
but  his  celebrity  he  acquired  as  a 
popular  orator  near  Clare  Mirket 
He  preached  on  Sundays  upon  theo- 
logical matter',  and  on  Wednes- 
days upon  all  other  sciences.  He 
struck  medals,  which  he  disperser 
as  tickets  to  his  subscribers  :  a  star 
rising  to  the  meridian,  with  thi< 
motto,  "  ad  siim  ma  j"  and  below 
"  Invcniam  viam,  aut  faciam.' 
Each  auJuor  paid  is.  He  was  also 
author  of  a  weekly  paper  called 
•'The  Hyp  Dofior,"  for  which  he 
bad  i  col.  a  year  given  him.  This 
singular  cbarafler  dierl  Oct.  1756. 

HENNUYER  (JOHN)  a  bishop 
of  Lisieux  in  France,  justly  me- 
inorable  for  his  humanity  at  the 
time  of  the  dreadful  massacre  of  St. 
Bartholomew,  died  1,577. 

HENRY  (of  HUNTINGDON)  an 
early  Encli-h  historian,  died  1168. 
HENRY  IV.  king  of  France,  was 
born  at  Pau  in  1553-  His  right  to 
the  crown  was  diluted  because  he 
•was  a  Protestant  ;  but,  after  the 
mas.'acre  of  St.  Bartholomew,  he 
signalized  himself  against  the  lea- 
guers ;  and  Henry  III.  dying,  he 
succeeded  him  in  opposition  to 
cardinal  de  Bourbon.  In  1589, 
with  4000  men,  he  defeated  30,000 
commanded  by  the  duke  of  May- 
enne,  &c.  He  afterwards  embraced 
the  Catholic  Religion,  and  Was 
crowned.  He  also  defeated  18,000 
Spaniards  in  Burgundy,  and  re- 
duced the  leaguers  to  their  duty, 
\vhom  he  pardoned.  A  young 
scholar,  John  Chastel,  would  have 
ttriick  him  in  the  month  with  a 
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knife,  bet  missed  him  ;  the 
said,  And  is  it  so,  that  the  Jesuits 
must  be  condemned  by  my  mouth  ? 
arid  thereupon  they  were  banuhcd, 
A  Protestant  minister  told  him, 
Hi  denied  God  uiith  his  mouth,  and 
therefore  vuas  struck  there ;  but  if 
he  denied  him  in  Ins  heart,  tin  nr\t 
stroke  mi»kt  be  thereabouts  loo.  He 
concluded  a  peace  with  Spain,  and 
"an  agreement  with  Savoy  in  1601  ; 
and  was  stabbed  with  a  knife  by 
Ravillac,  in  his  coach,  at  Paris, 
May  14,  1610.  Above  fifty  his- 
torians, and  500  panegyrists,  poets 
and  orators,  have  spoken  in  his 
praise.

HENRY  (DR.  ROBERT)  minis- 
ter of  one  of  the  churches  in  Edin- 
nrgh,  and  author  of  "  The  History 
of  Great  Britain,"  in  5  vols.

>orn  at  St.  Ninian's  1718,  died  Nov. 
24,170.0.  A  Posthumous  volume, 
being  the  6th,  has  been  published 
iince  his  death. 

HENRY     (DAVID)     for     more 
ban    half  a  century  an    active  ma- 
nager   of    the    Gentleman's   Mjga.

Henry   became    at  length  related  to 
lis  patron,  by  marrying  his  sister, 
n  1736.      Those  useful  and  popu- 
ar   publications  which  describe  the

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London,  &c.  printed  for   Nevvbery, 
in    St.   Paul's    Church-yard,     were 
originally  compiled  by  Mr.  Henry, 
and   have    been  improved    by  him 
through    many    successive    impres- 
sions.      He    published,     in     1772, 
"  The   Complete    English    Farmer  • 
or,    A    PraQical    System    of   Hus- 
bandry ;    in   which   is   comprised  a 
general  View  of  the    whole  Art  of 
Husbandry  ;"   from   this   he    with- 
held   his   name  as  he  did  also  from 
"  An  Historical  Account  of  all  the 
Voyages  round  the  World,  perform- 
ed by  English  Navigators,"    in  four 
vols.  8vo.  1774;  to  which,  in  1775, 
Mr.  H.    added    a    5th,    containing 
Captain  Cook's  Voyage  in   the  Re 
solution  ;   and  in  1786,  a  6th,  con- 
taining the  last  Voyage  of  Captain 
Cook  ;    introduced   by    an  admira-

HERACLITUS,  a  celebrated  E- 
phesian  philosopher,  who  is  said  to 
have  continually  bewailed  the  wick- 
ed lives  of  men,  and  as  often  as  he 
came  among  them  to  have  fallen  a 
weeping  ;  contrary  to  Democritus, 
who  made  the  follies  of  mankind 
the  subjeft  of  laughter.  He  flou- 
rished  about  500  B.  C. 

HERALDUS  (DES1DERIUS)  in 
French  Herault,  a  counsellor  of  the 
parliament  of  Paris,  eminent  for  his 
writings  on  law  and  on  the  belles 
letters,  died  i  649. 

HERBELOT  (BARTHOLO- 
MEW D')  an  eminent  orientalist, 
born  at  Paris  162.5,  died  1695.— 
His  chiefwork  is  "Bibliotheque  Ori- 
entale,  or  A  Universal  Dictionary, 
containing  whatever  relates  to  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Eastern  world." 
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HERBERT  (MARY)  countess  of 
Pembroke,  a  great  encourager  of 
letters,  and  herself  an  ingenious 
poet.  Her  character  on  the  whole 
may  be  highly  judged  of,  from  the 
epitaph  written  by  Ben  Jonson, 
viz. 

"  Underneath  this  sable  hearse 

"  .Lies  the  subjeil  of  all  verse: 

"  Sidney's  sister,  Pembroke1.?  mother. 

"  Death  !    ere  thou  hast  kiii'rt  another 

"  Fair,  and  good,  and  learn'd  as  she, 

•'  Time  shall  throw  a  dart  at  thee." 

HERBERT  (EDWARD)  lord 
Herbert  of  Cherhury  in  Shropshire, 
an  eminent  English  statesman,  and 
writer  on  history,  philosophy,  and 
criticism,  born  in  Montgomery  Cas- 
tle 1581,  died  1648. 

HERBERT  (GEORGE)  brother 
of  the  preceding,  a  divine  and 
poet,  of  whose  judgment  the  great 
Lord  Bacon  had  so  high  an  opi- 
nion, that  he  would  not  suffer  his 
works  to  be  printed  till  they  had 
passed  Herbert's  examination.  He 
was  born  1593,  wrote  a  volume  of 
devout  poems  called  "  The  Tem- 
ple," and  died  about  1635. 

HERMAN  (PAUL)  a  celebrated 
botanist,  a  native  of  Halle  in  Saxony, 
died  1695. 

HERMAN  (JAMES)  an  eminent 
mathematician  of  Basle,  and  the 
friend  of  Leibnitz.  He  was  born 
1678,  and  died  1733,  leaving  vari- 
ous works. 

HERMES,  an  Egyptian  legisla- 
tor, priest,  and  philosopher,  who 
lived,  as  some  think,  in  the  year 
of  the  world  2076,  in  the  reign  of 
Ninus,  after  Moses  ;  and  was  so 
killed  in  all  profound  arts  and 
sciences,  that  he  acquired  the  sur- 
name of  Trismegistus,  or,  "  thrice 
Sreat." 

HEROD,  falsely  called  the  Great, 
king  and  tyrant  of  Judea,   who,  o» 
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the  strength  of  a  misinterpreted 
prophecy,  caused  all  the  male  chil- 
dren of  Bethlehem  and  its  neigh- 
bourhood to  be  massacred  by  his 
soldiers,  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of 
Christ,  in  the  vain  hope  of  destroy- 
ing  the  Saviour  of  mar.kind.  He 
died  A.  D.  3. 

HERODIAN,  a  Greek  historian 
of  Rome,  who  flourished  under  the 
reigns  of  Severus,  Caracalla,  Helio- 
gabalus,  Alexander,  and  Maximin. 
His  history  contains  8  book?,  and 
is  greatly  admired.  It  comprises 
the  events  from  A.  D.  180  to  238. 
Herodian  died  about  247. 

HERODOTUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
historian  of  Halicarnassus  in  Caria, 
born  about  484  yearsbefore  Christ, 
died  4  i  3  before  Christ.  He  is  cal- 
led "The  Father  of  History;"  his 
work  is  written  in  the  Ionic  dialeft, 
and  divided  into  g  books,  which 
contain  the  most  rtmarkable  occur- 
rences within  a  period  of  240 
years;  from  the  reign  of  Cyrus  the 
first  king  of  Persia,  to  that  of 
Xerxes,  when  the  historian  was 
living.  These  9  books  are  called 
after  the  9  Muses,  each  of  them 
being  distinguished  by  the  name  of 
a  Muse. 

HERRING  (DR.  THOMAS) 
archbishop  of  Canterbury,  born  in 
Norfolk  1693.  When  the  rebellion 
broke  out  in  Scotland,  in  1745,  and 
the  Highlanders  defeated  the  king's 
troops  at  Preston- Pans,  the  arch- 
bishop (then  of  Yoik)  contributed 
much  to  remove  the  general  panic, 
and  awaken  the  nation  from  its 
lethargy.  He  convened  the  nobi- 
lity, gentiy,  and  clergy,  of  his 
diocese,  and  addressed  them  in  a 
noble  and  animated  speech;  which 
had  such  an  tffecr.  upon  his  auditory, 
that  a  subscription  emued  to  the 
amount  of  40,000!.  and  the  exam- 
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pie  %vas  successfully  followed  by 
the  nation  in  general.  On  the 
derth  of  Dr.  Potter,  in  1747,  he 
was  translated  to  the  see  of  Canter- 
bury, and  died  1757. 

HERTZBERG-(EWALD  FRE- 
DEPIC,  Comte  dt)  a  very  eminent 
statesman  of  Prussia,  born  at  Lottin 
in  F'-n>erania.  He  became  known 
in  the  literary  world  at  the  age  of 
F7,  ami  on  knving  college,  by  a 
"  Dissertation  on  History."  On. 
his  return  from  the  university,  be- 
ing known  to  Frederic  II.  who 
saw  him  possessed  of  merit,  in 
1745  he  entered  the  diplomatic 
career  as  secretary  of  legation,  and 
progressively  rose  to  the  highest 
point  of  rank  and  confidence  in  the 
sta'.e.  The  remembrance  of  him 
will  always  be  closely  connected 
with  that  of  the  great  King  whom 
he  had  the  honour  to  serve.  He 
died  179.5. 

HERVEY  (JAMES)  an  English 
divine  of  exemplaiy  virtue  and 
piety,  born  at  Hardiniinone  in 
Northamptonshire  1714,  ditd  1758. 
His  chief  writings  are,  "  Medita- 
tions and  Contemplations,"  "  Re- 
marks on  lord  Bclingbroke's  Let- 
ters on  the  Study  and  Use  of  His- 
tory;" and  "  Theron  and  Aspasio; 
or,  a  Series  of  Dialogues  and  Let- 
ters ori  the  most  important  sub- 


HESIOD,  a  very  ancient  Greek 
poet,  but  whether  contemporary 
with,  or  older  or  younger  than 
Homer,  is  not  yet  agreed  among 
the  learned.  The  "  Theogony" 
and  "  Works  and  Days"  are  the 
only  undoubted  pieces  of  this  poet 
now  extant. 

HESYCHIUS,  a  celebrated  gram- 
maiian  and  lexicographer  of  Alex- 
andria, who  flourished  about  A.  D. 
300. 
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HETHER1NGTON  (WILLIAM) 
an  English  divine,  who  died  1778, 
leaving  20,000!.  as  a  perpetual  fund 
for  the  relief  of  50  blind  persons 
with  lol.  a  year. 

HEURNIUS  (JOHN)  a  cele- 
brated Dutch  physician,  born  at 
Utrecht  1543,  died  1601.  There 
are  several  productions  of  his;  but 
his  principal  one  is,  "  A  Treatise 
upon  disorders  of  the  Head."  He 
also  published  Hippocrates  in  Greek 
and  Latin,  with  explanatory  com- 
mentaries, which  have  undergone 
many  editions. 

HEYL1N  (DR.  PETER)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  historian,  born  at 
Burford  in  Oxfordshire  1600.  In 
1621,  he  published  his  "  Micro- 
cosmus,  or,  Description  of  the  Great 
World  ;"  which  is  almost  the  only 
work  that  he  is  known  by  now  j 
but  that  is  in  no  very  high  esteem, 
being  superseded  by  things  abun- 
dantly better  of  the  kind.  He 
died  1662. 

HEYWOOD    (JOHN)    a    noted 
English  poet  and  jester  of  his  time.' 
He   was  one  of  the  first  who  wrote' 
English  plays,   found   means   to  be- 
come a  favourite  with  Henry  VIII. 
and    was    well    rewarded    by    that 
monarch  for  the  mirth  and  quick- 
ness of  his  conceits.      He  was  born 
in  London,  and  died  1565. 

HEYWOOD  (JASPER)  son  of 
the  foregoing,  translated  three  tra- 
gedies of  Seneca,  and  wrote  various 
poetns'and  devices,  some  of  which 
are  printed  in  a  book  called  "  The 
Paradise  of  Dainty  Devices,"  1573, 
4fO.  He  was  born  1535,  and  died 


HEYWOOD  (THOMAS)  an 
actor,  and  most  voluminous  play- 
writer,  in  the  reigns  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth and  James  I.  He  is  said  to 
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have  been  the  author  of  220  plays; 
of  which  only  24  are  now  extant. 

HEYWOOD  (ELIZA)  a  very 
voluminous  female  writer,  born 
in  London  1693,  died  1756.  Her 
latter  and  best  writings  are,  "  The 
Female  Spectator,"  4  vols.  "  Epistles 
for  the  Ladies,"  2  vols.  "  Fortunate 
Foundling,"  i  vol.  "  Adventures  of 
Nature,"  i  vol.  '•'  History  of  Betsy 
Thoughtless,"  4  vols.  "Jenny  and 
Jemmy  Jessamy,"  3  vols.  "  Invi. 
sible  Spy,"  2  vols.  "  Husband"  and 
"  Wife,"  e  vols.;  allin  ismo:  and 
a  pamphlet,  intituled,  "  A  Present 
for  a  Servant  Maid."— -When  voting, 
she  dabbled  in  dramatic  poetry,- 
but  with  no  great  success :  none  of 
her  plays  being  either  much  ap- 
proved at  first,  or  revived  after* 
ward?. 

HICETAS,  of  Syracuse,  an  an- 
cient  philosopher,  who  flourished 
about  3.408.  C.  He  taught  that 
the  sun  and  the  stars  were  motion- 
less, and  that  the  earth  moved 
round  them  :  this  is  mentioned  by 
Cicero,  and  probably  gave  the  first 
hint  of  that  system  to  Copernicus. 

HICK.ELL  ( ),  a  celebrated 

portrait  and  historical  painter,  died 
at  Hamburgh,  April  1799. 

H1CKES  (GEORGE)  an  English 
divine,  antiquary,  critic,  and  po- 
lemical writer,  of  uncommon  parts 
and  learning,  born  at  Newsham  in 
Yorkshire  1642,  died  1715.  His 
"  Linguarum  Septentrionalium  The- 
saurus," published  at  Oxford,  2  vols. 
folio,  1705,  exhibits  a  splendid  and 
durable  monument  of  his  industry. 

HIEROCLES,  a  Platonic  philo. 
sopher  of  the  ^th  century,  taught 
at  Alexandria  with  great  repnla- 
tion,  and  wrote  seven  books  upon 
Providence  and  Fate.

— Preach- 
ing against  what  he  considered  as 
the  inveterate  errors  of  the  clergy, 
among  other  discourses  one  was 
upon  these  words,  "  My  kingdom 
is  not  of  this  world;"  which  pro- 
ducing the  famous  Bangorian  con- 
troversy, as  it  was  called,  employed 
the  press  for  many  years.  Hoadly 
contended,  that  the  clergy  had  no 
pretensions  to  any  temporal  juris- 
dictions; but  that  temporal  princes 
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a  right  to  govern  in  ecclesias- 
tical politks  ;  and  by  this  means  he 
drew  on  himself  the  indignation  of 
almost  all  the  clergy.  These  dis- 
putes, however,  have  long  since 
subsided. 

HOADLY  (DR.  BENJAMIN) 
eldest  son  of  the  bishop  of  'Win- 
chester, born  in  London  1706.  He 
was  appointed  physician  to  his  ma 
jesty's  household  1742,  and  to  that 
of  the  prince  of  Wales  1745-6. 
This,  being  at  a  time  ub.cn  the  fa- 
milies were  not  upon  the  best  terms, 
is  a  proof  that  Dr.  Koadly  was  a 
most  unexceptionable  man  ;  and  he 
is  said  to  have  filled  the  post  with 
singular  honour.

He 
published  among  other  things,  an 
"  English  translation  of  Thucydi- 
des,"  "  Human  Nature,"  and  a  trea- 
tise  "  De  Corpore  Politico,  or,  of 
the  Elements  of  the  Law."  This 
latter  piece  was  presented  to  Gas- 
sendus,  and  read  by  him  a  few 
months  before  his  death ;  who  is 
said  first  to  have  kissed  it,  and  then 
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to  have  delivered  hi»  opinion  of  it 
in  these  words :  "  Thi*  tit ati'c  i» 
indeed  small  in  bulk,  but,  in  my 
judgment,  the  very  marrow  of  sri. 
en-k.."  In  1651  he  published  hi* 
religious,  political,  and  moral  prin- 
ciples in  a  complete  system,  which 
he  called  the  "  Leviathan  ;"  and 
caused  a  copy  of  it,  very  fairly 
written  on  vellum,  to  be  presented 
to  Charles  II.  He  aho,  in  his  b:8tH 
year,  published,  in  English  verse, 
the  whole  "  Iliad"  and  "  Odyssey" 
of  Homer  ;  but  his  poetry  is  below 
criticism,  and  has  long  been  ex- 
ploded. —There  have  been  few  per- 
sons whose  writings  have  had  a 
more  pernicious  influence  in  spread- 
ing irreligion  and  infidelity  than 
Hnlbes's;  and  yet  none  of  his  trea- 
tises are  direflly  levelled  against  re» 
vealed  icligion. 

HOCHSTETTER  (ANDREW 
ADAM)  a  German  divine,  histo- 
rian, and  political  writer,  born  at 
Tubingen  1668,  died  1717. 

HOFFMAN  (MAURICE)  a  Ger- 
man medical,  anatomical,  and  bo^ 
tanical  writer,  born  at  Brandenburg 
1631,  died  1698. 

HOFFMAN  (JOHN  MAURICE) 
son  of  the  fort-going,  a  physician 
ami  medical  writer,  born  at  Alt« 
dorff  i  653,  died  1727. 

HOFFMAN  (JOHN  JAMES) 
the  laborious  compiler  of  a  "  Lexi- 
con Universale  Historico-Geogra- 
pliico-  Poeiico-  Fhilosophico  -  Poli- 
tico- Philologicum,"  2  vols.  folio, 
Gcrcva,  1677.  Jt  has  been  since 
enlarged  and  published  in  4  vols. 
folio,  and  finds  a  place  in  every 
learned  library.  He  was  born  at 
Basle  1635,  and  died  there  1706. 

HOFFMAN  (FREDERIC)  born 
at  Hall  near  Magdeburg  1660,  was 
professor  of  physic  at  that  place, 
and  died  1742.  His  works  wet< 
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*olleQed,  at  Geneva,  in  6  large  fo- 
lios, 1748  and  175-4;  and  he  has 
deservedly  been  reckoned  '  among 
the  best  writers  in  physic. 

HOGARTH  (WILLIAM)  a  truly 
gteat  and  original  genius  in  paint- 
ing and  engraving,  was  born  1698, 
in  the  parish  .of  St.  Martin  Ludgate, 
and  bound  a  parent  ire  to  Mr.  Ellis 
Gamble,  a  silversmith  of  eminence 
inCranbourn  street,  Leicester  Fields. 
In  this  profession  it  is  not  unusual 
to  bind  apprentices  to  the  single 
branch  of  engraving  arms  and  cy- 
phers on  every  species  of  metal  ; 
and  in  that  particular  department 
young  Hogarth  was  placed. — He 
began  business  on  his  own  account 
about  1720  ;  arid  his  first  employ-  ] 
ment  stems  to  have  been  the  en- 
graving of  -arms  and  shop  bills. 
The  next  step  was,  to  design  and 
furnish  plaies  for  booksellers;  of 
which  those  now  best  known  are 
«7  for  a  duodecimo  edition  of 
"  Hudibras"  (with  Butler's  head) 
in  i  7  16.— The  first  piece  in  which 
he  distinguished  himself  as  a  painter 
was  a  representation  of  Wanstead 
Assembly,  the  portraits  from  life, 
without  burlesque,  and  the  colour- 
ing rather  better  than  some  of  his 
later  and  more  highly  finished  per- 
formances.— It  was  Hogarth's  cus- 
tom to  sketch  out  on  the  spot  any 
remarkable  face  which  particularly 
r  .ruck  him,  and  of  which  he  wished 
to  preserve  the  remembrance  ;  and 
this  he  frequently  did  with  a  pencil 
on  his  nail.— In  1730  Mr.  Hogarth 
married  the  only  daughter  of  Sir 
James  Thornhill ;  and  soon  after, 
having  summer  lodgings  at  South 
Lambeth,  and  being  intimate  with 
Mr.  Tyers,  he  contributed  to  the 
improvement  of  the  Spring  Gar- 
dens at  Vauxnall,  by  the  hint  of 
embellishing  them  with  paintings, 
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some  of  which  were  the  producHoni 
of  his  own  truly  comic  pencil.— 
In  1733  his  genius  became  con- 
spicuously known.  His  "  Harlot's 
Progress"  introduced  him  to  the 
notice  of  the  great,  and  Hogarth 
ro,e  completely  into  fame. — Soon 
after  the  peace  of  Aix  la  Chapelie 
he  went  over  to  France,  and  was 
taken  into  custody  at  Calais  while 
he  was  drawing  the  gate  of  that 
town,  a  circumstance  which  he  has 
recorded  in  his  pic-hire  intituled* 
"  Othe  Roast  Beef  of  Old  England  !" 
published  1749.  He  was  actually 
carried  before  the  governor  as  a 
spy,  and,  after  a  very  strift  exami. 
nation,  committed  a  prisoner  to 
Grandsire  his  landlord,  on  his  pro- 
mising that  Hogarth  should  not  go 
cut  of  his  house  till  it  was  to  em- 
bark  for  England. — In  1753  he 
appeared  to  the  world  in  the  cha- 
rafler  of  an  author,  and  published 
a  4to.  volume,  intituled  "  The 
Analysis  of  Beauty,  written  with 
a  View  of  fixing  the  fluctuating 
Ideas  of  Taste."  In  this  perform* 
ance  he  shews,  by  a  variety  of  ex- 
amples, that  a  curve  is  the  line  of 
beauty,  and  that  round  swelling  fi- 
gures are  most  pleasing  to  the  eye; 
and  the  truth  of  his  opinion  has 
been  countenanced  by  subsequent 
writers  on  the  subject. — Hogarth 
was  one  of  the  most  absent  of  men. 
Soon  af'.er  he  set  up  his  carriage  he 
had  occasion  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
lord-mayor  (Mr.  Beckford).  When 
he  went,  the  weather  was  fine;  but 
business  detained  him  till  a  violent 
shower  of  rain  came  on.  He  was 
let  out  of  die  Mansion-house  by  a 
different  door  from  that  at  which 
he  entered ;  and,  seeing  die  rain, 
began  immediately  to  call  for  a 
hackney  coach.  Not  one  was  to 
be  met  with  on  any  of  the 
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b.  curing  stands ;   and   our  artist  sal- 
I*ed  forth  to    brave  the  storm,    and 
aOually    reached     Leicester    Fields 
without    bestowing     a    thought    on 
his  own  carriage,  til!  Mrs.  Hogarth 
(surprised  to    see    him    so  wet  and 
splashed)   a'ked  him  where  he  had 
left  it.— The  last  ir.errcnible  event 
in  our  artist's  life  was   his  quarrel 
with    Mr.  Wilkes;     in    which,    if 
Mr.  Hogarth  did  not  commence  <ii- 
re6t  hostilities,  he  at  least  obliquely 
gave  the  first  offence,   by  an  attack 
on    the    friends   and    party  of  that 
gentleman.     Mr.  Churchill  the  poet 
soon  after    published  ""the   "  EpistJe 
to  \Villiam  Hogarth,"  and  took  for 
the   motto    ut  piflara  poesis,      Mr. 
J-Iogarth's  revenge   again:>t  the  poet 
terminated  in    vatnping  up  an  old 
print  of    a   pug    dog    and    a    bear, 
which  he   published  under  the  title 
of    "    The    Bruizer    C.    Churchill 
(once  the  Rev.  !)    in    the    chara&er 
of  a    Russian    Hercules,"  &c.— At 
the  time  these  hostilities  were  car- 
lying  on    in    a  manner  so  virulent 
and  disgraceful   to    all   the  parties 
Hogarih  died,  OB.  25,  1764. 

HOLBEIN  (JOHN)better  known 
by    his    German   name    Hans  Hoi 
bein,  an  admirable  painter,  bom  a 
Basil    in    Switzerland    1408,    diet 
1554-      ^'s    "lost  famous   pifture 
are,   Our  Saviour's  Passion,   in  tin 
town  house   at    Basil;   and,    in   the 
fish-market  of  the    same    town, 
Dance   of    Peasants,      and    Death 
Dance;       which     are     exceeding! 
striking  to  the  connoisseur.— Com 
ing  to  England,  Holbein  was  intro 
duct,  a  by  Sir  Thomas  More  to  Henr 
VIII.  in  this  manner.     Sir  Thoma 
invited    the    king   to    an  entertain 
ment,  and  hung    up    all    Holbein 
pieces,    disposed  in  the  best   orde 
and  in  the  best  light,    in   the  grea 
his  house.     The  king,  upo 
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is  first  entrs  nee,  was  so  charmed 
ith  the  sijjht  of  them,  that  he 
sked  "  Whether  such  an  artist 
now  alive,  and  to  be  had  for 
money?"  Upon  which  Sir  Thomas 
resented  Holbein  to  the  king,  who 
mmediately  took  him  into  his  ser- 
ice,  and  brought  him  into  great 
steem  with  the  nobility  of  the 
ingdom.— Holbein  had  the  same 
ingularity  which  Pliny  mentions 
f  Turpilius,  a  Roman,  namely, 
hat  of  painting  with  his  left  hand. 

KOLDEN  (HENRY)  an  excel- 
cnt  English  commentator  on  the 
•Tew  Testament,  an  I  vriter  on 
"aith.  died  i  662. 

HOLDER   (WILLIAM)   an    in. 
;enious   Englishman,   who,   among 
many    other    works,     published    a 
-,ook   intituled  "  The  Elements  of 
peech ;   an    Essay   of  Inquiry  into 
he    natural  Production  of    Letters; 
with  an  Appendix  concerning  Per- 
sons that  arc  Deaf  and  Dumb,  1669." 
He  was  born    in  Nottinghamshire, 
and  died  1697. 

HOLDSWORTH  (EDWARD) 
Horn  1688,  died  1747.  He  was 
the  author  of  the  "  Mnsoipula,"  a 
poem,  esteemed  a  rnsster-piece  in 
its  kind  ;  and  also  of  "  Remarks 
•ind  Dissertations  on  Virgil  :"  and 
Mr.  Spence  speaks  of  him  in  "  Po- 
lymetis,"  as  one  who  understood 
Virgil  in  a  more  masterly  manner 
than  any  person  he  ever  knew. 

HOLIKSHED  (RAPHAEL)  an 
English  historian,  and  famous  for 
the  Chronicles  that  go  under  his 
rame,  died  1581.  His  "  ChronU 

Ics"  were  first  published  in  15770 
in  2  vols.  folio;  and  then,  in  1587, 
in  3  ;  the  two  first  of  which  are 

ornmoiily  bound  together.  The 
continuations  from  1577  to  1587 
were  by  Stow,  Thin,  Fleming,  and 
others. 
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HOLLAR(\VENTZEL,or\VENT- 
CESLAUS)  a  most  admired  engra- 
ver of  views  and  portraits,  born  at 
Prague  in  Bohemia  1607,  died 
1677. 

HOLLES  (DENZIL,  LORD)  se- 
cond son  of  the  earl  of  Clare,  an 
eminent  English  patriot,  born  1597, 
died  1680.  He  nobly  maintained 
end  defended  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  House  of  Commons,  of 
which  he  was  a  most  worthy  mem- 
ber, against  the  arbitrary  measures 
of  Charles  I.  and  his  favourites, 
falsely  styled,  The  King's  Frier  ; 
His  lordship  was  also  a  political 
writer. 

HOLLIS  (THOMAS)  born  in 
London  1720,  died  i  774.— lie  was 
possessed  of  a  large  fortune  ;  above 
the  half  of  which  he  devoted  to 
charities,  to  the  encouragement  of 
genius,  and  to  the  support  and  de- 
fence of  liberty.  His  studious 
hours  were  devoted  to  the  search 
of  noble  authors  hidden  by  the  rust 
of  time,  and  to  do  the!-'  virtues 
justice  by  brightening  their  aQions 
for  the  review  of  the  public.  A 
new  edition  of  "  Toland's  Life  of

HOLSTENIUS  (LUCAS)  a  Ger- 
man commentator  on  Greek  and 
Latin  authors,  born  at  Hamburg 
1596,  died  1661. 

HOLT  (SIR  JOHN)  knight,  chief 
justice  of  the  court  of  King's  Bench 
in  the  reign  of  king  William,  bovn 
at  Thaune,  Oxon,  1641,  died  1710. 
He  published  Chief  J-istice  Ke- 
Jynge's  Reports,  with  annotations 
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upon  them  by  himself;  and  his 
integrity  and  uprightness  as  a  judge 
are  celebrated  by  the  author  of  the 
1  Taller,"  No.  14,  under  the  cna- 
raQer  of  Verus  the  magistrate. 

HOLWELL  (JOHN  ZEPHA- 
NIAH)  a  governor  of  Bengal,  and 
one  of  the  wretched  prisoners  con- 
fined in  the  Black  Hole  in  Calcutta 
aoth  June  1756,  wherein  a  great 
number  of  gentlemen  were  suffo- 
cated; but  Mr.  Kohvell,  with  a 
few  other1;,  surviving,  he  published 
a  "  Narrative"  of  the  dreadful  affair. 
He  also  wrote  a  great  number  of 
Trafts,  chiefly  on  Indian  affairs,  and 
died,  aged  near  go,  Nov.  5,  1798. 

HOLYDAY  (BARTEN)  an  in- 
genious  and  learned  English  divine, 
poet,  and  philosopher,  bom  at  Ox- 
ford 1593,  died  1661.  He  wrote 
"  Technoriamia,  or  the  Marriages  of 
the  Arts,"  a  Comedv,  a6ier!  by  some 
Oxford  scholars,  at  Woodstock,  in 
1621,  before  king  James;  and  a 
"  Survey  of  the  World,"  in  to 
Books,  a  Pnem,  1661;  but  the 
work  that  he  is  known  and  es 
teemed  for  now  is  his  "  Translation 
of  the  Satires  of  Juvenal  and  Per- 
sius  :"  for  though  his  poetry  is  but 
indifferent,  yet  his  translation  is 
allowed  to  be  faithful,  and  his  notes 
good. 

HOLYOAKE^FRANCIS)  a  learn, 
ed  Englishman,  memorable  for  hav. 
ing  made  an  "  Etymological  Die,- 
tionary  of  Latin  Words,"  born  in 
Warwickshire  1567,  died  1653. 

HOME  (HENRY  LORD 
KAIMES)  one  of  the  senators  of 
the  college  of  justice  in  Scotland, 


and  eminent  as  a  critical  and  phi- 
losophical  writer,  born  in  Scotland 
1696,  died  1780.  His  principal 
works  are,  "Sketches  of  the  His- 
tory of  Man,"  2  vo'.s.  410.  1773  ; 
Y  a 
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"  Elements  of  Criticism,"  2  vol?. 
8vo.  1763;  and  "  The  Gentleman 
Farmer,"  8vo.  1772. 

HOMER,  the  most  ancient  of  the 
Creek  poets,  was  the  father  of  poe- 
try, as  Herodotus  was  of  history, 
and  Hippocrates  of  physic.  As 
much  as  he  has  celebrated  the 
praises  of  others,  he  has  been  so 
very  modest  about  himself,  that  we 
do  not  find  the  least  mention  of 
him  throughout  his  poems:  so  that 
where  he  was  born,  who  were  his 
parent?,  what  age  be  lived  in,  and 
almost  every  circumstance  of  his 
life,  remain  at  this  day,  in  a  great 
measure,  if  not  wholly,  unknown. 
The  only  incontestable  works  which 
Homer  Las  left  behind  him  are  the 
"  Iliad,"  rnd  the  "  Odyssey." — It 
was  by  these  poems  that  all  the 
worthies  of  antiquity  were  formed. 
Hence  the  lawgivers,  the  founders 
of  monarchies  and  commonwealths, 
took  the  model  of  their  politics; 
hence  the  philosophers  drew  the 
first  principles  of  morality  which 
they  taught  the  people;  hence  phy- 
sicians have  studied  diseases  and 
their  cures;  astronomers  have  learn- 
ed  the  knowledge  of  the  heavens, ! 
and  geometricians  of  the  earth  ;  j 
kings  and  princes,  the  art  to  go- 
vern; and  captains,  to  form  a  bat- 
tle, to  encamp  an  army,  to  besiege 
towns,  to  fight  and  gain  victories. 
"  Homer  (says  Sir  William  Temple) 
•was,  without  doubt,  the  most  uni- 
versal genius  that  has  been  known 
in  the  world,  and  Virgil  the  most 
accomplished.  To  the  first  must 
be  allowed  the  most  fertile  inven-  ; 


tion,  the  richest  vein,  the  most  ge- 
neral knowledge,  and  the  most 
lively  expressions :  to  the  last,  the 
noblest  ideas,  the  justest  institution, 
ktis  wisest,  conduct,  and  the  choiest 
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elocution.  The  colouring  of  both 
seems  equal,  and  indeed  in  both  is 
admirable.  Homer  had  more  fira 
r.nd  rapture;  Virgil  more  light  and 
sweetness  :  or,  at  least,  the  poetical 
fire  was  more  raging  in  the  one, 
but  clearer  in  the  other ;  which 
makes  the  first  more  armsir.g,  and 
the  latter  more  agreeable.  In  short, 
these  two  immortal  poets  must  be 
allowed  to  have  so  much  excelled 
in  their  kinds,  as  to  have  exceeded 
all  comparison,  to  have  even  ex- 
tinguished emulation,  anc{  in  a 
manner  confined  true  poetry,,  .not 
only  to  their  two  languages,  but  to 
their  very  persons."  The  first  ap- 
pearance of  Homer's  works  in 
Greece  was  about  120  years  before 
Rome  was  built,  that  is  about  200 
years  after  the  supposed  time  of 
Homer.  T-he  Arundel'an  marbles 
give  907  years  before  Christ  as  the 
period  when  he  flourished, 

HOOGEVEEN  (HENRY)  an 
eminent  Dutch  philologer,  born  at 
Leyden  1715,  died  1794.  His 
"  DoSrina  Particularum  Lingua? 
Graecas,"  2  vols.  410.  1769,  is  ex- 
ecuted with  a  prodigious  abun- 
dance of  learning,  and  is  a  lasting 
foundation  for  his  well-earned 
fame. 

HOOGSTRATEN  (DAVID 
VAN)  a  celebrated  Dutch  critic, 
lexicographer,  and  poet,  born  at 
Rotterdam  1658,  died  1724. 

HOOKE  (ROBERT)  an  eminent 
English  mathematician  and  philoso- 
pher, born  in  the  Isle  of  Wight 
1635,  died  1703.  He  distinguished 
himself  by  many  noble  inventions 
and  improvements  in  mechanics ; 
invented  pendulum  watches,  and 
several  astronomical  instruments 
for  making  observations  both  at 
sea  and  land  ;  and  was  particulai  ly 
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serviceable  to  Boyle  in  completing 
the  air- pump.  His  writings  art 
numerous  and  valuable. 

HOOKE  (NATHANIEL)  author 
of  a  valuable  "  Roman  History," 
in  4  vo!s.  410.  and  other  works, 
died  1764. 

HOOKER  (RICHARD)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  author  of  an 
excellent  work,  intituled  "  The 
Laws  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  in  8 
Books,"  was  born  at  Heavitree  near 
Exeter  1553,  and  died  1600.  Of 
Hooker  and  this  work  Fope  Cle- 
ment VIII.  >aid,  "  This  man  indeed 
deserves  the  name  of  an  author. 
His  books  will  get  reverence  by 
age ;  for  there  is  in  them  such  seeds 
of  eternity,  that  they  shall  continue 
till  the  last  fire  shall  devour  all 
learning." 

HOOLE    (JOHN)     a     poet    and 


translator  of  considerable  reputa- 
tion, was  born  in  London  in  Dec. 
1727,  and  educated  in  Hertford- 
shire, under  Mr.  James  Bennett, 
the  publisher  of  Roger  Ascham's 
works.  In  1744,  he  was  placed  as 
a  cleik  in  the  India  House  ;  in 
which  establishment  he  remained 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1785, 
when  he  resigned  his  office  of  audi- 
tor of  Indian  accounts,  and  soon 
after  retired  to  the  neighbourhood 
of  Dorking  in  Surrey,  wheie  he 
died  Aug.  2,  1803;  having  pro- 
duced elegant  translations  of  the 
works  of  Tasso,  Ariosto,  and 
Metastasio  ;  and  written  three  tra- 
gedies. His  "  Cyrus,"  was  well 
received  on  the  stage  ;  his  "  Ti- 
manthes"  also  met  with  success  ; 
but  his  "  Cleonice,  princess  of 
Bythinia,"  fell  a  viftim  to  the  se- 
verity of  criticism,  which  has  ca- 
priciously suffered  many  worse  per- 
formances to  enjoy  a  better  fate. 
Mr.  Hook  conducted  himself  very 
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liberally  on  this  occasion,  by  re- 
iurning  a  considerable  part  of  the 
money  which  he  had  received  for 
the  copy-right;  alleging,  that  as 
the  piece  was  not  successful  on  the 
stage,  it  could  not  be  very  profit- 
able to  the  bookseller,  and  outjht 
not  to  be  a  loss.  He  was,  indeed, 
a  very  amiable  character,  and  greatly 
esteemed  by  Dr.  Johnson. 

HOOPER,  or  HOPER  (JOHN) 
bishop  of  Gloucester,  was  born  in 
Somersetshire  1495.  In  the  perse- 
cution under  NUry,  refusing  to  re- 
cant his  opinions,  he  was  burned  in 
the  city  of  Gloucester,  and  suffered 
death  with  admirable  constancy, 
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HORAFOLLO,  or  HORUS 
APOELO,  a  celebrated  gramma- 
rian of  Egypt,  flourished  about  A.  D. 
380.  There  are  extant  under  his 
name  two  books  "  concerning  the 
Hieroglyphics  of  the  Egyptians." 

HORAT1US  (COCLES)  a  re- 
nowned Roman  knight,  who  saved 
the  city  by  his  noble  defence  of  a 
wooden  bridge  attacked  by  Por- 
senna.  While  he  and  two  asso- 
ciates opposed  the  enemy  at  the 
entrance,  he  desired  his  fellow- 
citizens  to  cut  away  the  bridge  be 
hind  him  ;  this  beingexecuted,  he 
fell  into  the  Tiber;  but,  though 
wounded,  and  oppressed  by  heavy 
armour,  he  gained  the  shore.  He 
louris.'hed  .500  years  before  Christ. 

HORAT1US(QUINTUS  FLAC- 
CUS)  an  ancient  Roman  lyric  and 
satiric  poet,  who  flourished  in  the 
age  of  Augustus,  was  born  at  Venu- 
sium  about  65  years  before  Christ. 
His  poetical  talents  soOn  made  him 
known  to  some  of  the  greatest  men 
in  Rome.  Virgil,  as  he  has  told 
us,  was  the  first  that  recommended 
him  to  Maecenas ;  and  this  cele- 
brated patron  of  k arning  and  learned 
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and  debtors  dying  of  the  gaol-fever 
and  the  small-pox."    Upon  this  xu'> 
ject  he  was  examined   in   the  Hou-t 
of  Commons  in  Marih   1774,  when 
"   he     had     the     honour    of    their 
thanks."     This    encouraged  him  to 
proceed  in  his  design:    he  travelku 
again  and  again  through  Great  Bri 
tain    and    Ireland,     and    also    into 
France,     Flanders,     Hollard,    Ger 
many,   and   Switzerland;  and    pub 
lished    "  The  State  of  the   Pri  om 
in  England    and  Wales,    with    pre 
liminary   observations,    and    an   ac- 
count   of    some     foreign     prisons, 
1777, "^to.    with   a    Dedication  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  dated  April 
5>  '777-     In    17?°    he    published 
an   Appendix   to  this  Account,  in 
which  lie  extended  the  narrative  of 
his  travels  to  Italy,    and  gave  some 
observations     concerning     the    ma- 
nagement of  prisoners  of  war,  and 
the   hulks    on   the   Thames.      This 
appendix  he  re-published  in  1784  ; 
which  publication  included   also  an 
account   of   his  visit  to   Denmark, 
Sweden,    Russia,   Poland,  Portugal, 
and    Spain.     By  this    time  his  cha- 
racter  for   aftive    benevolence   had 
engaged  the   public   attention,    and 
it  was  proposed  that  a  subscription 
should  be  set   on    foot,  to    ereft    a 
statue  to    his    honour.     This    idea, 
being   taken  up    and   zealously  for- 
warded   by     Mr.  Deputy    Nichols, 
was  so  well   received,    that,  in    15 
or     16    months,   615  persons  sub- 
scribed   1533!.    138.  6d;  but  some 
of   those    who   knew    Mr.  Howard 
best  never  concurred  in  the  scheme, 
being    well   assured  that   he  would 
never    countenance   nor    accede    to 
it:   and    the    event  justified    their 
conducl;   for  the   language  that   he 
held  upon   the   subjeft,    when   first 
advised  of  it,   was,    "  Have  not   I 
«oe  fiicnd  in  England,  that   would 
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put  a  stop  to   such  a   proceeding?" 
In  consequence  of  two  letters   from 
Mi.  Howard    himself    to     the    sub- 
scribers,  the  design   was  laid  aside. 
In    ;78q,  Mr.  H.    published   "An 
An.our.tof  the  principal  Lazarettos 
•n  Europe,    with    various  papers  re- 
lative to  the  plague,    together  with 
further    Observations    on    some  Fo- 
reign   Prisons    and    Hospitals,    and 
additional  Remarks   on   the  present 
S:ate  of  those  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,"  with     a    great  number  of 
curious  plates.      Not  satUfieJ,  how- 
ever,   with    what     he    had    already 
done,   he  concludes    his    "  Account 
of  Lazarettos"  with  announcing  his 
intention  again   to  quit  his  country, 
for  the  purpose   of   re-visiting  Rus- 
sia, Turkey,  and  .<ome  other  coun- 
tries,  and  fxtc:'ding  his  tour  in  the 
East.      On  this  tour,   however,    he 
fell  a  viciitD  to  his  humanity  ;   for, 
having     visited    a    young    lady    at 
Cherson,  sick  of  an  epidemic  fever, 
for    the    purpose    of  administering 
some  medical  assistance,    he  caught 
the  distemper  himself,  and  was  car- 


ried  off  in  12  days,  Jan.  20, 
The  name  of  Howard  will  live  in 
the  remembrance  of  those  who 
been  rescued,  by  his  exertions, 
from  the  gloomy  horrors  of  con- 
finement, which  might  otherwise 
have  been  unlimited;  alleviated  in 
the  pangs  of  disease,  which  might 
have  been  irremediable;  and  com- 
forted in  the  still  more  agonizing 
reproaches  of  conscious  guilt,  '.vhich 
would  inevitably  have  terminated 
in  destruction.  A  statue  to  Mr. 
Howard's  memory  has  been  erected 
in  St.  Paul's  cathedral. 

HOWE  (RICHARD,  EARL)  a 
famous    British    admiral,    born    in 
At  14  he  entered  the  navy  ; 


and  at  the  early  age  of  20  was  ap- 
pointed captain  of   the  Baltimore

sloop,  in    which    he    attacked   two 
French  frigttes    of  30    guns   each 
and  obliged  them  to  sheer  off.     Ou 
limits  prevent   us  from  tracing  thi 
brave  man  through  all  his  exploits 
Jbut,    being    presented   to   the  King 
by  Lord    Hawke    after  the   memo 
table  vitlory  over  Cor.flans  in  Nov 
1759,  his  Majesty  said,  "  My  Lore 
Howe,  your  life  has  been  one  con- 
tinued   series  of  services    to   your 
country."     In  brief,    we    may    say 
the  same  thing  of  the  latter  periot 
of  his  existence.     In   1782    he  was 
sent  to    the    relief  of  Gibraltar,  a 
service   which   he  performed  in  the 
roost  admirable  manner  in  sight  o 
the  hostile  fleet,   which  he  in  vain 
challenged  to   battle.     In   1793  his 
lordship  took  the  command  of  the 
channel    fleet;   and   June  i,  1794 
totally  vanquished  one  of  the    most 
powerful  fleets  that  France  had  ever 
equipped  for  sea,  and  brought  home 
teven  ships  of  ihe  line  beside  smaller 
vessels.     On  this  glorious  occasion, 
their  majesties,    with  three  of   the 
princesses,    paid    him    a    visit    on 
board    his    ship   at  Spithead,    when 
the    king    presented    him     with     a 
magnificent    sword    enriched    with 
diamonds,  a  gold  chain,  and  a  me- 
dal j  and  the  Thanks  of  both  Houses 
of  Parliament,  the  Freedom  of  Lon. 
don,  and  the  universal  acclamations 
of  the    nation    followed   these    ac- 
knowledgments  of   the    Sovereign. 
Earl  Howe  died  Aug.  5,  1799. 

HOWELL  (JAMES)  an  English 
political  and  historical  writer,  and 
.poet,  born  in  Carmarthenshire 
1,596,  died  1666.  Of  Ins  very 
numerous  works  the  best  are,  "  Do- 
dona's  Grove,  or,  The  Vocal  Fo- 
rest," and  "Epistolas  Ho  Elianse: 
Familiar  Letters  Domestic  and  Fo- 
reign, partly  historical,  partly  poli- 
tical, partly  philosophical."  It  is 
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not  to  be  wondered  that  these  letters 
have  run  through  many  editions, 
since  they  not  only  contain  much 
of  the  history  of  his  own  times,  hut 
are  also  interspersed  with  many 
pleasant  stories  properly  introduced 
and  applied. 

KCYLE  (EDMUND)  author  of 
some  celebrated  treatises  on  the 
games  of  Whist,  Quadrille,  &c. 
born  1672,  died  1769. 

HOZ1ER  (FRANCIS)  a  brave 
English  admiral,  died  1727. 

HUARTE  (JOHN)  a  native  of 
French  Navarre,  though  he  usually 
passes  for  a  Spaniard,  lived  ia  the 
i6th  century,  and  gained  greatfame 
by  a  work  that  he  published  in  the 
Spanish  tongue  upon  a  very  curious 
and  interesting  subjcfr,  viz.  to  shew 
the  gifts  and  different  abilities  of 
men,  and  for  what  kind  of  study 
the  genius  of  every  man  is  adapted. 
This  book  has  been  translated  into 
several  languages,  and  borne  several 
impressions.  Its  title  is,  "  The 
Trial  of  Wits." 

HUDSON  (CAPTAIN  HENRY) 
an  eminent  Eiiglhh  navigator,  who 
flourished  in  high  fame  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  i  7th  century,  hav  ing 
discovered  the  Bay  at  the  north  of 
Canada  which  has  since  borne  his 
name.  He  is  supposed  to  have  pe» 
rished  at  sea,  being  set  adrift  in  a 
shallop  by  his  mutinous  crew,  1611. 
HUET  (PETER  DANIEL)  bi- 
shop of  Avranches  in  France,  and  a 
celebrated  philosophical,  historical, 
and  commercial  writer,  born  at 
Caen  1630,  died  1721. 

HUGHES  (JOHN)  an  English 
poet,  dramatic  author,  and  essayist, 
>orn  at  Marlborough  1677,  died 
1720.  His  last  work  was  "The 
Siege  of  Damascus,"  a  tragedy 
which  is  still  occasionally  afted. 
Several  papers  in  the  "  Tatlers,'1 
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'«  Spectators,"     and    "  Guardians," 
xvere  written  by  him. 

HUGO  (.HERMAN)  a  learned 
Jesuit,  who  wrote  on  metaphysical 
subjefts,  and  was  also  distinguished 
in  his  time  as  a  poet.  He  was 
born  at  Brussels  1588,  and  died  of 
the  plague  at  Rhimbcrg  1639. 

HUME  (DAVID)  a  celebrated 
philosopher  and  historian,  born  at 
Edinburgh  1711,  died  1776.  His 
"  Es-iys"  and  "History  of  England" 
are  so  well  known  as  scarcely  to 
need  mention.  The  latter  has  un- 
doubtedly the  preference  in  the 
public  mind  over  every  other  ex- 
tant. The  former  are  very  strongly 
tinQured  with  infidelity. 

HUNTER  (ROBERT)  author  of 
the  celebrated  "  Letter  on  Enthu- 
siasm," which  has  been  ascribed  to 
Swift,  and  still  more  commonly  to 
the  earl  of  Shaftetbury.  He  wrote 
also  a  farce,  called  "  Androboros," 
and  died  governor  of  Jamaica 
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HUNTER  (WILLIAM,  M.  D.) 
a  most  celebrated  English  physician 
and  anatomist,  born  at  Kilbride  in 
Lanarkshire  1718,  died  1783.  The 
most  splendid  of  Dr.  Hunter's  me- j 
dical  publications  is,  "The  Ana- 
tomy  of  the  Human  Gravid  Uterus." 
His  Anatomical  Museum  was  the 
most  complete  of  all  the  private 
ones  in  Europe,  and  was  collected  by 
him  at  the  expence  of  upwards  of 
EO,oool. 

HUNTER  (JOHN)  younger  bro- 
ther of  the  preceding,  a  very  emi- 
nent English  surgeon  and  anatomi- 
cal writer,  born  at  Long  Calder- 
wood  in  Lanarkshire  1725,  died 
OB.  16,  1793.  At  tne  a§e  °f  20 
he  began,  as  assistant  to  his  brother, 
the  career  that  ended  in  his  be- 
coming, both  in  theory  and  prac- 
tice, the  first  surgeon  in  the  world 
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His  anatomical  researches  were  va- 
rious, persevering,  and  successful ; 
with  the  ofSce,  use.  situation,  or 
communication,  of  the  several  parts 
of  the  human  structure,  no  man 
was  better  acquainted  ;  and  his  nu- 
merous writings  may  be  considered 
as  a  basis  on  which  the  whole  art 
of  physic  may  securely  rest.  His 
"  Comparative  Anatomy /'intended 
to  be  published  after  his  death,  is 
said  to  be  m  a  forward  state.  Mr. 
Hunter's  most  valuable  treatises  may 
be  found  in  the  "  Philosophical 
Transactions,"  from  the  6id  to  the 
8  ad  volumes. 

HUNTER  (DR.HENRY}m  emi- 
nent  Presbyterian    divine,    equally 


admired  for  his  pulpit  eloquer.ce, 
and  beloved  for  his  benevolence, 
was  born  at  Culross  in  Penh-hire, 
1741,  and  died  at  Bristol  061.27, 
1802.  His  works  are  numerous;  but 
the  most  important  are  translations. 
His  principal  original  publication 
is  a  courseof sermons  in  6  vols.  8vo. 
entitled  "Sacred  Biography."  The 
most  distinguished  of  his  if  infla- 
tions are  "  St.  Pierre'?  Studies  of 
Nature;"  "  Sonnini's  Tra.el-  in 
Egypt  ;"  "  Saurin's  Sermons;"  and 
the  "  Physiognomical  Essays  of  La- 
vater,"  3  vols,  410. 

HUNTINGDON(SELIN'A 
COUNTESS  DOWAGER    OF)    se- 
cond daughter  of  Washington  second 
earl  Ferrers,   was  born  1707  ;   mar- 
ried June  3,  1728,  Theophilus  earl 
of  Huntingdon,  by  whom  she    had 
iiiue  four  sons  ant)  three  daughters, 
and  died   June    17,  l;<yl.      Her  la- 
dyship had  been  a  .widow  45  years; 
and    her    great    religious  concern;, 
as  head  of  a  very  numerous  seft  in 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  she  left 
by  will  in  the  hands  of  committees 
.for   managing   them   in   both  king, 
doms.       Her    religious    principle* 
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have  been  long  since  known  ;  and 
her  unbounded  benevolence  boie  the 
btst  testimony  of  the  purity  of  her 
intentions,  having,  in  the  course  of 
her  life,  expended  above  100,000!. 
in  public  and  private  aQs  of  cha- 
rity. 

HUNTINGTON  (ROBERT)  a 
learned  English  divine,  and  writer 
of  travels,  born  in  Gloucestershire 
1636,  died  1701. 

HUNTORST  (GERARD)  one  of 
the  best  Dutch  painters  of  the  l6th 
century. 

HUSS  (JOHN)  a  celebrated  Ger- 
man  reformer  and  martyr,  born 
in  Bohemia  1376.  He  was  the 
first  opposer  of  the  doQrir.e  of 
transubstantiation,  and  defender  of 
Wickliffe,  and  was  burnt  alive  by 
the  council  of  Constance  1415. 

H'JSSEY    (GILES)   a  most  inge- 
nious English  portrait  painter,  born 
at  MarnhuH  in  Dorsetshire,  Feb.  lo, 
1710,    ciied  suddenly,  while  work- 
ing in  his  gaiden  ac  Reaston,    near 
Ashburton,  Devonshire,  June  1788. 
Professor  Barry,  in  his  noble  paint- 
ing which  adorns  the  large  room  at 
the  Society  of  Arts  in  the  Adelphi, 
has  thought  Mr.  Hussey  entitled  to 
an  eminent  place   in    his  Elysium, 
and  lias  introduced  him  behind  Phi- 
dias ;    observing,    that  his    abiHries 
\vere  calculated  to  have  raised  this 
country  to    an   immortal  reputiitior 
(but  for  the  professional   envy  and 
rancour   of  a  wretched  cabal),  anc 
that  he  appeared  no  less  amiable  as 
a    man,  than  he   was  admirable  a 
an  artist. 

HUTCHESON  (DR.  FRANCIS 
a  very  fine  writer  on  moral  philo 
Sophy,  and  an  excellent  man,  bor 
in  iieland  169},  died  1747.  Hi 
'•'  Moral  Philosophy"  was  publishe 
it  Glasgow  in  2  vols.  410. 1755. 
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HUTCHINSON  (JOHN)  an  Eng- 
lish philosophical  and  critical  author, 
celebrated    as  the   opponent  of  Dr. 
Woodward  in  natural  history,  and 
of  Sir  Isaac  Newton  in  philosophy, 
born  in  Yorkshire  1674,  died  1737. 
HUTCHINSON  (JOHN  HELY) 
a  celebrated  Irish  lawyer  and  states- 
man, not  a  little  remarkable  for  his 
avidity  after  lucrative  offices.     Be- 
ing  at   one  and  the   same   time  » 
privy-counsellor,    reversionary    se- 
cretary of  state,  major   of  the  4th 
regiment  of  horse,   provost  of  Tri- 
nity-college, Dublin,  and  searcher, 
packer,  and  gauger  of  the  port  of 
Strangford,   a  late  British  minister, 
lord  North,   made  the  following  re- 
mark on    him:    "If  England  and 
reland  were  given  to  this  man,  he 
ould  solicit  the  Isle  of  Man  for  a 
otatoe    garden."     Mr.    Hutcbinson 
vas  born  1715,   and  died  Sept.  5, 
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HUXHAM(DR.)an  English  phy- 
ician,  who  made  some  improve- 
ments in  medicine  which  still  bear 
lis  name,  died  1768. 

HUYGENS  (CHRISTIAN)  a  very 
celebrated  Di:tch  mathematician  and 
astronomer,  born  at  theHague  1629, 
died  1695. 

HYDE  (EDWARD)  earl  of  Cla. 
rendon,  and  chancellor  of  England, 
born  at  Dinton  rn  Wiltshire  1608, 
died  1674.  His  name  is  immor- 
talized by  his  "  History  of  the  Re- 
bellion" in  the  time  of  Charles  J.— 
He  was  afterwards,  however,  im- 
peached of  high  treason,  and  fled  to 
France,  where  he  died. 

HYDE  (HENRY)  earl  of  Cla- 
rendon.  son  to  the  chancellor,  born 
1638,  died  1709.  His  "  State  Let- 
ters-" during  his  government  of  lie- 
land,  and  his  "  Diary"  for  the  years 
1687,  1688, 1689,  and  1690,  were 
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published    in    2    vols.    4to. 
from    the   Clarendon   press   in   Ox- 
ford. 

HYDE  (DR.  THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent divine  and  professor  of  the 
Oriental  languages,  born  at  Bil- 
lingsley  in  Shropshire  1636.  He 
published,  beside  other  things,  "  A 
Catalogue  of  the  Books  in  the  Bod- 
leian Li'trary  ;"  "  De  Ludis  Orien- 
talibus  libro  duo,"  a  work  which  is 
held  at  present  in  very  high  esteem; 
and  "  The  Religion  of  the  Ancient 
Persians,"  a  work  of  profound  and 
various  erudition,  abounding  with 
many  new  lights  on  the  most  cu- 
rious and  interesting  subjects.  He 
died  1703. 

HYPATIA,  a  most  beautiful, 
virtuous,  and  learned  lady  of  an- 
tiquity, daughter  of  Theon,  who 
governed  the  Platonic  school  at 
Alexandria,  the  place  of  her  birth 
and  education,  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  fourth  century.  Socrates  tells 
us,  that  Hypatia  "  arrived  at  such 
a  pitch  of  learning,  as  very  far  to 
exceed  all  the  philosophers  of  her 
time."  But  our  notions  of  Hypatia 
will  be  prodigiously  heightened, 
when  we  consider  her  succeeding 
iier  father,  as  she  actually  did,  in 
the  government  of  the  Aiexandi  ian 
school :  teaching  out  of  that  chair, 
•where  Ammonius,  Hietocles,  and 
many  ereat  and  celebrated  philoso- 
phers had  taught  ;  and  this  at  a 
time  too,  when  men  of  immense 
learning  abounded  b^th  at  Alexan- 
dria, and  in  many  other  parlsof  the 
Roman  empire.  She  was  murdered 
A.  0.415. 

JAAPHAR  EBN  TOPHAIL, 
an  Arabian  philosopher,  contempo- 
rary with  Averrce*,  who  died  about 
the  year  1198.  He  composed  a 
philosophical  romance,  intituled 
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"  The  Life  or  History  of  Hat  Ebn 
YokJhan:"  in  which  he  endeavour* 
to  demonstrate,  how  a  man  mjy, 
by  the  mere  light  of  nature,  attain 
the  knowledge  of  things  natural  ar;d 
supernatural  ;  more  pjrticularly  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  the  affairs 
of  another  life. 

JACKSON  (JOHN)  an  English 
divine,  theological  and  historical 
author,  born  in  Yorkshire  1686, 
died  1763.  His  Ian  and  capital 
work  wa?,  "  Chronological  Anti- 
quities," in  3  vols.  410.  1752. 

JACKSON  (JOSEPH)  a  letter, 
founder  of  distinguished  eminence, 
born  1733.  In  testimony  of  his 
abilities,  let  it  suffice  to  mention,  as 
matters  of  difficulty  and  curiosity, 
the  fac-si  rile  types  which  he  form- 
ed for  Domesday  Book,  and  for  tha 
Alexandrian  New  Testament  ;  an4i 
as  a  pattern  of  the  most  perfect 
symmetry,  the  types  with  which 
Mr.  Bensley  printed  the  splendid 
edition  of  the  Bible  published  by 
the  late  Mr.  Macklin,  Mr.  Jackson 
died  Jan.  14,17  92. 

JACKSON  (WILLIAM'],  a  musi- 
cal composer  of  considerable  emi- 
nence, and  author  of  several  inge- 
nious literary  productions  in  prose 
and  verse,  was  born  at  Exeter  in 
May  1730.  His  musical  produc- 
tions are  too  numerous  to  be  here 
detailed,  and  too  well  known  to 
require  it.  In  1782}  he  published 
in  two  vols.  8vo.  "  Thirty  Letters 
on  various  Subjefts."  In  1791  he 
publislied  "  Observations  on  the 
present  State  of  Music  in  London  ;" 
and  in  1798,  he  added  another  vo- 
lume to  his  Letters,  under  the  title 
of  "  The  Four  Ages;  with  Essays 
on  various  Subjects."  Mr.  Jackson 
was  organist  of  the  cathedral  at 
Exeter ;  and,  beside  Ins  musical 
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talents  was  an  excellent  p3lnter, 
chiifly  in  the  landscape  way.  Hi 
died  July  t  2,  i  803. 

JACOB  (BEN7  NAPHTALI)  a 
famous  jew  rabbi  in  the  510  cen- 
tury, and  inventor  (with  Ben  Aser/ 
of  the  points  in  Hebrew  to  serve  foi 
vowels,  and  of  the  accents  to  facili 
ta:e  the  reading  of  that  language. 

JACOB  (HEN  HAJMJ  a  rabbi 
of  the  i6tr>  century,  who  rendered 
himself  famous  by  the  collection  ot 
the  Masore,  which  is  properly  a 
critique  upon  the  books  of  the 
Bible  in  order  to  settle  the  true 
reading. 

JACOB  (GILES)  an  eminent 
English  law-writer,  biographer,  and 
lexicographer,  born  at  Romsey, 
Hants,  1686,  died  1744.  Besides 
a  Law- Dictionary,  he  published  two 
volumes,  intituled  "The  Poetical 
Register  ;  or,  Lives  and  Characters 
of  the  English  Poets." 

JAGO  (RICHARD)  an  English 
divine  and  poet,  born  near  Henley, 
Warwickshire,  17  15.  About  17 32, 
he  was  entered  as  a  servitor  in 
University  College,  Oxford,  in 
which  humiliating  situation  he  was 
visited  by  his  schoolfellow  Shen 
stone,  then  a  commoner  in  Pern 
broke  College,  who  introduced  him 
to  his  fellow- collegians.  In  1767, 
he  published  a  poem  called  "  Edge 
Hill,"  by  which  his  poetical  repu- 
tation was  completely  established ; 
and  he  died  re&or  of  Kilnuote, 
Leicestershire,  in  1781.  A  col- 
leQion  of  his  poems  was  published 
in  8vo.  1784. 

JAMBLICUS,  the  name  of  two 
celebrated  Platonic  philosophers  in 
the  4th  century,  one  of  whom  was 
a  native  of  Chalc  is,  and  the  other  oi 
Apamea  in  Syria. 

JAMES  (DR.  ROBERT)  an  Eng- 
lish physician  of  great  eminence, 
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nd  particulady  distinguished  by 
he  preparation  of  a  most  excellent 
ever  powder,  born  at  Kinverstou, 
Staffordshire,  1703,  died  1776.  His 
jrincipal  writings  are,  a  ';  Medici- 
nal  Dictionary,"  3  vols.  folio,  "  The 
^raclice  of  Physic,"  2  voh.  8vo  ; 
and  "  A  Di-pensatory,"  8vo. 

JAMISON  (GEORGE)  a  cele- 
irated  Scottish  painter  (usually  call- 
ed the  Vandyke  of  Scotland),  bom 
at  Aberdeen  1586,  died  in  Edirt 
>urgh  1644. 

JANSEN  (CORNELIUS)  bishop 
of  Vpres,  and  principal  of  the  sect 
called  Jansenists,  born  at  Leerdam, 
in  Holland,  1.585,  died  1638. 

JANSON  (ABRAHAM)  of  Ant. 
•verp,  an  excellent  painter  in  the 
i6th  century. 

JARD1NS  (MARY  CATHA- 
RINE DES)  a  French  lady,  famou« 
For  her  poetry  and  romances,  died 
1683.  She  is  said  to  have  been 
the  inventor  of  novels.  Her  work* 
were  printed  in  10  volumes  at 
Paris  in  1702. 

JEBB  (SAMUEL)  an  English 
physician  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
jorn  at  Nottingham,  died  1772. 

JEBB  (DR.  JOHN)  born  in  Lon- 
don 1736.  He  was  eminent  both 
as  a  non-conformist  divine,  and  a 
physician.  In  the  knowledge  of 
the  Christian  scriptures  he  was  par- 
ticularly conversant,  as  his  theolo- 
gical lectures  at  Cambridge  gave 
incontestable  proofs;  his  skill  in 
the  medical  profession  was  great 
and  scientific,  and  his  practice  un- 
commonly successful.  His  ardour 
in  the  cause  of  liberty  also  wa* 
unabating  and  incorruptible ;  and 
his  publications,  theological,  medi- 
cal, and  political,  gained  great 
approbation.  He  died  March  2, 
1786. 

JEBB    (SIR   RICHARD)    bart. 
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M.  D.  F.  R.  and  A.  Sx  one  of  the 
censors  of  the  College  of  Physician? 
in  1781,  and  physician  cx'raor- 
dinary  to  his  Majesty,  died  July  4. 
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JEFFREY  of  Monmonth  (AP 
ARTHUR)  bishop  of  St.  Asaph,  a 
famous  British  historian,  who  flou- 
rished in  the  time  of  Henry  I. 

JEFFREYS  (LORD  GEORGE) 
baron  Wem,  commonly  known  by 
the  name  of  judge  Jeffreys,  the  in- 
famous lord  chancellor  under  James 
JI.  died  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower 
1689.  He  was  one  of  the  greatest 
advisers  and  promoters  of  all  the 
oppressive  and  arhitrary  measures 
of  that  unhappy  tyrannical  >eign  ; 
and  his  sanguinary  and  inhuman 
proceedings  will  ever  render  his 
name  detested. 

JENKINS  (HENRY)  a  native  of 
Yorkshiie  remarkable  for  his  len- 
ses ity,  being  at  the  time  of  his 
rleaih  (1670)  169  years  old.  He 
Ti'mcmbtrca  the  battle  of  Flodden 
Field,  and  was  examined  in  court 
on  a  circumstance  that  happened 
.i.]0  years  before.  He  retained  hi.s 
faculties  to  the  last  ;  but,  as  he  was 
born  before  parochial  registers  were 
]<ept,  no  parish  would  support  him; 
so  that  he  subsisted  by  begging. 

JENKINS  (SIR  I.EOLINE)  a 
learned  civilian  and  able  statesman 
under  Charles  II.  born  in  Glamor- 
ganshire 1623,  died  '685. 

JENNENS  (CHARLES)  a  non- 
ronformist  gentleman  of  consider- 
able fortune  at  Gopsal  in  Leicester- 
shire, who  compiled  the  words  for 
some  of  Handel's  oratorios,  ar.d  be- 
gan an  edition  of  Shakspeare  ;  but 
died  when  he  had  published  "  King 
Lear,"  "  Hamlet," '«  Othello,"  "  Ju- 
lius Caesar,"  and  "  Macbeth."  His 
death  happened  1773. 

JENYKS  (SOA.ME)  born  in  Lon- 
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don  '705,  anrl  well  known  in  the 
MtcTaiy  world  as  the  author  of"  Tha 
Internal  Evidences  of  the  Christian 
Religion  ;"  an  "  Essay  on  the  Origin 
of  Evil;"and  various  poetical  pieces. 
Me  was  many  years  M.  P.  for  the 
rown  of  Cambridge;  he  was  also  a 
Commissioner  for  trade  and  plan- 
tdtions  from  1756  till  the  dis«olu- 
don  of  that  board,  and  died  Dec. 
.8, 1787. 

JEPHSON  (ROBERT)  a  success- 
fill  poet,  dramath  and  miscellaneous 
writer,  was  many  years  master  of 
the  horse  to  the  Lords  Lieutenants 
of  Ireland  and  died  May  3  i ,  1803. 

JEROME.   (See  H1ERONIMUS}. 

JEROME  of  Prague,  io  called 
from  the  place  of  his  birth  in  the 
capital  city  of  Bohemia,  where  he 
is  held  to  be  a  prote:tant  martyr. 
Ke  was  a  disciple  of  John  Huss,  and 
died  in  the  same  cause,  1416. 

JERVAS  (CHARLES)  a  painter 
of  tiiis  country,  but  more  likely  to 
he  immortalized  by  Mr.  Pope's 
friendship  and  panegyric,  than  by 
his  own  pictures.  He  was  a  writer 
Jlso,  published  a  translation  of 
•'  Don  Quixote"  without  under- 
standing the  Spanish  language,  and 
died  about  i  740. 

JEWELL  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Sa- 
lishuiy,  and  a  great  polemic  writer 
in  defence  of  the  English  church 
against  popery,  born  in  Devonshire 
1522,  died  157  i. 

IGNATIUS  (surnamed  THEO- 
PHRAS'lLUS)  bishop  of  Antioch, 
born  in  Syiis,  and  educated  under 
the  apostle  and  evangelist  St.  John. 
He  was  torn  to  pieces  by  lions  at 
Rome,  by  command  of  the  emperor 
Trajan,  A.  D.  107.— His  epistles 
are  very  interesting  remains  of  ec- 
clesiastical antiquity  on  many  ac- 
counts; but  the  most  important  use 
of  his  writings  respetls  the  authen- 
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ticity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which 
he  frequently  alludes  to  in  the  very 
expressions  that  they  stand  in  at  this 
day. 

ILIVE  (JACOB)  a  printer  and 
miscellaneous  writer,  died  1763. 

IMHOFF  (JAMES  WILLIAM) 
a  very  famous  genealogist,  born  at 
Nuremberg  1651,  died  1728. 

JNGENHOUSZ  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
eminent  natural  philosopher,  who 
happily  applied  his  chemical  dis- 
coveries to  the  purposes  of  medical 
and  agricultural  improvements. — 
JIany  of  his  disquisitions  will  be 
found  in  the  Philosophical  Trans 
actions  of  London,  vol.  65,10  72. 
He  was  born  at  Breda,  but  was  lat- 
teriy  resident  in  England,  and  died 
at  Bowood  Park,  the  seat  of  the 
marq>iiscf  Lansdowne,Sept.7  ,  i  799. 

1NGULPHUS,  abbot  of  Cro>  land, 
was  born  at  London  1030,  wrote 
"  Historia  Monasterii  Croylancien- 
sis,"  and  died  1 109. 

JOAN  (of  ARC),  commonly 
called  the  Maid  of  Orlean?,  whose 
heroic  behaviour  in  re  animating 
the  expiring  valour  of  the  French 
nation,  though  by  the  most  super- 
stitious means  (pretending  to  be 
inspired),  deserved  a  better  fate.— . 
She  was  burnt  by  the  English  as 
a  sorceress  in  1431,  at  the  age 
of  24. 

JOBERT  (LEWIS)  a  learned 
French  Jesuit,  horn  at  Palis  1647, 
died  1719,  We  have  several  tratls 
of  piety  of  his  writing,  besides  a 
piece  intituled,  "  La  Science  des 
Medailies,"  in  good  esteem. 

JODELLE  (STEPHEN)  lord  of 
Lin:odin,  born  153'.',  at  Paiis,  and 
said  to  be  the  first  of  all  the  French 
who  vv  rote  comedies  and  tragedies  in 
his  own  tongue  in  the  ancient  fo:m. 
He  died  13-7. 

JOHN  of   Salisbury,  an  English- 
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man,  bishop  of  Cnartres,  and  one 
of  tLe  most  learned  persons  in  the 
r 2th  cejitury.  The  only  things  we 
have  remaining  of  his  are,  his 
"Lifeof  St.  Thomasof  Canterbury;" 
"  A  Coileclio.T  of  Letters  ;"  and  his 
"  Polycraticon,"  or  "  Ds  Nugis  Cu- 
riaiiuni  StVestigiis  Philosophorum, 
Libri  080,  &c." 

JOHNSON7  (SAMUEL)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  of  remarkable  learning 
anil  steadines-s  in  suffering  for  tu« 
principles  of  the  revolution  in  1688. 
He  was  born  in  Warwickshire 
1649,  and  died  1703. 

JOHNSON,  alias  JANSENT 
;CORNELIUS)an  excellent  painter, 
native  of  Amsterdam  :  but  coming 
to  England  in  the  reign  of  James  I. 
he  drew  several  fine  poruaits  of 
that  monarch,  and  most  of  his  couri, 
a. id  died  1665. 

JOHNSON  (CHARLES)  a  dra- 
matic writer  of  merit,  died  in 
March  17-18.  The  dramatic  pieces 
this  author  produced,  19  in  ail,  are 
enumerated  in  the  "  BiOgraphia 
Dramatica." 

JOHNSON  (MAURICE)  an  ex. 
cc'.lent  English  antiquary,  died 
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JOHNSON  (DR.  SAMUF-L)born 

jt  Lichfield  1/09,  where  his  father 
was  a  reputable  bookseller.  He 
was  entered  of  Pembroke  college, 
Oxford,  Orl.  31,  1728,  bi:t  left 
the  university  without  taking  any 
degree.  In  March  1737  he  cart)e 
to  London,  where  hs  appears  to 
have  mrt  with  disappointments 
•vhich  disgust-'d  him  with  the 
town;  for,  in  August,  we  find 
liim  desirous  of  returning  again 
into  his  nutive  country,  to  take 
upon  himself  the  i  ffice  of  master  of 
i  rlurity  school  in  Shropshire,  '.hen 
,  c.i:it,  the  salary  of  whic'u  -.VAS 
(iol.  a  year.  But  the  statutes  of 
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the  school  requiring  the  person 
v.ho  should  be  eleftcd  to  be  a  mas- 
ter of  arts,  this  attempt  seems  to 
have  been  frustrated.  In  1740  he 
began  to  write  the  "  Debates  in 
the  Senate  of  Lilliput,"  printed  in 
the  Gentleman's  Magazine  ;  and, 
TuVr  producing  some  poems,  trans- 
lations, and  biographical  works, 
which  met  with  a  good  reception 
(particularly  "  London,"  the  "  Va- 
nity of  Human  Wishes,"  and  "  The 
Life  of  Savage,")  he  brought  forth 
"Irene,"  a  tragedy,  in  1749.— 
This  r.ot  meeting  with  the  success 
he  expeftcd,  he  set  about  his 
"  Dictionary."  The  execution  of 
this  plan  cost  him  the  labour  of 
many  years;  but  he  \va?  amply  re- 
paid by  the  fame  he  acquired.— 
During  the  recess  of  this  stupen- 
dous labour,  he  published  his 
"  Ramblers."  The  reputation  of 
these  works  gaii.ed  him  the  hono- 
taiy  degree  of  dofior  of  law^  in  the 
university  of  Dublin,  whith  was 
soon  after  followed  by  the  same 
degree  from  Oxford.  To  this  suc- 
reedcd  his  "Idlers."  His  next 
publication  was  that  of  the  "  Prince 
uf  Abyssinia,"  a  beautiful  little 
novel  in  the  eastern  style,  abound- 
ing with  the  most  useful  and  moral 
maxims,  suiter!  to  the  several  con- 
ditions of  J;fc.  Of  his  political 
rvorks,  svhich  followed  at  distant 
intervals,  the  public  are  niore  di- 
vided about  the  merits :  it  is,  how- 
<ver,  but  fair  to  presume  that  they 
were  his  candid  opinions  upon  the 
siibjtGs.and,  as  such,  deserving  of  no 
censure  from  the  judgment  of  im- 
partiality. His  last  undertaking, 
41  The  Lives  of  the  British  Poets," 
•would  alone  have  been  sufficient  to 
immortalize  his  name  among  his 
toiifitrymen,  as  it  by  far  excels  any 
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thing  executed  upon  a  similar  plan 
by  foreigners  ;  and  though  the  cri- 
tical remarks,  in  a  few  instances, 
incorporate  a  little  too  much  with 
political  opinion?,  their  general  ex- 
cellence must  always  give  them  a 
deserved  celebrity.  It  is  said,  that 
he  was  executing  a  second  part 
of  '«  The  Prince  of  Abyssinia," 
anil  was  in  hopes  to  have  finished 
it  before  his  death,  which  event 
happened  Dec.  13,1784.  The  editor 
of  the  "  Biographia  Dramatica," 
afttr  bestowing  many  just  encomi- 
ums en  the  genius  of  Dr.  J.  says, 
"  it  would  be  the  highest  injustice 
were  I  not  to  obseive,  that  nothing 
but  that  genius  can  possibly  exceed 
ihe  extent  of  his  erudition  ;  and  it 
would  be  adding  a  greater  injury  to 
his  still  more  valuable  qualities, 
were  we  to  stop  here;  since,  toge- 
ther with  the  ablest  head,  he  seemi 
possessed  of  the  very  best  heart  at 
present  existing.  Ever)  line,  every 
sentiment,  that  issues  from  his  pen, 
tends  to  the  great  centie  of  all  his 
views,  the  promotion  of  virtue,  re- 
ligion, and  humanity  ;  nor  are  hi» 
actions  less  pointed  toward  the 
same  great  end.  Benevolence,  cha- 
rity, and  piety,  are  the  most  strik- 
ing features  of  his  charaQer ;  and 
while  his  writings  poir.t  out  to  u* 
what  a  good  man  ought  to  be,  hit 
own  condufl  sets  us  an  example  of 
what  he  is."  A  statue  to  Dr.  John- 
son's memory  has  been  erefted  in 
St.  Paul's  cathedral. 

J01XVILLE  (JOHN  SIRE  DE) 
an  eminent  French  statesman,  and 
author  of  "  The  History  of  St. 
Lewis"  a  very  curious  and  interest- 
ing piece,  died  1318. 

JOLY  (GUY)  known  by  his  long 
and  faithful  attachment  to  the  fa- 
mous cardinal  de  Recz,  whom  be 
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attended  both  in  his  prosperity  anr! 
adversity.  He  wrote  "  Memoirs  of 
his  Times,"  from  1648  to  1665, 
which,  as  Voltaire  express  it,  "  are 
to  those  of  the  cardinal,  what  the 
servant  is  to  the  u.a^er." 

JONAS  (ANAGRIMUS)  a 
learned  Icelander,  who  acquired  a 
great  reputation  for  astronomy  and 
the  sciences,  died  i6<jo,  at  the  age 
of  95. 

J  ON  AS  (JUSTUS)  a  famous 
Protestant  divine  and  polemical 
writer  in  Germany,  born  in  Thu- 
ringia  1493,  died  1555. 

JONES  (INIGO)  a  celebrated 
English  archittcj,  born  in  London 
1~,-J2,  died  1651.  His  abilities  in 
all  human  sciences  surpassed  most 
of  his  age.  His  designs  and  build- 
ings were  many  and  important;  but 
for  an  account  of  these  we  must 
refer  the  reader  to  Campbell's 
"  Vitruvius  Britannicus." 

JONES  (WILLIAM)  one   of  the 
last    of   those    genuine    rnathemati- j 
cians,  admirers,  and  contemporaries | 
of  Newton,   who  cultivated  and  im-' 
proved    the  sciences   in    the  present) 
century  (and  father  to  that  luminary! 
of  science  SIR  \VILL1AM  JOXES,! 
of  whom  some  account  will  be  seen; 
in  the  next  column),  was  born  in  An- 
glesey 1675,  and  died   1749. 

JONES  (HENRY)  a  native  of 
Drogheda  in  Ireland,  and  no  mean 
dramatic  poet,  though  originally  a 
journeyman  bricklayer,  died  1770. 
Kis  principal  performance,  "The 
Earl  of  Essex,"  a  tragedy,  appeared 

in  1753- 

JONES  (GRIFFITH)  born  in 
London  1721,  died  Sept.  i  z,  1786. 
This  gentleman  was  many  year? 
editor  of  the  London  Chronicle,  ot 
the  Daily  Advertiser,  and,  \ve  be 
lieve,  of  the  Public  Ledger.  In  the 
41  Literary  Magazice"  with  John- 
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ron,  a^d  in  the  '•  liritish  Magazine 
with  Smollet  and  Goldsmith,  his 
anonymous  labours  were  also  asso- 
ciated.  His  moc'est  mind  shrunk 
from  public  attention;  and  his  la- 
bours were  rr.ost  frequently  oircftcd 
to  the  improvement  of  the  younger 
and  more  untutored  classes  of  man- 
kind. His  translations  from  the 
French  were  very  numerous  ;  but  a* 
he  rarely,  if  evir,  p".t  his  name  to 
the  productions  of  his  pen,  they 
cannot  new  be  traced.  It  i<  not, 
perhaps,  generally  known,  that  to 
this  gentleman,  and  a  brother  of 
his,  Mr.  Giles  Jones  (father  of  the 
Compiler  if  this  Diclicnary,  and  who 
was  upwards  of  40  years  secre- 
tary to  the  York  Buildings  Water 
Company),  in  conjunction  with  Mr. 
John  Nev,  bery,  the  public  are  in- 
debted for  the  origin  of  those  nu- 
merous and  popular  little  books  for 
the  amusement  and  instruction  of 
childien,  win.  h  have  been  ever  since 
received  with  universal  approbation. 
JONES  (SIR  WILLIAM)  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  in  Bengal,  and  an  ex- 
cellent poet,  to  whose  translations 
we  are  indebted  for  many  beautiful 
effusions  of  the  Persian  Muse,  was 
born  at  London  in  1746,  and  died 
April  i-7,  179-j,  at  the  premature 
age  of  48  Endowedby  nature  with 
a  mind  of  extraordinary  vigour,  Sir 
William,  by  unweaiied  industry, 
aided  by  superior  genius,  success- 
fully explored  the  hidden  sources 
of  Oriental  science  and  literature  ; 
and  his  attainments  in  this  interest- 
ing branch  of  learning  were  such 
as  to  make  him,  far  beyond  all  com- 
petition, the  most  eminent  Qiidined 
scholar  in  this  or  perhaaATE  from 
age.  Unlike  many  Qtude  near  the 
literary  charafc;ersjOth  these  names, 
William  was  Ablated  of  the  di»»

Christian;  instead  of  labour- 
*ngi  Dy  his  writings,  to  propagate 
the  doftrines  of  infidelity,  as  has 
been  a  favourite  praOire  with  sorr.e 
modern  philosophers  of  reputation, 
he  was  desirous  to  lend  the  Scrip- 
tures liis  utmost  support  ;  and,  in 
one  of  his  latest  annual  discourses 
to  the  Asiatic  Society,  he  has  done 
more  to  give  validity  to  the  Mosaic 
history  of  trie  creation  than  the  re- 
aearches  of  any  contemporary  wri- 
ter. The  following  epitaph  written 
ty  and  for  hitmelf,  is  equally  ad- 
mirable for  its  truth  and  its  ele- 
gance:

JONSON  (BENJAMIN)  a  cele- 
brated English  poet,  born  in  West- 
minster 1574.  He  was  bred  a 
bricklayer,  but  went  afterwards  to 
St.  John'srollege.Cambridge,  where, 
however,  his  continuance  was  short 
in  proportion  to  his  finances,  which 
would  not  supply  the  decent  con- 
veniences of  a  learned  ease.  In 
this  exigence  he  turned  his  thoughts 
upon  the  play-houses:  his  inclina- 
*"  T,'""l  genius  lay  to  compositions

hakspeare,    who    had 

immortalize   , 

countrymen,  as  u 
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play  Jonson  printed  was  the  ro« 
medy  intituled  "  Every  Man  in  liis 
Humour  ;"  after  which  he  produced 
a  play  regularly  every  year  for  soms 
years  successively.  In  i  6  i  9,  on 
the  death  of  Daniel,  he  succeeded 
to  the  vacant  laurel ;  and  this  office 
obliged  him  to  provide  the  Christ- 
mas diversion  of  a  masque:  ar-- 
I'crdingly,  in  his  works,  we  have  a 
series  of  these  and  other  entertain- 
ments of  a  like  kind,  most  of 
which  were  presented  at  court  from 
1615  to  1625.  He  died  1637, 
and  was  intetred  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  Over  his  grave  is  a  com- 
mon pavement-stone,  and  on  it  arc 
engraven  these  words, 

lt  0    RARE   BEN    JONSON." 

JORDAN  (THOMAS)  a  drama- 
tic  writer  (and  probably  city-lau- 
reate) in  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
Langt-aine  speaks  of  him  as  having 
been  an  aflor  also. 

JORDANO  (LUCA)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  painter,  born  at  Naples 
i  632,  died  1705. 

JORDANS  (J  AMES)  an  eminent 
painter  of  the  Flemish  school,  born 
at  Antwerp  1593,  died  1678.  He 
improved  under  Rubens,  for  whom 
he  worked,  and  from  whom  he 
drew  his  best  principles. 

JORTIN(DR.JOHN)  a  learned 
English  divine  and  ecclesiastical 
historian,  born  in  London  1698, 
died  1770.  His  chief  works  are, 
"  Discourses  concerning  the  Truth, 
of  the  Christian  Religion;"  "  Mis- 
cellaneous Observations  upon  Au- 
thors, ancient  and  modern  ;"  "  Re- 
maiks  upon  Ecclesiastical  History," 
"  Life  of  Erasmus  j"  and"  Remarks 
upon  the  Works  of  Erasmus." 

JOSEPHUS(FLAVIUS)  the  an- 
ciciit  liiitorian  of  the  Jews,  born  at 
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Jerusalem,  A.D.  37,  died  93.  His 
"  History  of  the  Jewish  war  and 
the  Destruction  of  Jerusalem,"  in 
7  books,  was  composed  at  the  com- 
tnand  of  Vespasian,  and  is  singu- 
larly interesting  and  affefting,  as 
the  historian  was  an  eye-witness  of 
all  that  he  relates.  St.  Jerome  calls 
him  "  the  Livy  of  the  Greeks."  His 
"  Jewish  Antiquities,"  in  20  books, 
vritten  in  Greek,  are  a  very  noble 
work  :  we  have  also  a  discourse  of 
his  "  upon  the  Martyrdom  of  the 
Maccabees ;"  which  is  a  master- 
piece of  eloquence  ;  for  he  was  cer- 
tainly a  great  orator,  as  well  as  a 
great  historian. 

JOUBERT  (LAURENCE)  a 
French  physician  and  medical  wri- 
ter, born  at  Valence  1520,  died 
1.582. 

JOVIAN,  a  Roman  empero1", 
elefted  by  the  army  after  the  death 
of  Julian  the  Apostate  363.  He 
at  first  refused,  saying,  that  he  would 
not  command  idolatrous  soldiers ; 
but  upon  an  assurance  that  they 
would  embrace  Christianity,  he  ac- 
cepted the  throne,  immediately  shut 
up  all  the  Pagan  temples,  and  for- 
bade their  sacrifices ;  but  he  did 
not  long  enjoy  the  dignity  to  which 
his  merit  had  raised  him,  being 
suffocated  in  his  bed  by  the  fumes 
of  a  fire  which  had  been  made  to 
dry  the  chamber,  in  364,  the  3gd 
year  of  his  age,  and  8th  month  of 
his  reign. 

JOVIUS  (PAUL)  in  Italian  Gio- 
vio,  well  known  by  his  histories, 
was  born  at  Como  in  Italy  1483, 
and  died  i  552. 

IRELAND  (SAMUEL)  a  gentle- 
man, bred,  we  have  been  told,  to 
trade  ;  but,  endowed  with  a  turn  to 
science  and  literature,  he  soon  dis- 
tinguished himself  as  the  draughts- 
Bian,  engraver,  and  illustrator  of 
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several  elegant  and  esteemed  works; 
among  which  were,  "  A  Pifturesque 
Tour  through  Holland,  Brabant,  ami 
part  of  France,  in  1789;"  "Pic- 
turesque Views  on  the  river  Thames, 
and  on  the  Meciway;"  "Graphic 
Illustrations  of  Hogarth  ;"  "  Piftu- 
resque  Views  of  the  Severn  and 
Avon;"  and  "  Picturesque  Views, 
with  an  Historical  Account,  of  the 
Inns  of  Court  in  London  and  West- 
minster." He  rlitd  June  i  «,  1800, 
(being  the  very  day  on  which  the 
concluding  sheet  of  his  last  men- 
tioned work  went  to  press),  of  a 
broken  heart,  as  is  believed,  having 
been  most  illiberally  accused  (with- 
out any  proof)  of  being  concerned 
in  the  forgery  of  the  pretended 
Shakspeare  MSS.from  which  his  son 
W.  H.  Ireland  (the  real  executor  of 
that  most  ingenious  literary  impo- 
sition) in  a  confessional  pamphlet 
publicly  and  solemnly  exculpated 
him. 

IREN^US  (SAINT)  bishop  of 
Lyons  in  France,  who  wrote  an 
elaborate  work  "  Against  Heresies," 
part  of  which  is  still  extant  under 
his  name.  He  suffered  martyrdom 
in  the  5th  persecution  of  the  Chris- 
tians under  Severus,  A.  D.  203. 

1RETON  (HENRY)  son  in-law 
to  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  a  brave 
general  in  his  army,  died  1651. 

ISvEUS,  a  celebrated  Greek  ora- 
tor and  native  of  Chalcis  in  Syria, 
the  scholar  of  Lysias,  and  preceptor 
of  Demosthenes.  He  flourished 
996  years  before  Christ,  and  was 
the  first  who  applied  eloquence  to 
state  affjirs,  in  which  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  his  scholar  Demosthenes. 

ISIDORE  (SAINT)  surnamed 
PELUSIOTA  or  DACI ATE  from 
his  retiring  into  a  solitude  near  the 
town  which  bears  both  these  names, 
was  the  most  celebrated  of  the  dU» 
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«iples  of  John  Chrysostom.  He 
died  about  440  ;  and  we  have  re- 
maining 20 12  of  his  letters,  in  5 
books. 

1SOCRATES,  a  Greek  orator, 
born  at  Athens  in  the  first  year  of 
the  86th  olympiad,  i.e.  436  years 
before  Christ,  died  at  the  age  of 
98.  \Ve  have  2 1  orations  of  his 
composing. 

JUDA  HAKKADOSH,  or  the 
SAINT,  a  rabbi,  celebrated  for  his 
learning  and  riches,  who  lived  in 
the  time  of  the  emperor  Antoninus, 
and  was  the  friend  and  preceptor 
of  that  prince.  Hecollefted,  about 
26  years  after  the  destruftion  of 
the  temple,  in  a  book  which  he 
called  the  "  Misna,"  the  constitu- 
tions and  traditions  of  the  Jewish 
magistrates  and  doftors  who  pre- 
ceded him. 

1VES  (JOHN)  an  ingenious  Eng- 
lish antiquary,  born  at  Yarmouth 
1751,  died  1776. 

JUGURTHA,  a  brave  Numidian 
prince,  who  sustained  a  war  of  five 
years  against  the  power  of  Rome  : 
he  was  at  last  betrayed,  thrown 
into  a  dungeon,  and  died  of  hunger. 
JULIAN,  the  Roman  emperor, 
commonly  styled  the  Apostate  be- 
cause he  professed  Christianity  be- 
fore he  ascended  the  throne,  after 
which  he  openly  embraced  Pagan- 
ism and  persecuted  the  Christians, 
lie  was  killed  in  battle  363. 

JULIO  ROMANO,  an  Italian 
painter,  the  disciple  of  Raphael, 
with  •whom  he  was  a  particular 
favourite,  died  1546,  leaving  im- 
mortal proofs  of  his  great  abilities. 

JULIUS  II.  (POPE)  called  be- 
fore Juiian  de  la  Ruvere,  equally 
distinguished  for  his  warlike  ex- 
ploits and  political  negociations, 
was  born  at  Arbizuola  1440,  and 
died  1513.  He  built  the  famoi?5 
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church  of  St.  Peter  at  Rome,  and 
was  a  generous  patron  of  the  polite 
arts. 

JUN1US.  See  BOYD  (HUGH). 
JUNIUS  (FRANCIS)  or  FRAN- 
COIS  DU  JOHN,  born  at  Heidel- 
berg 1580,  died  1677.  He  was 
highly  distinguished  for  his  skill 
and  researches  in  the  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Gothic  languages. 

JURIEU  (PETER)  a  French 
ProU-strmt  divine,  sometimes  called 
the  Goliah  of  the  Protestants,  born 
1637,  died  1713.  His  theological 
and  polemical  writings  are  held  in 
much  esteem,  particularly  his  "Trea- 
tise of  De\otiun,"  and  his  "Pre- 
servative against  Popery." 

JUR1N  (DR. JAMES)  a  distin- 
guished person,  who  cultivated 
medicine  and  mathematics  with 
equal  success.  He  was  secretary 
of  the  Royal  Society  in  London, 
as  well  as  president  of  tbe  College 
of  Physicians  there,  and  died  1750. 
JUSSIEU  (ANTONY  DE)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  physician,  botanist, 
and  traveller,  born  at  Lyons  1699, 
died  1758. 

JUSTIN,  an  ancient  Latin  histo- 
rian, who  abridged  the  large  work 
of  Trogus  Pompeius,  in  44  books, 
comprising  a  history  of  the  world 
from  Ninus  to  Augustus  Cassar, 
which  is  written  with  great  purity 
and  elegance.  He  flourished  about 
A.  D.  250. 

JUSTIN  (surnamed  the  MAR- 
TYR) one  of  the  earliest  writers 
of  the  Christian  church,  was  born 
at  Neapolis,  the  ancient  Sichem  of 
Palestine,  in  the  province  of  Sa- 
maria, and  beheaded  for  the  Chris- 
tian religion  under  Marcus  Aurelius 
A.D.  167. 

JUSTINIAN,  the  first  Roman 
emperor  of  his  name,  celebrated 
for  having  collected  the  immense 
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Yariety  and  number  of  the  Roman 
laws    into  one  body,  called   "  The 
Code; "to  which  the  emperor  gave 
his   own    name  ;    he   also  had    the 
decisions   of  the  judges  and  other 
magistrates,   together  with  the  au- 
thoritative  opinions    of  the    most 
eminent  lawyers,  colleQed,  and  the 
name  of  "  Digests" or    "  Pande£b"' 
given  to  them.     Beside   these,    for 
the  use  chiefly  of  young  students  in 
the  law,  Justinian  ordered  \  books 
of   "  Institutes"  to  be    drawn    up, 
containing  an  abstrafl  or  abridgment 
of  the    text   of  all  the    laws:    and 
lastly,    the    laws  of    modem  date, 
posterior  to  that  of  the  former,  were 
thrown  into  one  volume  in  the  year 
541,  and  called  the  "  Novellae,"  or 
"  New   Code."— This    most  impor- 
tant   transaction    in    the     state    has 
rendered  Justinian's  name  immortal. 
JUVENAL    (DECIUS  JUNIUS, 
a  Roman  poet  and  satirist,  was  born 
about  the  beginning  of  the  emperor 
Claudius's   reign,  and    died   in    his 
8oth    year.       Juvenal,  as   a    poet, 
improved    on    Horace  and  Persws, 
being   elegant    and  witty    with  the 
former,  and  great  and  sublime  with 
the  latter. 
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will  chiefly  distinguish  him  a*  a 
writer  is,  "  An  Account  of  the 
Pelew  Islands,"  which  he  compiled 
from  the  papers  of  Captain  Wilson. 
Mr.  Keate  has  erroneously  been

100  large  folios,  ani  more  than  50 
:hick  quartos  "in  M  -..— His  princi- 
p.il  works  are,  "  An  Assistance  to 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  the  easier 
Performance  of  tneir  Duty,"  folio; 
and  "  Reports,  taken  at  the  King's 
Bench  at  Westminster,  from  the 
i  2th  to  the  3oth  year  of  the  Reign

KATTERFELTO  (DR. 


)  an 


eccentric  sort  of  quack  philosopher 
•who    for    several   years    gulled    the 
good    people  of  England   with    the 
exhibition  of    experiments    in  elec- 
tricity, &c.  which  he  called  "Won 
derful  Wondeis  :  '  insinuating    tha 
his    practices    weie    magical,     anc 
performed    under    the    supernatura 
a»ency  of   a  black  cat,    his   constan 
companion  on  those  occasions.     He 
is  supposed  to  have  been  a  Prussiar 
by    birth,  and    died    at  Bedale    in 
"Yorkshire,  Nov.  25,  1799. 

KEATE  (GEORGE)  a  poet  an 
miscellaneous  writer,  born  at  Trow 
bridge  1729,  died  1797.  Wha

KEILL  (JOHN)  an  eminent  ma- 
thematic ian  and  philosopher,  born 
at  Edinburgh  1671,  died  1721. 
His  works  are  numerous,  and  in 
high  rep  ite. 

KEILL  (JAMES)  an  eminent 
physician  and  anatomist,  and  young- 
er brother  of  the  foregoing,  born  in 
Scotland  1673,  died  1719. 

KEITH  (JAMES)  a  brave  and 
experienced  field-marshil  in  the 
king  of  Prussia's  service,  born  in 
Scotland  1696,  distinguished  him- 
self in  the  memorable  wars  of  that 
illustrious  monarch,  and  was  killed 
in  the  unfortunate  affair  of  Hoch- 
kerchen,  1758. 

KELLEY  (EDWARD)  a  famous 
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English  necromancer,  and  associate 
with  the  noted  Dr.  Dee,  was  born  at 
Worcester  1555.  Behaving  indis- 
creetly in  Germany,  he  was  impri- 
soned by  the  emperor  Rodolphus  II. 
by  whom  he  had  been  knighted  ; 
and,  endeavouring  to  make  his  es- 
cape out  of  the  window,  so  hurt 
himself  by  a  fall,  'that  he  died  soon 
after,  in  1595.  His  chief  works 
are,  "A  Poem  of  Chemistry  ;"  "  A 
Poem  ot  the  Philosopher's  Stone;" 
and  "  A  true  and  faithful  Relation 
of  what  passed  for  many  Years  be- 
tween  Dr.  John  Dee  and  some  Spi- 
rits, &c.  Londcn  1659,"  folio,  pub- 
lished by  Dr.  Meric  Casaubon. 

KELLY  (HUGH)  born  in  Ire- 
land, 1739.  Kis  father,  a  gentle- 
man of  good  family,  having  reduced 
his  income  by  a  series  of  unfore- 
seen misfortunes,  a  tolerable  school 
education  was  all  he  could  afford  to 
his  son,  who  was  bound  apprentice 
to  a  stay-maker.  At  the  expiration 
of  his  indentures  he  set  cut  for  Lon- 
don, to  procure  a  livelihood  by  his 
business.  Triis  happened  in  1760: 
and  he  encountered  all  the  difficulties 
•which  a  person  poor  and  without 
friends  could  be  subjeft  to  on  his 
first  arrival  in  town.  He  soon 
after,  about  1762,  commenced  au- 
thor, and  was  intrusted  with  the 
management  of  "  The  Public 
Ledger,"  and  other  periodical  pub- 
lications, in  wlii.h  he  \\rote  many 
original  essays  and  pieces  of  poe- 
try. For  several  years  after  this 
period,  he  continued  writing  upon 
a  variety  of  subjefts,  as  the  acci- 
dents of  the  times  chanced  to  call 
for  the  assistance  of  his  pen.  In 
1767,  the  "  Babler"  appeared  in 
two  pocket  volumes,  which  had  at 
first  been  inserted  in  "  Owen's 
Weekly  Chronicle"  in  single  pa- 
pers  :  as  did  the  "  Memoirs  of  a

Magdalen,"  under  the  title  of* 
"  Louisa  Mildmsry."  About  1767, 
he  was  tempted,  by  the  success  of 
Churchill's  «'  Rosciad,"  to  write 
some  striflures  on  the  performers 
of  each  theatre,  in  two  pamphlets, 
intituled  "  Thespis."  He  died  Feb. 
3,  1777, leaving  sixdramatic  pieces. 

KEMPIS  (THOMAS  a)  famous 
for  his  transcendent  piety  and  de- 
votion, was  b%rn  at  Kempen,  in  the 
j  diccese  of  Cologo,  about  1380,  and 
died  1471.  His  well-known  bock, 
"  De  Imitatione  Christi,"  Of  the 
Imitation  of  Jesus  Christ,  has  been 
translated  into  almost  all  the  lan- 
guages in  the  world. 

KENNEDY  (JOHN)  a  Scott 
physician  and  antiquary,  died  1760. 

KENNET  (BASIL)  born  at  Post- 
ling  in  Kent  1674,  died  1714. 
He  was  author  of  "  Romae  Antiqua; 
Notitia,  or,  The  Antiquities  of 
Rome;"  "  The  Lives  and  Charac- 
ters of  the  ancient  Grecian  Poets  ;" 
"  An  Exposition  of  the  Apostles' 
Creed,"  &c.  &c. 

KENNICOTT  (DR.  BENJA- 
MIN)  well  known  in  the  learned 
world  for  his  elaborate  edition  of 
the  Hebrew  Bible,  and  other  very 
valuable  publications,  was  canon  of 
Christ  Church,  Oxford,  keeper  of 
the  Radcliffe  Library,  and  vicar  of 
Culhani  in  Oxfordshire,  He  was 
born  at  Totness,  Devon,  1718,  and 
died  Aug  18,1783. 

KENRICK  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
was  the  son  of  a  stay- maker  at  or 
near  Watford,  Herts,  and  brought 
up  to  the  bu-ines.i  of  a  rule-maker. 
However,  he  seems  early  to  have 
abandoned  it,  and  to  have  devoted 
his  talents  to  the  cultivation  of 
letters  ;  by  which  he  supported 
hinuelf  during  the  rest  of  a  life 
which  might  be  said  to  have  passed 
in  a  state  of  warfare,  as  he  ws.» 
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•eldom  without  an  etitrny  to  attack  ' 
or  to  defend  himself  fiom.  His 
first  produfiion  as  a  poet  was  a 
volume  of  "  Epistles  Philosophical 
and  Moral,  1759,"  addressed  to 
Lorenzo  ;  an  avowed  defence  of 
Infidelity.  He  was  for  a  consider- 
able time  a  writer  in  "  The 
Monthly  Review  ;"  but,  quarrel- 
ing with  his  principal,  began  a 
new  Review  of  his  own.  In  the 
year  1766  he  produced  his  pleasant 
comedy  of  "  FalstafF's  Wedding." 
It  was  at  first  intended  to  have 
been  given  to  the  public  as  an  ori- 
ginal play  of  Shakspeare  retrieved 
from  obscurity :  and  it  must  be  ac- 
knowledged a  most  happy  imitation 
of  our  great  dramatic  bard.  Dr. 
Kenrick  also  translated  the  "  Enii- 
lius"  and  "  Eloisa''  of  Rousseau, 
and  the  "  Elements  of  the  History 
of  England"  by  Milot;  produced 
several  dramatic  performances,  and 
an  infinite  variety  of  other  publi- 
cations both  original  and  translated, 
and  died  1777. 

KENT  (WILLIAM)  an  English 
painter,  but  much  more  eminent  as 
an  architect,  burn  in  Yorkshire 
1685,  died  1748.  Mr.  Walpole 
considers  him  as  the  inventor  of 
modern  gardening. 

KENYON  [LLCYD  LORD],  an 
English  judge,  born  at  Gredington, 
in  Flintshire,  1733.  In  1782  he 
\vas  made  Attorney-General  •  in 
1784,  Master  of  the  Rolls;  and  in 
1788,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the 
King's  Bench,  which  office  he 
filled  with  distinguished  integrity. 
His  lordship  possessed  an  uncom- 
mon strength  of  mind,  and  an  in 
tuitiveness  of  perception,  which  en. 
abled  him  at  once  to  discern  the 
dirc-fl  path  ol  justice,  however  at- 
temptrd  to  be  concealed  by  legal 
chicanery,  and  subtleties  of  prac- 
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tice.  To  his  exertions  this  country 
ii  indebted  for  much  of  that  reform 
which  has  been  introduced  into  the 
practice  of  the  law,  and  particularly 
with  regard  to  attornies,  whose 
misconduct  never  failed  to  meet 
his  just  resentment  and  indignation. 
His  endeavours  on  the  Bench  were 
uniformly  directed  to  the  promotion 
of  every  moral  and  religious  duty, 
to  the  discouragement  of  vice,  and 
to  the  exposure  of  those  false 
principles  of  honour,  the  baneful 
effecls  of  whi>  h  we  have  too  often 
reason  to  contemplate.-^He  died  at 
Bath,  April  2,  1802. 

KEPLER  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
German  astronomer,  and  author  of 
many  valuable  discoveries  in  that 
science,  born  at  Wiel  in  Wirtem- 
berg  157  i,  died  1630. 

K.EPPEL  (RT.  HON.  AUGUS- 
TUS VISCOUNT)  second  son  of 
William  Anne,  second  earl  of  Al. 
bemarle,  greatly  distinguished  him. 
self  in  the  naval  service  of  his 
country.  On  April  22,  1782,  he 
was  created  a  peer  of  Great  Britain, 
by  the  title  of  viscount  Keppel,  and 
was,  at  two  different  periods  after- 
wards, first  lord  of  the  admiralty. 
—Respecting  his  services  during 
the  American  war,  while  he  com- 
manded the  channel  fleet,  and  the 
charges  preferred  against  him  by  sir 
Hugh  Palliser,  together  with  hi* 
acquittal,  and  the  marks  of  honour 
that  followed,  we  must  refer  to  his- 
tory for  the  deiail.  He  died  Oct.  2, 
1786. 

KETEL  (CORNELIUS)  a  Dutch 
history  and  portrait  painter,  who 
resided  some  time  in  England,  and 
being  introduced  to  qjeen  Elizabeth 
painted  her  pifture.  After  his  re- 
turn to  HolLnd,  he  laid  aside  his 
pencil,  and  painted  with  hU  fingers. 
He  died  1602. 
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KETTLEW£LL(JOHN)an  emi 
nently  learned  and  pious  English 
divine,  born  at  North  Allertcn 
1653,  died  1695— His  most  cele- 
brated work,  intituled  "  Measures 
of  Christian  Obedience,"  has  gained 
him  a  lasting  reputation. 

KEYSLER  (JOHN  GEORGE)  a 
learned  antiquary  of  Germany,  born 
at  Thournau  1689,  died  1743.  He 
was  author  of  several  learned  works; 
but  is  most  generally  known  by  a 
"  Dissertation  on  the  consecrated 
Misseltoe  of  the  Druids;"  "  Anti- 
quitatcs  seleQae  septentrionales  et 
Celtics?, "  &c.  and  by  "  Travels 
through  Germany,  Bohemia,  Hun 
gary,  Switzerland,  Italy,  and  Lor- 
raine," illustrated  with  copper- plates 
engraven  from  drawings  taken  on 
the  spot,  4  vols.  410. 

K1DDER  (DR.  RICHARD)  bi- 
thop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  author  of 
"  A  Commentary  on  the  five  books 
of  Moses  ;  with  a  dissertation  con- 
cerning the  writer  of  the  said  books ; 
and  a  general  argument  to  each  of 
them."  He  was  a  very  clear,  ele- 
gant, learned  writer,  and  one  of  the 
best  divines  of  his  time  ;  and  was 
unfortunately  killed  in  his  bed,  by 
the  fa41  of  a  stack  of  chimnies, 
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KILLIGREW  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
an  English  dramatic  poet,  born  at 
Hanworth  1605,  died  1693. 

KILLIGREW  (THOMAS)  bro 
ther  of  the  former,  born  at  Han- 
worth 1611,  and  distinguished  by 
uncommon  natural  paits,  was  page 
of  honour  to  Charles  I.  anrl  groom 
of  the  bedchamber  to  Charles  II. 
with  whom  he  had  suffered  man> 
years  exile.  During  his  absence 
from  his  country,  he  applied  hi~ 
leisure  hours  to  poetry,  and  wrote 
1 1  plays.  He  died  1682,  and  was 
buried  in  Westminster  Abbey.  Kil- 
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ligrcw  %vas  a  man  of  a  very  droll 
make,  and  had  an  uncommon  vein 
of  humour,  with  which  he  used  to 
divert  that  merry  monarch  Charles 
II.  who,  on  that  account,  was  fonder 
of  him  than  of  his  best  ministers, 
and  would  give  him  access  to  his 
presence  when  he  denied  it  to 
them. 

KILL1GREW  (DR.  HENRY) 
brother  of  the  former,  born  at 
Hanworth  1612.  His  writing* 
were  on  the  opposite  themes  of 
theology  and  the  drama ;  that  is, 
sermons  and  plays. 

KILLIGREW  f  ANNE)  'a  grace 
for  beauty,  and  a  muse  for  wit,'  as 
Wood  says,  was  the  daughter  of 
Henry  Kiliigrew,  just  recorded,  and 
born  in  London  a  little  before  the 
Restoration.  She  became 'eminent 
in  the  arts  of  poetry  and  painting, 
and  died  1685. 

K1MBER  (ISAAC)  a  learn- 
ed urotestant  dissenting  minister, 
born  at  Wantage,  Berks,  Dec. 
i,  1692,  died  in  London,  Jan. 
28,1755.  This  gentleman  was  the 
author  of  many  literary  produc- 
tions, highly  esteemed  for  purity 
of  style  and  impartiality;  among 
which  were  "  The  Life  of  Oliver 
Cromwellj  Lord  Proteflor  of  the 
Com  mon  wealthof  En  gland, &c."  one 
vol.  8vo.  erroneously  ascribed  to 
Dr.  Gibson,  bishop  of  Londcn; 
"  The  Life  of  bishop  Beveridge," 
prefixed  to  the  folio  edition  of  his 
works,  of  which  he  was  the  editor  ; 
a  "  History  of  England,"  4  vols.  8vo. 
1722,  in  which  he  was  concerned 
with  Messrs.  Bailey,  Hodge*,  and 
Ridpath,  but  the  0d  and  4th  vo- 
lumes were  entirely  his  own ;  a 
periodical  pamphlet  called  "  The 
Monthly  Chronicle,"  which  sub- 
sisted from  Jan.  1728  to  May  1732; 
"  The  Reign  of  George  II."  annexed 
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to  Howell's  Medulla  Hist.  Ang. 
1740;  a  "  History  of  England,1'  oi;r 
vol.  Bvo.  1745,  esteemed  one  or 
the  best  abridgments  of  the  English 
history  extant.  In  1731  he  was 
engaged  as  editor  of  "  The  London 
Magazine,"  \sh;ch  he  conduced 
with  credit  to  himself,  and  advan 
tage  to  the  proprietors,  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  was  occasioned 
by  a  fit  of  apoplexy.  Twenty  post- 
humous "  Sermons,"  in  l  vol.  8vo. 
with  his  portrait,  were  published 
by  his  son  in  1756,  and  are  a  lively

succeed     the      Rev.    Dr.     Obadiah 
Hughes.       In    September  following 
he  married,    at  Boston,   Miss  Eliza- 
beth Bolt,   one  of   the  daughters  of 
Mr.  Isaar  Bott,    a  merchant  of  that 
plate  ;    and  in  ibe  month  of  OQober 
fixed  his  residence  in  \Vestminster.

The    greater    part   of   these    he   re- 
published,    with  other  prafclical  dis-

K1RCHER  (ATHANASIUS)  a 
famous  German  philosopher  and 
mathematician,  born  at  Fulde  l6ol, 
died  1680,  after  having  published 
22  vols.  in  folio,  1 1  in  410.  and  3 
in  8vo.  His  works  are  rather  cu- 
rious than  useful,  savouring  much 
of  vision  and  fancy.  He  was  more 
than  ordinarily  addicted  to  the  study 
of  hieroglyphical  characters,  and 
•was  frequently  made  a  dupe  in  the 
icience  of  antiques. 

KIRKLAND' DR. THOMAS)  an 
eminent  physician  and  writer  on 
surgery, born  I/-I,  died  at  Ashby.

K1RSTEN1US  (PETER)  a  Ger- 
man physician,  author  of  an  "  Ara- 
bic Grammar,''  and  of  .-everal  other 
works  in  Arabic,  born  at  Breslaw

in  his  epitaph,  that  he  understood 
26  languages. 

KLOPSTCCK  (FREDERICK 
GOTTLIEB},  a  very  relehraied  Ger 
-man  poet,  born  at  Ouedhnburgh  in 
1724,  died  at  Hamburgh,  March  14, 
1803.  His  "  Messiah,"  by  which 
his  nime  is  chiefly  immortalized, 
•was  published  at  Haile  in  175!. 
He  was  likewise  author  of  three 
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'ragedirs,  railed  "  The  Death  nf 
Adam;"  "Solomon;"  and  "Da- 
vid." His  funeral  on  the  22d  was 
conduced  with  extraordinary  pomp; 
Heing  attended  by  the  senate  or 
Hamburgh,  the  diplomatic  bodv, 
the  clergy,  men  of  letters,  and 
merchant",  in  a  procession  of  76 
coaches;  at  Altona,  it  was  joined 
hv  .50  more  carriages  to  the  village 
of  Ottenten,  where  he  was  buried, 
with  all  the  most  honourable  cere- 
monies that  could  be  devised. 

KNELLER   f  SIR  GODFREY)  a  n 
eminent    painter,    born    at    Lube«k 
about  1648.

For 
that  purpose  she  put  on  a  man's 
habit;  and  assuming  the  name  of 
Anthony  Sparke,  repaired  to  the 
court  of  the  queen  of  England,  al- 
ways carrying  with  her  a  brace  of 
pistols,  one  to  kill  Elizabeth,  and 
the  other  to  snoot  herself  in  order 
to  avoid  the  hands  of  justice  ;  but 
her  design  happened  to  miscarry  by 
an  accident  which  saved  the  queen's 
life.  One  day,  as  she  was  pushing 
through  the  crowd  to  come  up  to 
her  majesty,  who  was  then  walking 
in  her  garden,  she  chanced  to  drop 
one  of  the  pistols.  This  being  seen 
by  the  guards,  she-  was  seized,  in 
order  to  be  sent  immediately  to 
prison  ;  but  the  queen,  not  suspeft- 
ing  her  to  be  one  of  her  own  sex, 
had  a  mind  first  to  examine  her. 
Accordingly,  demanding  her  name, 
country,  and  quality,  Margaret  re- 
plied with  an  unmoved  steadiness, 
«'  Madam,  though  I  appear  in  this 
habit,  I  am  a  woman ;  my  name  is 
Margaret  Lambrun  ;  I  was  several 
years  in  the  service  of  queen  Mary, 
jmy  mistress,  whom  you  have  so 
unjustly  put  to  death  ;  and  by  her 
death  you  have  also  caused  that  of 
my  husband,  who  died  of  grief  to 
see  so  innocent  a  queen  perish  so 
iniquitously.  Now,  as  1  had  the 
greatest  love  and  artetUon  for  both 
those  personages,  1  resoKed,  at  the 
peril  of  my  life,  to  revenge  their 
death  by  killing  you,  who  are  the 
cause  of  both." — The  queen  par- 
doned her,  and  granted  her  a  safe 
conduQ  till  she  should  be  set  upon 
the  coast  of  Fiance. 

LAMIA,    a  celebrated    Grecian 
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courtezan,  some  time  mistress  to 
Ptolemy  I.  king  of  Egypt. 

LAMPRID1US  (yELlUS)  a  Latin 
historian,  who  flourished  under  the 
emperors  Dioclesian.  and  Constan- 
tine,  in  the  ^th  century.  We  have 
of  his  writing  the  lives  of  four 
emperors,  viz.  Commodus,  Anto- 
ninus, Diadumcnus,  and  HeJioga- 
balus. 

LANCISI  (JOHN  MARCA)  an 
eminent  Italian  physician  and  ana- 
tomist, born  at  Rome  1654,  died 
1720. 

LANCRET  (NICHOLAS)  a  fa- 
mous  French  painter,  born  at  Paris 
1690,  died  1743.  There  are  a 
great  many  prints  after  his  paint- 
ings. 

LANCRINCK(PROSPER  HEN- 
R1CUS)  an  excellent  landscape- 
painter  in  the  English  school, 
though  of  German  extraction,  born 
at  Antwerp  1628,  died  1692.  His 
style  was  agreeable,  and  imitative 
of  Titian  and  Salvador  Rosa. 

LAN  DEN  (JOHN)  born  in  Nor- 
thamptonshire  1719.  died  1790, 
having  written  largely  on  the  ma- 
thematics, and  advanced  that  science 
considerably  by  his  studies  and  ex- 
periments. 

LANE  (JANE)  a  female  of  ex- 
traordinary sagacity  and  spirit,  who 
assisted  in  the  escape  and  preserva- 
tion of  Charles  II.  after  the  battle 
of  Worcester,  and  was  amply  re- 
warded at  the  Restoration.  Charles 
(disguised  in  her  father's  livery) 
rode  before  her  on  horseback  from 
Bently  Hall  in  Staffordshire,  to  Mr. 
Norton's  near  Bristol.— See  an  ori- 
ginal letter  to  her  from  Charles  at 
Paris,  in  "  Seward's  Anecdotes." 

LANFR  ANC,  archbishopof  Can- 
terbury in  the  reign  of  William  I. 
was  born  in  Favia,  and  died  1089. 
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He  rebuilt  the  Cathedral  of  Canter- 
bury, and  has  the  character  of  a 
great  statesman,  as  well  as  a  learned 
prelate. 

LAN  FRANCO  (GIOVANNI) 
an  eminent  Italian  painter,  disciple 
of  the  Caracci,  born  at  Parma  1581, 
died  1647. 

LANCBA1NE  (GERARD)  born 
in  Oxfud  July  15,1656,  was  au- 
thor of  •'  An  Account  of  the  En 
gHsh  Dramatic  Poets,"  which  has 
been  of  eieat  n-e  to  later  biogra- 
phers, and  ilitil  June  23,  1692. 

LANGELANDE  (ROBERT)  au- 
thor of  "  The  Visions  of  Pierce 
Plowman,"  and  one  of  our  most  an- 
cient English  p:  cts,  flourished  about 
tl,e  middle  of  the  i  4th  cuntury. 

I.ANGHORNE  (DR.  JOHN, 
reflor  ot  Blagden  in  Somersetshire, 
and  author  of  several  litorary  pro- 
ductions ;  among  which  the  best 
knoun  arc,  ''Poems,"  in  2  vols. 
"  Sern.ons,"  in  2  vols.  "  Effusions 
of  Fancy,"  c  vols.  "  Thcodosius  an.J 
Constantia,"  2  vols.  '•  Solyman  and 
Almcna  ;'  •«  Frederick  and  Phara- 
mond,  or  the  Consolations  of  Hu- 
man Life;"  and  a  translation  of 
41  Plutarch's  Lives."  He  was  borr 
at  Kirby  Stephen  in  Westmorland, 
and  died  1779. 

LANGTON  (STEPHEN)  made 
archbi.-hop  of  Canterbuiy  by  the 
pope  in  the  reign  of  king  John, 
died  1228.  He  was  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  men  of  the  age  in 
which  he  lived,  for  his  learning 
and  his  writings. 

LANGUfcT  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
JOSEPH)  dotlor  of  the  Scrbonne, 
the  celebrated  vkar  of  St.  Sulpice 
at  Pans,  and  one  of  those  extra- 
ordinary men  whom  Providence 
raises  up  for  the  relief  of  the  in- 
digent and  wretched,  for  the  good

of  society,  and  the  glory  of  nations, 
was  born  at  Dijon,  June  6,  1675. 
To  enumerate  the  instances  of  his 

undltss  beneficence  would  indeed 
jratif)  our  feelings,  but  is  incom- 
patible with  the  narrow  limits  to 
•vhith  this  epitome  is  nece.s-,arily 
onfined.  It  is  said,  from  good 
auihority,  that  he  disbursed  near  a 
million  of  livres  in  charities  every 
year.  When  there  was  a  general 
dearth  in  1725,  he  sold,  in  order 
to  relieve  the  poor,  his  household 

ods,  his  piftures,  and  some  scarce 
and  curious  pieces  of  furniture 
which  he  hdd  procured  with  dif- 
ficulty. His  th-jiity,  however,  was 
not  i  onfined  to  hi»  own  parish  ;  for, 
at  tht  time  that  the  plague  raged  at 
Marseilles,  he  >cnt  large  sums  into 
Provence  to  assist  the  distressed. 
He  died  i  750. 

LANSDOWNE.  See  GRAN- 
VILLE. 

LARDNER  (DR.  NATHANIEL) 
a  very  eminent  dissenting  divine, 
author  of  "  The  Credibility  of  the 
Gospel  History;"  of  "The  le^ti- 
monies  of  the  Ancient  Jews  and 
Pagans  in  fuvour  of  Christianity  ;" 
"  The  History  i.f  hereti  s,"  &r.  &c. 
born  at  Hawkhurst  iii  Kent  168.}, 
died  1768. 

L. \SCARIS  (CONSTANTINE) 
one  of  those  k-drnt.il  Greeks  who1 
quitted  Constantinople  upon  its  be- 
ing t«ken  by  the  Turks  in  1453, 
and  took  refuge  in  Italy.  He  was 
author  of  a  "  Greek  Grammar,'' 
and  other  small  works  of  a  similar 
kind. 

LATIMER  (HUGH)  bishop  of 
Worcester,  one  of  the  first  Re- 
formers of  the  church  of  England, 
born  at  Thurcastcn  in  Leicester- 
shire 1470.  It  is  a  remarkable 
circumstance,  though  not  altogether 
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\\-ithoutparallel,  that,  from  being  a 
zealous  Papist,  he  became  (such  was 
bis  constitutional  warmth)  a  zealous 
Protestant,  active  in  supporting  the 
reformed  do6trine,  and  assiduous  to 
make  converts.  For  his  zeal,  how- 
ever, in  the  Protestant  faith,  he 
\vas,  with  Ridley,  bishop  of  London, 
burnt  at  Oxford  15,54. 

LAVATER  (JOHN  CASPAR)  a 
Swiss  divine  of  good  education, 
warm  fancy,  and  natural  acuteness, 
by  which  he  was  led  to  turn  his 
attention  to  the  expression  of  hu- 
man sentiment  and  charaSer.  He 
perceived  that,  not  only  transient 
passion,  but  even  the  more  perma- 
nent qualities  of  character,  are  often 
very  distinctly  expressed  ;  but  car- 
ried his  observations  in  this  way 
much  farther  than  any  other  person 
had  before  advanced.  Success  in- 
flamed his  imagination,  and  he  be- 
came an  enthusiast  in  the  study  of 
physiognomy.  The  opinions  rela- 
tive to  it,  which  he  propagated, 
were  a  medley  of  acute  observation, 
ingenious  conjecture,  and  wild  re- 
verie. His  books,  published  in  the 
German  language,  were  multiplied 


by  many  editions,  and  familiarized 
to  England  by  translations.  A  ser- 
vant would,  at  one  time,  scarcely 
be  hired  till  the  descriptions  and 
engravings  of  Lavater  had  been 
consulted,  in  careful  comparison 
•with  the  lines  and  features  of  the 
young  man's  or  woman's  counte- 
nance. The  physiognomical  deli- 
rium of  the  weak,  however,  soon 
excited  the  derision  of  the  witty 
and  the  wise;  and  the  mania  is 
row  pretty  much  abated.  This 
amiable  clergyman  (for  such  he 
was,  notwithstanding)  was  born  at 
Zurich  in  1741,  and  died  there 
Jan.  2,  1801,  in  consequence  of  a 
wound  which  he  received  from  a 
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French  soldier   a  twelvemonth  be- 
fore. 

LAUD  (WILLIAM)  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  I.  born  at  Reading  1573, 
was  beheaded  1645  for  high  trea- 
son, not  proved  against  him  ;  but 
he  fell  a  sacrifice  to  party  violence, 
and  high-chuich  sentiments. 

LAUDER  (WILLIAM)  a  native 
of  Scotland,    memorable   for  an  ai- 
tempt    to    ruin    the    reputation    of 
Milton  ;    an    attempt    which   ended 
in  the  destruction  of  his  own.      He 
began  first  to  retail  part  of  his  de- 
sign in  The  Gentleman's  Magazine, 
1747;    and,    finding  that  his  forge- 
ries   were  not  detected,  was  encou- 
raged in  1751  tocolltfl  them,  with 
additions,    into  a  volume,   intituled 
"  An    Essay  on    Milton's  Use   and 
Imitation    of   the    Moderns   in   his 
Paradise  Lost,"  8vo.      The   fidelity 
of  his  quotations  had  been  dcubted 
by  several   people  ;    and    the   false* 
hood   of    them    was   soon   after  de- 
monstrated   by    Mr.  (now    bishop) 
Douglas,    in    a   pamphlet  intituled, 
"  Milton  vindicated  from  the  Charge 
of  Plagiarism,   brought  against  him 


by  Lauder  ;  and  Lauder  himself 
convicted  of  several  Forgeries  and 
gross  Impositions  on  the  Public." 
The  appearance  of  this  deteflion 
overwhelmed  Lauder  with  confu- 
sion. He  subscribed  a  confession 
dictated  by  Dr.  Johnson,  and,  find- 
ing that  his  character  was  not  to  be 
retrieved,  quitted  the  kingdom,  and 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
universal  contempt.  He  died  at 
Barbadoes,  1770  or  1771.  See 
BO\VLE. 

LAUDOHN,  field-marshal*  and 
commander  in  chief  of  the  Austrian 
forces,  born  in  Livonia  1716,  died 
July  14,  1790.  So  high  was  his 
f  eputation,  that  Frederick  the  Great

ef  Prussia  used  to   say,   he  feared 
nobody  so  much  as  Laiuiohr. 

LAVOISIER  (ANTOINELAU- 
BEN'T)  a  celebrated  French  medical 
»nd  chemical  writer,  born  at  Paris 
Aug.  1743,  was  murdered  by  the 
guillotine  under  the  execrable  ty- 
ranny of  Robespierre,  with  27  other 
farmers-general,  M.iy  8,  1794. 

LAURA  DE  NOVES,  the  mis- 
tress of  Petrarch,  who  wrote  in  her 
praise  318  sonnets  and  88  songs, 
most  of  which  breathe  the  warmest 
spirit  of  poetry.  She  was  born  at 
Avignon  13:0,  and  d:ed  of  the 
plague  1348. 
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and  also  a  great  musician,  in  which 
art  he  is  by  some  thought  to  have 
excelled  William,  was  born  at  Salis- 
bury 1600,  and  died  1662. 

LAWRENCE    (STRINGER)    a 
distinguished   general   on  the    East 
India     Company's      establishment, 
born  1697,    died    1775.      In  grati- 
tude for  his  eminent  services  in  the 
command   of    their    forces   on    the 
coast   of   Coromandel  during   a  pe- 
riod   of    20   years,    the    Company 
ereQed   a    nohle    monument  to    hit 
memory  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

LEAKE   (SIR    JOHN)    a    brave 
and  successful  English  admiral,  born 


LAURI  (FIL1PPO)  an  eminent 
Italian  painter,  born  at  Rome  1623, 
died  1694. 

LAW  (JOHN)  of  Edinburgh,   a 
famous  projeQor,   who  raised  him- 
»elf  to   the    dignity   of  comptroller 
general   of   the  finances  of   France, 
upon  the  strength  of  a  scheme    for 
establishing  a  bank,   an  East  India, 
and  a  Mississippi  company,  with  the 
profits  of  wLich  the   national    debt 
of   France  was  to  be  paid  off;    but 
this  great  fabric  of  false  credit  fell 
to    the    ground,    and    almost    over- 
threw the  French  government,  ruin- 
ing   some    thousands    of    families  ; 
and  it  is  remarkable  thn  the 


desperate  game  was  played  by  the 
South  Sea  directors  in  England  in 
the  same  fatal  year,  1720.  Law, 
being  exiled  as  soon  as  the  credit 


at  Rotheihithe  1656,  was  distin- 
guished by  many  great  atiions  ;  but 
chiefly  by  his  relief  and  preserva- 
tion of  Gibraltar  from  the  French 
and  Spaniards  in  1705.  He  died 
1720. 

LEAKE  (STEPHEN  MARTIN) 
an  ingenious  writer  on  coias  and 
on  heraldry,  died  1773. 

LEAKE  (DR.  JOHN)  physician 
10  the  Westminster  Lying-in- Ho* 
pital,  of  which  he  was  the  founder, 
ditd  Aug.  1792.  His  writings  on 
midwifery,  and  on  female  diseases, 
are  in  very  high  esteem. 

LED  YARD  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
traveller,  who  had  proceeded  in  the 
service  of  the  Socie-ty  for  promoting 
the  discovery  of  the  interior  parts 
of  Africa,  as  far  as  Grand  Cairo  in 
Egypt;  had  made  an  agreement

LAWES   (HENRY)   his  brother, 


was  se  zed  with  an  illness  which 
terminated  in  his  death,  Jan.  1789. 
LEE  (NATHANIEL)  an  emi- 
nent Engli.ih  dramatic  poet,  who  is 
said  to  have  read  his  pieces  to  the 
afters  with  an  elocution  which  was 
so  much  admired  by  them,  that  he 
was  tempted  to  try  his  talents  fur 
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JtYmg  ;  but  tlie  trial  soon  convinced 
him    that   he   should  never  succeed 
in   that   character.      Ke    is   the    au- 
thor of  i  i   plajs,  all  afcied  with  ap- 
plause.    His  thoughts  are  wonder- 
fully  suited    to    tragedy  ;    but    fre- 
quently   lost     in   such    a    cloud    ot 
\\urds.,   that  it  is  difficult  to  see  the 
beauty    of   them.     There    is    much 
fire  in    his  work;,    but   so   involvec 
in  smoke,    that    it   does  not  appear 
ill  half  its  lustre.      He  died   i<>oo. 
LEECHMAN  (DR.  WILLIAM 
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writer,   born   at   Edinburgh,     died

last    antiquary-royal     in     England, 
was  born  in  London,  and  died  i  552. 
One    of   his  contemporaries   boldly 
affirms,    that   "  England  never  saw, 
and  he  believes  never  would  see,    a 
man    to    him    in   all   things   to    be 
compared  with    regaid    to   his  skill 
in     the     antiquities     of     Britain."

LEIBNITZ  (GODFREY  WIL- 
LIAM DE)  baron  of  Leipsic,  an 
eminent  statesman,  poet,  and  law- 
yer, but  more  eminent  as  a  writer 
on  philosophy,  born  at  Leipsic  1646, 
died  1716.  His  philosophical  wri 
tings  are  very  numerous,  and  have 
lU.dcied  his  name  immortal. 

LEIGH     (SIR    EDWARD)     an 
English  ciitic  and    Hebrew    lexico 
gryplier,  bom  in  Leicestershire,  diec 
167  i. 

LE1GHTON  (ROBERT)  anemi 
ivouli  preidte  and 


and  Necessity  of  the  Christian  Re- 
velation."

LELAND  (DR.  THOMAS)  au- 
thor of  a  "  History  of  Ireland,"  a 
"  Life  of  Philip  of  Macedon,"  and 
translator  of  Demosthenes,  was  born 
1722,  and  d'ed  1785. 

LELY  (SIR  PETER)  an  excel- 
lent portrait  and  historical  painter, 
>orn  1617,  at  Westphalia,  but  af- 
erwards  settled  in  England  under 
he  patronage  of  Charles  II.  died 
1680. 

LEMERY  (NICHOLAS)  a  cele- 
>rated  French  chemical  writer,  born 
at  Rouen  i  645,  died  1715. 

LEMON  (GEORGE  WILLIAM) 
an  English  divine  who  distinguished 
himself    by    the    publication    of   a 
large     410.    volume    on     "  English 
Etymology,"  being  a  derivative  dic- 
tionary, in  which  he  has  not  only 
investigated  the  radical  meaning  of 
many  obscure    and   almost    unintel- 
ligible   words,    but    exploded  many 
vulgar  error.,,  and  illustrated  many 
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passages  in  our  ancient  writers. 
He  was  born  1726,  and  died  1797. 

LEMONNIER    ( )     a    cele- 

brated  French  astronomer,  and  one 
of  those  who  made  the  journey  to 
the  noith  in  1735  for  the  admea- 
surement of  the  globe,  died  at  Paris 
Sept.  i-'gg. 

L'ENCLOS  (NINON  DE)  a  very 
distinguished  French  courtezan,  who. 
with  a  fine  understanding  and  phi- 
losophic spirit,  would  reason  like 
Socrates,  though  she  afted  like  Lais ; 
while,  therefore,  the  great  Conde, 
the  Villarceaux,  the  Sevignes,  the 
Rochefoucaults,  enjoyed  her  as  a 
mistress,  the  learned  consulted  her 
as  a  philosopher  and  a  critic.  This 
bewitching  woman  died  in  1706, 
aged  go,  retaining  her  personal 
charms  to  the  last.  She  left  some 
children  ;  and  one  of  her  sons  died 
before  her,  a  very  tragical  death 
indeed.  Not  knowing  her  to  be 
his  mother  (for  all  her  operations 
were  conducted  with  secrecy  and 
mystery),  he  aclually  fell  in  love 
with  her ;  and  when,  to  get  rid  of 
his  passion,  she  discovered  herself 
to  him,  through  shame  and  despair 
he  poignarded  himself  in  her  pre- 
sence. 

LENFANT  (JAMES)  an  emi- 
nent French  Protestant  minister, 
born  1691,  died  1728.  He  was 
author  of  three  capital  works,  viz. 
Histories  of  the  Councils  of  Con- 
stance, Basil,  and  Pisa,  each  in  a 
vols.  410.  Beside  these,  he  pub- 
lished the  New  Testament  translat- 
ed into  French  from  the  original 
Greek,  with  notes,  in  conjunflion 
with  Beausobre ;  which  version 
was  much  esteemed  by  the  Protes- 
tants. 

L'ENGLET  (NICHOLAS  DU 
FRES.NOY)  a  very  voluminous 
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French  writer,  born  at  Beauvais 
167.},  died  1756.  His  "  Mcthode 
pour  etudier  1'Histoire,"  &c.  seems 
to  have  been  thought  his  best  pro. 
juclion.  His  end  was  very  tragi- 
cal :  for,  falling  asleep  as  he  was 
reading  by  the  fire,  he  fell  into  it, 
and  his  head  was  nearly  burnt  off 
before  the  accident  was  perceived. 

LEO  X.  pope  of  Rome,  ever  to 
be  remembered  by  Protestants  as 
having  been  the  cause  of  the  Re- 
formation begun  by  Luther,  was 
born  at  Florence  1475,  and  died 
1521.  He  was  a  lover  and  pa- 
tronizer  of  learning  and  learned 
men,  and  equally  favoured  arts  and 
sciences,  being  himself  a  man  of 
taste.  For  this  he  has  been  often 
celebrated,  and  by  our  countryman 
Pope  in  particular: 

"But  see!  each  Muse  in  Leo's  golde« 


Starts  from    her  trance,  and  trims  her 

wither'd  bays; 
Rome's   ancient  genius,   o'er  its  ruin* 

spread, 
Shakes  off   the    dust,   and   rears    his 

rev'rend  head. 
Then  Sculpture  and  her  sister  arts  re- 

vive; 
Stones  leap  to  form,  and  rocks  begin  to 

live; 
With  sweeter  notes  each  rising  temple 

rung; 
A  Raphael  painted,  and  a  Vida  sung." 

LEONICENUS  (NICHOLAS)  an 
eminent  physician  of  Italy,  to  whom 
we  owe  the  first  translation  of  any 
of  Galen's  works,  and  the  "  Aphet- 
risms  of  Hippocrates,"  born  1428, 
died  1524. 

LEONIDAS  I.  king  of  Sparta,  a 
celebrated  warrior,  who  died  glo- 
riously in  defending  the  pass  of 
Thermopylas  against  Xerxes,  480 
years  B.  C. 

LEONTIUM,  an  ancient  courte- 
zan at  Athens,  famous  first  for  her 
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Isjclviousness,  and  afterwards  for 
hrr  application  to  the  study  of  phi- 
losophy. 

LESLEY  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
bishop  of  Ross  in  Scotland,  born 
1527,  died  1596.  His  exertions 
to  save  the  life  of  Mary  queen  of 
Scots,  his  mistress,  has  endeared 
his  name  to  posterity  :  indeed,  all 
parties  agree  in  speaking  of  him  as 
a  man  of  incomparable  learning,  an 
able  statesman,  a  zealous  chuuh- 
man  ;  and  of  his  fidelity  to  his 
queen  as  admirable  and  exemplary. 
He  is  author  of  a  History  of  Scot- 
land to  156  i. 

LESLIE  (DR.  JOHN)  bishop  of 
Clogher  in  Ireland,  memorable  for 
his  exertions  in  defence  of  the  royal 
cause,  and  for  having  endured  a 
*eige  in  his  cattle  of  Raphoe,  before 
he  would  stu  render  it  to  Oliver 
Cromwell,  being  the  last  which  held 
out  in  that  country.  He  was  born 
in  Scotland,  and  died  1671,  aged 
about  i  oo  years,  having  been  above 
50  years  a  bishop. 

L'ESTRANGE  (SIR  ROGER) 
an  English  gentleman,  born  in  Nor- 
folk 1616,  was  concerned  in  rais- 
ing forces  and  in  some  unsuccessful 
cnterprires  in  favour  of  Charles  1. 
during  the  civil  wars,  for  which  he 
was  obliged  to  leave  the  kingdom. 
Upon  the  Restoration  be  returned, 
and  printed  the  first  English  News- 
paper, under  the  title  of  The  Public 
Intelligencer,  in  1663:  which  he 
laid  down  upon  the  publication  of 
the  first  London  Gazette.  He  was 
author  of  many  political  trafts, 
translated  several  things  from  the 
Greek,  Latin,  and  Spanish,  and  died 
Sept.  1704. 

LETI  (GREGORIO)  an  Italian 
Miscellaneous  writer  and  historian, 
born  at  Milan  1630,  died  1701. 
His  "  History  of  Geneva"  is  the 
best  of  his  works. 
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LEUCIPPUS,  a  celebrated  Greek 
philosopher  and  mathematician, 
flout ished  about  428  B.C. 

LEUNCLAV1US  (JOANNES) 
a  German  historian  of  the  Ottoman 
empire,  born  in  Westphalia  1533, 
died  1593. 

LEUWENHOEK  (ANTHONY 
DE)  a  very  celebrated  D-itch  phy- 
sician, born  at  Delft  1632,  died 
1723.  He  became  famous  all  over 
Europe  by  his  experiments  and  dii« 
coveries  with  microscopes. 

LEVER  (SIR.  ASHTON)  col- 
leflor  of  a  valuable  museum  of  na- 
tural history;  the  expence  of  which 
having  impaired  his  fortune,  he  was 
permuted  to  sell  it  by  lottery,  but 
lost  considerably,  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  tickets  having  been 
sold.  He  died  1788. 

L'HERITIER  ( )  a  most  in- 

defatigable  French  botanist,  con- 
fessedly the  greatest  (next  to  Buffon) 
that  France  ever  produced,  was 
born  neai  Paris  1752,  and  assassi- 
nated in  the  street  at  Berne  Aug. 
15,  i&oo;  being  mistaken,  as  it 
was  supposed,  for  some  other  per- 
son. 

LHUYD  (EDWARD;  keeper  of 
the  Ashmolean  Museum  at  Oxford, 
and  a  celebrated  antiquary  and  lin- 
guist, died  1709. 

LIBANIUS,  a  famous  sophist  of 
antiquity,  born  at  Antioch  314. 
His  epistles  and  orations  are  im 
high  esteem. 

L1CLTUS,  a  celebrated  physician 
of  Italy,  born  in  Genoa  1.577,  died 
1655.  His  work  "  De  Monstris™ 
has  great  merit. 

L1CHTENBERG  (GEORGE 
CHRISTOPHER)  professor  of  phi- 
losophy  in  the  University  of  Got- 
tingen,  and  one  of  the  most  inge- 
nious writers  of  Germany,  died 
Feb.  24,  »799- 

L1GON1ER  (JOHN  EARL  OF) 
Bb 
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a  very  distinguished  field  marshal 
in  the  English  army.  He  served 
v.  ith  honour  in  all  the  wars  of 
queen  Anne,  under  the  duke  of 
Marlborough,  and  in  every  suc- 
ceeding war,  and  died  April  28, 
1770, aged  g2» 

LILBLRNE  (JOHN)  a  famous 
English  enthusiast,  born  in  Durham 
1618,  died  1657.  H«  was  the 
thief  ringleader  of  the  Levellers,  a 
modeller  of  state,  publisher  of  se- 
veral seditious  pamphlets,  and  of  so 
.quarrelsome  a  disposition,  as  to  have 
it  appositely  said  of  him,  that  if 
there  were  none  living  but  him, 
John  would  be  against  Lilburne, 
and  Lilburne  against  John. 

LILLO  (GEORGE)  an  excellent 
dramatic  writer,  born  in  London 
1693.  Though  strongly  attached 
to  the  muses,  he  stemed  to  have 
laid  it  down  as  a  maxim,  ihdt  the 
lievotion  paid  to  them  ought  always 
to  tend  to  the  promotion  of  virtue, 
Sioidlity,  and  religion.  Jn  pur- 
SL.i.,-Ke  of  this  aim,  Liilo  was  happy 
i;i  the  choice  of  his  suhjefts,  and 
shewed  great  power  of  affcfring  ihe 
jieart,  by  working  up  the  passions 
tu  sac  h  a  height  as  to  render  the 
distresses  of  common  and  domestic 
Jife  equally  interesting  to  the  au- 
iiicnces  as  that  of  kings  and  heroes, 
and  the  ruin  brought  on  private 
Itimilies  by  an  indulgence  of  ava- 
rice, lust,  &c.  as  the  havock  made 
in  states  and  empires  by  ambition, 
cuielty.  or  tyranny.  His  '•' George 
Barnwcll,"  "  Fatal  Curiosity,"  and 
'•  Aroen  of  Feversham,'''  are  all 
planncdcn  common  and  well-known 
stories;  yet  tliey  have  much  mote 
frequently  drawn  tears  from  an  au- 
oicnce  than  the  more  pompous  tra- 
t-dies  of  "Alexander  the  Great," 
••  Al!  for  Love,"&c.  He  died  1739. 

LILLY  (WILLIAM)  a  famous 
English  astrologer,  boru  in  Leiccs* 
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tershire  1609,  died  168  t.  In  him 
we  have  an  instance  of  the  general 
superstition  and  ignorance  that  pre- 
vailed in  the  time  of  the  civil  war 
between  Charles  I.  and  his  parlia- 
ment ;  for  the  king  consulted  this 
astrologer  to  know  in  what  quarter 
he  should  conceal  hinu-eif  if  he 
could  escape  from  Hampton  Ccurt; 
and  general  Fairfax,  on  the  other 
side,  sent  for  him  to  his  ?rjr,y,  to 
ask  him  if  he  could  teli  by  his  art 
whether  God  was  with  them  and 
their  cause.  Lilly,  who  made  his 
fortune  by  favourable  predictions  to 
both  parties,  assured  the  general 
that  God  would  be  with  him  and 
his  army.  His  almanacks  were  ia 
repute  upwards  of  36  years,  and  to 
be  found  in  almost  every  family  in 
England. 

LILY  (WILLIAM)  an  English 
grammarian,  born  at  OJdham  ia 
Hampshire  1466.  He  was  ap- 
pointed first  master  of  St.  Paul's 
school  by  the  founder,  Dean  Colet, 
in  1510,  and  died  of  the  plague  at 
London  152.2.  He  is  highly  praised 
by  Erasmus,  who  revised  the  syntax 
in  his  "  Grammar,"  for  his  unccm. 
mon  knowledge  in  the  languages, 
and  admirable  skill  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  youth. 

LIMBORCH  (PHILIP)  a  cele- 
brated  piofessor  of  divinity  in  Hol- 
land, born  at  Amsterdam  1653, 
died  1712.  His  Uest  work  is  a 
"  Hbtory  of  the  Inquisition." 

L1NACRE  (DR.  THOMAS)  a 
very  learned  English  physician, 
born  at  Canterbury  1460,  died 
1524.  He  projected  the  founda- 
tion of  the  college  of  physicians, 
was  the  first  president  after  its  erec- 
tion, and  held  that  office  for  the 
seven  years  that  he  lived  afterwards. 

LIND  (DR.JAMES)acelebrated 
medical  writer,  died  July  i  8,  1794. 

LINDSAY    (SIR    DAVID)    aa 
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•ncient  Scotch  writer  and  dramatic 
poet,  born  in  Fifeshire  1496,  died 
'557-  His  chief  works  were, 
"  Satires  on  the  Vices  of  the  Cler- 
gy," and  a  "  History  of  Scotland" 
in  3  vols.  MS.  a  copy  of  which  is 
in  the  Advocates'  library. 

LINGELBACK.  (JOHN)  a  cele- 
brated German  landscape-painter  of 
the  i  7th  century. 

LINLEY  (THOMAS)  a  very 
eminent  English  composer  of  mu- 
eic,  and  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
Drury-lane  theatre,  died  Nov.  1  8, 


LINNAEUS  (CHARLES  VON), 
the  father  of  modern  botany,  was 
born  at  Srrraland  in  Sweden  1707. 
He  made  the  tour  of  Lapland  in 
1732,  and  traversed  what  is  called 
the  Lapland  Desert,  enduring  gieat 
hardships,  merely  from  an  ardent 
love  of  science  ;  and,  after  six 
months  thus  employed,  returned  to 
Upsal,  in  the  university  of  which, 
at  the  age  of  34,  he  was  made  pro 
fessor  of  physic  and  botany.  He 
died  in  1778;  leaving  (among  other 
%vorks)  i.Systema  Naturae,  sistens 
regna  tria  Naturas  ;  a.  Bibliotheca 
Botanica  ;  3.  Critica  BotHiica  ;  4. 
Genera  Plantarum  earumque  Cha- 
rafleres  Naturalis;  5.  Amonitates 
Academics;  6.  Materia  Medica, 
£c.  Sec. 

L1PS1US  (JUSTUS)  a  most  acute 
and  learned  Flemish  ci  itic  and  com- 
mentator on  ancient  authors,  born 
near  Brussels  1547,  died  1606. 

LISLE  (GUILLAUME  DE)  an 
eminent  French  geographer,  born 
at  Pai  is  i  675,  died  i  7  26. 

L  1  T  H  G  O  W  (WILLIAM)  a 
Scotchman  farrous  for  his  travels 
on  foot  over  Europe,  Asia,  and 
Africa,  and  his  sufferings  by  impri- 
sonment and  torture  at  Malaga. 
lie  was  born  the  latter  end  of  the

15th,  and  died  about  the  middle  of 
the  i6th  century. 

LITTLETON,  or  LYTTLETON, 
(THOMAS)  judge  of  the  court  .of 
Common  Pleas  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward IV.  and  author  of  a  celebrated 
Treatise  on  Tenures,  or  title*  by 
which  all  estates  were  anciently 
held  in  England,  was  born  in  De- 
vonshire, and  d'ed  1481. 

LITTLETON  (ADAM)  an  ex- 
cellent English  philologist  and 
grammarian ;  an  indefatigable  re- 
storer of  the  Latin  tongue,  as  ap- 
pears from  his  "  Latin  Dictionary," 
and  an  excellent  critic  in  the  Greek, 
born  at  Hales  Owen,  Shropshire, 
1627,  died  1694. 

LITTLETON  (EDWARD)  an 
English  divine  and  pcet,  died 

«734- 

LIVIUS  (TITUS)  the  best  of  the 
Roman  historians,  born  at  Padua 
59  years  before  Christ.  The  his. 
tory  of  Livy,  like  other  great  works 
of  antiquity,  is  transmitted  down 
to  us  exceedingly  mutilated  and 
imperfett.  Its  books  were  origi- 
nally i  4  2,  of  which  are  extant  only 
35.  It  commenced  with  the  foun- 
dation of  Rome,  and  concluded 
about  13  years  before  Christ.  The 
encomiums  bestowed  upon  Livy,  by 
both  ancients  and  moderns,  are 
great  and  numerous  ;  but  probity, 
candour,  and  impartiality,  are  what 
have  most  particularly  distinguished 
him  above  all  historians.  He  died 
A.D.  17. 

LLOYD  (ROBERT)  a  celebrated 
English  poet  and  miscellaneous  wri. 
ter,  rJi<-d  1764.  He  wrote  a  poem 
called  "The  Aclor;"  "The  Capri- 
cious  Lovers,"  an  opera  }  and  four 
other  dramatic  pieces. 

LOBO  (JEROME)  a  Jesuit  of 
Lisbon,  who  was  sent  on  a  mission 
to  the  Indies,  and  penetrated  im<» 
Bb  2 
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Abyssinia,  of  which  he  published  a 
very  accurate  account,  and  died 
1678. 

LOBO  (RODRIGUEZ  FRAN- 
CIS) a  celebrated  Portuguese  poet, 
whose  works  were  published  in 
folio,  1721. 

LOCKART  (ALEXANDER) 
author  of  "  Memoirs  of  Scotland," 
was  born  near  Edinburgh  1673,  an^ 
killed  in  a  duel  1732. 

LOCKE  (JOHN)  the  most  cele- 
brated philosopher  of.  the  age  he 
lived  in,  and  one  of  the  brightest 
ornarr.ents  of  English  literature,  was 
born  at  Wiington  in  Somersetshire 
in  1632.  By  the  patronage  of  lord 
Shaftestiuiy  he  held  a  respeftable 
situation  under  government,  and 
wrote  some  able  political  tracts. 
His  lordship,  however,  being  at 
length  compelled  to  fly  to  Holland, 
to  avoid  being  prosecuted  for  high 
treason,  Mr.  Locke  followed  him. 
In  1685  the  English  envoy  de- 
manded him  of  the  States  Genera), 
on  fiupicion  of  his  being  concerned 
in  Monmouth's  rebellion.  On  this, 
he  kept  himstlf  private  several 
months,  and  employed  the  time  in 
preparing  for  the  press  that  work 
v.hich  has  immortalized  his  name 
and  fame,  "  The  Essay  on  Human 
Understanding."  It  was  not  pub- 
lished, however,  till  after  the  Re- 
solution, an  event  which  restored 
him  to  his  native  country.  The 
la'tcr  years  of  his  life  he  devoted 
chiefly  10  religious  retirement,  and 
to  the  writing  of  works  on  theo- 
logy, and  died  at  Oates  in  Essex 
(tiie  seat  of  Lady  Masham),  Oft. 
^8,  1704.  For  a  list  of  his  nu- 
merous works,  see  Biog.  Brit. 

LODGE  (DR.  THOMAS)  an 
English  physician  and  dramatic 
•writer,  died  1625.  We  find  him 
characterized  by  many  of  his  con- 
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temporary  poets  as  a  man  of  very 
considerable  genius. 

LOGAN  (JOHN)  a  Scottish  di. 
vine  and  poet,  born  in  Mid  Lothian 
about  1748,  died  in  London  Dtc. 
28,  1788.  His  poems  were  pub« 
lished  in  8vo.  1781;  and  in  1790 
and  1791  two  volumes  of  his  ser- 
mons were  printed  ;  for  he  had  ob- 
tained much  distinflion  as  an  elo 
quent  and  affeBing  preacher. 

LOKMAN  (surnair.ed  the  WISE) 
sometimes  called  Abre  Anam,  or 
father  of  Anam,  a  philosopher  and 
fabulist  of  great  account  among  the 
Easterns.— Being  once  asked  how 
jhe  had  attained  so  exalted  a  pitch 
of  wisdom  and  virtue?  Lokman 
replied,  "  It  was  by  always  speak- 
ing  the  truth,  by  keeping  my  word 
inviolably,  and  by  never  inter- 
meddling in  affairs  that  did  not 
concern  me." 

LOLL  A  RD  (WA  LTER)  founder 
'of  the  religious  seEt  called  Lollards, 
j  who  denied  the  power  and  influence 
I  of   the    virgin    Mary  over    Christ; 
[taught  that  the  mass   baptism,  and 
j  extreme  uncHon,    were   of  no    usfl 
or  avail  ;    rejeQed  the  form  of  tho 
penitential,   and  renounced   all  obe- 
dience  both     to    the    ecclesiastical 
and    civil    magistrates.       He     wat 
burnt     for    heresy   at    Cologne     in 
1322. 

LOMBARD  (PETER)  well 
known  by  the  title  of  Master  of 
the  Sentences,  fiom  a,  wctk  of  his, 
which  is  looked  on  as  the  source 
and  origin  of  the  scholastic  theo- 
logy in  the  Latin  church.  He  was 
born  at  Novara  in  Lombardy,  and 
died  i  i  64. 

LOMONOZOF,  a  celebrated  Rus- 
sian poet  and  tjreat  refiner  of  his 
native  tongue,  born  1711,  died 
1764.  The  odes  of  Lomonozof 
are  greatly  admired  for  originality

«f  invention,  sublimity  of  senti- 
ment, and  energy  of  language.  He 
is  in  faQ  the  Pinriar  of  Rus  ia. 
Lotnonczof  made  also  no  inconsi- 
derable figure  in  history,  having 
published  two  works  relative  to 
that  of  his  own  country. 

LONG  (DR.  ROGER)  a  very 
eminent  astronomer,  and  author  of 
an  excellent  treatise  on  that  science 
in  2  vols.  410.  1742.  Ht  erefled 
in  one  of  the  rooms  of  Pembroke 
college,  of  which  he  was  master, 
a  sphere  of  eighteen  feet  diameter, 
elevated  to  the  latitude  of  Cam- 
bridge, wherein  30  per?ons  might 
sit  conveniently  :  it  is  turned  v>uh 
great  ease  by  a  small  winch,  though 
the  whole  weight  is  above  1000 
pounds.  He  was  born  in  Norfolk 
1679,  and  died  1770, 

LONGBEARD  (WILLIAM)  a 
faElious  priest  notorious  for  raising 
seditions  in  London  in  the  teign  of 
Richard  I.  He  was  torn  to  pieces 
by  horses,  and  then  hung  upon  a 
gallows. 

LONGINUS  (DIONYSIUS)  a 
Grecian  philosopher  and  orator,  and 
author  of  a  "Treatise  on  the  Sub- 
lime," which  raised  his  reputation 
to  such  a  height  as  no  critic,  either 
before  or  since,  could  ever  reach. 
His  contemporaries  had  so  great  an 
opinion  of  his  judgment  and  taste 
that  they  appointed  him  sovereign 
judge  of  all  authors;  and  every 
thing  was  received  or  rejefled  by 
the  public  according  to  the  decision 
of  Longinus,  He  was  pat  to  deatl 
by  Aurelian  in  273. 

LONGOMONTANUS  (CHRIS- 
TIAN) an  eminent  astronomer, 
born  in  Denmark  1562,  died  1647. 
He  was  author  of  several  woiks, 
•which  shew  great  capacity  in  ma- 
themat  ics  and  astronomy  ;  but  his 
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'  Astronomia  Danka"   is  the  most 
distinguished. 

LONGUERUE  (LOUIS  DE)  a 
?rench  critic  and  theological  wri- 
ter, born  ai  Charleville  1652,  died 
1732. 

LORIMER  (DR.  JOHN)  an  Eng- 
lish physician,  anrl  author  of  an 
Essay  on  Magnetism,  born  I;33t 
died  July  1795. 

L'ORME  (PHIUBERT  DE)  an 
eminent  French  architect  and  ar.ti- 
quary,  bom  at  Lyons,  died  I5,57» 
leaving  behind  him  several  books 
of  architecture  greatly  esteemed. 

LORRAiN  (ROBERT  LE)  a 
celebrated  French  sculptor,  born  at 
Paris  1666,  died  1743. 

LOTEN  (JOHN)  a  good  land- 
scape  painter  of  the  English  school, 
though  a  native  of  Holland,  died 
1681. 

LOVE  (JAMES)  an  English 
aftor  and  dramatic  writer,  died 
1774.  Though  this  person  passed 
by  the  name  of  Love,  his  real  fa- 
mily name  was  Dance. 

LOVE  (CHRISTOPHER)  an 
English  clergyman  and  divinity 
writer  of  great  reputation,  was  be« 
headed  July  l6--i  by  the  republi- 
cans, on  a  charge  of  high  treason  in 
holding  correspondence  with  king 
Charles  I. 

LOVELACE  (RICHARD) 
an  English  poet  and  dramatic 
writer,  born  in  Kent  1618,  died 
1658.  He  wrote  two  plays,  nei- 
ther of  which  have  been  printed  j 
"The  Scholar,"  a  comedy;  and 
"  The  Soldier,"  a  tragedy.  His 
poems,  which  are  extremely  scarce, 
we:e  printed  under  the  title  of  Lu- 
casta,  in  lamo.  the  first  part  in 
1649,  the  second  in  16.59. 

LOVIEOXD  (EDWARD)  a  poet 
of  considerable  talents,  was  educated 
ii  b   3 
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at  Kingston  upon  Thames,  and  died 
>n  I775-  His  brother  collected 
and  published  his  poems  in  I  imo. 

1785- 

LOWE  (MAURITIUS)  an  Eng- 
lish painter  of  conquerable  emi- 
nence, died  in  extreme  poveity,tht 
efFeQ  of  indolence,  Aug.  1793- 

LOWER  (SIR  WILLIAM)  a 
famous  cavalier  in  the  troubles  of 
Charles  I.  and  a  dramatic  writer, 
died  1669. 

LOWER  (DR.  RICHARD)  a 
Celebrated  English  physirian,  died 
1691.  He  was  author  of  an  ex 
cellent  book,  "  De  Corde  ;"  and  of 
another,  "  De  Motu  et  Colore  San- 
guinis  et  Chyli  in  eum  transitu;'* 
and  piattised  the  transfusion  of 
blooJ  fiom  one  animal  into  another  ; 
but  whether  he  was  the  inventor  of 
this  operation  we  know  not. 

LOWTH  (WILLIAM)  a  distin- 
guished English  theological  writer 
and  commentator,  born  in  London 
166  i ,  died  1732. 

LOWTH  (DR.  ROBERT)  son  of 
the  preceding,  bishop  of  London, 
&c.  &<-.  born  at  Winchester  1710, 
died  Nov.  3,  1787.  His  literary 
charafcler  is  well  known  by  his 
learned  "  Preelections"  on  Hebrew 
poetry,  which  were  published  in 
1763,  and  translated  into  English 
by  Mr.  Gregory  in  1787.  But 
perhaps  the  most  useful  of  his 
achievements  are  what  refer  to  his 
own  language  ;  which  owes  to  him, 
•what  nothing  said  in  it  can  ever 
pay,  the  "  First  Institutes  of  Gram- 
mar ;"  and,  in  his  "  Translation  of 
Isaiah,"  the  sublimest  poetry  in  the 
world. 

LOYOLA  (IGNATIUS  OF)  the 
founder  of  the  Jesuits,  born  1491, 
at  the  castle  of  Loyola,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Guipuscoa  in  Spain,  was

first  page  to  Ferdinand  V.  king 
of  Spain,  and  then  an  officer  in  his 
army  ;  in  which  he  signalized  him- 
self by  his  valour,  and  was  wounded 
in  both  legs  at  the  siege  of  Pampe- 
luna,  in  1521.  To  this  circum- 
s:ance  the  Jesuits  owe  their  origin  ; 
for  while  he  was  under  cure  of  his 
wound?,  a  Life  of  the  Saints  was  put 
into  his  hands,  which  determined 
him  to  forsake  the  military  for  the 
ecclesiastical  profession.  His  first 
devout  exercise  was  to  dedicate 
himself  to  the  blessed  virgin  as  her 
knight:  he  then  went  a  pilgrimage 
to  the  Holy  Land,  and  on  his  re- 
turn to  Europe  he  continued  his 
theological  studies  in  the  univeisi- 
ties  of  Spair,  though  he  was  then 
33  years  of  age.  After  this  he 
went  to  Paris,  and  in  France  laid 
the  foundation  of  this  new  order, 
the  institutes  of  which  he  presented 
to  pope  Paul  III.  who  made  many 
objections  to  them  ;  but  Ignatius 
adding  to  the  three  vows  of  chastity, 
poverty,  and  obedience,  a  fourth  of 
implicit  submission  to  the  holy  see, 
the  institution  was  confirmed  in 
1540.  The  pious  founder  died  the 
year  following,  1555. 

LUBIENETSKI  (STANISLAUS) 
a  gentleman  of  Poland,  and  cele- 
brated Socinian  minister,  born  at 
Cracow  1623,  died  by  poison  1675. 
He  wroie  several  books ;  the  chief 
of  which  is  a  "  History  of  the  Re- 
formation  of  Poland."— The  Soci- 
nians  look  upon  him  as  a  saint,  if 
not  a  martyr. 

LUC  AN  (MARCUS  ANN^EUS) 
a  Latin  poet,  born  at  Cordova  in 
Spain  A.D.  39.  He  was  con- 
demned by  Nero  to  be  bled  to 
death  in  a  bath,  A.D.  65.  His 
chief  work  is  his  "  Pharsalia  ;" 
which  indeed  is  rather  a  history  of 
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the  civil  wars  than  a  true  poem, 
none  of  the  rules  of  poetry  being 
observed  in  it. 

LUCAS  (DR.  CHARLES)  a  ce- 
lebrated Irish  patriot,  and  writer 
on  medicine,  born  17  13,  died  Nov. 
4,  1771.  So  high  was  his  parlia- 
mentary character,  that  the  corpo- 
ration of  Dublin,  many  of  the 
peers,  the  speaker  and  numerous 
members  of  the  House  of  Com 
irions,  with  the  several  guilds,  to 
the  amount  of  2000  persons,  at 
tended  his  funeral;  and  the  cor-

LUCAS  (PAUL)  a  great  French 
traveller,  born  at  Rouen  1664,  died 
1737.  His  travels  consist  of  se- 
veral volumes,  are  passably  written, 
and  amusing  enough;  but  not  of 
the  best  authority. 

LUCIAN,  a  celebrated  Greek 
ciittc  and  satirist,  born  at  Samosata 
A.  D.  90,  died  180.  He  was  not 
only  one  of  the  finest  wits  of  his 
own  time,  but  of  all  antiquity, 
being  a  perfefl  master  in  the  great 
art  of  mixing  the  useful  with  the 
entertaining. 

LUCILIUS,  an  ancient  Latin 
poet,  who  wrote  30  books  of"  Sa- 
tires." It  is  said  that  he  was  the 
first  inventor  of  that  kind  of  poem. 
He  died  103  years  B.  C. 

LUCRETIA,  the  famous  Roman 
matron,  wife  of  Collatinus,  and  the 
cause  of  the  revolution  of  Rone 
from  a  monarchy  to  a  republic  ; 
this  lady,  being  violated  by  Sextus, 
the  eldest  son  of  Tarquin,  king  of 
Rome,  stabbed  herself,  509  B.C. 
The  bloody  poniard,  with  her  dead 
body  exposed  to  the  senate,  vvas  the 
signal  of  Roman  liberty.  The  ex- 
pulsion of  the  Tarquins,  and  the 
abolition  of  the  regal  dignity,  was 
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instantly  resolved  on,  and  carried 
into  execution. 

LUCRETIUS  (TITUS  CAIUS) 
an  ancient  Roman  philosopher  and 
poet,  much  esteemed  for  his  learn- 
ing and  eloquence,  wrote  6  books 
"  De  Natura  Rerum,"  and  died  54 
B.C.  His  poem  has  been  trans- 
lated into  English  by  Mr.  Creech, 
and  this  version  is  generally  es- 
teemed. 

LUCULLUS,  a  renowned  Roman 
general  and  consul,  died  60  B.  C. 

LUDLOW  (EDMUND)  a  chief 
of  the  republican  party  in  the  civil 
wars  of  England  in  the  1 7th  century, 
bom  at  Maiden  Bradley  in  Wilt- 
shire 1620,  died  1693,  leaving 
"  Memoirs  of  his  own  Times." 

LULLY(RAIMOND)  styled  The 
Enlightened  Doctor,  was  born  in 
Majorca  1-236.  Medicine  and  che« 
mistry  were  his  chief  professions  ; 
but  at  last  he  undertook  the  pro- 
pagation of  the  gospel  in  Africa, 
and  was  stoned  to  death  in  Mauri* 
tania  1315. 

LULLY  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  an 
eminent  musical  composer,  and 
superintendant  of  music  to  Louis 
XIV.  born  at  Florence  1634.  In 
1686  the  king  was  seized  with  an 
indisposition  which  threatened  his 
life  ;  but  recovering  from  it,  Lully 
was  required  to  compose  a  Te  Deum 
upon  the  occasion.  He  did  com- 
pose one,  not  more  remarkahle  for 
its  excellence,  than  for 'the  unhappy- 
accident  which  attended  the  per- 
formance of  it.  He  had  neglected 
nothing  in  the  composition  of  the 
music,  or  the  preparations  for  the 
execution  of  it ;  and,  the  better  to 
demonstrate  his  zeal,  he  himself 
beat  the  time  ;  but,  with  the  cane 
he  used  for  this  purpose,  he  gave 
himself,  in  the  heat  of  action,  a 
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blow  upon  the  end  of  his  fcot ; 
and  this,  ending  in  a  gangrene 
which  baffled  all  the  skill  of  his 
surgeons,  put  an  end  to  his  life, 
March  22,  1687. 

LUTHER  (MARTIN)  an  illus- 
trious German  divine,  and  reformer 
of  the  <hurch,  born  at  Islcben  in 
Saxony  1483.  He  studied  at  Er- 
furth.  being  designed  for  a  civilian  ; 
but  an  awful  catastrophe  made  such 
an  impression  upon  his  mind,  that 
he  resolved  to  retire  from  the 
world.  As  he  was  walking  in  the 
fields  with  a  fellow-student,  they 
were  struck  by  lightning,  Luther 
to  the  ground,  and  his  companion 
dead  by  his  side,  He  entered  into 
the  order  of  Augustine-  hermits  at 
Erfurth  ;  from  this  place  he  re- 
moved to  Wurtemburgh,  being  ap- 
pointed by  the  elefior  of  Saxony 
professor  of  theology  and  philoso- 
phy in  the  university  just  founded 
there  by  that  prinre.  In  1512  he 
\vas  sent  to  Rome,  to  plead  the 
cause  of  some  convents  of  his  order 
\vho  had  quarrelled  with  their  vicar- 
general:  this  gave  him  an  oppor- 
tunity of  obsetving  the  corruption 
of  the  pontifical  tourt,  and  the 
debauched  lives  of  the  dignitaries 
of  the  church,  and  probably  gave 
him  the  first  disgust  to  the  Romi.sh 
ecclesiastical  government,  especi- 
ally as  he  had  engaged  in  the  mo- 
nastic life  from  motives  of  genuine 
piety.  Upon  his  return  to  Wur- 
temburgh it  was  remarked  that  he 
grew  unusually  pensive,  and  more 
austere  in  his  life  and  conversation: 
he  likewise  read  and  expounded 
the  sacred  writings  in  lefctures  and 
sermons,  and  threw  new  lights  on 
obscure  passages :  the  minds  of  his 
auditors  being  thus  prepared,  a  fa- 
vourable occasion  soon  offered  for 
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carrying  into  execution  his  grand 
plan  of  reformation.  In  1517, 
pope  Leo  X.  published  his  indul- 
gencies.  Albert,  archbishop  of 
Mentz  and  Magdeburgh,  was  com- 
missioner for  Germany,  and  was  to 
have  half  the  sum  raised  in  that 
country ;  Tecelius,  a  Dominican 
friar,  was  deputed  to  collect,  with 
others  of  his  order,  for  Saxony  j 
!  and  he  carried  his  zeal  so  far,  as  to 
I  declare  his  commission  to  be  so 
I  extensive,  that  no  crime  could  be 
too  great  to  be  pardoned  ;  by  pur- 
chasing indulgencies,  not  only  past 
I  sins,  but  those  intended,  were  to  be 
forgiven.  Against  these  vile  prac- 
tices Luther  openly  preached  with 
wonderful  success,  and  thus  began 
the  reformation  in  Germany.  Lu- 
ther died  15.46. 

LUTT1  (BENEDITTO)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  painter,  born  at  Flo- 
rence 1666,  died  1724. 

LYCOPHRON,  a  Greek  tragic 
poet  and  grammarian,  flourished 
about  304  years  before  Christ,  and 
wrote  a  poem  intituled  "  Alexan- 
dria," containing  a  long  couise  of 
predictions,  which  he  supposes  to 
be  made  by  Cassandra,  daughter  of 
Priam,  king  of  Troy.  This  poem 
has  created  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
to  the  learned,  on  account  of  its 
obscurity  ;  so  that  he  is  charafter- 
ized  by  the  distinction  of  "  The 
Tenebrous  Poet."  Suidas  has  pre- 
served the  titles  of  20  tragedies  of 
his  composing.  Many  ingenious 
Remarks  illustrative  of  this  Poet 
have  been  published  by  the  Rev. 
H.  Mcen,  B.D. 

LYCURGUS,  a  celebrated  Spartan 
legislator,  flourished  870  B.  C. 

LYDGATE  (JOHN)  an  Augus- 
tin  monk  of  St.  Edmund's  Bury, 
and  a  poet,  flourished  in  the  reign 
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•f  Henry  VI.     He    was   a  disciple 
and  admirer  of  Chaucer;  and,  ac- 
cording   to   some    critics,   excelled 
his  master  in   the  art   of  versifka 
tion.      He  died  1440,  aged  60. 

LYDIAT  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent English  chronologer  and  astro- 
nomer, born  in  Oxfordshire  1572.. 
died  1646. 

LYLLY  (JOHN)  born  in  Kent 
J553>  is  considered  as  the  first  who 
attempted  to  reform  and  purify  the 
English  language,  by  purging  it  of 
obsolete  and  uncouth  expressions. 
For  this  purpose  he  wrote  a  book 
intituled,  "  Euphues  and  his  Eng 
land  ;"  which  met  with  a  degree  of 
success  unusual  with  the  first  at- 
tempters  of  reformation,  being  al- 
most immediately  and  universally 
followed.  Hz  also  wrote  9  plays, 
and  died  about  1600. 

LYONS  (ISRAEL)  a  celebrated 
English  mathematician,  born  at 
Cambridge  1739,  died  1775. 

LYS1AS,    an    ancient    Athenian 
orator.      Plutarch    and    Photius   re 
late,    that  425    orations  wtre  for 
merly  exhibited  under   the  name  of 
Lysias  j  of  which  34  only  are  now 
extant.  He  died  B.C.  378, aged  8  i. 

LYS1PFUS,  a  celebrated' Greek 
statuary,  who  flourished  in  the 
time  of  Alexander  the  Great,  and 
chiefly  excelled  in  the  hair  of  the 
heads,  and  the  proportion  of  his 
figures. 

LYTTELTON  (EDWARD)  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  seal  of  England 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  and  an 
eminent  law-reporter,  born  in  Shrop- 
shire 1589,  died  1645. 

LYTTELTON(GEORGE  LORD; 
an  elegant  historian,  poet,  and  mis- 
cellaneous writer,  born  at  Hagk-y 
in  ^Vorcestersbire  1709,  died  1773. 
His  principal  writings  are,  "  The

LORD)  son  of  the  preceding,  a 
young  nobleman  of  very  consider- 
able parliamentary  talents,  but  of 
a  gay  and  dissipated  mind,  wh» 
was  cut  off  from  a  rare  of  luxury 
and  sensuality,  if  not  of  infidelity, 
under  circumstances  peculiarly  im- 
pressive; having  been  warned  in  a 
vision  three  days  before  his  death, 
which  happened  accordingly  with- 
out  any  previous  illness.  His  lord- 
ship was  born  Jan.  30,  1744,  and 
died  Nov.  27,  1779- 

LYTTELTON  (Dr.  CHARLES) 
bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  an  eminent 
antiquary,  died  1768. 

MABILLON  (JOHN)  a  very 
l-arned  theological  and  historical 
writer  of  France,  born  1632,  died 
1707. 

MABLY  (GABRIEL  3ONNOT 
DE)  better  known  by  the  name  of 
Abbe  de  Mably,  born  at  Grenoble 
1709,  died  May  3,  1785.  He  was 
a  man  of  great  talents,  and  wrote 
several  valuable  works  ;  but  his 
"  Treatise  sur  la  Maniere  d'ecrire 
1'Histoire,"  is  that  by  which  he  is 
best  known  in  England. 

MACARIUS  (ST.)  a  celebrated 
hermit,  said  to  have  been  a  disciple 
of  St.  Anthony-,  born  at  Alexan- 
dria 301,  died  391.  Fifty  homi- 
lies in  Greek,  attributed  to  hi<n, 
are  extant.

50!.  to  the  author  of  the  best 
invention  for  improving  any  useful 
art  or  manufacture;  2.5!.  to  the 
person  who  should  execute  the  best 
statue  or  piece  ot  sculpture  ;  and 
25!.  to  the  person  who  should 
finish  the  best  piece  of  painting, 
cither  in  history  or  landscape:  the 
premiums  to  be  decided  by  the 
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Birhlln  Society,  of  which  Dr.  Mac!. 
den  was  the  imtitutor.  The  good 
effects  of  these  well  applied  bene- 
factions  have  not  only  been  felt  in 
the  kingdom  where  they  were 
given,  but  have  even  extended 
their  influence  to  its  sisier  country, 
having  given  rise  to  the  Society 
for  the  encouragement  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  in  London.  He  died 
1765. 

MADDOX  (ISAAC)  bishop  of 
\VorcCiter,  born  in  London  1697, 
died  1759.  He  published  "  A  Vin. 
dication  of  the  Government,  Doc- 
trine, and  Worship  of  the  Church 
of  England,  established  in  the  Reign 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,"  was  a  great 
benefactor  to  the  London  hospitals, 
and  the  first  promoter  of  the  Wor- 
cester infirmary  in  1745.  His  lord, 
ship  rose  to  preferment  from  a  very 
low  station  in  life,  having  been 
educated  in  a  charity-school,  and 
thence  put  as  apprentice  to  a  pas- 
try-cook. 

MADOX  (THOMAS)  alearned 
antiquary, and  histonographer-roy si, 
who,  with  indefatigable  industry, 
colle&ed  and  explained,  at  different 
times,  a  vast  number  of  records 
relating  to  the  ancient  laws  and 
constitution  of  this  country  ;  the 
knowledge  of  which  tends  greatly 
to  the  illustration  cf  English  his- 
tory, died  Jan.  13,  1727.  His  chief 
works  are,  "  The  History  and  An- 
tiquities  of  the  Exchequer:"  and 
•"  Firma  Burgi,  or,  An  Historical 
Essay  concerning  the  Cities,  Towns, 
and  Boroughs  of  England."

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lent  him  a  manuscript  that  he  was 
going  to  print.  Some  time  after  it 
was  returned,  the  gentleman  came 
to  him  with  a  melancholy  face, 
and  pretended  that  it  was  lost.  Mag- 
liabechi,  being  requested  to  rccol- 
leci  what  he  remembered  of  it, 
wrote  the  whole  without  missing 
a  word  or  varying  the  spelling." — 
He  generally  kept  himself  shut  up 
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571,  at  Me.-ca,  a  city  of  Ara'ii*, 
of  the  tribe  of  the  Konshites,  which 
was  reckoned  the  noblest  in  ali  that 
country,  and  was  descended  in  a 
dircfl  line  from  Pher  Koraish  the 
founder  of  it.  In  his  4Oth  year  he 
began  to  take  upon  him  the  style 
of  the  Apostle  of  God,  and  under 
that  charaOer  to  propagate  the  im-

the    whole    day,  and    only   opened  j  On    his 
his  doors  in  the  evening  to  men  of 
letters,    who  came    to  see  and  con- 
verse with  him.      His  attention  was 
entirely  absorbed   by  his  books  and

studies  ;    and    he   often   forgot 
most  urgent  wants  of  human   na- 
ture.    He  was  singularly   negligent 
in  his  dres«,  and  simple  in  his  man- 
ners.     An    old    cloak    served   him 
for  a  gown  in  the  day,  and  for  bed- 
clothes at  night.     He  had  one  straw 
chair  for  his  table,  and  another  for 
his  bed ;     in    which    he    generally 
continued  fixed   among   his  books, 
till   he   was  overpowered  by  sleep. 
— As  he  led    a  most  sedentary  life, 
end  yet  arrived  to   an  extreme  old 
age  (for  he  died  in  his  8ist  year), 
it   may   be   curious   to    subjoin    an 
account  of  the  regimen  that  he  ob- 
served; which  is  given  us  by  Marmi, 
who  composed  his  culogium.    "He 
always    kept  his  head   warmly  co 
vered,   and  took,    at  certain  times, 
treacle,  which   he  esteemed  an  ex- 
cellent preservative  against  noxious 
vapours.     He    loved    strong    wine, 
bat  drank   it  sober  ly,  and   in  small 
quantities.       He    lived     upon    the 
plainest    and    most  ordinary    food. 
He  took   tobarco,  to  which  he  was 
a  slave  to  excess ;   but  was  absolute 
master    of  himself  in   every  other 
particular." 

MAHOMET,  or  MOHAMMED, 
a  celebrated  impostor,  and  founder 
of  tkc  Mahometan  religion,  born 


which    he    had    concerted. 

first    appearance     he    was 
treated  with  derision  and  contempt, 
and  called  by  the  people  a  sorcerer, 
magirian,  liar,  impostor,    and  teller 
of   fables,  of   which    he    frequently 
complains     in    the   Koran;    so    that 
for  the  first  year  he  made  little    or 
no  progress;   but  persevering  in  his 
design,     which    he    managed    with 
great  address,  he  afterwards  gained 
many  proselytes,  among  which  were 
some  of  the    most  considerable  men 
of  the  city.     The   main   arguments 
whi-h    Mahomet     used     to    delude 
men  into  a  belief  of  this  imposture, 
were    promises   and  threats,    being 
those  which  he   knew   would  work 
the  easiest  on  the  affeflions  of  the 
vulgar.      His  promises  were  chiefly 
of  paradise;   which  with    great  art 
he  framed  agreeably  to  the  taste  of 
the  Arabians:  for  they, lying  within 
the    torrid    zone,     were,     through 
the  nature  of  their  climate,  as  well 
as  the  then  excessive  corruption  of 
their    manners,    exceedingly   given 
to    the    love  of  women  ;  and    the 
scorching  heat  and   dryness  of  the 
country    making    rivers    of   water, 
cooling  drinks,  shaded  gardens,  and 
pleasant  fruits,  most  refreshing  and 
delightful  to  them,  they  were  from 
hence    apt    to    place    their   highest 
enjoyment  in  things  of  this  nature  ; 
and  therefore,  to  answer  the  height 
of  their  carnal  desires,  he  made  the 
joys  of  Heaven  to  consist  totally  in

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1OCH),  a  dramatic  writer,  born 
in  Scotland  about  1700.  In  1740 
he  wrote  a  "  Life  of  Lord  Ra- 
con,"  was  associated  with  Thom- 
son the  poet,  in  the  composition 
of  the  "  Masque  of  Alfred,"  and 
wrote  a  tragedy  or  two,  and  se- 
veral poems.— The  principal  works 
of  this  author  have  been  collected 
in  3  volumes  lamo.  As  a  wri- 
ter, he  cannot  be  placed  in 
any  high  class  ;  there  being  no 
species  of  composition  in  which  he 
was  eminent.  Lord  Bolingbroke 
left  him  the  property  of  his  works, 
vnhich  he  published  in  5\-ols.  410. 
and  died  in  1765. 

MALLET  (DU  PAN)  an  emi- 
nent  political  writer,  who  took  re- 
fuge in  England  from  the  revolu- 
tionary mnnia  of  France,  and  was 
no  less  distinguished  by  the  extent 
of  his  knowledge  and  the  vigour  of 
his  style,  than  by  the  probity  and 
independent  spirit  of  his  character. 
He  was  born  at  Geneva  about  1750, 
and  died  at  Richmond  in  Surrey, 
Alay  10,  1800. 

MALMSBURY.  See  WILLIAM. 

MALP1GH1  (MARCELLUS)  an 
eminent  Italian  physician  and  ana- 
tomist, born  i  628,  died  1694.  His 
Discoveries  in  anatomy  were  consi- 
derable, particularly  respecting  the 
liver  and  kidneys. 

M  ALTON  (THOMAS)  author  of 
9  "Treatise  on  Perspective,  illus- 
trating the  principles  of  Dr.  Brook 
Taylor,"  well  known  for  his  Public 
Lectures  on  that  art,  and  for  his 
theoretical  and  practical  geometry, 
was  born  1726,  and  died  in  Dub- 
lin Feb.  18,  1801. 

MAMBRUN  (PETER)  an  inge- 
nious  and  learned  French  poet  and 
critic,  born  in  Clermont  1581.  He 
is,  in  Latin  poetry,  one  of  the 
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most  perfeQ  and  accomplished 
among  the  imitators  of  Virgil,  and 
has  written,  in  the  same  metre,  the 
same  number  of  books,  and  in  the 
three  different  kinds,  to  which  that 
illustrious  poet  applied  himself. 
Thus  we  have  of  Mambrun  "  Ec- 
logues ;""  Gcorgics,  or  four  books 
upon  the  culture  of  the  soul  and 
the  understanding;"  and  an  heroic 
poem  in  i  2  books,  intituled  "  Con- 
stantine,  or  Idolatry  overthrown." 
He  died  >66  j. 

MANDEV1LLE  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
Englishman  famous  for  his  travels, 
born  at  St.  Alban's  about  the  be- 
ginning of  1300,  died  1372.  He 
travelled  through  almost  all  coun- 
tries, made  himself  master  of  al- 
most all  languages;  and  left,  at  his 
death,  an  "  Itinerary,"  or  account 
of  his  travels,  in  English,  French, 
and  Latin,  which  abounds  in  im- 
probabilities. 

MANDEVILLE  (BERNARD 
DE)  a  celebrated  writer  in  the 
iSth  century,  born  in  Holland, 
where  he  studied  physic,  and  took 
the  degree  of  doftor  in  that  faculty. 
He  afterwards  came  over  into  Eng. 
land,  and  wrote  several  books,  all 
of  them  ingenious  and  witty,  but 
some  which  are  supposed  to  have 
had  a  very  ill  effeft  upon  society. 
His  chief  work  is,  "  The  Fable  of 
the  Bees;  or,  Private  Vices  made 
Public  Benefits  ;  with  an  Essay  on 
Charity  and  Charity  Schools,  and  a 
Search  into  the  Nature  of  Society." 
The  mischievous  tendency  of  this 
work  seems  to  arise  principally  from 
the  author's  description  of  human 
nature,  which  is  every  where  repre- 
sented  as  low  and  vicious;  for  no- 
thing contributes  more  to  extin- 
guish virtue  in  the  breast  of  man, 
than  degrading  a.nd  odious  pitluret

MANES.     See  MANICHEES. 

MANETHO,  an  ancient  Egyp- 
tian historian. 

MANFREDI  (EUSTACHIO)  a 
celebrated  mathematician- of  Italy, 
born  at  Bologna  1674,  acquired 
great  reputation  by  his  "  Epheme- 
rides,"  in  4  vols.  410  and  by  his 
other  works,  and  died  1739. 

MANICHEES,    a    very    famous 
Or  rather  infamous  seft  of  heretics, 
founded  by  one   Manes,    who  tlou-  j 
rished    towards    the    conclusion    of 
the    3d    century.     He    taught  that' 
"  there  were    two  principles  of  all] 
things,     co  eternal     and      co-equal,; 
namely,    God  and  the  devil;    that 
all  good  proceeded  from  the  former, 
and  all  evil   from    the  latter  ;   that 
the  good   being  was   the  author  of 
the  New  Testament;  and  the  bad,  of 
the  Old  ;  that  this  created  the  body, 
that  the  soul."     He  taught  the  doc- 
trine  of  fate    and    necessity,     and 
denied  the   existence  of  Christ    in 
the   flesh,   with   innumerable  other 
fantastic  notions. 

MANLEY  (MRS.  DE  .LA  Rl- 
V1ERE)  author  of  "  Memoirs  of 
the  New  Atalantis,"  "  The  Royal 
Mischief,"  "  Ahnyna,  or  the  Ara- 
bian Vow,"  and  "  Lucius,  the  first 
Christian  king  of  Britain,"  trage- 
dies; and  a  comedy  called  the 
"  Lost  Lover,  or  the  Jealous  Hus- 
band;" was  born  in  Guernsey,  and 
died  1724. 

MANLIUS  (CAPITOLINUS)  a 
renowned  Roman  consul  and  gene- 
ral, who  saved  the  Capitol  when  it 
was  attacked  by  the  Gauls  in  the 
night.  He  was  alarmed  by  the 
cties  of  geese,  which  were  ever 
after  held  sacred,  and  the  general 
himself  styled  Capitolinus,  He  was 
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thrown    from    the    Tarpeian    rock 
384  B.C. 

MANSFIELD,     See  MURRAY. 

MANUTIUS  (ALDUS)  the  first 
of  those  celebrated  printers  at  Ve- 
nice, who  were  as  illustrious  for 
their  ;  learning  as  for  uncommon 
skill  in  their  profession,  was  born 
at  Bassano  in  Italy  about  the  mid- 
die  of  the  1 5th  century,  and  thence 
is  sometimes  called  Bassianus.  He 
was  the  first  who  printed  Greek. 
neatly  and  correfUy  :  and  he  ac- 
quired so  m  :ch  reputation  in  his 
art,  that  whatever  was  finely  print- 
ed was  proverbially  said  to  have 
come  from  the  press  of  Aldus.  Ira 
short,  he  carried  it  to  such  per- 
feclion,  that  all  improvements  after- 
wards were  greatly  indebted  to  his 
previous  advancements.  He  died 
1516. 

MANUTIUS  (PAUL)  the  son 
of  Aldus,  and  brought  up  to  his 
father's  profession.  He  published, 
with  commentaries,  editions  of 
"  Tally's  Epistles"  and  several 
other  works,  and  died  1574. 

MANUTIUS  (ALDUS)  the  son 
of  Paul,  also  a  learned  man  and  a 
printer,  died  1597,  leaving  behind 
tiim  "  Commentaries  upon  Cicero," 
three  books  of  epistles,  and  other 
works  in  Italian  as  well  as  in  Latin. 

MAPLETOFT  (DR.  JOHN)  a 
very  learned  English  medical  and 
theological  writer,  born  in  Hun- 
tingdonshire i  63 1,  died  1721. 

MARA  I  Ti  (CARLO)  a  famous 
lulian  painter  and  engraver,  born 
at  Camerino  in  Ancona  1625,  died

MARC  A  (PETER  DE)  a  French 

bishop,  and,  as  a  polemical  writer, 
one  of  the  greatest  ornaments  uf  the 
Galilean  church,  born  in  Beam 
died  1662.

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MARCELLINUS(AMMIANUS)' 
an  ancient  Roman  historian  of  great 
merit,  flourished  in  the  latter  ages 
of  the  empire,  under  Gratian,  Va- 
lentinian,  and  Theodosius  the  Great, 
and  composed  a  history  in  3  i  books, 
comprising  the  period  from  A.  D. 
9910  378.  He  died  about  390, 
leaving  behind  him  the  character  of 
an  impartial,  faithful,  and  accurate 
historian. 

MARCHAND  (PROSPER)  of 
Paris,  but  settled  in  Holland,  where 
he  was  the  principal  author  of  a 
"Journal  Literairc,"  which  was 
reckoned  excellent  in  its  kind.  He 
composed  "  I.'Histoire  de  1'Jmpri- 
inerie  ;"  "  Dictionnaire  Historique,' 
ou  Memoires  critiques  &  literaires;' 
gave  a  new  edition  of  the  "  DitH- 
onary  and  Letters  of  Bayle  ;"  and 
died  1756. 

MARC10N1TES,  a  seft  of  here- 
tics,  so  called  from  Marr ion,  their 
founder,  who  lived  in  the  ad  cen- 
tury of  the  church.- — The  doclrines 
ef  this  heretic  were,  many  of  them, 
the  same  with  those  which  were 
afterwards  adopted  by  Manes  and 
his  followers;  that,  for  instance,  of 
two  co-eternal  independent  princi 
pie?,  one  the  author  of  all  good,  the 
other  of  all  evil.  Marcion  taught, 
as  Manes  did  after  him,  that  the 
God  of  the  Old  Testament  was  the 
evil  principle  ;  that  he  was  an  im- 
periou?,  tyrannical  being,  who  im- 
posed the  hardest  laws  upon  the 
Jews,  and  injuriously  restrained 
Adam  from  touching  the  best  tree 
in  paradise  ;  and  that  the  serpent 
was  a  nobler  being  than  he,  for 
encouraging  him  to  eat  of  its  fruit: 
on  which  account,  as  Theodoret 
tells  us  upon  his  own  knowledge, 
the  Marcionites  worshipped  a  bra 
?cn  serpent,  which  they  ahvay 
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kept  shut  up  in  an  ark.  He  taoght 
that  Christ  came  down  from  heaven 
to. free  us  from  the  yoke  which  this 
Being  had  put  upon  vs;  that  Christ, 
however,  was  not  clothed  with  real 
flesh  arid  blood  ;  but  only  appeared 
to  the  senses  to  be  so;  and  that  his 
sufferings  were  nothing  more  than 
appearance;  that  there  would  be 
no  resurreflion  of  the  body,  but 
only  of  the  soul,  &c.  &c.  Ke  died 
A.  D.  140. 

MA  RETS  (SAMUEL  DES)  a 
celebrated  French  divine  of  the  Re- 
formed church,  born  in  Picardy 
1599,  died  1673. — A  chronological 
table  of  the  works  of  this  celebrated 
divine  may  be  found  at  the  end  of 
his  "  System  of  Divinity."  Their 
number  is  prodigious,  and  the  va» 
riety  of  their  subjects  shew  an  un- 
bounded genius. 

MARGARET,  daughter  of  Wol- 
demar  III.  king  of  Denmark,  born 
13.53,  and  styled  the  Semiramis  of 
the  North.  She  succeeded  her  fa- 
ther in  the  throne  of  Denmark,  her 
husband  in  that  of  Norway,  and  the 
crown  of  Sweden  was  given  her  as 
a  recompense  for  delivering  the 
Swedes  ftom  the  tyranny  of  Albert 
their  king.  Thus  possessed  of  the 
three  kingdoms,  she  formed  the 
grand  political  design  of  a  perpetual 
union,  which  she  accomplished,  pro 
tempore  only,  by  the  famous  treaty 
styled  the  Union  of  Colmar.  She 
died  1412. 

MARGARET  OF  AKJOU, 
daughter  of  Rene  d'Anjou,  king  of 
Naples,  and  wife  of  Henry  VI.  king 
of  England,  an  ambitious,  enterpris- 
ing, courageous  woman  ;  intrepid 
in  the  field,  she  signalized  herself 
by  heading  her  troops  in  several 
battles  against  the  house  of  York  ; 
and  if  she  had  not  been  the  instru- 
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ment  of  her  husband's  misfortunes 
by    putting   to   death   the   duke    ol 
Gloucester    his    uncle,    her    name 
\vould  have  been  immortalized    for 
the    fortitude,   activity,    and  policy 
with  which  she  supported  the  rights 
of   her   husband   and   son,    till  the 
fatal    defeat   at  Tewksbury,   which 
put  an    end   to   all  her  enterprises, 
the  king  being  taken  prisoner,  and 
prince    Edward,    their     only    son, 
basely    murdered  by   Richard    duke 
of  York.     Margaret  was  ransomtd 
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historian,  born  in  Castile  1-537, 
died  1624.  He  wrote  several 
works,  theological  and  historical } 
hut  the  most  considerable,  by  far, 
of  all  his  performances,  is  his 
"  History  of  Spain,"  which  he 
brought  down  to  1621,  when  king 
Philip  1IL  died,  and  Philip  IV. 
came  to  the  throne. 

MAR1NELLA  (LUCRETIA)  an 
ingenious  Venetian  lady,  who  lived 
in  the  17th  century,  and  wrote  a 
work

queen    of    Navarre,    and    sister   of 
Francis   1.  of  France,   born    1492. 
She  was  celebrated  as  a  writer  both 
in   verse  and  prose,    and  was  called 
the  Tenth  Muse.     Her  "  Heptame- 
ron,"    or    novels,    have  been  often 
republished.     They  are  tales  in  the 
style    of    Boccace,    and   told 
spirit,  genius,  and  simplicity, 
died  1549. 

MARGARET,   duchess  of  New- 
castle,   famous  for   her  voluminous 
produBions,  in  letters,  plays,  poems, 
philosophical   discourses,    and   ora 
tions,  which  amount  in  all  to  about 
a  dozen  folios,  if  we  include  "  The 
Life  of   her  husband,   William  Ca- 
vendish,  duke  of  Newcastle  ;"  and 
Langbaine   tells    us,    "that  all  the 
language    and   plots   of    her    plays 
were   her  own."     She  says,    "  that 
it  pleased  God  to  command  his  ser- 
vant Nature  to  endue   her   with  a 
poetical  and    philosophical  genius, 
even  from  her  birth  :    for   she  did 
write  some  books  of  that  kind  be- 
fore she  was  i  2  years  of  age."     She 
died  1673,  and  was  buried  at  West- 
minster, where  the  duke  caused  a 
most  stately  monument  to  be  ereft- 
cd  to  her  memory. 

MARIANA  (JOHN)  a  Spanish 


called  "  La  Femme  Gene- 
&.C.;  or,  A  Demonstration 
that  the  Women  are  more  noble, 
more  politic,  more  courageous,  more 
knowing,  more  virtuous,  and  better 
managers,  than  the  Men." 

MAR1VAUX  (PETER  CAR- 
LET  DE)  a  French  dramatic  author 
and  writer  of  romance,  born  at 
Paris  1688,  died  i  763.  The  great 
characteristic  of  both  his  comedy 
and  romance  was,  to  convey  an 
useful  moial  under  the  veil  of  wit 
and  sentiment. 

MARK  ANTONY.  See  AN- 
TON1US  (MARCUS). 

MARKHAM  (GERVASE)  an 
English  poet  and  miscellaneous 
writer,  who  lived  in  the  reigns  of 
James  I.  and  Charles  I.  He  wag 
born  in  Nottinghamshire,  wrote 
Herod  and  Antipater,"  a  tra- 
gedy, and  published  a  great  many 
volumes  upon  husbandry  and  horse- 
manship. 

MARKLAND  (JEREMIAH)  a 
very  acute  and  learned  English  crU 
tic,  botn  1693,  died  1776. 

MARLOE  (CHRISTOPHER)  an 
English  dramatic  author,  bred  a 
student  at  the  university  of  Cam- 
bridge;  but  afterward,  becoming  a 
player,  trod  the  same  stage  with 
the  incomparable  Shakspeare.  He 
was  accounted  (says  Langbaine)  an 
excellent  poet  in  his  time,  even  by 
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Ben  Jonson  himself;  and  Heywootl, 
his  fellow-aQor,  styles  him  the  best 
of  poets.  His  genius  led  him 
wholly'to  tragedy;  and  he  wrote 
six  plays ;  one  of  which,  called 
•'  Lust's  Dominion,  or  The  Lasci 
vious  Queen,"  'vas  afterwards  al 
tered  by  Mrs.  Behn,  and  acled  under 
the  title  of  "  Abdelazer,  or  The 
Moor's  Revenge."  He  was  mur 
dered  1693. 

MARMION  (SHACKERLEY; 
an  English  dramatic  writer,  born 
in  Northamptonshire  1602,  died 
1639. 

MARMONTEL  ( )  an   ele- 

gant  French  novelist,  admired  at 
once  for  the  vit,oui  and  the  delicacy 
of  his  genius.  Seldom  has  wi'dom 
been  arrayed  in  a  more  charming 
dress  than  in  his  "  Moral  Tales," 
•' Belisarius,"  &c.  &c.  He  died  in 
great  retirement,  and  in  a  state 
bordering  on  want,  at  the  little 
village  <>f  Abloville,  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Lower  Seine,  Dtc.  31, 
1799. — Three  years  before  his 
death,  being  nominated  to  the  le- 
gislature, he  went  to  the  Electoral 
Assembly,  and,  thanking  his  fellow- 
citizens  for  this  mark  of  respcft, 
said  to  them,  "  You  behold,  my 
friends,  a  body  enfeebled  by  age ; 
but  the  heart  of  an  honest  man 
never  grows  old." 

MAROLLES  (MICHEL  DL) 
born  in  France  1600,  died  1681. 
He  attached  himself  to  the  translat- 
ing of  ancient  Latin  writers,  was 
certainly  a  man  of  great  learning, 
and  discovered  all  his  life  a  love 
for  the  arts.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  who  paid  any  attention  to 
prints,  of  which  he  collected  about 
100,000;  and  these  made  one  of 
the  ornaments  of  the  French  king's 
cabinet.  He  also  composed  "  Me- 
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tnoirs  of  his  own  Life,"  which  con- 
tain many  interesting  fafcls. 

MAROT  (JOHN)  a  French  poet 
of  some  eminence,  born  in  Nor- 
mandy 1463,  died  1523.  He  was 
father  cf 

MAROT  (CLEMENT)  a  cele- 
br,.ted  French  poe',  and  valet  de 
chambre  to  Francis  I.  born  at  Cahors 
in  Querci  149.5,  died  '544-  The 
French  poets  are  obliged  to  him  for 
the  rondeau;  and  to  him  they  like- 
wise owe,  in  some  measure,  the 
modern  form  of  the  sonnet  and  ma- 
drigal, and  some  other  of  the 
smaller  forms  of  poetry. 

MARRACC1  (LEWIS)  a  very 
learm  ii  Italian  theological  writer 
and  antiquary,  born  at  Lucca  1612, 
died  1700.— He  was  author  of 
several  pieces  in  It  ilian  ;  but  the 
grand  work,  which  has  made  him 
deservedly  famous  all  over  Europe, 
is,  his  edition  of  the  "  Koran"  in  the 
original  Arabic,  with  a  Latin  ver- 
sion, notes,  and  confutation  of  his 
own. 

MARSHALL  (THOMAS)  an 
English  diviiK,and  celtbratedcritic, 
especially  in  the  Gothic  and  Anglo- 
Saxon  tongues,  born  in  Leicester- 
shire 1621,  died  1685. 

MARSIGLI  (LEWIS  FERDI- 
NAND)  an  Italian  nobleman,  fa- 
mous in  letters  and  in  arms,  born 
at  Bologna  1658,  died  1730.  He 
was  founder,  in  1712,  of  the  Aca- 
demy of  arts  and  sciences  at  Bo- 
logna, called  "The  Institute,"  and 
author  of  a  physical  "  History  of 
the  Sea,  and  a  Description  of  the 
Danube  from  Vienna  to  Belgrade." 

MARS1L1US.  See  MENAN- 
DRINO. 

MARSTON  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  author,  who  lived  in  the 
times  of  James  J.  and  wrote  8  plays.

MARTIALIS  (MARCUS  VA- 
LERIUS) an  ancient  Latin  poet, 
born  at  Bilbilis,  now  Bilboa,  in 
the  province  of  Biscay,  in  Spain, 
March  i,  A.D.  29.  He  is  gene- 
rally allowed  to  have  excelled  all 
those,  whether  ancient  or  modern, 
who  have  attempted  the  pointed 
epigram ;  the  chief  properties  of 
which,  according  to  Scaliger,  are 
"  brevity  and  smartness."  Many 
of  Martial's  have,  however,  such 
an  immoral  tendency,  that  his 
works  should  be  read  with  great 
caution.  After  residing  at  Rome 
from  the  aoth  to  the  54th  year  o: 
his  age,  this  famous  poet  retired  to 
his  native  city,  where  he  died  a 
the  age  of  75. 

MARTIN  (BENJAMIN)  one  o

MAUDUIT  (ISRAEL)  F.  A.  S. 
a  political  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
best  known  as  author  of  "  Consider- 
ations on  the  German  war,"  &c.8cc.

MEAD  (RICHARD)  a  most 
eminent  English  physician,  born  at 
Stepney  1673,  died  1754.  His 
"  Medical  Works"  were  collected 
and  published  in  one  volume  4to. 
Those  for  which  he  is  mo  t  cele- 
brated are,  on  "  Pestilential  Conta- 
gion," and  on  "  Poisons."  Dur- 
ing almost  half  a  century  he  was  at 
the  head  of  his  piofession.  The 
clergy,  and  in  general  ail  men  of 
learning,  wc-re  welcome  to  hvs  arl- 
vicc  ;  an.i  his  clours  were  open  every 
morning  to  the  most  indigent,  whom 
he  frequently  assisted  with  money. 
He  was  a  most  generous  patron  of 
learning  and  learned  men,  in  al! 
sciences,  and  in  every  country.  To 
him  the  several  counties  of  England, 
and  our  colonies  abroad,  applied  for 
the  choice  of  their  physician?.  No 
foreigner  of  any  learning,  tasie,  or 
even  curiosity,  ever  came  to  Eng- 
land without  being  introduced  to 
Dr.  Mead  ;  and  he  was  continually 
consulted  by  the  physicians  of  the 
continent. 

>!EDICIS  (COSMO  DE)  born 
at  Florence  1399,  was  a  merchant, 
but  bestowed  vast  expence  and  at- 
tention in  promoting  learning  and 
the  sciences.  He  collected  a  fine 
library,  and  enriched  it  with  rare 
manuscripts.  The  envy  of  his  fel- 
low citizens  incommoding  him,  he 
removed  to  Venice,  where  he  was 
received  as  a  king;  but  his  coun- 
trymen soon  recalled  him  ;  and  in 
cftcft  he  presided  over  the  common- 
v/ealth  34  years.  He  tiled 
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and  over  his  tomb  was  inscribed, 
Father  of  the  People,  and  Freer  of  kis 
Ccuntrv. 

MEDICIS  (LORENZO  DE) 
surnamed  the  Great,  and  Father  of 
Letters,  was  an  illustrious  grandson 
of  Cosmo  de  Mcdicis,"  and  born 
1448.  He  was  a  great  merchant, 
and  as  great  a  statesman,  equally  fit 
to  entertain  an  ambassador  as  a 
faflor.  His  public  services  so  re- 
commended him  to  the  Florentines, 
that  they  declared  him  chief  of  the 
republic  ;  and  he  was  so  univer- 
Silly  esteemed  by  the  princes  of 
E'.nope,  that  they  often  m-ide  him 
the  arbiter  of  their  differences.  He 
died  1492. 

MEIBOM1US  (HENRY)  a  Ger- 
man physician,  born  at  Lubeck, 
1638,  and  chiefly  known  by  the 
publication,  in  3  voK  folio,  of 
"  Scriptores  Rerutn  Germanicarum," 
a  very  useful  colletiion.  He  died 
1700. 

MEIBOMIUS  (MARCUS)  a 
very  learned  person  of  the  same 
family,  who  published  "  A  Col- 
lection cf  seven  Greek  Authors 
who  had  written  upon  Ancient 
Music,  with  a  Latin  Version  by 
himself;"  "  Notes  upon  Diogenes 
Laertius,"  &c. 

MELA  (FOMPONIUS)  an  an- 
cient Latin  geographical  writer, 
born  in  Spain,  who  flourished  in 
the  reign  of  the  emperor  Claudius. 
His  3  books  of"  Cosmography,  or 
De  Situ  Orbis,"  arc  written  in  a 
concise,  perspicuous,  and  elegant 
manuer,  and  have  been  thought 
worthy  of  the  attention  and  labours 
of  the  ablest  critics.

verse.  Hence  perhaps  he  acquired 
a  disgu-'t  to  writing,  insomuch  that

was  for  many  years  Imperial  lau 
teate;  and  when  the  Emperor  or 
the  Empress,  or  any  of  the  Imperial 
family,  ordered  it,  he  sat  down  and 
Wrote,  just  as  he  would  transcribe 
a  poem  written  by  any  one  else, 
never  waiting  for  a  call,  or  invok- 
ing (he  muse.  His  "  A'-hilles''  was 
written  in  18,  and  his  "  Kyperm- 
nestra"  in  9  days;  yet  these  are 
two  of  Metastasio's  best  dramas. 
He  was  extremely  candid  in  his 
judgment  of  men  of  genius,  and 
even  of  poets  with  whom  he  had 
a  difference;  for  when  he  has  been 
attacked  by  them,  he  has  often 
written  an  epigram  or  couplet,  to 
!>hew  his  particular  friends  how  he 
could  defend  hiu:s:lf,  and  then 
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thrown  it  into  the  fire  ;  and  against 
the  bitterest  enemy  to  his  person  or 
poems,  he  was  never  known  to 
print  or  publish  a  line  by  way  of 
retaliation. 

MET1US  (JAMES)  of  Alcmaer 
•  n  Holland,  was  the  inventor  of  te- 
lescopes with  glasses.  He  had  fre- 
quently observed  school-boys  play- 
ing upon  the  ice,  who  made  use  of 
tluir  copy-books,  rolled  up  in  the 
shape  of  tubes,  to  look  at  each 
other,  to  which  they  sometimes 
•iddv'd  pieces  of  glass  at  each  end  to 
view  distant  ohjeQs,  and  this  led 
him  to  the  invention  of  optic  glasses, 
He  flourished  about  1600. 

METRGDORUS  was  a  disciple 
of  Democritus,  and  had  himself, 
among  other  di.-cipk.s,  the  philo- 
sopher Anaxarchus,  and  Hippo- 
crates the  physician.  Ha  taught 
ihe  eternity  and  infinity  of  the 
universe. 

METRODORUS,  an  eminent 
painter  and  philosopher,  who  was 
made  choice  of  by  the  Athenian* 
to  be  sent  to  Paulus  <Ernilius,  who, 
after  having  taken  Perseus  king  of 
Macedon,  demanded  two  men  of 
them,  the  one  to  instruct  his  chil- 
dren, and  the  other  to  paint  his 
triumph.  The  Athenians  sent  him 
Metrodorus,  who  excelled  at  the 
same  time  in  philosophy  and  paint- 
ing; and  Paulus  ^E mil ius  was  very 
well  satisfied  with  their  choice.

M1LOT  (ABBE  DE)  author  of 
several  useful  abridgments  of  his- 
tory, histories  of  France  and  Eng- 
land, elements  of  general  history, 
political  memoirs,  and  history  of 
the  Troubadours,  born  at  Besancon 
1726,  died  1785. 

MILTIADES,  a  famous  Athe- 
nian general,  who  died  489  B.C. 

MILTON  (JOHN)  a  most  illus- 
trious English  poet,  and  famous 
also  for  his  politics,  was  born  in 
Bread-street,  London,  Dec.  9,  >6o8, 
and  received  the  rudiments  of  a 
learned  education  at  St.  Paul's 
School.— In  1625  he  was  admitted 
of  Christ's  College  in  Cambridge. 
His  father  designed  him  for  the 
church  ;  nor  had  he  himself  any 
other  intentions  for  some  time: 
but  afterward,  growing  out  of  hu- 
mour with  the  public  administra- 
tion of  ecclesiastical  affairs,  and 
thence  dissatisfied  with  the  esta- 
blished form  of  church  government, 
he  dropped  all  thoughts  of  that 
kind.  After  he  had  taken  the  de- 
gree of  M.  A.  in  1632,  he  left  the 
university,  and  returned  to  his  fa- 
ther, at  Horton,  near  Colnbrook,  in 
Buckinghamshire.  In  a  five  years 
retirement  here,  he  enriched  his 
mind  with  the  choicest  stores  of 
Grecian  and  Roman  learning,  drawn 
from  the  best  authors  in  each  lan- 
guage, constantly  keeping  his  eye 
upon  poetry :  for  the  sake  and  ser- 
vice of  which  chiefly  these  treasures 
were  colletled:  and  the  poems  in- 
tituled "  Comus"  "  1'Allegro,"  "  II 
Penseroso,"  and  Lycidas,"  all  writ- 
ten within  this  period,  would  have 
transmitted  his  fame  to  the  latest 
posterity,  if  he  had  never  produced 
any  thing  else.— Upon  the  death  of 
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his  mother  in  1638,  he  set  out  to 
see  foreign  countries,  and  passed 
near  two  years  on  his  travels  in 
Franre  and  Italy,  where  he  distin- 
guished himtelt  so  ninth  by  his  ta- 
lents in  poetiy,  that  he  was  treated 
with  singular  respect  and  kindness 
by  peisons  of  the  first  rank  both 
for  quality  and  learning.  He  re- 
ceived also  encomiums  from  Rome; 
one  of  which,  written  by  Salvaggi, 
was  this  distkh : 

"  Graccia,  Maeonidem,  jrtftet  sibi  Roma 

Maronem  : 
Anglia  Miltonumjaftat  utriqucparem."

Milton  returned  to  England  in  i  639, 
and  hired  a  lodging  in  St.  Bride's 
church-yard,  Fleet  street.,  where  he 
employed  himself  in  educating  his 
sister's  two  sons,  Edward  and  John 
Phillips:  and  being  solicited  by  se- 
veral friends  for  the  same  favour 
for  their  children,  he  took  a  hand- 
some garden-house  in  Aldersgate- 
street  fit  for  the  purpose.  Here  he 
formed  a  plan  of  his  academical 
institution,  afterwards  set  forth  in, 
bis  "  TraSate  of  Education  :"  in 
which  he  leads  his  scholar  from 
Lilly,  as  he  expresses  it,  to  his 
commencing  master  of  arts.  Here 
also  he  wrote  many  polemic  and 
controversial  trafls. — In  16-13,  be

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Powell,  Esq.  of  Foresthill  in  Ox- 
fordshire, a  gentleman  of  good  es- 
tate and  reputation,  but  a  fiim 
Royalist.

visiting  her  friends,  she  deserted 
him.  About  two  years  afterward5, 
however,  visiting  a  relation,  he 
was  surprised  by  the  entrance  of 
his  wife,  who,  submitting  herself, 
and  imploring  pardon  and  reconci- 
liation on  her  knees,  he  took  her 
again  to  his  bosom.  It  is  not  to 
be  doubted  but  this  interview  must 
wonderfully  affe£l  him;  and  perhaps 
the  impression  it  made  on  his  ima- 
gination contributed  much  to  the 
painting  of  that  pathetic  scene  in 
"  Paradise  Lost,"  where  Adam's  re- 
conciliation to  Eve  after  her  fall  ia 
thus  described  : 


" Soon  his  heart  relented 

Towards  her  his  life  so  late,  and  sole 

delight, 

Mow  at  itis  feet  submissive  in  distress."

At  the  destruction  of  monarchical 
government  by  the  death  of  the 
king_Milton,  whose  principles  were 
strongly  republican,  was  taken  into 
the  service  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  made  Latin  secretary  to  the 
council  of  sta'e.  In  1651  he  pub- 
lished his  celebrated  piece  intituled, 
"  Pro  Populo  Anglicano  Deitnsio, 
contra  Claudii  Saltnasii  Defensio- 
nem  Regium;"  which  performance 
spread  his  fame  over  all  Europe. 
While  he  was  writing  this  piece 
he  lost  his  eye-sight,  which  had 
been  decaying  for  several  years. 
In  1652  he  lost  his  wife,  who  died 
soon  after  the  delivery  of  her  fourth 
child  ;  but  he  presently  married  a 
second,  going  on  in  the  mean  time, 
as  usual,  with  the  business  of  his 
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pen.  At  the  Reiteration,  having 
by  his  learning  and  talents  procured 
many  friends,  he  was  included  in 
the  general  amnesty;  anri,  having 
married  a  third  wife,  removed  to  a 
house  in  the  Artillery  Walk,  lead- 
ing to  Bunhill  Fields  —Though  his 
circumstances  were  inudi  reduced 
by  considerable  losses  at  the  Resto- 
ration, yet  his  principles  not  suf- 
fering him  to  seek  pr  to  accept  any 
public  employment  at  court  (for  it 
is  taid  that  Charles  II.  would  have 
continued  him  Latin  secretary),  he 
sat  down  to  his  studies,  and  applied 
himself  diligently  :o  finish  his  grand 
poem  "  Par  :.iiie  Lost,"  which  was 
published  in  1667;  and  in  1670 
"  Paradise  Regained,"  a  foem  in 
four  books;  to  which  was  added 
"Sunson  Agonistes,  a  Dramatic 
Poem,"  In  1669  he  published 
his  "  History  of  Britain  ;  which 
had  occupied  him  for  many  years; 
aod  this  was  one  of  his  last  publi- 
catio'is,  ciying  of  the  gout,  at  his 
house  at  Buahill,  in  the  beginning 
of  November  1674.  He  was  in- 
terred near  his  father  in  the  chan- 
nel of  St.  Giles's,  Crippiegate;  where 
a  han  some  monument  has  been 
recently  creeled  to  his  memory 
by  the  late  Mr.  Whitbread.  la 
1737  a  decent  one  was  creeled 
by  Mr.  Benson,  in  Westminster 
Abbey. 

M1MXERMUS, an  ancient  Greek 
poet  and  musician,  flourished  in  the 
37th  olympiad. 

M1NOT  (LAURENCE)  an  Eng. 
lish  poet  anterior  to  Chaucer,  and 
who  is  supposed  to  have  died  about 
1352.  His  poems  were  first  dis- 
covered in  MS.  by  Mr.  Tyrwhitt, 
the  learned  editor  of  Chaucer,  in 
'the  Cotton  Library;  and  have  since 
!  been  presented  to  th'e  public  in  a 
beautiful  cro.vu  8vo.  1795.  In 
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joint  of  ease  fas  the  editor  observes), 
of  harmony  and  variety  of  versifi- 
cation, as  well  as  general  perspicu- 
ity of  style,  Mii-.ot  is  perhaps  equal, 
if  not  superior,  to  any  Enslbh 
poet  b'-iore  the  i6:h,  or  even, 
with  very  few  exception?,  before 
the  i 7th  century. 

M1RABEAU  (MARQUIS  DEy 
of  Paris,  a  man  well  known  in  tl  c? 
republic  of  letters,  and  one  of  tlic 
founders  of  the  political  stc\  cailed 
the  Eronomme?,  of  whose  pnnci- 
pies  Dr.  Adam  Smith  has  made 
sin  h  good  use.  He  was  also  author 
of  a  book  called  "  L'Ami  dcs  Horn 
mes"  (The  Friend  of  M^iku  d),  and 
other  works,  and  died  1780. 

M1RABEAU  (hOXORE  GA 
BRILL  COMTE  DE)  a  celebrated 
French  patriot,  horn  1749,  died 
1791.  The  richness  and  pomp 
of  expression  which  charaflerizec 
his  eloquence  was  a-tonislnng.  A 
few  hours  before  he  died  he  de- 
plored the  fate  of  the  French  em- 
pire, exposed  as  it  was  to  fadions 
and  intrigues  of  every  kind.  "  I 
leave  this  world  (emphatically  ex- 
claimed the  dying  orator)  with  a 
heart  full  of  sorrow  for  the  shocks 
that  monarchy  has  received.  Alas! 
I  fear  the  factious  chiefs  will  tear  it 
in  pieces,  and  divide  the  spoils 
among  them  !"  The  French  Di- 
rediory  decreed  a  public  mourning 
of  eight  days ;  and  all  the  places  of 
amusement  in  Paris  were  shut  on 
the  day  of  his  death. 

M1RANDULA  (JOHN  PICUS, 
EARL  OF)  an  Italian,  and  a  pro- 
digy of  parts  and  learning,  born 
1463,  died  1494.  At  the  early 
age  of  23  years  he  published,  to  the 
astonishment  of  the  universe,  900 
propositions  in  logic,  mathematics, 
physics,  divinity,  cabalistic  learn- 
ing, and  magic,  drawn  not  only 
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rom  Greek  and  Latin,  but  eve* 
"rom  Jewish  and  Arabian  writers. 
He  published  tiiem  in  all  the  schools 
of  Italy,  and  engaged  to  maintain 
them  openly  :  and,  to  encourage 
the  learned  to  attack  t'jcni,  he  pro- 
mised, in  an  advertisement  sub* 

ned  to  them,  that  "  if  any  phi- 
losopher or  divine  would  come  to 
Rome  to  dispute  with  him  upon 
any  or  all  of  them,  he  would  de- 
fray the  expences  of  his  journey 
from  the  remotest  r.orntrs  of  Italy.'*" 

MISSON  (FRANCIS  MAXI- 
MILIAN) a  distinguished  advocate 
in  the  parliament  of  Paris  in  fa- 
vour of  the  Pjotestasits,  and  author 
of  "  Travels  in  Italy,"  which  bear 
a  high  reputation;  died  1721. 

M1TCHEL  (JOSEPH)  an  Eng- 
li>h  diamatic  poet  of  some  emi- 
nt'.ce,  born  in  Scotland,  1684,  died 

173S- 

MITKRIDATES,  king  and  ty. 
rant  of  Pontus  ;  a  renowned  gene- 
ral, and  at  first  vifiorious  against 
the  Romans;  but  being  finally  con- 
quered by  Pompey,  and  his  son 
Pharnaces  raised  to  the  throne, 
who  treated  him,  with  unnatural 
barbarity,  he  took  poison.  This 
proving  incffVftual,  owing  to  a  sa- 
lutary medicine  which  he  had  al- 
most continually  used  (still  called 
by  his  name),  he  was  slain,  at  his 
own  request,  by  one  of  his  attend- 
ants, 63  B.  C.  aged  72. 

MOINE  (STEPHEN  LE)  a  very 
learned  French  Protestant  minister, 
born  at  Caen  1624.  He  became 
highly  skilled  in  the  Greek,  Latin, 
and  Oriental  tongue?,  and  professed 
divinity  with  great  reputation  at 
Ley  den,  in  which  city  he  died 
1689.  Several  dissertations  of  his 
are  printed  together,  and  intituled, 
"  Varia  Sacra,"  in  2  vcls.  410. 

MOINE  (FRANCIS  LE}  an  ex. 
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cellent  French  painter,  born  in  Paris  ! 
1688.      A  fit  of  lunacy  seized  him 
in    1737,  during  which  he  ran  him 
self    through   with    his    sword    and 
died. 

MOLESWORTH(ROBERT)vis 
count  Molesworth,  aneminent  states- 
man and  polite  writer  under  \Vil- 
liain  111.  born  in  Dublin  1656,  died 
1725.  Beside  a  celebrated  "His- 
tory of  Denmark, "he  is  the  reputed 
author  of  several  pieces  written  witi. 
gieat  force  of  reason  and  masculine 
eloquence,  in  defence  of  libeity,  the 
constitution  of  his  country,  and  the 
common  rights  of  mankind. 

MOLIERE,  a  taniou;.  French  co 
median  and  dramatic  poet,  and  the 
restorer  of  comedy  in  Fiance,  whose 
true  and  original  name  was  John 
Baptist  Pacquelin,  was  born  at  Paris 
1020.  In  1653  Moliere  producec 
bis  firs'  play,  called  "  L'Etourdi,  or 
The  Elnndeier,"  and  continued  al 
the  jcmuining  part  of  his  life  to 
write  new  plays,  which  were  very 
much  and  very  justly  applauded : 
and  if  we  consider  the  number  o 
works  which  he  composed  in  abou 
the  space  of  20  year*,  while  he  wa 
himself  all  the  while  an  actor,  and 
interrupted,  as  he  must  be,  by  per 
petual  avocations  of  one  kind  o 
other,  we  must  admire  the  quick 
ness  as  well  as  fertility  of  his  ge 
nius.— His  1  ;st  comedy  was  "  Lt 
•Wdljcle  Imaginaire,  or  the  Hypo 
chondriac  ;"  and  it  was  acted,  fo 
the  'ourth  time,  Feb.  17,  1673 
Upon  this  very  d<sy  Moliere  died 
and  tl.ere  was  something  in  th 
manner  of  his  death  very  extraor 
dinary.

MOLLOY  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
ent  Iruh    political    and    dramatic 
writer,  born  at  Dublin,  died  1767. 

MOLSA  (FRANCIS  MARIA) 
an  eminent  Italian  poet,  born  at 
Modena,  died  1544. 

MOLSA  (TARQUINIA)  daugh- 
ter  of  Camilla  MoL-a,  knight  of  the 
order  of  St.  James  of  Spain,  and 
grand  djughter  of  Francis  Maria 
Molsa,  one  of  the  most  accom- 
plished ladies  that  ever  appeared  in 
the  world  ;  wit,  learning,  beauty, 
and  virtue,  all  uniting  in  her  in  a 
most  extraordinary  degree:  but  the 
most  authentic  testimony  and  de- 
claration of  her  high  merit  and 
character  was  that  which  she  re- 
ceived from  the  city  of  Rome  j 
-which,  by  a  decree  of  the  senate, 
wherein  ail  her  excellencies  and 
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qualifications  arc-  set  forth,  honoured 
her  with  the  title  of  Singular,  and 
bestowed  the  rights  of  a  Roman  ci- 
tizen upon  her  and  the  whole  family 
of  Molsa.

Returning  to  England,  he  was  sent 
in  quality  of  his  father's  general  to

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fsl!  into  disgiace;  for,  being  a 
Protestant,  he  was  delu.lcd  int< 
ambitious  schemes,  upon  the  hopes 
of  the  exclusion  of  the  duke  ol 
York.  He  conspired  against  his. 
father  and  the  duke,  and  when  tin 
latter  came  to  the  crown  by  the 
title  of  Jumes  II.  he  openly  appeared 
ill  arms,  encouraged  by  the  Prores- 
tant  party;  but,  coming  to  a  deci- 
sive battle  before  he  had  sufficient 
forces  to  oppose  the  royal  army,  he 
was  defeated,  taken  soon  after  con- 
cealed in  a  ditch,  tried  for  high 
treason,  condemned,  and  beheaded,

Sbe  closed  a  life  marked 
by  a  great  variety  of  adventures, 
Aug.  21,  1762. 

MONTAGUE  (EDWARD 
V/ORTIF.Y)  son  of  the  preceding, 
and  equally  remarkable  for  his  ta- 
lents and  eccentricities,  was  born 
17  i  4,  and  died  t  776.  In  his  youth 
he  ran  away  from  Westminster- 
fchool,  and  apprenticed  himself  to  a 
chimney-sweeper;  he  afterwards 
connected  himself  with  a  fisherman; 
next  became  a  cabin-boy  in  a  ship; 
then,  going  to  Spain,  became  the 
menial  servant  of  a  mule-driver. 
In  this  situation  he  was  discovered, 
and  brought  back  to  bis  friends. 
After  receiving  a  suitable  educa- 
tion, he  left  England  on  a  visit  to 
the  countries  of  the  East,  where  he 
contracted  such  a  fondness  for  the 
manners  of  the  Orientals,  that  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
S'.rift  conformity  to  them.  He  was 
author  of  several  works  ;  but  the 
chief  were,  "  Observations  on  the 
Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Reman  Em- 
jme."  and  "  An  Examination  into 
the  Causes  of  Earthquakes." 

MONTAGUE  (ELIZABETH),  a 
lady  of  very  considerable  literary 
attainments,  of  souncjuogmcnt,  and 
exquiiite  taste;  of  which  she  has 
givtn  a  public  proof  in  her  excel- 
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lent  "Essay  on  the  \Viitings  and 
Genius  of  Shakspi  are,  compared 
with  the  Greek  and  French  Drama- 
tic Poets;  with  some  Remarks  upon 
the  Misrepresentations  of  Mons. 
tie  Voltaire,"  8vo  1770.  She  was 
i  orn  at  Horton  in  Kent  i  7  i  9,  and 
died  Aug.  25,  1800.  Her  May-day 
festivals  in  Pur  ur.an- Square  will 
lone  be  rememleieii  by  (he  oppress- 
ed and  geneially  urhappy  tribe  of 
chimney-sweepers,  who  on  that  day 
annually  experienced  her  hospitality 
and  bounty.

For  seven  years  of 
the  prime  of  his  life,  he  con- 
fined himself  to  piclure>que  land 
scape;  hut,  taking  to  an  irregular 
course  of  drinking,  he  was  led 
from  the  woodside  to  the  alehouse  ; 
and  stage-coachmen,  postillions,  and 
drovers  drinking,  became  the  sub- 
jefts  of  his  pencil;  his  sheep  were 
changed  for  pigs,  and  the  field  for 
the  stabje :  indeed,  the  favoured 


broken-down  horse.  He  had  often 
large  sums  offered  to  paint  for  fo- 
reigners and  persons  of  distinction  ; 
but  he  had  always  favourites  whom 
he  preferred  for  the  time,  and  would 
paint  for  none  who  did  not  hit  his 
peculiar  humour.  His  genuine 
pictures  are  in  few  hands,  and  hi* 
drawings  are  still  more  scarie;  the 
largest  and  best  collections  are  those 
of  Mr.  Serjeant  Cock^ll,  Mr.  Phil- 
lips, Mr.  Graham,  Mr.  \Vcdd,  and 
Mr.  Swainson.  His  eccentricities 
have  sometimes  suggested  a  com- 
parison of  George  Moiland  with 
Adrian  Brouwer  the  Dutch  paint- 
er ;  and  in  depravity  of  manners, 
they  were  indeed  too  similar  for 
the  credit  of  our  countiyman;  but 
in  their  paintings  is  this  difference, 
that  Brouwer's  subjefts  were  as 
generally  nauseous  as  Morland's 
were  decent  and  pleasirvg.  Our 
painter  died  in  a  place  of  confine- 
ment for  debt,  Oft.  29,  1804.  His 
wife  Anne  survived  him  only  three 
days. 

MORLEY  (DR. GEORGE)  bi- 
shop of  Winchester,  memorable  for 
having  negotiated  with  the  Dutch 
for  the  restoration  of  Charles  II. 
born  in  London  1597.  died  1684. 

MORNAY  (PHILIP  DE)  baron 
du  Plessis  Marly,  an  illustrious 
French  Protestant,  political  and 
polemical  writer,  and  privy  coun- 
cillor of  Henry  IV.  born  1549, 
died  1623.  His  most  important 
work,  and  for  which  he  has  been 
most  distinguished,  is  a  book  "  Upon 
the  Truth  of  the  Christian  Reli- 
gion;" in  which  he  employs  the 
weapons  of  reason  and  learning 
with  great  force  and  skill  against 
Atheists,  Epicureans,  Heathens,Jews, 
Mahometans,  and  other  Infidels. 
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MORTIMER  (JOHN)  author  of 
an  esteemed  "  Treatise  on  Hus- 
bandry,"died  1736. 

MORTIMER  (JOHN  HAMIL- 
TON) an  eminent  English  histo- 
rical painter,  born  at  East  Bourne, 
Sussex,  1739,  died  1779. 

MOsCHUS,  a  Grecian  pastoral 
poet  of  antiquity,  contemporary  of 
Bion  and  Theocritus. 

MOSHE1M  (JOHN  LAU- 
RENCE)  an  illustrious  German  di- 
vine, ecclesiastical  historian,  and 
critic,  born  1695,  died  1755.  His 
"  Ecclesiastical  History,  from  the 
birth  of  Christ  to  the  beginning  of 
the  »8th  century,"  is  unquestion- 
ably the  best  that  is  extant. 

MOSSOP  (HENRY)  an  eminent 
English  tragedian, died  1774. 

MOTHE  (LE  VAYER  FRAN- 
CIS DE  LA)  counsellor  of  state, 
s  and  preceptor  to  the  duke  of  An- 
jou,  only  brother  to  Louis  XIV. 
born  at  Paris  1588,  died  1672. 
His  works  are  dedicated  to  Louis 
XIV.  and  consist  of.  15  vols.  «2ino. 
We  have  no  French  author  that 
approaches  nearer  to  Plutarch  than 
he.  His  treatise  concerning  the 
education  of  the  dauphin,  and  that 
on  pagan  philosophy,  are  his  best 
performances. 

MOIHEKBY  (DR.  GEORGE) 
an  eminent  English  physician,  and 
celebrated  as  the  author  of  "  A  New 
Medical  Dictionary,"  folio,  born 
1731, died  1793. 

MOTTE  (ANTOINE  HOU- 
DART  DE  LA)  an  ingenious 
French  critic  and  miscellaneous 
author,  born  at  Paris  1672,  died 
1731.  His  "  Discours  sur  Ho- 
rneie"  is  a  masterpiece  of  elegance. 
His  works  are  published  in  1 1  vols. 
8vo.  and  consist  of  epic  poetry, 
tragedy,  comedy,  lyric,  pastoral 
and  fables ;  besides  a  vast  variety 
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of   discourses,    critical    and    acade- 
mical, in  prose. 

MOTTEUX  (PETER  ANTHO- 
NY)  a  French  refugee,  but  settled 
in  England,  where  lie  became  an 
eminent  dramatic  writer,  gave  a 
very  good  translation  of  "  Don 
Quixote, "and  wrote  several"Songs,'!> 
"  Prologues,"  "  Epilogues,"&c.  born 
ia  Normandy  1660,  died  Feb.  19, 
1717-18. 

MOTTEVILLE  (FRANCES 
BERTRAND  DAME  DE)  a  celc. 
braced  French  lady,  bom  in  Nor. 
mandy  1615,  died  1689,  leaving  a 
very  agreeable  work,  under  thg 
title  of  •'  Memoires  pour  servir  a 
i'Histoire  d'Anne  d"  Austria,"  5  vols. 
i2mo. 

MOTTLEY  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  writer,  born  in  London 
1692,  tlieJ  1750.  He  wrote  five 
plays,  some  of  which  met  with 
tolerable  success,  and  published  a 
'•  Life  of  the  great  Czar  Peter." 
It  has  been  surmised,  with  some 
dppeirance  of  reason,  that  Mr. 
Mottley  was  the  compiler  of  the 
lives  of  the  dramatic  writers,  pub- 
lished at  the  end  of  Whincop's 
"  Scanderbeg." 

MOULIN  (CHARLES  DU)  a 
French  civilian  and  law  writer,  born 
i  500,  died  16,56. 

MOULIN  (PETER  DU)  a  French 
protestant  divine  and  polemical 
writer,  born  1568,  died  1658. 

MOULIN  (PETER  DU)  son  of 
the  preceding,  chaplain  to  Charles 
II.  of  England,  and  a  theological 
writer,  born  1604,  died  1684. 

MOUNSEY.      See  MONSEY. 

MOUNTFORT  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  dramatic  writ  and  emi- 
nent aclor,  born  in  S  'ftrdshire 
1659,  was  assassinated  by  Captain 
Hill  1692. 

MOYLE  (WALTER)  a  very  in. 
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genious  and  learned  English  politi 
cal  and  miscellaneous  writer,  bom 
in  Cornwall  1672,  Hied  17-2;. 

MOZART  (WOLFGANG)  a 
very  celebrated  German  musician 
and  composer,  born  at  Saltzburg 
1756,  died  Dec.  5,  1791.  [A  well 
wtitren  memoir  of  his  life  will  Le 
found  in  the  Monthly  Magazine  for 
Dec.  1-798.] 

MUDGE  (JOHN)  M.D.  F.R.S. 
who,  for  his  skill  in  the  science  of 
mechanics,  was  no  less  eminent  than 
in  that  of  medicine;  of  which  his 
improvement  in  the  formation  of 
reflecting  telescopes,  his  excellent 
medical  treatises,  and  long  and  ex- 
tensive  praflice,  bear  ample  testi- 
mony. He  died  '.793. 

MUGGLETON  (LODOWICK) 
an  English  taylor  of  notorious  fame 
as  a  schismatic,  who  damned  all  the 
world  that  differed  from  his  strange 
mode  of  faith.  He  was  born  i  607  ; 
his  books  were  burnt  by  the  hang- 
man, himself  pilloried  and  impri- 
soned, and  he  died  1697. 

MULLKR  (JOHN).  See  RE- 
GIOMONTANUS. 

MULLER  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
engraver,  who  flourished  about 
1600.  He  studied  under  Goltziu*, 
whose  manner  he  successfully  imi- 
tated. 

M  U  N  C  E  R  or  MUN7ZER 
(THOMAS)  a  Saxon  divine,  one  of 
the  disciples  of  Luther,  and  chief 
of  the  German  Anabaptists.  In 
conjunction  with  Storck,  he  pulled 
down  all  the  images  in  the  churches 
which  Luther  had  left  standing  ; 
and  then,  finding  an  army  in  his 
followers,  he  commenced  leveller, 
and  openly  taught  that  all  distinc- 
tions of  rank  were  usurpations  on 
the  rights  of  mankind.  At  the 
head  of  40,000  men,  he  wrote  to 
the  sovereign  princes  of  Germany, 
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and  to  the  m.iTistraies  of  citiej,  to 
resign  their  authority;  and,  on  his 
.narcb,  to  enforce  these  principles 
of  equality  and  reformation,  his 
followers  ravaged  the  country.  The 
Ij'dgrave  of  Kesse  at  length  de- 
tected him;  7000  of  the  enthusiasts 
fell  in  battle,  and  the  rest,  with 
their  leader,  fled :  he  was  taken 
and  beheaded  at  Mulhausen  '525. 

ML'NDAY  (ANTHONY)  a  dra- 
matic author  of  the  i6th  century. 

MUNOS  (DON  JUAN  BAPTIS- 
TA)  a  most  voluminous  Spanish 
uriter,  who  published  130  volumes 
ot  historical  and  other  works,  many 
original  documents  and  letters  of 
Columbus,  X.imcnc  ,  &c.  and  other 
productions  relating  to  America, 
and  was  employed  in  1779  by  tne 
king  of  Spain  to  write  the  History 
of  the  New  World.  He  died  at 
Madrid  about  Dec.  1799. 

MUNSTER  (SEBASTIAN)  a 
German  Lutheran  divine,  eminent 
for  his  great  knowledge  is  the 
Hebrew  arid  other  oriental  lan- 
guages, the  mathematics,  and  na- 
tutal  philosophy,  and  tor  a  grtat 
number  of  works  which  he  pub- 
lished on  all  these  subjects,  born  at 
Ingelheim  1489,  died  1552. 

MURATORI  (LEWIS  AN. 
THONY)  an  eminent  Italian  anti- 
quary, and  Latin  histoiian  and  cri- 
tic, born  near  Bologna  1672,  died 
1750,  leaving  such  monuments  of 
universal  knowledge  and  intense 
application  behind  him,  as  the  life 
and  strength  of  one  man  should 
scarcely  seem  equal  to.— The  prin- 
cipal of  his  very  voluminous  works 
are,  '-  Rerum  Italicarum  Scriptores 
ab  anno  Erse  Chiistinnas  500  ad

MURETUS  (MARC  ANTHO- 
KY)  a  very  ingenious  and  learned 
French  poet  and  critic,  born  near 
Limoges  1526,  died  1585. 

MURPHY  (ARTHUR},  a  barris- 
ter  at  law,  and  celebrated  drama- 
tic and  miscellaneous  writer,  born 
near  Elphin,  in  Rosrommon,  Ire- 
land, about  the  year  1727,  was 
educated  at  the  college  of  St.Omer's. 
At  i  9  years  of  age,  he  was  sent  to 
England,  and  intended  for  a  mer- 
cantile life;  but  literature  and  the 
stage  drew  his  attention,  and  soon 
absorbed  his  mind.  On  the  i8th 
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him.— He   died    at    Knightsbridge 
June  1 8,  1805. 

MURRAY  (WILLIAM)  earl  of 
Mansfield,  born  at  Perth  1705,  died 
1793.  In  1756  he  was  appointed 
to  the  office  of  lord  chief  justice  of 
the  King's  Bench,  which  he  held 
for  upwards  of  30  years,  with  a 
splendor  and  reputation  unrivalled. 
His  judgments  in  that  court  were 
particularly  fortunate;  for,  during 
the  whole  time  of  his  presiding 
there,  there  were  few  or  no  in- 
stances of  their  being  either  ar» 
raigned  or  reversed.  Of  his  disin- 
terestedness let  it  be  observed,  that 
he  thrice  refused  the  office  of  lord 
high  chancellor,  and  never  took 
any  grant  or  emolument  from  the 
late  king,  for  himself  or  any  person 
belonging  to  him ;  and  when  the

NANTEUIL  (ROBERT)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  designer  and  en- 
graver  to  Louis  XIV.  born  at 
Rheims  1630,  died  1678. 

NAPIER  (JOHN,  LORD)  a 
Scottish  nobleman,  but  more  cele- 
brated as  a  philosopher  and  mathe- 
matician, and  as  the  inventor  of 
logarithms  for  the  use  of  naviga- 
tors, born  1550,  died  1617. 

NARES  (JAMES)  doQor  of 
sic,  organist  oi  his  mijesty's  chapel 
royal  at  St.  James's,  master  of  the 
children  of  the  sf.ul  royal  chapel 
and  composer  of  divers  anthems, 
•which  manifest  the  strength  of  his 
genius,  and,  together  with  his  other 
works,  will  perpetuate  his  name, 
and  rank  him  with  the  first  in  his 
profession,  was  born  at  Stanwell  in 
Middlesex  1715,  and  died  1783. 

NASH  (RICHARD)  commonly 
called  Beau  Nash,  or  King  of  Baih, 
born  at  Swansea  in  South  \Vdlc> 
1674,  died  1761.  He  was  the 
Arbiter  Elegantiarum  of  his  rime. 
Hit  heart  seemed  au  assemblage  of 
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the  virtues  which  display  an  honest, 
benevolent   mind,    with    the    vices 
which  spring  from  too  much  good- 
nature.    He    had    pity    for    every 
creature's  distress,  but  wanted  pru- 
dence in  the  application  of  his  be- 
nefits.    He  had   generosity   for  th« 
wretched  in  the  highest  degree,  at 
a   time    when    his    creditors   com- 
plained   of    his    want    of    justice. 
About  1703,   the  city  of  Bath  be- 
came   in    some  measure  frequented 
by   people   of  distinftion.      Several 
learned  physicians  had   praised   the 
salubrity    of   the    wells,    and    the 
amusements    were    put   under     th« 
direction  of  a  master   of  the  cere- 
monies; the  second  person  appoint- 
ed   to   which   offire  was  Mr.  Nash, 
who  set  up  a  band   of   music,    and 
the    company     very     sensibly     in- 
creased.     Nash  triumphed,  and  the 
sovereignty  of  the  city  was  decreed 
to   him   by   every  rank   of  people. 
The  city  of  Bath,   from  his  assidui- 
ty, soon  became  the  theatre  of  sum- 
mer amusements  for   all  people   of 
fashion;  and  every  amusement  soon 
improved  under  his  administration. 
His   equipage    was  sumptuous,   and 
he  used  to  travel  in  a    post    chariot 
and  6  greys,  with  out-riders,  foot- 
men, french  horns,  and  every  other 
appendage   of  expensive  parade.— 
But  perhaps  the  reader  may  demand 


what  finances  were  to  support  all 
this  finery,  or  whence  he  derived 
the  treasures  that  gave  him  such 
frequent  opportunities  of  displaying 
his  benevolence,  orh's  vanity  ?

shire 1620,  died  1678. 

NELSON  (ROBERT)  a  learned 
and  eminently  pious  English  gen- 
tleman, born  in  London  1656,  died 
1715.  He  published  several  works 
of  piety,  and  left  his  whole  estate 
to  charitable  uses,  particularly  to 
free-schools.  There  is  a  great  de- 
gree of  excellence  in  all  his  writ- 
ings; but  his  "  Companion  for  the 
Festivals  and  Fasts,"  &c.  will  per- 
petuate his  memory  till  time  shall 
be  no  more.  Mr.  Nehon  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  the  person  from 
whom  Richardson  drew  his  charac- 
ter of  Sir  Charles  Grandison. 

NEM  ESI  ANUS       (  AURELIUS 
OLYMPIUS)     a    celebrated     Latin! 
poet,    \vas    born   at   Carthage,   and  I 
flourished  about  the  year  281.    We 
have  still  remaining  a  poem  of  this 
author,  called  "  Cynegeticon,"  and 
four  eclogues. 

NEMES1US,  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher, \vho  embraced  Chri-tianity, 
and  v:as  made  bishop  of  Emesa  in 
Phoenicia  in  the  beginning  of  the 
fifth  century.  We  have  a  piece  by 
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Mm,  Intituled,  «'  De  Natura  Homi. 
nis;"  in  which  he  refutes  the  fata- 
lity of  the  Stoics,  and  the  errors  of 
the  Manichees,  the  Apollianarists, 
and  the  Eunomians;  but  espouses 
the  opinion  of  Origen  concerning 
the  pre-existence  of  souls. 

NEMOURS  (MARIE  D'OR- 
LEANS)  a  French  lady  of  quality, 
born  1625,  and  celebrated  as  au- 
thor of  some  very  agreeable  "  Me- 
moirs of  the  War  of  the  Fronde." 
She  died  in  i  707. 

NENTMUS,  an  English  histo- 
rian, who  flourished  about  the  be- 
ginning  of  the  gth  century.  His 
"  History  of  Britain"  comes  down, 
to  the  8th  century. 

NEPOS  (CORNELIUS)  a  Latin 
historian,  who  flourished  in  the  time 
of  Julius  Caesar.  All  that  we  have 
left  of  his  at  present  is,  "The  Lives 
of  the  illustrious  Greek  and  Roman 
Captains  ;"  which  is  still  in  high 
repute  as  a  classic  in  the  most  emi- 
nent grammar-schools. 

NERO,  emperor  and  tyrant  of 
Rome,  slew  himself  in  despair, 
A.  D.68. 

NESTOR,  son  of  Neleus  and 
Cloris,  a  great  commander  at  the 
siege  of  Troy  with  Agamemnon, 
and  highly  esteemed  for  his  wis- 
dom and  eloquence.  Homer  says 
he  lived  300  years. 

NESTOR  (a  monk  of  the  convent 
of  Petchersti  at  Kiof  in  Russia)  born 
1056,  died  1115.  His  great  work, 
is  his  "Chronicle;"  which  con- 
tains a  series  of  the  Russian  annals, 
from  858,  to  about  1113.  In  this 
work  he  was  successively  followed 
by  three  annalists  ;  and  Mr.  Muller 
informs  us,  that  "  the  labours  of 
Nestor,  and  his  three  continuators, 
have  produced  a  connected  series  of 
the  Russian  history  so  complete, 
that  BO  nation  can  boast  a  similar 
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treasure  for  so  long  and  unbroken 
a  period." 

NETSCHER  (GASPARD)  an 
eminent  Polish  painter,  settled  in 
Holland,  born  at  Prague  1636,  died 
1684.  There  is  not  a  considerable 
family  in  Holland  which  has  not 
some  of  his  portraits;  and  his 
works  are  seen  all  over  Europe. 

NEUHOFF  (THEODORE  DE)  a 
German  gentleman,  born  at  Metz, 
better  known  by  the  style  of  Theo- 
dore I.  king  of  Corsica.  Being  at 
Leghorn  in  1736,  he  was  encou- 
raged by  the  English  ministry  to 
go  over  to  Corsica,  and  head  tire 
malcontents  against  the  Genoese 
government.  At  Tunis  he  negoti- 
ated for  arms  and  ammunition,  and 
vessels;  with  which  he  embarked 
for  Corsica,  where  he  was  crowned 
king  of  the  island  with  a  laurel 
crown,  exercised  all  the  usual  a£b 
of  sovereignty,  and  gained  such 
advantages  over  the  Genoese,  that 
they  were  obliged  to  quit  his  new 
•kingdom  ;  but  the  Genoese  having 
applied  to  the  French,  they  sent  a 
powerful  army  to  oppose,  and  the 
English  neglecting  to  succour  him, 
he  was  obliged  to  abandon  Corsica 
*n  '737-  The  unfortunate  Theo- 
dore retired  to  England,  was  for 
many  years  confined  in  the  King's 
Bench  prison  for  debt,  and  subsist- 
ed on  the  benevolence  of  private 
friends.  Being  released  by  an  aft 
of  insolvency  in  1756,  he  gave  in 
a  schedule  the  kingdom  of  Corsica, 
as  his  estate,  to  his  creditors,  and 
died  in  December  of  the  same  year. 
At  the  expence  of  a  private  gen- 
tleman, a  marble  monument  was 
ereGed  to  his  memory  in  the 
church-yard  of  St.  Anne's  West- 
minster, with  the  following  in- 
scription; 
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Near  this  place  is  interred

immediately  after  lea/ing 

The  King's  Bench  prison,

The  grave,    great  teacher  !   to  a  level 

brings 
Heroes   and  beggars,  galley  slaves  and 

kings. 
But  Theorlore  this    moral  learn'd  ere 

dead: 

Fate  pour'd  its  lesson  on  his  living  head  ; 
Bestow'd  a  kiug.-.om,  and  deny'ct  him 

bread. 

NEWCOMB  (THOItfAS)  an 
English  divine,  poet,  and  translator, 
of  considerable  merit,  who  died 
dbout  1764,  being  upwards  of  90 
years  of  age. 

NEWTON  (SIR  ISAAC)  a  most 
celebrated  English  philosopher  and 
mathematician,  and  one  of  the 
greatest  geniuses  that  ever  appeared 
in  the  world,  was bornat  Woolstrope, 
(or  Woolsthorp)  in  Lincolnshire,  on 
Christmas-day  1642,  and  died  1727. 
His  correspondence  was  general 
with  all  the  learned  men  of  hi* 
time  in  Europe  ;  and  as  fast  as  his 
works  were  published,  they  were 
translated  into  foreign  languages; 
nor  did  his  difference  in  opinion 
with  some  of  the  celebrated  co- 
temporary  philosophers  lessen  their 
esteem  for  this  great  man.  His 
discoveries  in  optics  (particularly 
his  invention  or  improvement  of 
the  reflecting  telescope)  and  in 
other  branches  of  natural  philoso- 
phy and  the  mathematics,  are  so  ge- 
nerally known,  that  it  is  needless  to> 
insert  them.  Of  his  numerous 
works,  the  two  following  are  mof£ 
esteemed  abroad,  as  well  as  irj  liis 
own  country;  his  "Treatise  en 
Ff 
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Optics,"  and  «;Natura1is  Philoso- 
phic Princir_i;i  Mathematit  a."  The 
following  epitaph  dtsipncd  for  sir 
Isaac  Newton,  and  supposed  to  be 
made  by  Mr.  Pope,  is  a  little  dif- 
ferent from  that  in  Pope's  Works  : 

ISAACUS  NEWTON  Lie  jacet, 
Q^iem  immoitaleni  creli  natura 

tempus  oster.dunt. 
Mortalem  hoc  marni^r  fatetur. 

Mature  and  all  her    works  lay  hid    in 

night, 
God  said,  "  Let  NEWTON  be;"  and 

all  was  light. 

His  works  were  colleSed  in  1784, 
v.'ith  a  valuable  commentary,  in  5 
handsome  410.  volumes,  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.Horsley. 

NEWTON  (THOMAS)  bishop 
of  Bristol,  born  at  Lichfield  1703, 
tiied  1782,  having  distinguished 
himself  by  publishing  an  edition, 
with  annotations,  of  "Milton's  Pa- 
radiseLost;"  but  much  more  by  his 
very  learned  and  valuable  "  Dis- 
sertations on  the  Prophecies." 

KICANDER,  an  ancient  Greek 
pott  and  medical  writer,  of  whose 
numerous  works  (for  Fabricius  has 
enumerated  many)  only  two  have 
reached  us  :  his  "  Theriaca"  and 
•"  Alexipharmaca."  These,  however, 
are  valuable  remains,  and  place  him 
in  the  foremost  rank  of  didactic 
poets,  blending  pretty  equally  enter- 
tainment with  instruction. 

NICCOLLS(RICHARD)an  Eng- 
lish  poet  of  considerable  merit, 
born  1584.  The  most  material  of 
his  works  are,  his  additions  to  the 
"  Mirror  for  Magistrates,"  which 
book  he  completed  and  newly  ar- 
ranged. He  published  also  "Eng- 
land's .  Eliza,"  and  several  other 
poems. 

JsiCEPKORUS  (GREGORAS)  a 
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Greejc  historian,  born  about  th« 
close  of  the  1 3th  century.  He  com- 
uiled  a  history,  which  in  eleven 
books  contains  ail  that  passed  from 
i  204,  when  Constantinople  was 
taken  by  the  French,  to  the  death  of 
Andronicus  Palasologus  the  younger, 
in  1341. 

NICEPHORUS  (CALISTUS)  a 
Greek  historian  who  flourished  io 
the  1 4th  century,  and  wrote  an 
"  Ecclesiastical  History,"  in  23 
books,  18  of  which  are  still  extant, 
containing  the  transactions  of  the 
church  from  the  birth  of  Christ  to 
the  death  of  the  emperor  Phocas  in 
610. 

NICERON  (JOHN  FRANCIS) 
a  French  friar,  and  celebrated  phi- 
losopher and  mathematician,  born 
at  Paris  i  6  13,  died  i  646.  He  was 
an  intimate  acquaintance  of  Des 
Cartes,  and  left  the  following  writ- 
ings: viz.  "  L'Interpretation  des 
ChifFres,  ou  regies  pour  bien  en- 
tendre &  expliquer  facilemente 
toutes  sortcs  des  chiffres  simples, 
&c."  and  "  Thautnaturgus  Opticus: 
sive  Admiranda  optices,  catoptri- 
ces,  &  dioptrices." 

NICERON  (JOHN  PETER) 
commonly  called  Father  Niceron, 
a  very  eminent  French  biographer, 
born  at  Paris  1685,  died  1738. 
His  works  are  various  and  nume- 
rous ;  but  the  most  important  one  is, 
his  "  Memoirs  of  Men  illustrious 
in  the  Republic  of  Letters,  with  a 
critical  Account  of  their  Works," 
42  vols.  i  smo. 

NIC  ETAS  (surnamed  SERRON) 
of  Constantinople,  an  eminent  Greek 
commentator  on  sacred  history  in 
the  i  ith  century. 

NICETAS  (ACHOMINATES) 
a  Greek  historian,  who  wrote  a 
"  History,  or  Annals,  from  the 
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death  of  Alexis  Comnenus  in  i  i  i  8. 
to  that  of  Boudcuin  in  i  205,  and 
died  1206. 

NICHOLS  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an 
English  divine  and  contro'ei  M! 
•writer,  born  in  Buckinghamshire 
1664,  died  1716. 

NICIAS,  a  renowned  Athenian 
general,  put  to  death  by  the  Syra 
cusans,  413  B.  C. 

NICOLE  (CLAUDE)  usually 
called  the  President  Nicole,  born 
at  Chartres  in  France  1611,  died 
1685.  His  works  (in  2  vols.  4'o.) 
consist  of  translations  into  French 
verse  of  several  works  of  "  Ovid," 
"Horace,"  "Persius,"  "Martial," 
"  Seneca  the  tragedian,"  '•  Clau 
dian,"  and  others 

NICOLSON  (WILLIAM)  arch- 
bishop of  Cashcl  in  Ireland,  born 
at  Oiton,  in  Cumberland,  1655, 
died  t  7  27,  having  dbly  distinguished 
himself  as  an  historian,  critic,  and 
antiquary.  His  thret.  books,  called 
severally,  "  The  English,  Irish, 
and  Scottish  Historical  Libraries," 
are  works  in  very  good  esteem. 

NIGIDIUS  FIGULUS(PUBLIUS) 
was  one  of  the  most  learned  au 
thors  of  ancient  Rome  after  Varm, 
a  philosopher  of  the  Pythagorean 
sect,  and  a  great  astrologer;  he  also 
applied  himself  to  state  affairs,  and 
was  a  very  able  minister.  He  flou- 
rished in  the  time  of  Cicero,  was 
his  fellow-student  in  philosophy, 
and  the  counsellor  with  whom  he 
advi-'ed  in  affairs  of  state;  and,  be- 
ing praetor  and  senator,  he  assisted 
the  orator  in  breaking  the  conspi 
racy  of  Catiline,  and  did  him  many 
services  in  the  time  of  his  adversity. 
—He  was  so  profoundly  skilled  in 
the  knowledge  of  tne  stars,  and  so 
successful  in  erefting  figures,  that  he 
was  suspected  of  being  a  magician 
and  necromancer.  Lucan  numbers 
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him  among  those  who  presaged  the 
calamities  th<it  would  befal  the  Ro- 
man?, just  before  tht  rupture  be. 
tween  Caesar  and  Pompey.  He  died 
in  exile,  45  years  before  Christ. 

NONNIUS  (LF/.VIS)  a  learned 
phyM.  ian  at  A-tw^rp  in  th:  171(1 
century,  and  author  of  a  famous  trea- 
tise, intituled  '•  Diettrtuon,  sive  de 
Re  Cibaria;"  containing  ^evera!  re- 
marksofuse  for  understanding  some 
of  the  Latin  Roiu  -.n  poet*,  particu- 
larly Horace,  Juvenal,  and  Persius, 
in  the  passages  relating  to  the  lux- 
ury of  the  old  Roman  table;.  He 
also  printed  a  very  larse  commen- 
tary upon  the  Greek  medals,  and 
those  of  Julius  Caesar,  Augustu', 
and  Tiberins. 

XONXIUS,  a  Greek  poet,  sur- 
nanrud  Panonolites,  from  ihe  place cf 
his  birth,  being  a  native  of  Panopo« 
Its  iti  Egypt,  where  he  was  born  in 
the  jth  cencury.  He  is  the  author 
of  a  paraphrase  in  Greek  verse 
upon  the  gospel  of  St.  John,  the 
diction  of  which  is  perspiruot)', 
neat,  elegant,  and  proper  for  the 
suhjeft.  Hence  be  is  styled  by 
Isaac  Casaubon  "  Poeta  Eruditis- 
simus." 

NON'NIUS  (PETER)  in  Spanish 
NUNES,  a  great  mathematician, 
born  in  Portugal  t  497.  He  is  said 
to  have  been  the  inventor  of  the 
angles  of  45  degrees  in  every  me- 
ridian, which  he  called  in  his  lan- 
guage rhumbs,  and  calculated  them 
by  spherical  triangles.  He  wrote  se- 
veral mathematical  treatises,  which 
gained  him  great  reputation,  and 
was  perhaps  the  first  who  introduced 
the  Arabic  algebra  into  Europe.  He 
died  1577. 

NOkDEN  (FREDERICK  LEW- 

ISJ    born  at  Holstein  1708.      He  is 

celebrated    as    a    skilful   navigator, 

a  great  designer,    and  a    good  iaa.» 
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thematirian.— Having   a  strong  de 
sire  of  examining,   upon  the  spot 
the    wonders    of   Egypt,    he   went 
thither  under  the  patronage  of  the 
king    of   Denmark,    and   publishec 
the   result    in    "  Travels   in    Egypt 
and    Nubia."— Coming    afterwards 
to    England,    he    was    admitted 
member  of  the  Royal  Society,  and 
on   this   occasion  'gave   the    public 
"  Drawings  of  some  Ruins  and  Co- 
lossal Statues   at  Thebes  in    Egypt 
with  an  account  of  the  same,  in  a 
Letter  to  the  Royal  Society  1741, 
\vhich  work  gained  him  very  great 
applause. 

NOR1S  (HENRY)  a  learned 
cardinal  born  at  Verona  1641,  dis- 
tinguished  himself  by  a  "  History 
of  Pelagianism,"  and  died  1704. 

NORR1S  (JOHN)  a  learned  Eng 
lishdivinc  and  Platonic  philosopher, 
moral   writer,    and   poet,    born   in 
Wiltshire  1657,  died  1711. 

NORTH  (FRANCIS)  lord  Guil 
ford,  keeper  of  the  great  seal  in 
the  reigns  of  Charles  II.  and  James 
31.  a  great  natural  philosopher,  and 
author  of  "  A  Philosophical  Essay 
on  Music,"  which  makes  him  wor- 
thy to  be  esteemed  the  father  of 
musical  philosophy;  as  all  the  im- 
provements that  have  since  been 
made  in  it  owe  their  origin  to 
his  lordship's  essay.  He  died 
1685. 

NORTH  (DR.  JOHN)  brother 
of  the  preceding,  born  1645,  was  a 
man  of  great  learning,  particularly 
an  admirer  of  Plato,  and  published 
an  edition  of  some  of  his  pieces. 
viz.  "  Socratis  Apologia,""  Crito," 
"Phaedo,"&c.  He  died  1683. 

NORTH  (GEORGE)  M.  A.  an 
eminent  English  divine  and  anti- 
quarv,  born  in  London  1707,  wrote 
"  A  Table  of  English  Silver  Coins 
from  the  Conquest  to  the  Com- 
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raonwealth,    with   Remarks,"    and 
died  1772. 

NORTH  (FREDERIC)  earl  of 
Gnilford,  a  distinguished  English 
statesman,  born  1732,  died  Aug. 
5,  1792.  In  the  arduous  situa- 
tion of  prime  minister  of  this 
country  this  nobleman  exhibited 
the  most  eminent  virtues  and  ta- 
lents; of  the  former,  one  strong 
proof  was  his  studiously  avoiding 
the  imposition  of  any  taxes  that 
should  materially  affect  the  lower 
classes  of  the  people  ;  of  the  latter, 
the  wonderful  ability  with  which, 
for  i  z  years,  he  stemmed  the  tide 
of  opposition,  though  conduced  by 
men  6f  unparalleled  powers,  led  on 
by  Mr.  Fox  and  Mr.  Burke.  Ac- 
ceding to  power,  however,  at  a  time 
when  the  king's  party  was  unpopu- 
lar on  account  of  the  secret  influ- 
ence which  it  was  supposed  that 
lord  Bute  possessed  and  exercised, 
something  of  that  unpopularity  at- 
tended the  whole  course  of  his  go- 
vernment. Fatally  wedded  to  the 
ciestruftive  plan  of  subduing  the  re- 
•ublican  spirit  of  the  Americans, 
his  administration  will  stand  marked 
in  the  page  of  history  with  an  im» 
mense  waste  of  public  treasure  and 
of  precious  blood.  Vet  to  the  iast 
moment  of  his  speaking  in  the  se- 
nate, his  lordship  defended  the  war, 
.vhich,  he  persisted  to  say,  no- 
thing but  the  French  interference 
could  have  prevented  from  being 
crowned  with  success. 

NORTON    (JOHN)    a  writer  in 
the  reign  of  Charles  II.   who  pub- 
ished     "  The    Scholar's    Vade-me- 
cum ;"    by  which  he  wanted  to  in- 
roduce    a    new    mode  of  spelling 
bunded     upon    the    derivation    of 
vords,  as  inimie,  enemy,   from  ini- 
micus ;    now,  for  name,  from  no- 
men,  &c. 
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NORTON  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish lawyer  and  dramatic  writer, 
contemporary  with  Sternbcld  and 
Hopkins,  and  assistant  to  them  in 
their  noted  version  of  the  Psalm*, 
27  of  which  he  turned  into  English 
metre;  to  which,  in  all  the  editions 
of  them,  the  initials  of  his  name 
are  prefixed. 

NOSTRADAMUS  (MICHEL, 
not  MICHAEL)  an  able  French 
physician  and  celebrated  astrologer, 
horn  in  Provence  1503.  He  pub- 
lished  his  predictions  with  a  dedi- 
cation  to  the  king,  in  15,58.  That 
prince  dying  the  next  year  of  a 
vound  which  he  received,  as  is  well 
known,  at  a  tournament,  (the  lance 
of  Montgomery  piercing  his  eye 
through  his  golden  vizor)  the  book 
of  our  piophctwas  immediately  con- 
sulted ;  and  this  unfortunate  event 
v.-as  found  in  the  35th  quatrain  of 
the  first  century.  The  lir.es  are, 

*'  Le  lion  jeune  le  vieux  surmontera 

En  champ  bellique  par  sineuiier  duel, 
\       Dans  cage  rt'or  !es  yeux  lui  crevera, 

Deux  plaies  une   puis  inourir,    mort 
ciueile." 

So-  remarkable  a  prediction  gave 
wings  to  his  fame,  and  he  was  ho- 
noured shortly  after  with  visits 
from  many  sovereigns  of  different 
countries.  But  our  prophet  en- 
joyed these  honours  only  a  short 
time,  for  he  died  July  2,  1566,  at 
Salons.  Besides  his  "  Centuries," 
•we  have  several  other  pieces  of  his 
composition. 

NOY  (WILLIAM)  attorney- 
general  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
celebrated  for  many  valuable  law- 
books  which  he  wrote  ;  but  ever  to 
be  detested  as  the  instigator  of  that 
odious  measure  the  tax  called  ship- 
money.  He  died  1634. 

OATES    (TITUS)    an    infamous 
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charafler,  whose  public  c endue!  may 
be  found  in  every  History  of  Eng- 
land under  the  reign  of  Charles  II. 
and  James  II.  He  was  born  1619, 
is  memorable  as  the  pretended  dis- 
coverer of  3  ridiculous  popish 
plot,  and  died,  pensioned,  in 
1705. 

OBRECHT  (ULRIC)  a  learned 
German  critic  and  Latin  historian, 
born  atStrasburgh  i D.J&,  died  1701. 
So  extensive  and  various  was  his 
learning,  that  he  has  been  styled 
"  The  Epitome  of  Human  Science." 

OBSEQUENS  (JULIUS)  a  Latin 
critic,  who  flourished  about  the  year 
395,  and  wrote  a  book  "  De  f  ro- 
digiis." 

OBSOP.fcUS  (JOHN)  a  German 
physician  and  critic,  born  at  Bret- 
tin  1556,  died  15^6. 

G'BURNE  (JAMES)  a  cele- 
brated  ventriloquist,  born  in  Ire- 
land, but  for  many  years  resident 
in  England,  died  at  Shelford,  Not- 
tinghamshire, Jan.  1796.  He  de- 
lighted in  a  desultory  wandering 
mode  of  living  ;  and  from  the 
many  ludicrous  pranks  played  b" 
him,  in  consequence  of  the  pecu- 
liar faculty  he  possessed,  the  fol- 
lowing trick  may  be  selected : 
Meeting  a  farmer's  servant  on  a 
high  road,  driving  a  waggon  laden 
with  trusses  of  hay,  he  so  artfully 
imitated  (he  cries  of  a  child,  which 
seemed  to  proceed  from  the  mid- 
dle of  the  hay,  that  the  astonished 
countryman  stood  aghast;  and,  the 
noise  being  several  times  repeated, 
O'Burne  prevailed  on  che  driver  to 
unload  the  waggon,  offering  to  as- 
sist himself.  While  they  were 
thus  employed,  the  cries  became 
louder,  and  more  continued:  nor 
was  the  delusion  discovered  by  the 
affrighted  countryman,  until  all  the 
hay  was  unladen  ;  when  the  mis- 
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fhievons  deluder,  after  enjoying 
the  delight  of  an  outrageous 
laugh,  left  him  to  reload  his 
team. 

OCCAM,  or  OCCHAM,  (WIL 
LIAM)  a  famous  scholastic  divine, 
of  the  order  of  Cordeliers,  who  ac- 
quired so  great  a  reputation  as  to  be 
intitled  the  Invincible  Doctor.  He 
died  1347. 

OCCLEVE  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish  poet,  who  succeeded  to  Chaucer 
and  Gower,  and  flourished  about 
1420. 

OCELLUS,  an  ancient  Greek  Py- 
thagorean philosopher,  surnamcd 
Lucanus,  author  of  a  ctlcbrated  traft 
called  "The  Universe,"  in  which  he 
attempted  to  prove  the  eternity  of 
the  world. 

OCKI.EY  (SIMON)  an  eminent 
orientalist,  professor  of  Arabic  in 
Cambridge,  and  author,  among 
many  other  works,  of  "  A  History 
of  the  Saracens,  from  the  death  of 
Mahomet  in  632,  to  705,"  which 
illustrates  the  religion,  rites,  cus- 
toms, and  manner  of  living  of  that 
warlike  people,  and  is  very  curious 
and  entertaining.  .He  was  horn  at 
Exeter  1678,  and  died  Aug.  9, 17  20. 

OCTAVIA,  daughter  of  Caius 
Oflavius,  sister  to  Augustus  Caesar, 
•wife  of  Marc  Antony,  and  one  of 
the  most  illustrious  ladies  of  ancient 
Kerne  for  her  wisdom  and  virtues. 
Died  U.C.  744. 

ODELL  (THOMAS)  an  English 
dramatic  writer,  and  deputy  master 
of  the  revels,  born  in  Buckingham- 
shirt,  died  1749.  He  brought  four 
dramatic  pieces  on  the  stage,  all 
of  which  met  with  some  share  of 
success. 

ODIN,  a  famous  hero  who  lived 
about  70  B.C.  in  the  kingdom  of 
Denmark.  He  was  a  warrior, 
poet,  priest,  and  monarch;  and  so 
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far  influenced  his  countrymen,  that 
they  always  recommended  them- 
selves to  his  protection  in  battle, 
and  venerated  him  as  one  of  the 
immortal  gods. 

ODO(CANTIANUS,orofKent) 
flourished  in  the  lath  century,  and 
was  a  very  learned  and  eloquent  Be- 
nedictine prior  and  abbot.  Thomas 
a  Berktt  was  his  friend,  and  hrs 
panegyric  was  made  by  John  of 
Salisbury.  He  died  1171,  having 
composed  many  valuable  works. 

OECOLAMPADIUS  (JOHN)  a 
German  divine,  and  eminent  among 
the  reformers  elf  the  church,  born 
inFranconia  1489,  died  153". 

OGDEN  (SAMUEL)  a  learned 
and  pious  English  divine,  born  at 
Manchester  1716,  died  1778. 

OG1LBY  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
peographer,  critic,  and  poet,  of 
Scotland,  born  near  Edinburgh  1600. 
His  principal  works  are  translations 
of  "Virgil"  and  "Homer,"  and  a 
versification  of  "  Esop's  Fables  ;" 
an  "  Atlas,"  comprised  in  several 
folio  volumes;  "The  Traveller's 
Guide  ;  or,  a  most  exact  Descrip- 
tion of  the  Roads,  &c.  167 4, "folio; 
afterwards  improved  by  JohnBowen, 
under  the  Title  of  "  Britannia  De- 
pifta,  &c."  in  1731,  8vo.  He 
died  1676. 

OLAUS  (MAGNUS)  archbishop 
of  Upsal  in  Sweden,  and  an  histo- 
rian of  the  northern  nations,  died 
about  1.550. 

OLDCASTLE  (SIR  JOHN)  call- 
ed  the  good  lord  Cobhat>,  the  first 
author,  as  well  as  the  first  martyr, 
among  our  nobility,  on  the  refor- 
mation from  popery,  was  born  in 
the  reign  of  Edward  III.  He  was 
one  of  the  leaders  in  the  reforming 
party,  who  drew  up  a  number  of 
articles  against  the  corruptions 
which  then  prevailed  among  church-

men,  and  denied  the  spiritual  do- 
minion of  the  Pope.  As  a  heretic, 
he  was  hung  in  chains  alive  upon 
a  gallows  and  fire  being  put 
under  him,  was  burnt  to  death 
Feb.  1418. 

OLDENBURG  (HENRY)  who 
•wrote  his  name  sometimes  GRU- 
BENDOL,  reversing  the  letters,  a 
learned  German  gentleman,  who  be- 
ing settled  in  London  as  consul  for 
Bremen,  became  first  secretary  to 
the  Royal  Society,  to  which  office 
he  applied  himself  with  extraordi- 
nary diligence,  and  began  the  pub- 
lication of  the  "  Philosophical 
Tran3a€tions,"  with  No.  t.  in  166  j. 
Mr.  Oldenburg  continued  to  publish 
these  Transactions  to  N'o.  xxxvi. 
June  25,  1677,  and  died~iO78. 

OLDFIELD  (ANNE)  a  celebrated 
English  atlrcss.  and  most  accom- 
plished woman,  born  in  London 
1683,  died  1730. 

OLDHAM  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  poet,  born  at  Shipton,  in 
Gloucestershire,  1653,  died  1683. 
His  genius  lay  chiefly  in  satire, 
\vhere,  however,  he  did  not  keep 
always  within  bounds,  having  some 
very  licentious  strokes  in  his  writ- 
ings; the  chief  of  which  are,  "  Four 
Satires  upon  the  Jesuits,"  written 
in  1679. 

OLDISWORTH  (WILLIAM)  a 
political  and  miscellaneous  writer 
in  the  reigns  of  Queen  Anne  and 
George  I.  He  was  one  of  the  origi- 
nal authors  of  "  The  Examiner," 
published  several  other  works,  and 
died  1734. 

OLDM1XON  (JOHN)  an  Eng- 
lish historian  and  poet  (distinguished 
in  the  Tatler  by  the  name  of  "  the 
Unborn  Poet''),  a  viclent  party 
writer,  and  severe  and  malevolent 
critic,  born  near  Bridgewater,  in 
Somersetshire,  died  1742.  He 
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was  a  man  of  learning  and  abili- 
ties: and,  exclusive  of  his  strong 
biassed  prejudice,  and  natural  mo« 
roseness  and  petulance,  far  from  a 
bad  writer. 

OLDYS  (WILLIAM)  Nor- 
roy  king  at  arms,  well  versed  in 
English  antiquities,  a  correft  writer, 
and  a  good  historian,  born  1687, 
died  1761.  Mr.  Oldys  contri- 
buted several  articles  to  the  Bio- 
ijraphia  Britannica,  which  are 
distinguished  by  the  letter  G. 

OLEAR1US  (GODFREY)  a 
learned  Greek  professor  and  writer, 
born  at  Leipsic  1672,  died  1715, 
having  published  several  works, 
and  translated  "  Stanley's  History 
of  Philosophy"  into  Latin,  with 
"  Notes  and  Dissertations"  of  his 
own. 

OLEARIUS  (ADAM)  a  German 
•.vriter,  and  minister  to  the  duke  of 
Holstein,  who,  having  occasion  to 
send  an  ambassador  to  the  great  duke 
of  Muscovy  and  the  king  of  Persia, 
appointed  Olearius  secretary  to  the 
embassy.  On  his  return  home,  he 
cirew  up  "  A  Relation  of  his  Jour- 
nies,"  which  was  published,  with 
maps  and  figures,  at  Sleswick,  1 656, 
in  folio.  He  died  1671. 

0'LEAR\'  ( ARTHUR J,  a  native 
of  Ireland,  who  at  an  early  age 
\s'rnt  over  to  the  College  of  St. 
Malo,  and  after  some  time  entered 
into  the  Franciscan  Order  of  Capu- 
chins. Returning  to  Ireland,  he 
soon  distinguished  himself  by  his 
writings  both  on  religious  and  po- 
litical subjects.  Their  titles,  are 
too  numerous  to  be  here  detailed; 
but  they  made  him  an  object  of 
esteem  with  all  parties,  protestant 
as  well  as  catholic,  as  a  friend  to 
freedom,  liberality,  and  toleration. 
!•]  his  conversation,  this  venerable 
clergyman  mingled  true  piety  wuft 
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Sparkling  wit,  and  the  most  agree- 
able convivial  talent'.  Father 
O'Leary's  addresses,  oral  and  writ- 
ten, to  the  deluded  Catholics  of 
Ireland  in  times  of  turbulence  and 
disafFe£tion  were  animated  and 
greatly  effective,  and  obtained  him 
the  most  flattering  notice  from 
the  Irish  government.  A  humo- 
rous anecdote  is  related  of  him  ; 
that  on  a  piotcstant  bishop  in 
Ireland  challenging  him  to  prove 
the  existence  of  Purgatory,  the 
meek  friar  answered,  "  The  ques- 
tion certainly  is  not  capable  of 
demonstrative  proof;  but  let  the 
affair  remain  as  it  is  :  your  lord- 
ship may  go  farther,  and  fare 
worse."  He  died  in  London  Jan.  8, 
180-2,  aged  73. 

OLlVA(ALEXANDER)general 
of  the  Augustin  monks,  a  celebrat- 
ed cardinal  and  learned  theological 
writer,  born  at  Saxoferato  1408, 
died  1483. 

OLIVET  (JOSEPH)  a  French- 
man, chiefly  memorable  for  an 
excellent  edition  of  "  Cicero's 
"Works,"  in  gvols.  410,  born  1682, 
died  1768. 

OMAR  I.  cajiph  of  the  Saracens, 
the  second  after  Mahomet,  and  one 
of  the  most  rapid  conquerors  in 
modern  history.  He  drove  the 
Greeks  from  Syria  and  Phoenicia; 
Jerusalem  was  surrendered  to  him  ; 
his  generals  took  the  capitol  of  Per- 
sia; and  soon  after,  Memphis  and 
Alexandria  submitted  to  his  victo- 
rious troops  ;  and  in  this  conquest 
the  famous  Alexandrian  library  was 
burnt  by  these  savages,  who  heated 
their  stoves  with  its  valuable  books. 
Omar  was  assassinated  by  a  Persian 
slave  in  613,  the  loth  year  of  his 
reign,  and  6%d  of  his  age. 

ONKELOS,  surnamed  the  Pro- 
selyte, a  famous  Rabbi  of  the  first 
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century,  and  author  of  the  Chaldee 
Targum  on  the  Pentateuch. 

ONOSANDER,  a  Greek  author 
who  flourished  about  A.D.  ^QJ  and 
wrote  commentaries  upon  "  Plato's 
Politics,"  which  are  lost;  but  hig 
name  is  particularly  famous  for  his 
treatise  "  Of  the  Duty  and  Virtues 
of  the  General  of  an  Army,"  which 
has  been  translated  into  several 
language.*. 

ONUPHRJUS  (PANVIN1US)  a 
celebrated  Augustin  monk,  horn  at 
Verona  1529,  who,  applying  to  the 
study  of  ecclesiastical  history,  con- 
tinued the  "  Lives  of  the  Popes" 
begun  by  Piatina,  which  he  pnblished 
with  a  dedication  to  Pope  Pius  V. 
in  1566.  He  died  1568  ;  having, 
it  is  said,  acquired  the  title  of  The 
Father  of  History. 

OP1TS  (MARTIN)  in  Latin  Opi- 
tius,  of  Boberfield,  a  famous  Silesian 
poet,  born  at  Buntzlow  1597,  died 
1639,  He  has  been  styled  the 
"  Yircil"  of  Germany. 

OPORINUS  (JOHN)  a  famous 
German  printer,  editor,  and  com« 
mentator  of  Greek  and  Latin  au- 
thors, born  at  Basil  1507,  died 
1568.  See  FOX  (JOHN). 

OPPI  AN,  a  Greek  poet  and  gram- 
marian, who  flourished  about  the 
year  220,  under  the  emperor  Cara- 
calla,  and  was  a  native  of  Cilicia. 
\Ve  have  of  this  author  five  books 
of  fishing,  irnituled,  "  Halieutics  j" 
and  four  books  of  hunting.  Cara- 
calla  was  so  much  pleased  with  Op- 
plan's  poems,  that  he  gave  him  a 
crown  of  gold  for  every  line ; 
whence,  'tis  said,  they  got  the  title 
of  Golden  verses  ;  they  have,  how- 
ever, been  supposed  to  merit  that 
appellation  for  their  elegance.  Be- 
side these,  he  composed  "  A  Treatise 
upon  Falconry,"  and  died  at  thirty 
years  of  age. 
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OPTALUS,  an  African  bishop, 
who  flourished  in  the  4th  century, 
under  the  empire  of  Valentinian 
and  Valens.  He  wrote  the  "  His- 
tory  of  the  Doriatists,"  and  "  The 
Sacred  Geography  of  Africa." 

ORGANA  (ANDREA)  an  emi- 
nent painter,  poet,  and  architet*, 
born  at  Florence  1329,  died  1389. 
The  greatest  part  of  his  paintings 
are  at  Pisa;  and,  in  his  pifture  of 
The  Universal  Judgment,  he  painted 
his  friends  in  Heaven,  and  his  foes 
in  Hell. 

ORIBAS1US,   an  eminent  physi 
cian  and  medical   writer  of  the  4th 
century.     He  settled  at  Alexandria 
in  Egypt,  and  died  about  370. 

ORIGEN,  an  illustrious  father 
of  the  Christian  church,  and  a  man 
of  great  parts  and  learning,  born  at 
Alexandria  in  Egypt  about  the  year 
185,  died  254. 

ORME  (ROBERT),  author  cf  a 
much  admired  "  History  of  the  Mi- 
litary Transactions  of  the  British 
Nation  in  Hindostan,  from  the  year 
*745>"  2  vols.  410.  and  "  Histo- 
rical Fragments  of  the  Mogul  Em- 
pire," 8vo.  was  born  at  Anjengo  in. 
India,  Dec.  2,5,  1728,  and  died' 
at  Baling,  near  London,  Jan.  13, 
1801.  Mr,  Orme  was  by  some 
persons  complimented  with  the 
title  of  The  British  Thucydides. 

OROSIUS  (PAUL)  a  learned 
Spanish  ecclesiastic,  who  flourished 
in  the  fifth  century,  and  wrote  a 
history  in  7  books,  under  the  title 
of  "  Miseria  Humana,"  containing 
an  account  of  the  wars,  plagues, 
earthquakes,  floods,  conflagrations, 
thunder  and  lightning,  mnrder  and 
other  crimes,  %vhich  had  happened 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world  to 
the  year  of  Christ  416. 

ORPHEUS  of  Thrace,  an  ancient 
Creek  poet,  who  flourished  before 
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Homer,  and  before  the  siege  of 
Troy.  He  was  the  scholar  of  Li- 
nus, and  the  master  ofMusaeus; 
and,  it  is  said,  wrote  39  poems, 
which,  however,  are  all  lost.  The 
deficiency  in  his  true  history  has 
been  supplied  by  fable  ;  according 
to  which  it  is  written,  that  he  was 
the  son  of  Apollo,  an  excellent 
musician,  poet,  and  physician  ;  thai 
rivers  stopt  their  courses,  that  rocks 
and  mountains,  with  all'  the  trees 
upon  them,  followed  to  hear  him  ; 
that  the  most  savage  wild  beasts 
grew  tame  at  his  music  ;  that  he 
went  down  into  Hell,  in  order  to 
bring  back  his  wife  Eurydice  from 
thence;  that  the  sweetness  of  his 
melody  softened  the  hearts  of  Pluto 
and  Proserpine,  who  suffered  her 
to  follow  him  into  life  again,  on 
condition  that  he  did  not  look  bark 
upon  her  in  the  way;  but  that,  not 
being  able  to  resist  the  force  of  his 
love,  he  broke  the  condition,  and 
lost  her  ;  that  after  this  loss  he  be- 
came indifferent  to  the  whole  sex  j 
and  that,  in  revenge  of  this  con- 
tempt, the  Thracian  dames  tore  him 
to  pieces. 

OSBORNE  (FRANCIS)  an  Eng. 
lish  writer  of  great  abilities, 
born  in  Bedfordshire  i  588.  Of  all 
his  works,  that  best  known  is  his 
"  Advice  to  a  Son."  He  died  1658. 

OSOR1O  (JEROME)  a  learned 
Portuguese  divine,  and  an  excellent 
writer,  born  at  Lisbon  1506,  died 
1580.  His  difiion  is  easy  and  ele- 
gant :  for  which  reason  he  is  called 
the  Cicero  of  Portugal. 

OSS  AT  (ARNAUD  D')  a  most 
celebrated  French  cardinal  and  states- 
man in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  born 
in  Armagnac  1536,  died  1604. 
His  '«  Dispatches"  are  as  useful  to 
an  ambassador  who  hopes  to  suc- 
ceed in  his  employment,  as  the 
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Bible  and  the  Corpus  Juris  to  such 
divines  and  lawyers  as  would  sue- 
ceed  in  their  respective  profes- 
sions. 

OSS1AN,  a  Gaelic  poet,  sup- 
posed to  have  flourished  in  the  3^ 
century,  and  to  have  been  the  son 
of  Fingal,  whom  he  accompanied 
in  many  of  his  military  expeditions. 
His  poems  were  translated  by  Mr. 
Macpherson,  in  1758, and  gave  rise 
to  controversies  among  the  critics 
that  have  scarcely  subsided  at  the 
present  day. 

OSTADE  (ADRIAN  VAN)  an 
eminent  painter,  born  at  Lubec 
1610,  died  1685.  Nature  guided 
his  pencil  in  every  thing  he  under, 
took:  he  diverted  himself  with 
clowns  and  drunkards,  whose  ges- 
tures and  most  trifling  aftions  were 
the  subjects  of  his  deepest  medita- 
tions. 

OSTERVALD  (JOHN  FREDE- 
RIC) a  celebrated  Swiss  Protestant j 
minister,  born  at  Neufchatel  1665, 
died  1747.  He  was  author  of  many 
excellent  works  on  piety  and  mo- 
rality  ;  the  principal  of  which  are, 
"  Catechisme,  ou  Instruftion  dans 
la  Religion  Chretienne ;':  and  an 
edition  of  the  "  French  Bible  ol 
Geneva  in  folio." 

01  HO(VENIUS)  a  Dutch  paint- 
er of  great  eminence,  born  at  Ley- 
den  1.5,56.  His  genius  was  so  ac- 
tive, that  he  at  once  applied  him- 
self to  philosophy,  poetiy,  mathe- 
matics, and  painting,  and  acquirer 
an  excellence  in  all  the  parts  ot 
painting,  e>pecially  in  the-  know- 
ledge of  the  chiaro  oscuro.  He 
died  at  Brussels  1634,  having  had 
the  honour  of  breeding  up  the  fa- 
mous Ruben*  in  his  art. 

OTWAY  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent  English  poet  and  dramatic 
writer,  born  at  Trotting  in  Susse> 
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1651,  had  his  education  first  at 
\Vinchester  school,  and  then  at 
Christ  Church  College  in  Ox- 
ford, where  he  was  entered  a  com- 
moner in  1669:  hut,  leaving  the 
university  without  any  degree,  he 
went  to  London  ;  and,  applying 
himself  to  the  playhouses,  both 
wrote  and  afted  in  plays  for  a  sup- 
port. After  some  time  he  obtained 
a  cornet's  commission  in  a  new. 
raised  regiment  destined  for  Flau- 
dere,  and  accordingly  went  thither 
with  the  rest  of  the  forces  in  1677  ; 
buf,  not  being  made  for  a  soldier, 
returned  the  following  year  in  \ery 
indigent  circumMances,  so  that  he 
was  obliged  to  take  up  his  pen 
again  for  a  sustenance.  He  conti- 
nued writing  plays  and  poems  till 
his  death,  which  happened  Apiil 
14,1685.  Having  been  compelled 
by  his  necessities  to  contract  debts, 
and  hunted,  as  is  supposed,  by  the 
terriers  of  the  law,  he  retired  to  a 
public  house  on  Tower  Hill,  where 
he  died  of  wint,  or,  as  it  is  related 
by  one  of  1m  biographers,  by  swal- 
lowing, after  a  long  fast,  a  piece  of 
bread  which  charity  had  supplied. 
He  went  out,  as  is  reported,  almost 
naked,  in  the  r  Jge  of  hunger,  and 
finding  a  gentleman  in  a  neigh' 
bo'.iMTig  coffer -house,  asked  him 
fut  a  shilling.  The  gentleman  gave 
him  a  guinea:  and  Otway  going 
away  bought  a  roll,  and  was 
choaked  with  the  first  mouthful. 
Tnis  may  not  be  all  true;  Kit  that 
indigence  and  its  concomitants,  sor- 
row and  despondency,  brought  him 
to  the  grave,  has  never  been  de- 
•lied.— -His  genius  in  comedy  leaned 
too  much  to  libertinism  ;  but  it  is 
universally  agreed,  that  he  excels 
in  touching  the  tender  passions  in 
tragedy,  of  which  his  "  Orphan" 
and  "  Venice  Preserved"  coctaia

the  strongest  specimens.  His  dra* 
matic  pieces,  ten  in  number,  are 
particularized  in  the  "  Biographia 
Drarr.atica."  Beside  these,  Otway 
made  some  translations,  and  wrote 
several  miscellaneous  poems. 

OUDIN  (CASIMIR)  a  learned 
French  monk,  born  at  Mezieres 
1638,  died  i  7  i  7,  having  published 
"  A  Supplement  of  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Writers  emitted  by  Bellar- 
mine  ;"  a  work  which  did  him 
much  honour. 

OVERALL  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Norwich,  born  1559,  died  1619. 
He  had  the  chara8er  of  being  the 
best  scholastic  divine  in  the  English 
nation  ;  but  is  known  chiefly  by 
"  Convocation  Book,"  written  on 
the  subject  of  government,  the  di- 
vine institution  of  which  he  very 
positively  asserted. 

OVERBURY  (SIR  THOMAS) 
a  polite  English  writer,  born  in 
Warwickshire  1581,  and  memora- 
ble chiefly  for  his  tragical  end, 
having  fallen  a  sacrifice  to  the  in- 
\  trigues  of  an  infamous  statesman 
and  his  lascivious  mistress,  after- 
wards his  wife  ;  being  poisoned  in 
the  Tower,  in  1613,  by  order  of 
Robert  Car,  earl  of  Rochester,  and 
the  countess  of  Essex,  for  opposing 
the  scheme  of  divorcing  the  coun- 
tess from  the  earl  of  Essex,  and 
marrying  her  to  Rochester,  which 
was  accomplished  after  Overbury's 
murder.—  Sir  Thomas  was  author 
in  verse 
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of several  works 
prose;  all  which 
printed,  1753,  'n 

OUGHTRED  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  divine,  celebrated  for  his 
uncommon  skill  in  the  mathematics, 
born  in  Buckinghamshire  1573, 
died  1660.  His  "  Clavis,"  first 
drav:n  up  for  the  use  of  a  young 
nobleman,  was  universally  esteem- 
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'd,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  aa  9 
urpr'uing  rich  cabinet  of  mathe- 
matical treasures ;  and  the  general 
plan  of  it  has  been  since  followed 
ay  the  very  best  authors  upon  th» 
subject.  His  other  works  are  nu- 
merous and  valuable. 

OVIDIUS    (PUBLIUS    NASO) 
one  of  the  finest   poets  of  the  Au- 
gustan age,  born    at  Sulmo  in    the 
year  of    Rome  710.     He   was   ex- 
ceedingly   amorous   in    his    youth, 
and    addicted    beyond    measure    to 
the   sex:   but   he    did    not   content 
himself   with  loving,   and    making 
conquests   in   the  way  of  gallantry; 
he  likewise  taught   the  art  of  lov- 
ing, and  of  being  beloved  ;  that  is, 
he  reduced  into   a  system  a    most 
pernicious  science,  of  which  nature 
gives    us    but    too     many    lessons. 
Ovid,  however,  found  leisure  from 
his  gallantries  to   indulge   his   pas- 
sion for  poetry  ;   and  wrote  several 
things  of  various  kinds.      He  wrote 
Heroic    Epistles,"  and    "  Fasti." 
He  wrote   a  poem,  "  De  Piscibus," 
which  Oppian  is  said  to  have  imi- 
tated  in    his    "    Halieutics ;"    and 
some  say,    other  things   which  are 
lost.     There  was   also  a  tragedy  of 
his  composing,    called    "   Medea," 
much    commended    by    Ouintilian, 
and  generally    admired  by  the  an- 
cients  as   an  excellent  piece.     His 
last  work  before  his  banishment  wa* 
the  "  Metamorphoses,"  which  is  in 
many   respects  his  finest  work.     By 
some   indiscretion   in   his    conduct, 
or  by    an    accidental    discovery    of 
some    secret  transactions   at  court, 
he  incurred  the  displeasure  of  Au- 
gustus,   and    by  him  was  banished, 
at    50  years  of   age,  to   Tomi,    a 
town    in    Pontus,   situated    on    the 
Black  Sea.     In  this  exile  Ovid  died 
at  near  60  years  of  age ;    his  death, 
according   to  Apuleius,    happening 
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the  same  day  with  that  of  Livy. 
He  wrote  an  infinite  number  ol 
verses  in  his  exile;  of  which  re 
main  his  "  Tristium,"  and  "  Epis 
ties  ex  Ponto."  Ciofanus  says, 
Ovid  was  so  exquisitely  skilled  in 
the  Latin  Tongue,  that  if  the  Ro 
man  language  were  utterly  lost  and 
nothing  left  but  his  works,  they 
alone  would  be  sufficient  to  retrieve 
it. 

OWEN  (DR.  JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  divine  among  the  indepen- 
dents, and  sometimes  styled  the 
Prince,  the  Oracle,  and  the  Metro- 
politan of  that  seel,  born  at  Hadham 
in  Oxfordshire  1616,  died  1683. 
He  was  a  very  voluminous  writer  ; 
his  works  amounting  to  7  volumes 
in  folio,  20  in  410.  and  about  30 
in  8vo.  hut  are  now  seldom  to  be 
ceen,  much  less  read. 

OWEN  (JOHN)  in  Latin  called 
Audoenus,  an  eminent  epigram- 
matist, born  in  Carnarvonshire 
about  1550,  died  1622. 

OWEN  (DR.  HENRY)  a  very 
celebrated  English  divine,  whose 
biblical  knowledge  was,  perhaps, 
superior  to  that  of  any  of  his  co- 
temporaries.  He  was  born  in  Me- 
rionethshire 1715,  held  the  vicar- 
age  of  Edmonton,  published  many 
excellent  works  of  divinity,  and 
died  1795. 

OZELL  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
to  whose  industry,  if  not  to  his  ge- 
nius, the  world  lies  under  very  con- 
eiderable  obligations;  for  he  has 
favoured  it  with  many  valuable 
translations.  His  plays,  though  all 
translations,  are  very  numerous ; 
there  being  included  in  them  a 
complete  English  version  of  the 
•dramatic  pieces  of  that  justly  cele- 
brated French  writer,  Moliere,  be- 
tide some  others  from  Cornell!?, 
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Racine,  &c.  the  titles  of  which  are 
to  be  found  in  the  "  Biographia 
Dramatica."  He  was  born  in  Lei- 
cestershire, and  died  1743. 

FACHYMERUS  (GEORGE)  an 
eminent  Byzantine  historian,  flou- 
rished about  1280.  His  "  History 
of  Michael  Palaeologus  and  Andro- 
nicus"  is  highly  esteemed  ;  as  he 
was  not  only  an  eye  witness  of  the 
affairs  of  which  he  writes,  but  had 
also  a  great  share  in  them. 

PACUV1US  (MARCUS)  an  an- 
cient  Latin  tragic  poet,  in  high  re- 
putation at  Rome  about  154  years 
B.  C. 

PAGAN  (BLAISE  FRANCOIS 
COMPTE  DE)  a  valiant  French 
officer,  and  eminent  mathematician, 
born  at  Avignon  1604.  He  is  ce- 
Itbrated  for  a  "  Treatise  of  Fortifi- 
cation;" "  Geometrical  Theorems;" 
"  Theory  of  the  Planets;"  and 
"  Astronomical  Tables;"  and  died 
1665. 

PAGI  (ANTHONY)  a  famous 
French  Cordelier,  and  one  of  the 
ablest  critics  of  his  time,  born  in 
Provence  1624,  died  1699.  His 
most  considerable  work  is,  «  A  Cri- 
tique upon  the  Annals  of  Baronius." 

PAGI    (FRANCIS)    nephew    of 
the     preceding,     and    author    of  a 
hronological  history  of  the  popes, 
born  in  Provence  1654,  died  1721. 

PAL^MON  (Q.  RHEMMIUS) 
a  celebrated  grammarian  who  taught 
at  Rome  about  A.  D.  40.  It  can- 
not be  denied  that  he  was  a  learned 
man,  since  he  is  recorded  as  such 
by  Juvenal  (Sat.  vii.)  But  his  ar- 
rogance surpassed  his  merit;  he 
had  the  confidence  to  assert,  that 
learning  was  born  when  he  wa» 
born,  and  would  die  when  he  died. 

PAL,£OLOGUS  (MICHAEL) 
emperor  of  the  East,  took  Constan- 
tinople from  the  Latins,  and  put 
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an  end   to  their  empire.     He  died 
1283. 

PA  LEY  (DR. WILLIAM)  a  learn- 
ed  divine    and    elegant    writer    on 
ethics,   was    born    at    Peterborough 
in  1743,  and    in  1759  was  entered 
of    Christ's    College,     Cambridge; 
of  which  he   afterwards  became  a 
fellow  and  tutor.     Here  he  deliver- 
ed      his     Leflnres    on      Moral     and 
Political    Philosophy,  and    on    the 
Greek    Testament,    which    may  be 
considered  as  the  foundation  of  two 
efhis  most  celebrated  works,  "The 
Principles  of    Moral    and    Political 
Philosophy,"  1785,  and  "  A  View 
of   the  Evidences    of  Christianity,' 
1794.     The    first    of  these  partici- 
pates   with   the    works  of    Newton 
and  Locke  in  the  honour  of   being 
introduced    into  the   university,    as 
a     book      of    examination  ;      and 
the   second    is   become    a    standard 
•work    with    students     in    divinity. 
Dr.   P.'s    "  Horae    Paulinas"    pos- 
sesses the  combined  merits  of  origi- 
nality,   acuteness,      and   sound   rea- 
soning, in  a  degree  seldom  equalled. 
His  last   work    wa?,     "    The    Ele- 
ments of  Natural  Theology,"  which 
has  become   extremely    popular    on 
account  of  the   perspicuity  and  sim- 
plicity with  which  the  subject  is  dis 
cussed.— Dr.  Paley  was   archdeacon 
of  Carlisle,  sub-dean  of  Lincoln,  and 
reflor    of  Bishop-wearmouth,    and 
died  May  25,  1805. 

PALL  A  DIG  (ANDREW)  a  ce- 
lebrated Italian  architeft  in  the  ifith 
century,  who  laboured  particularly 
to  restore  the  ancient  beauties  of 
architecture,  and  contributed  greatly 
to  revive  true  taste  in  that  science. 
He  has  immortalized  his  name  by- 
four  books  of  architecture,  which  he 
published  in  1570.  He  was  born 
at  Vicenza  1508,  and  died  1580. 
f  ALLAD1US,  of  Cappadocia,  a 
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Greek  bishop  and  Anchorite,  and 
author  of  a  "  History  of  the  Ancho- 
rites, or  Hermits/'  died  in  the  jth 
century. 

FALLAYICINI  (SFORSA)  an 
eminent  cardinal,  who  composed  a 
"  History  of  the  Council  of  Trent," 
in  opposition  to  that  by  father  Paul, 
born  at  Rome  1607,  died  1667. 

PALMER  (JOHN)  an  aflor  of 
very  considerable  talents,  belonging 
to  Dniry-Lane  theatre,  was  born  in 
London  about  1742,  and  came  on 
the  stage  in  1762.  In  many  parts 
he  had  no  competitor,  and  perhaps 
will  never  have  a  superior  ;  for  in- 
stance, in  Stukeky,  Joseph  Surface, 
Villerov,  Glenalvon,  Brush,  Brass, 
&c.  No  performer  ever  had  a 
\viJer  range  of  charaBers,  shewed 
more  industry,  or  exercised  great 
talents  with  more  success.  His 
inal  exit  was  singularly  awful. 
On  the  2d  of  August  1798,  while 
performing  in  the  play  of  "  The 
Stranger"  at  the  Liverpool  theatre, 
after  uttering  the  line,  "  There  if 
another  and  a  better  world  '"  he  fell 
on  his  back,  heaved  a  convulsive 
sigh,  and  immediately  expired. 

PALSGRAVE  (JOHN)  a  learned 
English  critic,  grammarian,  and 
dramatic  writer,  who  flourished  in 
the  reigns  of  Henry  VII.  and  Henry 
VIII. 

PANCIROLLUS  (GUY)  a  fa- 
mous  Italian  lawyer,  and  writer  on 
legal  subjetls,  born  at  Rhegiuna 
1523,  died  1599. 

PANVIN1US.  SeeJONUPHRIUS . 
PAPINIAN,     a   celebrated    Ro- 
man lawyer  in   the   third  century, 
who   was  advocate  of  the  treasury 
or  exchequer,  and    afterwards  pras- 
feftus  praetorio   under   the  emperor 
Severus.     This  emperor  had  so  higli 
an  opin:on  of   his    worth,    that,  at 
his  death,  he  recommenced  his  sons 
Gg 
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Caracalla  and  Geta  to  his  care  : 
but  the  first  having  murdered  his  .- 
brother,  enjoined  Papinian  to  com- 
pose a  discourse  to  excuse  the  mur- 
der to  the  senate  and  people.  Pa- 
pinian  could  r,ot  be  prevailed  on  to 
comply  with  this:  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, answered  boldly,  that  it  was 
easier  to  commit  a  fratricide  than  to 
excuse  it ;  and  to  accuse  an  innorcnt 
person,  after  taking  away  his  life, 
\vas  a  second  fratricide.  Caracalla 
•was  so  much  enraged  at  this  answer, 
that  he  ordered  the  bwyer  to  lose 
his  head,  which  he  accordingly  did 
in  2 12;  and  the  inhumanity  was 
carried  so  far,  as  to  drag  his  body 
through  the  streets  cf  Rome.  He 
had  a  gicat  number  of  disciples,  and 
composed  several  works:  among 
these,  27  books  of  "  Questions  in 
the  Law;"  19  books  of  "  Re- 
sponses  01  Opinions;"  two  of"  De- 
finitions ;"  two  others  upon  "  Adul- 
tery;" and  a  single  book  upon  the 
"  Laws  of  Ediles."  His  reputation 
was  so  great,  that  he  is  called  "  the 
honour  of  jurisprudence,  and  the 
treasure  of  the  laws." 

PAPYR1US-MASSON  (JOHN) 
a  learned  French  lawyer  and  an- 
nalist, born  in  Fore-z  1.544,  died 
1611.  He  was  a  voluminous  wri- 
ter ;  but  his  capital  work  was  "  An- 
nalium  Francorum,"  in  4  books;  in 
which  are  many  recondite  and  cu- 
rious ibings.  The  bulk  of  his  other 
piodiiclions  art,  "  Eloges  upon  dis- 
tinguished Personages." 

PARACELSUS,  Aureolus  Fhi- 
lippus  Theophrastus  Bombast  de 
Kohenheim,  a  famous  Swiss  phy- 
sician, and  medical  and  philosophi- 
cal writer,  born  near  Zurich  1493. 
He  u'as  imtru&ed  by  his  father  in 
physic  and  surgery,  wherein  he 
made  great  proficiency  ;  but  as  he 
grew  up  he  was  captivated  with  the 
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study  of  akhymy  ;  and  in  his  5 8th 
year,  he  tells  us,  he  was  let  into 
the  secret  of  the  philosopher's 
stone.  In  the  <  ourse  of  a  rambling 
and  dissolute  life  he  wrought  many 
extraordinary  cures,  but  was  almost 
always  intoxicated,  seldom  chang- 
ing his  clothes,  or  so  much  as  going 
into  bed.  Being  taken  il!  it  a  pub- 
lie  inn  at  Saltsburg  »  5  41 ,  he  died, 
after  a  few  days  sickness,  in  his 
48th  year;  though  he  had  promised 
himself  that,  by  the  use  of  his 
Elixir,  he  should  live  to  the  age  of 
Methusalem. 

PARE  (AMBROSE)  an  eminent 
French  surgeon,  and  writer  on  that 
subje£t,born  at  Laval,  died  1590. 

FARE  (PHILIP)  one  of  the  most 
laborious  'grammarians  and  critics 
that  Germany  ever  produced,  was 
born  at  Hembach  1576,  and  died 
1648. 

PARE  (DANIEL)  sen  of  the 
preceding,  applied  himself  vigo- 
rously to  the  study  of  the  classics, 
and  published  several  laborious 
pieces ;  but  was  unfortunately  killed 
by  a  gang  of  highwaymen  in  1645. 

PARIS,  son  of  Priam  king  of 
Troy,  and  memorable  in  history 
for  carrying  off  Helen,  the  wife  of 
Menelaus  king  of  Mycenas,  in  his 
absence,  which  occasioned  the  fa- 
mous siege  of  Troy,  wherein  he  was 
slain  i  188  B.  C. 

PARIS  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent English  historian,  was  a  Be- 
nedifline  monk  of  the  congregation 
of  Clugny,  in  tl.e  monastery  of  St. 
Alban's,  and  flourished  in  the  13th 
century.  He  is  chiefly  known  now 
by  a  Universal  History  from  the 
creation  of  the  world  to  the  year  of 
his  death,  A.  D.  1259  J  which  was 
afterwards,  by  Rishanger,  a  monk 
of  the  monastery  of  St.  Alban's, 
continued  to  1273. 
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PARMEGIANO,  an  Italian 
painter,  celebrated  for  the  grace- 
fulness of  his  figures,  born  1504, 
died  i  540. 

"PARMENIDES  of  Elsea,  a  Greek 
philosopher,  who  flourished  about 
the  year  436  before  Christ. 

PARNELL  (THOMAS)  a  learn- 
ed divine  and  ingenious  poet,  born 
in  Dublin  1671),  died  at  Chester 
July  1717.  Kc  wrote  severs!  pa- 
pers in  the  Spectator  and  Guardian, 
and  was  the  intimate  friend  of  Pope 
and  Swift.  Of  his  poems  the  most 
admired  is  "  The  Hermit." 

PARR  (THOMAS)  an  English- 
man, and  a  remarkable  instance  of 
longevity,  having  lived  in  the  re:a".s 
of  10  sovereigns;  he  marrie  '.  his 
second  wife  when  he  was  i  20  year? 
of  age,  had  a  child  by  her,  and  died 
1635,  ac'.-d  152. 

PARR  (CATHARINE)  the  last 
queen  to  Henry  VIII.  whose  per- 
fections, though  a  widow,  attracted 
the  heart  of  this  monarch,  and 
whose  prudence  preserved  her  from 
the  effe8s  of  his  cruelty  and  ca- 
price. She  survived  the  king,  who, 
as  a  mark  of  his  affeftion,  left  her 
a  legacy  of  4000!.  besides  her  join- 
ture. She  was  afterwards  marrie  1 
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ing.     He  flourished  about  430  years 
B.C. 

PARSONS,  or  PERSON'S  (RO- 
BERT) an  intriguing  English  Je- 
suit, who  made  himself  formidable 
to  the  English  court,  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  by  various  plots 
contrived  by  him  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  that  princess,  and  the  sub- 
version of  the  pictestant  religion. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  blacksmith  near 
Bridge  water,  where  he  was  born 
1546.  After  having  written  nu- 
merous turbulent  and  seditious 
trails,  he  died  1610. 

PARSON'S  (DR.  JAMES)  an  ex- 
i  cellent  Er.:!i?h  physician  and  me- 
I  dical  writer,  born  at  Barnstaple, 
Devon,  1705,  died  1770.  Physic, 
anatomy,  natural  history,  an!  iq'.mies, 
languages,  and  the  fine  arts,  are 
largely  indebted  to  his  skill  and 
industry  in  each,  for  many  impor- 
tant truths  discovered  in  their  sup- 
port, or  errors  detecled  with  which 
they  were  obscured. 

PARSONS  'WILLIAM)  an  Eng. 
li-h  comic  aEtor  of  the  highest  emi- 
nence, who  trod  the  stage  45  year?, 
was  born  Feb.  29,  «73^j  a'"d  died 
F-.b.  3,  1795.  ln  the  conception 
and  execution  of  <uch  characters  as 
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ral    of    England,  and  uncle    to  Ed 
ward  YI.  and  died  in  childbed  i  548. 
In  her  lifetime   she  published  many 
psalms,    prayers,    and     pious     dis- 
ccnirMs. 

PARRHASIUS,  a  celebrated 
painter  of  Ephesus,  of  whom  Pliny 
tells  u-,  that  he  first  gave  symme- 
try and  just  proportions  in  the  art; 
and  it  was  allowed  even  by  the 
masters  in  the  art,  that  he  'bore 
away  from  all  others  the  glory  of 
succeeding  in  the  outlines,  in  which 
consists  the  grand  secret  of  paint- 


baccio,  in  Volpone ;  Sir  Fretful 
Plagiary,  in  the  Critic,  &c.  we 
never  expe£l  to  see  his  equal.  To 
his  talents  as  a  comedian,  Mr.  Par- 
sons added  others  approaching  to 
excellence  in  the  art  of  painting, 
particularly  in  fruit  pieces. 

PARTHENAY;JOHX  DE)  lord 

of  Soubise,  an  heroic  leader  among 
the  Protestants  of  France,born  1512, 
died  1566. 

PARTHENAY    (CATHERINE 

DE)  daughter   and   heiress   of  the 

preceding,  whose  courage  and 
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stancy  in  the  cause  of  Calvinism  she 
likewise  inherited;  this  fortitude 
wasjoined  to  a  good  share  of  wit, 
and  no  contemptible  turn  to  poetry. 
as  appears  from  some  poems  %vhich 
she  published  in  1572,  when  she 
could  not  be  above  i  8.  She  wrote 
also  tragedies  and  comedies;  and 
particularly  the  tragedy  of  "  Holo- 
fernes,"  which  was  represented  on 
the  theatre  of  Rochelle  in  1574. 
She  died  1631. 

PARUTA  (PAUL)  a  noble  Ve- 
netian, born  1.540,  died  1598. 
There  are  of  his  writing,  "  Notes 
upon  Tacitus;"  "  Political  Dis- 
courses;" "  A  Treatise  of  the  Per- 
fecHon  of  the  Political  Life;"  and, 
"  A  History  of  Venice  from  1513 
to  1=72,  with  the  War  of  Cyprus." 

PASCAL  (BLAISE)  a  French- 
jnan,  highly  eminent  as  a  mathema- 
tical genius,  born  at  Clermont  1623, 
died  1663.  As  a  writer,  he  is  ce- 
lebrated for  his  "  Provincial  Let- 
ters," published  in  1656,  under  the 
name  of  Louis  de  Montalte,  which, 
as  Voltaire  say?,  may  be  considered 
as  models  of  eloquence  and  humour. 
Though  they  have  been  now  writ- 
ten almost  100  years,  yet  not  a 
single  word  occurs  in  them  savour- 
ing of  that  vicissitude  to  which 
living  languages  are  so  subjeft. 
These  "  Letters"  have  been  trans- 
lated into  all  languages,  and  printed 
many  times. 

FASOUIER,  or  FAOU1ER, 
(STEPHEN)  a  learned  French  law- 
yer  and  poet,  born  at  Paris  1528, 
died  1615.  His  chief  work  is  his 
"  Recherches,"  in  which  he  fell 
unmercifully  upon  ths  Jesuits. 

PASSERAT  (JOHN)  a  celebrat- 
ed professor  of  eloquence  in  the 
Royal  College  at  Paris,  and  one  of 
the  politest  writers  and  most  excel- 
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lent  critics   of  his     time,    born   at 
Troyes  1534,  died  1602. 

PATERCL'LUS  (CAIUS  VEL- 
LEIUS)  an  ancient  Roman  histo- 
rian, born  in  the  year  of  Rome  735, 
died  784,  having  left  a  "  History  of 
Greece  and  Rome  from  168  B.C. 
to  A.  D.  8;"  in  which  we  have  many 
particulars  related,  that  are  no  where 
else  to  be  found. 

F.JT£RSOX(SJUUEL]  an  e-minent 
bibliographer,  well  known  among 
literary  men  for  his  rare  talents  in 
the  arduous  task  of  composing 
scientific  and  classical  catalogues  of 
public  and  private  libraries  of 
books  and  manuscripts  in  the  an- 
cient and  modern  languages.  His 
catalogues,  forming  many  volumes, 
are  now  become  scarce,  and  of 
themselves  form  valuable  article* 
in  good  libraries.  Mr.  Paterson 
also  wrote  many  little  works,  hav- 
ing for  their  objefl  public  utility, 
sound  policy,  and  moral  admoni- 
tion ;  but  to  which  he  did  not  af- 
fix his  name.  Among  ethers,  "  A 
Journey  through  Part  of  the  Ne- 
therlands1, in  1766,  by  Coriat  Ju- 
nior," 3  vols.  1 2aao.  1769;  and 
"  Joineriana,  or  the  Book  of 
Scraps,"  2  vols.  Svo.  He  was 
born  in  London,  March  17,  1728, 
and  died  Oft.  29,  1802. 

PATIN  (GUY)  a  French  writer 
of  much  wit  and  learning,  and  pro. 
fessor  of  physic  in  the  Royal  Col- 
lege of  Paris,  born  at  Houdan  in 
the  Isle  of  France  1602,  died  1672. 
His  "  Letters,"  published  sine* 
his  death,  have  made  his  name  fa- 
mous. 

PATIN  (CHARLES)  second  son 
of  Guy  Patin,  born  at  Paris  1633, 
published  a  great  numbsr  of  valua- 
ble works,  many  on  subjects  of 
physic,  but  the  greater  part  oa 
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wcdals  and  antiquities,  and  died 
1093. 

PATRICK  (SIMON)  a  very 
learned  bishop  of  Ely,  '•  orn  at  Gains* 
borough  1626,  died  1707,  having 
published  many  "  Serrrons,"  "  Tracts 
against  Popery,"  and"  Paraphrases 
and  Con.'.vieiitaries  upon  the  Koly 
Scriptures."  These  last  are  excel- 
lent in  their 'way,  and  perhaps  the 
moit  useful  of  any  ever  written  in 
t..e  English  language. 

PATRU  (OLIVER)  an  eminent 
French  lawyer,  memorable  for  be- 
ing the  first  who  introduced  cor- 
rectness and  purity  of  language  into 
pleading*,  born  at  Paris  1604,  died 
1681.  HU  works  consist  of 

"  Pleadings,"  "  Orations,"  "  Let- 
ters," "  Lives  of  some  of  his 
Friends,"  Remarks  uponthe  "French 
Language,"  Sec. 

PvATTISON  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  poet  of  genius,  but  whose 
imprudence  made  his  life  miserable, 
and  his  decease  premature,  dying  of 
want  and  the  small-pox  at  20  years 
of  age,  1726.  He  was  born  at 
Peasmarsh  in  Sussex  1706. 

PAUL  III.  (ALEXANDER 
FARXESE)  pope,  memorable  for 
refusing  to  divorce  Henry  VIII.  of 
England  from  his  queen  Catherine 
of  Arragon,  by  which  the  popish 
writers  say  he  lost  the  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction  of  F.ngland.  He  was  a 
patron  of  learning,  and  some  of  his 
letters  to  Sadolet  and  Erasmus  are 
still  extant.  He  was  born  1467, 
and  died  1549. 

PAUL  (FATHER)  a  most  illus- 
trious person  and  universal  scholar, 
but  particularly  skilled  in  the  canon 
and  civil  law  and  in  physic,  born  at 
Venice  1552,  was  the  son  of  Francis 
Sarpi,  a  merchant,  and  baptized  b) 
the  name  of  Peter,  which  he  after- 
wards, upou  entering  into  the  order 
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of  the  Service,,,-  changed  for  Paul. 
That  he  discovered  the  valves  which 
=erve  for  the  circulation  of  the 
Dlootl,  saems  to  be  allowed;  butnot 
that  bs  first  discovered  the  circula- 
tion itself,  as  Walasus,  Morhoff,  and 
others  have  contended,  in  prejudice 
to  our  country  man  Harvey,  to  whom 
that  discovery  has  usually,  and  in- 
deed justly,  been  ascribed.  Ha 
wrote  mar.y  political  anJ  anatomi- 
cal works;  but  is  principally  cele- 
brated for  his  "  History  of  the 
Council  of  Trent,"  which  (as  bishop 
Burnet  siys)  was  generally  looked 
on  as  the  rarest  piece  of  history 
v,  hirh  the  world  ever  saw.  He 
died  1622,  and  the  last  words  he 
uttered  were,  Esio  perpetua;  which 
was  supposed  to  be  a  prayer  for  the 
republic. 

PAUSANIAS,  an  ancient  Greek 
writer,  who  flourished  in  Cappado- 
ciaaboutA.D.  170,  and  has  left  us 
a  curious  "  Description  of  Greece," 
and  other  works. 

PAUW  ( DE)  a  French  wri- 
ter, eminent  for  his  "  Recherches 
sur  les  Aineric-iiris,  Its  Egyptiennes, 
les  Chinoises,  &  le»  Grecs,"  was 
born  1739,  and  died  at  Zanten,  near 
Aix-la-Chapelle,  July  1799. 

PEAKCE  (DR.ZACHARY)  bi- 
shop  of  Rochester,  born  in  London 
1690,  died  June  29,  1774.  His 
critical  abilities,  and  application 
ic  prulological  learning,  were  great  ; 
but  the  most  considerable  of  his 
works  were.editions  of"  Longinus" 
and  "  Cicero;"  and  "A  Com- 
rnentary  with  Notes  on  the  Four 
Evangelists  and  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles." 

PECK.  (FRA.V-CIS)  an  eminent 
English  antiquary,  biographer,  and 
critic,  born  at  Stamford,  Lincoln- 
shire, 1692,  died  1743-  His  best 
work  is  intituled  "  Desiderata  Cu- 
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jiosa;  or,  A  ColieQion  of  divers 
scarce  and  curious  Pieces  relating 
chiefly  to  matters  of  English  His- 
tory." 

PECKWELL  (DR.  HENRY)  a 
very  eminent  English  divine,  and 
popular  preacher  ami>ng  the  Calvi- 
iristic  methodises,  born  1747,  died 
1787,  having  passed  an  aflive  life 
ih  the  exertisc  and  promotion  of 
charity.  He  was  founder  of  a  cha 
ritable  institution  called  "  The  Sick 
Man's  Friend,"  whose  ohjeB  is,  to 
relieve  the  bodily  wants  of  the  sick 
poor  of  every  denomination,  and  to 
convey  knowledge  and  instruction 
to  the  mind. 

PEELE  (GEORGE)  an  Englii! 
poet  and  dramatic  writer,  \vho 
flourished  in  the  reign  of  queen 
Elizabeth. 

PEERE     V.'ILLIAMS     (WIL- 
L1AM)  an  English  law-writer,  died 
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PEGGE  (SAMUEL)  a  learned  an- 
tiqiidry,  who  published  "  Curialia  ; 
or,  An  Historical  Account  of  some 
Branches  of  the  Royal  Household," 
&c.  and  other  wciks,  was  born  at 
Whittington  in  Derbyshire  1732, 
and  died  May  22,  1800. 

PE1RESC  (NICOLAS  CLAUDE 
FABRIC1US)  an  illustrious  anti- 
quary, and  pjtton  of  learned  men, 
bornat  Pisainltaly  i_58o,died  1637. 
PELAG1US  (the  Heresiarch, 
founder  of  the  se£t  of  Pelagians, 
born  in  Britain  in  the  4th  century, 
and  said  to  have  been  abbot  of  the 
monastery  of  Bangor.  He  first 
taught  his  doclrines  at  Rome  about 
400 ;  but,  being  banished  thence, 
jeturned  to  England,  where  he  lived 
and  died  obscurely.  His  principal 
tenets  were,  that  man  is  able  to 
work  out  his  salvation  by  the  natu- 
lal  force  of  free-will,  without  the 
assistance  of  grace  ;  that  by  these 
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natural  powers  he  may  even  attain 
to  such  a  state  of  perfection,   as  not 

0  be   subjeft  either    to  passion  or 
sin  ;   that  grace  is  given   in  propor- 
tion to  our  meriting  it ;    and,  lastly, 
that    there    is   no   such  thing  as  ori- 
ginal sin. 

PELAGIUS  II.  (POPE)  who 
succeeded  Benedict  I.  in  578,  was 
the  son  of  \\  ingil,  a  Goth.  In  his 
time  a  plague  raged  at  Rome  of  so 
fatal  a  nature,  that  persons  seized 
with  it  died  sneezing  or  gaping; 
whence,  according  to  some  histo- 
rians, came  the  custom  of  saying 
"  God  bless  you"  when  a  person 
sneezes,  and  of  making  the  sign  of 
the  cross  upon  the  mouth  when  any 
one  gapes. 

PELL  (JOHN)  an  English  divine 
and  very  eminent  mathematician, 

1  orn    in    Lincolnshire     1610,    died 
1685,    leaving  very  numerous  and 
valuable  treatises  on  the    mathema- 
tics. 

PELLEGRINO  Tibaldi,  called 
otherwise  PELEGRINO  da  Bologna, 
an  eminent  painter  and  architect, 
born  at  Milan  1521,  died  1591. 

PELLEGRINO  of  Modena,  a  ce- 
lebrated Italian  painter,  born  1511, 
and  bred  under  Raphael,  was  killed 
in  an  affray. 

PELLETIER  (JAMES)  a  French 
physician,  and  medical  and  mathe- 
matical writer,  born  at  Mans  1517, 
cued  1582. 

PELLISSON  (PAUL)  a  French 
academician,  and  one  of  the  finest 
genii  of  the  17th  ctntury,  born  at 
Beziers  1624,  died  1693.  His 
chief  works  are,  "  A  Commentary 
upon  the  Institutes  of  Justinian," 
and  a  "  Hi.-tory  of  the  French 
Academy,  from  its  establishment 
in  1635  to  16,52  ;r>  which  latter 
work  has  always  been  reckoned  a 
masterpiece. 
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PENN  (WILLIAM)  an  illustri- 
ous person  among  the  Quakers,  and 
founder  and  legislator  of  the  colony 
of  Pennsylvania  in  North  America, 
\vasborn  in  London  1644,— In  1668 
he  became  a  preacher  among  the 
Quakers,  and  from  that  time  pub- 
kshed  a  great  variety  of  tracls,  and 
travelled  much  in  Holland  and  Ger- 
many to  support  the  cause  of  Qua- 
kerism.— In  1681,  Charles  II.  in 
conside:ation  of  the  services  of  Sir 
\\~illiam  Penn,  his  lather,  ana  sun- 
dry  debts  due  to  him  from  the 
crown  at  the  time  of  his  decease, 
granted  Mr.  Penn  and  his  heirs,  by 
letters- pattnt,  the  province  lying  on 
the  west  side  of  the  river  Delaware 
in  North  America,  and  made  them 
absolute  proprietors  and  governors 
of  that  country.  The  name  too 
was  changed,  in  honour  of  Fenn, 
from  the  New  Nethei  lands  to  Penn- 
sylvania, it  having  been  a  sylva,  or 
country  overgrown  with  woods. 
Up^n  this,  he  published  "  A  Brief 
Account  of  the  Province  of  Penn- 
sylvania," proposing  an  easy  pur- 
chase of  lands,  and  good  terms  of 
settlement,  to  such  as  were  inclined 
to  remove  thither.  He  died  in 
England  1718;  and  his  works  have 
been  since  published  in  2  vols.  folio. 

PENNANT  (THOMAS;  an  Eng- 
lish gentleman  of  eminent  know- 
ledge  in  natural  history  and  anti- 
quities, was  born  at  Downing  in 
Flintshire  1726,  and  died  at  the 
same  place,  Dec.  16,  1798.  His 
principal  works  are,  "  British  Zoo- 
logy," "  Indian  Zoology,"  a  "  His 
tory  of  Quadrupeds,"  "'Tours  in 
Scotland,  \Vales,  8cc."  "  History  of 
London,"  "  View  of  Hindostan," 
&.c.  &c.  and  are  in  high  esteem. 

PENNI  (GIOVANNI  FRAN- 
CISCO)  an  eminent  Italian  painter, 
and  disciple  of  Raphael,  born  at 
riorence  1488,  died  1528.  He 
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was  very  skilful,  especially  in  de- 
signing, and  has  done  a  great  many 
things  from  Raphael's  thoughts, 
which  pass  for  that  master's  own. 

PENN1NGTON  (LADY)  wife 
of  Sir  Joseph  Fennington,  bart.  of 
Water  Hall,  Yorkshire.  Family 
misunderstandings  having  separated 
this  Iddy  fiom  her  children,  she 
wrote  for  theii  use  "  An  Unfortu- 
nate Mother's  -Advice  to  her  Absent 
Daughteis;"  a  work  of  great  merit, 
and  which  all  parents  ought  to  put 
into  the  hands  of  their  ftmale  off- 
spring. Lativ  P.  died  Sept  3,  1783. 

PEN  ROSE  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  ana  ingeniouo  poet,  born 
at  Ncttbury,  Berks,  1743,  died 
1779.  His  poems  were  published 
in  i  L'H.o.  1781. 

PEFl  SCH  (DR  JOHN  CHRIS- 
TOPHER) one  ol  the  greatest  theo- 
retic musicians  of  modern  times, 
was  born  at  Berlin  1067,  and  be- 
came so  early  a  proficient  on  the 
harpsithoid,  that  at  the  age  of  14 
he  was  sent  for  to  court,  and  ap- 
pointed to  tea-.il  the  prince,  father 
of  the  king  of  Fiussia.  About 
1700  he  came  over  to  England, 
was  retained  at  Drury-lane,  and  as- 
sisted in  setting  the  operas  which 
were  performed  there.  He  com- 
posed tl.e  music  for  "  The  beggar's 
Opera,"  and  wrote  a  very  learned 
and  scientific  Account  cf  the  An- 
cient Gt-nera,  which  was  read  be- 
fore the  Royal  Society,  and  is  pub- 
lished in  the  "  Phil.  Trans."  for  oa. 
Nov.  and  Dec.  1746.  He  died  17,52. 

PEkCIVAL  (DR.THOMJS],  an 
eminent  physician,  and  medical  and 
niiiccil^iieous  writer,  \vas  born  at 
Warrington  in  Lancashire,  Sept.  29, 
1740,  and  died  at  Manchester,  Aug. 
30,  .804.  In  his 4>  Medical  Ethics," 
published  in  1803,  he  has  composed 
a  system  of  medical  legislation  ex- 
tending to  the  exercise  of  all  the 
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branches  of  that  science,  and  founded 
in  reason,  justice,  benevolence,  and 
truth.  Ke  also  published  in  two 
volumes  "  A  Father's  Ir^truflions 
to  his  Ch  irlren  ;"  '«  Essays,  Mt 
dical,  Philosophical,  and  Experi- 
mental," 2  vols.  and  '•  Moral  ar..! 
Literary  Dissertations;"  and  left 
behind  him  an  excellent  moral  cha- 
rafter. 

PERDICCAS,  one  of  the  gene- 
rals and  successors  of  Alexander 
the  Great.  He  disputed  the  throne 
of  Macedon  with  Antigonu?,  who 
entered  into  alliance  with  Anti pa- 
ter, Craten:«,  and  Ptolemy.  Fer- 
diccas  opposed  them  wi:h  great 
valour;  but  behaving  with  arro- 
gance and  severity  to  his  army,  his 
principal  officers  revolted  and  slew 
him  in  liistent  321  B  C. 

PEREF1XE  (HARDOUIN  DE 
BEAUMONT  DE)  archbishop  of 
Paris,  and  author  of  a  very  excel- 
lent "  History  of  Henry  IV.  of 
France,"  full  of  wisdom  in  what  re- 
lates to  the  institution  of  a  prince, 
and  full  of  truth  as  to  matters  of 
fa8.  He  died  1670. 

PERGOLESI  (GIOVAXX1 
BATTIVTA)  a  celebrated  musician, 
composer,  ami  poet,  born  at  Naples 
1704,  died  1737. 

PERIANDKR,  a  tyrant  of  Co- 
rinth, extolled  by  some  Greek  his- 
torians as  a  great  politician  and 
warrior,  died  588  B.  C. 

PERICLES,  a  celebrated  Athe 
nian  statesman, orator,  and  general. 
He  gained  several  victories  over  the 
Lacedemonians,  and  other  enemies 
of  the  Athenians;  but  chiefly  valued 
himself  upon  this  circumstance, 
which  points  out  his  amiable  cha- 
racter, that  during  his  administra- 
tion he  had  not  been  the  cause  of 
any  citizen's  going  into  mourning. 
He  died  429  B.C. 
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PEROUSE  (|.I.  G.)  a  cclebrafc. 
ed  French  circumnavigator,  born' 
at  Albi  1741,  was  lo>t  on  his  re- 
turn  from  a  voyage  round  the 
world,  some  time  in  the  year  1788. 
The  time  and  circum-tarices  of  his 
fat-:  have  not  been,  and  perhaps 
never  will  be,  accurately  ascer- 
tained. 

PERRA.ULT  (CLAUDE)  born 
at  Paris  1613,  and  bred  a  physi- 
cian, which  profession,  however, 
he  quitted  for  th  it  of  an  architect. 
He  deigned  the  entrance  into  the 
Lcuv  re  ;  published  a  translation  of 
Vifuvius  into  French  with  notes; 
a  Book  of  the  five  Orders  of  Ar- 
chitecture ;  a  Collection  of  several 
Machines  of  his  own  Invention  ; 
Medical  Essays,  and  Memoirs  of 
the  Natural  History  of  Animals, 
and  died  1688. 

PERRAULT  (CHARLES)  bro- 
ther  of  Claude,  a  celebrated  French 
poet,  biographer,  and  miscellaneous 
writer,  born  at  Paris  1626,  died 


PERRIER  (CHARLES)  a  French 
writer,  called  by  Menage  "  The 
prince  of  Lyric  poets,"  was  born  at 
Aix,  and  du-d  1692. 

PERRON  (JAMES  DAVY  DU) 
a  cardinal  eminent  for  great  parts 
and  learning,  born  at  Berne  1556. 
His  studies  were  theological  and 
polemical,  and  his  controversial 
talents  so  great,  that  none  durst 
dispute  with  him.  He  obtained  at 
length  the  place  of  reader  to  Henry 
III.  and  distingui~hed  himself  great- 
ly by  his  speeches  and  his  writings 
till  his  death  in  1618. 

PERROT  (NICHOLAS)  sieur 
d'  Ablancourt,  celebrated  for  his 
excellent  translations  into  French 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  classics, 
born  at  Chalons  1606,  died  1664. 

PERRY  (CAPTAIN  JOHN;  a 
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celebrated  English  engineer,  who 
resided  many  years,  under  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  czar  Peter,  in  Russia, 
of  which  country  he  wrote  the  his- 
tory, and  died  1733. 

PERS1US  (AULUS  FLACCUS) 
an  ancient  Latin  poet  and  Roman 
knight,  who  wrote  satires  under 
the  reign  of  Nero,  was  born  in  He- 
truria,  A.  D.  32.  Six  of  his  sa- 
tires remain,  in  their  judgments  of 
which  the  critics  have  been  much 
divided.  As  a  poet,  he  is  certainly 
inferior  to  Horace  and  Juvenal; 
but  his  style  is  grand,  figurative, 
poetical,  and  suitable  to  the  dignity 
of  the  Stoic  philosophy:  hence  he 
shines  most  in  recommending  virtue 
and  integrity.  He  died  A.D.  62. 

PETAV1US  (DIONYSIUS)  or 
DENIS  PETAU,  a  French  Jesuit 
cf  great  erudition,  born  at  Or- 
leans 1583,  died  1652.  He  pub- 
lished "  The  Works  of  Synesius," 
and  of  "  Chrysostom  ;"  but  is  most 
highly  celebrated,  even  at  the  pre- 
sent day,  for  an  excellent  work 
intituled  "  Rationarium  Tempo- 
rum  ;"  which  is  an  abridgement  of 
universal  history,  from  the  earliest 
times  down  to  1632,  digested  in  a 
chronological  order,  and  supported 
all  the  way  by  references  to  proper 
authorities. 

PETERTHE  HERMIT,  a  French 
officer,  of  Amiens,  who,  quitting 
the  military  profession,  commenced 
hermit  and  pilgrim.  Unfortunately 
he  travelled  to  the  Holy  Land  about 
1093,  and  making  a  melancholy 
recital  of  the  deplorable  situation 
of  a  few  Christians  in  that  country 
to  pope  Urban  II.  and  at  the  same 
time  enthusiastically  lamenting  that 
infidels  should  be  in  possession 
of  the  famous  city  where  the  Author 
of  Christianity  first  promulgated  his 
sacted  doctrines,  Urban  gave  him  a 
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I  fatal  commission  to  excite  all  chris- 
tian  princes  to  a  general  war  against 
the  Turks  and  Saracens,  possessors 
of  the  Holy  Land. 

PETER  THE  GREAT,  czar  of 
Russia,  who  civilized  that  nation, 
and  raised  it  from  ignorance  and  bar- 
barism to  politeness,  knowledge,  and 
power,  was  born  3oth  May  1672* 
The  history  of  his  life  and  reign 
would  demand  a  folio  volume,  and 
is  so  eventful  as  to  defy  abridge« 
ment.  The  most  striking  passages 
of  it  are  his  travels,  studies,  and 
personal  fatigues,  for  the  attaining 
of  knowledge  in  civil  and  military 
affairs,  and  the  improvement  of  his 
subjects ;  his  intrcduclion  of  arts  and 
sciences,  a  naval  force,  and  commerce 
with  foreign  nations  ;  his  many  re- 
formations  in  church  and  state,  the 
army,  and  the  customs  and  manners 
of  his  people;  his  wars  with  the 
Swedes,  Turks,  Tartars,  and  Per- 
sians ;  viclories  by  sea  and  land, 
acquisitions  of  territory,  and  in- 
crease of  power ;  his  regard  to  ge- 
nius and  merit,  and  his  severe  jus- 
tice on  offenders  against  the  laws. 
]  All  these  very  justly  entitle  him 
to  the  appellation  he  obtained,  of 
"  Father  of  his  Country,"  which  he 
left  to  lament  his  death  Jan.  28, 
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PETIS  DE  LA  CRO1X  (FRAN- 

CIS)  interpreter  of  the  oriental 
languages  to  the  French  king 
Louis  XI V.  died  1713,  after  hav- 
ing compiled  several  useful  works 
relating  to  oriental  history  ;  among 
others,  "  The  History  of  Gengis- 
Khan,"  which  has  been  translated 
into  English. 

PETIT  (PETER)  of  France,  cele- 
brated for  his  mathematical  and 
philosophical  writings,  and  for  his 
connexion  with  Pascal,  Des  Cartes, 
Mersennus,  and  other  great  men9 
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Montlucon     1598, 


died 


born    at 
1677. 

PETITOT  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
painter  and  chymist.  born  atGene\a 
1607.  To  him  is  ascribed  the  in- 
vention of  painting  in  enamel; 
•which  under  his  hand  acquired  such 
a  degree  of  perfefHon,  as  to  surpass 
niiniature,  and  even  to  equal  paint- 
ina;  in  oil.  He  ma-le  use  of  gold  and 
silver  plates,  and  rarely  enamelled 
on  copper.  Petitot  died  1691. 

PETRARCH  (FRANCIS)  an 
Italian,  eminent  for  ^rest  farts  and 
learning,  who  has  been  called  the 
father  of  modern  poetry,  and  was 
perhaps  the  first  among  the  mo- 
derns in  whom  the  spirit  and  ge- 
nius of  ancient  literature  began  to 
revive.  He  was  born  at  Arczzo 
1304J  ar|d  at  20  years  of  age. 
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but  it  is  manifest,  that  he  speaks  of 
the  most  infamous  afts  of  lewdness 
with  too  great  a  gout  to  be  thought 
a  reformer.  In  short,  his  satire  it 
such  a  medley  of  virtue  and  vice, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
what  he  condemns  or  what  he  ap- 
proves; bat  it  is  so  well  written 
with  regard  to  style,  that  Petronius 
has  been  called  "  Au&or  puris- 
simse  impuritatis." 

PETTY  (SIR  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  physician,  but 
chiefly  celebrated  for  his  knowledge 
in  the  mathematics  and  mechanics, 
and  for  his  writings  on  political 
arit.'jmetic,  born  at  Rumsey,  Hants, 
1623,  died  1687. 

PEYRERE  (ISAAC)  a  French 
heretical  writer,  horn  at  Bourdeaux 
1594,  died  1676.  He  believed 


lo-ing  both  father  and    mother,  he -himself    to    have    discovered    from 
purchased    a   very  retired  but  very    St.   Paul,  that  Adam    was  not    the 


agreeable  country  -  house  called 
Vaucluse,  about  five  miles  east  of 
Avignon,  where  he  spent  a  good 
part  of  every  year.  Here,  in  1327, 
he  commenced  an  amour  with  a 
young  damsel,  named  Laura,  who 
lived  in  the  neighbourhood,  and 
•whom  be  has  mace  famous  by  his 
poetry.  Petrarch's  works  form  four 
folio  volumes;  and  more  than  25 
different  persons  have  written  1m 
life.  He  died  1374. 

PETRONIUS  ARBITER  (TI. 
TUS)  a  polite  writer  and  critic  of 
antiquity,  who  flourished  in  the 
reign  of  Nero  ;  and  of  whom  there 
remains  a  considerable  fragment  of 
a  piece  in  verse  and  prose,  intituled 
"  Satyricon,"  or  a  kind  of  Menip- 
pean  satire.  He  died  in  the  year  of 
Rome  817,  of  Christ  65,  and,  as  is 
supposed,  about  50  years  old.  His 
admirers  say,  that  in  his  "  Satyri- 
con" he  meant  to  expose  the  lux- 
airy  and  debauchery  of  the  court ; 


first  man;  and  to  prove  this  he 
published  a  book  with  this  title: 
"  Praeadamitae;  sive  Exercitatio 
super  Versibus  12,  13,  14,  Capitis 
v.  Epis'.olx  Pauli  ad  Romanes." 
This  work  was  condemned  to  the 
flames,  ar.d  the  author  imprisoned 
at  Brussels;  but  getting  at  liberty, 
through  the  interest  of  the  prince 
of  Conde,  he  went  to  Rome  in 
1656,  and  abjured  Calvinism  and 
Frasadamitism  before  AlexanderVTI. 

PEYRESC.     See  PEIRESC. 

PEZRON  (PAUL)  a  very  learn- 
ed  and  ingenious  French  historian 
and  antiquary,  born  at  Hennebon 
1639,  died  1706. 

PH/EDRUS,  an  ancient  Latin 
author,  and  Freedman  of  the  emps- 
ror  Augustus,  who  wrote  five  books 
of  "  Fables"  in  Iambic  verse,  which, 
are  generally  valued  for  their  wit 
and  good  sense,  expressed  in  great 
purity,  terseness,  and  elegance  o£ 
language.  See  P1THOU. 
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PHj£DRUS  (THOMAS)  profes- 
sor  of  eloquence  at  Rome  early  in 
the  i6th  century,  and  called  (as 
Erasmus  says)  the  Cicero  of  his 
time. 


PHALARIS,  a  celebrated  tyrant 
of  antiquity,  born  at  Crete,  who  is 
said  to  have  given  early  signs  of  an 
ambitious  and  cruel  nature.  As  soon 
a-  lie  was  grown  up,  he  interfered  in 
affairs  of  state,  and  aimed  at  empire; 
on  wlvch   account  he  was  banished 
by  the   Cretans.     He  fled   to  Agri- 
gemum  in  Sicily,  where,  by  virtue 
of  great    accomplishments,    he  be- 
came a    favourite   with   the  people, 
and  obtained  at    length    the    sove. 
reignty  by  stratagem.      All    the  an- 
cient  writers  represent  him  as  a  ty- 
rant of  the  first  magnitude,  and  ne- 
ver  speak  of  him  but  in  terms  ol 
abhorrence.     The  story    of  Pcrillus 
and   his  hull    shews,   however,  that 
be  sometimes  knew  how  to  observe 
justice  even  in  his  cruelties.     Peril- 
Jus  was   a  brass-founder  at  Athens 
who,   wiih    a  view  of  pleasing  the 
cri'el  Pnalaris,  contrived  a  new  and 
unheard  e>,'  kind  of  punishment.  He 
a  brazen   bull,  bigger   than  the 
life,  and    finely  proportioned  ;  and 
fashioned    an    opening    in  his    side 
so  that  men  might  be  admitted  into 
his  bo.'y.      \Vhcn  they  were  shut  up 
there,  a  fire  was  tobe  kindled  under 
the  belly   in    order  to  roast  them  ; 
and  the-  throat  fart  was    so  formed, 
that,  instead  of  the  groans  of  dying 
men,    wtie    tent  forth    rather    the 
roarings  of  a  bull.  This  was  brought 
to  the  tyrant,  who  was  pleased  with 
the  contrivaiv.  e,    and    admired  the 
\vorkm.inship,    but  asked  him    "  if 
ht    had    proved    it?" — "  No,"   re- 
plied   Perilhis.       "  Then  (said   the 
tyrant)     it    is    but   reasonable   that 
you     make     the    first    experiment 
upon    your  own  work ;"    and  or 
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rlered  him  immediately  to  be  pnt 
into  it.  As  to  the  death  of  Pha- 
laris,  Ovid  says  that  his  tongue 
was  first  cut  out,  and  that  he  was 
then  put  into  his  bull,  to  perish  by 
the  same  slow  fire  with  which  so 
many  had  perished  before  him  ; 
others  say  that  he  was  stoned  ;  but 
all  agree  that  his  death  was  vio- 
lent. He  rtigned,  according  to 
Eusebius,  &8  years;  others  say

uncertainty  both  as  to  the  life  and 
death,  and  the  whole  history  of 
this  Sicilian  tyrant.  The  history 
of  the  famous  controversy  between 
Bentley  and  Boyle,  upon  the  ge- 
nuineness of  the  epistle  of  Phalaris, 
is  well  knov.  n. 

PHARAMOKD  was  first  king  of 
France,  and  institutor  of  the  Salique 
law,    which  is   a  code  on   a  variety 
of  subjects  ;   wherein,    among  other 
things,  it  is  declared,  that  no  part 
of  a    real   estate    shall    descend  to 
vomen  ;    on  which   is  founded   the 
aw  which    excludes   females  from 
nheriting     the    throne    of   France. 
-Ie  died  428. 

PHERECRATES,  a  Greek  comic 
ioet,who  flourished  about  330  B.C. 
was  author  of  a  measure  of  verses 
called  after  him  Pherecretians :  they 
were  composed  of  the  three  last  feet 
of    the    hexameter   verse,  and    the 
i  st  of   these  three  feet  was  always 
^pondee. 

PHIDIAS, the  most  famous  sculp- 
tor of  antiamty,  an  Athenian,  and 
contemporary  of  the  celebrated 


Pericles,  died  B.  C.  432. 

PHILIP  II.  king  of  Macedon, 
and  father  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
equally  renowned  as  a  legislator, 
politician,  and  warrior.  After 
having  conquered  Greece,  he  me- 
ditated the  conquest  of  Persia  ;  but 
while  he  was  preparing  for  this 
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expedition,  he  was  assassinated  at  a 
banquet  by  Pausanias,  a  captain  of 
his  guards  336  B.  C. 

PHILIPS  (CATHERINE)  an 
English  lady  of  great  wit  and  ac- 
complishments, but  chiefly  distin- 
guished for  her  skill  in  poetry, 
born  in  London  1631,  died  1664. 
Her  works  are  printed  in  folio, 
with  this  title,  "  Poems  by  the 
most  deservedly-admired  Mrs.  Ca- 
therine Philips,  the  matchless 
Orinda." 

PHILIPS  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  poet,  born  at  Bampton  in 
Oxfordshire  1676.— The  first  poem 
•which  distinguished  him  was  his 
"  Splendid  Shilling;"  which  the 
author  of  the  "  Taller"  styles  "  the 
finest  burlesque  poem  in  the  British 
language."  His  next,  intituled 
"  Blenheim,"  he  wrote  on  occasion 
of  the  vicloty  obtained  there  by  the 
fluke  of  Marlborough  in  1704.  It 
•was  published  in  1705  ;  and  the 
year  after  he  finished  a  third  poem, 
"  Upon  Cyder,"  which  is  founded 
upon  the  model  of  Virgil's  "  Geor- 
gics,"  and  is  a  very  excellent  piece 
in  its  kind.  He  died  1708. 

PHILIPS  (AMBROSE)  an  Eng- 
lish pastoral  and  dramatic  poet,  and 
political  writer,  born  in  Leicester- 
shire  1671,  died  1749. 

PH1LIDOR  (AXDRE  DANI- 
CAN)  the  most  skiliul  chess-player 
perhaps  that  ever  was  known.  Of 
his  wonderful  exhibitions  in  this 
game  we  have  only  room  to  give 
the  following  instance :  in  May 
1783  he  played  at  the  same  time 
3  different  games  without  seeing 
either  of  the  tables.  His  opponents 
were  count  Bruhl,  Mr.  Bowdler 
(the  two  best  players  in  London), 
-and  Mr.  Maseres.  He  defeated 
count  Bruhl  in  i  hour  and  20  mi- 
nutes, and  Mr.  Maseres  in  2  hours. 
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Mr.  Bowdler  reduced  his  game  to 
a  drawn  battle  in  an  hour  and 
three-quarters.  To  those  who  un- 
derstand chess,  this  must  appear 
one  of  the  greatest  exertions  cf 
which  the  human  memory  is  sus- 
ceptible. Mr.  Philidor  was  also  an 
excellent  musician,  and  produced 
many  French  dramatic  pieces  of 
considerable  merit.  He  was  born 
at  Dreux  near  Paris  17  26,  and  died 
in  London,  Aug.  1795. 

PH1LO  JUD.iLUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  writer  on  moral  philosophy, 
and  of  a  noble  family  among  the 
Jews,  flourished  at  Alexandria  in 
the  reign  of  Caligula. 

PHILOLAUS,  of  Crotona,  an 
ancient  philosopher  ofthe  Pythago- 
rean school,  to  whom  some  have 
ascribed  "  The  Golden  Verses  of 
Pythagoras."  He  made  the  heavens 
his  principal  ohjeS  of  contempla- 
tion •  and  is  generally  supposed  to 
have  been  the  author  of  that  sys- 
tem which  Copernicus  afterwards 
revived,  and  which  is  now  known 
to  be  the  true  system  ofthe  world. 

PHILOSTORGIUS,  an  ancient 
ecclesiastical  historian,  who  flourish- 
ed in  Cappadocia  about  the  year 
420. 

PHILOSTRATUS  (FLAV1US) 
an  ancient  Greek  sophist  and  critic, 
who  wrote  the  life  of  Apollonius 
Tyanensis,  which  is  highly  cele- 
brated, and  died  244. 

P  H  I  P  P  S  (CONSTANTINE 
JOHN)  lord  Mulgrave,  an  eminent 
English  circumnavigator,born  1746, 
died  1792. 

PHLEGON,  surnamed  Trallia- 
nus,  the  emperor  Hadrian's  freed- 
man,  wrote  several  works  full  of 
erudition ;  among  which  are,  a 
*'  History  of  the  Olympiads,"  "  A 
Treatise  of  Long-lived  Persons,"  and 
another  of  "  Wonderful  Things." 
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PHOCION,   a   renowned    Athe- 
nian   geneial  and   philosopher,  the 
disciple  of  Plato.      After  having  re 
sisted    all  the    offers    of  Alexander 
the  Great,  and    Antipater,  his  suc- 
cessor,   to  desert  the  Athenian  ser 
vite,  he  was  at  last  condemned  on  a 
false  accusation   of  treason,    by   his 
ungrateful  fellow-citizens,    and   put 
tod*ath  318  B.C. 

FHOTIUS,  patriarch  of  Constan- 
tinople in  the  gth  century,  and  the 
greatest  man  of  the  age  in  which 
be  lived.  Of  his  works,  the  most 
considerable  is  his  "  Bihiiotheca," 
\vhich  contains  the  argument  or  ab- 
Strafts  of  280  volumes  of  many  au- 
thors upon  various  subjects:  among 
whom  are  grammarians,  critics, 
poets,  orators,  sacred  and  profane 
historians,  physicians,  philosophers, 
divines,  &c.  His  "  Nomocanon," 
too,  is  another  proof  of  his  great 
abilities.  It  is  a  collection,  di- 
gested in  an  excellent  method,  of 
the  canons  of  the  councils,  of 
the  canonical  epistles,  and  of 
the  emperor's  laws  relating  to  ec- 
clesiastical matters.  He  died  A.  D. 
S86. 

PIAZZA  (HIEROM  BARTHO- 
LOMEW)  an  historian  of  the  "  In- 
quisition in  Italy,"  of  which  court 
he  was  formerly  a  judge,  but  be- 
came afterwards  (as  he  says)  by  the 
grace  of  God  a  convert  to  the 
church  of  England,  and  died  at 
Cambridge  1745. 

PICART  (BERNARD)  a  very 
famous  French  engraver,  born  at 
Paris  1673,  died  1733. 

PIERINO  (DEL  VAGA)  a  cele- 
brated Italian  painter,  disciple  of 
Raphael,  born  in  Tuscany  about 
1500,  died  1547. 

PIERIUS.  See  VALERIANUS. 

PIGH1US  (STEPHANUS)  a 
very  learned  German  annalist, 
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born  atOveryssel  1570,  died  1604. 
Than  his  "  Annj'ies,  s-cu  Fasti  Ko- 
rnarionun  Mc^istratnuoi  ct  Provin- 
ciarum,"  it  is  not  possible  to  have 
-A  better  commentary  upon  Tally's 
historical  work,  Livy,  D  onysius 
Halicarnassus,  Dion  Cassius,  Flo- 
rus,  and  the  other  writers  on  Ro- 
man affjirs. 

PILES  (ROGER  DE)  an  emi- 
nent French  painter  and  biographer, 
born  at  Clamacy  1635,  died  1709. 
His  best  writings  are,  a  "  Transla- 
tion of  Fresnoy,"  and  «'  Lives  of 
the  Painters,'' 

PI  L  KING  TON  (L/ETITIA) 
an  English  wit  and  poetess,  born 
in  Dublin  1712,  spent  a  life  of 
great  vicissitude, and  died  1750. 

PILPAY,  an  Indian  bramin, 
gymuosophist,  and  moral  fabulist, 
flourished  230  B.  C. 

PIN^EUS  (SEVERINUS)  in 
j  French  Pintau,  an  eminent  surgeon 
of  Paris,  and  author  of  a  very  cu- 
rious Latin  book,  intituled  "  De 
Notis  Integritatis  &;  Corruptions 
Virginum."  He  was  born  at  Char- 
tres  15,50,  and  died  1619. 

PINDAR,  of  Thebes  the  prince 
of  Lyric  poets,  a  contemporary  of 
/Eschylus,  and  born  somewhat  above 
500  years  before  Christ.  Of  the 
numerous  works  which  he  is  said 
to  have  composed,  we  have  only 
his  four  books  of  hymns  of  triumph 
on  the  conquerors  of  the  four  re- 
nowned games  of  Greece :  the 
Olympian,  the  Pythian,  the  Ne- 
maean,  and  the  Isthmian.  The  spi- 
rit of  Pindar's  poetry  is  so  sublime, 
and  the  beauty  so  peculiar,  that 
we  know  not  which  most  to  admire, 
the  prodigious  elevation  of  spirit, 
the  amazing  beauty  of  sentences, 
the  boundless  scope  of  thought,  or 
the  daring  liberty  of  figures  and  of 
measures.  "  Pindar  and  Sophocles 
Hh 
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(says  Longtnus),  like  a  rapid  fire, 
carry  every  thing  before  them." 
The  grandeur  of  his  poetry,  and 
his  deep  et  udition,  made  Plato  call 
him  the  Wisest  and  the  Divine; 
^Eschylus,  the  Gre.it ;  and  Athe- 
na;us,  the  most  Sublime. 

PIXELLI  (JOHN  VINCENT) 
an  J":lian  nob!ein.in  celebrated  for 
his  love  of  letters,  and  the  im- 
mense and  invaluable  library  that 
he  formed,  was  born  at  Naples 
•533'  a"d  died  at  Padua  1601. 
His  library  (comprising  an  astonish- 
ing nuiijber  of  MSS.),  augmented 
by  his  descendants,  was  purchased 
complete  by  an  eminent  English 
bookseller  (Mr.  Robson,  of  Bond- 
Street)  in  1790,  and  sold  by  auQion 
in  London. 

PINTURICCIO  (BERNARDI- 
NO) the  inventor  in  Italy  of  a  new 
way  of  painting  in  the  i5th  cen- 
tury, viz.  by  introducing  the  basso 
relievo  of  architecture  into  his 
pieces  ;  but  this  being  contrary  to 
the  art  of  painting,  which  always 
supposes  a  flat  superficies,  nobody 
followed  his  example.  He  was 
born  at  Perusia  1454,  and  died 
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PIRANESI  (GIAMBATTISTA) 
a  celebrated  architect  and  engraver, 
born  at  Venice  about  1711,  died 
about  1780. 

P1TCA1RNE  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
a  very  eminent  English  physician, 
many  years  president  of  the  college, 
and  F.  R.  S.  bom  about  1711,  died 
Nov.  25,  1791. 

PITHOU,  or  PITHCEUS  (PE- 
TER) a  French  gentleman  of  emi- 
nence in  the  republic  of  letters, 
born  at  Troyes  1539,  died  1596. 
He  published  a  great  number  of 
works  upon  law,  history  and  clas- 
sical literature ;  gave  several  new 
and  conctt  editions  of  ancient  wri- 
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ters,  and  was  the  first  who  made 
the  world  acquainted  with  the  *'  Fa- 
bles of  Phaedrus  :"  they,  together 
with  the  name  of  their  author,  be- 
ing utterly  unknown  and  unheard 
of  till  published  from  a  manuscript 
of  his. 

TITS,  or  PITSEUS  (JOHN)  an 
English  biographer,  born  at  Alton 
1560,  died  1616.  His  chief  work 
is  "  The  Lives  of  the  Kings,  Bi- 
shops, and  Writers,  of  England," 
in  4  vols. 

PITT  (CHRISTOPHER)  an  ele- 
gant English  poet,  and  translator 
of  "  Vida"  and  "  Virgil,"  born  at 
Elandford,  Dorsetshire,  1699,  died 
1748.  Of  the  comparative  merits 
!of  Dryden's  and  Pitt's  translations 
I  of  Virgil,  Dr.  Johnson  thus  speaks: 
"  Dry  den  leads  the  reader  forward 
by  his  general  vigour  and  spright- 
liness,  and  Pitt  often  stops  him  to 
contemplate  the  excellence  of  a 
single  couplet:  Dryden's  faults  are 
forgotten  in  the  hurry  of  delight, 
and  Pitt's  beauties  are  neglcfled  in 
the  languor  of  a  cold  and  listless 
perusal.  Pitt  pleases  the  critics, 
and  Dryden  the  people;  Pitt  is 
quoted,  and  Dryden  read." 

PITT  (WILLIAM)  earl  ofChat- 
ham,  a  most  illustrious  English 
statesman,  son  of  Robert  Pitt,  esq. 
of  Boconnock  in  Cornwall,  was 
born  Nov.  15,  1/08.— After  re- 
ceiving a  liberal  education,  he  ob- 
tained a  cornetcy  of  horse,  and 
soon  after  that  a  seat  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  where  he  greatly  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  his  eloquence 
in  opposition  to  what  he  considered 
as  the  arbitrary  and  indefensible 
measures  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole. 
To  this  opposition  he  was  indebted, 
in  1745,  for  a  legacy  of  io,oool. 
by  the  duchess  dowager  of  Marl- 
borough,  "  on  account  (as  the  will 
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expresses    it)   of  his    merit    in   the 
noble  defence   he  made  for  the  sup- 
port  of  the  laws  of  England,   and  to 
prevent  the  ruin  of  his  country."- — 
In    1756   Mr.  Pitt    was    appointed 
secretary  of  state,  in  which  situation 
be  obtained  the  public  confidence  in 
a  very  high  degree  ;  but    this  alone 
was  not  able  to  support  him  against 
court    intrigues,    and    he    was   de- 
prived of  his  office.     On  this   oc- 
casion the  whole  nation    seemed  to 
rise  up  as  -one  man  in  vindication 
of  the    displaced    patriot;    addresses 
for  his  restoration   became  too  nu- 
merous   and    powerful   to    be   long 
resisted,  and  he  was  again  appointed 
secretary  of   state,   June  29,  1757, 
and   supported   the    character   of  a 
most   incorruptible    and    successful 
minister  till  the  latter  end  of  1761, 
when,  finding  his  influence  decline, 
he  resigned  his  office,  and  received 
a  most  glorious  testimony  of  public 
esteem  in  an  address  from  the  city 
of  London,    lamenting,    "  as    a  na- 
tional' loss,    the    deprivation    of  a 
most  faithful   and    able  minister  at 
a   most  critical   conjunP.ure."—  His 
patriotic   and  formidable  opposition 
to  the  intfodiittion  of  general  war- 
rants will   be   remembered  to  late.-t 
posterity,  as    will    his   equally  elo 
quent  (thongh  unsuccessful)    depre- 
cation  of  the  measures    adopted  in 
1766,   which  finally  ended   in   the 
loss  of  our  American  colonies.     A 
new    ministry,  however,    was    this 
year    formed,    in    which    Mr.  Pitt 
was     made     lord    privy    seal,     and 
raised  to  the    dignities    of    viscount 
Pitt    and    earl    of   Chatham.       Yet 
this    measure    was    very  soon   con 
sidered    and    felt   as    a    court   ma- 
noeuvre   only,     by     removing    him 
from    the    House   of  Commons    to 
lessen    his    weight    and    influence 
and,    finding    the  measures   he   re 
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commended  but  feebly  supported, 
ic  resigned  the  privy  seat,  Nov.  2, 
1768,  and  never  after  accepted  of 
any  public  employment.—  From  this 

ime  his  exertions  in  parliament, 
on  every  important  qr.sstion,  were 
unwearied  ;  but  those  which  more 
>articularly  called  forth  his  powjj-j 
were  that  of  relieving  Protestant 
dissenting  ministers  from  the  hard-

those  who  never  saw  or  heard  this

of  excellence. 

PIX  (MARY)  a  dramatic  writer 
of  no  rrean  talents  in  the  reign  of 
"Willie;;.  III.  born  atNettlebed,  Ox- 
fordshire, She  wrote  4  tragedies, 
2  romerits,  and  a  farce. 

PlZf>RRO  (FRANCIS)  a  Spa- 
nish general,  discoverer  and  con- 
queror of  Peiu,  in  conjunfHon  with 
Diego  Almagro,  a  Spanish  navi- 
gator. They  are  both  chareed  with 
horri'l  cruelties  to  the  inhabitants, 
and  fell  victims  to  their  own  am- 
.biticn,  jealousy,  and  avarice.  Al- 
magic,  revolting,  was  defeated,  and 
be.-eadec!  by  Pizurro,  who  was  as- 
sassinated by  AUnagro's  friends  in 


PLANTIN  (CHRISTOPHER; 
a  celebrated  printer  of  Antwerp, 
who  carried  that  art  to  the  highest 
degree  of  perfection,  was  born  near 
Tours  1533,  and  died  i  598. 

P  LATIN  A  (BARTHOLOMEW) 
a  learned  Italian,  and    author  of    a 
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declare  that  he  had  rather  err  with 
Plato,  than  be  right  with  any  one 
else. 

PLAUTUS(MARCUS  ACCIUS) 
a  comic  writer,  born  at  Sarsina  in 
Umbria,  a  province  of  Italy.  His 
proper  name  was  Marcus  Accius  j 
lie  is  supposed  from  his  splay  feet 
to  have  got  the  surnan.e  of  Plautus. 
\Ve  have  20  of  his  plays  extant, 
though  not  all  of  them  entire. 
Two  things  have  occasioned  Flau. 
tus's  plays  to  be  exceedingly  ad- 
mired :  one  is,  the  exaft  propriety 
of  his  diftion,  which  his  been 
made  the  standard  of  the  purest 
Latin;  the  other,  the  true  lidicule 
and  humour  of  his  charaQers,  which 
has  set  him  above  all  the  Roman 
comic  writers.  He  died  about  184 
B.  C. 

PLAYFORD( JOHN)  born  16  1 3, 
published  an  "  IntroduSion  to  the 
Skill  of  Music,"  which  succeeded 
so  well  as  to  go  through  many  edi- 
tion?. He  died  about  1693. 

PL1NIUS  SECUNDUS  (CAIUS) 
the  eider,  one  of  the  most  learned

he  wasjustly  called  by  Fanaetius  the

DUS  CAIUS)  nephew  of  the  above, 
horn  at  Como,  A.  D.  62,  died  l  13. 
He  was  highly  celebrated  for  his 
abilities  as  a  lawyer,  in  which  pro- 
fession  his  eloquence  was  greatly 
admired;  and  it  is  not  less  conspi- 
cuous in  his  "  Epistles,"  which  are 
historical,  moral,  and  entertaining.

He  attained  the  dignity  cf  co^u! 
under  Titian,  wl.ose  "  Panegyiic" 
he  proncunced  in  the  senate.  This 
masterpiece  ol  eloquence,  and  his 
Letters,  are  all  the  remains  of  this 
author,  though  he  wrote  several 
other  things,  particularly  a  "  His- 
tory of  his  Own  Time." 

PLOT  (DR.  ROBERT)  an  emi- 
nent English  philosopher  and  anti- 
quarv,  born  at  Sutton-Bai  n,  Kent, 
164-,  died  1696.  His  best  works 
are  "  Natural  Histories  of  Oxford- 
shire and  Staffordshire." 

PLOT1NUS,  an  illustrious  Pla- 
tonic philosopher,  born  at  Lycopo- 
lis  in  Egypt  204,  died  270. 

PLOWDEN  (EDMUND)  an  emi- 
nent Serjeant  at  law,  born  in  Shrop 
shire  1517,  die.i  1584.      His  "  Re 
ports"   shew  much  learning  and  sa- 
gacity,   and    are     highly    esteemed. 
He  also  published    "  Queries,    or  a 
Moot-book  of   choice  Cases,"    8vo. 
1662. 

PLUCHE  (ANTO1NE)  a  French 
•writer  on  Natural  History,  born  at 
Rheims  1668.  His  "  Speaacle  de 
la  Nature"  is  known  to  all  the 
world,  as  indeed  it  has  been  trans- 
lated  into  perhaps  all  the  European 
languages  ;  in  English  it  is  entituled, 
"  Nature  Displayed."  "  His^ji'e 
du  Ciel,"  in  2  vols.  tamo,  is  ano- 
ther work  of  our  author,  a  kind  ol 
mythological  Hisioiy  of  the  Hea 
vens.  He  died  175  '. 

PLUT  ARC  H  ,-•  great  philosopher 
and  historian  of  antiquity ,  who  lived 
from  the  reign  of  CLmdius  to  that 
of  Adrian,  was  born  at  Chaeronea, 
a  small  city  of  Eceotia  in  Greec^, 
which  had  also  been  thr  biith  pM. 
of  Pindar.  His  "  Lives  of  the 
Greek  and  Roman  Worthies'1  are 
too  well  known  to  all  nations  to 
require  charafterisinp.  The  wo-k- 
«f  Plutarch  have  been  divided  into 
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"  Lives"  and  "  Morals  ;"  arid  trea- 
sures of  learning,  wisdom,  and  his- 
tory, may  be  found  in  them  ;  for 
they  are  a  kind  of  library,  and  col- 
letHon  of  all  that  was  wisely  said 
and  done  among  the  ancient  Greeks 
and  Romans.  Some  verses  in  the 
"  Anthologia,"  supposed  to  have 
been  written  on  a  statue  creeled  by 
the  Romans  to  his  memory,  have 
been  thus  elegantly  translated  by 
our  Dryden : 

'•  Chzronear.  Plutarch,  to  thy  deathless 
praise 

"  Does  martial  Rome  this  grateful  sta- 
tue raise; 

"  Because  buth  Greece  and  she  thy 
faun;  have  si.arM,

tlBut  th'.;u  thyself  could'st  never  write 
thy  own  ; 

"  Their  lives  have  parallels,  but  thine 
lias  none. 

POCOCK  (SIR  GEORGE)  K.  B. 
a  gallant  English  admhal,  who  im- 
mortalized his  memory  by  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Havannah  Aug.  1 2» 
1762,  and  by  many  other  important 
services,  was  born  1706,  and  died 
1792. 

POCOCKE  (DR.  EDWARD)  a 
most  learned  English  critic  and  com. 
mentstor,  and  famous  particularly 
for  his  great  skill  in  the  Oriental 
languages,  born  at  Oxford  1604, 
died  1691. 

POCOCKE  (DR.  RICHA  RD)  bi- 
shop of  Meath  in  Ireland,  and  <ele- 
brated  fur  his  travels,  ot  which  he 
published  an  ac<  ount  in  "  A  De- 
scriptionof  the  East,  with  Obser- 
<.  ,  ' ons  on  Palestine,  or  the  Holy 
Land,  &r."  born  at  Southampton 
;  704,  dkd  i  7^5. 

POGGlO  BR  ACCIOLINI.a  Flo. 

renti'^e  of  prei.t  part'  and  leatrling, 

\\  ho    floui  ishecl   at   the   time   when 

learning  was   revi-ing    in   Europe, 

Hh  3 
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arc!  himself  contributed  not  a  littls 
to  it,  was  born  1380,  and  died  14,59. 
He  brought  to  light  several  authors 
of  antiquitv,  whose  writinus  were 
considered  as  lest.  His  own  works 
consist  of  '•  Moral  Pieces,  Orations, 
Letters,"  and  "  A  History  of  Flo- 
rence from  135010  1455,"  which 
is  the  most  considerable  of  them. 

POLli  (REGINALD)  cardinal, 
an  eminent  statesman,  and  archbi 
shop  of  Canterbury,  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Mary,  born  at  Stoverton  Cas- 
t'.e.Worcestershire,  i  500,  died  i  55?. 
His  capital  work,  though  a  short 
one,  is  "  Pro  Unitale  Eccle-iastica," 
in  which  he  denies  the  king's  su- 
premacy. 

FOUDORO  (DE  CARAVAG- 
CIO)  an  eminent  Italian  painter, 
born  at  Caravageio  in  the  duchy 
of  Milan  1495,  and  assassinated  by 
his  servant  i  543. 

POL1GNAC  (MELCH1OR  DE) 
a  great  statesman  of  France  under 
Louis  XIV.  and  a  cardinal,  born  at 
Puy  1662,  died  i  741. 

POLITIAN  (ANGELO)  in  La- 
tin Politianus,  a  most  ingenious  and 
learned  historian,  critic,  and  poet, 
born  in  Tuscany  1454,  died  '.494. 

POLY^ENUS,  author  of  eight 
hooks  of  the  "  Stratagems  of  Illus 
trious  commanders  in  War,"  died 
164.  Casaubon  calls  him  "  an  ele- 
gant, acute,  and  learned  writer." 

POLYB1US,  an  ancient  Greek 
universal  historian,  born  about  200 
years  before  Christ.  Of  40  books 
which  he  composed,  there  remain 
but  the  first  5  entire  ;  with  an  epi- 
tome of  the  i  2  following,  which  i 
supposed  to  have  been  done  by  that 
great  assertor  of  Roman  liberty 
Marcus  Brutus.  Polybins  died  at 
82  years  of  age,  by  a  fall  from  his 
horse. 

FOLYCARP,  bhhop  of  Smyrna 
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at  the  end  of  the  first  century,  a  dis- 
ciple of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  and 
author  of  an  "  Epistle  to  the  Fhi- 
iippians,"  a  translation  of  which  is 
preserved  by  Dr.  Cave.  He  was 
burnt  at  Smyrna  A.  D.  167,  in  the 
7th  year  of  Marcus  Aurelius. 

POLYDORE.      See  VERGIL. 

•POLYH1STOR  (real  name  Alex- 
ander  Cornelius)  author  of  an  "  Uni- 
versal History,"  cited  by  many  au- 
thors, but  not  preserved,  flourished 
about  80  B.  C. 

POMBAL  (SEBASTIAN  JO- 
SEPH  CARVALLO,  MARQUIS 
OF)  a  famous  Portuguese  minister 
of  state,  born  in  Coimbra  1697, 
died  May  17  82. 

POMFRET  (JOHN)  an  English 
divine  and  poet  of  considerable  me- 
rit, born  at  Luton  1667,  died  1703, 
POMPADOUR  (JANE  AN- 
TOINETTE POISSON,  MARCH!. 
ONESS  OF)  a  beloved  mistress  of 
Louis  XV.  The  beauty  of  her  per- 
son, the  elegance  of  her  talents, 
and  her  patronage  of  the  polite  arts-, 
have  been  much  celebrated.  She 
was  born  1720,  and  died  1764. 

POMPEY  THE  GREAT,  there- 
nowned  rival  of  Julius  Cassar.  Be- 
ing defeated  by  him  at  the  battle  of 
Pharsalia,  owing  to  the  defection 
of  his  cavalry,  he  fled  by  sea  to 
Egypt,  where  he  was  basely  assas- 
sinated by  order  of  Theodotus, 
prime  minister  to  Ptolemy  tbe 
Younger  (then  a  minor),  48  B.C. 

POMPONATIUS  (FETER)  an 
eminent  philosopher,  born  at  Man- 
tua  1462,  died  1525.  He  was  al- 
most a  dwarf;  yet  possessed  an 
exalted  genius,  and  was  considered 
as  one  of  the  greatest  philosophers 
of  the  age  in  which  he  lived.  His 
principal  works  are,  "  De  Irnmor- 
talitate  Animas,"  (in  which  he  de- 
niet  that  the  immortality  of  the  soul 
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can  be  proved  on  philosophical 
principles,  but  assents  to  it  as  an 
article  of  faith)  and  a  book  upon 
"  Incantations." 

POMPONIUS.  See  MELA. 
POMPON1US  (L^EYUS  JULI- 
US) sometimes  improperly  called 
Peter  of  Calabria,  a  learned  philo- 
sopher, author  of  several  Latin 
works  respecting  the  history  and 
antiquities  of  Rome  ;  an  Abridge- 
ment of  the  Lives  ol  the  Caesars, 
from  the  death  of  Gardian  to  that 
of  Justinian  III.  editor  of  Sallust, 
Pliny  junior,  and  Cicero,  and  com- 
tnentator  on  O_uintilian,  &c.  born 
in  Upper  Calabria  1425,  died  1495. 
PGX1ATOWSKI.  See  STA- 
NISLAUS AUGUSTUS. 

POOLE  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent nonconformist  minister,  and 
celebrated  critic  and  casuist,  born 
at  York  1624,  died  1679,  having 
published  a  very  laborious  and  use- 
ful work,  under  the  title  of  "  Sy- 
nopsis Criticorum  Bibliorum,"  5 
vols.  folio;  a  volume  of  "  English 
Annotations  upon  the  Holy  Scrip- 
ture?;" and  several  smaller  pieces. 

POPE  (SIR  THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish statesman  under  Henry  VIII. 
ar.d  Mary  ;  memorable  as  the  found- 
er of  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  was 
born  at  Deddington  in  Oxfordshire 
in  1508,  and  died  at  Clerkenwell 
in  London,  Jan.  29,  1558.  He  was 
buried  in  St.  Stephen's,  Walbrook. 

POPE  (ALEXANDER)  a  ce- 
lebrated English  poet  and  epistolary 
writer,  born  in  London  1688.  He 
discovered  eaily  an  inclination  to 
versifying;  and  the  translations  of 
Ogilby  and  Sandys  from  Virgil  and 
Ovid  first  falling  in  his  way,  these 
were  hi<  favourite  authors.  At  i  2, 
he  retired  with  his  parents  to  Bin- 
field,  in  Windsor  Forest;  and  there 
became  acquainted  with  the  writ- 
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ings  of  Spenser,  Waller, and  Dryden. 
His  pastorals,   begun  in   1704,    first 
introduced  him  to   the    wits  of  the 
time,  among  whom  were  \Vy<  heriy 
and  Walsh.      The  same  year  he  be- 
gan   his     "  Windsor  Forest."       In 
1708  he  wrote  the  "  Essay  on  Cri- 
ticism ;"  which  production  was  justly 
esteemed  a  master- piece  in  its  kind. 
But,  whatever  may    be  the  merit  of 
the    "  Essay  on   Criticism,"  it  was 
still  surpassed,    in   a  poetical  view, 
by  the    "  Rape  of  the    Lock,"  first 
published    in     1712;     there    being 
more    vis   imaginandi  displayed    in 
this  poem,  than  perhaps  ir.  all    his 
other  works  put  together.    In  1713 
he  gave    out   proposals  for  publish- 
ing    a    translation    of  "     Homer's 
Ihad,"  by   subscription  ;    in     which 
all    parties    concurred   so    heartily, 
that  he  acquired  a  considerable  for- 
tune by  it.      Pope    now    purchased 
a    house   at   Twickenham,  whither 
tie  removed  ,   and  in  1717  publisheJ 
a  collection  of  all  that  he  had  print- 
ed   separately,     and     proceeded    to 
give    a  new  edition  of  Shakspeare, 
which,   being    published    in    1721, 
discovered  that  he  had  consulted  his 
fortune  more  than  his  fame  in  tha; 
undertaking.     The    "  Iliad"   being 
finished,    he  engaged  upon  the  like 
footing  to   undertake    the    "  Odys- 
sey."    Broome  and  Fenton  did  part 
of    it,   and    received  500!.  of  Pope 
for  their  labours.      This  work  being 
finished  in  172.5,  he  was  afterwards 
employed  with  Swift  and  Arbuthnot 
in  printing  some  volumes  of  "  Mis- 
cellanies.'1     In    1727,    his    "  Dun- 
•:iad"   appeared  in  Ireland,   and  the 
year  after    in  England,    with  notes 
by  Swift,  under  the  name  ofScrib- 
lerus.      In    1729,    by  the  advice  of 
lord  Bolmgbrokc,  he  turned  his  pen 
to   subjects    of    morality,    and  pro- 
duced the   "  Essay   on    Man,"  the 
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fourth  epistle  of  which,  "  Upon 
Tasie,"  giving  great  cffence,  as  he 
%vas  supposed  to  ridicule  the  duke 
of  Chandos  under  the  character  of 
"  Timon,"  is  said  to  have  put  him 
upon  writing  '•  Satires,"  which  he 
continued  till  1739.  A  genuine 
collefiion  of  his"  Letters"  was  pub- 
lished in  1737.  Mr.  Pope  died 
1744.  See  BROOME  (WILLIAM  ) 

POPHAM  (SIR  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent English  judge,  was  born  in 
Somersetshire  1531,  made  chief 
justice  of  the  King's  Bench  1592, 
published  "  Report*"  anil  "  Cases." 
in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  died 
1607. 

POFPLE  (WlLtlAM)  an  Eng- 
lish dramatic  writer,  died  1764. 

FOREE  (CHARLES)  a  French 
Jesuit,  and  very  great  genius,  born 
at  Vendes  near  Caen  1675,  died 
1741.  Voltaire  says  of  him,  that 
"  he  was  eloquent  after  the  style 
and  taste  of  Seneca;  a  very  beauti- 
ful poet:  but  that  his  greatest  merit 
consisted  in  inspiring  his  pupils 
with  the  love  of  learning  and  vir- 
tue." There  are  several  Orations, 
Comedies,  and  Tragedies,  of  his 
extant,  in  Latin. 

PORPHYR1US,  of  Tyre,  a  Pla- 
tonic philosopher  of  great  fame 
amocg  the  ancient?,  born  at  Tyre 
A.  D.  233,  died  304. 

PORSEXNA,  king  of  Etruria, 
famous  for  his  siege  of  Rome,  in 
order  to  restore  the  exiled  king 
Tarquin  the  Proud,  died  500  B.  C. 

PORUS,  a  renowned  Indian  em- 
peror, conquered  by  Alexander  the 
Great,  who  was  so  charmed  with 
his  undaunted  valour  and  fortitude, 
that  he  restored  him  his  dominions, 
and  hecame  his  ally. 

POJ.1D1PPUS,  a  comic  poet  of 
Cassar.dra,  flourished  about  530 
B.C. 
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POSTLETHWAYTE  (MALA. 
CHI)  author  of  a  much  esientitd 
'•  Ci>i-initr<.i.il  Dictionary,"  K»  a 
voh.  folio  ;  dicfl  i  7^7. 

POTE  (JO.SEPH)  many  years  a 
respefluble  printer  and  Lookseller 
at  Eton,  arid  editor  as  well  as  print- 
er of  several  learned  and  valuable 
works;  among  whi.h  may  b;  men- 
tioned "  The  History  and  Antiqui- 
ties of  Windsor  Castle,  and  the 
Royal  College  and  Chapel  of  St. 
George,"  &c.  &c.  4to,  illustrated 
with  cuts  ;  and  treating  of  many 
particulais  not  in  Ashmole,  Anstis, 
nor  any  other  writers.  Mr.  Pole 
died  M;irch  3,  i  787. 

POTENG1-R  (JOHN)  an  English 
poet  and  miscellaneous  writer,  born 
at  Winchester  1^.47,. died  1733. 

FOIT  (PERC1VAL)  F.  R."s.  a 
very  eminent  English  ;>urgeon,  lec- 
turer on  that  art,  and  author  of 
many  highly  valuable  treatises,  born 
at  London  1713,  died  Dec.  j  7  88. 

POTTER  (DR.  JOHN)  archbi- 
shop of  Canterbury,^  celebrated 
antiquary, critic,  historian,  and  the- 
ological writer,  born  at  Wakefield 
1674,  died  1747.  His  best  \\orks 
are,  "  Variantes  Lectiones  &  Notse 
ad  Plutatdii  librum  de  andienciis 
Poetis,''  an  edition  of  "  Lyi  o- 
phron,"  in  folio;  "  Antiquities  of 
Greece;"  "  A  Discourse  upon 
Church  Government;"  and  "  Divi- 
nity Leflures," 

POTTER  (ROBERT}  prebendary 
of  Noruah  cathedral,  and  vicar  of 
Loweaoft  in  Suffolk,  born  1721. 
A  great  part  of  his  life  was  employ- 
ed in  the  translation  into  English 
of  the  three  great  writers  of  the 
Greek  drama.  In  1777,  his  trans- 
lation of  yEschylus  appeared;  in 
1781,  that  of  Euripides ;  and  in 
1788,  that  of  Sophocles;  besides 
these,  Mr.  Potter  published  a  VQ. 
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lume  of  poems  in  1774;  and  "  An 
Inquiry  into  some  Passages  of  Dr. 
Johnson's  Lives  of  the  Poets,"  410. 
1785.  His  translations  are  justly 
admired  for  their  fidelity,  as  trans- 
fusing the  loftiness  and  preserving 
the  simplicity  of  the  originals, 
without  running  into  bombast  or 
descending  to  servility:  Mr.  Potter 
was  found  dead  in  his  bed  at  his 
vicarage,  Aug.  g,  180  j. 

POUSS1N  (NICHOLAS)  an  emi- 
nent French  landscape  and  historical 
painter,  born  in  Normandy  1591, 
died  1665. 

POWELL  (GEORGE)  an  emi- 
nent  English  aftor  and  dramatic 
vriter,  contemporary  with  Bsuer- 
ton,  died  1714. 

POWELL  (WILLIAM  SAMU- 
EL) a  learned  English  divine  and 
theological  writer,  born  at  Colches- 
ter 1717,  died  1775- 

POWELL  (FOSTER)  acelebrated 
English  pedestrian,  whose  extraor- 
dinary feats  of  walking  almost  ex- 
ceed credibility.  His  travels  on 
foot  between  London  and  York 
were  the  occasion  of  large  sums  of 
money  being  won  and  lost;  yet  he 
himself  was  generally  in  very  low 
circumstances,  and  died  in  indi- 
gence April  15,  1793,  aSed  59  • 

POWELL  (JOHN  JOSEPH)  an 
English  barrister,  a  writer  of  some 
eminence  on  "  The  Law  of  Mort- 
gages," and  on  "  The  Learning  re- 
spefling  Powers,"  &c.  died  June  21, 
1801. 

FOWNALL  (THOMAS}  an  Eng- 
lish antiquary,  author  of  several 
valuable  papers  in  the  "  Archaeo- 
logia,"  born  1720,  died  April  25, 
1805.  Having  been  governor  of 
South  Carolina,  and  other  Ame- 
rican colonies,  this  gentleman  was 
always  distinguished  from  a  brother 
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of  his  (JORN,  also  an  antiquary)  by 
the  title  of  Governor  Fo.vnall. 

PRATT    (Rt.  Hon.  CHARLES, 
Earl  Camden)  a  most  eminent  Eng- 
lish  lawyer    and    statesman,    bom 
17  13-— After  a  learned  education, 
he  applied  himself  to  the  study  of 
the  law    with    such   effect,   that    he 
became    one  of  the  most  successful 
pleaders   at  the  bar.      In    1759    he 
was  appointed  attoi  n^y- general;   in 
January   1762   he  was  called  to  the 
decree  of  serjeant  atlaw,  appointed 
chief  justice  of    the  common  pleas, 
and   knighted.      His    lordship   pre- 
sided in   that   court    with   dignity, 
weight,  and  impartiality,  never  ex- 
ceeded by  any  of  his   predecessors; 
and   when  John  Wilkes,   esq.  was 
seized  and  committed  to  the  Tower, 
on    an   illegal  general  warrant,  his 
lordship,  with   the   intrepidity  of  a 
I  British  magistrate,  and  the  becom- 
ing  fortitude  of    an     Englishman, 
granted  him  a  Habeas  Corpus;    and, 
on    Ins  being    brought   before   the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  discharged 
him  from    his    confinement   in   the 
jTower,   May  6,    1763,  in  a  speech 
I  which  did  him  honour.      His    wise 
'and  spirited  behaviour    on  this    re- 
markable   occasion,    so    interesting 
to  every    true  born    Briton,  and   in 
the  consequent  judici-d   proceedings 
between  the  printers  of  "  The  North 
Briton"     and   the    messengers    and 
others,    was    so    acceptable  to    the 
nation,  that  the  city  of  Lonuon  pre- 
sented   him   with    the   freedom    of 
their    corporation    in    a    gold    box, 
and    desired      his     piQure,     which 
was  put  up  in   Guildhall,  with  this 
inscription:—

The  corporations  of  Dublin,  Bath, 
Exeter,  and  Norwich,  paid  him  the 
like  compliment.      July  16,   1765, 
he  was  created  a  peer  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, by  the  title  of  lord  Camden.j 
baron    Camden    in    the   county    ofj 
Kent;  and  July  30,  1766,    he  wjs, 
appointed   lord  high  chancellor  of' 
Great    Britain ;    in   which  capacity 
he,  in  a  speech   of  two  hours,  de- 
clared, upon    the   first   decision    of 
the  suit  against  the  messengers  who 
arrested  Mr.  Wilkes,   that  "  it  was 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  whole 
court,  that  general  warrants,  except 
in  cases  of  high  treason,   were  ille- 
gal, oppressive,  and  unwarrantable." 
He  condudled  himself  in  this  high 
office  so  as   to  obtain  the   love  and 
esteem  of  all  parties;  but  when  the 
taxation  of  America   was   in  agita- 
tion,   he   declared    himself  against 
it,    and    strongly   opposing   it,   was 
removed  f.-om    his  station  in  i  770. 
He  was  appointed  president  of  the 
council    March    27,  1782,  and    re- 
signed this    office  in    March  1783; 
but  soon  after  resumed  it,    and  held 
it  till  his  death,  April  18,  1794. 

PRAXITELES,  a  famous  Creek 
sculptor,  about  340  years  B.C. 

PRESTON  (DR.  THOMAS}  an 
English  dramatic  writer  in  queen 
Elizabeth's  reign. 

PREVILLE    ( )  a  very  emi- 

nent  French  comic  atlor,  and  the 
intimate  friend  of  Garrick,  was 
born  1706,  and  died  at  Beauvais 
1799-  He  had  long  meditated  the 
publication  of  a  treatise  on  the 
French  co.-ncdy,  and  on  the  science 
ofadingj  but  latterly  he  became 
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blind;  and  his  head  being  at  times 
deranged,  from  t'he  horrors  to  which 
he  was  witness  in  1793,  thepursuit 
of  that  interesting  work  was,  of 
course,  abandoned. 

PRIAM,  the  famous  king  of 
Troy,  slain  by  Pyrrhus,  1184  B.C. 
PRICE  (REV.  DR.  RICHARD) 
an  eminent  dissenting  minister,  uni- 
versally known  and  celebrated  for 
his  great  abilities  in  arithmetical 
calculations,  and  for  very  numerous 
and  valuable  writings,  theological, 
moral,  and  scientific.  He  was  the 
friend  of  man,  and  the  most  intre. 
pid  assertor  of  his  right-;  and  while 
his  genius  and  his  no  less  abstruse 
than  valuable  labours  in  calculation 
rank  him  with  the  first  philosophers 
of  every  age,  his  politieal  counsels 
and  writings  place  him  among  the 
most  distinguished  patriots  and  be- 
nefaftors  of  nations.  He  was  born 
in  Wales  1723,  and  died  April  19, 
179'- 

PRITCHARD  (HANNAH)  an 
eminent  English  aftress,  who  ex- 
celled both  in  tragedy  and  comedy, 
born  17  i  i,  died  Aug.  1768. 

PRIDEAL'X(Dr.HUM?;:REY) 
an  English  divine,  hh;orian,  and 
critic,  born  at  Padsto-.v  in  Cornwall 
16  ;8,  died  1724.  Hisrhief  works 
aic,  «•  The  Lii'e  cf  Mahn;ret ;,''  "  A 
letter  to  the  Deists;"  aiv!  M?  ^re.t 
work,  "  The  Connexion  of  the  His- 
tory of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment:" a  body  of  universal  history, 
written  with  such  capacity,  accu- 
racy, ind'jstrv,  ,ind  honesty,  as 
make  it  one  of  the  best  books  that 
ever  caaie  into  the  v.'orld.  It  com- 
prises the  ..ii '-:irs  u;  A-'\rii,  Euypt, 
Greece,  and  Ro:r.c,  u;  -.veil  as  those 
of  the  Jews,  and  ilhistr:  r rs  many 
parts  of  profane  history,  \<i. iih  be- 
fore were  obscure. 

PRIESTLEY      (DR.   JCSZPL'J 
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a  very  celebrated  dissenting  clergy- 
man, polemical,  and  philosophical 
writer,  born  at  Field-head,  in  the 
parish  ofBerstall,  in  the  West  Rid- 
ing of  Yorkshire,  March  13,  (old 
style)  1733,  died  at  Northumber- 
land in  Pennsylvania,  North  Ame- 
rica, Feb.  6,  1804.  Dr.  Priestley 
v.'as  at  the  head  of  the  modern 
Unitarians;  a  seft  of  which  the 
leading  tenet  is,  that  Christ  was 
a  mere  man,  and  which  confines 
every  species  of  religious  worship 
and  adoration  to  the  One  Supreme. 
His  opponents  charged  him  with  a 
secret  purpose  of  undermining  the 
Christian  Revelation :  his  friends, 
on  the  contrary,  aver,  that  zeal  for 
Christi^!..-  as  a  divine  dispensation, 
and  the  it. MI  valuable  of  all  gifts 
bestowed  upon  the  human  kind, 
tvas  his  ruling  passion.  It  is  cer- 
tain, however,  that  at  an  early  age 
he  became  an  admirer  and  student 
of  the  metaphysical  philosophy  of 
Hartley,  and  continued  during  life 
its  zealous  advocate.  The  abilities 
of  Dr.  Priestley  were  of  the  very 
first  rate,  and  have  most  materially 
contributed  to  the  advancement  of 
science.  As  an  experimental  phi- 
losopher, he  was;  we  believe,  the 
very  first  of  the  age  in  which  he 
lived ;  but  his  political  and  theo- 
logical writings  are  fraught  with 
principles  destructive  to  the  best 
hopes  of  man,  and  to  the  well-being 
of  society.  The  pious  Dr.  John- 
son said,  "  that  they  were  calcu- 
lated to  unsettle  every  thing,  but  to 
settle  nothing;"  and  the  not  over- 
pious  Gibbon  thus  alludes  to  them  : 
"  The  pillars  of  Revelation  are 
shaken  by  those  men  who  preserve 
the  name  without  the  substance  of 
religion,  who  indulge  the  licence 
without  the  temper  of  philosophy." 
literary  publications  (accord- 
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ing  to  a  list  annexed  to  his  Farewell 
Sermon  to  the  Congregation  at 
Hackney  in  1794)  were  77  in 
number.  The  subsequent  ten  years 
of  his  life,  doubtless,  made  a  vast 
addition  to  the  catalogue.  Widely 
as  \ve  may  differ  from  Dr.  Priest- 
ley's speculative  opinions,  can» 
dour  requires  us  to  say,  that  hi* 
characler  in  the  walks  of  private 
life  secured  him  the  vvarmest  esteem 
and  affection  j  and  his  philosophical 
works  will  hand  down  his  name 
with  veneration  to  late  posterity. 

PRIM AT1CCIO  (FRANCESCO) 
an  eminent  Italian  painter,  who  was 
extremely  skilful  in  stucco  and 
basso  relievo,  and  excelled  chiefly 
in  battle  pieces,  born  at  Bologaa 
1490,  died  1570. 

PRINGLE  (SIR  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent  physician  and  medical  writer, 
and  president  of  the  Royal  Society, 
wa-s  born  in  Roxburghshire  1707, 
and  died  1782.  Among  his  other 
\vritings  is  a  very  valuable  "  Trea« 
tise  on  the  Diseases  of  the  Army." 

PRIOR  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent English  poet  and  statesman, 
born  in  London  1664.  After  hav- 
ing occupied  many  high  diplomatic 
posts  and  lucrative  employments, 
Mr.  Prior  died  fellow  of  St.  John's 
College  in  Cambridge.  He  was 
often  told,  that  a  fellowship  was 
too  trifling  a  tiling  for  him  to  keep, 
and  even  improper  for  his  charac- 
ter: but  he  replied,  that,  "  every 
thing  he  had  besides  was  precarious, 
and  when  all  failed,  that  would  be 
bread  and  cheese ;  on  which  account 
he  did  not  mean  to  part  with  it." 
He  died  1721. 

PR1SCI  ANUS,  an  eminent  gram- 
marian  of  antiquity,  born  at  Cassa- 
rea,  but  afterwards  went  to  Con- 
stantinople, where  he  taught  the 
principles  of  his  art,  and  was  in  the 
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highest  repine  about  the  year  525. 
A  person  who  writes  false  Latin  is 
proverbially  sdid  "  to  break  Pris- 
cian's  head." 

PROCLUS,  an  eminent  philoso- 
pher an:ong  the  later  Platonists, 
born  at  Constantinople  4  10/1^485. 
PROCOPIUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
historian  of  Byzantium,  who  flou- 
lished  in  the  6th  century.  His 
history  commences  toward  the  end 
of  the  reign  of  Anastasius  emperor 
of  the  Ea<t,  407,  and  is  carried 
down  to  the  year  649, 

PROMETHEUS,  the  sonofja- 
phet,  and  a  great  warrior,  supposed 
to  have  been  the  first  discoverer  of 
the  art  of  striking  fire  by  flint  and 
steel,  which  gave  rise  to  the  fable 
of  his  stealing  fire  from  heaven. 
He  flourished  1687  B.  C. 

PROPERTIUS  (SEXTUS  AU- 
RELIUS)  an  eminent  Roman  ele- 
giac poet,  born  at  Mevania  about 
59  B.C.  dicrl  19  B.C.  The  first 
book  of  Propertins"  Elegies  was 
elegantly  rendered  by  Mr.Nottin 
1782,  and  printed  with  a  life  of 
the  poet.  Mr.  N.  had  previously 
(in  1778)  published  a  selection  from 
Petrarch's  poeins. 

FROTOCENES,  a  famouspainter 
of  Rhodes,  cotemporary  and  com- 
panion of  Apelles,  about  300  years 
before  Christ. 

PRYNNE  (WILLIAM)  an  emi 
nent  English  lawyer  and  voluminous 
writer,  much  distinguished  in  the 
civil  commotions  under  Charles  I. 
born  at  Swanswicl:,  Somersetshire, 
1600.  He  published  several  books 
against  what  he  thought  the  enor- 
mities of  the  age,  and  concerning 
the  doflrine  and  discipline  of  the 
church.  His  "Histriomastix,"  which 
came  out  in  1632,  giving  ureat  of- 
fence to  the  court,  he  was  commit- 
ted prisoner  to  the  Tower  of  Lon- 
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don;  and,  in  1633,  sentenced  fcf 
the  ttar-chambcr  to  be  fined  5000!. 
to  the  king,  expelled  the  university 
of  Oxford  and  Lincoln's-Inn,  de- 
Graded  and  disenabled  from  his  pro- 
fession of  the  law,  to  stand  in  the 
pillory  and  lose  his  ears,  to  have  his 
book  public  kly  burnt  before  his  face^ 
and  to  remain  prisoner  during  life; 
the  former  part  of  this  sentence  was 
severely  put  into  effe6h  He  was, 
however,  afterwards  restored  to  li. 
and  held  a  seat  in  the  house 
of  commons  till  his  death,  Oft.  24, 
1669.  His  greatest  work  goes 
under  the  title  of  "  Records,"  in  3 
vols.  folio. 

PSALMANAZAR  (GEORGE) 
the  fiflitious  name  of  a  very  extra, 
ordinary  person,  born  in  one  of  the 
southern  provinces  of  France,  and 
designed  for  a  friar;  who,  after  va- 
rious adventures,  arrived  at  London, 
under  the  charafler  of  a  Japanese 
cor.  verted  to  Christianity  ;  and  therek 
i  finder  the  patronage^nd  santtior.  of 
the  pious  and  learned  Dr.  Edmund 
j  Giltson,  bishop  of  London,  wrote 


a  fabulous  history  of  the  island  of 
Formosa,  translated  the  church  ca- 
techism into  his  pretended  Formo- 
san  language,  and  was  greatly  ca« 
ressed  by  all  the  nobility  and  gentry 
as  a  prodigy;  and  the  better  to  sup. 
port  bis  imposture,  he  lived  chiefly 
on  raw  meat.  He  was  sent  to  Ox- 
ford to  pursue  his  studies,  and  in 
the  end,  being  forsaken  by  his  pa- 
trons on  account  of  some  discoveries 
they  made  respefting  the  history  of 
Formosa,  he  had  recourse  to  his  pen 
in  a  more  honourable  way,  and  was 
concerned  in  writing  and  compiling 
works  of  repute,  particularly  the 
"  Universal  History."  His  death 
happened  in  1763. 

FTOLEM/EUS  (CLAUDIUS)  a 
great    geographer,    mathematician-, 
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*nd  astronomer  of  antiquity,  was 
born  at  Pelusium  in  Egypt,  and  flou- 
rished in  the  reigns  of  Adrian  and 
Marcus  Antoninus. 

PUFFENDORF  (SAMUEL  DE) 
an  eminent  German  civilian  and 
historian,  born  at  Fleh,a  village  of 
Upper  Saxony,  1631,  died  1691. 
Very  numerous  are  the  works  of 
this  learned  and  excellent  man;  but 
the  most  important,  and  what  will 
immortalize  his  name,  is,  his  trea- 
tise "  De  Jure  Naturae  &  Gentium:" 
it  is  indeed  a  body  of  the  law  of  na- 
ture and  nations  well  digested,  and, 
as  some  think,  preferable  to  Gro- 
tius's  book  "  De  Jure  Belli  &.  Pacis,' 
since  the  same  subjects  are  treated 
in  a  more  extensive  manner,  and 
with  greater  order.  His  other 
works  are  chiefly  polemic. 

PUGHET  (PETER  PAUL)  one 
of  the  greatest  painters  that  France 
ever  produced,  born  at  Marseille 
1623,  died  1695.  In  his  manne: 
be  resembled  Michael  Angelo  with 
out  imbibing  his  faults,  being  both 
more  delicate  and  more  natural  than 
that  great  master. 

PULTENEY  (WILLIAM)  ear 
of  Bath,  a  celebrated  English  se 
nator  and  statesman  born  1682 
died  1764.  He  for  many  year 
lived  in  the  very  focus  of  popula 
rity,  and  was  respecled  as  the  chie 
bulwark  against  the  encroachment 
of  the  crown :  but,  from  the  mo 
ment  he  accepted  a  title,  all  hi 
favour  with  the  people  was  at  a 
end  ;  and  the  rest  of  his  life  was 
spent  in  contemning  that  applause 
which  he  could  no  longer  secure. 

PURCELL  (HENRY)  a  very  emi- 
nent English  musician  and  com- 
poser, born  1658,  died  1695.  The 
best  of  his  songs  were  collected  and 
published  after  his  death,  with  the 
title  of  "  Orpheus  Britannicus." 
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!e    was    buried     in    Westminster 
bbey,  and  on  a  tablet  affixed  to  a 
illar  is  an  inscription,  which,  after 
aming  him,  says,    "  who  left  this 
fe,    and    is    gone    to    that  blessed 
lace  where  only  his  harmony  cart 
e   exceeded." — -1    have  been   told, 
jat   the    widow  of    a   recently-de- 
eased     pyrotechnician      was       so 
harmed    with      this      posthumous 
raise  on  Purcell,  that  she  adopted 
r,    with    the   alteration  of  only  a 
ingle  word,    as  an   epitaph  on  her 
lusband,  whom  she  stated  as  being 
1  gone  to  that  blessed  place  where 
only  \i\sjire  works  can  be  exceeded." 
FU  RCH  AS  (SAMUEL)  a  learned 
Snglish  divine,   and  compiler  of  a 
valuable  collection  of  voyages,  born 
at   Thaxted   in    Essex    1577,    died 
1688.     His   book   is    well    known 
under  this  title:   "  Purchas  his  Pil- 
grimage, or  Relations  of  the  World, 
and  the    Religions  observed  in    all 
Ages  and   Places   discovered   from 
the  Creation  unto  this  present." 

PUY  (PETER  DE)  a  very  learn- 
ed  French  antiquary  and  historian, 
born  at  Paris  1583,  died  1652.  A 
"  Hinory  of  the  Templars"  is  his 
principal  work. 

FYRRHO,   an   eminent  philoso- 
pher born  at  Elis,  flourished  in  tha 
time  of  Alexander,  about  the  i  loth 
Olympiad.      He  was  at  first  a  paint- 
er;   but,    happening  on  some  writ- 
ings of  Democritus,  applied  himself 
afterwards  to  philosophy,  and  esta- 
blished a   seft,    which,    from  their 
continual  seeking  after  truth,   and 
never  finding  it,  obtained  the  name 
of   Sceptic ;    as    it  was   sometimes 
called  Pyrrhonian,  from  its  founder. 
PYTHAGORAS,     one     of    tha 
greatest  philosophers  of  antiquity, 
horn  at  Samos  about  590,  died  497 
B.C.      If  we  measure  the  glory  of 
a  philosopher  by  the  duration  of  liis 
1  i 
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doftrine,  and  by  the  extent  of  its 
propagation,  nothing  can  equal  that 
«f  Pythagoia^;  since  most  of  hi> 
<  pimoi.s  are  at  this  day  literaliv 
fallowed  ill  the  greater  part  of 
ti  e  world.  \\  hat  a-e  called  "  The 
ColiJcn  Vcr.-es  of  Pythatoras"  have 
leen  frequently  pul  l<-hcd,  and  are 
well  known j  but  the  real  author  i? 
uncertain. 

QUADRATUS,  a  disciple  of  the 
apostles,  and  bishop  of  Athens,  who 
composed  an  "Apology  for  the 
Christian  F.ith,"and,  presenting  it 
to  the  emperor,  stopped  the  perse- 
cution against  the  Christians,  A.  D. 

QUARLES(FR  ANCIS)  an  Eng. 
li>ii  pott,  botn  at  Rumford,  Kjsex, 
1592,  died  1644.  He  wrote  a  co- 
medy, tailed  "  The  Virgin  \\  i- 
dow,"  primed  in  1649,  and  several 
pcems,  which  were  chiefly  of  the 
religious  kind.  Hi?  pi  incipal  works 
are  his  "  Emblems,"  and  "  Vetsts 
en  Job." 

QUELLINUS  (ERASMUS)  an 
eminent  painter,  and  disciple  ol 
Knbens,  was  Lorn  at  Antwerp  1607, 
and  lived  to  a  very  old  age. 

QULRNO  (CAM  1LI.US)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  foet,  died  15-28. 

QUES>NEL  (PASQU1ER)    ace- 
lebrated    priest    of   the    oratory   ii 
France,  born  at  Paris  1634,  became

QUILLET  (CLAUDIUS) a  French 
physician  and  ingenious  Latin  poet, 
lorn  at  Cliinon  in  Touraine  1602, 
died  1661.  His  chief  work  is  a 
poem  in  4  books,  intituled  "  Calli- 
|  aedia,"  which  has  been  well  trans- 
lated into  English  by  Mr.  Rowe. 

QU1N  (J  AMES)_  a  very  celebra- 
ted English  comedian,  born  in  Lon- 
don 1693,  died  1766.  His  judg- 
ment in  the  English  language,  join- 
ed to  his  merit  as  an  aftor,  recom- 
mended him  to  the  observation  of 
the  prince  of  \Valts,  father  to  his 
present  majesty,  who  appointed 
him  to  instruct  his  children  in  the 
rrue  pronunciation  of  their  mother 
longue.  And  being  informed,  with 
what  elegance  and  noble  propriety 
his  majesty  delivered  his  first  speech 
from  the  throne,  he  cried  out  in  a 
kind  of  extasy — '*  Ay— I  taugrt 
the  boyt'' — Nor  did  his  majesty 
forget  his  old  tutor,  though  so  re- 
mote from  court ;  for  soon  after  Lii 
accession  to  the  throne,  he  gave  or- 
ders, without  any  application  beirg 
made  to  him,  that  a  genteel  pensiin 
should  be  paid  Mr.Quin  during  his 
life. 

QUINAULT  (PHILIP)   a  celc- 
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brated  French  dr->m  itic    poet,   born 
at  Paris  1635,  died   1688. 

QUINCY  (MARQUIS  DE)  a 
French  offi  er  and  engineer,  author 
of  "The  Milirarv  History,  of  Loir- 
XIV."  a  work  proper  to  he  read  l<y 
young  gentlemen  educated  for  the 
military  life,  and  e\en  useful  o 
officers  of  every  nation,  died  17  20. 

QUINCY  (DR.  JOHN)  an  cmi 
nent  Eng'i>n  physician  and  medical 
author,  died  i  7  23. 

QL'INTIf.IANUS  (MARCUS 
FABlUS)an  illustrious  Roman  law- 
yer, rhetorician  and  critic,  born 
about  the  year  42.  He  taught  i  V 
toric  at  Rome,  under  GalSa,  it  the 
exptnce  of  the  government,  with 
the  highest  reputation,  and  formed 
many  excellent  orators,  among 
whom  wix  the  younger  Pliny 
ACcer  having  taught  it  for  20 
years,  obtaining  leave  of  DomitUn 
to  ictire,  he  applied  himself  to 
compose  his  admirable  book,  called 
"  Institutiones  Oratorias."  This  is 
the  most  complete  work  of  its  kind 
that  antiq-.ity  has  left  us;  and 
the  design  is, to  form  a  perfect  ora- 
tor, who  is  accordingly  conducted 
therein,  and  furnished  with  proper 
instructions,  from  his  birth  even  to 
his  death.  It  abound*  with  excel- 
lent >recepts  of  all  kinds,  relating 
to  manners  as  well  as  criticism  ; 
and  cannot  be  read  by  persons  of 
any  age,  but  with  the  greatest  pro- 
fit and  advantage.  Quintilian  lived 
to  be  80  years  of  a>;c. 

OUINTiy  MATbYS,  sometimes 
railed  the  blacksmith  of  Antwerp, 
famous  for  having  been  transformed 
from  a  farrier  to  a  painter  by  the 
force  of  love,  and  for  the  sake  of 
a  mistress  ;  for,  being  enamoured 
with  a  painter's  daughter,  who  re- 
/uscd  to  marry  her  to  any  person 
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but  a  painter,  Qnintin  stiHierl  the 
art,  learned  to  draw,  and  the  fir  f 
portrait  he  painted  was  th  it  of  his 
mistre«,  whi'-h  pleased  the  fither 
so  well,  that  lie  ijave  him  liis  daugh- 
ter; he  afterwards  Necame  eminent 
in  his  new  pro'esMon,  and  died 
prerty  old  in  1,529.  His  works  are 
dispersed  throughout  E  irope. 

O'MNTUS  CAL  \BER,  a  Creek 
poet,  who  '\rote  »  large  "Supple- 
ment to  Homer's  Iliad"  in  14 
hooks;  in  which  a  relation  is 
_iven  of  the  Troj.in  war,  from  the 
'e.irh  of  He£lor  to  the  destruction 
•>f  rroy. 

Qt'lNTUS  CURTIUS  (O.CUR. 
VIl'S  RUFUS)  author  of  ^a  Latin 
history  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
which  has  at  once  immortalized 
the  hero  and  the  historian.  The 
learned  arc  divided  in  opinion,  and 
totally  at  a  loss  about  his  country, 
and  the  time  in  whirh  he  lived. 
Lenglet,  Dnfresnov,  &c.  place  him 
under  Theodosius  the  Great,  about 
A.  D.  380.  As  to  his  country, 
from  the  elegance  of  his  Latin  it  is 
ciost  probaHle  he  was  a  Rotmn. 

RA3ELAIS  (FRANCIS)  a  rele- 
srated  French  physician  and  satirist, 
and  in  the  latter  character  highly 

imguished   by    "The   History   of 

'Hgamua  and  Panta;ruel  ;"a  rough 
satire,  in  the  form  of  a  romance, 
upon  monks,  priests,  popes,  and 
fools  and  knaves  of  all  kinds.  He 
was  born  at  Chinon  in  Touraine 
1483,  and  died  15,53. 

RACINE  (JOHN)  an  illustrious 
French  dramatic  poet,  born  at  Ferte 
Milon  1639,  died  1609- 

RADCLIFFE  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
English  physician  of  uncommon 
eminence,  born  at  Wakefield  1650, 
l:ed  1714.  To  him  the  university 
of  Oxford  is  indebted  for  the  library 
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and  infirmary  which  bear  his  name; 
and  for  an  annual  income  of  6ool. 
for  two  travelling  fellowships. 

RALEGH  (SIR  WALTER)    an 
illustrious     English    navigator    and 
historian,  born  at  Buttley,   Devon- 
shire, 1552.     He  did  eminent  ser- 
vices for  queen  Elizabeth,  particu- 
larly in  the  discovery  of  the  coun- 
try now  called  Virginia  in    Ameri- 
ca, and  in  the  defeat  of  the  Spanish 
Armada,  and  lived  in  full  happiness 
and  honour  during  her  reign  ;   but 
his  sun  set  at  her  death:   for,  on  the 
accession  of  king  James,    he    lost 
his  interest  at   court,    was   stripped 
of  his  prefciments,  and  unaccount- 
ably accused  of  high  treason,  tried, 
and  condemned  to  die.     Being  re 
prievcd,  however,  he  was  commit- 
ted prisoner  to  the   Tower  of  Lon- 
don, where  he  lay  many  years;  anc 
during  bis  confinement  devoted   the 
greatest  part  of  his   time  to  study 
Jiis  writings  have  been  divided  into 
jcetical,    epistolary,    military,   ma 
ritimal,  geographical,  political,  phi 
losopliii  al,   and  historical.     But  hi 
grand  >vork  was,   "The   History  o 
the  World,"   to  the  end  of  the  Ma 
cedonian  empire,    323    B.  C.    in  2 
volf. folio,  a  work   of  vast  compas 
and    endless    variety.      Scnie    have 
fancier),  that  the  merit  of  this  work 
procured  his   releasement  fiom   thi 
Tower;    but,   however  this  was,  h 
received    a    commission    from    th 
king  to  go  and  explore  the  golden 
mines    at    Guiana.     In     the    mean 
time  his   design,  being  betrayed  t> 
the    Spaniards,  was  defeated ;    an> 
his  eldest  son  Walter  being  kille 
by  the  Spaniards  at  St.  Thome,  th 
town  was  burnt  by  captain  Keymis 
Upon  this,   the  Spanish  ambassado 
Gondamar  making  heavy  comnlaint 
*o  the  king,   a  proclamation  wa 
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lublished   immediately  against  Ra» 
egh  and  his  proceedings,  and  threat- 
niug   punishment  in  an  exemplary 
manner.     Ralegh    landed    at    Ply- 
mouth in  July    1618,    and  was  ar- 
ested.     It   was     found,    however, 
hat   his  life  could   not  be  touched 
or  any  thing  which  had  been  done 
at  Guiana:    therefore   a   privy  seal 
was  sent  to   the  judges,   forthwith 
to  order   execution    in  consequence 
f  his  former  attainder;  and  he  was 
beheaded  in  Old  Palace-yard  Ofto- 
ber  29,  suffering  his  fate  with  great 
magnanimity. 

RALPH  (JAMES)  a  voluminous 
writer  in  poetry,  politics,  and  his- 
tory. His  "  History  of  England," 
commencing  with  the  reign  of  the 
Stuarts,  is  much  esteemed,  as  were 
his  political  pamphlets  j  some  of 
which  were  looked  upon  as  master- 
pieces ;  and  his  last  publication, 
intituled,  "  The  Case  of  Authors 
y  Profession,"  isjsteemed  an  ex- 
cclltnt  and  entertaining  perform- 
ance. He  was  an  American  by 
birth,  but  came  over  to  England 
about  1709,  and  died  1762.  There 
are  extant  of  his,  a  comedy,  a  tra- 
gedy, an  opera,  and  a  farce. 

RAMEAU  (JOHN  PHILIP)  an 
illustrious  musician,  and  writer  on 
he  principles  of  that  art,  styled  by 
the  French  the  Newton  of  Har- 
mony, born  at  Dijon  1683,  died 
'76}. 

RAMSAY  (ANDREW  MI- 
CHAEL) frequently  styled  the  Che- 
valier Ramsay,  a  Scots  historian, 
and  political  and  moral  philosophy 
writer,  born  at  Ayr  1686,  died 
1743. 

RAMSAY    (ALLAN)    a    cele- 
brated  Scots  pastoral  poet,    born  at 
Peebles  1696,  died  Jan.  5,  1758. 
RAMUS     (PETER)      an    emi- 
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nent  French  professor  of  philoso- 
phy, eloquence,  and  mathematics, 
born  in  Picardy  1515,  fell  in  the 
massacre  of  Paris  1572. 

RANDOLPH  (THOMAS)  an 
English  dramatic  poet,  born  at 
Kewnham,  Northamptonshire,;  605, 
died  1634.  His  "  Muse's  Looking 
Glass,"  a  comedy,  is  well  known, 
and  much  admired. 

RAPHAEL, an  illustrious  paint- 
er and  archite£l  of  Italy,  born  at 
Urbino  1483,  died  1.5-20.  By  the 
general  consent  of  mankind  he  is 
acknowledged  to  have  been  the 
prince  of  modern  painters,  and  is 
often  styled  "the  divine  Raphael." 
As  Raphael  was  the  best  painter  in 
the  world,  so  was  he  perhaps  the 
best  architect  also:  he  was  at  least 
so  admirable  a  one,  that  Leo  X. 
charged  him  with  the  building  of 
St.  Peter's  Church  at  Rome. 

RAPIN  (RENATUS)  a  French 
Jesuit  and  critic,  famous  for  nis 
skill  in  classical  learning,  born  at 
Tours  1621,  died  1687. 

RAPIN  DE  THOYRAS  (PAUL 
DE)  an  eminent  historiographer, 
born  in  Languedoc  »65i,  fled  to 
England  soon  after  the  revocation 
of  the  edi£l  of  Nantz.  He  after- 
wards went  to  Holland,  and  entered 
into  the  military  service,  but  came 
back  to  England  with  king  William, 
under  whom  he  served,  and  distin- 
guished himself  at  the  battle  of  the 
Boyne  in  Ireland,  and  at  the  siege 
of  Limerick;  but  not  being  pro- 
moted  according  to  hisexpectations 
he  retired  to  Wezel  in  the  duchy 
of  Cleves,  where  he  employed  the 
remainder  of  his  life  (near  17  years) 
in  compiling  his  "  History  of  Eng- 
land, down  to  the  accession  of  Wil- 
liam and  Mary,  1689."  It  vv;is 
•written  by  the  author  in  French, 
and  is  esteemed  the  most  impaitial

history  of  England  yet  extant.  It 
was  translated  by  the  Rev.  N.  Tia- 
dal,  who  continued  the  history  Its 
1760,  with  notes  to  the  whole. 
Rapin  died  i  725. 

RASTAL  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent English  judge  in  the  i6in, 
century,  who  published  "  An  A- 
bridgement  of  the  Statutes  of  Eng- 
land." 

RAVENSCROFT  (EDWARD) 
a  dramatic  writer  in  the  reigns  of 
Charles  II.  and  James  II. 

RAWLEIGH,  RAWLEGH; 
RAWLEY,  or  RALEIGH.  See 
RALEGH. 

RAWLINSON  (THOMAS)  a 
learned  English  antiquary,  died 
'725,  aged  44. 

RAWLINSON  (CHRISTO- 
PHER) an  eminent  antiquarian  and 
critical  writer,  born  in  Lancashire 
1677,  died  1732. 

RAWLINSON' (DR.RICHARD) 
an  eminent  English  antiquary,  died 

1755. a8ed  65- 

RAY,  or  WRAY  (JOHN)  an 
eminent  English  divine,  natural 
philosopher,  natural  historian,  and 
critic,  born  at  Black  Notley  in  Es- 
sex 1628,  died  1705.  His  chief 
works  are,  a  "  Collection  of  Eng- 
lish Proverbs  ;"  "Colkaion  of  un- 
usual or  local  English  words  j" 
"  Historia  PUntarum  Generalis;" 
"  Observations  upon  Birds;"  "  His- 
tory of  Fishes ;"  "  The  Wisdom  of 
God  manifested  in  the  Works  of  the 
Creation;"  and  "Three  Physico- 
Theological  Discourses  concerning 
the  Chao;,  Deluge,  and  Dissolutioa 
of  the  World." 

RAYMOND  (ROBERT)  lord 
chief  justice  of  the  King's  Bench, 
and  an  eminent  law  reporter,  died 

•733- 

RAYNAL  (WILLIAM  THO- 
MAS) a  French  Abbe,  who  diitin> 
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guished  himstlf  as  an  historian  and 
political  writer,  but  is  chiefly  known 
by  his  "  History  of  the  European 
settlements  in  the  East  and  West 
Indies,"  which  has  heen  translated 
into  all  the  European  language;. 
He  was  born  1712,  and  died  at 
Paris  1796. 

REAL  (CESAR  RJCHARD  DE 
ST.)  a  celebrated  writer  on  Roman 
history,  philosophy,  politics,  and 
morals,  born  at  Chamberri  in  Savoy, 
died  1692. 

REAUMUR  (RENE-ANT01NE 
FERCHAULTS1EURDE)  a  French 
philosopher,  born  at  Rochelle  1683, 
died  1757.  He  wrote  a  great 
number  of  pieces  upon  the  various 
branches  of  natural  philosophy; 
but  his  "  History  of  Inse£ls,"  in  6 
voh.  410.  is  his  capital  work.  He 
likewise  gave  a  new  construflion 
to  the  thermometer,  which  to  thi: 
day  bears  his  name. 

RECORD   (ROBERT)    the   fir;, 
English    writer    on    algebra,     died 
1.558. 

REDI  (FRANCIS)  an  Italian 
physician,  natural  philosopher,  and 
poet,  born  at  Arezzo  1626,  died 
1697. 

REED  [JOSEPH],  a  dramatic 
vnter  of  considerable  n.erit,  was 
bom  at  Stockton,  in  the  county  of 
Durham  March  1723,  and  bred  a 
rope-maker;  in  \\hichhecarriedon 
a  very  extensive  trade  in  Sun  Tavern 
fields,  Ratcliffe  High-Way,  where 
he  died  Aug.  15,  1787,  "The 
Register  Office,"  a  farce,  is  the  only 
production  of  his  that  keeps  pos- 
session of  the  stage. 

REGIOMONTANUS,  an  iilus- 
trious  German  astronomer,  whose 
real  name  was  John  Muller,  born 
at  Konigsberg  1436,  die-1  1475. 

REGNARD  (JOHN  FRANCIS) 
a  celebiaud  French,  traveller,  and 
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one  of  the  best  comic  writers  after 
Voliere,  born  at  Paris  1647,  died 
1709. 

REGNIER  (MATHUR1N)  a 
French  satirical  poet,  and  the  first 
among  the  French  who  succeeded 
in  satire,  born  at  Chartres  1573, 
died  1613. 

REGNIER  DE  MARETS  (SE- 
RAPH1N)  a  French  Abbe,  an  emi- 
nent Spanish,  Italian,  and  Latin  poet 
and  translator,  born  at  Paris  1632^ 
died  1713. 

REGULUS  (MARCUS  ATTI. 
L1US)  a  renowned  Roman  general 
and  admiral.  Being  taken  prisoner 
by  the  Carthaginians,  he  was  put 
to  a  most  cruel  death  on  suspicion 
of  having  dissuaded  his  country- 
men from  accepting  their  terms  of 
peace,  251  B.  C. 

REID  (DR. THOMAS)  professor 
of  moral  philosophy  in  the  univer- 
sity of  Glasgow,  and  highly  dis- 
tinguished as  a  mathematician  and 
metaphysician,  was  bern  1709,  and 
riied  Sept.  1796. 

RE1NES1US  (THOMAS) a  learn, 
ed  German  physician  and  antiquary, 
born  at  Gotha  1586,  died  1667. 

REMBRANDT  (VAN  REIN)  a 
Flemish  painter  and  engraver  of 
great  eminence,  born  near  Leyden 
1606.  He  owed  all  his  skill  in  his 
profession  to  the  strength  of  his 
own  genius;  for  the  advantages  of 
education  were  few  or  none  to  him. 
He  formed  a  manner  entirely  new 
and  peculiar  to  himself,  and  drew 
abundance  of  portraits  with  won- 
derful strength,  sweetness,  and  re- 
semblance. Even  in  his  etching, 
which  was  dark,  and  as  paiticular 
as  his  style  in  painting,  every  in- 
dividual  stroke  did  its  part,  and 
expressed  the  very  flesh  as  well  as 
the  spirit,  of  the  persons  it  repre- 
sented. The  union  and  harmony 
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in  all  his  compositions  are  such  as 
are  rarely  to  be  found  in  other  mas- 
ters. He  died  »668. 

RENAUDOT  (EUSEBIUS)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  writer  on  oriental 
history  and  lauguages,  born  at  Paris 
1646,  died  1720.  He  was  the 
grandson  of  THEOPHRASTUS 
RENAUDOT,  a  physician,  who 
distinguished  himself  by  being  the 
first  author  of  newspapers  iu  France 
in  1631. 

RETZ.      See  GONDI. 
REL'CHLIN    (JOHN)  a  learned 
German,    born  at  Pforzheim  1450, 
died   1522.      He  may  be  considered 
as  the  first  man  who  introduced  the 
study  of  the  Hebrew  among  modern 
Christians,   and  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  chief,   if  not  sole,   author 
of  the   celebrated  work,   intituled, 
"Epistolas    Obscurorum    Viroriim." 
REVELY  (\VILLEY;  a  very  in- 
genious English  architect,  who  had 
followed     the    steps    of    Atnenian 
Stuart,  in  his  travels  through  Greece 
and  residence  at  Athens;    and   had 
availed   himself  of  all   the   advan- 
tages which  might  be  derived  from 
visiting    the  Architectural   remains 
in  that   part  of  the  East.     His  col- 
leclion    of   drawings,    which  were 
made  during  his  Oriental  progress, 
are  universally  known  to  the  lovers 
of  art,    and  admirers  of  classic  anti- 
quity.    He  was   also  the  Editor  of 
the  posthumous  Volume  of  Stuart's 
l-  Antiquities  of  Greece,"  and  died 
in  the  prime  of  life  July  6,  1799. 

REYNOLDS  (SIR  JOSHUA)  a 
most  eminent  English  painter,  and 
many  years  president  of  the  Royal 
Academy,  born  at  Flympton,  De- 
von, July  16,  1723.  To  the  busi- 
ness of  portrait-painting  he  parti- 
cularly applied  himself  ;  though  it 
is  easy  to  perceive,  from  the  speci- 
men: he  at  intervals  produced,  that, 
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if  he  had  supposed  the  historical 
department,  equally  eligible,  in  a 
country  where  his  good  sense  very 
early  pointed  out  it  was  not  likely 
to  be  sufficiently  encouraged,  he 
would  have  been  no  Jess  distin- 
guished for  history  pieces  than  for 
portraits.  The  le&ures  that  he  de- 
livered on  the  subject  of  his  art  will 
be  preserved  to  latest  posterity,  as 
models  of  composition.  His  most 
famous  paintings  were,  "  The  Infant 
Hercules,"  "  Count  Ugolino,"  "  Gar- 
rick  between  Tragedy  and  Comedy," 
and  "  Mrs.  Siddons  as  the  Tragic 
Muse."  Of  his  character  and  ta- 
lents the  following  lines  by  Gold- 
smith are  briefly  yet  strongly  ex- 
pressive : 


" — —    to  tell

His  peiicil  was  st-jking,  resistless,  acd 

grand  ;

Sir  Joshua  died  Feb.  23,  1792. 

RHAbES,  a  celebrated  phys> 
cian  of  the  loth  century,  the  Galen 
of  the  Arabians,  and  the  first  writer 
on  the  small-pox,  born  at  Rhei 
852,  died  932. 

RHOD1US  (JOHN)  a  Danish 
physician  and  medical  writer,  born 
at  Copenhagen  1587,  died  1631. 

RIBERA  (ANASTASIUS)  a 
Spanish  satirical  poet  who  flou- 
rished ahout  1630. 

RIBERA  (JOSEPH)  called  also 
ESPAGNOLET,  an  eminent  Spa. 
nish  painter,  died  1656. 

RICAUT,  or  RYCAUT  (SIR 
PAUL)  an  em'nent  English  politi- 
cal writer  and  critic,  but  chiefly 
known  by  "  The  Present  State  cf 
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the  Ottoman  Empire,"  illustrated 
with  figures,  and  printed  at  London 
1670,  in  folio,  and  a  continuation 
of  Knolles's  "  History  of  the  Turks," 
from  1623  to  1700,  folio,  making 
together  with  Knolles's,  3  vols.  He 
died  in  i  700. 

R1CCOBON!  (LEWIS)  of  Mo- 
dena,  a  celebrated  attur,  dramatic 
•writer,  and  critic,  born  at  Modena 
1674,  died  1753. 

RICHARDSON  (JONATHAN) 
born  about  the  year  1665,  became 
a  celebrated  painter  of  heads,  and, 
in  conjunction  with  his  son,  wrote 
"  Two  Discourses  on  Painting," 
8vo.  1719,  "  An  Account  of  the 
Statues,  &c.  in  Italy,"  8vo.  1722, 
and  "  Remarks  on  Paradise  Lost," 
8vo.  1734.  He  died  suddenly  in 
i  745.— His  son  died  1771. 

RICHARDSON  (SAMUEL)  an 
eminent  English  printer  in  Salis- 
bury Court,  Fleet  Street,  and  in- 
ventor of  a  peculiar  species  of  moral 
romance,  which  restored  the  lost 
credit  of  novel  writing,  and  con- 
vinced the  impartial,  that  this  spe- 
cies of  historical  fable  might  be 
made  to  answer  very  valuable  pur- 
poses to  society,  by  inspiring  vir- 
tuous sensibility,  and  by  reforming 
the  manners  of  a  dissolute  licen- 
tious age.  The  first  two  volumes 
of  his  "  Pamela,"  which  were  writ- 
ten in  three  months,  first  introduced 
him  to  the  literary  world  ;  and  ne- 
ver was  a  book  of  the  kind  more 
generally  read  and  admired,  being 
recommended  not  unfrequently  even 
from  the  pulpit.  Beside  his  three 
great  works,  "Pamela,"  "Cla- 
rissa," and  "  Grandison,"  he  pub- 
lished many  other  things  on  dif- 
ferent subjefts,  which  met  with 
public  approbation.  Dr.  Johnson 
styles  him  "  an  author  from  whom 
the  age  has  received  great  favours, 
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who  has  enlarged  the  knowledge  of 
human  nature,  and  taught  the  Pas- 
sions to  move  at  the  command  «,f 
Virtue."  He  was  botn  in  Derby- 
shire 1689,  and  died  1761.  [See 
NELSON] 

RICHAiiDSON  (JOSEPH),  a 
poet  and  dramatic  writer,  was  bom 
at  Hexham,  in  Northumberland, 
1756,  and  entered  of  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  1774,  where 
he  distinguished  himself  by  the 
elegance,  beauty,  and  vigour  of  his 
composition  both  in  poetry  and 
prose.  He  was  called  to  the  1  or 
by  the  society  of  the  Middle  Tem- 
ple, in  1784;  but  the  study  of  the 
law  too  often  gave  way  to  his  lite- 
rary pursuits  and  political  connec- 
tions. The  chief  works  in  which  he 
was  publicly  known  to  have  taken 
a  principal  part,  were  "  The  Roi- 
liad"  and  "The Probationary  Odes," 
in  the  composition  of  which  his 
talents  were  conspicuous.— His  co- 
medy of"  The  Fugitive"  is  so  cre- 
ditable to  his  dramatic  genius,  that 
the  Public  must  regret  that  he  did 
not  resume  his  dramatic  studies.—— 
He  was  a  fourth-part  proprietor  of 
Drury-lane  Theatre,  and  member  in 
Parliament  for  Newport  in  Corn- 
wall, at  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
happened  at  Windsor,  June  9,  ;  803. 

RICHELIEU  (JOHN  ARMAND 
DU  PLESSIS  DE)  a  great  cardinal 
and  minister  of  state  in  Fra'nce,  born 
at  Paris  15^5,  died  1642.  Being 
a  man  of  prodigious  capacity,  and 
of  a  restless  and  insatiable  ambi- 
tion, he  formed  to  himself  vast 
designs,  which  made  his  whole  life 
nothing  but  a  series  of  agitations 
and  inquietudes.  He  shewed  him- 
self a  patron  of  men  of  letters,  and 
caused  the  arts  and  sciences  to  flou- 
rish in  the  kingdom.  He  abounded, 
however,  rather  wilh  great  quali- 
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ties  than  good  ones,  and  therefore 
was  much  admired,  but  not  beloved. 

RIDER  (WILLIAM)  B.  A.  lee- 
turer  of  St.  Vedast,  Foster-lane,  cu- 
rate of  St.  Faith's,  and  many  years 
sur-master  of  St.  Paul's  school,  pub- 
lished a  "  History  of  England,"  in 
50  vols.  i8mo.,  a  "Commentary 
on  the  Bible,"  an"  English  Diclion- 
ary,"  and  other  works,  and  died 
Nov.  30,  1785. 

RIDLEY  (DR.  NICHOLAS)  bU 
shop  of  London,  one  of  the  princi- 
pal instruments  of  the  Reformation, 
who  suffered  martyrdom  for  it  in 
the  reign  of  queen  Mary,  was  born 
SnTynedale, Northumberland,  1 500, 
and  burnt  at  Oxfoid  1555. 

RIDLEY  (DR.  GLOSTER)  an 
English  divine,  dramatic  and  theo- 
logical writer,  born  on  board  the 
Gloster  Indianian  at  sea  1702,  died 
1774.  His  t-ldest  son,  James,  was 
author  of  "  The  Tales  of  the  Genii," 
and  some  other  literary  perform- 
ances. 
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in  making  some  astronomical  ob- 
servations ;  when  he  particularly 
distinguished  himself  by  the  accu- 
racy of  his  calculations,  and  the 
comprehension  of  his  mind.  He 
afterwards  constructed  an  observa- 
tory, which  he  superintended  in 
person,  and  which  was  the  source 
of  many  important  discoveries,  as 
well  as  greatly  tending  to  the  ge- 
neral diffusion  of  science  in  the 
western  world.  He  succeeded  the 
illustrious  Dr.  Franklin  in  the  office 
of  president  of  the  philosophical 
society,  and  died  July  10,  1796,10 
his  6<jth  year. 

RITTERSHUSIUS  (CONRA. 
DUS)  a  German  civilian  and  law 
writer,  born  at  Brunswick  1560, 
died  1613.  He  was  a  man  of  con- 
summate learning,  greatly  skilled 
in  the  Greek  and  Latin  tongues, 
and  is  said  to  have  had  Homer  and 
Hesiod  so  perfeEUy  by  heart,  as 
once,  in  a  conversation  with  a 
learned  young  gentleman,  to  have

KITTEN  HOUSE  (DAVID)  an 
American  philosopher,  who,  in  the 
early  part  of  his  life,  mingled  the 
pursuits  of  science  with  the  aclive 
employments  of  a  farmer  and  a 
watchmaker.  In  1769  he  was  in- 
vited by  the  American  Philosophi- 
cal Society  to  join  a  number  of 
gentlemen  who  were  then  occupied 


preferred  by  her  to  that  office,  and 
speedily  arrived  at  a  very  high  de- 
gree of  royal  favour;  being  admitted 
to  a  share  of  intimacy  and  familia- 
rity with  Mary,  which  has  even 
been  suspected  to  have  exceeded  the 
bounds  of  female  prudence  and  de- 
licacy. His  prevalence,  however, 
was  very  short-lived;  for, in  1566,

ROBERTSON  (GEORGE)  an 
eminent  English  landscape  painter, 
chiefly  in  the  style  of  Salvator 
Rosa,  died  1788. 

ROBERTSON  (DR. WILLIAM) 
principal  of  the  university  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  historiographer  to  his 
maje.sty  tor  Scotland,  horn  near 
Edinburgh  1721,  died  June  it, 
'793-  Indefatigable  in  his  literary 
researches,  and  possessing  from  na- 
ture a  sound  and  vigorous  under- 
standing, he  acquired  a  store  of 
useful  knowledge  which  afforded 
ample  scope  for  the  cxeitioti  of  his 
singular  abilities,  and  raised  him  to 
that  distinguished  eminence  in  the 
republic  of  letters,  of  vvhirh  his 
works,  as  models  of  elegant  com- 
position, will  long  remain  lasting 
memorials.  His  Histories  of 
"•Charles  the  Vth,"of  "  America," 
and  of  "  Scotland,"  and  "  Histori- 
ral  Disquisitions  concerning  the 
Knowledge  which  the  Ancients  had 
of  India,"  will  long  continue  to  be 
read  with  pleasure,  and  impress 
future  ages  with  respefl  for  the 
memory  of  the  writer. 

ROBIN  KOOD,  captain  of  a  no- 
torious hand  of  robbers  who  in- 
fested the  forest  of  Sherwood  in 
Nottinghamshire,  and  from  thence 
made  excursions  to  many  parts  of 
England  in  search  of  booty.  Some 
historians  assert,  that  this  was  only 
a  name  assumed  by  the  then  earl  of 
Huntingdon,  who  was  disgiaced  and 
banished  the  court  by  Richard  I.  at 
his  accession  ;  but  we  have  no  good 
authority  for  this  tradition.  He 
died  15.47.  .  ft  • 

ROBINS  (BENJAMIN)  an  Eng- 
lish  mathematician  uf  great  geniu> 
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and  eminence,  born  at  Bath  1707, 
died  1751.  He  was  engineer- 
general  to  the  East-India  Company, 
wrote  "  New  Principles  of  Gun. 
nery,"  and  is  considered  as  the 
real  narrator  of  lord  Anson's 
"  Voyage  round  the  WotH,"  which 
carries  the  Rev.  Richard  Walter's 
name  in  the  title  page. 

ROBINSON  (ANASTA5UA)  an 
eminent  stage-singer,  who  became 
afterwards  countess  of  Peterborough 
by  marrying  the  earl,  and  died 
1750. 

ROBINSON  (ROBERT)  an  Eng. 
lish  divine,  who  published  a  trans- 
lation of  "  Saurin's  Sermons,"  and 
an  "  Essay  on  the  Composition  of 
a  Sermon,"  was  born  at  Swaffham 
1735,  and  died  1790. 

ROBINSON  (MARY)  an  ele- 
gant English  poet  and  novelist,  on 
whose  abilities  we  might  have 
been  induced  to  dwell  with  some 
pleasure,  had  her  conduft  in  life 
been  more  under  the  intiuence  of 
virtue  ;  by  which  oreat  talents  are 
always  ennobled;  and  for  the  want 
of  which  the  brightest  genius  and 
most  exquisite  taste  can  never  com- 
pensate. Mrs.  Robinson  (  long 
known  in  the  world  of  gallantry 
hy  the  theatrical  name  of  Pcrdita) 
was  born  at  Bristol,  and  died  at 
EngleEeld  Green,  Berks,  Dec.  26, 
i  800. 

ROCHEFOUCAULT  (FRAN*. 
CIS,  DUKE  OF)  an  ingenious 
French  writer,  born  1613,  died 
1680.  He  is  well  known  as  au- 
thor of  a  small  colioflion  of  "  Max- 
ims," and  of  "  Memoirs  of  the  Re- 
gency of  Ann  of  Austria." 

ROCHESTER  (JOHN  \VIL- 
MOT,  earl  of)  a  very  liv-entious 
wit  and  poet  in  the  reign  of  Charles 
II.  born  1648,  died  >68o.  Mr. 
Walpole  neatly  calls  him  s<  a  niaa 
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whom   the  Mu»es  were  fond  to  in- 
tpire,  and  ashamid  to  avow." 

RODNEYVGEORGE  BRYDGES) 
baron  Rodney  of  Stoke,  Somerset, 
shire,  a  most  brave  anil  successful 
Englhh  admiral,  born  1718,  died 
1792,  having  immortalized  his 
name  by  numerous  public  services. 

ROGERS  (WOODS)  an  eminent 
English  circumnavigator,  and  writer 
of  his  voyages  round  the  globe, 
died  1732. 

ROHAN  (HENRY  duke  of)  a 
very  distinguished  peer  of  France, 
born  in  Brittany  1579.  After  the 
death  of  Henry  IV.  in  1610,  he 
became  the  chief  of  the  Huguenots, 
and  having  maintained  three  wars 
against  Lewis  XIII.  procured  a  peace 
upon  advantageous  terms  1629. 
He  distinguished  himself  also  as  a 
political  writer  ;  but  at  lengtlvdied 
of  wounds  received  in  battle  1638. 

ROHAULT  (JAMES)  a  French 
philosophical  and  polite  writer,  born 
at  Amiens  1620,  died  1675.  His 
chief  work  is  intituled,  "  An  A- 
bririgment  and  Explanation  of  the 
Philosophy  of  Des  Cartes." 

ROLL1N  (CHARLES)  a  French- 
man,  famous  for  eloquence  and  skill 
in  the  belles  lettres,  born  at  Paris 
1661,  died  1741.  His  principal 
•works  are,  a  treatise  "  Upon  the 
Manner  of  studying  *n<\  teaching 
the  Belles  Lettres  :"  "Ancient  His- 
tory of  the  Egyptians,  &c;"  all  which 
have  met  with  universal  approba- 
tion, and  been  translated  into  seve- 
ral languages. 

ROLT    (RICHARD)    a    miscel 
laneous    and  dramatic  writer,   diec 

1773- 

ROMA1NE   (REV, 

an  eminent  and  very  learned  Eng 
lish  div  ine,  boi  n  at  Hartlepool  1714 
died  at  London,  July  25,  1795,  hav 
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ing  published    many  valuable  thet» 
logical  works. 

ROMANO  (JULIO)  an  eminent 
Italian  historical  painter  and  archi- 
tecl,  disciple  of  Raphael,  born  at 
Rome  i49'2,  died  1546. 

KOMNEY    (GEORGE)     a    cele- 
brated    English    painter,     born    at 
Dalton  in  Furness,  Lancashire,  Dec, 
•5»   '734.    vvas  originally   bred    in 
his  father's    business   of   a  cabinet- 
maker;  but  his  natural  genius  soon 
broke     out,      and     he    became     a 
painter.     While   at   York,    his  ta- 
lents were   discovered   by  the  cele- 
brated Lawrence  Sterne,    who  took 
him    into    his    protection,    and    ef- 
fectually recommended   him    to  bu- 
siness,   which  in    a  course  of  years 
so  extended    itself  as    to  place  Mr. 
Rornney    among    the    first    in    his 
profession.     His  colours  stand  well, 
and  grow   mellow,    and    moie  like 
nature  by  age.    Sir  Joshua  Reynolds 
onfessed  him  his  riual  when  younc* 
n    reputation  ;      and     Mr.  Hayley 
made    him   the   suhjecl   of  his   first 
>oetical  publication,    «'  A    Poetical 
Epistie  to   an  Eminent   Painter."— 
Mr.  Romney   died  at  Kendal,  Nov. 
15,  1802. 

ROMULUS,  the  founder  and  first 
king  of  Rome,  died  7  1,5  B.  C.  after 
reigning  39  years. 

RONSARD  (PETER  DE)  a 
French  elegiac  and  epigrammatic 
poet  of  a  noble  family,  born  in  the 
Vendomois  1524,  died  1585. 

ROOKE  (SIR  GEORGE)  a  brave 
English  admiral,  who  did  bis  coun- 
try the  most  signal  services,  bora 
1650,  died  1708. 

ROOME  (EDWARD)  a  drama- 
tic writer,  who  produced  an  alter, 
ation  of  Bfoome's  "  Jovial  Crew/* 
&c.  and  died^i/ag. 

ROSA.     See  SAL'VATOR, 
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ROSCIUS    (QU1NTUS)    a

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of    Somerset  in    the    senate- 


by  birth,  and  the  most  celebrated 
comedian  of  his  age.  He  was  con- 
temporary with  ./Esop  and  Cicero, 
and  so  greatly  admired  by  the  Ro- 
mans, that  the  republic  allowed 
him  an  annual  pension  of  4000 
crowns.  He  died  about  6  i  B.C. 

ROSCOMMON(WENTWORTH 
DILLON,  earl  of)  an  English  poet 
and  critic,  born  1633.  He  pro- 
efled  a  design,  in  conjunQion  with 
his  friend  Dryden,  for  refining  and 
fixing  the  standard  of  our  language  ; 
but  this  was  entirely  defeated  by 
the  religious  commotions  that  then 
existed.— His  "  Essay  on  Translated 
Verse,"  and  his  translation  of  "  Ho- 
race's Art  of  Poetry,"  have  great 
merit.  He  died  1684. 

ROSS  (ALEXANDER)  a  Scottish 
bishop,  and  voluminous  writer,  born 
at  Aberdeen  1640,  died  at  Edin- 
burgh 1720.  His  best  literary  pro- 
duclion  is,  "  A  View  of  all  Reli 
gions,"8vo. 

ROSS  (DAVID)  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish aclor,  born  1728,  died  1790. 

ROTHERHAM  (Dr. JOHN)  an 
English  physician  and  experimental 
philosopher,  author  of  a  "  Philo- 
sophical Inquiry  into  the  Nature 
and  Propeities  of  Water,"  died 
1787. 

ROUBILLIAC  (L.  F.J  a  most 
eminent  sculptor,  whose  chief  works 
are  in  Westminster  Abbey.  He 
was  born  at  Lyons,  in  France,  but 
came  over  to  England,  acquired 
patronage,  and  executed  some  ad- 
.inirable  works  j  particularly  the  duke 
of  Argyle's  monument  in  West, 
minster  Abbey,  the  statue  of  Han 
del  in  Vauxhall  Gardens,  the  mo 
numents  of  the  duke  and  duches 
of  Montague  in  Northamptonshire 
the  statues  of  George  I.  and  the

sir  Isaac  Newton   in    the  chapel  of

had     also   a   turn 


This    able    artist

wrote  satires  in  French  verse.  Lord 
Chesterfield  said,  that  "  Roubilliac 
only  was  a  statuary,  and  all  the 
rest  were  stone-cutters."— He  died 
in  St.  Martin's  Lane,  Jan.  it, 
1762. 

ROUSSEAU  (JAMES)  a  distin- 


guished     French     painter,    born   at 
Paris  1630.     His  genius  was  great, 
and  his  colours    clear,    bright,    and 
durable.     Many   of  his   works   are 
o  be  seen  at  the    British   Museum, 
nd  at  Hampton  Court  palace.     He 
led  in  London  1693. 

ROUSSEAU  (JOHN  BAPTIST) 
in  illustrious  French  poet,  born  at 
Pari*,T669,  died  1741. 

ROUSSEAU  (JOHN  JAMES) 
celebrated  philosopher,  and  most 
eccentric  genius,  born  at  Geneva 
1712,  died  1778.  In  his  "  Con- 
essions,"  all  the  disguises  which 
jride,  hypocrisy,  self-love,  and 
shame,  had  wound  round  the  hu- 
man heart,  are  removed ;  all  its 
secret  recesses  are  laid  open  to  the 
eye  ;  and  he  appears  a  strange  mix- 
ture of  good  and  evil,  of  sublimity 
and  littleness,  of  penetration  and 
simplicity  !  The  greater  part  of  hi* 
works  have  been  translated  into 
English  ;  among  these  the  most  im. 
portant  are  his  "  Eloise,"  and 
"  Emilius."  By  young  persons,  how- 
ever, whose  principles  are  not  fixed, 
they  should  be  read  with  caution. 

ROWE  (NICHOLAS)  an  Eng- 
lish dramatic  poet  and  translator, 
born  at  Little  Berkford  in  Bedford- 
shire 1673,  died  1718.  He  wrote 
8  plays,  and  gave  the  public  an 
edition  of  Shakspeare's  works,  to 
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which  he  prefixed  an  account  of 
that  great  man's  life;  but  the  most 
considerable  of  Mr.  Rowe's  per- 
formances was  a  translation  of  Lu- 
can's  Pharsalia. 

ROVVE  (ELIZABETH)  an  Eng- 
lish lady,  famous  for  her  fine  parts 
and  writings  in  verse  and  prose, 
born  at  Ilchester  1674,  died  1737. 
She  is  chitfly  celebrated  for  her 
"  Friendship  in  Dtath,  in  20  Let- 
ters from  the  Dead  to  the  Living," 
and  her  "  Letters  Moral  and  Enter- 
taining;" the  design  of  both  which 
is,  by  fi&itious  examples  of  the 
most  generous  benevolence  and  he- 
roic virtue,  to  incite  the  reader 
to  the  praQice  of  every  thing  which 
can  ennoble  human  nature  "and  be- 
nefit the  world.  After  her  death 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Isaac  Watts,  agreeably 
to  her  request,  revised  and  pub- 
lished her  devotions  under  the  title 
of  "  Devout  Exercises  of  the  Heart 
In  Meditation  and  Soliloquy,  Praise 
and  Prayer." 

ROXAN  A,  the  daughter  of  Oxy- 
artes,  a  Persian  prince,  and  a  pro- 
digy of  beauty,  was  married  to 
Alexander  the  Great,  whom  she 
survived;  and  being  brought  to  bed 
of  a  posthumous  son,  whom  the 
Macedonians  called  Young  Alex- 
ander, Cassander  put  both  mother 
and  son  to  death,  523  B.C. 

ROWLEY  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent  dramatic  writer,  and  an  aftor, 
contemporary  and  in  friendship  with 
Shakspeare,  Jonson,  Beaumont  and 
Fletcher,  &c. 

ROWLEY.  See  CHATTER- 
TON. 

RUBENS  (SIR  FETER  PAUL) 
prince  of  the  Flemish  painters,  born 
at  Cologne  1577.  In  the  school  of 
Titian  he  perfefled  his  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  colouring  ;  af- 
terwards went  to  Mantua,  and  stu- 
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died  the  works  of  Julio  Romano; 
and  thence  to  Rome,  where  with 
the  same  care  he  applied  himself 
to  the  contemplation  of  the  antique, 
the  paintings  of  Raphael,  and  every 
thing  that  might  contribute  to  finish 
him  in  his  art. — Not  to  painting, 
however,  were  his  talents  confined  ; 
for  the  infanta  Isabella  of  Spain 
sent  him  her  ambassador  into  Eng- 
land, to  negotiate  a  peace  with 
Charles  I.  in  1630.  He  concluded 
the  treaty,  and  painted  the  Ban- 
quettng  house  ;  for  which  last  affair 
the  king  paid  him  a  large  sum  of 
money,  and  as  he  was  a  man  of 
merit,  knighted  him.— Going  soon 
after  to  Flanders,  he  had  the  post 
jof  secretary  of  state  conferred  ott 
I  him,  but  did  not  leave  off  his  pro- 
ifession.  He  died  1640. 

RUDDIMAN  (THOMAS)  an 
eminently  learned  Scotsman,  born 
in  Banff-hire  1674,  died  January 
1757.  He  was  near  50  years 
keeper  of  the  Advocates  Library 
in  Edinburgh,  during  which  time 
he  published  several  works  of  deep 
erudition;  among  which  were,  "Dr. 
Arthur  Johnston's  Latin  Paraphrase 
;  of  the  Cantica  Solomonic,  with  Cri- 
.tical  Notes,"  "  Rudiments  of  the 
j  Latin  Tongue,"  first  printed  ia 
1714,  and  some  years  after  "  A 
Grammar  ;"  both  which  were  well 
received  by  the  learned  ;  "  A  cor. 
refit  edition  of  Buchanan's  Works, 
with  Notes  Critical  and  Historical;" 
a  task  of  great  Jabour.  In  1737, 
being  at  London,  he  was  employed 
to  complete  the  "  Dip/omata  et  Nu- 
mismata  Scotice,"  a  work  left  im- 
perfeft  by  the  death  of  the  learned 
author  Mr.  James  Anderson.  Mjc*' 
Ruddiman's  preface  to  that  work 
is  a  master-piece  in  its  kind. — In 
1745,  he  wrote  a  "  Vindication 
of  G.  Buchanan's  Version  of  the 
Kk 
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Psalms"  in  opposition  to  a  learner 
English  gentleman,  Mr.  Benson 
auditor  of  the  imprests  in  the  Ex. 
ehcquer,  who  had  preferred  tht 
version  of  Dr.  Johnston — In  this 
elaborate  book  (which  is  a  standard 
of  criticism)  Mr.  Ruddiman  shews 
his  unbiassed  regard  to  ttuth  and 
merit;  for  though  he  had  differed 
from  Mr.  Buchanan  as  an  historian, 
he  would  maintain  his  superiority 
as  a  poet.  After  that  time,  he 
published  several  small  treatises  01 
disputed  parts  of  the  Scots  history. 

RUE  (CHARLES  DE  LA)  a 
French  orator  and  poet,  born  at 
Paris  1643,  died  '7^5- 

RUFFHEAD  (OWEN)  an  Eng- 
lish law  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
and  biographer  of  Pope,  died  1769. 

RUNDLE  (THOMAS)  bishop  of 
Derry,  and  an  excellent  theological 
writer,  died  i  743. 

RUPERT  (PRINCE)  a  brave 
German  general,  born  1619,  died 
1682. 

RUSHWORTHfJOHN)  an  Eng. 
lish  gentleman,  editor  of  some  very 
useful  "Historical  Collefiions,"  born 
in  Northumberland  t6o7,  died  1690. 

RUSSEL  (LORD  WILLIAM) 
»n  eminent  English  patriot,  who 
fell  a  viflim  to  the  jealousy  and 
fears  of  Charles  II.  being  beheaded 
*£83>  zged  42.  In  1689  the 
House  of  Lords  passed  an  aft  to 
reverse  his  attainder. 

KUSSEL  (FRANCIS,  DUKE  OF 
&EDFORD),  an  E:  i»h  nobleman, 
not  more  distinguished  by  his  rank, 
than  by  his  zealous  endeavours  to 
promote  the  improvement  of  every 
branch  of  the  agriculture  of  this 
country.  His  grace  was  born  on 
the  23d  of  July  1765,  and  died  of 
a  strangulated  hernia,  March  2, 
1802-  An  elegant  eulogium  on 
his  memory  was  pronounced  by  the 
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Hon.  Charles  Jerries  Fox  in  th« 
House  of  Corrmo"s,  on  t!.e  i6th  of 
the  same  month 

RUTHERFORTH  (THOMAS) 
an  English  divine,  and  writer  on 
natural  philosophy,  ir.oral=,  and 
mathematics,  born  1715,  died  5771. 

RUYSCH  (FREDEKIC)  a  very- 
eminent  Dutch  anatomic,  born  at 
the  Hague  1638,  died  1731.  He 
contrived  new  means  to  facilitate 
Anatomical  inquiries,  and  found  out 
a  particular  secret  to  prepare  dead 
Bodies,  and  to  preserve  them  many 
years  from  putrefaflion.  His  ana- 
'omical  works  are  printed  in  4 
vols.  410. 

RUYSDAAL  (JACOB)  a  cele- 
brated Dutch  landscape-painrer,  born 
at  Haerlem  1636,  died  1681. 

RYAN  (LACY)  an  English  dra- 
matic writer,  but  mere  eminent  as 
an  aQor,  born  in  Westminster  1694, 
died  1760.  leaving  a  little  dramatic 
piece  of  one  aft,  intituled  ••  The 
Cobler's  Opera." 

RYER  '(PETER  DU)    a    French 
dramatic     writer,     born     at    Paris 
i  605,  died   1658,    having  been  au- 
hor  of   19  dramatic*  pieces   and   13 
ranslations,    which    were    all  well 
received. 

RYMER  (THOMAS)  an  excel- 
!ent  antiquary  and  historian,  who 
will  ever  be  remembered  for  hi* 
valuable  colietlion  of  the  "  Fcede- 
ra."  He  was  also  author  cf  "  A 
View  of  the  Tragedies  of  the  last 
Age,"  but  for  a  critic  almost  totally 
disqualified  by  his  want  of  candour. 
He  wrote  "  Edgar,"  a  Tragedy, 
which  gives  nothing  to  his  fame  as 
a  poet,  and  died  1 713. 

RYSBRAECK  (PETER)  an  emi- 
nent landscape-painter  of  Antwerp, 
born  1657.     The  time  of  his  death 
s  uncertain. 

RYVES  (SIR  THOMAS)  an  emi- 
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•ent  lawyer  and  miscellaneous  wri- 
ter in  La;i,..   uieci  1651. 

RYVES  (BRUNO)  a  celebra.cd 
preacher,  and  ons  of  the  chaplains 
to  Charles  1.  He  wrote  "  Mer- 
Rusticus,"  and  several  other 
works  respecting  the  civil  wars, 
and  died  1677. 

RYVES  (ELIZABETH)  an  inge- 
nious English  poet  and  miscella- 
neous writer,  iiied  M<y  5.  1/97. 

(MICHAEL   DE 
'"AN  i'ES)    a    celebrated    Spa 
nish  writer,   bo.n  at  Madrid    1 ,5-)y. 
He    v\as    present  at    the    battle  of 
Lepaato,  foi:gi»c  in  1.571  ;    in  which 
he  either    lose  his  left  ha.iil  by  the 
shot  of  an   h.    •    ebus,  or  had  it   sc 
that  he  lost   the    use  of   it. 
After    this    he   was    taken    by    the 
Moors,    and    carried    into    Algiers, 
where  he  continued    a   captive  five 
years    and    a    half".     Thence  he  re- 
turned to  Spain,  and,  applying  him 
self  to  the  wriiin^-of   cu  tic  dies  and 
tragedies,  composed  several,    all  of 
winch  were  weil  received,  and 
with  great  applause.     But  the  work 
which   has    done   him    the    greatest 
honour,    and    will   immortalize  his 
name,     is    the     history    of   "  Don 
Quixote;"   which  is   an  inimitable 
satire  upon   books  of  knight-erran- 
try;   and  the  principal,   it    not   the 
sole  end    of   it  was,    to  destroy  the 
reputation    of    these    books,   which 
had  infatuated    the   greater   pare   of 
mankind,    especially    those    of   tin. 
Spanish   nition.        Notwithstanding 
the  vast    applause    his    book    ev-ry 
where  met  with,  he  had  not  interest 
enough  to  procure  a  small  pension, 
but  had  much  ado  to  keep   himself 
from  starving.      He    wrote    several 
ether  novels,  and  died  1616. 

SAB  AS,  a  famous  sectarist,  chief 
of  the    Messalians,  whose  religious 
consisted    in  adhering   to  the 
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letter  of  the  gospel.  Among  other 
absurdities,  they  refused  to  v/ork, 
quoting  this  passage,  "  Labour  not 
for  the  food  that  perbheth."  Sdbas 
flourished  about  310. 

SABELLIUS,  a  famous  hzresi- 
arch  of  the  third  century.  He  was 
a  native  of  Lybia  :  and  his  notions 
Concerning  the  Trinity  were,  that 
the  tules  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost,  were  only  denominations 
derived  from  the  different  opera- 
tions of  the  Deity  for  the  salvation 
of  mankind.  His  disciples  were 
called  Sabellians. 

SABLIERE  (ANTHONY  DE 
R  AM13OUILLET  DE  LAj  a  French 
poet,  died  1680.  His  madriguls 
ii.  y  be  considered  as  models  ii» 
their  kind. 

SACCllI  (ANDREA)  an  il!ns- 
tiiojs  lulian  historical  paints,  and 
the  best  colourUt  of  all  the  Roman 
school,  born  at  Rome  1599,  died 
1661. 

SACCHINI  (ANTOINE  MA- 
RIE  GASPER)  a  very  eminent 
musirian,  born  at  Naples  173,5, 
settled  at  different  times  in  Holland, 
Germany,  England,  and  France. 
His  compositions  are  remarkable 
for  grace,  elegance,  and  rnj'.ody. 
He  died  at  Paris  1786. 

SACHEVERELL    (HENRY)     a 
divine  whose  history  affords  a  strik- 
ng  example  of   the  folly  and   mad- 
ness   of   party,  which    could    exalt 
an  obscure  individual,   possessed  of 
but   moderate   talents,  to    a  height 
of  popularity  that  the  present  times 
aehold   with   wonder  and    astonish- 
ment.—He  was  appointed  preacher 
of      St.   Saviour's,    South w ark,    in 
1705;    and,  -while   in    this  station, 
preached    two  famous  sermons   (at 
Derby,  Aug.  14,   1709;   and  at  St. 
Paul's,   Nov.  9,    in  the  same  year) ; 
and,    in  one  of  them,  was  supposed 
Kk  a 
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to  point  at  lord  Gedolphin,  under 
the  name  of  Volpone.  It  has  been 
suggested,  that  to  this  circumstance, 
as  much  as  to  the  doflrines  con 
tained  in  his  sermons,  he  was  in 
debled  for  his  prosecution,  and 
eventually  for  his  preferment.  Be- 
ing impeached  hy  the  House  ol 
Commons,  his  trial  began  February 
27,  1709-10;  and  continued  till 
the  Q3d  of  March  :  when  he  was 
cenicficetl  to  suspension  from  preach 
irsg  for  three  years,  and  his  two 
sermons  ordered  to  be  burnt.  This 
ridiculous  prosecution  overthrew 
the  ministry,  and  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  his  fortune. — Sacheverell, 
during  his  suspension,  made  a  kind 
of  triumphal  progress  through  di- 
vers parts  of  the  kingdom;  during 
•which  period  he  was  collated  to  a 
living  near  Shrewsbury  ;  and,  in  the 
same  month  that  his  suspension 
ended,  had  the  valuable  refloiy  of 
St.  Andrew's,  Holborn,  given  him  by 
tlie  queen,  April  13,  1713.  At 
that  tm:e  his  reputation  was  so 
high,  that  he  was  enabled  to  sell 
the  first  sermon  preached  after  his 
.sentence  expired,  (on  Palm  Sunday) 
for  the  sum  of  lool. ;  and  upwards 
of  40,000  cop;es,  it  is  said,  were 
soon  sold.  He  was  born  at  Marl- 
borough  1672,  and  died  1724. 

SACKV1LLE  (THOMAS)  the 
lirst  lord  Buckhurst,  and  earl  of 
Dorset,  born  at  Buckhurst  in  Sus- 
sex 1536,  was  celebrated  as  a  poet 
in  1577,  by  n>s  "  Induaion,"  or 
Introduction  "  to  the  Mirror  ol 
Magistrates,"  a  series  of  poems 
lormed  upon  a  dramatic  pbn,  and 
consisting  of  examples  of  eminent 
bad  men  who  had  come  to  mLera- 
-able  ends.  In  1561  was  ack-d  his 
tragedy  of  "  Gorboduc  ;"  the  first 
Ihat  ever  appeared  in  verse,  and 
^rtatly  admired  by  the  wits  of  that 
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age.  His  lordship  became  also  very 
eminent  as  a  statesman,  and  died 
1608. 

SACKVILLE  (CHARLES)  earl 
of  Dorset  and  Middlesex,  z.  cele- 
brated wit  and  poet,  born  1637, 
died  1706.  He  was  also  a  great 
patron  of  poets  and  men  of  wit, 
who  have  not  failed  in  their  turn 
to  transmit  his  name  with  lustre  to 
posterity  ;  thus  Prior,  Dryden,  Con. 
greve,  Addison,  and  many  more, 
have  exerted  themselves  in  pane- 
gyrics upon  this  patron. 

SADLER  (JOHN)  an  English 
law  writer,  born  in  Shropshire 
1615,  published  a  book  intituled 
"  Rightsof  the  Kingdom:  or,  Cus- 
toms of  our  Ancestors,"  &c.  which 
has  been  much  valued  by  lawyers 
and  others.  Sadler  also  published 
"  Olbia :  The  New  Island  latel/ 
discovered,"  und  died  1674. 

SADOC,  a  famous  Jew  rabbi, 
and  founder  of  the^seQ  of  Saddu. 
cees.  He  was  the  disciple  of  An- 
tigonus,  who  taught  that  virtue 
was  to  be  practised  for  its  excel- 
lency alone,  without  regard  to  any 
recompense  whatever;  from  whence 
Sadoc  drew  this  erroneous  inference, 
that  no  rewards  were  to  be  hoped 
for,  nor  punbhment  to  be  dreaded, 
in  another  life.  The  sec}  still  sub- 
sists in  Africa.  Sadoc  flourished 
220  years  before  Christ. 

SADOLET  (JAMES)  a  polite 
and  learned  Italian  writer  and  car- 
dinal, born  at  Modena  1477,  died 
1547.  His  works,  which  are  all 
in  Latin,  consist  of  epistles,  disser- 
tations, orations,  poems,  and  com- 
mentaries upon  some  parts  of  holy 
writ. 

SAGE  (ALAIN  RENE  LE)  an 
ingenious  French  dramatic  poet  and 
novelist,  born  at  Ruys  in  Britanny 
1667,  died  1747.  Maying  studied 
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the  Spanish  tongue,  he  made 
journey  into  Spain,  to  acquaint  him- 
self with  the  Spanish  customs,  and 
generally  took  the  plans  of  his  ro- 
mances from  the  writers  of  that 
nation,  whom  he  has  very  well 
imitated. '  His  "  Devil  on  Two 
Sticks"  was  drawn  from  the  "  Dia- 
bolo  Cojuelo"  of  Guevara  :  and  his 
"  Gil  Bias,"  so  well  known  in  every 
country  in  Europe,  from  "  Don 
Gusman  d'Aifarache." 

SA1NTE-ALDEGONDE  (PHI- 
LIP de  MARN1X  lord  du  MONT) 
an  eminent  German  statesman  and 
patriot,  divinity  and  civil  law- 
writer,  born  at  Brussels  1538,  died 
1598,  having  distinguished  hirnseif 
as  the  assertor  of  the  liberty  of  his 
country  against  the  tyranny  of  the 
duked'Alva,by  supporting  the  prince 
of  Orange  with  his  masterly  pen. 

SAINT -ANDRE  (NATHA- 
NAEL)  a  Swiss,  who,  coming  over 
to  England,  practised  surgery  and 
anatomy  ;  but  is  chiefly  memorable 
as  the  dupe  of  the  famous  "  rabbit- 
breeding  imposture"  at  Godalmin, 
respecting  which  much  curiour,  in- 
formation will  be  found  in  Mr. 
Nichols's  "  Anecdotes  of  Hogarch;" 
and  at  the  end  of  the  third  volume 
of  "  The  English  Rogue."  He 
died  1776. 

SA1NT-AULAIRE    (FRANCIS, 
Tilarquis    de)    a   French    poet,   who 
lived  to  near   100  years  of  age,  and 
wrote  hi?  best  verses  at  90.     He  wasj 
born  in  the  Limousin, and  died  i  7  42. ! 
SAINT -CYRAN     (JOHN    DU 
VERGER  DE  HOUR  ANNE,  AB- 
BOT OF;    born    at  Bayonne  1581,, 
wrote    a  great  many    books  ;  but    is  1 
particularly   memorable  for  two  ex-  i 

raordinary  paradoxes  that  he  is  said  ' 
40  have  mamtaiiied:  the  first  of  whi  h 

s,  that   "  a  man   under  certain  cir-; 
^instances  may    kill  himself;"  the! 
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second,  that ''  Bishops  may  take  up 
arms."     He  died  1643. 

SAINT-JOHN  (HENRY)  lord 
viscount  Eolingbroke,  a  fatuous 
English  philosopher,  statesman,  and 
politician,  born  1672,  died  1751. 
He  was  secretary  of  w'ar  and  of  state 
to  queen  Anne;  his  attachment  to 
whom  exposed  him  to  a  long  and 
severe  persecution,  which  he  bore 
with  firmness  of  mind  ;  the  enemy 
of  no  national  party,  the  friend  of 
no  faction;  and  distinguished,  under 
the  cloud  of  a  proscription,  by  zeal 
to  maintain  the  liberty,  and  to  re- 
store the  ancient  prosperity  of  Great 
Britain. — Kis  writings  are  printed 
in  5  vols.  410.  and  may  be  divided 
into  political  and  philosophical. 
His  letters  or  essays  addressed  to 
Alexander  Pope,  e;q.  on  philosophy 
and  religion,  however,  contain  many 
things  which  clash  with  the  great 
truths  of  revelation  ;  and,  on  this 
account,  not  only  exposed  the  de- 
ceased author  to  the  animadversions 
of  several  writers,  but  occasioned 
also  a  prtsentment  of  his  works  by 
the  grand  jury  of  Westminster. 
His  lordship,  it  is  to  be  feared,  was 
a  very  indifferent  Christian,  since 
there  are  numberless  assertions  in 
his  works  plainly  inconsistent  with 
any  belief  of  revelation. 

SAINTE  MARTHE,  in  Latin 
Sammarthanus:  the  name  of  a  fa- 
mily in  France,  which,  from  1536 
to  the  end  of  the  i;th  century, 
was  fruitful  in  men  of  letters. 

SAINT  PIERRE  (EUSTACEDE) 
a  famous  patriotic  citizen  of  Calais, 
who  in  1347  offered  himself  to  be 
ere,  and  thereby  animated  five 
ethers,  to  make  up  the  nun, her  of 
principal  inhabitant;- -required  by 
king  Edward  111.  to  be  given  up  to 
his  discretion,  as  victims,  for  their 
obstinacy  in  holding  out  the  city 
K  k  3 
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against  a  long  siege,  after  he  had 
summoned  it  to  surrender.  Eustace 
de  St.  Pierre  and  his  generous  com- 
rades appeared  before  the  conqueror 
in  their  shirts,  with  hitters  ahout 
their  necks,  and  carrying  the  keys 
of  the  city.  Edward,  touched  with 
their  heroic  resolution,  and  moved 
by  the  entreaties  of  his  queen, 
spared  the  inhal  Hants,  pardoned  the 
patriots,  and  dismissed  them  with 
presents. 

SALAD1N,  a  famous  sultan  of 
Egypt,  equally  renowned  as  a  war 
rior  and  legislator.  He  supported 
himself  by  his  valour,  and  the  In- 
flnence  of  his  amiable  charaQer, 
against  the  united  effoits  of  the 
chief  Christian  potentates  of  Europe, 
•who  carried  on  the  most  unjust 
•wars  against  him,  under  the  false 
appellation  of  Holy  Wars.  Ht  was 
born  1135,  and  died  i  j  92. 

SALE  (GEORGE)  a  learned 
Englishman,  who  died  at  London 
in  1736.  He  had  a  principal  hand 
in  the  "  Universal  History,"  and 
executed  all  the  oriental  part  of  it: 
but  his  capital  work  is  "The  Ko- 
ran, commonly  called  the  Alcoran 
of  Mohammed,  translated  from  the 
original  Arabic,  with  explanatory 
.Notes." 

SALLO  (DENIS  DE)    a   French 
writer,  famous   as   the  inventor  ol 
literary    journals,    born    at    Pari 
16^6,  died  1669. 

SALLUSTIUS  (CAIUS  CRIS- 
PUS)  a  most  admired  Rom?n  his 
torian,  born  in  the  year  of  Rome 
669,  and  before  Christ  85.  Euse- 
bius  tells  us,  that  he  married  Te 
rentia,  the  divorced  wife  of  Cicero, 
and  died  719.  Of  many  things 
which  he  wrote,  we  have  nothing 
now  remaining  but  his  "Histories 
of  the  Catilinarian  and  Jugurthine 
Vars;"  together  with,  some  ora 
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ions,  or  speeches,  printed  with  hii 
'raements. 

SALMASIUS  (CLAUDIUS),  or 
CLAUDIUS  DE  SALMASIA,  a 
French  historian  and  critic  of  most 
mcommon  abilities  and  immense 
erudition,  born  at  Semur  in  France 
1596.— Afterthe  murder  of  Charles 
I.  of  England,  he  was  prevailed 
upon  by  the  royal  family,  then  in 
exile,  to  write  a  book  in  defence 
of  that  king;  which  lie  published 
the  year  after,  with  this  titl^, 
"  Defensio  Regia  pro  Carolo  J."8cc. 
Our  famous  poet  Milton  was  em- 
ployed by  the  powers  then  prevail- 
ing here,  to  answer  this  book  of 
Salmasius,  and  to  obviate  the  pre- 
judices which  the  reputation  of  his 
great  abilities  and  learning  might 
raise  against  their  cause;  and  this 
he  did  in  a  very  powerful  manner, 
in  "  Defensio  pro-  Fopulo  Angli- 
cano  contra  Claudii  Salmasii  Defen- 
sionem  Rcgiam."  Salmasius  died 
1653,  leaving  works  very  nume- 
rous and  various. 

SALMON  (NATHANIEL)  an 
English  divine,  biographer,  and 
antiquary,  died  1740. 

SALMON  (THOMAS)  an  English 
writer,  who  published  "  A  Geogra- 
phical Grammar"  of  some  reputa- 
ti«n,  and  died  in  17-13. 

SALTER  (JOHN)  major-general 
of  the  English  forces,  and  lieu- 
tenant-colonel  of  the  ist  regiment 
of  foot,  was  originally  a  private  in 
the  guards,  and  was  taken  from 
the  ranks  by  the  great  duke  of 
Cumberland,  who  caused  him  to  be 
made  a  Serjeant,  and  soon  after  was 
so  pleased  with  his  voice  and  man- 
ner of  giving  the  word  of  command, 
that  he  gave  him  a  commission  in  . 
the  same  regiment.  This  promo- 
tion gave  gteat  offence  to  the  other 
officers,  who  refused  Mr.  Salter 
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their  countenance.  Thus  circum- 
s'anced,  he  waited  upon  the  royal 
duke,  and  stated  the  awkwardness 
of  his  situation.  "Well,  well  (said 
the  duke),  meet  rrie  to-morrow  on 
the  parade."  The  duke  came  down 
earlier  than  usual,  and  going  up  to 
the  colour-stand,  his  highness  sa- 
luted lord  Ligonier  and  the  officers 
of  the  regiment,  who  were  all  in 
conversation  together;  but  direft 
ing  his  eye  around,  as  if  by  acci 
dent,  he  noticed  poor  Salter  alone. 
"  What  (said  his  highness)  has  that 
officer  done,  that  he  is  drummed  out 
of  your  councils?"  and  going  up  to 
him,  took  him  by  the  arm,  and 
walked  up  and  down  the  parade 
with  him,  in  the  presence  of  the 
different  battalions  and  their  offi 
cers.  Lord  Ligonier,  at  this  time 
accosting  the  duke,  entreated  his 
highness's  company  to  dinner. 
**  With  all  my  heart  (said  the 
duke);  and  remember,  Saker  comes 
with  me."  .His  lordship,  bowing, 
said,  "  I  hope  so."  After  this  or- 
deal, Salter  was  well  received  by 
all  his  brethren  of  the  blade,  and 
by  his  merit  raised  himself  to  the 
rank  he  held  at  his  death,  in  1787, 
at  the  age  of  78. 

SALVATOR  ROSA,  an  emi- 
sent  Italian  painter,  engraver,  and 
poet,  born  at  Naples  1615,  died 
1673.  It  is  said,  that  he  led  a  very 
dissipated  life,  and  even  associated 
with  banditti ;  which  course  of 
cone!  lift  naturally  led  him,  by  way 
of  retreat,  into  those  wild  scenes  of 
nature  which  he  afterwards  so  no- 
bly described  upon  canvas. 

'SALVIAN,  orSALVIANUS,  a 
clear,  elegant,  and  beautiful  writer, 
and  one  of  the  fathers  of  the  church. 
The  best  work  that  remains  of  his, 
is,  a  treatise  in  8  books,  "  De  Pro- 
vi'Jentia  Dei," 
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S  A  M  M  A  R  T  H  A  NU  S.  See 
SAINTE-MARTHE. 

SANADON(NOEL  STEPHEN) 
a  learned  Jesuit,  born  at  Rouen 
1676,  died  1733.  There  are  ora- 
tions and  poems  of  his,  which  are 
very  delicate  and  beautiful  ;  but 
he  is  best  known  by  his  translation 
of  "  Horace"  with  notes,  which  has 
been  very  well  received. 

SANCHES  (ANTONIO  NUNES 
RIBEIRO)  an  eminent  Portuguese 
physician,  and  writer  on  the  Ve- 
nereal disease,  born  1699,  died 

'783- 

SANCHEZ  (THOMAS)  an  il- 
lustrious Jesuit  of  Spain,  was  born  at 
Corduba  1551,  died  1610,  and  was 
interred  there  in  a  most  magnificent 
manner. — Of  his  learning,  which 
was  unquestionably  great,  he  gave 
public  proofs  in-  a  large  volume 
printed  at  Genoa  1592,  and  in  4 
volumes  folio  printed  after  his 
death. 

SANCHO  (IGNATIUS)  an  ex- 
traordinary  negro,  born  1729  on 
board  a  ship  in  the  slave  trade, 
died  1780.  He  lived  under  the 
patronage  of  the  late  duke  of  Mon- 
tague. His  "  Letters"  entitled  and 
secured  to  him  the  protection  of 
the  great,  and  the  friendship  of  the 
literary,  and  display  such  proofs  of 
epistolary  talent,  of  rapid  and  just 
conception,  of  wild  patriotism,  and 
of  universal  philanthropy,  as  evi- 
dently prove,  that  the  perfection  of 
the  reasoning  faculties  does  not  de- 
pend on  a  peculiar  conformation  of 
the  skull,  or  the  colour  of  an  inte- 
gument; but  that  an  untutored 
African  may  possess  equal  abilities 
with  an  European,  in  defiance  of 
that  wild  opinion  "  which  (says  a 
learned  writer  of  these  times)  re- 
strains  the  operations  of  the  mind 
to  particular  regions,  and  supposes 
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a  luckless  mortal  may  hi  born 
in  a  degree  of  latitude  too  high  or 
too  low  for  wisdom  or  for  wit." — 
With  Garrick  and  Sterne,  among 
others,  Sancho  was  in  habits  of  the 
roost  familiar  literary  intimacy. 

SANCHON1ATKO,  an  ancient 
Phenician  philosopher  and  histo- 
rian, flourished  760  B.C. 

SANCROFT  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
archbishop  of  Canterbury,  born  at 
Fresingfkld  in  Suffolk  1616.  Be- 
ing at  last  deprived,  for  refusing 
the  oaths  to  William  and  Mary, 
from  a  conscientious  regard  to  the 
allegiance  he  had  sworn  to  king 
James,  he  retired  to  Fresingfield 
(the  place  of  his  birth,  and  the  es- 
tate  [50!.  a  year]  and  residence  of 
his  ancestors  above  300  years), 
vhere  he  lived  in  a  very  private; 
manner  till  his  death,  1693. 

SANCTOR1US,  orSAN'IORIUS,! 
a  celebrated    medical    professor    ofj 
Padua,  who  flourished  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  i7lh  centuiy. 

SANDBY  (THOMAS)  professor 
of  auhitediure  in  the  Royal  Aca- 
demy of  London,  was  bcm  1721, 
and  died  June  45,  179?- 

SANDERSON  (DR.  ROBERT) 
an  eminent  bishop  of  Lincoln,  a  po- 
lemic writer,  and  casuist,  born  in 
Yorkshire  1.587.  died  1663. 

SANDERSON  (ROBERT)  a  la- 
borious and  learned  antiquary,  who 
assisted  Mr.  Rymer  in  publishing 
his  valuable  "  Fcedera,"  which  he 
continued  after  Mr.  Rymer's  death, 
beginning  with  the  i6th  volume, 
and  ending  with  the  aoih.  He  died 

1741. 

SANDRART  (JOACHIM)  a 
famous  German  painter,  born  at 
Francfort  1606,  died  1676,  having 
published  several  volumes  on  sub- 
jefls  relating  to  his  profession,  the 
most  considerable  of  which  is"  The 
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Lives  of  the    Painters,    with  their 
Effipies." 

SANDYS  (EDWIN)  archbishop 
of  York,  born  in  Lancashire  1519, 
died  1,588.  He  was  in  1559  ap- 
pointed, by  queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  council,  one  of  the  nine  Pro- 
testant divines  who  were  to  hold  a 
disputation  against  so  many  of  the 
Romish  persuasion  before  both 
houses  of  parliament  at  Westmin- 
ster. He  was  also  one  of  the  com- 
missioners for  preparing  a  form  of 
P'..yer,  or  liturgy,  and  for  delibe- 
rating on  other  matters  for  the  re- 
formation of  the  church,  and  being 
well  skilled  in  the  original  lan- 
guages, was,  about  1565,  one  of 
the  bishops  appointed  to  make  a 
new  translation  of  the  Bible  ;  the 
portions  whkh  fell  to  his  share 
were  the  books  of  Kings  and  Chro- 
nicle?. 

SANDYS  (SIR  EDWIN)  second 
son  of  the  preceding,  and  author  of 
"  Europae  Speculum";  or  a  View  or 
Survey  of  the  State  of  Religion  in 
i  the  Western  Parts  of  the  World," 
&c.  was  born  1561,  and  died 
1629. 

SANDYS  (GEORGE)  brother  of 
the  preceding,  bom  1577,  became 
a  great  traveller  in  Turkey,  Greece, 
Egypt,  and  the  Holy  Land,  and  af- 
terwards in  Italy,  and  published,  in 
1615,  an  account  of  his  travels,  in 
folio,  illustrated  with  50  maps  and 
figures.  Sandys  distinguished  him- 
self also  as  a  poet;  and  his  pro- 
duflions  in  that  way  were  greatly 
admired  in  the  times  when  they 
were  written,  particularly  "  Ovid's 
Metamorphoses,  Englished,  mytho- 
logized,  and  represented  in  Figures," 
in  folio.  Mr.  Dryden  pronounced 
him  the  best  versifier  of  the  age; 
and  Mr.  Pope  declared  in  his  notes 
to  the  Iliad,  that  English  poetry 
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•wed   much  of  its  present   beauty 
to  his  translations.      He  died  1643. 

SANNAZARIUS  (JAMES)  an 
excellent  Latin  and  Italian  poet, 
born  at  Naples  1458,  died  1530. 

SANSON  (NICHOLAS)  a  cele- 
brated Frem  h  geographer,  born  at 
Abbeville  1600,  died  1667. 

SANTEUIL  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
a  celebrated  Fien<.h  poet,  born  at 
Paris  1630,  died  1697. 

SAPPHO,  a  famous  poetess  of 
antiquity,  who,  for  her  excellence 
in  her  art,  has  been  called  "  The 
Tenth  Muse,"  was  born  at  Mitylene 
in  the  isle  of  Lesbos  B.  C.  6  to.— 
Having  fallen  in  love  with  Phaon, 
she  followed  him  into  Sicily,  whi- 
ther he  retired  that  he  might  not 
see  her,  and  during  her  stay  in 
that  island  probably  she  composed 
the  "  Hymn  to  Venus"  still  extant, 
in  which  she  begs  so  ardently  the 
assistance  of  that  goddess.  Her 
prayers,  however,  proved  ineffec- 
tual :  Phaon  was  cruel  to  the  last 
degree.  The  unfortunate  Sappho 
went  to  the  promontory  Leucas  and 
threw  herself  into  the  sea.— None 
of  the  Greek  poets  excelled  her  for 
sweetness  of  verse. 

SAR1SBURY,  or  SALISBURY, 
(JOHN  of)  in  Latin  Sarisburiensis, 
an  English  historian,  critic,  and 
philosopher,  very  famous  in  his  day, 
born  i  1 10,  died  1 18  i. 

SARPI.      See  PAUL. 

SARTO  (ANDREA  DEL)  a  fa- 
mous Italian  painter,  born  in  Flo- 
rence 1478,  died  1520. 

SAVAGE  (RICHARD)  a  cele- 
brated English  poet,  and  an  eminent 
instance  of  the  uselessness  and  in- 
significancy of  knowledge,  wit,  and 
genius,  without  prudence  and  a  pro- 
per regard  to  the  common  maxims 
of  life,  was  born  Jan.  10,  1697-8 
He  was  the  son  of  Anne  countess  of 
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Macclcsfield,  by  the  earl  of  Rivers; 
and  might  have  been  considered  as 
the  lawful  issue  of  the  earl  of  Mac- 
clesfield  ;    but  his  mother,   in  order 
to    procure  a  separation  from  her 
husband,    mode   a  public  confession1 
of  adultery   in  this    instance.     As 
soon  as   this  spurious  offspring  was 
brought  to  light,  the  countess  treated 
him   with  every  kind  of  unnatural 
cruelty.     She  committed  him  to  the 
care  of  a  poor  woman  to  educate  as 
her  own.     She  prevented   the  earl 
of  Rivers  from   making  him   a  be- 
quest in  his  will  of  6oool.  by  de^ 
daring  him  dead.    She  endeavoured 
to  send  him  secretly  to  the  American* 
plantations;    and   at   last,   to   bury 
him  in   poverty   and   obscurity   for 
ever,  she  placed  him  as  an  appren- 
tice to  a    shoe-maker  in    Holborn. 
About    this  time  his    nurse  died ; 
and  in  searching  her  effeQs,  which 
he    imagined  to  be   his    righf,    he 
found  some  letters  which  informed! 
him  of  his   birth,   and  the  reasons 
for    which    it  was  concealed.      He 
now  left  his  low  occupation,    and 
tried  every  method  to  awaken  the 
tenderness  and  attract  the  regard  of 
his  mother  :   but   all  his  assiduity 
was  without  effect ;    for  he   could 
neither  soften  her  heart  nor  open 
her   hand,    and  he  was  reduced  to 
the  miseries  of  want.       In  1723  he 
brought  a  tragedy  on  the  stage,   in 
which   himself  performed   a   part, 
the    subject    of   which    was,    "Sir 
Thomas     Overbury."     While    em- 
ployed   upon    this    work,    he    was 
without  lodging,  and  often  without 
food  ;    nor  had    he  any  other  con- 
veniences for  study   than   the  fields 
or   the   street ;    and   when   he  had 
formed    a   speech,    he    would   step 
into  a  shop  and  beg  the  use  of  pen, 
ink,  and  paper.     The  profits  of  this 
play  amounted  to  about  200!.  and 
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who  published  a  very  interesting 
account  of  his  journey  over  the 
Alps,  was  born  at  Geneva  1740, 
and  died  Oft.  1798. 

SAXE  (MAURICE  COMPTE 
DE)  marshal  general  of  the  French 
armies,  born  at  Dresden  1696.  He 
•was  natural  son  of  Frederic  Augus- 
tus II.  king  of  Poland,  by  Aurora 
countess  Konigsmarc,  and  died  1750, 
leaving  behind  him  the  charaQer  of 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  suc- 
cessful generals  of  the  age.  His 
41  Reveries,  or  Memoirs  concerning 
the  Art  of  War,"  together  with 
other  small  pieces,  were  translated 
into  English,  and  published  at  Lon- 
don 1757.  4  to. 

SAXO  (GRAMMATICUS)  a 
Danish  historian  whj  flourished  in 
the  12th  century,  and  died  1208. 

SC^VOLA  (MUT1US)  sur- 
ramed  Coidus,  a  young  Roman,  fa- 
mous for  his  courage  and  intrepi- 
dity. Porsenna,  king  of  Etruria, 
having  besieged  Rome  in  order  to 
restore  the  exiled  king  Tarquin  the 
Proud,  Mutius,  determined  to  de- 
liver his  country  from  so  dangerous 
an  enemy,  disguised  himself  in  the 
habit  of  a  Tuscan,  and  artfully 
gained  access  to  Porsenna's  tert, 
where  the  monarch  and  his  secre- 
tary were  sitting  together.  Mutius, 
not  knowing  which  was  the  king, 
killed  the  secretary  in  his  stead. 
On  being  arrested  for  the  ciime, 
he  boldly  told  the  king,  that  three 
hundred  young  men  like  himself 
had  sworn  to  murder  him:  "but 
since  this  hand  has  missed  thee 
(continued  he)  it  must  be  punished;" 
then  putting  his  right  hand  on  the 
burning  coals,  he  suffered  it  to  con- 
sume with  such  a  constancy  as 
amazed  the  beholders.  Porsenna, 
charmed  with  his  virtues,  sent  him 
safe  to  Rome,  where  they  gave 
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him  the  name  of  Scaevola,  or  left- 
handed  ;  which  remained  to  his  fa- 
mily. 

SCALA  (BARTHELEMI)  an 
Italian  statesman  and  historian,  born 
1430,  died  1497.  His  chief  work 
is  a  "  History  of  the  Florentine 
Republic." 

SCALIGER  (JULIUS  CAESAR) 
an  Italian  physician  and  eminent 
Latin  poet  and  critic,  born  in  Ve- 
rona 1484.  died  1558. 

SCALIGER  (JOSEPH  JUSTUS) 
his  son,  a  great  critical  and  histo- 
rical writer  and  chronologer,  born 
at  Agen  1540,  died  1609.  He  had 
a  particular  talent  for  learning  lan- 
guages, and  is  said  to  have  been 
perfectly  skilled  in  13.  The  works 
of  Joseph  Scaliger  are  very  nume- 
rous and  various. 

SCANDERBEG,  or  George  Cas- 
triot,  king  of  Albania,  a  province 
jof  Turkey  in  Europe,  dependent  on 
'the  Ottoman  empire.  He  was  born 
11404,  and  delivered  up,  with  his 
Ithree  elder  brothers,  as  hostage?,  by 
their  father,  to  Amurath  II.  sultan 
of  the  Turks,  who  poisoned  his  bro- 
Ithers,  but  spared  him  on  account 
;of  his  youth,  being  likewise  pleased 
with  his  juvenile  wit  and  amiable 
person.  In  a  short  time  he  became 
one  of  the  most  renowned  generals 
of  the  age,  and  revolting  from 
Amurath,  he  joined  Huniades  Cor- 
vinu?,  a  most  formidable  enemy  to 
the  Ottoman  empire,  defeated  the 
sultan's  army,  took  Amurath's  se- 
cretary prisoner,  obliged  him  to 
sign  and  seal  an  order  to  the  go- 
vernor of  Croia,  the  capital  of  Al- 
bania, to  deliver  up  the  citadel  and 
the  city  to  the  bearer  of  that  order, 
in  the  name  of  the  sultan.  With 
this  forged  order  he  repaired  to 
Croia,  and  thus  recovered  the  throne 
of  his  ancestors,  and  maintained  the 
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independency  of  his  country  against 
the  numerous  armies  of  Amurath 
anc!  of  his  successor  Mahomet  II. 
who  was  obliged  to  make  peace 
with  this  hero  in  146  i,  after  a  war 
of  eleven  years.  Scanderbeg  was  a 
man  of  great  strength,  and  mowed 
down  whole  legions  with  his  scy- 
metar.  When  peace  was  concluded 
between  him  and  Mahomet,  the 
Turkish  emperor  requested  him  (as 
a  favour)  to  send  him  his  scymetar. 
Scanderbeg  complied.  The  empe- 
ror soon  returned  the  instrument 
which  had  done  so  much  execution 
in  the  hands  of  the  Albanian  hero, 
adding,  "  that  though  he  had  sent 
him  his  scyrnetar,  he  had  not  sent 
him  the  arm  which  wielded  it." 
On  hearing  of  the  death  of  Scander- 
beg (1467),  Mahomet  exclaimed  in 
a  transport  of  joy,  "What  can  now 
prevent  me  from  completing  the 
destruflionof  the  Christians?  They 
have  lost  their  sword  and  their 
shield." 

SCARRON  (PAUL)  an  eminent 
French  comic  or  rather  burlesque 
writer  and  satirist,  born  at  Paris 
1610.  He  was  very  much  deform- 
ed and  of  very  irregular  manners  ; 
yet,  in  1651,  was  aftually  married 
to  Mademoiselle  d'Aubigne,  after- 
wards the  celebrated  Madame  de 
Maintenon,  who  lodged  near  him, 
and  was  about  16  years  of  age. 
Scarron  died  in  1660.  He  had  an 
infinite  fund  of  wit  and  pleasantry, 
but  could  never  prevent  it  from 
running  into  buffoonery;  his  "  Co- 
mical Romance/'therefore,  is  almost 
the  only  work  of  his  which  conti- 
nues to  be  read  by  persons  of  taste. 

SCHEFFER  (JOHN)  a  German 
critic  and  antiquary,  born  at  Stras- 
burg  1 621,  died  1679. 

SCHE1NER  (CHRISTOPHER) 
an  eminent  German  mathematician 
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and  astronomer,  memorable  for  hav-> 
ing  fitst  discovered  the  spots  upon 
the  sun,  born  at  Schwaben  1575, 
died  1650. 

SCHIAVONE  (ANDREA)  a 
Venetian  painter,  born  1522,  died 
1582- 

SCHILLER  (FREDERIC]  a  very 
distinguished  dramatist  and  miscel- 
laneous writer,  born  at  Ludwigs- 
burg,  in  the  dutchy  of  Wirtemburg, 
Nov.  10,  1759,  died  at  Weimar,  May 
9,  1805.  His  memory  will  be  im- 
mortalized by  the  following  dramas, 
"  The  Picco!omini,  Don  Carlos, 
Mary  Stuart,  Walstcin,  The  Rob- 
bers'; Fiesco,  and  Cabal  and  Love." 
He  had  also  begun  a  '•'  History  of 
the  Low  Countries,"  but  had  only 
published  a  small  portion  of  it 
wh«n  death  put  an  end  to  his 
labours. 

SCHOEFFLIN  (JOHN  DANI- 
EL) an  eminent  German  philoso- 
pher, historiographer,  and  antiqua- 
ry, born  at  Sulsbourg  1694,  died 
»77i. 

SCHOMBERG  (FREDERICK 
DL'KE  OF)  a  distinguished  German 
general,  born  >6o8.  He  served 
first  in  the  army  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, then  under  Louis  XIV.  who 
made  him  a  marshal  of  France, 
though  a  protestant.  Cn  the  revo- 
cation of  the  ediS  of  Nantz,  in 
1685,  he  retired  to  Portugal,  where 
his  merit  raised  him  to  the  rank  of 
duke  and  grandee.  At  the  Revo- 
lution he  came  to  England  with 
king  William,  and,  for  his  signal 
services  at  that  sera,  was  made  an 
English  duke,  and  knight  of  the 
garter;  the  parliament  also  voted 
him  lOOjOool.  In  1689  he  was 
made  commander  in  chief  of  the 
king's  forces  in  Ireland  ;  and  in 
1690  was  shot  at  the  battle  of  the 
Boyne,  by  the  French  refuges3  ,>f 
LI 
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his  own  army,  by  a  fatal  mistakev 
in  the  $$il  vear  of  his  age. 

SCKOMBERG  (DR.  ISAAC)  an 
Engl^h  physicianand  medical  writer 
died  1761. 

SCKOMBERG  (ALEXANDER 
CROWCHER)  an  eminent  English 
writer  on  juridical  antiquities,  &c. 
born  1756,  died  1792. 

SCKOREL  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
Flemish  palmer,  botn  1496,  ciecl 

1572. 

SCHOTTUS(ANDREAS)avery 
learned  Greek  critic  of  Germany, 
born  at  Antwerp  15521  'lied  i  6?g. 
SCKREVEL1US  (CORNELIUS) 
a  laborious  critic  and  Greek  lexico- 
grapher of  Holland,  born  at  Haer- 
1cm  1615,  died  1667. 

SCHUL1ENS  (AI  PERT)  aGer- 
man   divine,    greatly  distinguished 
as  a    Hebrew  critic  and    orientalist, 
fcoi  n  at  Groningen  1680,  died  i  750. 
SCHURMAJf  (ANNA  MARIA) 
a  most  extraoidinary  German  lady, 
the  prodigy  indeed  of  her  sex,  born 
at    Cologne    '.607.      At  6   years  of 
age  she  cut  with  her  scissars  upon 
paper  all    sorts  of  figures  without 
any  model.     At   8,  the  learned   in 
a  Jew  days  to   design   flowers   in  a 
•rery    agreeable    manner ;    and,     2 
Drears  after,  she    was   but  3   hours 
in   learning   to   embroider.     Being 
afterwards  taught  music,  vocal  and 
instrumental,    painting,    sculpture, 
and  engraving,  she  succeeded  equal, 
ly   in    all   these   arts.     Her    hand- 
writing in  all  languages  was  inimi- 
table j    and    some.,  curious   persons 
have  preserved    specimens  of  it  in 
their  cabinets.     The  powers  of  her 
understanding  were  not  inferior  to 
those    of   her   band;    for  at   a  very 
early  age,    ihe  Latin,   Greek,    arc 
Hebrew  languages  became  so  fami. 
liar  to  her,  that  she  not  only  wrote, 
but  spoke  them  in  a  manner  which 


SCO 

surprised  the  most  learned  men. 
She  made  a  great  progress  also  in 
the  Syriac,  Chaldee,  Arabic,  and 
Elhiopic;  undetstood  pcrfeQly,  and 
spoke  readily,  the  French,  English, 
and  Italian,  and  was  competently 
versed  in  geography,  astronomy, 
philosophy,  and  the  science?.  At 
last  her  iiame  became  so  famous, 
that  persons  of  the  first  rank,  and 
even  prirue-,sf s,  pjid  her  visits; 
cardinal  Picbelieu  likewise  shewed 
ier  ma:ks  cf  his  esteem.  About 
1650,  fal';n;  into  the  errors  of 
Labadie,  a  French  enthusiast  who 
tad  been  b3nished  France  for  his 
•xtravagant  tenets  and  conduct,  to 
his  man  she  entiiely  attached  her- 
self, anornjMnied  him  wherever  he 
went,  and  even  attended  him  in  his 
la-t  i!!ness  at  Altona  in  Holstein, 
She  'lied  1678.  leaving  some  learn- 
ed and  estimable  works. 

SCIOFP1US  (CASPAR)  a  most 
learned  German  writer  of  the  »7th 
century,  but  who,  on  account  of  his 
spiteful  and  injurious  way  of  calum- 
niating all  that  were  eminent  for 
their  learning,  was  justly  called  the 
"  Grammatical  Cur,"  l>orn  in  the 
Upper  Palatinate  1576,  died  1649. 

SCIP1O  (FUBL1US  CORNE- 
LIUS) a  renowned  Roman  general, 
surnamed  Africanus,  for  his  con- 
quests in  that  country.  His  other 
signal  military  exploits  were,  his 
taking  the  new  city  of  Carthage  in 
a  single  day  ;  his  complete  viQory 
over  Hannibal,  the  famous  Cartha- 
ginian general ;  the  defeat  of  Sy- 
phax,  king  of  Numidia  ;  and  of 
Antiochus,  in  Asia.  He  was  as 
eminent  for  his  chastity,  and  his 
generous  behaviour  to  his  prisoners, 
a*  for  his  valour,  and  died  180 
years  before  Christ. 

SCOT  (REYNOLDS)  a  learned 
English  gentleman,  who  combated 


very 
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powerfully    the    doRrine    of 


vitchcraft,  and  against  whose  opi- 
nions James  I.  wrote  his  "  Demo- 
nologie,"  horn  in  Kent  1515,  died 


SCOTT  (DR.  JOHN)  a  learned 
and  pious  English  divine,  born  at 
Chippenham  1638,  died  1634, 
leaving  behind  him  an  excellent 
work,  called  "  The  Christian  Life,1' 
•which  has  been  often  printed,  and 
much  read. 

SCOTT  (JOHN)  a  Quaker,  call- 
ed the  poet  of  Amwell,  was  born 
at  Bermondsey  in  Surry,  Jan.  9, 
1730.  At  .about  the  a^e  of  17 
he  discovered  a  great  propensity  to 
poetry,  and  his  first  essays  in  that 
art  appeared  in  the  Gentleman's 
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bo,  from  an  ofEre  given  him  by 
popeClementVII.  in  the  lead-mines, 
was  an  eminent  painter,  born  at 
Venice  1485,  and  died-  1547. 

SECKENDORF  (GUI-  LOUIS 
DE)  a  very  learned  German,  born 
near  Nuremberg  1626,  died  1692. 
He  wrote  a  great  many  books  ;  one 
in  particular  of  most  singular  use, 
"  Commentirius  Historicus  &  Apo* 
logrtic;js  de  Lutheranismo,"  &.T.  &c. 

SECKER  (THOMAS)  archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  born  at  Sibthorpe 
in  Nottinghamshire  1693,  died 
1768.  His  "  Catechetical  Luc- 
tores,"  and  (i  Sermons."  published 
after  his  death,  are  masterly  com- 
positions.

DE)  a  celebrated  French  pott  and 
novelist,  born  at  Caen  1624,  died 
2701.  See  FAYETTE. 

SELDEN  (JOHN)  an  English 
antiquary,  historian,  and  law  writer 
of  most  extensive  learning,  born  at 
Salvintcn  in  Sussex  1584,  died 
1654.  His  chief  works  are,  "Ti- 
tles of  Honour,"  "  History  of 
Tithes,''  and  "  De  Jure  Naturali 
&  Gentium  juxta  Discipliiiam  He- 
brxorum."  Grotius  styles  him  "  the 
glory  of  the  English  nation." 

SEMIRAM1S,  queen  of  Assyria, 
famous  for  her  extensive  conquests, 
and  said  to  have  fallen  in  love  with 
lier  ov\  n  son  Ninias,  who,  on  that 
account,  caused  her  to  be  put  to 
death,  and  ascended  her  throne. 
She  was  born  at  Ascalon  in  Syria, 
and  flourished,  according  to  Usher, 
abaut  B.  C.  12)5. 

SENECA  (LUCIUS  ANNjEUS) 
a  celebrated  Stoic  philosopher  and 
tragic  poet,  preceptor  to  the  tyrant 
>iero,  by  whom  he  was  put  to 
death  A.  D.  65.  He  left  Seneca, 
however,  at  liberty  to  chuse  his 
manner  of  dying,  who  caused  his 
veins  to  be  opened.  Finding  his 
death  slow  and  lingering,  he  took 
poison  ;  but  this  not  having  its  usual 
effefr,  he  was  carritd  to  a  hot  bath, 
•where  he  was  at  length  stifled  with 
the  steams.  The  works  of  Seneca 
ate  so  well  known  by  the  several 
editions  which  have  been  published, 
that  we  need  not  be  particular  in 
an  account  of  them.  Seneca  was 
born  at  Corduba  in  Spain  A.  D.  12. 

S£NECAl(AXTGINEIiAUDE- 
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RON  DE)  a  French  poet,  born  at 
Macon  1643,  died  1737. 

SENNERTUS  (DANIEL)  an 
eminent  physician  and  medical 
writer  of  Germany,  born  at  Bres- 
law  1572,  died  1637. 

SERRANUS  (JOANNES)  or 
JOHN  DE  SERRES,  a  learned 
French  historical  and  theological 
writer,  born  1548,  died  1598. 
The  work  for  which  Serranus  is 
most  known  out  of  France,  is  his 
"  Latin  version  of  Plato." 

SERVETUS  (M ICHAEL)  a  most 
ingenious  and  learned  Spaniard, 
born  at  Villa  Nuova  in  Arragon 
i  5<">g.  He  was  a  physician  by  pro- 
fession ;  but  after  a  dispute  and  a 
law-suit  with  the  faculty  at  Paris, 
he  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of 
divinity,  and  became  a  polemical 
writer  against  Calvin,  and  against 
the  Trinitarians.  Calvin  treated 
his  adversary  with  indecent  warmth 
j  in  the  course  of  theif  controversies, 
and,  having  treacherously  obtained 
some  sheets  of  a  work  that  Serveius 
was  printing  privately,  he  sent 
them,  together  with  the  letters  he 
had  received  from  him,  containing 
heretical  opinions,  to  the  magis- 
trates of  Lyons,  who  thereupon  ar- 
rcsicj  Servetus.  This  unfortunate 
man  made  his  escape,  and  fled  to 
Vienna  in  Dauphiny;  but  there,  by 
means  of  Calvin's  correspondence 
with  some  principal  divines,  he  was 
put  in  prison.  Calvin  now,  under 
pretext  of  a  reconciliation,  invited 
him,  when  he  was  set  at  liberty, 
to  retire  to  Geneva ;  but  he  was

SEXTUS  EMP1RICUS,  an  an- 
cient  Greek  author,  and  most  acute 
defender  of  the  Pyrrhonian  or  seep, 
tical  philosophy,  flourished  about 
A.  D.  180. 

SFORZA  (JAMES)  styled,  The 
Great,  count  de  Corignoli,  a  re- 
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Downed  warrior,  born  1369.  He 
•was  the  son  of  a  labourer  ;  but  by 
bis  military  talents  ennobled  his 
family,  and  was  the  founder  of  the 
illustrious  house  of  the  Sforzas, 
dukes  of  Milan.  He  was  diovvned 
in  -passing  the  river  Pescara,  in 
pursuit  of  Alphonsus  king  of  Arra- 
gon,  in  i  424. 

SFORZA  (FRANCIS)  his  natu- 
ral  son,  an  able  statesman  and  re- 
nowned general.  He  served  under 
his  father  against  Alplionsus  king 
of  Arrsgon,  and,  though  illegiti- 
mate, succeeded  to  his  estate,  and 
to  his  post  in  the  army,  under  Jane 
I!,  queen  of  Naples.  He  after- 
wards attached  himself  to  Rene, 
duke  of  Anjou,  her  successor.  The 
reputation  of  his  valour  engaged 
the  pope,  the  Venetians,  and  the 
Florentines,  to  appoint  him  their 
general,  in  the  war  against  the  duke 
of  Milan,  though  he  had  married 
his  daughter.  The  duke  dying  in 
J447,  the  Milanese  chose  Sforza  to 
be  their  general  against  the  Vene- 
tians, and,  after  many  signal  ser- 
vices performed  for  them,  he  turn- 
ed his  arms  against  them,  laid  siege 
to  Milan,  and  obliged  them  to  ac- 
knowledge him  duke  of  Milan.  In 
1464  he  made  himself  master  of 
Genoa,  and  died  1466. 

SHADWELL  (THOMAS)  an 
English  dramatic  writer,  historio- 
grapher, and  poet  laureat,  born  at 
Stanton  Hall  in  Norfolk  1640,  died 
1692.  His  succeeding  Dryden  as 
poet  laureat  was  a  great  mortifica- 
tion to  the  latter,  who  immediately 
conceived  an  antipathy  toShadwell, 
of  which  he  has  giv.-n  no  small 
proof  in  his  Mac- Fleck  no,  where  he 
says, 
*4  Others  to  some  faint  meaning  make 

"  pretence, 

**  But  Shartwell   never  dwiates   into 
"  tense." 
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Yet  all  we  learn  hence  is,  that  a 
satirist  never  pays  the  least  regard 
to  truth  when  it  interferes  with  the 
gratification  of  resentment  or  spleen  ; 
for  nothing  can  be  more  false  than 
the  idea  which  these  lines  are  in- 
tended to  convey.  Many  of  his  co- 
medies are  very  good,  have  fine 
strokes  of  humour  in  them,  and 
abound  in  original  characters,  strong- 
ly marked  and  well  sustained. 

SHADWEI.L  (CHARLES)  a 
dramatic  writer  in  Ireland,  of  con- 
siderable talents,  died  1726.  Jacob 
calls  him  the  nephew,  Chetwood 
the  younger  son,  of  the  poet-laureat. 
"  The  fair  Quaker  of  Deal"  is  the 
best  known  of  his  plays. 

SHAKSPEARE  (WILLIAM) 
the  Father  of  the  English  Theatre, 
the  great  poet  of  nature,  and  the 
glory  of  the  British  nation,  was 
descended  of  a  reputable  family  at 
Stratford  upon  Avon.  His  father, 
John,  who  was  in  the  wool-trade, 
and  dealt  considerably  that  way, 
had  ten  children,  of  whom  our  im« 
mortal  poet  was  the  eldest,  and  was 
born  April  16,  1564.  At  a  pro- 
per age  he  was  put  to  the  free- 
school  in  Stratford,  where  he  ac- 
quired the  rudiments  of  grammar- 
learning.  His  father,  however,  h<d 
no  design  to  make  a  scholar  of  him  ; 
on  the  contrary,  he  took  him  early 
from  school,  and  employed  him  in 
his  own  business;  but  he  did  net 
continue  long  in  it,  at  least  under 
controul,  for  at  seventeen  years  of 
age  he  married,  commenced  master 
of  a  family,  and  became  a  parert 
before  he  was  out  of  his  minority. 
He  is  now  supposed  to  have  settled 
in  business  for  himself,  and  to  have 
had  no  other  thoughts  than  of  pur« 
suing  the  wool-trade ;  when,  hap» 
pening  to  fall  into  acquaintance 
with  some  persons  who  followed 
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the  praSice  of  deer-stealing,  he  was 
prevailed  upon  to  engage  with  them 
in  robbing  SirTboma^  Lucy's  Park, 
near  Stratford.  The  injury  being 
repeated  more  than  once,  that  gen- 
tleman was  provoked  to  enter  a 
prosecution  against  the  delinquents; 
and  Shakspeare,  in  revenge,  made 
him  the  subject  of  a  ballad,  which 
tradition  says  was  pointed  with  so 
much  bitterness  that  it  became  un- 
safe for  the  author  to  stay  any 
longer  in  the  country.  To  escape  j 
the  law  he  fled  to  London,  where, 
as  might  be  expecled  from  a  man 
of  wit  and  humour  in  his  circum- 
stances, he  threw  himself  among 
the  players.  His  first  admission 
into  the  play-house  was  suitable  to 
his  appearance  ;  a  stranger,  and 
ignorant  of  the  art,  he  was  glad  to 
be  taken  into  the  company  in  a 
very  mean  rank  ;  nor  did  his  per- 
formance recommend  him  to  any 
distinguished  notice.  The  part  01 
an  under  atlor  neither  engaged  nor 
deserved  his  attention ;  it  was  far 
from  filling,  or  being  adequate  to 
the  powers  of  his  mind,  and  there- 
fore he  turned  the  advantage  which 
that  situation  afforded  him  to  a 
higher  and  nobler  use.  Having,  by 
praflice  and  observation,  acquainted 
himself  with  the  mechanical  ceco- 
nonny  of  the  theatre,  his  native 
genius  supplied  the  rest:  but  the 
whole  view  of  his  first  attempts  in 
stage  poetry  being  to  procure  a 
subsistence,  he  directed  his  endea- 
vours solely  to  hit  the  taste  and 
humour  that  then  prevailed  among 
the  meaner  sort  of  people,  of  whom 
his  audience  was  generally  com- 
posed ;  and  therefore  his  images  of 
life  were  drawn  from  those  of  an 
inferior  rank.  But  when  his  per. 
formances  had  merited  the  protec- 
tion of  his  prince,  and  the  encou. 
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ragement  of  t  ic  <ourt  had  succeeded 
to  tiiat  of  the  town,  the  works  of 
his  riper  years  were  manifestly 
rai-td  above  the  level  of  his  former 
productions.  It  is  said,  that  queen 
Elizabeth  was  so  much  pleased  with 
the  delightful  character  of  Sir  John 
Falstaft,  in  the  two  pans  of  "  Henry 
the  Fourth,"  that  she  commanded 
the  author  to  continue  it  for  one 
play  more,  and  to  shew  the  knight 
in  love  ;  which  he  executed  inimi- 
tably, in  "  Tiie  Merry  Wives  of 
Windsor."  The  names  of  his  pa- 
trons are  now  unknown,  except 
that  of  the  earl  of  Southampton, 
who  is  particularly  honoured  by 
him  in  the  dedication  of  two  poems, 
"Venus  and  Adonis,"  and  "  The 
Rape  of  Lucrece."  In  the  begin* 
ning  of  king  James  I.'s  reign  (if 
not  sooner)  he  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal managers  of  the  play-house, 
and  continued  in  it  several  years  af- 
terwards; till,  having  acquired  such 
a  fortune  as  satisfied  his  moderate 
wishes  and  views  in  life,  he  quitted 
the  stage  and  all  other  business,  and 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  time 
in  an  honourable  ease,  at  his  native 
town  of  Stratford,  dying  April  23, 
1616.  He  was  interred  among  his 
ancestors,  on  the  north  side  of  the 
chancel,  in  the  great  church  of 
Stratford,  where  there  is  a  hand- 
some monument  erefcled  to  his  me- 
mory, inscribed  with  the  following 
elegiac  distich: 

"  Judicio    Pylium,    Genio    Sccratem, 

ut  Arte  Maronem, 
"  Terra  tegit,  Populus  nsoeret,  Olym- 

"  pus  habet." 

In  1740,  another  very  noble  one 
was  raised  to  his  rn.-noiy,  at  the 
public  expencc,  in  Westminster- 
Abbey;  an  ample  contribution  for 
this  purpose  being  made,  upon  ex» 
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hibiting  his  tragedy  of  "  Julius 
Caesar,"  at  the  theatre  royal  in 
Diury-lane,  April  28,  i  738.  Forty- 
three  plays  are  ascribed  to  him ; 
but  only  37  have  been  admitted  by 
his  modern  editors. 

SHARP  (JAMES)  archbishop  of 
St.  Andrew's,  and  the  tragical  vic- 
tim of  religious  fury  and  enthusi- 
astic bigotry,  was  born  in  Bansff- 
sbire  1618,  and  assassinated,  for  his 
zeal  in  the  cause  of  episcopacy  in 
Scotland,  i  697. 

SHARP  (DR.  JOHN)  archbishop 
of  York,  and  an  eminent  theologi- 
cal writer,  born  at  Bradford,  York- 
shire, 1644,  died  1713.  His  ser- 
mons were  colle6ied  after  his  death, 
and  have  been  several  times  printed, 
in  7  vols.  8vo. 

SHAW  (DR.THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  antiquary,  famous 
for  his  "  Travels  or  Observations 
relating  to  several  parts  of  Barbary 
and  the  Levant,"  born  at  Kendal, 
Westmoreland,  1692,  died  1751. 

SHAW  (DR.  PETER)  an  Eng- 
lish physician,  and  editor  of  "  Ba- 
con's Philosophical  Works,"  died 

1763. 

SHAW  (CUTHBERT)  a  poet 
of  very  humble  origin,  his  father 
being  a  shoe-maker  in  low  circum- 
stances at  Ravensworth  in  York- 
shire ;  but  his  disadvantage  of  birth 
did  not  prevent  his  genius  from 
expanding  itself.  Dr.  Anderson 
says  of  him,  that  "  in  poetical  feel- 
ing, striking  touches  of  nature,  and 
pathetic  tenderness,  he  is  inferior 
to  no  writer  -of  ancient  or  modern 
times."  He  died  overwhelmed  in 
Complicated  distress  1771. 

SHAW^TEBBING),  an  English 
divine,  reflor  of  Hartshorn,  Derby- 
shire,  was  born  at  or  near  Stone, 
in  Staffordshire,  in  1762;  edu- 
cated at  the  school  of  Repton,  near 
Hartshorn,  under  Dr.  Prior  and 
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Mr. Bagshaw  Stevens:  and  in  1780 
entered  of  Queen's  college,  Cam- 
bridge. He  published  "  A  Tour 
in  the  West  of  England,"  8vo. 
1788;  was  joint  editor  of  "  The 
Topographer,"  4  vols.  8vo.  1789- 
91  ;  and  lastly  published  one  vo- 
lume, and  part  of  a  second,  of 
"  The  History  and  Antiquities  of 
the  county  of  Stafford."  Mr.  Shaw 
died  in  London,  Oct.  28,  1802. 

SHEBEEARE  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
eminent  English  political  writer, 
distinguished  chiefly  by  his  mas- 
terly "  Letters  to  the  People  of 
England,"  born  at  Bideforu,  Devon, 
1709,  died  1788. 

SHEFFIELD  (JOHN)  duke  of 
Buckingham,  a  celebrated  gene- 
ral, critic,  and  poet,  born  1650, 
died  1761.  His  writings  consist  of 
poems,  plays,  historical  memoirs, 
speeches  in  parliament,  characiers, 
dialogues,  critical  observations,  es« 
says,  and  letters;  and  gieat  eulo- 
giums  have  been  bestffwed  upon  our 
author  and  his  works,  by  Dryd^n, 
Prior,  and  Pope  ;  later  readers, 
however,  have  not  approved  them, 
and  they  are  now  fallen  into  total 
neglefl. 

SHELDON  (GILBERT)  arch- 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  born  1598, 
ditd  1677,  leaving  a  high  charaQer 
for  piety  and  moderation,  but  higher 
still  for  his  many  acis  of  munifi- 
cence and  charity,  which,  particu- 
larly the  sumptuous  and  magnificent 
theatre  at  Oxford,  will  preserve  his 
memory  to  latest  posterity.  It  ap- 
peared by  his  private  accounts,  that 
in  fourteen  years  he  had  bestowed 
6o,oool.  in  public  and  private  cha- 
rities. 

SHENSTONE  (WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  elegiac  and  pasto- 
ral poet,  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  at  Hales-Owen,  Shropshire, 
J7H»  died  1763.  He  is  repre- 
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sented  by  his  friend  Dodsley  as  a 
man  of  great  tenderness  and  gene- 
rosity, and  his  life  as  unstained  by 
any  crime.  His  "  Works"  were 
collected  by  Dodsley,  in  3  vols.  8vo. 

SHERIDAN  (DR.  THOMAS)  an 
Irish  divine  and  schoolmaster,  the 
intimate  friend  of  Dean  Swift,  and 
author  of  a  prose  translation  of 
"  Persius,"  born  in  the  county  of 
Cavan  1684,  died  1738. 

SHERIDAN  (THOMAS)  son  of 
the  preceding,  an  eminent  aftor, 
leflureron  oratory,  and  orthoepist, 
•was  bom  at  Ouilca  in  Ireland  1721, 
and  died  1788. 

SHERIDAN  (FRANCES)  wife 
of  the  above,  and  an  ingenious  no- 
velist and  dramatic  writer,  born  in 
Ireland  1724,  died  1767.  Her 
'*  Sydney  Biddulph"  may  be  ranked 
•with  the  first  produflions  of  that 
class  in  ours,  or  in  any  other  lan- 
guage. She  also  wrote  a  little  ro- 
mance in  one  volume,  called"  Nour- 
jahad"  (in  which  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  imagination  productive  of 
an  admirable  moralj;  and  was  author. 
of  two  comedies,  "  The  Discovery" 
and  "  The  Dupe." 

SHERLOCK  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  English  divine,  born  in 
Southwark  1641.  He  was  author 
of  near  fifty  books  and  pamphlets, 
the  greater  part  of  which  were  of 
the  controversial  kind.  His"  Prac- 
tical Treatise  on  Death,"  however, 
has  been  highly  valued  and  very 
much  read.  He  died  1707. 

SHERLOCK.  (DR.  THOMAS) 
bishop  of  London,  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding, born  1678,  died  1761,  dis- 
tinguished as  a  warm  and  spirited 
controversial  writer.  His  works 
are  very  numerous,  and  his  sermons 
particularly  to  be  admired  for  their 
ingenuity  and  elegance. 

SHERWIN  (JOHN  KEYiE)  an 
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English  engraver,  of  uncommon? 
abilities,  and  perhaps  as  strong  a 
proof  as  can  possibly  be  adduced  of 
the  truth  of  the  observation,  that 
"  Genius,  however  oppressed  or 
buried  in  obscurity,  will,  some  time 
or  other,  find  an  opportunity  of 
bursting  into  view,  and  filling  its 
proper  sphere."  Mr.  S.  till  the  age 
of  i  9,  was  employed  in  the  labori- 
ous occupation  of  cutting  wood,  on 
the  estate  of  Mr.  Mitford,  near  Pet- 
worth  in  Sussex  ;  and  being  one  day 
upon  some  business  at  the  house  of 
that  gentleman,  and  being  admitted 
into  a  room  where  some  of  the  fa- 
mily  were  amusing  thejuselves  with 
drawing,  Mr.  Mitford  thought  he 
saw  the  young  man  view  the  pro- 
cess in  a  manner  too  attentive  to 
proceed  from  mere  vague  curiosity, 
and  questioned  him  if  he  could  do 
any  thing  in  that  way.  Sherwin 
answered,  that  he  could  not  tell,  but 
should  like  to  try.  Mr.  Mitford 
gave  him  the  portcrayon,  when  (al- 
though his  hands  were  so  stiff  and 
callous  through  hard  labour,  that 
one  of  the  company,  handing  him 
a  penknife  to  sharpen  the  pencil,  it 
slipt  through  his  hand  as  he  endea- 
voured to  grasp  it)  he  produced  a 
drawing  that  astonished  not  only 
all  present,  but  the  Society  of  Arts, 
to  whom  it  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Mitford:  and  the  Society's  silver 
medal  was  voted  to  him  on  the 
occasion.  Being  removed  to  Lon- 
don, young  Sherwin  entered  with 
Bartolozzi,  and  in  the  space  of 
three  years  made  such  an  astonish- 
ing proficiency  as  to  carry  away 
both  the  gold  and  silver  medals 
from  all  the  students  of  the  Royal 
Academy,  and  soon  after  produced 
those  matchless  engravings  of 
"  Christ  and  Mary  in  the  Garden," 
and  '•  Christ  bearing  the  Cross," 
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from  the  altar-pieces  of  All  Souls 
and  Magdalen  Colleges,  Oxford  ; 
which  prinu,  together  with  "  The 
Finding  of  Moses."  and  a  few  other 
exquisite  productions  of  his  graver, 
mark  to  what  a  high  degree  of  ex- 
cellence, abilities,  when  properly 
encouraged,  may,  in  a  short  space, 
carry  the  aits  ;  and  leave  us  to  la- 
ment  that  the  Life  of  Sherwin  was 
not  of  a  longer  date,  and  his  works 
more  numerous.  Hediedi79O. 

SHIRLEY  (JAMES)  an  English 
dramatic  writer  and  poet  of  emi- 
nence, born  in  London  1591,  died 
1666,  having  published  a  volume 
of  poems  in  1646,  and  37  plays.

His  name  is 
famous  as  author  of  a  romance, 
called  «•  Arcadia."

SIMON  MAGUS  (or  the  MAGI- 
CIAN) a  Samaritan  impostor,  who 
pretended  that  he  was  the  son  of 
God  sent  to  the  Jews,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  the  Gentiles.  He  went  to 
Rome,  where  hy  his  false  miracles 
he  so  prevailed  upon  the  people, 
that  they  erefled  him  a  statue,  and 
gave  him  the  name  of  holy.  To 
these  he  added  most  abominable 
errors  ;  as  that  the  only  way  to  be 
saved  was  to  practise  his  secret  my-g« 
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teries,&c.  His  magic 'endered  him 
very  acceptable  to  Nero,  whom  he 
told  that  he  would  ascend  to  hea- 
ven on  a  cer'.ainday;  and  he  did 
indeed,  with  the  devil's  assistance, 
lift  himself  up;  but,  upon  .St.  Peter's 
frayet ,  he  fell,  broke  his  legs,  and 
died  A.D.  66  or  67.  The  sale  of 
holy  things  is  at  this  day  called 
Simoryt  from  his  offering  money  to 
the  apostles  for  the  Holy  Ghost. 

SIMON  (RICHARD)  a  French 
critic  and  historian,  born  at  Dieppe 
1638,  died  1712.  His  chief  works 
are,  "  Critical  Histories  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testament." 

SIMONIDES,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet  and  philosopher,  born  at  Ceos, 
an  isle  in  the  vEgean  sea,  about  the 
56th  olympiad.  He  is  recorded 
by  Cicero  and  Ouintilian  as  the 
inventor  of  artificial  memory,  and 
died  ahout  470  B.  C. 

SIMPLICITY'S,  an  ancient  Peri- 
patetic  philosopher,  native  of  Fhry- 
gia,  who  flourished  about  450,  and 
wrote  commentaries  upon  several 
parts  of  Aristotle's  works,  which 
are  valuable.  But  of  all  his  pro- 
dilutions,  none  exceed  his  "  Com- 
mentary upon  Epi&etus ;"  than 
which  nothing  in  Pagan  antiquity 
is  better  calculated  to  form  the 
manners,  or  to  give  just  ideas  of  a 
Divine  Providence. 

SIMPSON  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent  professor  of  mathematics  in 
the  king's  academy  at  Woolwich, 
and  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society, 
born  at  Market  Bosworth  in  Leices- 
tershire 1710,  died  1761,  leaving 
very  numerous  and  valuable  works. 

SIRMOND  (JAMES)  a  French 
Jesujt,  and  voluminous  theological 
writer,  chiefly  on  ecclesiastical  his- 
tory, born  at  Riom  1559,  died 
1651. 

S1XTUSV.  (POPE)  born  1521, 
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in   the  signiory  of   Montalto :  his 
father,  Francis  Peretti,  a  poor  vine« 
dresser,    unable    to    maintain   him, 
put  him  out  to  a  farmer,  who  made 
him  keep  his  sheep,  and  afterwards 
his  hogs;  from   his   earliest  youth, 
he  seems  to  have  had  an  unaccount- 
able preposses^on  or  impulse  of  hig 
future  greatness.     In  1531,  falling 
accidentally    under   the   cognizance 
of  father  Michael  Angelo  belleri,   a 
Fianciscan  friar,  who  was  going  to 
preach    during   the    Lent  season  at 
Ascoli,  the  friar  was  so  struck  with 
his  conversation   and  behaviour,  as 
to  recommend  him  to  the  fraternity 
whither    he    was    going.     Accord. 
ingly,  with  the  unanimous  approba- 
|tionof  the  community,  he  was  re« 
Iceived  among  them,    invested  with 
jthe    habit  of    a    lay-brother,    and 
placed  under  the  sacristan,  to  assist 
in    sweeping  the    church,    lighting 
the  candles,  and  such  little  offices  ; 
they,     in    return   for   his   services, 
were  to   teach    him   the   responses, 
and    rudiments   of  grammar.      By 
degrees  he  rose  to  be  inquisitor  at 
Venice;    bur,  quarrelling  with   the 
senate,  he    was  obliged   to  quit  the 
territories  of   the   republic.     Being 
rallied  upon  his  precipitate  retreat, 
he  replied,  that,  having  made  a  vow 
to   be    pope  at  Roui£,  he   did   not 
think  it  right  to   stay  to  be  hanged 
at    Venice.     By   his  intrigues   and 
address  he  obtained  a  cardinal's  hat 
from  pope  Pius  V.     By   an  affefta- 
tion  of  great  humility,  and  the  ap. 
pearance   of   being  loaded  with  bo- 
dily infirmities,  he    so  far  deceived 
the   conclave,    after    the   death    of 
pope  Gregory  XIII.  that,  being  di- 
vided into  fatlions,  in  order  to  put 
an  end  to  the   hopes  and  cabals  of 
each,  they  eleQed   him  pope,   ima- 
gining that  he  would  not  live  long, 
and   that,  in   the  mean    time,  tke 
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fa&ions  would  be  weakened,  am 
render  the  choice  of  a  successor  les 
difficult.  Sixtus  V.  was  no  sooner 
elected,  than  he  threw  away  hi; 
crutch,  and  with  it  all  his  assumec 
debility,  to  the  great  astonishment 
of  the  whole  conclave.  He  was  a 
severe  magistrate,  but  an  excellen 
reformer  of  the  vicious  manners  o: 
the  inhabitants  of  Rome  ;  a  patron 
of  learning  and  of  men  of  genius, 
and,  though  somewhat  too  bigot- 
ed, an  exemplary  pontiff.  He  diec 
1590. 

SKELTON  (JOHN)  poet-latireat 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  anc 
reSor  of  Diss  in  Norfolk.  He 
xvas  eminently  learned  and  ingeni- 
ous, but  licentious  even  to  scurri- 
lity in  his  satires  upon  some  of  the 
regular  clergy.  His  Poems  were 
printed  in  the  black  letter,  i2tno. 
1.568,  and  reprinted  in  8vo.  1736. 
He  was  born  in  Cumberland,  -iied 
in  i  529,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mar- 
garet's, Westminster. 

SKINNER  (STEPHEN)   an  emi- 
nent E-nglish  antiquary   and  etymo 
legist,  born  in  or  near  London  1622, 
dierl  1667. 

SLEIDAN  (JOHN)  an  excellent 
German  historian  and  political  wri- 
ter, born  at  Sleiden  1506,  died 
15,56.  His  chief  work  is,  "  De 
Sutu  Religionis  &  Reipublicas,  Ca 
rolo  Quinto  Caesare,  Comnientarii;1' 
from  1517,  when  Luther  began  to 
preach,  to  1555. 

SLOANE  (SIR  HANS)  baronet, 
an  eminent  physician  and  naturalist, 
born  at  Kalileagh  in  the  north  of 
Ireland  1660,  died  Jan.  i:,  1753, 
having  formed  a  valuable  museum 
of  the  rarest  productions  of  nature 
and  art,  which,  together  with  his 
library,  consisting  of  upwards  of 
50,000  volumes,  and  3566  manu- 
scripts, were  purchased  of  his  exe- 
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cutors  for  20,000).  by  aft  of  par. 
liament,  and  made  part  of  the  col- 
leftion  of  the  British  Museum, 
founded  at  the  public  expence,  and 
constantly  kept  open,  under  certain 
necessary  restrictions,  for  the  public 
benefit.  He  was  the  first  in  England 
who  introduced  into  general  prac- 
tice the  use  of  bark,  not  only  in  fe- 
vers, but  in  a  variety  of  other  dis- 
tempers, particularly  in  nervous  dis- 
orders, in  mortifications,  and  in 
violent  haemorrhages;  and  pub- 
lished "  The  Natural  History  of 
Jamaica,"  in  z  vols.  folio. 

SMALRLDGE  (DR.  GEORGE) 
bishop  of  Bristol,  and  a  very  ele- 
gant theological  writer,  born  at 
Lit>'hfield  1666,  died  1719. 

SMART  (CHRISTOFHF.R)  an 
English  poet,  miscellaneous  writer, 
and  prose  translator  of  Horace, 
born  at  Shipbourne  in  Kent  1722, 
died  May  21,  1771. 

SM EATON  (JCTHN)  a  very  ce- 
lebrated civil  engineer,  in  which 
capacity  he  was  not  equalled  by 
any  of  the  age  he  lived  in;  it  may, 
perhaps,  be  added,  by  none  of  any 
preceding  age.  His  building  the 
Edciystone  Jight-house,  and  con- 
strutiion  of  Ramsgate  harbour,  were 
there  no  other  monuments  of  his 
fame,  would  establish  his  character. 
Mr.  Srneaton  was  born  at  Aus- 
thorpe,  in  Yorkshire,  1724,  and 
died  1792. 

SMELLIE  (DR. WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  physician,  and  writer  on 
midwifery,  born  at  Lanerk  in  Scot- 
land, died  1763. 

SMELLIE  (WILLIAM)  a  Scot- 
tish printer,  fellow  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety of  Edinburgh,  secretary  to  the 
Society  of  Scottish  Antiquaries, 
translator  of  "  Buffon's  Natural 
History,"  author  of  "  The  Philo- 
sophy of  Natural  History,"  and  of 
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lhany  other  ingenious  works,  died 
June  25,  1795. 

SMITH  (SIR  THOMAS)  a  learn- 
ed English  statesman,  historian  and 
critic,  and  secretary  of  state  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  VI.  and  Elizabeth, 
born  at  Walden,  Essex,  1512,  died 
1577.  His  "  Commonwealth  of 
England"  is  the  book  by  which  he 
is  best  known. 

SMITH  (DR.  THOMAS)  alearn- 
ed  English  divine,  historian,  biogra- 
pher, and  critic,  born  in  London 
1638,  died  1710. 

SMITH  (JOHN)  an  English  di- 
vine, particularly  versed  in  septen- 
trional literature  and  in  antiquities, 
born  at  Lowther  in  Westmorland 
1659,  died  171.5,  having  given  to 
the  world  an  edition  of  the  histo- 
rical works  of  Venerable  Bede. 

SMITH  (EDMUND)  an  English 
poet,  author  of  a  celebrated  tragedy 
called  "  Phaedra  and  Hippolitus," 
universally  admired  for  its  purity 
of  style  and  harmony  of  versifica- 
tion. He  was  born  in  London  1668, 
and  died  1710. 

SMITH  (ADAM,  LL.D.  and 
F.  R.  S.  of  London  and  Edinburgh) 
one  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
customs  in  Scotland,  ?nd  formerly 
professor  of  moral  philosophy  in 
the  University  of  Glasgow,  was  born 
at  Kirkaldy  1723.  In  1759  he  pub 
lished  "The  Theory  of  Moral  Sen- 
timents," 8vo.;  and  in  1776,  "  The) 
Nature  and  Causes  of  the  Wealth  of  j 
Nations,"  a  vols.  410.  a  work  which 
it  held  in  the  highest  estimation, 
having  been  quoted  both  in  the  Par- 
liament of  Great  Britain  and  in  the 
National  Assembly  of  France.  It  was 
to  this  book,  which  gave  the  first 
hint  of  the  commercial  treaty  with 
France,  that  he  owed  his  commission 
in  the  customs  of  Scotland,  which 
wa*^iven  him,  unsolicited,  by  lord 
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North,  as  an  acknowledgment  for 
the  informition  which  his  lordship 
had  received  in  the  perusal  of  it. 
Dr.  Smith  died  1790. 

SMOLLET  (DR.  TOBIAS)  a 
physician,  historian,  novelist,  and 
poet,  born  near  Cameron,  on  the 
banks  of  the  Leven,  in  Scotland, 
1720.  In  1746  and  1747  he 
published  "  a  Satire  in  two  parts," 
which  is  reprinted  among  his 
"  Plays  and  Poems."  At  18,  he 
had  written  a  tragedy,  called  "The 
Regicide,"  founded  on  the  story  of 
the  assassination  of  James  I.  of 
Scotland.  In  I  757,  he  wrote  "  The 
Reprisals,"  an  after-piece  of  two 
atls,  which  was  performed  at  Drury- 
lane  theatre.  In  17  j8  he  publish- 
ed in  2  vols.  tamo,  his  novel  of 
"  Roderick  Random,"  by  which  he 
acquired  so  much  reputation,  as 
almost  to  ensure  success  to  every 
future  produQion.  In  175!}  "  Pe» 
regrine  Pickle"  appeared  in  4  vols. 
i2mo;  a  work  of  much  ingenuity 
and  contrivance.  In  17,54, bepub- 
lished  "  Ferdinand  Count  Fathom  ;" 
in  1762,  "  Sir  Launcelot  Greaves," 
in  2  vols.  12 mo;  and  in  1771, 
"  Humphry  Clinker,"  in  3  vols. 
I2mo;  all  of  them  works  of  great 
merit.  About  i  752,  he  abandoned 
physic  all  together  as  a  profession, 
and  turned  his  thoughts  to  writing, 
as  to  what  he  must  depend  on  for 
support.  He  translated  "  Gil  Bias," 
"  Don  Quixote,"  and  "  Telema- 
chus  j"  his  name  likewise  appears 
to  a  translation  of  Voltaire's  Prose 
works,  in  which,  however,  he  is 
supposed  to  have  had  little  concern. 
'n  *757»  he  published  a  "  History 
of  England,"  and  was  emp'oyeJ, 
during  the  last  years  of  his  lire,  in 
preparing  a  new  edition  of  "  The 
Ancient  and  Modern  Universal  His- 
tory." He  had  originally  mitt?* 
M  m 
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some  part  of  this  hirrself,  particu- 
larly the  hhtories  of  France,  Italy, 
and  Germany.  In  >755»  he  set  on 
foot  the  "  Critical  Review,"  and 
continued  the  principal  manager  of 
it  till  he  went  ahroad  in  1763.  He 
died  in  Italy,  O8ober  21,  1771. 

SNYDERS  (FRANCE)  a  famous 
Flemish  painter,  born  at  Antwerp 
1587,  died  1657. 

SOB1ESKI  (JOHN)  king  of  Po- 
land, tl.e  most  renowned  warrior 
of  his  time.  His  victories  obtained 
over  the  Tartars  and  the  Turks  pro- 
cured him  the  crown;  and  he  wa< 
besides  an  encourager  of  arts  and 
sciences,  and  the  protector  of  learn- 
ed men.  He  died  June  17,  1^96, 
the  anniversary  of  his  succession  to 
the  throne,  aged  66,  and  in  the  2ad 
year  of  his  reign. 

SOCINUS  (L.<£LIUS),  founder  of 
the  Socinian  se8,  born  at  Sienna 
1525,  died  1562. 

SOCINUS  (FAUSTUS)  nephew 
of  Laelius,  and  head  of  the  set! 
•which  goes  by  his  name,  was  born 
at  Sienna  1539.  Ke  propagated 
boldly  those  opinions  which  his 
uncle  hud  only  broached  with  cau- 
tion  ;  they  spread  through  Poland 
and  Getmany,  and  still  subsist  in 
different  countries  of  Europe.  The 
professed  tenets  of  this  seft  arc, 
"  tiiat  Jesus  Christ  was  nothing  but 
a  mere  m<m,  who  had  no  existence 
before  the  Virgin  Mary;  that  the 


Holy  Spirit  was  no  distinft  person  ; 
but  that  the  father  alone  was  truly 
and  properly  God.  Original  sin, 
grace,  absolute  predestination,  pass 
with  them  for  ^cholastic  chimeras, 
and  the  sarraments  for  nothing 
more  than  simple  ceremonies,  un- 
accon'panied  with  any  inward  ope. 
ration*.  They  maintain  likewise 
the  sleep  of  the  soul;  that  the  soul 
«hes  with  the  body,  and  is  raised 
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again  with  the  body  :  but  with  Ihll 
difference  between  good  ami  bad 
men,  viz.  that  the  former  are  es- 
tablished in  the.  possession  of  eter- 
nal felicity,  while  the  latter  are 
consigned  to  a  fire  which  will  not 
torment  eternally,  but  consume  both 
their  souls  and  bodies  after  a  cer- 
tain duration  proportioned  to  their 
demerits."  Faustus  died  1604. 

SOCRATES,  the  greatest  of  all 
the  ancient  philosophers,  ("the  very 
founder  of  philosophy  itself,"  as 
the  earl  of  Shuftesbury  calls  him), 
born  at  Alopece  in  Attica  467 
years  before  Christ,  was  put  to 
death  by  the  Athenians,  on  a  false 
charge  of  Atheism,  400  B.  C. 
Socrates  had  tivo  wives,  one  of 
which  was  the  noted  Xantippe; 
whom  Aulus  Gellius  describes  as 
an  accursed  froward  woman,  al- 
ways chiding  and  scolding  by 
day  and  by  night.  Several  in- 
stances are  recorded  of  her  impa- 
tience and  his  long-suffering.  He 
i  hose  this  wife,  we  are  told,  for 
the  same  reason  that  they,  who 
would  be  excellent  in  horseman- 
ship, chuse  the  roughest  and  most 
spirited  horses;  supposing  that,  if 
they  are  able  u>  manage  them,  they 
may  be  able  to  manage  any.  He 
h;js  probably  been  imitated  by  few  : 
and  imitation  in  this  case  would 
certainly  be  dangerous,  for  every 
man  is  not  a  Socrates.  See  ME- 
L1TUS. 

SOCRATES,  of  Constantinople, 
an  ecclesiastical  historian  of  the  5th 
century.  His  ecclesiastical  history, 
beginning  from  309,  where  Euse- 
bius  ends,  and  continued  down  to 
440,  is  written  with  a  great  deal  of 
judgment  and  exactness. 

SOLANDER  (DR.  DANIEL 
CHARLES)  an  eminent  English  na- 
turalist who  went  round  the  world 
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with  Capt. Cook,  was  born  in  Lon- 
don  173.51  and  died  1783. 

SOLIMENE  (FRANCIS)  an  il- 
lustrious Itaiian  painter  and  poet, 
born  at  Naples  1657,  died  1747. 

SOLINUS  (CAIUS  JULIUS)  an 
ancient  Latin  grammarian,  born 
at  Rome,  probably  about  the  middle 
of  the  third  century.  We  have  of 
bis  the  "  Polytmtoi,"  an  ill  digested 
compilation  of  historical  and  geo- 
graphical remarks  upon  various 
countries;  and  the  extracts  in  it 
from  Pliny  are  so  large,  and  his 
manner  withal  so  imitated,  that 
be  has  been  called  "  The  Ape  of 
Pliny." 

SOLIS    (ANTONIO  DE)  an'  in 
genious  Spanish    historian   and   dra 
matic  poet,  born  at  Placenz:i  in  Old 
Castile   1610,   died  1686.      For  his 
"  History  of  the  Conquest  of  Mexico" 
he  is  perhaps  better  known,  at  least 
abroad,  than  for  his  poetry  and  dra- 
matic writings. 

SOLON,  one   of  the  seven  sages 
of   Gicece,    born    at   Athens    abou; 
the    3jth    Olympiad.      He    distin- 
guished himself  early  by  the  great 
ness  of   his  courage  and  the  bright- 
ness of  his  parts,  which  advantages 
raised   him   to  the    government  o 
his  country.      He  died  at  the  a^e  o! 
80.      It  is  said  that  he  wrote  a  tica 
tise  of  laws,   of  eloquence,    of  ele 
gies,  and  of  Iambic  verse  ;   and  that 
he  either  instituted  or  improved  the 
Areopagus  at  Athens. 

SOMERS  (JOHN  LORD)  chan 
cellur  of  Enyland,  a  most  incorrupt 
lawyer  and  honest  st.ite»nun,  z 
master  orator,  a  genius  of  the  finest 
taste,  and  a  patriot  of  the  noblest  and 
most  extensive  views;  2  man  who 
"  dispensed  blessings  by  his  life,  anc 
planned  them  for  posterity."  Ik 
was  a  very  great  patron  of  men  o 
parts  <.nJ  leaminj:,  and  was  the  fir 
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who  redeemed  Milton's  "  Paradise 
Lost"  from  that  obscurity  in  which 
jarty  prejudice  and  hatred  had  suf- 
fered it  long  to  lie  neglecled.  He 
wrote  several  pieces  on  the  subject 
of  politics,  and  translated  certain 
jarts  of  Plutarch  and  Ovid.  He  was 
)orn  at  Worcester  1652,  and  died 
1716. 

SOMERVILE  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  poet,  born  in  Warwickshire 
1692,  died  1743.  His  most  es- 
eemed  poem  is  "  The  Chase," 

SOMXER  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent English  antiquary,  bom  at 
Canterbury  1606,  died  1 669.  His 
jrincipal  works  are,  "  The  Anti- 
quities of  Canterbury,"  and  a 

Saxon  Dictionary," 

SOPHOCLES,  an  ancient  Greek 
tragedian,  born  at  Athens  500  years 
before  Christ.  He  had  yEschylus 
"or  his  tutor  in  poetry,  and  at  25 
•onquered  his  master  in  tragedy, 
he  prize  being  a;lj;idged  to  Sopho- 
cles, although  it  was  the  first  p!ay 
that  he  ever  presented  in  public. 
The  general  story  o;"  his  death  goes, 
that  having  exhibited  his  last  play, 
and  getting  the  prize,  he  fell  into 
such  a  transport  of  joy  as  carried 

m  off;  though  Lucian  jffirms  him 
to   have    been   choked   by    a   grape- 
stone,    like  Anacreon.      He  died  at 
\thens  in    his  goth   year  ;    and    of 
above     100     tragedies,     which    he 
wrote,   only    7  remain.      Sophocles 
heM  the  office  of   ?r  hon,    or   ch:ef 
magistrate    of    A;hen-;     in    which 
t-'tion  he  signalized  his  wisdom  and 
valour  on  nuny  occasions. 

SORBlEREfS  \MUEL)  a  French 
medical  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  at  St.  Ambrose  1615,  died 

!  670. 

ROR3ONNE  (ROBERT  DE)  an 
eminent  French  divine,  and  founder 
of  the  famous  college  for   divinity 
M  m  a 
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and  philosophy,  called  The  SOT- 
bonne,  at  Paris;  also  an  admired 
theological  writer.  Born  at  Sor- 
bon,  in  the  diocese  of  Rbeims, 
1201,  died  1274. 

SOSIGENES,  a  famous  Egyptian 
a<tronomer,  inventor  of  the  Julian 
calendar,  or  method  of  computing 
the  solar  year  by  365  days,  with  the 
addition  of  the  bissextile,  or  making 
every  4th  year  consist  of  366  days, 
flourished  46  B.  C. 

SOUTH  ;DR.  ROBERT)  an  Eric- 
Jish  divine  and  theological  writer  of 
great  parts  and  learning,  born  at 
Hackney  1633,  died  1716. 

SOUTHERN  (THOMAS)  an 
eminent  EnglUh  dramatic  \vriter, 
born  at  Stratford  upon-Avon,  ac- 
cording to  Wood's  Athen.  Oxon. 
(but,  according  to  Cibber's  Lives  of 
the  Poets,  in  Dublin)  1662,  died 
»7<j6.  His  "Innocent  Adultery" 
is  perhaps  the  most  moving  play  in 
any  language;  but  the  most  finished 
of  all  his  plays  is  "  Oroonoko,  or 
the  Royal  Slave:"  which  drama  is 
built  upon  a  true  story,  related  by 
Mrs.  Behn  in  a  novel.  His  drama, 
tic  writings  are  published  in  3  vols.

SOZOMENUS  (HERMTAS)  an 
<ccleiiastica!  historian  of  the  fifth 
century,  born  in  Palestine,  died 
about  450. 

SPALLANZANI  (LAZARUS) 
an  Italian  writer,  considered  as  one 
of  the  greatest  naturalists  of  the 
age.  Acluated  by  an  insatiable 
thirst  for  knowledge,  he  was  inde- 
fatigahle  in  its  pursuit.  No  incon- 
venience  nor  danger  could  deter 
him  from  his  favourite  ohjtft.  It 
must  however  be  acknowledged, 
that  a  charge  of  cruelty,  with  re- 
speft  to  his  experiments  on  the  ani- 
mal creation,  was  but  too  justly 
fuunded.  He  was  born  at  Rcggio, 
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and    died   at    Pavia,   February    11, 
1799. 

SPANHEIM  (EZEK1EL)  an 
eminent  writer  on  history  and  an- 
tiquities, torn  at  Geneva  1629, 
died  1710.  His  Latin  work  "  upon 
the  use  and  excellence  of  Ancient 
M  dais,"  is  his  most  capital  per- 
formance. His  father  and  brother 
(both  Frederics)  were  also  in  som« 
degree  celebrated  in  theology  and 
history.  The  former  was  born 
1600,  and  died  1649;  the  latter 
born  1632,  died  1701. 

SPEED  (JOHN)  a  well-known 
English  chronologist,  historian,  and 
antiquary,  born  at  Farrington,  Che- 
shire, 1555.  He  wrote,  in  folio, 
"  The  History  of  Great  Britain, 
from  Julius  Casar  to  James  I."  and 
died  1629.  See  STOW. 

SPELMAN  (SIR  HENRY)  an 
eminent  English  historian  and  anti- 
:  quary,  born  near  Lynn,  in  Norfolk, 
1561,  died  1641.  J^is  chief  works 
are,  an  "  Archaeological  Glossary," 
a  "  History  of  the  English  Councils," 
and  ''  Reliquiae  Spelmannianas." 

SPEXCE  (JOSEPH)  an  English 
poet  and  critic  of  eminence,  whose 
principal  writings  are,  "  Polymetis, 
oran  Enquiryconcerning  the  Agree, 
ment  between  the  Works  of  the 
Roman  Poets  and  the  Remains  of 
ancient  Artifts,"  ar.d  "  A  Parallel^ 
in  the  manner  of  Plutarch,  between 
a  most  celebrated  Man  of  Florence 
(Magliabecchi),  and  one  scarce  ever 
heard  of  in  England  (Robert  Hil), 
the  Hebrew  Taylor)."  Jo  1764116 
was  well  pourtrayed  by  fvtr.  James 
Ridley,  in  his  admirable  "  Tales  of 
the  Genii, "underthc  name  of  "Phe- 
soi  Ecreps  (bis  name  read  back, 
wards)  Dervise  of  the  Groves." 
Mr.  Spence  was  unfortunately 
drowned  in  a  canal  in  his  gaiden 
at  Bvfleet  in  Surry  1768, 
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SPENCER  (DR.  JOHN)  a  very 
ingenious  and  learned  English  di 
vine  and  critic,  born  in  Kent  1630, 
ditd  1695.  His  greatest  and  most 
famous  work  is  '•  De  Legibus  He- 
braeorum  Ritualibus  &.  earum  Ra- 
tionibus." 

SPENSER  (EDMUND)  a  very 
celebrated  English  Poet,  whose  fame 
is  immortalized  by  his  beautiful 
poems,  called  "  The  Shepherd's  Ca- 
lendar," and  "The  Faery  Queen." 
He  was  created  poet  laureat  to  queen 
Elizabeth,  but  for  some  trme  only 
wore  the  barien  laurel,  and  possess- 
ed the  place  without  the  pension. 
The  lord  treasurer  Bnrleigh  had 
not,  it  seems,  the  true  taste  and 
feeling  of  Spenser's  merit,  and  is 
reputed  to  have  intercepted,  trom 
some  motive  or  other,  the  queen's 
intended  bounty  to  him.  In  his 
"  Mother  Hubberd's  Tale,"  he  has 
painted  the  misfortune  of  depending 
on  courts  and  great  persons  in  a 
most  lively  manner.  But  though 
Spenser  had  no  interest  with  the 
lord  treasurer,  yet  we  find  him, 
some  time  after  his  appearance  at 
court,  in  considerable  esteem  with 
the  most  eminent  men  of  that 
time  j  and  upon  the  lord  Grey  of 
Wilton's  being  appointed  lord  de- 
puty  of  Ireland,  Spenser  was  re- 
commended, and  went  as  secretary. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  he  filled  his 
office  with  very  good  skill  and  ca- 
pacity, as  may  appear  by  his  "  Dis- 
course on  the  State  of  Ireland." 
His  services  to  the  crown  were 
rewarded  by  a  grant  from  q'ieen 
Elizabeth  of  three  thousand  acres 
of  land  in  the  county  of  Cork. 
During  the  rebellion  in  Ireland, 
however,  under  the  earl  of  De>- 
mond,  our  poet  was  plundered  and 
deprived  of  his  estate  ;  and  he  seems 
to  have  spent  the  latter  part  of  his 
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life  with  mueh  giK-fof  heart,  under 
the  disappointment  of  a  broken  for- 
tune. He  was  born  in  LoruioT, 
died  in  1598,  and  was  interred  in 
Westsninster-Aijbey  near  Ctiaurer. 

SPERONE(-PERON)  an  Italian 
dramatic  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  at  Padua  1500,  died  1588. 
His  works  consist  of  dialogues, 
dissertations,  orations,  letters,  and 
a  tragedy. 

SPINCKS  (NATHANIEL)  an 
eminent  noi'jiuing  divine,  author 
of  the  "  Skk  Man  Visited,"  born  at

He 
painted  a  pithire  of  the  fallen  an- 
gel?, in  which  he  drew  so  horrid 
a  figure  of  Lucifer,  that  it  fright- 
ened him  so  much  as  to  affect  his 
senses  ever  after.  He  flourished 
about  1380. 

SP1XOLA  'AMBROSE)  a  fa- 
mous Spanish  general,  born  i  569, 
died  1630.

and  lastly  an  Atheist; 
is  said,  the  first  who 
theism  into  a  system,  and  formed 
it  into  a  regular  body  of  doftrincs, 
ordered  and  connected  according  to 
the  manner  of  geometricians.  He 
died  1677,  fully  confirmed  in  his 
Atheism. 

SPON  (JAMES)  a  celebrated 
physician,  historian,  and  antiquary, 
born  at  Lyons  1647,  died  1686. 
His  principal  works  are,  "  Voyage 
ue  Greet  &  du  Levant,"  and  "  His- 
toiie  de  U  Ville  &  de  i'Etat  c!e 
Geneve." 

SPONDAXUS  (IIENR1CUS)  or 
Henry  de  Sponde,  a  Frendi  civilian 
and  annalist,  born  in  Gascouy  1568, 
Mm  3

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died  1643,  having  abridged  Baro-

1  :si;0p  of  St.  Andrews,   and  autbo< 
of  a    "  History   of  the    Church   of 
Scotland  from  A.  D.  203  to  162.5." 
He  was  born  in  Scotland  156,5,  am! 
died  1659. 

SPRAT  (DR.  THOMAS)  bishop 
of  Rochester,  an  historian  and  poet, 
born  at  Tallaton,  Devon,  1636, 
died  1713,  har  ing  written  the 
"History  cf  the  Royal  Society,"  the 
"History  of  the  Rye-house  Plot," 
"The  Life  of  Co-.vley,"  a  volume 
of  "Sermons,"  and  a  few  potins. 

SQUIRE  ; DR.  SAMUEL)  bishop 
of  St.  David's,  a  poetical,  historical, 
and  antiquarian  \viitei,  born  at  W;,r- 
minster,  Wilts.  17 14,  died  1766. 

STACKHOUSE  (THOMAS)  a 
learned  and  pious,  but  necessitous 
Engli-lj  divine,  who  first  became 
noticed  by  a  treatise  "  On  the  Mi- 
series of  the  Inferior  Clergy,"  and 
afterwards  obtained  much  credit  by 
•'  A  new  History  of  the  Bible,"  in 

2  vols.  folio.      He  died  1752,  leav- 
ing many  other  works. 

STANHOPE  (GEORGE)  an  Eng- 
lish  divine  and  theological  writer, 
born  at  Hartshorn,  Derbyshire, 
l66o,  died  1728. 

STANHOPE  (PHILIP  DOR- 
MER) earl  of  Chesterfield,  one  of 
the  most  celebrated  wits  of  his  age, 
an  eminent  statesman,  political, 
epistolary,  and  miscellaneous  wri- 
ter, born  in  London  1694,  died 
1773.  His  "Letters  to  his  Son," 
containing  advice  for  his  condufl  in 
life,  ha\  e  been  and  still  are  read 
with  avidity  by  all  ranks  ;  but  they 
should  be  recommended  with  much 
caution,  as  amid  many  admirable 
hssons  for  the  conduct  of  youth,  are 
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interspersed  the  most  immoral  and 
libertine  principles. 

STANISLAUS  I.  king  of  Pohind 
and  ele£lor  of  Saxony,  a  most  un- 
fortunate but  virtuous  prince.  Dri- 
ven from  his  dominions  by  Au- 
gustus, his  competitor,  \vho  was 
supported  by  the  rzar  Peter  the 
Great,  in  opposition  to  Clerics  X!f. 

rin  of  Sweden,  he  was  oUired,  by 
a  treaty  of  peace  in  173^,  to  con- 
tent  himself  with  the  empty  title 
of  king,  and  the  duchies  of  Lor- 
raine and  Bar;  in  which  he  led  a 
retired  life,  distins.uist.ing  himself, 
however,  by  public  and  private  afts 
of  humanity  and  benevolence,  par- 
ticularly by  supplying  a  iund,  under 
the  direction  of  the  magistrates  of 
Bar,  for  purchasing  corn,  to  be  sold 
at  a  cheap  price  to  the  poor,  when- 
ever it  became  dear.  At  the  <!ge 
uf  90  he  came  to  a  fatal  end  ;  for, 
having  set  fire  to  his  night  gown 
in  smoking  his  pipe,  he  was  burnt 
almost  to  death  before  he  could 
get  assistance,  and  died  soon  after, 
in  1766.  He  wrote  several  philo- 
sophical, political,  and  moral  traSs, 
which  were  published  at  Paris  1763, 
under  the  title  of  "  The  Works  of 
the  Beneficent  Philosopher,"  in 
4  vols.  8vo. 

STANISLAUS  (AUGUSTUS  PO- 
MATOWSK1)  was  the  son  of  a 
Polish  nobleman,  and  born  Jan.  18, 
1732.  He  was  eletied  king  of 
Poland  Sept.  7,  1764,  and  deposed 
by  Catherine,  late  empress  of  Rus- 
sia, in  the  year  1794.  During  the 
whole  of  his  reign,  he  proved  him- 
self a  patriotic  monarch,  and  an 
amiable  and  honest  man.  The  Re- 
volution effefted  by  him  in  1791,. 
by  which  he  incurred  the  displea- 
sure of  the  ambitious  Czarina, 
greatly  improved  the  condition  of 
the  Poles,  and  drew  from  the  do- 
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qaient  Edmund  Burke  a  most  sub- 
lime eulogy.  This  unfortunate 
monarch  died  at  Petersburg,  Feb. 
II,  179s*. 

STANLEY  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish  gentleman  of  prodigious  learn- 
ing, born  in  Hertfordshire  1644, 
celebrated  as  author  of  "  The  His 
tory  of  Philosophy,  containing  the 
Lives,  Opinions,  Actions,  and  Dis- 
courses of  the  Philosophers  of  every 
Sett,"  and  as  editor  of  an  accurate 
and  beautiful  edition  of^Eschylus. 
He  was  also  in  very  high  repute  for 
his  poetry  and  translations,  which 
appealed  about  1650.  He  died 
1678. 

STANLEY  (JOHN)  master  of 
his  majesty's  band'  of  musicians, 
organist  to  the  society  of  the  Tem- 
ple, and  for  near  60  years  orga. 
nist  of  St.  Andrew's,  Holborn,  born 
1713,  died  1786.  He  was  blind 
from  the  age  of  two  years. 

STAPYLTON  (SIR  ROBERT) 
an  Engliih  dramatic  writer,  born 
at  Carleton  in  Yorkshire,  died 
1669. 

STAT1US  (PUBLIUS  PAPINI- 
US)  an  ancient  Roman  poet,  born 
at  Naples  about  the  beginning  of 
the  rei^n  of  Claudius.  We  have 
extant  of  this  poet,  who  died  aged 
gl,  his  "  Sylvas '  in  five  books,  his 
"  Thebaid"  in  twelve  books,  and 
his"  Achilleis"  in  two. 

STAUNTON(SIRGEORGELEO- 
NARD)  was  born  at  Galway  in  Ire. 
land,  and  bred  to  surgery  and  phy. 
sic;  but,  betaking  himself  to  the 
West-Indies,  he  forsook  medicine, 
took  to  the  law,  and,  making  ,i 
tolerable  fortune  by  his  practice, 
purchased  an  estate  in  Grenada, 
and  obtained  the  friendship  ol 
lord  Macartney,  the  governor,  aft 
ing  as  hi<  secretary  and  as  attorney- 
general  of  the  island.  On  lord 
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Macartney's  appointment  to  the  go- 
vernment of  Madras,  Mr.  Staun- 
ton  accompanied  him  as  his  secre- 
tary, was  sent  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners to  treat  of  peace  with  Tip- 
poo  SuUaun,  and,  with  a  small  party 
of  sepoys,  to  arrest  general  Stuart. 
On  his  return  to  England  the  Com- 
pany settled  on  him  a  pension  of 
,500!.  a  year,  and  the  king  created 
hima  Baronet.  His  only  appearance 
as  an  author,  we  believe,  was  in  the 
account  that  he  published  of  "  The 
Embassy  to  China."  Sir  George 
died  Jan.  1801. 

STEBBING  (DR.  HENRY)  an 
English  divine  and  theological  wri- 
ter, died  1763. 

STEDMAN  (JOHN  GABRIEL) 
a  native  of  Scotland,  born  1745, 
was  author  of  an  interesting  "  Nar- 
rative of  an  expedition  against  the 
revolted  Negroes  of  Surinam,  in 
2  vols.  4to.  with  So  elegant  en- 
gravings from  his  own  drawings," 
being  a  military  progress  through 
that  country,  in  which  he  was  him- 
self a  principal  aflor.  Capt.  Sted- 
man  died  at  Tiverton,  Devon, 
March  I,  1797,  and  was  buried  at 
Birkley,  near  that  pLice,  with  thi* 
epitaph  (written  by  himself)  placed 
over  his  tomb  : 

This  Stedman  leaves  to  you ; 
tl  As  you'j  he  done  by — do." 
The  res:,  iiuminto  mori; 
Here  ends  joor  Stedman's  story. 

STEELE  (SIR  RICHARD)  an 
English  writer,  who  made  himself 
lamous  by  his  zeal  in  political  mat- 
cers,  as  well  as  by  the  various  pro- 
ductions of  his  pen,  was  born  of 
English  parents  at  Dublin  in  Ire- 
land; but  the  year  of  tis  birth  is 
not  mentioned.  He  was  carried 
out  of  that  kingdom  while  very 
young,  and  educated,  together  with 
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his  friend  Addison,   at  the  Charter- 
house school    in   London.     His  co- 
medy   called     "    The     Funera',    o 
Grief     a-la-mode,"    was     afled     in 

1702.  In    1701     he   obtained    a 
captain's  commission  in  lord  Lucas's 
regiment   of    fusileers,    by    the    in- 
terest of   lord  Cutts,    to    whom    he 
dedicated     his    "    Christian    Hero," 
and    who    likewise    appointed    him 
his    secretary.      His     next     liter. ny 
productions  were  comedies;   "  The 
Tender    Husbanu"    being    afcied    ii< 

1703,  as  was  "  The  Lying  Lover" 
in  1704.      In     1709    he    began  the 
"  Taller;"  the  first  paper  of  which 
•was  published  April  12,    1709,  and 
the    last    Jan.  2,    1710-11.      This 
work  greatly   increased   his    reputa- 
tion and  interest  :    and  he  was  soon 
after  made  one  of  the  commissioners 
of  the   stamp  office.      Upon    laying 
down    "  The  Taller,"    he  setup,  in 
concert  with  Addison,  "The  Spec- 
tator," which  beg.n  to  be   published 
March    i,      1710-11;      after     that 
"  The  Guardian,"  the  first  of  which 
came   out  March   12,   1713.      Hav- 
ing    a     design     to     serve     in     the 
last     parliament    of    queen     Anne, 
he     resigned      his     place    of  com- 
missioner   of     the     stbmp-office    in 
June  1713,    and  was  chosen   mem- 
ber for  the   borough  of  Stockbridge 
in  Hampshire :    but    he    did    not  sit 
long  in  the  House  of  Commons,  be- 
fore he    was    expelled    for    writing 
"  The  Englishman,"  being  the  clo^t 
of  a  paper  so    called,  and     "  The 
Crisis."     After    this,   he    published 
«'  The  Lover,"   "  The  Reader,"  and 
"  The  Theatre."     In  1722    his   co- 
medy  called  "  The    Conscious  Lo- 
vers" was  afled   with  great  success, 
and  published  with    a  dedication  to 
the    king,    for    which    his    majesty 
made  him  a  present  of  500!.    Some 
years  before  his  death  he  grew  pa- 
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ralytic,  and  retired  to  his  seat  at 
Lbnuur.nor,  near  Caermarthen,  in 
Wales,  where  he  died  1729.  In 
1788,"  The  Epistolary  Correspon- 
d.nce  of  Sir  Richard  Steele"  was 
collected  in  two  volumes,  and  il- 
iiistiL.ied  with  liter.iry  and  histori- 
cal anecdotes,  by  John  Nichols,  E^tj. 
(who  has  also  favoured  the  public 
with  the  '•  Correspondence  of  Bi- 
shop Atterbury.")  It  is  a  most 
nMng  and  interesting  collection 
of  the  genuine,  unpremeditated, 
unaffected  effusions  of  one  of  the 
best  hearted  men,  and  most  elegant 
wri'.ers  of  any  age  or  country. 

STE EVENS  (GEORGE)  an  inge- 
nious critic  and  classical  scholar, 
who  will  long  be  rernembtied  as 
a  distinguished  commentator  on 
shdkspeare,  was  born  at  Stepney 
1735,  and  died  at  Hampstead,  Jan. 
22,  1800. 

STEPHANUS  BYZANTINUS, 
or  of  Byzantium,  aji  able  Greek 
grammari;.])  «nd  lexicographer,  who 
lived  in  the  ~th  or  6th  century. 

STEPHENS  (ROBERT)  one  of 
the  best  printers  of  his  time,  was 
born  at  Paris  1503,  lived  in  inti- 
ii.ary  at  Geneva  with  Calvin,  Beza, 
Rivet,  arid  others,  whose  works  he 
piinted;  and  died  there  1559. 
This  eminer.t  artist  was  so  exact 
and  solicitous  after  perfection,  that, 
in  a  noble  contempt  of  gain,  he 
used  to  expose  his  proofs  to  public 
view,  with  offer  of  a  rewaid  to 
those  who  should  discover  any 
faults:  so  that  it  is  no  wonder  his 
impressions  should  be  as  correft  as 
beautiful.  He  was,  like  the  rest 
of  his  family,  not  only  a  printer, 
but  a  writer:  his  "  Thesaurus  Lin- 
guz  Latinae"  is  a  work  of  immense 
learning  as  well  as  labour. 

STEPHENS     (HENRY)    eldest 
son  of  Robert,   born  at  Paris  1528. 
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Being  most  carefully  educated  by  his 
father,  he  became  the  most  learned 
of  all  his  learned  family,  and  gave 
the  world  the  most  beautiful  and 
correct  editions  of  all  the  ancient 
Greek  and  other  valuable  writers. 
At  vast  expence  as  well  as  labour 
he  compiled  "  Thesaurus  Lingus 
Graecas,"  a  work  which  was  then 
pronounced  by  Scaliger,  and  has 
ever  been  judged  by  all  the  learned, 
most  excellent.  He  died  1589. 

STEPHENS  ( ROBERT)  an  emi. 
hent  English  antiquary,  born  at 
Eastington,  Gloucestershire,  died 

1732- 

STEPNEY  (GEORGE)  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  statesman,  and  political 
•writer,  born  in  London  1663,  dred 
1707. 

STERNE  (LAURENCE)  an  Eng- 
lish  divine,  a  writer  of  "ery  original 
powers,  and  of  a  turn  of  wit  some- 
what in  the  manner  of  Rabelais, 
born  at  Clonmell,  in  the  south  of 
Ireland,  17  13,  died  1768.  Garrick, 
who  was  his  intimate  friend  and  ad- 
mirer, wrote  the  following  tpitaph 
for  him: 

*'  Shall  pride  a  heap  of  sculptur'd  mar- 
ble raise, 

*'  Some  wonhless,  unmourn'd,  title<1 
fool  to  praise; 

41  And  shall  we  not  by  one  poor  grave- 
stone learn 

*'  Where  genius,  wit,  and  humour, 
Sieep  with  Sterne  r" 

His  works  consist  of  "  The  Life 
and  Opinions  of  Tristram  Shandy," 
"  Sermons,"  "  A  Sentimental  Jour- 
ney," and  "  Letters"  published  since 
his  death.  See  BURTON  (RO- 
BERT). 

STERNHOI.D  (THOMAS)  an 
English  poet,  born  in  Hampshire, 
and  ever  to  be  remembered  (by  all 
paii^h-c  ierksespeci;: lly)  for  his  ver 
sion  of  KJng  David's  Psalms,  in

conjunction  with  Hopkins.  He  wag 
groom  of  the  robes  to  Henry  VIII. 
and  Edward  VI.  and  died  1549. 

STESICHORUS.an  ancientGreek 
poet,  born  at  Himera,  a  city  of 
Sicily,  in  the  37th  Olympiad,  which 
was  about  the  time  of  the  prophet 
Jeremiah,  and  died  at  Catana  in 
Sicily  at  above  80  years  of  age. 

STEVENS  (GEORGE  ALEX- 
ANDER)  a  dramatic  writer,  and  re- 
markable for  exhibiting  a  new  spe- 
cies of  entertainment  called,  "  A 
Lefiure  on  Heads,"  a  prose  satire 
on  the  manners  of  the  times,  was 
born  in  London,  and  died  Nov. 
1784. 

STEVENS  (ALEXANDER)  an 
eminent  English  architeft,  who  in 
the  40  years  preceding  his  death 
ereftcd  more  stone  bridges  and  other 
buildings  in  water  than  any  man  in 
these  kingdoms.  The  bridge  over 
the  Lifl'ey  in  Dublin,  the  locks  and 
docks  on  the  grand  canal  of  Ireland, 
he  aquedutl  over  the  Lune  at  Lan- 
caster, See.  are  ample  proofs  of  his 
professional  skill.  He  died  in  aa 
advanced  age  Jan.  20,  1796. 

STILL1NGFLEET  (DR.  ED- 
WARD) bishop  of  Worcester,  born 
at  Cranbourne,  Dorsetshire,  1635, 
died  1699,  greatly  distinguished  by 
numerous  polemic  writings,  parti- 
cularly "  Origines  Sacrae,  or  a  Ra- 
tional Account  of  the  Grounds  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,"  a 
work  which,  for  extensive  and  pro- 
found learning,  solidity  of  judg- 
ment, strength  of  argument,  and 
perspicuity  of  expression,  has  been 
justly  esteemed  one  of  the  best  de- 
fences of  Revealed  Religion  that 
ever  was  published  in  our  own  or 
any  other  language. 

STILLINGFLEET(BENJAMIN) 
grandson  of  the  preceding,  was  a 
distinguished  naturalist  and  poet, 
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born  in  Norfolk  i  700,  and  died  in 
London  1771.  His  principal  lite- 
rary labours  were,  "  Thoughts  con- 
cerning Happine.-s,"  1733;  "  Mis- 
cel)aneousTra8s,"  chiefly  translated 
from  essays  in  the  Amanitates  Acct~ 
dtrnica  published  hy  Linnasus,  in- 
terspersed with  observations  and  ad- 
ditions of  "his  own  ;  "The  Princi- 
ples and  Powers  of  Harmony,"  410. 
>77';  and  several  "  Poems"  in 
Dodsley's  Col.'eaion,  which  entitle 
him  to  a  very  respeftsble  rank 
among  the  English  poets. 

STOByEUS  ( |OK  \KNES)  an 
ancient  Greek  writer,  who  lived  in 
the  fifth  century,  as  is  generally 
supposed.  \Vhat  remains  of  him  is 
a  collection  of  extrafts  from  ancient 
poets  and  philosophers. 

STORAGE  (STEPHEN1)  a  dis- 
tinguished musician  and  composer 
for  the  English  theatre.  His  style 
of  composition  was  formed  upon 
the  Italian  model ;  but  had  a  pe- 
culiarity in  it,  that  rendered  it  still 
more  charming  to  English  auditors. 
"  The  Haunted  Tower,'1  ««  Siege  of 
Belgrade,"  "  No  Song,  no  Supper," 
&c.  are  too  well  known  to  ren- 
der our  panegyric  necessary.  He 
was  born  1 7  63,  and  died  i  $th  April 
1796. 

STOW  (JOHN)  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish historian  and  antiquary,  born 
in  Lomlon  1525.  died  1605.  "His 
Chronicles  of  England,  from  the 
coming  in  of  Brute  to  his  own 
time,"  and  his  "  Survey  of  Lon- 
don,"  are  very  useful  and  valuable 
works.  It  is  not  a  little  extraor- 
dinary, that  Stow,  our  most  famous 
antiquary,  and  Speed,  our  most  fa- 
mous  historian,  were  both  taylors. 

STRABO,  an  excellent  writer 
of  antiquity,  who  died  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  emperor  Tiberius's 
reign,  and  left  us  a  very  valu- 
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able  work,  in  17  books,  "  De  Rebus 
Gcographicis." 

STRADA  (FAMIANUS)   a  very 
ingenious   and    learned    Italian    Je- 
suit,   who  published  "  Frolusiones 
Academics?, "    and     "  Historia     de 
Bello  Be'gico,"  works  which  raised 
him     great    reputation,     and     have 
preserved    his    memory.       He    wa* 
bnrn  at  Rome  1572,  and  died  1649. 
STRAHAN  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  printer,  born  at  Edinburgh 
1715.      Coming    early  to    London, 
with  no  dependence  but  on  his  own 
industry,    his    capacity,    diligence, 
and  probity,    raised  him   at   length 
to    great   affluence.        In   the    year 
1770,    he     purchased    a     share    of 
the  patent  for  king's  printer  of  Mr. 
Eyre.     In    1775   he  was    elefcled  a 
member  of  parliament  for    Malms- 
bury  in  Wiltshire,  with    a  very  il- 
lustrious colleague,   the    Hon.  C.  J. 
Fox,  and  in   the   succeeding   parlia- 
ment    for     Wotton-Basset    in    th« 
same    county.     A    decline     in    hi« 
health,  which  had  suffered  from  the 
long  sittings    and   late    hours  with 
which  the  political  warfare  of  that 
time   had  been  attended,   gradually 
increasing,   put  an    end    to   his    life 
July  g,   1785,    in   the  7151  year  of 
his  age.      After   the  example  of  his 
old  friend  and    neighbour  Mr.  Bow- 
yer,   he  bequeathed    icool.    to    the 
company  of  Stationers  ;  the  interest 
to    be    divided    in   annuities    of    5!. 
each    amongst    infirm   old  printers; 
of  whom  one  half  are  to  be  natives 
of  England  or  Wales,  and  the  other 
tialf  of  North  Britain.— His  son  and 
successor  (Andrew  Strshan,  E-q.)  it 
M.  P.  fpr  Wartham,  Dorsetshire. 

STRANGE     (SIR    ROBERT)    a 
celebrated  historical  engraver,  born 
in  the  island  of  Pomona  in  Orkney 
1721,   died    1792.      As   an  artist, 
the  clearness  of  his  stroke    has  ne« 
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jer  been  excelled.  Kis  works  are 
numerous  and  almost,  all  of  them 
in  the  boldest  and  best  style. 

STRONG  (JOSEPH)  a  native  of 
Carlisle,  who,  though  blind  from 
his  infancy,  was  distinguished  for 
uncommon  skill  in  mechanics.  At 
an  early  age  he  constructed  an  or 
gan,  on  which  instrument  lie  was  a 
good  performer.  At  20  years  of 
age  he  could  make  himself  almost 
any  article  of  dress  ;  the  first  pair 
of  shoes  which  he  made  was  for 
the  purpose  of  walking  up  to  Lon- 
don to  visit  the  celebrated  musician 
Mr.  Stanley.  He  amused  himself 
in  making  a  gie  >t  variety  of  minia- 
ture figures  and  machines,  beside 
almost  every  article  of  household 
furniture,  till  his  death,  in  Feb.i  798. 

STROZZI  (CYR1ACUS)  a  Peri- 
patetic philosopher,  born  at  Flo- 
rence 1504.  He  travelled  chiefly 
on  foot  over  great  part  of  the  world, 
pursuing  the  study  of  Greek  and 
philosophy,  which  he  taught  with 
great  reputation  at  Fisa,  where  he 
died  in  1565.  He  has  added  a 
gih  and  loth  book  in  Greek  and 
Latin,  to  "  Aristotle  de  Republica. 

STRUTT  (JOSEPH]  an  English 
artist,  well  known  for  the  assi- 
duity with  which  he  traced  our 
national  antiquities  from  illumi- 
riated  MSS.  in  the  various  public  li- 
braries of  this  kingdom  ;  and  thence 
compiled  in  the  manner  of  Mont- 
faucon  "  The  Regal  and  Ecclesias- 
tical Antiquities  of  England,"  410.

iTRYPE  (JOHN)  an  industrious 
English  divine,  biographer,  and  his. 
torian,  born  in  London,  died  1737, 
at  a  very  advanced  age,  having  held 
the  vicarage  of  Low-Lay  ton  near 
68  years. 

STUART  (ARABELLA)daugh- 
ter  to  Charles  Stuart,  younger  bro- 
ther to  king  James  I.'s  father  by 
Elizabeth  Cavendish.  In  the  latter 
end  of  queen  Elizabeth's  reign  the 
Pope  formed  a  design  to  raise  her 
to  the  throne  of  England,  by  mar- 
rying her  to  the  cardinal  Farnese, 
brother  to  the  duke  of  Parma. 
Henry  IV.  of  France  too  inclined 
to  enter  into  this  projeft,  being 
apprehensive  lest  England  should 
become  too  powerful  if  it  were 
united  with  Scotland  under  the 
same  king-.  After  the  death  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  some  English  lords 
concerted  a  scheme  to  make  Ara-- 
bella  queen  of  England,  being  afraid 
lest  king  James,  as  a  foreigner, 
should  prefer  the  Scots  to  them. 
They  therefore  conspired  to  kill 
the  king,  and  to  crown  Arabella. 
The  plot  was  detected,  and  some 
of  those  concerned  in  it  were  ca- 
pitally punished.  Arabella  died  in 
the  Tower  1615. 

STUART  (DR.  GILBERT)  an 
eminent  historian  of  Scotland,  born 
in  Edinburgh  1742,  died  1786. 
His  chief  works  are,  "  A  View  of 
Society  in  Europe,  in  its  Progress 
from  Rudeness  to  Refinement;" 
and  "  The  History  of  Scotland, 
from  the  Establishment  of  the  Re- 
formation to  the  Death  of  Queen 
Mary." 
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STUART  (JAMES)  commonly 
called  Athenian  Stuart,  a  very  cc 
lebrated  traveller,  and  delineator 
of  Atbenran  architecture,  on  which 
*ubjeft  he  published  an  invaluable 
work,  was  born  in  London  1713 
and  died  1788. 

STUKELEY  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  divine  and  antiquary  of 
much  celebrity,  born  at  Holbeach, 
Lincolnshire,  1687,  died  1765. 
His  labours  were  chiefly  devoted 
to  the  illustration  of  the  antiquities 
and  curiosities  of  Great  Britain. 

STURM1US  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
German  grammarian  and  rhetori- 
cian, called  the  Cicero  of  Germany, 
born  at  Sleida  near  Cologne  1507, 
died  1589. 

SUCKLING  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
English  poet  and  dramatic  writer, 
born  at  \Yitbam  in  Essex  1613, 
died  i  641. 

SUETONIUS  (CAIUS  SUETO- 
NIUS TRANQU1LLUS)  an  ancient 
historian  and  biographer,  who  was 
born  at  Rome,  and  flourished  in 
the  reign  of  Vespasian.  He  wrote 
many  books  ;  none  of  which  are 
come  down  to  us,  except  his  excel- 
lent  "  History  of  the  First  Twelve 
Emperors,"  and  part  of  his  "  Cata- 
logue  of  Illustrious  Grammarians 
and  Rhetoricians." 

SUEUR  (EUSTACHE  LE)  one 
of  the  best  French  historical  paint- 
ers of  his  time,  born  at  Paris  1617, 
died  1655. 

SUICER  (JOHN  GASPARD)  a 
most  learned  divine,  and  compiler 
of  a  very  useful  work,  called  "  Lex- 
icon, sive  Thesaurus  Ecclesiasticus 
Patrum  Graecorutn,"  born  at  Zu- 
rich 1620,  died  1705. 

SU1D  AS,  author  of  a  useful  Greek 
Lexicon,  a  storehouse  as  it  were  of 
all  sorts  of  erudition,  not  only  giv- 
ing an  account  of  poets,  orators, 
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and  historians,  &c.  but  exhibiting 
many  excellent  passages  of  ancient 
authors  that  are  lost.  He  flourished 
between  975  and  1025  ;  but  his 
native  country  is  not  known. 

SULLY  (MAXIMILIAN  DE 
BETHUNE,  DUKE  OF)  a  marshal 
of  France,  p:  ime  minister  to  Henry 
IV.  and  one  of  the  ablest  and  most 
honest  statesmen  that  France  ever 
had,  born  at  Rosni  1 559,  died 
1641.  His  "Memoirs,"  which 
have  always  been  ranked  among 
the  best  books  of  French  history, 
contain  a  most  particular  account 
of  what  passed  from  the  peace  in 
1570  to  the  assassination  of  Henry 
IV.  in  1610;  a  period  of  time 
which  has  supplied  the  most  co- 
pious subjeGs  to  the  historians  of 
France. 

SULPICIA,  an  ancient  Roman 
poetess,  who  lived  under  the  reign 
of  Domitian,  and  has  been  thought 
worthy  of  the  name"  of  the  Roman 
Sappho. 

SULPIC1US  (SEVERUS)  an  erni. 
nent  ecclesiastical  historian,  born 
at  Agen  in  Aquitaine,  died  about 
420.  The  principal  of  his  works 
is  "  Historia  Sacra,"  containing  a 
succinft  account  of  all  the  remark- 
able things  that  passed  in  the  Jew- 
ish or  Christian  churches,  fronj  the 
creation  of  the  world  to  the  year 
400. 

SUMOROKOF  (ALEXANDER) 
the  founder  of  the  Russian  theatre, 
and  the  person  who,  after  Lomono- 
zof,  principally  contributed  to  re- 
fine the  poetry  of  his  country,  born 
at  Moscow  1727,  died  1777.— 
Vv'ith  respeft  to  his  tragedies,  Ra- 
cine wa?  his  model ;  and  his  come- 
dies are  replete  with  humour;  but, 
besides  dramatic  writings,  Snrnoro- 
kof  wrote  love-songs,  idyls,  fables, 
satires,  Anacreontics,  elegies,  ver- 
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»?ons  of  Ihe  Psalms,  and   Pindaric

S  U  \V  O  ROW  (R  Y  M  N  I  KS  K  I 
COUNT  ALEXANDER)  a  most 
celebrated  Russian  generalissimo, 
was  born  in  1730,  and  by  his  father 
destined  for  the  robe  ;  but  his  ear- 
lier inclinations  imjrelled  him  to  the 
profession  of  a  soldier  ;  and  the 
same  spirit  conducted  him  through  a 
long  and  unexampled  career  of  glory 
to  the  distinguished  rank  of  Field 
Marshal  General  of  the  Russian 
forces.  After  having  astonished 
the  world  by  his  bravery  and  con- 
quests in  the  war  with  the  French 
Republic,  he  was  met  on  his  return 
to  Petersburg  by  a  messenger  from 
the  capricious  Paul  I.  announcing 
the  loss  of  the  emperor's  favour,  at 
a  moment  when  he  expecled  to  be 
received  under  triumphal  arches, 
by  the  praises  of  his  sovereign,  and 
the  gratitude  of  the  people.  Su- 
\vorow  read  the  dispatches  in  his 
carriage.  The  messenger  received 
a  purse  of  ducats,  and  heard  the 
sole  complaint  that  ever  escaped 
from  the  breast  of  the  hero.  "  This 
then,"  he  cried,  "  is  the  reward  of 
those  who  devote  their  existence  to 
the  service  of  their  country!"  His 
heart  was  rent  by  the  suddenness 
of  the  shock.  Doubtless  it  woula 
have  been  greater  to  have  despised 
an  injury  which  disgraced  only  its 
author  1  But  at  the  verge  of  a  na- 
tural death  (for  he  had  attained  the 
yoth  year  of  his  age),  his  reason 
gave  way,  his  wrongs  preying  upon 
his  shatteica  health  and  exhausted 
frame.  He  riied,  May  18,  1800, 
of  that  accumulated  ciia&riu,  Uiat 
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proud  and  sullen  resentment  artd 
indifference,  which  is  familiarly- 
railed  a  broken  heart,  in  a  small 
wooden  house,  under  the  displea- 
sure of  his  master,  at  a  distance 
from  his  family,  and  abandoned  by 
his  friends !  No  sooner  was  it 
known  that  he  had  expired,  than 
the  public  sorrow  burst  forth  in 
murmurs  both  loud  and  deep,  and 
the  court  itself  thought  proper  to 
relent.  The  body  received,  late 
and  superfluous,  those  honours,  the 
unjust  privation  of  which  had  over- 
whelmed  the  reason  and  overpow- 
ered the  great  mind  which  had  in- 
habited it.  Paul  I.  commanded  it 
to  be  exposed  in  state  in  the  capi- 
tal, and  to  be  interred  amidst  the 
of  military  honours  and  royal 
ceremonial.  The  tears  of  the  Rus. 
sians,  and  the  admiration  of  Eu- 
rope, are  the  monuments  of  Su. 
worow,  and  an  eternal  tomb,  which 
Imperial  caprice  can  neither  give 
nor  take  away. 

SUZE  (HENRIETTE  DE  CO. 
LIGNI  COMTESSE  DE  LA)  a 
celebrated  French  elegiac  poetess, 
died  1673. 

SWAMMERDAM  (JOHN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  naturalist,  born  at 
Amsterdam  1637,  died  1680. 

SWEDENBORG  (HON.  EM  A- 
NUEL)  an  eminent  matheinitica', 
philosophical,  and  mystic  writer, 
horn  at  Stockholm  1689,  died  in 
London  1772.  His  visionary  nro- 
duflions  are  what  he  is  best  known 
by,  and  the  seft  which  they  have 
formed  is  become  very  numerous. 

SWIETEN  (GERARD  VAN) 
an  eminent  German  physician  and 
medical  author,  born  at  Leyden 
1700,  died  1772. 

SWIFT  (DR.  JONATHAN)dean 
of  St.  Patrick's  in  Dublin,  an  illus- 
trious poet,  political,  satirical,  and

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SYLLA  (LUCIUS  CORNELIUS) 
a  renowned  Roman  general  and  dic- 
tator, but  the  scourge  of  his  coun- 
try (after  he  had  been  its  deliverer 
from  foreign  enemies)  by  the  cru- 
elty of  his  internal  administration 
of  government,  born  138,  died  78 
B.C. 

SYLVESTER  (JOSHUA)  an  Eng- 
lish  poet,  born  1563,  died  in  Hol- 
land 1 6 1 8.  He  translated  from  the 
French  the  Quatrains  of  Pibrac  ; 
but  his  most  important  labour  wat 
a  translation  of  Du  Bartas"  works. 

SYMMACHUS,  a  citizen  and 
senator  of  ancient  Rome,  and  con- 
sul in  the  year  391,  who  has  left 
us  ten  books  of  Epistles ;  from 
which  we  collefcl,  that  he  was  a 
warm  opposer  of  the  Christian  re- 
ligion, and  an  advocate  for  Pa- 
ganism. 

SYNESIUS,  of  Cyrene,  an  an- 
cient father  and  bishop  of  th« 
Christian  ehurch,  who  flourished  at 
the  beginning  of  the  ^th  century. 
—The  works  of  Synesius,  consist- 
ing of  about  I  50  epistles  on  philo- 
sophical and  polemical  subjects,  ar* 
in  high  esteem  with  the  learned. 

SYRUS  (PUBLIUS)  an  ancient 
Latin  author,  native  of  Syria,  who 
flourished  B.  C.  44,  and  gained  great 
fame  by  his  comic  pieces  called 
'  Mimes."  His  "Sentential,"  which 
were  extracted  from  them,  and  in- 
clude the  substance  of  the  doctrine 
of  the  wisest  philosophers,  are  ge- 
nerally printed  with  the  "  Fables  of 
PhaedriK." 

TACITUS  (CAIUS  CORNE- 
LIUS) a  celebrated  Reman  histo- 
rian, orator,  and  statesman,  who 
flourished  under  Vespasian,  Titu?, 
a.nd  Domitian.  His"  Annals,"and 
'us  "  History,"  are  among  the  great, 
est  efforts  of  the  human  mind,  whe- 
dier  \ve  consider  the  singularity  of 
N  n  2 
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the  style,  the  beauty  of  the  thoughts, 
or  the  skill  with  which  he  paints 
the  disguises  and  cheats  of  politi- 
cians, and  the  weakness  of  the  pas- 
sions. The  latter  originally  ex- 
tended from  the  reign  of  Galba  in- 
clusively, to  the  reign  of  Nerva 
exclusively  ;  but  we  have  only  5 
books  left ;  which  is  a  very  small 
portion  of  it;  for  they  do  not  con- 
tain above  a  year  and  a  half,  when 
the  whole  work  ought  to  contain 
about  29  years.  The  "  Annals" 
began  at  the  death  of  Augustus, 
and  were  continued  to  that  of  Nero. 
We  have,  however,  but  part  of  these 
left.  Besides  the  History  and  the 
Annals,  there  remain  of  Tacitus 
*'  A  Treatise  of  the  Situation,  Cus- 
toms,  and  People  of  Germany," 
and  a  "  Life  of  Julius  Agricola." 
The  piece  "  De  Moribus  Germano- 
rum,"  is  a  curious  and  exact  little 
work  ;  and  the  "  Life  of  Agricola" 
must  be  interesting  to  an  inhabitant 
of  this  isle,  who  will  find  there 
many  curious  particulars  concerning 
the  situation,  climate,  and  people 
of  ancient  Britain. 

TALLARD  (CAMILLE  D'ROS 
TUN)  usually  styled  marshal  Tal- 
lard,  a  brave  French  general  who 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  duke  of 
Jvlarlborough  in  1704.  He  was 
born  in  Provence  1652,  and  died 
1728. 

TALLIS  (THOMAS)  one  of  the 
greatest  musicians  that  this  country 
ever  bred,  flourished  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  i6th  century,  and  may 
justly  be  said  to  be  the  father  of 
the  cathedral  style.  Tallis  com- 
posed many  anthems,  and  died 

1585- 

TAMERLANE     (or       TIMER- 
BEG)   cham    of   the  Tartars,   who 
became  formidable  towards  the  end  I 
of  the  i-jth  century.     He  was  born  I 
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at  Resch,  a  village  belonging  to  ths 
ancient  Sogdiana,  in  13351  raised 
himself,  from  the  son  of  a  shepherd, 
by  his  courage  and  prudence  ;  and, 
having  put  himself  in  haste  at  tha 
head  of  some  troops,  obtained  di« 
vers  victories  in  Persia.  This  in« 
creased  his  ambition  and  his  army  t 
he  subjeQed  the  Parthians,  forced 
the  walls  of  China,  subdued  most 
of  India,  Mesopotamia,  and  Egypt, 
and  boasted  that  he  had  three  parts 
of  the  world  under  his  power. 
The  most  considerable  of  his  con- 
quests was  that  over  Bajazet,  sul. 
tan  of  the  Turks,  who  was  ex- 
tremely proud,  and  charged  Tamer- 
lane with  rebellion.  The  battle 
was  fought  at  Ancyra  near  Phrygia 
in  1402,  wherein  Bajazet  was 
taken,  and  at  first  treated  civilly  ; 
till  provoking  the  conqueror  by  hU 
speeches,  he  caused  him  to  be  put 
in  an  iron  cage,  where  he  beat  out 
his  brains  against  -the  bars.  Ta- 
merlane died  April  i,  1405,  and 
his  sons  lost  all  his  conquests. 

TANNER  (THOMAS)  bishop  of 
St.  Asaph,  and  an  excellent  anti- 
quary, born  at  Market  Lav'mgton, 
Wilts,  1674,  died  i  735,  leaving  a 
very  laborious  and  valuable  work, 
called  "  Bibliotheca  Britannico-Hi- 
bernita,"  which  employed  him  40 
years. 

TARLETON  (RICHARD)  a 
celebrated  jester  and  actor,  and  a 
dramatic  writer,  born  at  Condover, 
Salop,  died  i  589. 

TARQUIN  the  Proud,  king  of 
Rome,  a  tyrant  and  usurper,  who 
had  rendered  himself  odious  to  the 
Romans  by  his  pride  and  cruelty, 
when  his  son,  Sextus  Tarquinius, 
having  violated  Lucretia,  occasioned 
that  well-known  revolution  which 
put  an  end  to  the  monarchy,  and 
established  the  republic  of  Rome. 
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TASKER(WILLIAM)anEnglish  defence 
divine  and    poet,    born  1740,  died 
at  Iddeslcigh  parsonage,  Devon,  of 
vhich  he  was  refclor,  Feb.  4,  1800. 
Mr.  Taskcr    published     3    vols.    of 
"  Selea      Odes    and     Miscellaneous 
Poems"  in   1793;    from  which  he 
derived  considerable   credit,    parti 
cdarly  for  an  "  OJe  to  the  warlike 
Genius  of  Great  Britain."     He  also 
published  "Arviragus,    a  tragedy," 
which,    we  believe,  was  never  per- 
formed.    To     his    Select    Odes    he 
added  a  series   of  "  Letters,"  con 
taining  much  miscellaneous  matter; 
and  among  the   rest  proofs  of  the 
anatomical  accuracy  of  Homer   in 
his  description   of   the  wounds  suf 
fcred  by  the  heroes  in  the  Iliad. 

TASSO(TOROU  ATO)  the  prince 
of  Italian  poets,  born  at  Sorrento  in 
JMaples  1544,  died  1595.  His 
works  shew  him  to  have  been  a 
.philosopher,  an  orator,  a  logician, 
a  critic,  and  a  poet  excellent  in 
every  kind  of  composition.  The 


principal  of  these  are,  "  Rin^ldo," 
"  Auiinta,"  and  "  Gierusalemme 
Liberata,"  an  epic  poem  in  24 
books,  which  has  been  called  by 
Balzac  the  richest  and  most  finished 
work  since  the  age  of  Augustus. 
The  Life  of  Tasso  was  a  chdin  of 
.miseries  and  woes;  for,  banished 
from  his  own  country,  he  suffered 
want  and  imprisonment,  and,  what 
is  more  intolerable,  was  oppressed 
by  calumny. 

TATE  (NAHUM)  a  dramatic 
poet,,  born  at  Dublin  1652,  suc- 
ceeded Shadwell  as  poet-laureat, 
and  died  17  15.  He  was  author  of 
nine  dramatic  performances,  and  a 
great  number  of  poems  ;  but  is  at 
present  better  known  for  his  ver- 
sion of  the  Psalms,  in  which  he 
joined  with  Dr.  Brady,  than  for 
any  other  of  his  works.

TATIUS    (ACHILLES)    an   an- 
cient Greek  writer  on  mathematics, 
nd    author   of     a    romance    called 

The  Lowes  of  Clitophon  and  Lsu- 
cippe." 

TAVERMER    (WILLIAM)    an 
English  dramatic  writer, died  1731. 

TAVERX1ER  (JOHN  BAP- 
TIST)  a  Frenchman,  famous  for 
his  travels,  born  at  Paris  1605, 
died  1689,  having,  during  the  space 
of  40  years  of  his  life,  travelled 
six  times  ini.o  Turkey,  Persia,  and 
:he  East  Indies,  and  by  all  the  dif- 
ferent routes  he  could  take,  for  the 
most  part  journeying  on  foot.  His 
'  Travels"  hjve  been  frequently 
printed  in  6  vols.  121110.  and  con- 
tain many  carious  particulars. 

TAYLOR.    (DR.  JEREMY)    bi- 
shop of  Do>vn  and   Connor  in  Ire- 
and,  and  a  very  eminent  theologi- 
cal writer  and  controversialist,  born 


at  Cambridge,  died  1667. 

TAYLOR  (JOHN)  usually  called 
the  Water-poet,  from  his  being  bred 
in  the  low  occupation  of  a  water- 
man, born  in  Gloucester  1580,  died 
•  654.  From  his  laborioiu  profes« 
sion  he  found  leisure  to  write  four- 
score books  chiefly  of  humorous 
poems.  What  is  called  his  water 
poetry  was  printed  in  1630  in  fo- 
lio ;  but  his  numerous  subsequent 
effusions  were  never  coile£led. 

TAYLOR  (DR.  BROOK)  a  very 
able  English  mathematician,  born 
at  Edmonton,  Middlesex,  1685, 
published  several  elaborate  works 
on  machematical  subjects,  particuj 
larly  "  The  Principles  of  Linear 
Perspective,"  and  died  1731. 

TAYLOR  (DR. JOHN)  a  learned

N  a  j 
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which  will  remain  a  monument  to 
all  futuie  agrs  of  his  indefatigable- 
industry  and  critical  skill.  He  was 
born  near  Lancaster,  and  died  1761. 
TAYLOR  (JOHN)  a  learned 
English  divine,  writer  on  civil 
law,  and  ant'quary,  horn  at  Shrews- 
bury 1703,  died  1766,  leaving  va- 
luable editions  of  "  Lysias"  and 
"  Demosthenes." 

TELL  (WILLIAM)    an  illustri- 
ous  Swiss  patriot,  and  chief  instru- 
ment of  the  revolution  which  deli- 
vered the    Swiss   cantons  from   the 
German    yoke    in    1307.     Geisler, 
the  aOkernor  of  these  provinres  for 
tlie  emperor  Albert,  having  ordered 
him,  under  pain  of  death,  to  shoot 
at  an   n;-plc'  plated  on   the   head  of 
one    ol    his    children,    he    had    the 
dexterity,  though    the  distance  was 
very    considerable,    to    strike    it  off 
Without  hitting  the  child.     The-  ty. 
rant,  perceiving  that  he  had  another 
arrow  concealed    under    his   cloak, 
asked   him    for   what  purpose?   To 
•which  he  boldly  replied,  "  To  have 
shot   you  to  the  heart  if  I   had  had 
the    misfortune   to    kill    my    son." 
The  enraged  governor  now  ordered 
him  to  be  hanged  ;   but  his  fellow- 
citizens,  animated  by  his  fortitude 
and    patriotism,    flew    to    arms,  at- 
tacked and  vanquished  Geisler,  who 
wasjustly  shot  to  death  by  Tel! ;  and 
the    association    for     independency 
took  place  on  the  instant.      He  died 
'354- 

TEMPLE  (SIR  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  statesman  and  po- 
litical and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  in  London  1629,  died  1700. 

TEMP1.KMAN     (DR.  PETER) 
an  eminent  physician  and   medical 
writer,    born   at   Dorchester    17  ir 
died  1769.— It  may  not   he  impro 
per   to  distinguish   Dr.  Templeman 
horn 

TEMPLEMAN  (THOMAS)  the 
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author  of  "  Engraved  Tables,  Con- 
taining Calculations  of  the  number 
of  square  Feet  and  People  in  the 
several  Kingdoms  of  the  World." 
He  was  a  writing-master  in  the 
town  of  St.  Edmund's  Bury. 

TENTERS  (DAVID)  a  much, 
admired  Flemish  painter,  born  at 
Antwerp  1.582,  died  1649.  He 
was  a  pupil  of  the  famous  Rubens, 
and  employed  himself  chiefly  in 
>ainting  small  pictures,  filled  with 
igures  of  persons  drinking,  chy- 
mists,  fairs,  and  merry-makings. 
He  always  copied  from  nature,  and 
accustomed  his  two  tons  (DAVID 
and  ABRAHAM)  to  paint  nothing 
jut  from  chat  infallible  model  ;  by 
which  means  they  both  became  ex- 
cellent painters. 

TENKSON  (DR. THOMAS)  arch- 
jishop  of  Canterbury,  and  a  cele- 
brated polemic  writer  against  po- 
pery, born  at  (Tottenham,  Cam- 
bridgeshire, 1636,  cjjed  1715. 

TEUENTICS  (PL'lsLlUS)  or 
TERENCE,  an  ancient  dramatic 
writer  among  the  Romans,  born  at 
Carthage  in  the  year  of  Rome  560. 
Being  brought  early  to  Rome  among 
other  slaves,  he  fell  into  the  hand* 
of  a  generous  master,  Terentius 
Lucanus,  a  Roiuan  senator,  who  was 
so  taken  with  his  uncommon  part?, 
that  he-  gave  him  first  a  good  edu- 
cation, and  afterwards  his  liberty. 
He  received  his  name  as  well  as 
l.ii  liberty,  from  Terentius  Lucanu«, 
as  the  custom  was;  and  thus,  by  a 
singular  fatality,  says  madam  Da- 
cier,  while  he  has  immortali&cd 
the  name  of  his  master,  has  not 
been  able  to  preserve  his  own. 
Terence's  chiel  excellence  consists 
in  Leauty  of  charaf-lcr,  politeness 
of  dialogue,  and  re, gularily  ol  scene. 
Macjum  Dacier  h,is  observed,  that 
"  it  would  be-  diHienlt  to  determine 
which  of  his  six  plays  deserves  the

preference,  since  they  h.u-e  each  of 
them  their  peculiar  ex.el'.encies. 
The  "Ancua"  and  "  Adelphi," 
<avs  she,  '-appec-r  to  excel  in  cha- 
racters and  manners;"  the  "Eu- 
nuch" and  "  Phonnio,"  in  vigo 
ions  aft  ion  Jiui  lively  intrigue;  the 
"  Hertutontimoriunenos"  and  "  He- 
cyra."  in  sentiment,  passion,  and 
simplicity  ot  style."  He  died  about 
159  B.C. 

TERRASSOX  (  L'ABBE  )  a 
French  c:itic  on  Homer,  born  at 
Lyons  1670,  died  1750,  with  the 
reputation  of  having  been  one  ot 
the  best  pratlical  philosophers  of 
his  age.  There  are  some  very- 
fine  tilings  in  his  moral  romance, 
called  •'  Scthos  ;"  his  translations 
of  Diodorus  Siculus  have  been  well 
spoken  of ;  but  his  examination  of 
Homer  is  void  of  true  taste. 

TERTULL1AN(OUINTUS  SEP- 
TIMlb'S  FLORENS)  a  celebrated 
father  and  defender  ot  the  primitive 
Christian  church,  who  flourished 
under  the  reigns  of  the  emperors 
Severtis  and  Caracalla. 

THALES,  the  chief  of  the  seven 
sages  of  Greece,  born  at  Miletus, 
640  B.  C.  founded  the  Ionic  seel  of 
philosophers,  and  died  545  before 
Christ. 

THELLUSSON(PETER  ISA  A  C; 
a  native  of  France,  who  settled  as  a 
merchant  in  London,  where  he 
made  an  immense  fortune:  this, 
with  a  view,  no  doubt,  to  the  im- 
inortalii'ing  of  his  name,  he  left  in 
a  most  remaikable  will,  of  which 
the  leading  principles  are  as  fol- 
low :  The  property  was  about 
700,000!.  The  legacies  to  hi> 
wife  and  children  were  not  quite 
100,000.  The  residue  he  left  to 
trustees  to  accumulate,  and  be  laid 
out  in  the  pin  chase  of  estates  in 
England,  until  alt  the  male  children 
ot  his  sous  and  grandsons  be  dead 
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(but  all  who  may  take  under  this 
'.vill  are  bound  to  adopt  ti  e  sur- 
name  of  Thellusson).  Tlitr  term  of 
accumulation  cannot  probably  be 
less  th.in  from  90  to  iso  years. 
If  it  should  termtn.ite  at  the  first 
period,  the  property  would  amount 
to  about  35, ooo,oool.  if  at  the  Ut- 
ter, to  1^0,000,000!.  If  at  that 
i  emote  period  he  should  ha\e  no 
lineal  descendants,  the  whole  esta;es 
are  to  be  sold,  an-]  the  money  ap- 
plied to  the  SinAi'pg  Fund  under  the 
dueclion  of  Parliament.—  The  heirs 
at  law  afterwards  prayed  the  Court 
of  Chanceiy  to  set  aside  the  will; 
but,  after  long  and  leained  argu- 
ments, it  was  confirmed. —The 
House  of  Lords  has  since  been  ap- 
pealed to,  to  annul  the  Chancellor's 
decision  (1805);  but  without  effect. 
THEMISTIUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
orator,  Peripatetic  philosopher,  and 
|  critic,  born  in  Paphlagonia,  died 

A.  D.  380.      Thirty-three    Orations 
of  Them^tiu?  a>e  sull  extant. 

THEMlbTOCLES,  a  renowned 
Athenian  general,  admiral,  and  pa- 
triot, who  gained  the  battle  or  S.>. 
lamine  against  the  Teisians,  was 
born  B.C.  530.  Being  banished  by 
his  ungrateful  fellow-citizens,  he 
i'.c'\  to  ArtaXerxes  king  of  Fersia  ; 
but,  in  order  to  avoid  taking  up 
arms  against  his  country,  he  slew 
tin. -elf,  B.  C.  465. 

THEOBALD  (I.E\\  IS)  an  Eng- 
lish dramatic  pt'Ct,  critic,  arid  editor 
of  Shakspeare,  burn  at  Sitting- 
bourne,  Kent,  died  171:. 

THEOCRITUS,  an  aneientCreek 
pastoral  pict,  who  was  burn  at 
Syracuse  and  tlum  i.-hed  about  i?6o 

B.  C.      The    compositions    or"    this 
poet    are  clistinguiMied   among    the 
ancients    by   the    name    of    "Idyl- 
Hums,"    in    order    to    express    the 
smallness  and   variety   of  their  na- 
tures ;    tliey   would  now  be  called 
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"  Miscellanies,  or  poems  on  several 
occasions." 

THEODORE  1.  king  of  Corsica. 
See  NEUHOFF. 

TKEODORET.bishopof  Cyprus, 
an  illustrious  ecclesiastical  histo- 
rian, born  at  Antioch  386,  died 
457.  His  "  Ecclesiastical  History" 
is  a  kind  of  supplement  to  Socrates 
and  Sozomen,  beginning  where  Eu- 
»ebius  leaves  off,  that  is,  at  the  ri«e 
of  the  Arian  heresy  in  322,  and 
ending  with  427,  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Nestorian  heresy. 

THEODORIC,  king  ofthe  Ostro- 
goths,  a   renowned  warrior  and  le- j 
gislator  ;    but    after    being    for    37  I 
years    the    common    father    of   the  > 
Italians  and  of  the  Goths,  the  intir- ' 
mities    of  age  rendered   him  cruel, 
and   he   tarnished  the   glory  of  his! 
former  days.   He  died  526,  aged  71.! 

THEODOSIUSTHE  GREAT,  the  ] 
last   Rom-m  empeior;  a  convert  to  i 
Christianity,    and   a   renowned  ge- j 
neral  and  legislator,  born  335,  died 
395.      His  sons,  Arcadius  aud   Ko- ! 
norius  made  a  division  of  the  em- 
pire   into  East  and  West,  Arcadius 
being  the  first  emperor  of  the  East, 
and  Honorius  of  the  Weft. 

THEODOSIUS  THE  YOUNGER, 
ton  of  Arcadius,  whom  he  succeed- 
ed in  the  empire  of  the  East,  and 
famous  for  a  code  of  Ltws,  styled 
after  him  The  Theodusian  Code, 
died  4.50. 

THEOGNIS,  an  eminent  Greek 
poet,  who  flourished  about  550 
years  before  Crrist. 

THEOPHANES  (PROKOPO- 
V1TCH)  metropolitan  of  Russia, 
and  an  historian  who  may  be  rank- 
ed among  those  to  whom  that  king- 
dom is  chiefly  indebted  for  the  in- 
troduction of  polite  literature,  born 
at  Kioff  1681,  died  1736. 

THEOPHILUS,  a  writer  and  bi- 
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shop  of  the  primitive  church,  born 
and  educated  a  heathen,  and  after- 
wards converted  to  Christianity, 
died  182.  It  is  remarkable,  that 
this  patriarch  of  Antiorh  A  as  the 
first  who  applied  the  term  Trinity 
to  express  the  three  persons  in  the 
Godhead. 

THEOPHRASTUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  Peripatetic  philosopher  and 
moral  writer,  born  at  Eresus  in  Les- 
b"s  395,  died  288  B.C.  Of  all  his 
works,  that  on  "The  Characters 
of  Men"  has  been  by  far  the  of- 
tenest  printed,  and  the  movt  read. 

THESPIS,  a  famousGreek  tragic 
pcet,  ar:d  tbe  first  repre^snter  of 
tragedy  at  Athens.  He  carried  his 
troop  from  village  to  village  in  a 
waggon,  from  which  they  per- 
formed their  pieces.  Alce^tus  was 
the  fi1. st  tr.igedy  they  performed  at 
Athens,  536  IV  C. 

THtVENOT  (MELCHISEDEC) 
librarian  to  the  king  of. France,  and 
a  celebrated  writer  of  travels,  born 
at  Paris  1621,  died  1692.  His 
"  Travels  into  the  Levant,  &c." 
were  published  in  English,  in  folio, 
1087. 

THIRLBY  (DR.  STY  AN)  a  very 
ingenious  and  learned  English  critic, 
and  editor  of  "Justin  Martyr," 
born  at  Leicester  1692,  died  1753. 

THOMAS  (ELIZABETH)  an 
English  poetess,  known  to  the  world 
bv  the  name  of  Corinna,  born  i  675, 
died  1730.  Corinna,  considered 
as  an  author,  is  of  the  second 
rate  :  she  had  not  so  much  wit  as 
Mrs.  JSehn  or  Mrs.  Manley,  nor  so 
happy  a  gift  at  intellectual  painting; 
but  her  poetry  is  soft  and  delicate, 
and  her  letters  sprightly  and  enter- 
taining. 

THOMSON  (JAMES)  an  excel- 
lent  British  dramatic  and  pastoral 
poet,  born  at  Ednam,  in  Roxburgh- 
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shire,  Scotland,  1700,  died  1748. 
His  "  Seasons"  bring  before  us  the 
whole  magnificence  of  Nature,  whe- 
ther pleasing  or  dreadful,  and  have 
never,  either  in  style  or  imagery, 
been  equalled.  His  other  works 
are,  five  tragedies,  a  part  (in  con- 
junction with  Mallet)  of  the  Masque 
of  "  Alfred,"  and  three  beautiful 
poems,  called  '•  Britannia,"  "  Li- 
berty," and  "  The  Castle  of  Irulo- 
lence,"  besides  several  smaller  pieces, 
An  inscription  has  been  placed  on 
a  brass  tablet  over  Thomson's  grave 
in  Richmond  church,  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  Earl  of  Buchan.  It 
may  be  seen  in  the  Gentleman's 
Magazine  tor  1791^.1078. 

THORESBY  (RALPH)  an  emi- 
nent English  biographer  and  anti- 
quary, born  at  Leeds  1658,  died 


THOR1US  (RAPHAEL)  an  emi- 
nent physician  and  medical  wiiter, 
who  died  of  the  plague  at  London 
1629. 

THORNHILL  (SIR  JAMES)  an 
English  historical  painter,  born  in 
Dorsetshire  167  6,  died  1732.  Kis 
principal  works  are  in  Greenwich 
hospital  and  at  Hampton  Court. 

THORNTON  (BONNEL)  an  in- 
genious   poet,   essayist,    miscellane-  I 
ous   wiiter,    and  translator  of  Pl<iu- 
tus,    born   in   London    1724,    died  I 
1768. 

THRASYBULUS,  a  renowned 
Athenian  general  and  patriot,  the 
deliverer  of  his  country  from  the 
yoke  of  the  thirty  tyrants,  was  kill- 
ed 391  B.C. 

THUANUS  (JACOBUS  AU- 
GUSTUS (or,JAQUESAUGUSTE 
DE  THOU),  an  eminent  magistrate 
and  historian  of  France,  born  at  Pa- 
ris 4553,  ciifd  1617,  leaving  be- 
hind him  a  "General  History  of 
the  World,"  in  7  yols,  folio,  from 


TIB 

154510  1608,  written  in  very  dea» 
and  excellent  Latin,  and  with  an 
exactness  and  fidelity  beyond  ex- 
ample. 

THUCYDIDES,  an  ancient  Greek 
historian  of  the  Peloponnesian  war, 
born  at  Athens  469,  died  39  i  E.  C. 
Xenophon's  "  Hellenica"  are  a 
supplement  to  Tbucvdides's  History. 
As  to  his  style,  Tully  speaks  of  it 
thus:  "Thucydides  is  so  full  of 
matter,  that  the  number  of  his  sen- 
tences doth  almost  equal  the  num- 
ber of  his  words;  and  in  his  words 
he  js  so  apt,  and  so  close,  that  it  is 
hard  to  say,  whether  his  words  Jo 
more  illustrate  his  sentences,  or  hia 
sentences  his  words."  The  emperor 
Charles  V.  is  sau!  to  have  been  so 
fond  of  this  historian,  that  he  al- 
ways carried  him  with  him  into  th» 
camp,  and  used  to  talk  of  him  with 
wonder! nl  pleasure  to  those  about 
him. 

THURLOE  (JOHN)  secretary  of 
state  to  the  t«o  protectors  Oliver 
and  Richard  Cromwell,  born  iu 
Essex  i6i6,  died  1608.  He  was 
a  man  of  very  an-iab'.e  character 
iti  private  life,  and  in  the  height  of 
his  power  exercised  all  possible 
moderation  toward  persons  of  every 
party.  His  manner  of  writing  il 
remarkable,  above  most  of  his  co- 
temporaries,  for  its  conciseness,  per- 
spicuity, and  strength.  But  the 
most  authentic  testimony  of  his 
abilities  is  that  vast  collection  of  hi» 
"  State  papers,"  in  7  vols.  folio, 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  public: 
they  place  the  history  of  Europe 
in  general,  as  well  as  that  of  Great 
Britdin  and  it?  dominions,  during 
that  remarkable  period,  in  the 
clearest  Ik- lit. 

TIBERIUS  (CONSTANTINE), 
raised  by  his  merit  to  the  throne 
of  the  eastern  empire,  because 
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the  father  of  his  people,  and  is 
equalled  extolled  for  his  valour,  his 
love  of  justice,  and  his  clemency. 
He  died  5^2. 

TIBULLUS  (ALB3US)  a  cele- 
brated  Lntin  elegiac  poet  and  critic, 
born  at  Ret:.e  43  B.C.  died  A.  D. 
17.  Tim  ai:thor  has  usually  been 
printed  i-i  the  same  volume  with 
Catullus  Ui,J  Propeuius. 

TICKELL  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
Jish  poet,  and  one  of  the  writers  in 
the  "  Spoftator,"  born  in  Cumber- 
land 1686,  died  1740. 

TICKELL  (RICHARD)  grand- 
»on  of  the  former,  and  a  distin 
guished  wit  and  poet,  born  about 
175°)  died  Nov.  4,  1793  Mr.  T. 
•was  first  known  to  the  public  by  a 
xvork  called  "  Anticipation,"  (in 
which  the  manners  of  our  most  ce 
lebrateci  senators  were  de pitied  with 
wonderful  felicity),  though  he  had 
before  published  several  poems 
His  chief  works,  beside  the  fore- 
going are  "  The  Project,"  a  pr.liti 
cal  poem;  "  TheWreath  of  Fa>hion, 
a  sitirical  poem  ;  "  Epistle  from  ihe 
Right  Hon.  C.  J.  Fox  to  the  Hon. 
John  Townsend;"  "  The  Carnival 
of  Venice"  (an  opera,  in  which  the 
poetry  of  the  songs  was  much  ad- 
mired) ;  and  some  very  elegant  pro- 
logues and  ingenious  political  pam- 
phlets. 

TILLEMONT  (SEBASTIAN  LE 
NAIN7  DE)  a  French  writer,  born 
at  Paris  1637,  died  1698.  His 
"  Histoire  des  Empereurs,  &  EC- 
clesiastique,"  being  deduced  from 
original  sources,  and  written  with 
the  utmost  fidelity  and  exactness,  is 
to  this  itay  in  very  high  esteem. 

T1I.LOTSON  (DR.  JOHN)  arch 
bishop   of  Canterbury,    was  the  son 
cf   a    clothier  at   Sowerby  in  York- 
shire,   and  born    1630.      His    first 
•ducation  was  among  tcose  who  were 
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hen  called  Puritans ;  but    he  soon 
.vas  freed  from  their  prejudices,  and 
jred    at    Cambridge,  where   he  be- 
came fellow  of  his  college.   In  1664 
:ie  was    chosen  preacher    to     Lin- 
oln's-inn,   and    the  same  year  was 
appointed    Tuesday    lefturer    at  St. 
Laurence's,  where  he   preached  his 
sermons    concerning    the    Divinity 
and    Incarnation     of   our     Saviour* 
In  1679  he  became  acquainted  with 
Charles  earl    (afterwards   duke)  of 
Shrewsbury,    v.hom    by   his     mild 
and  persuasive   eloquence   he    con- 
verted   from  popery.     In  1680  he 
refused  to  sign  the  clergy  of    Lon- 
don's address  of  thanks  to  the  king 
for  no!  agreeing  to  the  bill    of  ex- 
clusion.      In  1683  he   visited  lord 
Russel,  when   the    latter  wjs  under 
condemnation,  and  attended  him  in 
his  last    moments  on    the   scaffold. 
In  1689  he   was  installed  dean  of 
St.  Paul's,  and  got   a  prebend  there. 
In    1691  he  was  nom.inat.ed  to  th« 
archbishopric   of    Canterbury,    -ind 
sworn   one    of  the    privy   council  j 
heir   majestic?  always  reposing  an 
ntire  confidence  in   his   prudence, 
moderation,  and  integrity.   In  1694 
was  seized  with  a  dead  palsy,  of 
which  he  died  Nov.  22,  in  the  65th 
year  of  his  age.      As  a  preacher,  he 
was    extremely    popular;     and  his 
sermon   delivered    at    St.  Paul's   in 
1663,    "On   the  wisdom  of  being 
religious,"    has  been   considered  as 
one  of  the  most  elegant,   perspicu- 
ous, and  convincing  defences  of  re- 
ligion, either  in  the  English  or  any 
other  langu'-ce.    His  works,  in  three 
vols.  folio,  have  been  often  printed, 
and  arc  ".ill  much  read. 

TIMOLEON,    a    renowned    Co- 
rinthian general,   »nd  the  deliverer 
.>f   Syracuse  from   the  yoke  of  Dio- 
nysins  the  tyrant,  died  337   B.C. 
TINDAL  (DR.  MATTHEW)  a 
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most  celebrated   English  polemical' 
writer,   born  in  Devonshire  1657, 
died  1733.      ^e   wrote  two  books, 
via.   "  The  Rights  of  the  Christian 
Church  asserted,"  &c.  and  "  Chris- 
tianity as  Old  as  the  Creation  ;  or, 
the  Gospel   a  Republication  of  the 
Religion  of  Nature."     The  first  of 
these  was  written  against  the  church, 
the   latter   against    revelation ;     so 
th^t    if  the   author's  principles  and 
designs   had   taken   place,  his  plan 
\voukl  have  been  completed   by  the 
destruclion   of  both.     His  real  de- 
sign certainly  was,    to   set  aside  all 
revealed  religion,   by  shewing,  thai 
there  neither  i>,  nor  ran  be,  any  ex- 
ternal jevelation  at  all,  distinct  from 
what  he  calls   "  the  external  reve- 
lation,   of  the   law  of  nature  in  the 
hearts   of    all   mankind;"    and  ac- 
cordingly his    refuters    have    ver) 
justly  treated  him  as  a  Deist. 

T1NDAL  (NICHOLAS;  nephew 
to  the  foiegoing,  a  divine, 
neous  writer,  and  translator  anc 
continuator  of  Rapin's  History  ol 
England,  died  1774. 

TINTORETTO,  so  called  because 
he  was  a  dyer's  son,  for  his  real 
name  was  Giacomo  Robusti,  a  fa- 
mous Venetian  historical  painter, 
disciple  of  Titian,  and  called  the 
Furious  Tintoret,  for  his  bold  man- 
ner of  painting  with  strong  lights 
and  deep  shades,  for  the.  rapidity  of 
his  geniu,c  and  for  his  vivacity  of 
spirit;  bi  . n  at  Venice  1512,  died 


TISSOT  (Dr.  S.  A.  D.)  a  cele- 
brated physician  and  medical  writer 
of  Switzerland,  who  was  one  of  the 
earliest,  ablest,  and  most  zealous 
vindicators  of  the  practice  of  ino- 
culation on  the  continent ;  but  the 
most  popular  of  his  works  were, 
his  "  Avis  au  Peuple,"  and  his 
treatises  <'  On  the  Health  of  Lite- 
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ary  Man  and  People  of  Fashion.*? 
jr.  Tissot  died  April   1797. 

TITIAN,  or  TITIANO,  the  most 
iniversal  genius  for  painting  of  all 
the  Lombard  school,  the  best  ccx- 
;ouristof  all  the  moderns,  and  the 
most  eminent  for  histories,  land- 
scapes, and  portraits,  born  at  V^« 
nice  1477,  died  1576.  Of  the  lovo 
of  Charles  V.  for  Titian  many  par- 
ticulars are  recorded.  It  is  said, 
that  the  emperor  one  day  took  up  a 
pencil,  which  fell  from  the  han.l  of 
this  painter,  who  was  then  draw- 
ing his  picture ;  and  that,  upon  tha 
compliment  which  Titian  made  him 
on  this  occasion  he  replied  "  Ti- 
tian has  merited  to  be  served  by 
Cassar."  Whenever  he  sent  him 
money,  which  was  usually  a  large 
sum,  he  always  did  it  with  thig 
obliging  testimony,  that  "  his  de« 
sign  was  not  to  pay  him  the  value 
of  his  pictures,  because  they  were 
above  any  price." 

TITUS  (VESPASIANUS)  the 
Roman  emperor,  son  of  Vespasian, 
born  A.  D.  40.  Of  him  it  is  re- 
lated, that  not  being  able  to  rccol- 
left  any  remarkably  good  action  he 
had  done  on  a  certain  day,  he  ex- 
claimed with  sorrow,  "  I  have  lost 
a  day  !"  He  was  truly  the  father  of 
his  people ;  and  though  Rome  la- 
boured under  various  public  calami- 
ties during  his  reian,  such  was  his 
equitable  and  mild  administration, 
chat  he  constantly  preserved  his  po- 
pularity. He  died  A.  D.  81. 

TOLAND  (JOHN)  a  very  fa- 
mous  political,  polemical,  and  mis- 
cellaneous writer  and  antiquary, 
whose  real  Christian  name  wasjanue 
Junius;  but,  the  boys  at  school 
making  a  jest  of  it,  the  master  or- 
dered  him  to  be  called  John,  which 
name  he  retained  ever  after.  He 
was  a  man  of  most  uncommon  abi- 
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litiss,  and,  perhaps,  the  most  learn- 
ed of  all  the  infidel  writers;  but  his 
system  being  Atheism,  he  was  led 
to  employ  his  great  parts  and  learn- 
ing very  much  to  the  hurt  and  pre- 
judice of  society.  He  was  born  in 
the  Nortn  of  Ireland  1669,  and 
died  1722. 

TOMPION  (THOMAS)  a  most 
eminent  English  watchmaker,  died 
1669. 

TOOKE  (ANDREW)  a  learned 
English  divine,  usher  of  the  Char- 
terhouse-school,  and  professor  of 
geometry  in  Gresham  college,  born 
in  London  1673,  died  1731,  hav- 
ing published  several  things  for  the 
assistance  of  youth  :  as,  "  Synopsis 
Grajrs  Lingua,"  "  Ovid's  Fasti," 
from  the  Delphin  edition,  with  an 
English  interpretation  and  notes; 
and  "  The  Pantheon,  or,  History 
of  the  Heathen  Gods." 

TOP  LADY  (AUGUSTUS  MON- 
TAGUE) a  zealous  and  able  Calvi- 
nistic  divine,  born  at  Farnham  in 
Surrey  1737,  died  1778.  His 
vrorks,  which  have  many  admirers, 
have  been  published  in  6  vols.  8vo. 

TORRENTIUS  (JOHN)  a  very 
fine  but  immoral  painter,  of  Am- 
sterdam, died  1640.  His  obscene 
pictures  were  burned  by  the  hands 
of  the  common  hangman. 

TORRICELLI(EVANGELISTE) 
an  illustrious  mathematician  and 
philosopher  of  Italy,  born  at 
Faenza  1608,  died  1647. 

TOURNEFORT  (JOSEPH  PIT- 
TON  DE)  a  famous  French  botanist 
and  natural  historian,  born  at  Aix 
1656,  died  i  708,  having  traversed 
a  great  part  of  the  globe,  and  pub. 
Jished  the  result  in  "  Relation  d'un 
Voyage  du  Levant,  contenant  1'His- 
toire  Anciewne  &  Moderne  de  Plu- 
cieurs  Isles  d'  Archipel,  de  Con- 
stantinople, &c."  a  work  which 
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comprises  not  only  discoveries  m 
botany,  but  other  curious  particu- 
lars relating  to  history,  geography, 
and  natural  philosophy. 

TOWERS  (DR.  JOSEPH)  an 
eminent  English  dissenting  minister, 
and  able  writer  in  the  various  de- 
part ments  of  theology, criticism,  bio- 
graphy, politics,  and  law,  and  pastor 
of  the  congregationsof  Highgate  and 
Newington  Green.  As  an  author, 
his  productions  are  very  numerous, 
and  display  great  accuracy  of  judg- 
ment, a  clear  and  forcible  style, 
and  a  manner  earnest,  popular,  and 
interesting.  He  assisted  Dr.  Kippis 
in  the  new  edition  of  the  "  Bio- 
graphia  Britannica,"  writing  all  the 
articles  signed  T.  He  also  wrote 
"  Memoirs  of  Frederick  III.  king 
of  Prussia,"  2  vols.  8vo.  1788; 
and  his  other  trafls  were  reprinted 
in  3  vols.  8vo.  1796.  Dr.  Towers 
(of  whom  farther  particulars,  with 
a  complete  list  of  hrs  %vorks,  may 
I  be  seen  in  a  funeral  sermon  preach- 
j  ed  over  his  body,  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lindsay)  was  born  in  the  borough 
of  South wark  March  31,  i  737,  bred 
to  the  profession  of  a  printer,  under 
Mr.  Goadby,  of  Sherborne  in  Dor- 
setshire, and  during  a  few  years  car- 
ried on  the  trade  of  a  bookseller 
in  London.  He  became  a  minister 
in  1774,  and  died  May  20,  1799. 
He  has  left  a  son,  who  at  a  very 
early  age  published  "  Illustrations 
of  Prophecy,"  in  2  vols.  8vo. 
which  evince  much  close  reading 
and  observation,  and  include  many 
weighty  arguments  in,  favour  of  the 
authenticity  of  scripture  prophecy. 

TRAJAN,  a  Roman  emperor, 
celebrated  in  history  for  his  mild 
and  equitable  government,  and  for 
his  valour  in  the  field.  His  cruelty 
to  the  Jews  is  the  only  stain  on  the 
lustre  of  his  reputation,  He  was 
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tarn  in  Andalusia,  A.  0.52,  and 
died  i  1 7. 

TRALIAN  (ALEXANDER)  a 
celebrated  Gre^k  writer  on  physic, 
flourished  about  550.  Dr.  Freinc 
styles  him  one  of  the  most  valuable 
authors  since  Hippocrates. 

TRAPEZUNTIUS(GEORGIUS; 
a  Greek  and  Latin  critic  and  com 
mentator,  born  i:i  Crete  1396,  died 

•485. 

TRAPP  (JOSEPH)  an  English 
divine  and  poet,  born  at  Chering- 
ton,  in  Gloucestershire,  1672,  died 
1747.  His  mo?t  considerable  work 
was  a  translation,  in  blank  verse. 
of  the  /Lneid  of  "  Virgil,"  which 
however  manifested  the  critic'sjudg- 
rnent,  without  the  poet's  fiie.  Mr. 
Trapp  wiote  also  a  tragedy,  called, 
*'  Abramule  ;  or,  Love  and  Em- 
pire," afted  in  1704,  the  language 
of  which  is  generally  either  prosaic 
or  bombast ;  but  the  incidents  are 
so  affecting,  and  the  plot  so  interest- 
ing, that  it  has  been  always  per- 
formed with  applause.  Lastly,  he 
•translated  "  Milton's  Paradise  Lost" 
into  Latin  verse,  but  with  very 
little  EJ  -cess. 

TRENCHARD  (JOHN)  an  il- 
lustrious English  patriot  and  politi- 
cal writer,  born  1669,  died  1723. 
He  was  chiefly  celebrated  as  a  wri- 
ter by  his  contributions  (in  con- 
junction with  Mr.  Thomas  Gordon) 
to  "  Cato's  Letters,  or  Essays  on 
Liberty  Civil  or  Religious,  and 
ether  important  Subjecls." 

TRISSINO  (JOHN  GEORGE) 
an  eminent  Italian  poet,  born  at 
Vicenza  1478,  died  1550.  His 
grand  performance  is,  "  La  Italia 
liberata  da  Gotti,"  8cc.  "  Italy  de 
•livered  from  the  Goths  by  Belisa- 
-rius,  under  the  empire  of  Justi- 
nian." He  was  the  first  modern 
"in  Europe  \vb,o  attempted  an  epic 
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3oem  in   a  vulgar    tcngue  arci   im 
ilsnk  verse. 

TRYFHLODORUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  poet,  of  whom  remains  a 
poem  of  about  700  lines,  intituled 
!i  Ilie  Alosis,"or,  "  The  Destruo 
tion  of  Trtjy." 

TUCKER  (ABRAHAM)  a  cu- 
rious  and  original  thinker,  and  au- 
thor of  "  The  Light  of  Nature  pur- 
sued," 9  vols.  8vo.  usually  known 
under  the  assumed  name  of  "  Ed- 
vard  Search,  E<q."  Ke  died  17 75, 

TUCKER  (DR.JOSIAH)  dean 
of  Gloucester,  was  born  at  I.argharne 
in  Caermarthenshire  17  i  3,  and  died 
Nov.  4,  1799.  He -was  eminently 
distinguished  by  a  vigorous,  com- 
prehensive, and  independent  mind  ; 
and  his  writings,  while  they  ac- 
quired him  rank  among  the  most 
able  theologians,  became  not  less 
conspicuous  for  political  discern- 
ment, being  chiefly  on  the  important 
subjeft  of  national  safety  and  com» 
merce.  His  principal  work,  we 
believe,  is  "  A  Treatise  on  Civil 
Government,"  against  Locke. 

TUDELA  (BENJAMIN  OF)  a 
celebrated  rabbi  of  the  i  ath  century, 
and  author  of  "  Travels  through 
Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,"  fre« 
quenily  quoted  by  the  most  cele» 
brated  orientalists,  but  abounding  is 
misrepresentations  and  absurdities. 
They  were  translated  from  the  He- 
brew into  French  by  Barratier,  in 
1734,  and  an  English  translation 
was  published  in  1783,  with  a  dis- 
sertation attempting  to  prove  that 
the  author  never  left  his  native 
country  (Spain),  but  published  such) 
accounts  as  he  could  collefc>,  in  or» 
der  to  magnify  the  power  of  the 
Jews,  and  to  lead  them  to  expe£ 
that  the  Messiah  was  yet  to  come. 

TULL   (JETHRO)  a  gentleman 
of  Oxford,    inventor  of  the  drill 
O  & 
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plough,  and  the  first  Englishman, 
perhaps  the  first  writer  ancient  or 
modern,  who  attempted  with  any 
tolerable  degiee  of  success,  to  re- 
duce agriculture  to  certain  and 
uniform  principles,  died  1741.  His 
chief  publication  is  "  An  Essay  on 
Horse-hoeing  Husbandry, "  1733, 
folio  j  a  woik  of  so  much  reputa- 
tion, that  it  was  translated  into 
Prcnrh  by  Mr.  du  Hamel. 

TULLUS  (HOSTIL1US)  the 
third  king  of  ancient  Rome,  a  re- 
nowned warrior,  \\lio  was  destroyed, 
\vith  his  whole  family,  by  a  fire 
pretended  to  come  from  heaven, 
but  in  reality  the  effects  of  a  con« 
spirary  of  Ancus  Martins,  his  suc- 
ce^rr,  640  B.  C. 

TCRENKE  (HENRY  BE  LA 
TOUR,  VISCOUNT)  a  renowned 
ujarshal  of  France  under  Louis  XIV. 
born  at  Sedan  ;  6  i  i ,  killed  at  Salt?.- 
bach  1675. 

Tll'IKING  (THOMAS],  a  worthy 
divine  and  enlightened  scholar, 
son  of  an  eminent  tea  merchant, 
v/as  born  in  London  1/35,  bred 
at  Sidr.ey  college,  Cambridge,  and 
distinguished  himself  by  a  transla- 
tion of  "  Aristotle's  Poetic,"  with 
Notes  and  Dissertations,  410.  1789; 
\\hich  is  a  very  masteily  produc- 
tion. He  was  also  a  great  pro- 
ficient in  the  praGice  of  music. 
Mr.  T.  was  vicar  of  Fordham,  and 
rector  of  St.  Mary's,  Colchester,  and 
«lied  Aug.  6,  1805. 

TYE  (CHRISTOPHER)  a  cele- 
brated  composer  of  church  music  in 
the  1 6th  century. 

TYERS  (THOMAS)  a  political  and 
miscellaneous  wiiter,  who  among 
other  things  published  a  series  o) 
"  Political  Conferen>es,"  which  aie 
very  highly  esteemed.  He  was  for 
many  years  proprietor  of  Vauxhall 
Gardens,  and  died  17 87,  aged  61. 
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TYNDALE  (WILLIAM)  a  mdH 
zealous  English  reformer,  memo- 
rable for  having  made  the  first  Eng» 
lish  version  of  the  Bible.  Being 
persecuted  in  England  for  this  work, 
he  fled  to  Germany,  and  afterwards 
to  Antwerp,  where,  through  the 
private  machinations  of  the  English 
clergy,  who  sent  over  informations 
against  him,  he  was  condemned, 
and  suffered  death  as  a  heretic,  in 
1536.  being  first  strangled  by  the 
hands  of  the  common  hangman,  and 
then  burned.  While  he  was  tying 
to.thestake,  he  cried  with  a  fervent 
and  loud  voice,  "  Lord,  open  the 
king  of  England's  eyesl"  His  story 
is  told  at  large  in  "  Fox's  Book  of 
Martyrs."  He  was  born  on  the 
borders  of  Wales  about  i  500. 

TYRANNION  of  Pontus,  a  ce- 
lebrated grammarian  and  critic,  who 
contributed  very  much  to  the  pre- 
servation of  Aristotle's  works, 
flourished  about  .50  B.  C. 

TYRT.4.US,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet,  born  at  Miletus,  flourished 
about  the  2 5th  Olympiad.  His 
story  is  one  of  the  finest  of  anti- 
quity; and  the  glorious  success  of 
his  verses  has  advanced  his  name  to 
the  rank  of  the  greatest  heroes,  as 
well  as  the  noblest  poets.  The  La- 
cedaemonians, having  blocked  up 
Messene,  a  revolted  city  of  Pelo- 
ponnesus, many  years,  and  sworn 
to  carry  the  town  or  die  before  it, 
by  advice  of  the  Pythian  Oracle  ap- 
plied to  the  Athenians  for  a  general. 
The  Athenians  sent  them  Tyrtaeus, 
perhaps  in  ridicule  j  for,  besides  his 
occupation  (that  of  a  schoolmaster), 
utterly  remote  from  military  affairs, 
he  is  reported  to  have  been  short 
and  very  deformed,  blind  of  one 
eye,  and  lame  into  the  bargain. 
Nevertheless,  he  so  ravished  the 
soldiers  by  the  animating  powers  of 
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•hfs  verse,  that  though  they  had 
made  themselves  sure  of  falling  in 
the  encounter,  they  yet  carried  the 
viflory,  and  won  the  town.  The 
works  of  Tyrsasus  were,  "  The  Po- 
lity of  the  Lacedemonians  ;"  "  Mo- 
tal  Precepts"  in  elegiac  verse  ;  and 
five  books  of  "  War-Verses,"  some 
fragments  of  which  still  remain,  and 
have  been  published  with  those  of 
the  i!  inor  Greek  poets. 

TYRWH1TT  (THOMAS)  a  cele- 
brated critic  and  antiquary,  born  in 
173°»  received  his  education  at 
Queen's  Coll.  Oxon.  He  was  au- 
thor and  editor  of  several  learned 
works,  among  which  is  an  excel- 
lent edition  of  the  "  Poetics  of 
Aristotle  ;"  but  it  is  to  his  admi- 
rable edition  of  the  "  Canterbury 
Tales  of  Chaucer"  that  he  owes  the 
great  reputation  which  he  has  so  just- 
ly obtained.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
many  commentators  on  Shakspeare, 
and  was  much  engaged  in  the  Chat 
tertonian  controversy,  published  an 
edition  of  the  celebrated  "  Row 
leian  Poems"  in  8vo.  1777,  and  in 
the  year  following  an  appendix, 
endeavouring  to  prove  them  the  for- 
geries of  Chatterton.  M  .  Tyrwhitt 
was  many  yeais  clerk  oi  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  died  in  1786. 

TYTLER  (WILLIAM)  a  Scottish 
writer  on  various  subjects  of  the 
belles  lettres  :  those  best  deserving 
notice  are,  "  The  Poetical  Remains 
of  James  I."  to  which  a  very  cu- 
rious dissertation  is  prefixed,  form, 
ing  an  important  part  of  the  literary 
history- cf  Europe;  "  A  Disserta- 
tion on  Scottish  Music,"  prefixed  to 
Annet's  History  of  Edinburgh;  and 
an  able  '  "  Vindication  of  Mary 
Oueen  of  Scocs."  Mr.  Tytler  was 
born  at  Edinburgh  1711,  and  died 
Sept.  12,  i  792. 

TZETZZS  (JOHANNES)  a  cele- 
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bratcd  grammarian  of  Constanti- 
nople, who  died  about  the  end  of 
the  i  2th  century.  He  wrote  "Com- 
mentaries upon  l.ycophron's  Alex- 
andria," "  Chiliades,"  a  most  cele- 
brated work,  abounding  with  politi- 
cal and  civil  knowledge,  ••  Scholia 
upon  Hesiod,"  "  Epigrams  and 
other  Poems,"  and  "  Pieces  upon 
Grammar  and  Criticism." 

VAILLANT  (JOHN  FOY)  an 
antiquary  and  medallist,  to  whom 
France  was  indebted  for  the  science 
of  medals,  and  Lewis  XIV.  for  one 
half  of  his  cabinet,  born  at  Bcau- 
vois  1632,  died  1706. 

VALERIANUS  (PIERIUS),  an 
ingenious  Italian  philosopher  and 
critic,  born  at  Belluno  in  Venice 
1475,  died  1558. 

VALERIUS  MAXIMUS,  an  an- 
cient Latin  historian,  of  whom  re- 
main "  Libri  novem  Faciorum  Dic- 
torumque  Memorahiliuin,"  dedi« 
cated  to  Tiberius  Caesar. 

VALESIUS  (HENRICUS)  or 
Henry  de  Valois,  a  French  critic  of 
great  abilities  and  learning,  born 
at  Paris,  1603,  published  an  edition 
of  the  ancient  ecclesiastical  histo- 
rians, with  valuable  notes,  as  he 
did  also  of  "  Ammianus  Marcel- 
linus,"  and  died  i  676. 

VALESIUS  (ADRIAN)  or  Adrien 
de  Valois,  brother  of  Henry  Vale- 
sins,  and  a  very  learned  critic  and 
historian,  born  at  Paris  1607,  wrote 
an  elaborate  Latin  work,  entitled 
•'  Gesta  Francorum,  seu  de  RC'MIS 
Fr-mncis,"  in  3  vols.  folio,  trcm 
the  year  254  to  752,  and  other 
works,  and  died  1602. 

VALLA  (LAURENTIUS)  an 
Italian  critic  of  great  parts  and 
learning,  who  attacked  with  vigour 
the  barbarisms  which  haiprevailed 
over  the  Lntin  tongue  for  several 
agesj  and  wrote  books  on  purpose 
Oo  a 
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to   (olle£l   elegancies   of   that    lan- 
guage,   born  at  Rome   1415,  died 


VANBRUGH  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
excellent  English  dramatist,  de- 
scended from  an  ancient  family  in 
Cheshire,  was  author  of  ten  comic 
jerfornicinces  of  matchless  wit,  but, 
for  the  most  part,  too  highly  tinc- 
tured with  the  licentious  manners 
of  the  age  ;  verifying  the  observa- 
tion of  Pcpe,  that 

**  Van  wants  grace,  who  never  want- 
ed wit." 

His  comedy  of  "  ^Esop,"  however, 
contains  much  general  satire  and 
useful  morality.  He  lived  esteemed 
by  all  his  acquaintance,  and  died 
(i7c6)  without  leaving  one  enemy 
to  reproach  his  memory.—  —Sir  lohn 
was  also  an  architect  ;  Blenheim- 
liouse  in  Oxfordshire,  and  Clare- 
mor;t  in  Surry,  having  been  built 
under  his  diieftion. 

VANCOUVER    (GEORGE)     a 
captain  in   the   English  navy,    who 
perfoimed  a  "  Voyage  of  Discover) 
to    the    North    Pacifk     Ocean,  ami 
round    the    World,"  in    the  years 
1790—  1795,   with    a  view   to  a*. 
certain  the    existence    of  any  navi 
gable    communication   between    tht 
Korth   Pacific   and    North    Atlantii 
Oceans.     Of  this  woik  an  account 
has  been  published,    in    3  vols.  410 
with  engravings,   which  was  nearly 
ready  for  publication  when  the  an 
thor  died,   May  10,    1798. 

VANDALE  (ANTHONY)  a 
Jearned  Dutch  critic,  born  163?, 
died  1708.  Of  his  works,,  whi.h 
•are  in  Latin,  we  have  "  A  Treatise 
upon  the  Heathen  Oracles,"  which 
beshews  to  have  been  the  itnpos 
tures  of  priests,  and  "  A  Tieatist 
spon  the  Origin  and  Progress  o( 
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Idolatry  ;"  to  which  are  subjoined 
several  dissertations  upon  impor- 
tant subjefts. 

VANDER  -  LINDEN  (JOHN 
ANTON  IDES  (a  learned  professor 
of  physic  at  Ley  den,  born  1546. 
died  1614,  having  written  many 
medical  books,  and  one  "  De  Scrip- 
tis  Medicis,"  being  a  catalogue  of 
books  upon  physic.  He  also  left 
good  editions  of  "  Celsus"  and 
"  Hippocrates." 

VANDERMEEREN  (JOHN)  a 
Dutch  landscape  painter,  who  ex- 
celled in  battles  and  sea-pieces,  died 
1690, aged  63. 

VANDERVELDE  (ADRIAN)  a 
Dutch  history  and  landscape  painter, 
born  at  Amsterdam  i  639,  died  i  67  z, 

VANDERVELDE  (WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  Dutch  painter,  who  ex- 
celled in  sea-pieces,  born  at  Leyden 
1610,  died  1693. 

VANDERWERF  (ADRIAN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  history  and  portrait 
painter,  born  16,59,  died  1727. 

VANDIEST  (ADRIAN)  a  Dutch 
landscape  painter,  settled  in  Eng- 
Und  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  died 
i  704^  aged  49. 

VANDYCK.  (SIR  ANTHONY) 
a  most  illustrious  historical  and 
portrait  painter,  born  at  Antwerp 
.599,  and  trained  under  the  no  less 
•  llustrious  Rubens.  He  travelled 
much,  but  flourished  chiefly  in  Eng- 
:and,  in  the  service  of  Charles  I. 
who  conceived  a  marvellous  estetm 
for  his  works,  honoured  him  with 
knighthood,  presented  him  with  his 
own  pifturc  set  round  with  dia- 
monds, assigned  him  a  considerable 
pension,  sat  very  often  to  him  for 
his  poi trait,  and  was  followed  by 
most  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  of 
the  kingdom.  He  died  1641. 

VANE  (SIR  HENRY,  KNT.)  a 
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famous  English  statesman,  political 
and  sheological  writer,  born  1612, 
beheaded  on  a  charge  of  treason 
1662. 

VAN-EYCK  (JOHN)called  John 
of  Bruges,  a  Flemish  painter,  and 
inventor  of  the  art  of  mixing  co- 
lours with  oil,  flourished  in  the 
ijth  century. 

VAN-HUYSUM(JOHN)a  Dutch 
painter  of  great  name  for  land- 
scapes, flowers,  and  fruit  pieces, 
born  at  Amsterdam  1682,  died 
1749. 

VANIERE  (JAMES)  a  French 
Jesuit,  and  famous  Latin  poet,  born 
at  Gausses  1664,  died  1739.  His 
principal  works  are,  "  F;asdium 
Rusticuin,"  and  a  "  Poecical  Di£H- 
onary." 

VANINI  (LUCILIO)  a  most  de- 
termined  atheist,  born  at  Taurisano 
in  Naples  1585.  Infusing  his  im- 
pious notions  into  the  minds  of  his 
scholars,  whom  he  taught  physic, 
philosophy,  and  divinity,  he  was 
condemned  to  be  burnt  to  death, 
which  sentence  was  executed  at 
Toulouse  1619. 

VANLOO  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  a 
French  history  and  portrait  painter, 
born  1684,  died  1745. 

VANMANDER  (CHARLES)  a 
Flemish  history  and  landscape  pain- 
ter, born  near  Courtray  1548,  died 
1606. 

VANNIUS  or  VANNI  (FRAN- 
CISCO)  an  Italian  history  painter, 
born  at  Sienna  1563,  d;ed  1610. 

VAN  OBSTAL  (GERARD)  an 
eminent  Flemish  sculptor,  died 
1668,  aged  73. 

VAN  OORT  (ADAM)  a  Flemish 
history  and  portrait  painter,  born 


VAN  COST  (JAMES)  a  Fle- 
mish history,  landscape,  and  por- 
trait painter,  bora  1657,  died  1713. 
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VAN  ORLAY  (BERNARD)  zn 
eminent  Flemish  history  and  land- 
srape  painter,  disciple  of  Rubens, 
born  1490,  died  "560. 

VAN    SWIETEN.      See    SWiE-- 
TEN   (VAN). 

VARENIUS  (BERNARDO)  an 
eminent  Dutch  geographer,  author 
of  '•  GeographiaUniversalis, "trans- 
lated  into  English  by  Sir  Isaac  New- 
ton, died  1660. 

VARILLAS  (ANTOINE)  a 
French  historical  and  political  wri- 
ter, born  at  Gueret  1624,  died 
1696.  He  published  a  "  History 
of  Fiance,"  comprising  a  period  of 
176  years,  under  nine  different 
reigns,  beginning  with  Lewis  XI. 
and  ending  with  Henry  III.  "  Les 
Anecdotes  de  Florence,  ou  1'Histoire 
Secrette  de  la  Maison  de  Medicis," 
and,  "  Histoire  des  Revolutions 
arrives  en  Europe  en  Matiere  de 
Religion."  Be  is,  however,  better 
known  than  esteemed,  being  found 
in  many  instances  not  only  inaccu- 
rate, but  unworthy  of  credit. 

VARRO  (MARCUS  TEREN- 
TIUS)  usually  stiled  the  most  learn, 
ed  of  the  Romans,  was  born  in  the 
year  of  Rome  638;  that  is,  about 
28  before  Christ.  In  the  civil 
wars,  he  was  zealously  attached  to 
Pompey:  but,  after  his  defeat,  soon 
submitted  to  Cassar,  who  was  re- 
concikd  to  him.  From  thence  he 
applied  his  whole  time  to  letters, 
and  had  the  charge  of  the  Greek. 
and  Latin  libraries  at  Rome.  He 
was  80  years  of  age  when  he  wrote 
his  3  books,  "  De  Re  Rustica," 
which  are  still  extant.  Five  of  his 
books,  "  De  Lingua  Latina,"  which 
he  addressed  to  Cicero,  are  also 
extant. 

VASA.     See  GUSTAVUS. 

VASARI(GEORGIO)  a  Floren- 
tine  historical  and  portrait  painter, 
O  o  3 
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ancl  eminent  for  his  skill  in  arefci- 
tcflure,  bornatArezgo  1514,  died 
1578.  He  was  a  writer  as  well  as 
painter,  and  puLVjhed  "  A  History 
of  the  Lives  of  the  most  excellent 
fainter?,  Sculptors,  and  Aichite£t-:" 
from  1300  to  1570,  which  is  said 
to  be  written  with  great  veracity 
and  judgment:  though  seme  have 
charged  him  \vith  flattering  the 
masters  then  living,  and  with  par- 
tiality to  those  of  his  own  country. 

VATER  (ABRAHAM)  an  emi- 
nent German  physician  and  ana- 
tcmist,  famous  for  his  anatomical 
preparations,  which  form  a  curious 
cabinet,  at  Wirtemburgh,  and  a 
description  of  which  is  published, 
under  the  title  of"  Vatcri  Mtisxum 
Anatomicum  Proprium,"  boini684, 
died  1751. 

VAUBAN  (SEBASTIAN  LE 
PRESTRE)  a  famous  French  en- 
gineer who  wrote  a  "  Treatise  on 
Fortification,"  born  1633,  died 
1707. 

VAUGELAS(CLAUDE  FAVRE 
DE)  a  most  accurate  and  elegant 
French  writer  and  critic,  born  at 
Chamberry  1585,  died  1650.  He 
was  author  of  two  very  important 
works,  "  Remarques  sur  la  Langue 
Francoise,"  a  master-piece  of  ele- 
gance and  solidity,  and  "  Quint- 
Curce  de  la  vie  &  des  a£tions  d'A- 
lexarwlre  le  Grar.fi,  traduit  du  La- 
tin," which  appeared  in  1646,  and 
was  the  first  good  book  written  in 
French  with  purity  of  language. 

VAUGHAN  (SIR  JOHN)  lord 
chief  justice  of  the  Common  Pleas 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  and  au- 
thor of  a  set  of  law  "  Reports"  that 
were  published  by  his  son  after  his 
death,  which  happened  1674. 

VATJX  (NICHOLAS,  LORD) 
author  of  a  poem  entitled  "  The 
Paradise  of  Dainty  Devices,"  born

at  Tlarrowden,  Northamptonshire, 
died  1522.

VEGA  (LOPEZ  DF,)  a  Spanish 
dramatic  poet  of  incredible  fer- 
tility of  genius,  born  1562,  died 

"635- 

VEGF.T1US  (FLAVIUS  RENA- 
TUS)  a  Roman  general,  flourished 
in  the  4th  century  under  the  reign 
of  Valentinian,  to  whom  he  dedi- 
cated a  work,  entitled  "Epitome 
Institutoruni  Rei  Militari,"  a  com- 
pilation from  many  authors;  the 
subjeft  treated  with  much  method 
and  exactness,  and  the  Latinity  ex- 
ceedingly pure. 

VELLEIUS.  See  PATERCU- 
LUS. 

VENETIANO  (DOMINICO)  a 
Venetian  historical  painter,  and  in- 
troducer of  painting  in  oil-colours 
into  Italy.  The  art  was  commu- 
nicated to  him  alone",  by  John  Van 
Eyck,  of  Bruges,  the  inventor;  but 
it  proved  fatal  to  him;  for,  having 
imparted  it  to  Andrea  del  Castag- 
no,  he  treacherously  assassinated 
him  at  Florence  (to  preserve  the 
secret  to  himself)  in  1476. 

VENERONI,  an  Italian  gram- 
marian and  lexicographer  of  the 
J7th  century.  His  dictionary  and 
grammar  of  that  language  were  ap- 
proved by  the  famous  Academy 
Delia  Crusca,  and  are  justly  held  in 
the  highest  repute.  He  was  born 
at  Verdun. 

VERE  (SIR  FRANCIS)  a  re- 
nowned  English  general  under 
Queen  Elizabeth,  who  defended 
Ostend  for  the  Dutch  with  1,700 
men  against  the  Spanish  army  of 
J2jOoo,  commanded  by  Albert 
Archduke  of  Austria,  whom  he 
obliged  to  raise  the  siege  in  March 
1602,  after  having  been  8  rnoruks 
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before  the   place.       He    was   born 
*554>  ar|d  died  1608. 

VERELST  (SIMON)  a  Flemish 
painter  who  excelled  in  flower  pieces 
and  fro  its.  He  settled  in  England, 
and  died  1710. 

VERGIL  (FOLYDORE)  an  Ita- 
lian priest,  who  settled  in  England, 
and  published  "  A  Collection  of 
Proverbs,"  in  Latin,  entitled,  "  Ads» 
gias  ;"  a  "  History  of  England,"  of 
no  good  authority;  a  treatise  "  Of 
Prodigies,"  and  wrote  "  De  Rerum 
Inventorvbus,"  died  at  Urbino  (his 
native  town)  i  555. 

VERMEYEN  JOHN  CORNE 
L1US)  a  Dutch  historical  and  por- 
trait painter,  who  attended  the  em- 
peror Charles  V.  and  drew  his  en. 
campments,  sieges,  and  battles,  on 
the  spot,  from  which  designs  the 
famous  tapestries  in  the  Escurial  at 
Madrid  were  made. 

VERNET   ( )   a    rnost  emi- 

rent  marine  and  landscape   painter 
of  Fiance,  born  1708,  died  1789. 

VERNON  (EDWARD)  a  re- 
nowned  English  admiral,  born  at 
Westminster  1684,  died  1757. 

VERROCHIO  (ANDREA)  a 
Florentine  sculptor  and  painter, 
the  first  who  found  out  the  art  of 
taking  and  preserving  the  likeness 
of  the  face  by  moulding  off  the  fea- 
tures in  plaster  of  Paris,  born,  1432, 
died  1488. 

VERSCHURE  (HENRY)  a 
Dutch  historical  and  landscape 
painter,  born  at  Grocum  1627,  died 
1690. 

VERSTEGAN  (RICHARD)  a 
writer  on  English  antiquities  and 
the  etymology  of  old  English  words, 
flourished  about  1600,  Verstegan 
also  printed  at  Antwerp  a  small 
volume  of  religious  poems  still  ex- 
tant. He  was  born  near  the  Tower 
of  London,  and  died  about  1625. 
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VERTOT  (RENE  AUBERT  DE) 
an  agreeable  and  elegant  French 
historical  writer,  born  in  Norman- 
dV  »655»  published,  at  different 
limes,  ««  The  Revolutions  of  For- 
tugal,"  «  of  Sweden,"  and  "  of 
Rome,"  "The  History  of  the  Order 
of  Malta,"  and  some  other  pieces, 
which  are  very  highly  esteemed. 
He  died  i  73,5. 

VERTUE  (GEORGE)  a  celebra- 
ted engraver  and  antiquary,  born 
in  London  1684,  died  1756. 

VESALIUS  (ANDREAS)  a  ce- 
lebrated Flemish  anatomist  and  phy- 
sician, Lorn  at  Brussels  1514,  died 
1564. 

VICTOR  (SEXTUS  AURELIUS} 
a  Roman  historian  who  flourished 
under  the  emperors Constantius  and 
Julian,  and  wrote  two  works,  one 
"  De  Viris  IllustribusUrbis  Romse," 
the  other  '«  De  Caesaribus,"  which 
make  together  an  abridged  history 
of  Rome,  from  its  foundation  to 
the  reign  of  Julian. 

VICTOR  (BENJAMIN)  a  dra- 
matic writer,  and  author  of  "  A 
History  of  the  Stage,"  died  1779. 

VICTORiUS  (PETER)  a  very- 
learned  Florentine,  whose  life  was 
spent  in  correcting  and  explaining 
the  Greek  and  Latin  writers  of  an- 
tiquity, there  being  few  but  are  in- 
debted more  or  less  to  his  critical 
acumen :  but  his  edition  of  "  Ci- 
cero" was  his  capital  work.  He 
was  born  at  Florence  1499,  an<l 
died  1585. 

VIDA  (MARCUS  HIERONY- 
MUS)  an  illustrious  Latin  poet, 
born  atCremona  1470,  died  1566. 

VILLARS  (LOUIS  HECTOR) 
duke  of,  marshal  of  France,  and 
one  of  the  greatest  generals  of  his 
time,  under  Louis  XIV,  and  XV. 
born  at  Moulins  1653,  died  1734. 

V1LLENEUVE    (GABRIELLA 
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SUSANNAH  BAP.BUT  DE)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  writer,  who  pub- 
lished 12  volumes  of  novels  under 
different  titles,  and  died  at  Paris, 
Dec.  17.55- 

VILL1ERS  (GEORGE)  duke  of 
Buckingham,  a  great  statesman,  and 
memorable  in  English  story  for 
having  been  the  favourite  of  ^  two 
kings.  He  was  born  at  Brook£sby 
in  Leicestershire  1592,  and  assas- 
sinated by  Felton  if>s>-8. 

VILL1ERS  (GEORGE)  duke  of 
Buckingham,  son  of  the  former, 
and  a  very  distinguished  statesman, 
poet,  and  dramatic  writer,  born 
1627,  died  1688.  His  morals  were 
bad  ;  and,  as  he  lived  a  profligate,  he 
died  a  beggar;  as  he  had  raised  no 
friend  in  his  life,  he  found  none  to 
lament  him  at  his  death.  As  a 
writer,  however,  he  stands  in  a 
quite  different  point  of  view  ;  there 
we  see  the  wit,  and  forget  the  li- 
bertine; but  what  will  immortalize 
bis  memory  while  our  language 
shall  be  understood,  or  true  wit 
relished,  is  his  celebrated  comedy 
of  "  The  Rehearsal." — See  Pope's 
Epistle  to  lord  Bathnrst,  v.  297. 

VINCI  (LEONARDO  DA)  an 
illustrious  Italian  painter,  born  in 
the  cattle  of  Vinci,  near  Florence, 
1445.  He  composed  a  great  num- 
ber of  discourses  upon  several  cu- 
rious subjefls,  none  of  which  how- 
ever, were  published  but  a  "  Trea- 
tise of  the  Art  of  Painting."  He 
died  1520,  at  Fontainbleau,  in  the 
arms  of  Francis  I.  king  of  France. 

VINER  (SIR  ROBERT)  a  gold- 
smith  and  banker  of  London,  who 
lent  the  administration  of  Charles 
II.  considerable  sums  of  money. 
\Vhen  he  entered  on  his  mayoralty 
the  king  dined  with  him,  and  he 
had  the  honour  of  drinking  several 
bottles  of  \\ine  with  his  merry  ma- 
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jesty.  [See  Speflator,  No.  462.]  He 
erefted  an  equestrian  statue  to  the 
king  at  Stocks  market. 

VINER  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent English  law  writer,  died  17,57. 
VIRGIL,  in  Latin  Publius  Vir- 
gilius  Maro,  the  most  excellent  of 
all  the  ancient  Roman  poets,  was 
horn  at  Andes,  near  Mantua,  U.C, 
684,  in  the  consulship  of  Pompey 
and  Crassus,  and  died  at  Brundu- 
sium  in  the  £2d  year  of  his  age. 
His  bones  were  carried  to  Naples, 
according  to  his  earnest  request, 
and  a  monument  was  erefted  at  a 
small  distance  from  the  city,  which 
I  is  still  an  objeft  of  curiosity  to  tra- 
>vellers.  Tlie  inhabitants  of  Naples 
I  gave  him  the  name  of  Parthenias, 
i  on  account  of  the  purity  of  his 
j  words  and  manners.  He  was  so 
very  bashful,  that  he  frequently 
ran  into  the  shops  to  avoid  being 
gazed  at  in  the  streets ;  yet  so  ho- 
noured by  the  Roman^people,  that 
once  coming  into  the  theatre,  the 
whole  audience  rose,  out  of  respeft 
to  him.  With  regard  to  the  cha- 
ra£leristical  difference  between  Vir- 
'  gil  and  Homer,  so  much  disputed, 
it  may  with  truth  be  affirmed,  that 
the  former  excelled  all  mankind  in 
judgment  and  the  latter  in  inven- 
tion.  "  Methinks  the  t%vo  poets," 
says  Mr.  Pope,  "resemble  the  he- 
roes  they  celebrate.  Homer,  bound- 
less and  irresistible  as  Achilles, 
bears  all  before  him,  and  shines 
more  and  more  as  the  tumult  in- 
creases: Virgil,  calmly  daring  like 
-<£r,eas,  appears  undisturbed  in  the 
midst  of  the  acHon,  disposes  ail 
about  him  and  conquers  with  tran- 
quillity. Or,  when  we  look  on 
their  machines,  Homer  seems  like 
his  own  Jupiter  in  his  terrors,  shak- 
ing Olympus,  scattering  the  light- 
nings, and  firing  the  heavens :  Vir- 
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•  H,  like  the  same  power  in  his 
benevolence,  counselling  %vith  the 
gods,  laying  plans  for  empires  and 
regularly  ordering  his  whole  crea- 
tion." The  genuine  and  undisputed 
works  of  this  poet  are,  ten  "  Ec- 
logues, or  Bucolics,"  four  books  of 
"  Georgics,"  and  the  "  ^Ineid"  in 
twelve  books.  Of  the  latter  work 
we  are  told,  that  Virgil  read  the 
sixth  book  to  the  emperor  Augustus 
before  the  whole  poem  was  finished, 
when  Ociavia,  who  had  just  lost 
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sufficiently  appreciated  till  hij 
death  ;  and  now  his  works  have 
found  that  place  in  the  estimation 
of  connoisseurs  which  they

merited. 

VOITURE  (VINCENT)  a  polite 
and  elegant  French  miscellaneous 
writer  and  poet,  born  at  Amiens 
1598,  died  1648.  His  "Letters" 
make  the  bulk  of  his  works. 

VOLKOF  (FEODOR)  a  most  ex- 
cellent aflor,  the  Garrick  of  Russia, 
whose  talents  for  the  stage  were  as

ViVARES  (FRANCIS)  a  most 
ingenious  and  celebrated  landscape- 
engraver,  though  originally  bred  a 
staymaker,  died  November  1780. 
His  landscapes  are  perhaps  the  finest 
specimens  of  that  style  of  engrav. 
ing  which  the  art  has  exhibited. 
The  late  Mr.  Woo  Met  was  so  im- 
pressed with  the  truth  and  beauty 
of  them,  that  he  had  always  one  of 
them  placed  before  him  while  he 
vyas  at  work.  His  merit  was  not 


tended  for  the  profession  of  the 
law,  but  became  soon  disgusted 
with  the  dryness  of  that  pursuit, 
and  devoted  his  life  to  the  service 
of  the  mubes.

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He  was  a  Free-thinker  at  London, 
a  Cartesian  at  Versailles,  a  Chris- 
tian at  Nancy,  and  an  Infidel  at 
Berlin.  In  society,  he  was  alter- 
nately an  Aribtipptistnd  a  Diogenes. 
Irie  made  pleasure  the  objeft  of  his 
researches  •  he  enjoyed  it,  and  made 
it  the  oiijeft  of  hi*  praise  ;  he  grew 
tveary  of  it,  and  turned  it  into  ri- 
dicule ;  he  bad  sensibility  without 
anVtiion,  was  voluptuous  without 
pissien?,  open  without  sincerity, 
and  liberal  without  generosity  ;  was 
steadfast  to  nothing  by  choice,  but 
every  thing  by  irregular  starts  of 
fancy.  His  life  was  an  uncommon 
and  perpetual  change  from  great- 
ness to  meanness,  from  glory  to 
contempt,  and  frequently  has  he 
con.bined  the  gravity  of  Plato  with 
the  legtrclenjain  of  Harlequin  ! 
Though  he  has  often  availed  him- 
self of  his  amazing  talents  to  pro- 
note  the  cause  of  reason  and  hu- 
manity, to  inspire  princes  with 
toleration,  and  with  a  horror  for 
war  ;  >et  he  too  often  exerted  him- 
self in  extending  the  principles  of 
irreligion  and  anarchy.  As  a  man 
of  letters,  however,  he  will  stand 
in  the  first  rank  with  posterity,  for 
brilliancy  of  imagination,  for  asto- 
nishing ease,  exquisite  tas°e,  ver- 
satility of  talet.ts,  and  extent  of 
knov  Ic-d^e 

VORSTlUS(CONRADE)a  learn- 
ed German  Protestant  divine  and 
polernii  writer,  torn  at  Cologne 
1,569,  d;ed  1622. 

VOR1IGERN,  a  renowned  Bri- 
tish «  hief,  who  for  his  valour  was, 
'n  4  47»  on  the  Romans  quitting  this 
island,  eltcled  king  of  South  Bri- 
tain. He  was,  however,  though 
brave,  a  careless  and  luxuiious 
prince,  and,  being  threatened  by 
the  Scot*  and  PiQs,  sent  to  the 
Saxons,  then  a  people  of  Germany, 
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for  assistance.  The  Saxons  came  anil 
landed  in  the  island  in  450,  under 
the  conducl  of  two  brothers,  Hen- 
gist  and  Horsa,  who  shortly  over- 
threw the  confederate  army.  After 
this  the  Saxons  began  to  pick 
quarrels  with  the  Britons,  which 
broke  out  into  wars,  and  ended  at 
last  in  the  utter  ruin  of  the  natives. 
The  Saxons  crept  into  authority  by 
inches;  and  Vortigein,  being  retired 
to  a  castle  which  h«  had  built  in 
North  Wales,  was  burnt  there  (as  if 
said,  by  fire  from  heaven)  484. 

VOSS1US  (JOHN  GERARDUS) 
a  very  learned  professor  of  chrono- 
logy and  eloquence  at  Lcyden,  and 
of  history  at  Amsterdam,  whosa 
works  are  frequently  referred  to  as 
authorities,  particularly  the  follow- 
ing: "  De  Historicis  Graecis  :" 
"  De  Historicis  Latinis  ;"  and  "  Ars 
Hibtorica."  He  was  born  near 
Heidelberg  1577,  and  died  1649. 

VOSsIUS  (ISAAC)  "son  of  the 
preceding,  and  a  man  of  great  parts 
and  learning,  born  ar  Leyderi  1618, 
died  :o8g.  His  writings,  though 
numerous,  are  not  of  the  useful 
kind,  being  chiefly  speculative  and 
critical,  nor  is  the  Latin  so  pure  as 
his  father's. 

VOSTERMAN,  a  famous  Dutch 
lands' apt  painter,  born  1643,  died 
169;). 

VOL'ET  (SIMON)  a  celebrated 
historical  an<i  portrait  painter,  born 
at  Paris  1582,  died  1641. 

ULLOA  (DON  ANTONIO  DE) 
an  eminent  Spaniard,  born  1716, 
d'ed  1796.  When  only  18,  he  wat 
associated  with  Don  Geo.  Juan  and 
M.  de  la  Condamine,  at  the  instance 
of  Louis  XV.  of  France,  and  under 
the  patronage  of  the  king  of  Spain, 
to  proceed  to  Quito,  in  South  Ame- 
rica, to  make  observations,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  figure 
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ef  the  earth  ;  they  continued  in 
America  until  1744,  when  Ulloa 
wa«  taken  prisoner  and  brought  to 
England,  where  he  was  eletled 
F.  R.S.  He  returned  to  Spain  in 
1746,  was  again  sent  to  Peru  in 
1759  to  snperintend  the  quicksil- 
ver mines,  and  was  for  some  time 
governor  of  Louisiana. 

URCEUS  (ANTHONY  CO- 
DRUS)  a  most  learned  and  unfor- 
tunate Italian,  born  near  Modena 
1 446,  and  a  striking  instance  of  the 
miseries  that  men  bring  upon  them- 
telves  by  setting  their  affe&ions 
unreasonably  on  trifles.— This  learn- 
ed man  lived  at  Forli,  and  b?d  an 
apartment  in  the  palace.  His  room 
was  so  very  dark,  that  he  was 
forced  to  use  a  candle  in  the  day- 
time ;  and  one  day,  going  abroad 
v/ithout  putting  it  out,  his  library 
was  set  on  firs,  and  some  papers 
which  he  had  prepared  for  the  press 
were  burned.  The  instant  he  was 
informed  of  this  ill  news,  he  was 
affecled  even  to  madness.  He  ran 
furiously  to  the  palace,  and,  stop- 
ping at  the  door  of  his  apartment; 
he  cried  aloud,  "Christ  Jesus! 
what  mighty  crime  have  1  com- 
mitted !  whom  of  your  followers 
have  I  ever  injured,  that  you  thus 
rage  with  inexpiable  hatred  against 
me?"  Then  turning  himself  to  an 
image  of  the  Virgin  Mary  near  at 
hand,  "  Virgin  (says  he),  hear  what 
I  have  to  say,  for  I  speak  in  earnest, 
and  with  a  composed  spirit :  if  I 
shall  happen  to  address  you  in  my 
dying  moments,  I  humbly  intreat 
you  not  to  hear  me,  nor  receive  me 
into  heaven,  for  I  am  determined 
to  spend  all  eternity  in  hell."  Those 
\vho  heard  these  blasphemous  ex- 
pressions endeavoured  to  comfort 
him;  hut  all  to  no  purpose;  for, 
tbe  society  of  mankind  being  no 
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longer  luppo'table  to  him,  hs  left 
the  city,  and  reti:ed,  like  a  savage, 
;o  the  deep  solitude  of  a  wood, 
Some  «y  that  he  was  muni;  red  tber* 
by  ruffians  ;  others,  that  he  died  at 
Bologna  in  1500,  after  mi.ch  con- 
trition  and  penitence. —  His  -.vorkg 
consist  of  speeches,  letters,  and 
poems. 

URSUS  (NICHOLAS  RAIMA- 
RUS)  a  very  famous  Danish  astro- 
nomical  writer,  born  in  Holstein 
1550,  died  1589. 

USHER  (JAMES)  archbishop  of 
Ai-n-.Egh  in  Ireland,  and  a  most 
illustrious  prelate  for  piety  and 
learning,  born  at  D.'.blin  1580,  died 
1656.  His  chief  work,  entitled 
"  Annales  Veteris  et  Novi  Testa- 
ment!," is  an  excellent  sacred  chro- 
nology, in  which  the  greatest  events 
of  prof  me  and  sacred  history  ar« 
reconciled.  It  is  tran-lated  into 
English  in  one  vol.  folio. 

WAGENSEIL  (JO:iN  CHRIS- 
TOPHER) a  very  learr.ed  German 
polemical  writer,  born  at  Nurem- 
berg 1633,  died  >7»5. 

WAKE  (DR.  WILLIAM)  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  and  a  most 
celebrated  polemic  writer,  born  in 
Dorsetshire  1657,  died  1737. 

WAK.EFIELD  (GILBERT)  an 
eminent  polemical  and  classical 
writer,  born  Feb.  zi,  1756,  at  the 
parsonage  house  of  St.  Nicholas  in 
Nottingham,  of  which  church  his 
father  was  reQor.  Being  bred  to 
the  pulpit,  he  some  time  held  the 
curacy  of  Stockport;  but  whether 
it  was  that  he  found  the  drudgery 
irksome,  or  that  his  mind  began  to 
be  oppressed  by  scruples  respecting 
the  truth  of  the  doftrines  of  the 
church,  he  quickly  left  that  situa- 
tion, and  embra:cd  the  life  of  a 
classical  teacher.  From  writing  on 
polemical  tb,eologV|  he  at  length 
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launched  out  into  the  more  trou- 
bled sea  of  politic?;  and,  in  "  A 
Reply  to  the  Bibhop  of  Landaff'.s 
Address,"  be  betrayed  a  fervour  of 
democratic  zeal  very  remote  from 
the  sober-mindedness  of  calm  manly 
virtue.  For  this  he  was  imprisoned 
two  years  in  Dorchester  jail;  whence 
he  h;id  been  a  very  shot  t  time  libe- 
rated, when  he  died,  Sept.  10,  1801. 
—Mr.  W. notwithstanding  this  po- 
litical aberration,  was  a  truly  good 
man,  simple  and  abstemious  in  his 
way  of  life,  mild  in  his  manners, 
most  kind  in  his  afieQions,  free  from 
every  licentious  vice,  and  always 
obeyirg  the  diQates  of  conscience 
in  preference  to  every  other  moni- 
tor. A  great  luminary  of  the 
church  (the  Rev.  Dr.  Parr),  in  a 
letter  to  a  friend,  noticing  the  death 
of  Mr.  Wakefield,  thus  speaks  of 
him  :— - "  Though  I  had  the  misfor- 
tune to  differ  from  Mr.  W.  on  many 
important  points,  I  shall  ever  think 
and  ever  speak  of  him  as  a  very 
profound  scholar,  as  a  most  hone.'t 
iran,  and  as  a  Christian  who  united 
knowledge  with  zeal,  piety  with 
benevolence,  and  the  simplicity  of 
a  child  with  the  fortitude  of  a 
martyr."— His  writings  are  very 
numerous. 

WALES  (WILLIAM)a  very  dis- 
tinguished writer  on  mathematics, 
many  years  master  of  the  mathe- 
matical school  in  Christ's  Hospital, 
and  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Lon- 
gitude, went  round  the  world  with 
Captain  Cook,  in  his  first  voyage, 
and  died  Dec.  eg,  1798. 

WALKER  (ROBERT)  principal 
painter  to  Oliver  Cromwell,  died 
just  before  the  Restoration. 

WALLACE  (SIR  WILLIAM)  a 
•gallant  general  of  the  Scots,  who 
•endeavoured  to  rescue  his  country 
from  the  English  yoke  ;  but,  being 
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taken  prisoner,  he  was  unjustly 
tried  by  the  English  lawe,  con» 
demned  and  executtjJ  as  a  traitor  to 
Edward  I.  king  of  England,  1304. 

WALLER  (EDMtiND)  an  emi. 
nent  English  poet  and  political  wri- 
ter, memorable,  above  all,  for  his 
address  in  improving  and  refining 
the  English  tongue.  He  was,  indeed, 
the  parent  of  English  verse,  and  the 
first  who  shewed  us  that  our  lan- 
guage had  beauty  and  numbers  in 
it  ;  for  between  what  Spencer  wrote 
last,  and  Waller  first,  there  was  not 
much  above  20  years  distance  ;  yet 
Waller's  language,  like  the  money 
of  that  time,  is  as  current  now  as 
ever  ;  while  Spenser's  words  are 
like  old  coins,  one  must  go  to  an 
antiquary  to  understand  their  true 
meaning  and  value.  He  was  born 
at  Coleshill,  March  3,  1605,  and 
died  1687. 

WALLIS   (JOHN)    an   eminent 
i  English     mathematician,     born     at 
i  Ash  ford  in  Kent  1616,  died  1703, 
W.4LL1S,  (DR.  GEORGE),  editor 
I  of  Sydenham's    works,    and   of  the 
third  edition  of  Mothcrby's  Diction- 
ary, was  born  at  York  i  7  40.  Besides 
theabove,  he  published  several  other 
medical  treatises,  particularly  "The 
Art  of  preventing  Diseases  and  re- 
storing  Health."     He    was    a   poet 
also    and     a   satirist;    in  1773,    he 
published  in  410.  "  The  Juveniliad," 
a  satire;     in    1774,   "  Perjuiy,"   a 
poem  ;  and  in  1775,  "  The  Mercan- 
tile   Lovers,"    a    dramatic    Satire, 
which  was  performed  in  the   York 
theatre. 

WALFOLE  (SIR  ROBERT)  earl 
of  Orford,  a  very  eminent  states- 
man and  political  writer,  born  at 
Houghton  in  Norfolk  1674,  was 
prime  minister  under  George  Land 
II.  and  enjoyed  plenitude  of  power 
from  172510  1742. 
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WALPOLE    (HORATIO)    earl 
of  Orford,  yonngest  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding,   born     1717,    died     March 
1797.     He    \vns   author    of   ru 
reii.-i  publications,    the   most  distin 
guished    ol    which    are,    •'  A    Cat2- 
Icgueof  Royal  and  Noble  Authors," 
1758  ;    "  Anecdotes  of  Painting  in 
England,"  1762  ;  and  "  A  Catalogue 
of   Engravers     of   England,"    1763 
His    lordship's   Works    have   been 
collected    and  published   in   5  vols. 
410.   1798. 

WALSH  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish critic  and  poet,  born  at  Abber- 
ley  in  Worcestershire  1663,  died 
I  708. 

WALSINGHAM  (SIR  FRAN- 
CIS) a  great  statesman  in  the  l 
of  queen  Elizabeth,  and  author  of 
an  excellent  treatise,  culled  "  The 
Complete  Ambassador,''  born  at 
Chislthurst  in  Kent  1500,  died 
1590. 

WALTER.  See  ROBINS. 
WALTON  (BRIAN)  bishop  of 
Chester,  and  editor  of  the  Folyglott 
Bible  in  6  vols.  folio,  born  at 
Cleaveland,  Yorkshire,  1600,  died 
1661. 

WALTON  (ISAAC)  author  of 
the  "  Complete  Angler,  or  Con- 
.  templative  Man's  Recreation,"  and 
of  "  Lives  of  several  Eminent  Eng- 
lishmen," both  works  of  great 
merit,  was  bo  mat  Stafford  1593,  and 
died  1683.  His  Lives  were  those 
of  Wotton,  Donne,  Hooker,  and 
Herbert;  and  an  improved  edition 
of  their-  has  been  lately  published 
by  Mr.  Zouth. 

WANLEY  (NATIIAMAEL)  vi- 
car of  Trinity-church  in  Coventry 
about  1660;  but  principally  riown 
by  a  compilation  entitled.  <:  The 
Wonders  of  the  Little  World." 

WARBURTON     (WILLIAM) 
bishop  of  Gloucester,  a  verj?  emi. 
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nent  theological  v.-rirer,  critic,  and 
controversialist,  b.  ?  n  at  Newark* 
on-Trent  1691,  ditd  1779.  His 
ciks  are  very  numerous;  but 
hose  for  Vi-'iiich  he  is  most  cele- 
brated are,  "A  Critical  and  Fhilo- 
-••ophical  Enquiry  into  the  Causes  of 
Prodig-es  ar.d  Miracles,  as  related 
by  Historians  ;"  "  The  Alliance  be- 
tween Church  and  State;"  "The 
Divine  Legation  of  Mo?es  demon- 
strated, on  the  Principles  of  a  reli- 
gious Deist,  from  the  omisiion  of 
the  doQrine  of  a  future  state  of  re-

WARD  (SETH)  bishop  of  Salis- 
bury, famous  chiefly  for  his  skill  in 
mathematics  and  astronomy,  bora 
at  Bumingford,  Herts,  1617,  died 
1689. 

WARD  (DR.  JOHN)  an  eminent 
critic  and  antiquary,  born  in  Lon- 
don 1679, died  1 758.  His  "  Lives 
of  the  Professors  of-  Gresham  Col- 
lege" is  a  considerable  addition  to 
the  history  of  learning  ia  cur  coun- 
try. 

WARD  (SAMUEL)  vicar  of  CoN-

A  priest,  who  attended 
him,  offering  him  a  crucifix  to  kiss 
which  was  miserably  ill  painted. 
"  For  God's  sake,  father  (said  the 
dying  man),  remove  it  from  me ; 
the  M«ht  of  it  shocks  me." 

WATTSfDR.ISAAC)  a  dissent- 
ing  di  .  ine,  philosopher,  poet,  and 
mathematician,  of  uncommon  ge- 
nius and  celcr>rity,  born  1674,  died 
1748.  Pei haps  no  author  before 
him  ever  appeared  with  reputation 
on  such  a  variety  of  subjects  as  he 
has  done,  both  as  a  prose-writer 
and  a  poet  ;  and  there  is  no  man  of 
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highest  degree  useful  and  pleasing  ; 
and  whoever  has  the  care  of  in- 
structing others  may  be  charged 
with  deficiency  in  his  duty  if  this 
hook  be  not  recommended." 

WEBB  ;p:iILIP  (CARTERET) 
a  very  distinguished  English  anti- 
quary and  law-writer,  born  1700, 
died  1770. 

WEBB  (DANIEL)  author  of 
some  much-esteemed  "  Disserta- 
tions on  Music,  Poetry,  and  Paint- 
ing," was  born  in  the  county  of 
Limerick,  and  died  Aug.  2,  1798. 

WEDGWOOD  (JOS1AH)  F.  R. 
and    A.  SS.    to   whose  indefatigable 
labours  England  is  indebted  for  the 
establishment  of  a  manufacture  that 
has  opened  a  new  scene  of  extensive 
commerce,  before   unknown  to  this 
or  any  other  country.     It   is  unne- 
cessary perhaps  to  say,  that  this  al- 
ludes to  the  pottery  of  Staffordshire  ;

Hit  communications  to  the 
Royal  Sorifty  shewed  a  mind  en- 
lightened by  sci  nee,  and  contri- 
buted to  procure  him  the  esteem  ol 
scientific  men  at  home  and  through- 
out Europe.  His  invention  of  « 
thermometer  for  measuring  tht 
higher  degrees  of  heat  employed  in 
the  various  arts,  is  of  the  highest 
importance  to  their  promotion,  and 
•will  add  celebrity  to  his  name.  He- 
was  born  1731,  and  died  Jan.  3.

WELSTED  (LEONARD)  an 
English  poet,  dramatic  and  miscel- 
laneous writer,  born  at  Abington, 
Northamptonshire,  1689, died  <  7  49. 

WEL\YOOD  ;DR.  THOMAS) 
published  "  Memoirs  of  England 
from  1588  to  if 88,"  which  are 
extremely  well  written,  but  too 
much  tinttured  with  republican 
party-spirit.  He  was  born  near 
Edinburgh  1652,  and  died  at  Edin- 
burgh 1716. 

WENTWORTH  (THOMAS, 
earl  of  Sirafford),  a  celebrated 
statesman  under  Charles  1.  born  at 
London  1,594,  beheaded  on  a  false 
charge  of  treason,  May  22, 
After  the  Restoration,  the  bill  ol 
attainder  was  reversed,  as  a  stain 
on  the  justice  of  the  nation. 
sidcuw.sLEY  (SAMUEL)  an  Eng 
which  are  ,,  bo[n  ^ 
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age  of  twenty-six  he  was  distin- 
guished by  his  piety.  From  reading 
che  works  of  the  famous  William 
Law,  he,  his  brother  Charles,  and 
a  few  young  friends,  entered  into 
that  strift  course  of  life  which 
marks  their  se£l  at  the  present  day. 
They  received  the  sacrament  every 
week  ;  observed  all  the  fasts  of  the 
hurch  ;  visited  prisons;  rose  at 
:<iur  o'clock  and  partook  of  no 
amusement.  From  the  esaft  me^ 
thod  in  which  they  disposed  of  each 
i:our,  they  acquired  the  nick-nn.no 
of  Methodists,  and  are  the  only  peo- 
ple who  willingly  take  to  themselves 
a  term  first  given  in  reproach.  He 
now  appeared  as  a  zealous  reformer, 
and  travelled  into  Georgia  to  con- 
veit  the  Indians.  In  essentials  he 
differed  nothing  from  the  Church 
of  England  ;  his  peculiar  opinions 
were,  justification  by  faith,  and 
Christian  perfeftion  ;  and  those  <'or. 
trines  he  prcpagat'd  throughout 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  in 
all  which  kingdoms  he  established 
numerous  congregations.  It  is  com- 
puted that  in  the  three  kingdoms, 
there  are  100,000  members  of  this 
society.  He  visited  them  alter- 
nately; travelled  8000  miles  every 
year  ;  preached  three  or  four  times 
constantly  in  one  day  ;  rose  at  four, 
aad  employed  all  his  time  in  read- 
ing, writing,  attending  the  sick, 
and  arranging  the  various  parts  of 
this  numerous  body  of  people. 
Few  men  have  written  so  volumi- 
nously as  he  ;  divinity  devotional 
and  controversial,  history,  philo- 
sophy, medicine,  politics,  poetry, 
&L-.&C.  were  all,  at  different  times, 
the  suhjefl  of  his  pen;  and,  what- 
ever may  be  the  opinions  held  of 
his  divinity,  it  is  impossible  to  deny 
liim  the  merit  of  having  done  in- 
finite good  to  the  lower  class  of 
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people.  Incited,  the  great  point  in 
which  his  name  and  mission  will 
be  honoured  is  ttiis  :  he  direQed  his 
labours  toward  those  who  had  no 
instructor  :  to  the  highways  and 
hedges  ;  to  the  miners  in  Cornwall, 
and  the  collkrs  in  Kingswood. 
These  unhappy  creatures  married 
and  butied  among  themselves,  and 
often  committed  murders  with  im- 
punity, Krefore  the  Methodists  sprang 
up.  By  the  humane  and  active  en- 
deavours of  him  and  his  brother 
Charles,  a  «ense  of  decency,  m  jrah, 
and  religion,  was  introduced  into 
the  lowest  classes  of  mankind;  the 
ignorant  were  instructed,  the  wretch- 
ed relieved,  and  the  abandoned  re- 
claimed. This  great  and  sood  man 
died  March  2,  1791,  in  his  88th 
year;  and  his  life  has  been  well 
written  by  Dr.Thoma?  Coke  and  Mr. 
Henry  Moore,  8vo.  1792. 

WESLEY  (CHARLES)  brother 
of  the  preceding,  a  minister  also 
among  the  Methodists,  and  of  re- 
spectable talents  as  a  scholar  and  a 
poet,  born  at  Epworth  1708,  died 
1788. 

WEST  (DR.  GILBERT)  a  pious 
and  learned  English  gentleman,  who 
wrote  "Observations  on  the  Resur- 
re£tion,"  and  suggested  to  the  cele- 
brated Lord  Lyttelton  such  con- 
vincing evidences  of  the  truth  of 
the  New  Testament,  as  produced 
that  noble  author's  fine  "  Disserta- 
tion on  St.  Paul."  Dr.  Wen  also 
produced  several  poems  of  merit, 
particularly  "The  Institution  of  the 
Garter;"  but  is  still  better  known 
by  his  translation  of  "Pindar;"  of 
which  Dr.  Johnson's  opinion  is, 
that  it  is  "  the  product  of  great  la- 
bour and  great  abilities."  He  was 
born  1706,  and  concluded  a  pious 
and  exemplary  life,  March  26, 
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WEST  (THOMAS;  an  English 
antiquary,  and  author  of  a  "  GuiJe 
to  the  Lakes  of  Westmorland,"  born 
17  1,5,  died  1779. 

WETSTEIN  (JOHN  JAMES)  a 
very  learned  divine,  editor  of  a 
NTe\v  Testament  in  Greek  and  La- 
tin, with  various  readings  and  com- 
mentaries, born  at  Basil  1693.  died 

•751- 

WH  ALLEY  (PETER)an  English 
divine  and  eminent  critic  and  com- 
mentator on  Sbakspeare  and  Ben 
Jonson,  and  editor  of  the  works  of 
the  latter,  born  1722,  died  1791. 

WHARTON  (HEXRYj  an  Eng. 
lish  divine  and  historian  of  un- 
common abilities,  born  at  \Vor- 
ste^d  in  Norfolk,  1664,  died  March 
1694-5.  His  best  works  arc, 
"  The  History  of  the  Troubles  and 
Trials  of  Archbishop  Laud,"  and 
"  Historid  cle  Episcopis  &  Decanis 
Londinensibus,  &c.  ad-  annum 
1540." 

WHARTON  (PHILIP  DUKE 
OF)  an  English  nobleman  of  most 
eccsnti  iccharatter,  born  1699,  went 
to  France  and  engaged  in  the  Pre- 
tender's interest ;  for  which  he  was 
attainted  of  high  treason,  but  died 
i:i  Spain  i  73  i. 

WHEELER  (SIR  GEORGE)   an 
EnglUh    divine,     author    of      "  A 
Journey   into  Greece,"    "  An    Ac- 
count of  the   Churches  and    Places 
of  the   Primitive  Christians,"   and 
"  The  -Protestant .  Monastery,    or 
Chri-'ian  CEconomics,"  which  con- 
tains    directions   for    the    religious 
i  conduft  of  a   family;    born    16,50, 
I  died  1724. 

WHICHCOT  (BENJAMIN)  an 
eminent  English  divine  and  theolo- 
gical writer,  born  in  Shropshire 
t6og,  died  1683. 

WHISTON      (WILLIAM)      an 
English   divine   and  mathematician 
P   P   3 
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t-f  very  uncommon  parts  and  learn- 
ing born  at  .Norton,  Leicestershire, 
i  &•->;',  died  5750.  I-is  principal 
v.-orks  are,  (1  A  New  Theory  ol 
the  Earth,  frcrn  its  O.igin<;l  to  the 
Consummation  of  all  Things, where- 
in the  creation  or  t'.  £  world  in  six 
days,  thejuniversal  dtluge,  and  the

\VH1TAKER  (WILLIAM)  a 
polemic  divine  and  controversial 
\vriter  against  popery,  botn  at 
Holrr.e, Lancashire,  i548,died  159.5. 
Bishop  Hall  said  of  him,  that '«  Ne- 
ver man  saw  him  without  reve- 
rence, or  heard  him  without  won- 
der." 

WHITBY  (DANIEL)  an  English 
divine,  author  of  more  than  forty 
•works,  full  of  good  sense  and 
learning  ;  but  the  most  considerable 
is  bis  "  Paraphrase  and  Commen- 
tary on  the  New  Testament,"  in  two 
vols.  folio,  which  is  still  the  prin- 
cipal commentary  uied  by  the  Eng- 
lish clergy.  He  was  born  at  Rush- 
den,  Northamptonshire,  1638,  and 
died  March  i  725-6. 

WHITFIELD  (GEORGE)  a  very 
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celebrated  preacher  among  the  Me* 
thodists,  was  born  1714,  at  the  Bell 
inn,  Gloucester  (which  was  then 
kept  by-  his  mother),  received  his 
education  at  the  grammar-school  of 
Gloucester,  and  afterwards  became 
ei'itorof  Pembroke  college,  Ox- 
ford. At  the  age  of  2  i  Dr.  Ben- 
son, bishop  of  Gloucester,  ordai:.-d 
him,  and  he  immediately  applied 
himstlf  indefatigabiy  to  what  he 
considered  as  the  duties  of  his 
character,  pieaching  daily  in  pri- 
sons, fields,  and  open  streets,  where- 
ever  he  thought  there  would  be  a 
chance  cf  making  proselytes.  Hav« 
iry  inadt  himself  universally  known 
in  England,  he  embarked  for  Ame- 
rica, where  the  tenets  of  Methodism, 
h  i  begun  to  spread  very  fast  ur,. 
j  der  his  friends  John  and  Charles 
j  Wesley.  There  he  gained  maity 
•  converts,  and  instituted  the  orphan- 
1  house  st  Georgia.  After  a  long 
course  of  travel,  his  fortune  im- 
proving as  his  fame  increased,  h« 
eretied  two  extensive  buildings  for 
public  worship  j  one  in  Tottenham- 
court-road,  and  the  other  near 
Moorfields,  where,  with  the  help 
of  some  assistants,  he  continued  for 
many  years,  attended  by  overflow- 
ing  congregations.  Ke  had  a'.so 
establishments  of  the  same  kind  in 
various  parts  of  the  kingdom.  Mr. 
Whitfield,  however,  returned  to 
America,  and  died  at  Newbury, 
(about  40  miles  from  Boston,  New; 
England)  Oft.  i,  1770. 

WH1TEHEAD  (PAUL)  an  Eng- 
lish poet  of  very  considerable  ta- 
lents, born  in  Westminster  1710, 
died  1774. 

WHITEHEAD  (WILLIAM) 
author  of  "  The  Roman  Father," 
and  "  Creusa,"  tragedies;  "  The 
School  for  Lovers,"  a  comedy;  and 
"A  Trip  to  Scotland,"  a  farce; 
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was  born  at  Cambridge  1715.  In 
1757  he  was  appointed  poet  laureat 
on  the  death- of  Colley  Cibber,  and 
died  1785. 

WHITEHURST  (JOHN)  F.  R.  S. 
a  most  ingenious  writer  on  me- 
chanics, hydraulics,  &.c.  £; .-.  bom 
at  Congleton,  Cheshire,  1713,  died 
1788. 

\VKITELOCK-E  (BULSTRODE) 
a  celebrated  Eng,;;-,h  lawyer  and 
statesman  under  Oliver  Cromwell. 
born  in  London  1605,  died  1676, 
leaving  "  Memorials  of  English 
Affairs  from  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  Charles  I.  to  the  Resto- 
ration of  Charles  II."  His  relation 
to  the  public  was  such  throughout 
all  the  revolutions,  that  few  mys- 
terits  of  state  could  be  to  him  any 
secret;  nor  was  the  facility  of  his 
pen  less  considerable  than  his 
knowledge  of  affairs. 

\VHITG1FT  (DR.  JOHN)  arch- 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  and  an  emi- 
nent writer  against  the  Puritans, 
bom  at  Great  Grirusby  1530,  died 
1604. 

W1CKLIFF  (JOHN)  professor 
of  divinity  in  the  university  of  Ox- 
ford, born  in  the  North  of  England 
1324,  was  the  father  of  the  Re- 
formation of  the  English  church 
from  popery ;  being  the  first  who 
opposed  the  authority  of  the  pope, 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  bishops,  ano 
the  temporalities  oi  the  church,  in 
1377.  He  died  1384,  leaving 
many  books  behind  him  for  the 
establishment  of  his  doftrines, 

W1CQUEFORT  (ABRAHAM 
DE)  a  Dutch  statesman  and  histo- 
rian, famous  for  his  embassies  aru 
his  writings,  torn  in  Holland  1598. 
died  1682.  His  works  are,  "L'His- 
toire  des  Provences-Unies  des  Pays- 
Bas,  depuis  le  parfait  establissement 
Ue  cei  E;,it  par  la  Fsi.\  dc 
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which  contains  i  174  pages  in  folio, 
and  "  L'Ainbassadeur  &  ses  Fonc- 
tions,"  2  vols.  jjto. 

WILD  (HENRY)  a  journeyman 
;JN  lor,  who,  from  a  strong  desire 
of  knowledge,  and  love  of  study, 
became  a  prodigy  of  Latin,  Greek, 
Hebrew,  and  Arabic  learning.  He 
was  born  at  Norwich  about  1680, 
ind  died  in  London  about  1733. 
The  only  piece  of  his  that  was  ever 
printed  was  a  tia.islation  from  the 
Arabic  of  "  Mahomet's  Journey  to 
Heaven." 

\VILKES  (JOHN)  a  famous 
English  politician,  at  one  time  of 
his  life  the  idol  of  a  party  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  measures  of  the  crown, 
was  born  in  Clerkcnwell  i7'/6,  and 
in  early  life  made  colonel  of  the 
.Buckinghamshire  militia,  and  c-lefcl- 
ed  M.  P.  for  Aylesbury.  Having 
dissipated  a  considerable  part  cf  his 
fortune,  his  circumstances  were 
much  embarrassed,  and  he  became 
the  vehement  opposer  of  govern- 
ment  under  the  administration  of 
the  earl  of  Bute,  in  which  cause  he 
was  joined  by  that  distinguished 
poetical  genius  Charles  Churchill. 
The  great  popularity  he  acquired 
by  this  opposition,  caused  his  heavy- 
debts  to  be  liquidated;  he  was 
chosen  an  alderman  and  chamber- 
lain of  London,  and  elefted  JM.  P. 
for  the  county  of  Middlesex.  He, 
however,  soon  after  withdrew  from 
the  party  whose  strenuous  cham- 
pion he  had  been,  and,  adopting 
wholesome  ceconomy,  died  pos- 
sessed of  a  handsome  fortune,  Dec. 
1797.  I3js  knowledge  of  polite 
literature  wns  extensive  ;  his  taste 
'elegant;  and  his  cAij;j.u»ciess  wit 
caused  his  company  to  be  very 
OUR!)  prized. 

\\  '  K;ivAV;i.LIAM)  aScottish 
poet,  born  in  \Vcst  Lothian  1721* 
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«iied  1772,  leaving  a  weil-%vritten 
poem  called  "  The  Epigoniad," 
in  nine  books,  and  a  volume  of 
"  Fables." 

W1LK.INS  (DR.  JOHN)  bishop 
of  Chester,  a  most  ingenious  and 
learned  theologian,  critic,  and  ma- 
thematician, born  near  Daventry 
1614,  died  1672.  "  The  Mathe- 
matical and  Philosophical  Works" 
of  this  author  were  collected  and 
published  1708,  all  which  are  in- 
genious and  learned,  and  many 
particularly  curious  and  entertain- 
ing. 

WILKINS   (DAVID)    keeper  of 
the  archiepiscopal    library  at    Lam 
beth,    and    an    eminent    antiquary, 
born  1678,  died   1740. 

WILLIAM  (OF  MALMSBURY) 
a  monk,  and  English  historian  to 
his  own  time,  flourished  1140. 

WILLIAM  (OF  NEWBURY)  a 
monk,  and  English  historian  of  his 
own  time,  flourished  1197. 

WILLIAM  AUGUSTUS(DUKE 
OF  CUMBERLAND)  second  son 
cf  King  George  II.  and  a  very  dis. 
tinguished  general,  was  born  Apri 
J5»  1721,  performed  eminent  ser 
vice  at  the  battles  of  Dettingen 
Fontenoy,  and  Culloden,  and  dice 
09.31,  1765. 

WILLIAMS  (JOHN)  archbishop 
of  York,    and    lord    keeper    under 
James    I.    an    eminent   theologica 
writer,  born  at  Aberconway,  Caer 
rarvonshire,  1582,  died  1650. 

WILLIAMS     (SIR    CHARLES 
HANBURY)   an    English  ministe 
plenipotentiary     at     the    court    01 
Berlin,       who     published      variou 
"   Poems;"    which,    however,   arc 
rather    remarkable    for    their    ease 
and  vivacity  ,  than  for  their  eleganc 
or  moral  tendency.     He  died  17 59 
WILLIAMS     (ANNA)    a    poe 
and  miscellaneous    writer,  born   i 
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South  Wales  1706.  Having  lost 
ier  sight  by  a  cataraft,  she  was 
eceived  under  the  hospitable  roof 
>f  Dr.  Johnson,  in  which  sanftuary 
he  died  1783.  A  volume  of  htr 
'  Miscellanies  in  Prose  and  Verse" 
vas  published  in  410,  1766. 

WILLIAMS  (JOHN)  an  ingeni- 
ous mineralogist,  author  of  a  "  His- 
ory  of  the  Mineral  Kingdom,"  two 
vols.  8vo.    the  result  of    more  than 
40  years  actual  observation  in  Scot- 
and  and  \Vdles,  and  of  an  essay  on 
'   Vitrified     Forts,"      »777,     8vo. 
Died  May  29,  1795. 

WILLIS  (DR.  BROWNE)  an 
English  antiquary,  born  at  Bland- 
ion!  1682,  tnade  and  published 
"  A  Survey  of  the  Cathedrals  of 
England,"  and  wrote  other  works. 
He  died  i  -/6o. 

WILLOUGHBY  (FRANCIS)  a 
celebrated  English  natural  historian, 
born  163.5,  died  1672. 

WILSON  (ARTHUR)  an  Eng- 
lish historian  and  dramatic  writer, 
born  in  Norfolk  1596,  died  1652. 
He  composed  some  comedies,  which 
were  a£kd  at  Biackfriars  by  the 
king's  playcis,  and  a  "Hiscoryof 
the  Life  and  Reign  of  King 
James  1." 

WILSON  (DR.  THOMAS) 
bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  an  ex- 
cellent prelate,  and  eminent  writer 
in  theology,  born  in  Cheshire  1663, 
died  1755.  His  works  in  2  vols. 
folio,'  consist  of  Religious  TraQs  and 
Sermons,  with  a  short"  History  of 
the  Isle  of  Man." 

WILSON  (THOMAS)  D.D.  son 
of  the  foregoing  pious  bishop,  born 
1703,  was  reftor  of  St.  Stephen's 
Walbrook  46  years,  and  published 
a  work,  in  410.  entitled,  "  The 
Ornaments  of  Churches  consider- 
ed," and  a  pamphlet,  entitled, 
"  Distilled  Liquors  the  Bane  of  the 
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Nation,"  and  died  1784.  Hiswarm 
patronage  of  the  celebrated  female 
historian  Macaulay,  to  whom,  while 
living,  he  erected  a  statue  in  his 
church,  is  well  known. 

WILSON  (BENJAMIN)  F.R.S. 
an  eminent  English  painter,  and 
Writer  on  subjefls  of  natural  philo- 
sophy, died  i  788. 

WING  (VINCENT)  a  famous 
astronomer  and  astrologer,  who 
published  "  The  Celestial  Harmony 
of  the  Visible  World,"  1651, 
"  Astronomica  Britannica,"  and 
several  other  works  ;  and  died 
Sept.  20,  1668.  An  almanack 
continues  still  to  be  sold  with  his 
name  prefixed  as  the  author,  and 
is  at  least  in  as  much  request  as 
any  other  that  is  published. 

WINKELMAN  (ABBE  JOHN) 
an  eminent  German  writer  on  sub- 
jetls  of  taste  and  art,  born  at  Sten- 
dall  in  Branrtenburgh  1718,  assas- 
sinated 1768.  Mischief  works  are, 
a  "  History  of  Art,"  and  "  Monu- 
ment! Ineciiu." 

W-INTRINGHAM  (SIR  CLIF- 
TON') bart.  and  M.  D.  an  eminent 
English  physician  and  medical  wri- 
ter, born  at  York  1710,  died  Jan. 
1794,  leaving  several  valuable 
work*. 

WINWOOD  (SIR  RALPH)  se- 
cretary  of  state  in  the  reign  of 
James  I.  author  of  "  Memorials  of 
Affairs  of  State  in  the  reignsof  queen 
Elizabeth  and  king  James  I."  three 
volumes  folio,  born  at  Aynhoe,  Nor- 
thamptonshire, 1565,  died  1617. 

\VIRLEY  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish antiquarian  and  herainic  writer, 
born  in  Leicestershire,  died  1618. 

WISE  (FRANCIS)  an  eminent 
English  antiquary,  born  1695,  died 


WISSING    (WILLIAM)   an  ex- 
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cellent  Dutch  portrait  painter,  born 
16,56,   died   1687. 

WITHERING  (DR. WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  physician  and  botanist, 
born  at  Wellington,  in  Shropshire, 
1741,  died  Oft.  6,  1799.  His 
"  Botanical  Arrangement  of  Bri- 
tish Plants,"  4  vols.  8vo.  must  be 
allowed  to  be  (as  a  national  Flora) 
the  most  elaborate  and  complete 
performance  that  any  country  can 
boast  of.  Dr.  W.  also  wrote  "  On 
the  Scarlet  Fever  a'nd  Sore  Throat," 
and  published  a  translation  of 
"  Bergman's  Sciagraphia  Rc^ni 
Mireralis,"  under  the  title  of 
"  Outlines  of  Mineralogy." 

WITHERS  (GEORGE)  a  pasto,. 
ral  poet,  who  published  many  pro* 
dufilions,  cr.cl  was  generally  in  a 
state  of  rivahy  and  opposition  with 
Taylor  the  water-poet.  I'.'  was 
born  in  1588,  was  one  of  Crom- 
well's most  violent  partizans,  and 
died  in  1667. 

W1TS1US  (HERMAN)  a  very 
learned  and  eminent  Dutch  divine, 
born  at  Enckhusen  1626,  died  1708, 
liaving  published  several  import- 
ant works,  of  which  one  of  the 
principal  is  "  j£gyptiaca ;"  in 
'.vhich  he  compares  the  religious 
rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Jews 
and  Egyptians.  He  wrote  aho 
"  The  CEconomy  of  the  Covenant* 
between  God  and  Man;"  on  which 
see  a  most  elegant  eulogy  in  Her- 
vey's  Theron  and  Aspasio,  vol.  2. 
p.  366. 

WOFFINGTON  ( M  ARC  ARET) 
an  eminent  attrcsf,  celebrated  for 
beauiy  of  countenance  and  elegance 
of  form,  as  well  as  good  sense  and 
general  merit  in  her  profession,  born 
at  Dublin  1718,  died  1760.

WOLSEY  (THOMAS)  prime 
ministei  of  Henry  VIII.  (who,  from 
being  the  son  of  a  butcher  at  Ips- 
wich, rose  to  be  archbishop  of 
York,  chancellor  of  England,  car- 
dinal priest  of  St.Cicily,  and  legate 
a  later e)  was  born  1471.  Having 
gained  an  entire  ascendancy  over 
the  king,  he  drew  him  at  length 
into  such  nu-asures  abroad,  that  the 
balance  of  Europe  was  destroyed, 
and  his  majesty  perpetually  made  a

WOLFF  (CHRISTIAN)  an  emi- 
nent  German  lawyer,  philosopher, 
and  political  writer,  born  at  Bres- 
lau  1679,  died  1754. 

WOLLASTON  (WILLIAM)  an  seal 
Eng'ish  gentleman  distinguished  as  200 
a  writer  hy  a  treatise  entitled, 
"  The  Religion  of  Nature  Deline- 
ated :"  a  work  for  which  so  great  a 
demand  was  made,  that  more  than 
10,000  were  sold  in  a  very  few 
years:  it  i?,  however,  a  system  of 
theism,  yet  one  of  the  best  written 
books  in  the  Engl:sh  language.  He 
was  born  a:  Colon  Clanford,  Staf- 


the  deaths  of  Leo  X.  and  Adrian 
VI.  but  without  success.  At  last 
he  fell  under  the  kind's  displeasure. 
His  too  great  obsequiousness  to  the 
see  of  Rome  in  the  process  relating 
to  the  king's  divorce  from  queen 
Catharine,  and  some  inferior  acci- 
dents, concurred  to  destroy  his  in- 
terest with  his  majesty;  the  great 
was  demanded  of  him,  his 
goods  were  se:zed  to  the  king's  use, 
and  he  was  arre:ted  for  high  trea- 
son, and  committed  to  the  custody 
of  the  lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  who 
had  orders  to  brinij  him  to  London. 


This  disgrace  affefted  his  mind  to 
such  a  degree,  that  he  fell  sick  at 
Sheffield,  in  the  earl  of  Shrews- 
bury's house;  whence,  by  slow  de- 
grees, he  proceeded  as  far  as  Lei* 
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tester,  where  he  is  said  to  have 
taken-  poison,  in  order  to  put  an 
end  to  his  miserable  life.  In  his 
last  agony  he  regretted  that  he  had 
not  served  God  with  the  same  fide- 
lity  that  he  had  always  shewn  to- 
ward his  royal  master.  He  died 
Nov.  29,  1530,  and  was  interred 
in  the  abbey  of  Leicester.  It  must 
be  acknowledged,  that  his  schemes 
for  the  promotion  of  learning  were 
noble  and  well  laid,  as  appears  from 
the  seven  IcQures  which  he  founded 
at  Oxford,  from  his  college  there, 
now  Christ-church,  and  his  school 
at  Ipswich.  He  was  the  patron  of 
learned  men.  a  juJge  and  munifi- 
cent encourager  of  the  polite  arts; 
and  many  remains  of  his  magr.ifi- 
cent  ideas  in  architecture  still  exist. 
WOLSTONLCRAFT.  SeeGOD- 
WIN. 

WOOD  (ANTHONY)  an  emi- 
nent English  antiqujry  and  biogra- 
pher, born  at  Oxford  1632,  died 
leaving  the  following  most 
valuable  works:  "  Histona  &  An- 
tiquitatcs  Universitatis  Oxoniensis," 
and  "  Athena?  Oxoniensis.  An 
exafl  History  of  all  the  Writers  and 
Bishops  who  have  had  their  Educa- 
tion in  the  most  ancitnt  and  famous 
University  of  Oxford,  from  A.D. 
1500,  to  1695.  To  which  are 
added,  the  Fasti,  or  Annals,  of  the 
said  University."  As  a  collector, 
Mr.  Wood  deserves  highly  of  pos- 
terity; but  his  narrowness  of  mind 
and  furious  prejudices  are  unpar- 
donable, and  we  want  correctness 
both  of  judgment  and  style  in  his 
works. 

WOOD  (ROBERT)  under  secre- 
tary of  state  in  1764,  and  author 
of  a  very  curious  "  Essay  on  the 
Original  Gtnius  of  Homer,"  died 
1771- 

WOODCOCK.  (ELIZABETH)  a 


of 


very 
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poor  inhabitant  of  Impington,  near 
Cambridge;  remarkable  for  having 
existed  eight  days  and  nights  with- 
out food,  and  buried  in  snow,  in 
the  month  of  February  1799;  an 
interesting  account  of  which  faSt 
will  be  found  in  the  Gentleman's 
Magazine,  Vol.  LXIX.  p.  711,  (3 
, — She  lingered  till  the  July 
following,  and  then  died  in  her 
42d  year. 

WOODVILLE  (DR.  WILLIAM), 
an  eminent  physician  and  medical 
writer,  born  in  Cumberland  1747, 
died  at  Pancras,  near  London, 
March  26,  1805.  He  was  author 
work,  entitled 

"  Medical  Botany,"  ^to.  the  first 
volume  of  which  was  published  in 
1790,  and  which  has  been  com. 
pieced  in  two  more  volumes,  and  a 
supplementary  one.  Dr.  \Y.  also 
wrote  some  interesting  works  on 
the  Small  Pox,  and  on  the  Cow 
Pox  ;  and  in  the  early  stage  of  the 
introduction  of  the  latter  disease, 
he  was  a  very  zealous  and  successful 
practitioner. 

WOODWARD  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
English  natural  philosopher  and 
physician,  born  in  Derbyshire  1665, 
died  174:8.  His  chief  works  are, 
"  Fossils  of  all  Kinds  digested  into 
a  Method  suitable  to  their  mutual 
Relation  and  Affinity,"  and  an 
"  Essay  towards  the  Natural  His- 
torv  of  the  Earth." 

WOODWAR  D  (HEN  RY) ; 


celebrated  comedian,  born  in  Lon- 
don 17  17,  died  1777,  having  com- 
piled a  farce  called  "  Marplot  in 
Lisbon;"  "Man's  the  Master,"  a 
Comedy;  a  prelude,  interlude,  pas- 
•<jial,  and  numerous  pantomimical 
.ntei  tainmcnts. 

WOOLLETT  (WILLIAM)  a 
HA  st  eminent  English  historical 
and  landscape  engraver,  deservedly 
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astcemed  the  first  in  his  profession, 
born  at  Maidstone,  Kent,  AIIJT.  27, 
173.5)  died  May  23,  i  785.  Kis  plate 
Vi  the  "  Death  of  General  Wolfe," 
a  chff-d'<fuvre  of  the  art,  gave  rise 
to  the  following  extempore  lines 
•written  with  a  pencil  on  his  tomb- 
stone in  Panrras  church-yard,  bv 
an  ingenious  young  man,  whose 
friend.-hip  the  Compiler  of  this 
Wo.-k  valued,  and  whose  early  death 
he  had  to  deplore:

WORMIUS  (OLAUS)  a  learned 
physician  and  medical  writer  of 
Denmark,  horn  at  Arhusen  in  Jut- 
land 1.588,  died  1654. 

WORSDALE(JA\1ES)  a  painter 
end  dramatic  writer,  died  1767. 
Ke  was  author  of  several  small 
piece?,  songs,  &c.  and  of  five  dra- 
matic performance?. 

WORTH1NGTON  (WILLIAM 
an  English   divine    and   theological 
writer,      born     in     Merionethshire 
170.3,    died    1778. 

WOTTON     (SIR    HENRY)    an 
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{eminent  English  statesman  and  poet, 
born  in  Kent  1.568,  died  1639. 
After  bis  death  were  published, 
.  "  Reliquiae  Wottonianae  :  or,  a  Col- 
le£tion  of  Lives,  Letters,  Poems, 
with  characters  of  sundry  person- 
ages, and  other  incomparable  pieces 
of  language  and  art:  By  the  cu- 
rious pencil  of  the  ever-memorable 
Sir  H?n:y  \Votton,"  16,5;. 

WOT  ION  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
Ii?h  divine,  critic,  historian,  and 
miscellaneous  writer  of  great  learn- 
ing, born  at  Wrenlham  in  Suffolk. 
1666,  died  1726.  His  chief  works 
are,  "  Reilefiions  uoon  Ancient  and 
Modern  Learning,"  and  "  The  His- 
:ory  of  Rome  from  the  death  of 
Antoninus  Pius  to  the  death  of 
Scieriu  Alexander." 

V.  OTY  (V.'ILLIAM)  a  very  in- 
genious  English  poet,  born  i73t< 
His  principal  poems  are  primed  in 
two  vols.  8vo.  Among  the  best  of 
his  productions  the  song  of  "  My 
temples  with  clusters  of  grapes  I'll 
entwine,"  &c.  is  to  be  classed,  the 
merit  of  which  is  universally 
known.  Mr.  W.  was  a  true  ban 
v/'rant ;  but  by  a  too  great  indul- 
gence of  his  passion  for  conviviality 
and  society  he  unfortunately  in- 
jured his  constitution,  and  du'd 
March  10,  1791. 

WOUVERMANS  (PHILIP)  an 
excellent  Dutch  landscape  painter, 
born  at  Haerlem  1620,  died  1688. 

WRAY  (DANIEL)  a  learned 
English  antiquary,  born  in  London 
170  i,  died  i  783, 

WREN  (SIR  CHRISTOPHER) 
a  most  illustrious  English  architect 
and  mathematician,  born  at  East 
Knoyle,  Wilts,  1632,  died  1723. 
The  conflagration  of  the  city  of 
London  gave  him  many  opportuni- 
ties of  employing  his  genius;  for 
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the  cathedral  of  St.  Paul,  the  p-i 
rcc hial  ihuiche?,  and  other  publi< 
struciures,  which  hod  been  fit 
strcyed  by  that  dreadful  calamity 
were  rebuilt  from  his  designs,  and 
under  his  d  reftion.  Among  the 
many  public  buildings  erected  by 
him  in  the  city  of  London,  the 
church  of  St.  Stephen  in  Walbrook, 
that  of  St.  Mary- le- bow,  the  Mo 
raiment,  and  the  cathedral  cf  St. 
PJII!,  have  more  especially  drawn 
tie  attention  of  foreign  connois- 
seurs ;  the  former  of  these  is  famous 
all  over  Europe,  and  is  justly  re- 
puted the  master  piece  of  Sir  Chris- 
topher. 

WRIGHT  (JOSEPH)  a  very 
distinguished  painter,  born  at  Der- 
by 1734,  died  September  1797. 
He  was  particularly  famous  for 
producing  extraordinary  efkfts  of 
light,  ^nd  had  been  a  pupil  of  Hud- 
son,  who,  though  not  eminent  him- 
self, had  the  honour  to  train  up  in 
the  art  three  of  the  most  celebrated 
painters  of  the  age  ;  viz.  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds,  Mr.  Wright,  and  Mr. 
Mortimer. 

WYATT    (SIR  THOMAS)  was 
one  of  the  most  learned  and  accom- 
plished   persons   of   his  time,   and 
much  in   favour    with    Henry  VIII. 
who  employed  him  on  several  em- 
bassies.     Some  of  his  poetical  pieces! 
were    printed    in     410.   1565,    with) 
the  works   of   the    earl  of  Surrey. 
He  was  the  first  of  his  countrymen; 
who  versified  the  Whole    Book    of 
P.salms ;    and  he    died  in  1541,    at. 
the  aoe  of  38. 

WYCHE~  i.EY  (WILLIAM)  an 
eminent   Ei     lisfa    comic    poet,  born 
at  Cleve    in  o.    opshire  1640,  died 
1715.          Beside     four      comedies, 
•'  Love  in  a  Wood,  or  St.   James's! 
Park,"  "  Tlie  Gentleman  Dancing-; 
Master,"   "  The  Plain  Dealer," and , 
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«'  The  Country  Wife,"  he  published 
a  folio  volume  of  poems. 

WYKEI1AM  (WILLIAM  OF) 
born  at  Wykebam,  Hamp-hirej 
13 j4,  was  bishop  of  Winchester 
in  the  reigns  of  Edward  III.  Ri« 
chard  II.  and  Henry  IV.  and  secre- 
tary of  state  to  the  first  of  these 
monarch?.  He  was  likewbe  an 
eminent  architect,  founder  of  St. 
Mary  of  Winchester's  college  at 
Oxford,  since  railed  New  College, 
ind  of  a  noble  school  at  Winches- 
ter, and  died  I  ^04. 

WYNTOWN  (ANDREW)  .a 
Scottish  writer  of  the  idth  cen- 
tury, who  published  a  "  Chronicle 
of  Scotland"  in  rhyme,  which  is 
a  mixture  of  truth,  tradition,  and 
able. 

XEXOCRATES,  a  celebrated 
Greek  philosopher,  disciple  of  i-Jato, 
aorn  at  Chalcedon  396,  died  314 
B.C. 

XENOPHON,  an  illustrious  A- 
thenian  philosopher,  soldier,  and 
historian,  born  in  the  Sad,  and  died 
in  the  1051!!  Olympiad,  leaving 
behind  him  many  excellent  works, 
of  which  a  fine  collision  is  happily 
come  down  to  us.  The  principal 
of  these  are,  the  "  Cympasdia,"  or 
the  life,  discipline,  and  aflions,  of 
the  Elder  Cyrus;  seven  books  of 
the  "  Expedition  of  the  Younger 
Cyrus  into  Persia,  arid  of  the  retreat 
of  the  ten  thousand  Greeks  under 
hinvelf:"  seven  books  of  the  "  Gre- 
cian History  ;"  four  books  of  the 
"  Memortbilia"  of  Socrates,  with 
the  "  Apologia  Socrates,"  and  the 
"Hellenica,"  or  seven  books  of 
Grecian  history,  being  a  continua- 
tion of  Thucydides  to  48  years 
farther. 

XENOPKONT  (usually  mentioned 
with  the  epithet  Ephesius,  from  the 
place  of  his  birth,  to  distingui.h 
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him  from  the  above  Xen^phon  $o- 
craticus)  is  the  author  of  a  romance 
in  Eve  books  "  Of  the  Loves  of 
Abrocomus  and  Anthia,"  which 
are  entitled  "  Ephesiaca."  He  flou- 
rished about  250  B.  C. 

XERXES  I.  king  of  Persia,  me- 
ir.orahle  for  the  vast  army  with 
tvhich  he  entered  Greece,  amount- 
ing  to  5»  283, 220  souls,  exclusive 
«f  women,  eunuchs,  and  other  at- 
tendants. This  multitude  was  stop- 
ped at  Thermopylae  by  the  valour 
of  300  Spartans  under  king  Leoni- 
das  Xerxes  was  murdered  in  his 
bed  by  Artabanus  ih;  captain  of 
his  guard,  in  the  aist  year  of  his 
reign,  about  4648.0. 

X1MENES  (FRANCIS)  cardinal 
archbishop  of  Toledo,  eminent  as  a 
statesman,  warrior,  and  patron  of 
Jearr.Ing,  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Spanish  government  many  years, 
and  administered  affair!  with  exem- 
plary ibilities  and  integrity;  born 
in  Castile  1437,  died  1,517. 

XYLANDER  (WILLIAM)  a 
German  translator  of  Greek  au- 
thors; the  chief  of  which  are,  Dion 
Cassius,  Marcus  Antoninus,  Plu- 
tarch, and  Strabo,  born  at  Augs- 
burg '532,  'Jied  >o76- 

XYPHILIN(JOHN)  a  patriarch 
of  Constantinople,  and  abridger  of 
Dion  Cassiu?,  died  1075. 

YALDEN  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  poet,  born  at  Exe- 
ter 167  i ,  died  1756. 

YORKE  (PHILIP  EARL  OF 
HARDWICKE)  lord  high  chan- 
cellor of  England,  and  one  of  the 
ablest  and  most  upright  lawyers  of 
the  age,  born  at  Dover  1690,  died 
1764.  So  equitable  were  his  de- 
crees, that  in  the  course  of  twenty 
years  that  he  held  the  seals,  few 
appeals  were  made  from  them,  and 
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scarcely  any  of  thtm  wert  r«- 
versed. 

YORKE  (CHARLES)  son  of  th« 
preceding,  born  1722,  was  mad< 
lord  high  chancellor  in  the  room 
of  lord  Camden,  Jan.  17,  1770^ 
and  on  the  2Oth  following  died" 
suddenly,  while  a  patent  of  peerage 
was  making  out  for  him  by  the 
title  of  baron  Mordfn.  That  he 
was  at  once  an  elegant  and  pro- 
found scholar,  is  evident  by  the 
few  "  Poems"  which  he  has  left, 
and  the  part  that  he  bore  in  those 
classical  produBions  the  "  Athenian 
Letters,"  published  in  1798,  2  vols. 
4  to. 

YOUNG  (DR.  EDWARD)  an 
English  poet  and  divine,  born  at 
Upham  near  Winchester  1681,  died 
1765.  His  chief  works  are  three 
Tragedies,  "  A  Paraphrase  on  part 
of  the  Book  of  Job,"  Moral  "Sa- 
tires," under  the  tiile  of  "TheUni- 
versal  Passion,"  and  "  The  Night 
Thoughts,"  a  work  by  which  his 
name  will  be  immortalized.  He 
was  the  author  of  many  other  things 
in  prose  and  verse  ;  particularly,  in 
prose  "  The  Centaur  not  Fabulous, 
in  Six  Letters  to  a  Friend  on  the 
Life  in  Vogue." 

ZACUTUS  (LUSITANUS)  an 
eminent  Portuguese  physician  and 
medical  writer,  born  at  Lisbon 
•57.5»  died  164  i. 

ZEXQ,  a  Stoic  philosopher,  born 
at  Citium  in  Cyprus,  was  founder 
of  the  seft  which  took  the  name  of 
Stoic  from  a  portico  called  Stoa, 
whence  he  delivered  his  harangues, 
and  died  624. 

ZtNOBIA,  queen  of  Palmyra, 
and,  by  her  valour,  empress  of  the 
East,  in  opposition  to  three  suc- 
cessive Roman  empeir>i--,  Gallienus, 
Claudius,  and  Aurelia:;,  but  subdued 
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*t  length  by  the  last  after  an  obstN 
nate  defence  of  her  capital.  Au- 
relian  obliged  her  to  grace  his  tri- 
umphal entry  into  Rome  ;  but  he 
aftersvards  permitted  her  to  end  her 
days  in  retirement,  at  an  elegant 
villa  near  that  city,  where  she  died 
about  280. 

ZEUXIS,  of  Heraclea,  a  very  fa- 
mous painter,  who  flourished  about 
400  years  before  Christ,  or  about 
the  g^th  Olympiad.  Many  curious 
particulars  are  recorded  of  this 
painter.  His  dispute  with  Parrha- 
sius for  the  prize  in  painting,  and 
how  he  lost  it,  is  related  by  Pliny 
in  the  following  manner:  Zeuxis 
had  painted  some  grapes  so  very 
naturally,  that  the  birds  used  to 
come  and  peck  them  ;  and  Parrha- 
sius  painted  a  curtain  so  artfully, 
that  Zeuxis,  mistaking  it  for  a  real 
curtain  which  hid  his  rival's  work, 
ordered  it  to  be  drawn  aside,  that 
he  might  see  Parrhasius'  painting: 
but  finding  his  mistake,  he  con- 
fessed himself  vanquished  ;  since 
he  had  only  imposed  upon  birds, 
whereas  Parrhasius  had  misled  even 
those  who  were  masters  of  the  art. 
We  are  told  that  Zeuxis,  having 
pointed  an  old  woman,  laughed  so 
heartily  at  the  sight  of  his  picture, 
that  he  died.  This  circumstance 
is  related  by  Verrius  Flaccus,  under 
the  word  Pictor,  but  is  probably 
fabulous. 

ZIMMERMANN  (DR.  JOHN 
GEORGE)  first  physician  to  his 
Britannic  Majesty  for  Hanover,  but 
more  eminent  as  a  philosopher. 
His  excellent  "Treatise  on  Expe- 
rience," his  "  Essay  on  National 
Pride,"  his  elaborate  dissertation 
on  "  Solitude,"  his  account  of  his 
"  Conversation  with  Frederic  the 
Creat,  King  of  Prussia,"  and  other 
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valuable  publications,  have  been 
translated  into  English,  and  are 
deservedly  in  high  esteem.  Dr. 
Zimniermann  was  born  at  lirug,  in 
the  canton  of  Berne,  1728,  and 
died  at  Hanover  Ocl.  7,  1795. 

ZINZENDORF  (COUNT)  a  Ger- 
man, chief  of  the  se&  of  Hern- 
huters,  which  he  introduced,  by  the 
title  of  Moravians,  into  England, 
where  several  congregations  of 
them  still  remain.  He  died  at 
London  1760,  in  his  7oth  year. 

ZISCA,  or  ZISK.A,  (JOHN)  a 
famous  Bohemian  patriot,  who  de- 
fended his  country  against  the  em- 
peror Sigismund,  and  performed 
prodigies  of  valour  after  he  had 
lost  both  his  eyes.  He  headed  the 
se£l  of  the  Hussites  after  the  death, 
of  John  Huss,  and  died  1424.— 
The  story  of  his  having  bequeathed 
his  skin  to  his  followers,  to  be 
made  into  a  drum,  to  animate  them 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  objeft, 
is  a  mere  fabls. 

ZOILUS,  a  Greek  rhetorician  and 
critic,  flouriihed  about  2708.0. 

ZONARAS(JOHN)a  Greek  his- 
torian,  who  wrote  "  Annals  from.

ZOROASTER,  or  Zerdusht,  a 
celebrated  Persian  philosopher,  the 
reputed  founder,  but  more  truly 
reformer,  of  the  Magian  religion, 
lived  under  the  reign  of  Darius 
Hysta<pes.  He  is  said  to  have 
predicted  the  coming  of  the  Messiah 
i  i  plain  and  express  words;  and 
that  the  wise  men  out  of  the  East, 
who  came  to  worship  our  Saviour 
on  account  of  his  stir,  were  his 
disciples. 

ZOSIMUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
historian  of  the  Roman  empire  from 
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Augustus  to  the  hfginning  of  the 
$th  century,  fiourished  about  410. 

ZOUCIl'fRiCHARD)  a  learned 
civilisn  o(  Wiltshire,  who  published 
many  esteemed  work?,  bom  in 
Wilts,  died  I  660. 

ZOUST  (GERARD)  a  German 
celebrated  for  his  accuracy  in  por- 
trait painting,  died  1681. 

ZUCCHERO  (TADDEO)  an 
Italian  historical  and  portrair- 
painter,  born  in  Urbino  1529,  died 
1566. 

ZUCCHERO  (FRF.DEinCO)  an 
eminent  painter,  and  brother  of 
Taddeo,  born  i543,ci!ed  1609. 

ZU1NGL1US  (ULRICUM  an

ZYPE  (FRANCIS  VAN'DEN)  a 
learned  theologian,  and  writer  on 
civil  law,  born  at  Alaiii.es  1580, 
died  j'-^o.
